14 And the name of the third river is 
Kddekel: that is it which goeth ^^toward 
fhe ease of Assyria. And the fourth 
river is Eunlu-ates. 

15 AndtEeLoBD God took i®the man, 
and put him into the garden of Eden to 
dress it and to keep it. 

16 And the Lord God commanded the 
man, saying, Of every tree of the garden 
^thon mayest freely eat : 

17 But of the tree of the knowledge of 
good and evil, thou sbalt not eat of it :

9 H And Enos hved ninety years, and 
begat 10 Cainan : 

10 And Enos lived after he begat Cainan 
dght hundred and fifteen years, and 
begat sons and daughters : 

11 And all the days of Enos were nine 
hundred and five years ; and he died. 

12 H And Cainan lived seventy years, 
and h^at ^^Mahalaleel: 

13 And Cainan liveA after he begat 
HahalaleeL eight hundred and forty 
years, and begat sons and daughters : 

14 And all the days of Cainan were nine 
hundred and ten years : and he died. 

15 ^ And Mahafaleel lived sixty and five 
yeara and bmt ^^Jared ; 

16 And Manalaleel lived after he begat 
Jared eight hundred and thirty years, and 
bwt sons and daughters : 

17 And all the days of Mahalaleel were 
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I eight hundred ninety and five years : and 
1 he died. 

18 H And Jared lived an hundred sixty 
I and two years, and he begat ®Enoch i 

19 And Jared lived after he begat Enoch 
eight hundred years, and begat sons and 
daughters : 

20 And aU the days of Jared were nine 
hundredsixtyand two years : and he died, 

21 H And Enoch lived sixty and five 
years, and be^t ^Methuselah : 

22 And Enoch * walked with God after 
he begat Methuselah three hundred years, 
and begat sons and dau^ters : 

23 And all the days of Enoch were three 

24>And <*Enoch walked witE^d ; and 
1 he was not : for God took him. 

25.And Methuselah lived an hundred 
eighty and seven years, and begat 
I mech: 

26 And Methuselah lived after he begat 
sL^ech seven hundred eighty and two 
years, and begat sons and dau^ters : 
u27 And all the days of Methuselah were 
Pine hundred sixty and nine years : and 
be died. 

t And Lamech lived an hundred 
■ and two years, and begat a son : 
md he called his name ®Noah, 
sajdng, This same shall comfort us con- 
ceming our work and /toil of our hands, 
because of the ground which the Loed 
bath cursed. 

..SO And Lamech lived after he begat 
Noah five hundred ninety and five years, 
and begat sons and daughters : 

3i And all the days of Lamech were 
seven hundred seventy and seven years ; 
and he died.

CHAPTER 6 


AND it came to pass, when men began

7 And the Lord said, I ■will destroy man 
■whom I have created from the face of 
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the earth ; ^both man, and b^st, and 
the creeping t h in g , and the fowls of the 
air ; for it repenteth me that I have made 
thenL 

8 But Noah ^found grace in the eyes of 
the Lord. 

9 H These are the generations of Noah : 
®Noah -was a just man and ^perfect in his 
generations, aTid Noah <*walked ■with God. 

10 And Noah begat three sons, Shem, 
Hamu and Jauheth, 

11 The earth also -was corrupt ^before 
God, and the earth ■was filled with ■vio- 
lence. 

12 .^d God looked upon the earth, and, 
behold, it was corrupt ; for all flesh luid 
corrupted his way upon the earth. 

13 And God said unto Noah, /The end 
of all flesh is come before me ; for the 
earth is filled with -violence through 
them ; and, behold, I -will destroy them 
^■with the earth. 

14 t Make thee an ark of gopher wood : 
®roonis Shalt thou make in the ark, and 
shalt pitch it within and without with 
pitch. 

15 And thists the fashion which thou 
Bhalt make it of: The length of the ark 
shall he three hundred cubits, the breadth 
of it fifty cubits, and the height of it 
thirty cubits. 

16 A window shalt thou make to the 
ark, .and in a cubit shalt thou finish it 
above; and the door of the ark shalt 
thou set in the side thereof ; with lower, 
second^ and third stm'ies shalt thou 
make it. 

17 And, behold, I, even I, do bring a 
flood of waters upon the earth, to destroy 
aU flesh, wherein is the breath of life, from 
under heaven : and every thing that is in 
the earth shall die. 

18 *But -with thee ■will I establish my 
covenant ; and thou shalt come into the 
ark, thou, and thy sons, and thy wife, and 
thy sons’ wives with thee. 

19 And of every living thing of all flesh, 
two of every sort shalt thou bring into 
the ark, to keep them alive with thee; 
they shall be male and female. 

20 Of fowls after their kind, and of 
cattle after their kind, of every creepi 
thing of the earth after his kind, two _ 
every sort shall come unto thee, to keep 
them alive. 

21 And take thou unto thee of all food 
that is eaten, and thou shalt gather it to 
thee : and it shall be for food for thee, 
and for thena. 

22 <Thus did Noah; according to all 
that God commanded him, so did he^

3 Of fowls also of the air ^ by sevens, the 
male and the female ; to keep seed alive 
upon the face of all the earth. 

4 For yet seven days, and I ■will cause it 
to rain upon the earth forty days and 
forty nights ; and evenr living substance 
that I have made -will I ^ destroy from off 
the face of the earth, 

6 And Noah did accord^ unto all that 
the Lord commanded him. 

6 And Noah was six hundred years old 
when the flood of waters -was upon the 
earth. 

7 H And Noah went in, and his sons, 
and his -wife, and his sons’ -wives -with 
him, into the ark, because of the -waters 
of the flood, 

8 Of clean beasts, and of beasts that are 
not clean, and of fowls, and of every thing 
that creepefch upon the earth, 

9 There went m two and two unto Noah 
into the ark, the male and the female, as 
God had commanded Noah. 

10 And it came to pass ? after seven days, 
that the waters of the flood were upon 
the earth. 

11 H In the six hundredth year of Noah’s 
life, in the second month, tne seventeenth 
day of the month, the same day were all 
the ^fountains of the great deep broken 
up, and the ^windows of heaven were 
opened. 

12 And the rain -was upon the earth 
forty days and forty nights. 

13 In the selfsame day entered Noah, 

and Shem, and Ham, and Japheth, the 
sons of Noah, and Noah’s wife, and the 
three ■wives of his sons -with them, into 
the ark; ' 

14 They, and every beast after his kind, 
and all the cattle after their kind, and 
every creeping thing that creepeth upon 
the earth after his kind, and eveiy fowl 
after his kind, every bird of every "sort. 

15 And they went in unto Noah into the 
ark, two and two of all flesh, wherein is 
the breath of life. 

16 And they that went in, went in male 
and female of all flesh, as God had. com- 
manded him; and the Lord shut him in. 

17 And the flood was forty days upon 
the earth : and the waters increased, and 
bare up tne ark, and it was lift up above 
the earth. 

18 And the waters pre'vailed, 'and were 
increased greatly upon the earth ; and the 
ark went upon the face of the waters. 

upon the earth ; and all the high'^SS^ 
that wei*e under the whole heaven, were 
covered. 

20 Fifteen cubits upward did the waters 
prevail ; and the mountains were covered, 

21 And all flesh died that moved upon 
the earth, both of fowl, and of cattle, and 
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of beast, and of every creeping thing that 
creepeth upon the eartb, and every man : 

22 All in “whose nostrils was ^the breath 
of life, of all that was in the dry land, 
lied. 

23 And every living substance was de- 
stroyed wliich was upon the face of the 
ground, both man, and cattle, and the 
creeping things, and the fowl of the 
heaven *, and they were destroyed from 
the earth: and *Noah only; remained 
alive, and they that were with him in 
the ark. 

24 And the waters prevailed upon the 
earth an hundred and fifty days,

6 And the waters ? decreased continually 
until the tenth month; in the tenth 
month, on the first day of the month, 
were the tops of the mountains seen. 

6 IF And it came to pass at the end of 
forty days, that Noah opened the window 
of the ark wliich he had made ; 

7 And he sent forth a raven, which went 
forth 8 to and fro, until the waters were 
dried up from off the earth, 

8 Also he sent forth a dove from him, to 
see if the waters were abated from off the 
face of the OTound ; 

9 But the dove found no rest for the sole 
of her foot, and she returned unto him 
into the ark, for the waters were on the 
face of the whole earth ; then he put forth 
his hand, and took her, and ^ pulled her 
in unto Him into the ark. 

10 And he stayed yet other seven days : 
and a^in he sent forth the dove out oi 
the ark; 

11 And the dove came in to him in the 
evening ; and, lo, in her mouth was an 
olive leaf pluckt off: so Noah knew that 
the waters were abated from off the earth. 

12 And he stayed yet other seven days : 
and sent forth the dove ; which returned 
not again unto him any more. 

13 IT And it came to pass in the 

hundredth and first year, in the first 
month, the first day of the month, the 
waters were dried up from off the earth : 
and Noah removed the covering of the 
ark, and looked, and, behold, the face of 
the ground was dry. 

14 And in the second month, on the 
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seven and twentieth day of the month, ^ 
was the earth dried. 

15 1 And God spake unto Noah, saying, 

1L6 Go forth of the ark, thou, and thy 
wife, and thy sons, and thy sons’ wives 
with thee. 

■ 17 Bring forth with thee every living 
thing that is with thee, of all flesh, both 
of fowl, and of cattle, and of every creep- 
ing thmg that creepeth upon the earth; 
tliat they may breed abundantly in the 
earth, and ®be fruitful, and multiply upon 
the earth. 

18 And Noah went forth, and his sons, 
and his wife, and his sons’ wives with 
him : 

19 Every beast, every creeping thing, and 
every fowl, and whatsoever creepeth upon 
the earth, after their 2 kinds, went forth 
out of the ark. 

20 H And Noah builded an altar unto 
the Lord ; and took of every clean beast, 
and of every clean fowl, and offered burnt 
offerings on the altar. 

21 And the Lord smelled sweet 
savour; and the Lord said in his heart, 

I will not again /curse the ground any 
more for man’s sake ; ®for the imagina- 
tion of man’s heart is evil from his youth; 
^neither will I again smite any more 
every thing living, as I have done. 

22 ^Wliile the earth remaineth, seed- 
time and harvest, and cold and heat, and 
summer and winter, and ^day and night 
shall not cease. 

CHAPTEE 9 
AND God blessed Noah and his sons, 
JLJL and said unto them, ^Be fruitful, 
and multiply, and replenish the earth. 

2 And the fear of you and the dread 
of you shall be upon every beast of the 
earth, and upon every fowl of the air, 
upon all that moveth upon the earth, 
and upon all the fishes of the sea ; into 
your hand are they delivered. 

3 * Every moving thing that liveth shall 
be meat for you; even as the ^green herb 
have I mven you all things. 

4 But flesh with the life thereof, which 
is the blood thereof, shall ye not eat. 

6 And surely your blood of your lives 
will I require; "at the hand of every 
beast will I require it, and ®at the hand 
of man; at the hand of every man’s 
brother will I require the life oi: man. 

6-^ Whoso sheddeth man’s blood, by man 
shall his blood be shed ; ® for in the image 
of God made he man. 

7. And you, be ye fruitful, and multiply ; 
bring forth abundantly in the earth, and 
multiply therein. 

8 H And God spake unto Noah, and to 
his sons with him, saying, 

9 And I, * behold, I establish my cove- 
nant with you, and with your seed after 
you; 

10 And with eveiy living creature that 
is with you, of the fowl, of the cattle, and 
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of every beast of the earth ■with you; 
from aU that go out of the ark, to every 
beast of the earth. 

11 And “I ■will establish my covenant 
with you ; neither shall all flesh be cut 
off any more by the ■waters of a flood ; 
neither shall there any more be a flood to 
destroy the earth. 

12 And God said, *^This is the token of 
the covenant ■which I make between me 
and you and every living creature that is 
with you, for perpetual generations ; 

13 I do set "^my bow m the cloud, and 
it shall be for a token of a covenant 
between me and the earth. 

14 And it shall come to pass, when I 
bring a cloud over the earth, that ^the 
bow sliaU be seen in the cloud : 

15 And will remember my covenant, 
■which is between me and you and every 
Jiving creature of all flesh ; and the waters 
^all no more become a flood to destroy 
all flesh. 

16 And the bow shall be in the cloud ; 
and I ■will look upon it, that I may 
remember the everlasting covenant be- 
tween God and every livmg creature of 
all flesh that is ujjon the earth. 

17 And God said unto Noah, This is 
the token of the covenant, which I liave 
established between me and all flesh that 
is upon the earth. 

18 ^ And the sons of Noah, that went 
forth of the ark, were Shen^ and Ham, 
and Japheth: ^and Ham is the father 
of ® Canaan. 

19 These are the three sons of Noah : 
and of them ■was the whole earth over- 
spread. 

20 And Noah began to he sn husband- 
man. and he planted a vineyard : 

21 And he drank of the 'wine, and was 
drunken; and he was uncovered ■within 
his tent. 

22 And Ham, the father of Canaan, saw 
the nakedness of his father, and told his 
two brethren ■without. 

23 And Shem and Japheth took a 
Mrment, and laid it upon both their 
shoulders, and went backward, and cover- 
ed the nakedness of their father; and 
their faces were backward, and they saw 
not their father’s nakedness. 

24 And Noah awoke from his -wine, and 
knew what his younger son had done 
unto him. 

26 And he said. Cursed he Canaan ; "‘a 
servant of servants shall he be unto his 
brethren. 

26 And he said, Blessed he the Lord 
God of Shem; and Canaan shall be ^ his 
servant. 

27 God shall Q enlarge Japheth, and he 
^lah dw^ in the tents of Shem; and 
Canaan shall be his servant. 

^ H And Noah lived after the flood 
three hundred and fifty years. 

29 And all the days of Noah were nine 
hundred and fifty years: and he died. 
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CHAPTER 10 

N OW these are the generations of the 
sons of Noah, Shem, Ham, and 
Japheth : and unto them were sons bom 
after the flood. 

2 *The sons of Japheth: ®Gomer, and 
Magog, and Madai, and Javan, and 
Tubal, and Meshech, and Tiras. 

3 And the sons of Gomer ; Ashkenaz, 
and Riphath, and ®Togarmah. 

4 And the sons of Javan ; Elishah, and 
Tarshish, Kittim, and iDodanim. 

6 By these were-^the isles of the Gentiles 
divided in theh lands ; every one after 
his tongue, after their families, in their 
nations. 

6 11 ^ And the sons of Ham ; Cush, and 
Mizraim, and Phut, and Canaan. 

7 And the sons of Cush; Seba, and 
Havilah, and Sabtah, and Eaamah, and 
Sahtecha: and the sons of Raamah; 
Sheba, and Bedan. 

8 And Cush begat Nimrod : he began to 
be a mighty one in the earth. 

9 He was a mighty hunter before the 
Lord: wherefore it is said, Even as 
Nimrod the mi^ty .hunter before the 
Lord. 

10 And the beginning of his kingdom 
was ^Babel, and Erech, and Accad, and 
Calneh, in the land of Shinar. 

11 Out of that land 8 went forth Asshur, 
and buildedi^ Nineveh, and ^the city 
Rehoboth, and Calah, 

12 And Resen between Nineveh and 
Calah : the same is a great city. 

13 *Ajid Mizraim begat Luoim, and 
Anamim, and Lehabim, and Naphtuhim, 
14 And Pathrusim, and CaslufiinL (out 
of whom came ^Philistim,) and Caph- 
torim. 

15 IT And Canaan begat ^Sidon his 
firstborn, and Heth, 

16 And the Jebusite, and the Amorite, 
and the Girgasite, 

17 And the Hivite, and the Arkite, and 
the Sinite, 

18 And the Arvadite, and the Zemarite, 
and the Hamathite : and afterward were 
the famili es of the Canaanites spread 
abroad. 

19 And the border of the Canaanites 
was from Sidon, as thou comest to 
(ierar, unto “^Gaza; as thou goest, unto 
Sodom, and Gomorrah, and Admah, and 
Zeboim, even unto Lasha. 

20 These are the sons of Ham, after 
their families, after their tongues, in 
their countries, and in their nations. 

21 m Unto Shem also, the father of all 
the children of Eber, the brother of Ja- 
pheth the elder, even to him were children 
born. 

22 The ” children of Shem; Elam, and 
Asshur, and ^^Arphasad, and Lud, and 
Aram. 

23 And the children of Aram; TJz, and 
I Hul, and Gether, and Mash. 
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24 And ATphaxad begat ^Salah ; and 
Salab begat Eber, 

25 And unto Eber were bom two sons : 
the name of one was ^Peleg ; for in his 
days was the earth divided; and his 
brother's name 2 «asJoktan. 

26 And Joktan begat Almodad, and 
Sheleph- and Hazamiaveth, and Jemh, 

27 Hadoram, and TJzal, and Dik- 

iSi, 

28 And Obal, and Abimael, and Sheba, 

29 And ® Ophir, and Havilah, and J obab : 
all these were the sons of Joktan. 

30 And their dwelling was from Mesha, 
as thou goest unto Sephar a mount of 
^e east. 

31 These are the sons of Shem, after 
their families, after their tongues, in their 
lands, after their nations. 

^ Tnese are the families of the sons of I * Lk. 3. S5, 
JSfoali, after their generations, in their I Saruch. 
nations ; and by these were the nations 
divided in the earth after the flood, 

CHAPTEE 11 

AND the whole earth was of one ®lan- 
guase, and of one ^speech. 

2 And it came to pass, as they jorn* 

neyed 7from the easlj that they found a 
~)lain in the land of ^Shinar; and they 
Iwelt there. , ^ ^ 

3 And ®they said one to another. Go to, 
let us make brick, and io])um them 
throughly. And they had brick for stone, 
and ®slime had they for morter. 

4 And they said, Go to, let us build us a 
city and a xower, whose top may ream 
unto heaven ; and let us make us a name, 
lest we be scattered abroad upon the face 
of the whole earth. 

6 ® And the Lord came down t 9 see the 
city and tower, which the children of 
men builded. 

6 And the Lord said. Behold, the 
people is one, and they have all one 
^guage r and this they begin to do : 
and now nothhig will be restrained from 
them, whi(^ they have imagined to do. 

7 Go to, ^let us go down, and there 
confound their language that they may 
not imderstand one another's speech. 

8 So the Lord scattered them abroad 
from thence ^upon the face of all the 
earth; and they left, off to build the 
city. 

9 Therefore is the name of it called 
HBabel ; because the Lord did there con- 
found the kmguage of all the earth r and 
from thence did the Lord scatter them 
abroad upon the face of all the earth, 

10 t *These are the generations of 
Shem: Shem was an hundred years old, 
and begat Arphaxad two years after the 
flood; 

11 And Shem lived after he begat 

Arpbaacad five hundred years, and b^t 
sons and daughters. ^ 

12 And Arpfcad hved five and thirty 
rears, ^and oegat Ssdtdi: 
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13 And Arphaxad lived after he begat ' 
Salah four hundred and tluee years, and 
begat sons and daughters. 

14 And Salah hved thirty years, and 

if^d Salah lived after he begat Eber 
four hundred and three years, and begat 
sons and daughters. 

16 And Eber lived four and thirty j^ears, 
andbegatsPeleg: 

17 And Eber lived after he begat Peleg 
four hundred and thirty years, and begat 
sons and daughters. 

18 And Peleg lived thirty years, and 
begat Keu : 

19 And Peleg lived after he begat Eeu 
two hundred and nine years, and begat 
sons and daughters. 

20 And Eeu lived two and thirty years, 
and begat ^Serug : 

21 And Reu lived after he begat Serug 
two hundred and seven years, and begat 
sons and daughters. 

22 And Serug lived tliirty years, and 
begat Nalior: 

23 And Serug lived after he begat Nahor 

two hundred years, and begat sons and 
daughters. , . 

24 And Nahor lived nine and twenty 
years, and begat s Terah : 

25 And Nahor lived after he begat 
Terah an hundred and nineteen years, 
and begat sons and daughters. 

26 And Terah lived seventy years, and 
begat Abram, Nahor, and BTaran. 

27 H Now these are the generations of 
Terah : Terah begat Abmm, Nahor, and 
Haran ; and Haran begat Lot. 

28 And Haran died before his father 
Terah in the land of his nativity, in TJr 
of the Chaldees. , 

29 And Abram and Nahor took them 
wives; the name of Abram’s wife was 
Sarai; and the name of Nahor’s wife, 
/Milc^, the daughter of Haran, the 
fatlier of Milcah, and the father of Iscah, 

30 But Sarai was barren; she had no 
child. 

31 And Terah ^took Abram his son, 
and liOt the son of Haran his son’s son, 
and Sarai his daughter in law, his son 
Abram’s wife j and they went forth with 
them ^from Ur of the Chaldees, to go 
into the land of Canaan : and they came 
unto Haran, and dwelt there. 

32 And the days of Terah were two 
hundred and five years ; and Terah died 
in Har an. 

CHAPTER 12 

the ^Lord had said unto A- 
-lN bram. Get tliee out,„of thy coun^,

and from 

, father^ hoU^ unto a J 
shew thee : 

2 And I win make of thee a gr^t 
mtioi^ and I vdH bless thee», and make 
tny nme^gmat; and thou shalt pe a 
IgesT"’ 
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3 “And I bless them that bless thee, ! 
and curse him that curseth thee : ^and in 
thee shah all families of the earth be 
blessed. 

4 So Abram departed, as the Loed had 
spoken unto him; and Lot went with 
him : and Abram was seventy and five 
years old when he departed out of Haran. 

6 And Abram took Sarai his wife, and 
Lot his brother’s son, and aU their sub- 1 
stance that they had gathered, and the 
souls that they had gotten ‘’in Haran: 
and they went forth to go into the land 
of Canaan ; and into the land of Canaan 
they came. 

6 H And Abram passed through the 
land unto the place of Sichem, unto the 
^ plain of Moreh. ®And the Canaanite 
was then in the land. 

7 And the Lord appeared unto Abram, 
and said, ^Unto thy seed will I give this 
land : and there budded he an altar unto 
the Lord, who appeared unto him. 

8 And he removed from thence unto a 
mountain on the east of Beth-el, and 
pitched his tent, having Beth-el on the 
west, and Hai on the east : and there he 
budded an altar unto the Lord, and 
^called upon the name of the Lord. i 

9 And Abram journeyed, Agoing on 
still toward the south. 

10 H And there was ^a famine in the 
land : and Abram went down into Egypt 
to sojourn there; for the famine was 
’"grievous in the land. 

11 And it came to pass, when he was 
come near to enter into Egypt, that he 
said unto Sarai his wife, Behold now, 1 
know that thou art a fair woman to look 
upon: 

12 Therefore it shall come to pass, when 
the Egyptians shall see thee, that they 
shall say. This is his wife: and they 
”will MU me, but they will save Lthee 
alive. 

‘ 13 Say, I pray thee, thou art my sister: 
that it may be well with me for thy 
sake ; and my soul shall Uve because of 
thee. 

14 IT And it came to pass, that, when 
Abram was come into Egypt, the Egyp- 
tians beheld the woman that she was 
very fair. 

15 The princes also of Pharaoh saw her, 
and commended her before Pharaoh: 
and the woman was taken into Pharaoh’s 
house. 

16 And he entreated Abram well for her 
sake : and he had sheep, and oxen, and 
he asses, and menservants, and maid- 
servants, and she asses, and camels. 

17 And the Lord *plamed Pharaoh 
and his house with great plagues because 
of Sarai Abram’s wife. 

18 And Pharaoh called Abram, and 
said. What is this that thou hast done 
unto me? why didst thou not teU me 
that she was thy wife? 

19 Why saidst thou, She is my sister? 
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so I might have taken her to me to wife : 
now therefore behold thy wife, take Aer, 
and go thy way. 

20 And Pharaoh commanded his men 
concerning him : and they sent him 
away, and his wife, and all that he had, 

CHAPTER 13 
AND Abram went up out of Eg 
XJL and his wife, and aU that ne 
and Lot with him, into the south. 

2 And Abram was very rich in cattle, in 
silver, and in gold. 

3 And he went on his journeys from 
the south even to Betn-el, unto the 
place where his tent had been at the 
beginning, between Beth-el and Hai : 

4 unto the /place of the altar, which he 
had made there at the first: and there 
Abram c^led on the name of the Lord. 

5 t And Lot also, which went with 
Abram, had flocks, and herds, and tents, 

6 And ^the land was not able to bear 
them, that they might dweU together; 
for their substance was great, so that 
they could not dweU together. 

7 And there was % strife between the 
herdmen of Abram’s cattle and the herd- 
men of Lot’s cattle : *and the Canaanite 
and the Perizzite dweUed then in the 
land. 

8 And Abram said unto Lot, Let there 
be no strife, I pray the^ between me and 
thee, and between my herdmen and thy 
herdmen ; for we he ^brethren. 

9 Is not the whole land before thee? 
separate thyself, I pray thee, from me: 
if thou wilt take the left hand, then I 
wiU go to the right; or if thou depart to 
the right hand, then I will go to the left. 

10 And Lot lifted up his eyes, and 
beheld aU the plain of Jordan, that it 
was weU watered every where, before the 
Lord ® destroyed Sodom and Gomorr^ 
^even as the garden of the Lord, like 
the land of Egypt, as thou comest unto 
®Zoar. 

11 Then Lot chose him all the plain of 
Jordan; and Lot journeyed east: and 
they separated themselves the one from 
the other. 

12 Abram dwelled in the land of Ca- 
naan, and Lot dwelled in the cities of 
the plain, and pitched his tent toward 
Sodom. 

13 But the men of Sodom "'loere wicked 
and sinners before the Lord exceedingly. 

14 H And the Lord said unto Abram, 
after that Lot was separated from him. 
Lift up now thine eyes, and look from 
the place where thou art northward, and 
southward, and eastward, and westward: 

15 For all the land which thou seest, 
* to thee will I give it, and to thy seed for 
ever. 

16 And “I will make thy seed as the 
dust of the earth ; so that if a man can 
number the dust of the earth, then shMl 
thy seed also be numbered. 
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17 Arise, valk through the land in the 

length of it and in the breadth of it ; for 
1 ^1 give it unto thee. j 

18 Then Abram removed his tent, and ] 
came and dwelt in the ^ plain of Mamre, 
which is in Hebron, and built there an 
altar unto the Loed. 

CHAPTER 14 

AND it came to pass in the days of 
Amraphel king of “Shinar, i^ioch 
king of EUasar, Chedorlaomer king of 
®Elani, and TitM king of nations ; 

2 That these made war with Bera king 
of SodoDCL and with Birsha king of Go- 
morrah, Shinab king of ^Admali, and 
Shemeher king of Zeboiim, and the king 
of Bela, which is *Zoar. 

3 All these were joined together in the 
vale of Siddim,^ which is the salt sea. 

4 Twelve years they served Chedorlao- 
mer, and in the thirteenth year they 
rebelled. 

6 And in the fourteenth year came 
Chedorlaomer, and the kings that were 
with idm, and smote Hhe Rephaims *"in 
Ashteroth Kamaim, and "the Zuzims in 
Ham, -P and the Emims in^Shaveh Kir- 
iathainL 

6 2 And the Horites in their mount Seir, 
unto <^El-^paran, wliich is by the wilder- 
ness. 

7 And they returned, and came to En- 
mishpat, which is Kadesh, and smote all 
the country of the Amalekites, and also 
the Amorites, that dwelt 'in Hazezon- 
tamar. 

8 And there went out the king of Sodom, 
and the king of Gomorrah, and the king 
of Admah, and the king of Zeboiim, and 
the king of Bela (the same is Zoar ;) and 
they jomed battle with them in the vale 
of Siddiir^ 

9 With Chedorlaomer the king of Elam, 
and with Tidal king of nations, and 
Amraphel king of Shinar, and Aiioch 
king of Ellasar; four kings with five. 

10 And the vale of Siddim was full of 
*slimepits ; and the kings of Sodom and 
Gomorrah fled, and fell there ; and they 
that remained fled ®to the mountain. 

11 And they took ®all the goods of 
Sodom and Gomorrah, and all their 
victuals, and went their way. 

12 And they took Lot, Abram’s ®bro- 
ther’s son, who dwelt in Sodom, and his 
good^ and departed. 

13 I And there came one that had 
escaped, and told Abram the Hebrew; 
for he dwelt in the ^ plain of Mamre the 
Amorite, brother of ^hcol, and brother 
of Auer; <and these were confederate 
with Abram. 

14 And when Abram heard that -^his 
brother was taken captive, he farmed his 
3 trained servants, * bom in his own house, 
three hundred and eighteen, and pursued 
them unto Dan. 

1?' And be dl^’ided himself agamst them, 


Abram resmeth LoU MelchizedeJc of Salem. 

he and his servants, by night, and smote , 
them, and pursued them unto Hobah, 
which is on the left hand of Damascus. 

16 And he brought back all the goods, 
and also brought again his brother Lot, 
and his goods, and the women also, and 
the people. 

17 t And tlie king of Sodom went out 
to meet him after liis return from the 
slaughter of Chedorlaomer, and of the 
kinprs that were with him, at the valley 
of Snaveh, which is the * king’s dale. 

18 And ‘^Melchizedek king of Salem 
brought forth bread and wine : and he 
was ^the priest of /the most liigh God. 

19 And he blessed him, and said, Blessed 
be Abram of the most high God, *pos* 
sessor of heaven and earth : 

20 And blessed be the most high (^d, 
which hath delivered tliine enemies into 

hand. And he gave him * tithes of 

21 And the king of Sodom said unto 
Abram, Give me the ^persons, and take 
the goods to thyself. 

22 And Abram said to the king of 
Sodom, have lift up mine hand unto 
the Lord, the most high God, the pos- 
sessor of heaven and eaitli, 

23 That I will not take from a tliread 
even to a shoelatchefc, and tliat I will not 
take any thing that is thine, lest thou 
shouldest say, 1 have made Abram rich : 

24 Save only that which the young men 
have eaten, and the portion of the men 
* wliich went witli me, Aner, Eshcol, and 
Mamre ; let them take their portion. 

CHAPTER 15 

AFTER these things the word of the 
Lord came unto Abram in a vision, 
saying, “Fear not, Abram: I am thv 
" shield, and thy exceeding " great reward. 

2 And Abram said, Lord God^ what 
wilt thou give me, seeing I go childles^ 
and the steward of my house is this 
Eliezer of Damascus? 

3 And Abram said. Behold, to me thou 
hast given no seed : and, lo, ^one bom in 
my house is mine heir. 

4 And, behold, the word of the Lord 
came unto him, saying. This shall not 
be thine heir; but he that * shall come 
forth out of thine own bowels shall be 
thine heir. 

6 And he brought him forth abroad, 
and said, Look now toward heaven, and 
‘*tell the ® stars, if thou be able to number 
them : and he said unto him, /So shall 
thy seed be. 

6 And he ^ believed in the Lord ; and he 
counted it to him for righteousness. 

7 And he said unto hinL I am the Lord 
that brought thee out of *Ur of the Chal- 
dees, to give thee this land to inherit it 

8 And ne said, Lord God, ’"whereby 
shall I know that I shall inherit it? 

9 And he said unto him, Take me an 
heifer, of three years old, and a she goat

®despised in her eyes. 

6 And Sarai said unto Abram, Hy 
wroM be upon thee : I have given my 
i]^id mto thy bosom ; and when she saw 
that she had conceiv^ 1 was despised in 
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her eyes : ®the Lord judge between me 
and thee. 

6 But Abram said unto Sarai. Behol^ 
thy maid is in thy hand ; do to her ^as it 

B eth thee. And when Sarai ^ dealt 
y with her, she fled from her face. 
7 11 And the angel of the Lord found 
her by a fountain of water in the wilder- 
ness, by the fountain in the way to 
‘*Shur. 

8 And he said, Hagar, Sarai’s maid, 
whence earnest thou? and whither wilt 
thou go ? And she said, I flee from the 
face of my mistress Sarai. 

9 And the angel of the Lord said unto 
her, Return to thy mistress, and submit 
thyself under her hands. 

10 And the angel of the Lord said unto 
her,^I will multiply tliy seed exceedingly, 
that it shall not be numbered for mulu- 
tude. 

H And the angel of the Lord said unto 
her. Behold, thou ai-t with child, and 
slialt bear a son, and shalt call his name 
sishmael ; because the Lord hath heard 
thy affliction. 

12 j And he will be a wild man ; his 
hand will be against every man, and 
every man’s hand against him ; °and he 
shall dwell in the presence of all his 
brethren. 

13 And she called the name of the Lord 
that spake unto her, Thou God seest me : 
for she said. Have I also here looked af tk 
himthatseethme? 

14 ‘Wherefore the well was called ^Beer- 
lahai-roi ; behold, it is between Kadesh 
and Bered. 

15 H And Hagar bare Abram a son: 
and Abram called his son’s name, which 
Hagar bare, ^Ishmael. 

16 And Abram was fourscore and sis 
years old, when Hagar bare Ishmael to 
Abram. 

CHAPTER 17 

AND when Abram was ninety years old 
jlX. and nine, the Lord appeared to 
Abr^ and said imto him, I am ®the 
Almighty God ; *walk before me, and be 
thouoj^ect. 

2 And I will make my covenant be- 
tween me and thee, ana *'’will multiply 
thee exceedingly. 

3 And Abram ®fell on his face: and 
God talked with him, saying, 

4 As for me, behold, my covenant is 
with thee, and thou shalt he “a father of 
Bmany nations. 

5 Neither shall thy name any more he 
called Abram, but *thy name shall be 
^Abraham; ®for a father of many na- 
tions have 1 made thee. 

6 And I will make thee exceeding ‘^fruit- 
ful, and I will make /nations of ^ee, 
and kings shall come out of thee. 

7 And I will establish my covenant 
between me^ and thee and thy seed after 
thee in their generations for an ever- 
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ThA <^>v&nant of Isaao is proniis&^ 


lasting covenant, “to be a God unto thee, 
and to thy seed after thee. 

8 And I will give unto thee, and to thy 
seed after thee, the land ^wnerein thou 
art a stranger, all the land of Canaan, 
for an everlasting possession; and *Iwill 
be their God. 

9 1 And God said unto Abraham, Thou 
Shalt keep my covenant therefore, thou, 
and thy seed after thee in their genera- 
tions. 

10 This is my covenant, which ye shall 
keep, between me and you and thy seed 
after thee ; Every man child among you 
shall be circumcised. 

11 And ye sliall circumcise the flesh ol 
your foreskin ; and it shall be ^a token 
of the covenant betwixt me and you. 

12 And 2he that is eight days old ^ shall 
be circumcised among you, every man 
child in your generations, he that is born 
in the house, or bought with money of 
any stranger^ which is not of tliy seed. 

13 He that is bom in thy house, and he 
that is bought with thy money, must 
needs be circumcised : and my covenant 
shall be in your flesh for an everlasting 
covenant 

14 And the uncircumcised man child 
whose flesh of his foreskin is not circum- 
cised. that soul shall be cut oif from his 
people ; he hath broken my covenant. 

16 t And God said unto Abraham, As 
for Sarai thy wif& thou shalt not call her 
name Sarai, but ® Sarah shodl her name he. 

16 And I will bless her, and give thee 
a son also of her ; yea, 1 will bless her, 
and 7 she shall be a mother *of nations; 
kings of people shall be of her. 

17 Then Ahraham fell upon his face, 
^and laughed, and said in Ms heart, Shall 
a child DO born xmto him tliat is an 
hundred years old? and shall Sarah, that 
is ninety years old, bear? 

18 And Abraham said unto God, 0 that 
*"Ishmael might live before thee ! 

19 And God said, Sarah thy wife shall 
bear thee a son indeed ; and thou shalt 
call his name Isaac : ana I will establish 
my covenant with him for an everlasting 
covenant, and with his seed after him. 

20 And as for Ishmael, 1 have heard 
thee: Behold, I have blessed him, and 
will make him fruitful, and ^will mul- 
tiply him exceedingly; ^twelve princes 
Bhall he b^et, ^and X will make him a 
great nation. 

21 But my covenant will I establish with 

which Sarah shall bear unto thee 
at this set time in the next year. 

22 And he left off talking with him, and 
“God went up from Abr^am. 

23 ^ And Abraham took Idimael his 
BOIL and all that were bom in his house, 
and all that were bought with his money, 
every male among the men of Abraham's 
house; and circumcised the flesh of their 
foreskm in the selfsame day, as God had 
iBaid unto him. 
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24 And Abraham was ninety years old , 
and nine, when he was circumcised in 
the flesh of his foreskin. 

25 And Ishmael his son was thirteen 
years old, when he was circumcised in 
the flesh of his foreskin. 

26 In the selfsame day was Abraham 
circumcised, and Ishmael his son. 

27 And all the men of his house, bom 
in the house, and bought with money of 
the stranger, were circumcised with mm, 

CHAPTEE 18 

AKD the Lord appeared unto him in 
the ^ plains of Mamre : and he sat in 
the tent door in the heat of the day ; 

2 And he lift up his eyes and looked, 
and, lo, ‘'three men stood by him : /and 
when he saw them, he ran to meet them 
from the tent door, and bowed himself 
toward the ground, 

3 And said. My Lord, if now I have 
found favour in thy sight, pass not away, 

>ray thee, from thy servant : 

Let^*a little water, I pray you, be 
fetched, and wash your feet, and rest 
yourselves under the tree :

6 And Abraham hastened into the tent 
unto Sarah, and said, ^Make ready 
quickly thr^ measures of fine mead, 
knead it, and make cakes upon the hearth. 

7 And Abraham ran unto the herd, and 
fetcht a calf tender and good, and gave it 
unto a young man ; and he hasted to 
dress it. 

8 And he took butter, and milk, and 
the calf which he had dressed, and set it 
before them; and he stood by them 
under the tr^ and they did eat. 

9 H And they said unto him, Wliere is 
Sarah thy wife? And he said. Behold, in 
the tent 

10 And he saidj I will certainly return 
unto thee according to the time of life; 
and, lo, ” Sarah thy wife shall have a son. 
And Sarah heard it in the tent door, 
which was behind him. 

11 Now "Abraham and Sarah were old 
and well stricken in age ; and it ceased 
to be with Sarah after the manner of 
women. 

12 Therefore Sarah ^laughed within he^ 
self, saying. After I am waxed old shall 
I have pleasure, my ^lord being old also? 

13 And the Lord said unto Abraham, 
wherefore did Sarah laugh, saying. Shall 
I of a surety bear a child, which am old? 

14 ® Is ^y thing too hard for the Lord ? 
At the time appointed I will return unto 
thee, according to the time of life, and 
Sarah shall have a son. 

16 Then Sarah denied, sajdng, I laughed 
not ; for she was afraid. And he said, 
Nay; but thou didst laugh. 
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16 IT And the men rose up from thence, 
and looked toward Sodom: and Abra- 
ham went with them to ® bring them on 
the way* 

17 And the Lord said, ^ Shall I hide 
from Abraham that thing which I do; 

18 Seeing that Abialiam shall surely 
become a gr^t add M ii^Et^natiomlnd 
^ the nations the este” shsdirbe 
blessed in hiinl 

19 Por I know him, <^that he will com- 
mand his children and his /household 
after him, and they shall keep the way of 
the Lord, to do justice and jud^ent ; 
that the Lord may bring upon Abraham 
that which he hath spoken of him. 

20, And the Lord said. Because Hhe cry 
of Sodom and Gomoirah is great, and 
because their sin is yeiy grievous : 

21 1 will go down now, and see whether 
they have done altogether according to 
the cry of it which is come unto me ; and 
if not, /I will know. 

22 And the men turned their faces from 
thence, *and went toward Sodom: but 
Abraham ^ stood yet before the Lord. 

23 H And Abraham ’"drew near, and 
said, "Wilt thou also destroy the right- 
eous with the wicked? 

24 Peradventure there be fifty righteous 

within the city ; wilt thou also destroy 
and not spare the place for the fifty 
righteous that are therein? 1 

25 That be far from thee to do after this 
manner, to slay the righteous with the 
wicked : and ’'that the righteous should 
be as the wickeA that be far from thee : 
'Shall not the Judge of all the earth do 
light? 

m And the Lord said, 'If I find in 
Sodom fifty righteous within the city, 
then I will spare all the place for their 


27 And Abraham answered and said, 
•Behold now, I have taken upon me to 
speak unto the Lord, which am but *dust 
and ashes : 

28 Peradventure there shall lack five of 
the fifty righteous : wilt thou destroy all 
the city for lack o/five ? And he said. If 
I find there forty and five, I will not 
destroy it, 

29 And he spake imto him yet a^in, 
and said, Peradventure there shall be 
forty found there. And he said, I will 
not do it for forty’s sake. 

30 And he said unto him^ Oh let not 
the Lord be angry, and I will speak : 
Peradventure there shall thirty be found 
there. And he said, I will not do if, if 1 
find thirty there. 

31 And he said. Behold now, I have 
taken upon me to speak unto the Lord : 
Peradventure there shall be twenty foimd 
there. And he said, I will not destroy it 
for twenty’s sake. 

32 And ne said, * Oh let not the Lord be 
; and I will speak yet but this once : 
dventure ten shall be found there. 


Anil he said, I will not destroy it for 
ten’s sake. 

33 And the Lord went his way, as soon 
as he had left communing with Ab^ 
ham : and Abraham returned unto his 
place. 

CHAPTER 19 

AND there 'came two angels to Sodom 
J-A. at even ; and Lot sat m the gate of 
Sodom : and 'Lot seeing them rose up to 
meet them ; and he bowed himself with 
his face toward the ground ; 

2 And he said, Belaold now, my lords, 
^tum in, I pray you, into your servant’s 
housa and tarry all night, and "wash 
your feet, and ye shall rise up emly, and 

§ 0 on your ways. And they said. Nay; 
ut we abide in the street all night. 

3 And he pressed upon them greatly: 
and they turned in unto him, and entered 
into his house; and he m^e them a 
feast, and did bake unleavened bread, and 
they did eat. , , , 

4 1 But before they lay down, the men 
of the city, even the men of Sodoim codqj 
passed the house round, both old ana 
young, all the people from every qu^r ; 

5 'And they called unto Lot, and^id 
unto him. Where are the men which 
came in to thee this night ? ^bring them 
out unto us, that we ^may know them. 

6 And Lot went out at the door unto 
them, and shut the door after him, 

7 And said, I pray you, brethren, do not 
so wickedly, ^ 

8 Behold now, I have two daughters 
which have not known man ; let me, I 

g ray you, bring them out unto you, and 
o ye to them as is good in your eyes: 
only unto these men do nothing ; for 
therefore came they under the sh^ow of 
my roof. 

9 And they said, Stand back. And 
they said agaiUt This one fellow ^ c^me 
in to sojourn, ''and he will needs be a 
judge : now will we deal worse with thee, 
than with them. And they pressed sore 
upon the man, even Lot, and came near 

to bre^ the door. 

10 But the men put forth their hand, 
and pulled Lot into the house to them, 
and ^ut to the door. , ^ 

11 And they smote the men that were 
at the door of tlie house with “blindness, 
both small and great : so that they 
wearied themselves to find the door, 

12 H And the men said unto Lot, Bnsfc 
thou here any besides? son in law, and 
thy sons, and thy daughters, and what- 
soever thou hast in the city, * bring them 
out of this place: ^ ^ , 

13 For we will destroy this place, 
because the cry of them is waxen 
before the face of the Lord; ana the 
Lord hath sent us to destroy it, 

14 And Lot went out, and ^ke unto 
ler H. I Ids sons in law,, which married his 
Idaughto, and saM, ®Up» get you out 
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GENESIS 19, 20 

of this place; for the Lord will destroy 
this city. But he seemed as one that 
mocked unto his sons in law. 

15 IT And when the morning arose, then 
the angels hastened Ijot, saying, Arise, 
take thy wife, and thy two daughters, 
which lare here ; lest thou be consumed 
in the ^iniquity of the city. 

16 And while he lingered, the men laid 
hold upon his hand, and upon the hand 
of his wife, and upon the hand of his two 
daughters; “the Lord being merciful 
unto him : and they brought nim forth, 
and set him without the city. 

17 t And it came to pass, when they 
had brought them forth abroad, that he 
said. Escape for thy life: ^look not be- 
hind thee, neither stay thou in all the 
plain ; escape to the mountain, lest thou 
be consumed. 

18 And Lot said unto them, Oh, not so, 
my Lord ; 

19 Behold now, thy servant hath found 
grace in thy sight, and thou hast mag- 
nified thy mercy, which thou hast shewed 
unto me in saving my life : and I cannot 
escape to the mountain, lest some evil 
take me, and I die: 

20 Behold now, this city is near to flee 
unto, and it is a little one : Oh, let me 
escape thither, (is it not a little one ?) and 
my soul shall live. 

. 21 fAnd he said unto him, See, have 
accepted ®thee concerning this thing also, 
that I will not overthrow this city, for 
the which thou hast spoken, 

22 Haste thee, escape thither; for . 
cannot do any thing till thou be come 
thither. Therefore ^the name of the 
city was called ^Zoar. 

23 H The sun was Arisen upon the earth 
when Lot entered into Zoar. 

24 Then *the Lord rained upon Sodom 
and upon Gomorrah brimstone and fire 
from the Lord out of heaven; 

25 And he overthrew those cities, and 
all the plain, and all the inhabitants of 
the cities, and that which grew upon the 
ground. 

26 1 But his wife looked hack from 
behind him, and she became ®a piUar of 
salt 

27 t And Abraham gat up early in the 
morning to the place where -^he stood 
before the Lord : 

28 And he looked toward Sodom and 
Gomorrah, and toward all the land of the 
plain, and beheld, and, lo, ^^the smoke of 
the country went up as the smoke of a 
furnace. 

29 t And it came to pass, when God 
destroyed the cities of the plain, that God 
’‘remembered Abraham, and sent Lot 
out of midst of the overthrow, when 
he overthrew the dries in the which Lot 
dwelt. 

30 H And Lot went up out of Zoar, and 
dwelt in the “mountain, and his two 
daughters with him; for he feared to

33 And they made their father drink 
wine that night : and the firstborn went 
in, and lay with her father ; and he pe^ 
ceived not when she lay dovra, nor when 
she arose. 

34 And it came to pass on the morrow, 
that the firstborn said unto the younger, 
Behold, I lay yesternight with my father ;

38 And the younger, she also bare a son, 
and called his name Ben-ammi: ‘*the 
same is the father of the children of 
Ammon imto this day. 

CHAPTEE 20 

-^^wMdthe south country, and dwell- 
ed between *^Kadesh and Shur, and so- 
journ^ in <Gerar. 

2 And Abraham said of Sarah his wife, 
^She is my sister : and Abimelech king 
of Gerar sent, and took Sarah. 

3 But ^God came to Abimelech *“m a 
dream by night, and said to him. Behold, 
thou art but a dead man, for the woman 
which ihou hast taken; for she is ®a 
man’s wife. 

4 But Abimelech had not come near 
her: and he said. Lord, ”wilt thou slay 
also a righteous nation t 

5 Said he not unto me, She is my sister? 
and she, even she herself said. He is my 
brother: in the '^integrity of my heart 
and innocency of my hands have I done 
this. 

6 And God said unto him in a dream, 
Yea, I know that thou didst this in the 
int^rity of thy heart ; for 1 also withheld 
thee from sinning against me : therefore 
suffered I thee not to touch her. 

7 How therefore restore the man his 
wife; *for he is a prophet, and he shall 
pray for thee, and thou shalt live: and if 
thou restore her not, know thou that 
thou shalt surely die, thou, ‘and all that 
are thine. 

8 Therefore Abimelech rose early in the 
morning, and called all his servants, and 
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The birth of Isaac, Magar and Ishrvael, 

told all these things in their ears ; and 
the men were sore afraid. 

9 Then Abimelech called Abraham, and 
said tmto him, What hast thou done unto 
us? and what have I offended thee, that 
thou hast brought on me and on my 
kingdom a great ,sin? thou hast done 
deeds unto me that ought not to be done. 

10 And Abimelech said unto Abraham, 

AVhat sawest thou, that thou hast done 
this thing ? 

11 AndAbraham said,Because I thought,

Avife’s sake. 

12 And yet indeed ^ she is my sister ; she 
is the daughter of my father, but not the 
daughter of my mother; and she became 
my wife. 

13 And it came to pass, when /God 
caused me to wander from my father’s 
house, that I said unto her, This is thy 
kindness which thou shalt shew mito 
me; at every place whither we shall 
come, *say of me. He is my brother. 

14 And Abimelech Hook sheep, and 
oxen, and menservants, and womenser- 
vants, and gave them unto Abraliam, 
and restored him Sarah his wife. 

15 .^d Abimelech said, Behold, '*my 
land is before thee: dwell i where it 
pleaseth thee. 

16 And unto Sarah he said. Behold’, I 
have given ‘^thy brotlier a thousand pieces 
of silver: behold, he is to thee a cover- 
ing of the eyes, unto all that are with 
thee, and with all other: thus she was 
reproved. 

17 H So Abraham prayed unto God : and 
God healed Abimelech, and liis wife, and 
his maidservants ; and they bare children. 

18 For the Lord “had fast closed up all 
the wombs of the house of Abimelech, 
because of Sarah Abraham’s wife, 

CHAPTER 21 

AND the Lord ^visited Sarah as he had 
said, and the Lord did unto Sarah 
^as he had spoken. 

2 For Sarah conceived, and bare Abra- 
ham a son in his old age, "at the set time 
of which God had spoken to him. 

3 And Abraham called the name of his 
son that was bom unto him, whom Sarah 
bare to him, ^'Isaac. 

4 And Abraham ^circumcised his son 
Isaac being eight days old, ^as God had 
command^ hfm. 

6 And ** Abraham was an hundred years 
old, when his son Isaac was bom unto 
him. 

6 ^ And Sarah said, /God hath made 
me to laugh, so that all that hear will 
laugh with me. 

7 And she said. Who would have said 
unto Abraliam, that Sarah should have 
given children suck? ^for 1 have bom 
aim a son in his old age. 

5 And the child grew, and was weaned : 
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GENESIS 20, 21 

and Abraham made a great feast the same 
day that Isaac was weaned. 

9 H And Sarah saw the son of Hagar 
“the Egyptian, & which she had bom unto 
Abraham, ^mocking. 

10 Wherefore she said unto Abraham, 

^ Cast out this bondwoman and her son : 
for the son of this bondwoman shall not 
be heir with my son, even with Isaac. 

11 And the thing was very grievous in 
Abraham’s sight ® because of his son. 

12 ^ And God said unto Abraham, Let 
it not be grievous in thy sight because of 
the lai and because of thy bondwoman; 
in all tliat Sarah hath said unto thee, 
hearken unto her voice; for ^in Isaac 
shall thy seed be called. 

13 And also of the son of the bondwoman 
will I make /a nation, because .he is thy 

14 And Abraham rose up early in the 
morning, and took bread, and a bottle of 
water, and gave it unto Hagar, putting it 
on her shoulder, and the child, and sent 
her away : and slie departed, and wan-

42 And I came this day unto the weU, 
and said, "0 Lord God of my master 
Abraham, if now thou do prosper my 
way which I go : 

43 Behold, I stand by the well of water; 
and it shall come to pass, tliat when the 
virgin cometh forth to diaw watei\ and I 
say to her, Give me, I pray thee, a little 
water of thy pitcher to oiink : 

44 ®And she say to me. Both diink 
thou, and I will also draw for thy camels: 
let the same he the woman whom the 
Lord hath appointed out for my master’s 
son. 

45 And before I had done "spealdng in 
mine heart, behold, Eebekali came forth 
with her pitcher on her shoulder ; and 
she went down unto the well, and drew 
water: and I said unto her, Let me 
drink, I pray thee. 

46 And she made haste, and let down 
her pitcher from her should€7\ and said, 
Brink, and I will give thy camels di^ 
also: so I drank, and she made the 
camels drink also. 

47 And I asked her, and said. Whose 
daughter art thou? And she said. The 
daughter of Bethuel, Nahor’s son, whom 
Milcah bare unto hun: and I put “the 
earring u^n her face, and the oraceletB 
upon her nands. 

48 "And I bowed down my head, and 
worshipped the Lord, and blessed the 
Lord God of my master Abraham, which 
had led me in the right way to take ^my 
master’s brother's daughter unto his sou. 

49 And now if ye will deal kindly and 
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truly ■with my master, tell me : and if 
not, tell me; that I may turn to the 
right hand, or to the left 
, ^ Then Laban and Bethuel answered 
and said. The thing proceedeth from the 
Lord : we cannot ® speak unto thee bad 
or good. 

51 Behold, Eebekah is before thee, take 
her. and go, and let her be thy master’s 
son s wife, “as the Lord hath spoken. 

62 And it came to pass, that, when 
Abraham’s servant heard their words, he 
/worshipped the Lord, towing himself 
to the earth, 

63 And the servant brought forth i jewels 
of silver, and jewels of gold, and raiment, 
and gave them to Bcbekah ; he gave also 
to her brother and to her mother precious 
things. 

64 And they did eat and drink, he and 
the men that were with him, and tarried 
all night ; and th^ rose up in the morn- ‘ 
ing, and ne said. Send me away imto my 
master. 

65 And her brother and her mother 
said, Let the damsel abide with us 
few days, at the least ten ; after that she 
shall go. 

66 .^d he said unto them. Hinder me 
not, seeing the Lord hath prospered my 
way ; send me away that I may go to my 
master. 

67 And they said, We -will call the 
damsel, and inquire at her mouth. 

68 And th^ c^led Eebekah, and said 
unto her, Wilt thou go with this man? 
And she said, I will go. 

69 And they sent away Bebekah their 
sister, and “her nurse, and Abraham’s 
servant, and his men. 

60 And they blessed Eebekah. and said 
unto her. Thou art our sister, be thou 
^the mother of thousands of millions, 
and 'let thy seed possess the gate oi 
those which hate them. 

61 IT And Eebekah arose, and her dam- 
sds, and they rode upon the camels, and 
followed the man : and the servant took 
Eebekah, and went his way, 

62 And Isaac came from the way of the 
^well Lahai-roi ; for he dwelt in the south 
country, 

63 And Isaac went out ^to meditate' in 
the field at the eventide : and he lifted 
up his eyes, and saw, and, behold, the 
camels were coming. 

64 And Bebekah lifted up her eyes, and 
■when she saw Isaac, "she lighted oif the 
camel 

^ For ^e had said unto the servant. 
What man is this that walketh in the 
field to meet us? And the servant had 
said, It is my master : therefore she took 
a vail, and covered herself. 

66 And the servant told Isaac all things 
that he had done. 

67 And Isaac brought her into his 
mother Sarah’s tent, and took Eebekah. 
and she became his -wife; and he loved 
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her: and Isaac ®was comforted after his 
molher’s ^ death. 

CHAPTEE 25 

rpBffiN again Abraham took a ■wife, 
JL and her name «?as Keturah, 

2 And ‘^she bare him Ziraian, and 
Jokshan, and Medan, and Midian, and 
Ishbak, and Shuah. 

3 And Jokshan begat Sheba, and Dedan. 
And the sons of Bedan were Asshurim, 
and Letushim, and Leummim. 

4 And the sons of Midian ; Ephah, and 
Epher, and Hanoch, and Ahida, and 
Eldaah. All these were the children of 
Eeturah. 

5 H And ^Abraham ga've all that he 
had unto Isaac. 

6 But unto the sons of the concubines, 
which Abraham had, Abraham gave gifts, 
and '^sent them away from Isaac his son, 
while he yet lived, eastward, unto ^the 
east country. 

7 And these are the days of the years 
of Abraham’s life which he lived, an 
hundred threescore and fifteen years. 

8 Then Abraham ^ve up the ghost, 
and died ^ in a good old age, an old man, 
and full cf years; and *was gathered to 

9 SmS ^his sons Isaac and Ishmael 
buried him in the cave of Machpelah, 
in the field of Ephxon the son of Zohar 
the Hittite, which is before Mamre ; 

10 *"The field which Abraham purchased 
of the sons of Heth : ” there was Abraham 
buried, and Sarah his wife. 

11 H And it came to pass after the death 
of Abraham, that God blessed his son 
Isaac; and Isaac dwelt by Ihe “Pwell 
Lahai-rol 

12 H Now these are the generations of 
Ishmael Abraham’s son, ^whom Hagar 
the E^feian, Sarah’s handmaid, bare 
imto Abraham; 

13 And ^ these are the names of the sons 
of Ishmael by their names, according 
to their generations ; the firstborn of Ish- 
mael Nebajoth ; and Xedar, and Adbeel 
and Mibsam, 

14 And Mishma, and Bumah, and 
Massa, 

16 *Hadax, and Tema, Jetur, Naphish, 
and Kedemah : 

16 These are the sons of Ishmael and 
these are their names, by their towns, 
and by their castles; “twelve princes 
according to their nations. 

17 And these are the years of the life of 
Ishmael an hundred and thirty and seven 
years : and “'he gave up the ghost and 
died ; and was gathered unto his people, 

18 * And they dwelt from Havilah^unto 
yShur, that is before Egypt, as thoa 
goest toward Assyria: arirf ne ®died in 
the presence of all his brethrea 

19 IF And these are the generations of 
Isaac, Abraham’s son: * Abraham h^t 

llsaac; 
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GENESIS 25, 26 Birth of Esau and Jacob, Isaac sojourmth in Gerar, 


20 And Isaac was forty years old when 
he took Rebekah to wife, “the daughter 
of Bethuel the S^ian of ^Padan-aram, 
‘^the sister to Iiaban the Sman. 

21 And Isaac intreated the Lord for his 
wife, because she was barren : / and the 
liOED was intreated of him, and Rebekah 
his wife conceived. 

22 And the children struggled togetlier 
within her ; and she said, B it be so, why 
am 1 thus? And she *went to inquire 
of the Lord. 

23 And the Lord said unto her, *Two 
nations are in thy womb, and two man- 
ner of people shall be separated from 
thy bowels ; and the one people shall be 
stronger than the other people ; and *the 
elder shall serve the younger. 

24 H And when her days to be delivered 
■were fulfilled, behold, there were twins 
in her womb. 

25 And the first came out red, ’"all over 
like an hairy garment ; and they called 
his name Esau. 

26 And after that came his brother out, 

and "his hand took hold on Esau’s heel ; 
and “his name was called Jacob: and 
Isaac was threescore years old when she 
bare them. ^ 

1 27 And the boys grew : and Esau was 
cunning hunter, a man of the field; 
and Jacob was 'a, plain man, dwelling 
in tents. 

28 And Isaac loved Esau, because ^he 
did ^eat of his venison: ^but Rebekah 
loved Jacob. 

29 IT And Jacob sod pottage : and Esau 
came from the field, and he teas faint : 

30 And Esau said to Jacob, Feed me, I 
pray thee, ^with that same red pottage; 
for I am faint ; therefore was his name 
called® Edom. 

31 And Jacob said. Sell me this day thy 
birthright. 

32 And Esau said. Behold, I am ? at the 
point to die : and what profit shall this 
birthright do to me ? 

33 And Jacob said, Swear to me this 
day; and he sware unto him: and *he 
sold his birthright unto Jacob. 

34 Then Jacob gave Esau bread and 
pottage of lentiles; and he did eat and 
drink, and rose up, and went his way : 
thus Esau despised his birthright. 

CHAPTER 26 
AND there was a famine in the land, 
J\. beside *the first famine that was in 
the days of Abraham. And Isaac went 
unto * Abimelech king of the ^Philistines 
unto Gerar. 

2 A nd the Lor d appeared unto hin^ 
and*baid, Go hot down “mto"”Eg^^ ■ 
‘dwell in ^Ihe land which I shm 
thee of; 

'3 Sojourn in this land, and I will he 
with the^ and /will bless thee; for uhm 
thee, and unto thy seed, I will give ^1 
these countries, and I will perform ^the 
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oath which 1 swaie unto Abraham thy 
father: 

4 And ®I will make thy seed to multiply 
as the stars of heaven, and will give un^ 
thy seed all these countries; “and ip 
thy seed shall all the nations of the 
earth be blessed ; 

5 ^Because that Abraham obeyed my 
voice, and kept my charge, my com^ 
mandments, my statutes, and my laws. 

6 H And Isaac dwelt in Gerar : 

7 And the men of the place asked him 
of his wife : and /he said, She is my 
sister ; for he feared to say, She is my 
wife : lest, said A&the men of the place 
should kill me for Rebekah ; because she 
^was fair to look upon. 

8 And it came to pass, when he had 
been there a long time, that Abimelech 
king of the Philistines looked out at a 
window, and saw, and, behold, Isaac was 
sporting with Rebekah his wife. 

9 AndAbimelech called Isaac, and said, 
Behold^ of a surety she is thy wife ; and 
how saidst thou, She is my sister? And 
Isaac said unto him. Because I said, Lest 
I die for her, 

10 And Abimelech said, "What is this 
thou hast done unto us? one of the 
people might lightly have lien with tlyr 
wife, and “thou shouldest have brou^t 
guiltiness upon us. 

11 And Abimelech charged all h is people, 
saying, He that toucheth this man or nis 
wue ^iall surely be put to death, 

12 Then Isaac sowed in that land, and 
^received in the same year an hundred- 
fold : and the Lord “blessed him. 

13 And the man waxed Meat, and s went 
forward, and grew until he became very 
great: 

14 For he had possession of flocks, and 
possession of herds, and great store of 
® servants; and the Philistines “envied 

him, 

15 For all the wells “which his father’s 
servants had di^ed in the days of A- 
braham^^ fatri r^^t^ ^Philistines had 

16 And Abimelech said unto Isaac, Go 
from us; for ^thou art much mightier 
than we. 

17 IT And Isaac departed thence, and 
pitched his tent in the valley of Gerar, 
and dwelt there. 

18 And Isaac digged again the wells of 
water, which they had digged in the 
days of Abraham his father; for the 
Philistines had stopped them after the 
death of Abraham : “and he c^ed their 
names after the names by which his 
father had called them. 

19 And Isaac’s servants digged in the 
valley, and found there a weuof ®spring- 
ing water. 

20 And the herdmen of Gerar “did strive 
with Isaac’s herdmen, saying. The water 
is PUK : ^d he called the name of the 
well^Esek; hecansetheystrovewithhim. 



His covenant with Ahimelech, Jacob deceiveth his father, G-SNESIS 26, 27 


21 And they digged another well, and 
strove for that also : and he called the 
name of it ^Sitnah. 

22 And he removed from thence, and 
digged another weU ; and for that the^ 
strove not : and he c^ed the name of it 
sBehoboth; and he said, Bor now the 
Lord hath made room for us, and we 
shall ®be fruitful in the land. 

23 And he went up from thence to 
Beer-sheba. 

24 And the Lord appeared unto him 
the same night, and said, am the God 
of Abraham thy father : ^fear not, for ® I 
am with thee, and will bless thee, and 
multiply thy seed for my servant Abra- 
ham’s sake. 

25 And he /builded an altar there, and 
called upon the name of the Lord, and 
pitched his tent there : and there I^c’s 
servants digged a well. 

26 H Then Abimelech went to him from 
Gerar, and Ahuzzath one of his friends, 
and ^Phichol the chief captain of his 
army. 

27 And Isaac said imto them, "Wherefore 
come ye to me, seeing ye hate me, and 
have *sent me away from you ? 

28 And they said, ^We saw certainly 
that the Lord was with thee: and we 
said. Let there be now an oath betwixt 
us, even betwixt us and thee, and let us 
make a covenant with thee ; 

29 5 That thou wilt do us no hurt, as we 
have not touched thee, and as we have 
done unto thee nothing but good, and 
have sent thee away in peace : thou art 
now the blessed of the Lord. 

30 ” And he made them a feast, and they 
did eat and drink. 

31 And they rose up betimes in the 
morning, and ®sware one to another: 
and Isaac sent them away, and they 
departed from him in peace. 

32 And it came to pass the same day, 
that Isaac’s servants came, and told him 
concemingthe well which they had digged, 
and said unto him. We have found water. 

33 And he called it Shebah : ^therefore 
the name of the city is ^ Beer-sheba unto 
this day. 

34 1 And Esau was forty years old when 
he took to wife Judith the daughter of 
Beeri the Hittite, and Bashemath the 
daughter of Elon the Hittite : 

35 Which were ^ a grief of mind unto 
X^ac and to Rebeksdi. 

CHAPTER 27 

AND it came to pass, that when Isaac 
jLlL was old, and his eyes were dim, so 
that he could not see, he called Esau his 
eldest son, and said unto him. My son : 
and he said unto him, Behold, here 
am 1. 

2 And he saicL Behold now, I am old, I 
know not the day of my death : 

3 *Now therefore take, I pray thee, thy 
weapons, thy quiver and thy bow, and 
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go out to the field, and itake me s(yme 
venison ; 

4 And make me savoury meat, such as 
I love, and bring it to me, that I may 
eat ; that my soul “may bless thee before 
I die. 

5 And Eebekah heard when Isaac spake 
to Esau his son. And Esau went to the 
field to hunt /or venison, and to bring it, 

6 1 And Eebekah spake unto Jacob her 
son, saying. Behold, I heard thy father 
speak unto Esau thy brother, saying, 

7 Bring me venison, and make me 
savoury meat, that I may eat, and bless 
thee before the Lord before my death. 

8 Now therefore, my son, obey my voice 
according to that wliicn I command 
thee. 

9 Go now to the flock, and fetch me 
from thence two good kids of the goats; 
and I will make them ^ savoury meat for 
thy father, such as he loveth : 

10 And thou shalt bring it to thy father, 
that he may eat, and that he ^ may bless 
thee before liis death. 

11 And Jacob said to Eebekah his 
mother, Behold, ^Esau my brother is a 
hairy man, and I am a smooth man : 

12 My father peradventure will ^feel 
me, and I shall seem to him as a de- 
ceiver ; and I shall bring a curse upon 
me, and not a blessing. 

13 And his mother said unto him, 
'^Upon me he thy curse, my sou; only 
obey my voice, and go fetch me them. 

14 And he wentj and fetched, and 
brought them to his mother: and his 
mother made savoury meat, such as his 
father loved. 

15 And Eebekah took ® goodly raiment 
of her eldest son Esau, which were with 
her in the house, and put them upon 
Jacob her younger son : 

16 And she put the skins of the kids of 
the goats upon his hands, and upon the 
smooth of his neck : 

17 And she gave the savoury meat and 
the bread, wmch she had prepared, into 
the hand of her son Jacob. 

18 IF And he came unto his father, and 
said, My father : and he said, Here am 
I ; who art thouj my son ? 

19 And Jacob said unto his father, I am 
Esau thy firstborn ; I have done accord- 
ing as thou badest me : arise, I pray thee, 
sit and eat of my venison, that thy soul 
may bless me. 

20 And Isaac said unto his son. How is 
it that thou hast found it so quickly, my 
son? And he said. Because the Lord 
thy God brought it ^^to me. 

21 And Isaac said unto Jacob, Come 
near, I pray thee, that I ^may feel thee, 
my son, whether thou he my very son 
Esau or not. 

22 And Jacob went near unto Isaac his 
father; and he felt him, and said, The 
voice ts Jacob’s voice, but the hands arc 
\ the hands of Esau.

23 And he discerned him not, because 
his hands were hairy, as his brother ‘ 
Esau’s hands : so he blessed him. 

24 And he said, Art thou my very son 

Esau? And he said, I am. ’ 

25 And he said, Bring it near to me, 
and I will eat of my son’s venison, that 
my soul may bless thee. And he brought ‘ 
it near to him^ and he did eat : and he 
brought him wme, and he drank. 

26 And his father Isaac said unto him, 
Come near now, and kiss me, my son. 

27 Jbad he came near, and kissed him : 
and he smelled the smell of bis raiment, 
and /blessed him, and said, See, ^the 
smell of my son is as the smell of a field : 
which the Loed hath blessed : 

^ Therefore God give thee of ^the dew 
of heaven, and the fatness of the earth, 
and ^ plenty of com and wine : 

^ Let people serve thee, and nations 
bow down to thee ; * be lord over thy 
brethren, and ^let thy mother’s sons bow 
down to thee : ’"cursed be every one that 
curseth thee, and blessed be he that 
blesseth thee. 

30 H And it came to pass, as soon as 
Isaac had made an end of blessing Jacob, 
and Jacob was yet scarce gone out from 
the presence of Isaac his father, that 
Esau his brother came in from his hunt- 
ing. 

31 And he also had made savoury meat, 
and brought it unto his father, and said 
unto his father. Let my father arise, and 
eat of his sonE venison, that thy soul 
may bless me. 

32 And Isaac his father said unto him, 

art thou j And he said, I am thy 
son, thy firstborn Esau. 

33 And Isaac 2 trembled very exceed- 
ingly, and said, Who? where %s he that 
hath 3taken venison, and brought it me, 
and I have eaten of all before thou 
earnest, and have blessed him? yea, and 
he shall be blessed. 

34 And when Esau heard the words of 
his father, ^he cried with a great and 
exceeding bitter cry, and said unto his 
father, Bless me, evm me also, 0 my 
father. 

35 And he said, Thy brother came with 
subtilty, and hath taken away thy bless- 

36* And he said, “’Is not he rightly 
named ^ Jacob? for he hath supplanted 
me these two times; *he took away my 
birthright; and, behold, now he hath 
taken away my blessing. And he said, 
Hast thou not reserved a blessing for 
me? 

37 And Isaac answered and said unto 
Esau, *'Behol^ I have made him thy 
lord, and all his brethren have I given to 
him for servants ; and *with com and 
wine have I sustained him: and what 
shall I do now unto thee, my son? 

38 And Esau said unto his father. Hast 
thou but one blessing, my father? bless 
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me, even me also, 0 my father. And 
Esau lifted up his voice, ®and wept. 

39 And Isaac his father answered and 
said mto him. Behold, thy dwelling shall 
be ithe fatness of the eartli, and of the 
dew of heaven from above ; 

40 And by thy sword shalt thou live, 
and ^shaJt serve thy brother ; and it shall 
come to pass when thou shalt have the 
dominion, that ®thou shalt break his yoke 
from off thy neck. 

41 H And Esau ‘^hated Jacob because of 
the blessingwherewith his father blessed 
him; and Esau said in his heart, ®The 
days of mourning for my father are at 
hand; ^then will I slay my brother , 
Jacob. 

42 And these words of Esau her elder 

son were told to Bebekah : and she sent 
and called Jacob her younger son, and 
said unto him. Behold, thy brother Esau, 
as touching thee, doth comfort himself, 
^purposing to kill thee. ' 

43 Now therefore, my son, obey my ; 
voice ; and arise, fiee thou to Laban my 
brother “ to Haran ; 

44 And tarry with him a few days, until 
thy brother’s fury turn away ; 

45 Until thy brother’s anger turn away 
from thee, and he forget that which thou 
hast done to him : then I will send, and 
fetch thee from thence : why should I be 
deprived also of you both in one day? 

46 And Eehekah said to Isaac, "I am 
wea^ of my life because of the daughters 
of Heth ; ^if Jacob take a wife of the | 
daughters of Heth, such as these which 
are of the daughters of the land, what 
good shall my life do me ? 

CHAPTEK 28 

AND Isaac called Jacob, and blessed 
xX him, and charged him, and said 
unto him, ®Thou shalt not take a wife of 
the daughters of Canaan. 

2 Arise, go to ’'Padan-aram, to the house 
of ^Bethuel thy mother’s father ; and take 
thee a wife from thence of the daugh- 
ters of “Laban thy mother’s brother. 

; 3 And God Almighty bless thee, and 

make thee fruitful, and multiply thee, 
that ^ thou mayest be multitude of

in thou art a stranger, which God gave 
unto Abraham. 

5 And Isaac sent away Jacob ; and he

Bethuel the Syrian, tlie brother of Be- 
bekah^Jacob’s and Esau’s mother. 

6 t When Esau saw that Isaac had 
- blessed Jacob, and sent him away to 
^ Padan-aram, to take him a wife from 

thence; and that as he blessed him he 
gave him a charge, saying. Thou shalt 
not take a wife of the daughters of 
Oanaau ; 
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7 And that Jacob obeyed his father and 
his mother, and was gone to Padan- 
aram; 

8 And Esau seeing ®that the daughters 
of Canaan ^pleased not Isaac his father ; 

9 Then went Esau unto Ishmael, and 
took unto the wives which he had 
*Mahalath the daughter of Ishmael 
Abraham’s son, ®the sister of Nebajoth, 
to be his wife. 

10 11 And Jacob went out from ^Beer- 
slieba, and went toward ®Haran. 

11 And he lighted upon a certaiu place, 
and tarried there all night, because the 
sun was set ; and he took of the stones of 
tliat place, and put them for his pillows, 
and lay down in that place to sleep. 

12 And he ^dreamed, and behold a 
ladder set up on the earth, and the top of 
it reached to heaven: and behold *the 
angels of God ascending and descending 
on it. 

13 ^ And, behold, the Lord stood above 
it, and said, am the Lord God of 
Abraham thy father, and the God of 
Isaac: *the land whereon thou liest, to 
thee will I give it, and to thy seed ; 

14 And thy seed shall be as the dust of 
the earth, and thou shalt ^spread abroad 
to the west, and to the east and to the 
north, and to the south ; and in tliee and 
^in thy seed shall all the families of the 
earth be blessed. 

15 And, behold, ”I am with thee, and 
' will keep thee in all places whither thou

7 And he said, Lo, Ht is yet high day, 

neither is it time that the cattle should 
be gathered together : water ye the sheep, 
and go and feed them. ^ „ 

8 And they said. We cannot, until ^ 
the flocks be gathered together, and tul 
they roll the stone from the wells 
mouth ; then we water the sheep. 

9 II And while he yet spake with them, 

^ Rachel came with her father’s sheep ; 
for she kept them. 

10 And it came to pass, when J acob saw 

!l^chel the daughter of Laban his mo- 
ther’s brother, and the sheep of Laban 
his mother’s orother, that Jacob went 
near, and rolled the stone from the well’s 
mouth, and watered the flock of Laban 
his mother’s brother. , _ , , , 

11 And Jacob “ kissed Rachel, and lift- 
ed up tus voice, and wept. 

12 AJid Jacob told Rachel that he was 

®her father’s brother, and that he woa 
Rehek^’s son : and ran and told her 
father. , _ ^ 

13 And it came to pass, when Laban 

heard the ® tidings of J acob his sister s son, 
that he ran to meet him, and en^raced 
him , and kissed him, and brought lum 
to his house. And he told Laban all 
these tilings. , . 

14 And Laban said to him, "Surely &o^u 
art my bone and my flesh. And he 
abode with him the space of a rnonth. 

15 H And Laban said unto Jacob, Be- 
cause thou art my brother, shouldest 
thou therefore serve me for nought? tell 
me, what shall thy wages be? 

16 And Laban had two daughters : the 
name of the elder was Leah, and the 
name of the younger was Rachel. 

17 Leah was tender eyed ; but Rachel 
was beautiful and well favoured. 

18 And Jacob loved Rachel ; and said, 
*I will serve thee seven years for Rachel 

better that I 

g ive her to thee, than that I should give 
er to another man : abide with me. 

20 And Jacob served seven years for 
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Hachel; and they seemed unto him }yu,t 
a few days, for the love he had to her. 

21 IT And Jacob said unto Lahan, Give 
me rm wife, for my days are fulfilled, 
that I may go in unto her, 

22 And I^aban gathered together aU the 
men of the place, and made a feast. 

23 And it came to pass in the evening, 
that he took Leah his daughter, and 
brought her to him ; and he went in xmto 
her. 

24 And Laban gave unto his daughter 
Leah ^Zilpah his maid for an hand- 
maid. 

25 And it came to pass, that in the 
morning, beholL it was Leali : and he 
said to Laban, what is this thou hast 
done unto me? did not I serve with thee 
for Eachel? wherefore then hast thou 
beguiled me? 

26 And Laban said, It must not be so 
done in our ® country, to give the younger 
before the firstborn. 

27 Fulfil her week, and we will give thee 
this also for the service wliich thou slialt 
serve with me yet seven other years. 

28 And Jacob did so, and fulfilled her 
week: and he gave him Lachel his 
daughter to wife also. 

29 And Laban ^ve to Eachel his daugh- 
ter ‘’Bilhah his handmaid to be her maid. 

30 And he went in also unto Eachel, and 1 
he ^ loved also Eachel more than Leali, 
and served with him ^yet seven other 
years. 

31 H And when the Lord saw that 
Leah was hated, he ^opened her womb : 
hut Eachel was barren. 

32 And Leah conceived, and bare a son, 
and she called his name ^Eeuben: for 
she said. Surely the Lord hath -^looked 
upon my affliction; now therefore my 
husband will love me. 

33 And she conceived again, and bare a 
son; and said. Because the Lord hath 
heard that I was hated, he hath therefore 
mven me this son also ; and she called 
his name loSimeom 

34 And she conceived again, and bare a 
son; and said. Now this time will my 
husband *be joined unto me, because I 
have bom him three sons ; therefore was 
his name called J^iLevi. 

35 And she conceived again, and bare a 
son : and she said. Now will I praise the 
Lord: therefore she called his name 
13 Judah; and i^left bearing. 

OHAPTEE 30 

and when Eachel saw that ^she bare 
Jlx. Jacob no children, Eachel envied her 
sister; and said unto Jacob, Give me 
ohildren, or else I die. 

2 And Jacob’s anger waskindled against 
Eachel: and he said. Am I in God’s 
ste^ who hath withheld from thee the 
fruit of the womb ? 

3 she said, Behold my maid 
”Bilhah,®go in unto her; ^and^shall 
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bear upon my knees, that I may also 
^have children by her. 

4 And she gave him BUhah her hand- 
maid “ to wife : and Jacob went in unto 
her. 

5 And BiUiah conceived, and bare Jacob 
a son. 


6 And Eachel said, God hath judged 
me, and hath also heard my voice, and 
hath given me a son: therefore called 
she his name ^Dan. 

7 .^d Bilhali Eachel’s maid conceived 
again, and bare Jacob a second son. 

8 And Eachel said, With ^great wrest- 
lings have I wrestled with my sister, and 
I nave I prevailed : and she called his 
name ^Naphtali. 

9 When Leah saw that she had left 
bearing, she took Zilpah her maid, and 
®gave her Jacob to wife. 

10 And Zilpah Leah’s maid bare Jacob 


a son. 

11 And Leah said, A troop cometh : and ' 
she called liis name ®Gad. 

12 And Zilpah Leah’s maid bare Jacob 
a second son. 

13 And Leah said, 7 Happy am I, for the 
daughters ^ will call me blessed : and she 
called his name s Asher. 

14 H And Eeuben went in the days of 
wheat harvest, and found /mandrakes in 
the field, and broufflit tliem unto his 
mother Leah. Then Eachel said to Leah, 
Give me, I pray thee, of thy son’s man- 
drakes. 

15 And she said unto her. Is it a small 
matter that thou hast taken my husband? 
and wouldest thou take away my son’s 
mandrakes also ? And Eachel said, 
Therefore he shall lie with thee to night 
for thy son’s mandrakes. 

16 And Jacob came out of the field in 
the evening, and Leah went out to meet 
him, and said, Thou musticome in unto 
me • for surely I have hired thee with my 
son s mandrakes. And he lay with her 
that night. 

17 And God hearkened unto Leah, and 
she conceived, and bare Jacob the fifth i 
son. 


18 And Leah said, God hath given me 
my hire, because I have given my maiden 
to my husband : and she called his name 
i^Issachar. 

19 And Leah conceived again, and hare 
J acob the sixth son. 

20 And Leah said, God hath endued 
me vntk a good dowry; now will my 
husband dweh with me, because I have 
bom him six sons : and she called his 
name ^®Zebulun. 

21 And afterwards she bare a daughter, 
and called her name Dinah, 

22 ^ And God remembered Eachel 
and God hearkened to her, and opened 
her womb. 

23 And she conceived, and bare a son; 
and said, God hath taken away « my re- 
proach; 
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24 And she called his name ^ Joseph; 
and said, “The Lord shall add to me 
another son. 

25 IT And it came to pass, when Eachel 
had bom Joseph, that Jacob said imto 
Laban, Send me away, that I may go 
unto mine own place, and to my country. 

26 Give me my wives and my children, 
^for whom I have served thee, and let 
me go: for thou knowest my service 
which I have done thee. 

27 And Laban said unto him, I pray 
thee, if I have found favour in tliine 
eyes, tarry: for I have learned by ex- 
perience that “the Lord hath blessed me 
for thy sake. , 

28 And he saidj f Appoint me thy wages, 
and I will give %t. 

29 And he said unto him, ^ Tliou knowest 
how I have served thee, and how thy 
cattle was with me. 

30 For it was little which thou hadst 
before I came, and it is now 2 increased 
unto a multitude ; and the Lord hath 
blessed thee ^since my coming : and now 
when shall I > provide for mine own 
bouse also? 

31 And he said. What shall I give thee? 
And Jacob said. Thou shalt not give me 
any thing : if thou wilt do this thmg for 
me, I win again feed and keep thy flock : 

32 I will pass thi'ough all thy flock 
to day, removing from thence all the 
speckled and spotted cattle, and all the 
brown cattle among the sheep, and the 
spotted and speckled among the goats ; 
and ^ of such shall be my hire. 

33 So shall my righteousness answer for 
me ®in time to come, when it shall come 
for my hire before thy face : every one 
that is not speckled and spotted among 
the goats, and brown among the sheep, 
that shall be counted stolen with me. 

34 And Laban said, Behold, I would it 
might be according to thy word. 

35 And he removed that day the he 
goats that were ringstraked and spotted, 
and all the she goats that were speckled 
and spotted, and every one that had 
some white in it, and all the brown 
among the sheep, and gave them into 
the hand of his sons. 

36 And he set three days’ journey betwixt 
himself and Jacob : and Jacob fed the 
rest of Laban’s flocks. 

37 IT And 2 Jacob took him rods of green 
poplar, and of the hazel and chesnut teee : 
and pilled white strakes in them, and 
made the white appear which was in the 
rods. 

38 And he set the rods which he had 
pilled before the flocks in the gutters in 
the watering troughs when the flocks 
came to driiuc, that they should conceive 
when they came to drink. 

39 And the flocks conceived before the 
rods, and brought forth cattle ^ ring- 
straked, speckled and spotted. 

40 And Jacob did separate the lambs. 
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and set the faces of the flocks toward the 
ringstraked, and all the brown in the 
flock of Laban; and he put his own 
flocks by themselves, and put them not 
unto Laban’s cattle. 

41 And it came to pass, whensoever the 
stronger cattle did conceive, that Jacob 
laid the rods before the eyes of the cattle 
in the gutters that they might conceive 
among the rods. 

42 But when the cattle were feeble, he 
put them not in; so the feebler were 
Laban’s, and the stronger Jacob’s. 

43 And the man increased exceedingly, 
and <^had much cattle, and maidservants, 
and menservants, and ‘'camels, and asses. 


CHAPTER 31 

AND he heard the words of Laban’s 
jl\. sons, saying, Jacob hath taken away 
all that was our father’s; and of that 
which was our father’s hath he gotten all 
this ^glon% 

2 And Jacob beheld »the countenance 
of Laban, and, behold, it was not toward 
him "^as before. 

3 And the Lord said unto Jacob, * Re- 
turn unto the land of thy fathers, and to 
thy kindred ; and I will be with thee. 

4 And Jacob sent and called Rachel and 
Leah to the field unto his flock, 

5 Amd said unto them, I see your father’s 
countenance, that it is not toward me as 
before ; but the God of my father hath 
been with me. 

6 And ^ye know that with all my power 
I have served your father. 

7 Amd your father hath deceived me, and 
changed my wages ^‘ten times; but Gk>d 
suffered him not to hurt me. 

8 If he said thus, “ The speckled shall 
be thy wages ; tlien all the cattle bare 
speckled : and if he said thus, The ring- 
straked shall be thy hire ; then bare m 
the cattle ringstraked. 

9 Thus God hath taken away the cattle 
of your father, and given them to me. 

10 And it came to pass at the time that 
the cattle conceived, that I lifted up mine 
eye^ and saw in a dream, and, behold, 
the “rams which leaped upon the cattle 
were ringstraked, speckled, and grisled. 

11 And tlie angel of God spake unto me 
in a dream, saying, Jacob : And I said, 
Here am L 

12 And he said, Lift up now thine eyes, 
and see, all the rams which leap upon 
the cattle are ringstraked, speckled, and 
grisled ; for I have seen all that Laban 
doeth unto thee. 

13 1 am the God of Beth-el, ** where thou 
anointedst the pillar, and where thou 
vowedst a vow unto me : ‘'now arise, get 
thee out from this land, and return unto 
the land of thy kindred. 

14 And Rachel and Leah answered and 
said unto him. Is there yet any po^on or 
inheritance for us in our father s house ? 

15 Are we not counted of himstiangers ? 
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Laban pursueth JacoK They maJce a covenant. 


for “he hath sold us, and hath quite 
devoured also our money. 

16 For all the riches which God hath 
taken from our father, that is ours, and 
our children’s: now then, whatsoever 
God hath said unto thee, do. 

17 ^ Then Jacob rose up, and set his 
sons and his wives upon camels ; 

18 And he carried away all his cattle, 
and all his goods wliich he had gotten, 
the cattle of his getting, which he had 
gotten in Padan-aram, for to go to Isaac 
nis father in the land of Canaan. 

19 And Laban went to shear his sheep : 
and Bachel had stolen the ^ images that 
were her father’s. 

20 And' Jacob stole away s unawares to 
Laban the Smart, in that he told him 
not that he fled. 

21 So he fled with all that he had ; and 
he rose up, and passed over the river, and 
8et his face toward the mount Gilead. 

22 And it was told Laban on the third 
day that Jacob was fled. 

23 And he took his brethren with him, 

and pursued after him seven days’ jour- 
nei ^ *“ ^ 


24 And God ^carne to Laban the Syrian 
in a dream by night, and said unto him. 
Take heed that thou speak not to Jacob 
^either good or bad. 

25 1 Then Laban overtook J acob. N ow 
Jacob had pitched his tent in the mount : 
and Laban with his brethren pitched in 
the mount of Gilead. 

26 And Laban said to J acob, What hast 
thou done, that thou hast stolen away 
unawares to me, and carried away my 
daughters, as captives taken with the 
sword? 

27 Wherefore didst thou flee away se- 
cretly, and ®steal away from me; and 
didst not tell me, that I might have sent 
thee away with mirth, and with songs, 
with tabret, and with harp? 

28 And hast not suffered me ^ to kiss my 
sons and my daughters ? thou hast now 
done foolishly in so doing. 

29 It is in the power of ray hand to do 
you hurt: but the *”Gk)d of your father 
spake imto me ” yesternight, saying, Take 
thou heed that thou speak not to Jacob 
either good or bad. 

30 And now, though thou wouldest needs 
be gone, because thou sore longedst after 
thy father’s house, yet wherefore hast 
thou stolen my gods? 

31 And Jacob answered and said to 
Laban, Because I was afraid: fori said, 
Peradventure thou wouldest take by force 
thy daughters from me. 

32 With whomsoever thou findest thy 
gods, let him not live: before our brethren 
discern thou what is thine with me, and 
take it to thee. For Jacob knew not that 
Badhel had stolen thenn 

33 And Laban went into Jacob’s tent, 
and into. Leah’s tent, and into the two 
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maidservants’ tents ; but he found thm, 
not. Then went he out of Leah’s tent, 
and entered into Rachel’s tent. 

34 Now Rachel had taken the images, 
and put them in the camel’s furniture, 
and sat upon them. And Laban ^ search- 
ed all the tent, but found them not. 

35 And she said to her father. Let it not 
displease my lord that I cannot *rise up 
before thee ; for the custom of women m 
upon me. And he searched, but found 
not the images. 

36 H And Jacob was wroth, and chode 
with Laban: and Jacob answered and 
said to Laban, Wliat is my trespass? 
wliat is my sin, that thou hast so hotly 
pursued after me? 

37 Whereas thou hast i searched all my 
stuff, what hast thou found of all thy 
household stufl“? set it here before ®my 
brethren and ‘^thy brethren, that they 
may judge betwixt us botln 

38 This twenty years have 1 been with 
thee ; thy ewes and thy she goats have 
not cast their young, and the rams of thy 
flock have I not eaten, 

39 That which was tom of beasts 1 
brought not imto thee ; I bare the loss 
of it ; of /my hand didst thou require it, 
whether stolen by day, or stolen by night. 

40 Thus I was ; in the day the drought 
consumed me, and the frost by night; 
and my sleep departed from mine ejes. 

41 Thus liave I oeen twenty years m thy 
house; I ^served thee fourteen years fop 
thy two daughters, and six years for thy 
cattle : and ^ thou hast changed my wages 
ten times. 

42 Except the God of mv fathen the 
God of Abraham, and ^the fear of Isaac, 
had been with me, surely thou hadst sent 
me away now empty. /God hath seen 
mine amiction and the labour of my 
hands, and rebuked thee * yesternight 

43 H And Laban answered and said un- 
to Jacob, These daughters are my daugh- 
ters, and these children are my children, 
and these cattle are my cattle, and all 
that thou seest is mine : and what can I 
do this day unto these my daughters, or 
unto their children which they have bom? 

44 Now therefore come thou, ®let us 
make a covenant, I and thou; -^and let 
it be for a witness between me and thee. 

45 And Jacob *took a stone, and set it 
up /or a pillar. 

46 And Jacob said unto his brethren, 
Gather stones; and they took stones, 
and made an heap: and they did eat 
there upon the heap, 

47 Andijaban called it ^Jegar-sahadutha; 
but Jacob called it 7 Galeed. 

48 And Laban said, This heap is a 
witness between me and thee this day. 
Therefore was the name of it call^ 
Galeed ; 

49 And ^Mizpah; for he said. The 
Lord watch between me and thee, wh^ 
we are absent one from another. 
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50 If thou shalt afflict my daughters, or 
if thou shalt take other wives Inside my 
daughters, no man ts with us ; see, God 
is witness betwixt me and thee. 

61 And Laban said to Jacob, Behold 
this heap, and behold this pillar, which I 
have cast betwixt me and thee ; 

52 ®This heap he witness, and this pillar 
he witness, that 1 will not pass over this 
heap to thee, and that thou shalt not pass 
over this heap and this pillar unto me, 
for harm. 

53 The God of Abraham, and the God 
of Nahor, the God of their father, judge 
betwixt us. And Jacob sware by <*tne 
fear of his father Isaac. 

54 Then Jacob ^offered sacrifice upon 
the mount, and called ®his brethren to 
eat bread : and they did eat bread, and 
tarried aU night in the mount. 

55 And eai-ly in the morning Laban rose 
up, and kissed /his sons and his daugh- 
ters, and ^blessed them: and Laban 
departed, and returned unto his place. 

CHAPTEE S2 

AND Jacob went on his way, and the 
angels of God met him. 

2 And when Jacob saw them, he said, 
This is God’s * host ; and he called the 
name of that place 2Mahanaim. 

3 And Jacob sent messengers before 
him to Esau his brother unto the land of 
<Seir, the s country of Edom. 

4 And he commanded them, saying. 
Thus shall ye speak unto my lord Esau ; 
Thy servant Jacob saith thus, I have 
sojourned with Laban, and stayed ^ere 
until now : 

6 And I have oxen, and asses, flocks, 
and menservants, and womenservants : 
and I have sent to tell my lord, that /I 
may find grace in thy sight. 

6 If And the messengers returned to 
Jacob, saying. We came to thy brother 
Esau, and also he cometh to meet thee, 
and four hundred men with him , 

7 Then Jacob was greatly afraid and 
distressed : and he divided the people 
that was with him, and the flocks, and 
herds, and the camels, into two bands ; 

8 And said, If Esau come to the one 
company, and smite il^ then the other 
coinpany which is left shall escape. 

9 1 And Jacob said, God of my 
father Abraham, and God of my father 
Ipac, the Lord “which saidst unto me, 
Eeturn unto thy country, and to thy 
kindred, and I will deal well with thee : 

10 7 1 am not worthy of the least of all 
the mercies, and of all the truth, which 
thou hast shewed unto thy servant : for 
with my staff I passed over tliis Jordan ; 
and now I am become two bands. 

•11 Deliver me, I pray thee, from the 
hand of my brother, nrom the hand of 
Esau : for I fear him, lest he will come 
and smite me, a/nd the mother ^with the 
children. 
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atPeniel. GENESIS 31, 32 

12 And *thou saidst, I will surely do 
thee good, and make thy seed as the sand 
of the sea, which cannot be numbered for 
multitude. 

13 t And he lodged there that same 
night; and took of that wliich came to 
his hand present for Esau his brother; 

14 Two hundred she goats, and twenty 
he goats, two hundred ewes, and twenty 
rams, 

15 Thirty milch camels with their colts, 
forty kine, and ten bulls, twenty she 
asses, and ten foals. 

16 And he delivered them into the hand 
of his servants, every drove by them- 
selves; and said unto his servants, Pass 
over before me, and put a space betwixt 
drove and drove, 

17 And he commanded the foremost, 
saying. When Esau my brother meeteth 
thee, and asketh thee, saying, Whose art 
thou? and whither goest thou? and whose 
are these before thee? 

18 Then thou shalt say, Thev thy 
servant J acob’s ; it is a present sent unto 
my lord Esau: and, behold, also he is 
behind us. 

19 And so commanded he the second, 
and the third, and all tliat followed the 
droves, saying, On this manner shall ye 
speak unto Esau, when ye find him. 

20 And say ye moreover, Behold, thv 
serv^t Jacob is behind us. For he said, 
I win appease him with the present that 
gpeth before me, and afterward I w'ill see 
his face ; peradventure he will accept ^of 
me. 

21 So went the present over before him • 
and himself lodged that night in the 
company. 

^ And he rose up that night, and took 
his two wives, and his two womenser- 
vants, and his eleven sons, and passed 
over the ford * J abbok. 

23 And he took them, and ®sent them 
over the brook, and sent over that he had . 

24 t And Jacob was left alone; and 
there ^wrestled a man with him nr>hil 
the 6 breaking of the day. 

25 And when he saw that he prevailed 
not against him, he touched the hollow 
of his thigh; and the hollow of Jacob’s 
thigh was out of joint, as he wrestled 
with him. 

26 And he said. Let me go, for the day 
hreaketh. And he said, I will not let 
thee go, except thou bless me. 

27 And he said unto him. What is thy 
name? And he said, JacoD. 

28 .^d he said, ®Thy name shall be 
called no more Jacob, but ® Israel : for as 
a prince hast thou power with God and 
^with men, and hast prevailed. 

29 And J acob asked hivn, and said, Tell 
me, I^pray thee, thy name. And he 
said, * Wherefore is it that thou dost ask 
after. my name? And he blessed him 
there. 

30 And Jacob called the name of the 
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place where God spake with him, * Beth- 
el 

16 IT And they journeyed from Beth-el ; 
and there was but ^ a little wajr to come 
to Bphrath; and BacheL travailed, and 
she had hard labour. 

17 And it came to pass, when she was in 
hard labour, that the noidwife said unto 
her. Fear not; ®thou shalt have this son 
also. 

18 And it came to pass, as her soul was 
in departing, (for she died) that she called 
his name ^ Ben-oni : but his father called 
him'^Benmmin. 

19 And * Kachel died, and was buried in 
the way to * Enhrath, which is Beth-lehem, 

20 And J acob set a pillar upon her grave : 
that is ^ the pillar of Bachel’s grave unto 
this day. 

21 H And Israel journeyed, and spread 
his tent beyond the tower of Edar. 

22 And it came to pass, when Israel 
dwelt in that land, that Beuben went 
and ^lay with Bilhah his father’s con- 
cubine : and Israel heard it. Now the 
sons of Jacob were twelve: 

23 The sons of Leah ; ” Eeuben, J acob’s 
firstborn, and Simeon, and Levi, and 
Judaln and Issachar, and Zebulun : 

24 The sons of Eachel; Joseph, and 
Benjamin : 

25 And the sons of Bilhah, Rachel’s 
handmaid ; Dan, and Naphtali : 

26 And the sons of 2ilpah, Leah’s hand- 
maid; Gad, and Asher; these are the 
sons of Jacob, which were bom to him 
in Padan-aram. 

27 t And Jacob came unto Isaac his 
father unto ‘'Mamre, unto the citv of 
Arbahj which is Hebron, where Abraham 
and ^ Isaac sojourned. 

28 And the days of Isaac were an 
hundred and fourscore years. 

29 And Isaac gave up the ghost, and 
died, and ®was gathered unto his people, 
being old and full of days : and ^ ms sons 
Esau and Jacob buried hun. 


CHAPTER 30 

"VTOW these are the generations of 
J-N Esau, 'who is Edom. 

2 ® Esau took his wives of the daughters 
of Canaan ; Adah the daughter of Elon 
the Hittite, and "Aholibamahthe daugh- 

of Anah the daughter of Zibeon the 
Hivite : ~ 

3 And * Bashemath Ishmael’s daughter, 
Bister of Nebajoth. 

4- And Adah bare to Esau J'Eliphaz; 
and Bashemath bare Eeuel ; 

5 And Aholibamah bare Jeush, and 
Jaalam, and Korah : these are the sons 
of Esau, which were bom unto him in 
the land of Canaan. 

6 And P^u took his wives, and his sons, 
and his daughters, md all the ® persons 
of his house, and his cattle, and all his 
beasts, and all his substance, which he 
had got__in the hmd of Canaan; and 
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went into the country from the face of 
ids brother Jacob. 

7 *For their riches were more than that 
they might dwell together ; and the laud 
®wnerein they were strangers could not 
bear them because of their cattle, 

8 Thus dwelt Esau in mount Seir: 

Esau is Edom. . . 

9 H And these are the generations of 
Esau the father of 2 the Edomites in 
mount Seir : 

10 These are the names of Esau’s sons: 
/Eliphaz the son of ^Adah the wife ot 
Esau, Eeuel the son of Bashemath the 
wife of Esau, 

11 And the sons of Eliphaz were Teman, 
Omar, ^Eepho, and Gatam, and Kenaz. 

12 And Timna was concubine to Eliphaz 
Esau’s son; and she bare to Elipliaz 
*Amalek: these were the sons of Adah 
Esau’s wife. 

13 And these are the sons of Eeuel; 
Nahath, and Zerah, Shammah, and Miz- 
zah: these were the sons of Bashemath 
Esau’s wife. 

14 H And these were the sons of ^ Aholi- 
bamah, the daughter of Anah the daugh- 
ter of Zibeon, Esau’s wife : and she bare 
to Esau Jeusn, and Jaalam, and Korah. 

15 H These wefi'e dukes of the sons of 
Esau : the sons of Eliphaz the firstborn 
son of Esau ; duke Teman, duke Omar, 
duke Zepho, duke Kenaz, 

16 Duke Korah, duke Gatam, and duke 
Amalek : these are the dukes that cam 
of Eliphaz in the land of Edom ; these 
were the sons of Adah. 

17 And these are the sons of Eeuel 
Esau’s son ; duke Naha^ duke Zerah, 
duke Shammah, duke Mizzah : these are 
the dukes that came of Eeuel in the 
land of Edom; these are the sons of 
Bashemath Esau’s wife. 

18 11 And these are the sons of Aholi- 
bamah Esau’s wife; duke Jeush, duke 
Jaalam, duke Korah; these were the 
dukes that came of Aholibamah the 
dau^ter of Anah, Esau’s wife. 

19 These are the sons of Esau, who is 
Edom, and these are their dukes. 

20 U ^ These are the sons of Seir “the 
Horite, who inhabited the land ; Lotan, 
and Shobal, and Zibeon, and Anah, 

21 And Dishon, and Ezer, and Dishan: 
these a?'e the dukes of the Horites, the 
children of Seir in the land of Edom. 

22 And the children of Lotan were Hori 
and ^Hemam; and Lotan’s sister was 
Timna. 

23 And the children of Shobal were 
these ; ? Alvan, and Manahath, and Ebal, 
8 Shepho, and Onam, 

24 And these are the children of Zibeon; 
both Ajah, and Anah: this was ^AaCAnah 
that found the mules in the wilderness, 
as he fed the asses of Zibeon his father. 

25 And the children of Anah were these; 
Dishon, and Aholibamah the daughter 
of Anah. 
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26 Anc these are the children of Dishon : 
iHemdan, and Eshban, and Ithian, ana 
Cheran. 

27 The children of Ezer are these; 
Bilhan, and Zaavan, and ^Akan, 

28 The children of Dishan are these; 
tJz, and Aran. 

29 These are the dukes that came of the 
Horites; duke Lotan, duke Shobal, duke 
Zibeon, duke Anah, 

30 Duke Dishon, duke Ezer, duke 
Dishan : these are the dukes that came 
of Hori, among their dukes in the land 
of Seir. 

31 H And ® these are the kings that 
reigned in the land of Edom, before 
there reigned any king over the children 
of Israel 

32 And JBela the son of Beor reigned in 
Edom; and the name of his city was 
Dinhabah. 

33 And Bela died^ and Jobab the son of 
Zerah of Bozrah reigned in his stead. 

34 And Jobab died, and Husham of the 
land of Temani reigned in his stead. 

35 And Husham died, and Hadad the 
son of Bedad, who smote Midian in the 
field of Moab, reigned in his stead : and 
the name of his city was Avith. 

I 36 And Hadad died, and. Samlah of 
^Masrekah reigned in his stead. 

37 And Samlah died, and Saul of 
/Behoboth by the river reigned in his 
stead. 

38 And Saul died, and Baabhanan the 
son of Achbor reigned in his stead. 

^ And Baal-hanan the son of Achbor 
died, and ’^Hadar reigned in his stead: 
and the name of his city was Pau ; and 
his wife’s name was Mehetabel, the 
daughter of Matred, the daughter of 
Mezahab. 

40 And these are the names of the dukes 
that^ came of Esau^ according to their 
families, after their places, by their 
names; duke Timnah, duke ®Alvah, 
duke Jetheth, 

41 Duke Aholibamah, duke Elah, duke 
Pinon, 

42 Duke Kenaz, duke Teman, duke 
Bdibzar. 

43 Duke Magdiel, duke Iram : these be 
the dukes of Edom, according to their 
habitations in the land of their posses* 
sion: he is Esau the father of ^the 
Edomites. 


CELAPTER 37 

AND Jacob dwelt in the land ? wherein 
his father was a stranger, in the land 
of Canaan. 

2 These are ^’^the generations of Jacob. 
Josejih, ” seventeen years old, was 
the flock with his brethren ; and 
the lad was with the sons of Bilhah, and 
with the sons of Zilpah, his father’s mves : 
and Joseph brou^t unto his father ^ their 
evil report 

8 Now Israel loved Joseph more than 
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all his children, because he wa>s * the son 
of his old age : and he made him a coat 
of many 2 colours. 

4 And when his brethren saw that their 
father loved him more than all his 
brethren, they hated him, and could 
not speak peaceably unto him. 

5 1 And Joseph dreamed a dream, and 
he told it his hrethren : and they hated 
him yet the more. 

6 And he said unto them, Hear, I pray 
you. this dream which I have dreamed : 

7 For, ^ behold, we were binding sheaves 
in the field, and, lo, my sheaf arose, and 
also stood upright; and, behold, your 
sheaves stood round about, and ®made 
obeisance to my sheaf. 

8 And his brethren said to him, Shalt 
thou indeed reign over us? or shalt thou 
indeed have dominion over us ? And they 
hated him yet the more for his dreams, 
and for his words. 

9 H And he dreamed yet another dream, 
and told it his brethren, and said. Behold, 
I have dreamed a dmam more; and, 
behold, the sun and the moon and the 
eleven stars made obeisance to me. 

10 And he told it to his father, and to 
his brethren: and his father rebuked 
him, and said unto him. What is this 
dream that thou hast dreamed? Shall I 
and ® thy mother and thy brethren indeed 
come to bow down ourselves to thee to 
the eaith? 

11 And <^his brethren envied him; hut 
his father ^observed the saying. 

12 H And his brethren went to feed their 
father’s flock in / Shechem. 

13 And Israel said unto Joseph, Do not 
thy brethren feed the flock in Shechem ? 
come, and I will send thee unto thercu 
And he said to him. Here am I, 

14 And he said to him. Go, I pray thee, 
^ see whether it be.well with thy brethren, 
and well with the flocks : and bring me 
word again. So he sent him out of the 
vale of * Hebron, and he came to She- 
chem. 

15 IT And a certain man found him, and, 
behold, he was wandering in the field: 
and the man asked him, saying. What 
seekest thou ? 

16 And he said, I seek my brethren; 
tell me, I pray thee, where they feed 
their Jlocks, 

17 And the man said, They are departed 
hence ; for I heard them say, Let us go 
to Dothan. And Joseph went after his 
brethren, and found them in * Dothan. 

18 And when they saw him afar off, even 
before he came near unto them, they 
conspired against him to slay him. 

19 And they said one to another, 
Behold, this s dreamer cometh. 

20 Come now therefore, and let us slay 
him, and cast^him into some pit, and we 
will say, Some evil beast hath devoured 
him; and we shall see what will become 
of his dreams. 
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22 And the keeper of the prison “com- 
mitted to Joseph s hand all the prisoners 
tliat in the prison : and whatsoever 
they did there, he was the doer of it, 

23 The keeper of the prison looked !not 
to any thing that was under his hand: 
because the Lord was with him, and 
that which he did, the Lord made it to 
prosper, 

CHAPTER 40 

AKD it came to pass after these things, 
jLA, that the * butler of the king of Egypt 
and his baker had offended their lord the 
king of Egypt. 

2 And Fiaraoh was wroth against two 
of his “officers, against the chief of the 
"butlers, and against the chief of the bakers. 

3 <*And he put them in ward in the 
house of the captain of the guard, into 
the prison, the place where Joseph was 
hound. 

4 And the captain of the guard charged 
Joseph with them, and he served them : 
and they continued a season in ward. 

6 H And they dreamed a dream both of 
them, each man his dream in one night, 
each man according to the interpretation 
of his dreaim the butler and the baker of 
the king of Egypt, which were bound in 
the prison. 

6 And Joseph came in unto them in the 
morning, and looked upon them, and, 
behold, they wen'e sad. 

7 And he asked Pharaoh’s officers that 
were with him in the ward of his lord’s 
house, saying. Wherefore ^look ye so 
sadly to day? 

8 And they said unto him, "We have 
dreamed a dream, and there is no inter- 
preter of it. And Joseph said unto them, 
^J)o not interpretations belong to God? 
tell me therWy 1 pray you. 

9 And the chief butler told his dream to 
Joseph, and said to him, In my .dream, 
behold, a vine was before me ; 

10 And in the vine wei'e three branches : 
and it was as though it budded, and her 
blossoms shot forth; and the clusters 
tiiereof brought forth ripe grapes : 

11 And Pharaoh’s cup was in my hand : 
and 1 took the grapes, and pressed them 
into Pharaoh’s cup, and I gave the cup 
into Pharaoh’s hand. 

12 And Joseph smd unto him, *This 
is the interpretation of it: The three 
branches are three days : 

13 Yet within three days shall Pharaoh 
^lift up thine head, and restore thee 
unto thy place : and thou shalt deliver 
Pharaoh’s cup into his hand, after the 
former manner when thou wast his butler, 

14 But 8 think on me when it shall be 
well with thee, and shew kindness, I 
pray thee, unto me, and make mention 
of me unto Pharaoh, and bring me out 
of this house : 

15 For indeed I was stolen away out of 
the land of the Hebrews : ^and here also 
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have I done nothing that they should put 
me into the dungeon. 

16 "When the chief baker saw ^at the 
interpretation was good, he said unto 
Joseph, I also was in my dream, and, 
behold, I had three ^ white baskets on 
my head ; 

17 And in the uppermost basket there 
was of all manner of ^bakemeats for 
Pharaoh; and the birds did eat them 
out of the basket upon my head. 

18 And Joseph answered .and said, This 
is the interpretation thereof : The three 
baskets are thi*ee days : 

19 Yet within three days shall Pharaoh 
3 lift up thy head from off thee, and shall 
hang thee on a tree ; and the birds shall 
eat thy flesh from off thee. 

20 H And it came to pass the third day, 
which was Pharaoh’s ^birthday, that he 
made a feast unto all his servants : and 
he lifted up the head of the chief butler 
and of the chief baker among his servants. 

21 And he restored the chief butler unto 
his butlership again; and he gave the 
cup into Pharaoh’s hand: 

22 But he hanged the chief baker : as 
Joseph had interpreted to them. 

23 Yet did not the chief butler remember 
Joseph, hut forgat him. 

CHAPTER 41 

AND it came to pass at the end of two 
full years, that Pharaoh dreamed: 
and, behold, he stood by the river. 

2 And, behold, there came up out of 
the river seven well favoured kine and 
fatfleshed ; and they fed in a /meadow, 

3 And, behold, seven other kine came 
up after them out of the river, ill favoured 
and leanfleshed; and stood by the other 
kine upon the brink of the river. 

4 And the ill favoured and leanfleshed 
kine did eat up the seven well favoured 
and fat kine. So Pharaoh awoke. 

6 And he slept and dreamed the second 
time: and, behold, seven ears of com 
came up upon one stalk, ^rank and good. 

6 And, behold, seven thin ears and 
blasted with the east wind sprung up 
after them. 

7 And the seven thin ears devoured the 
seven rank and full ears. And Pharaoh 
awoke, and, behold, it was a dream. 

8 And it came to pass in the morning 
®that his spirit was troubled; and he 
sent and called for all /the magicians of 
Egypt, and all the wise men thereof : and 
Pharaoh told them his dream; but there 
was none that could interpret them unto 
Pharaoh. 

9 Then spake the chief butler unto 
Pharaoh, saying, I do remember my 
faults this day : 

10 Pharaoh was * wroth with his servants, 
and put me inward in the ^ captain of the 
yard’s house, both me and the cliief 
baker : 

11 And ^we dreamed a dream in one 
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night, I and he ; we dreamed each man 
according to the interpretation of his 
dream. 

12 And mere was there with us a young 
man, an Hebrew, servant to the captain 
of the guard ; and we told him, and he in- 
terpreted to us our dreams ; to each man 
according to his dream he did interpret. 

13 .^d it came to pass, as he interpreted 
to us, so it was; me he restored unto 
mine office, and him he hanged. 

14 ^ ®Then Pharaoh sent and called 
Joseph, and they brought him hastily 
®out 01 the dungeon: and he shaved 
himself, and changed his raiment, and 
came m unto Pharaoh. 

15 And Pharaoh said unto Joseph, I 
have dreamed a dream, and there is none 
that can interpret it : and I have heard 
say of thee, that ^thou canst understand 
a dream to interpret it. 

16 And Joseph answered Pharaoh, say- 
ing, ^It is not in me : * God shall give 
Pharaoh an answer of peace. 

17 And Pharaoh said unto Joseph, *In 
my dream, behold, I stood upon the 
bank of the river : 

18 And, behold, there came up out of 
the river seven kine, fatfleshea and well 
favoured; and they fed in a meadow : 

19 And, behold, seven other kine came 
up adter them, poor and very ill favoured 
and leanfleshed, such as I never saw in 
all the land of Egypt for badness : 

20 And the lean and the ill favoured 
kine did eat up the first seven fat kine : 

21 And when they had 6 eaten them up, 
it could not be known that they had 
« eaten them; but they were still ill 
favoured, as at the beginning. So 

22 And I saw in my dream, and, behold, 
seven ears came up in one stalk, full and 

And, behold, seven ears, s withered, 
IMn, and blasted with the east wind, 
s prung up after them : 

24 And the thin ears devoured the seven 

good ears : and I told this unto the ma- 
dcians ; but there was none that could 
declare it to me. , . , ^ , 

25 H And Joseph said mito Pharaoh, 
The dream of Pharaoh is one : ® God 
hath shewed Pharaoh what he is about 
to do, 

26 The seven good kine are seven years ; 

and the seven good ears are seven years : 
the dmam is one. 

27 And the seven thin and ill favoured 

kine that came up after them are seven 
years ; and the seven empty ears blasted 
with the east wind shall be ’‘seven years 
of famine. , , 

28 This is the thing winch I have spoken 
unto Pharaoh: Wlmt God is about to do 
he sheweth unto Pliaraoh. 

29 Behold, there come seven years of 
mreat plenty throughout all the land of 
EOTt: 
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31 And the plenty shall not be mown 
in the land oy reason of that famine 
following ; for it shall he very i grievous. 

32 And for that the dream was doubled 

unto Pharaoh twice: it is l^cause the 
^ thing is 2 established by God, and God 
will shortly bring it to pass. , , , , 

33 Now therefore let Pharaoh look out 

a man discreet and wise, and set him 
over the land of Egypt. ^ . 

34 Let Pharaoh do this, and let lum 
appoint 3 officers over the land, and take 
up the fifth part of the land of Egypt m 
the seven plenteous years. 

35 And /let them gather all the food of 

those good years that come, and lay up 
com under the hand of Pliaraoh, and let 
them keep food in the citi^. , . . 

36 And tliat food shall be for store to 

the land against the seven years of fa- 
mine, whim shall be in the land of 
Egypt; that the land ^ perish not through 
the famine. , . . . - v 

37 H And the thing was good m the 

eyes of Pharaoh, and m the eyes of all 
his servants. , . , , , , . 

38 And Pharaoh said unto lus servants, 
Can we find such a one as th^ is, a man 
1 /in whom the Spirit of God is? 

39 And Pharaoh said unto Joseph, 
Forasmuch as God hath shewed thee 
all this, there is none so discreet and 
wise as thou ai't: 

40 *Thou shalt be over my house, and 
according unto thy word shall all my 
people 7 be ruled : only in the throne wul 
I be greater than thou. 

41 And Pharaoh said unto Joseph, bee, 

I have set thee over all the land of EmT)t. 

42 And Pharaoh *took off his ring from 
his hand, and put it upon Joseph’s hand, 
and ’"arrayed him in vestures of mne 
linen, ”and put a gold chain about his 

43 ind he made him to ride in the 
second chariot which he had ; ®and they 
cried before him, i^Bow the knee: and 
he made him rulei' ^’over all the land of

49 And Joseph gathered corn ®as the 
sand of the sea, very much, until he left 
numbering; for was without num- 
ber. 

60 ®And unto Joseph were bom two 
sons before the yeai’S of famine came, 
Vv'hich Asenath the daughter of Poti- 
bherah Spriest of On bare unto him. 

61 And Joseph called the name of the 
firstborn ^Manasseh ; For God^ said he, 
hath made me forget all my toil, and all 
my father’s house. 

62 And the name of the second called he 
SEphraim ; For God hath caused me to 
be fruitful in the land of my affliction. 

63 t And the seven years of plenteous- 
ness, that was in the land of Egypt, were 
ended. 

^/And the seven years of dearth began 
to come, ^ according as Joseph had said: 
and the dearth was in all lands ; but in 
all the land of Egypt there was bread. 

55 And when all the land of E^t was 
famished, the people cried to Tharaoh 
for bread ; and Pharaoh said unto all the 
Egyptians, Go unto Joseph; what he 
saitn to you, do. 

56 And the famine was over all the face 
of the earth : And Joseph opened « aU the 
storehouses, and sold unto the Egyptians * 
and the famin e waxed sore in the land o: 

^Xnd all countries came into Egypt to 
Joseph for to buy coi'n: because th^t the 
famine was so sore in all lands. 

CHAPTER 42 
OW when J J acob saw that there 
JL\ com in Egypt, Jacob said unto liis 
sons. Why do ye look one upon another? 

2 And he said. Behold, I have heard that 
there is com m Egypt: get you down 
thither, and buy for us from thence; that 
we may live, and not die. 

3 IT And Joseph’s ten brethren went 
down to buy com in Egypt. 

4 But Benjamin. Joseph’s brother, 
Jacob sent not with his brethren; for 
he saidj ®Lest peradventure mischief 
befall him. 

5 And the sons of Israel came to buy 
com among those that came : for the 
famine was in the land of Canaan. 

6 And Joseph was the governor *over 
the land, and he it was that sold to all 
the people of the land: and Joseph’s 
bretmen came, and **bowed down them- 
selves before him with their faces to the 
earth. 

7 And Joseph saw his brethren, and he 
knew theno, but made himself strange 
unto them, and spake ^roug hly unto 
them ; and he said unto them, whence 
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come ye? And they said, From the land 
of Canaan to buy food. 

8 And Joseph Imew his brethren, but 
they knew not him. 

9 And Joseph “remembered the dreams 
which he dreamed of them, and said 
unto them. Ye are spies; to see the 
nakedness of the land ye are come. 

10 And they said unto him. Nay, my 
lord, but to buy food are thy servants 
come. 

11 We are all one man’s sons ; we are 
true men. thy servants are no ^ies. 

12 And he said unto them. Nay, but to 
see the nakedness of the land ye are come. 

13 And they said, Thy servants are 
twelve bretliren, the sons of one man in 
the land of Canaan; and, behold, the 
youngest is this day with our father, and 
one<*zsnot. 

14 And Joseph said unto them, That is 
it that I spake unto you, saying. Ye a?’6 
spies : 

15 Hereby ye shall be proved : ®By the 
life of Pharaoh ye shall not go forth 
hence, except your youngest brother 
come hither. 

16 Send one of you, and let him fetch 
your brother, and ye shall be ^kept in 
prison, that your words may be proved, 
whether thei'e be any truth in you : or 
else by the life of Pharaoh surely ye are 
spies. 

17 And he ®put them all together mto 
■ward three days. 

18 And Joseph said unto them the third 
day, This do, and live ; ^for I fear God : 

19 If ye be true men. let one of your 
brethren be bound in the house of your 
prison : go ye, carry corn for the famine 
of your houses ; 

20 But ^ bring your youngest brother 
unto me; so shall your words be verified, 
and ye shall not die. And they did so. 

21 ir And they said one to another, * We 
areverily guilty concerning our brother, in 
that we saw the anguish of his soul, when 
he besought us, and we would not hear; 
therefore is this distress come upon us. 

22 And Reuben answered them, saying, 

* Spake I not unto you, saying, Do not 
sin against the child : and ye would not 
hear? therefore, behold, also his blood is 
“required. 

23 And they knew not that Joseph 
understood them; for '^he spake unto 
them by ^an intemreter. 

24 And he turned himself about from 
them, and wept ; and returned to them 
again, and communed with them, and 
took from them Simeon, and bound him 
before their eyes, 

26 H Then Joseph commanded to fill 
their sacks with com, and to restore 
every man’s money into his sack, and to 
give them provision for the way; and 
thus did he unto them. 

26 And they laded their asses with the 
com, and departed thence.

27 And as ® one of them ojiened his sack 
to give his ass provender *in the inn, he 
espied his money ; for, behold, it was in 
hds sack’s mouth.

deliver you your brother, and ye shall 
^traffick in the land. 

35 t And it came to pass as they 
emptied their sacks, that, behold, every 
man’s bundle of money was in his sack : 
and when both they and their father saw 
the bundles of money, they were afraid. 

36 And Jacob their father said unto 
them, Me have ye bereaved of my chil- 
dren : Joseph is not, and Simeon is not, 
and ye will take Benjamin away: all 
these things are against me. 

37 And Keuben spake unto his father, 
saying, Slay ^my two sons, if 1 bring 
him not to thee : deliver him into my 
hand, and I will bring him to thee 
again. 

38 And he said, My son shall not go 
down with you ; for his * brother is dead, 
and he is left alone: if ’“mischief befall 
him by the way in the which ye go, then 
shall ye “bring down my gray hairs with 
sorrow to the grave.

8 And Judah said unto Israel his father. 
Send the lad with me, and we will arise 
and go ; that we may live, and not die, 
both we, and thou, and a^so our little 
ones. 

9 1 will he surety for him : of my hand 
shalt thou require him : ®ii I bring him 
not unto thee, and set him before thee, 
then let me bear the blamo for ever : 

10 Pop except we had lingered, surely 
now we had returned 6 this second time. 

11 And their fatlier Israel said unto 
them, If it must be so now, do this *, take 
of the best fruits in the land in your 
vessels, and carry down the man a pre- 
sent, a little /balm, and a little honey, 
spices, and myrrh, nuts, and almonds : 

12 And take double money in your 
hand ; and the money ^ that was brought 
again in the mouth of your sacks, carry 
it again in your hand; peradventure it 
ivas an oversight : 

13 Take also your brother, and arise, go 
again unto the man : 

14 And »God Almighty give you mercy 
before the man, that he may send away 
your otlier brother, and Benjamin, 

I be bereaved of my children,, I am 
bereaved. 

15 H And the men took that present, 
and they took double money m their 
hand, and Benjamin ; and rose up, and 
went down to Egypt, and stood before 
Joseph. 

16 And when Joseph saw Benjamin 
with them, he said to the * ruler of his 
house, Bring these men home, and ^slay, 
and make ready; for these men shml 
^dine with me at noon. 

17 And the man did as Joseph bade ; 
and the man brought the men into 
Joseph’s house. 

18 And the men were afraid, because 
they were brought into Joseph’s house; 
and they said. Because of the money 
that was returned in our sacks at the 
first time are we brought in; that he 
may 10 seek occasion against us, and fall 
upon us, and take us tor bondmen, and 
our asses. 

19 And they came near to the steward 
of Joseph’s house, and they communed 
with him at the door of the house, 

20 And sai(L 0 sir, ^we came indeed 
down at the nrst time to buy food : 

21 And ® it came to pass, when we came 
to the iniij that we opened our sacks, 
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and, behold, every man’s money teas in j 
tlie mouth of Ins sack, our money in full 
weight : and we have brought it again in 
our hand. 

22 And other money have we brought 
down in our hands to buy food : we can- 
not tell who put our money in our sacks. 

23 And he said, Peace he to you, fear 

not; your God, and the God of your 
father, hath given you treasure in your 
sacks: had your money. And he 

brought Simeon out unto them, 

24 And the man brought the men into 
Joseph’s house, and “gave ihenx water, 
and they washed their feet ; and he gave 
their asses provender. 

25 And they made ready ^the present 
against Joseph came at noon : for they 
heard that they should eat bread there. 

26 H And when Joseph came home, they 
brought him the present which wa& in 
then hand into the house, and ^ bowed 
themselves to Mm to the earth. 

27 And he asked them of their 3 welfare, 
and said, ^ Js your father well, the old 
man /of whom ye spake? U he yet 
alive? 

28 And they answered, Thy servant pur 
father is in good health, he is yet alive. 
And they bowed do'wn their heads, and 
made obeisance. 

29 And he lifted up Ms eyes, and saw 
his brother Benjamin, ^his mother’s son, 
and said, Is this your younger brother, 
^of whom ye spake unto me? And he 
said, God be gracious unto thee, my son. 

30 And Joseph made haste; for *Ms 
bowels did yearn upon his brother ; and 
he sought tohere to weep ; and he entered 
into his chamber, and *wept there. 

31 And he washed his face, and went 
out, and ^refrained himself, and said, Set 


32 And they set on for him by Mmself , 
and for them by themselves, and for the 
Egyptians, which did eat ■with him, by 
Hiemselves : because the Egyptians might 
not eat bread.with the Hebrews; for that 
is ” an abomination unto the Egyptians. 

33 And tliey sat before him, the lirst- 
bom according to Ms birthright, and the 
youngest according to his youth: and the 
men marvdled one at another. 

34 And he took and sent ^messes unto 
them from before him : but Benjamin’s 
mess was ®five times so much as any 
of theirs. And they drank, and 6 were 
merry with him. 

CHAPTER 44 
AND he commanded ^ the steward of 
-ljL his house, saying, Fill the men’s 
sacks with food, as much as they can 
carry, and put every man’s money in his 
sack’s mouth. 

2 And put my cup, the silver cup, in the 
sack’s mouth of the youngest, and his 
com money. And he did according to 
the word that Joseph had spoken. 


Joseph seeth Benjamin, The cup found, 

3 As soon as the morning was light, 
the men were sent away, they and tlieir 
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4 And when they were gone out^ of the 
city, and not yet far off, J oseph said unto 
his steward, Up, follow after the men; 
and when thou dost overtake them, say 
unto them. Wherefore have ye rewarded 
evil for good? 

5 Is not this it in which my lord tonk- 
etli, and whereby indeed he ^divineth? 
ye nave done evil in so doing. 

6 11 And he overtook them, and he spake 
imto them these same words. 

7 And they said unto him, Wherefore 

saith my lord these words ? God forbid 
that thy servants should do according to 
this thing : , . , ^ , 

8 Behold, ®the money, winch we found 
in our sacks’ mouths, we brought again 
unto thee out of the land of Canaan; 
how then should we steal out of thy lord’s 
house silver or gold ? 

9 With whomsoever of thy servants it 

be found, ® both let Mm die, and we also 
will be my lord’s bondmen. , 

10 And he said, ISlow also let it be 
according unto your words: he with 
whom it is found shall be my servant; 
and ye shall be blameless. 

11 Then they speedily took down every 
man Ms sack to the ground, and opened 
every man Ms sack, 

12 And he searched, arid began at the 
eldest, and left at the youngest : and the 
cup was found in Benjamiirs sack. 

13 Then they ^rent their clothes, and 
laded every man his ass, and returned to 
the city. 

14 1 And Judah and Ms brethren came 
to Joseph’s house ; for he was yet tliere : 
and they *”fell before Mm on the ground. 

15 And Joseph said unto them, What 
deed is tliis that ye have done? wot ye 
not that such a man as I can certainly 
® divine? 

16 And Judah said, What shall we say 
unto my lord ? what shall we i^eak ? or 
how shall we cleai ourselves ? God hath 
found out the inicLuity of thy servants ; 
behold, ®we are my lord’s servants, both 
we, and he also with whom the cup is 
found. 

17 And he said, God forbid that I should 
do so : but the man in whose hand the 
cup is foimd, he shall be my servant; 
and as for you, get you up in peace unto 
your father. 

18 II Then Judah came near unto him, 
and said, Oh my lord, let thy servant, 
I pray thee, speak a word in my lord’s 
ears, and *let not thine anger bum 
against thy servant; for thou ai't even 
as Pharaoh. 

19 My lord asked his servants, saying, 
Have ye a father, or a brother ? 

20 And we said unto my lord, We have 
a father, an old man, and a child of his 
old age, a little one; and his brother is 
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dead, and he alone is left of his mother, 
and nis father loveth him. 

21 And thou saidst unto thy servants, 

® Bring him down unto me, that I may 
set mine eyes upon him. 

22 And we said unto mv lord, The lad 
cannot leave his father: for if he should 
leave his father, ^ his father would die. 

23 And thou saidst unto thy servants. 
Except your youngest brother come down 
with you,_ye shall see my face no more. 

24 And it came to pass when we came 
up unto thy servant my father, we told 
him the words of my lord. 

25 And ®our father said. Go again, and 
buy us a little food. 

26 And we said. We cannot go down : 
if our youngest brother be with us, then 
will we go down: for we may not see 
the man’s face, except our youngest 
brother he with us. 

27 And thy servant my father said imto 
us, Ye know that my wife bare me two 
sons: 

28 And the one went out from me, and 
I said, * Surely he is tom in pieces ; and 
I saw him not since : 

29 And if ye ^take this also from me, 
and mischief befall him, ye shall bring 
down my gray hairs with, sorrow to the 
grave. 

30 Now therefore when I come to thy 
servant my father, and the lad be not 
with us ; seeing that ^ his life is bound 
up in the lad’s life ; 

31 It shall come to pass, when he seeth 

that the lad is not with us. that he will 
die : and thy servants shall bring down 
the gray hairs of thy servant our father 
with sorrow to the grave. { 

32 For thy servant became surety for 
the lad unto my father, saying, ^ If I 
bring him not unto thee, then I shall 
bear the blame to my father for ever. 

33 Now therefore, I pray thee, let thy 
servant abide instead of the lad a bond- 
man to my lord ; and let the lad go up 
with his brethren. 

34 For how shall I go up to my father, 
and the lad he not with me? lest per- 
adventure I see the evil that shall ^ come 
on my father. 


CHAPTEE 45 

fpHIEN Joseph could not refrain him- 
X self before all them that stood by 
him ; and he cried, Cause every man to 
go out from me. And there stood no 
man with him, while Joseph made 
himself known unto his brethren. 

2 And he ^wept aloud : and the Egyp- 
tians and the house of Pharaoh heard. 

3 And Joseph said unto his brethren, 
®I am Joseph; doth my father yet live? 
Ajod his brethren could not answer him ; 
for they were 7 troubled at his presence. 

4 And Joseph said unto his brethren. 
Come near to me, I pray you. And 
they came near. And he said, I am 
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Joseph your brother, whom ye sold into 

^ow therefore be not grieved, ^nor 
angry with yourselves, that ye sold me 
hither : * for God did send me before you 
to preserve life, 

6 For these two years hath the famine 
been in the land : and yet there are five 
years, in the which there shall neither be 

earing nor harvest. 

7 And God sent me before you 2 to 
preserve you a posterity in the earth, and 
to save your lives by a great deliverance. 

8 So now it was not you that sent me 
hither, but God : and he hath made me 
a /father to Pharaoh, and lord of all his 
house, and a /ruler throughout all the 
land of Egypt, 

9 Haste ye, and go up to my father, and 
say unto him, Thus saith thy son Joseph, 
God hath made me lord of all Egypt: 
come down unto me, tarry not : 

10 And ^ thou shalt dwell in the land of 
Goshen, and thou shalt be near unto me, 
thou, and thy children, and thy children’s 
children, and thy flocks, and thy herds, 
and all that thou hast : 

11 And there will I nourish thee ; for 
yet there are five years of famine ; lest 
thou, and thy household, and all that 
thou hast come to poverty. 

12 And, behold, your eyes see, and the 
eyes of my brother Benjamin, that it is 
my mouth that speaketh unto you. 

13 And ye shall tell my father of all my 
glory in Egypt, and of all that ye have 
seen; and ye shall haste and * bring 
down my father hither. 

14 And he fell upon his brother Ben- 
jamin’s neck, and wept; and Benjamin 
wept upon his neck. 

15 Moreover he kissed all his brethren, 
and wept upon them :^and after that his 
brethren talked with him. 

16 IT And the fame thereof was heard 
in Pharaoh’s house, saying, Joseph’s 
brethren are come: and it s pleased 
Pharaoh well, and his servants. 

17 And Pharaoh said unto Joseph, Say 
unto thy brethren, This do ye ; lade your 
beasts, and go, get you unto the land of 
Canaan; 

18 And take your father and your 

households, and come unto me: and 
I will give you the good of the land of 
Egypt, and ye shall eat **the fat of the 
land , , , . , 

19 Now thou art commandecl, this do 
ye ; take you wagons out of the land of 
Egypt for your little ones, and for your 
wives, and bring your father, and come. 

20 Also 6 regard not your stuff; for the 
good of all the land of Egypt is yours. 

21 And the children of Israel did so: 
and Joseph gave them wagons, according 
to the commandment of Pharaoh, ana 
gave them provision for the way. 

22 To all of them he gave each man 
^changes of raiment; but to Benjamin 
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&ENEISIS 45, 46 

he gave three hundred pieces of silver, 
and five changes of raiment. 

23 And to his father he sent after this 
manner: ten asses ^ laden with the good 
things of Egypt, and ten she asses i laden 
with corn and bread and ^meat for his 
father by the way. 

24 So he sent his brethren away, and 
they departed : and he said unto them. 
See that ye fall not out by the way. 

25 If And they went up out of Egypt, 
and came into the land of Canaan unto 
Jacob their father, 

26 And told him, saying, Joseph is yet 
alive, and he is governor over all the land 
of EOTt. And ® Jacob’s heart fainted, for 
he believed them not. 

27, And they told him all the words of 
Joseph, which he had said unto them : 
and when he saw /the wagons which 
J oseph had sent to cany liim, the spirit 
of Jacob their father revived ; 

28 And Israel said. It is enough ; J oseph 
my son is yet alive : I will go and see 
him before! die. 

CHAPTEE 46 

AITD Israel took his journey with aU 
that he had^ and came to^Beer-sheba, 
and offered sacrifices *unto the God of his 
fSltillCT 

2 And God spake imto Israel *"in the 
visions of the night, and said, Jacob, 
Jacob, And he said. Here am I, 

3 And he said, 1 am God, **the God of 
thy father: fear not to go down into 
Egypt; for I will there ®make of thee 
a ^at nation : 

41 will go down with thee into Egypt ; 
and I Will also surely bring thee up 
again: and Joseph shall put his ham 
upon thine eyes. 

6 And Jacob rose up from Beer-sheba : 
and the sons of Israel carried Jacob their 
father, and their little ones, and their 
wives, in the wagons * which Pharaoh 
had sent to carry him. 

6 And they took their cattle, and their 
goods, which they had gotten in the land 
of Canaan, and came into Egypt, Jacob, 
and all his seed with him : 

7 His sons, and his sons’ sons with him, 

*’his daughters, and his sons’ daughters, 
and all his seed brought he with him 
into Egypt. „ , 

8 If And “these are the names of the 
children of Israel, wliich came into Egypt, 
Jacob and his sons: *'Eeuben, Jacoi ' 
firstborn. 

9 And the sons of Beuben; Hanpch, 
and PhaUu, and Hezron, and Carmi. 

10 1 And the sons of Simeon ; ^2 jgniuel, 
and Jamin, and Chad, and Jachin, and 
i^Zohar, and Shaul the son of a Canaan- 
itish woman. 

11 1 And the sons of *Ijevi; i®Gershon, 
Kohath, and MerarL . , , 

12 If An d the sons of ® Judah ; Er, and 
Shel^ and Pharez, and 
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Zerah: but "Er and Onan died in the 
land of Canaan. And the sons of Pharez 
were Hezron and Hamul. 

13 If *And the sons of Issachar; Tola, 
and sphuvah, and Job, and Shimron. 

14 IT And the sons of Zebulun ; Sered, 
and Elon, and Jahleel. 

15 These be the sons of Leah, ^ which 
she bare unto Jacob in Padan-aram, 
with his daughter Dinah: all the souls 
of his sons and his daughters were thirty 
and three. 

16 t And the sons of Gad ; ®Zipliion, 
and Haggi, Shuni, and s Ezbon, Eri, and 
^ Arodi, and Areli. 

17 IT And the sons of Asher; Jimnah, 
and Ishuah, and Isui, and Beriah, and 
Serah their sister: and the sons of 
Beriah : Heber, and Malcliiel. 

18 ^ These are the sons of Zilpah, 
^whom Laban gave to Leah his daugh- 
ter, and these she bare unto Jacob, even 
sixteen souls. 

19 The sons of Eachel Jacob’s wife; 
Joseph^ and Benjamin. 

20 H ^ And unto Joseph in the land of 
Egypt were born Manasseh and Ephraim, 
wni^ Asenath the daughter of Poti- 
pherah Spriest of On bare unto him. 

21 t 2 And the sons of Benjamin were 
Belah, and Becher, and AslibeL Gera, 
and Isaaman, '?Ehi, and Eosh, SMuppim, 
and SHuppim, and Ard. 

22 These the sons of Eachel, which 
were born to Jacob ; all the souls were 
fourteen. 

23 H And the sons of Dan ; lo Hushim. 

24 IT And the sons of Naphtali; Jah- 
zeel. and Guni, and J ezer, and ShiUem, 

25 “ These are the sons of JBilliah, ^ which 
Laban gave unto Eachel his daughter, 
and she bare these unto Jacob; all .the 
souls were seven. 

26 All the souls that came with Jacoh 
into Egypt, which came out of his loins, 
besides Jacob’s sons’ wives, all the souls 
were threescore and six ; 

27 And the sons of Joseph, which were 
bom him in Egypt, were two souls : “ all 
the souls of the house of Jacob, which 
came into Egypt, v>ere threescore and ten, 

28 IT And he sent J udah before him unto 
J oseph, to direct his face unto Goshen ; 
and they came into the land of Goshen. 

29 And Joseph made ready his chariot, 
and went up to meet Israel his father, to 
Goshen, and presented himself unto him; 
and he *fell on his neck, and wept on 
his neck a good while. 

30 And Israel said unto Joseph, Now 
let me die, since I have seen thy face, 
because thou art yet alive. 

31 And J oseph said unto his brethren, 
and unto his father’s house, "I will go 
up, and shew Pharaoh, and say unto 
him. My brethren, and my father’s 
house, which we7'e in the land of Canaan, 
are come imto me ; 

32 And the men are shepherds, for

1 their trade hath been to feed cattle: 
and they have brougjit their flocks, and 
their herds, and afl that they have. 

33 And it shall come to pass, when 
Pharaoh shall call you, and shall say, 

*AVliat is your occupation? 

34 TMt ye shall say. Thy servants’ trade 
hath been about cattle ^'from our youth 
even until now, both we, and also our 
fathers : that ye may dwell in the land of 
Goshen ; for every shepherd is an abo- 
mination unto the Egj^tians. 

CHAPTEB 47 

T IElSr Joseph came and told Pharaoh, 
and said. My father and my bretliren, 
and their flocks, and their herds, and all 
ihat they have, are come out of the land 
of Canaan ; and, behold, they are in /the 
land of Goshen. 

2 And he took some of his brethren, 
eom five men, and ^ presented them unto 
Pharaoh. 

3 And Pharaoh said unto his brethren, 

^ What is your occupation ? And they 
said unto Pharaoh, *Thy servants are 
shepherds, both we, and also our fathers. 

4 They said moreover unto Pharaoh, 

^Por to sojourn in the land are we 
come ; for thy servants have no pasture 
for their flocks ; for the famine is sore 
in the land of Canaan: now therefore, 
we pray thee, let thy servants * dwell in 
the land of Goshen. 

6 And Pharaoh spake unto Joseph, 
saying, Thy father and thy bretluen are 
come unto thee : 

6 2 The land of Egypt is before thee ; in 
the best of the land make thy father 
and brethren to dwell; in the land of 
Goshen let them dwell: and if thou 
knowest any men of activity among 
them, then make them rulers over my 
cattle. 

7 And Joseph brought in Jacob his 
fathe]^ and set him before Pharaoh: 
and Jacob blessed Pharaoh. 

8 And Pharaoh said unto Jacob, ^How 
old art thou? 

9 And Jacob said unto Pharaoh, Tlie 
days of the years of my ” pilgrimage are 
an hundred and thirty years : few and 
evil have the days of the years of my life 
been, and ®have not attained unto the 
days of the years of the life of my fathers 
in the days of their pilgrimage. 

10 And Jacob blessed Pharaoh, and 
went out from before Pharaoh. 

11 H And Joseph placed his father and 
his brethren, and gave them a possession 
in the land of Egypt, in the best of the 
land, in the land of ^Eameses, ®as 
Pharaoh had commanded. 

12 And Joseph ''nourished his father, 
and his brethren, and all his father’s 
household, with bread, ^ according to 
their families. 

IS H And there was no bread in all the 
land; for the famine was very sore, so 
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GENSSIS 46, 47 

that the land of Egs^t and all the land 
of Canaan fainted by reason of the 
famine. 

14 “And Joseph gathered up all the 
money that was found in the land of 
Egypt, and in the land of Canaan, for 
the com which they bought : and Joseph 
brought the money into Pharaoh’s house. 

15 And when money failed in the land 
of Egypt, and in the land of Canaan, all 
the Egyptians came unto Joseph, and 
said, Give us bread: for ®why should 
we die in thy presence? for the money 
faileth. 

16 And Joseph said, Give your cattle; 
and I will give you for your cattle, if 
money fail. 

17 And they brought their cattle unto 
Joseph : and Joseph gave them bread in 
exchange for horses, and for the flocks, 
and for the cattle of the herds, and for 
the asses : and he 2 fed them with bread 
for all their cattle for that year. 

18 When that year was ended, they 
came unto him the second year, and said 
unto him, We will not hide it from my 
lord, how that our money is spent ; my 
lord also hath our herds of cattle ; there 
is not ought left in the sight of my lord, 
but our bodies, and our lands : 

19 Wherefore shall we die before thine 
eyes, both we and our land? buy us and 
our land for bread, and we and our land 
will be servants unto Pharaoh : and give 
us seed, that we may live, and not die, 
that the land be not desolate. 

20 And Joseph bought all the land of 
Egypt for Pharaoh; for the Egyptians 
sold every man his field, because the 
famine prevailed over them: so the 
land became Pharaoh’s. 

21 And as for the people, he removed 
them to cities from one end of the 
borders of Egypt even to the other end 
thereof. 

22 Only the land of the ^ priests bought 
he not: for the mests had a portion 
assigned them of Eharaoh, and did eat 
their portion which Pharaoh gave them ; 
wherefore they sold not their lands. 

23 Then Joseph said unto the people, 
B^old, I have bought you this day and 
your land for Pharaoh : lo, here is seed 
for you, and ye shall sow the land. 

24 And it shall come to pass in the 
increase, that ye shall give the fifth 
part unto Pharaoh, and four parts shall 
be your own, for seed of the field, and 
for your food, and for them of your house- 
holds, and for food for your little ones. 

25 And they said. Thou hast saved our 
lives: let us find grace in the sight of 
my lord, and we will be Ph^oh’s 
servants. 

26 And Joseph made it a law over the 
land of Egypt unto this day, that Pha- 
raoh should nave the fifth part; exc^t 
the land of the ® priests only, which 
became not Pharaoh’s. 
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GENESIS 47-49 

27 t And Israel dwelt in the land of 
Egypt, "in the country of Goshen; and 
they had possessions therein, and ^ grew, 
and multmlied exceedingly. 

28 And Jacob lived in the land of Egypt 
seventeen years: so ^the whole age of 
Jacob was an hundred forty and seven 
years. 

29 And the time ® drew nigh that Israel 
must die: and he called his son Joseph, 
and said unto him, If now I have found 
grace in thy sight, ‘^put, I pray thee, thy 
hand under my tliign, and ^deal kindly 
and truly with me ; /bury me not, I pray 
thee, in Egypt : 

30 But ^1 will lie with my fathers, and 
thou shalt carry^ me out of Egypt, and 
* bury me in their buryingplace. And he 
said, 1 will do as thou hast said. 

31 And he said, * Swear imto me. And 
he sware unto him. And "ilsrael bowed 
himself upon the bed's head. 

CHAPTEE 48 
AND it came to pass after these things, 
-Ol that one told Joseph, Behold, thy 
father is sick : and he took with him his 
two sons, Manasseh and Ephi’^m. 

2 And one told Jacob, and said, Behold, 
thy son Joseph cometh unto thee : and 
Israel strengthened himself, and sat upon 
the bed. 

3 And Jacob said unto Joseph, ®God 
Almighty appeared unto me at ^Luz in 
the land of Canaan, and blessed m^ 

4 And said unto me, Behold, I will 
make thee fruitful, and multiply thee, 
and I win make of thee a multitude of 
people; and will give tliis land to thy 
seed after thee ^for an everlasting pos- 


Jacoh hlesseth Joseph and his two sotis, 


6 ^ And now thy “two sons, Ephraim 
and Manasseh, which were bom unto thee 
in the land of Egypt before I came unto 
thee into Egypt, " are mine ; as Eeuben 
and Simeon, they shall be mme. 

6 And thy issue, which thou begettest 
after them, shall be thine, and shall be 
called after the name of their brethren in 
their inheritance. 

7 And as for me, when I came from 
Padau, ^ Kachel died by me in the land 
of Canaan in the way, when yet there was 
*but a little way to come unto Ephrath : 
and I buried her there in the way of 
%)hrath : tiie same is Beth-lehem. 

8 And Israel beheld Josephs sons, and 
said. Who are these? 

9 And Joseph said unto his father, They 
are my sons, whom God hath given me 
in this place. And he said. Bring them, I 
pray thee, unto me, and ® I will bless them. 

10 Now *tlie eyes of Israel were ®dim 
for age, so thatn& could not see. And 
he brought them near unto him; and 
^he kissed them, and embraced them. 

11 And Israel said unto Joseph, I had 
not thought to see thy face : and, lo, God 
h^h shewed me also thy seed. 
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12 And Joseph brought them out from 
between his knees, and he bowed himself 
with his face to the earth. 

13 And Joseph took them both, Ephraim 
.n his right hand toward Israel’s left 
hand, and Manasseh in his left hand 
toward Israel’s right hand, and brought 
them near unto him. 

14 And Israel stretched out his right 
hand, and laid it upon Ephraim’s head, 
who was the yomiger, and his left hand 
upon Manasseh’s head, guiding his hands 
wittingly; for Manass^ was the first- 
born. 

15 H And he blessed Joseph, and said, 
God, before whom my fathers Abraham 
and Isaac did walk, the God which fed 
me all my life long unto this day, 

16 -^The Angel which * redeemed me 
from all evil, bless the lads; and let ’"my 
name be named on them, and the name 
of my fathers Abraliam and Isaac; and 
let them 2 grow into a multitude in the 
midst of the earth. 

17 And when Joseph saw that his father 
laid his right hand upon the head of 
Ephraim, it ^ displeased him : and he 
held up his father’s hand, to remove it 
from Ephraim’s head unto Manasseh’s 
head. 

18 And Joseph said unto his father, Not 
so, my father : for this is the firstborn ; 
put thy right hand upon his head. 

19 And His fatlier refused, and said, 
know itt my son. 1 know it : he also shall 
become a people, and he also shall be 
great: but truly *’his younger brother 
shall be greater than he, a.nd his seed 
shall become a ^ multitude of nations. 

20 And he blessed them that day, 
saying, ^In thee shall Israel bless, saying, 
God make thee as Epliraim and as 
Manasseh ; and he set Ephraim before 
Manasseh. 

21 And Israel said unto Joseph, Behold. 
I die : but “'God shall be witli you, and 
bring you again unto the land of your 
fathers. 

22 Moreover I have given to f thee one 
portion above thy brethren, which I took 
out of the hand of the Amorite with my 
sword and with my bow. 

CHAPTEE 49 

® AND Jacob called unto his sons, and 
said, Gather yourselves together, 
that I may tell you that which shall 
befall you *in the last days. 

2 Gather yourselves together, and hear, 
ye sons of Jacob; and hearken unto 
Israel your father. 

3 If Eeuben, thou art '^my firstborn, my 
might,/and the beginning of my strength, 
the excellency of dignity, and the excel- 
lency of power : 

4 Unstable as water, ^thou shalt not 
excel ; because thou *wentest up to thy 
father’s bed; then defiledst thou it: ^he 
went up to my couch.

1 instruments of cruelty are in their 
habitations. 

6 O my soul, come not thou into their 
secret ; unto their assembly, mine honour, 
be not thou united: for in their anger 
tliey slew a man, and in their selfvrill 
they 2 digged dovm a wall. 

7 Cursed he their anger, for it was 
fierce ; and their wrath, for it was cruel : 
I will divide them in Jacob, and scatter 
them in Israel. 

8 1 Judah, thou art he whom thy 
brethren shall /praise ; thy hand shall 
he in ^the neck of thine enemies: *'thy 
father’s children shall bow down before 
thee. 

9 Judah is *a lion’s whelp; from the 
prey, my son, thou ai‘t gone up; /he 
stooped down, he couched as a lion, and 
as an old lion ; who shall rouse him up ? 

10 "The sceptre shall not depart from 
Judah, nor ®a lawgiver from between 
his feet, until -^Shiloh come ; and unto 
him sAaZZ® the gathering of the people 

11 Binding his foal unto the vine, and 
his ass’s cmt unto the choice vine; he 
washed his garments in wine, and his 
clothes in the blood of grapes : 

12 His “ eyes shall he red with wine, and 
his teeth white with milk. 

13 H "Zebulun shall dwell at the haven 
of the sea ; and he shall be for an haven 
of sliips; and his border shall be unto 
Zidon. 

14 H Issachar is a strong ass couching 
down between two burdens ; 

15 And he saw that rest was good, and 
the land that it was pleasant; and 
bowed his shoulder to bear, and became 
a servant *unto tribute. 

16 H Dan shall * judge his people, as one 
of the tribes of Israel. 

17 Dan shall be a serpent by the way, 
San adder in the path, that biteth the 
horse heels, so tliat his rider shall fall 
backward. 

18 I *have waited for thy salvation, 0 
Lord. 

19 H Gad, troop shall overcome him : 
but he shall overcome at the last. 

20 H Out of Asher his bread shall be 
fat, and he shall yield royal dainties. 

21 H Naphtali is a hind let loose ; he 
giveth goodly words. 

22 U Joseph is a fruitful bough, even a 
fruitful bough by a well ; whose^ branches 
run over the wall ; 

and shot him^ and hateZSm ; 

24 But his ^ bow abode in strength, and 
the arms of his hands wem made strong 
^ the hands of *the mighty God of 
J^ob; (from thence is <the shepherd, 
/the stone of Israel :) 

25 ^JSven by the God of thy father, who 
shall help thee; and by the Almighty, 
who shall bless thee with blessings of 
heaven above, blessings of the deep that 
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lieth imder, blessings of the breasts, and 
of the womb : 

26 The blessings of thy father have 
prevailed above the blessings of my 
progenitors unto the utmost bound *of 
the everlasting hills ; they shall be ®on 
the head of Joseph, and on the crown of 
the head of him that was separate from 
his brethren. 

27 H Benjamin shall ravin as a wolf ; 
in the morning he shall devour the prey, 
and at night ‘'he shall divide the spoil 

28 H All these are the twelve tribes of 
Israel : and this is it that their father 
spake unto them, and blessed them; 
every one according to his blessing he 
blessed them. 

29 And he charged them, and said unto 
them, I *am to be gathered unto my 
people; ^bury me with my fathers ”*iii 
the cave that is in the field of Ephron 
the Hittite, 

30 In the cave that is in the field of 
Machpelah, which is before Mamre, in 
the land of Canaan, '‘which Abraham 
bought with the field of Ephron the 
Hittite for a possession of a buryingplace. 

31 ‘'There they buried Abraham and 
Sarah his wife ; ‘'there they buried Isaac 
and Eebekah his wife ; and there I buried 
Leah. 

32 The purchase of the field and of the 
cave that is therein was from the children 
of Heth. 

I 33 And when J acob had made an end of 
commanding his sons, he gathered up his 
feet into the bed, and yielded up the 
ghost, and "was gathered unto his people, 

CHAPTER 50 

AND Joseph fell upon his father’s face, 
-lX and wept upon mm, and kissed him. 

2 And Joseph commanded his servants 
the physicians to * embalm his father : 
and the physicians embalmed Israel 

3 And forty days were fulfilled for him ; 
for so are fulfilled the days of those 
which are embalmed : and the Egyptians 
** mourned for him ® threescore and ten 
days. 

4 And when the days of his mourning 
were past, Joseph spake unto the house 
of Pharaon, saying, If now I have found 
grace in your eyes, speak, I pray you, in 
the ears of Phamoh, saying, 

5 My father made me swear, saying, Lo, 
I die ; in my grave ®wluch I have digged 
for me in the land of Canaan, there shalt 
thou bury me. Now therefore let me go 
up, I pray thee, and bury my fa^er, and 
I come again. 

6 And Pharaoh said. Go up, and bury 
thy father, according as he made thee 
swear. 

7 IT And Joseph went up to bury his 
father : and with him went up all the 
servants of Pharaok the elders of his 
house, and all the elders of the land ox 
Egypt, 
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8 And all the house of Joseph, and his 
brethren, and his father’s house: only 
their little ones, and their flocks, and 
their herds, they left “in the land of 
Goshen, 

9 And there went up with him both 
chariots and horsemen : and it was a veiy 
great company. 

10 And they came to the threshingfloor 
of Atad, which is beyond Jordan, and 
there they mourned with a great and very 
sore lamentation : and he made a mourn- 
ing for his father seven days. 

11 And when the inhabitants of the 
land, the Canaanites, saw the mourning 
in the floor of Atad, they sai^ This is a 
grievous mourning to the Egyptians: 
wherefore the name of it was called 
lAbel-mmaim, wliich is beyond Jordan. 

12 And his sons did unto him according | 

as he commanded them : I 

13 For /his sons carried him into the 
land of Canaan, and buried him in the 
cave of the field of Machpelah, which 
Abraham ^bought with the field for a 
possession of a omyingplace of Ephron 
the Hittite, before Mamre. 

14 11 And Joseph returned into Egypt, 
he, and his bretliren, and all that went 
up with him to bury his father, after he 
had buried liis father. 

15 H And when Joseph’s brethren saw 
that their father was dead, they said, 
Joseph will peradventure hate us, and 
will certainly requite us all the evil which 
we did unto him. 

16 And they ^sent a messenger unto 
Joseph, saymg, Thy father did command 
before he died, saymg, 
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17 So shall ye say unto Joseph, Forgive, 
I pray thee now, the trespass of thy 
brethren, and their sin; for they did 
unto thee evil : and now, we pray thee, 
forgive the trespass of the servants of 
*the God of thy father. And Joseph 
wept when they spake unto him. 

18 And his brethren also went and fell 
down before his face; and they said, 
Behold, we be thy servants. 

19 And Joseph said unto them, Fear 
not: ‘'■for am 1 in the place of God? 

20 But as for you, ye thought evil 
against me; but ‘*God meant it unto 
good, to bring to pass, as it is this day, to 
save much people alive. 

21 Now therefore fear ye not : ®I will 
nourish you, and your httle ones. And 
he comforted them, and spake 2 kindly 
unto them. 

22 H And Joseph dwelt in Egypt, he, 
and his father’s house : and Joseph lived 
an hundi*ed and ten years. 

23 Amd Joseph saw Ephraim’s children 
of the tliird generation: *the children 
also of Machir the son of Manasseh were 
^brought up upon Joseph’s knees. 

24 And Jose^ said unto his brethren, I 
die : and »God will surely visit you, and 
bring you out of this land unto the land 
/which he sware to Abraham, to Isaac, 
and to Jacob. 

25 And * Joseph took an oath of the 
1 children of Israel, saying, God will 

surely visit you, and ye shall carry up 
my bones from hence. 

26 So Joseph died, being an hundred 
and ten years old: and they ^embalmed 
him, and he was put in a coffin in Egypt. 
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CEAPTEB 1 

^VrO'W' 5 these are the names -of the 
XU children of Israel, which came into 
Egypt; eve^ man and his household 
came with Jacob. 

2 Eeuben, Simeon, LevL and Jud^ 

3 Issachar, Zebulun, and Benjamin, 

4 Dan, and Naphtali, Gad, and Asher. 

5 And all the souls that came out of the 
^ loins of Jacob were seventy souls : for 
Joseph was in Egypt already, 

6 And ^Joseph died, and all his bre- 
thren, and all that generation. 

7 H *And the children of Israel were 
fmitful, and increased abundantly, and 
multipUed, and waxed exceeding mighty ; 
and the land was filled with them. 

8 Now there arose up a new king over 
Egypt, /which knew not Joseph. 
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9 And he said unto his people. Behold, 
“the people of the children of Israel are 
more and mightier than we:

16 And he said. When ye do the office of 
a midwife to the Hebrew women, and see 
them upon the stools ; if it he a son, then | 
ye shall kill him : but if it a daughter, 
then she shall live. 

17 But the midwives ^feared God, and 
did not ®as the king of Egypt com- 
m^ded them, but saved the men children 
alive. 

18 And the king of Egypt called for the 
midwives, and said unto them. Why 
have ye done this thing, and have saved 
the men children alive ? 

19 And the midwives said unto Pharaoh, 
Because the Hebrew women are not as 
the Egyptian women ; for they are lively, 
and are delivered ere the midwives come 
in unto them. 

20 ^Therefore God dealt well with the 
midwives: and the people multiplied, 
and waxed very mighty. 

21 And it came to pass, because the 
midwives feared God, *that he made 
them houses. 

22 And Pharaoh charged all his people, 
saying. Every son that is bom ye shall 
cast into the river, and every daughter ye 
sh^ save ahve.

31 And the people ^ believed : and when 
they heard that the Lord had ® visited 
the children of Israel, and that he had 
looked upon their affliction, then ’’they 
bowed their heads and worshipped. 

CHAPTER 5 

AND afterward Moses and Aaron went 
jt\. in, and told Pharaoh, Thus saith the 
Lord God of Israel, Let my people go, 
that they may hold “a feast unto me in 
the Avildemess. . , ^ 

2 And Pharaoh said, ’’Who is the Lord, 
that I should obey his voice to let Israel 
go? I knoAV not .the Lord, neither will I 
let Israel go. 

3 Arid they said, ^'The God of the 
Hebrews hath met with us : let us, go, 
Ave pray thee, three, days’ journey into 
tlie desert, and sacrifice unto the Lord 
our God; lest he fall upon us Avith 
pestilence, or Avith the sword, 

4 And the king of Egypt said unto them, 

"V^erefore do ye, Moses and Aaron, let 
the people from their works? get you 
unto your * burdens. ^ , 

5 And Pharaoh said. Behold, the people 
of the land noAV are many, and ye make 
them rest from their burdens. 

6 And Pharaoh commanded the same 
day the taslmiastere of the people, and 
their oflicers, saying, 

7 Ye shall no more give the people straAV 
to make brick, as heretofore : let them go 
and gather straw for themselves. , 

. 8 Amd the tale of the bricks, winch they 
did make heretofore, ye sh^ lay upon 
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them ; ye shall not diminish ought there- 
of: for they he idle: therefore they cry. 
saying, Let us go and sacrifice to our God. 

9 1 Let there more work he laid upon the 
men, that they may labour therein ; and 
let them not regard vain words. 

10 IF And the taskmasters of the people 
went out, and their officers, and they 
spake to the people, sajing, Thus saitn 
Pharaoli, I will not give you straw. 

11 Go ye, get you straw where ye can 
find it : yet not ought of your work shall 
be diminished. 

12 So the people were scattered abroad 
throughout all the land of Egypt to 
gather stubble instead of straw. 

13 And the taskmasters hasted them^ 
saying, Fulfil your works, ^your daily 
tasks, as when there was sti-aw. 

14 And the officers of the cliildren of 
Israel, which Pharaoh’s taskmasters had 
set over them, were beaten, demanded, 
JVlierefore have ye not fulfilled your task 
in making brick both yesterday and to day, 
as heretofore? 

15 IF Then the officers of the children of 
Israel came and cried unto Pharaoh, 
saying. Wherefore dealest thou thus with 
thy servants? 

16 There is no straw given unto thy 
servants, and they say to us. Make brick : 
and, behold, thy servants are beaten ; but 
the fault is in thine o^vn people. 

17 But he said, Ye are idle, ye are idle : 
therefore ye say, Let us go and do sacrifice 
to the Lord. 

18 Go therefore now, and work; for 
there shall no straw be given you, yet 
shall ye deliver the tale of bricks, 

19 And the officers of the cliildren of 
Israel did see that they loe^'e in evil case^ 
after it was said. Ye shall not minisli ought 
frony^our bricks of your daily tas£ 

20 1 And they met Moses and Aaron, 
who stood in the way, as they came forth 
from Pharaoh: 

21 ^ And they said unto them. The Lord 
look upon you, and judge; because ye 
have made our savour ^ to be abhorred 
in the eyes of Pharaoh, and in the eyes 
of his servants, to put a sword in their 
hand to slay us. 

22 And Moses returned unto the Lord, 
and said. Lord, wherefore hast thou so 
evil entreated this people ? why is it that 
thou hast sent me? 

, 23 For since I came to Pharaoh to speak 
in thy name, he hath done evil to tliis 
people; ^neither hast thou delivered thy 
people at all. 

CHAPTEE 6 

fpHEN the Lord said imto Moses, Now 
JL shalt thou see what I will do to 
Pharaoh: for ”with a strong hand shall 
he let them go, and with a strong hand 
^ shall he drive them out of his land. 

2 And God spake unto Moses, and said 
unto him, I <w» 7.the Lord: 
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3 And I appeared unto Abraham, unto 
Isaac, and unto Jacob, by the name 
of “God Almighty, but by my name 
^ JEHOVAH was 1 not known to them, 

4 ®And I have also established my 
covenant with them, ‘^to give them the 
land of Canaan, the land of their pilgrim- 
age, wherein they were straiigers. 

6 And I have also heard the gi-oaning 
of the children of Israel, whom the 
Egyptians keep in bondage ; and I have 
remembered my covenant. 

6 Wherefore say unto tiie children of 
Israel, I am the Lord, and I will bring 
you out from under the burdens of the 
Egyptians, and I will rid you out of their 
bondage, and I will ‘'redeem you with 
a stretched out arm, and with great 
judgments : 

7 And I will /take you to me for a 
people, and ^I will be to you a God : and 
ye ^all Imow that I am the Lord your 
God, which bringeth you out from under 
the burdens of the Egyptians. 

8 And I will bring you in unto the land, 
concerning the which I did ^ swear to 

f ive it to Abraham, to Isaac, and to 
acob; and I will give it you for an 
heritage: I am the Lord. 

9 IF And Moses spake so unto the 
children of Israel: but they hearkened 
not unto Moses for ^ anguish of spirit, 
and for cruel bondage. 

10^ And the Lord spake unto Moses, 
sajnng, 

11 Go in, speak unto Pharaoh king of 
Egypt, that he let the children of Israel 
go out of his land. 

12 And Moses spake before the Lord, 
saymg, Behold, tlie children of Israel 
have not hearkened unto me : how then 
shall Pharaoh hear me, *wlio am of 
uncircumcised lips? 

13 And the Lord spake unto Moses and 
unto Aaron, and gave them a charge unto 
the cliildren of Israel, and unto Pharaoh 
king of Eg 3 T)t, to bring the cliildren of 
Israel out of the land oi Egypt. 

14 IF These he the heads or their fathers’ 
houses : ^ The sons of Eeuben the first- 
born of Israel; Hanoch, and Pallu, 
Hezron, and Carmi : these he the families 
of Eeuben. 

15 *And the sons of Simeon; Jemuel, 
and Jamin, and Oliad, and Jachin, and 
Zohar, and Shaul the son of a Canaanitish 
woman : these are the families of Simeon. 
16 IF And these are the nam<=‘s of ^ the 
sons of Levi according to their genera- 
tions* Gershon, and Eohath, and Merari : 
and the years of the life of Levi were an 
hundred thirty and seven years. 

17 "‘The sons of Gershon; Libni, and 
Shimi, according to their families. 

18 And ® the sons of Xohath ; Amram, 
and Izhar, and Hebron, and Uzziel : and 
the years of the life of Kohath were an 
hundred thirty and three years. 

19 And the sons of Merari ; Mahali and 
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Mushi: these are the families of Levi 
according to their generations. 

20 And “ Amram took him J ochebed his 
father’s sister to wife ; and she bare him 
Aaron and Moses: and the years of 
the life of Amram were an hundred 
and thirty and seven years. 

21 II And *the sons of Izhar; Korah, 
and Nepheg, and Zichri. 

And the sons of TJzziel; Mishael, 
and Elzaphan, and Zithrl 

23 Ana Aaron took him Elisheba, 
daughter of ‘^Amminadab, sister of Na- 
ashon, to wife ; and she bare him ®Nadab, 
and Abihu, Eleazar, and Itliamar. 

24 And the sons of Korah ; Assir, and 
Hlkanah, and Abiasaph: these are the 
families of the Korhites. 

25 And Eleazar Aaron’s son took him 
one of the daughters of Putiel to wife ; 
and ^ she bare him Phinehas : these are 
the heads of the fathers of the Levites 
according to their families. 

26 These are that Aaron and Moses, to 
•whom the Lord said, Bring out the 
children of Israel from the land of 
Igynt according to their '^armies. 

27 These are they which spake to Pha- 
laoh king of Egypt, to bring out the 
children of Israel from Egypt : these | 
are that Moses and Aaron. 

28 H And it came to pass on the day 
uhen the Loud spake unto Moses in 
the land of B^t, 

29 That the Lord spake unto Moses, 1 
saying, I am the Lord ; speak thou unto 
Pharaoh king of Egypt all that I say 
unto thee, 

30 And Moses said before the Lord, 
Behold, ^I ami of uncircumcised lips, and 
how shall Pharaoh hearken unto me ? 

CHAPTER 7 

AND the Lord said unto Moses, See, 
Jt\. I have made thee ”a god to Pha- 
raoh: and Aaron thy brother shall be 

2 ^lmu shall speak all that I command 
thee : and Aaron thy brother shall speak 
unto Pharaoh, that he send the children 
of Israel out of his land. 

3 And I will harden Pharaoh’s heart, 
and « multiply my signs and my wonders 
in the land of Egypt. 

4 But Pharaoh shall not hearken unto 
you, *’that I may lay my hand upon 
Ifemt, and bring forth mine armies, 
ana my people the children of Israel, 
out of the land of Egypt by great judg- 
ments. 

6 A n d the Egyptians * shall know that 
1 am the Lord, when I stretch forth 
mine hand upon Egypt, and bring out 
the chOdren of Israel from among them. 

6 And Moses and Aaron did ^ the 
Lord commanded them, so did they. 

7 And Moses was "fourscore years old, 
and Aaron fourscore and three years old, 
when they spake unto Pharaoh. 
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8 IT And the Lord spake unto Moses 
and unto Aaron, saying, 

9 When Pharaon shall speak unto you, 
saying, Shew a miracle for you: then 
thou shalt say unto ALaron, Take thy rod* 
and cast it before Pharaon, and it shall 
become a serpent. 

10 H And Moses and Aaron went m 
unto Pharaoh, and they did so as the 
Lord had commanded : and Aaron cast 
down his rod before Pharaoh, and before 
his servants, and it became a serpent , 

11 Then Pharaoh also called ^tlie wise 
men and /the sorcerers : now ^the magi- 
cians of Egjmt, they also did in like 
manner with tlieir enchantments. 

12 For they cast down every man his rod, 
and they oecame serpents : but Aaron’s 
rod swallowed up their rods. 

13 And he hardened Pharaoh’s heart, 
that he hearkened not unto them; as 
the Lord had said. 

14 H And the Lord said unto Moses, 
Pharaoh’s heart is hardened, he refuseth 
to let the people go. 

15 Get thee unto Pharaoh in the morn- 
ing; lo, he goeth out unto the water; 
and thou shalt stand by the river’s brink 
against he come; and *the rod wliich 
was turned to a serpent shalt thou take 
in thine hand. 

16 And thou shalt say unto him, ^The 
Lord God of the Hebrews hath sent me 
unto thee, saying, Let my people go, that 
they may serve me in the wilderness; 
ana, behold, ^hitherto thou wouldest not 
hear. 

17 Thus saith the Lord, In this thou 
shalt know that I am the Lord : behold, 
I will smite with the rod that is in mine 
liand upon the waters which are in the 
river, and they shall be turned ”Ho blood. 

18 And the fish that is in the river shall 
die, and the river shall stink; and the 
Egyptians shall lothe to drink of the 
water of the river. 

19 TI And the Lord snake unto Moscr 
Say unto Aaron, Take thy rod, and 
^shretch out thine hand upon the waters 
of Egypt, upon their streams, upon their 
rivers, and upon their ponds, and upon 
all their Spools of water, that they may 
become blood; and that there may be 
blood throughout aU the land of Egypt, 
both in vessels qf wood, and in vessels oj 
stone. 

20 And Moses and Aaron did so, as the 
Lord commanded ; and he lifted up the 
rod, and smote the waters that were in 
the river, in the sight of Pharaoh, and 
in the simt of his servants ; and all the 
^waters tQ&twere in the river were turned 
to blood. 

21 And the fish that was in the river 
died ; and the river stank, and the Egyp- 
tians “could not drink of the water of 
the river ; and there was blood throughout 
all the land of Egypt. 

22 “’And the magicians of Egypt did so 
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■with their enchantments : and Pharaoh’s 
heart was hardened, neither did he heark- 
en unto them ; *as the Lord had said. 

23 And Pharaoh turned and went into 
his house, neither did he set his heart to 
this also. 

24 And all the Egyptians digged round 
about the river for water to drink : for 
they could not drink of the water of the 
river. 

25 And seven days were fulfilled, after 
that the Lord had smitten the river. 

CHAPTER a 

AND the Lord spake unto Moses, Go 
AjL unto Pharaoh, and say unto him, 
Thus saith the Lord, Let my people go, 
^that they may serve me. 

2 And if thou refuse to let them go, 
behold, I will smite all thy borders with 
/frogs : 

3 And the river shall bring forth frogs 
abundantly, which sliall go up and come 
into thine house, and into bed- 
chamber, and upon thy bed, and into 
the house of thy servants, and upon thy 
people, and into thine ovens, and into 
thy ^kneadingtroughs: 

4 And the frogs shall come up both on 
thee, and upon thy people, and upon all 
thy servants. 

5 H And the Lord spake unto Moses, 
Say unto Aaron, * Stretch forth thine 
hand with thy rod over the sti'eams, over 
the rivers, and over the ponds, and cause 
frogs to come up upon the land of 
Egypt. 

6 And Aaron stretched out his hand 
over the waters of Egj'pt ; and »the frogs 
came up, and covered the land of Egypt. 

7^ And the magicians did so with then 
enchantments, and brought up frogs upon 
the land of Egypt. 

8 H Then Pharaoh called for Moses and 
Aaron, and said, ^Intreat the Lord, that 
he may take away the fro_gs from me, 
and from my people ; and I will let the 
people go, that they may do sacrifice unto 
the Lord. 

9 And Moses said unto Pharaoh, ^ Glory 
over me : <*when shall I intreat for thee, 
and for thy servants, and for thy people, 
^to destroy the frogs from thee and thy 
houses, that they may remain in the 
river only? 

10 And he said, ®To morrow. And he 

said, £e it according to thy word : that 
thou mayest know that is none 

like unto the Lord our God. 

11 And the frogs shall depart from thee, 
and &om thy houses, and from thy ser- 
vants^ and from thy people ; they shall 
remain in the river only. 

12 And Moses and Aaron went out 
from Pharaoh: and Moses cried unto 
the Lord because of the fi-o^ which he 
had brought against Pharaoh. 

13 And the Lord did according to the 
word, of Moses; and the frogs died out 
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of the houses, out of the villages, and out 
of the fields. 

14 Ajid they gathered them together 
upon heaps : and the land stank. 

15 But when Pharaoh saw tliat there 
was * respite, he hardened his heart, and 
hearkened not unto them ; as the Lord 
had said. 

16 H And the Lord said unto Moses, 
Say unto Aaron, Stretch out thy rod, 
and smite the dust of the land, that it 
may become lice throughout all the land 
of Egypt. 

17 And they did so ; for Aaron stretched 
out his hand with his rod, and smote the 
dust of the earth, and ‘"‘it became lice in 
man, and in beast ; all the dust of tlie 
land became lice tliroughout all the land 
of Egypt. 

18 And *the magicians did so with their 
enchantments to bring forth lice, but they 
could not : so there were hce upon man, 
and upon beast. 

19 Then the magicians said unto Pha- 
raoh, Tills w ^the finger of God; and 
Phai-aoh’s heart was hardened, and he 
hearkened not imto themi as the Lord 
had said. 

20 H And the Lord said unto Moses, 
Rise up early in the morning, and stand 
before Pharaoh ; lo, he cometh forth to 
the water ; and say unto him. Thus saith 
the Lord, Let my people go, that they 
may serve me. 

21 Else, if thou wilt not let my people 
go, behold, I will send ^ swarms 

upon thee, and upon thy servants, and 
upon thy people, and into thy houses : 
and the houses of the Egyptians shall 
be full of swarms ofjlies, and also the 
ground whereon they are, 

22 And will sever in that day the 
land of Goshen, in which my people 
dwell, that no swarms of flies shall be 
there ; to the end thou mayest know 
that I am the Lord in the midst of the 
earth. 

23 And I will put division between 
my people and thy people : '‘to morrow 
shall this sign be. 

24 And the Lord did so; and ’"there 
came a mevous swaim ofjlies into the 
house 01 Pharaoh, and into his servants’ 
houses, and into all the land of Egypt : 
the land was s corrupted by reason of 
the swarm ^ flies. 

25 H And Pharaoh called for Moses and 
for Aaron, and said. Go ye, sacrifice to 
your God m the land. 

26 And Moses said. It is not meet so to 
do;^ for we shall sacrifice ^’the abomi- 
mtion of the Egyptians to the Lord out 
God : lo, shall we sacrifice the abominsk- 
tion of the Egyptians before their eyes, 
and will they not -‘'stone us? 

27 We will go * three days’ journey into 
the wilderness, and sacrifice to the Lord 
our God, as he shall command us, 

28 And Pharaoh said, I will let you go. 
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The murrain of cattle. The plague of hml, 

that ye may sacrifice to the Lord your 
God in the -wilderness ; only ye shall not 
go very far away : ‘‘intreat for me. 

29 And Moses said. Behold, I go out 
from thee, and I will intreat the Lord 
that the swarms ofJlieB may depart from 
Pharaoh, from his servants, and from his 
people, to mon‘ow : but let not Pharaoh 
^deal deceitfully any more in not letting 
the people go to sacrifice to the Lord. 

30 And Moses went out from Pharaoh, 
and intreated the Lord. 

31 Ajid the Lord did according to the 
word of Moses; and he removed the 
swarms cfjlies from Pharaoh, from his 
servants, and from his people; there 
remained not one. 

32 And Pharaoh hardened his heart at 
this time also, neither would he let the 
people go, 

CHAPTEE 9 

rpHEK the Lord said unto Moses, Go 
JL in unto Pharaoh, and tell him. Thus 
saith the Lord God of the Hebrews, Let 
mypeople go, that they may serve me. 

2 Enr if thou refuse to let them go, and 
wilt hold them still, 

3 Behold, the hand of the Lord is upon 
thy cattle which is in the field, upon the 
horses, upon the asses, upon the camels, 
upon the oxen, and upon the sheep : there 
shall be a very grievous murrain. 

4 And ®the Lord shall sever between 
the cattle of Israel and the cattle of E- 
^t : and there shall nothing die of all 
that is the children’s of Israel. 

6 And the Lord appointed a set time, 
saying. To morrow the Lord shall do 
this tning in the land. 

6 And the Lord did that thing on the 
morrow, and /all the cattle or Egypt 
died ; but of the cattle of the children of 
I^el died not one. 

7 And Pharaoh sent, and, behold, there 
was not one of the cattle of the Israelites 
dead. And the heart of Pharaoh was 
hardened, and he did not let the people 
go. 

8 1 And the Lord said unto Moses and 
tinto Aaron, Take to you handfuls of 
ashes of the furnace, and let Moses 
sprinkle it toward the heaven in the 
Bight of Pharaoh. 

9 And it shall become small dust in aH 
the land of Egypt, and shall be *a boil 
breaking forth with blains upon man, 
and upon beast, throughout all the land 
of Egypt. 

10 And they took ashes of the furnace, 
and stood before Pharaoh; and Moses 
sprinkled it up toward heaven ; and it 
became a boil breaking forth with blains 
upon man, and upon beast. 

11 And the * magicians could not stand 
before Moses bemuse of the boils; for 
the boil was upon the magicians, and 
upon all the Egyptians. 

12 And the IiOBD hardened the heart 
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13 H And the Lord said unto Mose^ 
Rise up early in the morning, and stand 
before Pharaoh, and say unto him. Thus 
saith the Lord God of the Hebrews, Let 
my people go, that they may serve me. 

14 Eor I will at this time send all my 
plagues upon thine heart, and upon thy 
servants, and upon thy people ; ®thab 
thou mayest know that there is none 
like me in all the earth. 

15 Eor now I will stretch out my hand, 
that I may smite thee and thy people 
with pestilence ; and thou shalt he cut 
off from the earth. 

16 And in very deed for ‘^tliis cause 
have I ^raised thee up, for to shew in 
thee my power ; and that my name may 
he declared throughout all the earth. 

17 As yet exaltest thou thyself against 
my people, that thou wilt not let them 
go? 

18 Behold, to morrow about this time I 
will cause it to rain a veiw grievous hail, 
such as hath not been in Egypt since the 
foundation thereof even until now. 

19 Send therefore now, and gather thy 
cattle, and all that thou hast in the field; 
for upon eveiy man and beast which 
shall be found in the field, and shall not 
be brought home, the hail shall com© 
do-wn upon them, and they shall die. 

20 He tliat feared the word of the Lord 
among the servants of Pharaoh made 
his servants and his cattle flee into the 
houses : 

21 And he that ^regarded not the word 
of the Lord left ms servants and his 
cattle in the field. 

22 H And the Lord said unto Moses, 
Stretch forth thine hand toward heaven, 
that &ere may be ®'hail in all the land of 
Egypt, upon man, and upon beast, and 
upon every herb of the field, throughout 
the land of Egypt. 

23 And Moses stretched forth his rod 
toward heaven: and *the Lord sent 
thunder and hail, and the fire ran along 
upon the ground: and the Lord rained 
hail upon the land of Egypt. 

24 So there was hail, and fire min gled 
•with the hail, very ^evous, such as 
there was none like it in all the land of 
iWpt since it became a nation. 

^ And the hail smote throughout all 
the land of Egypt all that was in the 
field, both man and beast ; and the hail 
smote every herb of the field, and brake 
eveiy tree of the field. 

26 J Only in the land of Goshen, where 
the children of Israel were, was there no 
hail 

27 IT And Pharaoh sent, and called for 
Moses and Aaron, and said unto them, 
*I have sinned this time : *“the Lord is 
righteous, and I and my people are 
wicked. 
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28 “Intreat the Lobd (for it is enough) 
that there be no more ^ mighty thunder- 
ings and hail ; and I will let you go, and 
ye shall st^ no longer. 

29 And Moses said unto him, As soon 
as I am gone out of the city, I wUl ^ spread 
abroad my hands unto tlie Loed ; a7id 
the thunder shall cease, neither shall 
there be anymore hail ; that thou mayest 
know how that the ® earth is the Lord’s. 

30 But as for thee and thy servants, I 
know that ye will not yet fear the Lord 
God. 

31 And the flax and the barley was 
smitten ; for the bailey was in the ear, 
and the flax was boiled. 

32 But the wheat and the rie were not 
smitten : for they we7'e ^not grown up. 

33 And Moses went out of the city from 
Pharaoh, and spread abroad his hands 
mito the Lord ; and the thunders and 
hail ceased, and the rain was not poui‘ed 
upon the earth. 

34 And when Pharaoh saw that the rain 
and the hail and the thunders were ceased, 
he sinned yet more, and hardened his 
heart, he and his servants. 

35 And the heart of Pharaoh was hard- 
ened, neither would he let tlie children 
of Israel go; as the Lord had spoken 
^by Moses. 

CHAPTER 10 

AND the Lord said unto Moses, Go in 
jCX unto Pharaoh : for I have hardened 
his heart, and the heart of his servants, 
that I might shew these my signs before 
him; 

2 And that ®'thou mayest teU in the 
ears of thy son, and of thy son’s son, 
what things have wrought in Egypt, 
and my signs which I have done among 
them ; that ye may know how that I am 
the Lord. 

3 And Moses and Aaron came in unto 
Pharaoh, and said unto him, Thus saith 
the Lord God of the Hebrews, How long 
wilt thou refuse to humble thyself before 
me? let my people go, that they may 
serve me. 

4 Else, if thou refuse to let my people 

?:o, behold, to moirow will I bring the 
locusts into thy coast: 

6 And they shall cover the ®face of the 
earth, tliat one cannot be able to see the 
earth : and ’"they shall eat the residue of 
that which is escaped, which remaineth 
unto you from the hail, and shall eat 
every tree which groweth for you out of 
the field: 

6 And they shall fill thy houses, and the 
houses of all thy servants, and the houses 
of all the Egyptians ; which neither thy 
fathers, nor thy fathers’ fathers have seen, 
since the day that they were upon tlie 
earth unto this day. And he turned 
himself, and went out from Pharaoh. 

7 And Pharaoh’s servants said unto 
him, How long shall this man be ®a 
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snare unto us? let the men go, that 
they may serve the Lord their God: 
knowest thou not yet that Egypt is 
destroyed ? 

8 And Moses and Aaron were brought 
again unto Pharaoh : and he said unto 
them. Go, serve the Lord your God : but 
2 who ai^e they that shall go? 

9 And Moses said, We will go with our 
young and with our old, with our sons 
and with our daughters, with our flocks 
and with our herds will we go ; for <*we 
must hold a feast unto the Lord. 

10 And he said unto them, Let the 
Lord be so with you, as I will let you 
go, and your little ones: look to it: for 
evil is before you. 

11 Not so : go now ye that are men, 
and serve the Lord; for that ye did 
desire. And they were driven out from 
Pharaoh’s presence. 

12 H And the Lord said unto Moses, 
Stretch out thine hand over the land of 
Egypt for the locusts, that they may 
come up upon the land of Egypt, and 
eat every herb of the land, even all that 
the hail hath left. 

13 And Moses stretched forth his rod 
over the land of Egypt, and the Lord 
brought an east wind uj^n the land all 
that day, and all that night ; and when 
it was morning, the east wind brought 
the locusts. 

14 And “the locusts went up, over all 
the land of Egypt, and rested in all the 
coasts of Egypt : very grievous they; 
/before them there were no such locusts 
as thw, neither after them shall be such. 

15 For they covered the face of the 
whole earth, so that the land was dark- 
ened; and they »did eat every herb of 
the land, and all the fruit of the trees 
which the hail had left: and there le- 
mained not any green thing in the trees, 
or in the herbs of the field, through all 
the land of Egypt. 

16 H Then Pharaoh 5 called for Moses 
and Aaron in haste: and he said, /I have 
sinned against the Lord your God, and 
against you. 

17 Now therefore forgive, I pray thee, 
my sin only this once, and * intreat the 
Lord your God, that he may take away 
from me this death only. 

18 And he went out from Pharaoh, and 
intreated the Lord. 

19 And the Lord turned a mighty 
strong west wind, which took away the 
locusts, and ? cast them into the Red sea; 
there remained not one locust in all the

20 But the Lord “hardened Pharaoh’s 
heart, so that he would not let the chil- 
dren of Israel go. 

21 H And the Lord said unto Moses, 
Stretch out thine hand toward heaven, 
that there may be darkness over the land 
of Egj^t, Seven darkness which may be 
felt. 
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22 And Moses stretched forth his hand I 
toward heaven ; and there was a “thick ' 
darkness in all the land of Egypt three 
days : 

23 They saw not one another, neither 
rose any from his place for three days : 
®but all the children of Israel had light 
in their dwellings. 

24 t And Pharaoh called unto Moses, 
ind <*said. Go ye, serve the Lord ; only 
let your flocks and your herds be stayed : 
let your ® little ones also go with you. 

25 And Moses said, Thou must give 2 us 
also sacrifices and burnt offerings, that 
we may sacrifice unto the Lord our God. 

26 Our cattle also shall go with us; 
there shall not an hoof be left behind ; 
for thereof must we take to serve the 
Lord our God; and we know not with 
what we must serve the Lord, until we 
come thither. 

^ II But the Lord hardened Pharaoh’s 
heart, and he would not let them go. 

28 And Pharaoh said unto him, Get 
thee from me, take heed to thyself, see 
my face no more ; for in that day thou 
seest my face thou shalt die. 

29 And Moses said. Thou hast spoken 
weU, will see thy face again no more. 

CHAPTEE 11 

k'KD the Lord said unto Moses, Yet 
J\, will I bring *one plague more upon 
Pharaoh, and upon Egypt ; afterwards he 
will let you go hence ; * when he shall let 
ym go, ho shall surely thrust you out 
hence altogether^ 

2 Speak now in the ears of the people, 
and let every man * borrow of his neigh- 
bour, and every woman of her neighbour, 
jewels of silver, and jewels of gold. 

3 *”And the Lord gave the people 
favour in the sight of the Egyptians. 
Moreover the man “Moses was very great 
in the land of Egypt, in the sight of 
Pharaoh’s servants, and in the sight of 
the people, 

4 And Moses said. Thus saith the Lord, 
About midnight will I go out into the 

midst of Egypt : 

6 And all the firstborn in the land of 
Egypt shall die, from the firstborn of 
Pharaoh that sitteth upon his tlirone, 
even unto the firstborn of the maid- 
servant Hhat is behind the mill ; and all 
the firstborn of beasts. 

6 ®And there shall be a great crv 
throughout all the land of Egj^pt, such 
as there was none like it, nor shall be 
like it any more. 

7 ^But against any of the children of 
Israel ^ shall not a dog move his tongue, 
against man or beast : that ye may know 
how that the Lord doth put a difference 
between the Egyptians and Israel. 

8 And *all these thy servants shall come 
down imto me, and bow down themselves 
unto me, saying. Get thee out, and all the 
people 8 that follow thee; and after that 
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EXODUS 10-12 

I will go out. And he went out from 
Pharaon in great anger. 

9 And the Lord said unto Moses, 
Pharaoh shall not hearken unto you; 

that my wonders may he multiplied m 
the land of Egypt. 

10 And Moses and Aaron did all these 
wonders before Pharaoh ; and the Lord 
hardened Pharaoh’s heart, so that he 
■would not let the children of Israel go 
out of his land. 

CHAPTEE 12 
AND the Lord spake unto Moses and 
-OL Aaron in the land of Egypt, saying, 

2 /This month shall be unto you the 
beginning of months; it shall be the 
first month of the year to you. 

3 H Speak ye unto all the congregation 
of Israel, saying, In the tenth day of 
this month they ^all take to them every 
man a 3 lamb, according to the house of 
their fathers, a 3 lamb for an house : 

4 And if the household be too little for 
the lamb, let him and his neighbour next 
unto his house take it according to the 
number of the souls : every man accord- 
ing to his eatmg shall make your count 
for the lamb. 

6 Your lamb shall be ^without blemish, 
a male “^of the first year : ye shall take it 
out from the sheep, or from the goats : 

6 And ye shall keep it up until the 
-^fourteenth day of the same month: 
and the whole assembly of the congrega- 
tion of Israel shall kill it ^in the evening. 

7 And they sliall take of the blood, and 
strike it on the two side posts and on the 
upper door post of the houses, wherein 
they shall eat it. 

8 And they shall eat the flesh in that 
night, roast with fire, and “unleavened 
bread ; and with bitter herbs they shall 
eat it. 

9 Eat not of it raw, nor ^sodden at all 
with water, but roast with fire ; his head 
with his legs, and with the ® purtenaace 
thereof. 

10 * And ye shall let nothing of it remain 
until the morning ; and that which re- 
maineth of it until the morning ye shall 
bum with fire. 

11 TI And thus shall ye eat it; with your 
loins girded, your shoes on your feet, and 
your staff in your hand ; and ye shall eat 
it in haste ; “it is the Lord’s passover. 
J2 For I wiirg^lndugL the Imt of 
tt this night, and will smite all the 


fifSiborn in tfie land of Eg\^t, both man 
and beast; and against all the ^gods of 
Egypt I will execute judgment; am 
the Lord. 

13 And the blood shall be to you for a 
token upon the houses where ye are.* 
and when I see the blood, I ™ pasa 
over you, and the plague shall not be 
upon you to destroy you, when I smite 
the land of Egypt. 

14 And this w shall be unto you “for 
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a memorial ; and ye shall keep it a feast ! 
to theLoED throughout your generations; 
ye shall keep it a feast ® by an ordinance 
lor ever. 

15 ^ Seven days shall ye eat unleavened 
bread; even the first day ye shall put 
away leaven out of your houses: for 
whosoever eateth leavened bread from 
the first day imtil the seventh day, /that 
soul shall be cut off from Israel. 

16 And in the first day there shall he^sja. 
holy convocation, and in the seventh day 
there shall be an holy convocation to 
you; no manner of work shall be done 
in them, save that which every ^man 
must eat, that only may be done of 
you. 

17 And ye shall observe the feast of 
unleavened bread ; for in this selfsame 
day have I brougnt your armies out of 
the land of Egypt: therefore shall ye 
observe *this day in your generations by 
an ordinance for ever. 

18 t In the first month, on the four- 
teenth day of the month at even, ye shall 
eat unleavened bread, until the one and 
twentieth day of the month at even. 

19 Seven days shall there be no leaven 
found in your houses: for whosoever 
eateth that which is leavened, even that 
Boul shall be cut off from the congregation 
of Israel, whether he be a stranger, or 
bom in the land. 

20 Ye shall eat nothing leavened; in all 
your habitations shall ye eat unleavened 
bread. 

21 II Then Moses called for all the elders 
of Israel, and said unto them. Draw out 
and take you a ^lamb ‘'according to your 
families, and kill the passover. 

22 And ye shall take a bunch of ’’hyssop, 
and *dip it in the blood that is in the 
bason, and strike Hhe lintel and the two 
side posts with the blood that is in the 
bason ; and none of you shall go out at 
the door of his house until the morning. 

23 For the Lord will pass through to 
smite the Egyptians ; and when he seeth 
the blood upon the lintel, and on the two 
side posts, the Lord will pass over the 
door, and will not suffer the destroyer to 
come in unto your houses to smite you. 

24 And ye shall observe this thing for 
an ordinance to thee and to thy sons for 
ever. 

25 And it shall come to pass, when ye 
be come to theiand wbirii the Lord will 
mve you, * according as he hath promised, 
that ye shall keep this service. 

26 And it shall come to pass, when your 
children shall say unto you. What mean 
ye by tliis service? 

27 That ye shall say. It is the sacrifice 
of the Lord’s passover, who passed over 
the houses of the children of Israel in 
Egypt, when he smote the Egyptians, 
and delivered our houses. And the people 
•bowed the head and worshipped. 

28 And the children of Israel went away, 
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and did as the Lord had commanded 
Moses and Aaron, so did they, 

29 H And it came to pass, that *at mid- 
night ® the Lord smote all the firstborn in 
the land of Egypt, ‘’from the firstborn of 
Pharaoh that sat on his throne unto the 
fii-stborn of the captive that loas in the 
^ dungeon ; and all the firstborn of cattle. 

30 And Pharaoh rose up in the night, 
he, and all his servants, and all the 
Egyptians; and there was a ^ great cry 
in Egypt; for there \oas not a house 
where there was not one dead. 

31 IT And he called for Moses and Aaron 
by night, and said, Eise up, and get you 
forth from among my people, ^botli ye 
and the children of Israel ; and go, serve 
the Lord, as ye have said. 

32^Also take your flocks and your herds, 
as ye have said, and be gone ; and bless 
me also. 

33 ^And the Egyptians were urgent 
upon the people, that they might send 
them out of the land in haste ; for they 
said, We be all dead men. 

34 And the people took their dough 
before it was leavened, their ^^kneading- 
troughs being bound up in their clothes 
upon their shoulders. 

35 And the children of Israel did ac- 
cording to the word of Moses ; and they 

borrowed of the Egyptians jewels of 
silver, and jewels of gold, and raiment ; 

, 36 And the Lord gave the people favour 
in the sight of the Egyptians, so that 
they lent unto them such things as they 
required. And “they spoiled the Egyp- 
tians. 

37 IT And the children of Israel jour- 
neyed from^Eameses to Succoth, ^out 
*six hundred thousand on foot that were 
men, beside children. 

^ And 5 a mixed multitude went up also 
with them ; and flocks, and herds, even 
very much cattle. 

39 And they baked unleavened cakes of 
the dough which they brought forth out 
of Egypt, for it was not leavened ; because 
“they were thrust out of Egypt, and could 
not tarry, neither had they prepared for 
themselves any victual. 

40 H Now the sojourning of the children 
of Israel, who dwelt in Egypt, wots "four 
hundred and thirty years. 

41 And it came to pass at the end of the 
four hundred and thirty years, even the 
^Ifsame day it came to pass, that all “’the 
hosts of the Lord went out from the land 
of E^L 

42 It is ® a night to he much observed 
unto the Lord for bringing them out 
from the land of Egypt: this is that 
night of the Lord ®to be observed of all 
the children of Israel in their generations. 

43 t And Lord said unto Moses 
and Aaron, This is the ordinance of the 
passovCT; There shall no stranger eat 
thereof: 

44 But every man’s servant that is 
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27ie firstborn of man and beast to be sanctified^ 

<*bouglit for money, ivhen thou hast 
circumcised him, then shall he eat 
thereof. 

45 ® A foreigner and an hired servant 
shall not eat thereof. 

46 In one house shall it he eaten ; thou 
shalt not carry forth ought of tlie flesh 
abroad out of the house; ‘^neither shall 
ye break a bone thereof. 

47 All the congregacion of Israel shall 
2 keep it. 

48 And /ivhen a stranger shall sojourn 
■with thee, and will keep the passover to 
the Lobd, let all his males be circumcised, 
and then let him come near and keep it ; 
and he shall be as one that is bom in the 
land : for no uncircunicised person shall 
eat thereof. 

49 3 One law shall be to him that is 
homebom, and unto the stranger that 
sojoumeth among you. 

50 Thus did all the children of Israel ; as 
the Lokd commanded Moses and Aaron, 
so did they. 

51 ^And it came to pass the selfsame

20 IT And Miriam <^the prophetess, ®the 
sister of Aaron, ^took a timbrel in her 
hand ; and all the women went out after 
her ^with timbrels and with dances. 

21 And Miriam / answered them, *Sing 
ye to the Lord, for he hath triumphed 
gloriously; the norse and his rider nath 
he thrown into the sea. | 

22 So Moses brought Israel from the 
Red sea, and they went out into the 
wilderness of ®Shur ; and they went three 
days in tlie wilderness, and found no 
water. 

23 1 And when they came to Marah, 
they could not drink of the waters of 
Marah, for they we7'e bitter: therefore 
the name of it was called 1 Marah. 

24 And the people ’‘murmured against 
Moses, saying, What shall we drink? 

25 And he cried unto the Lord ; and 
the Lord shewed him “a tree, ^ which 
when he had cast into the waters, the 
waters were made sweet : there he made 
for them a statute and an ordinance, and 
there ^ he proved them, 

26 And' said, If thou wilt diligently 
hearken to the voice of the Lord thy 
God, and wilt do that which is right in 
Ills sight, and wilt give ear to liis com- 
mandments, and keep all his statutes, I 
will put none of these diseases upon 
thee, which I have brought upon the 
EgjTitians: for I am the Lord “that 
healeth thee. 

27 H *And 'they came to Elim, where 
icere twelve wells of water, and three- 
score and ten palm trees : and they 
encamped there by the waters. 

CHAPTER 16 

AND they ®took their journey from 
Elim, and all the congregation of 
the cliildren of Israel came unto the 
wilderness of Sin, which is between Elim 
and Sinai, on the fifteenth day of the 
second month after their departing out 
of the land of Egypt. 

2 And the whole congregation of the 
children of Israel ^ murmured against 
Moses and Aaron in the wilderness : 

3 And the children of Israel said unto 
them. Would to God we had died by the 
hand of the Lord in the land of Egrot, 
® when we sat by the flesh pots, anc^ when 


® when we sat by the flesh pots, an<^ when 
we did eat bread to the full ; for ye have 
brought us forth into this wilderness, to 
kill this whole assembly with hunger. 

4 Ti Then said the Lord unto Moses, 
Behold, I will rain ’’bread from heaven 
for you : and the people shall go out and 
gather certain rate every day, that I 
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Quails are sen% and mamja. 


may “prove them, whether they will walk 
in my law, or no. 

5 And it shall come to pass, that on the 
sixth day they shall prepare that which 
they bring in; and *it shall be twice as 
much as they gather daily. 

6 And Moses and Aaron said unto all 
the children of Israel, At even, then ye 
rfiall Imow that the IiOKD hath brought 
you out from the land of Eg}i)t : 

7 And in the morning, then ye shall see 
®the glory of the Lord; for that he 
heareth your murmurings against the 
Lord : and <*what are. we, that ye mur- 
mur against us? 

8 And Moses said, Thh shall when 
the Lord shall give you in the evening 
flesh to eat, and in the morning bread to 
the full ; for that the Lord heareth your 
murmurings which ye murmur against 
liim : and what are we ? your murmurings 
are not against us, but /against the 
Lord. 

9 1 And Moses ^ spake unto Aaron, Say 
unto all the congregation of the children 
of Israel, ^Come near before the Lord : 
for he hath heard your murmmings. 

10 And it came to pass, as Aaron spake 
unto the whole congregation of the cliil- 
dren of Israel, that they looked toward 
the wilderness, and, behold, the glory of 
the Lord / appeared in the cloud. 

11 H And the Lord spake unto Moses, 
saying, 

12 1 have heard the murmurings of the 
children of Israel: speak unto .them, 
saying, At even ye shall eat flesh, and in 
the morning ye shall be filled with bread ; 
and ye shall know that I am the Lord 
your God. 

13 And it came to pass, that at even 
*the quails came up, and covered the 
camp : and in the morning Hhe dew lay 
round about the host. 

14 And when the dew tliat lay was gone 
up, behold, upon the face of the wilderness 
there lay ^ a small round thing, as small 
as the hoar frost on the ground. 

15 And when the children of Israel saw 
Hi they said one to another, ^It is 
manna : for they wist not what it wcls. 
And Moses said unto them, ®This is the 
bread which the Lord hath given you to 
eat. 

16 IT This is the thing which the Lord 
hath commanded, Gather of it every man 
® according to his eating, *'an omer 2 for 
every man, according to the number of 
your ^persons; take ye every man for 
them which are in his tents. 

17 And the children of Israel did so, and 
gathered, some more, some less. 

18 And when they did mete it with an 
omer, *he that gathered much had no- 
thing over, and he that gathered little 
had no lack : they gathered every man 
according to nis eatii^. 

, 19 And Moses said, Let no man leave of 
it till the morning. 
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20 Notwithstanding they hearkened not 
unto Moses ; but some of them left of it ' 
until the morning, and it bred worms, 
and stank: and Moses was wroth with ' 
them. 

21 And they gathered it every morning 
every man according to his eating : and 
when the sun waxen hot, it melted. • 

22 IT And it came to pass, that on the 
sixth day they gathered twice as much 
bread, two omers for one 'man : and all 
the rulers of the congregation came and 
told Moses. 

23 And he said unto them, This is that 
which the Lord hath said, To morrow is 
®tlie rest of the holy sabbath unto the , 
Lord : bake that which ye will bake to i 
day, and seethe that ye will seethe ; and 
that wliich remaineth over lay up for you 
to be kept until the morning. 

24 And they laid it up till the morning, 
as Moses bade: and it did not ^ stink, 
neither was there any worm therein. 

25 And Moses said, Eat that to day; 
for to day is a sabbath unto the Lord ; 
to-d^ ye shall not find it in the field. 

26 Six days ye shall gather it : but on 
the seventh day, which is the sabbath, in 
it there shall be none. 

27 H And it came to pass, that there 
went out some of the people on tiie 
seventh day for to gather, and they found 
none. 

28 And the Lord said unto Moses, How 
long refuse ye to keep my commandinents 
and my laws? 

29 See, for that the Lord hath given 
you the sabbath, therefore he giveth you 
on the sixth day the bread of two days ; 
abide ye every man in his place, let no 
man go out of his place on the seventh 
day. 

30 So the people rested on the seventh 
day, 

31 And the house of Israel called the 
name thereof ’"Manna : and ”it was like 
coriander seed, white ; and the taste of it 
was like wafers piade with honey. 

32 If And Moses said, This is the thing 
which the Lord commandeth, Fill an 
omer of it to be kept for your gene- 
rations; that they may see the bread 
wherewith I have fed you in the wilder- 
ness, when I brought you forth from the 
land of Egjrpt. 

33 And Moses said unto Aaron, ^Take 
a pot, and put an omer full of manna 
therein, and lay it up before the Lord, to 
be kept for your generations. 

34 As the Lord commanded Moses, so 
Aaron laid it up * before the Testimony, 
to be kept. 

35 And the children of Israel did eat 
manna “forty years, "until they came to 
a land inhabited; they did eat manna, 
imtil th^ came unto the borders of the 
land of Canaan. 

36 Now an omer is "the tenth part of 
anephah. 
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CHAPTER 17 

and “all the congregation of the chil- 
J\. dren of Israel journeyed from the 
■prildemess of Sin, after their journeys, 
according to the commandment of the 
Lord, and pitched in Rephidim: and 
th&i'e 'was no water for the people to drink. 

2 Wherefore the people did chide with 
Moses, and said, Give us water that we 
may drink. And Moses said unto them. 
Why chide ye with me ? wherefore do ye 
/tempt the Lord? 

3 Aiid the people thirsted there for 
water ; andthepeo^ ^murmured against 
Moses,*^dr said, Wherefore is this that 
thouTiast brought us up out of Egypt, to 
kill us and our children and our cattle 
with thirst? 

4 And Moses cried unto the Lord, 
saying. What shall I do unto this people? 
they be almost ready to stone me. 

6 And the Lord said unto Moses, Go on 
before the people, and take with thee of 
the elders of Israel ; and thy rod, where- 
with thou smotest ^the river, take in 
thine hand, and go. 

6 *Behold, I will stand before thee there 
upon the rock in Horeb ; and thou shdt 
smite the rock, and there shall come 
water out of it, that the people may 
drink. And Moses did so in the sight of 
the elders of Israel 

7 And he called the name of the place 
CMassah, and ^Meribali, because of the 
diiding of the children of Israel, and 
because they tempted the Lord, saying, 
Is the Lord among us, or not ? 

8 t *”Then came Amalek, and fought 
with Israel in Rephidim. 

9 And Moses said unto "Joshua, Choose 
us out men, and go out, fight with 
Amalek : to morrow I will stand on the 
top of the hill with the rod of God in 
mme hand. 

10 So Joshua did as Moses had said to 
him, and fought with Amalek: and 
Moses, Aaron, and Hur went up to the 
top of the hill, 

11 And it came to pass, when Moses 
held up his hand, that Israel prevailed : 
and when he let down his hand, Amalek 
prevailed. 

12 But Moses’ hands were heavy ; and 
they took a stone, and put it under him, 
and he sat thereon ; and Aaron and Hur 
stayed up his hands, the one on the one 
side, and the other on the other side; 
and his hands were steady until the going 
down of the sun. 

13 And Joshua discomfited Amalek and 
his people with the edge of the sword. 

W And the Lord said unto Moses, 
'Write this for a memorial in a book, 
and rehearse it in the ears of Joshua : 
for “I will utterly put out the remem- 
brance of Amalek from under heaven. 
15 And Moses built an altar, and called 
the name of it ^ Jehovah-nissi : 
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16 For he said, ^Because ^the Lord hath 
sworn that the Lord will have war with 
Amalek from generation to generation. 

CHAPTER 18 

“X^HEN * J ethro, the priest of IMidian, 
T T Moses’ father in law, heard of all 
that God had done for Mose^ and for 
Israel his people, and that the Lord had 
brought Israel out of Egypt ; 

2 Then Jethro, Moses’ father in law, 
took Zipporah, Moses’ wife, ‘''after lie load 
sent her back, 

3 And her two sons ; of which the name 
of the one was SGersliom ; for he said, I 
have been an alien in a strange land : 

4 And the name of the other was 
•^Eliezer ; for the God of my father, said 
he, ivas mine help, and delivered me from 
the sword of Pharaoh: 

5 And Jetliro, Moses’ father in law, 
came with his sons and his wife unto 
Moses into the wilderness, whei-e he 
encamped at Uhe mount of God: 

6 And he said unto hloses, I thy father 
ill law Jethro am come unto thee, and 
thy wife, and her two sous with her. 

7 IT And Moses went out to meet his 
father in law, and did obeisance, and 
Gassed him; and they asked each other 
of their ^ welfare; and they came into 
the tent. 

8 And Moses told his father in law all 
that the Lord had done unto Pharaoh 
and to the Egyptians for Israel’s sake, 
and all the travail that had ^come upon 
them by the way, and how the Lord 
delivered them. 

9 And Jethro rejoiced for all the good- 
ness which the Lord had done to Israel, 
whom he had delivered out of the hand 
of the Egyptians. 

10 And Jethro said, ® Blessed be the 
Lord, who hath delivered you out of the 
hand of the Egyptians, and out of the 
hand of Pharaoh, who hath delivered 
the people from under the hand of the 
Eg>T)tians. 

11 Now I know that the Lord w -^^ater 
than all gods : * for in the thing wherein 
they ** dealt proudly he 'was above them. 

12 And Jethro, Moses’ father in law, 
took a burnt offering and sacrifices for 
God : and Aaron came, and all the elders 
of Israel, to eat bread with Moses’ father 
in law ® before God. 

13 1 And it came to pass on the morrow, 
that Moses sat to judge the people : and 
the people stood by Moses from the 
morning unto the evening. 

14 And when Moses’ father in law saw 
all that he did to the people, he said, 
What is this thing that thou doest to the 
people ? why sittest thou thyself alone, 
and all the people stand by thee from 
morning unto even ? 

15 And Moses said unto his father in 
law. Because ^ the people come unto me 
to inquire of God; 
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16 "WTien they have ®a matter, they 
come unto me; and I judge between 
lone and another, and I do *make them 
know the statutes of God, and his laws. 

17 And Moses’ father in law said unto 
hirn, The thing that thou doest is not good. 

18 2 Thou wut surely wear away, both 
thou, and this people tliat is with thee : 
for this thing is too heavy for thee ; /thou 
art not able to perform it thyself alone. 

19 Hearken now unto my voice, I will 
mve thee counsel, and God shall be with 
Siee : Be thou //for the people to God- 
ward, that thou mayest bring the causes 
unto God ; 

20 And thou shalt teach them ordinances 
and laws, and shalt shew them * the way 
wherein they must walk, and the work 
that they must do. 

21 Moreover thou shalt provide out of all 
the people * able men, such as fear God, 
men of truth, ^hating covetousness; and 
place such over them, to be rulers of 
thousands, and rulers of hundreds, rulers 
of Mties, and rulers of tens : 

22 And let them judge the people at all 
seasons : ” and it shall be, that every great 


shall it be easier for thyself, and they 
shall bear ^the burden with thee. 

23 If thou shalt do this tiling, and God 
command thee so, then thou shalt be able 
to endure, and all this people shall also 
go to « their place in peace, 

^ So Moses hearkened to the voice of 
his father in law, and did all, that he had 
said. 

25 And ® Moses chose able men out of 
aH Israel, and made them heads over the 
people, rulers of thousands, rulers of 
hundreds, rulers of fifties, and rulers 
of tens. 

26 And they judged the people at all 
seasons : the hard causes they brought 
unto Moses, but every small matter they 
judged themselves. 

27 H And Moses let his father in law 
depart; and "he went his way into his 
own land. 

CHAPTER 19 

I N the third month, when the children 
of Israel were gone forth out of the 
land of Egypt, the same day ® came they 
into the wdemess of Sinai. 

2 For they were departed from ^Re- 
uhidim, and were come to the desert of 
Sinai, and had pitched in the wilderness; 
and there Israel camped before ®the 
mount. 

3 And Moses went up unto God, and 
the Lord /called unto Inm out of the 
mountain, saying, Thus shalt thou say 
;o the house of Jacob, and tell the 
ihildren of Israel; 

4 Ye have seen what I did unto the 
Egyptians, and how * I bare you on eagles’ 
snugs, and brought you unto myself. 
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5 Now therefore, if ye will obey my voice i 
indeed, and keep my covenant, then ye 
shall be a ° peculiar treasure unto me 
above all people: for all the earth is 
mine: 

6 And ye shall be unto me a kingdom 
of priests, and an ®holy nation. These 
are the words which thou shalt speak 
unto the children of Israel. 

7 H And Moses came and called for the 
elders of the people, and laid before their 
faces all these words wliicli the Lord 
commanded him. 

8 And ^ all the people answered together, 
and said, All that the Lord hath spokeu 
we will do. And Moses returned the I 
words of the people unto the Lord. 

9 And the Lord said unto Moses, Lo, ' 
I come unto thee in a thick cloud, that 
the people may hear when I speak with 
thee, and believe thee for ever. And 
Moses told the words of the people unto 
the Lord. 

10 11 And the Lord said unto Moses, 
Go unto the people, and sanctify them to 
day and to morrow, and let them ”^wash 

11 And he ready against the third day ; 
for the tliird day the Lord ®will come 
down in the sight of all the people upon 
mount Sinai. 

12 And thou shalt set bounds unto the 
people round about, saying, Take heed to 
yourselves, that ye go not ud into the 
mount, or touch the oorder of it : ^who- 
soever toucheth the mount shall be surely 
put to death ; 

13 There shall not an hand touch it, but 
he shall surely be stoned, or shot through; 
whether it be beast or man, it shall not 
live : when the ^ trumpet soundeth long, 
they shall come up to the mount. 

14 H And Moses ^went down from the 
mount unto the people, and sanctified the 
people ; and they washed their clothes. 

15 And he said unto the people, “Be 
ready against the third day : come not 
at your wives. 

16 t And it came to pass on the third 
day in the morning, that there were 
“’thunders and lightnings, and a thick 
cloud upon the mount, and the * voice of 
the trumpet exceeding loud ; so that all 
the people that wowin the camp ^trembled. 

17 And “ Moses brought forth the people 
out of the camp to meet with God ; and 
they stood at the nether paii; of the 
mount. 

18 And mount Sinai was altogether on 
a smok^ because the Lord descended 
upon it «in fire : ®and the smoke thereof 
ascended as the smoke of a furnace, and 
^ the whole mount quaked greatly. 

19 And when the voice of the trumpet 
sounded long, and waxed louder and 
louder, Moses spake, and ^God answered 
him by a voice. 

20 And the Lord came down upon 
mount Sinai, on the top of the mount : 
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and the Loed called Moses up to the top 
of the mount : and Moses went up. 

21 And the Loed said unto Moses, Go 
down, 1 charge the people, lest they break 
through unto the Loed ^to gaze, and 
many of them perish. 

22 And let the priests also, which come 
near to the Lord, /sanctify themselves, 
lest the Loed ^ break forth upon them. 

23 And Moses said unto the Lord, The 
people cannot come up to mount Sinai * 
for thou chargedst us, saying, i Set bounds 
about the mount, and sanctify it. 

24 And the Lord said unto fiim. Away, 
get thee do^vn, and thou shalt come up, 
thou, and Aaron with tliee : but let not 
the priests and the people break through 
to come up unto the Lord, lest he break 
forth upon them. 

25 So Moses went down unto the people, 
and spake unto them. 

CHAPTEE 20 

^ AND God spake all these words, saying, 
2 g I am . the Lord thy God, wln^i 
have brought thee ^ ouTdf the laiidof 
Eg^t, out of the house of 2 bondage. 
^3 'Thou shalt have no other gods 
Before me. 

4 Thou shalt not make unto thee any 
“graven image, or any likeness of any 
thing that w in heaven above, or that 
is in the earth beneath, or that is in the 
water under the earth : 

6 Thou shalt not bow down thyself .tp 
them, nor serve them ; for I the Lord 
thy God am *a jealous God, visiting the 
iniquity of the fathers upon the chil^h 
unto the third and fourth generation of 
them that hate me;, 

'6 And ® shewing mercy unto thousands 
of them that love me, and keep my 
commandments. 

7 ^ Thou shalt not take the name of the 
Lord thy God in vain; for the Loitb 
will not hold him guiltless that taketl; 
his name in vain. 

8 ® JElemember the sabbath day, to keep 
it holy. 

9 /Six days shalt thou labour, and do 
all thy work ; 

10 But the seventh day is the sabbath of 
Lord thy God ; in it thou shalt not 

do any work, thou, nor thy son, nor thy 
daughter, thy manservant, nor thy maid- 
servant, nor thy cattle, ^nor thy stranger 
that is within Uiy gates ; 

11 For six days the Lord made 
heaven and earth, the sea, and all that 
m them is, and rested the seventh day“ : 
wherefore the Lord blessed the sabbath 
day, and hallowed it. 

-12 If /Honour thy father and thy 
mother: *that thy days may be long 
^on the land which the Lord thy 
God ^eth thee. 

13 
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16 "Thou shalt not hear, false witness 
against thy neighbour. 

17 5 Thou shalt not covet °thy neigh- 
bour’s house, ‘^thou shalt not covet", thy 
neighbour’s wife, nor his manservant, 
nor his maidservant, nor his ox, nor hjs 
ass, nor any thing that is thy neighbour^. 

18 TI And all the people saw the thundef- 
ings, and the lightnings, and the noise of 
the trumpet, and the mountain ft smoking : 
and when the people saw it, they removed, 
and stood afar off. 

19 And they said unto Moses, / Speak 
thou with us, and we will hear : hut * let 
not God speak with us, lest we die. 

20 And Moses said unto the people, 
^Fear not : for God is come to prove 
you, and “that his fear may be before 
your faces, that ye sin not. 

21 And the people stood afar off, and 
Moses drew near unto °the thick darkness 
where God was. 

22 If And the Lord said unto Moses, 
Thus thou shalt say unto the cliildren of 
Israel, Ye have seen that I have talked 
with you ^from heaven. 

23 Ye shall not make ®with me gods of 
silver, neither shall ye make unto you 
gods of gold. 

24 H An altar of earth thou shalt make 
unto me, and shalt sacrifice thereon thy 
burnt offerings, and thy peace offerings, 
thy sheep, and thine oxen : in all places 
where I record my name I will come unto 
thee, and I will bless thee. 

25 And "'if thou wilt make me an altar 
of stone, thou shalt not ® build it of ®hewn 
stone : for if thou lift up thy tool upon it, 
thou hast polluted it. 

26 Neither shalt thou go up by steps 
unto mine altar, that thy nakedness be 
not discovered thereon. 


CHAPTEE 21 

■Vr OW these are the judgments which 
IM thou shalt ^ set before them. 

2 ‘*If thou buy an Hebrew servant, six 
vears he shall serve : and in tlie seventh 
he shall go out free for nothing. 

3 If he came in *^by himself, he shall go 
out by himself ; if he were married, then 
his wife shall go out with him. 

4 If his master have given him a wife, 
and she have born him sons or daughters ; 
the wife and her children shall be her 
master’s^ and he shall go out by himself. 

5 And if the servant ^ shall plainly say, 
I love my master, my wife, and my chil- 
dren ; I will not go out free : 

6 Then his master shall brin^ him unto 
the ^ judges; he shall also bring him to 
the door, or unto the door post ; and his 
master shall bore his ear through with an 
aul j and he shall serve him for ever. 

7 1 And if a man « sell his daughter to 
be a maidservant, she shall not go out 
“as the menservants do; 

8 If she ® please not her master, who 
hath betrothed her to himself, then shall 
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he let her be redeemed : to sell her unto 
a strange nation he shall have no power, 
seeing he hath dealt deceitfully with her. 

9 And if he have betrotlied her unto 
liis son, he shall deal with her after the 
manner of daughters, 

10 If he take him. another wife; her 
food, her raiment, and her duty of mar- 
riage, shall he not diminish. 

11 And if he do not these three unto her, 
then shall she go out free without money. 

12 H * He that smiteth a man, so that he 
die, shall be surely put to death. 

13 'And ‘^if a man lie not in wait, but 
God deliver him into his hand ; then ** I 
will appoint thee a place whither he shall 
flee. 

14 But if a man come /presumptuouslv 
upon his neighbour, to slay him with 
guile ; ^ thou shalt take him from mine 
altan that he may die. 

15 1 And he that smiteth his father, or 
his mother, shall be surely put to death. 

16 H And ^ he that stealeth a man, and 
selleth liim, or if he be found in his hand, 
he shall surely be put to death. 

17 H And^he that ^curseth his father, or 
his mother, shall surely be put to death. 

18 11 And if men strive together, and 

one smite 2 another with a stone, or 
with his fist, and he die not, but keepeth 
his hed: 

19 If he rise again, and walk abroad 
upon his staff, then shall he that smote 
him be quit : only he shall pay /or the 
loss of his time, and shall cause him to 
be thoroughly healed. 

20 If And if a man smite his servant, or 
his maid, with a rod, and he die under 
his hand ; he shall be surely 6 punished. 

21 Notwithstanding, if he continue a 
day or two, he shall not be punished ; 
for he is his money. 

22 IT If men strive, and hurt a woman 
with child, so that her fruit depart /rom 
her, and yet no mischief follow : he shall 
be surely punished, according as the 
woman’s husband will lay upon him ; 
and he shall pay as the judges determine, 

23 And if any mischief follow, then i 
thou shalt give "life for life, 

24 ^Eye for eye, tooth for tooth, hand 
for hand, foot for foot, 

25 Burning for burning, wound for 
w’ound. stripe for stripe. 

26 If And ii a man smite the eye of his 
servant, or the eye of his maid, that 
it perish ; he shall let him go free for 
his eye’s sake. 

2T And if he smite out his manservant’s 
tooth, or his maidservant's tooth ; he shall 
let him go free for his tooth’s sake. 

28 H If an ox gore a man or a woman, 
that they die : then * the ox shall be surely 
stoned, and his flesh shall not be eaten; 
but the owner of the ox shall he quit. 

29 But if the ox were wont to push with 
his horn in time past, and it hath been 
testified to his owner, and he hath not 
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kept him in, hut that he hath killed a 
man or a woman ; the ox shall be stoned, 
and his owner also shall he put to death. 

30 If there be laid on him “a sum of 
money, then he shall give for the ransom 
of his life whatsoever is laid upon him. 

31 Wliether he have gored a son, or have 
gored a daughter, according to this judg< 
ment shall it be done unto him. 

32 If the ox shall push a manservant or 
a maidservant ; he shall give unto their 
master thirty shekels of silver, and the 
®ox shall be stoned. 

33 H And if a man shall open a pit, or if 
a man shall dig a pit, and not cover it, 
and an ox or an ass fall therein ; 

34 The owner of the pit shall make it 
good, and give money imto the owmer of 
them ; and the dead beast shall be his. 

35 H And if one man’s ox hurt another’s, 
that he die \ then they shall sell the live 
ox, and divide the money of it; and the 
dead ox also they shall divide. 

36 Or if it be known that the ox hath 
used to push in time past, and liis owner 
hath not kept him in ; he shairiurely pay 
bx for ox ; and the dead sliall be his owni 


CHAPTEB 22 

I F a man shall steal an ox, or a s sheep, 
and kill it, or sell it ; he shall restore 
five oxen for an ox, and ^four sheep for 
a sheep. 

2 If li a thief be found ^breaking up. 
and be smitten that he die, there shall 
^ ho blood be shed for liim. 

3 If the sun be risen upon him, there 
shall be blood shed for him; for he 
should make full restitution ; if he have 
nothing, then he shall be '"sold for his 
theft. 

4 If the tlieft be certainly found in his 
hand alive, whether it be ox, or ass, or 
sheep; he shall "restore double. 

5 II If a man shall cause a field or vine- 
yard to be eaten, and shall put in his 
beast, and shall feed in another man’s 
field ; of the best of liis own field, and of 
the best of liis own vineyard, shall he 
make restitution. 

6 H If fire break out, and catch in thorns, 
so that the stacks of com, or the standing 
corn, or the field, be consumed thei'ewith; 
he that kindled the fire shall surely make 
restitution. 

7 If If a man shall deliver unto his 
neighbour money or stuff to keep, and 
it be stolen out of the man’s house ; *if 
the thief be found, let him pay double. 

8 If the thief be not found, then the 
master of the house shall be brought unto 
the '‘judges, to see whether he liave put 
liis liand unto his neighbour’s goods. 

9 For all manner of trespass, whether it 
be foi ox, for ass, for sheep, for raiment, 
or for any manner of lost tiling, which 
another challengqth to be his, the cause 
of bpth parties ^all come before the 
judges; and whom the judges shall 
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condemn, he shall pay double unto his 
neighbour. 

10 If a man deliver unto his neighbour 
an ass, or an ox, or a sheep, or any beast, 
to keep; and it die, or be hurt, or driven 
away, no man seeing it : 

11 Then shall an ‘•'oath of the Loed be 
between them both, that he hath not put 
his hand unto his neighbour’s goods : and 
the OAvner of it shall accept t/iei'eojy and 
he shall not nmke it good. 

12 And ®if it be stolen from him, he 
shall make restitution unto the owner 
thereof. 

13 If it be ®torn in pieces, then let him 
bring it for witness, and he shall not 
make good that which was torn. 

14 H And if a man borrow ought of his 
neighbour, and it be hurt, or die, the 
owner thereof being not with it, he shall 
surely make it good. 

15 £ut if the owner thereof he with it, 
he shall not make it good : if it be an 
hired iking, it came for his hire. 

16 H And " if a man entice a maid that 
is not betrothed, and lie with her, he 
shall surely endow her to be his wife. 

17 If her father utterly refuse to give her 
unto him, he shall ^pay money according 
to the dowry of virgins. 

18 IF ^Thou shalt not suffer a witch to 
live. 

19 IF ‘Whosoever lieth with a beast shall 
surely be put to death. 

20 IF ® He that sacrificeth unto any god, 
save unto the Lord only, he shall be 
utterly destroyed, 

21 1 ®Thou shalt neither vex a stranger, 
nor oppress him : for ye were strangers 
in the land of Egypt. 

22 IF '“Ye shall not afflict any widow, or 
fatherless child. 

23 If thou afflict them in any wise, and 
they *cry at all unto me, I will surely 
* hear their cry; 

24 And my wiath shall wax hot and I 
will kill you with the sword ; and ®your 
wives shall be widows, and your children 
fatherless. 

25 1 *"If thou lend money to any of my 
people that is poor by thee, thou shaft 
not be to him as an usurer, neither shalt 
thou lay upon him usury. 

26 ^If thou at all take thy neighbour’s 
raiment to pledge, thou shalt deliver it 
unto him by that the sun goeth down : 

27 Eor that is his covering only, it is his 
raiment for his skin ; wherein shall he 
sleep? and it shall come to pass, when 
he crieth unto me, that I will near ; for I 
am * gracious. 

28 H Thou shalt not ® revile the ®gods, 
nor curse the ruler of thy people. 

29 TI Thou shalt not delay to offer 
®the first of thy ripe fruits, and of thy 
10 liquors : /the nrstbom of thy sons shalt 
thou give unto me. 

30 '^Likewise shalt thou do with thine 
oxen, and with thy sheep; < seven days , 
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EXODUS 22, 23 

it shall be with his dam ; on the eighth 
day thou shalt give it me. 

31 IF And ye shall be "holy men unto 
me : * neither shall ve eat any flesh that 
is tom of beasts in the field ; ye shall cast 
it to the dogs. 

CHAPTER 23 

rpHOTJ slialt not ^ raise a false report: 
JL put not thine hand with the wicked 
to be an unrighteous witnes:. 

2 T1 Thou shalt not follow a multitude 
to do evil; neither shalt thou 2 speak in 
a cause to decline after many to Avrest 
judgment : 

3 11 Neither shalt thou / countenance a 
poor man in his cause. 

4 t ^If thou meet thine enemy’s ox or 
his ass going astray, thou shalt surely 
bring it back to him again. 

5 If thou see the ass of him that hateth 
thee lying under his burden, ^^and would- 
est forbear to help him, thou shalt surely 
help with him. 

6 »Thou shalt not wrest the judgment 
of thy poor in his cause. 

7 Keep^ thee far from a false matter; 
and the innocent and righteous slay thou 
not : for I will not justify the wicked. 

8 IF And *thou shalt take no gift : for 
the gift blindeth®thewise,and perverteth 
the words of the righteous. 

9 H Also "thou shalt not oppress a 
stranger: for ye know the 6 heart of a 
stranger, seeing ye were strangers in the 
land of EgjT)t. 

10 And -^six years thou shalt sow thy 
land, and shalt gather in tlie fruits 
thereof : 

11 But the seventh year thou shalt let it 
rest and lie still ; that the poor of thy 
people may eat : and what they leave the 
beasts of the field shall eat. In like 
manner thou shalt deal with thy vine- 
yard, and with thy ^oliveyard. 

12 “Six days thou shalt do thy work, 
and on the seventh day thou shalt rest: 
that thine ox and thine ass may rest, and 
the son of thy handmaid, and the 
stranger, may be refreshed. 

13 And in all things that I have said 
unto you be circumspect : and ®make no 
mention of the name of other gods, 
neither let it be heard out of thy mouth. 

14 II ^Three times thou shalt keep a 
feast unto me in the year. 

15 “Thou shalt keep the feast of un- 
leavened bread; (thou shalt eat un- 
leavened bread seven days, as I com- 
manded thee, in the time appointed of 
the month Abib; for in it thou earnest 
out from Egypt : ‘^and none shall appear 
before me empty :) 

16 *And the feast of harvest, the first- 
fruits of thy labours, whidi thou hast 
sown in the field: and ^the feast of in- 
gathering, which is in the end of the • 
year, when thou hast gathered in thy 
labours out of the field. 
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17 Ttoe times in the year all thy males 
ehall appear before the Lord God. 

18 “Thou shalt not offer the blood of 
my sacrifice with leavened bread ; neither 
shall the fat of my ^ sacrifice remain until 
the morning. 

19 «*The fii*st of the firstfruits of thy 
land thou shalt bring into the house of 
the Lord thy God. /Thou shalt not 
seethe a kid in his mother’s milk. 

20 H I send an Angel before 

thee, to keep thee in the way, and to 
bring thee into the place which I have 
prepared. 

21 Beware of him, and obey his voice, 
^provoke him not ; for he will not pardon 
your transgressions : for my name is in 
liiin. 

22 But if thou shalt indeed obey his 
voice, and do all that I speak ; tlien 
will be an enemy unto thine enemies, 
and 2 an adversary unto thine adver- 
saries. 

23 For mine Angel shall go before thee, 
and “bring tliee in unto the Amorites, 
and the Hittites, and the Perizzites, 
and the Canaanites, and the Hivites, and 
the Jebusites: and I will cut them 
off. 

24 Thou shalt not -^bow down to their 
gods, nor serve them, nor do after their 
works : ^but thou shalt utterly overthrow 
them, and quite break down Hheir 
images. 

25 And ye shall serve the Lord your 
God, and ’'he shall bless .thy bread, and 
thy water; and will; take sickness 
away from the midst of thee. 

26 H There shall notloing cast their 
young, nor be barren, in thy land : the 
number of thy days 1 will ^fulfil. 

27 1 will send ^my feai* before thee, and 
will ® destroy all the people to whom 
thou shalt come, and I will make all 
thine enemies turn their ^ backs unto 
thee. 

28 And ®I will send hornets before thee, 
which shall drive out the Hivite, the 
Canaanite, and the Hittite, from before 
thee. 

29 will not di’ive them out from 
before thee in one year; lest the land 
become desolate, and the beast of the 
field multiply a^nst thee. 

30 By little and little I will drive them 
out from before thee, until thou be in- 
creased, and inherit the land. 

31 And will set thy bounds from the 
Eed sea even unto the sea of the Philis- 
tines, and from the desert unto the river : 
for I will ‘deliver the inhabitants of the 
land into your hand; and thou shalt 
drive them out before thee. 

32 * Thou shalt make no covenant with 
them, nor with their gods. 

33 They shall not dwell in thy land, lest 
they make thee sin against me: for if 
thou serve their gods, ”it will surely be a 
Bnace unto thee. 
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CHAPTER 24 

A nd he said unto Moses, Come up 
- unto the Lord, thou, and Aaron, 
*Nadab, and Abihu, “and seventy of the 
elders of Israel ; and worship ye afar off. 

2 And Moses “alone shall come near the 
Lord: but they shall not come nigh: 
neither shall the people go up with him. 

3 t And Moses came and told the people 
all the words of the Lord, and all the 
judgments : and all the people answered 
with one voice, and said, ^‘All the wor^ 
which the Lord hath said will we do. 

4 And Moses ‘wrote all the words of the 
Lord, and rose up early in the morning, 
and builded an altar under the hill, ana 
twelve ^pillars, according to the twelve 
tribes of Israel. 

5 And he sent young men of the chff 
dren of Israel, which offered burnt offer- 
ings, and sacrificed peace offerings of 
oxen unto the Lord. 

6 Amd Moses ’'took half of the blood, 
and put it in basons; and half of the 
blood he sprmkled on the altar. 

7 Ajnd he took the book of the covenant, 
and read in the audience of the people : 
and they said. All that the Lord hath 
said will we do, and be obedient. 

8 ^And Moses took the blood, and 

g rinkled it on the people, and said, 
jhold the blood of the covenant, which 
the Lord hath made with you concerning 
all these words. 

9 II Then went up Moses, and Aaron, 
Nadab, and Abihu, and seventy of ^e 
elders of Israel : 

10 And they ®saw the God of Israel : 
and t/ie?'e was under his feet as it were a 
paved work of a * sapphire stone, and as it 
were the body of heaven in kis clearness. 
11 And upon the nobles of the childien 
of Ismel he “laid not his hand : also they 
saw God, and did * eat and drink. 

12 H And the Lord said unto Moses, 
Come up to me into the mount, and be 
there: and I will give thee ^tables of 
stone, and a law, and commandments 
which 1 have written ; that thou mayest 
teach them. 

13 And Moses rose up, and/his minister 
Joshua: and Moses went up into the 
mount of God. 

14 And he said unto the elders. Tarry ye 
here for us, until we come again unto 
you : and, behold, Aaron and ^Hur are 
with you : if any man have any matters 
to do, let him come unto them. 

15 And Moses went up into the mount, 
and.?’a cloud covered the moimt. 

16 And * the glory of the Lord abode 
upon mount Sinai, and the cloud covered 
it six days : and the seventh day he called 
unto Moses out of tlie midst of the cloud. 
17 And the sight of the glory of the 
iDRD was like "'devouring fire on the top 
of the mount in the eyes of the children 
of Israel 
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18 And Moses went into the midst of 
the cloud, and gat him up into the 
mount: and “Moses was in the mount 
forty days and forty nights. 

CHAPTEE 25 

AND the Lord spake unto Moses, 
saying, 

2 ® Speak unto the children of Israel, 
that they ^ bring me an 2 offering: ^of 
every man that mveth it willingly with 
his heart ye shall take my 2 offering. 

3 And this is the 2 offering which ye 
shall take of them ; gold, and silver, and 
brass, 

4 And blue, and purple, and scarlet, and 
Sfine linen, and goats’ hair, 

6 And ranis’ skins dyed red, and badgers’ 
skins, and shittim wood, 

6 ^Oil for the light, ^spices for an- 
ointing oil, and for * sweet incense, 

7 Onyx stones, and stones to be set in 
the ^^ephod, and in the ’“breastplate. 

8 And let them make me a ” sanctuary; 
that may dwell among them. 

9 -P According to all that I shew thee, 
after the pattern of the tabernacle, and 
the pattern of all the instiuments thereof, 
even so sliall ye make iU 

10 IF ®And they sliall make an ark of 
shittim wood : two cubits and a half shall 
he the length thereof, and a cubit and a 
half the breadth thereof, and a cubit and 
a half the height thereof. 

11 And thou shalt overlay it with pure 
gold, within and without shalt thou 
overlay it, and shalt make upon it a 
^ crown of gold round about. 

12 And thou shalt cast four rings of gold 
for it, and put them in the four comers 
thereof ; and two rings shall he in the 
one side of it, and two rings in the other 
side of it. 

13 And thou shalt make staves of shittim 
wood, and overlay them with gold. 

14 And thou shalt put the staves into 
the rings by the sides of the ark, that the 
ark may be borne with them. 

15 ®*'The staves shall be in the rings of 
the ark : they shall not be taken from it. 

16 And thou slialt put into the ark *the 
testimony wliich I shall give thee. 

17 And thou shalt make ^a mercy seat 
o/pure gold : two cubits and a half shall 
he the length thereof, and a cubit and a 
half the breadth thereof. 

18 And thou shalt make two cherabims 
o/gold, Q/’* beaten work shalt thou make 
them, in the two ends of the mercy 
seat. 

19 And make one chemb on the one 
end, and the other cherub on the other 
end: even ®of the mercy seat shall ye 
make the chembims on the two ends 
thereof. 

20 And “the chembims shall stretch 
forth their wings on liigh, covering the 
mercy seat with their wings, and theii* 
faces shall look one to another; toward 
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the mercy seat shall the faces of the 
chembims he. 

21 ^ And thou shalt put the mercy seat 
above upon the ark ; and ®m the ark thou 
shalt put the testimony that I shall give 
thee. 

22 And there I will meet with thee, 
and I will commune with thee from above 
the mercy seat, from /between the two 
cherubims which are upon the ark of the 
testimony, of all things which I will give 
thee in commandment unto the children 
of Israel. 

23 IF ^Thou shalt also make a table of 
sliittim wood: two cubits shall be the 
length thereof, and a cubit the breadth 
thereof, and a cubit and a half the height 
thereof. 

24 And thou shalt overlay it with pure 
gold, and make thereto a *cro^vn of gold 
round about. 

25 And thou shalt make unto it a border 
of an hand breadth round about, and 
thou shalt make a golden crown to the 
border thereof rouna about. 

26 And thou shalt make for it four rings 
of gold, and put the rings in the four 
corners that are on the four feet there- 
of. 

27 Over against the border shall the 
rings be for ^places of the staves to bear 
the table. 

28 And thou shalt make the staves of 

shittim wood, and overlay them with 
gold, that the table may be home with 
them. , 

29 And thou shalt make Hhe dishes 
thereof, and spoons thereof, and covers 
thereof, and Dowls thereof, ^to cover 
withal: of pure gold shalt thou make 
them. 

30 And thou shalt set upon the table 
“shewbread before me alway. 

31 IF ’'And thou shalt make a candle- 
stick of pure gold : of beaten work shall 
the candlestick be made ; his shaft, and 
his branches, his bowls, his knops, and 
his flowers, ^aU be of the same. 

32 And six branches shall come out of 
the sides of it; three branches of the 
candlestick out of the one side, and three 
branches of the candlestick out of the 
other side : 

33 Three bowls made like unto almonds, 
with a knop and a flower in one branch; 
and three howls made like almonds iu 
the other branch, with a knop and a 
flower : so in the six branches that come 
out of the candlestick. 

34 And in the candlestick shall he four 
bowls made like unto almonds, with their 
knops and their flowers. 

35 And theft'e shall he a knop under two 
branches of the same, and a knop under 
two branches of the same, and a kn^ 
under two branches of the same, accord- 
ing to the six branches that proceed out 
of the candlestick. 

36 Their knops and their branches shall 
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be of the same : all it shall be one beaten 
work o/pure gold. 

37 And thou shalt make the seven lamps 
thereof ; and ^ they shall flight the lamps 
thereof, that they may give light over 
against ®it. 

38 And the tongs thereof, and the snuff- 
dishes thereof, shall be o/nure gold. 

^39 (y a talent of pure gold shall he make 
it, with all these vessels. 

40 And ®look that thou make them 
after their pattern, ^ which was shewed 
thee in the mount. 

CHAPTER 26 

lyrOEEOVEE «*thou shalt make the 
XtA tabernacle with ten curtains of fine 
twined ® linen, and ®blue, and purple, 
and scarlet ; with cheruhims ^of cunnmg 
work shalt thou make them. 

2 The length of one curtain shall he 
eight and twenty cubits, and the breadth 
of one curtain four cubits : and every 
one of the curtains shall have one 
measure. 

3 The five curtains shall be coupled 
together one to another ; and other five 
curtains shall be coupled one to another. 

4 And thou shalt make loops of blue 
upon the edge of the one curtain from 
the selvedge in the coupling ; and like- 
wise shalt thou make in the uttermost 
edge of another curtain, in the coupling 
of the second. 

6 Eifty loops shalt thou make in the 
one curtain, and fifty loops shalt thou 
make in the edge of the curtain that is in 
the counling of the second : that the loops 
may take hold one of another. 

6 And thou shalt make fifty taches of 
gold, and couple the curtains together 
with the taches; and it shall be one 
tabernacle. 

7 H And thou shalt make curtains of 
goats’ hair to be a covering upon the 
tabernacle: eleven curtains shalt thou 

8 The length of one curtain shall be 
thirty; cubits, and the breadth of one 
curtain four cubits ; and the eleven cur- 
tains shall be all of one measure. 

9 And thou shalt couple five curtains by 
themselves, and six curtains by them- 
selves, and shalt double the sixth curtain 
in the forefront of the tabernacle. 

10 And thou shalt make fifty loops on 
the edge of the one curtain that is out- 
most in the coupling, and fifty loops in 
the edge of the curtain which coupleth 
the second. 

11 And thou shalt make fifty taches of 
brass, and put the taches into the loops, 
and couple the ®tent together, that it 
may be one. 

12 And the remnant that remaineth of 
the curtains of the tent, the half curtain 
that remaineth, shall hang over the back- 
side of the tab^acle. 

13 And a cubit on the one side, and a 
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cubit on the other side ^of that which 
remaineth in the length of the curtains 
of the tent, it shall hang over the sides of 
the tabernacle on this side and on that 
side, to cover it. 

14 And thou shalt make a covering for 
the tent cf *rams’ skins dyed red, and a 
covering above o/ badgers’ skins. 

15 *51 And thou shalt make boards for the 
tabernacle (^ shittim wood standing up. 

16 Ten cubits shall be the length of a 
board, and a cubit and a half shall be the 
breadth of one board. 

17 Two ® tenons shall there be in one 
board, set in order one against another : 
thus shalt thou make for all the boards 
of the tabernacle. 

18 And thou shalt make the boards for 
the tabernacle, twenty boards on 
south side southward. 

19 And thou shalt make forty sockets 
of silver under the twenty boards ; two 
sockets under one board for his two 
tenons, and two sockets under another 
board for his two tenons. 

20 And for the second side of the taber- 
nacle on the north side there shall he 
twenty boards; 

21 And their forty sockets o/ silver ; two 
sockets under one hoard, and two sockets 
under another board. 

22 And for the sides of the tabernacle 
westward thou shalt make six boards. 

23 And two boards shalt thou make for 
the comers of the tabernacle in the two 
sides. 

24 And they shall he coupled together 
beneath, and they shall he ^ coupled 
together above the head of it unto one 
jring; thus shall it be for them both; 
they shall he for the two comers. 

25 And they shall be eight boards, and 
their sockets of silver, sixteen sockets ; 
two sockets under one board, and two 
sockets under another board. 

26 H And thou shalt make bars of shit- 
tim wood; five for the boards of the one 

! side of the tabernacle, 

27 And five bars for the boards of the 
other side of the tabernacle, and five bars 
for the boards of the side of the taber- 
nacle, for the two sides westward. 

28 And the middle bar in the midst of 
the boards shall reach from end to end. 

29 And thou shalt overlay the boards 
with gold, and make their rings of gold 
for f places for the bars : and thou shalt 
overlay the bars with gold. 

30 And thou shalt rear up the tabernacle 
^according to the fasliion thereof which 
was shewed thee in the mount. 

31 H And *thou shalt make a vail 
blue, and purple, and scarlet, and fine 
twined linen of cunning work: with 
cherubims shall it be made : 

32 And thou shalt hang it upon four 
pillars of shittim wood overlaid with 

g old : their hooks shall be of gold, upon 
le four sockets of silver. 
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33 t And thou shalt hang up the vail 
under the taches, that thou mayest bring 
in thither within the vail the ark of the 
“testimony: and the vail shall divide 
unto you between the holy place and 
the most holy. 

34 And * thou shalt put the mercy seat 
upon the ark of the testimony in the 
most holy place. 

35 And thou shalt set the table without 
the vail, and ® the candlestick over against 
the table on the side of the tabernacle 
toward the south: and thou shalt put 
the table on the north side. 

36 And thou shalt make an /hanging I /cii. 27 . 16 . 
for the door of the tent, of blue, and 1 ch. 26 . ss. 
purple, and scarlet, and fine twined linen, 

» wrought with needlework. 

37 And thou shalt make for the hanging 
five pillars of shittim woodt and overlay 
them with gold, and their hooks shall he 
(f gold : and thou shalt cast five sockets 
of brass for them. 

CHAPTER 27 

AND thou shalt make ^ an altar of shit- 
J\. tim wood, five cubits long, and five 
cubits broad; the altar shall be four- 
square : and the height thereof shall be 
three cubits. 

2 And thou shalt make the horns of it 
upon the four comers thereof : his horns 
shall be of the same ; and ^ thou shalt 
overlay it with brass. 

3 And thou shalt make his pans to 
receive his ashes, and his shovels, and 
his basons, and his fleshhooks, and his 
firepans: all the vessels thereof thou 
shalt make of brass. 

4 And tliou shalt make for it a grate of 
network of brass : and upon the net shalt 
thou make four brasen rings in the four 
comers thereof. 

6 And thou shalt put it under the com- 
pass of the altar beneath, that the net 
may be even to the midst of the 
altar. 

6 And thou shalt make staves for the 
altar, staves 0 / shittim wood, and overlay 
them with brass. 

7 And the staves shall be put into the 
rings, and the staves shall be upon the 
two sides of the altar, to bear it. 

8 Hollow with boards shalt thou make 
it ; as ^ it was shewed thee in the mount, 
so shall they make it. 

9 IT And ^ thou shalt make the court of 

the tabernacle : for the south side south- 
ward there shall be hangings for the court 
o/fine twined linen of an hundred cubits 
long for one side: „ , , ^ 

10 And the twenty pillars thereof and 

their twenty sockets shall be of bi^s; 
the hooks of the pillars and their fillets 
Shan be cf sQyQT. , . 

11 And likewise for the north side m 
length there shall be hangings of an 
hunted cubits long, and his twenty 
pillars and their twenty sockets cf brass ‘ 
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the hooks of the pillars and their fillets 
0 / silver. . , 

12 If And for the breadth of the court 
on the west side shall be hangings of 
fifty cubits : their pillars ten, and their 
sockets ten. 

13 And the breadth of the court on the 
east side eastward shall he fifty cubits. 

14 The hangings of one ® side of the gate 
shall be fifteen cubits : their pillars thiee^ 
and their sockets three. 

15 And on the other ®side shall be 
hangings fifteen cubits: their pillars 
thre^ and their sockets three. 

16 1) And for the gate of the court shall 
he an ^hanging of twenty cubits, o/blu& 
and purple, and scarlet, and fine twined 
linen, wrought with needlework: and 
their p illar s shall be four, and their 
sockets four. 

17 All the pillars round about the court 
shall be filleted with silver; their hooks 
shall be o/silver, and their sockets o/brass. 
18 1 The length of the court shall he an 
hundred cubits, and the breadth ^ fifty 
eveiw where, and the height five cubits 
of fine twined linen, ana their sockets 
of brass. 

19 All the vessels of the tabernacle^ in 
all the service thereof, and all the pins 
thereof, and all the pins of the court, 
shall be of brass. 

20 If And *thou shalt command the 
children of Israel, that they bring thee 
pure oil ohve beaten for the li^t, to 
cause the lamp ^to bum always. 

21 In the tabernacle of the congr^tion 
^without the vail, which is before the 
testimony, Aaron and his sons shall 
order it from evening to morning before 
the liOED : ” it shall oe a statute for ever 
unto their generations on the behalf of 
the children of Israel 

CHAPTER 28 

AND take thou unto thee ^ Aaron thy 
xi. brother, and his sons with him, from 
among the children of Israel, that he may 
minister unto me in the priest’s office, 
even Aaron, ^Nadab and Abihu, Eleazar 
and Ithamar, Aaron’s sons. 

2 And ® thou shalt make holy garments 
for Aaron thy broliier for glory and for 
beauty. 

3 And thou shalt speak unto all that 
are ^wise hearted, whom I have fiilled 
with the spirit of wisdom, that they may 
make Aaron’s garments to consecrate 
him, that he may minister unto me in 
the priest’s office. 

4 And these are the garments which 
they shall make ; “ a breastplate, and ^an 
ephod, and "’a rob^ and ®a broideied 
coat, *a mitre, and * a girdle : and they 
shall make holy garments for Aaron thy 
brother, and ms sons, that he may 
minister unto me in the priest’s office. 

5 And they shall t^e gold, and /blue^ 
and purple, and scarlet, and fine linen. 
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7 It have the two shoii&erpieces 
thereof joined at the two edges thereof; 
and so it shall be joined together. 

8 And the i curious girdle of the ephod, 
which is upon it, shall be of the same, 
according to the work thereof : even of 
gold, of blue, and purple, and scarlet, 
and fine twined linen. 

9 And thou shalt take two ® onyx stones, 
and grave on them the names of the 
children of Israel : 

10 Six of their names on one stone, and 
the other six names of the rest on the 
other stone, according to their birth. 

11 ®'With the work of an engraver in 
stone, like the engravings of a signet, 
shalt thou en^ve the two stones with 
the names of the children of Israel : thou 
shalt make them to be set in ouches of 
gold. 

12 And thou shalt put the two stones 
upon the shoulders of the ephod for 
stones of memorial unto the children of 
Israel : and ^ Aaron shall bear their names 
before the Lord upon his two shoulders 
^ for a memorial. 

13 IT And thou shalt make ouches of 
gold; 

14 And two chains of pure gold ^’at the 
ends; <?/ wreathen work shalt thou make 
them, and fasten the wreathen chains to 
the ouches. 

15 II And. *thou shalt make the breast- 
plate of judgment with ’"cunning work; 
after the work of the ephod thou shalt 
make it ; of gold, of blue, and o/ purple, 
and of scarlet, and o/’fine twined linen, 
slxalt thou make it. 

16 Foursquare it shall be being doubled; 
a span shall be the length thereof, and a 
span shall be the breadth thereof. 

17 ® And thou shalt ^ set in it settings of 
stones, e-yen four rows of stones : the first 
row shall be a ^sardius, a topaz, and a 
carbuncle : this shall be the first row. 

18 And the second row shall be an 
emerald -^a sapphire, and a diamond. 

19 And the third row a ligure, an agate, 
and an amethyst. 

20 And the fourth row a bervL and an 
on^ and a jasper: they shall be set in 
gold m their ® inclosings. 

21 And the stones shall be with the 
names of the children of Israel, twelve, 
according to their names, like the en- 
gravings of a signet ; every one with liis 
name shall they be according to the 
twelve tribes. 

22 H And thou shalt make ulton the 
breastplate chains at the ends of wreathen 
work o/pure gold. 

23 And thou shalt make upon the breast- 
plate two rings of gold, and shalt put 
the two rings on the two ends of the 
breastplate. 

24 And thou shalt put the two wreathen 
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chains of gold in the two rings which are \ 
on the ends of the breastplate. 

25 And the other two ends of the two 
wreathen chains thou shalt fasten in the 
two ouches, and put them, on the shoulde^ 
pieces of the ephod before it. 

26 If And thou shalt make two rings of 
gold, and thou shalt put them upon the 
two ends of the breastplate in the border 
thereof, which is in the side of the ephod 
inward. 

27 And two other rings of gold thou 
shalt make, and shalt put them on the 
two Sides of the ephodT underneath, to- 
ward the forepart thereof, over against 
the other coupling thereof, above the 

girdle of the ephod. 

28 And they shall bind the breastplate 
by the rings thereof unto the rings of the 
ephod with a lace of blue, that it may 
above the curious girdle of the ephod, 
and that the breastplate be not loosed 
from the ephod. 

29 /And Alaxon shall bear the names of 
the children of Israel in the breastplate of 
judgment upon his heart, when he goeth 
in unto the holy place, for a memorial 
before the Lord continually. 

30 H Aind <thou shalt put in the breast- 
plate of^ judgment the Urim and the 
Thummim; and they shall be upon 
Aaron’s heart, when he goeth in before 
the Lord; and Aaron shall bear ^e 
jud^ent of the children of Israel upon 
his heart before the Lord continuallj\ 

31 H Amd ^thou shalt make the rope of 
the ephod all cf blue. 

32 And there shall be an hole in the top 
of it, in the midst thereof : it shall have 
a binding of woven work round about 
the hole of it, as it were the hole of an 
habergeon, "that it be not rent. 

33 H And beneath upon the ^hem of it 
thou shalt make pomegranates of blue. 
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and of pumle, and of scarlet, round 
about the hem thereof; and bells of 
gold between them round about : 

34 A golden bell and a pomegranate, a 
golden bell and a pomegranate, upon the 
hem of the robe round about. 

35 ^And it shall be upon Aaron to 
minister: and his sound shall be heard 
when he goeth in imto the holy place 
before the Lord, and when he cometh 
out, that he die not. 

36 H And thou shalt make ’’a plate qf 
pure gold, and grave upon it, like *the 
engravings of a signet, « HOLINESS 


1.%/ J'l 

37 And thou shalt put it on a blue lace, 
that it may be upon the “mitre: upon 
the forefront of the mitre it shall be. 
^ And it shall be upon Aaron’s forehead, 
that Aaron may ‘'bear the iniquity of the 
holy things, which the children of Israel 
shall hallow in all their holy gifts ; and 
it shall be always upon his forehead, that 
¥ "accepted before the Lord. 
39 il And thou shalt * embroider the

coat of fine linen, and thou shalt make 
the mitre of fine linen, and thou shalt 
make the girdle q/" needlework. 

40 t *And for Aaron’s sons thou shalt 
make coats, and thou shalt make for them 
girdles, and bonnets shalt thou make for 
them, ‘’for glory and for beauty. 

41 And thou shalt put them upon Aaron 
thy brother, and his sons with him; 
and shalt anoint them, and 2 consecrate 
them, and sanctify them, that they may 
minister unto me in the priest’s office. 

42 And thou shalt make them /linen 
breeches to cover s their nakedness ; from 
the loins even unto the thighs they shall 
breach: 

43 And they shall be upon Aaron, and 
upon his sons, when they come in unto 
the tabernacle of the congregation, or 
when they come near unto the ^tar to 
minister in the holy place; that they 
A bear not iniquity, and die: it shall he 
a statute for ever unto him and his seed 
after him. 

CHAPTER 29 

AND this is the thing that thou shalt 
J\. do unto them to hallow thenn to 
minister unto me in the priest’s office : 
zTake one young bullock, and two rams 
without blemish, 

2 And unleavened bread, and cakes un- 
leavened tempered with oil, and wafers 
unleavened anointed with oil : o/wheaten 
flour shalt thou make them. 

3 And thou shalt put them into one 
basket, and bring them in the basket, 
with the bullock and the two rams. 

4 And Aaron and his sons thou shalt 
bring unto the door of the tabernacle 
of the congregation, "and shalt wash 
them with water. 

5 ‘’And thou shalt take the garments, 
and put upon Aaron the coat, and the 
robe of the ephod, and ithe ephod, and 
the breastplate, and gird him with ^the 
curious girdle of the ephod : 

6 ’’And thou shalt put the mitre upon 
his head, and put the ho^y^ crown upon 
the mitre. 

7 Then shalt thou take *the anointing 
oil, and pour it upon his head, ^ 
anoint him. 

8 And thou shalt bring his sons, and 
put coats upon them. 

9Andthou shalt gird them with ’‘’girdles, 
Aaron and his sons, and ® put the bonnete 
on them: and *the priest’s office shall be 
theirs for a perpetual statute : and thou 
shalt 8 consecrate Aaron and his sons. 

10 And thou shalt cause a bullock to 
be brought before the tabernacle of the 
congregation: and * Aaron and his sons 
shall put their hands upon the head of 
the bullock. 

11 And thou shalt kill the bullock before 

the Lord, hy the door of the tabernacle 
of the congregation. , . 

12 And thou *shalt take of the blood of 
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the bullock, and put it upon ®the horns 
of the altar with thy finger, and pour all 
the blood beside the bottom of the altar. 

13 And thou shalt take all the fat that 
covereth the inwards, and ^ the caul that 
is above the liver, and the two kidneys, 
and the fat that is upon them, and bum 
them upon the altar, 

14 But the flesh of the bullock, and his 
skin, and his dung, shalt thou burn with 
fire ^without the camp : it ts a sin ofiering. 

15 IT Thou shalt also take one ram; and 
Aaron and his sons shall ^ put their hands 
upon the head of the ram. 

16 And thou shalt slay the ram, and 
^ou shalt take his blood, and sprinkle 
it round about upon the altar. 

17 And thou shalt cut the ram in pieces, 
and wash the inwards of him, and his 
legs, and put them ®unto his pieces, 
and Sunto nis head. 

18 And thou shalt bum the whole ram 
upon the altar : it is a burnt offering unto 
the Lord : it is a ^ sweet savour, an offer- 
ing made by fire imto the Lord. 

19 \ / And thou shalt take the other 
ram; and Aaron and his sons shall *put 
their hands upon the head of the ram. 

20 Then shalt thou kill the ram, and 
t^e of his blood, and put it upon the 
tip of the right ear of Aaron, and upon 
the tip of the right ear of his sons, and 
upon the thumb of their right hand, and 
upon the great toe of their right foot, 

and sprinkle the blood upon the altar

the “heave offering, which is waved, and 
which is heaved up, of the ram of the 
consecration, even of that which is for 
Aaron, and of that which is for his sons : 

28 And it shall be Aaron’s and his sons’ 
by a statute for ever from the children of 
Israel : for it is an heave offering : and it 
shall be an heave offering from the cliil- 
dren of Israel of the sacrifice of their peace 
offerings, even their heave offering unto 
the Lord. 

29 1i And the holy garments of Aaron 
shall be his' sons’ after him, ^to be 
anointed therein, and to be consecrated 
in tliem. 

30 And 2 that son that is priest in his 
stead shall put them on seven days, 
when he cometh into the tabernacle of 
the congregation to minister in the holy 
Z>lace. 

31 If And thou shalt take the ram of the 
consecration, and ^seethe his flesh in the 
holy place. 

32 And Aaron and his sons shall eat the 
flesh of the ram, and the bread that is 
in the basket, by the door of the tabernacle 
of the congregation. 

33 And *they shall eat those things 
wherewith the atonement was made, to 

• consecrate and to sanctify them: ^but 
a stranger shall not eat thereof, because 
they arc holy. « , „ , 

34 And if ought of the flesh of the con- 
secrations, or of the bread, remain unto 
the morning, then ” thou shalt bum the 
remainder with fire ; it shall not be eaten, 
because it is holy. 

35 And thus shalt thou do unto Aaron, 
and to his sons, according to all things 
which I have commanded thee : ^seven 
days shalt thou consecrate them. 

36 And thou shalt offer every day a 
bullock/or ’"a sin offering for atonement : 
and thou shalt cleanse the altar, when 
thou hast made an atonement for it, 
*and thou shalt anoint it, to sanctify it. 

37 Seven days thou shalt make an atone- 
ment for the altar, and sanctify it ; and 
it shall be an altar most holy: “whatso- 
ever toucheth the altar shall be holy. 

38 If Kow this is that which thou shalt 
offer upon the altar; *'two lambs of the 
first year *day bv day continually. 

39 The one lamb thou shalt offer in the 
morning ; and the other lamb thou shalt 
offer at even : 

40 And with the one lamb a tenth deal 
of flour mingled with the fourth part of 
an hin of beaten oil ; and the fourth part 
of an hin of wine /or a drink offerir^. 

41 And the other lamb thou shalt “offer 

at even, and shalt do thereto according 
to the meat offering of the mornii^, and 
according to the drink offering thereof, 
for a sweet savour, an offering made by 
fire unto the Lord. . , , , 

42 This shall ®a continual^ burnt 
offering throughout your generations at 
the door of the tabernacle of the con- 
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gregation before the Lord: * where I 
will meet you, to speak there unto thee. 

43 And there I will meet with the chil- 
dren of Israel, and '^the tah^'nacle ® shall 
be sanctified by my glory. 

44 And I will sanctify the tabernacle of 
the congre^tion, and the altar : I will 
<*sanctify also both Aaron and his sons, 
to minister to me in the priest’s office. 

45 t And ®I will dwell among the chil- 
dren of Israel, and will be their God. 

46 And they shall know that fl am the 
Lord their God. that brought them forth 
out of the land of EOTt, that I may 
dwell among them: I am the Lord 
their God. 

CHAPTER 30 

A nd thou shalt make ^an altar to 
. bum incense upon : c/shittimwood 
shalt thou make it. 

2 A cubit shall he the length thereof, 
and a cubit the breadth thereof ; four- 
square shall it be : and two cubits shaXl 
he the height thereof : the horns thereof 
shall he of the same. 

3 And thou shalt overlay it with pure 
gold, the ^top thereof, and the ^ sides 
thereof round about, and the horns there- 
of ; and thou shalt make unto it a crown 
of gold round about. 

4 And two golden rings shalt thou make 
to it under the crown of it, by the two 
® comers thereof, upon the two sides of it 
shalt thou make it ; and they shall be 
for ® places for the staves to bear it withal. 

6 And thou shalt make the staves of 
shittim wood, and overlay them with 
gold. 

6 And thou shalt put it before the vail 
that is by the ark of the testimony, before 
the * mercy seat that is over the testi- 
mony, where I will meet with thee. 

7 And Aaron shall bum thereon ® sweet 
incense every morning : when *he dress- 
eth the lamps, he shall burn incense 
upon it. 

8 And when Aaron "^lighteth the lamps 
®at even, he shall bum incense upon it, 
a perpetual incense before the Lord 
throughout your generations. 

9 Ye shall offer no “’strange incense 
thereon, nor burnt sacrifice, nor meat 
offering; neither shall ye pour drink 
offering thereon. 

10 And ^ Aaron shall make an atone- 
ment upon the horns of it once in a year 
with the blood ®of the sin offering of 
atonements : once in the year shau he 
make atonement upon it throughout 
your generations : it is most holy unto 
the Lord. 

11 And the Lord spake unto Moses, 
sajdng, 

12 * When thou takest the sum of the 
children of Israel after ® their number, 
then shall they give every man ^ a ransom 
for his soul unto the Lord, when thou 
numberest them; that there be no ® pla^e

among them, when thou numberest 
them. 

13 This they shall give, every one that 
passeth among them that are numbered, 
half a shekel after the shekel of the 
sanctuanr: (®a shekel is twenty gerahs :) 
<*an half shekel shaU he the offering of 
the Lord. 

14 Every one that passeth among them 
that are numbered, from twenty years 
old and above, shall give an offering unto 
the Lord. 

15 The rich shall not igive more, and 
the poor shall not 2 give less than half a 
shekel, when they give an offering unto 
the Lord, to make an /atonement for 
your souls. 

16 And thou shalt take the atonement 
money of the children of Israel, and 
* shalt appoint it for the service of the 
tabernacle of the congregation; tlmt it 
may be^^a memorial unto the children of 
Israel before the Lord, to make an atone- 
ment for your souls. 

17 H And the Lord spake unto Moses, 
saying, 

18 ^Thou shalt also make a laver of 
brass, and his foot also of brass, to wash 
withal: and thou shalt put it between 
the tabernacle of the congregation and 
the altar, and thou shalt put water there- 
in. 

19 For Aaron and his sons ° shall wash 
iheir hands and their feet thereat : 

20 When they go into the tabernacle of 
the congregation, they shall wash with 
water, that they die not ; or when they 
come near to the altar to minister, to 
bum offering made by fire unto the 
Lord; 

21 So they shall wash their hands and 
their feet, that they die hot ; and it shall 
be a statute for ever to them, even to him 
and to his seed throughout their genera- 
tions. 

22 H Moreover the Lord spake unto 
Moses, saying, 

23 T^e thou also unto thee principal 
spices, of pure ® myrrh five hundred 
shekels, and of sweet cinnamon half so 
much, even two hundred and fifty shekels, 
and of sweet ^calamus two hundred and 
fifty shekels, 

24 And of * cassia five himdred 

after the shekel of the sanctuary, and of 
oil olive an “hin : 

25 And thou shalt make it an oil of holy 
ointment, an ointment compound after 
the art of the ^apothecary : it shall be an 
holy anointing oil 

26 "And thou shalt anoint the taber- 
nacle of the congregation therewith, and 
the ark of the testimony, 

27 And the table and all his vessels, and 
the candlestick and his vessels, and the 
altar of incense, 

28 And the altar of burnt offering with 
all his vessels, and the laver and his foot. 

29 And thou shalt sanctify them, that 
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nXODUS 80, 81 

they may be most holy; “whatsoever 
toucheth them shall be holy. 

30 *And thou shalt anoint Aaron and 
his sons, and consecrate them, that they 
may minister imto me in the priestR 
office. 

31 And thou shalt speak unto the chil- 
dren of Isr^ saying. This shall be an 
holy anointing oil unto me throughout 
your generations. 

32 Upon man’s flesh shall it not be 
poured, neither shall ye make any other 
like it, after the composition of it : it is 
holy, and it shall be holy unto you, 

33 ^Whosoever compoundeth any like 
it, or whosoever putteth any of it upon a 
stranger, ^ shall even be cut off from his 
people. 

34 IT And the Lord said unto Moses. 
^Take unto thee sweet spices, stacte, and 
onjcha, and galbanum; these sweet 
spices with pure frankincense: of each 
shall there he a like weight : 

35 And thou shalt make it a perfume, a 
confection * after the art of the apothe- 
cary, s tempered together, pure and holy: 

36 And thou shalt beat some of it very 
small, and put of it before the testimony 
in the tabernacle of the congregation, 
’“where I will meet with thee : “it shall 
be unto you most holy. 

37 And as for the TOifume which thou 
shalt make, ye shall not make to your- 
selves according to the composition there- 
of: it shall be unto thee holy for the 
Lord. 

38 -^Whosoever shall make like unto 
that, to smell thereto, shall even be cut 
off from his people. 

CHAPTEE 31 

AND the Lord spake unto Moses, 
J:\. saying, 

2 See, I have called by name ^Bezaleel 
the son of Uri, the son of Hur, of the 
tribe of Judah : 

3 And I have ’’filled him with the ^irit 
of God, in wisdom, and in understanding, 
and in knowledge, and in all manner of 
workmanship, 

4 To devise cunning works, to work in 
gold, and in silver, and in brass, 

5 And in cutting of stones, to set them, 
and in carving of timber, to work in all 
manner of workmanship. 

6 And I, behold, I have given with him 
’’Aholiab, the son of Ahisamach, of the 
tribe of Dan : and in the hearts of all that 
are wise hearted I have put wisdom, that 
they may make all that I have com- 
manded thee; 

7 *The tabernacle of the congregation, 
and 2' the ark of the testimony, and the 
mercy seat that is thereupon, and all the 
® furniture of the tabernacle, 

8 And ®the table and his ^furniture, 
and the pure candlestick with all bin 
sfumitur^ and the altar of incense, 

9 And **the altar of burnt offering with

all his 1 furniture, and “the laver and his ' 
foot, 

10 And ^the cloths of service, and the 
holy garments for Aaron the priest, and 
the garments of his sons, to min ister in 
the priest’s office, 

, 11 ^ And the anointing oil, and ®sweet 
incense for the holy place: according to 
all that I have commanded thee shall 
they do. 

12 H And the Lokd spake unto Moses, 
saying, 

13 Speak thou also unto the children of 
Israel, saying, * Verily my sabbaths ye 
shall keep : for it is a sign between me 
and you tliroughout your generations; 
that ye may know that I am the Lord 
that doth sanctify you. 

14 Ye shall keep the sabbath therefore ; 
for it is holy unto you : every one that 
defUeth it shall sm'ely be put to death : 
for * whosoever doeth any work therein, 
that soul shall be cut off nom. among his 
people. 

15^ Six days may work be done; but in 
the ® seventh is the sabbath of rest, ^holy 
to the Lord : whosoever doeth anyyroik 
in the sabbath day, he shall surely be put 
to death. 

16 Wherefore the children of Israel shall 
keep the sabbath, to observe the sabbath 
throughout their generations, for a per- 
petual covenant. 

17 It is ^ a sign between me and the 
children of Israel for ever ; for ^in six 
days the Lord made heaven and earth, 
and on the seventh day he rested, and 
was refreshed. 

18 1! And he gave imto Moses, when ho 
had made an end of communing with 
him upon mount Sinai, "two tables of 
testimony, tables of stone, written with 
the finger of God. 

CHAPTER 32 
AND when the people saw that Moses 
“delayed to come down out of the 
mount, the people gathered themselves 
together mito Aaron, and said unto him, 
*'Up, make us which shall go before 
us ; for as for tliis Moses, the man that 
brought us up out of the land of Egypt, 
we wot not what is become of him. 

2 And Aaron said unto them, Break off 
the “golden earrings, which are in the 
ears of your wives, of your sons, and of 
your daughters, and bring them unto me. 

3 An d all the people brake off the golden 
earrings which wo'e in their ears, and 
brought tfiem unto Aaron. 

4 “And he received them at their hand, 
and fashioned it with a graving tool, after 
he had made it a molten calf : and the; 
said. These be thy gods. O Israel whicL 
brought thee up out of the land of EOTt. 

6 And when Aaron saw it, he built an 
altar before it ; and Aaron made "pro- 
clamation, and said. To morrow is a feast 
to the Lord 


The people cause Aaron to make a calf. 
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6 And thev rose up early on the morrow, 
and offered burnt offerings, and brought 

S eace offerings; and the “people sat 
own to eat and to drink, and rose up 
to play. 

7 ^ And the Lord said unto Moses, Go, 
get thee down; for thy people, which 
thou broughtest out of the land of Egyp^ 
/have corrupted themselves: 

8 They have turned aside quickly out of 
the way which ^I commanded them; 
they have made them a molten calf, and 
have worshipped it, and have sacnficed 
thereunto, and said. These he thy gods, 0 
Israel, which have brought thee up out 
of the land of Egypt. 

9 And the Lord said unto Moses, I 
have seen this people, and, behold, it is a 
stiffiiecked people : 

10 Now theraore ^let me alone, that 
^my wrath may wax hot against them, 
and that I may consume them: and 
will make of thee a great nation. 

11 "‘And Moses besought ^the Lord his 
God, and said, Lord, why doth thy wrath 
wax hot against thy people, wliich thou 
hast brou^t forth out of the land of 
Egypt with great power, and with a 
nughtyhand? 

12 ^Wherefore should the Egyptians 
speak, and say. For mischief did he bring 
them out, to slay them in the mountains, 
and to consume them from the face or 
the earth? Turn from thy fierce wrath, 
and "repent of this evil against thy 
people. 

13 Remember Abraham, Isaac, and 
Israel, thy servants, to whom thou 
^swarest by thine own self, and saidst 
imto them, “I will multiply your seed as 
the stars of heaven, and all this land that 
I have spoken of will I give unto your 
seed, and th^ shall inherit it for ever. 
14 And the Lord “’repented of the evil 
which he thought to do unto his people. 
15 11 And Moses turned, and went down 
from the mount, and the two tables of 
the testimony were in his hand: the 
tables were written on both their sides ; 
on the one side and on the other were 
they written. 

16 And the “tables were the work of 
God, and the writing was the writing of 
God, graven upon the tables. 

17 Aiid when * Joshua heard the noise 
of the people as they shouted, he said 
unto Moses, There is a noise of war in 
the camp. 

18 Ana he said. It is not the voice of 
them that shout for mastery, neither is it 
the voice of them that cry for ^ being 
overcome; hut the noise of them thai 
sing do I hear. 

19 1 And it came to pass, as soon as he 
came nigh unto the camp, that ‘^he saw 
the calf, and the dancing : and Moses’ 
anger waxed hot, and he cast the tables 
out of his hands, and brake them beneatli 
the mount. 
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JfosBS d,estToyeth it* The tahemacle Teniovect* 

20 And he took the calf which they had 
made, and burnt it in the fire, and 
^und it to powder, and strawed it upon ' 
the water, and made the children of 
Israel drink of it, 

21 And Moses said unto Aaron, ® What 
did this people imto thee, that thou hast 
brought so great a sin upon ^em ? 

22 And Aaron said. Let not the anger 
of my lord wax hot: ®thou knowest the 
people, that they are set on mischief. 

23 For they said unto me, /Make us 
gods, which shall go before us : for as for 
this Moses, the man that brought us up 
out of the land of Egypt, we wot not 
what is become of him. 

24 And I said unto them, ‘Whosoever 
hath any gold, let them break it oft. So 
they gave it me : then I cast it into the 
fire, and there came out this calf. 

25 1» And when Moses saw that the 
people were naked; (for Anron *had 
made them naked unto thdr shame 
among i their enemies:) 

26 Then Moses stood in the ^te of the 
camp, and said, Who is on the Loed’s 
side? let him come unto me. Amd all 
the sons of Levi gathered themselves 
together unto him. 

27 And he said unto them, Thus saith 
the Lord God of Israel, Put every man 
his sword by his side, and go in and out 
from gate to gate throughout the camp, 
and “slay every man his brother, and 
every man his companion, and every man 
his neighbour. 

28 And the children of Levi did accord- 
ing to the word of Moses : and there fell 
of the people that day about three thou- 
sand men. 

29 2 For Moses had said, 3 Consecrate 
yourselves to day to the Lord, even every 
man upon his son, and upon ms brother ; 
that he may bestow upon you a blessing 
this day. 

30 ^ And it came to pass on the morrow, 
that Moses said unto the people, ^Ye 
have sinned a great sin : ana now I will 
go up unto the Lord; ^peradventure I 
shall ^make an atonement for your siii. 

31 And Moses returned imto the Lord, 
and said. Oh, this people have sinned a 
great sin, and have made them gods of 
gold. 

32 Yet now, if thou wilt for give thj^r 
sifc; and if nqf, ^ oiOTme, Xpr^-tl^ 

of fhy book which thoii hast written, 

33 And the Lord said unto Mos&, 

^■Whosoever hath sinned against me, 
him will I blot out of my book. 

34 Therefore now go, lead the people 
unto the -place of which I have spoken 
unto thee : *behold, mine Angel shall go 
before thee: nevertheless in the day 
when I visit I will visit their sin upon 
them. 

35 And the Lord plagued the people, 
because tliey made the calf, which A.aK>n 
made. 
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CHAPTEB S3 
AND the Lord said unto Moses, De- 
J\. part, and go up hence, thou and the 
people which thou hast brought up out 
of the land of Egypt, unto the land which 
I sware unto Ahraham, to Isaac, and to 
Jacob, saying, *Unto thy seed will I give 
it: 

2 And I will send ^an angel before thee ; 
®and I will drive out the Canaanite, the 
Amorite, and the Hittite, and the Periz- 
zite, the Hivite, and the Jebusite : 

3 ^Unto a land flowing with milk and 
honey : *for I will not go up in the midst 
of thee ; for thou art a stifl&iecked people : 
lest I consume thee in the way. 

4 H And when the people heard these 
evil tidings, Hhey mourned : -^'and no 
man did put on him his ornaments. 

5 For the Lord had said unto Moses, 
Say unto the children of Israel, Ye are a 
stiffiiecked people : I will come up into 
the midst of thee in a moment, ana con- 
sume thee: therefore now put off thy 
ornaments from thee, that I may know 
what to do unto thee. 

6 And the children of Israel stripped 
themselves of their ornaments by the 
mount Horeb. 

7 And Moses took the tabernacle, and 
pitched it without the camp, afar ofl‘ 
irom the camp, ^and called it the Taber- 
nacle of the congregation. Ajid it came 
to pass, that every one which ”souglit 
the Lord went out unto the tabernacle 
of the congregation, which was without 
the camp. 

8 And it came to pass, when Moses went 
out unto the tal3ernacle, that all the 
people rose up, and stood every man °at 
liis tent door, and looked after Moses, 
until he was gone into the tabernacle. 

9 Amd it came to pass, as Moses entered 
into the tabernacle, the ^cloudy pillar 
descended, and stood at the door of the 
tabernacle, and the Lord talked with 
Moses. 

10 And all the people saw the cloudy 
pillar stand at the tabernacle door : and 
all the people rose up and worshipped, 
every man %n his tent door. 

11 And Hhe Lord spake unto Moses 
face to face, as a man speaketh unto 
his friend. And he turned again into 
the camp: but *'his servant Joshua, the 
son of Nun, a young man, departed not 
out of the tabernacle. 

12 t And Moses said imto the Lord, 
See, ^'thou sayest unto me. Bring up this 
people : and thou hast not let me know 
whom thou wilt send with me. Yet thou 
hast said, I know thee by name, and thou 
hast also found grace in my sight. 

13 Now therefore, I pray thee, if I have 
found grace in thy sight, “shew me now 
thy way, that I may know thee, that 1 
may find grace in thy sight : and consider 
that this nation is * thy people. 
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EXODUS 33, 34 


The name of the Lord. Ee maheth a covenant. 


14 And he said, "My presence shall go 
voith thee^ and I will give thee *rest. 

15 And he said unto him, *If thy pre- 
sence go not with me, carry us not up 
hence. 

16 For wherein shall it be known here 
^t I and thy people have found grace 
in thy sight? fis it not in that thou goest 
with us? so shall we he separated, I and 
thy people, from all the people that are 
upon the face of the earth. 

17 And the Loed said unto Moses, I 
will do this thing also that thou hast 
spoken: for thou hast found grace in 
my sight, and *I know thee by name. 

18 And he said, I beseech thee, shew me 
thy glory. 

19 And he said, I will make aU ”*my 
goodness pass before thee, and I will 
proclaim the name of the XoRD before 
thee; ‘'and will be -^gracious to whom I 
will be gracious, and will shew mercy 
on whom I will shew mercy. 

20 And he said, Thou canst not see my 
face: for ''there shall no man see me, 
and live. 

21 And the Loed said. Behold, there is 
a place by me, and thou shalt stand upon 
a rock: 

22 And it shall come to pass, while rny 
glory passeth by, that I will put thee in 
a clift of the rock, and will cover thee 
with my hand while I pass by : 

23 Ana I will take away mine hand, and 
thou shalt see my back parts; but my 
face shall ^not be seen. 

CHAPTEE 34 

A KB the Loed said unto Moses, ®Hew 
jCX thee two tables of stone like unto the 
first : and I will write upon these tables 
the words that were in the first tables, 
which tiiou brakest 

2 And be ready in the morning, and 
come up in the morning unto mount 
Sinai, and present thyself there to me 
/in the top of the mount. 

3 And no man shall * come up with thee, 
neither let any man be seen throughout 
all the mount; neither let the flocks nor 
herds feed before that mount. 

4 H And he hewed two tables of stone 
like unto the first; and Moses rose up 
early in the morning, and went im unto 
mount Sinai, as the Loed had com- 
manded hiTYi, and took in his hand the 
two tables of stone. 

6 And the Loed descended in the cloud, 
and stood with him there, and ^pro- 
claimed the name of tlie Lord. 

6 And the Lord passed by before him, 
and proclaimed, ”The Loed, The Lord 
God, merciful and gracious, longsufiering, 
and abundant in goodness and truth, 

7 ® Keeping mercy for thousands, for- 
giving iniquity and transgression and 
sin, and *that will by no means clear 
the guilty; visiting the iniquity of the 
fathers upon the cmldren, and upon the 
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children’s children, unto the third and to 
the fourth generation. 

8 And Moses made haste, and ‘Showed 
his head toward the earth, and worshipped, 

9 And he said, If now I have found ^ce 
in thy sight, 0 Lord, ®let my Lo^j Ipray 
thee, go among us; for it is a stiflnecked 
people; and pardon our iniquity and our 
sin, and take us for * thine inheritance. 

10 IF And he said, Beliold, I make a 
covenant; before all thy people I will 
’^do marvels, such as have not been done 
in all the earth, nor in any nation : and 
all the people among which thou art 
shall see the work of the Loed : for it 
is 2 a terrible thing that I will do with 
thee. 

11 Observe thou that which I co mm a n d 
thee tliis day: behold, ”I drive out before 
thee the Amorite, and the Canaanite, and 
the Hittite, and the Perizzite, and the 
Hivite, and the Jebusite. 

12 2 Take heed to thyself, lest thou make 
a covenant with the inhabitants of the 
land whither thou goest, lest it be for a 
snare in the midst of thee : 

13 But ye shall ‘'destroy their altars, 
break their ^ images, and ^cut down 
their groves: 

14 For thou shalt worship “no othp god : 
for the Loed, whose ‘'name is Jealous, is 
a “'jealous God: 

15 Lest thou make a covenant with the 
inhabitants of the land, and they *go a 
whoring after their gods, and do sacnfice 
unto their gods, and one *call thee, and 
thou " eat oi his sacrifice ; 

16 And thou take of * their daughters 
unto thy sons, and their daughters go a 
whoring after their gods, and make thy 
sonsgo a whoring after their gods. 

17 Thou shalt make thee no molten gods. 

18 IF The feast of "unleavened bread 
shalt thou keep. Seven days thou shalt 
eat unleavened bread, as I commanded 
thee, in the time of the month Abib: 
for in the ^ month Abib thou earnest 
out from Egypt 

19 ^ All that openeth the matrix is mine; 
and every firstling among thy cattle, 
whether ox or ^ sheep, that is male. 

20 But the firstling of an ass thou shalt 
redeem with a ^lamb: and if thou redeem 
him not then shalt thou break liis neck. 
All the firstbom-of thy*sons thou shalt 
redteem. And none snail appear beforo^ 
me /empty. 

21 IF * Six days thou shalt work, but on 
the seventh day thou shalt rest : in earing 
time and in harvest thou shalt rest. 

22 IF "‘And thou shalt observe the feast 
of weeks, of the firstfruits of wheat 
harvest, and the feast of ingathering 
at the ^year’s end. 

23 IF ^Thrice in the year shall all your 
men cliildren appear before the Lord 
God, the God of Israel. 

24 For I will cast out the nations before 
thee, and enlarge thy borders: '‘neither 
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Moses^ face shinetK Offerings for the U "- q-v 

sihall any man desire thy land, when thou 1^ iuato 


shalt go up to appear oefore the Lord. 
thy God thrice in the year. 

25 “Thou Shalt not offer the blood of 
tny sacrifice with leaven; * neither shall 
the sacrifice of the feast of the passover 
be left unto the morning. 

26 ®The first of the firstfruits of thy land 
thou shalt bring unto the house of the 
Lord thy God. <^Thou shalt not seethe 
a kid in his mother’s milk. 

27 And the Lord said unto Moses, 
Write thou these words; for after the 
tenor of these words I have made a 
covenant with thee and with Israel. 

28 ^And he was there with the Lord 
forty days and forty nights; he did 
neither eat bread, nor drink water. And 
^he wrote upon the tables the words of 
the covenant, the ten ^ commandments. 

29 la And it came to pass, when Moses 
came down from mount Sinai with the 
’"two tables of testimony in Moses’ hand, 
when he came down from the mount, 
that Moses wist not that the skin of his 
face ^ shone while he talked with him. 

30 And when Aaron and all the cliildren 
of Israel saw Moses, behold, the skin of 
bis face shone; and they were afraid to 
come nigh him. 

31 And Moses called unto them; and 
Aaron and all the rulers of the congre- 
gation returned unto him: and Moses 
talked with them. 

32 And afterward ^1 the children of 
Israel came nigh : and “he gave them in 
commandment all that the Lord had 
spoken with him in mount Sinai. 

33 And till Moses had done speaking 
with them, he put “'a vail on his face. 

34 But * when Moses went in before the 
Lord to speak with him he took the vail 
off, until he came out. And he came out, 
and spake unto the children of Israel that 
wMch he was commanded. 

35 And the children of Israel saw the 
face of Moses, that the skin of Moses’ face 
shone : and Moses put the vail upon his 
face again, until he went in to speak 
with him. 

CHAPTER 85 
AND Moses gathered all the congrega- 
J\. tion of the children of Israel together, 
and said unto them. These are the words 
" which the Lord hath commanded, that 
ye should do them. 

2 *Six days shall work be done, but on 
the seventh day there shall be to you ^an 
holy day, a sabbath of rest to the Lord : 
whosoever doeth work therein shall be 
put to death. 

3 ^^Ye shall kindle no fire throughout 
your habitations upon the sabbath day. 

4 H And Moses spake unto all the con- 
gregation of the children of Israel, s^ing, 
*This is the thing which the Lord 
commanded saying,, 

5 Take ye m>m among you an offering

, ^ the Lord : whosoever is of a willing 

eart, let him bring it, an offering of the 
S ; gold, and silver, and brass, 

' 6 And blue, and purple, and scarlet, and 
fine linen, and goats’ hair, 

7 And rams’ skins dyed red, and badger^ 
skins, and shittim wood, 

8 And oil for the light, and spices for 
anointing oil, and for the sweet mcense, 

9 And onyx stones, and stones to be set 
for the ephod, and for the breastplate. 

10 And ® every wise hearted among you 
shall come, and make all that the Lord 
hath commanded; 

11 /The tabernacle, his tent, and his 
covering, his taches, and his boards, his 
bars, his pillars, and his sockets, 

12 "The ark, and the staves thereof, 
with the mercy seat, and /the vaU of 
the covering, 

13 *The table, and his staves, and all 
his vessels, and Hhe shewbread. 

14 "The candlestick also for the light, 
and his .furniture, and his lamps, with 
" the oil for the light, 

15 * And the incense altar, and his staves, 
*‘and the anointing oil^ and the sweet 
incense, and ^the hanging for the door 
at the entering in of the tabernacle, 

16 *The altar of burnt offering, with his 
brasen grate, his staves, and all his vessels, 
the laver and his foot, 

17 The hangings of the court, his pillars, 
and their sockets, and the hanging for 
the door of the court, 

18 The pins of the tabernacle, and the 
pins of the court, and their cords, 

19 *'The cloths of service, to do service 
in the holy place, the holy garments for 
Aaron the priest, and the garments of his 
sons, to minister in the priest’s office, 

20 t And all the congregation of the 
cliildren of Israel departed from the 
presence of Moses. 

21 And they came, every one whose 
heart stirred him up, and every one 
whom his spirit made willing, arid they 
brought the Lord’s offering to the work 
of the tabernacle of the congregation, 
and for ali his service, and for the holy 
garments. 

22 And they came, both men and women, 
as many as were willing hearted, and 
brought ‘'bracelets, and earrings, and 
rings, and “tablets, all jewels of gold; 
and every man that offered offered an 
offering of gold imto the Lord. 

23 And every man, with whom was 
found ®blue, and purple, and scarlet, 
and fine linen, and goats’ hair, and 
red skins of rams, and badgers’ skins, 
brought them, 

24 Every one that did offer an offering 
of silver and brass brought the Lord’s 
offering: and every man, with whom 
was found shittim wood for any work of 
the service, brought it, 

25 And all the women that were /wise 
hearted did spin with their hands, and 
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EIXODUS 36, 36 BezaXeel and Aholiab and every vrise hearted man 


brought that which they had spun, hoih 
of blue, and of purple, and of scarlet, 
and of fine linen. 

26 And all the women whose heart stirred 
them up in wisdom spun goats’ hair. 

27 And the rulers brought onyx stones, 
and stones to be set, for the ephod, and 
for the breastplate; 

28 *And spice, and oil for the light, 
and for the anointing oil, and for the 
sweet incense. 

29 The children of Israel brought a 
willing offering unto the Loed, every 

man and woman, whose heart made 
them willing to bring for ail manner of 
work, which the Lord had commanded 
to be made by the hand of Moses. 

30 H And Moses said unto the children 
of Israel, See, the Lord hath called by 
name Lezaleel the son of Uri, the son of 
Hui, of the tribe of Judah; 

31 And he hath filled him with the spirit 
of Gk)d, in wisdom, in understanding, 
and in knowledge, and in all manner 
of workmanship; 

32 Amd to devise curious works, to work 
in gold, and in silver, and in brass, 

33 And in the cuttmg of stones, to set 
f Am, and in carving of wood, to make 
any manner of cunmng work. 

34 And he hath put in his heart that he 
may teach, hath he, and Aholiab, the son 
of Ahisamach, of the tribe of Dan. 

35 Them hath he filled with wisdom of 
heart, to work all manner of work, of the 
engraver, and of the cunning workman, 
and of the embroiderer, in blue, and in 
purple, in scarlet, and in fine linen, and 
of the weaver, eom of them that do any 
work, and of those that devise cunning 
work. 


CHAPTER 86 

fpHEN wrought Bezaleel and Aholiab, 
X and every wise hearted man, in whom 
the Lord put wisdom and understanding 
to Imow how to work aU manner of work 
for the service of the sanctuary, according 
to all that the Lord had commanded. 

2 And Hoses called Bezaleel and Aho- 
liab, and every wise hearted man, in 
whose heart the Lord had put wisdom, 
tfom every one whose heart stirred him 
up to come unto the work to do it : 

3 And they received of Moses all /the 
offering, which the children of Israel had 
brought for the work of the service of the 
sanctuary, to make it withal. And they 
brought yet unto him free offerings every 
mommg. 

4 And all the wise men, that wrought 
all the work of the sanctuary, came every 
man from Ms work wMch they made ; 

6 H And they spake unto Mose^ saying, 
*The people bring much more than 
enou^ for the service of the work, 
wMch the Lord commanded to make. 
6 And Moses gave commandment, and 
they caused it to be proclaimed through- 
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out the camp, saying, Let neither man 
nor woman make any more work for the 
offering of the sanctuary. So the people 
were restrained from bringing. 

7 Por the stuff they had was sufficient 
for all the work to make it, and too 
much. 

8 H “And every wise hearted man among 
them that wrought the work of the taber- 
nacle made ten curtains cf fine twined 
linen, and blue, and purple, and scarlet: 
with Cherubinis of c unning work made 
he them. 

9 The length of one curtain was twenty 
and eight cubits, and the breadth of one 
curtain four cubits : the curt ains wer^e all 
of one sire. 

10 And he coupled the five curtains one 
unto another : and the othei' five curtains 
he coupled one unto another. 

11 And he made loops of blue on the 
edge of one curtain from the selvedge 
in the coupling: likewise he made m 
the uttermost side of another curtain, 
in the coupling of the second. 

12 Fifty loops made he in one curtain, 
and fifty loops made he in the edge of 
tlie curtain which was in the coupling 
of the second: the loops held one curtain 
to another. 

13 And he made fifty taches of gold, and 
coupled the curtains one unto another 
with the taches: so it became one taber- 
nacle, 

14 H And he made curtains of goats’ 
hair for the tent over the tabknacle; 
eleven curtains he made them. 

15 The length of one curtain was thirty 
cubits, and four cubits was the breadth 
of one curtain : the eleven curtains were 
of one size. 

16 And he coupled five curtains by 
themselves, and six curtains by them- 
selves. 

17 And he made fifty loops upon the 
uttermost edge of the curtain in the 
coupling, anoT fifty loops made he upon 
the edge of the curtain which coupleth 
the second. 

18 And he made fifty taches of brass to 
couple the tent together, that it might 
be one. 

19 And he made a covering for the tent 
of rains’ skins dyed red, and a covering 
q/ badgers’ skins above that. 

20 H »And he made boards for the taber- 
nacle <?/"shittimwood, standing up. 

21 The length of a board was ten cubits, 
and the breadth of a hoard one cubit 
and a half. 

22 One board had two tenons, equally 
distant one from another: thus did he 
make for aU the boards of the tabernacle. 

23 And he made boards for the taber- 
nacle ; twenty boards for the south side 
southward: 

24 And forty sockets of silver he made 
under the twenty boards; two sockets 
under one board for his two tenons, and

work for the service of the sanctuary.

two sockets under another board for his 
two tenons. 

25 And for the other side of the taber- 
nacle, which is toward the north comer, 
he made twenty boards, 

And their forty sockets of silver; two 
sockets under one board, and two sockets 
■under another board. 

27 And for the sides of the tabernacle 
westward he made six boards. 

28 And two boards made he for the 
comers of the tabernacle in the two sides. 

29 And they were 2 coupled beneath, 
and 2 coupled together at the head thereof, 
to one ring : thus he did to both of them 
in both the comers. 

30 And there were eight boards; and 
their sockets were sixteen sockets of silver, 
Sunder every board two sockets. 

31 If And he made bars ®of shittim 
wood; five for the boards of the one side 
of the tabernacle, 

32 And five bars for the boards of the 
other side of the tabernacle, and five bars 
for the boards of the tabernacle for the 
-sides westward. 

33 And he made the middle bar to shoot 
ihrouffh the boards from the one end to 
the other. 

34 And he overlaid the boards with 
gold, and made their rings of gold to he 
places for the bars, and overlaid the bars 
with gold. 

35 ir<*And he made a vail of blue, and 
purple, and scarlet, and fine twined Imen : 
AioitK (membims made he it of cunning 
work. 

36 And he made thereunto four piUars 
0 / shittim wood, and overlaid them with 
gold : their hooks were of gold ; and he 
cast for them four sockets of silver. 

37 t And he made an hanging for the 
tabernacle door of blue, andpurple, and 
scarlet, and fine twined linen, ® of needle- 
work ; 

38 imd the five pillars of it with their 
hooks : and he overlaid their / chapitera 
and their /fillets with gold: but their 
five sockets were of brass. 

CHAPTER 37 

XKD Bezaleel made ^ the ark o/^ttim 
jlX wood ; two cubits and a half was 
the length of it, and a cubit and a half 
the breadth of it, and a cubit and a half 
the height of it : 

2 And he overlaid it with pure gold 

within and without, and made a crown 
of gold to it round about. , , 

3 And he cast for it four rm^ of gold, 
to he set by the four comers of it ; even 
two rings upon the one side of it, and 
two rings upon the other side of it. 

4 And be made staves of shittim wood, 
and overlaid them widi gold. 

5 And he put the staves mto the rmgs 
by the sides of the ark, to bear the ark. 

6 IT And he made the mercy ^at of piro 
gold : two cubits and a half was the 
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length thereof, and one cubit and a half 
the breadth thereof. 

7 And he made two cherubims of gold, 
beaten out of one piece made he them, 
^on the two ends of the mercy seat^ 

8 One cherub ^on the end on this side, 
and another cherub ^on the other end on 
that side : **out of the mercy seat made 
he the cherubims on the two ends there- 
of. 

9 And the cherabims spread out their 
wings on high, and covered with their 
wings over the mercy seat, with their 
faces one to another; even to the mercy 
seatward were the faces of the cherubims, 

10 1 * And he made the table of shittim 
wood : two cubits was the length thereof, 
and a cubit the breadth thereof, and a 
cubit and a half the height thereof : 

11 And he overlaid it with pure gold, and 
made thereunto a crown of gold roimd 
about. 

12 Also he made thereunto a border of 
an handbreadth round about; and made 
a crown of gold for the border thereof 
round about. 

13 And he cast for it four rings of gold, 
and put the rings upon the four .comers 
that wei'C in the four feet thereof. 

14 Over against the border were the 
rings, the places for the staves to hear 
the table. 

15 And he made the staves of shittim 
wood, and overlaid them with gold, to 
bear the table. 

16 And he made the vessels which were 
upon the table, his dishes, and his 
spoons, and his howls, and his covers ^to 
cover withal, o/pure gold. 

17 H ®And he made the candlestick of 
pure gold : of beaten work made he the 
candlestick; his shaft, and his branch, 
his bowls, his knops, and his flowers, 
were of the same : 

18 And six branches going out of the 
sides thereof; three branches of the 
candlestick out of the one side thereof, 
and three branches of the candlestick out 
of the other side thereof : 

19 Three howls made after the fashion 
of almonds in one branch, a knop and 
a flower; and three bowls made like 
ahnonds in another branch, a knop and a 
flower ; so throughout the six branches 
going out of the candlestick. 

20 And in the candlestick were four 
bowls made like almonds, bis knops, and 
his flowers ; 

21 And a knop under two branches of 
the same, and a Imop under two branches 
of the same, and a knop under two 
branches of the same, according to the 
six branches going out of it. 

22 Their knops and their branches were 
of the same: all of it was one beaten 
work o/pure gold. 

23 And he made his seven lamp& and 
his snuflers, and his snufidishes, of pure 
gold.

24 0/ a talent of pure gold made he it, 
jmd all the vessels thereof. 

25 H ^ And he made the incense altar cf 
shittim wood: the length of it was a 
cubit, and the breadth of it a cubit; it 
was foursq^uare ; and two cubits was the 
height of It; the horns thereof were of 
the same. 

26 And he overlaid it with pure gold, 
hath the top of it, and the sides thereof 
round about, and the horns of it : also he 
made unto it a crown of gold round 
about. 

27 And he made two rings of gold for it 
under the crown thereof, by the two 
comers of it, upon the two sides thereof, 
to be places for the staves to bear it withal. 

28 And he made the staves of shittim 
wood, and overlaid them with gold. 

29 1 And he made * the holy anointing 
oil, and ®the pure incense of sweet spices, 
according to the work of the apothecary. 

CHAPTER 38 

AND «*he made the altar of burnt 
offering of shittim wood : five cubits 
was the length thereof, and five cubits 
the breadth thereof ; it was foursquare ; 
and three cubits the height thereof. 

2 And he made the horns thereof on the 
four comers of it ; the horns thereof were 
of the same : and he overlaid it with brass. 

3 And he made all the vessels of the 
sdtar, the pots, and the shovels, and the 
basons, and the fleshhooks, and the fiie- 
pans : all the vessels thereof made he of 
brass. 

4 And he made for the altar a brasen 
^te of network under the compass 
thereof beneath unto the midst of it, 

6 And he cast four rings for the four 
ends of the grate of brass, to he places for 
the staves. 

6 And he made the staves of shittim 
wood, and overlaid them with brass. 

7 And he put the staves into the rings 
on the sides of the altar, to hear it withal ; 
he made the altar hollow with boards. 

8 IT And he made Hhe laver of brass, 
and the foot of it o/ brass, of the ^look- 
in^lasses of the women ^ assembling, 
wmch 2 assembled at the door of the 
tabernacle of the congregation. 

9 If And he made *the court ; on the 
south side southward the hangings of the 
court were of fine twined linen, an 
hundred cubits: 

10 Their piUars were twenty, and their 
brasen sockets twenty ; the hooks of the 
pillars and their fillets wefi^e silver. 

11 And for the north side the hangings 
were an hundred cubits, their pillars wet'e 
twenty, and their sockets of brass twenty ; 
the hooks of the pillars and their fillets 
of silver. 

12 And for the west side were hangings 
of fifty cubits, their pillars ten, and their 
sockets ten ; the hooks of the pillars and 
their fillets of silver; 
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13 And for the east side eastward fifty 
cubits. 

14 The hanmngs of the one side of the 
gate were fifteen cubits: their pillars 
three, and their sockets three. 

15 And for the other side of the court 
gate, on tliis hand and that hand, were 
hangings of fifteen cubits ; their pillars 
three, and their sockets tliree. 

16 All the hangings of the court round 
about were of fine tivined linen. 

17 And the sockets for the pillars were 
of brass; the hooks of the piUars and 
their fillets of silver ; and the overlaying 
of their chapiters of silver ; and all the 
pillars of the court were filleted with 
silver. 

18 And the hanging for the gate of the 
court was needlework, of olue, and 
purple, and scarlet, and fine twined 
linen : and twenty cubits was the length, 
and the height in the breadth was five 
cubits, answerable to the hangings of the 
court. 

19 And their pillars were four, and their 
sockets of brass four; their hooks of 
silver, and the overlaying of their chapi- 
ters and their fillets of silver. 

20 And all the pins of the tabernacle, 
and of the court round about, wei'e of 
brass. 

21 IT This is the sum of the tabernacle, 
even of ®the tabernacle of testimony, as 
it was counted according to the com- 
mandment of Moses, for the service of 
the Levites, /by the hand of Ithamar, 
son to Aaron the priest. 

22 And ^Bezaleel the son of Uri, the 
son of Hur, of the tribe of Judah, made 
all that the LoED commanded Moses. 

23 And with him was ^ Alioliab, son of 
Ahisamach, of the tribe of Dan, an en- 
graver, and a cunning workman, and an 
embroiderer in blucj and in purple, and 
in scarlet, and fine hnen. 

24 All the gold that was occupied for 
the work in all the work of the holy 
place, even the gold of the Coffering, was 
twenty and nine talents, and seven hun- 
dred and thirty shekels, after /the shekel 
of the sanctuary. 

25 And the silver of them that were 
numbered of the congregation was an 
hundred talents, and a thousand seven 
hundred and threescore and fifteen 


a shekel, after the shekel of the sanctuary, 
for every one that went to be numbered, 
from twenty years old and upward, for 
”‘six hundred thousand and three thou- 
sand and five hundred and fifty men. 

27 And of the hundred talents of silver 
were cast “the sockets of the sanctum, 
and the sockets of the vail ; an hundred 
sockets of the hundred talents, a talent 
for a socket. 

28 And of the thousand seven hundred 
seventy and five shekels he made hooks

29 And the brass of the offering was 
seventy talents, and two thousand and 
four hundred shekels. 

30 And therewith he made the sockets 
to the door of the tabernacle of the con- 
gregation, and “the brasen altar, and the 
brasen grate for it, and all the vessels of 
the altar, 

31 And ^the sockets of the court round 
about, and the sockets of the court gate, 
and all the pins of the tabernacle, and 
all the pins of the court round about.

7 And he put them on the shoulders of 
the ephod, that they should be stones for 
a memorial to the children of Israel ; '^as 
the Lord commanded Moses. 

8 If And he made the breastplate of 
cunning work, like tlie work of the 
ephod; of gold, blue, and purple, and 
scarlet, and fine twined linen. 

9 It was foursquare; they made the 
breastplate double : a span^yos the length 
thereof, and a span the breadth thereof, 

doubled. . . - - 

10 And they set m it four rows of 

stones; the first row was a isardius, a 
■topaz, and a carbimcle; this was the 
first row. , , , 

11 And the second row. an emeiald, a 
sapphire, and a diamond. 

12 And the third row, a ligure, an agate, 
and an amethyst. 

13 And the fourth row, a beryl, p onyx, 
and a jasper: they were inclosed m 
ouches of gold in their inclosings. 

14 And the stones were according to the 
names of the children of Israel, ^elve, 
according to their names, like the m- 
'gravings of a signet every one with his 

according to the twelve tribes. 
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15 And they made upon the breastplate 
c hains at the ends, of wieathen work of 
pure gold. 

16 And they made two ouches of gold, 
and two gold rings; and put the two 
rings in the two en^ of the breastplate.

J1 And they did bind the breastplate by 
his rings unto the rings of the ephoo. 
with a lace of blue, that it might be above 
the curious girdle of the ephod, and that 
the breastplate might not be loosed from 
the ephod; ^as the Lord commanded 
Moses, 

22 H And he made the robe of the ephod 
q/* woven work, all q/ blue. , 

2J1 And there was an hole in the midst 
of the robe, as the hole of an habergeoi^ 
xoilh a band round about the hole, that it 
should not rend. , , , . 

24 And they made upon the hems of 
the robe pomegranates of blue, and 
purple, and scarlet, and twined Linen. 

25 And they made hells of pure gold, 
and put the bells between the pome- 
granates upon the hem of the robe, round 
about between the pomegranates ; 

26 A bell end a pomegranate, a bell and 
a pomegranate, round about the hem of 
the robe to minister in; ‘as the Lord 
commanded Moses. 

27 T1 1 And they made coats of fine hnen 
of woven work for Aaron, and for .his 

^^^d a mitre q/'fine linen, and goodly

29 And a girdle of fine twmed hnen, 
and blue, and purple, and scarlet, o/ 
needlework; as the Lord commanded 
JMoses .

31 And they tied unto it a lace of blue,

manded Moses,. so did they.

33 t And they brought the tabernacle

12 ® And thou shalt bring Aaron and his 
sons unto the door of the tabernacle of 
the congregation, and wash them with 
water. 

13 And thou shalt put upon Aaron the 
holy garments, ®ana anoint him, and 
sanctify him ; that he may minister unto 
me in the priest’s office. 

14 And thou shalt bring his sons, and 
clothe them with coats : 

15 And thou shalt anoint them, as thou 
didst anoint their father, that they may 
minister unto me in the priest’s office : 
for their anointing shall surely be *an 
everlasting priesthood throughout their 
generations. 

16 Thus did Moses: according to all 
that the Lord commanded him, so did 
he.

THE THIRD BOOK OF MOSES, 


LEVITICUS. 


CHAPTER 1 


AKD the Lord ® called unto Moses, and ^ 
spake imto liim ^out of the tabema- * 
cle of the congregation, saying, 

2 Speak unto the cliildren of Israel, and 
say unto &em, If any man of you bring ® 
an offering unto the Lord, ye shall bring 
your offenng of the cattle, even of the 
herd, and of the flock. 

3 If his offering be a burnt sacrifice of 
the herd, let him offer a male without * 
blemish; he shall otter it of his own ' 
voluntaw will at the door of the taber- 
nacle of the congregation before the 
Lord. 

4 ® And he shall put his hand upon the 

head of the burnt offering ; and it shall . 
be /"accepted for him ^to make atone- ■ 
ment for him. , „ , , „ 

6 And he shall kill the bullock before 
the Lord : and the priests, Aaron’s sons, 
shall bring the blood, <and sprinkle the 
blood round about upon the altar that 
by the door of the tabernacle of the

7 And the sons of Aaron the priest shall 
put fire upon the altar, and lay the wood 
m order upon the fire : 

8 And the priests, Aaron s sons, shdl

10 ^ And if his offering be of the flocks, 1 
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namely t of the sheep, or of the goats, for 
a burnt sacrifice ; he shall bring it a male 
without blemish. 

11 And he shall Mil it on the side of the 
altar northward before the Lord: and 
the priests, Aaron’s sons, shall sprinkle 
his blood round about upon the altar. 

12 And he shall cut it into his pieces, 
■with his head and his fat : and the priest 
shall lay them in order on the wood that 
is on the fire which is upon the altar : 

13 But he shall wash the inwards and 
the legs with water ; and the priest shall 
bring it all, and bum it upon the altar ; 
it is a burnt sacrifice, an offering made 
by fire, of a sweet savour unto the Lord. 

14 And if the burnt sacrifice for his 
oftering to the Lord he of fowls, then he 
shall bring his ottering of * turtledoves, 
or of young pigeons. 

15 And the priest shall bring it unto the 
altar, and ^ wring off his head, and bum it 
on the altar ; and the blood thereof shall 
be ■wrung out at the side of the altar : 

16 And he shall pluck away his crop 
with^his feathers, and cast itibeside the 
altar on the east part, by the place of the 
ashes: 

17 And he shall cleave it with the wings 
thereof, but * shall not divide it asunder: 
and the priest shall bum it upon the 
altar, upon the wood that is upon the 
fire : it is a burnt sacrifice, an offering 
made by fire, of a sweet savour unto the 
Lord. 

CHAPTER 2 

AND when any will offer ”a meat offer- 
xx. ingunto the Lord, his offering shall 
he qf fine flour; and he shall pour oil 
i upon it, and put frankincense thereon :

2 And he shall bring it to Aaron’s sons 
the priests : and he shall take thereout 
his handful of the flour thereof, and of 
the oil thereof, with all the frankincense 
thereof; and the priest shall bum *the 
memorial of it upon the altar, to be an 
ofiering made by fire, of a sweet savour 
unto the Lokd: 

3 And ** the remnant of the meat offering 
shall be ALaron’s and his sons’ ; it is a 
thing ®most holy of the offerings of the 
Lord made by lire. 

4 % And if thou bring an oblation of 
a meat ofiering baken in the oven, it 
shall be /unleavened cakes of fine flour 
mingled with oil, or unleavened wafers 
anointed with oil. 

5 IT And if thy oblation be a meat 
offering baken ^in a pan, it shall be 
of fine flour unleavened, mingled with 
oil. 

6 Thou shalt part it in pieces, and pour 
oil thereon : it is a meat ofieiing. 

7 II And if thy oblation be a meat offer- 
ing baken in the fryingpan, it shall be 
made of fine flour with oil. 

8 And thou shalt bring the meat offering 
that is made of these things unto the 
LiORD: and when it is presented unto 
the priest, he shall bring it unto the 
altar. 


9 And the priest shall take from the 
meat offering % memorial thereof, and 
shall bum it upon the altar: is an 
offering made by fire, of a sweet savour 
unto the Lord. 

10 And ^ that which is left of the meat 
offering shall be Aaron’s and his sons’ : 
it is a. thing most holy of the ofterings of 
the Lord made by fiie. 

11 No meat ofieiing, which ye shall 
bring unto the Lord, shall be made with 
*leaven : for ye shall burn no leaven, nor 
any honey, in any offering of the Lord 
made by tire. 

12 ^ ”*As for the oblation of the first- 
fruits, ye shall offer them unto the Lord : 
but they sliall not ^be burnt on the altar 
for a sweet savour. 

13 And every oblation of thy meat 
ofiering shalt thou season with salt; 
neither shalt thou sufler-'^the salt of the 
covenant of thy God to be lacking from 
thy meat offering: ^ with all thine offer- 
ings thou shalt offer salt. 

14 And if thou offer a meat offering of 
thy firstfruits unto the Lord, thou shalt

15 And ^thou shalt put oil upon it, and 
lay frankincense thereon ; it is a meat 
offering. 

16 And the priest shall bm-n *the me- 
morial of it, part of the beaten corn 
thereof, and part of the oil thereof, 
with all the frankincense thereof: it 
is an offering made ,by fire unto the 
Lorn 
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CHAPTER 3 

AND if his oblation be a “sacrifice of 
jt\. peace offering, if he offer it of the 
herd ; whether it he a male or female, he 
shall offer it without blemish before the 
Lord. 

2 And °he shall lay his hand upon the 
head of his offering, and kill it at the 
door of the tabernacle of the congre- 
gation: and Aaron’s sons the priests 
shall sprinkle tlie blood upon the altar 
round about. 

3 And he shall offer of the sacrifice of 
the peace offering an offering made by 
fire unto the Lord ; ^^.the ifat that cover- 
eth the inwards, and all the fat that is 
upon the inwards, 

4 And the two kidneys, and the fat that 
is on them, which is by the flanks, and 
the 2 caul above the liver, with the kid- 
neys, it shall he take away. 

6 Amd Aaron’s sons shall bum it on 
the altar upon the burnt sacrifice, which 
is upon the wood that is on the fire : it 
is an ofiering made by fire, of a sweet 
savour imto the Lord. 

6 1 And if his offering for a sacrifice of 
peace offering unto the Lord be of the 
flock ; male or female, he shall offfer it 
without blemish. 

7 If he offer a lamb for his offering, then 
shall he offer it before the Lord. 

8 And he shall lay his hand upon the 
head of his offering, and kill it before 
the tabernacle of the congregation : and 
Aaron's sons shall sprimrie the blood 
thereof round about upon the altar. 

9 And he shall offer of the sacrifice of 
the peace ofiering an offering made by

and shall pour "all the blood of the 
bullock at the bottom of the altar of the 
burnt offering, which is at the door of 
the tabernacle of the congregation. 

8 And he shall take off* from it all the 
fat of the bullock for the sin offering:

A ND if a soul sin, ’’and hear the voice 
of swearing, and is a witness, whether 
he hath seen or Known of it; if he do not 
utter itj then he shall ''bear his iniquity. 

2 Or “if a soul touch any unclean thing, 
whether it be a carcase of an unclean 
beast, or a carcase of unclean cattl^ or 
the carcase of unclean creeping thini 
and if it be hidden from him ; he aJ 
shall he unclean, and guilty. 

3 Or if he touch *tne uncleanness of 
man, whatsoever uncleanness it be that 
a man ^11 be defiled withal, and it be 
hid firom him; when he knoweth of it, 
then he shall he guilty. 

4 Or if a soul swear, pronouncing with 
his lips “to do evil, or to do good, what- 
soever it be that a man shall pronounce 
with an oath, and it be hid from him ; 
when he knoweth of it, then he shall be 
guilty in one of these. 

6 And it shall be, when he shall he 
guilty in one of these things, that he 
shall <2confess that he hath sinned in 
that thing: 


unto the Lord for his sin which he 

sinned, a female from the ffock, a lamb 
or a kid of the goats, for a sin offering ; 
and the priest shall make an atonement 
lor him concerning his sin. 
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7 And *if ^he be not able to bring a 
lamb, then he shall bring for his trespass, 
which he hath committed, two “tuEle- 
doves, or two young pigeons, unto the 
Lord; one for a sm offering, and the 
other for a burnt offering. 

8 And he shall bring them unto the 
priest, who shall offer that which is for 
the sin offering first, and “wring off' his 
head from his neck, but shall not divide 
it asunder: 

9 And he shall sprinkle of the blood of 
the sin offering upon the side of the altar; 
and * the rest of the blood shall he wrung 
out ^at the bottom of the altar : it w a sin 
offering. 

10 And he shall offer the second /or a 
burnt offering, according to the ^ manner : 
^and the priest shall make an atonement 
for liim for his sin which he hath sinned, 
and it shall be forgiven him. 

11 IT But if he be not able to bring two 
turtledoves, or two young pigeons, then 
he that sinned shall bring for nis offering 
Hhe tenth part of an ephah of fine flour 
for a sin offering : he shall put no oil upon 
it, neither shall ne put any frankincense 
thereon : for it is a sin offering. 

12 Then shall he bring it to the priest, 
and "the priest shall take his handful of it, 
even a memorial thereof, and bum it on 
the altar, “according to the offerings made 
by fire unto the Lord : it is a sin offering. 

13 And the priest shall make an atone- 
ment for him as touching his sin that he 
hath sinned in one of these, and it shall 
he forgiven him : and ® the remnant shall 
he the priest’s, as a meat offering. 

14 If And the Lord spake unto Moses, 
saying, 

15 a soul commit a trespass, and sin 
through ignorance, in the holy things of 
the Lord; then "he shall brmg for his 
trespass unto the Lord a ram without 
blemish out of the flocks, with thy esti- 
mation by shekels of silver, after*" the 
shekel of the sanctuary, for a trespass 
offering: 

16 And he shall make amends for the 
harm that he hath done in the holy thing, 
and ^ shall add the fifth part thereto, and 
give it unto the priest: *and the priest 
shall make an atonement for him with 
the ram of the trespass offering, and it 
shall be forgiven him. 

17 If And if a soul sin, and commit any 
of these things which are forbidden to be 
done by the commandments of the Lord ; 
^though he wist it not, “yet is he guilty, 
and shall bear his iniquity. 

18 And he shall bring a ram without 
blemish out of the flock ■with thy esti- 
mation, for a trespass offering, unto the 
priest: “and the priest ^laU make an 
atonement for liim concerning his ignor- 
ance wherein he erred and wist it not, 
and it shall be forgiven him. 

19 It is a trespass offering: he hath 
certainly trespassed against the Lord. 
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CHAPTER 6 

Ain) the Loed spake unto Moses, 
saying, . 

2 If a soul sin, and ® commit a trespass 
against the Loed, and ®lie unto his ' 
neighbour in that/ which was delivered 
him to keep, or ^in ^ fellowship, or in a 
thing taken away by violence, or hath 
deceived his neighbour; 

3 Or ‘have found that which was lost, 
and lieth concerning it. and *sweareth 
falsely ; in any of all these that a man 
doeth, sinning therein : 

4 Then it ^all b& because he hath 
sinned, and is ,^ty, that he shall 
restore that which he took violently 
away, or the thing which he hath de- 
ceitfully gotten, or that which was de- 
livered him to keep, or the lost thing 
which he found, 

6 Or all that about which he hath sworn 
falsely; he shall even “restore it in the 
principal, and shall add the fifth part 
more thereto, and give it unto him to 
whom it appertaineth, ^in the day of ^ 
his trespass offering. 

6 Andhe shall bring his trespass offering 
unto the Lord, ®a ram without blemish 
out of the flock, with thy estimation, for 
a trespass oflering, unto the priest ; 

7 ^jfod the priest shall make an atone- 
ment for him before the Lord ; and it 
shall be forgiven him for any thing of 
all that he hath done in trespassing 
therein. , 

8 1 And the Lord spake unto Moses, 
saying, 

9 Command Aaron and his sons, saying, 

is the law of the burnt offering : It 
is the burnt offering, ^because of the 
burning upon the altar all night unto 
the morning, and the fire of the altar 
shall be burning in it. 

10 And the priest shall put on his linen 
garment, and his *'linen breeches shall he 
put upon his flesh, and take up the ashes 
which the fire hath consumed with the 
burnt offering on the altar, and he shall 
put them * beside the altar. 

11 And ^he shall put off his garments, 
and put on other garments, and carry 
forth the ashes “without the camp unto 
a clean place. 

12 And the fire upon the altar shall be 
burning in it ; it shml not be put out ; and 
the priest shall burn wood on it every 
morning, and lay the burnt offering in 
order upon it; and he shall bum thereon 
‘*the fat of the peace ofl'erings. 

13 The fibre sliall ever be burning upon 
the altar; it shall never go out. 

14 H /And this is the law of the meat 
offering : the sons of Aaron shall offer it 
before the Lord, before the altar. 

15 And he shall take of it his handful, of 
the flour of the meat offering, and of the 
oil thereof, and all the frankincense which 
is upon the meat oflering, and shall bum 
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it upon the altar /or a sweet savour, even 
the “memorial of it, unto the Lord. 

16 And *the lemainder thereof shall 
Aaron and his sons eat ; with unleavened 
bread shall it be eaten ^in the holy place; 
in the court of the tabernacle of the con- 
gregation they shall eat it. 

17 ^It shall not be baken with leaven, 
have mven it unto them for their 

portion of my offerings made by fire; 
/it is most holy, as is the sin oflering, 
and as the trespass offering. 

18 AH the males among the children of 
Aaron shall eat of it. Ut shall be a statute 
for ever in your generations concerning 
the offerings of the Lord made by fire: 
”* every one that toucheth them shall be 
holy. 

19 1 And the Lord spake unto Moses, 

2?"%his is the offering of Aaron and of 
his sons, which they shall offer unto the 
Lord in the day when he is anointed; 
the tenth part of an -Pephah of fine flour 

£ i -jap : 'ij. 1 ii. 


for a meat offering perpetual, half of it in 
the morning, andhalf thereof at night. 

1 21 In a pan it shall be made with oil; 


and when it is baken, thou shalt bring it 
in: and the baken pieces of the meat 
offering shalt thou offer for a sweet 
savour unto the Lord. 

22 And the priest of his sons that is 
anointed in his stead shall offer it: it is 
a statute for ever unto .the Lord; *it 
shall be wholly burnt. 

23 For every meat offering for the priest 
shall be wholly burnt : it shall not be 

24 H And the Lord spake unto Moses, 

saying, , , , . 

25 Speak unto Aaron and to his sons, 
saying, *This is the law of the sin offer- 
ing; “In the place where the burnt 
ofeing is killed shall the sin offering be 
killed before the Lord: it is most holy. 

26 *“The priest that offereth it for sin 

shall eat it : in the holy place shall it be 
eaten, in the court of the tabernacle of 
the con^gation. . , „ . 

27 ^'’Whatsoever shall touch the flesh 
thereof shall be holy : and when there is 
sprinted of the blood thereof upon any 
garment, thou shalt wash that whereon 
it was sprinkled in the holy place. , . 

28 But the earthen vessel wherein it is 
sodden * shall be broken: and if it be 
sodden in a brasen pot, it shall be both 
scoured, and rinsed m water. 

29 “All the males among the priests 
shall eat thereof : it is most holy. 

30 “And no sin offering, whereof any of 
the blood is brought into the tabernacle 
of the congregation to reconcile withal 
in the holy place, shall be eaten: it 
shall be burnt in tne fire. 

CHAPTER 7 

TEKEWISE ^'this is the law of the 
JlJ trespass offering: it is most holy. 
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LEVITICUS 7 


Law of the trespass offering and peace offerings. 


2 ®In the place' where they IdU the I * 6- sb* 

burnt offering shall they kill the trespass 
offering : ana the blood thereof shall he 
sprinkre round about upon the altar. 

3 And he shall offer of it * all the fat 
thereof; the rump, and the fat that 
covereth the inwards, 

4 And the two kidneys, and the fat that 
is on them, wliich is by the flanks, and 
the caul that is above the liver, with the 
kidneys, it shall he take away : 

5 And the priest shall burn them upon 
the altar /or an offering made by fire unto 
the Lord : it is a trespass oflermg. 

6 ^ Every male among the priests shall 
eat thereof : it shall be eaten in the holy 
place : it is most holy. 

7 As the sin offering is, so is *the 
trespass offering: thei'e is one law for 
them : the priest that maketh atonement 
therewith shall have 

8 And the priest that off ereth any man’s 
burnt offering, even the priest shall have 
to himself the skin of the burnt offering 
which he hath offered. 

9 And ^‘aU. the meat offering that is 
baken in the oven, and all that is dressed 
in the fryhigpan, and ^in the pan, shall 
be the priesvs that otfereth it. 

10 And every meat offering, mingled 
with oil, and dry, shall all the sons of 
Aaron have, one as much as another, 

11 And Hhis is the law of the sacrifice 
of peace offerings, which he shall offer 
unto the Lord. 

12 If he offer it for a thanksgivmg, then 
he sh all offer with the sacrifice of thanks- 
giving ’"unleavened cakes mingled with 
oil, and unleavened wafers anointed with 
oil, and cakes mingled with oil, of fine 
flour, fried. 

13 Besides the cakes, he shall offer/o?’ his 
offering ® leavened br^ with the sacrifice 
of thanksgiving of his peace offerings, 

14 And of it ne shall offer one out of 
the whole oblation for an heave offering 
unto the Lord, ^and it shall be the 
priest’s that sprinkleth the blood of the 
peace offerings. 

15 And the flesh of the sacnfice of his 
peace offerings “for thank^iving shall 
be eaten the same day that it is offered ; 
he shah not leave any of it untU the 
morning. 

16 But “’if the sacrifice of his offering be 
a vow, or a voluntary offering, it shall be 
eaten the same day that he offereth his 
sacrifice: and on the morrow also the 
remainder of it shall be eaten : 

17 But the remainder of the flesh of the 
sacrifice on the third day shall be burnt 
with fire. 

18 And if cmy of the flesh of the sacrifice 
of his peace offerings be eaten at all on 
the thud day, it shall not be accepted, 
neither shall it be imputed unto him that 
offereth it: it shall he an abomination, 
and the sbul that eateth of it shall bear 
bis iniquity. 
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19 And the flesh that toucheth any 
unclean thing shall not be eaten; ft 
shall be burnt with fire : and as for the 
flesh, all that be clean shall eat thereof. 

20 But the soul that eateth of the flesh 
of the sacrifice of peace ofierings, that 
'pertain unto the Lord, ®havmg his 
uncleanness upon lirnij even that soul 
shall be cut off from his people. 

21 Moreover the soul that snaU touch 
any unclean thing, as ‘*the uncleanness 
of man, or any ^unclean beast, or any 
/abominable unclean thing, and eat of 
the flesh of the sacrifice of peace oflerings, 
which pertain unto the Lord, even that 
soul shall be cut ofl'from his people. 

22 H And the Lord spake unto Moses, 
saying, 

23 Speak unto the children of Israel, 
saying, * Ye shall eat no manner of fat, 
of ox, or of sheep, or of goat, 

24 And the fat of the HDeast that dieth 
of itself, and the fat of tliat which is tom 

I with beasts, may be used in any other 
use : but ye shall in no wise eat of it. 

25 For whosoever eateth the fat of the 
beast, of which men offer an ofiering 
made by fire unto the Lord, even the 
soul that eateth it shall be cut off from 
Iris people. 

26 "Moreover ye shall eat no manner of 
blood, wheihei' it be of fowl or of beast, 
in any of your dwellings. 

27 Whatsoever soul it he that eateth 
any manner of blood, even that soul 
shall be cut oft‘ from his people. 

28 II And the Lord spake unto Moses, 
saying, 

29 Speak unto the children of Israel, 
saying, “He that offereth the sacrifice 
of his peace offerings unto the Lord 
shall bring his oblation unto the Lord 
of the sacrifice of his peace oflerings. 

30 ^His own hands shall bring the 
oflerings of the Lord, made by fire, the 
fat with the breast, it shall he bring, 
that ''the breast may be waved for a 
wave ofiering before the Lord. 

31 "And the priest shall burn the fat 
upon the altar: ‘but the breast shall 
be Aaron’s and his sons’. 

32 And *'the right shoulder shall ye give 
unto the priest for an heave offering of 
the sacrifices of your peace offerings. 

33 He among the sons of Aaron, that 
offereth the blood of the peace ofiferings, 
and the fat, shall have the right shoulder 
for his part. 

34 For *the wave breast and the heave 
shoulder have I taken of the children of 
Israel from ofi’ the sacrifices of their peace 
offerings, and have given them unto 
Aaron the priest and unto his sons by 
a statute for ever from among the chil- 
dren of Israel 

35 U This is the portion of the anointii^ 
of Aaron, and of the anointing of his 
sons, out of the oflerings of the Lord 
made by fire, in the day when he pre- 
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Mom consecrateth Aaron and his sons. 

sen ted them to minister unto the Lord 
in the priest's office; 

3(3 ‘Vmch the Lord commanded to he 
given them of the children of Israel, ®in 
the day that he anointed them, by a sta- 
tute for ever throughout their genera- 
tions. 

37 This is the law ^ of the burnt ofTering, 

®of the meat ofiering, /and of the sin 
offering, *and of the trespass offering, 

<and of the consecrations, and /of the 
sacrifice of the peace offerings ; 

38 Which the Lord commanded hloses 
in mount Sinai, in the day that he 
commanded the children of Israel to 
offer their oblations unto the Lord, in 
the wilderness of Sinai.

front, did he put the golden plate, tlie 
holy crown; as the Lord commanded 
Moses. 

10 *'And Moses took the anointing oil, 
and anointed the tabernacle and all that 
was therein, and sanctified them. 

11 And he sprinlded thereof upon the 
altar seven times, and anointed the altar 
and all his vessels, both the laver and his 
foot, to sanctify them. 

12 And he * poured of the anointing oil 
upon Aaron’s head, and anointed him, 
to sanctify him. 

13 '*And Moses brought Aaron’s sons, 
and put coats upon them, and girded 
them with girdles, and ^put bonnets 
upon them; as the Lord commanded 
Moses. 

14 ® And he brought the bullock for the 
sin offering: and Aaron and his sons 
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LEVTriOUS 7, 8 

“laid their hands upon the head of the 
bullock for the sin offering. 

15 And he slew it ; ^ and Moses took the 
blood, and put it upon tlie horns of the 
altar round about with his finger, and 
purified the altar, and poured the blood 
at the bottom of the altar, and sanctified 
it, to make reconciliation upon it. 

16 ^And he took all the fat that was 
upon the inwards, and the caul above 
the liver, and the two kidneys, and 
their fat, and Moses burned it upon 
the altar. 

17 But the bullock, and his hide, his 
flesh, and his dung, he burnt with fire 
without the camp; as the Lord ^com- 
manded hloses. 

18 H ^And he brought the ram for the 
burnt offering : and Aaron and his sons 
laid their hands upon the head of the 
ram. 

19 And he killed it; and Moses sprinkled 
the blood upon the altar round about. 

20 And he cut the ram into pieces; and 
hloses burnt the head, and the pieces, 
and tlie fat. 

21 And he washed the inwards and the 
legs in water; and Moses burnt the whole 
ram upon the altar: it was a burnt sacri- 
fice for a sweet savour, and an ofi’ering 
made by fire unto tlie Lord; as the 
Lord commanded Moses. 

22 H And ^lie brought the other ram. 
the ram of consecration : and Aaron and 
his sons laid their hands upon the head 
of the ram. 

23 And he slew it; and Moses took of 
the blood of it, and put it upon the tip of 
Aaron’s right ear, and upon the thumb 
of his right hand, and upon tlie gi-eat toe 
of his right foot. 

24 And he brought Aaron’s sons,^ and 
Moses put of the olood upon the tip of 
their right ear, and upon the thumbs of 
their right hands, and upon the meat 
toes of their right feet; and Moses 
sprinkled the blood upon the altar round 
about. 

25 * And he took the fat, and the rump, 

and all the fat that was upon the inward^ 
and the caul above the liver, and the two 
kidneys, and their fat, and the right 
shoulder : , 

26 * And out of the basket of unleavened 
bread, that was before the Lord, he tpok 
one unleavened cake, and a cake of oiled 
bread, and one wafer, and put them on 
the fat, and upon the right shoulder : 

27 And he put all “upon Aaron’s hands, 
and upon liis sons’ hands, and waved 
them /or a wave offering before the Lord. 

28 “And ]\Ioses took them from off’ their 
hands, and burnt them on the altar upon 
the burnt offering ; they were con^cra- 
tions for a sweet savour : it is an ofiering 
made by fire unto the Lord. 

29 And Moses took the breast,, and 
waved it for a wave offering before the 
Lord : for of the ram of consecration it. 
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LBVTTIOXJS 8-10 Aaron niaketh atonement for himself and the people. 


was Moses’ “part; as the Lord com- 
manded Moses. 

30 And ^ Moses took of the anointing 
oil, and of the blood which was upon the 
altar, and sprinkled it upon Aaron, and 
upon his ^rments, and upon his sons, 
and upon his sons’ garments with him ; 
and sanctified Aaron, and his garments, 
and his sons, and his sons’ garments 
with him. 

31 IT And Moses said unto Aaron and to 
his sons, ^Boil the flesh at the door of 
the tabernacle of the congregation : and 
there eat it with the bread that is in the 
basket of consecrations, as I commanded, 
saying, Aaron and his sons shall eat it. 

32 ^And that which remaineth of the 
flesh and of the bread shall ye burn with 
Are. 

33 And ye shall not go out of the door 
of the taDemacle of the congregation in 
seven days, until the days of your conse- 
cration be at an end: for * seven days 
shall he consecrate you. 

34 As he hath done this day, so the 
Lord hath commanded to do, to make 
an atonement for you. 

35 Therefore shall ye abide at the door 
of the tabernacle of the con^gation day 
and night seven days, and "keep the 
charge of the Lord, tmt ye die not : for 
so I am commanded. 

36^ So Aaron and his sons did all things 
which the XoRD commanded by the hand 
of Moses. 


CHAPTEE 9 

AND ’“it came to pass on the eighth 
JX. day, that Moses called Aaron and 
his sons, and the elders of Israel ; 

2 And he said unto Aaron, *Take thee 
a young calf for a sin offering, "^and a 
lam for a burnt offering, without blemish, 
and offer them before the Lord. 

3 And unto the children of Israel thou 
shalt speak, saying, “Take ye a kid of 
the goats for a sin offering ; and a calf 
and a lamb, hoth of the first year, with- 
out blemish, for a burnt offering ; 

4 Also “a bullock and a ram for i>eace 
offerings, to sacrifice before the Lord; 
and *a meat offering mingled with oil : 
for “to day the Lord wiS appear unto 
you. 

6 IT And they brought that which Moses 
commanded before the tabernacle of the 
congregation; and all the congregation 
drew near and stood before the Lord. 

6 And Moses said, This is the thing 
which the Lord commanded that ye 
should do: and the glory of the Lord 
shall ^pear unto you. 

7 Ana Moses said unto Aaron, Go unto 
the altar, and offer *thy sin offering, and 
thy burnt offering, and make an atone- 
ment for thyself^ and for the people : and 
^ offer the offenng of the people, and 
make an atonement for them; as the 
IX)RD commanded. 
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8 IT Aaron therefore went unto the altar 

and slew the calf of the sin offering’ 
which was for himself. ’ 

9 ® And the sons of Aaron brought the 
blood unto him : and he dipped liis ^ger 
in the blood, and ^put it upon the horns 
of the altar, and poured out the blood at 
the bottom of the altar : 

10 ®But the fat, and the kidneys, and 
the caul above the liver of the sin offering 
he burnt upon the altar; as the Ijoed 
commanded Moses. 

11 ^ And the flesh and the hide he burnt 
with fire without the camp. 

12 And he slew the burnt ofiering ; and 
Aaron’s sons presented unto him the 
blood, ^which he sprinkled round about 
upon the altar. 

13^ And they presented the burnt offer- 
ing unto him, with the pieces thereof, 
and the head : and he burnt them upon 
the altar. 

14 *And he did wash the inwards and 
the legs, and burnt them, upon the burnt 
offering on the altar. 

15 IT "^And he brought the people’s 
offering, and took the goat, which was 
the sin offering for the people, and slew 
it, and offered it for sin, as the first. 

16 And he brought the burnt offering, 
and offered it according to the i manner. 

17 And he brought “the meat offeriug, 
and 2 took an handful thereof, and burnt 
it upon the altar, beside the burnt 
sacrifice of the morning. 

18 He slew also the bullock and the ram 
/or 2 a sacrifice of peace offerings, which 
was for the people: and Aaron’s sons 
presented unto him the blood, which he 
sprinkled upon the altar round about, 

19 And the fat of liie bullock and of the 
ram, the rump, and that which covereth 
the mwards, and the kidneys, and the 
caul above the liver : 

20 And they put tlie fat upon the breasts, 
and he burnt the fat upon the altar : 

21 And the breasts and the right shoul- 
der Aaron waved ^/or a wave offering 
before the Lord ; as Moses commanded. 

22 And Aaron “lifted up his hand to- 
ward the people, and ^blessed them, and 
came down from offering of the sin offer- 
ing, and the burnt offering, and peace 
offerings. 

23 And Moses and Aaron went into the 
tabernacle of the congregation, and came 
out, and blessed tlie people: ^aud the 
glory of the Lord appeared unto all the 
people. 

24 And “there came a fire out from 
before the Lord, and consumed upon 
the altar the burnt offering and the fat : 
which when all the peome saw, ^they 
shouted, and -^fell on their faces. 

CHAPTEE 10 

AND ^Nadab and Abihu, the sons of 
-tA Aaron, ’*took either of them his 
censer, and put fire tlierein, and put 
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ms Moses’ “part; as the Lokd com- 
manded Moses. 

30 And ^ Moses took of the anointing 
oil, and of the blood which was upon the 
altar, and sprinkled it upon Aaron, and 
upon his garments, and upon his sons, 
and upon nis sons’ gannents with him ; 
and sanctified Aaron, amd his garments, 
and his sons, and his sons’ garments 
with him. 

31 Tf And Moses said unto Aaron and to 
his sons, ^Boil the flesh at the door of 
the tabernacle of the congregation : and 
there eat it with the bread that is in the 
basket of consecrations, as I commanded, 
saying, Aaron and his sons shall eat it. 

32 ^And that which remaineth of the 
flesh and of the bread shall ye burn with 
Are. 

33 And ve shall not go out of the door 
of the taoernacle of the congregation in 
seven days, until the days of your conse- 
cration be at an end: for * seven days 
shall he consecrate you. 

34 As he hath done this day, so the 
Loed hath commanded to do, to make 
an atonement for you. 

35 Therefore shall ye abide at the door 
of the tabernacle of the conCTegation day 
and night seven days, and ^keep the 
charge of the Loed, that ye die not : for 
so I am commanded. 

36 So Aaron and his sons did all things 
which the Lord commanded by the hand 
of Moses. 


CHATTER 9 

AND ’’it came to pass on the eighth 
J\. day, that Moses called Aaron and 
liis sons, and the elders of Israel ; 

2 And he said unto Aaron, *Take thee 
a young calf for a sin offering, ^and a 
lam for a burnt offering, without blemish, 
and offer them before the Loed. 

3 And unto the children of Israel thou 
shalt speak, saying, “Take ye a kid of 
the goats for a sin offering; and a calf 
and a lamb, both of the first year, with- 
out blemish, for a burnt offering ; 

4 AJso “’a bullock and a ram for peace 
offerings, to sacrifice before the Lord ; 
and *a meat offering mingled with oil : 
for ^to day the Lord will appear unto 
you. 

6 IT And they brought that which Moses 
commanded before the tabernacle of the 
congregation ; and all the congregation 
drew near and stood before the Lord. 

6 And Moses said. This is the thing 
which the Lord commanded that ye 
should do ; and the glory of the Lord 
shall appear unto you. 

7 And Moses said unto Aaron, Go unto 
the altar, and offer ®thy sin offering, and 
thy burnt offering, and make an atone- 
ment for thyself j and for the people ; and 
^ offer the offermg of the people, and 
make an atonement for them; as the 
Lord commanded. 
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8 1 Aaron therefore went unto the altar, 
and slew the calf of the sin offering, 
which was for himself. 

9 ® Amd the sons of Aaron brought the 
blood unto him : and he dipped liis finger 
in the blood, and ‘^put it upon the horns 
of the altar, and poured out the blood at 
the bottom of the altar : 

10 ®JBut the fat, and the kidneys, and 
the caul above the liver of the sin offering, 
he burnt upon the altar ; as the Loed 


11 ^ And the flesh and the hide he burnt 
with fire without the camp. 

12 And he slew the bmnt offering ; and 
Aaron’s sons presented unto him the 
blood, %hich he sprinkled .round about 
upon the altar. 

13 And they presented the burnt offer- 
ing unto him, with the pieces thereof, 
and the head : and he burnt them upon 
the altar. 

14 ^And he did wash the inwards and 
the legs, and burnt them upon the burnt 
offering on the altar. 

15 IT ’"And he brought the people’s 
offering, and took the goat, which was 
the sin oftering for the people, and slew 
it, and offered it for sin, as the first. 

16 And he brought the burnt offeiing, 
and ofiered it according to the i manner. 

17 And he brought ®the meat offering, 
and 2 took an liandful thereof, and burnt 
it upon the altar, beside the burnt 
sacrifice of the morning. 

18 He slew also the bullock and the ram 
for^a sacrifice of peace offerings, which 
was for the people: and Aaron’s sons 
presented unto him the blood, which he 
sprinkled upon the altar round about, 

19 And the fat of the buUock and of tlie 
ram, the rump, and that which covereth 
the i/nwards, and the kidneys, and the 
caul above the liver : 

20 And they put tlie fat upon the breasts, 
and he burnt the fat upon the altai* : 

21 And the breasts and the right shoul- 
der Aaron waved ^for a wave offering 
before the Lord ; as Moses commanded. 

22 And Aaron ^lifted up his hand to- 
ward tlie people, and 2' blessed them, and 
came down from offering of the sin offer- 
ing, and the burnt offermg, and peace 
ofterings. 

23 And Moses and Aaron went into the 
tabernacle of the congregation, and came 
out, and blessed the people : ^and the 
glory of the Loed appeared unto aU the 
people. 

24 And ® there came a fire out from 
before the Lord, and consumed upon 
the altar the burnt offering and the fat : 
which when all the peo^e saw, ^they 
shouted, and /fell on their faces. 

CHAPTER 10 

AND ^Nadab and Abihu, the sons of 
Aaron, ^took either of them his 
censer, and put fire tlierein, and put 
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Nadah and AhiKu humL Meats clean and unclean, LEVITIOUS 10, It 

incense thereon* and offered “strange fire 
before the Lord, ■which he commanded 
them not. 

2 And there “went out fire from the 
Lord, and devoured them, and they died 
before the Lord. 

3 Then Moses said unto Aaron, This is 
it that the Lord spake, saying, I will be 
sanctified in them “that come nigh me, 
and before all the people I •will be 
/glorified. ^ And Aaron held his peace. 

4 And Moses called Mishael and Elza- 
phan, the sons of ^XJzziel the uncle of 
Aaron, and said unto them. Come near, 
carry your brethren from before the 
sanctuary out of the camp. 

5 So they went near, and carried them 
in their coats out of the camp ; as Moses 
had said. 

6 And Moses said unto Aaron, and unto 
Eleazar and unto Ithamar, his sons, 

^Uncover not your heads, neither rend 
your clothes ; lest ye die, and lest wrath 
come upon all the people : but let your 
brethren, the whole house of Israel, 
bewail the burning which the Lord hath 
kindled. 

7 “And ye shall not go out from the 
door of the tabernacle of the congre- 
gation, lest ye die ; “for the anointing oil 
of the Lord is upon you. And they <fid 
according to the word of Moses. 

8 t And the Lord spake unto Aaron, 
saying, 

9 *Do not drink wine nor strong drink, 
thou, nor thy sons with thee, when ye go 
into the tabernacle of the congregation, 
lest ye die : it shall be a statute for ever 
throughout your generations ; 

10 And that ye may ’‘put difference 
between holy and unholy, and between 
unclean and clean ; 

11 ^ And that ye may teach the children 
of Israel all the statutes wliich the Lord 
hath spoken unto them by tlie liand of 
Moses. 

12 U And Moses spake unto Aaron, and 
unto Eleazar and unto Ithamar, his sons 
that were left. Take “the meat offering 
that remainetn of the ofierings of the 
Lord made by fire, and eat it without 
leaven “'beside the altar: for it is most 
holy : 

13 And ye shall eat it in the holy place, 
because it is thy due, and tliy sons due, 
of the sacrifices of the Lord made by 
tire : for *so I am commanded. 

14 And ^'the wave breast and heave 

shoulder shdl ye eat in a clean place; 
thou, and thy sons, and thy daught^ 
with thee : for they he thy due, and thy 
sons’ due, which are given out of the 
sacrifices of peace offerings of the children 
of Israel. , , , 

15 The heave shoulder and the^ "wave 
breast shall they bring with the ofi*erings 
made by fire of the fat, to wave it for a 
wave offering before the Lord; and it 
shall be tbinft, and thy sons’ "with thee, 
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by a statute for ever ; as the Lord hath 
commanded. 

16 t And Moses diligently sought ®the 
goat of the sin ofiering, and, behold, it 
was burnt : and he was angry with Elea- 
zar and Ithamar, the sons of Aaron 
which were left ali've^ saying, 

17 Wherefore have ye not eaten the sin 
offering in the holy place, seeing it is most 
holy, and God hath given it you to bear 
the iniquity of the congregation to make 
atonement for them before the Lord? 

18 Behold, *the blood of it was not 
brought in witliin the holy place: ye 
should indeed have eaten it in the holy 
placBy / as I commanded. 

19 And Aaron said unto Moses, Behold, 
^‘this day have they offered their sin 
offering and their burnt offering before 
the Lord ; and such things have befallen 
me : and if I had eaten the sin offering 
to day, should it have been accepted in 
the sight of the Lord? 

20 And when Moses heard that, he was 
content. 

CHAPTEB 11 

AND the Lord spake unto Moses and 
to Aaron, saying unto them, 

2 Speak unto the children of Israel, 

saying, ^ These are the beasts which ye 
shall eat among all the beasts that a/i'c 
on the earth. , . 

3 Whatsoever parteth the hoof, and is 
clovenfooted, and cheweth the cud, 
among the beasts, that shall ye eat. 

4 Nevertheless these shall ye not eat of 
them that chew the cud, or of them that 
divide the hoof : as the camel, because 
he chewed the cud, but divideth not the 
hoof ; he is unclean unto you. 

6 And “the coney, because he cheweth 
the cud, but divideth not the hoof ; he is 
unclean unto you. 

6 And the hare, because he cheweth the 
cud, but dmdeth not the hoof ; he is 
unclean unto you. 

7 And the swine, though he divide the 
hoof, and be clovenfooted, yet he cheweth 
not the cud ; “ he is unclean to you. 

8 Of their flesh shall ye not eat, and 
their carcase shall ye not touch; they 
are undean to you. , , 

9 *!j These shall ye eat of all that are m 
the waters: whatsoeyer hath fins and 
scales in the waters, in the seas, and in 
the rivers, them shall ye eat. 

10 And all that have not fins and scales 
in the seas, and in the rivers, of aU that 
move in the waters, and of any living 
thing which is in the waters, they shall 
be an “abomination imto you : 

11 They shall be even an abonunation 

unto you ; ye shall not eat of their flesl^ 
but ye shall have their carcases in abomi- 
nation. , . 

12 Whatsoever hath no fins nor scales in 
the waters, that shall he an abonoinatiou 
unto you. 
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Unclean fowls and creeping things forbidden. 


13 It And these are they which ye shall 
have in ahomination among the fowls ; 
^hey shall not be eaten, they are an 
abomination : the eagle, and the ossifrage, 
and the ospray, 

14 And the vulture, and the kite after 
his kind ; 

15 Everj^ raven after his kind ; 

16 And the owl, and the night hawk, 
and the cuckow, and the hawk after his 
kind, 

17 And the little owl, and the cormorant, 
and the great owl, 

18 And the swan, and the pelican, and 
the gier eagle, 

19 And the stork, the heron after her 
kind, and the lapwing, and the bat. 

20 All fowls that creep, going upon all 
four, shall he an abomination unto you. 

21 Yet these may ye eat of every flying 
creeping thing that goeth upon all four, 
which have le^ above their feet, to leap 
withal upon the earth * 

22 Even these of them ye may eat: 
^the locust after his kind, and the hald 
locust after his kind, and the beetle after 
his kind, and the grasshopper after his 
kind. 

23 But all othei' flying creeping things, 
which have four feet, shall he an abomi- 
nation unto you. 

24 And for these ye shall be unclean : 
whosoever toucheth the carcase of them 
shall be unclean until the even. 

25 And whosoever beareth ought' ot the 
carcase of them ® shall wash his clothes, 
and be unclean until the even, 

26 The carcases of every beast which 
divideth the hoof, and is not cloven- 
footed, nor cheweth the cud, are unclean 
unto you : every one that toucheth them 
shall be unclean. 

27 And whatsoever goeth upon his 
paws, among all manner of beasts that 
go on all four, those are unclean unto 
you : whoso toucheth their carcase shall 
be unclean until the even. 

28 And he that beareth the carcase of 
them shall wash his clothes, and be 
unclean until the even ; they are unclean 
unto you. 

29 t These also shall he unclean unto 
you among the creeping things that creep 
upon the earth; the weasw, and Hhe 
mouse, and the tortoise after his kind, 

30 And the ferret, and the chameleon, 
and the lizard, and the snail, and the mole. 

31 These are unclean to you among all 
that creep : whosoever doth touch them, 
when they be dead, shall be unclean until 
the even. 

32 And upon whatsoever any of them, 
when they are dead, doth fall, it shall be 
unclean; whether it he any vessel of 
wood, or raiment, or skin^ or sack, what- 
soever vessel it wherem any work is 
done, *it must be put into water, and it 
shall be unclean until the even ; so it 
-^hall be cleansed. 
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33 And every earthen vessel, whereinto 
any of them falleth, whatsoever is in it 
shall be unclean ; and “ye shall break it 
.34 Of all meat which may be eaten, thoi 
on which such water cometh sh^ be 
unclean: and all drink that may be 
drunk in every such vessel shall be un- 
clean. 

35 And every thing whereupon any 
part of their carcase falleth shall be un- 
clean ; whether it be oven, or ranges for 
pots, they shall be broken down: fw 
they are unclean, and shall be unclean 
unto you. 

36 Nevertheless a fountain or pit, 
'^whei'ein there is plenty of water, shall 
be clean : but that which touchetli their 
carcase shall be unclean. 

37 And if ayiy part of their carcase fall 
upon any sowing seed which is to be 
so'wn, it shall he clean. 

38 But if any water be put upon the 
seed, and any part of then* carcase fall 
thereon, it shall be unclean unto you. 

39 And if any beast, of which ye may 
eat, die; he that toucheth the carcase 
thereof shall be unclean until the even. 

40 And “he that eateth of the carcase of 
it shall wash his clothes, and be unclean 
until the even : he also that beareth the 
carcase of it shall wash liis clothes, and 
be unclean until the even. 

41 And every creeping thing that 
creepetli upon the earth shall be an 
abomination; it shall not be eaten. 

42 Wliatsoever goeth upon /the belly, 
and whatsoever goeth upon all four, or 
whatsoever 2 hath more feet among ^1 
creeping thin^ that creep upon the earth, 
them ye shall not eat ; for they are an 
abomination. 

43 Ye shall not make your ^selves 
abominable with any creeping thing that 
creepeth, neither shall ye make your- 
selves unclean with them, that ye sliould 
be defiled thereby. 

44 For I am the Loed your God : ye 
shall therefore sanctify yourselves, and 
^ye shall be holy; toil am holy: neither 
shall ye defile yourselves with any 
manner of creeping thing that creepeth 
upon the earth. 

45 ^For 1 am the Lord that bringeth 
you im out of the land of Egypt, to be 
yoiu: God ; ye shall therefore he holy, for 
1 am holy. 

46 This is the law of the beasts, and of 
the fowl, and of every living creature 
that movetli in the waters, and of every 
creature that creepeth upon the earth ; 

47 /To make a difference l^tween the 
unclean and the clean, and between the 
beast that may be eaten and the beast 
that may not be eaten. 

CHAPTEE 12 

AND the Lord spake unto Moses, 
Ax saying, 

2 Speak unto the children of Israeli 
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The •purification of women. Row to disc&m leprosp. LBVTTIOUS 12, 13 


sayingi K a woman have conceived seed, 
and bom a man child : then she shall be 
unclean seven days; ^according to the 
days of the separation for her infinnity 
shall she be unclean. 

3 And in the ® eighth day the flesh of 
his foreskin shall be circumcised. 

4 And she shall then continue in the 
blood of her purifjdng three and thirty 
days ; she man touch no hallowed tiling, 
nor come into the sanctuary, untU the 
days of her purifying be fulfilled. 

5 But if she bear a maid child, then she 
shall be unclean two weeks, as in her 
separation: and she shall continue in 
the blood of her purifying threescore and 
sbc days. 

6 And ‘^when the days of her purifying 
are fulfilled, for a son, or for a daughter, 
^e shall bring a lamb 2 of the first year 
for a burnt ofiering, and a young pigeon, 
or a turtledove, for a sin ofiering, unto 
the door of the tabernacle of the congre- 
gation, unto tlie priest ; 

7 Who shall ofier it before the Loed, 
and make an atonement for her; and 
she shall be cleansed from the issue of 
her blood. This is the law for her that 
hath born a male or a female, 

8 And if ^slie be not able to bring a 
lamb, then she shall bring two turtles, 
or two young pigeons ; the one for the 
burnt ofiering, and the other for a sin 
offering; ^and the priest shall make an 
atonement for her, and she shall be 
clean. 


CHAPTER 13 

AND the Lord spake unto Moses and 
/X Aaron, saying, 

2 When a man shall have in the skin of 
Ms flesh a -^rising, a scab, or bright spot, 
and it be in the skin of his flesh like the 

^ e of leprosy; ^then he shall be 
jht unto Aaron the priest, or unto 
one of his sons the priests :

13 ^Andjhe shall put the incense upon 
the fire b^ore the Lord, that the cloud 
of the incense may cover the “mercy 
seat that is upon the testimony, that he 
die not : 

14 And “’he shall take of the blood of 
the bullock, and sprinkle it with his 
finger upon the mercy seat eastward; 

of the blood with ms finger seven times. 
16 1 3'Then sh^ he kill the goat of the 
sin offering, that is for the people, and 
bring his blood * within the vaik and do 
with blood as he did with the blood 
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of the bullock, and sprinkle it upon the 
mercy seat, and before the mercy seat : 

16 And he shall * make an atonement 
for the holy place, because of the un- 
cleanness of the children of Israel, and 
because of their trans^ssions in all 
their sins: and so shall he do for the 
tabernacle of the congregation, that i re- 
maineth among them m the midst of 
their uncleanness. 

17 ® And there shall be no man in the 
tabernacle of the congregation when he 

g oeth in to make an atonement in the 
oly place, until he come out, and have 
made an atonement for himsdf, and for 
his household, and for all the congregar- 
tion of IsraeL 

18 And he shall go out unto the altar 
that is before the Lord, and ^make an 
atonement for it; and shall take of the 
blood of the buUock, and of the blood 
of the goat, and put it upon the horns 
of the altar round about. 

19 And he shall sprinkle of the blood 
upon it with his finger seven times, and 
cleanse it, and hallow it from the un- 
cleanness of the cliildren of Israel. 

20 If And when he hath made an end 
of ^reconciling the holy place, and the 
tabernacle of the congregation, and tlie 
altar, he shall bring the live goat : 

21 And Aaron shall lay both his hands 
upon the head of the live goat, and 
confess over him all the iniquities of 
the children of Israel, and all their 
transgressions in aU their sins, ’"putting 
them upon the head of the goat, and 
shall send him away by the hand of 
fit man into the wildemess : 

22 And the goat shall "bear upon him 
all their iniquities unto a land ^not in- 
habited : and he shall let go the goat in 
the wilderness. 

23 And Aaron shall come into the 
tabernacle of the congregation, and shall 
put off the linen gaiments, which he put 
on when he went into the holy place, 
and shall leave them there : 

24 And he shall wash his flesh with 
water in the holy place, and put on his 
garments, and come forth, *and offer his 
burnt offering, and the burnt offering of 
the people, and make an atonement for 
himself, and for the people. 

25 And ''the fat of the sin offering shall 
he burn upon the altar. 

26 And he that let go the goat for the 
scapegoat shall wash his clothes, ’’and 
bathe his flesh in water, and afterward 
come into the camp. 

27 * And the bullock/or the sin offering, 
and the goat for the sin offering, whose 
blood was brought in to make atonement 
in the holy place, shall one carry forth 
without the camp ; and they shall bum 
in the fire their skins, and their flesh, 
and their dung. 

28 And he that bumeth them shall wash 
his clothes, and bathe his flesh in water, 
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and afterward he shall come into the 

^ 29 ^ 1 ’ And this shall be a statute for ever 
unto you: that ^in the seventh month, 
on the tenth day of the month, ye shall 
afflict your souls, and do no work at all, 
whether it le one of your own country, or 
a stranger that sojoumeth among you :

31 ^It shall be a sabbath of rest unto 
you, and ye shall afflict your souls, by 
a statute tor ever. 

32 And the priest, ^whom he shall 
anoint, and whom he shall i consecrate 
Ho minister in the priest’s office in his 
father’s stead, shall make the atonement, 
and ’"shall put on the linen clothes, even 
tlie holy garments: 

33 And he shall make an atonement for 
"the holy sanctuary, and he shall make 
an atonement for the tabernacle of the 
congregation, and for ‘’the altar, and he 
shall make an atonement for ^ the priests, 
andfor ^ all thepeople of the congregation. 

^ And this shall be an everlasting sta- 
tute unto you, to make an atonement for 
the children of Israel for all their sins 
*once a year. And he did as the Lord 
commanded Moses. 

CHAPTEE 17 

A nd the Lord spake unto Moses,

and unto all the children of Israel, and

6 And the priest ® shall sprinkle the 
blood upon the altar of the Lora at the 
door of the tabernacle of the congregation, 
and bum the fat for a sweet savour unto 
the Lora. „ ^ at. . 

7 And they shall no more ofler their 
sacrifices ^ unto devils, after wlmm they 
‘have gone a whoring. This shall be a 
statute for ever unto them tluoughout 
their generations. , ^ 

8 H And thou shalt say unto them. 
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Whatsoever man there be of the house 
of Israel, or of the strangers which so- 
journ among you, “that otfereth a burnt 
offering or sacrifice, 

9 And ® bringeth it not unto the door 
of the tabernacle of the congregation, to 
offer it unto the Lord; even that man 
shall be cut off from among his people. 

10 IF And whatsoever man there be of 
the house of Israel, or of the strangers 
that sojourn among you, ®that eateth 
any manner of blood; I will even /set 
my face against that soul that eateth 
blood, and will cut him off from among 
his people. 

11 *Eor the life of the flesh is in the 
blood : and I have given it to you upon 
the altar * to make an atonement for your 
souls : for *it is the blood that maketh 
an atonement for the soul, 

12 Therefore I said unto the children of 

Israel, No soul of you shall eat blood, 
neither shall any stranger that sojoumeth 
among you eat blood. , , , 

13 And whatsoever man there be of the 
children of Israel, or of the strangers that 
sojourn among you, ^ which hunteth and 
catcheth any beast or fowl that may be 
eaten ; he shall even ’“pour out the blood 
thereof, and ' cover it with dust. 

14 “For it is the life of all flesh: the 
blood of it is for the life thereof: there- 
fore I said unto the children of Israel, 
Ye shall eat the blood of no manner of 
flesh : for the life of all flesh is the blood 
thereof: whosoever eateth it shall be 
cut off. 

15 "And every soul that eateth ^that 
which died of itself, or “’that which was 
torn with beasts, whethei' it 6^ one of 
your own country, or a stranger, he shall 
both wash his clothes, ^and bathe himself 
in water, and he unclean until the even;

2 Again, thou shalt say to the children 
of Israel, "^Whosoever he he of the chil- 
dren of Israel, or of the strangers that 
sojornu in Israel, that giveth any of his 
seed unto Molech ; he mall surely be put 
to death: the people of the land shall 
stone him with stones. 

3 And ® I will set my face against that 
man, and will cut hirn ofl* from among 
his people ; because he hath given of his 
seed unto Molech, to ^defile my sanctu- 
ary, and ®to profane my holy name. 

4 And if the people of the land do any 
ways hide tiieir eyes from the man, when 
he giveth of his seed unto Molech, and 
^kin him not : 

6 Then I will set my face against that 
man, and against his family, and will cut 
him ofi‘, and aU that *go a whoring after 
him, to commit whoredom with Molech, 
from among their people. 

6 And “the soul that tumeth after 
such as have familiar spirits, and after 
wizards, to go a whoring after them, ^ I will 
even set my face against that soul, and 
will cut him off from among his people. 

7 H * Sanctify yourselves therefore, and 
be ye holy : for I am the Lord your God. 

8 And ye shall ke^ my statutes, and do 
them: I am the Lord which sanctify

father or his mother shall be surely put 
to death : he hath cursed his father or 
his mother; ®his blood shall be upon 
bim^ . 

10 H And /the man that committem

11 ^ And the m an that lieth with to 
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ather’s wife hath uncovered his father’s i 
lakedness : both of them shall surely be i 
put to death ; their blood shall he upon 
them. 

12 * And if a man lie with his daughter 
in law, both of them shall surely be put 
to death : they have wrought ® confusion ; 
their blood shall he upon them. 

13 ^ If a man also lie with mankind, as 
he lieth with a woman, both of them 
have committed an abomination: they 
shall surely be put to death ; their blood 
shall he upon them. 

14 * And if a man take a wife and her 
mother, it is wickedness : they shall be 
burnt with fire, both he and they; that 
there be no wickedness among you. 

15 ^ And if a man lie with a beast, he 
shall surely he put to death : and ye shall 
slay the b^t. 

16 And if a woman approach unto any 
beast, and lie down thereto, thou shaft 
kill the woman, and the beast: they 
shall surely be put to death ; their blood 
shall he upon them. 

17 * And if a man shall take his sister, 
liis father’s daughter, or his mother’s 
daughtCT, and seedier nakedness, and she 
see his nakedness ; it is "‘a wicked thing ; 
and they shall be cut oft* in the sight 
of their people : he hath uncovered his 
sister’s nakedness; he shall bear his 
iniquity. 

18 ^ And if a man shall lie with a woman 
having her sickness, and shall uncover 
her nakedness; he liath ^ discovered her 
fountain, and she hath uncovered the 
fountain of her blood : and both of them 
shall be cut off from among then people. 

19 ^Amd thou shalt not uncover the 
nakedness of thy mother’s sister, nor of 
thy father’s sister: for he ^uncovereth 
his near kin : they shall bear their ini- 
quity. 

20 ^And if a man shall lie with his 
uncle’s wife, he hath imcovered his uncle’s 
nakedness: they shall bear their sin* 
they sliall die diildless. 

21 "And if a man shall take his brothers 
wife, it ts *an unclean thing: he hath 
uncovered his brother’s nakedness ; they 
sliall he childless. 

22 T1 Ye shall therefore keep all my 
statutes, and all mv judgments, and do 
them : that the land, whither I bring you 
to dwell therein, ^'spue you not out. 

23 And ye shaU not walk in ^the 
manners of the nation, which I cast 
out before you : for they committed all 
these things, and ® therefore I abhorred 
them. 

24 But I <*have said unto you, Ye diall 
inherit their lan^ and I will mve it unto 
you to possess it, a land /that floweth 
with muk and honey : I am the Loed 
your God, * which have separated you 
from other people. 

25 Ye shall therefore <put difference 
between clean beasts and unclean, and 
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between unclean fowls and clean : ®and 
ye shall not make your souls abominable 
by beast, or by fowl, or by any manner 
01 living thing that ^creepeth on the 
ground, which 1 have separated from you 
as unclean. 

26 And ye shall be holy unto me : ‘*for 
1 the Lord am holy, and have severed 
you from other people, that ye should be 
mine. 

27 If /A man also or woman that hath 
a familiar spirit, or that is a wizard, sM 
surely be put to death : ^they shall stone 
them with stones : Hheir blood shall he 
upon them. 

CHAPTEE 21 

AND the Lord said unto Moses, Speak 
XX unto tlie priests the sons of Aaron, 
and say unto them, * There sliall none be 
defiled for the dead among his people : 

2 But for his kin, that is neai* unto him, 
that is, for his mother, and for his father, 
and for his son, and for his daughter, and 
for his brother, 

3 And for his sister a virgin, that is nigh 
unto him, wliicli hath had no husband; 
for her may he be defiled. 

4 But 2he shall not defile himself, being 
a chief man among his people, to profane 
lumself. 

5 “They sliall not^make baldness upon 
their head, neither shall they shave off 
the corner of their beard, nor make any 
cuttings in their flesh. 

6 They shall be holy unto their God, 
and ^ not profane the name of their God; 
for the offerings of the Lord made by 
fire, and the bread of their God, they do 
offer : therefore they sliall be holy. 

7 ’'They shall not take a wife that is a 
whore, or profane ; neitlier shall they 
awoman*put away from her husband: 
for he is holy unto his God. 

8 Thou shalt sanctify him therefore; 
for he offereth the bread of thy God : he 
shall be holy unto thee : for “ I the Lord, 
which sanctify you, am holy. 

9 H And the daughter of any priest, if 
she profane hefSelfhy playing the whore, 
she profaneth her father: “she shall be 
burnt with fire. 

10 *And he that is the high priest 
among his brethren, upon whose head 
the anointing oil was poured, and that 
is consecrated to put on the garments, 
“ shall not uncover his head, nor rend his 
clothes ; 

11 Neither shall he **20 in to any dead 
body, nor defile himself for his father, or 
for his mother ; 

12 ^Neither shall he go out of the 
sanctuary, nor profane the sanctuary of 
his God; for ^ the crown of the anointing 
oil of his God is upon him : I am the 
Lord. 

13 And he shall take a wife in her 
virginity. 

14 A widow, or a divorced woman, or 
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profane, or an harlot, these shall he not 
Qie : but he shall take a virgin of his 
own people to wife. 

15 Neither shall he profane his seed 
among his people : for I the Lord do 

sanctuyhini. 

16.1i And the Lord spake unto Moses, 
saymg, 

17 Speak unto Aaron, saying, Whoso- 
ever he he oi thy seed in their generations 
that hath ar^ blemish, let him not 
approach to ofier the ^ bread of his God. 

18 For whatsoever man he he that hath 
a blemish, he shall not approach: a 
dbhnd man, or a lame, or he that hath a 
flat nose, or any thing ^superfluous, 

19 Or a man that is brokenfooted, or 
brokenhanded, 

20 Or ci*ookbackt, or 3 a dwarf, or that 
hath a blemish in his eye, or be scurvy, 
or scabbed, or ^hath his stones broken : 

21 No man that hath a blemish of the 
seed of Aaron the priest shall come nigh 
to ofler the otterings of the Lord made 
by fire: he hath a blemish; he shall 
not come nigh to ofier the bread of his 
God. 

22 He shall eat the bread of his God, 
hoik of the *most holy, and of the ^holy. 

23 Only he shall not go in unto the vail, 
nor come nigh unto the altar, because he 
hath a blenush ; that ”he profane not my 
sanctuaries : for "I the Lord do sanctify 
them, 

24 And Moses told it unto Aaron, and 
to his sons, and unto all the children of 
Isi^L 

CHAPTER 22 

AND the Lord spake imto Moses, 
jt\. saying, 

2 Spe^ unto Aaron and to his sons, 
that they ’’separate themselves from the 
holy things oi the children of Israel, and 
that they profane not my holy name in 
those things which they *hallow unto 
me ; I am the Lord. 

3 Say unto them. Whosoever he he of 
all your seed among your generations, 
that goeth unto the holy thmgs, which 
the (hildren of Israel hallow unto the 
Lord, "having his uncleanness upon 
him, that soul shall be cut off from my 
presence : I am the Lord. 

4 What man soever of the seed of Aaron 
is a leper, or hath a ^running issue ; he 
shall not eat of the holy things, ^until 
he be clean. And * whoso toucheth any 
thing that is undean hy the dead, or ®a 
man whose seed goeth from him ; 

6 Or whosoever toucheth any creenmg 
thing, whereby he may be made unclean, 
or /a man of whom he may take unclean- 
ness, whatsoever uncleanness he hath ; 

6 ^e soul which hath touched any 
such be unclean until even, and 
shall not eat of the, holy things, unless 
he *wash his flesh with water. 

7 Ami when the sun is down, he shall 
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be clean, and shall afterward eat of the 
holy things ; because ® it is his food. 

8 That which dieth of itself, or is tom 
with heads, he shall not eat to deiLLe 
himself therewith : I am the Lord. 

9 They shall therefore keep mine ordi- 
nance, ^lest they hear sin for it, and die 
therefor^ if they profane it : I the Lord 
do sanctify them. 

10 ®There shall no stranger eat of the 

holy thing : a sojourner of the priest, ot 
an hired servant, shall not eat of the 
holy thing. , „ . . 

11 But if the priest buy any soul ^witn 
his money, he shall eat of it, and he 
that is born in his house : / they shall eat 
of his meat. 

12 If the priest’s daughter also be mar- 
ried unto stranger, she may not eat 
of an offering of the holy things. 

13 But if the priest’s daughter be a 
widow, or divorced, and have no child, 
and is "returned unto her fathers house, 
^as in her youth, she shall eat of her 
father’s meat : hut there shall no stranger 
eat thereof. 

14 1 And if a man eat of the holy thing 
unwittingly, then he shall put the fifth 
part thereof unto it, and shall give it 
unto the priest with the holy thing. 

15 And ”*they shall not profane the holv 
things of the children of Israel, which 
they ofi'er unto the Lord ; 

16 Or 5 suffbr them ^ to bear the inio uity 
of trespass, when they eat their holy 
things ; for I the Lord do sanctify them. 

17 1 And the Lord spake unto Moses, 
saying, 

18 Speak unto Aaron, and to ms sons, 
and unto all the children of Israel, and 
say unto them, ® Whatsoever he be oi the 
house of Israel, or of the strangers in 
Israel, that will offer his oblation for all 
his vows, and for all his freewill offer- 
ings, which they will offer unto the Lord 
for a burnt offering ; 

19 ® Ye shall offer at your own will a 
male without blemish, of the beeves, of 
the sheep, or of the goats. 

^ ^But whatsoever hath a blemish, 
that shall ye not offer; for it shall not 
be acceptable for you. 

21 And "whosoever ofiereth a sacrifice 
of peace offerings imto the Lord * to 
accomplish his vow, or a freewill offer- 
ing in beeves or ? sheep, it shall be 
perfect to be accepted; there shall be 
no blemish therein. 

22 * Blind, or broken, or maimed, or 

having a wen, or ® scurvy, or Slabbed, ye 
shall not oft’er these unto the Lord, nor 
make ® an offering by fire of them upon 
the altar unto the Lord. 

^ Either a bullock or a ^lamb that ham 
any tMng^ superfluous or lacking in his 
parts, that mayest thou offer /o?* a free- 
will offering; but for a vow it shall not 

24 Ye shall not offer unto the Lord that 
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which is bruised, or crushed, or broken, 
or cut ; neither shall ye make any offer- 
mg thereof in your land. 

25 Neither from a stranger’s hand shall 
ye offer ^the bread of your God of any 
of these; because their ® corruption is in 
them, and blemishes he in them: they 
shall not be accepted for you. 

26 H And the Loud spake unto Moses, 
saying, 

27 When a bullock, or a sheep, or a 
goat, is brought forth, then it shall be 
seven days under the dam; and from 
the eighth day and thenceforth it shall 
be accepted for an ofiering made by fire 
unto the Lord. 

28 And whether it he cow or 2 ewe, ye 
shall not kill it /and her young both in 
one day. 

29 And when ye will ^ offer a sacrifice 
of thanksgiving unto the Lord, ofier ii 
at your own will. 

30 On the same day it shall be eaten 
up; ye shall leave »none of it until the 
morrow: I rnn the Lord. 

31 * Therefore shall ye keep my com- 
mandments, and do them: I am the 
Lord. 

32 2 Neither shall ye profane my holy 
name ; but will be hallowed among 
the children of Israel : I am the Lord 
which ^hallow you, 

33 2 That brought you out of the land of 
Egypt, to be your God : I am tlie Lord. 


CHAPTEE 23 

AND the Lord spake unto Moses, 
saying, 

2 Speak unto the children of Israel, and 
say unto them. Concerning ^the feasts 
of the Lord, wliich ye shall * proclaim 
to he “holy convocations, even these are 
my feasts. 

3 *'Six days shall work be done: but 
the seventh day is tire sabbath of rest, 
an "holy convocation ; ye shall do no 
work therein: it is the sabbath of the 
Lord in all your dwellings. 

4 H These are the feasts of the Lord, 
even "holy convocations, which ye shall 
proclaim in their seasons. 

6 *In the fourteenth day of the first 
month at even is the Lord^s passover. 

6 And on the fifteenth day of the same 
month is the feast of unleavened bread 
unto the Lord : seven days ye must eat 
unleavened bread. 

7 *In the first day ye shall have an holy 
convocation : ye shall do no servile work 
therein. 

8 But ye shall offer an offering made by 
fire unto the Lord seven days : in the 
seventh day is an holy convocation : ye 
shall do no servile work therein. 

9 T And the Lord spake unto Moses, 
saying, 

10 Speak unto the children of Israel, 
and say unto them, <*When ye be come 
into the land which I give unto you, and 
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shall reap the harvest thereof, then ye 
shall bring a ^slieaf of the firstfruits of 
your harvest unto the priest : 

11 And he shall “wave the sheaf before 
the Lord, to be accepted for you : on the 
morrow after the sabbath the priest shall 
wave it. 

12 And ye shall offer that day when 
ye wave the sheaf an he lamb without 
blemish of the first year for a burnt ofie^ 
ing unto the Lord. 

13 ®And the meat offering thereof 
shall he two tentli deals of fine flour 
mingled with oil, an ofiering made by 
fire unto tlie Lord / or a sweet savour; 
and the drink ofiering thereof shall he of 
wine, the fourth pa7't of an hin. 

14 And ye shall eat neither bread, nor 
^parched corn, nor ^ green ears, until the 
selfsame day that ye have brought an 
offering unto your God: ii shall he a 
statute for ever throughout your genera- 
tions in all your dwellings. 

15 H And ^ye shall count unto yon 
from the morrow after the sabbath, 
from the day that ye brought the sheaf 
of the wave ofiermg; seven sabbaths 
shall be complete : 

16 Even unto the morrow after the 
seventh sabbath shall ye number *^fifty 
d^s; and ye shall oner “a new meat 
offering unto the Lord. 

17 Ye shall bring out of your habita- 
tions two wave loaves of two tenth 
deals : they shall be of fine flour ; they 
shall be h^en with leaven; thdy an 
^the firstfruits unto the Lord.! 

18 And ye shall offer with the bread 
seven lambs without blemish of the first 
year, and one young bullock, and two 
rams : they shall be for a burnt ofiering 
unto the Lord, with their meat offering, 
and their drink oflerings, even an offer- 
ing made by fire, of sweet savour unto 
the Lord. 

19 Then ye shall sacrifice “one kid of 
the goats for a sin ofiermg, and two 
lambs of the first year for a sacrifice of 
* peace offerings. 

W And the priest shall wave them with 
the bread of the firstfruits /w ^a wave 
offering before the Lord, with the two 
lambs: “they shall be holy to the Lord 
for the priest. 

21 And ye shall proclaim on the self- 
same day, that it may be an holy con- 
vocation unto you : ye shall do no servile 
work thei^ein : it shall he a statute for 
ever in all your dwellings throughout 
your generations. 

22 ^ And “when ye reap the harvest of 
your land, thou shalt not make clean 
riddance of the comers of thy field when 
thou reapest, neither shalt thou gather 
any gleaning of tliy harvest ; thou shalt 
leave them unto the poor, and to the 
stranger; I am the Lord your God, 

23 H And the Lord spake imto Moses, 
saying, 
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24 Speak unto the children of Israel, 
saying, In the “seventh month, in the 
first aay of the month, shall ye have 
a sabbath, memorial of blowing of 
trumpets, an holy convocation. 

25 Ye shall do no servile work therein : 
but ye shall offer an offering made by &e 
unto the Lord. 

26 1 And the Lord spake unto Moses, 
saying. 

27 /Also on the tenth day of this 
seventh month there shall be a day of 
atonement: it shall be an holy convo- 
cation unto you; and ye shall afflict your 
souls, and offer an offering made by fire 
imto the Lord. 

28 And ye shall do no work in that same 
day: for it is a day of atonement, to 
make an atonement for you before the 
Lord your God. 

29 For whatsoever soul it he that shall 
not be afflicted in that same day, he shall 
be cut off from among his people. 

30 And whatsoever soul it he that doeth 
any work in that same day, / the same 
soul 'vviU I destroy from among his 

shall do no manner of work : it 
shall he a statute for ever throughout 
your generations in all your dwellings. 

32 It shall he unto you a sabbath of rest, 
and ye shall afflict your souls : in the 
ninth day of the month at even, from 
even unto even, shall ye 2 celebrate your 
sabbath, 

33 H And the Lord spake unto Moses, 
saying, 

34 Speak unto the children of Israel, 
saying, The fifteenth day of this sevenffi 
month shall he the feast of tabernacles 
/or seven days unto the Lord. 

35 On the first day shall an holy con- 
vocation: ye shall do no servile work 
therein. 

36 Seven days ye shall offer an offering 
made by fire unto the Lord : ® on the 
eighth day shall be an holy convocation 
unto you ; and ye shall offer an offering 
made by fire unto the Lord : it is a 
8 solemn assembly; and ye shall do no 
servile work therein. 

37 ^ These are the feasts of the Lord, 
which ye shall proclaim to he holy convo- 
cations, to offer an offering made by fire 
unto the Lord, a burnt offering, and a 
meat offering a sacrifice^ and drmk offer- 
ings, every thing upon his day : 

38 ^Beside the sabbaths of the Lord, 
and beside your gifts, and beside all your 
vows, and beside all your freewill offer- 
ings, which ye give unto the Lord, 

39 Also in the fifteenth day of the se- 
venth month, when ye have **gathered 
in the fruit of the land, ye shall keep a 
feast unto the Lord seven days : on the 
first day shall he a sabbath, and on the 
eighth day shall he a sabbath. 

40 And “'ye shall take you on the first 
day the ^ boughs of goodly trees, branches 
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of palm trees, and the boughs of thick 
trees, and willows of the brook; *and ye 
shall rejoice before the Lord your God 
seven days. 

41 '^And ye shall keep it a feast unto 
the Lord seven days m the year. It 
shall he a statute for ever in your genera- 
tions : ye shall celebrate it in the seventk 
month. 

42 ’'Ye shall dwell in booths seven 
days ; all that are Israelites born shall 
dwell in bootlis : 

43 ^That your generations may know 
that I made the children of Israel to 
dwell in booths, when I brought them 
out of the land of Egypt: I am the 
Lord your God. 

44 And Moses ^ declared unto the chil- 
dren of Israel the feasts of the Lord. 

CHAPTEE 24 
AND the Lord spake unto Moses, 
jHL saying, 

2 * Command the children of Israel, 
that they bring unto thee pure oil olive 
beaten for the Tight, ito cause the lamps 
to burn continually. 

3 Without the vail of the testimony, in 
the tabernacle of the congregation, shall 
Aaron order it from the evemng unto the 
morning before the Lord continually; 
it shall he a statute for ever in your 
generations. 

4 He shall order the lamps upon *the 
pure candlestick before the Lord con- 
tinually. 

5 H And thou shalt take fine flour, and 
hake twelve * cakes thereof; two tenth 
deals shall be in one cake. 

6 And thou shalt set them in two rows, 
six on a row, "upon the pure table before 
the Lord. 

7 And thou shalt put pure frankincense 
upon each row, that it may be on the 
bread for a memorial, even an offering 
made by fire unto the Lord. 

8 ^ Every sabbath he shall set it in order 
before the Lord continually, beiTig taken 
from the children of Israel by an ever- 
lasting covenant. 

9 And ^it shall be Aaron’s and his 
sons’ ; *and they shall eat it in the holy 
place : for it is most holy unto him of 
the offerings of the Lord made by fire 
by a perpetual statute. 

10 T And the son of an Israelitisb 
woman, whose father was an Egyptian, 
went out among the children of Israel ; 
and this son of the Israelitisb woman 
and a man of Israel strove together in 
the camp; 

11 And the Israelitisb woman’s son 
blasphemed the name of the Lord, and 
cursed. And they “brought him unto 
Moses: (and his mother’s name was 
Shelomith, the daughter of Dibri, of the 
tribe of Ban :) 

12 And they *put him in ward, ^that the 
mind of the Lord might be shewed them. 
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13 And the Lord spake unto Moses, 
saying, 

14 Bring forth him that hath cursed 
without the camp ; and let all that heard 
him "lay their hands upon his head, and 
let aU the congregation stone him. 

15 And thou shalt speak unto the chil- 
dren of Israel, saying, Whosoever curseth 
liis God * shall hear ms sin. 

16 And he that ^ hlasphemeth the name 
of the Lord, he shall surely be put to 
death, and all the congregation shall 
certainly stone him ; as well the stranger, 
as he that is bom in the land, when he 
hlasphemeth the name of the, Lord, shall 
be put to death. 

17 t /And he that ^killeth any man 
shall surely be put to deatln 

18 ^And he that killeth a beast shall 
make it good ; ^ beast for beast. 

19 And if a man cause a blemish in his 
neighbour: as* he hath done, so shall it 
be donetoliim; 

20 Breach for breach, eye for eye, tooth 
for tooth : as he hath caused a blemish in 
a man, so shall it be done to him again. 

21 ^ Aid he that killeth a beast, he shall 
restore it: *and he that killeth a man, 
he shall be put to death. 

22 Ye shall have "‘one manner of law, as 
well for the stranger, as for one of your 
own country : for I am the Lord your 
God. 

23 IF And Moses spake to the children 
of Israel, "that they should bring forth 
him that had cursed out of the camp, 
and stone him with stones. And the 
children of Israel did as the Lord com- 
manded Moses. 

CHAPTER 25 

AND the Lord spake unto Moses in 
Jlx, mount Sinai, saying, 

2 Speak unto the children of Israel, and 
say unto them. When ye come into the 
land which I give you, then shall the 
land ^‘keep *a sabbath unto the Lord. 

3 Six years thou shalt sow thy field, and 
six years thou shalt prune thy vineyard, 
and gather in the fruit thereof : 

4 But in the seventh year ^11 be a 
sabl ath of rest unto the land, a sabbath 
for the Lord : thou shalt neither sow thy 
field, nor prune thy vineyard. 

6 “That which groweth of its own accord 
of thy harvest thou shalt not reap, neither 
gather the grapes ® of thy vine undressed : 
for it is a year of rest unto the land. 

6 And the sabbath of the land shall be 
meat for you ; for thee, and for thy ser- 
vant, and for thy maid, and for thy nired 
servant, and for thy stranger that so- 
joumeth with thee, 

7 And for thy cattle, and for the beast 
that are in thy land, shall all the increase 
thereof be meat. 

8 1 And thou shalt number seven sab- 
baths of years unto thee, seven times 
seven years \ and the space of the seven 
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sabbaths of years shall be imto thee 
forty and nine years. 

9 Then shalt thou cause the trumpet 
lof the jubile to sound on the tenth day 
of the seventh month, in the day of 
atonement shall ye make the trumpet 
sound tliroughout all your land. 

10 And ye shall hallow the fiftieth year, 
and proclaim ® liberty throughout all the 
land unto all the inhabitants thereof ; it 
shall be a jubile unto you ; ®and ye shaU 
return every man unto his possession, 
and ye shall return every man unto his 
family. 

11 A jubile shall that fiftieth year be 
unto you : ye shall not sow, neither reap 
that which groweth of itself in it, nor 
gather the grapes in it of thy vine un- 
dressed. 

12 For it is tlie jubile ; it shall be holy 
unto you : ye shall eat the increase there- 
of out of the field. 

13 In the year of this jubile ye shall 
return every man unto his possession. 

14 Amd if thou sell ou^t unto thy 
neighbour, or buyest mght of thy neigh- 
bour’s hand, ye shall not ^oppress one 
another : 

15 * According to the number of years 
after the jubile thou shalt buy of thy 
neighbour, and according unto the 
number of years of the fruits he shall 
sell unto thee : 

16 According to the multitude of years 
thou shalt increase the price thereof, and 
according to the fewness of years thou 
shalt diminish the price of it : for accord- 
ing^ to the number of the years of the 
fruits doth he sell unto thee. 

17 Ye shall not therefore oppress one 
another; ®but thou shalt fear thy God: 
for I am the Lord your God. 

18 H Wherefore ye shall do my statutes, 
and keep my iudmnents, and do them; 
-^and ye shall dwell in the land in safety. 

19 And the land shall yield her fruit, 
and "ye shall eat your fill, and dwell 
therein in safety. 

20 And if ye shall say, *What shall we 
eat the seventh year? behold, we shall 
not sow, nor gather in our increase : 

21 Then I will ^ command my bles 
upon you in the sixth year, and it i 
bring forth fruit for three years. 

22 ® And ye shall sow the eighth year, 
and eat yet of "old fruit until the ninth 
year ; until her fruits come in ye shall 
eat of the old store. 

23 1 The land shall not be sold ®for 
ever : for *the land is mine ; for ye are 
^strangers and sojourners with me. 

24 And in all the land of your possession 
ye shall grant a redemption for the 
land. 

25 ^ If thy brother be waxen poor, and 
hath sold away some of his possession, 
and if *any of his kin come to redeem it, 
then shall he redeem that which his bro- 
ther sold.

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'Redemption in the year ofjuhile, 

26 And if the man have none to redeem 
it* and i himself be able to redeem it ; 

27 Then ® let him count the years of the 
sale thereof, and restore the overplus 
unto the man to whom he sold it ; that 
he may return unto his possession. 

28 But if he be not able to restore it to 
hlTTi, then that which is sold shall remain 
in the hand of him that hath bought it 
until the year of jubile : and in the jiibile 
it shall go out, and he shall return unto 
his possession. 

29 And if a man sell a dwelling house 
in a walled city, then he may redeem it 
within a whole year after it is sold; 
mthin a full year may he redeem it 

30 And if it be not redeemed within tlie 
space of a full year, then the house that 
is in the walled city shall be established 
for ever to him that bought it tliroughout 
his generations : it shall not go out m the 
jubne. 

31 But the houses of the villages which 
have no wall round about them shall be 
counted as the fields of the country : 
«they may be redeemed, and they shall 
go out in the jubile. 

32 Notwithstanding ^the cities of the 
Levites, and the houses of the cities of 
their possession, may the Levites redeem 
at any time. 

33 And if man purchase of the 
Levites, then the house tliat was sold, 
and the city of his possession, shall go 
out in the year of juoile : for the houses 
of the cities of the Levites are their pos- 
session among the children of Israel. I 

34 But the field of the suburbs of their 
cities may not be sold; for it is their 
perpetual possession, 

35 H And if thy brother be waxen poor, 
and 7 fallen in decay with thee; then 
thou shalt 8 relieve him : yea, though he 
he a stranger, or a sojourner; that he 
may live with thee. 

36 ”*Take thou no usury of him, or 
increase; but “fear thy God; that thy 
brother may live with thee. 

37 Thou shalt not give liini thy money 
upon usury, nor lend him thy victuals 
for increase. 

38 *^1 am the Lord your God, which 

brought you forth out of the land of 
Egypt, to give you the land of Canaan, 
awoto be your God. , , „ , 

39 H And *if thy brother that awelleth 
by thee be waxen poor, and be sold imto 
thee; thou shalt not compel him to 
serve as a bondservant : 

40 But as an hired servant, and as a 
sojourner, he shall be with tliee, and 
shall serve thee unto the year of ju- 
bfie: 

41 And then shall he depai;t from thee, 

^hoth he and his children with him, and 
shall return unto “his own family, and 
unto the possession of his fathers shall 
he return. , 

42 For they are * my servants, which 1

brought forth out of the land of Egypt: 
they shall not be sold 2 as bondmen. , 

43 ^ Thou shalt not rule over him * with 
rigour ; but shalt fear thy God. 

44 ]^th thy bondmen, and thy bond- 
maids, which thou shalt have, shall be of 
the heathen that are round about you: 
of them shall ye buy bondmen and 
bondmaids. 

45 Moreover of the children of the 

strangers that do sojourn among you, of 
them shall ye buy, and of their famihes 
that are wth you, which they begat m 
your land : and they shall be your pos- 
session. , „ , 

46 And ‘*ye shall take them as an 
inheritance for your children after you, 
to inherit them for a possession; J^they 
shall be your bondmen for ever: but 
over your brethren the children of Israel, 

® ye shall not rule one over another with 
rigour. , 

47 H And if a sojourner or stranger 
^wax rich by thee, and J'thy brotlier 
that dioelletk by him wax poor, and sell 
himself unto the stranger or sojourner 
by thee, or to the stock of the stranger’s 
family : 

48 After that he is sold he may be 
redeem^ again; one of his brethren 
may ^r^eem him : 

49 Either his uncle, or his unde s son, 
may redeem him, or any that is nigh of 
kin unto him of his family may redeem 
him ; or if ^.he he able, he may redeem 

50 And he shall reckon with him that 

bought him from the year that he was 
sold to him unto the year of jubile : and 
the price of his sale shall be according 
unto the number of years, *= according to 
the time of an hired servant shall it be 
with him. , , . , 

51 If there he yet many years behind,

9 Of Zebulun ; EUab the son of Helon. 
,10 Of the children of Joseph : of Ephra- 
^ ; Elishama the son of Ammihud : of 
Manasseh; Gamaliel the son of Pedah- 
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11 Of Benjamin; Abidan the son of 
Gideoni. 

12 Of Dan ; Ahiezer the son of Ammi- 
shaddai. 

13 Of Asher; Pagiel the son of Ocran. 

14 Of Gad ; Eliasaph the son of 1 DeueL 
16 Of Naphtali ; Anira the son of Enan. 

16 These were the renowned of the

20 And the children of Reuben, Israel’s 
eldest son, by their generations, after 
their families, by the house of their 
fathers, according to the number of the 
names, by their polls, every male from 
twenty years old and upward, all that 
were able to go forth to war ; 

21 Those that were numbered of them, 
even of the tribe of Reuben, were forty 
and six thousand and fiive hundred. 

22 IT Of the children of Simeon, by their 
generations, after their famili es, by the 
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house of their fathers, those that were 
numbered of them, according to the 
number of the names, by their polls, 
every male from twenty years olcf and 
upward, all that were able to go forth 
to war; 

23 Those that were numbered of them, 
even of the tribe of Simeon, were fifty 
and nine thousand and three hundred. 

24 H Of the children of Gad, by their 
generations, after their families, by the 
house of their fathers, according to the 
number of the names, from twenty years 
old and upward, all that were able to go 
forth to war ; 

25 Those that were numbered of them. 
even of the tribe of Gad, were forty and 
five thousand six hundred and fifty. 

25 1 Of the children of Judali, by their 
generations, after their families, by the 
house of their fathers, according to the 
number of the names, from twenty yeai*s 
old and upward, all that were able to go 
forth to war; 

27 Those that were numbered of them, 
e»en of the tribe of Judah, were three- 
score and fourteen thousand and six 
hundred. 

28 H Of the children of Issachar, by 
their generations, after their families, by 
the house of their fathers, according to 
the number of the names, from twenty 
years old and upward, all that were able 
to go forth to war ; 

29 Those that were numbered of them, 
even of the tribe of Issachar, were fifty 
and four thousand and four hundred. 

30 IF Of the cliildren of Zebulun, by 
their generations, after their families, by 
the house of their fathers, according to 
the number of the names, from twenty 
years old and upward, all that were able 
to go forth to war ; 

31 Those that were numbered of them, 
even of the tribe of 2ebulun, were fifty 
and seven thousand and four hundred. 

32 IF Of the cliildren of Joseph, namely, 
of the children of Epiu-aim, by their 
generations, after their families, by the 
house of their fatliers, accorcfing to the 
number of tlie names, from twenty years 
old and upward, all that were able to go 
forth to war ; 

33 Those that were numbered of them, 
even of the tribe of Epliraim, wet'e forty 
thousand and five hundred. 

34 II Of the cliildren of Manass^ by 
their generations, after their families, by 
the house of their fathers, according to 
the number of the names, frem twenty 
years old and upward, all that were able 
to go forth to war ; 

36 Those that were numbered of them, 
even of the tribe of Manasseh, wen'e tliirty 
and two thousand and two hundred. 

36 IF Of the children of Benjamin, by 
their generations, after their families, by 
the house of their fathers, according to 
the number of the names, from twenty 
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years old and upward, all that were able 
to go forth to war ; 

3/ Those that were numbered of them, 
even of the tribe of Benjamin, were thirty 
and five thousand and four hundred. 

38 IF Of the children of Dan, by their 
generations, after their families, by the 
house of their fathers, according to the 
number of the names, from twenty years 
old and upward, all that were able to go 
forth to war ; 

39 Those that were numbered of them, 
even of the tribe of Dan, were threescore 
and two thousand and seven hundred. 

40 IF Of the children of A^her, by their 
generations, after their families, by the 
house of their fathers, according to the 
number of the names, from twenty years 
old and upward, all that were able to go 
forth to war ; 

41 Those that were numbered of them, 
even of the tribe of Asher, were forty 
and one thousand and five hundred. 

42 ^ Of the children of Naphtali, 
throughout their generations, after their 
families, by the house of their fathers, 
according to the number of the names, 
from twenty years old and upward, all 
that were able to go forth to war ; 

43 Those that were numbered of them, 
even of the tribe of Naphtali, were fifty 
and three thousand and four hundred. 

44 “These are those that were num- 
bered, which Moses and Aaron num- 
bered, and the princes of Israel, being 
twelve men : each one was for the house 
of liis fathers. 

45 So were all those that were num- 
bered of the children of Israel, by the 
house of their fathers, from twenty j^ears 
old and upward, all that were able to go 
forth to war in Israel ; 

46 Even all they that were numbered 
were ^six hundred thousand and three 
thousand and five hundred and fifty, 

47 IF But ®the Levites after the tribe of 
their fathers were not numbered among 
them. 

48 For the Lord had spoken unto

sk all he Ahiezer the son of Ammishaddai. 

26 And his host, and those that were 
numbered of them, were tlireescore and 
two thousand and seven hundred. 

27 And those that encamp by Mm shall 
he the tribe of Asher : ana the captain of 
the children of Asher shall he Pagiel the 
son of Ocran. 

28 And Ms host, and those that were 
numbered of them, w&re forty and one 
thousand and five hundred. 

29 H Then the tribe of Naphtali : and 
the captain of the children of l^aphtali 
shall he Ahira the son of Enan. 

30 .^d his host, and those that were 
numbered of them, were fifty and three 
thousand and four hundred. 

31 All t^y that were numbered in the 
camp of Ban were an hundred thousand 
and fifty and seven thousand and six 
hundred. *They shall go hindmost with 
their standards. 

32 *5 These are those wMch were num- 
bered of the cMldren of Israel by the 
house of their fathers: all those that 
were numbered of the camps throughout 
their hosts were ”*six hunoied thousand 
and three thousand and five hundred 
and fifty. 
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33 But “the Levites were not numbered 
among the children of Israel; as the 
LoED commanded Moses. 

34 And the children of Israel did ac- 
cording to all that the Loed commanded 
Moses : ® so they pitched by their stand- 
ards, and so they set forward, every one 
after their families, according to the 
house of their fathers. 

CHAPTER 3 

T hese also are the generations of 
Aaron and Moses in the day that the 
Lord spake with Moses in mount Sinai. 
2 And these are the names of the sons 
of Aaron; ^Nadab the firstborn, and 
Abihu, Eleazar, and Itliamar. 

3 These are the names of the sons of 
Aaron, ^*the priests which were anointed, 
Swhom he consecrated to minister in the 
priest’s office. 

4 ^And Nadab and Abihu died before 
the Lord, when they ofiered strange fire 
before the Lord, in the wilderness of 
Sinai, and they had no children : and 
Eleazar and Ithamar ministered in the 
priest’s office in the sight of Aaron their 
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6 And the Loed spake unto Moses, 
saying, 

6* Bring the tribe of Levi near, and 
present them before Aaron the priest, 
Qiat they may minister unto him. 

7 And they shall keep his charge, and 
the charge of the whole congregation 
before the tabernacle of the congregation, 
2 to do the service of the tabernacle. 

8 And they shall keep all the instru- 
ments of the tabernacle of the congre- 

K i, and the charge of the children of 
, to do the service of the tabernacle. 
9 And “thou shaft give the Levites unto 
Aharon and to his sons : they are wholly 
given unto him out of the children of 
Israel. 

10 And thou shalt appoint Aaron and 
his sons, “'and they shall wait on their 
priest’s office ; ®and the stranger that 
cometh nigh shall be put to death. 

11 And the Lord spake unto Moses, 
saying, 

12 And I, behold, *'1 have taken the 
Levites from among the children of 
Israel instead of all the firstborn that 
openeth the matrix among the cliildren 
of Israel : therefore the Levites shall be 
mine; 

13 Because “all the firstborn are mine ; 
^for on the day that I smote all the first- 
Dom in the land of Egypt 1 liallowed 
unto me all the firstborn in Israel both 
man and beast: mine shall they be; I 
am the Lord. 

14 1 And the Lord spake unto Moses 
in the wilderness of Sinai, saying, 

15 Number the cliildren of Levi after 
the house of their fatheis, by their fa- 
milies: ^ every male from a month old 
and upward shalt thou number them. 
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16 And Moses numbered them accord- 
ing to the iword of the Lord, as he was 
commanded. 

17 ^Amd these were the sons of Levi by 
their names ; Gershon, and Kohath, and 
Merari. 

18 And these are the names of the sons 
of Gershon by their families ; ‘^Libni, 
and <^Shunei. 

19 And the sons of Kohath by their 
families; ® Amram, and Izehar, Hebron, 
and Uzziel. 

20 And the sons of Merari by their 
families; -^Malili, and Mushl These 
ai'e the families of the Levites according 
to the house of their fathers. 

21 Of Gershon wm the family of the 
Libnites, and the family of the Snimites : 
these are the families of the Gershonites. 

22 Those that were numbered of them, 
according to the number of all the males, 
from a month old and upward, even 
those that were numbered of them were 
seven thousand and five hundred. 

23 -^The families of the Gershonites 
shall pitch behind the tabernacle west- 
ward. 

24 And the chief of the house of the 
father of the Gershonites shall he Elia- 
saph the son of LaeL 

25 And 4he charge of the sons of 
Gershon in the tabernacle of the congre- 
gation shall be the tabernacle, and “the 
tent, ®the covering thereof, and ^the 
hanging for the door of the tabernacle 
of the con^gatioD, 

26 And ^ the hangings of the court, and 
Hhe curtain for tne door of the court, 
which is by the tabernacle, and by the 
altar round about, aud Hhe cords of it 
for all the service thereof. 

27 IF ® And of Kohath was the family 
of the Amramites, and the family of the 
Izeharites, and tlie family of the He- 
bronites, and the family of the XJzzielites : 
these ai'e the families of tlie Kohathites. 

28 In the number of all the males, from 
a month old and upward, wei'e eight 
thousand and six hundred, keeping the 
charge of the sanctuary, 

29 The families of the sons of Koliath 
shall pitch on the side of the tabernacle 
southward. 

30 And the chief of the house of the 
father of the families of the Kohathites 
shall be Elizaphan the son of UzzieL 

31 And their charge shall be *the ark, 
and *the table, and ®the candlestick, 
and ®the altars, and the vessels of the 
sanctuary wherewith they minister, and 
/the hanging, and all the service thereof. 

32 And Eleazar the son of Aaron the 
priest shall be chief over the chief of the 
Levites, and have the oversight of them 
that keep the charge of the sanctuary. 

33 IF Of Merari was the family of the 
Mahlites, and the family of the Mush- 
ites : these are the families of Merari, 

34 And those that were numbered of 
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them, according to the number of all the 
males, from a month old and upward, 
were six thousand and two himdred. 

35 And the chief of the house of the 
father of the families of Mcrari was 
Zuriel the son of Abihail: these shall 
pitch on the side of the tabernacle north- 
ward. 

36And^MwcZer the custody and charge 
of the sons of Merail shali be ®tlie boards 
of the tabernacle, and ‘^the bars thereof, 
and ®the pillars thereof, and / the sockets 
thereof, and all the vessels thereof, and 
all that serveth thereto, 

37 And ^tlie pillars of the court round 
about, and their sockets, and * their pins, 
and * their cords. 

38 H But those that encamp before the 
tabernacle toward the east, even before 
the tabernacle of the congregation east- 
ward, shall be Moses, and Aaron and his 
sons, * keeping the charge of the sanc- 
tuary for the charge of the children of 
Israel: and Uhe stranger that cometh 
nigh shall be put to death- 

39 All that were numbered of the Le- 
vites. which Moses and Aaron numbered 
at the commandment of the Lord, 
throughout their families, all the males 
from a month old and upward, were 
-P twenty and two thousand. 

40 t And the Lord said unto Moses, 
Kumber all the firstborn of the males 
of the children of Israel from a month 
old and upward, and take tlie number 
of their names. 

41 * Ajid thou shalt take the Levites for 
me (I am the Lord) instead of all the 
firstborn among the children of Israel ; 
and the cattle of the Levites instead of 
all the firstlings among the cattle of the 
children of IsraeL 

42 And Moses numbered, as the Lord 
commanded him, all the firstborn among 
the children of Israel. 

43 And all the firstborn males by the 
number of names, from a month old and 
upward, of those tliat were numbered of 
them, were twenty and two thousand 
two hundred and threescore and thirteen. 

44 H And the Lord spake unto Closes, 
saying, 

45 Take the Levites instead of all the 
firstborn among the children of Israel, 
and the cattle of the Levites instead of 
their cattle; and the Levites shall be 
mine : I am the Lord. 

4() And for those that are to be ®re- 
deemed of the two hundred and tliree- 
score and thirteen of the fiistbom of the 
children of Israel, ^ which are more than 
the Levites : 

47 Thou shalt even take *five shekels 
apiece “by the poll, after the shekel of 
the sanctuary shalt thou take them : the 
shekel is twenty gerahs :) 

48 And thou shalt give the money, 
wherewith the odd number of them is to 
be redeemed, unto -Aaron and to his sons. 
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49 And Moses took the redemption 
money of them that were over and above 
them that were redeemed by the Levites • 

50 Of the firstborn of the children of 
Israel took he the money; “a thousand 
three hundred and threescore and five 
shekels, after the shekel of the sanctuary. 

51 And Moses ^’gave the money of 
them that were redeemed unto A^n 
and to his sons, according to the word of 
the Lord, as the Lord commanded 
Moses. 

CHAPTER 4 

AND the Lord spake unto Moses and 
xjL unto Aaron, saying, 

2 Take the sum of the sons of Kohath 
from among the sons of Levi, after their 
families, by the house of their fathers, 

3 /From thirty years old and upward 
even until fifty years old, all that enter 
into the host, to do the work in the 
tabernacle of the congregation. 

4 This shall he the service of the sons of 
Kohath in the tabernacle of the con- 
jre^tion, about "‘the most holy things; 
6 V And when the camp setteth for- 
ward, Aaron shall come, and his sons, 
and they shall take down "the covering 
vail, and cover the "ark of testimony 
with it : 

6 And shall put thereon ® the covering 
of badgers’ sldns, and shall spread over 
it a cloth wholly of blue, and shall put in 
"the staves thereof. 

7 And upon the * table of shewbread 
they shall spread a cloth of blue, and 
put thereon the dishes, and the spoons, 
and the bowls, and covers to ^ cover 
withal : and the continual bread shall be 
thereon ; 

8 And they shall spread upon them a 
cloth of scarlet, and cover the same with 
a covering of badgers’ skins, and shall 
put in “the staves thereof. 

9 And they shall take a cloth of blue, 
and cover the "candlestick of the light, 
"and his lamps, and his tongs, and his 
snufidishes, and all the oU vessels thereof, 
wherewith they minister unto it : 

10 And they shall put it and all the 
vessels thereof within a covering of badg- 
ers’ skins, and shall put it upon a bar. 

11 And upon ’"the golden altar they 
shall spread a cloth of blue, and cover it 
with a covering of badgers’ sldns, and 
shall put to *"tne staves thereof : 

12 And they shall take aU the instru- 
ments of ministry, wherewith they minis- 
ter in the sanctuary, and put them in a 
doth of blue, and cover them with a 
covering of badgers’ skins, and shall put 
them on a bar : 

13 And they shall take away the ashes 
from "the altar, and ^read a purple 
cloth thereon : 

14 And they shall put upon it all the 
vessels thereof, wherewith they minister 
about it, even the censers, the neshhooks, 
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and the shovels, and the i basons, all the 
vessels of the altar ; and they shall spread 
upon it a covering of badgers’ skins, and 
put to the staves of it. 

15 And when Aaron and his sons have 
made an end of covering the sanctuary, 
and all the vessels of the sanctuary, as 
the camp is to set forward ; after that, 
“the sons of Kohath shall come to bear 
it: ^but they shaU not touch any holy 
thing, lest they die. These things are 
the burden of the sons of Kohath in the 
tahemacle of the congregation. 

16 II And to the office of Eleazar the 
son of Aaron tlie priest pertaineth <*the 
oil for the light, and the * sweet incense, 
and J^the daily meat offering, and tlie 

anointing oil, and the oversight of all 
the tabernacle, and of all that therein is, 
in the sanctuary, and in the vessels 
thereof. 

17 H And the Lord spake unto Moses 
and unto Aaron, saying, 

18, Cut ye not off the tribe of the 
families of the Kohathites from among 
the Levites : 

19 But thus do unto them, tnat they 
may live, and not die, when they ap- 
proach unto ^the most holy things: 
Aaron and his sons shall go in, and 
appoint them every one to his service 
and to his burden : 

20 *But they sliall not go in to see 
when ^the holy things are covered lest 
they die. 

21 IT And the Lord spake unto Moses, 
sayi^, 

^ T^e also the sum of the sons of 
Gershon, throughout the houses of their 
fathers, by their families ; 

23 From thirty years old and upward 
until fifty years old shalt tliou number 
them; all tnat enter in ^to perform, the 
service, to do the work in the tabernacle 
of the congregation. 

24 This is the service of the families of 
the Gershonites, to serve, and for bur- 
dens: 

25 And "they shaU bear ®the curtains 
of the tabernacle, and the tabernacle of 
the congregation, his covering, and ^the 
covering of the badgers’ skins that is 
above upon it, and the hanging for the 
door of the tabernacle of the congrega- 
tion, 

26 And the hanmngs of the court, and 
the hanging for the door of the gate of 
the court, which is by the tabernacle and 
by tlie altar roimd about, and their cords, 
and aU the instruments of their service, 
and all that is made for them : so shall 
they serve. 

27 At the 5 appointment of Aaron and 
his sons shall be aU the service of tlie 
sons of the Gershonites, in all their 
burdens, and in aU their service : and ye 
shaU appoint unto them in charge all 
their burdens. 

28 This is the service of the families of 
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the sons of Gershon in the tabernacle of 
the congregation : and their charge shall 
be under the hand of Ithamar the son of 
Aaron the priest. 

29 t As for the sons of Merari, thou 
shalt number them after their famihes, 
by the house of their fathers ; 

30 From thirty years old and upward 
even unto fifty years old shalt thou 
number them, every one that entereth 
into the ^ service, to do the work of the 
tabernacle of the congregation. 

31 And ®this is the charge of tlieir 
burden, according to all their service in 
the tabernacle of the congregation; the 
boards of the tabernacle, and the bars 
thereof, and the pillars thereof, and sock- 
ets thereof, 

32 And the pUlars of the court round 
about, and their sockets, and their pins, 
and their cords, with all their instru- 
ments, and with aU their service: and 
by name ye shaU ^reckon the instru- 
ments of the charge of their burden. 

33 Tnis is the service of the families of 
the sons of Merari. according to aU their 
service, in the tabernacle of the con- 
^gation, *under the hand of Ithamar 
the son of Aaron the priest. 

34 1 And Moses and ALaron and the 
chief of the congregation numbered the 
sons of the Kohathites after their fami- 
Ues, and after the house of their fathers, 

35 From thuty years old and upward 
even unto fifty years old, every one that 
entereth into the service, for the work in 
the tabernacle of the congregation : 

36 And those that were numbered of 
them by their famiUes were two thou- 
sand seven hundred and fifty. 

37 These were they that were num- 
bered of the families of the Kohathites, 
all that might do service in the taber- 
nacle of the congregation, which Moses 
and Aaron did number according to the 
commandment of the IjORD by the hand 
of Moses. 

38 And those that were numbered of 
the sons of Gershon, throughout their 
families, and by the house of their fathers, 

39 From thirty years old and upward 
even unto fifty years old, eveiy one that 
entereth into the service, for the work in 
the tabernacle of the congregation, 

40 Even those that were numbered of 
them, throughout their families, by the 
house of their fathers, were two thousand 
and six hundred and thirty. 

41 « These are they that were numbered 
of the famiUes of the sons of Gershon, of 
aU that might do service in the tab(a> 
nacle of the congregation, whom Moses 
and Aaron did number according to the 
commandment of the Lord. 

42 H And those that were numbered of 
the families of the sons of Merari, 
throughout their families, by the house 
of their fathers, 

43 From thirty years old and upward 
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even unto fifty years old, every one that 
entereth into the service, for the work in 
the tabernacle of the congregation, 

44 Even those that were numbered of 
them after their families, were three 
thousand and two hundieo. 

45 ^ These he those that were numbered 
of the families of the sons of IMerari, 
whom Moses and Aaron numbered ac- 
cording to the word of the Lord by the 
hand of Moses. 

46 All those that were numbered of the 
Le'vdtes, whom Moses and Aaron and 
the chief of Israel numbered, after their 
families, and after the house of their 
fathers, 

47 From thirty years old and upward 
even unto fifty years old, every one that 
came to do the service of the ministry, 
and the service of the burden in the 
tabernacle of the congregation, 

48 Even those that were numbered of 
them, were eight thousand and live hmi- 
dred and fourscore. 

49 According to the commandment of 
the Lord they were numbered by the 
hand of Moses, ® every one ;according to 
his service, and according to his burden : 
thus were they numbered of him, /as 
the Lord commanded Moses. 


CHAPTER 5 

A nd the Lord spake unto Moses, 
- saying, 

2 Command the children of Israel, that 
thev put out of the camp every leper, 
and every one that hath an tissue, and 
whosoever is defiled by the Mead : 

3 Both male and female shall ye put 
out, without the camp shall ye put 
them ; that they defile not their camps, 
*m the midst whereof I dwell, ; 

4 And the cliildren of Israel did so, and 
put them out without the camp : as the 
LORD spake unto Moses, so did the 
children of Israel. 

5 And the Lord spake imto Moses, 
saying, 

6 Speak unto the children of Israel, 
iWhen a man or woman shall commit 
any sin that men commit, to do a tres- 
pass against the Lord, and that person 
be ^ilty; 

7 ”Then they shall confess their sin 
which they have done: and he shall 
recompense his trespass ^with the prin- 
cipal thereof, and add xmto it the fifth 
part thereof, and give it unto h' 
{gainst whom he hath trespassed. 

8 But if the man liave no kinsman to 
recompense the trespass unto, let the 
trespass he recompensed unto the Lord, 
even to the priest; beside *the ram of 
the atonement, whereby an atonement 
shall be made for him. 

9 And every Sofiering of all the holy 
things of the children of Israel, which 
they bring unto the priest, <shall be Ins. 
10 And every man’s Imowed things 
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shall be his : whatsoever any man giveth 
the priest, "it shall be his. 

11 t And the Lord spake unto Moses, 
saying, 

12 Speak unto the children of Israel, 
and say unto them. If any man’s wife go 
aside, and commit a trespass against 
him, 

13 And a man lie with her carnally, and 
it be hid from the eyes of her husband, 
and be kept close, and she be defiled, 
and t/iej'e he no witness against her, 
neither she be taken uith the manner; 

14 And the spirit of jealousy; come upon 
him, and he be jealous of his wife, and 
she be defiled ; or if the spirit of jealousy 
come upon him, and he be jealous of hi 
wife, and she be not defiled : 

15 Then shall the man bring his wife 
unto the priest, and he shall oring her 
ofiermg for her, the tenth part of an 
ephah of barley meal; "he shall pour no 
oil upon it, nor put frankincense there- 
on ; for it is an offering of jealousy, an 
ofiering of memorial, <^bringmg iniquity 
to remembrance. 

16 And the priest shall bring her near, 
and set her before the Lord : 

^ 17 And the priest shall take holy water 
in an earthen vessel; and of the dust 
that is in the floor of the tabernacle the 
priest shall take, and put it into the 
water : 

18 And the priest shall set the woman 
before the Lord, and uncover the wo- 
man s head, and put the ofiering of 
memorial in her liands, which is the 
jealousy ofiering: and the priest shall 
have in his hand the bitter water that 
causeth the curse : 

19 And the priest shall charge her by an 
oath, and say imto the woman, if no man 
liave lain with thee, and if thou hast not 
gone aside to micleanness another 
instead of thy husband, be thou free from 
this bitter water that causeth the curse : 

20 But if thou hast gone aside to another 
instead of thy husband, and if thou be 
defiled, and some man have lain with 
thee beside thine husband : 

21 Then the priest shall ’"charge the 
woman with an oath of cursing, and 
the priest shall say unto the woman, 
"The Lord make thee a curse and an 
oath among thy people, when the Lord 
doth make thy thigh to 2rot, and thy 
belly to swell; 

22 And tins water that causeth the curse 
“ slml go into thy bowels, to make thy 
belly to swell, and thy thigh to rot; And 
the woman shall say, ’’Amen, amen. 

^ 23 And the priest snail write these curses 
in a book, ana he shall blot them out with 
the bitter water : 

24 And he shall cause the woman to 
drink the bitter water that causeth the 
curse: and the water that causeth the 
curse shall enter into her, and heeme 
bitter. 
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25 Then the priest shall take the jealousy I 
offering out of the woman’s Imd and 1 
shall “wave the oflering before the Lord, 
and offer it upon the altar: 

26 And the priest ^shall take an handful 
of the offering, wen the memorial thereof, 
and burn it upon tlie altar, and afterward 
shall cause the woman to drink the water. 

27 And when he hath made her to drink 
the water, then it shall eome to pass, 

if she be defiled, and have done trespass 
against her husband, that the water that 
causeth the curse shall enter into her, and 
hecome bitter, and her belly shall swell, 
and her thigh shall rot : and the woman 
shall be a curse among her people. 

28 imd if the woman be not denied, but 
be clean ; then she sliall be free, and shall 
conceive seed. 

29 This is the law of jealousies, when a 
wife goeth aside to awoiAer /instead of 
her husband, and is defiled; 

30 Or when the spirit of jealousy cometh 
upon him, and he he jealous over his wife, 
and shall set the woman before the Lord, 
and the priest shall execute upon her all 
this law. 

31 Then shall the man be guiltless from 
iniquity, and this woman * shall bear her 
iniquity. 

CHAPTEB 6 

AND the Lord spake unto Moses, 
J\. saying, 

2 Speak unto the children of Israel, 
and say unto tliem, Wlien either man 
or woman shall ®s^arate themselves to 
vow a vow of Nazarite, to 2 separate 
themselves unto the Lord : 

3 He shall separate himself from ^wine 
and strong drink, and shall drink no 
vine^ of wine, or vinegar of strong 
drink, neither shall he drmk any liquor 
of grapes, nor eat moist grapes, or dried. 

4 All the days of his ^ separation shall he 
eat nothing that is made of the ^ vine tree, 
from the kernels even to the husk. 

6 All the days of the vow of his separation 
there shall no “rasor come upon his head : 
until the days be fulfilled, in the which he 
separateth himself unto the Lord, he shall 
be holy, and shall let * the locks of the hair 
of his head grow. 

6 All the days that he separateth himself 
unto the Lord ^he shall come at no dead 
bodj^ 

7 *He shall not make himself unclean 
for his father, or for his mother, for his 
brother, or for his sister, when they die : 
because the ® consecration of his God is 
upon his head. 

8 iJl the days of his separation he is 
holy unto the Lord. 

9 And if any man die veiy suddenlv by 
him, and he hath defiled the head of his 
consecration; then he shall * shave his 
head in the day of his cleansing, on the 
seventh day shall he shave it. 

10 And "^on the eighth day he shall bring 
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two turtles, or two young pigeons, to the 
priest, to the door of the tabernacle of the 
congregation: 

11 And the priest shall offer the one for 
a sin offering, and the other for a burnt 
ofiering, and make an atonement for him, 
for that he sinned by the dead, and shall 
hallow his head that same day. 

12 And he shall consecrate unto the 
Lord the days of his separation, and 
shall bring a lamb of the first year ®for 
a trespass ofiering: but the days that 
were before shall ^be lost, because his 
separation was defiled. 

13 H And this is the law of the Nazarite, 
when the days of his separation are ful- 
filled : he shall be brought unto the door 
of the tabernacle of the congregation : 

14 And he shall offer his offering unto 
the Lord, one he lamb of the first year 
without blemish for a burnt offering, and 
one ewe lamb of the first year -without 
blemish^ for a sin ofiering, and one ram 
without blemish '^for peace offerings, 

15 And a basket of unleavened oread, 
cakes of fine flour mingled with oilj and 

wafers of unleavened bread -^anomted 
with oil, and their meat ofiering, and 
their ^ drink ofierings. 

16 And the priest shall bring them before 
the Lord, and shall offer his sin ofiering, 
and ’"his Ibumt offering: 

17 And he shall offer the vamfor a sacri- 
fice of peace offerings unto the Lord, with 
the basket of unleavened bread : the priest 
shall offer also "his meat offering, and his 
drink offering. 

18 And the Nazarite ® shall shave the 
head of his separation at the door of the 
tabernacle of the congregation, and shall 
take the hair of the head of his separation, 
and put it in the fire which is under the 
sacrifice of the peace offerings. 

19 And the pnest shall take the 'sodden 
shoulder of the ram, and one unleavened 
cake out of the basket, and one unlea- 
vened wafer, and ^ shall put them upon 
the hands of the Nazarite, after the hair 
o/his separation is shaven : 

20 And the priest shall "wave them for 
a wave offering before the Lord: “'this 
is holy for the priest, with the wave breast 
and heave shoulder: and after that the 
Nazarite may drink wine. 

21 This is the law of the Nazarite who 
hath vowed, and of Ms ofiering unto the 
Lord for Ms separation, beside that that 
his hand shall set : according to the vow 
which he vowed, so he must do after the 
law of his separation. 

22 H And the Lord spake unto Moses, 
saying, 

23 Speak unto Aaron and unto his sons, 
saying, On this wise ®ye shall bless the 
children of Israel, saying unto them. 

24 ^e Ix)^ bte thee, and^ keep 

25 The Lord ‘*make his jace shine upon 
thee, arid/be gracious imfo thee : 
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26 The Lokd lift up his countenance 
upon thee, and give thee peace. 

27 “And they ^all put my name upon 
the children of Israel; and 1 will bless 
them. 

CHAPTER 7 

AlO> it came to pass on the day that 
J\. Moses had fully *set up the ta- 
bernacle, and had ® anointed it, and 
Banctihed it, and all the instruments 
thereof, both the altar and all the vessels 
thereof, and had anointed them, and 
sanctified them; 

2 That the princes of Israel, heads of 
the house of their fathers, who were the 
princes of the tribes, ^and were over 
them that were numbered, offered : 

3 And they brought their oflering before 
the Lobd, six covered wagons, and twelve 
oxen ; a wagon for two of the princes, 
and for each one an ox : and they brought 
them before the tabernacle. 

4 And the Loud spake unto Moses, 
saying, 

5 Take it of them, that they may be to 
do the service of the tabernacle of the 
congregation; and thou shalt give them 
unto the Levites, to every man according 
to his service. 

6 And Moses took the wagons and the 
oxen, and gave them unto the Levites. 

7 Two wagons and four oxen /he gave 
unto the sons of Gershon, according to 
their service ; 

8 And four wagons and eight oxen ^he 
gave imto the sons of Merari, according 
unto their sersdce, under the hand of 
Ithamar the son of Aaron the priest. 

9 But unto the sons of Kohath he gave 
none : because Hhe service of the sanc- 
tuary belonging unto tliem ^wcls that 
they should bear upon their shoulders. 

10 H And the princes offered for * dedi- 
cating of the altar in the day that it was 
anointed, even the princes ofiered their 
offering before the altar. 

11 And the Lord said unto Moses, They 
shall offer their ofieringy each prince on 
his day, for *the dedicatmg of the altar. 

12 H And he that offeim his oflering 
the first day was ^Nahshon the son of 
Amminadab, of the tribe of Judah : 

13 And his offering was one silver 
charger, the weight thereof wcls an 

himdred and thirty shekels^ one silver 
bowl of seventy shekels, after the shekel 
of the sanctuary ; both of them were full 
of fine flour mingled with oil for a "meat 
oflering : 

14 One spoon of ten shekels of gold, full 
of ^incense: 

15 ®One young bullock, one ram, one 
lamb of the first year, for a burnt offering : 

16 One kid of the goats for a ’’sm 
offering : 

17 And for 'a sacrifice of peace offerings, 
two oxen, five rams, five he goats, five 
lambs of the first year: this was the 
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offering of Nahshon the son of Anuni. ' 
nadab. 

18 On the second day *Nethaneel the 
son of Zuar, prince of Issachar, did offer; 

19 He offered/or his offering one silver 
charger, the weight whereof was an 
hundred and thirty shekels^ one silver 
bowl of seventy shekels, after the shekd 
of the sanctuary ; both of them full of 
tine flour mingled with oil for a meat 
offering: 

20 One spoon of gold of ten shekels, full 
of incense : 

21 One young bullock, one ram, one 
lamb of the first year, for a burnt offering : 

22 One kid of the goats for a sin offermg ; 

23 And for a sacrifice of peace offerings, 
two oxen, five rams, five he goats, five 
lambs of the first year: this was the 
offermg of Nethaneel the son of Zuar. 

24 H On the third day ^Eliab the son of 
Helon, prince of the children of Zehulun, 
did oner: 

25 His offermg was one silver charger, 
the wei^t whereof was an hundred and 
thi^^toj5Zs,^ne silver bcwl of seventy 

both of them full of fine flour minSl 
with oil for a meat oflering : 

26 One golden spoon of ten shekels, full 
of incense : 

27 One young bullock, one ram, one 
lamb of the firet year, for a burnt offering : 

28 One kid of the goats for a sin offering ; 

29 And for a sacrifice of peace ofierings, 
two oxen, five rams, five he goats, five 
lambs of the first year: this was the 
offering of Eliab the son of Helon. 

30 H On the fourtli day ^Elizur the son 
of Shedeur, prince of tlie children of 
Reuben, did offer: 

31 His offering was one silver charger 
of the weight oi an hundred and thirty 
shekels, one silver bowl of seventy sliekell 
after the shekel of the sanctuary ; both oi 
them full of fine flour mingled with oil 
for a meat offering : 

32 One golden spoon of ten shekels, full 
of incense : 

33 One young bullock, one ram, one 
lamb of the first year, for a burnt offering ; 

34 One kid of the goats for a sin offering ; 

35 And for a sacrifice of peace offerings, 
two oxen, five rams, five he goats, five 
lambs of the first year: this was the 
offering of Elizur the son of Shedeur. 

36 H On the fifth day ” Shelumiel the 
son of Zuiishaddai, prince of the children 
of Simeon, did offer : 

37 His offering was one silvCT charger, 
the wei^t whereof was an hundred and 
thirty shekelSf one silver bowl of seventy 
shekels, after the shekel of the sanctuary : 
both of them full of fine flour mingled 
with oil for a meat oflering: 

38 One golden spoon of ten shekels, full 
of incense : 

39 One young bullock, one ram, one 
lamb of the first year, for a burnt offering : 
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40 One kid of the goats for a sin offering : 

41 And for a sacrifice of peace offerings, 
two oxen, five rams, five he goats, five 
lambs of the first year: this wa$ the 
offering of Shelumiel the son of Zuri- 
shaddai. 

42 IT On the sixth day “Eliasaph the son 
of Deuel, prince of the children of Gad, 
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43 His offering was one silver charger of 
the weight of an hundred and tliirty 
shekels, a silver bowl of seventy shekels, 
after the shekel of the sanctuary : both 
of them full of fine flour mingled with 
oil for a meat offering : 

44 One golden spoon of ten shekels, full 
of incense : 

45 One young bullock, one ram, one 
lamb of the first year, for a burnt oflering : 

46 One kid of the goats for a sin offering : 

47 And for a sacrmce of peace offerings, 
two oxen, five rams, five he goats, five 
lambs of the first year: this was the 
offering of Eliasaph the son of Deuel. 

48 IT On the seventh day ^ Elishama the 
son of Ammihud, prince of the children 
of Ephraim, offered: 

49 His offering was one silver charger, 
the weight whereof was an hundred and 
thirty shekels, one silver bowl of seventy 
shekels after the shekel of the sanctuary : 
both of them full of fine flour mingled 
with oil for a meat oflering : 

50 One golden spoon of ten shekels, full 
of incense : 

61 One young bullock, one ram, one 
lamb of the first year, for a burnt oflering : 

62 One kid of the goats for a sin oflering : 

63 And for a saciifice of peace ofierings, 
two oxen, five rams, five he goats, five 
lambs of the first year : tins was the offer- 
ing of Elishama the son of Ammihud. 

64 1 On the ei^th day offered * Gama- 
liel the son of Pedahzur, prince of the 
children of Manasseh : 

65 His offering was one silver charger of 
the weight of an hundred and thirty 
shekels, one silver bowl of seventy shekels, 
after the shekel of the sanctuary: both 
of them full of fine flour mingled with 
oil for a meat offering : 

66 One golden spoon of ten shekels, full 
of incense : 

67 One young bullock, one ram, one 
lamb of the first year, for a burnt offering : 

58 One kid of the goats for a sin offering : 
69 And for a sacnnce of peace offeri^, 
two oxen, five rams, ;five he goats, five 
lambs of the first year: this was the 
oflering of Gamaliel the son of Pedahzur. 

60 H On the ninth day ^ Abidan the son 
of Gideoni, prince of the children of 
Benjamin, ; 

61 His offering was one silver charger, 
the weight whereof was an hundred and 
thi^ th^^^ kT ^^th^ seventy 

both S them full of fine flour min^d 
with oil for a meat oflering: 
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62 One golden spoon of ten shekels, full 
of incense : 

63 One young bullock, one ram, one 
lamb of the first year, for a burnt oflering ; 

64 One kid of the goats for a sin offering : 

65 And for a sacrifice of peace offerings, 
two oxen, five rams, five he goats, five 
lambs of the first year: this was the 
oflering of Abidan the son of Gideoni. 

66 1 On the tenth day * Aliiezer the son 
of Ammishaddai, prince of the children 
of Dan, offered : 

67 His offering was one silver charger, 
the weight whereof was an hundred and 
thirty sJiekels, one silver bowl of seventy 
shekels, after the shekel of the sanctuary : 
both of them full of fine flour mingled 
with oil for a meat offering : 

68 One golden spoon of ten shekels, full 
of incense : 

69 One young bullock, one ram, one 
lamb of the first year, for a burnt offering : 

70 One kid of the goats for a sin offering : 

71 And for a sacntice of peace ofierings, 
two oxen, five rams, five he goats, five 
lambs of the first year: this was the 
oflering of Ahiezer the son of Ammi- 
shaddai. 

72 1i On the eleventh day ‘^Pamel the 
son of Ocran, prince of the children of 
Asher, offered: 

73 His oflering was one silver charger, 
the weight whereof was an hundred and 
thirty shekels, one silver bowl of seventy 
shekels, after the shekel of the sanctuary : 
both of them full of fine flour mingled 
with oil for a meat offering : 

74 One golden spoon of ten shekels, full 
of incense : 

75 One young bullock, one ram, one 
lamb of the first year, for a burnt offering : 

76 One kid of the goats for a sin offering : 

77 And for a sacnfice of peace offerii^, 
two oxen, five rams, five he goats, five 
lambs of the first year: this was the 
offering of Pagiel the son of Ocran. 

78 H On the twelfth day /Ahira the 
son of Enan, prince of the children of 
Naphtah, offered: 

79 His oflering was one silver charger, 
the weight whereof was an hundred and 
thirty shekels, one silver bowl of seventy 
shekels, after the shekel of the sanctuary • 
both of them full of fine flour mingled 
with oil for a meat offering : 

80 One golden spoon of ten shekels, full 
of incense : 

81 One young bullock, one ram, one 
lamb of the first year, for a burnt ottering : 

82 One kid of the goats for a sin offering : 

83 And for a sacnfice of peace offeri^ 
two oxen, five rams, five he goats, five 
lambs of the first year : this was the 
offering of Aliira the son of Enan. 

^ This was *the dedication of the altar, 
in the day when it was anointed, by 
the princes of Israel : twelve chargers of 
silver, twelve silver bowls, twelve spoons 
I of gold : 
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85 Each charger of silver wtighirug an 
tnmdred and thirty shekels, each bowl 
seventy: all the silver vessels weighed 
two thousand and four hundred shekels, 
-after the shekel of the sanctuary : 

86 The golden spoons were twelve, full 
of incense, weighing ten shekels apiece, 
after the shekel of the sanctuary : all the 
gold of the spoons was an hundred and 
twenty shekels. 

87 All the oxen for the burnt offering 
were twelve bullocks, the rams twelve, 
the lambs of the first year twelve, with 
their meat offering : and the kids of the 
goats for sin offering twelve. 

88 And all the oxen for the sacrifice of 
the peace offerings were twenty and four 
bullocks, the rams sixty, the he ^oats 
sixty, the lambs of the first year sixty. 
This was ®the dedication of the altar, 
after that it <*was anointed. 

89 And when Moses was ^one into the 
tabernacle of the conCTegation to /speak 
with 2 him, then he heard the voice of 
one speaking unto him ^from off the 
mercy seat that was upon the ark of 
testimony, from between the two cheru- 
bims : and he spake unto liim. 

CHAPTEE 8 

AND tlie Lord spake unto Moses, 
Jl\. saying, 

2 Speak unto Aaron, and say unto him. 
When thou /lightest the lamps, the seven 
lamps shall give light over against the 
candlestick. 

3 And Aaron did so; he lighted the 
lamps thereof over against the candle- 
stick, as the Lord commanded Moses. 

4 ^ And this work of the candlestick was 
of beaten gold, unto tlie shaft thereof, 
unto the flowers thereof, was "^beaten 
work : "according unto the pattern which 
the Lord had shewed Moses, so he made 
the candlestick. 

5 t And the Lord spake unto Moses, 
sayina 

6 Take the Levites from among the 
children of Israel, and cleanse them. 

7 And thus shalt thou do unto them, to 
cleanse them: Sprinkle ^ water of puri- 
fying upon them, and ^let them shave 
all their flesh, and let them wash their 
clothes, and so make themselves clean. 

8 Then let them take a young bullock 
with ®his meat offering, even fine fiour 
mingled with oil, and another young 
bullock shalt thou take for a sin offer- 
ing. 

9 *’And thou shalt bring the Levites 
before the tabernacle of the congregation : 
*and thou shalt gather the whole assembly 
of the children of Israel together : 

10 And thou shalt bring the Levites 
before the Lord: and the dbdldren of 
Israel “shall put their hands upon the 
Levites : 

11 And Aaron shall 7 offer the Levites 
before the Lord / or an ®offeriDg of 1^ 
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children of Israel, that ^ they may execute 1 
the service of the Lord. 

12 And the Levites ® shall lay their 
hands upon the heads of the bullocks: 
and thou shalt offer the one for a sin 
oftering, and the other for a burnt 
offering, imto the Lord, to make an 
atonement for the Levites. 

13 And thou shalt set the Levites before 
Aaron, and before his sons, and ofier 
them for an offering unto the Lord. 

14 Thus shalt thou separate the Levites 
from among the children of Israel : and 
the Levites shall be * mine. 

15 And after that shall the Levites go in 
to do the service of the tabernacle of the 
congregation: and thou shalt cleanse 
them, and offer them for an oflering. 

16 For they are wholly given unto 
me from among the children of Israel; 
^instead of such as open every womb, 
even instead of the firstborn of all the 
children of Israel, have I taken them 
unto me. 

17 * For all the firstborn of the children 
of Israel are mine, both man and beast: 
on the day that I smote every firstborn 
in tlie land of Egypt I sanctified them 
for myself. 

18 And I have taken the Levites for all 
the firstborn of the children of Israel. 

19 And M have given the Levites as 
gift to Aaron and to his sons from among 
the children of Israel, to do the service 
of the cliildren of Israel in the tabernacle 
of the congregation, and to make an 
atonement lor the children of Israel: 
*that there be no plague among the 
children of Israel, when the children of 
Israel come nigh unto the sanctuary. 

20 And Moses, and ALaron, and all the 
congregation of the children of Israel, 
did to the Levites according unto all 
that the Lord commanded Moses con- 
cerning the Levites, so did the children 
of Israel unto them. 

21 And the Levites ® were purified, and 
they washed their clothes; and Aaron 
offered them as an oflering before the 
Lord ; and Aaron made an atonement 
for them to cleanse them. 

22 And after that went the Levites in to 
do their service in the tabernacle of the 
congregation before Aaron, and before 
Ms sons : as the Lord had commanded 
Moses concerning the Levites, so did 
they unto them. 

23 IT And the Lord spake imto Moses, 
sayi^, 

24 This 'is it that helongeth unto the 
Levites: 'from twenty and five years 
old and upward they shall go in ^ to wait 
upon the service of the tabernacle of the 
congregation : 

25 And from the age of fifty years they 
shall ® cease waiting upon the service 
thereof, and shall serve no more : 

26 But shall minister with their brethren 
in th^ tRbemacle of the congregation, 
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«to keep the chai-ge, and shall do no 
service. Thus shalt thou do unto the 
Levites touching their charge. 

CHAPTER 9 

AND the Lord spake unto Moses in 
_£X the wilderness of Sinai, ® in the first 
month of the second j^ear after they were 
come out of the land of Egypt, saying, 

2 Let the children of Isi-ael also keep 
®the passover at his appointed season. 

3 In the fourteenth day of this month, 
lat even, ye shall keep it in liis appointed 
season : aceording to all the rites of it, 
and according to all the ceremonies 
thereof, shall ye keep it. 

4 And Moses spake unto the children of 
Israel, that they should keep the passover. 

6 And they kept tlie passover on the 
fourteenth day of the first month at even 
in the wilderness of Sinai : according to 
all that the Lord commanded Moses, so 
did the children of Israel. 

6 H And there were certain men, who 
were ^defiled by the dead body of a man, i 
tliat they could not keep the passover on 
tliat day; »and they came before Moses 
and before Aaron on that day : 

7 And those men said unto him, "VVe 
are defiled by the dead body of a man : 
wherefore are we kept back, that we may 
not offer an offering of the Lord in his 
appointed season among the children of 
Israel ? 

8 And Moses said unto them, Stand 
still, and will hear what the Lord 
will command concerning you. 

9 t And the Lord spake unto Moses, 
saying, 

10 Speak unto the children of Israel, 
saying, If any man of you or of your 
posterity shall be unclean by reason of 
a dead body, or he in a journey afar off, 
vet he shall keep the passover unto the 
Lord. 

11 ^The fourteenth day of the second 
month at even they shall keep it, and 
*"eat it witli unleavened bread and bitter 
herbs. 

12 “They shall leave none of it unto the 
morning, ®nor break any bone of it: 
i'according to all the ordinances of the 
passover tliey shall keep it. 

13 But the man that is clean, and is not 
in a journey, and forbeareth to keep the 
passover, even the same soul * shall be cut 
off from among his people ; because he 
brought not the offering of the Lord in 
liis appointed season, that man shall 
^bear liis sin. 

14 And if a stranger shall sojourn among 
you, and will keep the passover imto the 
Lord ; according to the ordinance of the 
passover, and according to the manner 
thereof, so shall he do: "ye shall have 
one ordinance, both for the stranger, and 
for him that was bom in the land. 

15 H And *'011 the day that the taber- 
nacle was reared up the cloud covered

the tabernacle, namely, the tent of the 
testimony : and ^at even there was upon 
the tabernacle as it were the appearance 
of fire, until the morning. 

16 So it was alway : the cloud covered 
it by day, and the appearance of fire by 
night. 

17 And when the cloud «*was taken tip 
from the tabernacle, then after that the 
children of Israel jornneyed : and in the 
place where the cloud abode, there the 
children of Israel pitched their tents. 

18 At the commandment of the Lord 
the children of Israel journeyed, and at 
the commandment of the Lord they 
pitched : f as long as the cloud abode upon 
the tabernacle they rested in their tents. 

19 And when the cloud 2 tarried long 
upon the tabernacle many days, then the 
children of Israel kept the charge of the 
Lord, and journeyed not. 

20 And so it was, when the cloud was a 
few days upon the tabernacle ; according 
to the conimandnient of the Lord they 
abode in their tents, and according to 
the commandment of the Lord they 
journeyed, 

21 And so it was, when the cloud ® abode 
from even unto the morning, and ihai 
the cloud was taken up in the morning, 
then they journeyed : whether it was by 
day or by night that the cloud was taken 
up, they journeyed. 

^ Or whether it were two days, or a 
month, or a year, that the cloud tarried 
upon the tahernacle, remaining thereon, 
the children of Isi-ael * abode in their 
tents, and journeyed not: but when it 
was taken up, they journeyed. 

23 At the commandment of the Lord 
they rested in the tents, and at the com- 
mandment of the Lord they journeyed : 
they kept the charge of the Lord, at the 
commandment of the Lord by the hand 
of Moses. 

CHAPTER 10 

AND the Lord spake unto Moses, 
J\. saying, ^ 

2 Make thee two trumpets of silver ; of 

a whole piece shalt thou make them ; that 
thou mayest use them for the calling of 
the assembly, and for the journeying of 
the camps. . , , 

3 And when ’’they shall blow with them, 
aU the assembly shall assemble themselves 
to thee at the door of the tabernacle of 
the congregation. 

4 And if they blow hut with one t'rumpet, 
then the princes, ^^)hich are “heads of the 
thousands of Israel, shall gather them- 
selves unto thee. 

5 When ye blow an alaim, then "the 
camps that lie on the east parts sliall go 
forward. 

6 When ye blow an alarm the second 
time, then the camps that lie *on the 
south side shall take their journey : they 
shall blow an alarm for their journeys. 
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7 But 'when the congre^tion is to be ] 
gathered together, ye shall blow, but ye 
shall not * sound an alarm. 

8® And the sons of Aaron, the priests, 
shall blow with the trumpets ; and they 
shall be to you for an ordinance for ever 
throughout your generations. 

9 And *if ye go to war in your land 
against the enemy that-^oppresseth you, 
then ye shall blow an alarm with the 
trumpets; and ye shall be ^remembered 
before the Lord your God, and ye shall 
be saved from your enemies. 

10 Also ^in the day of your gladness, 
and in your solemn days, and *iu the be- 
ginnings of your months, ye shall blow 
with the trumpets over your burnt olier- 
ings, and over the sacrifices of your peace 
ofi'erings : that they may be to you for a 
memorial before your God; I am the 
LiORD your God. 

11 H And it came to pass on the twen- 
tieth day of the second month, in the 
second year, that the cloud was taken up 
from ofl’the tabernacle of the testimony. 

12 And the children of Israel took their 
journeys out of tlie "-wilderness of Sinai; 
and the cloud rested in the ‘’■wilderness 
of Paran. 

13 And they first took their journey 
''according to the commandment of the 
Lord 1^ tlie hand of JMoses. 

14 II * 111 the first place went the standard 
of the camp of the children of Judali ac- 
cording to their armies : and over his host 
v:as "iNahshon the son of Amminadab. 

16 And over the host of the tribe of the 
cliildren of Issachar was Hethaneel tlie 
son of Zuar. 

It) And over the host of the tribe of the 
children of Zebulun was Eliab the son of 
Helon. 

17 And *the tabernacle was taken down : 
and the sons of Gershon and the sons oi 
Merari set forward, “beaxing the taber- 
nacle. 

18 H And *the standard of the camp of 
Eeuben set fonvard according to their 
armies : and over his host was ®Elizur 
the son of Shedeur. 

19 And over the host of the tribe of the 
children of Simeon was Shelumiel the 
son of Zurishaddai. 

20 And over the host of the tribe of the 
children of Gad was Eliasaph the son of 
jDeuel. 

21 And the Kohathites set forward, bear- 
ing the sanctuary : and ^the other did 
set w the tabernacle against they came. 

22 1 And Hhe standard of tlie camp of 
the children of Ephraim set forward ac- 
cording to their armies: and over his 
host ^aa<^Elishama the son of Ammihud. 
2:3 And over the host of the tribe of the 
children of Manasseh was Gamaliel the 
son of Pedalizur. 

24 And over the host of the tribe of the 
cliildren of B^amin was Abidan the 
.son of Gideoni

25 ^ And “tlie standard of the camp of 
the children of Dan set forward, which 
was the rereward of all the camps through- 
out their hosts : and over his host was 
«^AJiiezer the son of Ammishaddai. 

2d And over the host of the tribe of the 
children of Asher was Pagiel the son of 
Ocran. 

27 And over the host of the tribe of the 
children of ITaphtali was Aliira the sou 
of Elian. 

28 ^Thus were the joumeyings of the 
children of Israel according to their 
armies, when they set forward. 

29 H And Moses said unto Hobab, the 
son of ^Kaguel the Midianitej Moses’ 
father in law. We are journeymg unto 
the place of which the Lord said, * I will 
give it you : come thou with us, and we 
win do thee good: for ^the Lord hath 

fken good concerning Israel. 

And he said unto him, I will not go: 
but I will depart to mine own land, ana 
to my kindred. 

31 And he said, Leave us not, I pray 
thee; forasmuch as thou knowest how 
we are to encamp in the ivildemess, and 
thou mayest be to us -^instead of eyes. 

32 And it shall be, if thou go with us, 
yea, it shall be, that * what goodness the 
Lord shall do unto us, the same will we 
do unto thee. 

33 H And they departed from ^ the mount 
of the Lord three days’ journey : and the 
ark of the covenant of the Lord “went 
before them in the three days’ journey, to 
search out “'a resting place for them. 

34 And ®the cloud of the Lord was 
upon them by day, when they went out 
of the camp. 

35 And it came to pass, when the ark 
set forward, that Moses said, ^Eise up, 
Lord, and let thine enemies be scattered; 
and let them that hate tliee fiee before 
thee. 

35 And when it rested, he said, Betum, 
0 LoitD, unto the ^many thousands of 
Israel. 

CHAPTER 11 

AND ^w/ien the people s complained, 
J\. -^it displeased the Lord : and the 
Lord heard it: ®and his anger was 
kindled; and the /fire of the Lord 
burnt among them, and consumed them 
that were in the uttermost parts of the 
camp. 

2 And the people cried unto Moses ; and 
when Moses Sprayed unto the Lord, the 
fire ®was quenched. 

3 And he called the name of the place 
■7 Taberah : because the fire of the Lord 
burnt among them. 

4 *II And the *mixt multitude that was 
among them sfell a lusting: and the 
children of Israel also ®wept again, and 
said, * Who shall give us flesh to eat? 

6 ”* We remember the fish, which we did 
eat in Egypt freely; the cucumbers, and

and the garlick : 

d But now our soul is dried away : there 
is nothing at all, beside this manna, 
before our eyes. 

7 And *the manna was as coriander 
seed, and the ^colour thereof as the 
colour of ® bdellium. 

8 And the people went about, and ga- 
thered it, and ground it in mills, or beat 
it in a mortar, and baked it in pans, and 
made cakes of it : and the taste of it was 
as tlie taste of /fresh oil. 

9 And ^ when the dew fell upon the camp 
in the night, the manna feU upon it. 

10 H Then Moses heard the people weep 
throughout their families, every man in 
tlie door of his tent : and the anger of the 
Lord was kindled greatly ; Moses also 
was displeased. 

11 /And IVIoses said unto the Lord, 
Wherefore hast thou afflicted thy ser- 
vant? and wherefore have I not found 
favour in thy sight, that thou layest the 
burden of all tliis people upon me? 

12 Have I conceived all this people? have 
I begotten them, that thou shouldest say 
unto me, * Carry them in thy bosom, as 
a ^nursing father beareth the sucking 
child, unto the land which thou ^ swarest 
unto their fathers ? 

13 ” Whence should I have flesh to give 
unto all tliis people? for they weep unto 
me, saying, Give us flesh, that we may eat. 

14 am not able to bear all this people 
alone, because it is too heavy for me. 

15 And if thou deal thus with me, ®kill 
me, I pray thee, out of hand, if I have 
found favour in thy sight; and let me 
not ^see my wretchedness. 

16 IF And the Lord said unto IMoses, 
Gather unto me “seventy men of the 
elders of Israel, whom thou knowest to 
be the elders of the people, and "officers 
over them; and bring them unto the 
tabernacle of the congregation, that they 
may stand there with thee. 

17 And I •will * come do^vn and talk -with 
thee there : and •will take of the spirit 
which is upon thee, and ■wiU put it upon 
them; and they shall bear *the burden 
of the people •with thee, that thou bear it 
not thyself alone. 

18 And say thou unto the people, 
“ Sanctify yourselves against to morrow, 
and ye shall eat flesh : for ye have wept 
in the ears of the Lord, saying. Who 
shall give us flesh to eat? for it was well 
with us in Egypt; therefore the Lord 
will give you flesh, and ye shall eat. 

19 le shall not eat one day, nor two 
days, nor five days, neither ten days, nor 
twenty days ; 

20 But even a ^ whole month, ^ until it 
come out at your nostrils, and it be 
loathsome unto you: because that ye 
have despised the Lord which is among 
you. and have wept before him, saying, 
•Why came we forth out of Egypt? 
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21 And Moses said, “The people, among 
whom I am, are six hundrea thousand 
footmen ; and thou hast said, I will give 
them flesh, that they may eat a whole 
month. 

22 Shall the flocks and the herds be slain 
for them, to suffice them? or shall all the 
fish of the sea be gathered together for 
them, to suffice them? 

23 And the Lord said unto Moses, ‘^Is 
the Lord’s hand waxed short? thou 
shalt see now whether ®my word shall 
come to pass unto thee or not. 

24 IF And Moses went out, and told 
the people the words of the Lord, and 
^gathered the seventy men of the elders 
of the people, and set them round about 
the tabernacle. 

25 And the Lord ^carae down in a 
cloud, and spake unto him, and took of 
the spirit that was upon him, and gave 
it unto the seventy elders : and it came 
to pass, that, when the spirit rested upon 
them, they prophesied, and did not 
cease. 

26 But there remained two of the men 
in the camp, the name of the one was 
Eldad. and the name of the other Medad : 
and the spirit rested upon them; and 
they were of them that were written, but 
’“went not out unto the tabernacle : and 
they prophesied in the camp. 

27 And there ran a young man, and told 
Moses, and said, Eldad and Medad do 
prophesy in the camp. 

28 And ^Joshua the son of Nun, the 
servant of Moses, one of his young men, 
answered and said, My lord Moses, *'for- 
bid them, 

29 And Moses said unto him, Enviest 
thou for my sake? * would God that all 
the Lord’s people were prophets, and 
that the Lord would put nis spirit upon 
them I 

39 And Moses gat him into the camp, 
he and the elders of Israel. 

31 IF And there went forth a “’•wind from 
the Lord, and brought ouails from the 
sea, and let them fall by the camp, 2 as it 
were a day’s journey on this side, and 
2 as it were a day’s journey on the other 
side, round about the camp, and as it 
were two cubits high upon the face of 
the earth. 

32 And the people stood up all that day, 
and all that night, and all the next day, 
and they gathered the quails: he that 
gathered least gathered ten * homers : and 
they spread them all abroad for themselves 
round about the camp. 

33 And while the “ flesh was yet between 
their teeth, ere it was chewed, the wrath 
of the Lord was kindled against the 
people, and the Lord smote the people 
with a very great plague. 

34 And he called the name of that place 
^Klbroth-hattaavah : because there they 
buried the people that lusted. 

35 fAnd the people journeyed from 
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Mirianr^s leprosy^ Names of the spies^ 


Kibroth-hattaavah unto Hazeroth; and 
^ abode at Hazeroth, 

CHAPTEE 12 

A KD Miriam and Aaron spake against 
Xx. Moses because of the ^ Ethiopian 
woman whom he had 3 married : for ^ he 
had 3 married an ^ Ethiopian woman. 

2 And they said, Hath the Lord in- 
deed spoken only by Moses? ^hath he 
not spoken also by us ? And the Lord 
®heara it. 

3 /(How the man IMoses was very meek, 
above all the men which were upon the 
face of the earth.) 

4 And the Lord spake suddenly unto 
Moses, and unto Aaron, and unto IVI iriani. 
Come out ye three unto the tabernacle of 
the congregation. And they three came 
out. 

6 ^And the Lord came down in the 
pillar of the cloud, and stood in the door 
of the tabernacle, and called Aaron and 
Miriam : and they both came forth. 

6 And he said, Hear now my words : If 
there be a prophet among you, I the 
Lord will make myself known unto him 
^in a vision, and will speak unto him *in 
a dream. 

7 *My servant Moses is not so, ’"who is 
faithful in all "mine house. 

8 "With him will I speak ® mouth to 
mouth, even appai'ently, and not in ^ dark 
speeches; and *^the similitude of the 
Lord shall he behold: wherefore then 
were ye not afraid to speak against my 
servant Moses ? 

9 And the anger of the Lord was kin- 
dled against them ; and he departed. 

10 And the cloud departed from off the 
tabernacle; and, ® behold, Miriam he- 
cawie" leprous, white as snow : and Aaron 
looked upon Miriam, and, behold, she 
was leprous. 

11 And Aaron said unto Moses, Alas, 
my lord, I beseech thee, ^lay not the sin 
upon us, wherein we have done foolishly, 
and wherein we have sinned. 

12 Let her not be as one dead, of whom 
the flesh is half consumed when he cometh 
out of his mother’s womb. 

^ 13 And IMoses cried unto the Lord, say- 
ing, Heal her now, 0 God, I beseech thee. 
14 1 And the Lord said unto Moses, If 
her father had but ‘'spit in her face, should 
she not be ashamed seven days ? let her 
be “shut out from the camp seven days, 
and after that let her be received in again. 

15 And Miriam ®was shut out from 
the camp seven days: and the people 
journeyed not till Miriam was brought 
m again. 

16 And afterward the people removed 
from ‘Hazeroth, and pitched in the 
wilderness of Paran. 
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AND the Lord spake unto Moses, 
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2 “ Send thou men, that they may search 
the land of Canaan, which I give unto 
the children of Israel: of every tribe of 
their fathers shall ye send a man, every 
one a ruler among them. 

3 And Moses by the commandment of 
the Lord sent them ®from the wilderness 
of Paran ; all those men were heads of 
the children of Israel. 

4 And these were their names : of the 
tribe of Eeuben, Shammua the son of 
Zaccur. 

6 Of the tribe of Simeon, Shaphat the 
son of Hori. 

6 ‘’Of the tribe of Judah, ’‘Caleb the 
son of Jephunneli. 

7 Of the tribe of Issachar, Igal the son 
of JoseplL 

8 Of tne tribe of Ephraim, Oshea the 
son of Kun. 

9 Of the tribe of Benjamin, Palti the 
son of Eaphu. 

10 Of the tribe of Zebulun, Gaddiel the 
son of Sodi. 

11 Of tlie tribe of Joseph, namely^ of the 
tribe of Manasseh, Gaddi the son of Susi. 

12 Of the tribe of Dan, Ammiel the son 
of Gemalli. 

13 Of the tribe of Asher, Sethur the son 
of Michael. 

14 Of the tribe of Naphtali, Nahbi the 
son of Vophsi. 

15 Of the tribe of Gad, Geuel the son of 
Machi. 

16 These are the names of the men 
which Moses sent to spy out the land. 
And Moses called ’‘Oshea the son of Nun 
Jehoshua. 

17 IT And Moses sent them to spy out 
the land of Canaan, and said unto them, 
Get you up this waij * southward, and go 
up_^into *'tne mountain : 

15 And see the land, what it is: and 
the people that dwelletn therein, whether 
they he strong or weak, few or many ; 

19 And what the land is that they dwell 
in, whether it be good or bad ; and what 
cities they he that they dwell in, whether 
in tents, or in strongholds ; 

20 And what the land is, whether it 
he *fat or lean, whether there be wood 
therein, or not. And ‘’be ye of good 
courage, and bring of the fruit pf the 
land. Now the time was the time of 
the firstripe grapes. 

21 TT So they went up, and searched the 
land ‘•from the wilderness of Zin unto 
® Rehob. ^as men come to Hamath. 

22 And they ascended by the south, and 
came unto Hebron; wnere /Ahiman, 
Sheshai, and Talmai, the children of 
Anak, were. (Now ^Hebron was built 
seven years before ’^Zoan in Egypt.) 

23 -^And they came unto the •‘brook of 
Eshcol, and cut down from thence a 
branch with one cluster of grapes, and 
they bare it between two upon a stafi’; 
and they brought of the pomegranates, 
and of the figs. 
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Their evil report Intercession of Moses, 


24 The place was called the i brook 
^EshcoL because of the cluster of grapes 
which the children of Israel cut down 
from thence. 

25 And they returned from searching of 
the land after forty days. 

26 ^ And they went and came to Moses, 
and to Aaron, and to all the congregation 
of the children of Israel, unto the wilder- 
ness of Paran, to <*Kadesh ; and brought 
back word unto them, and unto all the 
conception, and shewed them the fruit 
of the land. 

27 And they told him, and said, We 
came unto the land whither thou sentest 
us, and surely it;floweth with ^milk and 
honey ; ^aud this is the fruit of it. 

28 Nevertheless Hhe people be ^strong 
that dwell in the land, and the cities are 
^walled, and very great : and moreover 
we saw the children of Anak there. 

29 *”The Amalekites dwell in the land 
of the south : and the Hittites, and the 
Jebusites, and the Amorites, dwell in 
the mountains : and the Canaanites dwell 
by the sea, and by the coast of Jordan. 

30 And ^ Caleb stilled the people before 
Moses, and said. Let us go up at once, 
and possess it ; for we are well able to 
overcome it. 

31 *But the men that went up with him 
said, We be not able to go up against 
the people ; for they are stronger than we. 

32 And they brought up ^an evil report 
of the land wloich they had searched 
unto the cliildren of Israel, saying. The 
land, through which we have gone to 
search it, is a land that eateth up the 
inhabitants thereof ; and "all the people 
tliat we saw in it are ^men of a great 
stature. 

33 And there we saw the giants, the 
sons of Anak, which come of tiie giants ; 
and we were m our own sight as ^pass- 
hoppers, and so we were in their si^it. 

CHAPTEE 14 

AlfD all the congregation lifted up their 
voice, and cried; and *tlie people 
wept tliat night. 

2 And all the children of Israel "mur- 
mured against Moses and against Aaron : 
and the whole congregation said unto 
them, Would God that we had died in 
the land of Egypt! or would God we had 
died in this wilderness I 

3 And wherefore hath the Lord brought 
us unto this land, to fall by the sword, 
that our wives and our children should 
be a prey? were it not better for us to 
return into Egypt? 

4 And they said one to another, ^Let us 
make; a captain, and ^4et us return into 
E^t. 

o Then * Moses and Aaron fell on their 
faces before all the assembly of the con- 
grepition of the children of Israel. 

6 li And Joshua the son of Nun, and 
Caleb the son of Jephunneh, which were 
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NUMBERS 13, 14 

of them that searched the land, rent 
their clothes : 

7 And they spake unto all the company 
of the children of Israel, sajdng, "The 
land, which we passed through to sear^ 
it, is an exceeding good land. 

8 If the Lord * delight in us, then he 
will bring us into this land, and give it 
us ; "a land which floweth with milk and 
honey. 

9 Only rebel not ye against the Lord, 
® neither fear ye the people of the land; 
for.^ they are bread for us : their ® defence 
is departed from them, ^ and the Lord is 
with us: fear them not. 

10 *But all the congregation bade stone 
them with stones. And ^the glory of 
the Lord appeared in the tabernacle of 
the congregation before all the children 
of Israel. 

11 H Ajid the Lord said unto Moses, 
How long will this people "provoke me ? 
and how long will it be ere they ® believe 
me, for all the signs which I have shewed 
among them? 

12 1 will smite them with the pestilence, 
and disinlierit them, and ®,will make of 
thee a greater nation and mightier than 
they. 

13 t And ’’Moses said unto the Lord, 
Then the Egyptians shall hear iU (for 
thou broughtest up this people in thy 
might from among them d 

14 And they will tell it to the inhabitants 
of this land : for ’*tliey have heard that 
thou Lord art among this people, that 
thou Lord ai-t seen face to face, and 
thxit ’'thy cloud standeth over them, and 
that thou goest before them, by day 
time in a pillar of a cloud, and m a pillsi 
of fire by night. 

15 t Now “if thou shalt kill all this 
people as one man, then the nations 
which have heard the fame of thee will 
speak, saying, 

16 Because.the Lord was not ^'ahle to 
bring this people into the land which 1/e 
sware unto them, therefore he hatli slain 

I them in the wilderness. 

17 And no\^ I beseech thee, let the 

I power of my Lord be great, according as 
thou hast spoken, saying, 

18 The Lord is ^longsuffering, and of 
great mercy, forgiving iniquity and trans- 
gression, and by no means clearing the 
guilty t ^visiting the iniquity of the fathers 
upon the children unto the third and 
fourth generation, 

19 ‘^Pardon, I beseech thee, the ini- 
quity of this people ® according unto the 
fatness of thy mercy, and /as thou 
hast forgiven this people, from Egypt 
even ® until now. 

20 And the Lord said, I have pardoned 
^according to thy word : 

21 But as truly as 1 live, *all the earth 
shall be filled with the ^ory of the Lord. 

22 ^ Because all those men which have 
seen my glory, and my miracles, which 
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The forty yeari wandering decreed. 


1 did in Egypt and in the wilderness, 
and have ‘tempted me now ® these ten 
times, and have not hearkened to my 
voice ; 

23 1 Surely they shall not see the land 
which I swaxe unto their fathers, neither 
shall any of them that provoked me see 
it: 

24 But my servant Caleb, because he 
had another spirit with him, and ®hath 
followed me fully, him will I bring into 
the land whereinto he went; and his 
seed shall possess it. 

26 (Now *the Amalekites and ^the Ca- 
naanites dwelt in the valley.) To morrow 
turn you, and ^get you into the wilder- 
ness by the way of the Bed sea. 

26 t And the Lord spake unto Moses 
and unto Aaron, saying, 

27 How long shall 1 bear with this evil 
con^egation, which mmmur against me? 

nave heard the murmurings of the 
children of Israel, which they murmur 
against me. 

28 Say unto them, to*uly as I live, 
saith the Lord, -^as ye have spoken in 
mine ears, so will I do to you : 

29 Your carcases shall fall in this wilder- 
ness; and ’’all that were numbered of 
you, according to your whole number, 
from twenty years old and upward, which 
have murmured against me, 

30 Doubtless ye shall not come into the 
land, concerning which I ^sware to 
make you dwell therein, ^save <3aleb the 
son of Jephunneh, and Joshua the son 
of Nun. 

31 ^But your little ones, which ye said 
should be a prey, them will I bring in, 
and they shall know the land which ®ye 
have despised. 

^ But as for you, *your carcases, they 
shall fall in this wilderness. 

33 And your children shall ^ wander in 
the wilderness ** forty years, and ®bear 
your whoredoms, imtil your carcases be 
wasted in tlie wilderness. 

34^ ^ After the number [of the days in 
which ye searched the land, even * forty 
days, each day for a year, shall ye *bear 
your iniquities, even forty years, and ye 
shall know my ^ breach of promise. 

35 I the Lord have said, I will surely 
do it unto all ^this evil congregation, 
that are gathered together against me : 
in this wilderness they shall be consumed, 
and there they shall die. 

36 *And the men, wMch Moses sent to 
search the land, who returned, and made 
all the congregation to murmur against 
him, by bringing up a slander upon the 
land, 

37 Even those men that did bring up 
the evil report upon the land, ®diecL by 
the plague before the Lord. 

38 ■^‘But Joshua the son of Nun, and 
Caleb the son of Jephunneh, which were 
of the men that went to search the land, 
lived stUL 
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39 And Moses told these sayings unto 
aU the children of Israel : and the people 
* mourned meatly. 

40 IT And they rose up early in the 
morning, and gat them up into the top 
of the mountain, saying, Lo, ®we be herl 
and will go up unto the place which the 
Lord hath promised : for we'.have sinned 

41 And Moses said, Wherefore now do 
ye /transgress the commandment of the 
Lord ? but it shall not prosper. 

42 ^ Go not up, for the Lord is not 
among you; that ye be not smitten 
before your enemies. 

43 For ^the Amalekites and the Canaan- 
ites are there before you, and ye shall 
fall by the sword ; because ye are turned 
away from the Lord, therefore the Lord 
will not be with you, 

44 *But they presumed to go up unto 
the hill top : nevertheless Hhe ark of the 
covenant of the Lord, and Moses, de- 
parted not out of the camp. 

45 Then "the Amalekites came down, 
and the Canaanites which dwelt in that 
hill, and smote them, and discomfited 
them, even unto *Hormah. 


CHAPTEE 16 
AND the Lord spake unto 
saying, 

2 Speak unto the children of Israel, and 
say unto them, When ye be come into 
the land of your habitations, which I give 
xmto you, 

3 And ^will make an offering by fire 
xmto the Lord, a burnt offering, or a 
sacrifice in ^performing ^a vow, or in 
a freewill offering, or ®in your solemn 
feasts, to make a ^sweet savour unto the 
Lord, of the herd, or of the flock : 

4 Then ® shall he that offereth his offering 
unto the Lord bring * a meat offering of 
a tenth deal of flour mingled ®with the 
fourth part of an hin of oil. 

5 / And the fourth '^rt of an hin of 
wine for a drink offering shalt thou 
prepare with the burnt offering or sacri- 
fice, for one lamb. 

6-^ Or for a ram, thou shalt prepare for 
a meat offering two tenth deals of flour 
mingled with the third part of an hin of 
oil. 

7 And for a drink offering thou shalt 
offer the third part of an hin of wine, 
for a sweet savour unto the Lord. 

8 And when thou preparest a bullock 
for a burnt offering, or for a sacrifice in 
performing a vow, or peace offerings 
unto the Lord : 

9 Then shall he bring " with a bullock a 
meat offering of three tenth deals of flour 
mingled with half an hin of oil, 

W And thou shalt bring for a drink 
offering half an hin of wine, for an 
offering inade by fire, of a sweet savour 
unto the Lord, 

11 ® Thus shall it be done for one bullock, 
or for one ram, or for a lamb, or a kid. 
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12 According to the number that ye 
shall prepare, so shall ye do to every one 
according to their number. 

13 All that are born of the country 
shall do these things after this manner, 
in offering an offering made by fire, of a 
sweet savour unto the Lobd. 

14 imd if a stranger sojourn with you, 
or whosoever he amon^ you in your 
generations, and will offer an offering 
made by fire, of a sweet savour unto the 
Lord ; as ye do, so he shall do. 

15 ® One ordinance shall be both for you 
of the congregation, and also for the 
stranger that sojourneth with you, <*an 
ordinance for ever in your generations: 
as ye are, so shall the .stranger be before 
the Lord. 

16 One law and one manner shall be for 
you, and for the stranger that sojourneth 
with you. 

17. IT And the Lord spake unto Moses, 
saying, 

18 Speak unto the children of Israel, 
and say unto them. When ye come into 
the land whither I bring you, 

19 Then it shall be, that, when ye eat of 
^the bread of the land, ye shall offer up 
an heave offering unto the Lord. 

20 * Ye shall offer up a cake of ^ the 
first of your dough, for an heave offering : 
as ye do the heave offering of the thresh- 
in^oor, so shall ye heave it. 

21 Of the first of your dough ye shall 
give unto the Lord an heave offering in 
your generations. 

22 IT And ’^if ye have erred, and not 
observed all these commandments, which 
the Lord hath spoken unto Moses, 

23 Even all that the Lord hath com- 
manded you by the hand of Moses, from 
the day that the Lord commanded Moses, 
and henceforward among your genera- 
tions; 

24 Then it shall be, if ought be commit- 
ted by ignorance 3 without the knowledge 
of the congregation, that all the con- 
gregation shall offer one young bullock 
lor a burnt offering, for a sweet savour 
unto the Lord, ^with his meat offering, 
and his drink offering, according to the 
4 manner, and ^ one kid of the goats for a 
sin offering. 

25 “ And the priest shall make an atone- 
ment for all the congregation' of the 
children of Israel, and it shall be forgiven 
them ; for it is ignorance : and they shall 
bring their offering, a sacrifice made by 
fire unto ^e Lord, and their sin offering 
before the Lord, for their ignorance : 

26 And it shall be forgiven all the 
congregation of the children of Israel, 
and the stranger that sojourneth among 
them; seeing all the people were in 
ignorance. 

27 IF And *if any soul sin through 
ignorance, then he shall bring a she goat 
of the first year for a sin offering. 

28 ^ And the priest shall make an atone- 
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ment for the soul that sinneth imorantly, 
when he sinneth by ignorance before the 
Lord, to make an atonement for him; 
and it shall be forgiven him. 

29 ® Ye shall have one law for him that 

1 sinneth through ignorance, both for him 
that is bora among the children of Israel, 
and for the stranger that sojourneth 
among them. 

30 IT ^But the soul that doeth ou^ht 

2 presumptuously, whethet' he be born in 
the land, or a stranger, the same re- 

E roacheth the Lord ; and that soul shall 
e cut off from among his people. 

31 Because he hath ® despised the word 
of the Lord, and hath broken bis com- 
mandment, that soul shall utterly be cut 
off ; his iniquity shall be upon him. 

32 t And while the children of Israel 
were in the wilderness, they found a man 
that /gathered sticks upon the sabbath 
day. 

33 And they that found him gathering 
sticks brought him unto Moses and Aa- 
ron, and unto all the congregation. 

34 And they put him ^in ward, because 
it was not declared what, should be .done 
to hincL 

35 And the Lord said unto Moses, 
*The man shall be surely put to death : 
all the congregation shall ^stone him 
with stones without the camp. 

3d And all the congregation brought 
him without the camp, and stoned him 
with stones, and he died ; as the Lord 
commanded Moses. 

37 f And the Lord spake unto Moses, 


38 ^eak unto the children of Israel, 
and bid them "that they make them 
fringes in the borders of their garments 
throughout their generations, and that 
they put upon the fringe of the borders 
a ribband of blue : 

39 And it shall be unto you for a fnnge, 
that ye may look upon it, and remember 
all the commandments of the Lord, and 
do them; and that ye -^seek not after 
your own heart and your own eyes, after 
which ye use ** to go a whoring : 

40 That ye may remember, and do all 
my commandments, and be ^holy unto 
your Gk)d. ^ 

41 I am the Lord your God, which 
brought you out of the land of Egypt, to 
be your God : I am the Lord your God. 


CHAPTER 16 

N OW ^Korah, the son of Izhar, the 
son of Kohath, the son of Levi, and 
“Dathan and Abiram, the sons of Eliab, 
and On, the son of Peleth, sons of Reuben, 
took men: ^ ^ 

2 And they rose up before Moses, with 
certain of the cMfdren of Israel, two 
hundred and fifty princes of toe assembly, 
famous in the congregation, men of 


renown : . , , x 

3 And *they gathered themselves to- 
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gether against Moses and against Aaron, 
and saio^unto thenn i Ye take too much 
upon you, seeing ®all the congregation 
are holy, every one of them, ®and the 
Lokd is among them : ’wherefore then 
lift ye up yourselves above the congre- 
gation of the Lord ? 

4 And when Moses heard ii, ‘^he fell 
upon his face : 

6 And he spake unto Korah and unto 
all his company, saying. Even to morrow 
the Lord •will shew who areLhis, and 
who is holy ; and will cause him to come 
near unto nim : even him whom he hath 
^ chosen will he cause to ^come near 
unto him. 

6 This do; Take you ^censers, Korah, 
and all his company ; 

7 And put fire therein, and put incense 
in them before the Lord to morrow: 
and it shall be that the man whom the 
Lord doth choose, he shall be holy : ye 
take too much upon you, ye sons of Levi. 

8 And Moses said unto Korah, Hear, I 
pray you, ye sons of Levi : 

9 Seemeth it hut *a small thing unto 
you, that the God of Israel hath separated 
you from the congregation of Israel, to 
bring you near to himself to do the 
service of the tabernacle of the Lord, 
and to stand before the congregation to 
minister unto them ? 

10 And he hath brought thee near to 
him, and all thy brethren the sons of 
Le-yi with thee : and seek ye the priest- 
hood also ? 

11 For which cause both thou and all 
thy company are gathered together a- 
^nst the lord : ” and what is Aaron, 
that ye murmur against him ? 

12 IT And Moses sent to call Dathan and 
Abiram, the sons of Eliab : which said, 
We will not come up ; 

13 Is it a small thing that thou hast 
brought us up out of a land that floweth 
with milk and honey, to kill us in the 
wilderness, except thou '’make thyself 
altogether a prince over us ? 

14 Moreover thou hast not brought us 
into a land that fioweth with milk and 


honeyi or given us inheritance of fields 
and vineyards: wilt thou out the 
eyes of these men? we will not come 

fi And Moses was very wroth, and said 
unto the Lord, ^Eespect not thou their 
offering: ’^Ihave not taken one ass from 
them, neither have I hurt one of them, 

16 And Moses said unto Korah, Be thou 
and all thy company ^'before the Lord, 
thou, and they, and Aaron, to morrow : 

17 And take every man ms censer, and 

§ ut incense in them, and bring ye before 
tie Lord every man his censer, two him- 
dred and fifty censers; thou also, and 
Aaron, each qf you his censer. 

18 And they took every man his censer, 
and put fire in them, and laid incense 
thereon, and stood in the door of the

tabernacle of the congregation with Mo- 
ses and Aaron. 

. 19 And Korah gathered all the congrega- 
tion against them unto the door of the 
tabernacle of the congregation: and ®the 
glory of the Lord appeared unto all the 
congregation. 

20 And the Lord spake unto Moses and 
unto Aaron, saying, 

21 ^ Separate yourselves from among this 
congregation, that I may consume them 
in a moment. 

22 And they /fell upon their faces, and 
said, O God, ^ the God of the spirits of aU 
flesh, shall one man sin, and wilt thou be 
wroth with all the congregation? 

23 H And the Lord spake unto Moses, 
saying, 

24 Speak unto the congregation, saying. 
Get you up from about the tabernacle or 
Korah, Dathan, and Abiram. 

25 And Moses rose up and went unto 
Dathan and Abiram ; and the elders of 
Israel followed liim. 

26 And he spake unto the congregation, 
saying, ^Depart, I pray you, from the 
tents of these wicked men, and touch 
nothing of theirs, lest ye *”be consumed 
in all their sins. 

27 So they gat up from the tabernacle of 
Korah, Dathan, and Abiram, on every 
side : and Dathan and Abiram came out 
and stood in the door of their tents, and 
their wives, and their sons, and their 
little children. 

28 And Moses said, Hereby ye shall 
know that the Lord hath sent me to do 
all these works; for I have not done 
them ‘*of mine own mind. 

29 If these men die ^the common death 
of all men, or if they be visited after the 
visitation of all men ; then the Lord hath 
not sent me. 

30 But if the Lord ^make a new thing, 
and ®the earth open her mouth, and 
swallow them up, with all that appcr- 
tain unto them, and they ^go down 
quick into the pit; then ye shall unde^ 
stand that these men *have provoked 
the Lord. 

31 “And it came to pass, as he had 
made an end of speaking all these words, 
that the ground clave asunder that was 
under them : 

32 And the earth opened her mouth, 
and swallowed them up, and tlieir houses, 
and *aU the men that appertained unto 
Korah, and all their goods. 

33 They, and all that appertained to 
them, went down alive into the pit, and 
the earth closed upon them: and they 
perished from among the congregation. 

34 And all Israel that were round about 
them fled at the cry of them : for they 
said. Lest the earth swallow us up 
also. 

35 And there *came out a fire from the 
Lord, and consumed the two hundred 
and fifty men that ofiered incense. 
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36 H And the Lord spake unto Moses, 


sayingj i 

37 Speak unto ® Eleazar the son of Aaron ! 
the priest, that he take up the censers out 
of the burning, and scatter thou the fire 
yonder ; for they are hallowed. 

38 The censers of these * sinners against 
their own souls, let them make them 
broad plates for a covering of the altar: 
for they offered them before the Lord, 
therefore they are hallowed: ^and they 
shall be a sign unto the cliildren of Israel. 

39 And Eleazar the priest took the brasen 
censersj wherewitli they that were burnt 
had offered ; and they were made broad 
'plates for a covering of the altar : 

40 To be a memorial unto the children 
of Israel, ^ that no stranger, wliich is not 
of the seed of Aaron, come near to offer 
incense before the; Lord ; that he be not 
as Korah, and as his company: as the 
Lord said to him by the hand of Moses. 

41 But on the monow all the congrega- 
tion of the children of Israel murmured 
against Moses and against Aaron, saying, 
Ye have killed the people of the Lord. 

42 And it came to pass, when the con- 
gregation was gathered against Moses and 
against Aaron, that they looked toward 
the tabernacle of the congregation : and, 
behold, Uhe cloud covered it, and -^the 
glory of the Lord appeared. 

43 And Moses and Aaron came before 
the tabernacle of the conmegation. 

44 11 And the Lord spake unto Moses, 

S3»yiii^ 

.45 "Set you up from among this con- 
gregation, that I °may consume them as 
in a moment. And they fell upon their 
^es. 

46 1 And Moses said unto Aaron, Take 
a censer, and put fire therein from off the 
altar, and put on incense, and go q ’ ' ’ 
unto the congregation, and make an 
atonement for them : ^for there is wrath 
gone out from the Lord ; the plague is 
begun. 

47 And Aaron took as Moses command- 
ed, and ran into the midst of the con- 
firmation; and, behold, the plague was 
begim among the people: and he put 
on incense, and made an atonement for 
the people. 

48 And he stood between the dead and 
the living: and Hhe plague was stayed. 

49 Now they that died in the plague were 
fourteen thousand and seven hundred, 
“beside them that died about the matter 
of Korah. 

60 And Aaron returned unto Moses unto 
the door of the tabernacle of the congrega- 
tion ; and the plague was stayed. 

CHAPTER 17 
AND the Lord spake unto 
Jti- saying, 

2 Speak unto the children of Israel, and 
take of every one of them a rod according 
to the house of their fathers, of all their 
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E rinces according to the house of their 
ithers twelve rods: write thou every 
man's name upon his rod. 

3 And thou shalt write Aaron’s name 
upon the rod of Levi : for one rod shodl be 
for the head of the house of their fathers. 

4 And thou shalt lay them up in the 
tabernacle of the congregation before the 
testimony, ® where I will meet with you. 

5 And it shall come to pass, that the 
man’s rod, ®whom I shall choose, shall 
blossom : and I will make to cease from 
me the muimurings of the children of 
Israel, /whereby they murmur against 
you. 

6 IT And Moses spake unto the children 
of Israel, and every one of their princes 
gave him ^a rod apiece, for each prince 
one, according to their fatliem’ houses, 
even twelve rods: and the rod of Aaron 
loas among then* rods. 

7 And Moses laid up the rods before the 
Lord in '‘the tabernacle of witness, 

8 And it came to pass, that on the mor- 
row Moses went into the tabernacle of 
■witness; and, behold, the rod of Aaron 
for the house of Levi was budded, and 
brought forth buds, and bloomed blos- 
soms, and yielded almonds. 

9 And Moses brought out all the rods 
from before the Lord unto all the chil- 
dren of Israel : and they looked, and took 
every man his rod. 

10 H And the Lord said unto Moses, 
Bring * Aaron’s rod a^in before the testi- 
mony, Ho be kept ’"tor a token against 
the^rebels; and thou shalt quite take 
away their murmuriugs from me, that 
they die not. 

11 Amd Moses did so: as the Lord com- 
manded him, so did he. 

12 And the children of Israel spake unto 
Moses, saying. Behold, we die, we perish, 
we all perish. 

13 ® whosoever cometh any thing near 
unto the tabernacle of the Lord shall 
die : shall we be consumed with dying? 

CHAPTER 18 

AND the Lord said unto Aaron, ’’Thou 
Jt\. and thy sons and thy father’s house 
with thee snail ®bear the iniquity of the 
sanctuary : and thou and thy sons witli 
thee shall hear the iniquity of your priest- 
hood. 

2 And thy brethren also of the tribe of 
Levi, the tribe of thy father, bring thou 
with thee, that they may be "joined imto 
thee, and “'minister unto thee : but;'' thou 
and thy sons "with thee shall minister 
before the tabernacle of witness. 

3 And they shall keep thy charge, and 
y the charge of all the tabernacle : *only 
they shall not come nigh the vessels of 
the sanctuary and the altar, “that neither 
they, nor ye also, die. 

4 And they shall be joined unto thee, 
and keep the charge of the tabernacle of 
the congregation, for all the service of the 
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Charges aTid portions of the priests and Levites^ 


tabernacle: ®and a stranger shall not 
come nigh unto you. 

5 And ye shall ® keep the charge of the 
sanctuary, and the charge of the altar : 
<*that there be no wrath any more upon 
the children of Israel. 

6 And J, beholdj I have /taken your 
bretliren the Levites from among the 
children of Israel: ^to you they are 
given 05 a gift for the Lord, to do the 
service of the tabernacle of the congrega- 
tion. 

7 Therefore thou and thy sons with thee 
i shall keep your priest’s office for every 
thing of the altar, and-^'witliin the vail; 
and ye shall serve: I have given^ your 
priest’s office unto you as a service of 
gift : and the stranger that cometh nigh 
shall be put to death. 

8 Ti And the Lord spake unto Aaron, 

Behold, "‘I also liave given thee the charge 
of mine heave ofierings of all the hal- 
lowed things of the children of Israel; 
unto thee have I given them ®by reason 
of the anointing, and to tliy sons, by an 
ordinance for ever. , , 

9 This shall be thine of the most holy 
tilings, reserved from the lire: every 
oblation of theu-s, every ^meat offering 
of theirs, and every ^sin ogering of 
theirs, and every ^trespass offermg of 
theirs, which they shall render urito 
me, shall he most holy for thee and for 
thy sons, 

10 "In the most holy place shalt thou 

eat it ; every male shall eat it : it shall be 
holy unto thee. ^ . 

11 And this is thine : * the heave offermg 

of their gift, with all the wave offerings 
of the cliildren of Israel : I have given 
them imto thee, and to thy sons and to 
thy daughters with thee, by a statute for 
ever : ^ every one tliat is clean in thy 
house shall eat of it, , , 

12* All the 2 best of the oil, and all the 
2best of tlie wine, and of the wheat, "the 
firstfruits of them wliich they shall offer 
imto the Lord, them have I given thee. 

13 And whatsoever is iirst ripe in the 
land, ® which they shall bring unto the 
Lord, shall be thine; every one tliat is 
clean in thme house snail eat o/it. 

14 ®Every thing devoted in Israel shall 
be thine. 

15 /Every thing that openeth the matrix 
in all flesh, which they bring unto the 
Lord, wheth^* it he of men or beasts, 
shall be thine: nevertheless^ the firstborn 
of man ^alt thou surely redeem, and the 
firstling of unclean beasts shalt thou re- 
deem. 

16 And those that are to be redeemed 
from a month old shalt thou redeem, 
^according to thine estimation, for the 
money of nve shekels, after the shekel of 
fihe sanctuary, /which is twenty gerahs. 

17 *But the firstling of a cow, or the 
firstling of a sheep, or the firstling of a 
goat, thou shalt not redeem; they are 
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holy; ®thou shalt sprinkle their blood 
upon the altar, and shalt hum their fat 
for an offering made hy fire, for a sweet 
savour unto the Lord. 

18 And the flesh of them shall be thine, 
as the ‘''wave breast and as the right 
shoulder are thine. 

19 All the heave offerings of the holy 
things, which the cliildien of Israel offer 
unto the Lord, have I given thee, and 
thy sons and thy daughters with tliee, 
hy a statute for ever: * it is a covenant 
or salt for ever before the Lord unto 
thee and to thy seed ^vith thee. 

20 t And the Lord spake unto Aaron, 
Thou shalt have no inheritance in their 
land, neither shalt thou have any part 
among them : *I am thy part and thine 
inheritance among the cMidren of Israel. 

21 An A behold, ^1 have given the chil- 
dren of Levi all the tenth in Israel for an 
inlieritance, for their seiwice which they 
serve, even "the service of the tabernacle 
of the conCTCgation. 

22 ^Neither must the cliildren of Israel 
henceforth come nigh the tabernacle of 
the congregation, “lest they bear sin, 
land die. 

2:3 But the Levites shall do the service 
of the tabernacle of the congi-egation, and 
"they shall bear their iniquity : it shall he 
a statute for ever throughout your genera- 
tions, that among the children of Israel 
they have no inheritance. 

24 But the tithes of the children of Israel, 
which “’they offer as an heave offering 
unto the Lord^ I have given to tlw 
Levites to inherit: therefore I have said 
unto them, Among the children of Israel 
they shall have no inheritance. 

25 1 And the Lord spake unto Moses, 
saying, 

26 Thus speak unto the Levites, and say 
unto them, When ye take of the cliildren 
of Israel the tithes which I have given you 
from them for your inheritance, then ye 
shall offer up an heave offering of it for 
the Lord, even * a tenth part of the tithe. 

27 And this your heave offering shall be 
reckoned unto you, as though it were the 
com of the tliresliingfloor, and as tlie ful- 
ness of the winepress. 

28 Thus ye also shall offer an heave 
offermg unto the Lord of all your tithes, 
which ye receive of the children of Israel; 
and ye shall give thereof the Lord’s heave 
offering to Aaron the priest. 

29 Out of all your gifts ye shall offer 
eveiy heave offering of the Lord, of all 
the 2 best thereof, even the hallowed part 
thereof out of it. 

30 Therefore thou shalt say imto them. 
'V^en ye have heaved the 2 best thereof 
from Hhen it shall be counted unto 
the Levites as the increase of the thresh- 
ingfloor, and as the increase of the wine- 


31 And ye shall eat it in eve^ place, ye 
and your households: for it is "your re- 
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ward for your service in the tabemade of 
the congregation. 

32 And ye shall “ bear no sin by reason 
of it, when ye have heaved from it the 
best of it: neither shall ye ® pollute the 
holy things of the children of Israel, lest 
ye die. 

CHAPTER 19 

AND the Loed spake unto Moses and 
jCjl unto Aaron, saying, 

2 This is the ordinance of the law which 
the Loed hath commanded, saying, Speak 
unto the children of Israel, that they bring 
thee a red heifer without spot, wherein is 
no blemish, ® aTid upon which never came 
yoke: 

3 And ye shall give her unto Eleazar 
the priest, that he may bring her /forth 
without the camp, and one shall slay her 
before his face: 

4 And Eleazar the priest shall take of her 
blood with his finger, and^sprinkle of her 
blood directly before the tabernacle of the 
congregation seven times: 

6 And one shall bum the heifer in his 
sight; *her skin, and her flesh, and her 
blood, with her dung, shall he bum ; 

6 And the priest shall take ^ cedar wood, 
and hyssop, and scarlet, and cast it into 
the midst of the burning of the heifer. 

7 Then the priest "^shallwash his clothea 
and he shallbathe his flesh in water, and 
afterward he shall come into the camp, 
and the priest shall be unclean until tlie 
even. 

8 And he that bumeth her shall wash 
his clothes in water, and bathe his flesh 
in water, and shall be unclean until the 
even. 

9 And a man that is clean shall gather 
up ‘’the ashes of the heife^ and lay them 
up without the camp in ^a clean place, 
and it shall be kept for the congregation 
of the childreu of Israel ''for a water of 
separation : it is a purification for sin. 

10 And he that gathereth the ashes of 

the heifer ^all wash his clothes, and be 
unclean imtil the even: and it shall be 
unto the children of Israel, and unto the 
stranger that sojoumeth among them, for 
a statute for ever. , , , , 

11 H "He that toucheth the dead body 
of any S mati shall be unclean seven days. 

12 He ^shall purify himself with it on 
the third day, and on the seventh day he 
shall be clean: but if he purify not him- 
self the third day, then the seventh day 
he shall not be clean. 

13 Wliosoever toucheth the dead body of 

any man that is dead, and purifieth not 
himself, ‘^defileth the tabernacle of the 
Loed: and *that soul shall be cut off 
from Israel; because the water of separa- 
tion was not sprinkled upon him, he shall 
be unclean; his uncleanness is yet upon 
him. . 

14 This is the law, when a man dieth m 
a tent: all t^t come into the tent, and 
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all that is in the tent, shall be unclean 
seven days. 

15 And every *'open vessel, which hath 
no covering bound upon it, is unclean. 

16 And wnosoever toucheth one that is 
slain with a sword in the open fields, or a 
dead body, or a bone of a man, or a grave, 
shall be unclean seven days. 

17 And for an unclean pmon they shall 
take of the hashes of the burnt heifer of 
purification for sin, and ^running water 
shall be put thereto in a vessel: 

18 And a clean person shall take hyssop, 
and dip it in the water, and sprinkle it 
upon the tent, and upon all the vessels, 
and upon the persons that were there, 
and ’Upon him that touched a bone, or 
one slain, or one dead, or a ^ve : 

19 And the clean person sprinkle 
upon the unclean^ on the third day, and 
on the seventh day : and ^on the seventh 
day he shall purify himself, and ^wash his 
clothes, and oathe himseli in water, and 
shall be clean at even. 

20 But the man that shall be unclean, 
and shall not purify himself, that soul 
shall be cut on from among the con- 
gregation, because he hath defiled the 
sanctuary of the Loed: the water of 
separation hath not been sprinkled upon 
him; he is unclean. 

21 And it shall be a perpetual statute 
unto them, that he that sprinkleth the 
water of separation shall wash his clothes ; 
and he that toucheth the water of separar 
tion shall be unclean until even. 

22 And "whatsoever the unclean person 
toucheth shall be unclean; and the soul 
that toucheth it shall be unclean until 
even. 

CHAPTER 20 

T hen came the children of Israel, 
even the whole congre^tion, ^into 
the desert of Zin in the first month: 
and the people abode in JCadesh; and 
"Miriam died there, and was buried 
there. 

2 ^ And there was no water for the con- 
gregation: “and they gathered them- 
selves together against Moses and against 
Aaron. 

3 And the people “'chode with Moses, 
and spake, saying. Would God that we 
had died ^wheu our brethren died before 
the Loed I 

4 And *’why have ye brought up the 
congregation of the Loed into this 
wilderness, that we and our cattle should 
die there? 

5 And wherefore have ye made us to 
come up out of Egypt, to bring us in 
unto this evil place? it is no mace of 
seed, or of figs, or of vines, or cif pome- 

g anates ; neither is there any water to 
ink. 

6 And Moses and Aaron went from the 
presence of the assembly unto the door 
of the tabernacle of the congregation. 
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and ®tliey fell upon their faces: and 
®the glory of the Lord appeared unto 
them. 

7 IT And the Lord spake unto Moses, 
saying, 

8 ®Take the rod, and gather thou the 
assembly togetlier, thou, and Aaron thy 
brother, and speak ye unto the rock 
before their eyes ; and it shall give forth 
his water, and ^thou shalt bring forth to 
them water out of the rock: so thou 
shalt give the congregation and their 
beasts drink. 

9 And Moses took the rod *from before 
the Lord, as he commanded him. 

10 And Moses and Aaron gathered the 
congregation together before the rock, 
and he said unto them, ^Hear now, ye 
rebels ; must we fetch you water out of 
this rock? 

11 And Moses lifted up his hand, and 
with his rod he smote the rock twice : 
and ”*the water came out abundantly, 
and the congregation drank, and their 
beasts (dso. 

12 t And the Lord spake unto Moses 
and Aaron, Because ‘^ye believed me 
not, to ^sanctify me in the eyes of the 
children of Israel, therefore ye shall not 
bring this congregation into the land 
which I have given them. 

13 '’This is the water of ^Meribah; 
because the children of Israel strove 
with the Lord, and he was sanctified 
in them. 

14 H ^ And Moses sent messengers from 
Kadesh unto ®the king of Edom, Thus 
saith "thy brother Israel, Thou knowest 
all the travail that hath ^befallen us : 

15 ^'How our fathers went down into 
Egypt, *and we have dwelt in Egypt 
a long time; *and the Egyptians vexed 
us, and our fathers : 

16 And ®when we cried unto the Lord, 
he heard our voice, and ®sent an angel, 
and hath brought us forth out of Egypt : 
and, behold, we are in Kadesh, a city in 
the uttermost of thy border : 

17 -^Let us pass, I pray thee, through 
thy country : we will not pass through 
the fields, or through the vineyards, 
neither will we drink of the water of 
the wells : we will go by the king’s high 
way, we will not turn to the right hand 
nor to the left, until we have passed thy 
borders. 

18 And Edom said unto him, Thou 
shalt not pass by me, lest I come out 
against thee with the sword. 

19 And the children of Israel said unto 
him. We will go by the high way: and 
if I and my cattle drink of thy water, 
*then I will pay for it : I will only, with- 
out doing any thing eUe^ go through on 
my feet. 

20 And he said, Thou shalt not go 
through. And Edom came out against 
him with much people, and with a strong 
bwJd. 
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21 Thus Edom ^refused to give Israel 
passage through his border: wherefore 
Israel turned away from him. 

22 H And the children of Israel, even 
the whole congregation, journeyed from 
/Kadesh, and came unto Amount Hor. 

23 And the Lord spake unto Moses and 
Aaron in mount Hor, by the coast of the 
land of Edom, saying, 

24 Aaron shall be ‘gathered unto his 
people : for he shall not enter into the 
land which I have given unto the chil- 
dren of Israel, because ^ye rebelled 
against my ^word at the water of Meii- 
bah. 

25 Take Aaron and Eleazar his son, and 
bring them up unto mount Hor : 

26 And strip Aaron of his garments, 
and put them upon Eleazar his son : and 
Aaron shall be gathered unto his people. 
and shall die there, 

27 And Moses did as the Lord com- 
manded : and they went up into mount 
Hor in the sight of all the congregation. 

28 **And Moses stripped Aaron of his 

S .rments, and put them upon Eleazar 
s son ; and Aaron died there ^in the 
top of the mount : and Moses and Elea- 
zar came down from the mount. 

29 And when all the congregation saw 
that Aaron was dead, they mourned for 
Aaron ^ thirty days, even all the house 
of Israel. 


CHAPTER 21 

AND when “king Arad the Canaanite, 
which dwelt in the south, heard tell 
that Israel came ‘^by the way of the 
spies ; then he fought against Israel, and 
took some of them prisoners. 

2 “^And Israel vowed a vow unto the 
Lord, and said. If thou wilt indeed 
deUver this people into my hand, then 
^I will utteny destroy then’ cities. 

3 And the Lord hearkened to the voice 
of Israel, and delivered up the Canaan- 
ites; and they utterly destroyed them 
and their cities : and he called the name 
of the place ^Hormali. 

4 If And ^they journeyed from mount 
Hor by the way of the Red sea, to * com- 
pass the land of Edom : and the soul of 
the people was much ® discouraged be- 
cause of the way. 

5 And the people ‘spake against God, 
and a^inst Moses, ^Wherefore have ye 
brought us up out of Egypt to die in the 
wilderness? for there is no bread, neither 
is there any water ; and our soul loatheth 
this light bread. 

6 And the Lord sent *fiery serpents 
among the people, and they bit the peo- 
ple ; and much people of Israel died. 

7 II Therefore the people came to 
Moses, and said, We have sinned, for 
”we have spoken against the Lord, and 
against thee ; ®pray unto the Lord, that 
he take away the serpents from us. And 
Moses “prayed for the people. 
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8 And the Lord said unto Moses, Make 
thee a fiery serpent, and set it upon a 
pole; and it shall come to pass, that 
every one that is bitten, when he looketh 
upon it, shall live. 

9 And Moses made ^ a serpent of brass, 
and put it upon a pole, and it came to 
pass, that if a serpent had bitten any 
man, when he beheld the serpent of 
brass, he lived. 

10 H And the children of Israel set for- 
ward, and ^pitched in Oboth. 

11 Aad they journeyed from Oboth, and 
^pitched at 2lje-abarinn in the wilder- 
ness which is oefore Moab, toward the 
sunrising. 

12 IF From thence they removed, and 
pitched in ^^the valley of Zared. 

13 From thence they removed, and 
pitched on the other side of Amon, 
which is in the wilderness that cometh 
out of the coasts of the Amorites : for 
<Amon is the border of Moab, between 
Moab and the Amorites. 

14 Wherefore it is said in the book of 
the wars of the Lord, sw'hat he did in 
the Red sea, and in the brooks of 
Amon, 

15 And at the stream of the brooks that 
goeth down to the dwelling of ^ Ar, and 
*lieth upon the border of Moab. 

16 And from thence they went to Beer ; 
that is the well whereof the Lord spake 
unto MoseSj Gather the people together, 
and I will give them water. 

17 IF "Then Israel sang this song, 
5 Spring up, 0 well : ^^sing ye unto it : 

18 The princes digged the well, the 

nobles of the people digged it, by 
direction of ^the lawgiver, with their 
staves. And from the wilderness they 
went to Mattanah; , 

19 And from Mattanah to Xsahahel: 
and from Nalialiel to Bamoth; 

20 And from Bamoth in the valley, that 
is in the country of Moab, to the top of 
®Pisgah, which looketh toward ^Jeshi- 
mon. 

21 IF And **181^61 sent messengers unto 
Sihon king of the Amorites, saying, 

22 « Let me pass through thy land ; we 
will not turn into the fields, or into the 
vineyards; we wUl not drink of the waters 
of the well ; but we will go along by the 
kin^s high way, until we be past thy 
borders. , , ^ _ , 

23® And Sihon would not suner Ismel 
to pass through his border; but Sihon 
gathered all Ms people together, md 
went out against Israel into the wildCT- 
ness ; and he came to Jahaz, and fought 

^it^df^srael smote him vrith the 
edge of the sword, and possessed his land 
from Amon imto “Jabbok, even unto 
the cMldren of Ammon ; for the border 
of the children of Ammon was strong, 

25 And Israel took all these cities : and 
Isr ael dwelt in aU the cities of the Amor- 
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ites, in Heshbon, and in aU the i villages 
thereof. 

26 For Heshbon was the citv of Sihon 
the king of the Amorites, who had fought 
against the former king of Moab, and 
taken all his land out or his hand, even 
unto Arnon. 

27 Wherefore they that speak in ^pro- 
verbs say, Come into Heshbon, let the 
city of Sihon be built and prepared : 

28 For there is ® a fire gone out of Hesh- 
bon, a flame from the city of Sihon ; it 
hath consumed Ar of Moab, and the 
lords of the high places of Arnon. 

29 Woe to thee, Moab! thou art undone, 
0 people of / Chemosh : he hath given 
his sons that escaped, and his daughters, 
into captivity unto Sihon king of the 
Amorites. 

30 We have shot at them; Heshbon is 
perished even unto *Dibon, and we have 
laid them waste even unto I^ophah, which 
reachetk unto-^Medeha. 

31 IF Thus Israel dwelt in the land of 
the Amorites. 

32 And Moses sent to spy out ^ Jaazer, 
and they took the villages thereof, and 
drove out the Amorites mat w&'e there. 

33 IF Amd they turned and went up by 
the way of Bashan : and Og the king of 
Bashan went out against them, he, and 
all his people to the battle ”*at Kdrei. 

34 And the Lord said unto Moses, Fear 
him not : for I have delivered Mm into 
thy hand, and all his people, and Ms 
land ; and ® thou shalt do to him as thou 
didst unto Sihon king of the Amorites, 
which dwelt at Heshbon. 

35 So they smote him, and his sons, and 
all Ms people, until there was none left 
him alive : and they possessed his land. 


CHAPTER 22 

AND the cMldren of Israel set forward, 
J\. and pitched ^'in the plains of Moab 
on this side Jordan by Jericho. 

2 IF And Balak the son of Zippor saw 
all that Israel had done to the Amorites, 

3 And ®Moab was sore afraid of the 
people, because they were many: and 
Moab was distressed because of the chil- 
dren of Israel. 

4 And Moab said unto **the elders of 
Midian, Now shall this company lick 
up all that are round about us, as the 
ox licketh up the g]^s of the field. And 
Balak the son of Zippor was king of the 
Moabites at that time. 

5 "He sent messengers therefore unto 

Balaam the son of JBeor to *Pethor, 
which is by the river of the land of 
the children of Ms people, to call him, 
saying, Behold, there is a people come 
out from Egypt : behold, they cover the 
lOface of the earth, and they abide over 
against me : , 

6 Come now therefore, I pray thee, curse 
me this people ; for they are too mighty 
for me: peradventure I shall prevail,

that we may smite them, and that I 
may drive them out of the land : for I 
wot that he whom thou blessest is blessed, 
and he whom thou cursest is cursed. 

7 And the elders of Moab and the elders 
of Midian departed with “the rewards of 
divination in their hand ; and they came 
unto Balaam, and spake unto him the 
words of Balak. 

8 And he said unto them, Lodge here 
this night, and I will bring you word 
again, as the Lokd shall speak luito me : 
and the princes of Moab abode with 
Balaam. 

9 *And God came unto Balaam, and 
said. What men are these with thee? 

10 And Balaam said unto God, Balak 
the son of Zippor, king of Moab, hath 
sent unto me, saying, 

11 Behold,^ there is a people come out of 
Egypt, which covereth the face of the 
earth: come now. curse me them; per- 
adventure shall be able to overcome 
them, and drive them out. 

12 And God said unto Balaam, Thou 
shalt not go with them ; thou sbalt not 
curse the people : for ‘^tney are blessed. 

13 And Balaam rose up in the morning, 
and said unto the princes of Balak, Get 
you into your land : for the Lord ref useth 
to give me leave to go with you. 

14 And the princes of Moab rose up, 
and they went unto Balak, and said, 
Balaam refuseth to come with us. 

15 II And Balak sent yet again princes, 
more, and more honourable than they. 

16 And they came to Balaam, and said 
to him. Thus saith Balak the son of 
Zippor, ® Let nothing, I pray thee, hinder 
thee from coming unto me : 

17 Bor I will promote thee unto very 
great honour, and I will do whatsoever 
thou sayest unto me : come therefore, I 
pray thee, curse me this people. 

18 And Balaam answered and said unto 
the servants of Balak, ^^If Balak would 

f iive me his house full of silver and gold, 
I cannot go beyond the word of the 
Lord my God, to do less or more. 

19 iNow therefore, I pray you, tarry ye 
also here this night, that I may know 
what the Lord will say unto me more. 

20 ^And God came unto Balaam at 
ziight, and said unto him. If tire men 
come to call thee, rise up, and go with 
them; but ’"yet the word which I shall 
say unto thee, that shalt thou do. 

^ And Balaam rose up in the morning, 
and saddled his ®ass, and went with the 
princes of Moab. 

22 1 And God’s anger was kindled be- 
cause he went: ■^’and the angel of the 
Lord stood in the way for an adversary 
against him. Now he was riding upon 
ass, and his two servants were with 

him. 

23 And the ass saw the angel of the 
Lord standing in the way, and his sword 
drawn in his hand : and the ass turned

aside out of the way, and went into the 
field : and Balaam smote the ass, to turn 
her into the way. 

24 But the angel of the Lord stood in 
a path of the vineyards, a wall bemg on 
this side, and a wall on that side. 

25 And when the ass saw the angel of 
the Lord, she tlirust herself unto the 
wall, and crushed Balaam’s foot against 
the wall : and he smote her again. 

26 And the angel of the Lord went 
further, and stood in a narrow place, 
where was no way to turn either to the 
right hand or to the left. 

27 And when the ass saw the angel of 
the Lord, she fell down under Balaam; 
and Balaam’s anger was kindled, and he 
smote the ass with a staff. 

28 And the Lord ® opened the mouth 
of the ass, and she said unto Balaam, 
What have I done unto thee, that thou 
hast smitten me these three times? 

29 And Balaam said unto the ass, Be- 
cause thou hast mocked me: I would 
there were a sword in mine hand, for 
now would I kill thee. 

30 And the ass said imto Balaam, Am 
not I thine ass, ^upon which thou hast 
ridden Sever since I was thine unto this 
day? was I ever wont to do so unto thee? 
And he said. Nay. 

31 Then the Lord ® opened the eyes of 
Balaam, and he saw the angel of the 
Lord standing in the way, and his sword 
drawn in his hand: and he /bowed doMra 
his head, and ^fell flat on lus face. 

32 And the angel of the Lord said unto 
him, Wherefore hast thou smitten thine 
ass these three times ? behold, I went out 
®to withstand thee, because thy way is 
perverse before me : 

33 And the ass saw me, and turned from 
me these three times: unless she had 
turned from me, surely now also I had 
slain thee, and saved her alive. 

34 And Balaam said unto the angel of 
the Lord, have sinned; for I knew 
not that thou stoodest in the way against 
me : now therefore, if it 7 displease thee, 
I will get me back again. 

35 And the angel of the Lord said unto 
Balaam, Go with the men : *but only the 
word that I shall speak imto thee, that 
thou shalt speak. So Balaam went with 
the princes of Balak. 

36 If And when Balak heard that Balaam 
was come, he went out to meet him unto 
a city of Moab. which is ^ in the border 
of Arnon, which is in the utmost coast. 

37 Amd Balak said unto Balaam, Did I 
not earnestly send imto thee to call thee? 
wherefore earnest thou not unto me? am 
I not able indeed ^^to promote thee to 
honour? 

38 And Balaam said unto Balak, Lo, I 
am come imto thee: have I now any 
power at all to say any thing? ’‘the word 
that God putteth in my mouth, that 
shall I speak. 
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to curse Israel. Balaam hlesseth theiru 

39 And Balaam went with Balak, and 
they came unto ^Eirjath-huzotL 

40 And Balak offered oxen and sheep, 
and sent to Balaam, and to the princes 
that were with him. 

41 And it came to pass on the morrow, 
that Balak took Balaam, and brought 
him up into the ®high places of Baal, 
that thence he might see the utmost 
part of the people, 

CHAPTER 23 

and Balaam said unto Balak, ^^Build 
jCX me here seven altars, and prepare 
me here seven oxen and seven rams. 

2 And Balak did as Balaam had spoken ; 
and Balak and Balaam /offered on every 
altar a bullock and a ram. 

3 And Balaam said unto Balak, ^ Stand 
by thy burnt offering, and I will go : per- 
adventure the Lord will come ^to meet 
me: and whatsoever he sheweth me I 
will tell thee. dAnd he went ^to an high 
place. 

4 *And God met Balaam : and he said 
unto him, I have prepared seven altars, 
and I have offered upon every altar a 
bullock and a ram. 

6 And the Lord ®put a word in Ba- 
laam’s mouth, and said. Return unto 
Balak, and thus thou shalt speak. 

6 And he returned unto him, and, lo, he 
stood by his burnt sacrifice, he, and all 
the princes of Moab, 

7 And he *took up his parable, and said, 
Bedak the king of Moab hath brought me 
from Aram, out of the mountains of the 
east, saying. Come, “curse me Jacob, and 
come, defy Israel. 

8 How shall I curse, whom God hath not 
cursed? or how shml I defy, whom the 
Lord hath not defied? 

9 For from the top of the rocks I see him, 
and from the hills I behold him : lo, the 
people shall dwell alone, and “shall not be 
reckoned among the nations. 

10 *Who can count the dust of Jacob, 
and the number of the fourth vart oi 
Israel? Let ^me die “the death of the 
righteous, and let my last end be like 
his! 

11 And Balak said unto Balaam, What 
hast thou done unto me? I took thee 
‘*to curse mine enemies, and, behold, 
thou hast blessed them altogether. 

12 And he answered and said, /Must I 
not take heed to speak that which the 
Lord hath put in my mouth ? 

13 And Balak said unto him, Conie, I 
pray thee, with me unto another place, 
ETom whence thou mayest see them ; thou 
shalt see but the utmost part of them, 
and shalt not see them all: and curse 
me them from thence. 

14 1 And he brought him into the field 
of Zophim, to the top of spisgah, *and 
built seven altars, and offered a bullock 
and a ram on every altar. 

15 And he said unto Balak, Stand here 
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NUMBERS 22-24 

^ thy burnt offering, while I meet ^the 
Lord yonder. 

16 And the Lord met Balaam, and ® put 
a word in his mouth, and said, Gro again 
unto Balak, and say thus. 

17 And when he came to him, behold, 
he stood by his burnt offering, and the 
princes of Moab with him. And Balak 
said unto him. What hath the Lord 
spoken? 

18 And he took up his parable, and said. 
Rise up, Balak, and hear ; hearken unto 
me, thou son of Zippor : 

19 ^ God is not a man, that he should lie : 
neither the son of man, that he should 
repent : hath he said, and shall he not do 
it} or hath he spoken, and shall he not 
make it good? 

20 Behold, I have received command^ 
mmt to bless: and ^‘he hath blessed; 
and I cannot reverse it. 

21 He hath not beheld iniquity m J acob, 
neither hath he seen perverseness in Is- 
rael : the Lord his God is with him, / and 
the shout of a king is among them. 

22 2 God brought them out of Egjpt; 
he hath as it were the strength ” of an 
unicorn. 

23 Surely there is no enchantment *ar 
gainst Jacob, neither is the^'e any ^ divi- 
nation 3 against Israel : according to this 
time it shall be said of Jacob and of 
Israel, »What hath God wrought! 

24 Behold, the people shall rise up '"as a 
great lion, and hft up himself as a young 
non: *he shall not he down until he eat 
of the prey, and drink the blood of the 
slain. 

25 IT And Balak said unto Balaam, 

Neither curse them at all, nor bless 
them at all , , . , 

26 But Balaam answered and said unto 
Balak, Told not I thee, saying, ® All that 
the Lord speaketh, that I must do? 

27 t And Balak said unto Balaam, 

^'Come, I pray thee, I will bring thee 
unto another place; peradventure itwiU 
please God tlmt tliou mayest curse me 
them from thence. , , 

28 And Balak brought Balaam unto the 
top of *Peor, that looketh ® to ward J eshi- 

^9 And Balaam said unto Balak, ® Build 
me here seven altars, and prepare me here 
seven bullocks and seven rams. 

30 ® And Balak did as Balaam had said, 
and offered a bullock and a ram on every 
altar. 

CHAPTER 24 

AND when Balaam saw that it pleased 
the Lord to bless Israel, he went not, 
as at ^ other times, ^to seek for enchant- 
ments, but he set his face toward the 
wilderness. ... 

2 And Balaam lifted up his eyes, and^ he 
saw Israel ^abiding in his accpr^ng 
to their tribes; and /the spirit of God 
came upon him. 





NUMBBiRS 24, 25 BalaaTn prophesietK Tlie plague stayed. 


3 And he took up his parable, and said, 
"Balaam the son of Beor hath said, and 
the man ^ whose eyes are open hath said : 

4 He hath said, which heard the words 
of God, which saw the vision of the Al- 
mighty, falling into a trance, but having 
his eyes open: 

6 How goodly are thy tents, 0 Jacob, 
and thy tabernacles, O Isi-ael 1 

6 As the valleys are they spread forth, 
as gardens by the river’s side, ®as the 
trees of lign aloes ‘^wliich the Lord hath 
planted, and as cedar trees beside the 
waters. 

7 He shall pour the water out of his 
buckets, and nis seed shall he in many 
waters, and his king shall be liigher than 
/Agag, and his kingdom shall be exalted. 

8 * God brought him forth out of E^t ; 
he hath as it were the strength or an 
unicorn: he shall ^eat up the nations 
his enemies, and sliall *break their bones, 
and ^pierce ifAem through with his arrows. 

9 ®"He couched, he lay down as a lion, 
and as a great lion : who shall stir him 
up? -P Blessed is he that blesseth thee, 
and cursed is he that curseth tliee. 

10 TT And Balak’s anger was kindled 
against BalaanL and he smote his hands 
together : and Balak said unto Balaam, 
*I called thee to curse mine enemies, and, 
behold, thou hast altogether blessed them 
these three times. 

11 Therefore now flee thou to thy place ; 
”1 thought to promote thee unto great 
honour; but, lo, the Lord hath kept thee 
back from honour. 

12 And Balaam said unto Balak, Spake 
I not also to thy messengers which thou 
sentest unto me, saying^ 

13 “ If Balak would mve me his house 
full of silver and gold, I cannot go beyond 
the commandment of the Lord, to do 
either Rood or bad ^of mine own mind: 
hut what the Lord saith, that will I 

14 And now, behold, I go unto my 
people : come therefore, and^l will adver- 
tise thee what this people shall do to thy 
people ^ in the latter days. 

16 H ^And he took up his parable, and 
said, Balaam the son of Beor hath said, 
and the man whose eyes are open hath 
said: 

16 ^ He hath said, which heard the words 
of God, and knew the knowledge of the 
most High, which saw the vision of the 
Almighty, falling into a trance, but 
having his eyes open : 

17 H shall see him, but not now: I 
sliall behold him, but not nigh: there 
shall come ”^a Star out of Jacob, and ”a 
Sceptre shall rise out of Israel, and shall 
® smite the comers of Moab, and destroy 
all the children of Sheth. 

18 And -^Edom shall be a possession, 
®Seir also shall be a possession for his 
enemies; and Israel shall do valiantly. 

19 Out of Jacob shall come he that shaU 
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have dominion, and shall destroy him 
that remaineth of the city. 

20 H And when he looked on Amalek, he 

the firS of t?ie nations 2 ; but liis latter eS 
shall he 3 that he perish for ever. 

21 And he looked on &the Kenites, and 
took up his parable, and said, Strong is 
thy dwellinmace, and thou puttest thy 
nest in a rocK. 

22 Nevertheless ^the Kenite shall be 
wasted, ^ until Asshur shall carry thee 
away captive. 

23 And ne took uplus parable, and said, 
Alas, who shall live when God doeth this I 

24 And ships shall come from the coast 
of ®Chittim, and shall afflict Asshur, and 
shall afflict ^Eber, and he also shall perish 
for ever. 

25 Amd Balaam rose up, and went £Kid 
^returned to his place: and Balak also 
went his way. 

CHAPTEE 25 

AND Israel abode in "Shittim, and ®the 
people began to commit whoredom 
with the daughters of Moah. 

2 ^*And they ** called the people unto the 
sacrifices of their gods: and the people 
did eat, and bowed down to their gods. 

3 And Israel ^ joined himself unto “ Baah 
peor: and the anger of the Lord was 
kindled against Israel.

A nd Moses spake unto ‘^the heads of 
- the tribes concerning the children 
of Israel, saying, Tliis is the thing which 
the Lord liath commanded. 

2 ^If a man vow a vow unto the LoeDs 
or /swear an oath to bind his soul with 
a bond ; be shall not 2 break his word, ha 
shall ^ do according to all that proceedeth 
out of his mouth. 

3 If a woman also vow a vow unto to 
Lord, and bind herself by a bond, beim 
in her father’s house in her youth ; 

4 And her father hear her vow, and he? 
bond wherewith she hath bound her soub 
and her father shall hold his peace at her ; 
then all her vows shall stand, and every 
bond wherewith she hath bound her soul 
shall stand. 

5 But if her father disallow her in the 
day that he heareth; not any of her 
vows, or of her bonds wherewith, she 
hath bound her soi^ shall stand : and 
the Lord shall forgive her, because her 
father disallowed her. 

6 And if she had at all an husband- 
when ®she vowed, or uttered ought out 
of her bps, wherewith she bound her 
soul; 

7 And her husband heard itf and held 
his peace at her in the day that he heard 
it: then her vows shall stand, and her 
bonds wherewith she bound her soul 
shall stand. 

8 But if her husband disallowed her on 
the day that he heard it; then he shall 
make her vow which she vowed, and that 
which she uttered with her lips, where- 
with. she bound her soul, of none effect; 
and the Lord shall forgive her. 

9 But every vow of a widow, and of her 
that is divorced, wherewith they have 
bound their souls, shall stand against 
her, 

10 And if she vowed in her husband’s 
• house, or bound her soul by a bond with 
an oath ; 

11 And her husband heard it, and held 
his peace at her, and disallowed her not ; 
then all her vows shall stand, and every 
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13 And the Lord’s anger was kindled 
against Israel, and he made them ® wander 
in the wilderness forty years, until *all 
the generation, that had done evil in the 
sight of the Lord, was consumed. 

14 And, behold, ye are risen up in your 
fathers’ stead, an increase of sinful men, 
to augment yet the tierce anger of the 
LiOrd toward Israel 

16 For if ye ®turn away from after him, 
he will yet again leave them in the 
wilderness ; and ye shall destroy all this 
people. 

16 H And they came near unto him, 
and said, We will build sheepfolds here 
for our cattle, and cities for our little ones : 

17 But /we ourselves will go ready 
armed before the children of Israel, until 
we have brought them unto their place: i 
and our little ones shall dwell m the 
fenced cities because of the inhabitants 1 
of the land. 

18 ^ We will not return unto our houses, 
until the children of Israel have inlierited 
every man his inheritance . 

19 For we will not inherit with them on 
yonder side Jordan, or forwai*d;^‘ because 
our inheritance is fallen to us on this 
side Jordan eastward. 

20 IT And Moses said unto them, If ye 
will do this thing, if ye \vill go armed 
before the Lord to war, 

21 And will go all of you armed over 
Jordan before the Lord, until he hath 
driven out his enemies from before 
him, 

22 And the land be subdued before the 
Lord; then afterward ye shall return, 
and be guiltless before the Lord, and 
before Mael; and tliis land shall be your 
possession before the Lord. , , , , 

23 But if ye will not do so, beholcl ye 
have sinned against the Lord : and b( 
sure ’’your sin will find you out. 

24 ^ Build you cities for your little ones, 
and folds for your sheep ; and do that 
which hath proceeded out of your mouth. 

25 And the children of Gad and the 

children of Eeuben spake xmto Moses, 
saying, Thy servants will do as my lord 
commandeth. ^ . 

26 Our little ones, our wives, our nocks, 
and all omr cattiie, shall be there in the 
cities of Gilead : 

27 But thy servants will pass over, every 
man armed for war, before the Lord to 
battle, as my lord saith, 

^ So concerning them Moses command- 
ed l^eazar the priest, and "Joshua the 
son of Nun, and the chief fathers of the 
tribes of the children of Israel ; 

^ And Moses said unto them. If the 
children of Gad and the children of Reu- 
ben will pass with you over Jordan, 
every man armed to battle, before the 
Lord, and the land shall ^be subdued 
b^ore you ; then ye shall give them the 
knd of Gilead for a possession ; 

80 But if they will not pass over with 


Gad and Reuben obtain their request, 

you armed, they shall have possessions 

ch.l4.ss, among you in the land of Cana^. 

34,36. 31 And the children of Gad and the 

6 ch. 26 . 64, children of Reuben answered, saying, As 
the Lord hath said unto thy servant^ so 
will we do. 

32 We will pass over armed before the 
Lord into the land of Canaan, that the 
possession of our inheritance on this side 
Jordan may be ours. 

33 And ^ Moses gave unto them, evm to 
the childi‘en of Gad, and to the children 
of Reuben, and unto half the tribe of 
Manassehthe son of Joseph, ®the king- 
dom of Sihon king of the Amorites, and 
the kingdom of Og king of Bashau, the 
land, with the cities thereof in the coasts, 
even the cities of the country round about. 

34 ^ And the children of Gad built 
Dibon, and Ataroth, and Aroer, 

35 And Atrotli, Shoplian, and i Jaazer, 
andJogbehalu 

36 And 2 Beth-nimrah, and Beth-haran, 

^ fenced cities ; and folds for sheep. 

37 And the children of Reuben built 
^Heshbon, andElealeh, andKlpjathaim, 

38 And "Nebo, and Baal-meon, their 
names being changed,) and Shibmah: 
and 3 gave other names unto the cities 
which they builded. 

39 And the children of “Machir the son 
of Manasseh went to Gilead, and took it, 
and dispossessed the Amorite which woa 

40 And Moses ® gave Gilead unto Machir 
the son of Manasseh; and he dwelt 
therein. 

41 And ^ Jair the son of Manasseli.went 
and took the small towns thereof, and 
called them ® Havoth-jair. 

42 And Nobah went and took Kenath, 
and the villages thereof, and called it 
Nobah, after his own name. 

CHAPTER S8 

rpHESE are the journeys of the children 
X of Israel, wliich went forth out of the 
land of Egypt with their armies under 
the hand of Moses and Aaron. 

2 And Moses wrote their goings out 
according to their journeys by the com- 
mandment of the Lord : and these are 
their journeys according to tlieir goings 
out. 

3 And they departed from Rameses in 
“the first month, on the fifteenth day of 
the first month ; on the morrow after the 
passover the children of Israel went out 
"with an high hand in the sight of all 
the Egyptians. 

4 For the Egyptians buried all their 
firstborn, *which the Lord had smitten 
among them : ^'upon their gods also the ' 
Lord executed judgments. 

5 And the children of Israel removed 
from Rameses, and pitched in ®Succoth. 

6 And they departed from Succoth, and 
pitched in “Etham, which is in the edge 
of the wilderness. 
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The two and forty journeys of the Israelites, 

7 And they removed from Etham. and 
;umed again unto *Pi-hahiroth, -which is 
before *Baal-zephon : and they pitched 
before ^Migdol. 

8 And they departed from before Pi- 
hahiroth, and <*passed tlirough the midst 
of the sea into tiie wilderness, and ®went 
three days’ journey in the Avilderness of 
Etham, and pitched in Marali. 

9 And they removed from Marah, and 
came unto ^Elim: and in Elim were 
twelve fountains of water, and threescore 
and ten palm trees; and they pitched 
there. 

10 And they removed from Elim, and 
encamped by the Eed sea. 

11 And they removed from the Eed sea, 
and encamped in the -/wilderness of Sin. 

12 And they took their journey out of 
the wilderness of Sin, and encamped in 
Jiophkah. 

13 And they departed from Dophkah, 
and encamped in Alush. 

14 And they removed from Alush, and 
encamped at "‘Eephidun, where was no 
water for the people to drink. 

16 And they departed from Eephidim, 
and pitched in the "wilderness of Sinai. 

16 And they removed from the desert of 
Sinai, and pitched at ^Kibroth-hattaavah. 

17 And they departed from Kibroth- 
hattaavaJi, and encamped at-^Hazeroth. 

18 And they * departed from Eazeroth, 
and pitched m Eithmah. 

19 And they departed from Eithmali, 
and pitched at Eimmon-parez. 

20 And they departed from Eimmon- 
parez, and pitched in Libnah. 

21 And they removed from Libnah, and 
pitched at Eissah. 

22 And they iourneyed from Eissah, and 
pitched in iLenelathah, 

23 And they went from Kehelathah, and 
pitched in mount Shapher. 

24 And they removed from mount Sha- 
pher, and encamped in Haradah. 

25 And they removed from Haradah, 
and pitched in Makheloth. 

26 And they removed from Maklieloth, 
and encamped at Tahath. 

27 And they departed from Tahath, and 
pitched at Tarah. 

28 And they removed from Tarali, and 
pitched in Mithcah. 

29 And th<^ went from Mithcah, and 
pitched in Mashmonali. 

30 And they departed from Hashmonah, 
and encamped at *Moseroth. 

31 And they departed from Moseroth, 
and pitched m *JBene-jaakan. 

32 And tliey removed n*om Bene-jaakan, 
and encamped at ^'Hor-hagidgad. 

33 And they went from Eor-hagidgad, 

and pitched in ^'Jotbathah. _ , , , 

34 And they removed from Jotbathah, 
and encamped at Ebronah. 

35 And they departed from Ebronah, 
and encamped at “Ezion-gaber. 

36 And they removed from Ezion-gaber, 
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and pitched in the "wilderness of Zin. 
which is Kadesh. 

37 And they removed from’ ^Kadesh, 
and pitched in mount Hor, in the edge 
of the land of Edom. 

38 And Aaron the priest went up into 
/mount Hor at the commandment of 
the Lord, and died there, in the fortieth 
year after the children of Israel were 
come out of the land of Egypt, in the 
first day of the fifth montlu 

39 And Aaron was *an hundred and 
twenty and tliree years old when he died 
in mount Hor. 

40 And ^ king Arad the Canaanite, which 
dwelt in the south in the land of Canaan, 
heard of the coming of the cliildren of 

41 Amd they d^arted from mount *Hor, 
and pitched in Zalmonah. 

42 And they departed from Zalmonah, 
and pitched in Punon. 

43 And tliey departed from Punon, and 

pitclied in^Oboth. , , 

44 And they departed from Oboth, and 

pitched in ilje-abarim, in the border of 
Moab. , « -r. 

45 And th^ departed from lun, and 
pitched in "Dibon-gad. 

46 And they removed from ®Dib 9 n-gad, 
and encamped in AJmon-diblathaim. 

47 And they removed from Ahnon- 
diblathaim, '’and pitched in the moun- 
tains of ADarim, before Neho. 

48 And they departed from the moun- 
tains of Abarim, and pitched in *the 
plains of Moab by Jordan near Jericho. 

49 And they pitched by Jordan, from 
Beth-jesimotn even unto SAbel-shittim 
in the plains of Moab. 

50 % And the Lord spake unto Moses 
in the plains of Moab by Jordan near 
Jericho, saying, 

51 Speak unto the children of Israel, ana 
say unto them, ^ When ye are passed over 
Jordan into the land of Canaan; 

52 Then ye shall “drive out ®all the 
inliabitants of the land from before you, 
and destroy all their pictures, and ^de- 
stroy all their molten images, and quite 
pluck down all their high places : . , _ . 

63 And ye shall dispossess the inhahi^ 
iants of tlie land, and dwell therein i for 
I have given you the land to possess it. 

64 And "ye shall divide the land by lot 
for an inheritance among your families: 
and to the more ye shall ^give the more 
inheritance, and to the fewer ye shall 
Sgive the less inheritance : every man’s 
inheintance shall be in the place where 
his lotfalleth; according to the tribes of 
your fathers ye shall inherit. 

55 But if ye will not drive out the inha- 
bitants of the land from before you; then 
it shall come to pass, that those which 
ye let remain of them shall be pricks *in. 
your eyes, and ^thorns in your sidei^ and 
shall vex you in the land wnerem ye dw^ 

56 Moreover it shall come to pass, thett 
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The borders of the land. Who shall divide it. 


I shall do unto you, as I thought to do i 
unto them. 

CHAPTER 84 

AlTD the Loud spake unto Moses, 
Jlx. saying, 

2 Command the children of Israel, and 
Bay unto them. When ye come into ®the 
land of Canaan; (this is the land that 
shall fall unto you for an inheritance, 
evm the land of Canaan with the coasts 
thereof:) 

3 Then ‘*your south quarter shall be from 
the wilderness of Zin along by the coast 
of Edom, and your south border shall be 
the outmost coast of *the salt sea east- 
ward : 

4 And your border shall turn from the 
south /to the ascent of Akrabbim, and 
pass on to Zin : and the going forth there- 
of shah be from the south ^to Eadesh- 
bamea, and shall go on to^Hazar-addar, 
and pass on to Atzmon : 

6 And the border shall fetch a compass 
from Azmon ^ unto the river of Egypt, and 
the goings out of it shall be at the sea, 

6 And as for the western border, ye shall 
even have the great sea for a border ; this 
shah be your west border. 

7 And this shall be your north border: 
from the great sea ye shall point out for 
you ^moimt Hor: 

8 Prom mount Hor ye sliall point out 
your border the entrance of Ha- 
math; and the goings forth of the border 
shall be to *Ze(M; 

9 H And the border shall go on to Ziph- 
ron, and the goings out of it shaU be at 
*Hazar-enan; this shall be your north 
border, 

10 And ye shall point out your east 
border from Hazar-enan to Shepham : 

11 And the coast sliall go down from 
Shepham ®to Eiblali, on the east side 
of Ain; and the border shall descend, 
and shall readi unto the ^side of the 
sea *of Chinnereth eastward; 

12 And the border shall go down to 
Jordan, and the goings out of it shall be 
at ’’the salt sea; this shall be your land 
with the coasts thereof round about. 

13 And Moses commanded the children 
of Israel, saying, *This is the land which 
ye shall inherit by lot, wliich the Lord 
commanded to give unto the nine tribes, 
and to the half tribe : 

14 *Eor the tribe of the children of 
Reuben according to the house of their 
fathers, and the tribe of the children of 
Gad according to the house of their fa- 
thers, have received their inheritance; 
and half the tribe of Manasseh have 
received their inheritance : 

15 The two tribes and the half tribe have 
received their inheritance on this side 
Jordan near Jericho eastward, toward 
the sunrising. 

16 And the Lord spake unto Moses, 
saying, 
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17 These are the names of the men 
which shall divide the land unto you; 
“Eleazar the priest, and Joshua the son 
of Ifun. 

18 And ye shall take one ^ prince of every 
tribe, to divide the land by inheritance. 

19 And the names of the men are these : 
Of the tribe of Judah, Caleb the son of 
Jephunneh. 

20 And of the tribe of the children of 
Simeon, Shemuel the son of Ammihud. 

21 Of the tribe of Benjamin, Elidad the 
son of Chislon. 

22 And the prince of the tribe of the 
children of Dan, Bukki the son of JogU. 

23 The prince of the children of Joseph, 
for the tribe of the children of Manas^ 
Hanniel the son of Ephod. 

24 And the prince of the tribe of the 
children of Ephraim, Kemuel the son 
of Sliiphtan. 

25 Amd the prince of the tribe of the 
cMdren of Zebulun, Elizaphan the son 
of Pamach. 

26 And the prince of the tribe of the 
children of Issachar, Paltiel the son of 
Auzzan. 

27 And the prince of the tribe of the 
children of A^er, Ahihud the son of 
Shelomi- 

28 And the prince of the tribe of the 
children of Naphtali, Pedahel the son 
of Ammiliud. 

29 These are they whom the Lord com- 
manded to divide the inheritance unto the 
children of Israel in the land of Canaan. 

CHAPTER 85 

AlTD the Lord spake unto Moses in 
J-A_ the plains of Moab by J ordan near 
Jericho, saying, 

2 ” Command the children of Israel, 
that they give unto the Levites of the 
inheritance of their possession cities to 
dwell in; and ye shall mve also unto 
the Levites ^suburbs for the cities round 
about them. 

3 And the cities shall they have to dwell 
in ; and the suburbs of them shaU be for 
their cattle, and for their goods, and for 
all their beasts. 

4 And the suburbs of the cities, which 
ye shaU give unto the Levites, shall reach 
from the waU of the city and outward a 
thousand cubits round about, 

5 And ye shaU measure from without 
the city on the east side two thousand 
cubits, and on the south side two thou- 
sand cubits, and on the west side two 
thousand cubits, and on the north side 
two thousand cubits; and the city shall 
be in the midst : this shall be to them the 
suburbs of the cities. 

6 And among the cities which ye shall 
give unto the Levites there shall he **six 
cities for refuge, which ye shsdl appoint 
for the manslayer, that he may flee 
thither : and 2 to them ye shall add forty 
and two cities. 



Six: cities of refuge for the manslay&r^ 

7 So all the cities which ye shall give 
to the Levites shall he “forty and eight 
cities: them shall ye give with their 
suburbs. 

8 And the cities which ye shall give shall 
he ^ot the possession of the children of 
Israel: ®from them that have many ye 
shall give many; but from them that 
have few ye shall give few: every one 
shall give of his cities unto the Levites 
according to his inheritance which ^he 
inheritetn. 

9 ^ And the Lord spake unto Moses, 
saying, 

10 Speak unto the children of Israel, 
and say unto them, /When ye be come 
over Jordan into the land of Canaan; 

11 Then ^ye shall appoint you cities to 
be cities of refuge for you; that the slayer 
may flee thither, which killeth any person 
Sat unawares. 

12 And they shall be unto you cities for 
refuge from the avenger; that the man- 
slayer die not, until he stand before the 
congregation in judgment. 

13 And of these cities which ye shall give 
/six cities shall ye have for refuge. 

14 * Ye shall give three cities on this side 
Jordan, and three cities shall ye give in 
the land of Canaan, which shall be cities 
of refuge. 

15 These six cities shall be a refuge, both 
for the children of Israel, and %r the 
stranger, and for the sojourner among 
them: that every one that killeth any 
person imawares may flee thither. 

16 **Aiid if he smite him with an in- 

strument of iron, so that he die, he is 
a murderer: the murderer shall smely 
be put to death. „ , , 

17 And if he smite him ®with throwmg 
a stone, wherewith he may die, and he 
die, he IS a murderer : the murderer shall 
surely be put to death. 

18 Or if he smite rhim with an hand 
weapon of wood, wherewith he may 
die, and he die, he is a murderer; the 
murderer shall surely be put to d^th. 

19 ^The revenger of blood himseu sM 

slay the murderer : when he meeteth him, 
he shall slay liim. , , , , , 

20 But if he tlumst him of hatred, or hurl 
at him < by laying of wait, that he^<he; 

21 Or in enmity smite him with ms 
hand, that he die: he that smote him 
shall surely be put to death; /o?- he w 
a murderer: the revenger of blood shall 
slay the murderer, when he meeteth mm. 

22 But if he thrust him suddenly withput 
enmity, or have cast upon him any thmg 
•"without laying of wait, 

23 Or with any stone, wherewith a man 
may die, seeing him not, and cast it upon 
him that he die, and was not liis enemy, 
neither soimht his harm 

24 Then nhe congregation shall judge 
between the slayer and the revenger of 
blood according to these judgments : 

25 And the congregation shall deliver 
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the slayer out of the hand of the revenger 
of blood, and the conCTegation shall re- 
store him to the city of his refug^ wither 
he was fled : and he shall abide in it unto 
the death of *the high priest, "which was 
anointed with the holy oil 

26 But if the slayer shall at any time 
come without the border of the city of 
his refuge, whither he was fled ; 

27 And. the revenger of blood find him 
without the borders of the city of ^ re- 
fuge, and the revenger of blood kill the 
slayer; ^he shall not be guilty of blood; 

28 Because he should have remained m 
the city of his refuge until the death of 
the high priest: but after the death of 
the high priest the slayer shall return 
into the land of his possession. 

29 So these things shall be for a statute 
of judgment unto you throughout your 
generations in all your dwellings, 

30 Whoso killeth any person, the mur- 
derer shall be put to death by the »mouth 
of witnesses: but one witness shall not 
testify against any person to cause hua 
to die. 

31 Moreover ye shall take no satisfaction 

for the life of a murderer, which is ^guilty 
of death: but he shall be surely put to 
death. ^ . , 

32 And ye shall take no satisfaction for 

him that is fled to the city of his refuge, 
that he should come again to dwell in the 
land, until the death of the priest. , , 

33 So ye shall not "^pollute the land 
wherein ye are: for blood it defiletli the 
land: and ®the land cannot be cleansed 
of the blood that is shed therein, but "by 
the blood of him that shed it. 

34 ^Defile not therefore the land which 
ye shall inhabit, wherein I dwell : for * I 
the Lord dwell among the children of 
Israel. 

CHAPTER 36 

AND the chief fathers of the families of

THE FIFTH BOOK OF MOSES, 


DEUTERONOMY. 


CHAPTER 1 

T unto all Israel on this side JordiSi in 
the wilderness, in the plain over against 
^ the Red sect, between Paran, and Tophel, 
and Laban, and ®Hazeroth, andDizahab. 

2 {There are eleven days’ journey from 
Horeb by the way of mount Seir unto 
’Kadesh-barnea.) 

3 And it came to pass /in the fortieth 
year, in the eleventh month, on the first 
day of the month, that Moses spake unto 
the dhildren of Israel, according unto all 
that the Lord had given him in com- 
mandment unto them : 

4 After he had slain *Sihon the king of 
the Amorites, which dwelt in Heshbon, 
and i Og the ki^ of Bashan, which dwelt 
at Astaroth in Edrei : 

6 On this side Jordan, in the land of 
Moab, began Moses to declare this law, 
saying, 

6 The Lord out God spake unto us 
in Horeb, saying, ^Ye have dwelt long 
enough in this mount: 

7 Turn you, and take your journey, and 
go to the mount of the Amorites, and 
unto ^all the %daces nigh thereunto, in 
the plain, in the hills, and in the vale, 
and in the south, and by the sea side, 
to the land of the Canaanites, and imto 
Lebanon, unto the great river, the river 
Euphrates. 

8 Behold, I have ^set the land before 
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you: go in and possess the land which 
the Lord sware unto your fathers, ® A- 
braham, Isaac, and Jacob, to give unto 
them and to their seed after them. 

9 If And * I spake unto you at that time, 
saying, I am not able to bear you myself 
alone : 

10 The Lord your God hath multiplied 
you, and, behold, ^ye a?’e this day as the 
stars of heaven for multitude. 

11 The Lord God of youi- fathers make 
you a thousand times so many more as ye 
are, and bless you, as he hath promised 
you !) 

12 ^How can I myself alone bear your 
cumbrance, and your burden, and your 
strife? 

13 2 Take you wise men, and under- 
standing, and known among your tribes, 
and I will make them rulers over you. 

14 And ye answered me, and said. The 
thing wliich thou hast spoken is good/or 
us to do. 

15 So I took the chief of your tribes, 
wise men, and known, *and ®made them 
heads over you, captains over thousands, 
and captains over hundreds, and captains 
over fifties, and captains over tens, and 
"‘onicers among your tribes. 

16 And I chamed your judges at that 
time, ^ying, Hear the causes between 
your brethren, and judge righteously 
between every man and his brother, 
and the stranger that is with him. 

17 ”Ye shall not ® respect persons in

judgment; hut ye shall hear the small 
as well as the great; ye shall not be 
afraid of the face of man ; for ^ the judg- 
ment is God’s : and the cause that is too 
hard for you, ^ bring it unto me, and I 
will hear it. 

18 And I commanded you at that time 
all the things which ye should do. 

19 IT And when we departed from Horeb, 
<Zwe went through all that great and ter- 
rible wilderness, Avhich ye saw by the way 
of the mountain of the Amorites, as the 
Lord our God coimnanded us ; and / we 
came to Kadesh-barnea. 

20 And I said unto you, Ye are come 
unto the mountain of the Amorites, 
which the Lord out God doth give 
unto us. 

21 Behold, the Lord thy God hath set 
the land before thee : go up and possess 
it, as the Lord God of thy fathers hath 
said unto thee ; fear not, neither *be dk- 
couraged. 

22 H And ye came near unto me every 
one of you, and said, We will send men 
before us, and they shall search us out 
tlie land, and bring us word again by 
what way we must go up, and into wbat 
cities we shall come. 

23 And the saying pleased me well: 
and took twelve men of you, one 
of a tribe : 

24 And ^they turned and went up into 
the mountain, and came unto the vaUey 
of Eshcol, and searched it out. 

25 And they took of the fruit of the land 
in their hands, and brought it down unto 
us, and brought us word again,and said, 
It is B, goocf land which the Lord our 
God doth give us. 

26 Notwithstanding ye would not go up, 
but 'rebelled against the commandment 
of the Lord your God ; 

27 And ^ye murmured in your tents, 
and said, Because the Lord “hated us, 
he hath brought us forth out of the land 
of E^t, to deliver us into the hand of 
the Amorites, to destroy us. 

28 Whither shall we go up ? our brethren I 
have Sdiscom^ed our heart, saying, 
*The people is greater and taller than 
we ; the cities are great and walled up 
to heaven ; and moreover we have seen 
the sons of the ^Anakims there. 

29 Then I said unto you. Dread not, 
neither be afraid of them. 

30 The Lord your God which goeth 
before you, “ he shall fight for you, ac- 
cording to all that he did for you in 
Egypt oef ore your eves ; 

31 And in the wilderness, where thou 
hast seen how that the Lord thy God 
®bare thee, as a man doth bear his son, 
in all the way that ye went, until ye came 
into this place. 

32 Yet in this thing ®ye did not believe 
the Lord' your God, 

^ ^Who went in the way before you, 
^to search you out a place to pitch your 
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DBUTBRONOMY 1, 2 

tents m, in fire by night, to shew you by 
what way ye should go, and in a cloud 
by day. 

34 And the Lord heard the voice of 
your words, and was wroth, and sware^ 
saying, 

35 “ Purely there shall not one of these 
men of this evil generation see that good 
land, which I sware to give unto your 
fathers, 

36 ®Save Caleb the son of Jephunneh; 
he shall see it, and to him will I give the 
land that he hath trodden upon, and to 
liis cliildren, because he hath Wholly 
followed the Lord. 

37 Also the Lord ^ was angry with me 
for your sakes, saying, Thou also shalt 
not go in thither. 

38 But ^Joshua the son of Nun, < which 
standeth before thee, he sliall go in 
thither: /encourage him: for he shall 
cause Israel to inherit it. 

39 Moreover * your little ones, which ye 
said should be a prey, and your children, 
which in that day ”^had no knowledge 
between good and evil, they shall go in 
tliither, and unto them will I give it, and 
they shall possess it. 

40 But as for you, "turn you, and take 
your joum^ into the wilderness by the 
way of the Bed sea. 

41 Then ye answered and said unto me, 
® We have sinned against the Lord, wo 
■will go up and fight, according to all that 
the Lord our God commanded us . And 
when ye had girded on every man his 
weapons of war, ye were ready to go up 
into the hill. 

42 And the Lord said unto me. Say 
imto them, *‘Go not up, neither fight; 
for I am not among you; lest ye be 
smitten before your enemies. 

43 So I spake unto you ; and ye would 
not hear, but rebelled against the com- 
mandment of the Lord, and ^-^ent 
presumptuously up into the hill. 

44 And ’'the Amorites, which dwelt in 
that mountain, came out against you, 
and chased you, "as bees do, and de- 
stroyed you m Seir, even imto Hormah. 

46 And ye returned and wept before the 
Lord; but the Lord would not hearken 
to your voice, nor give ear unto you. 

46 So ^ye abode in Kadesh many days, 
according unto the days that ye abode 
there, 

.CHAPTER 2 

rpELEN we turned, and took our journey 
Jl into the wilderness by the way of the 
Red sea, ^as the Lord spake unto me: 
and we compassed moimt Seir many days. 

2 And the Lord spake unto me, saying, 

3 Ye have compassed this mountam 
<*long enough: turn you northward. 

4 And command thou the people, saying* 
/Ye are to pass through the coast of your 
brethren the children of Esau. * which 
dwell in Seir; and they shall be afraid

that ye may eat ; and ye shall also buy 
water of them for money, that ye may 
drink, 

7 For the Loed thy God hath blessed 
thee in all the works of thy hand : he 
knoweth thy walking through this meat 
v^demess : these f 0 ^ years the Lord 
thy God hath hem with thee ; thou hast 
lacked notliing. 

8 / And when we passed by from our 
brethren the children of Esau, which 
dwelt in Seir, through the way of the 
plain from *Elath, and from ^Ezion-ga- 
ber, we turned and passed by the way of 
the wilderness of Moab. 

9 And the Lord said unto me, ^ Distress 
not the Moabites, neither contend with 
them in battle : for I will not give thee 
of their land for a possession ; because I 
have given * Ar unto Hhe children of Lot 
for a possession. 

10 ’"The Emims dwelt therein in times 
past, a people great, and many, and tall, 
^’‘theAnakims; 

11 "Which also were accounted giants, 
as the Anakims ; but the Moabites call 
them Emims. 

12 ®The Horims also dwelt in Seir be- 
foretime ; but the children of Esau ^ suc- 
ceeded them- when they had destroyed 
them from before them, and dwelt in 
their ® stead; as ^Israel did unto the land 
of his possession, which the Lord gave 
unto them. 

13 Kowrise up, said 1. and get you over 
the ^ brook Zered. And we went over the 

brook Zered. 

14 And the space in which we came from 
''K.adesh-bamea, until we were come over 
the 7 brook Zered, was thirty and eight 
years ; ^ until all the generation of the 
men of war were wasted out from among 
the host^ as the Lord sware unto them. 

15 For mdeed the hand of the Lord was 
against them, to destroy them from a- 
mong the host, until they were con- 
sumed. 

16 11 So it came to pass, when all the 
men of war were consumed and dead 
from among the people, 

17 That the Lord spake unto me, say- 

Thou art to pass over through Ar, 
the coast of Moab, this day: 

19 And when thou comest nigh over 
against the children of Ammon, distress 
them notj nor meddle with them : for I 
wUl not give thee of the land of the chil- 
dren of Ammon possession ; because 
I have given it unto *the children of Lot 
for ap^ossession. 

20 (That also was accounted a land of 
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The wanderings and the conqitests 

“giants : giants dwelt therein in old time; 
and the ^Ammonites call them ^ Zamzum- 
mims ; 

21 A people great, and many, and talL 
as the Anakims ; but the Lord destroyea 
them before them ; and they succeeded 
them, and dwelt in their stead: 

22 As he did to the children of Esau, 

which dwelt in Seir, when he destroyed 
®the Horims from before them : and they 
succeeded them, and dwelt in their stead 
even unto this day: , , . _ 

23 And ^ the Avims which dwelt m HazeJ 
rim, even unto Azzah, ®the Caphtorims, 
which came forth out of Caphtor, de- 
stroyed them, and dwelt in their stead.) 

24 IT Eise ye up, take your journey, and 
^pass over the river Arnon: behold, I 
have given into thine band Sihon the 
Amorite, king of Heshbon, and his land: 
^begin to possess it, and contend with 
him in battle. 

25 This day will I begin to put ^the 

dread of thee and the fear of thee upon 
the nations that are under the whole 
heaven, who shall hear report of thee, 
and shall tremble, and be in anguish 
because of thee. . , 

26 IF And I sent messengers out of the 
wilderness of Kedemoth unto Sihon l^g 
of Heshbon ® with words of peace, saying 

27 ^Let me pass through thy land: 1 
will go along by the Mgh way, I will 
neither turn unto the right hand nor to 
the left. 

28 ’’Thou shalt sell me meat for money, 
that I may eat ; and give me water for 
money, that I may drink: only I win 
pass through on my feet ; 

29 CAs the children of Esau which 
dwell in Seir, and the Moabites wMch 
dwell in Ar, did unto mep until I shall 

E iss over Jordan into the land which the 
ord our God giveth us. 

30 But “Sihon king, of Heshbon would 
not let us pass by him; for the Lord 
thy God “'hardened his spirit, and made 
his heart obstinate, that he might deliver 
him into tliy hand, as appeareth this 

^31 And the Lord said unto me, Beholi 
I have begun to give Sihon and his land 
before thee : begin to possess, that thou 
mayest inherit nis lanm 
32 Then Sihon came out against us, he 
and all his people, to fight ^ at J ahaz. 

33 And *the Lord our God delivered 
him before us ; and “we smote him, and 
his sons, and all his people. 

34 And we took all his cities at that 
time, and * utterly destroyed sthe mem 
and the women, and the little ones, of 
every city, we left none to remain : 

35 Only the cattle we took for a prey 
unto ourselves, and the spoil of the cities 
which we took. 

36 <*From Aroer, which is by the brink 
of the river of Amon, and from the city 
that is by the river, even unto Gilead, 




there was not one city too strong for ns i 
<*the Loed our God delivered all unto us : 
37 Only unto the land of the children of 
.Ammon thou earnest not, nor unto any 
place of the river Jahbok, nor unto the 
cities in the mountains, nor unto whatso- 
ever the Lobd our God forbad us. 

CHAPTER 3 

T HEK we turned, and went up the way 
to Bashan : and/Og the king of Ba- 
shan came out against us, he and aU his 
people, to battle^ at Edrei. 

2 And the Lord said unto me. Fear him 
not : for I w^ deliver him, and all his 
people and his land, into thy hand ; and 
fiiou shalt do unto mm as thou didst unto 
^Sihon king of the Amorites, which 
dwelt at Heshbon, 

3 So the Lord our God delivered into 
our hands Og also, the king of Bashan, 
and all his people : “and we smote him 
until none was left to him remaining. 

4 And we took all his cities at that tune, 
there was not a city which we took not 
from them, threescore cities, ^all the 
legion of Aigob, the Mngdom of Og in 
Bashan. 

6 AU these cities were fenced with high 
walls, gates, and bars ; beside unwalled 
towns a great many. 

6 And we utterly destr wd them, as we 
did unto SUion kmg '’of Heshbon, utterly 
destroying the men, women, and children, 
of every city. 

7 But aU the cattle, and the spoil of the 
cities, we took for a prey to ourselves. 

8 And we took at that time out of the 
hand of the two kings of the Amorites 
the land that was on this side Jordan, 
from the river of Arnon unto mount 
Hermon; 

9 {Which ’^Hermon the Sidonians caU 
*Sirion; and the Amorites call it“'She- 
nir-J 

10 All the cities of *the plain, and aU 
Gilead, and aU Bashan, unto ^Salchah 
and Edrei, cities of the kingdom of Og 
in Bashan. 

11 For only Og king of Bashan remained 
of the remnant of ® giants; behold, his 
bedstead was a bedstead of iron : is it not 
in ^ Rabbath of the children of Ammon ? 
nine cubits was the length thereof, and 
four cubits the breadth of it, after the 
cubit /of a man. 

12 And this land, which we possessed at 
that time, ^from Aroer, which is by the 
river ALmon, and half mount Gilead^nd 
/the cities thereof, ^ve I unto the Reu- 
benites and to the Gadites. 

13 And *the rest of Gilead, and all 
Bashan, Idng the kingdom of Og, gave 
I unto me half tribe of Manasseh ; all 
region of Argoh, with aU Bashan, which 
was called the land of giants. 

14 Jair the son of Manasseh took all 
the country of Argob unto the coasts of 
Geshuii and Maachathi ; and called them 
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DBUTBRONOMY’ 2A 

after his own name, Bashan-havoth-jair, 
unto this day. 

15 ^And I gave Gilead unto Machir. 

16 And unto the Reubenites ^and unto 
the Gadites I gave from Gilead even unto 
the river Arnon half the valley, and 
the border even unto the river Jabbok. 

^ which is the border of the children of 
Ammon; 

17 The plain also, and J ordan, and the 
coast thereof t from ^Chinnereth ^even 
unto the sea. of the plain, ^even the salt 
sea, under ^ Ashdoth-pisgah eastward. 

18 And I commanded you at that 
time, saying. The Lord your God hath 
given you this land to possess it : ye shall 
pass over * armed before your brethren 
the children of Israel, all that are 2 meet 
for the war. 

19 But your wives, and your little ones, 
and your cattle, (for know that ye 
have much cattle,) shall abide in your 
cities which I have given you ; 

20 Until ®the Lord have given rest unto 
your brethren, as well as unto you, and 
until they also possess the land which 
the Lord your God hath given them 
beyond Jordan; and then shall ye return 
every man unto his possession, which I 
have given you. 

21 H And I commanded ^Joshua at that 
time, sa^g, Thine eyes have seen all 
that the Lord your God hath done unto 
these two kings ; so shall the Lord do 
unto all the kingdoms whither thou 
passest. 

22 Ye shah not feai them: for *the 
Lord your God he shall fight for you. 

23 And I besought the Lord at that 
time, sa^ng, 

24 0 Lord God, thou hast begun to 
shew thy servant thy greatness, and t^ 
mighty hand : for “what God is there in 
heaven or in earth, that can do according 
to to works, and according to thy might ? 

25 I pray thee, let me go over, ana see 
®the good land that is beyond Jordan, 
that goodly mountain, and “Lebanon. 

26 But the Lord *was wroth with me 
for your sakes, and would not hear me : 
and the Lord said unto me. Let it suffice 
thee; speak no more unto me of this 
matter. 

27 ®6et thee up into the top of spisgah, 
and lift up tmne eyes westward, and 
northward, and southward, and eastward, 
and behold it with thine eyes : for thou 
shalt not go over this Jordan. 

28 But ^charge Joshua, and * encourage 
him, and strengthen him : for he shall go 
over before this people, and he shall cause 
them to inherit to land which thou shalt 

29 So we abode in ^the valley over 
against Beth-peor. 

CHAPTER 4 

N OW therefore hearken, 0 Israel, unto 
“to statutes and unto the judg- 
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ments, which I teach you, for to do them, 
that ye may live, and go in and possess 
the land which the Loed God of your 
fathers giveth you. 

2 *Ye shall not add unto the word 
which I command you, neither ^all ye 
diminish ought from it, that ye may 
keep the conunandments of the Lord 
your God which I command you. 

3 Your eyes have seen what the Lord 
did because of ®Baal-peor: for all the 
men that followed Baal-peor, the Lord 
thy God hath destroyed them from a- 
mong you. 

4 But ye that did cleave unto the Lord 
your God are alive every one of you this 
day. 

6 Behold, I have taught you statutes and 
judgments, even as the Lord my God 
commanded me, that ye should do so in 
the land whither ye go to possess it. 

6 Keep therefore and do them; for this 
is /your wisdom and your understanding 
in the sight of the nations, whidi shall 
hear all mese statutes, and say, * Surely 
this great nation is a wise and imder- 
standing people. 

7 For ^ what nation is there so great, 
who hath *God so nigh unto them, as 
the Lord our God is in all things that 
we call upon him /or.? 

8 And what nation is there so great, that 
hath statutes and judgments so righteous 
as all this law, which I set before you 
this day? 

9 Only take heed to thyself, and "keep 
thy soul diligently, lest thou forget the 
things which thine eyes have seen, and 
lest they depart from thy heart all the 
days of thy life : but ^teach them thy 
sons, and thy sons’ sons; 

10 Specially ®the day tliat thou stoodest 
before the Lord thy God in Horeb, when 
tlie Lord said unto me, Gather me the 
people together, and I will make them 
hear my words, that they may learn to 
fear me all the days that they sh^ live 
upon the earth, and that they may teach 
their children. 

11 And ye came near and stood under 
the mountain; and the * mountain burn- 
ed with fire unto the ^midst of heaven, 
with darkness, clouds, and thick dark- 
ness. 

12 "And the Lord spake unto you out 
of the midst of the fire ; s' ye heard the 
voice of the words, but saw no similitude ; 
Sonly ye heard a voice. 

13 *And he declared unto you his cove- 
nant, which he commanded you to per- 
form, ev&n ten * commandments; and 

he wrote them upon two tables of stone. 
14 1 And ‘’the Lord commanded me at 
that time to teach you statutes and judg- 
ments, that ye might do them in the land 
whither ye go over to possess it. 

16 ^Take ye therefore good heed unto 
yourselves ; for ye saw no manner of 
•similitude on the day thoA the Lord 
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Jfoses exhoTteih to ohedi&nce, 

spake unto you in Horeb out of the 
midst of the fire : 

16 Lest ye corrupt yowrselves, and *make 
you a graven image, the simihtude of any 
figure, the likeness of male or female, 

17 The likeness of any beast that is on 
the earth, the likeness of any winged fowl 
that flieth in the air, 

18 The likeness of any thing that creep- 
eth on the ground, the likeness of any 
fish that is in the waters beneath the 
earth : 

19 And lest thou lift up thine eyes unto 
heaven, and when thou seest the sun, 
and the moon, and the stars, even ‘*all 
the host of heaven, shouldest be driven 
to worship them, and serve them, which 
the Lord thy God hath ^ divided unto all 
nations under the whole heaven. 

20 But the Lord hath taken you, and 
brought you forth ®out of the iron fu^ 
nace, even out of Egypt, to be unto him 
a people ^of inhent^ce, as ye are this 
day. 

21 Furthermore ^the Lord was angry 
with me for your sakes, and sware that 
I should not go over Jordan, and that I 
should not go in unto that good land, 
which the Lord thy God giveth thee /or 
an inheritance : 

22 But I must die in this land, must 
not go over Jordan : but ye shall go over, 
and possess "*that good land. 

23 Take heed unto yourselves, lest ye 
forget the covenant of the Lord vout 
God, which he made with you, ^and 
make jyou a graven image, or the like- 
ness of any thing, which the Lord thy 
God hath forbidden thee. 

24 For *the Lord thy God is a consum- 
ing fir e. ^ 671 **a jealous God. 

25 IT When thou shalt beget children, 
and children’s children, and ye shall have 
remained long in the land, and shall 
corrupt yourselves, and make a graven 
image, or the likeness of any thing, and 
^sh^ do evil in the sight of the Lord 
thy God, to provoke him to anger : 

26 “I call heaven and earth to witness 
against you this day, that ye shall soon 
utterly perish from off the land where- 
unto ye go over Jordan to possess it ; ye 
shall not prolong your days upon it, but 
shall utterly be destroyed. 

27 And the Lord *shall scatter you 
among the nations, and ye shal l be left 
few in number among the heathen, 
whither the Lord shall lead you. 

28 And “there ye shall serve gods, the 
work of men’s hands, wood and stone, 
“which neither see, nor hear, nor eat, nor 
smell. 

29 /But if from thence thou shalt seek 
the Lord thy God, thou shalt find hwi. 
if thou seek hiin with all thy heart a na 
with all thy soul. 

30 When thou art in tribulation, and all 
Mese things ^are come upon thee, ^eoen 
in the latter days, if thou /turn to the 
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LOED thy God, and shalt be obedient 
unto his voice; 

31 (For the Lord thy God is merciful “ Ex. 34. e. 

God;) he will not forsake thee, neither 30.9. 
destroy thee, nor forget the covenant of joA Vo 
thy fathers which he sware unto them. ^ Nu.“2i 24

*that it may be well with thee, and that 
thou mayest go in and possess the good 
land winch the Lord sware unto thy 
fethers, 

19® To cast out all thine enemies from 
before thee, as the Lord hath spoken. 

20 And^yr\\&a. thy son asketh thee ^in 
time to come, saymg, What mean the 
testimonies, and the statutes, and the 
judgments, which the Lord our God 
hath commanded you ? 

21 Then thou shalt say imto thy son, 
"We were Pharaoh’s bondmen in Egypt ; 
and the Lord brought us out of Egypt 
with a mighty hand : 

22 And the Lord shewed signs and 
wonders, great and ^sore, upon Egypt, 
upon Pharaoh, and upon all his house- 
hold, before our eyes : 

23 And he brought us out from thence, 
that he might brmg us in, to give us the 
land which he sware imto our fathers. 

24 And the Lord commanded us to do 
all these statutes, to fear the Lord our 
God, "for our good always, that ^he 
might preserve us alive, as it is at this 
day. 

25 And ^it shall be our righteousness, if 
we observe to do all these commandments 
before the Lord our God, as he hath 
commanded us. 

CHAPTEE 7 

W HEIT the *Lord thy God shall 
bring thee into the land whither 
thou goest to possess it, and liath cast out 
many nations before thee, ^the Hittites, 
and the Girgashites, and the Amorites, 
and the Canaanites, and the Perizzites, 
and the Hivites, and the Jebusites, seven 
nations greater and mightier than thou: 
2 And when the Lord thy God shall 
deliver them before thee; thou shalt 
smite them, and ® utterly destroy them; 
^thou shalt make no covenant with them, 
nor shew mercy unto them : 

3 ^ Neither shalt thou make marriages 
with them ; thy daughter thou shalt not 
rive unto his son, nor his daughter shalt 
Siou taJb unto thy son. 
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4 For they will turn away thy son from 
following me, that they may serve other 
gods : ^so will the anger of the Lord be 
kindled against you, and destroy thee 
suddenly. 

5 But thus shall ye deal with them ; ye 
shall /destroy their altars, and break 
down their ^ images, and cut down their 
groves, and bum their graven images 
with fire. 

6 ^For thou art an holy people unto the 
Lord thy God : the Lord thy God hath 
chosen thee to be a / special ^ople unto 
himself, above all people that are upon 
the face of the earth. 

7 The Lord did not set his love upon 
you, nor choose you, because ye were 
more in number than any people; for ye 
w&i'e *the fewest of all people : 

8 But ’"because the Lord loved you, and 
because he would keep "the oath which 
he had sworn unto your fathers, hath the 
Lord brought you out with a mighty 
hand, and redeemed you out of the house 
of bondmen, from the hand of Pharaoh 
king of Egypt. 

9 Know therefore that the Lord thy 
God, he is God, ^ the faithful God, ’’which 
keepeth covenant and mercy with them 
that love him and keep his command- 
ments to a thousand generations ; 

10 And ^repayeth them that hate him 
to their face, to destroy them: ^he will 
not be slack to him that hateth him, he 
will repay him to his face. 

11 Thou shalt therefore keep the com- 
mandments, and the statutes, and the 
judgments, wliich I command thee tliis 
day, to do them. 

12 IT ’*'Wlierefore it shall come to pass, 
■^if ye hearken to these judgments, and 
keep, and do them, that the Lord thy 
God shall keep unto thee the covenant 
and the mercy which he sware unto thy 
fathers : 

13 And he will ®love thee, and bless 
thee, and multiply thee: he will also 
bless the fruit of thy womb, and the frmt 
of thy land, thy corn, and thy wine, and 
thine oil, the increase of thy kine, and 
the flocks of thy sheep, in the land which 
he sware unto thy fathers to give thee. 

14 Thou shalt be blessed above all people : 
“there shall not be male or female barren 
among you, or among your cattle. 

15 And the Lord will take away from 
thee all sickness, and will put none of 
the evil ® diseases of Egypt, which thou 
knowest, upon thee ; but thU lay them 
upon all them that hate thee. 

T6 And riiou shalt consume all the 
people which the Lord thy God shall 
deliver thee; /tliine eye shall have no 
pity upon them : neither shalt thou serve 
their gods ; for that will he^o, snare unto 
thee.

AT that time the Loed said unto me,

9 Wherefore Levi hath no part nor in- 
heritance with his brethren; the Lord is 
his inheritance, according as the Lord 
thy God promised him. 

10 And,H stayed in the mount, accord- 
ing to the 2 first time, forty days and forty 
nights ; and the Lord hearkened unto me 
at that time also, and the Lord would 
not destroy thee. 

11 * And the Lord said unto me. Arise, 
Stake thy journey before the people, that 
they may go in and possess the land, 
which I sware unto their fathers to give 
unto them.

20 Thou shalt fear the Lord thy God; 
him shalt thou serve, and to him shalt 
thou cleave, and ‘swear by his name. 

21 ’"He is thy praise, and he is thy God. 
that hath done for thee these meat and 
terrible thin^, which thine eyes nave seen. 

22 Thy fathers went down into Egypt 
‘^with threescore and ten persons; and 
now the Lord thy God hath made thee 
" as the stars of heaven for multitude,

CHAPTER 15 

AT the end of ^ every seven years thou 
shalt make a release. 

2 And this is the manner of the release : 
Every ^creditor that lendeth unto 
his neighbour shall release it; he sliall 
not exact it of his neighbour, or of his 
brother ; because it is called the Lord’s 
release. 

3 "’Of a foreigner thou mayest exact it 
again: but that which is thine with thy 
brother thine hand shall release ; 

4 ®Save when there shall be no poor 
among you j * for the Lord shall greatly 
bless thee in the land which the Lord 
thy God giveth thee for an inheritance 
to possess it : 

5 Only ^if thou carefully hearken unto 
the voice of the Lord thy God, to observe 
to do all these commandments which I 
command thee this day. 

6 Por the Lord thy God blesseth thee, 
as he promised thee: and ^thou slialt 
lend unto many nations, but thou shalt 
not boiTOw; and °thou shalt reign over 
many nations, hut they shall not reign 
over thee. 

7 IF If there he among you a poor man 
of one of thy brethren within any of tliy 
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S ites in thy land which the Lord thy 
od giveth thee, thou shalt not * harden 
thine heart, nor shut thine hand &oin 
thy poor brother : 

8 ‘^But thou shalt open thine hand wide 
unto him, and shalt surely lend him suf- 
ficient for his need, in that which he 
wanteth. 

9 Beware that there be not a ^thought 
in thy ^ wicked heart, saying, The seventh 
year, the year of release, is at hand; and 
thine ■''eye be evil against thy poor bro- 
ther, and thou givest him nought ; and 
^he cry unto the Lord against thee, and 
^it be sin unto thee. 

10 Thou shalt surely give him, and 
Hhine heart shall not be grieved when 
thou givest unto him: because that 
this thing the Lord thy God shall bless 
thee in all thy works, and in all that 
thou puttest thine hand unto. 

11 For Hhe poor shall never cease out 
of the land : therefore I command thee, 
saying, ’"Thou shalt open thine hand 
wide unto thy brother, to thy poor, and 
to to need3^ in thy land. 

12 11 And ^if thy brother, an Hebrew 
man, or an Hebrew woman, be sold unto 
thee, and serve thee six years ; then in 
the seventh year thou shalt let him go 
free from thee. 

13 And when thou sendest him out free 
from thee, thou shalt not let Mm. go 
away empty : 

14 Thou shalt furnish him liberally out 
of thy flock, and out of thy floor, and out 
of thy winepress : of that wherewith the 
Lord thy God hath ^blessed thee thou 
shalt give unto him. 

15 And ^thou shalt remember that thou 
wast a bondman in the land of Egypt, 
and the Lord thy God redeemedfl&ee: 
therefore I command thee this thing to 
day. 

16 And it shall be, ^if he say unto thee, 
I will not go away from thee ; because he 
loveth thee and thine house, because he 
is well with thee ; 

17 Then thou shalt take an aul, and 
thrust it through his ear unto the door, 
and he shall be thy servant for ever. And 
also unto thy maidservant thou shalt do 
likewise. 

18 It shall not seem hard unto thee, 
when thou sendest him away free from 
thee ; for he hath been worth a double 
^ hired servant to thee, in serving thee six 
years : and the Lord thy (>od bless 
thee in all that thou doest. 

19 IF “All the firstling males that come 
of thy herd and of thy flock thou shalt 
sanctify unto the Lord to God : thou 
shalt do no work with the firstling of thy 
bullock, nor shear the firstling of thy 
sheep. 

20 ‘^Thou shalt eat it before the Lord 
to ^d year by year in the place which 
the Lord shall choose, thou and thy 
household. 
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The passover and other yea/rly feasts. 


21 “And if there he any blemish there- 
in, as if it he lame, or blmd, or ham any 
ill blemish, thou shalt not sacrifice it 
unto the Lord thy God. 

22 Thou shalt eat it within thy gates • 
“the unclean and the clean nersow shall 
eat it alike, as the roebuck, and as the hart. 

23 ® Only thou shalt not eat the blood 
thereof; thou shalt pour it upon the 
ground as water.

O BSER^^ tlie ^month of Abib, and 
keep the passover unto the Lord 
thy God : for "in the month of Abib the 
Lord thy God brought thee forth out of 
Egypt by night.

^ 3 Thou shalt eat no leavened bread with 
it ; seven days shalt thou eat unleavened 
bread therewith, eom the bread of afilic- 
tion ; for thou earnest forth out of the 
land of Eg^t in haste : that thou may- 
est remember the day when thou earnest 
forth out of the land of Egypt all the 
days of thy life. 

4-P And there shall be no leavened bread 
seen with thee in all thy coast seven days ; 
neither shall there any thing of the flesh, 
which thou sacrificedst the first day at 
even, ^remain all night until the morning. 
6 Thou mayest not s sacrifice the pass- 
over within any of thy gates, which the 
Lord thy God giveth thee : 

6 But at the place which the Lord thy 
God shall choose to place Ids name in, 
there thou shalt sacrifice the passover 
"at even, at the going down of the sun, 
at the season that thou earnest forth out 
of Egypt. 

7 And thou shalt ® roast and eat it in 
the place which the Lord thy God shall 
choose : and thou shalt turn in the morn- 
ing, and go unto thy tents. 

8 *Six days thou shalt eat unleavened 
bread: and ‘'on the seventh day shall 
6e a 7 solemn assembly to the Lord thy 
God : thou shalt do no work therein. 

9 IT * Seven weeks shalt thou number 
unto thee: begin to number the seven 
weeks from such time as thou beginnest 
to 'put the sickle to the com. 

10 And thou shalt keep the feast of 
weeks unto the Lord thy God with 9 a 
tobute of a freewill offering of thine 
hand, which thou shalt give unto the 
Lord thy God. ® according as the Lord 
thy God hath blessed thee : 

11 And ^thou shalt rejoice before the 


mthin thy gates, and the stranger, and 
the fatherless, and the widow, that are 
among you, in the place which the Lord 
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DEUTERONOMY 15-17 

thy God hath chosen to place his name 
there. 

12 * And thou shalt remember that thou 
wast a bondman in Egypt: and thou 
shalt observe and do these statutes. 

13 IT ‘^'Thou shalt observe the feast of 
tabernacles seven days, after that thou 
hast gathered in thy ^com and thy wine : 

14 .^d/thou shalt rejoice in thy feast, 
thou, and thy son, and thy daughter, and 
thy manservant, and thy maidservant, 
and the Levite, the stranger, and the 
fatherless, and the widow, that are with* 

' 15 ^ ^en days shalt thou keep a solemn 
feast unto the Lord thy God in the place 
which the Lord shall choose : because the 
Lord thy God shall bless thee in all thine 
increase, and in all the works of thine 
liands, therefore thou shalt surely leioice. 

16 IT ‘ Tliree times in a year shall all thy 
males appear before the Lord thy God 
in the place which he shall choose: in 
the feast of unleavened bread, and in 
the feast of weeks, and in the feast of 
tabernacles : and ’"they shall not appear 
before the Lord empty: 

17 Every man shall give 2 as he is able, 
“according to the blessing of the Lord 
thy God *v^ch he hath given thee. 

18 IF * Judges and ’'oincers shalt thou 
make thee m aU thv gates, which the 
Lord thy God mveth tliee, throughout 
thy tribes: ana they shall judge the 
people ■with just judgment. . 

19 «Thou shalt not wrest judgment; 
“thou shalt not respect persons, “neither 
take a gift : for a gift doth blind the eyes 
of the wise, and pervert the ^ words of 
the righteous. 

20 5 That which is altogether just shalt 
thou follow, that thou mayest live, and 
inherit the land which the Lord thy God 
giveth thee. 

21 IF Thou shalt not plant thee ^'a grove 
of any trees near unto the altar of the 
Lord thy God, which thou shalt make 
thee. 

22 Neither shalt thou set thee up a'riy 
^ image ; which the Lord thy God hateth. 

CHAPTER 17 

T hou “shalt not sacrifice unto the 
Lord thy God any bullock, or 
8 sheep, wherein is blemish, or any 
evilfavouredness: for that is an abomi- 
nation unto the Lord thy God, 

2 IF ^ If there be found among you, 
within any of thy gates wlrich the Lord 
tliy God giveth thee, man or woman, that 
hath wrought wickedness in the sight of 
the Lord thy God, in transgressing his 
covenant, 

3 And hath gone and served other gods, 
and wor^pped them, either the sun, 
or moom or any of the host of heaven, 
^ which 1 have not commanded : 

4 And it be told theei, and thou ha^ 
hea^ cf itf and inquired diligently, and, 
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DBUTBBONOMY* 17, 18 Of coTitroversies. Concerning the Zevties, 


■behold, it he true, and the thing certain, 
^at such abomination is wrought in 
Israel: 

5 Then shalt thou bring forth that man 
or that woman, which nave committed 
that wicked thing, imto thy gates, even 
that man or that woman, and * shalt 
stone them with stones, till they die. 

6 ® At the mouth of two witnesses, or 
three witnesses, shall he that is worthy 
of death be put to death; but at the 
mouth of one witness he shall not be 
put to death. 

7 -^The hands of the witnesses shall be 
first upon him to put him to death, and 
afterward the hands of all the people. 
Bo ^thou shalt put the evil away from 
among you. 

8 H »If there arise a matter too hard 
for thee in judgment, between blood 
and blood, between plea and plea, and 
between stroke and stroke, beinff matters 
of controversy within thy gates: then 
shalt thou arise, and get thee up ^into 
the place which the Loed thy God shall 
choose: 

9 And thou shalt come unto the priests 
the Levites, and unto the judge that shall 
be in those days, and inquire ; ”*and they 
shall shew thee the sentence of judgment : 

10 And thou shalt do according to the 
sentence, wliich they of that place which 
the Lord shall choose shall shew thee ; 
and thou shalt observe to do according 
to all that they inform thee : 

11 According to the sentence of the 
law which they shall teach thee, and 
according to the judgment wliich they 
sh^l tell thee, thou shalt do: thou shalt 
not decline from the sentence which they 
rfiall shew thee, to the right hand, nor 
to the left. 

12 And the man that ^will dopresump- 
tuousiVy ^and will not hearken unto the 
priest ^that standeth to minister there 
before the Lord thy God, or unto the 
judge, even that man shall die; and 
*thou shalt put away the evil from 
Israel. 

13 And all the people ® shall hear, and 
fear, and do no more presumptuously. 

14 IT When thou art come unto the land 
which the Lord thy God mveth thee, and 
shalt possess it,and shalt dwell therein, 
and shalt say, ^1 will set a king over me, 
like as all the nations that are about me ; 

15 Thou shalt in any wise set him 
king over thee, *whom the Lord thy 
God shall choose: one “from among 
thy brethren shalt thou set king over 
thee: thou mayest not set a stranger 
over thee, which is not thy brother. 

16 But he shall not multiply ** horses to 
himself, nor cause the people *to return 
to Egypt, to the end that he should mul- 
tiply horses: forasmuch as the Lord 
hath said unto you, *Ye shall henceforth 
return no more that way. 

17 Neither *shall he multiply wives to 
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himself, that his heart turn not away : 
neither shall he meatly multiply to him- 
self silver and gold. 

18 “And it ^all be, when he sitteth 
upon the throne of his kingdom, that 
he shall write him a copy of this law 
in a hook out of that which ts® before 
‘^the priests the Levites : 

19 And it shall be with him, and he 
shall read therein all the days of his 
life : that he may learn to fear the Lord 
his God, to keep all the words of this 
law and these statutes, to do them : 

20 That his heart be not lifted up above 
his brethren, and that he ^ turn not aside 
from the commandment, to the right 
hand, or to the left ; to the end that he 
may prolong his days in his kingdom, 
he, and his children, in the midst of 
Israel 

CHAPTER 18 

T he priests the Levites, and all the 
tribe of Levi,^ * shall nave no part 
nor inheritance with Israel: they * shall 
eat the ofierings of the Lord made by 
fire, and his inheritance. 

2 Therefore shall they have no inherit- 
ance among their brethren: the Lord 
is their inheritance, as he hath said unto 
them. 

3 IF And this shall be the priest’s due 
from the people, from them that offer 
a sacrifice, wnether it be ox or sheep; 
and "they shall give unto the priest 
the shoulder, and the two cheeks, and 
the maw, 

4 “The firstfruit also of thy com, of thy 
wine, and of thine oil, and the first of the 
fleece of thy sheep, shalt thou give him. 

5 Eor the Lord thy God hath chosen 
him out of all thy tribes, ^to stand to 
minister in the name of the Xk)RD, him 
and his sons for ever. 

6 IF And if a Levite come from any of 
thy gates out of all Israel ‘where he 
sojourned, and come with all the desire 
of his mind “unto the place which the 
Lord shall choose ; 

7 Then he shall minister in the name of 
the Lord his Godj “as all his brethren 
the Levites do, which stand there before 
the Lord. 

8 They shall have like ^portions to eat, 
beside 2 that which cometh of the sale of 
hispatrimony. 

9 1 When thou art come into the land 
which the Lord thy God giveth thee, 
*’thou shalt not learn to do after the 
abominations of those nations. 

10 There shall not be found among you 
any one “that maketh his son or his 
daughter to pass through the fire, or 
/that useth divination, or ^ an observer 
of times, or an enchanter, or a witch, 

11 Or a charmer, or a consulter with 
< familiar spirits, or a wizard, or /a ne- 
cromancer. 

12 Eor all that do these things aro an

abomination unto the Loed : and ®be- 
cause of these alwminations the Loed 
thy God doth drive them out from be- 
fore thee. 

13 Thou shalt be ^perfect with the Loed 
thy God. 

14 For these nations, which thou shalt 
6 possess, hearkened unto observers of 
times, and unto diviners: but as for 
thee, the Loed thy God hath not suf- 
fered thee so to do. 

15 IT ^The I^ED thy God will raise up 
unto thee a Pr^het from the midst of 
thee, of thy brethren, like unto me; 
unto liim ye shall hearhen; 

16 According to all that thou desiredst 
of die Lord thy God in Horeb /in the 
day of the assembly, saying, ^^Let me 
not hear ag^ the voice of the Lord 
my God, neither let me see this great 
fire any mor^ that I die not. 

17 And the Lord said unto me, ^They 
have well sjookm that which they have 
spoken. 

18 1 will raise them up a Prophet from 
among their brethren, like unto thee, 
and /will put my words in his mouth ; 
and ^he shall, speak unto them all that 
I shall command him. 

19 *”And it shall come to pass, that 
whosoever will not hearken unto my 
words wliich he shall speak in my name, 
I will require it of him. 

20 But the prophet, which '‘shall pre- 
sume ®to speak a word in my name, 
which I have not commanded him to 
speak, or that shall speak in the name 
of other gods, even that prophet shall die. 

21 And if thou say in thine heart, How 
shall we know the word which the Lord 
hath not spoken? 

22 *When a prophet speaketh in the 
name of the Lord, if the thing follow 
not, nor come to pass, that is the thing 
which the Loed hath not spoken, hut 
the prophet hath spoken it presump- 
tuously: thou shalt not he afraid of 
hinu 


CHAPTER 19 

TX7TEEN *'the Lord thy God hath cut 
T f off the nations, whose land the 
Lord thy God giveth thee, and thou 
lOsucceedest them, and dwellest in their 
cities, and in their houses ; 

2 "Thou shalt separate three cities for 
thee in the midst of thy land, which the 
Lord thy God giveth thee to possess it. 

3 Thou shalt prepare thee a way, and 
divide the coasts of thy land, which the 
Loed thy God giveth thee to inherit, 
into three parts, that every slayer may 
flee thitl^r. 

4 IT And this is the case of the slayer, 
which shall flee thither, that he may hve : 
* Whoso killethhis neighbour ignorantly, 
whom he hated not ^ in time past ; 

5 As when a man. goetli into the wood 
with his neighbour to hew wood, and his 
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hand fetcheth a stroke with the axe to cut 
down the tree, and the ^headslippethfrom 
the Shelve., and ^lighteth upon his neigh- 
bour, that he die; he shall flee unto one 
of those cities, and live : 

6 Lest *the avenger of the blood pursue 
the slayer, while his heart is hot, and 
overtake him, because the way is long, 
and <»slay him; whereas he was not 
worthy of death, inasmuch as he hated 
him not ^in time past. 

7 Wherefore I command thee, saying. 
Thou shalt separate three cities for thee. 

8 And if the Lord thy God enlarge thy 
coast, as he hath sworn unto thy fathers, 
and ®give thee all the land which he 
promised to give unto thy fathers; 

9 If tliou shalt keep all these command- 
ments to do them, which I command 
thee this day, to love the Lord thy 
God, and to walk ever in Ms ways ; ^then 
shalt thou add tliree cities more for tliee, 
beside these three: 

10 That innocent blood be not shed in 
thy land, which the Lord thy God giveth 
thee for an inlieritance, and so blood be 
upon thee. 

11 1 But 2 if any man hate his neigh- 
bour, and lie in wait for him, and rise up 
against him, and smite him ^mortally 
that he die, and fleetli into one of these 
cities: 

12 Then the elders of his city shall send 
and fetch him thence, and deliver him 
into the hand of the avenger of blood, 
that he may die. 

13 ® Thine eye shall not pity him, *'bufc 
thou shalt put away the guilt o/ innocent 
blood from Israel, tliat it may go well 
with thee. 

14 H ®Thou shalt not remove thy neigh- 
bour's landmark, which they of old time 
have set in thine inheritance, which thou 
shMt inherit in the land that the Lord 
thy God giveth. thee to possess it. 

15 H One witness shall not rise up against 
a man for any iniquity, or for any sin, in 
any sin that he sinneth : "at the mouth of 
two witnesses, or at the mouth of three 
witnesses, shall the matter be established. 

16 ^ If a false witness rise up against 
any man to testify against him 
which is wrong: 

17 Then both the men, between whom 
the controversy w, shall stand before the 
Lord, * before the priests and the judges, 
which shall be in those days ; 

18 And the judges shall make s' diligent 
inqiiisition : and,lDehold. if the witness be 
a false witness, and hatn testified falsely 
a^iinst his brother; 

19 *Then shall ye do unto him, as he 
had thought to have done unto nis bro- 
ther: so "shalt thou put the evil away 
from among you. 

20 And those which remain shall hear, 
and fear, and shall henceforth commit 
no more any such evil among you. 

21 And thme eye sliall not pity; but

CHAPTER 


20 


. . thine enemies, and seest ‘'horses, 
and chariots, and a people more than 
thou, be not afraid of them: for the 
liOBD thy God is ^with thee, which 
brou^t thee up out of the land of Egypt. 

2 And it shall be, when ye are come 
nigh unto the battle, that the priest shall 
approach and speak unto the people, 

3 And shall say unto them. Hear, 0 
Israel, ye approach this day imto battle 
against your enemies : let not your hearts 
ifaint, fear not, and do not ^tremble, 
neither be ye terrified because of them ; 

4 For the Loed your God is he that 
goeth with you, /to fight for you against 
your enemies, to save you. 

6 ^ And the officers shall speak unto 
the people, saying. What man is there 
that hath built a new house, and hath 
not ^dedicated it? let him go and return 
to his house, lest he die in the battle, and 
another man dedicate it. 

6 And what man is he that hath planted 
a vineyard, and hath not yet ® eaten of 
it? let him also go and return unto his 
house, lest he die in the battle, and an- 
other man eat of it. 

7 *And what man is there that hath 
betrothed a wife, and hath not taken 
her? let him go and return unto his 
house, lest he die in the battle, and 
another man take her. 

8 And the officers shall speak further 
unto the people, and they shall say, 
*Wliat man is there that is fearful and 
fainthearted? let him go and return unto 
his house, lest his brethren’s heart ^ faint 
as well as his heart. 

9 And it shall be, when the officers 
have made an end of speaking unto the 
people, that they shall make captains of 
the armies ‘^to lead the people. 

10 H When thou comest nigh unto a 
city to fight against it, ^ then proclaim 
peace unto it. 

11 And it shall be, if it make thee answer 
of peace, and open unto thee, then it 
shall be, that all the people that is foimd 
■herein shall be tributaries unto thee, and 
they ^all serve thee. 

12 And if it will make no peace with 
thee, but will make war against thee, 
then thou shalt besiege it : 

13 And when the Lobd thy God hath 
delivered it into thine hands, "thou shalt 
smite every male thereof with the edge 
of the sword: 

14 But the women, and the little ones, 
and the cattle, and all that is in the city, 
even all the spoil thereof, shalt thou 
^take unto thyself ; and ^thou shalt eat 
the spoil of thine enemies, which the 
XiOBD thy God hath given thee. 

15 Thus shalt thou do rmto all the cities 
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which are very far off from th^, which 
are not of the cities of these nations. 

16 But *of the cities of these people, 
which the Lord thy God doth give thee 
for an inheritance, thou shalt save alive 
nothing that breatheth: 

17 But thou shalt utterly destroy them; 
namely^ the Hittites, and the Amorites, 
the Canaanites, and the Perizzite^ the 
Hivites, and the Jebusites ; as the Lord 
thy God hath commanded thee : 

18 That ®they teach you not to do after 
all their abominations, which they have 
done unto their gods ; so should ye sin 
against the Lord your God, 

19 H When thou shalt besiege a city a 
long time, in making war against it to 
take it, thou shalt not destroy the trees 
thereof by forcing an axe against them: 
for thou mayest eat of them, and thou 
shalt not cut them do^vn (^for the tree of 
the field is man’s life) ^to employ thm 
in the siege : 

20 Only the trees which thou knowesfc 
that they he not trees for meat, thou 
shalt destroy and cut them down ; and 
thou shalt build bulwarks against the 
city that maketh war with thee, until ®it 
be subdued. 

CELAPTER 21 

I F one be found slain in the land which 
, the Lord thy God giveth thee to 
possess it, lying m the field, a7^c^ it be 
not known who hath slain him : 

2 Then thy elders and thy judges shall 
come forlh, and they shall measure unto 
the cities which are round about him 
that is slain : 

3 Ajid it shall b^ that the city which is 
next unto the slain man, even the elders 
of that city shall take an heifer, which 
hath not been wrought with, and which 
hath not drawn in the yoke ; 

4 And the elders of that city shall bring 
down the heifer unto a rough valley, 
which is neither eared nor sown, and 
shall strike off the heifer’s neck there in 
the valley : 

5 And the priests the sons of Levi shall 
come near ; for *them the Lord thy God 
hath chosen to minister unto him, and to 
bless in the name of the Lord ; and *by 
their 9 word shall every controversy and 
every stroke be tried : 

6 And all the elders of that city, that 
are next unto the slain man, shall 
wash their hands over the heifer that is 
beheaded in the valley : 

7 And they shall answer and say, Our 
hands have not shed this blood, neither 
have our eyes seen it. 

8 Be merciful, O Lord, imto thy people 
Israel, whom thou hast redeemed, ®and 
lay not innocent blood ^Ounto thy people 
of Israel’s charge. And the blood snail 
be forgiven them. 

9 So shalt thou put away the guilt of 
innocent blood from among you* when 
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thou shalt do that which is right in the 
sight of the Lord. 

10 If When thou goest forth to war 
against thine enejjQies, and the Lord 
thy God hath deli®§xed them into thine 
h^ds, and thou hast taken them cap- 

And seest among the captives a 
beautiful woman, and hast a desire unto 
her, t^t thou "wouldest have her to thy 

^^ihen thou shalt bring her home to 
thine house; and she shall shave her 
head, and ipare her nails; 

13 And she shallput the raiment of her 
captivity from on her, and shall remain 
in tliine house, and * bewail her father 
and her mother a full month: and after 
5iat thou shalt go in unto her, and be her 
husband, and she shall be thy wife. 

14 And it shall be, if thou have no 
delight in her, then thou shalt let her go 
whither she will ; but thou shalt not sell 
her at all for money, thou shalt not ‘^make 
merchandise of her, because thou hast 
^humbled her. 

15 If If a man have two wives, one 
beloved, and another /hated, and they 
have bom him children, both the beloved 
and the hated ; and if the firstborn son 
be hers that was hated : 

16 Then it shall be, ^ when he maketh 
Ms sons to inherit that which he hath, 
that he may not make the son of the 
beloved firstborn before the son of the 
hated, which is indeed the firstborn : 

17 But he shall acknowledge the son of 1 
the hated Jbr the firstborm by giving him 
a double portion of all ^that he hath ; 
for he is the beginning of his strength; 
*the right of the firstborn is Ms. 

18 Tf If a man have a stubborn and 
rebellious son, which will not obey the 
voice of his father, or the voice of his 
mother, and that, when they have 
chastened him, will not hearken unto 
them ; 

19 Then shall his father and Ms mother 

lay hold on him, and bring him out unto 
the elders of Ms city, and unto the gate 
of Ms place; , ,, 

20 And they shall say unto the elders of 
his city, TMs our son is stubborn and 
rebellious, he will not obey our voice ; he 
is a glutton, and a drunkard. , 

21 And aU the men of Ms city shall 
stone him -with stones, that he die : -**80 
shalt thou put evil away from among you ; 
^and all Israel shall hear, and fear. 

22 If And if a man have committed a 
sin ** worthy of death, and he be to be 
put to death, and thou hang him on a 
tree: 

23 *His body shall not remain all night 
upon the tree, but thou shalt in any wi^ 
bury him that day; (for ^he that is 
hanged is ® accursed of God;) that thy 
land be not defiled, which the Lord thy 
God giveth thee /or an inheritance. 
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DEUTERONOMY 21, 22 

CHAPTER 22 

rpHOU ® shalt not see thy brother’s ox 
JL or his sheep go astray, and Mde 
thyself from them: thou shalt in any 
case bring them again unto thy brother. 

2 And if thy brother be not nigh unto 
thee, or if thou know him not, then thou 
shalt bring it unto thine oim house, and 
it shall be with thee until thy brother 
seek after it, and thou shalt restore it 
to liim again. 

3 In like manner shalt thou do with 
his ass; and so shalt thou do with his 
raiment ; and with all lost tMng of thy 
brother’s, which he hath lost, and thou 
hast found, shalt thou do likewise : thou 
mayest not hide thyself. 

4 If ®Thou shalt not see thy brother s 
ass or his ox fall down by the way, and 
hide thyself from them : thou shalt surely 
help him to lift them up again. 

5 If The woman shall not wear that 
wMch pertaineth unto a man, neither 
shall a man put on a woman’s garment : 
for all that do so are abomination unto 
the Lord thy God. 

6 If If a bird’s nest chance to be before 
thee in the way in any tree, or on the 
ground, whether they be young ones, 
or eggs, and the dam sitting upon the 
young, or upon the eggs, *thou shalt not 
take the dam with the young ; , 

7 But thou shalt in any wise let the 
dam go, and take the young to thee; 
^that It may be well with thee, and that 
thou mayest prolong thy days. 

8 If When thou buildest .a new house, 
then thou shalt make a battlement for 
thy roof, that thou bring not blood upon 
thine house, if any man fall from thence. 

9 *[f Thou shalt not sow thv yineygud 
^with divers seeds ; lest the ^fruit of thy 
seed which thou hast sown, and the fnut 
of thy vineyard, be defiled. 

10 If Thou shalt not plow with an ox 
and an ass together. 

11 If Thou shalt not wear a g^ent 
’”of divers sorts, as "of woollen and linen 
togetlier. 

12 If ®Thou shalt make thee fringes 
upon the four ^quarters of thy vesture, 
wiierewith thou coverest thyself. 

13 If If any man take a wife, and go m 
unto her, and hate her, 

14 And give occasions of speech against 
her, and bring up an evil name upon hen 
and say, I took tliis woman, and when I 
came to her, I found her not a maid : 

15 Then shall the father of .the da^l, 

and her mother, take and bring forth 
tokeTis of the damsel’s virginity unto the 
elders of the city in the gate : , „ 

16 And the oamsers father shall say 
unto the elders, I gave mv daughter unto 
tills man to wife, and he hatetn her ; 

17 And, lo, he hath given oc^ions of 
speech against hei\ saying, I found not 
thy daughter a maid ; and yet these are

the tokens o/ my daughter’s virginity. *Ne.i3.i,2. 
And they shall spread the cloth hef ore 
the elders of the city, 

18 And the elders oi that city shall take 
that man and chastise him ; 

19 And they shall amerce him in an 
hundred shekels of silver, and give them 
unto the father of the damsel, because ^ 

he hath brought up an evil name upon a J 

virgin of Israel : and she shall be his wife ; 
he may not put her away all his days. 

20 But if this thing be true, and the 
tokens of virginity be not found for the 

damsel : ** So Nu. 23 , 

21 Then they shall bring out tlie damsel 
to the door or her father’s house, and the 

men of her city shall stone her with ‘'Ezr. 9 , 12 . 
stones that she die: because she hath ^Heb.£ 7 ooc 2 . 
/wrought folly in Israel, to play the /Ge. 34 . 7 .

4 * Because they met you not with bread 
and with water in the way, when ye came 
forth out of Egypt ; and because they • 
‘’hired against thee Balaam the son of 
Beor of Pethor of Mesopotamia, to curse 
thee. 

6 Nevertheless the Lord thy Grod would 
not hearken unto Balaam ; but the Lord 
thy God turned ‘'the curse into a blessing 
unto thee, because the Lord thy God 
loved thee. 

6 ®Thou shalt not seek their peace 
nor their ^ prosperity all thy days for 
ever. 

7 IT Thou shalt not abhor an Edomite ; 
'^for he is thy brother: thou shalt not 
abhor an Egyptian ; because ^thou wast 
a stranger in nis land. 

8 The children that are begotten of them 
shall enter into the congregation of tlie 
Lord in their third generation. 

9 IT When the host goeth forth against 
thine enemies, theu keep thee from every 
wicked thing. 

10 H If there be among you any man, 
that is not clean ^by reason of uncleanness 
that chanceth him by night, then shall 
he go abroad out of the camp, he shall 
not come within the camp ; 

11 But it shall be, when evening 2 cometh 
on, he shall "wash hwiself with water:

^ “Unto a stranger thou mayest lend 
upon usury ; but unto thy brother thou 
shalt not lend upon usury: ^that the 
Lord thy God may bless thee in all that 
thou scttest thine hand to in the land 
whither thou goest to possess it. 

21 H ^"When thou shall vow a vow unto 
the Lord thy God, thou shalt not slack 
to pay it : for the Lord thy God will 
surely require it of thee ; and it would be 
sin in thee. 

22 But if thou shalt forbear to vow, it 
shall be no sin in thee. 

23 That which is gone out of thy lips 
thou shalt keep and perform: even a 
freewill oflering, according as thou hast 
vowed unto the Lord thy God, which 
thou hast promised with thy mouth.

•a man's life to pledge. 

7 H *If a man be found stealing any of 
his brethren of the children of Israel, and 
maketh merchandise of him, or selleth 
him ; then that thief shall die ; and thou 
shalt nut evil away from among you. 

8 *11 Take heed in ® the plague of leprosy, 
that thou observe diligently, and do 
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according to all that the priests the Le- 
vites shall teach you : as I commanded 
them, so ye shall observe to do. 

9 Bemember what the Lord thy God 
did “unto Miriam by the way, after that 
ye were come forth out of Egypt. 

10 H When thou dost ilenotny brother 
any thing, thou shalt not go into his 
house to fetch his pledge. 

11 Thou shalt stand abroad, and the 
man to whom thou dost lend shall bring 
out the pledge abroad unto thee. 

12 And if the man he poor, thou shalt 
not sleep with his pledge ; 

13 “In any case thou shalt deliver him 
the pledge again when the sun goeth 
down, that he may sleep in his own 
raiment, and ^bless thee : and ^it shall 
be righteousness imto thee before the 
Lord thy God, 

14 IT Thou shalt not ^oppress an hired 
servant that is poor and needy, whether 
he he of thy brethren, or of thy strangers 
that are in thy land within thy gates : 

15 At his day ^thou shalt give him his 
hire, neither shall the sun go down upon 
it ; for he is poor, and ^setteth his heart 
upon it : *lest he cry against thee imto 
the Lord, and it be sin unto thee. 

16 ^ The fathers shall not be put to death 
for the children, neither shall the children 
be put to death for the fathers ; every 
man shall be put to death for his own sin. 

17 11 "Thou shalt not pervert the judg- 
ment of the stranger, nor of the fatherless ; 
nor take a widow’s raiment to pledge : 

18 But “ thou shalt remember that thou 
wast a bondman in Egypt, and the Lord 
thy God redeemed thee thence: therefore 
I command thee to do this thing. 

19 H -^When thou cuttest down thine 
harvest in thy field, and hast forgot a 
sheaf in the field, thou shalt not go again 
to fetch it : it shall be for the stranger, 
for the fatherless, and for the widow: 
that the Lord thy God may ^ bless thee 
in all the work of thine hands. 

20 When thou beatest thine olive tree, 
thou shalt not ®go over the boughs 
again: it shall be for the stranger, for 
the fatherless, and for the widow. 

21 When thou gatherest the rapes of 
thy vineyard, thou shalt not “glean it 
6 afterward: it shall be for the stranger, 
for the fatherless, and for the widow. 

22 And “thou shalt remember that thou 
wast a bondman in the land of Egypt : 
therefore I command thee to do this 
thing. 

CHAPTEB 25 

I P there be a “’controversy between 
men, and they come unto judgment, 
that the judges may judge tliem; then 
they shall justify the righteous, and 
condemn the wicked, 

2 And it shall be, if the wicked man he 
worthy to be beaten, that the judge shall 
cause him to lie down, and to be beaten 
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before his face, according to his fault, by 
a certain number. 

3 “ Forty stripes he may give him, ard 
not exceed : lest, if he should exceed, and 
beat him above these with many stripes, 
then thy brother should seem vile unto 
thee, 

4 II ®Thou shalt not muzzle the ox when 
he itreadeth out the coi'n. 

6 H ‘^If brethren dwell together, and one 
of them die, and have no child, the wife 
of the dead shall not marry without unto 
a stranger : her ^ husband’s brother shall 
go in unto her, and take her to him to 
wife, and perform the duty of an hus- 
band’s brother unto her. 

6 And it shall be, that the firstborn 
which she beareth ^ shall succeed in the 
name of his brother which is dead, that 
*his name be not put out of Israel. 

7 And if the man like not to take his 
s brother’s wife, then let his ® brother’s 
wife go up to the ^gate unto the elders, 
and say. My husband’s brother refuseth 
to raise up unto his brother a name in 
Israel, he will not perform the duty of 
my husband’s brother. 

8 Then the elders of his city shall call 
him, and speak unto him: and if he 
stand to it^ and say, ^I like not to take 
her : 

9 Then shall his brother’s wife come 
unto him in tlie presence of the elders, 
and "loose his shoe from oflf his foot, and 
spit in his face, and shall answer and say. 
Bo shall it be done unto that man that 
will not ^ build up his brother’s house. 

10 And his name shall be called in 
Israel, The house of him that hath his 
shoe loosed. 

11 H ’When men strive together one with 
another, and the wife of the one draweth 
near for to deliver her husband out of 
the hand of him that smiteth him, and 
putteth forth her hand, and taketh him 
by the secrets : 

12 Then thou shalt cut off her hand, 
^ thine ^e shall not pity her. 

13 t Thou shalt not have in thy hag 
^divers “weights, a great and a small. 

14 Thou shalt not nave in thine house 
® divers measures, a great and a small. 

15 But thou shalt have a perfect and 
just weight, a perfect and just measure 
shalt thou have ; "that thy days may be 
lengthened in the land which the Loed 
thy God giveth thee. 

16 For * all that do such things, and all 
that do unrighteously, are an abomina- 
tion unto the Lord thy God.

10 And now, behold, I have brought the 
firstfruits of the land, which thou, 0 
Lord, hast given me.

8 The Lord shall command the blessmg 
upon thee in thy ^ storehouses, and in all 
that thou settest thine hand unto : and 
he shall bless thee in the land which the 
Lord thy God giveth thee, 

9 ^'The Lord shall establish thee an 
holy people unto himself, as he hath 
sworn unto thee, if thou shalt keep the 
commandments of the Lord thy God, 
and walk in his ways. 

10 And all people of the earth shall see 
that thou art ^(^ed by tlie name of the 
Lord ; and they shall be ^afraid of thee. 

11 And the Lord shall make thee plen- 
teous ®in goods, in the fruit of thy'^body, 
and in the fruit of thy cattle, and in the 
fruit of thy ground, in the land which the 
Lord sware unto thy fathers to give tliee. 

12 The Lord shall open unto thee his 
good treasure, the heaven *to give the 
rain unto thy land in his season, and to 
bless all the work of thine hand ; and 
“thou shalt lend unto many nations, and 
thou shedt not borrow. 

13 And the Lord slrall make thee '®the 
head, and not the tail; and thou shalt 
be above only, and thou shalt not be 
beneath ; if that thou hearken unto the 
commandments of the Lord thy God, 
which I command thee this day, to 
observe and to do them: 

14 /And thou shalt not go aside from 
any of the words which I command thee 
this day, to the right hand, or to the 
left, to go after other gods to serve them. 

16 H But it shall come to pass, ^ if thou 
wilt not hearken unto the voice of the 
Lord thy God, to observe to do all his 
commandments and his statutes which I 
command thee this day ; that all these

29 And thou shalt ®grope at noonday,

41 Thou shalt beget sons and daughters, 
hut ^thou shalt not enjoy them; for 
^they shall go into captivity, 

42 All thy trees and fruit of thy land 
shall the locust ® consume. 

43 *The stranger that is within thee 
shall get up above thee very high; and 
thou shalt come down very low. 

44 He shall lend to thee, and thou shalt 
not lend to him : “he shall be the head, 
and thou shalt be the tail. 

45 Moreover all these curses shall come 
upon thee, and shall pursue thee, and 
overtake thee, till thou be destroyed; 
because thou hearkenedst not unto the 
voice of the Loed thy God, to keep his 
commandments and his statutes which 
he commanded thee :

51 And he shall ‘^eat the fruit of thy 
cattle, and the fruit of thy land, until 
thou he destroyed : which also shall not 
leave thee either corn, wine, or oil, or 
the increase of thy kine, or flocks of thy 
sheep, until he liave destroyed thee. 

52 And he shall /besiege thee in all thy 

gates, until thy high and fenced walls 
come down, wherein thou trustedst. 
tliroughout all thy land: and he shall 
besiege thee in all thy gates throughout 
all thy land, which tlie Lord thy God

53 And /thou shalt eat the fruit of 
thine own ®body, the flesh of thy sons 
and of thy daughters, which the Lord 
thy God hath given thee, in the sie^e, 
and in the straitness, wherewith thme 
enemies shall distress thee:

13 That he may "establish thee to day 
for a people imto himself, and that he 
may be unto thee a God, “as he hath 
said unto thee, and ^as he hath sworn 
unto thy fathers, to Abraham, to Isaac, 
and to Jacob.

27 Were it not that I feared the wrath 
of the enemy, lest their adversaries 
should behave themselves strangely, and 
lest they should ^ say, Our hand is high, 
and the Lord hath not done all this. 

28 For they are a nation void of coun- 
sel /neither is there any understanding 
in theno. 

29 that they were wise, tJsat they 
understood this, that they would con- 
sider their latter end I 

30 How should one chase a thousand, 
and two put ten thousand to flight ex- 
cept their Rock had sold them, and the 
Lord had shut them up ? 

31 For / their rock is not as our Rock, 
*even our enemies themselves being 
judges. 

32 For their vine is i^of the vine of 
Sodom, and of the fields of Gomorrah : 
their grapes are grapes of gall, their 
clusters are bitter : 

33 Their wine is ® the poison of dragons, 
and the cruel venom of asps. 
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34 Is Bofc this laid up in. store with me, 
and sealed up among my treasures? 

35 **!ro me hel ongeth vengeance and 
t^ompence : tteliToot slMt'sTide mdMe 
tiboaei for the day of their calamity ‘is at 
hand, and the trungs that shall come 
upon them, make haste. 

35 <*ror the Lord shall judge his 
people, ^and repent himself for his ser- 
vants, when he seeth that their i power 
is gone, and there is none shut up, or left. 

37 And he shall say, ^ Where are their 
gods, their rock in whom they trusted, 

38 Which did eat the fat of their sacri- 
fices, and drank the wine of their drink 
offerings? let them rise up and help you, 
and be ^your protection. 

39 See now that *1, even I, am he, and 
there is no god with me: ”I kill, and 
I make alive; wound, and I heal: 
neither is there any that can dehver out 
of rtw hand. 

40 For I lift up my hand to heaven, and 
say, I live for ever. 

41 If I whet my glittering ^sword,"and 
mine hand take hold on judgment; I 
will render vengeance to mine enemies, 
and will reward them that hate me. 

42 1 will make mine arrows drunk with 
blood, and “'my sword shall devour flesh: 
and that with the blood of the slain and 
of the captives, from the beginning of 
reven^s upon the enemy;. 

43 ^Kejoice, O ye nations, 'with his 
p^ple ; for he will “avenge the blood of 
his servants, and ^will render vengeance 
to his adversaries, fand will be merciful 
unto his ®land, and to his people. 

44 H And Moses came and spake sdl the 
words of this song in the ears of the 
people, he, and ^Hoshea the son of Nun. 

45 And Moses made an end of speaking 
all these words to all Israel ; 

46 And he said unto them, /Set your 
hearts unto all the words wmch I testify 
among you this day, wliich ye shall com- 
mand your children to observe to do, all 
the words of this law. 

47 For it is not a vain thing for you ; 
^because it is your life; and through 
this thing ye shall prolong your days in 
the land, whither ye go over Jordan to 
possess it. 

^ And the Lord spake unto Moses 
that selfsame day, .saying, 

49 Get thee up into Hhis mountain 
Abarim, wwio mount Nebo, which is in 
the. land of Moab, that is over against 
Jericho; and behold the land of Canaan, 
which I give unto the children of Israel 
for a possession : 

60 And die in the mount whither thou 
goest up, and *be gathered unto thy 
people ; as Aaron thy brother died in 
mount Hor, and was gathered unto his 
people ; 

61 "Because ye trespassed against me 
among the children of Israel at the waters 
of ^^Meribah-Kadesh, in the wUdemess

CHAPTER S3 


AND this is /the blessing, wherewith 
XA. Moses ^ die man of God blessed the 
children of Israel before his death. 

2 And he said, ®The Lord came from 
Sinaiy and rose up from Seir unto them; 
he shmed forth /from mount Paran, and 
* he came with ten thousands of saints: 
from his right hand went 2 a fiery law for 
them. 

3 Yea, *”he loved the people: all Ms 
saints are in thy hand : and they “sat 
down at thy feet ; every one sliaU receive 
of thy words. 

4 ®Moses commanded us a law, ^ even 
the inheritance of the congregation of 
Jacob. 

6 And he was *kmg in “Jeshurun, 
when the heads of the people and the 
tribes of Israel were gathered together. 

6 1 "Let Reuben live, and not die ; and 
let not his men he few. 

7 1 And this is the blessing of Judah: 
and he said, Hear, Lord, the voice of 
Judah, and bring him unto his people : 
let his hands be suflficient for him; and 
be thou an help to him from his enemies. 

8 IT And of Levi he said, ^Let thy 
Thmnmim and thy Brim he with ®thy 
holy one, ^whorn thou didst prove at 
Massah, and with whom thou <fidst 
strive at the waters of Meribah; 

9 Who said unto his father and to his 
mother, I have not ^seen him: "neither 
did he acknowledge his brethren, nor 
knew his own children : for they have 
observed thy word, and kept thy cove- 
nant. 


10 ®They shall teach Jacob thy judg- 
ments, and Israel thy law : ^ they sh^ 
put incense ^ before thee, and whole 
burnt sacrifice upon thine altar. 

11 Bless, Lord, his substance, and 
^accept the work of his hands: smite 
through the loins of them that rise 
against him, and of them that hate hinij 
that they rise not ag^ 

12 H And of Benjamin he said. The 
beloved of the Lord shall dwell in safety 
by himiand the Lord shall cover him 
all the day long, and he shall dwell be- 
tween bis shoulders. 

13 1 And of Joseph he said, / Blessed of 
the Lord he his land, for the precious 
things of heaven, for *the dew, and for 
the deep that coucheth beneatn, 

14 ^d for the precious fruits hroughi 
forth by the sun, and for the precious 
things yput forth by the 10 moon, 

15 Ana for the chief tilings of the 
ancient mountains, and for the precious 
things ® of the lasting hills, 
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16 And for the precious things of the I 
earth and fulness thereof, and for the 
good will of "him that dwelt in the 
bush: let the hlessing come ®upon the 
head of Joseph, and upon the top of 
the head of him that was separated from 
his brethren. 

17 His gloiy is like the «*firstling of his 
bullock, and his horns are like the horns 
of ^unicorns: with them ®he shall push 
the people together to the ends of the 
earth : and ^tney are the ten thousands i 
of Ephraim, and they are the thousands

IS IT And of Zebulun he said, ^Rejoice, ; 
Zebulun, in thy going out ; and, Issachar, 
in thy tents, 

19 They shall * call the people unto the 
mountam; there "‘they shall offer sacri- 
fices of righteousness : for they shall suck 
of the abundance of the seas, and of 
treasures hid in the sand. 

20 H And of Gad he said. Blessed he he 
that enlargeth Gad: he dwelleth ®as a 
Hon, and teareth the arm with the crown 
of the head. 

21 And ^he provided the first part for 
himself, because there, in a portion of 
* the lawgiver, was he ^seated; and “he 
came with the heads of the people, he 
executed the justice of the Lobd, and his 
judgments with IsiaeL 

22 IT And of Dan he said, Dan is “'a 
lion’s whelp: *he shall leap from Bashan. 

23 IF And of Naphtali he said, 0 Naph- 
tali, ^satisfied with favour, and full with 
the blessing of the Lokd : possess thou 
the west and *the south, 

24 IF And of ‘Asher he said, Let Asher 
he blessed with children ; let him be ac- 
ceptable to his brethren, and let him dip 
ids footinoih 

25 7 Thy shoes shall he iron and brass ; 
and as thy day% so shall thy strength be. 

26 IF There is ^none like unto the God 
of ^JeshuruiL ^who rideth upon the 
heaven in thy help, and in his excellency 
on the sky. 

27 The eternal God is thy^xeiuge, and 
underneath are the everlasting arms: 
and he shall thrust out the enemy from 
before thee; and shall say. Destroy them, 

28 Israel then shall dwell in safety 
alone : ”the fountain of Jacob shall be 

upon ® a land of com and wine ; also his 
heavens ^ shall drop down dew. 
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29 Happy art thou, 0 Israel: who is 
like unto thee, 0 people saved by the 
LoitD, *the shield of thy help, and who 
is the sword of thy excellency 1 and thine 
enemies shall be i found liars unto thee ; 
and thou shalt tread upon their hi^ 
places. 

CHAPTER 34 

and Moses went up from the plains of 
Xx Moab/unto the mountain of Nebo, 
to the top of spisgah, that is over against 
J ericho. And the Lord shewed him all 
the land of Gilead, *unto Dan, 

2 And all Hi^htali, and the land of 
]^hraim, and Manasseh, and all the land 
of Judah, ^unto the utmost sea, 

3 And the south, and *the plain of the 
valley of Jericho, "the city of palm trees, 
unto ®Zoar. 

4 And the Lord said unto him, ^This 
is the land which I sware unto Abraham- 
unto Isaac, and unto Jacob, saying, I 
will give it unto thy seed : ** I have caused 
thee to see it with thine eyes, but thou 
shalt not go over thither. 

5 IF So Moses the servant of the Lord 
died there in the land of Moab, according 
to the word of the Lord. 

6 And he buried him in a valley in the 
land of Moab. over against Beth-peor: 
but ®no man knoweth of his sepulchre 
unto this day, 

7 IF J'And Moses was an hundred and 
twenty years old when he died: ®his 
eye was not dim, nor his ^ natural force 
® abated. 

8 IF And the children of Israel wept for 
Moses in the plains of Moab ‘^thirty 
days : so the days of weeping and mourn- 
ing for Moses were ended. 

9 IF And Joshua the son of Nun was 
fun of the ^spirit of wisdom; for Moses 
/had laid his hands upon him : and the 
children of Israel hearkened unto him, 
and did as the Lord commanded Moses. 

10 IF And there ^ arose not a prophet 
since in Israel like unto Moses, *whoni 
the Lord knew face to face, 

11 In all the signs and the wonders, 
which the Lord sent him to do in the 
land of Eg 3 mt to Pharaoh, and to all his 
servants, and to all his land, 

12 And in all that mighty hand, and in 
all the great terror which Moses shewed 
in the sight of all Israel. 


THE BOOK OE JOSHUA. 


CHAPTER 1 

N OW after the death of Moses the 
servant of the Lord it came to pass, 
that the Lord spake unto Joshua the “Dou.ii.24 
son of Hun, Moses’ & minister, saying, » Ex. 24 is. 
2 ®Moses my servant is dead; now ^'Deu. 345 . 
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therefore arise, go over this Jordan, thou, 
and all this people, unto the land which 
I do give to them, even to the children of 
Israel, ^ ^ ^ 

3 “ Every place that the sole of your foot 
shall tread upon, that have I given unto 
you, as 1 said unto Moses. 
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Joshua succeedeth Moses, Rahah conceoleth 


4 “From the wilderness and this Leba- 
non eyen unto the great river, the river 
Euphrates, all the land of the Hittites, 
and unto the great sea toward the going 
down of the sun, shall be your coast. 

6 There shall not any man be able to 
stand before thee all the days of thy life : 
®as I was with Moses, sofl will be with 
thee: will not fail thee, nor forsake 

thee. 


6 ^ Be strong and of a good courage : for 
^unto this people shalt thou divide for 
an inheritance the land, which I sware 
unto their fathers to give them. 

7 Only* be thou strong and very coura- 
geous, that thou mayest observe to do 
according to all the law, which Moses 
niy servant commanded tnee : *turn not 
from it to the right hand or to the left, 
that thou mayest prosper whithersoever 
thou goest. 

8 This book of the law shall not depart 
out of thy mouth ; but ’"thou shalt medi- 
tate therein day and night, that thou 
mayest observe to do according to all 
that is written therein : for then thou 
shalt make thy way prosperous, and then 
thou shalt ^have good success. 

9 Have not I commanded thee? Be 
strong and of a good courage’; ®be not 
afraid, neither be thou dismayed: for 
the Lord thy God is with thee whither- 
soever thou goest. 

10 H Then Joshua commanded ^the 
officers of the people, saying, 

11 Pass through the host, and command 
the people, saying. Prepare you victuals ; 
for * within three days ye shall pass over 
this Jordan, to go in to possess the land, 
which the Lord your God giveth you to 
possess it. 

12 IT And to the Beubenites, and to the 
Gadites, and to half the tribe of Manas- 
seh, OTake Joshua, saying, 

13 Remember the word which ’’Moses 
the servant of the Lord commanded 
you, saying. The Lord your God hath 
mven you rest, and hath given you this 


14 Your wives, your little ones, and 
your cattle, shall remain in the land 
which Moses gave you on this side 
Jordan; but ye shall pass before your 
brethren ® armed, all the mighty men of 
valour and help them; 

15 ^ Until the Lord have given your 
brethren rest, as he hath given you, and 
they also have possessed the land which 
the Lord your God giveth them : *then 
ye shall return unto the land of your 
possession, and enjoy it, which Moses 
the Lord’s servant gave you on this side 
J ordan toward the sunrising. 

16 1 And they answered J oshua, sajing, 
All that thou commandest us we will do, 
and whithersoever thou sendest us, we 
will CO. 

37 According as we hearkened unto 
Moses in all things, so will we hearken 
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unto thee: only the Lord thy God *be 
with thee, as fie was with !Moses. 

18 Whosoever he he that doth ® rebel 
against thy commandment, and will not 
hearken unto thy words in all that thou 
commandest him, he shall be put to 
death: only be strong and of a good 
courage. 

CHAPTER 2 

AND Joshua the son of Nun isent 
^out of Shittim two men to spy 
secretly, saying. Go view the land, even 
Jericho. And they went, and came into 
an ^’harlot’s house, named *Rahab, and 
5*lodged there. 

2 And it was told the king of Jericho, 
saying, Behold, there came men in 
hither to night of the children of Israel 
to search out the country. 

3 And the long of Jericho sent unto 
Rahab, saying, Brin^ forth the men tot 
are come to thee, wfiich are entered into 
thine house : for they be come to search 
out all the country. 

4 "And the woman took the two men, 
and liid them, and said thus. There came 
men imto me, but I wist not whence 
they v}ere : 

6 And it came to pass about the time of 
shutting of the gate, when it was dark, 
tliat the men went out: whither the 
men went I wot not : pursue after them 
quickly; for ye shall overtake them. 

6 But she had brought them up to the 
roof of the house, ana hid them with the 
stalks of flax, which she had laid in 
order upon the roof. 

7 And the men pursued after them the 
way to Jordan unto the fords: and as 
soon as they which pursued after them 
were gone out, they shut the gate. 

8 H And before they were laid down, 
she came up unto them upon the roof; 

9 And she said unto the men, I know 
that the Lord hath given you the land, 
and that 'your terror is fallen upon 
and that all the inhabitants of the land 
® faint because of you. 

10 For we have heard how the Lord 
'dried up the water of the Red sea for 
you, when ye came out of Egypt ; and 
“what ye did unto the two kings of the 
Amorites, that were on the other side 
Jordan, Sihon and Og, whom ye utterly 
destroyed. 

11 And ®as soon as we had heard these 
things. ’®our hearts did melt, neither 
*7 did there remain any more cours^e in 
any man, because of you : for ^'the Lord 
your God, he is God in heaven above, 
and in earth beneath. 

12 Now therefore, I pray you, *swear 
unto me by the Lord, since I have 
shewed you kindness, tfiat ye will also 
shew kindness unto my father’s house, 
and give me a true token : 

13 And thoit ye will save alive my 
father, and my mother, and my bte- 
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thren, and my sisters, and all that they 
have, and deliver our lives from death. 

14 And the men answered her. Our 
life ifor yours, if ye utter not tins our 
business. And it shall be, when the 
IiORD hath given us the land, that we 
will deal Jdndly and truly with thee. 

15 Then she *let them down by a cord 
through the window : for her house V3a& 
upon the town wall, and she dwelt upon 
the wall. 

16 And she said unto them, Get you to 
the mountain, lest the pursuers meet 
you; and hide yourselves there thi’ee 
days, until the pursuers be returned : 
and afterward may ye go your way. 

17 And the men said unto her, We will 
he ® blameless of this thine oath which 
thou hast made us swear. 

18 Behold, when we come into the land, 
thou slialt bind this line of scarlet 
thread in the window which thou didst 
let us down by ; ^and thou shalt ^ bring 
thy father, and thy mother, and thy 
brethren, and all thy father’s household, 
home unto thee. 

19 And it shall be, that whosoever shall 
go out of the doors of thy house into the 
street, his blood shall he upon his head, 
and we will he ^iltless : and whosoever 
shall be with thee in the house, ^his 
blood shall he on our head^ if any hand 
be upon him. 

20 And if thou utter this our business, 
then we wiU be quit of tliine oath which 
thou hast made us to swear. 

21 And she said, According unto your 
words, so be it. And she sent them 
away, and they departed ; and she bound 
the scai'let line in the window. 

22 And they went, and came unto the 
mountain, and abode there three days, 
until the pursuers were returned ; and 
the pursuers sought them tliroughout all 
the way, but found them not. 

23 H So the two men returned, and 
descended from the mountain, and 
passed over, and came to Joshua the son 
of Nun, and told him all things that 
befell them; 

24 And they said unto Joshua, Truly 
‘’the Lord hath delivered into our hands 
all the land ; for even all the inhabitants 
of the country do ^faint because of us. 

CHAPTEE S 

AND Joshua rose early in the mom- 
x3l ing; and they removed *from 
Shittim, and came to Jordan, he and all 
the children of Israel, and lodged there 
before they passed over. 

2 And it came to pass ^after three days, 
that ®the oflScers went through the host ; 

3 And they commanded the people, 
saying. When ye see the ark of the 
covenant of the Lord your God, and 
^'the priests the Levites bearing it, then 
ye shall remove from your place, and go 
after it. 
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4 ‘*Yet there shall be a space between 
you and it, about two thousand cubits 
by measure : come not near pnto it, that 
ye may know the way by which ye must 

f o; for ye have not passed this way 
heretofore. 

5 And Joshua said unto the people, 
‘^Sanctify yourselves : for to morrow the 
Lord will do wondera among you. 

6 And Joshua spake unto the priests, 
saying, <*Take up the ark of the covenant, 
and pass over before the people. And 
they took up the ark of the covenant, 
and went before the people. 

7 IF And the Lord said unto Joshua, 
This day will I begin to magnify thee in 
the sight of aU Israel, that they may 
know that, /as I was with Moses, so I 
will be with thee. 

8 And thou shalt command the priests 
that bear the ark of the covenant, saying. 
When ye are come to the brink of the 
water of Jordan, ye shall stand still in 
Jordan. 

9 1 And Joshua said unto the children 
of Israel, Come hither, and hear the 
words of the Lord your God. 

10 And Joshua said. Hereby ye shall 
know that *the living God is among you, 
and that he will without fail drive out 
from before you ■^the Canaanites, and 
the Hittites, and the Hivites, and tlie 
Perizzites, and the Girgashites, and the 
Amorites. and the Jebusites. 

11 Behold, the ark of the covenant of 
*the Lord of all the earth passeth over 
before you into J ordan. 

12 Now therefore ^take you twelve men 
out of the tribes of Israel, ”‘out of every 
tribe a man. 

13 And it shall come to pass, as soon as 
the soles of the feet of the priests that 
bear the ark of the Lord, the Lord of 
all the earth, shall rest in the waters of 
Jordan, that the waters of Jordan shall 
be cut off /j'owi the waters that come 
down from above ; and they ” shall stand 
upon an heap. 

14 IF And it came to pass, when the 
people removed from their tents, to pass 
over Jordan, and the priests bearing the 
^ark of the covenant before the peo^e ; 
15 And as they that hare the ark were 
come unto Jordan, and the feet of the 
priests that bare the ark were dipped in 
the brim of the water, (for Jordan over- 
floweth all his banks *’all the time of 
harvest,) 

16 That the waters which came down 
from above stood and rose up upon an 
heap very far from the city Adam, that 
isbkide ‘^Zaietan: and those that came 
down “'toward the sea of the plain, even 
*the salt sea, failed, and were cut off: 
and the people passed over right against 
Jericho. 

17 And the priests that bare the ark of 
the covenant of the Lord stood firm on 
dry ground in the midst of Jordan, *and 
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JOSHUA 3-6 

all the Israelites passed over on dry 
ground, until all the people were passed 
clean over Jordan. 

CHAPTER 4 

AND it came to pass, when all the 
xjL people were clean passed over 
Jordan, that the Lord spake unto 
Joshua, sajdng, 

2 ®Take you twelve men out of the 
people, out of every tribe a man, 

3 And command ye them, saying, Take 
you hence out of the midst of Jordan, 
out of the place where ‘^the priests’ feet 
stood firm, ® twelve stones, and ye shall 
carry them over with you, and leave 
them in /the lodging place, where ye 
shall lodge this night. 

4 Then Joshua called the twelve men, 
whom he had prepared of the children of 
Israel, out of every tribe a man ; 

5 And Joshua said imto them. Pass 
over before the ark of the Lord your 
God into the midst of Jordan, and 
take ye up every man of you a stone 
upon his shoulder, according unto the 
number of the tribes of the children of 
Israel; 

6 That this may he a sim among you, 
that >when your children ask their 
fathers ®m time to come, sajdng, 'VVhat 
mean ye by these stones? 

7 Then ye shall answer them. That Hhe 
waters of Jordan were cut off before the 
ark of the covenant of the Lord; when 
it passed over Jordan, the waters of 
Jordan were cut off: and these stones 
shall be for ’"a memorial unto the 
children of Israel for ever. 

8 And the children of Israel did so as 
Joshua commanded, and took up twelve 
stones out of the midst of Jordan, as the 
Lord spake unto Joshua, according to 
the number of the tribes of the children 
of Israel, and carried them over with 
them unto the place where they lodged, 
and laid them down there. 

9 And Joshua set up twelve stones in 
the midst of Jordan, in the place where 
the feet of the priests which bare the ark 
of the covenant stood; and they are 
there unto this day. 

10 1 Eor the priests which bare the ark 
stood in the nudst of Jordan,jmtil every 
thing was finished that the Lord com- 
manded J odma to speak unto the people 
according to all that Moses commanded. 
Joshua; and the people hasted and 
passed over, 

11 And it came to pass, when all the 
people were clean passed over, that the 
ark of the Lord passed over, and the 
priests, in the presence of the people. 

12 And the children of Reuben, and the 
children of Gad, and half the tribe of 
Manasseh, passed over “armed before 
tlie childim of Israel, "as Moses spake 
unto them ; 

13 About forty thousand 7 prepared for

war passed over before the Lord unto 
battle, to the plains of Jericho. 

14 1 On that day the Lord “ma^ified 
Joshua in the sight of all Israel* and 
they feared him, as they feared Moses, 
all the days of his life. 

15 And the Lord spake unto Joshua, 
saying, 

16 Command the priests that bear *the 
ark of the testimony, that they come up 
out of Jordan. 

17 Joshua therefore commanded the 
priests, saying. Come ye up out of Jordan. 

18 And it came to pass, when the priests 
that bare the ark of the covenant of the 
Lord were come up out of the midst of 
Jordan, avt/i the soles of the priests’ feet 
were i lifted up unto the dry land, that 
the waters of Jordan returned unto their 

F lace, and ^ flowed over all his ban^ 
as they did before. 

19 TT And the people came up out of 
Jordan on the tenth day of the first 
month, and encamped ^in Gilgal, in the 
east border of Jericho. 

_ . And * those twelve stones, which 
they took out of Jordan, did Joshua 
pitch in Gilgal. 

21 And he spake unto the children of 
Israel, saying, *When your children 
shall ask their fathers time to come, 
saying, What mean these stones? 

22 Then ye shall let your children know, 
saying, Israel came over this Jordan on 
dryland. 

23 For the Lord vour God dried up the 
waters of Jordan from before you, until 
ye were passed over, as the Lord your 
God did to the Red sea, ’^which he dried 
up from before us, until we were gone 
over; 

24 ®Tliat all the people of the earth 
might know the hand of the Lord, that 
it IS mighty ; that ye might ^fear the 
Lord your God ^for ever. 

CHAPTER 5 

AlH) it came to pass, when aU the 
jtiL kings of the Amorites, which were 
on the side of Jordan westward, and eH 
the kings of the Canaanites, ® which were 
by the sea, *‘heard that the Lord had 
dried up the waters of Jordan from 
before the children of Israel, until we 
were passed over, that their heart * melted, 
^neither was there spirit in them, any 
more, because of the children of Israel 
2 H At that time the IiORD said unto 
Joshua, Make thee ® sharp knives, apd 
circumcise again the children of Israel 
the second time. 

3 And Joshua made him ® sharp knives,

4 And this is the cause why Joshua did 
circumcise : All the people that came 
out of Egypt, that were males, even all 
the men of war, died in the wilderness 
by the way, after they came out of Egypt.

5 2Tow all the people that came out 
•were circumcised: but all the people 
tliat were born in the wilderness by the 
way as they came forth out of Egypt, 
tkem they had not circumcised. 

6 Por the children of Israel walked 
^forty years in the wilderness, till all 
the people that were men of war, which 
came out of Egypt, were consumed, 
because they obeyed not the voice of the 
Lord: unto whom the Lord ®sware 
that he would not shew them the land, 
which the Lobd sware unto their fathers 
that he wouldmve us, /a land thatfloweth 
with milk ana honey. 

7 And ^ their children, whom he raised 
up in their stead, them Joshua circum- 
cised: for they were uncircumcised, 
because they had not circumcised them 
by the way. 

8 And it came to pass, when 2 they had 
done circumcising all the people, that 
they abode in their places in the camp, 
*till they were whole. 

9 And the Lord said unto Joshua, This 
day have I rolled away <the reproach of 
Egypt from off you. Wherefore the 
name of the place is called ^Gilgal unto 
this day. 

10 H And the children of Israel en- 
camped in Gilgal, and kept the passover 
/on the fourteenth d^ of the month at 
even in the plains of Jericho. 

11 And they did eat of the old com of 
the land on the morrow after the pass- 
over, unleavened cakes, and ^parched 
com in the selfsame day. 

12 IT And 2 the manna ceased on the 
morrow after they had eaten of the old 
com of the land ; neither had the chil- 
dren of Israel manna any more ; but they 
did eat of the fruit of the land of Canaan 
that year. 

13 f And it came to pass, when Joshua 
was by Jericho, that he lifted up his eyes 
and looked, and, behold, there stood "‘a 
man over against him "with his sword 
drawn in his hand: and Joshua went 
unto him, and said unto him. Art thou 
for us, or for our adversaries 2 

14 And he said, Nay; but as 6 captain 
of the host of the Lord am I now come. 
And Joshua ^feU on his face to the 
earth, and did worship, and said unto 
him, What sadth my lord imto Ms ser- 
vant? 

15 And the captain of the Lord’s host 
said unto Joshua, * Loose thy shoe from 
off thy foot ; for the place whereon thou 
standest is holy. And J oshua did so. 


CHAPTEE 6

6 1i And J oshua the son of Nun called 
the priests, and said unto them, Take up 
the ark of the covenant, and let seven 
priests bear seven trumpets of rams’ 
horns before the ark of the Lord. 

7 And he said unto the people, Pass on, 
and compass the city, and let him that is 
armed pass on before the ark of the Lord. 

8 H And it came to pass, when Joshua 
had spoken unto the people, that the 
seven priests bearing the seven trumpets 
of rams’ horns passed on before the 
Lord, and blew with the trumpets : and 
the ark of the covenant of the Lord 
followed them. 

9 IT And the armed men went before 
the priests that blew with the trumpets, 
and the •^rereward came after the ark, 
the priests going on, and blowing with 
the trumpets. 

10 And Joshua had commanded the 
people, saying, Ye shall not shout, nor 
make ® any noise with your voice, neither 
shall any word proceed out of your 
moutM until the day I bid you riiout; 
then shall ye- shout. 

11 So the ark of the Lord compassed 
the city, going about it once : and they 
came mto the camp, and lodged in the 
camp. 

12 IT And Joshua rose early in the 
morning, and ^the priests took up the 
ark of the Lord. 

13 And seven priests bearing seven 
trumpets of rams^ horns before the ark 
of the Lord went on continually, and 
blew with the trumpets : and the armed 
men went before them ; but the lereward 
came after the ark of the Lord, the 
priests going on, and blowing with the 
trumpets. 

14 Ajid the second day they compassed 
the city once, and returned into the 
camp : so they did six days. 

15 And it came to pass on the seventh 
day, that they rose early about the dawn- 
ing of the day, and compassed the city 

I after the same manner seven times : only 
on that day they compassed ^ city 
seven times. 

16 And it came to pass at the seventh 
time, when the priests blew with the 
! trumpets, Joshua said unto the people. 
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Shout ; for the Loed hath given you the 
city. 

17 t And the city shall be i accursed, 
even it, and all that are therein, to the 
Loed : only Eahah the harlot shall live, 
she and all that are ■with her in the 
house, because ®she hid the messengers 
that we sent. 

18 And ye, in any wse keep yourselves 
from the ^ accursed thing, lest ye make 
yourselves accursed, when ye take of the 
^accursed tiling, and make the camp of 
Israel ^a curse, and^^trouble it. 

19 But all the silver, and gold, and 
vessels of brass and iron, are s conse- 
crated unto the Loed : they shall come 
into the treasury of the Lord. 

20 So the people shouted when the 
yriests blew with the trumpets : and it 
came to pass, when the people heai-d the 
sound of the trumpet, and the people 
shouted with a great shout, that ^the 
waU. fell down ^Hat, so that the pepple 
went up into the city, every man straight 
before hinn and they took the city, 

21 And they ^utterly destroyed all that 
was in the city, both man and woman, 
young and o\a, and ox, and sheep, and 
ass, with the edge of the sword. 

22 But Joshua had said unto the two 
men that had spied out the country, 
Go into the harlot’s house, and bring 
out thence the woman, and all that she 
hath. «as ye sware unto her. 

23 And the young men that were spies 
went in, and brought out Rahab, ’“and 
her father, and her mother, and her 
brethren, and all that she had: and 
they brought out all her kindred, and 
left them without the camp of Israel 

24 And they burnt the city with fire, 
and all that was therein : ^ only the silver, 
and the gold, and the vessels of brass 
and of iron, they put into the treasury 
of the house of the Loed. 

25 And Joshua saved Rahab the harlot 
alive, and her father’s household, and 
all that she had; and *she dwelleth in 
Israel even unto this day; because she 
hid the messengers, whioi Joshua sent 
to out Jericho. 

26 TAnd Joshua “adjured them at that 
time, saying, * Cursed he the man before 
tlie LORD, that riseth up and buildeth 
this city Jericho : he shall lay the founda- 
tion thereof in his firstbonL and in his 
youngest son shall he set up the gates of it. 

27 *13o the Lord was with Jomua; and 
^'his fame was noised throughout all the 
country.

8 0 Lord, what shall I say, when Israel 
tumeth their 6 backs before their enemies t 

9 For the Canaanites and all the inha- 
bitants of the land shall hear of it, and 
shall environ us round, and ’‘cut off our 
name from the earth: and ‘’what wilt 
thou do unto thy great name? 

10 t And the Lord said unto Joshua, 
Get thee up; wherefore Sfiest thou thus 
upon thy face? 

11 Israel hath sinned, and they have 
also ® transgressed my covenant which 
I commanded them: for they have even 
taken of ’’the accursed thing, and have 
also stolen, and dissembled also, and 
tb^have put it even among their own 

12 ’^Therefore the children of Israel 
could not stand before their enemies, but 
turned their backs before their enemies, 
because they were accursed : neither will 
I be with you any more, except ye de- 
stroy the accursed from among you. 

13 Up, "sanctify the people, and say, 
Sanctify yourselves against to morrow: 
for thus saith the Lord God of Israel, 
There is an accursed thing in the midst 
of thee, 0 Israel: thou canst not stand 
before thine enemies, until ye take away 
the accursed thing from among you. 

14 In the morning therefore ye shall be 
brought according to your tribes : and it 
shall be, that the tribe which ®the Lord 
taketh shall come according to the fami- 
lies thereof; and the family which the 
Lord shall take shall come by house-

16 IT So Joshua rose up early in the 
morning, and brought Israel by their 
tribes ; and the tribe of Judah was taken

them into thine hand : there shall not a 
man of them stand before thee. 

9 Joshua therefore came unto them 
suddenly, <md went up from Gilgal all 
night. 

10 And the Lord ^discomfited them 
before Israel, and slew them with a great 
slaughter at Gibeon, and chased mem 
along the way that goeth up to *]Beth- 
horon, and smote them to <*Azekah, and 
unto "Makkedah. 

11 And it came to pass, as they fled 
from before Israel, and were in the going 
down to Beth*horon, ^that the Lord 
c^t down great stones from heaven upon 
them unto Azekah, and they died : they 
were more which died with hailstones 
than thsy whom the children of Israel 
slew with the sword. 

12 % Then spake Joshua to the Lord in 
the day when the Lord delivered up the 
Amontes before the children of Israel, 
and he said in the sight of Israel,^' Sun, 
istand thou still upon Gibeon ; and thou, 
Moon, in the valley of *= Ajalon. 

13 And the sun stood still, and the 
moon stayed, until the people had a- 
venged themselves upon theu enemies. 
Is not this written in the book of ^ Jasher? 
So the sun stood still in the midst of 
heaven, and hasted not to go down about 
a whole day. 

14 And there was no d^ like that before 
it or after it, that the lord hearkened I 
unto the voice of a man ; for ” the Lord 
fought for Israel, 

15 H And Joshua returned, and all Is- 
rael with him, unto the canm to Gilgal. 

16 But these five kings fled, and hid 
themselves in a cave at ®Makkedah. 

17 And it was told Joshua, saying, The 
five kings are found hid in a cave at 
Makkedali. 

18 And Joshua said, Boll great stones 
upon the mouth of the cave, and set 
men by it for to keep them : 

19 And stay ye not, but pursue after 
your enemies, and ^smite the hindmost 
of them ; suffer them not to enter into 
^eir cities : for the Lord your God hath 
delivered them into your hand, 

20 And it came to pass, when Joshua 
and the children of Ibael had made an 
end of slaying them with a very great 
slaughter, ® tiU they were consumed, that 
the rest which remained of them entered 
into fenced cities. 

21 And all the people returned to the 
camp to Joshua at Makkedah in peace : 
*'none moved his tongue against any of 
the children of Israel. 

22 Then said Joshu^ Open the mouth 
of the cave, and bring out those five 
kings unto me out of the cave. 

23 And they did so, and brought forth 
those five kings unto him out of the cave, 
tlie king of Jerusalem, the king of He- 
bron, the king of Jannuth, the king of 
Lachish, amd the king of Bglon.

24 And it came to pass, when they 
brought out those kings unto Joshua 
that Joshua called for all the men of 
Israel, and said unto the captains of the 
men of war which went with him. Come 
near, put your feet upon the necks of 
these kings. And they came near, and 
put their feet upon the necks of them. 

25AndJoshuasaid unto them, ®Fearnot, 
nor be dismayed, be strong and of good 
courage; for /thus shall the Lord do to 
all your enemies against whom ye fight. 

26 And afterward Joshua smote them, 
and slew them, and hanged them on five 
trees : and they ^ were hanging upon tlie 
trees until the evening. 

27 And it came to pass at the time of 
the going down of the sun, that Joshua 
commanded, and they took them down 
off the trees, and cast them into the cave 
wherein they had been hid, and <laid 
great stones in the cave’s mouth, which 
remain until this ve^ day. 

28 H And that day Joshua took Makke- 
dah, and smote it with the edge of the 
sword, and the king thereof he utterly 
destroyed, them, ana all the souls lhat 
were therein ; he let none remain ; and 
he did to the king of Makkedah ^as he 
did unto the king of Jericho. 

29 Then Joshua passed from Makkedah, 
and all Israel with him, unto ”*Libnah, 
and fought a^tnst Libnah ; 

30 And the Lord delivered it also, and 
the king thereof, into the hand of Israel ; 
and he smote it with the edge of 
sword, and all the souls that were therein ; 
he let none remain in it ; but did unto 
the king thereof as he did unto the king 
of Jericho. 

31 H And Joshua passed from Libnah, 
and aU Israel with him, unto Lachish, 
and encamped against it, and fought 
against it : 

32 And the Lord delivered Lachish into 
the hand of Isiuel, which took it on the 
second day, and smote it with the edge 
of the sword, and all the souls that were 
therein, according to all fliat he h^ 
done to Libnah. 

33 IF Then Horam king of ^Gezer came 
up to help Lachisli; and Joshua smote 
him and his people, until he had left 
him none remaining, 

34 H And from Lachish Joshua passed 
unto Eglon, and all Israel with him; 
and they encamped against it, and fought 
against it: 

35 And they took it on that day, and 
smote it with the edge of the sword, and 
all the souls that were therein he utterly 
destroyed that day, according to all that 
he had done to Lachisli. 

j 36 And Joshua went up from Eglon, 
and all Israel with him, unto Hebron; 
and they fought against it : 

37 And they took i^ and smote it with 
the edge of the sword, and the king 
thereof, and all the cities thereof, and au 
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the S 9 uls that were therein : he left none 
remaining, according to all that he had 
done to Lglon ; but destroyed’ it utterly, 
ftnd all the souls that were therein. 

38 IT And J oshua returned, and all Israel 
with him, to “Debir ; and fought against 

ih thereof, 

and all the cities thereof; and they smote 
them with the edge of the sword, and 
utterl/ d^troyed ^ the souls that were 
therem ; he left none remaining : as he 
had done to Hebron, so he did to Debir 
and to «ie king thereof ; as he had done 
also to JLibnah, and to her king. 

So Joshua smote all the country 
of the hms, and of the south, and of the 
vale, and *of the springs, and all their 
kmgs: ne left none remaining, but 'nt- 
toly dratoyed aU that breathed- as the 
lOEp God of Israel commanded. 

41 And Joshua smote them from ^^Ka- 
desh-bamea even unto /Gaza, and all the 
country of ^ Goshen, even unto Gibeon. 

42 ^d all these kmgs and their land 
did J oshua take at oue time, because the 
Loed God of Israel fought for Israel. 

^ ^d Joshua returned, and all Israel 
with Mm, unto the camp to GilgaL 

CHAPTER 11 

and it c^e to pass, when ^Jabin 
A king of ‘Hazor had heard those 
things^ that he sent to Jobab ifing of 
*Madon, and to the Inug of ^Shimron, 
and to the king of Achdiaph, 

2 And to the kings that were on the 
north of the mountains, and of the 
plains south of ®Chinneroth,and in the 
valley, and in *the borders of Dor on the 
west, 

3 And to the Canaanite on the east and 
on the west, and to the Amorite, and 
the Hittite, and the Perizzite, and ®tlie 
Jebusite in the mouncains, and to *the 
Hivite under ^Hermon in the land of 
*Mizpeh. 

4 And they went out, they and all their 

hosts with thei^ much people, even as 
the sand that is upon the sea shore in 
multitude, with horses and chariots very i 
many, ' 

6 And when all these kings were ®met ' 
together, they came and pitched together 
at the waters of Merom, to fight against 


6 1 And the Lord said imto Joshua, 
*Be not afraid because of them ; for to 
2Qorrow about this time will I deliver 
them up all slain before Israel: thou 
shalt though their horses, and burn ®their 
chariots with fire. 

7 So Joshua came, and all the people 
of war with him, against them by tne 
waters of Merom suddenly ; and they fell 
upon them. 

8 And the Lord delivered them into 
the hand of Israel, who smote them, and 
chased them unto vgreat Zidon, and unto

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^IVIisrephoth-maim, and unto the valley 
of Mizpeh eastward: and they smote 
them, until they left them none xemain-- 
ing. 

9 And Joshua did unto them as the 
Lord bade him : he houghed their horses, 
and burnt their chariots with fire. 

10 t And Joshua at that time turned 
hack, and took Hazor, and smote the 
king thereof with the sword ; for Hazor 
beforetime was the head of all those 
kingdoms. 

11 And they smote all! the souls that 

therein with the edge of the sword, 
utterly destroying them: there was not 
^any left to breathe ; and he burnt Hazor 
ivithfire. 

12 And all the cities of those kings, and 
all the kings of them, did Joshua take, 
and smote them with the edge of the 
sword, and he utterly destroyed them, 

as Moses the servant of the Lord 
commanded. 

13 But as for the cities that stood still 
“m their strength, Israel burned none of 
them, save Hazor only ; that did Joshua 
bum. 

14 And aU the spoil of these cities, and 
the cattle, the chudren of la^l took for 
a prey unto themselves ; but every man 
they smote with the edge of the sword, 
until they had destroyed them, neither 
left they any to breathe, 

15 H ^ As the Lord commanded Moses 
his servant, so ’"did Moses command 
Joshua, and "so did Joshua; he ^left 
nothing undone of all that the Lord 
commanded Moses. 

16 So Joshua took all that land, -Pthe 
hills, and all the south country, ’’and all 
the land [of Goshen, and the valley, and 
the plain, and the mountain of "Ifoael, 
and the valley of the same ; 

17 Even from ®the mount Halak, that 
g^th up to “Seir, even unto Baal-gad in 
the valley of Lebanon imder “’mount 
Hermon : and all their kings he took, 
and smote them, and slew them. 

18 Joshua made war a long time with 
all those kings. 

19 There was not a city that made 
peace with the children of Israel, save 
^ the Hivites the inhabitants of Gibeon : 
all other they took in battle. 

20 For ®it was of the Lord to harden 
their hearts, that they should come 
^inst Israel in battle, that he might 
destroy them utterly, and that they 
might have no favour, but that he might 
destroy them, as the Lord commanded 
Moses. 

21 M And at that time came Joshua, 
and cut off ‘^the Anakims from ^0 
mountains, from ® Hebron, from /Bebir, 
from .^ab, and from all the mountains 
of Judah, and from all the mountains of 
Israel: Joshua destroyed them utterly 
with their cities. 

22 There was none of the Anakims left 
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The Kngs dispossessed hy Israeli Sow the land 


in the land of the children of Israel: 
only in ® Gaza, in * Gath, and in ® Ashdod, 
there remained, 

23 So Joshua took the whole land^ 
/according to aU that the Lord said 
■unto Moses ; and ^Joshua gave it for an 
inheritance unto Israel according to their 
< divisions by their tribes. ^'And the 
land rested from war. 

CHAPTER 12 

OW these are the kings of the land, 
-Li which the children of Israel smote, 
and possessed their land on the other 
side Jordan toward the rising of the sun, 
^from the river Amon *”unto mount 
Hermon, and all the plain on the east : 

2 ’^'Sihon king of the Amorites, who 
dwelt in Heshbon, and ruled from "lAro- 
er, which is upon the bank of the river 
Arnon, and from the middle of the river, 
and from half Gilead, even unto the 
river Jabbok, 'which is the border of the 
children of Ammon ; 

3 And ^from the plain to the sea of 
Chinn eroth on the east, and unto the sea 
of the plain, even the salt sea on the east, 
the way to “Beth-jeshimoth; and from 
2 the south, under s Ashdoth-pisgah : 

4 t And ®the coast of Og king of 
Bashan, 'which 'ivas of "the remnant of 
th^ants, 2' that dwelt at Ashtaroth and 
atEdrei, 

6 And reigned in * mount Hermon, and 
in *Salcah, and in all Bashan, ®unto 
the border of the Geshurites and the 
Maachathites, and half Gdead, the border 
of Sihon king of Heshbon. 

6 ®Them did Moses the servant of the 
Lord and the children of Israel smite : 
and/Moses the servant of the Lord gave 
it for a possession unto the Reubemtes, 
and the Gadites, and the half tribe of 
Manasseh. 

7 H And these are the kings of the 
country ^ which Joshua and the children 
of Israel smote on this side Jordan on 
the west, from Baal-gad in the valley of 
Lebanon even unto the mount Halak, 
that goeth up to Seir; which Joshua 
gave unto the tribes of Israel for a 
^ssession according to their divisions ; 

8 * In the mountains, and in the valleys, 
and in the plains, and in the springs, 
and in the 'vmdemess, and in the south 
country ; the EQttites, the Amorites, and 
the Canaanites, the Perizzites, the Hivites, 
and the Jebusites : 

9 t "‘The king of Jericho. One; "the 
king of Ai, which is beside Beth-el, 
one; 

10 -^The king of Jerusalem, one; the 
king of Hebron, one; 

11 The king of Jannuth, one ; the king 
of Lachish, one : 

12 The kmg of Eglon, one; ''the king 
of Gkzer. one ; 

13 The king of Debir, one ; the king of 
Geder, one; 
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14 The king of Hormah, one ; the king 
of Arad, one ; 

15 <*The king of Libnah, one; ®the 
king of AduUam, one ; 

16 The king of Makkedah, one ; ^ the 
long of Beth-el, one ; 

17 The king of Tappuah, one ; the king 
of Hepher, one ; 

18 The king of Aphek, one ; the king of 
iLasharon, one: 

19 The king of Madon, one; the king of 
Hazor, one ; 

20 The king of Shimron-meron, one; 
the king of Achsh^h, one; 

21 The king of Taanach, one; *the 
king of Megiddo, one; 

22 The king of Kedesh, one ; the king 
of Jokneam of Carmel, one; 

23 The king of Dor in the coast of Dor, 
one; the king of -^the nations of Gilgal, 
one; 

24 ^.The king of Tirzah, one: all the 
kings thirty and one. 


CHAPTER 13 

^VTO'W Joshua ^was old and stricken 
Xv m years; and the Lord said unto 
him, Thou art old and stricken in yeara 
and there remaineth yet very much land 
“^to be possessed. 

2 *This is the land that yet remaineth : 
all the borders of the Philistines, and aJl 
Geshuri, 

3 From ®Sihor, which is before Egypt, 
even unto the borders of Ekron norm- 
ward, which is counted to the Canaan- 
ite: «*five lords of the Philistines; the 
Gazathites, and the Ashdothites, the 
Eshkalonites, the Gittites, and the Ek- 
ronites ; also the Avites : 

4 From the south, all the land of the 
Canaanites, and ®Mearah that is beside 
the Sidonians, imto Aphek, to the borders 
of the Amorites : 

6 And the land of the Giblites, and all 
I^banon, toward the sunrising, *from 
Baal-gad under mount Hermon unto 
Uhe entermg into Hamath. 

6 All the inhabil^nts of the bill country 
from Lebanon unto Misrephoth-maim, 
and all the Sidonians, them will I drive 
out from before the children of Israel : 
only * divide thou it by lot unto ^e 
Israelites for an. inheritance, as I have 
commanded thee. 

, 7 How therefore divide this land for an 
inheritance unto the nine tribes, and the 
half tribe of Manasseh, 

8 With whom the Eeubenites and the 
Gadites have received their inheritance, 
® which Moses gave them, beyond Jordan 
eastward, even as Moses the servant of 
the Lord gave them ; 

9 ® From Aroer, that is upon the bank 
of the river Amon, and the city that is in 
the imdst of the river, and all “the plain 
of Medeba imto Dibon ; 

10 And *all the cities of Sihon king of 
the Amorites, which reigned in Heshbon, 



on the east of Jordan was divided^ 

unto the border of the children of Am- 
mon; 

11 And “Gilead, and the border of the 
Geshurites and Maachathites, and all 
Amount Hermon, and all Ba^n unto 
Salcah ; 

12 All the kingdom of Og in Bashan, 
which reigned in ^Ashtaroth and in 
Edreij who remained of the remnant of 
the giants: for these did Moses smite, 
and cast them out. 

13 Nevertheless the children of Israel 
expelled not the Geshurites, nor the 
Maachathites: but the Geshurites and 
the Maachathites dwell among the Is- 
raelites until this day. 

14 /Only unto the tribe of Levi he gave 
none inheritance; the sacrifices of the 
Lord God of Israel made by fire are 
their inheritance, *-as he said unto them. 

15 H And Moses gave rmto the tribe 
of the children of Reuben inheritance 
according to their families. 

16 AndT their coast was *from Aroer, 
that is on the bank of the river Arnon, 
and the city that is in the midst of the 
riven and all the plain by Medeba ; 

17 Heshbon, and all her cities that are 
in the plain ; Dibon, and iBamoth-baal, 
and Beth-baal-meon, 

18 And Jahazah, and Kedemoth, and 

19^Aiid^tirjathaim, and Sibmah, and 
Zareth-shahar in the mount of the valley, 

20 And "Beth-peor, and ^Ashdotn- 
pisgah, and Beth-jeshimoth, 

21 And ®all the cities of the plain, and 
all the kingdom of Sihon king of the 
Amorites, which reigned in Heshbon, 
« whom Hoses smote ^with the princes of 
Midian, Evi, and Eekem, and Zur, and 
Hut, and Eeba, which were ^ dukes of 
Sihon, dwelling in the country. 

22 H ^‘Balaam also the son of Beor, the 
^soothsayer, did the -children of I^el 
slay with the sword among them that 
were slain by them. 

23 And the border of the children of 
Reuben was Jordan, and the border 
thereaf. This was the inheritance of the 
children of Reuben after their families, 
the cities and the villages thereof. 

24 And Moses gave %n'heritame imto 
the tribe of Gad, evefti unto the children 
of Gad according to their families. 

25 And their coast was ^Jazer, and all 
the cities of Gilead, and *half the land 
of the children of Ammon, unto Aroer 
that is before Rabbah; 

26 And from Heshbon xmto Ramath- 
mizpeh, and Betonim ; and from *Ma- 
hanaim unto the border of Debir ; 

27 And in the valley, Beth-aram, and 
Beth-nimrah, and Succoth, and Zaphon, 
the rest of the kingdom of Sihon king of 
Heshbon, Jordan and his border, even 
tmto the edge of the sea of ®Chinnereth 
on the other side Jordan eastward. 

28 This is the inheritance of the children 
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of Gad after their families, the dries, 
and their villages. 

29 ^ Amd Moses gave inheritance unto 
the half tribe of IVIanasseh : and this was 
the ^possession of the half tribe of the 
children of Manasseh by their families. 

30 And their coast was from Mahana^ 
all Bashan, all the kingdom of Og king 
of Bashan, and ‘^all the towns of Jair, 
which are in Bashan, threescore cities : 

31 And half Gilead, and ^Ashtaroth, 
and Edrei, cities of the kingdom of Og 
in Bashan, were ^pertaining unto the 
children of Machir the son of Manasseh, 
even to the one half of the children of 
* Machir by their families, 

32 These are the cmintries which Moses 
did distribute for inheritance ^in the 
plains of Moab, on the other side J ordan, 
by Jericho, eastward. 

33 ^But unto the tribe of Levi Moses 
gave not any inheritance : the Lord God 
of Israel was their inheritance, /'as he 
said unto them, 

CHAPTER 14 
AND these are the countries which the 
Ax children of Israel inherited in the 
land of Canaan, ^ which Eleazar the 
priest, and Joshua the son of Nim, and 
the heads of the fathers of the tribes of 
the children of Israel, distributed for 
inheritance to them, 

2 "‘By lot was their inheritance, as the 
Lord commanded by the hand of Moses, 
for the nine tribes, and for the half 
tribe. 

3 ^Eor Moses bad given the inheritance 
of two tribes and an half tribe on the 
other side Jordan : but unto the Levites 
he gave none inheritance among them. 

4 For ^ the children of Joseph were two 
tribes, Manasseh and Ephraim : there- 
fore they gave no part imto the Levites 
in the land, save cities to dwell in, with 
their suburbs for their cattle and for 
their substance. 

5 “As the Lord commanded Mose^ so 
the children of Israel did, and they 
divided the land. 

6 H Then the children of Judah came 
unto Joshua in Gilgal: and Caleb the 
son of Jephunneh the ’Henezite said 
unto him. Thou knowest "the thing that 
the Lord said unto Moses *the man of 
God concerning me and thee in Kadesh- 
bamea. 

7 Forty years old was I when Moses the 
servant of the Lord "sent me from 
Eladesh-bamea to espy out the land; 
and I brought him word again as U was 
in mine heart. 

8 Nevertheless ®myhrethren that went 
up with me miade the heart of the p ' 
melt : but I whoUy ‘^followed the J 
my God. 

9 And Moses sware on that day, say 
/Surely the land ^ whereon thy feet have 
trodden shall be thine inheritance, and 


IBD 
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thy children’s for ever, because thou hast 
wholly followed the Lokd my God. 

10 And now, behold, the Xokd hath 
kept me alive, ®as he said, these forty 
and five years, even since the Lord 
spake this word unto Moses, while the 
children of Israel ^ wandered in the 
wilderness ; and now, lo, I am this day 
*fourscore and five years old. 

11 /As yet I am as strong this day as I 
was in the day that Moses sent me : as 
my strength was then, even so is my 
strength now, for war, both ^to go out, 
and to come in. 

12 Kow therefore rive me this moim- 
tain, whereof the Lord spake in that 
day ; for thou heardest in that day how 
'the Anakims were there, and that the 
cities were great and fenced : if so be me 
Lord will he with me, then I shall be 
able to drive them out, as the Lord said. 

13 And Joshua ^blessed him, and ^gave 
unto Caleb the son of Jephunneh Hebron 
for an inheritance. 

14 Hebron therefore became the inherit- 
ance of Caleb the son of Jephunneh the

CHAPTER 15 

T his then was the lot of the tribe of 
the children of Judah by their fami- 
lies : ^even to the border of Edom the 
’wilderness of Ein southward was the 
uttermost part of the south coast. 

2 And their south border was ''from the 
shore of the salt sea, from the ^bay that 
looketh southward : 

3 And it went out to the south side to 
*Maaleh-acrabbim, and passed along to 
gin, and ascended up on the south side 
unto Eadesh-bamea, and passed along 
to Hezron, and went up to Adar, and 
fetched a compass to Karkaa : 

4 From thence it passed toward Azmon, | 
and went out *'unto the river of Egypt; 
and the goings out of that coast were at 
the sea : this be your south coast. 

5 And the east border was the salt sea, 
even, unto the end of Jordan. And their 
border in the north quarter was from 
the bay of the sea at the uttermost part 
of Jordan : ^ 

6 And the border went up to Beth- 
hogla, and passed along by the north of 
Beth-arabah; and the border went up 
S' to the stone of Bohan the son of Reuben : 
7 And the border went up toward Debir 
from.^the valley of Achor, and so north- 
ward, looking toward Gilgal, that is be- 
fore the going up to Adummim, which 
is on the south side of the river : and the 
border passed toward the waters of En- 
iheme^ and the goings out thereof 
were at ®En-rogel: 
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8 And the border went up ® by the valley 
of the son of Hinnom unto the south 
side of the^Jebusite: the same is Jeru- 
salem: and the border went up to the 
top of the mountain that lieth before 
‘*the valley of Hinnom westward, which 
is at the end of the valley of the giants 
northward : 

9 And the border was drawn from the 
top of the hill unto the fountain of the 
water of Hephtoah. and went out to the 
cities of mount Epnron ; and the border 
was drawn to Bariah, which is Elirjath- 
jearim; 

10 And the border compassed from 
Bariah westward unto mount Beir, and 
passed along unto the side of mount 
Jeaiim, which is Ohesalon, on the north 
side, and went down to ^Beth-shemesh, 
and passed on to / Timnah : 

11 And the border went out unto the 
side of ’"Ekron northward: and the 
border was drawn to Shicron, and passed 
along to mount Baalah, and went out 
unto Jabneel ; and the goings out of the 
border were at the sea. 

12 And tlie west border was ”to the 
great sea, and the coast thereof. This is 
the coast of the children of Judah round 
about according to their families. 

13 t ®And unto Caleb the son of 
Jephunneh he gave a part among the 
children of Judak according to the 
commandment of the Lord to Joshua, 
even ^the city of Arha the father of 
Anak, whidi city is Hebron. 

14 And Caleb drove thence the three 
sons of A-nak, Sheshai, and Ahiman, 
and Talmad, the children of Anak. 

15 And he went up thence to the in- 
habitants of Debir: and the name of 
Debir before was Kiriath-sepher. 

16 % * And Caleb said. He that smiteth 
Ejrjath-sepher, and taketh it, to him will 
1 rive Achsah my daughter to wife. 

17 And Othniel the *^on of Kenaz, the 
brother of Caleb, took it : and he gave 
him Achsah his daughter to wife. 

18 And it came to pass, as she came 
unto him, that she moved him to ask of 
her father a field : and she lighted ofi:* her 
ass; and Caleb said unto her, What 
wouldest thou? 

19 Who answered. Give me a “'blessing ; 
for thou hast given me a south land; 
*give me also springs of water. And he 
gave her the upper springs, and the 
nether springs. 

20 This is the inheritance of the tribe of 
the children of Judah according to their 
families. 

21 And the uttermost cities of the tribe 
of the children of Judah toward the coast 
of Edom southward were Kabzed, and

CHAPTEB 16 

A NB the lot of the children of Joseph 
AX. ifell from Jordan by Jericho, unto 
the water of Jericho on the east, to ®the 
wilderness that goeth up from Jericho 
throughout mount Beth-el, 

2 And goeth out from Beth-el to **Luz, 
and passeth along unto the borders of 
Archi to Ataroth, 

3 And goeth down westward to the 
coast of Japhleti, unto the coast of 
®Beth-horon the nether, and to teer: 
and the goings out thereof are at the sea. 
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Ephraim according to then families was 
thm : even the border of their inheritance 
on the east side was Ataroth-addar, 
unto Beth-horon the upper ; 

6 And the border went out toward the 
sea to Michmethah on the north side; 
and the border went about eastward imto 
Taanath-sliiloh, and passed by it on the 
east to Janohah; 

7 And it went down from Janohah to 
Ataroth, and to Naarath, and came to 
Jericho, and went out at Jordan. 

8 The border went out from Tappuah 
westward unto the river Kanah ; and the 
goings out thereof were at the sea. This 
IS the inheritance of the tribe of the 
children of Ephraim by their families. 

9 And ^the separate cities for the chil- 
dren of Ephraim were among the inhe- 
ritance of the children of Manasseh, all 
the cities with their villages. 

10 * And they drave not out the Canaan- 
ites that dwelt in Gezer: but the Ca- 
naanites dwell among the Ephraimites 
unto this day, and serve under tribute. 

CHAPTEB 17 

niHEEE was also a lot for the tribe of 
X Manasseh ; for he was the “firstborn 
of Joseph; to wit^ for Machir the first- 
born of Manasseh, the father of Gilead : 
because he was a man of war, th««fore 
he had ^Gilead and Bashan. 

2 There was also a lot for ®tbe rest of 
the children of Manasseh by their fami- 
lies; for the children of ®Abiezer, and 
for the children of Helek; and for the 
children of Asriel, and for the children , 
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The ^portion of the children of Joseph* 


of Shechem, and for the children of 
Hepher, and for the children of Shemida : 
these were the male children of Ma- 
nasseh the son of Joseph by their fami- 
lies. 

3 If But Zelophehad, the son of Hepher, 
the son of Gilead, the son of Madiir, the 
son of Manass^ had no sons, but 
daughters : and these are the names of 
his daughters, Mahlah, and Hoah, Hog- 
lah, Milcah, and Tirzah. 

4 And they came near before ®Eleazar 
the priest, and before Joshua the son of 
Nun, and before the princes, saying, 
/The Lord 'commanded Moses to give 
us an inheritance among our brethren. 
Therefore according to the command- 
ment of the Lord he gave them an 
inheritance among the brethren of their 
father. 


5 And there fell ^ten portions to Ma- 
nasseh, ^beside the land of Gilead and 
Baslian, which were on the other side 
J ordan ; 

6 Because the daughters of Manasseh 
had an inheritance among his sons : and 
the rest of Manasseh’s sons had the land 
of Gilead. 

7 IT And the coast of Manasseh was 
from Asher to Michmethah, that Ueth 
before ^Shechem; and the border went 
along on the right hand unto the inha- 
bitants of En-tappuah. 

8 If’ow Manasseh had the land of Tap- 
puah; but Tappuah on the border of 
Manasseh belonged to the children of 
Ephraim; 

9 And the coast descended unto the 
driver Kanah, southward of the river: 

these cities of Ephraim are among the 
cities of Manasseh: the coast of Ma- 
nasseh also was on the north side of the 
river, and the outgoings of it were at the 


eccb ; 

10 Southward it was Ephraim’s, and 
northward it was Manasseh’s, and the 
sea is liis border ; and they met together 
in Asher on the north, and in Issachar 
on the east. 

11^ And Manasseh had in Issachar and 
in .A^her ®Beth-shean and her towns, 
and Ibleam and her towns, and the in- 
habitants of Bor and her towns, and the 
inhabitants of *En-dor and her towns, 
and the inhabitants of Taanach and her 
towns, and the inhabitants of “Megiddo 
and her iowT\s,ev€n three countries. 

12 Yet ^the diildren of Manasseh could 
not drive out the inhabitants of those 
cities; but the Canaanites would dwell 
in that land. 

13 Yet it came to pass, when the chil- 
dren of Israel were waxen strong, that 
they put the Canaanites to ^tribute ; but 
did not utterly drive them out. 

14 And ^the children of Joseph spake 
unto Joshua, saying, "Why hast thou 
given me hut *one lot and one portion to 
inherit, seeing I am great people, for- 
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asmuch as the Lord hath blessed me 
hitherto ? 

15 And Joshua answered them, If thou 
he a great people, then get thee up to 
“the wood counU'y^ and cut down for 
thyself there in the land of the Perizzites 
and of the ^ giants, if Amount Ephraim 
be too narrow for thee. 

16 And the children of Joseph said, The 
hill is not enough for us : and all the 
Canaanites that dwell in the land of the 
valley have ^chariots of iron, both they 
who are of Beth-shean and her towns, 
and they who are ®of the valley of Jez- 
reel. 

17 And Joshua spake unto the house of 
Joseph, even to Ephraim and to Ma- 
nasseh, saying, Thou art a great people, 
and hast great power: thou shalt not 
have one lot only: 

18 But the mountain shall be thine ; for 
it is a wood, and thou shalt cut it down : 
and the outgoings of it shall be thine: 
for thou shalt drive out the Canaanites, 
though they have ^iron chariots, and 
though they he strong. 

CHAPTEE 18 

ANB the whole congregation of the 
AIl children of Israel assembled to- 
gether *at Shiloh, and set up the tabw- 
nacle of the congregation there. And 
the land was subdued before them, 

2 And there remained among the chil- 
dren of Israel seven tribes, which had 
not yet received their i nheritan ce. 

3 Joshua said untoTihe children of 
Israel, ^How long are ye slack to go to 
possess the land, which the Lord God of 
your fathers hath given you ? 

4 Give out from among you three men 
for each tribe : and I will send thenL and 
they shall rise^ and go through th^and, 
and describe it according to the inhe- 
ritance of them; and they shall come 
again to me. 

6 And they shall divide it into seven 
parts : ^ Judah shall abide in their coast 
on the south, and ®tbe house of Joseph 
shall abide in their coasts on the north. 

6 Ye shall therefore describe the land 
into seven parts, and bring the descrip’ 
tion hither to me, ''that I may cast lots 
for you here before the Lord our God. 

7 ^But the Levites hwe no part among 
you; for the priesthood of the Lord w 
their inheritance: ^andGadjondEeube^ 
and^ half the tribe of Manasseh, have 
received their inheritance beyond Jordan 
on the east, which Moses the servant of 
the Lord ^ve thenu 

8 IT And the men arose, and went away : 
and J oshua’ charged them that went to 
describe the land, saying, Go and w^ 
through the land, and describe it, and 
come again to me, that I may here cast 
lots for you before the Lord in Shiloh. 

9 And the men went and passed through 
the land, and described it by cities into 
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seven parts in a book, and came again 
to Joshua to the host at Shiloh. 

10 IT And Joshua cast lots for them 
in Shiloh before the Lord : and there 
Joshua divided the land unto the children 
of Israel according to “their divisions. 

11 Ti And the lot of the tribe of the chil- 
dren of Benjamin came up according to 
their families ; and the coast of their lot 
came forth between the chilcken of Judah 
and the children of Joseph. 

12 ® And their border on the north side 
was from Jordan ; and the border went 
up te the side of Jericho on the north 
side, and went up through the moun- 
tains westward: and the goings out 
thereof were at the wilderness of <*Beth- 
aven. 

13 And the border went over from 
thence toward Luz, to the side of Luz, 

which is Beth-el, southward; and the 
border descended to Ataroth-adar, near 
the hill that lieth on the south side *of 
the nether Beth-horon. 

14 And the border was drawn thence, 
and compassed the comer of the sea 
southward, from the hill that lieth before 
Beth-horon southward ; and the goings 
out thereof were at ^Karjath-baal, wtiidi 
is Kjriath-jearim, a city of the cMldren 
of Judah : this was the west quarter. 

15 And the south quarter was from the 
end of Bjrjath-jearim, and the border 
went out on the west, and went out to 
the well of waters of Kephtoah ; 

16 And the border came down to the 
end of the mountain that lieth before 
the valley of the son of Hinnom, and 
which is in * the valley of the giants on 
the north, and descended to the ^valley 
of Hinnom, to the side of Jebusi on the 
south, and descended to ^"En-rogel, 

17 And was drawn from the north, and 
went forth to En-shemesl:^ and went 
forth toward Gelilotln which is over 
against the going up or Adummim, and 
descended to the stone of Bohan the son 
of Reuben, 

18 And passed along toward the side 
over against ^Arabah northward, ,and 
went down unto Arabah : 

19 And the border passed along to the 
side of Beth-hoglah northward : and the 
outgoings of the lx)rder were at the north 
2 bay of the salt sea at the south end of 
Jordan : this was the south coast. 

20 And Jordan was the border of it on 
the east side. This was the inheritance 
of the diildren of Benjamin, by the coasts 
thereof round about, according to their 
families. 

21 Now the cities of the tribe of the 
children of Benjamin according to their 
families were "Jericho, and Beth-hoglah, 
and the valley of Keziz,

11 And their border went up "toward 
the sea, and Maralah, and reached to 
Dabbasheth, and reached to the river 
that is before Jokneam; 

12 And turned from Sarid eastward to- 
ward the suniising unto the border of 
Chisloth-tabor, and then goeth out to 
Daberath, and goeth up to Japhia, 

13 And from thence passeth on along on 
the east to Gittah-hepher, to Ittah-kazin, 
and goeth out to Remmon-^ methoar to 
Neah; 

14 And the border compasseth it on the 
north side to Hannathon : and the out- 
gom gs^ thereof are in the valley of Jiph- 

15 And Kattath, and NahaUaL and 
Shtmron, and Idalah, and Beth-ldiem; 
twelve cities with their villages. 

16 This is the inheritance of the children 
of Zebulun according to their families, 
these cities with their villages. 

17 IT And the fourth lot came out to 
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Issachar, for the children of Issachar 
according to their families. 

18 And their border was toward Jezreel, 
and Chesulloth, and Shunem, 

19 And Hapharaim, and SMon, and 
Anaharathj 

20 And Rabbith, and Kishion, and Abez, 

21 And Remeth, and En-gannim, and 
En-baddah, and Beth-pazzez; 

22 And the coast reacbeth to Tabor, and 
Sbabazimah, and Beth-shemesh; and the 
outgoings of their border were at Jordan : 
sixteen cities with their villages. 

23 This is the inheritance of the tribe of 
the children of Issachar according to their 
families, the cities and their villages. 

24 Ti And the fifth lot came out for the 
tribe of the children of Asher according 
to their families. 

25 And their border was Helkath, and 
Hali, and Beten, and Achshaph, 

26 And Alammelech, and Amad, and 
Misheal ; and reacheth to Carmel west- 
ward. and to Shihor-libnath; 

27 And tumeth toward the sunrising to 
Beth-dagon, and reacheth to Zebulun. 
and to the valley of Jiphthah-el toward 
the north side of Beth-emek, and ITeiel, 
and goeth out to Cabul on the left hand, 

28 And Hebron, and Rehob, and Ham- 
mon, and Kanah, even unto ^ great Zidon ; 

29 And then the coast turneth to 
Eamah, and to the strong city ^Tyre; 
and the coast tumeth to Hosah ; and the 
outgoings thereof are at the sea from the 
coast to Achzib : 

30 Ummah also, and Aphek, and Re- 
hob: twenty and two cities with their 
villages. 

31 This is the inheritance of the trioe of 
the children of Asher according to their 
families, these cities with their villages. 

32 H The sixth lot came out to the chil- 
dren of Naphtali, even for the children of 
Kaphtali according to their families. 

33 And their coast was from Heleph, 
from AHon to Zaanannim, and Adami, 
Nekeb, and Jahneel, unto Xakum; and 
the outgoings thereof were at Jordan ; 

34 And then the coast turneth west- 
ward to Aznoth-tabor, and goeth out 
from thence to Hukkok, and reacheth to 
Zebulun on the south side, and reacheth 
to Aslier on the west side, and to Judah 
upon J ordan toward the sunrising. 

36 And the fenced cities are Ziddim, 
Zer, and Hammath, Rakkath, and Chin- 
nereth, 

36 And Adamah, and Ramah, and Hazor, 

37 AndKedesh, and Edrei, and En-hazor, 

38 And Iron, and Migdal-el, Horem, 
andBeth-anath, and Beth-shemesh ; nine- 
teen cities with their villages.

3 That the slayer that killeth any per- 
son unawares and unwittingly may flee 
thither: and they shall he your r^uge 
from the avenger of blood.

the commandment of the Lord, these iVr ^ 
cities and their suburbs. wch-iolss. 

4 And the lot came out for the families * 
of the Koliathites ; and *the children of eS’ITsT* 
Aaron the priest, 'which wei'e of the Le- 20 . 
vites, *had by lot out of the tribe of Judah, 
and out of the tribe of Simeon, and out 8 Cp!ch. 24 . 
of the tribe of Beniamin, thirteen cities, ss Wii 
5 And the rest of the children of Kohath 
had by lot out of the families of the tribe ^ 

of Ephraim, and out of the tribe of Han, 
and out of the half tribe of Manasseh, 
ten cities. 

6 And * the children of Gershon had by * 
lot out of the families of the tribe of nu. si 1 
Issachar, and out of the tribe of Asher, * ver. 6. 
and out of the tribe of Naphtali, and out 
of the half tribe of Manasseh in Bashan, 71 — 76 . 
thirteen cities. . 

7 ®The children of Merari by their fa- 
milies had out of the tribe of Keuben, nu.8.j 
and out of the tribe of Gad, and out of 
the tribe of Zebulun, twelve cities. 

8 And the children of Israel gave by lot 
unto the Levites these cities with their 
suburbs, as the Lord commanded by the 
hand of Moses. . „ , 

9 1 And they gave out of the tnbe of the 
children of Judah, and out of the tnbe 
of the children of Simeon, these cities 
which are here mentioned by name, J;, 

10 Which the children of Aarpn, being 
of the families of the Elohatiutes, 'who 
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JOSHUA 20, 21 

'Were of the children of Levi, had: for 
theirs was the first lot. 

11 “And they gave them ^the city of 
Arba the father of ®Anak, which dty is 
Hebron, ®in the hill country of Judah, 
with the suburbs thereof round about it. 

12 But *the fields of the city, and the 
villages thereof, gave they to Caleb the 
son of Jephunneh for his possession. 

13 IT Thus they gave to the children of 
Aaron the priest ^'Hebron with her sub- 
urbs, to be a city of refuge for the slayer; 
and ^Libnali with her suburbs, 

14 And Jattir with her suburbs, and 
Eshtemoa with her suburbs, 

15 And ^Holon with her suburbs, and 
Hebir with her suburbs, 

16 And ^Ain with her suburbs, and 
Juttah with her suburbs, and Beth-she- 
mesh with her suburbs ; nine cities out 
of those ®two tribes. 

17 And out of the tribe of Benjamin, 
^Gibeon with her suburbs, ^Geba with 
her suburbs, 

18 ^Ajiathoth with her suburbs, and 
^ Ahnon with her suburbs : four cities. 

19 A1 the cities of the children of Aaron, 
the priests, were thirteen cities with their 
suburbs, 

20 H *And the families of the children 
of Kolmth, the Levites which remained 
of the children of Kohath, even they had 
the cities of their lot out of the tnbe of 
Ephraim. 

21 For they gave them ’'Shechem with 
her suburbs in mount Ephraim, to 6c a 
city of refuge for the slayer ; and "'Gezer 
with her suburbs, 

22 And Kibzaiin with her suburbs, and 
^Beth-horonwith her suburbs ; four cities. 

23 And out of the tribe of Han, Eltekeh 

with her suburbs, Gibbethou with her 
suburbs, ^ , . 

24 “Ajalon with her suburbs, Gath-rim- 
mon with her suburbs ; four cities, 

25 And out of the half tribe of Manasseh, 
Tanach with her suburbs, and Gath-nni- 
mon with her suburbs ; two cities. 

26 All the cities were ten with their 
suburbs for the families of the children 
of Kohath that remained. 

27 1 ® And unto the children of Gershon, 
of the families of the Levites, out of the 
other half tribe of Manasseh they gave 
^ Golan in Bashan with her suburbs, to be 
a city of refuge for the slayer ; and Beesh- 
terali with her suburbs ; two cities. 

28 And out of the tribe of Issachar, 

Kishon with her suburbs, Habareh with 
her suburbs. „ 

29 Jarmutn with her suburbs^ En-gan- 
nim with her suburbs ; four cities. 

30 And out of the tribe of A^her, Mishal 
with her suburbs, Abdon with her sub- 

31 Helkath with her suburbs, and Eehob 
with her suburbs ; four cities. 

32 And out of the tribe of Naphtali, 
/Kedesh in Galilee with her suburbs, 

G2 
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Cities of the L&vites. The two tribes arid hilf 


to he a city of refuse for the slayer; and 
Hammoth-dor with her suburbs, and 
Kartan with her suburbs ; three cities. 

33 AJl the cities of the Gershonites ac- 
cording to their families were thirteen 
cities with their suburbs. 

34 IT *And unto the families of the 
children of Merari, the rest of the Levites, 
out of the tribe of Zebulun, Jokneam 
with her suburbs, and Kartah -mth her 
suburbs, 

35 Dimnah with her suburbs, iNahalal 
with her suburbs; four cities. 

36 And out of the tribe of Reuben, 
®Bezer with her suburbs, and Jahazah 
with her suburbs, 

37 Kedemoth with her suburbs, and Me- 
pliaath with her suburbs ; four cities. 

38 And out of the tribe of Gad, /Ea- 
moth in Gilead with her suburbs, to 
he a city of refuge for the slayer; and 
^M^anaim withlier suburbs, 

39 Heshbon with her suburbs, Jazer 
with her suburbs \ four cities in all. 

40 So all the cities for the children of 
lilerari by their families, which were re- 
maining of the families of the Levites, 
were by their lot twelve cities. 

41 * All the cities of the Levites within 
the possession of the children of Israel 
were forty and eight cities with their 
suburbs. 

42 These cities were every one with their 
suburbs round about them: thus were 
all these cities. 

43 If And the Lord gave unto Israel 
*aU the land whiclx he sware to give 
unto their fathers ; and they possessed 
it, and dwelt therein. 

44 And the Lord ’"gave them rest round 
about, according to all that he sware unto 
their fathers : and "there stood not a man 
of all their enemies before them ; the 
Lord delivered all their enemies into 
their hand. 

45 ® There failed not ought of any good 
thing which the Lord had spoken unto 
the house of Israel ; all came to pass. 

CHAPTER 22 

rriHEH Joshua called the Reubenites, 
JL and the Gadites, and the half tribe 
of Manasseh, 

2 And said unto them. Ye have kept 
'"all that Moses the servant of the Lord 
commanded yom and have obeyed my 
voice in all that I commanded you ; 

3 Ye have not left your bretliren these 
many days unto this day, but have kept 
the charge of the commandment of the 
Lord your God. 

4 And now *the Lord your God hath 
given rest unto your brethren, as he 
promised them: therefore now return 
ye, and get you unto your tents, and 
unto the land of your possession, “which 
Moses the servant of the Lord gave you 
on the other side Jordan. 

5 But ’’take diligent heed to do the 
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commandment and the law, which Moses 
the servant of the Lord charged you, “to 
love the Lord your Go(h and to wa^ in all 
his ways, and to keel ' ' 
and to cleave unto f 


m, and to serve him 

with dl your heart and with all your souL 

6 So Joshua ® blessed them, and sent 
them away: and they went unto their 
tents. 

7 If Now to the owe half of the trHieof 
Manasseh Moses had given possession in 
Bashan: <*but unto the other hzM thereof 
gave Joshua among their brethren on 
this side Jordan westward. And when 
Joshua sent them away also unto their 
tents, then he blessed them, 

8 And he spake unto them, saying, 
Return with much riches unto your tents, 
and with veiy much cattle, with silver, 
and with gold, and with brass, and with 
iron, and with very much raiment : divide 
the spoil of your enemies with your bre- 
tlireu. 

9 t And the children of Reuben and 
the children of Gad and the half tribe 
of Manasseh returned, and departed from 
the children of Israel out of ^ShUoh, 
which is in the land of Canaan, to go 
unto ^the country of Gilead, to the land 
of their possession, whereof they were 
possessed, according to the word of the 
Lord by the hand of Moses. 

10 If And when they came unto the 
borders of Jordan, that are in the land 
of Canaan, the cluldren of Reuben and 
the children of Gad and the half tribe 
of Manasseh built there an altar by Jo^ 
dan, a great altar to see to. 

11 H And the children of Israel * heard 
say. Behold, the children of Reuben and 
the cliildren of Gad and the half tribe of 
Manasseh have bmlt an altar over against 
the land of Canaan, in the borders of 
Jordan, at the passage of the children 
of Israel. 

12 And when the children of Israel 
heard of iU ^the whole con^gation of 
the children of Israel gathered themselves 
together at Shiloh, to go up to war a- 
gamst them. 

13 And the children of Israel sent unto 
the children of Reuben, and to the chil- 
dren of Gad, and to the half tribe of 
Manasseh, into the land of Gilead, ®Phi- 
nehas the son of Eleazar the priest, 

14 And with him ten princes, of each 
1 chief house a prince throughout all the 
tribes of Israel ; and "each one was an 
head of the house of their fathers among 
the thousands of Israel 

15 H And they came unto the children 
of Reuben, and to the children of Gad, 
and to the half tribe of Manasseh, unto 
the land of Gilead, and they spake with 
theim sasdng, 

16 Thus saith the whole congi^gation 
of the Lord, What trespass is this that 
ye have committed against the God of 
Israel, to turn away this day from fol- 
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satisfy the Israelites concerning an altar. 


lowing the Lord, in that ye have builded 
you an altar, that ye might rebel this 
day against the Lord? 

17 Is the iniquity of ^Peor too little for 
us. from which we are not cleansed until 
this day, although there was a plague in 
the congregation of the Lord, 

18 But that ye must turn away this day 
from following the Lord? and it will be, 
seeing ye rebel to day against the Lord, 
that to morrow ^he will be -wroth with 
the whole congregation of Israel. 

19 Notwithstanding, if the land of your 
possession he unclean, then pass ye over 
unto the land of the possession of the 
Lord, ^wherein the Lord’s tabernacle 
dwelleth, and take possession among us : 
but rebel not against the Lord, nor rebel 
against us, in Duilding you an altar be- 
side the altar of the Lord our God. 

20 ^Did not Achan the son of Zerah 
commit a trespass in the accursed thing, 
and wrath fell on all the congregation of 
Israel? and that man perished not alone 
in his iniquity. 

21 IT Then the children of Beuben and 
the children of Gad and the half tribe of 
Manasseh answered, and said unto the 
heads of the thousands of Israel, 

^ The Lord ^God of gods, the Lord 
God of gods, he^'knoweth, and Israel he 
shall know; if it he in rebellion, or if in 
trans^ession against the Lord, (save us 
not this day,) 

23 That we have built us an altar to 
turn from following the Lord, or if to 
offer thereon burnt offering or meat of- 
fering, or if to offer peace offerings there- 
on, let the Lord himself ^require it; 

24 And if we have not rather done it 
for fear of this thing, saying, ^lu time 
to come your children might speak unto 
our children, saying, Wliat have ye to do 
with the Lord God of Israel ? 

^ For the Lord hath made Jordan a 
border between us and yom ye cliildren 
of Eeuben and children of Gad; ye have 
no part in the Lord : so shall your chil- 
dren make our children cease from fear- 
ing the Lord. 

2o Therefore we said, Let us now prepare 
to build us an altar, not for burnt offering, 
nor for sacrifice ; 

27 But that it may he ’’a -witness between 
us, and you, and our generations after 
us, that we might ®do the service of the 
Lord before mm with our burnt offer- 
ings, and with our sacrifices, and with 
our peace offerings; that yom children 
may not say to our children in time to 
come. Ye have no part in the Lord. 

28 Therefore said we, that it shall be, 
when they should so say to us or to 
our generations in time to come, that 
we may say again^ Behold the pattern 
of the altar of the Lord, which our 
fathers made, not for burnt offerings, 
nor for sacrifices; but it is a -witness 
between us and you. 
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JOSHUA 22, 23 

29 God forbid that we should rebel 
against the Lord, and turn this day 
from following the Lord, to build an 
altar for burnt offerings, for meat offer- 
ings, or for sacrifices, beside the altar 
of the Lord our God that is before his 
tabernacle. 

30 f And when ^Phinehas the priest, and 
the princes of the congregation and heads 
of the thousands of Israel wliich wej'C 
-with him, heard the words that the cliil- 
dren of Eeuben and tlie cliildren of Gad 
and the children of Manasseh spake, it 
1 pleased them. 

31 And Phinehas the son of Eleazar 
the priest said unto the children of Keu- 
hen, and to the children of Gad, and to 
the children of Manasseh, This day we 

g erceive that the Lord is /among us, 
ecause ye have not committed this tres- 
pass against the Lord : ^now ye have 
delivered the children of Israel out of 
the hand of the Lord. 

32 And Phinehas the son of Eleazar 
the priest, and the princes, returned 
from the cliildren of Eeuben, and from 
the children of Gad, ^‘out of the land of 
Gilead, unto the land of Canaan, to the 
children of Israel, and brought them 

word again. 

.33 And the thing pleased the children 
of Israel; and the children of Israel 
^blessed God, and did not intend to go 
up against them in battle, to destroy 
the land wherein the children of Eeuben 
and Gad dwelt. 

34 And the children of Eeuben and the 
children of Gad called the altar ‘^Bd : for 
it shall he a witness between ”^us that 
the Lord is God. 

CHAPTEE 23 

AND it came to pass a long time after 
J\. that the Lord ’^had given rest unto 
Israel from all their enemies round about, 
that Joshua ‘’waxed old and ^ stricken in 

i And Joshua ^called for all Israel, 
and for their elders, and for their head& 
and for their pudges, and for their ^ of- 
ficers, and said unto them, I am old 
and stricken in age : 

3 And ye have seen all that the Lord 
your God hath done unto all these na- 
tions because of you; for the ®Lobd 
your God is he that hath fought for you. 
4 Behold, “I have divided unto you by 
lot these nations that remain, to be an 
inheritance for your tribes, from Jordan^ 
with all the nations that I have cut off, 
even imto *'the great sea ® westward. 

6 And the Lord your God, he shall 
expel them from before you, and drive 
them from out of your sight: and ye 
shall possess their land, “'as the Lord 
your God hath promised unto you. 

6 * Be ye therefore vej^ courageous to 
keep and to do all that is -written in the 
book of the law of Moses, ^'that ye turn 



JOSHUA 28, 24 

not aside therefrom to the ri^t hand or 
to the left; 

7 That ye “come not among these na- 
tions, these that remain among you; 
neither ®inake mention of the name 
of tlieir gods, nor cause to swear by 
therrii neither serve them, nor bow your- 
selves unto them : 

8 1 But cleave unto the Loed your God, 
as ye have done unto this day. 

9 2Por the Loed hath driven out from 
before you great nations and strong : but 
as for you, *no man hath been able to 
stand before you unto this day. 

10 ^One man of you shall chase a thou- 
sand : for the Lord your God, he it is 
tliat fighteth for you, as he hath promised 
you. 

11 Take good heed therefore unto 3your- 
selves, tliat ye love the Lord your God. 

12 Else if ye do in any wise go back, 
and cleave unto the remnant of these 
nations, even these that remain among 
you, and shall ^make marriages with 
them, and go in unto them, and they 
to you: 

13 ICnow for a certainty that *the Lord 
your God will no more drive out any cf 
these nations from before you ; “but they 
shall be snares and traps unto you, and 
scourges in your sides, and thorns in 
your eyes, until ye perish from off this 
good land which the Lord your God 
Hath given you. 

14 imd, behold, this day *I am going 
the way of all the earth; and ye know 
in all your hearts and in all your souls, 
that *not one thing hath failed of all 
the good things which the Lord your 
God spake concerning you ; aU are come 
to pass unto you, and not one thing 
hath failed thereof, 

15 Therefore it shall come to pass, that 
as all good tilings are come upon you, 
which the Lord your God promised you : 
so shah the Lord bring upon you all 
evil things, until he have destroyed you 
from off this good land which the Lord 
yoiu God hath given you. 

16 ‘When ye have ® transgressed the 
covenant of the Lord your God, which 
he commanded you, and have gone and 
serv'ed other go(te, and bowed yourselves 
to them; then ^all the anger of the 
Lord be kindled against you, and ye 
shall perish quickly from off the good 
land which he hath given unto you. 

CHAPTER 24 
KWD Joshua gathered all the tribes of 
Jt\. Israel to iShechem, and -^called for 
the elders of Israel, and for their heads, 
and for their judges, and for their *of- 
ficers; and they “presented themselves 
before God. 

2 And Joshua said unto all the iieqple, 
Thus saith the Lord God of Israel,-*' Your 
fathers dwelt on the other side of the 
ffood in old time, even Teiah, the father 


Jbshua^s exhortation to the assembled tribes, 

of Abraham, and the father of Nachor: 
and they served other gods. 

3 And took your father Abraham 
from the other side of the flood, and 
led him throughout all the land of Ca- 
naan, and multiplied his seed, and ®gave 
him Isaac. 

4 And I gave unto Isaac /Jacob and 
Esau: and I gave unto ^Esau mount 
Seir, to possess it; *^but Jacob and his 
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5 sent Moses also and Ajaron, and*^I 
plagued Egypt, according to that which 
I did among them: and afterward I 
brought you out. 

6 And I ’"brought your fathers out of 
Egypt: and “ye came unto the sea; 
‘’and the Egyptians pursued after your 
fathers with chariots and horsemen unto 
the Red sea. 

7 And when they cried unto the Lord, 
^he put darkness between you and the 
Egyptians, ®and brought the sea upon 
them, and covered them; and '*your eyes 
have seen what 1 have done in Egypt: 
and ye dwelt in tlie wilderness a long 
season. 

8 And I brought you into the land of 
the Amorites, which dwelt on the other 
side Jordan : "and they fought with you : 
and I gave them into your hand, that ye 
might possess their land ; and I destroyed 
them from before you. 

9 Then "Balak the son of Zippor, king 
of Moab, arose and warred against IsraeL 
and ^'sent and called Balaam the son of 
Beor to curse you: 

10 But I would not hearken unto Ba- 
laam: “therefore he blessed you still: 
so I delivered you out of his liand. 

11 And *ye went over Jordan, and came 
imto Jeri^o: and the men “of Jericho 
fought against you, the Amorites, and 
the Perizzites, and the Canaanites, and 
the Hittite^ and the Girgashitei the 
Hivites, and the Jebusites; and I de- 
livered them into your hand. 

12 And I sent <*the hornet before you, 
which drave them out from before you, 
even the two kings of the Amorites; but 
/not with thy sword, nor with thy bow. 

13 And I nave given you a land for 
which ye did not labour, and cities 
which ye built not, and ye dwell in 
them; of the vineyards and oliveyards 
which ye planted not do ye eat. 

14 H Now therefore fear the Lord, and 
serve him in sincerity and in truth : and 
*^put away the gods which your fathers 
served on the other side of the flood, 
and *in Egypt ; and serve ye the Lord. 

15 And if it seem evil unto you to serve 
the Lord, choose you this day whom ye 
will serve; whether the gods which your 
fathers served that were on the other side 
of the flood, or " the gods of the Amorites, 
in whose land ye dwell : ®but as for me 
and my house, we will serve the Lord. 

16 And the people answered and said, 
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God forbid that we should forsake the 
Loed, to serve other gods • 

17 For the Lord out God, he it is 
that brought us up and our fathers out 
of the land of Egypt from the house 
of bondage, and which did those great 

^Sht, and preserved us in 
all the way wherein we went, and among 
all the people through whom we passed : 

18 And the Lord drave out from before 
us all the people, even the Amorites which 
dwelt m the land : therefore will we also 
serve the Lord ; for he is our God. 

19 And Joshua said unto the people, 
^ Ye cannot serve the Lord: for he is 
an "holy God; he ^ »a jealous God; 
he will not forgive your transgressions 
nor your sins. 

20 If ye forsake the Lord, and serve 
strange gods, then he will turn and do 
you hurt and consume you, after that 
he hath done you good. 

21 And the people said unto Joshua, 
Nay; but we will serve the Lord. 

22 And Joshua said unto the people, 
Ye are witnesses against yourselves that 
2ye have chosen you the Lord, to serve 
him. And they said. We are witnesses. 

23 Now therefore "put away, said he, 
the strange gods which are among you, 
and incline your heart unto the^RD 
God of Israel 

^ .^d the people said unto Joshua, 
The Lord our God will we serve, and 
his voice will we obey. 

25 So Joshua -Pmade a covenant with 
the people that day, and set them 
statute and an ordinance in Shechem. 
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26 IT And Joshua "wrote these words in 
the book of the law of God, and took *a 
great stone, and set it up there "under 
an oak, that was by the sanctuary of the 
Lord. 

27 And Joshua said unto all the people. 
Behold, this stone shall be witness 
unto us ; for ®it hath heard all the words 
of the Lord which he spake unto us : it 
shall be therefore a witness unto you, 
lest ye deny your God. 

28 /So Josnua let the people depart, 
every man unto his inheritance. 

29 Tl And it came to pass after these 
things, that Joshua the son of Nun, 
the servant of the Lord, died, being 
an hundred and ten years old. 

30 they buried him in the border 
of his inheritance in Timnath-serah, 
which is in mount Ephraim, on the 
north side of the hill of Gaash. 

31 And Israel served the Lord all the 
d^s of Joshua, and all the days of the 
elders that ^ overlived Joshua- and %Mch 
had known all the worics of the Lord, 
that he had done for Israel. 

32 H .^d "‘.the bones of Joseph, which 
the children of Israel brought up out 
of Egypt, buried they in Shechem, in 
a parcel of ground "which Jacob bought 
of the sons of Hamor the father of She- 
chem^ for an hundred ^pieces of silver: 
and it became the inheritance of the 
children of Joseph. 

33 AndEleazar the son of Aaron died; 
and they buried him in a hill that per- 
tained to ’“Phinehas his son, which was 
given him in ^moimt Ephraim. 
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CHAPTEE 1 

‘VTO'VT after the death of Joshua it 
JL 1 came to pass, that the children of 
Israel "asked the Lord, saying, * Who 
shall go up for us against the Canaan- 
ites first, to fight against them? 

2 And the Lord said, Judah shall go 
up: behold, I have delivered the land 
mto his hand. 

3 And Judah said unto Simeon his 
brother, Come up with me into my lot, 
that we may fight against the Canaan- 
ites ; and "I likewise will go with thee 
into thy lot. So Simeon went with 
mm. 

4 And Judah went up; and the Lord 
delivered the Canaanites and the Pe- 
n^zites into their hand : and they slew 
of them in ^Bezek ten thousand men. 

5 .^d they found Adoni-bezek in Bezek : 
and they fought against him, and they 
slew the Canaanites and the Perizzites. 

6 But Adoni-bezek fled ; and they pur- 
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simd after him, and caught him, and cut 
off his thumbs and his great toes. 

7 And Adoni-bezek said. Threescore 
and ten kings, having i their thumbs and 
their great toes cut ofi^ ^ gathered their 
ineat under my table : "as I have done, so 
God hath requited me. And they brought 
him to J erusalem, and there he died. 

8 Now <*the children of Judah had 
fought against Jerusalem, and had taken 
it, and smitten it with the edge of the 
sword, and set the city on fire. 

9 \ And afterward the children of 
Judah went down to fight against the 
Canaanites, that dwelt in the mountain, 
and in the south, and in the ^ valley. 

10 .^d Judah went against the Ca- 
imnites that dwelt in /Hebron : (now 
the name of Hebron before was Eir- 
jath-arba :) and they slew Sheshai, and 
Ahiman, and Talmai. 

, 11 And from thence he went against the 
mhabitants of ^Bebir : and the name of 
Bebir before wets &:jath-sepher : 
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12 “And Caleb said, He that smiteth 
Eirjath-sepher, and taketh it, to him ■will 
I give Acnsah my daughter to wife. 

13 And Othniel the son of Kenaz, 
2’Caleb’s younger brother, took it: and 
he gave him Achsah his daughter to wife. 

14 And it came to pass, -when she came 
to hinrit that she moved him to ask of her 
father a field : and she lighted from off 
her ass; and Caleb said unto her, What 
wilt thou? 

15 And she said unto him, Give me a 

blessing : for thou hast given me a south 
land; give me also springs of water. 
And Caleb gave her the upper springs 
and the nether springs. ^ . 

16 H And the children of the ‘^Kemte, 
Moses’ father in la-w, w^ent up out f of 
the city of p alm trees “with the children 
of Judah into the wilderness of Judah, 
which Ixetk in the south of ^ Arad ; *and 
they went and dwelt among the people. 

17 And Judah went -with Simeon his 
brother, and they slew the Canaanites 
that inhabited 2ephath, and utterly de- 
stroyed it. imd the name of the city 
was called Hormah. , . ^ 

18 Also Judah took s Gaza ■with the 
coast thereof, and ^Askelon with the 
coast thereof, and Ekron ■with the coast 
thereof. 

19 And the Lord was with Judah ; and 

he ^drave out the inhabitants of the 
mountain; but could not drive out the 
inhabitants of the valley, because they 
had chariots of iron. _ , , « , 

20 ^ And they gave Hebron unto Caleb, 

as Moses said: and he expelled thence 
the three sons of Anak. _ . . , , 

21 ® And the children of Ben.iamm did 
not drive out the Jebusites that inha- 
bited Jerusalem; but ^the Jebusites 
dwell with the children of Benjamin in 
Jerusalem unto this day. 

^ IT And the house of Joseph, they also 
went up against Beth-el : and the Lord 
was with them. 

23 And the house of Joseph ®sent to 
descry Beth-el. O^ow the name of the 
city before was “Luz.) 

24 And the spies saw a man come forth 
out of the city, and they said imto him, 
Shew us, we pray thee, the entrance 
into the city, and *we -will shew thee 
mercy. 

25 And when he shewed them the 
entrance into the city, they smote the 
city with the edge of the sword; but 
they let go the man and aU his family. 

26 And the man went into “the land of 
the Hittites, and built a city, and called 
the name thereof Luz: which is the 
name thereof unto this day. 

27 IT ^Neither did Manasseh drive out 
the inhabitants of Beth-shean and her 
towns, nor Taanach and her to'wns, nor 
■the inhabitants of Dor and her to^wns, 
nor the inhabitants of Ibleam and her 
to'wns, nor the inhabitants of Megiddo 
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The acts of Judah and other tribes, 

and her towns : but the Canaanites would 
dwell in that land. 

28 And it came to pass, when Israel was 
sbong, that they put the Canaanites to 
tribute, and did not utterly drive them out. 

29 IT ‘’Neither did Ephraim drive out 
the Canaanites that dwelt in Gezer; but 
the Canaanites dwelt in Gezer among 
them. 

30 IT Neither did Zebulun drive out the 
inhabitants of Eatron, nor the inhabit- 
ants of Nahalol; but the Canaanites 
dwelt among them, and became tribu- 
taries. 

31 IT Neither did Asher drive out the 
inhabitants of Accho, nor the inhabitants 
of ‘’Zidom nor of Alilab, nor of Achzib, 
nor of Helbah, nor of Aphik, nor of 
Rehob : 

32 But the Asherites dwelt among the 
Canaanites, the inhabitants of the land ; 
for they did not drive them out. 

33 IT Neither did Naphtali drive out the 
inhabitants of ''^Betn-shemesh, nor the 
inhabitants of Beth-anath ; but he dwelt 
among the Canaanites, the inhabitants of 
the land : nevertheless the inhabitants of 
Beth-shemesh and of Beth-anath * became 
tributaries unto them. 

34 And ”the Amorites forced the chil- 
dren of Ban into the mountain: for 
they would not suffer them to come 
down to the valley : 

35 But the Amorites would dwell in 
mount Heres in Aijalon, and in Shaal- 
bim; yet the hand of the house of 
Joseph 2 prevailed, so that they became 
tributaries. 

36 And the coast of the Amorites was 
from 3 the going up to Akrabbim, from 
the rock, and upward. 

CHAPTER 2 

AND an ^ angel of the Lord came up 
AjL from Gilgal to Bocliim, and said, I 
made you to go up out of Egypt, and 
have brought you unto the land which I 
sware unto your fathers ; and I said, I 
will never ^ break my covenant with you. 

2 And *'ye shall make no league -with 
the inhabitants of this land ; ye shall 
throw do-wn their altars: but ye have 
not obeyed my voice : why have ye done 
this? 

3 Wherefore I also said, I -will not drive 
them out from before you; but they 
shall be ^as thorns in your sides, and 
®their gods shall be a snare -unto you. 

4 Ana it came to pass, when the angel 
of the Lord spake these words unto all 
the children of Israel, that the people 
lifted up their voice, and wept. 

6 And they called the name of that 
place ® Bochun : and they sacrificed there 
unto the Lord. 

6 IT And when “Joshua had let the 
people go, the children of Israel went 
every man unto his inheritance to possess 
the land. 
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The apostasy of Israel, Othniel raised up. 


7 And the people served the Lord all : 
the days of Joshua, and all the days of 
the elders that i outlived Joshua, who 1 
had seen all the great works of the Lord, 
that he did for Israel. 

8 And Joshua the son of Nun, the 
servant of the Lord, died, leing an 
hundred and ten years old. 

9 And they buried him in the border of 
his inheritance in ^Ximnath-heres, *^in 
the mount of Ephraim, on the north side 
of the hill Gaasn. 

10 And also all that generation were 
gathered unto their fathers : and there 
arose another generation after them, 
which ®knew not the Lord, nor yet the 
works which he had done for Israel 

11 ^ And the children of Israel did evil 
in the sight of the Lord, and served 
Baalim: 

12 And they forsook the Lord God of 
their fathers, which brou^t them out of 
the land of Egypt, and followed Mother 
gods, of the gods of the people that were 
round about them, and bowed themselves 
unto them, and provoked the liORD to 
anger. 

13 And they forsook the Lord, and 
/served Baal and Ashtaroth. 

14 1 And *the anger of the Lord was 
hot against Israel and he ^delivered 
them into the hands of spoilers that 
spoiled them, and ”*he sold them into 
the hands of their enemies round about, 
so that they could not any longer stand 
before their enemies. 

15 Whithersoever they went out, the 
hand of the Lord was against them for 
evil as the Lord had said, and -^as the 
Lord had sworn unto them : and they 
were greatly distressed. 

16 1 Nevertheless ®'the Lord raised up 
judges, which ^ delivered them out of the 
hand of those that spoiled them. 

17 And yet they would not hearken unto 
their judges, hut they “went a whoring 
after other gods, and bowed themselves 
unto them: they turned quickly out 
of the way which their fathers walked 
in, obe3dng the commandments of the 
Lord; but they did not so. 

18 And when the Lord raised them up 
judges, then “'the Lord was with the 
judge, and delivered them out of the 
hand of their enemies all the days of the 
judge: for *'it repented the Lord because 
of their “groanmgs by reason of them 
that oppressed them and vexed them. 

19 And it came to pass, ^when the 
judge was dead, that they returned, and 
5 corrupted themselves more than their 
fathers, in following other gods to serve 
them, and to bow down unto them; 
they io ceased not from their own doings, 
nor from their stubborn way. 

20 t And the anger of the Lord was 
hot against Israel : and he said, Because 
that this people hath transgressed my 
covenant which I commanded their fa- 
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JXIDQES 2, a 

thers, and have, not hearkened unto my 
voice: 

21 ®1 fjso will not henceforth drive out 
any from before them of the nations 
which Joshua left when he died: 

22 That * through them I may ® prove 
Israel, whether they will keep the way of 
the 1 ;ORD to walk therein, as their fathers 
did keep it, or not. 

23 Therefore the Lord ^left those 
naf/ions, without driving them out has- 
tily ; neither delivered he them into the 
hand of Joshua. 

CHAPTEE S 

N OW these are / the nations which 
the Lord left, to prove Israel by 
them, even as many of Israel as had not 
known all the wars of Canaan ; 

2 Only that the generations of the 
children of Israel might know, to teach 
them war, at the least such as before 
knew nothing thereof ; 

3 Jlaonely, lords of the Philistines, 
and all the Canaanites, and the Sidp- 
nians, and the Hivites that dwelt in 
mount ^Lebanon, from mount Baal- 
hermon unto the entering in of Hamath. 
4 And they were to prove Israel by 
them, to know whether they would 
hearken unto the commandments of the 
Lord, which he commanded their fathers 
by the hand of Moses. , , 

5 IT "And the children of Israel dwelt 
among the Canaanites, Hittit^, and 
Amorites, and PerMtes, and Hivites, 
and Jebusites : 

6 And ®they took their daughters to be 
their wives, and gave their daughters to 
their sons, and served their gods. 

7 ^Ajid the children of Israel did evil 
in the sight of the Lord, and forgat the 
Lord their God, ^and served Baal im 
and *the groves. 

8 t Therefore the anger of the Lord 
was hot against Israel and he sold them 
into the nand of Chushan-rishathaim 
king of ®Mes(^otainia : and the^^i^mn 

years. 

9 And when the children of Israel 
cried unto the Lord, the Lord raised 
up a ® deliverer to the children of Israel 
wno delivered them, even * Othniel the 
son of Kenaz, Caleb’s younger brother. 

10 And " the Spirit of the Lord J came 
upon him, and he judged Israel, and 
went out to war : and the Lo^ de- 
livered Chushan-rishathaim king of ®Me- 
sopotamia into his hand; and his hand 
prevailed against Chushan-rishathainL 
11 Aid ‘^the land had rest forty years. 
And Othniel the son of Eenaz died. 

12 ^ Amd the children of Israel did em 
again in the sight of the Lord : and the 
Lord strengthened Eglon <*the king of 
Moab against Israel, Because they nad 
done evil in the sight of the Lord, 

13 And he gathered unto him th“ 
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dren of “Ammon and ^Amalek, and 
went and smote Israel, and possessed 
<*the city of i)alm trees. 

14 So the cliildren of Israel served Eg- 
lon the Idng of Moab eighteen years. 

15 But when the children of Israel cried 
unto the Loed, the Lobd raised them 
up a deliverer, Ehud the son of Gera, 
Benjamite, a man “^lefthanded : and by 
him the children of Israel sent a present 
unto Eglon the king of Moab. 

16 But Ehud made him a dagger which 
had two edges, of a cubit length ; and 
he did gird it under his raiment upon his 
right tliigh. 

17 And he brought the present unto 
Eglon king of Moab : and Eglon was a 
very fat man. 

18 And when he had made an end to 
offer the present, he sent away the people 
that bare the present. 

19 But he Himself turned again from 
the ^quarries that were by Gilgal, and 
said, I have a secret errand unto thee, O 
long : who said, Eeep silence. And aU 
that stood by him went out from him. 

20 And Ehud came unto him; and he 
was sitting in 7 a summer parlour, which 
he had for liimself alone. And Ehud 
said, I have a message from God unto 
thee. And he arose out of his seat. 

21 And Ehud put forth his left hand, 
and took the dagger from his right thigh, 
and thrust it into his belly : 

22 And the haft also went in after the 
blade ; and the fat closed upon the blade, 
so that he could not draw the dagger out 
of his belly: and 8 the dirt came out. 

23 Then Ehud went forth through the 
porch, and shut the doors of the parlour 
upon him, and locked them. 

24 When he was gone out, his servants 
came; and when they saw that, behold, 
the doors of the parlour were locked, 
they said, Surely he ^covereth his feet 
in his summer chamber. 

25 And they tarried till they were 
ashamed: and, behold, he opened not &e 
doors of the parlour; therefore they took 
a key, and opened them: and, hehold,their 
lord was fallen down dead on the earth. 

26 And Ehud escaped while they tarried, 
and passed beyond the ^quarries, and 
escaped unto Seirath. 

27 And it came to pass, when he was 
come, that ^he blew a trumpet in the 
"mountain of Ephraim^ and the children 
of Israel went down with him , from the 
mount, and he before them. 

28 And he said unto theni. Follow after 
me: for *“the Lokd hath delivered your 
enemies the Moabites into your hand. 
Amd they went down after him, and took 
*the fords of Jordan toward Moab, and 
suffered not a man to pass over. 

29 And they slew of Moab at that time 
about ten thousand men, all lusty, and 
all men. of valour ; and there escaped not 
aman. 
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30 So Moab was subdued that day under 
the hand of Israel. And® the land had 
rest fourscore years. 

31 IT And after him was ^Shamgar the 
son of Anath, which slew of the Philis- 
tines six hundred men with an ox goad; 
®and he also delivered ^ Israel. 

CHAPTER 4 

and /the children of Israel again did 
-LX evil in the sight of the Lord, when 
Ehud was dead. 

2 And the Lord ^ sold them into the 
hand of ^Jabin king of Canaan, that 
reigned in Hazor; the captain of whose 
host was ^Sisera, wliich dwelt in Haro- 
sheth of the Gentiles. 

3 And the children of Israel cried unto 
the Lord: for he had nine hundred 
^chariots of iron; and twenty years /he 
mightily opmessed the children of Israel 

4 H And Eehorah, a prophetess, the 
wife of Lapidoth, she judged Israel at 
that time. 

5 And she dwelt under the palm tree 
of Deborah between * Eamah and Beth-d 
in Amount Ephraim: and the children 
of Israel came up to her for judgment. 

6 And she sent and called Barak the 
son of Ahinoam out of "^Kedesh-na^tah, 
and said unto him, Hath not the Lord 
God of Israel commanded, saying^ Go 
and draw toward mount ” Tabor, and 
take with thee ten thousand men of the 
children of Naphtali and of the children 
of Zebulun? 

7. And I 'Will draw unto thee to the 
® river Kishon Sisera- the captain of 
Jabin’s army, with his chariots and 
his multitude; and I will deliver him 
into thine hand. 

8 And Barak said unto her. If thou -wilt 
go with me, then I will go : but if thou 
wilt not go with me, then I will not go. 

9 And she said, I -will surely go "with 
thee : notwithstanding the journey tliat 
thou takest shall not be for thine honour; 
for the Lord shall seU Sisera into the 
hand of a woman. And Deborah arose, 
and went with Barak to Kedesli. 

10 IF And Barak called ^Zebulun and 
Naphtali to Kedesh; and he went up 
-with ten thousand men *'at his feet: 
and Deborah went up -with him. 

11 Now Heber ^the Kenite, which was 
of the children of “Hobab the father in 
law of Moses, had severed himself from 
the Kenites, and pitched his tent unto 
the plain of Zaanaim, which is by Kedesli. 

12 And they shewed Sisera that Barak 
the son of Ahinoam was gone up to 
mount Tabor. 

13 And Sisera gathered together all 
his chariots, even nine hundred chariots 
of iron, and all the people that were 
'With him, from Harosneth of the Gen- 
tiles unto the river of Kishon. 

14 And Deborah said unto Barak Up; 
for this is the day in which, the Lord 



deliver Israel from Jabin and Sisera, 
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hath delivered Sisera into thine hand: 
®is not the Lord gone out before thee? 
So Barak went down from mount Tabor, 
and ten thousand men after him, 

15 And the Lord ** discomfited Sisera, 
and all his chariots, and all his host, 
with the edge of the sword before Barak; 
so that Sisera lighted down off his cha- 
riot, and fled away on his feet. 

16 But Barak pursued after the chariots, 
and after the nost, imto Harosheth of 
the Gentiles : and all the host of Sisera 
fell upon the edge of the sword; and 
there was not ^a man left. 

17 Howbeit Siseia fled away on his feet 
to the tent of Jael the wife of Heber Ihe 
Kenite: for there was peace between 
Jabin the king of Hazor and the house 
of Heber the Kenite. 

18 H And Jael went out to meet Sisera, 
and said unto him. Turn in, my lord, 
turn in to me ; fear not. And when he 
bad turned in unto her into the tent, 
she covered him with a 6 mantle. 

19 And he said unto her. Give me, I pray 
thee, a little water to drink: for I am 
thirsty. And she opened a bottle of milk, 
and gave him drink, and covered him. 

20 Again he said unto her. Stand in 
the door of the tent, and it shall be, 
when any man doth come and inquire 
of thee, and say, Is there any man here? 
that thou shalt say. No. 

21 Then Jael Heber’s wife took a nail 
of the tent, and ? took an hammer in her 
hand, and went softly unto him. and 
smote the nail into his temples, and 
fastened it into the ground : for he was 
fast asleep and weajy. So he died. 

22 And, behold, as Barak pursued Sisera, 
Jael came out to meet him, and said 
unto him. Come, and I will shew thee 
the man whom thou seekest. And when 
he came into her tent^ behold, Sisera lay 
dead, and the nail was in his temples. 

23 So *God subdued on that day Jabin 
the king of Canaan before the children 
of Isra^ 

24 And the hand of the children of Is- 
rael i2prosnered, and prevailed against 
Jabin the Icing of Canaan, until they 
had destroyed Jabin king of Canaan. 

CHAPTEE 5 

rpHEN ^sang Deborah and Barak the 
JL son of Abmoam on that day, saying, 

2 Praise ye the Lord for the “'avenging 
of Israel, *when the people willingly 
offered themselves. 

3 Hear, 0 ye kings; give ear, 0 ye 
^princes : I, even I, will sing unto the 
Lord ; I will sing praise to the Lord 
God of Israel. 

4 Lord, <*when thou wentest out of 
Sein ®wnen thou marchedst out of the 
field of Edom, /the earth trembled, and 
the heavens dropped, the clouds also 
dropped water.

6 In the days of *Sharagar the son of 
Anath, in the days of Jael, ®the high- 
ways were unoccupied, and the ^ travellers 
walked through ^ byways, 

7 The inhabitants of the villages ceased, 
they ceased in Israel, until that I De- 
hor^ arose, that I arose a mother in 
IsraeL 

,8 They ®chose new gods ; then was war 
in the gates : /was there a shield or spear 
seen among forty thousand in Israel ? 

9 My heart is toward the governors of 
Israel, that ^offered themselves willingly 
among the people. Bless ye the Lord. 

10 4 Speak, ye '•that ride on white asses, 
ye that sit in judgment, and walk by the 
way. 

11 They that are delivered from the 
noise of archers in the places of drawing 
water, there shall they rehearse the ® right- 
eous acts of the Lord, even the ® right- 
eous acts toward the inhabitants of his 
villages in Israel: then shall the people 
of the Lord go down to the gates. 

12 ^ Awake, awake, Deborah: awake, 
awake, utter a song : arise, Barak, and 
<^lead thy captivity captive, thou son of 
Abinoam. 

13 Then he made him that remaineth 
*liave dominion over the nobles among 
the people: the Lord made me have 
dominion over the mighty. 

14 Out of * Ephraim was there a root of 
them against Amalek • after thee, Ben- 
jamin, among thy people; out of ”Ma- 
chir came down “governors, and out of 
Zebulun they that s handle the pen of 
the writer. 

15 And the princes of Issachar were 
with Deborah ; even Issachar, and also 
^Barak : he was sent on ^foot into the 
valley. loPor the divisions of Keuben 
there were great thoughts of heart. 

16 Why abodest thou among the sheep- 
folds, to hear the bleatings of the flocks ? 
iOFor the divisions of Reuben there were 
great searchings of heart. 

17 ** Gilead abode beyond Jordan : and 
why did *Dan remain in ships ? ^ Asher 
continued on the sea inshore, and abode 
in his breaches. 

18 “Zebulun and Naphtali were a peo- 
ple that 15 jeoparded their lives unto the 
death in the lugh places of the field. 

19 The kings came and fought, then 
fought the kings of Canaan in ^Taanach 
by the waters of *Megiddo ; “they took 
no gain of money. 

20 They fought from heaven ; the stars 
in their “courses fought against Sisera, 

21 The “river of Kishon swept them 
away, that ancient river, the nver Ki- 
shon. 0 my soul, thou hast trodden 
down strength. 

22 Then were the horsehoofe broken by 
the means of the I'^pransings, the prans- 
ings of their mighty ones.

them, by the hill of ^Moreh, in the valley. 
2 And the Lord said unto Gideon, The 
people that are with thee are too many 
for me to give the Midianites into their 
hands, lest Israel * vaunt themselves 
against me, saying, Mine o\vn hand hath 
saved me. 

3 Now therefore go to, proclaim in the 
ears of the people, sayin", ^ Whosoever is 
fearful and afraid, let him return and 
depart early from mount Gilead, And 
there returned of the people twenty and 
two thousand ; and there remained ten 
thousand. 

4 And the Lord said unto Gideon, The 
people are yet too many; bring them 
down unto the water, and I will try 
them for thee there : and it shall be, that 
of whom I say unto thee, TMs shall go 
'vvith thee, the same shall go with thee ; 
and of whomsoever I say unto thee. This 
shall not go with thee, the same shall 
not go. 

5 So he brought down the people unto 
the water : and the Lord said unto Gi- 
deon, Every one that lappeth of the 
water with his tongue, as a dog lappeth. 
Mm shalt thou set by himself ; likewise 
every one that boweth down upon his 
knees to drink, 

6 And the number of them that lapped, 
putting their hand to their mouth, were 
three hundred men : but all the rest of 
the people bowed down upon their knees 
to drink water. 

7 And the Lord said unto Gideon, ^By 
the three hundred men that lapped will I 
save you, and deliver the MidiMiites into 
tMne hand : and let all the otiwr people 
go every man unto his place.

8 So the people took victuals in their 
hand, and their trumpets : and he sent 
all the rest of Israel eveiy man unto his 
tent, and retained those three hundred 
men : and the host of Midian Tvas be- 
neath him ®in the valley. 

9 H And it came to pass the same 
^ night, that the Lord said unto him. 
Arise, get thee down unto the host; for 
*I have delivered it into thine hand. 

10 But if thou fear to go down, go thou 
with Phurah thy servant down to the 
host: 

11 And thou shalt ^hear what they 
say; and afterward shall thine hands be 
strengthened to go down unto the host. 
Then went he d^own with Phurah his 
servant unto the outside of the farmed 
men that were in the host. 

12 And the Midianites and the Ama- 
ieldtes and "^all the cliildren of the east 
lay along in the valley like grasshoppers 
for multitude; and their camels were 
without number, ^as the sand by the sea 
side for multitude. 

13 And when Gideon was come, behold, 
there was a man that told a dream unto 
his fellow, and said, Behold, I dreamed a 
dream, and, lo, a cake of barley bread 
tumbled into the host of Midian, and 
came unto a tent, and smote it that it 
fell, and overturned it, that the tent lay 
along. 

14 And his fellow answered and said, 
This is nothing else save the sword of 
Gideon the son of Joash, a man of 
Israel ; for into his hand hath God de- 
livered Midian, and all the host. 

' 15 H And it was so, when Gideon heard 
the telling of the dream, and the ® inter- 
pretation thereof, that he worsliipped. 
and returned into the host of Israel, and 
said. Arise ; for the Lord hath delivered 
into your hand the host of IVIidian. 

16 And he divided the three hundred 
men into three companies, and he put 
8 a trumpet in every man’s hand^ with 
empty pitchers, and 8 lamps within *the 
pitchers. 

17 And he said unto them, Look on me, 
and do likewise; and, behold, when I 
come to the outside of the camp, it sliall 
be that, as I do, so shall ye do. 

18 When I blow with a trumpet, I and 
all that are with me, then blow ye the 
trumpets also on every side of all the 
camp, and say, The sword of the Lord, 
and of Gideon. 

19 t So Gideony and the hundred men 
that were with him, came imto the out- 
side of the camp in the beginning of the 
middle watch ; and they had but newly 
set the watch : and tbey blew the trum- 
pets, and brake the pitchers that were in 
their hands. 

20 And the three companies blew the 
tanunpets, and brake the pitchers, and

21 And they ® stood every man in his 
place round about the camp: and *ail 
the host ran, and cried, and fled. 

22 And the three hundred ‘‘blew the 
trumpets, and *the Lord set/ every man’s 
sword against his fellow, even through- 
out all the host ; and the host fled to 
Beth-shittah ^in Zererath, and to the 
2 border of ^ Abel-meholal^ unto Tabbath. 

23 And the men of Israel gathered 
themselves together /out of Napht^ 
and out of Asher, and out of aU. Ma- 
nasseh, and pursued after the Midianites. 

24 H And Gideon sent messengers 
throughout all Amount Ephmim, saying, 
Come down against the Midianites, and 
take before them the waters unto Beth- 
barah and Jordan. Then all the men of 
Ephraim gathered themselves together, 
and "took the waters unto Beth-bar^ 
and Jordan. 

25 And they took ^two princes of the 
Midianites, Oreb and Zeeb; and they 
slew Oreb upon «the rock Oreb, and 
Zeeb they slew at the winepress of Zeeb, 
and pursued Midian, and brought the 
heads of Oreb and Zeeb to Gideon on the 
other side Jordan. 

CHAPTEB 8 

AND ’“the men of Ephraim said unto 
-lX him, ^Why hast thou served us 
thus, that thou calledst us not, when 
thou wentest to fight with the Midian- 
ites? And they did chide with him 
8 sharply. 

2 And he said unto them. What have I 
done now in comparison of you ? Is not 
the gleaning of the grapes of Ephraim 
better than the vintage of Abi-ezer? 

3 *God hath delivered into your hands 
the princes of Midian, Oreb and Zeeb : 
and what was I able to do in comparison 
of you? Then their danger was abated 
toward hiim when he had said that. 

4 H And Gideon came to Jordan, and 
passed over, he, and “the three hundred 
men that were with him, faint, yet pur- 
suing them, 

5 And he said unto the men of “ Succoth, 
Give, I pray you, loaves of bread unto 
the people that follow me ; for they he 
faint, and I am pursuing after Zebah 
and Zalmunna, kings of Midian. 

6 H And the princes of Succoth said, 
‘’Are’ the hands of Zebali and Zalmimna 
now in thine hand, that we should give 
bread unto thine army? 

7 And Gideon said, Therefore when 
the Lord hath delivered Zebah and 
Zalmunna into mine hand, “'then I -svill 
iotear your flesh with the thorns of the 
wilderness and with briers. 

8 H And he went up thence to ^Penuel, 
and spake unto them likewise ; and tire 
men of Penuel answered him as the men 
of Succoth had answered Aim. 
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Zehah aTid Zalmunna, Qideovh idolatry. 


9 And he spake also unto the men of 
Penuel, saying, “When I come again in 
peace, will break down this tower. 

10 1 Now Zebah and Zalmunna were in 
Karkor, and their hosts with them, about 
fifteen thousand men, all that were left 
of ‘*all the hosts of ®the children of the 
east; for there fell an hundred and 
twenty thousand ^men that drew sword. 
11 1 And Gideon went up by the way of 
them that dwelt in tents on the east of 
*Nobah and Jogbehah, and smote the 
host : for the host was -^secure. 

12 And when Zebah and Zalmunna fled, 
he pursued after them, and ^took the two 
kings of IVIidian, Zebah and Zalmunna, 
and ^discomfited all the host. 

13 H And Gideon the son of Joash re- 
turned from battle before the sun lyos -wp, 

14 And caught a young man of the men 
of Succoth, and inquired of him : and he

coth, and the elders thereof, evm three- 
score and seventeen men. 

16 And he came unto the men of 
Succoth, and said, Behold Zebah and 
Zalmunna, with whom ye did upbraid 
me, saving, '*‘Are the hands of Zebah 
and Zalmunna now in thine hand, that 
we should give bread unto thy men that 
are weary? 

16 And he took the elders of the city, 
and thorns of the wilderness and briers, 
and with them he 7 taught the men of 
Succoth.

18 H Then said he unto Zebah and Zal- 
munna, What manner of men were they 
whom ye slew at Tabor ?

19 And he said. They were my brethren, 
even the sons of my mother; “as the 
Lord Uvetli, if ye had saved them alive, 
I would not slay you.

22 H Then the men of Israel said unto 
Gideon, Buie thou over us, both thou, 
and thy son, and thy son’s son also : for 
tliou h^t delivered us from the hand of 
Midian. 

23 And Gideon said unto them, I will 
not rule over you, neither shall my son 
rule over you ; ^the Lord shall rule over 
you. 

24 H And Gideon said unto them, I 
would desire a request of you, that ye 
would give me every man the-^ earrings of 
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JTTOGBS 8, 9 

his prey. (For they had golden earrings, 
^because tliey were Ishmaelites.) 

25 And they answered. We will will- 
ingly give them. And they spread a 
garment, and did cast therein every rriAu 
the earrings of his prey. 

26 And the weight of the golden earrings 
that he requested was a thousand and 
seven hundred shekels of gold; beside 
/'ornaments, and 2 collars, and ^purple 
raiment tliat was on the kings of Indian, 
and beside the ‘chains that were about 
their camels’ necks. 

27 And Gideon made an ^ephod thereof, 
and put it in his city, even ’"in Ophrah : 
and all Israel “went thither a whoring 
after it; which thing became “a snare 
unto Gideon, and to his house. 

28 IT Thus was IVIidian subdued before 
the children of Israel, so that they lifted 
up their heads no more. And the coun- 
try was in quietness forty years in the 
days of Gideon. 

29 II And Jerubbaal the son of Joash 
went and dwelt in his own house. 

30 And Gideon had ^ threescore and ten 
sons ^of his body begotten ; for he had 
many wives. 

31 And his concubine that was in 
■^Shechem, she also bare him a son, 
whose name he ® called Abimelech. 

, 32 IT And Gideon the son of Joash died 
in a good old age, and was buried in the 
sepulchre of Joash his father, * in Ophrah 
of the Abi-ezrites. 

33 And it came to pass, ’'as soon as 
Gideon was dead, that the children of 
Israel tinned again, and “'went a whoring 
after Baalim, and made *Baal-beritE 
their god.

37 And Gaal spake again and said, See 
there come people down by the ^ middle 
of the land, and another company come 
along by ®the plain of 2 Meonenim. 

38 Then said Zebul unto him. Where is 
now thy mouth, wherewith thou saidst, 
<*Who is Abimelecli, that we should 
serve him? is not this the people that 
thou hast despised ? go out, I pray now, 
and fight with them. 

39 And Gaal went out before the men of 
Shechem, and fought with Abimelech. 

40 And Abimelech chased him, and he 
fled before him, and many were over- 
thrown and wounded, even unto the 
entering of the gate. 

41 And Abimelech dwelt at Arumah : 
and Zebul thrust out Gaal and his bre- 
thren, that they should not dwell in 
Shechem. 

42 And it came to pass on the morrow, 
that the people went out into the field; 
and they told Abimelech. 

43 And he took the people, and divided 
them^ into three companies, and laid 
wait in the field, and looked, and, behold, 
the people were come forth out of the 
city; and he rose up against them, and 
smote them. , 

44 And Abimelech, and the company 
that -was with him, rushed forward, and 
stood in the entering of the gate of the 
city; and the two other companies ran 
upon all the yeople that were in the 
fields, and slew them. 

45 And Abimelech fought against the 
city all that day; and he took the city, 
and slew the people that was therein, 
and beat down the city, and sowed it 
with ®salt. 

46 IT And when all the men of the 
Ptower of Shechem heard that, they 
entered into an ^hold of the house ^of 
the god Berith. 

47 And it was told Abimelech, that all 
the men of the tower of Shechem were 
gathered together. 

48 And Abimelech gat him up to mount 
^'Zalmon, he and all the people that 
were with him ; and Abimelech took an 
axe in his hand, and cut down a bough 
from the trees, and took it, and laid it on 
his shoulder, and said unto the people 
that were with him. What ye have seen 
®me do, make haste, and do as 1 have 
done, 

49 And all the people likewise cut down 
every man his bough, and followed Abi- 
melech, and put ttiem to the hold, and 
set the hold on fire upon them : so that 
aU the men of the tower of shechem 
died also, about a thousand men and 
women. 

60 Tl Then went Abimelech to Thebez, 
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and encamped against Thebez, and took 
it. 

61 But there was a strong tower within 
the city, and thither fled all the men and 
women, and all they of the city, and 
*shut it to them, and gat them up to the 
top of the tower. 

62 And Abimelech came unto the tower, 
and fought against it, and went hard 
unto the door of the tower to bum it 
with fire. 

53 And a certain woman ‘'cast a /piece 
of a ^millstone upon Abimelech’s head, 
and aU to brake his skull 

64 Then ^he called hastily unto the 
young man his armourbearer, and said 
unto him, Draw thy sword, and slay me, 
that men say not of me, A woman slew 
him. And his young man thrust him 
through, and he die£ 

65 Amd when the men of Israel saw 
that Abimelech was dead, they departed 
every man unto his place. 

56 U *Thus God rendered the wicked- 
ness of Abimelech, which he did unto 
his father, in slaying his seventy brethren : 

67 And all the evil of the men of She- 
cbem did God render upon their heads : 
and upon them came -^the curse of 
Jotha m the son of Jerubhaal. 


CHAPTEE 10 


A ED after Abimelech there arose to 
Ax 3 defend Israel Tola the son of Puah. 
the son of Dodo, a man of Issachar ; and 
he dwelt in Shamir in Amount Ephiaim. 

2 And he judged Israel twenty and 
three years, and died, and was buried 
in Shamir. 

3 H Amd after him arose Jair, a Gileadite, 
and judged Israel twenty and two years. 

4 Amd he had thirty sons that *rode on 
thirty ass colts, and they had thirty cities, 
’‘which are called ^Havoth-jairunto this 
day, which are in the land of Gilead. 

5 And Jair died, and was buried in 
Camon. 

6 H And *the children of Israel did evil 
again in the sight of the Lokd, and 
^ served Baalim, and Ashtaroth, and the 
gods of Syria, and the gods of “Zidon, 
and the gods of Moab, and the gods of 
the children of Ammon, and the gods of 
the “'Philistines, and forsook the Lord, 
and served not him. 

7 And the anger of the Lord was hot 
against Israel, and he ®sold them into 
the hands of the Philistines, and into 
the hands of 3' the cliildren of Ammon. 


8 And that year they vexed and 6 op- 
pressed the cmldren of Israel : eighteen 
years, all the children of Israel that were 
on the other side Jordan in the land of 
the Amorites, which is in Gilead. 

9 Moreover the children of Ammon 
passed over Jordan to fight also against 
Judah, and against Benjamin, and ar 
gainst the house of Ephraim; so that 
Israel was sore distressed. 
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10 IT ® And the children of Israel cried 
unto the Loed, saying. We have sinned 
against thee, both because we have for- 
saken our God, and also served Baalim. 

11 And the Loed said unto the children 
of Israel, Did not 1 deliver you from 
*the Egyptians, and from® the Ajnorites, 
from <*the chiloren of Ammon, and from 
®the Pliilistines ? 

12 Q?he Zidonians also, and /the Ama- 
lekites, and ^ the Maonites, did oppress 
you; and ye cried to me, and I delivered 
you out of their hand. 

13 Yet ye have forsaken me, and served 
other gods ; wherefore I will deliver you 
no more, 

14 Go and ^cry unto the gods which ye 
have chosen ; let them dehver you in the 
time of your tribulation. 

15 t And the childi*en of Israel said 
unto the Loed, We have sinned: do 
thou unto us whatsoever ^seemeth good 
tinto thee ; deliver us only, we pray thee, 
this day. 

16 And they put away the s strange 
gods from among them, and served the 
Loed : ^"■and his soul was ^grieved for 
the misery of Israel. 

17 Then the children of Ammon were 
^gathered together, and encamped in 
Gilead. And the ciiildren of Israel as- 
sembled themselves together, and en- 
camped in ® Miznelu 

18 And the people and princes of Gilead 
said one to another, What man is he that 
will begin to fight against the children of 
Ammon? ^he shall be head over all the 
inhabitants of Gilead. 

CHAPTER 11 

OW ® J ephthah the Gileadite was "a 
AN mighty man of valour, and he was 
the son of 7 an harlot: and Gilead begat 
Jephtliah. 

2 And Gilead’s wife bare him sons : and 
his wife’s sons grew up, and they thrust 
out Jephthah, and said unto him. Thou 
shalt not inlierit in our father’s house ; 
for thou art the son of a strange woman. 

3 Then Jephthah fled from *^his bre- 
thren, and dwelt in the land of “Tob : 
and there were gathered ^vain men to 
J ephthah, and went out with him. 

4 H And it came to pass ^in process of 
time, that the bliildren of Ammon made 
wax.against Ismel. 

5 And it was so, that when the children 
of Ammon made war against Israel, the 
elders of Gilead went to fetch Jephthah 
out of the land of Toh : 

6 And they said unto Jephthah, Come, 
and be our captain, that we may fight 
with the children of Ammon. 

7 And Jephthah said unto the elders of 
Gilead, /Did not ye hate me, and ex^l 
me out of my father’s house? and vdiy 
are ye come unto me now when ye are 
in distress? 

8 And the elders of Gilead said unto 
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Jephthah, Therefore we turn again to 
thee now, that thou mayest go with 
us, and fight against the ciiildren of 
Amm on, and be “"our head over all 
the inhabitants of Gilead. 

9 And Jephthah said unto the elders 
of Gilead, If ye bring me home again 
to fight against the children of Ammon, 
and the Lord deliver them before me, 
shall I be your head ? 

10 And the elders of Gilead said unto 
Jephthah, The ,Loed be ^ witness be- 
tween 'us, *if we do not so according 
to thy words. 

11 Then Jephthah went with the elders 
of Gilead, and the people made him 
J head and captain over them : and Jeph- 
tliah uttered all his words * before the 
Lord in ^Mizpeh. 

12 H And Jephthah sent messengers 
unto the king of the ciiildren of Ammon, 
saying, What hast thou to do with me, 
that thou art come against me to fight 
in my land? 

13 And the king of the children of 
Ammon answeredf unto the messengers 
of Jephthah, "Because Israel took away 
my land, when they came up out of E- 
gypt, from ® Amon even unto ^ Jahbok, 
and unto Jordan: now therefore restore 
those lands again peaceably. 

14 And Jephthah sent messengers again 
unto the king of the children of Ammon : 

16 And said unto liim, Thus saith 
Jephthah, ’’Israel took not away the 
land of Moab, nor the land of the 
ciiildren of Ammon: 

16 But when Israel came up from Egypt, 
and walked through the wilderness unto 
the Red sea, and *came to Kadesh; 

17 Then "Israel sent messengers unto 
the king of Edom, saying, Let me, I 
pray thee, pass through thy land: *®but 
the king of Edom would not hearken 
thereto. And in like manner they sent 
unto the king of Moab : but he would not 
consent : and Israel * abode in Kadesh. 

18 Then they went along through the 
wilderness, and compassed the land of 
Edom, ana the land of Moab, and ®came 
by the east side of the land of Moab, 
®and pitched on the other side of Amon, 
but came not within the border of Moab; 
for Amon was the border of Moab. 

19 And **Israel sent messengers unto 
Sihon king of the Amorites, the ktog 
of Heshbon ; and Israel said unto him, 
Let us pass, we pray thee, through thy 
land into my place. 

20 But Sihon trusted not Israel to pass 
through his coast : but Silion gather^ 
all his people together, and pitched in 
® Jahaz, and fought against Israel. 

21 And the Lord God of Israel delivered 
Sihon and all his people into the hand of 
Israel, and they ^ smote them: so Israel 
possessed all the land of the Amorites. 
the inhabitants of that country. 

22 And they possessed all the coasts 
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of the Amorites, ® from Arnon even unto 
Jabbok, and from the vrilderness even 
unto Jordan. 

23 So now the Lord God of Israel hath 
dispossessed the Amorites from before 
his people Israel, and shouldest thou 
possess it? 

24 Wilt not thou possess that which 
^Chemosh thy god giveth thee to pos- 
sess? So whomsoever °the Lord our 
God shall drive out from before us, 
them will we possess. 

25 And now art thou any thing better 
than <2Balak the son of Zippor, king of 
Moab? did he ever strive against Israel, 
or did he ever fight against them, 

26 While Israel dwelt in ^Heshbon and 
her towns, and in/Airoer and her towns, 
and in all the cities that he along by the 
coasts of Amon, *three hundred years? 
why therefore did ye not recover them 
within that time? 

27 Wherefore I have not sinned against 
thee, but thou doest me winng to war 
against me: the Lord ^the Judge be 
judge this day between the children of 
Israel and the children of Ammon. 

28 Howbeit the Mng of the children of 
Ammon hearkened not unto the words 
of J^hthah which he sent him. 

29 1 Then *the Spirit of the Lord 
came upon Jephthah, and he passed 
over Gilead, and Manasseh, and passed 
over Mimeh of Gilead, and from Immeh 
of Gilead he passed over unto the children 
of Ammon. 

30 And Jephthah Avowed a vow unto 
the Lord, and said, If thou slialt without ] 
fail deliver the children of Ammon into j 
mine hands, 

31 Then it shall be, that 6 whatsoever 
cometh forth of the doors of my house 
to meet me, when I return in peace from 
the children of Ammon, "shall sxnely be 
the Lord’s, and I will offer it up for a 
burnt offering. 

32 IF So Jephthah passed over unto 
the children of Ammon to fight against 
them ; and the Lord delivered them into 
hishmids. 

33 And he smote them from Aroer, 
even till thou come to ^Minnith, even 
twenty cities, and unto ^the plain of the 
vineyards, with a very great slaughter. 
Thus the children of Ammon were sub- 
dued before the childien of Israel 

34 IT And Jephthali came to ^Mizpeh 
unto his house, and, behold, his daughter 
came out *to meet him with ^timbrels 
and with dances: and she was his only 
child; 9 beside her he had neither son 
nor daughter. 

35 And it came to pass, when he saw 
her, that he “rent his clothes, and said, 
Alas, my daughter I thou hast brought 
me very low, and thou art one of them 
that trouble me : for I have opened my 
mouth unto the Lord, and ^I cannot 
go back. 
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36 And she said unto him, My father, 
^ thou hast opened thy mouth unto tlie 
Lord, do to me according to that which 
hath proceeded out of thy mouth; foras- 
much as the Lord hath taken vengeance 
for thee of thine enemies, even of the 
cliildreu of Ammon. 

37 And she said unto her father, Let 
tliis thing he done for me : let me mone 
two months, that I may ^go up and 
down upon the mountains, and bewail 
my virginity, I and my fellows. 

38 And he said. Go. And he sent her 
away for two months: and she went 
with her companions, and bewailed her 
virginity upon the mountains. 

39 And it came to pass at the end of 
two months, that she returned unto her 
father, who ^did with her according to 
his vow which he had vowed : and she 
knew no man. And it was a 2 custom 
in Israel, 

40 That the daughters of Israel went 
3 yearly ^to lament the daughter of Jeph- 
thah the Gileadite four days in a year. 


CHAPTER 12 


AND ^the men of Ephraim ^gathered 
jcA. themselves together, and went north- 
ward, and said unto Jephthah, Where- 
fore passedst thou over to fight against 
the cmldren of Ammon, and didst not 
call us to go with thee? we will hum 
thine house upon thee with fire. 

2 And Jephtliah said unto them^ I and 
my people were at great strife with the 
chilmen of Ammon; and when I called 
vou, ye delivered me not out of their 


3 And when I saw that ye delivered me 
not, I ”*put my life in my hands, and 
passed over agamst the children of Am- 
mon, and the Lord delivered them into 
my hand : wherefore then are ye come 
up unto me this day, to fight against 
me? 

4 Then Jephthah gathered together all 
the men of Gilead, and fought with 
Ephraim : and the men of Gilead smote 
Ephraim, because they said, Ye Gilead- 
ites °are fugitives of Ephraim among the 
Ephraimite^awc? among the Manassites. 

5 And the Gileadites took the ® passages 
of Jordan before the Ephraimites: and 
it was so, that when those Ephraimites 
which were escaped said. Let me go 
over; that the men of Gilead said unto 
him, Art thou an Ephraimite? If he 
said. Nay ; 

6 Then said they unto him. Say now 
Shibboleth: and he said Sibboleth: for 
he coifid not frame to pronounce it right 
Then they took him, and slew him at 
the passages of Jordan: and there fell 
at that time of the Ephraimites forty 
and two thousand. 

7 And Jephthah judged Israel six years. 
Then died Jephthah the Gileadite, and 
was buried in one o/the cities of GileacL 
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8 IT And after him Ibzan of ® Beth-lehem 
judged Israel. 

9 And he had thirty sons, and thirty 
daughters, whom he sent abroad, and 
took in thirty daughters from abroad 
for his sons. And he judged Israel seven 
years. 

10 Then died Ibzan, and was buried at 
® Beth-lehem. 

11 1 And after him Elon, a Zebulonite, 
judged Israel; and he judged Israel ten 
years. 

12 And Elon the Zebulonite died, and 
was buried in Aijalon in the country of 
Eebulun. 

13 t And after him Abdon the son of 
Hillel, a*Pirathonite, judged Israel. 

14 And he had forty sons and thirty 
® nephews, that ®rode on threescore and 
ten ^ass colts: and he judged Israel 

& Abdon the son of Hillel the 
Pirathonite died, and was buried in 
Pirathon in the land of Ephraim, /in 
the mount of the Amalekites. 

CHAPTEE 13 

AND the children of Israel ^did evil 
again in the sight of the Lord; 
and the Lord delivered them ^into the 
liand of the Philistines forty years. 

2 ^ And there was a certain man of 
<Zorah, of the family of the Danites, 
whose name was Manoah; and his wife 

barren, and bare not. 

3 And the *angel of the Lord appeared 
unto the woman, and said unto her. Be- 
hold now, thou art barrenj and bearest 
not : but thou shalt conceive, and bear 
a son. 

4 Now therefore beware, I pray thee, 
and ” drink not wine nor strong drink, 
and eat not any unclean thing: 

6 For, lo, thou shalt conceive, and bear 
a son ; and no ® rasor shall come on his 
head : for the child shall be a Nazarite 
unto God from the womb ; and he shall 
*be^ to deliver Israel out of the hand 
of the Philistines. 

6 1 Then the woman came and told her 
husband, saying:, ^ A man of God came 
unto me, and ms countenance was like 
the countenance of an angel of God, 
very terrible: but I ® asked him not 
whence he was, neither, told he me ®his 
name: 

7 But he said unto me, ^Behold, thou 
^alt conceive, and bear a son; and now 
drink no wine nor strong drinh neither 
eat any unclean thing: for the child 
shall 4 be a Nazarite to God from the 
womb to Hie day of his death. 

8 H Then IManoah intreated the Lord, 
and sai(^ 0 my Lord, let the man of 
God which thou didst send come a^in 
unto us, and teach us what we shall do 
unto the child that shall be bom. 

9 And God hearkened to the voice of 
Hanoah; and the angel of God came 
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again unto the woman as she sat in 
the field : but Manoah her husband was 
not with her. 

10 And the woman made haste, and 
ran, and shewed her husband, and said 
unto him, Behold, the man hath ap- 
peared unto me, that came unto me 
the other day. 

11 And Manoah arose, and went after 
his wif^ and came to the man, and said 
unto him, Art thou the man that spakest 
unto the woman ? And he said, I am, 

12 And Manoah said. Now let thy 
words come to pass. ^How shall we 
order the child, and ^how shall we do 
unto him? 

13 And the angel of the Lord said 
unto Manoah, Of all that I said unto 
the woman let her beware. 

14 She may not eat of any thing that 
cometh of the vine, ® neither let her 
drink wine or strong drink, nor eat any 
unclean thing: all that I commanded 
her let her observe. 

15 IF And Manoah said unto the angel 
of the Lord, I pray thee, ^let us detain 
thee, until we snail have made ready a 
kid 5 for thee. 

16 And the angel of the Lord said unto 
Manoah, Thou^ thou detain me, I will 
not eat of thy bread : and if thou wilt 
offer a burnt offering, thou must offer 
it unto the Lord. For Manoah knew 
not that he was an angel of the Lord. 

17 And Manoah said unto the angel of 
the Lord, ^What is thy name, that 
when thy sayings come to pass we may 
do thee nonour? 

18 And the angel of the Lord said unto 
him, ’"Why askest thou thus after my 
name, seeing it is ^ secret? 

19 So Manoah ® took a kid with ^a meat 
offering, and offered it upon a rock unto 
the Lord : and th e angel did wondrously ; 
and Manoah and his wife looked on. 

20 For it came to pass, ’’when the 
flame went up toward heaven from off 
the altar, that the angel of the Lord as- 
cended in the flame of the altar. And 
Manoah and his wife looked on it, and 
“fell on their faces to the ground. 

21 But the angel of the Lord did no 
more appear to Manoah and to his wife. 
“’Then Manoah knew that he was an 
angel of the Lord. 

22 And Manoah said unto his wife, 
^We shall surely die, because we have 
seen God. 

23 But his wife said unto him. If the 
Lord were pleased to kill us, he would 
not have received burnt offering and 
a meat offermg at our hands, neither 
would he have shewed us all these things, 
nor would as at tliis time have told us 
svAih things as these. 

24 H And the woman hare a son, and 
called his name ^Samson; and ®the 
child grew, and the Lord blessed him. 

25 And the Spirit of the Lord began 
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to move him at times in i the camp of 
Dan “between Zorah. and EshtaoL 

CHAPTER 14 

AND Samson went down ^to Timnath, 
and saw a woman in Timnath of 
the daughters of the Philistines. 

2 Andhe came up, and told his father 
and his mother, and said, I have seen a 
woman in Timnath of the daughters of 
the Philistines : now therefore ‘*get her 
for me to -wife. 

3 Then his father and his mother said 
unto him, Is there never a woman a- 
mong the daughters of ^thy brethren, 
or among all my people, that thou goest 
to take a wife of the * uncircumcised 
Philistines? And Samson said unto his 
father, Get her for me ; for she ^pleaseth 
me well. 

4 But his father and his mother knew 
not that it was ^ of the Loed, that he 
sought an occasion against the Philis- 
tines: for at that time *the Philistines 
had dominion over Israel. 

6 H Then went Samson down, and his 
father and his motlier, to Timnath, and 
came to the vineyards of Timnath : and, 
behold, ^a young lion roared ^ against 
him. 

6 And "‘the Spirit of the Loed came j 
mightily upon him, and he rent him 
as ne would have rent a kid, and he 
had nothing in his hand : but he told 
not his father or his mother what he 
had done. 

7 And he went down, and talked with 
the woman; and she pleased Samson 
well. 

8 H And after a time he returned to 
take her, and he turned aside to see 
the carcase of the lion: and, behold, 
there was a swarm of bees and honey 
in the carcase of the lion. 

9 And he took thereof in his hands, and 
went on eating, and came to his father 
and mother, and he ^ve them, and they 
did eat: but he told not them that he 
had taken the honey out of the carcase 
of the lion. 

10 If So his father went down unto the 
woman : and Samson made there a feast ; 
for so used me young men to do. 

11 And it came to pass, when they saw 
him, that they brought thirty companions 
to be with him. 

12 TT And Samson said unto them, I 
will now *put forth a riddle unto you : 
if ye can certainly declare it me 'within 
^the seven days of the feast, and find it 
out, then I will give you tmrty lo sheets 
and thirty “ change of garments : 

13 But if ye cannot declare it me, 
then shall ye give me thirty sheets 
and th^ "change of garments. And 
they said unto him. Put forth thy riddle, 
that we may hear it. 

14 And he said unto them. Out of the 
eater came forth meat, and out of the 
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JUDGES 13-16 

strong came forth sweetness. And they 
could not in three days expound the riddle. 

15 And it came to pass on the seventh 
day, that they said unto Samson’s wife, 

Entice thy husband, that he may de- 
clare unto us the riddle, ‘^lest we bum 
thee and thy father’s house with fire : 
have ye called us to *^take that we have? 
is it not so? 

16 And Samson’s wife -wept before him 
and said, /Thou dost but hate me, and 
Ipvest me not; thou hast put forth a 
riddle unto the children of my people, 
and hast not told it me. And he said 
unto her, Behold, I have not told it my 
father nor my mother, and shall I tell 
it thee ? 

17 And she wept before him s the seven 
days, while their feast lasted: and it 
came to pass on the seventh day, that 
he told her. because *she lay sore upon 
him : and she told the riddle to the chil- 
dren of her people. 

18 And the men of the city said unto 
him on the seventh day before the sun 
went down, What is sw'eeter than honey? 
and what is stronger than a lion? And 
he said unto them, If ye had not plowed 
with my heifer, ye had not found out 
my riddle. 

19 H And "the Spirit of the Loed came 
upon him, and he went down to ® Ash- 
kelon, and slew thirty men of them, 
and took their ^ spoil, and gave change 
of garments unto them which expounded 
the riddle. And his angler was Jdndled, 
and he went up to his famer’s house. 

20 But Samson’s wife ^was given to 
his companion, whom he had “used as 
his Mend. 

CHAPTER 15 

B ut it came to pass within a while 
after, in the time of wheat harvest, 
that Samson -visited his wife with "a 
kid; and he said, I will go in to my 
wife into the chamber. But her father 
would not suffer him to go in. 

2 And her father said,! verily thought 
that thou hadst utterly hated her ; there- 
fore I gave her to thy companion : is not 
her younger sister fairer than she? 7 take 
her, 1 pray thee, instead of her. 

3 IT And Samson said concerning them. 
Now shall I be ^more blameless than the 
Philistines, though I do them a displea- 
sure. 

4 And Samson went and caught three 
hundred foxes, and took 9 firebrands, 
and turned tail to tail, and put a fire- 
brand in the midst between two tafia. 

6 And when he had set the brands on 
fire, he let them go into the standing 
com of the Philistines and burnt up 
both ®the shocks, and also the standing 
corn, with the -vineyards and olives. 

6 if Then the Philistines said. Who 
hath done this? And they answered, 
Samson, the son in law of the Timnite, 
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because he had taken his wife, and ayen 
her to his companion. And the Philis- 
tines came up, and “burnt her and her 
fe.ther •with fire. 

7 ^ And Samson said unto them. Though 
ye have done this, yet -will I he avenged 
of you, and after that I -will cease. 

8 And he smote them hip and thigh 
with a CTeat slaughter: and he •went 
down ana dwelt in ‘^the top of the rock 
Etam. 

9 % Then the Pliilistines went up, and 

pitched in Judah, and ® spread them- 
selves in /Lehi. , , _ 

10 And the men of Judah said, Why 
are ye come up against us? And they 
answered. To hmd Samson are we come 
up, to do to him as he hath done to us. 

11 Then three thousand men of Judah 
*went to the top of the rock Etam, and 
said to Samson, Knowest thou not that 
the Philistines rulers over us? what 
is this that thou hast done unto us? 
And he said unto them, As they did 
unto me, so have I done unto them. 

12 And they said unto him, We are 
come down to bind thee, that we may 
deliver thee into the hand of the Philis- 
tines. And Samson said unto them, 
Swear unto me, that ye -will not fall upon 
me yourselves. 

13 And they spake unto him, saying. 
No; but we will bind thee fast, and 
deliver thee into their hand : but surely 
we wfil not kill thee. And they bound 
him with two ‘new cords# and brought 
him up from the rock. , , . , 

14 If And when he came unto Lehi, the 
Philistines shouted against him: and 
^the Spirit of the Loed came mightily 
upon nim, and Hhe cords that were 
upon his arms became as flax that was 
burnt with fire, and his hands ^loosed 
from off liis hands. 

15 And he found a ^^new jawbone of an 
ass, and put forth his hand, and took it, 
and *slew a thousand men therewith. 

16 And Samson said, With the jawbone 
of an ass, i^heaps upon heaps, -with the 
jaw of an ass have I slain a thousand 
men. 

17 And it came to pass, when he had 
made an end of speaking, that he cast 
away the jawbone out ofliis hand, and 
called that place i^Eamath-lehi. 

18 1 And he was sore athirst, and called 
on the Lord, and said, Thou hast given 
this great deliverance into the hand of 
thy servant; and now shall I die for 
thirst, and fall into the hand of the un- 
circumcised? 

19 But God clave ”an hollow place that 
was in i®the jaw, and there came water 
thereout; and when he had drunk, ®his 
spirit came again, and he revived : where- 
fore he call^ the name thereof icEn- 
hakkore, which is in Lehi unto this day. 

20 And he judged Israel ^in the days of 
the Philistines twenty years. 
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CHAPTER 16 

rpHEN went Samson to ^Gaza, and 
JL saw there ^an harlot, and went in 
unto her. 

2 And it was told the Gazites, saying, 
Samson is come hither. And they ® com- 
passed him in, and laid wait for him aU 
night in the gate of the city, and were 
2 quiet all the night, saying. In the morn- 
ing, when it is day, we shall kill him. 

3 And Samson lay till midnight, and 
arose at midnight^ and took the doors of 
the gate of the city, and the two posts, 
and went away with them, ^^har and jUI, 
and put them upon his shoulders, and 
carried them up to the top of an hill that 
is before Hebron. 

4 ■![ And it came to pass afterward, that 
he loved a woman ^in the valley of 
Sorek, whose name was Delilah. 

5 And the lords of the Philistines came 
up unto her, and said unto her, * Entice 
mm, and see wherein his great strength 
Uethy and by what means we may prevail 
against him, that we may bind him to 

afflict him : and we -will give thee every 
one of us eleven hundi’ed pieces of silver. 

6 If And Delilah said to Samson, Tell 
me, I pray thee, wherein thy great 
strength lietht and wherewith thou 
mightest be hound to afflict thee. 

7 And Samson said unto her. If they 
bind me -with seven green -withs that 
were never dried, then shall I be weak, 
and be as ^ another man. 

8 Then the lords of the Philistines 
brought up to her seven green withs 
which had not been dried, and she bound 
him with them. 

9 Now there were men lying in wait, 
abiding -with her in the chamber. And 
she said unto him. The Philistines he 
upon thee, Samson. And he brake the 
withs, as a thread of tow is broken when 
it iitoucheth the fire. So liis strength 
was not known. 

10 And Delilah said unto Samson, Be- 
hold, thou hast mocked me, and told me 
lies : now tell me, I pray thee, wherewith 
thou mightest be bound. 

11 And he said unto her, If they bind 
me fast with ^new ropes i^that never 
were occupied, "Hhen shall I be weak, 
and be as another man. 

12 Delilah therefore took new ropes, 
and bound Mm therewith, and said unto 
him, The Philistines he upon thee, Sam- 
son. And thei*e were liers in wait abid- 
ing in the chamber. And he brake them 
from off his arms like a thread. 

( IS And Delilah said unto Samson, 
Hitherto thou hast mocked me, and tola 
me lies : tell me wherewith thou mightest 
be bound. And he said unto her, If 
thou weavest the seven locks of my head 
with the web. 

14 And ®she fastened it with the pin, 
and said unto him, The Philistines he 
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upon thee, Samson. And he awaked 
out of his sleep, and went away with the 
pin of the beam, and with the web. 

15 TT And she said unto him, "How 
canst thou say, I love thee, when thine 
heart is not with me ? thou hast mocked 
me these three times, and hast not told 
me wherein thy great strength lieth. 

16 And it came to pass, when she 
^pressed him daily with her words, and 
urged him, so that his sond was ^ vexed 
unto death; 

17 That he told her all his heai-t, and 
said unto her, «*There hath not come a 
rasor upon mine head ; for I have been a 
Nazarite unto God from my mother’s 
womb : if I be shaven, then my strength 
will go from me, and I shall become 
weak, and be like any other man. 

18 And when Delilah saw that he had 
told her all his heart, she sent and called 
for the lords of the Philistines, saying. 
Come up this once, for he hath shewed 
me all his heart. Then the lords of the 
Philistines came up unto her, and brought 
/money in their hand. 

19 And she made him sleep upon her 
knees : and she called for a man, and she 
caused liim to shave olf the seven locks 
of his head; and she began to ^afflict 
him, and his strength went from liim. 

20 And she said, The Philistines he 
upon thee, Samson. And he awoke out 
or his sleep, and said, I will go out as at 
other times before, and shake myself. 
And he wist not that /the Lord was 
departed from him, 

21 IT But the Philistines 'took him, and 
*put out his eyes, and brought him down 
to Gaza, and Abound him with fetters of 
brass; and ”^he did grind in the prison 
house. 

22 Howbeit the hair of his head began 
to grow again ^ after he was shaven. 

23 Then the lords of the Philistines 
gathered them together for to offer a 
great sacrifice unto •^'Dagon their god, 
and to rejoice: for they said. Our god 
hath delivered Samson oar enemy into 
our hand. 

24 And when the people saw him, they 
’’praised their god: for they said. Our 
god hath delivered into our hands our 
enemy, and the destroyer of our country, 
7 which slew many of us. 

25 And it came to pass, when their 
hearts were “'merry, that they said. Call 
for Samson, that he may make us sport. 
And they called for Samson out of the 
prison house ; and he made sthem sport : 
and they set him between the pillars. 

26 And Samson said unto the lad that 
held him by the hand. Suffer me that I 
may feel the pillars whereupon the house 
standeth, that I may lean upon them. 

27 Now the house was full of men and 
women ; and all the lords of the Philis- 
tines were there ; and there were upon 
the roof about three thousand men and 
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women, that beheld while Samson made 
sport. 

i 28 And Samson called unto the Lord, 
and said, O Lord God, ^remember me, 
I pray thee, and strengthen me, I pray 
thee, only this once, O God, that I may 
be at once avenged of the Philistines for 
my two eyes. 

29 And Samson took hold of the two 
middle pillars upon which the house 
stood, and 2 on which it was home up, of 
the one with his right hand, and of the 
other with Ms left. 

! 30 And Samson said, Let ^me die with 
the Philistines. And he bowed himself 
with all his might ; and the house fell 
upon the lords, and upon all the people 
that were therein. So the dead which 
he slew at his death were more than they 
wMch he slew in his life. 

31 Then his brethren and all the house 
of Ms father came down, and took Mm, 
and brou^t him up, and buried Mm 
'’between Zorah and Eshtaol in the bury- 
ingplace of JManoah his father. And 
^he judged Israel twenty years. 

! CHAPTER 17 

AND there was a man of Amount 
jCjL Epliraim, whose name was IVIicah. 

2 And he said unto his mother. The 
eleven hundred shekels of silver that 
were taken from thee, about wMch thou 
cursedst, and spakest of also in mine 
ears, behold, the silver is with me; I 
took it. And his mother said, * Blessed 
he thov, of the Lord, my son. 

3 And when he had restored the eleven 
hundred shekels of silver to his mother, 
his mother said, I had wholly dedicated 
the silver imto the IiORD from my hand 
for my son, to make graven image 
and ‘'a molten image: now therefore I 
win restore it unto thee. 

4 Yet he restored the money unto Ms 
mother ; and Ms mother took two hun- 
dred shekels of silver, and gave them to 
® the founder, who made thereof a graven 
image and a molten image: and they 
were in the house of Micah. 

6 And the man Mcah had an house 
of gods, and made an ®ephod, and ‘te- 
rapnim, and ® consecrated one of his 
sons, who became his priest. 

6 In “those days there was no king in 
Israel, ^hut every man did that which 
loas right in his own eyes. 

7 If And there was a young man out of 
“Beth-lehem-judah of the family of 
Judah, who was a Levite, and he so- 
journed there. 

8 And the man departed out of the city 
from Beth-lehem-judah to sojourn where 
he could find a place: and he came to 
' mount Ephraim to the house of Micah, 
9 as he loumeyed. 

9 And Micah said unto him, Whence 
comest thou? And he said unM Mm, 
I am, a Levite of Beth-lehem-judah, 
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The Danites search the land^ roh Micah^ 


and I go to sojouin where I may find 
a place. 

10 And Micah said unto him. Dwell 
with me, ®and be unto me a “father and 
a priest, and I will give thee ten shekels 
of silver by ‘^the year, and suit of 
apparel, and thy victuals. So the Levite 
went in. 

11 And the Levite was content to dwell 
with the man ; and the young man was 
unto him as one of his sons. 

12 And Micah ^consecrated the Levite ; 
and the young man ^became his priest, 
and was in the house of Micah. 

13 Then said Micah, Now know I that 
the Loud will do me good, seeing I have 
a Levite to my priest. 

CHAPTER 18 

P T * those days there was no kingpin 
Israel : and in those days ^the tribe 
of the Danites sought them an inhe- 
ritance to dwell in : for imto that day all 
their inheritance had not fallen unto 
them among the tribes of IsraeL 
2 And the children of Dan sent of their 
family five men from their coasts, "^men 
of valour, from *‘Zorah, and from Esh- 
taol, ®to spy out the land, and to search 
it ; and they said unto them. Go, search 
the land: who when they came ^to 
mount Ephraim, to the house of Micah, 
they lodged there. 

3 When they were by the house of 
Micah, they knew the voice of the young 
man the Levite: and they turned in' 
thither, and said unto him. Who brought 
thee hither? .and what makest thou 
in this placed and what hast thou 
here? 

4 And he said unto them. Thus and 
thus dealeth IVDcah with me, and hath 
"hired me, and I am his priest. 

6 And they said unto him, ^ Ask counsel, 
we pray thee, “of Gkxi that we may 
know whether our way which we go shall 
be prosperous. 

6 Ana the priest said unto them, ®Go 
in peace : before the Loed is your way 
wherein ye go. 

7 ^ Then the fiLve men departed, and 
came to ®Laish, and saw the people 
that were therein, how they dwelt care- 
lesSj after the manner of the Zidonians, 
®qmet and secure; and there was no 
® magistrate in the land, that might put 
them to shame in any thing ; and they 
•wei'e far from the Zidonians, and had no 
business with any man, 

8 And they came unto their brethren to 
^Zorah and Eshtaol : and their brethren 
said unto them, What say ye ? 

9 And they said, “Arise, that we may 

§ 0 up against them i for we have seen 
le land, and, behold, it is very good : 
and are ye <*still? be not slothful to go, 
and to enter to possess the land. 

10 When ye go, ye shall come unto a 
people ^'secure, and to a large land : for 
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God hath given it into your hands* ®a 
place where there is no want of any thing 
that is in the earth. 

11 IT And there went from thence of the 
family of the Danites, out of Zorah and 
out of Eshtaol, six hundred men ^ ap- 
pointed with weapons of war. 

12 And they went up, and pitched in 
“Elirjath-jearim, in Judah: wherefore 
they called that place /Mahaneh-dan 
unto this day: behold, it is behind Kh> 
jath-jearim. 

13 And they passed thence unto mount 
Ephraim, and came imto the house of 
Micah. 

14 IT Then * answered the five men that 
went to spy out the country of Laish, 
and said unto their bretliren, Do ye 
know that s there is in these houses an 
ephod, and teraphim, and a graven 
image, and a molten image? now there- 
fore consider what ye have to do. 

15 And they turned thitherward, and 
came to the house of the young man the 
Levite, eren unto the house of Mic^ 
and 3 saluted him. 

16 And the ’“six hundred men appointed 
with their weapons of war, whicn were 
of the cliildren of Dan, stood by the 
entering of the gate. 

17 And *the five men that went to spy 
out the land went up, and came m 
thither, and took ’’the graven imaga 
and the ephod, and the teraphim, and 
the molten image : and the priest stood 
in the entering of the gate with the six 
hundred men that were appointed with 
weapons of war. 

18 And these went into Micah’s house, 
and fetched the carved image, the ephod, 
and the teraphim, and the molten image. 
Then said the priest unto them, What 
do ye? 

19 And they said unto him, Hold thy 
peace, ’'lay thine hand upon thy mouth, 
and go with us, “’and be to us a father 
and a priest : is it better for thee to be a 
priest unto the house of one man, or 
that thou be a priest unto a tribe and a 
family in Israel ? 

20 And the priest’s ^'heart was glad, 
and he took the ephod, and the teraphim, 
and the graven image, and went in the 
midst of the people. 

21 So they turned and departed, and 
put the little ones and the cattle and 
“the carriage before them, 

22 H Azwf when they were a good way 
from the house of Micah, the men that 
were in the houses near to Micah’s house 
were gathered together, and overtook the 
children of Dan. 

23 And they cried unto the children of 
Dan. And they turned their faces, and 
said unto MicaJ^ What aileth thee, that 
thou 7 comest with such a company? 

24 And he said, ®Ye have taken away 
my gods which 1 made, and the pries^ 
and ye are gone away: and what have I

and take Laish, The Levite at Giheah, 

more? and what is this that ye say unto 
me, "WTiat aileth thee ? 

25 .AJid the children of Dan said unto 
him. Let not thy voice be heard among 
us, lest 1 angry fellows run upon thee, 
and thou lose thy life, with the lives of 
thy household. 

26 And the children of Dan went their 
way: and when Micah saw that they 
were too strong for him, he turned and 
went back unto his house. 

27 And they took the things which Mi- 
cah had made, and the priest which he 
had, and came unto Laish, unto a people 
that were *at quiet and secure: ®and 
they smote them with the edge of the 
?word, and burnt the city with fire. 

28 And there was no deliverer, because 
it was <^far from Zidon, and they had no 
business with any man ; and it was in 
the valley that lieth by ®Beth-rehob. 

And they built a city, and dwelt therein. 

29 Ajid they called the name of the city 
i^Dan, after the name of Dan their father, 

^who was born unto Israel : howbeit the 
name of the city was *Laish at the first. 

30 H And the children of Dan set up the 

B image : and Jonathan, the son of 
om, the son of Manasseh, he md 
his sons were priests to the tribe of Dan 
until the day of the captivity of the 
land. 

31 And they set them up Micah’s graven 
image, which he made, all the time that 
«the house of God was in Shiloh. 

CHAPTER 19 

A nd it came to pass in those days, 
u “when there was no king in Isr^l, 
that there was a certain Levite sojourning 
on the side of ®mount Ephrain^ who 
took to him 7 a concubine out of -^Beth- 

2 And his concubine played the whore 
against him, and went away from him 
unto her father’s house to Beth-lehem- 
jud^ and was there ® four whole months. 

3 And her husband arose, and went 
after her, to speak ^friendly unto her, 
and to bring her again, having his ser- 
vant with mm. ana a couple of a^es : 
and she brought him into her fathers 
house: and when the father of the dam- 
sel saw him, he rejoiced to meet him. 

4 And his father in law, the damsel’s 
father, retained him; and he abode with 
him three days; so they did eat and 
drink, and lodged there. 

6 H And it came to pass on the fourth 
day, when they arose early in the inom- 
ing, that he rose up to depart ; and the 
damsel’s father said unto nis son in law. 
Comfort thine heart with a morsel of 
bre^ and afterward go yom way. 

6 And they sat down, and did eat ana 
drink both of them together; for the 
damsel’s father had said unto the man, 

Be content I pray thee, and tarry all 
fli ghty and let thin e heart be merry. 
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7 And when the man rose up to depart, 
his father in law “urged him: therefore 
he lodged there again. 

8 And he arose early in the mormng on 
the fifth day to depart : and the damsel s 
fa^er said, Comfort thine heart, I pray 
thee. And they tarried 2 until afternoon, 
and they did eat both of them. 

9 And when the man rose up to depart, 
he, and his concubine, and his servant, 
his father in law, the damsel’s father, 
said nnto him, Behold, now the day 
sdraweth toward evening, I pray you 
tarry all night : behold, ‘^the day groweth 
to an end, lodge here, that thine heart 
may be merry ; and to morrow get you 
early on your way, that thou mayest go 
^home. 

10 But the man would not tarry that 
night, but he rose up and departed, and 
came ®over against /Jehus, which is 
Jerusalem; and there were with him 
two asses saddled, his concubine also 
was with him. 

11 And when they were by Jebus, the 
day was far spent ; and the servant said 
unto his master, Come, I pray thee, and 
let us turn in into this city of the Je- 
busites, and lodge in it. , . 

12 And his master said unto him, we 
will not turn aside hither into the city of 
a stranger, that is not of the children of 
Israel ; we will pass over to *Gibeafr 

13 And he said unto his servant, Come; 
and let us draw ne^ to one of these 
places to lodge all night, in Gibeah, 01 
m *“Ramah. 

14 And they passed on and went their 
way; and the sun went down upon th^ 
when they were by Gibeah, which oe- 
longeth to Benjamm. . 

15 And they turned aside thither, to go 
in and to loage in Gibeah : and when he 
went in, he sat him down in a street of 
the city ; for there was no man that took 
^ them into his house to lodging. 

16 H And, behold, there came an old 
man from his work out of the field at 
even, which was also of ’’mount Epluraim ; 
and ne sojourned in Gibeah : but the men 
of the place were "Benjamites. , 

17 And when he had lifted up his eyes, 
he saw a wayfaring man in the s^et of 
the city ; and the old man said, Whither 
goest thou ? and whence comest thou? 

18 And he said unto him, We are pac- 
ing from Beth-lehem-jndah towam the 
si(m of mount Ephraim; from thence 
am I : and I went to Beth-lehem-judah, 
but I am now going to ^the house of the 
Loeb; and there ts no man that "re- 
ceiveth me to house. , 

19 Yet “there is both straw and prcn 

vender for our asses; and there is bre^ 
and wine also foi me, and for thy nmd- 
maid, and for the young man which is 
with thy servants : th&^e is * no, want of 
any thing. , ... 

20 And the old man said, " Peace oe with 
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F(yr the wrong done at Qiheah 


thee ; howsoever let all thy wants He upon 
me ; only “ lodge not in the street 

21 So he brought him into his house, 
and gave provender unto the asses : and 
*they washed their feet, and did eat and 
drink. 

22 Fow as they were making their 
hearts merry, behold, the men of the 
city, certain «*sons of Belial, beset the 
house round about, and beat at the door, 
and sp^e to the master of the house, 
the old man, saying, ®Bring forth the 
man that came into thine house, that we 
may know him. 

23 And the man, the master of the 
house, went out unto them, and said 
unto them, ^Nay, my brethren, nay, I 
pray you, do not so wickedly; seeing 
that this man is come into mine house, 

* do not this folly. 

24 < Behold, here is my daughter a 
maiden, and his concubine ; them I will 
bring out now, and * humble ye them, 
and do with them what seemeth good 
unto you : but unto this man do not ^so 
vile a thing. 

25 But the men would not hearken to 
him ; so the man took his concubine, and 
brought her forth unto them; and they 
knew her, and abused her all the night 
until tlie morning: and when the day 
began to spring, they let her go. 

26 Then came the woman in the dawn- 
ing of the day, and fell down at the door 
of the man’s house where her lord was, 
till it was light. 

27 And her lord rose up in the morning, 
and opened the doors of the house, and 
went out to go his way: and, behold, 
the woman his concubine was fallen 
down at the door of the house, and her 
hands were upon the threshold, 

28 And he said unto her. Up, and let us 
be going. But none answered. Then 
the man took her np upon an ass, and the 
man rose up, and gat him unto his place. 

29 f And when he was come into his 
house, he took a knife, and laid hold on 
his concubine, and divided her, together 
with her bone^ into twelve pieces, and 
sent her into aU the coasts of Israel. 

30 And it was so, that all that saw it 

said, There was no such deed done nor 
seen from the day that the children of 
Israel came up out of the land of Egypt 
unto this day : consider of it, ^ take advice, 
and speak yowr minds* \ 

CBAPTER ^0 

T HEH *all the children of Israel went 
out, and the congregation was ga- 
thered together as one man, from ^Dan 
even to Beer-sheba, with the land of Gi- 
lead, unto the Lord in "Mizpeh. 

2 And the chief of all the people, even 
of all the tribes of Israel, presented them- 
selves in the assembly of the people of 
God, four hundred thousand footmen 
*'that drew sword. 
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3 (Now the children of Benjamin heard 
that the children of Israel were gone up 
to Mizpeh.) Then said the cliiluren of 
Israel, TeU us, how was this wickedness? 

4 And ^the Levite, the husband of the 
woman that was Slain, answered and 
said, ^ I came into Gibeah that belongeth 
to Benjamin, I and my concubine, to 
lodge. 

5 And the men of Gibeah rose against 
me, and beset the house round about 
upon me by night, and thought to have 
slain me : and my concubine have they 
^forced, that she is dead. 

6 And took my concubine, and cut 

her in pieces, and sent her tliroughout all 
the country of the inheritance of Israel : 
for they have committed lewdness and 
folly in Israel. 

7 Behold, ye are all children of Israel; 
•^■give here your advice and counsel 

8 U And all the people arose as one 


man, saying. We will not any of us go 
to his tent, neither will we any of us turn 
into his house. , , , , 

9 But now this shall be the thing which 
we will do to Gibeah ; we will go up by 
Got against it ; 

10 And we will take ten men of an 
hundred throughout all the tribes of 
Israel, and an nundred of a thousand, 
and a thousand out of ten thousand, to 
fetch victual for the people, that they 
may do, when they come to Gibeah of 
Benjamin, according to all the folly that 
they have wrought in Israel. 

11 So all the men of Israel were gathered 
against the city, ^knit together as one 


man. 

12 1 And the tribes of Israel sent men 
tlirough all the tribe of Benjamin, saying. 
What wickedness is this that is done 
among you? 

13 Now therefore deliver m the men, 
"the children of Belial, which are in 
Gibeah, that we may put them to death, 
and ® put away evil from Israel But the 
children of Beniamin would not hearken 
to the voice of tneir brethren the children 
of Israel : 

14 But the children of Benjamin ^thered 
themselves together out of the cities unto 
Gibeah, to go out to battle against the 
children of Israel. 

15 And the children of Benjamin were 
numbered at that time out of the cities 
’’twenty and six thousand men that drew 
sword, beside the inhabitants of Gibeah, 
which were numbered seven hundred 
chosen men. 


16 Among all this people there were 
seven hundred chosen men “lefthanded; 
every one could sling stones at an hair 
breadth, and not miss. 

17 And the men of Israel, beside Ben- 
jamin, were numbered *four hundred 
thousand men that drew sword : all these 
werem&a of war. 

18 1 And the children of Israel arose, 
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and “went up to the house of God.and 
tasked counsel of God, and said, Which 
of us shall go up first to the battle against 
the children of Benjamin? And the Lord 
said, ® Judah shall go up first. 

19 And the children of Israel rose up 
in the morning, and encamped against 
Gibeah. 

20 And the men of Israel went out to 
battle against Benjamin ; and the men 
of Israel jput themselves in array to fight 
against them at Gibeah. 

21 And the children of Benjamin came 
forth out of Gibeah, and destroyed doAvn 
to the ground of the Israelites that day 
twenty and two thousand men. 

22 And the people the men of Israel 
encouraged themselves, and set their 
battle again in array in the place where 
they nut themselves in array the first day. 

23 (And the children of Israel ^ went up 
and wept before the Lord until even, 
and asked counsel of the Lord, saying, 
Shall I go up again to battle against the 
children of Benjamin my brother ? And 
the Lord said, Go up against him .) 

24 And the children of Israel came near 
against the children of Benjamin the 
second da^ 

25 And Benjamin went forth against 
them out of Gibeah the second day, and 
destroyed down to the ground of the 
chil^n of Israel again eighteen thou- 
sand men ; ail these drew the sword. 

^ Y Then all the children of Israel, and 
all the people, went up, and came unto 
the house of God, and wept, and sat 
there before the Lora and fasted that 
day until even, and ofitered burnt offer- 
ings and peace offerings before the Lord, 

27 And the children of Israel inquired 
of the Lord, (for ^the ark of the covenant 
of God was there in those days, 

28 And -^Phinehas, the son of Eleazar, 
the son of Aaron, ^ stood before it in 
those days,) saying, Shall I yet again go 
out to battle against the children of 
Benjamin my brother, or shah I cease? 
And the Lord said, Go up; for to mor- 
row I will deliver them into thine hand. 

29 And Israel *”set liers in wait round 
about Gibeah. , , 

30 And the cmldren of Israel went up 
against the children of Benjamin on the 
third day, and put themselves in array 
against Gibeah, as at other times. 

31 And the cmldren of Benjamin went 
out against the people, and were drawn 
away from the city; and they began ^^to 
smite of the people, and loll, as at other 
times, in the highways, of which one 
goeth up to lithe house of God, and the 
other to Gibeah in the field, about thirty 
men of Israel 

32 And the children of Benjamin said. 
They are smitten down before u^ ^as at 
the first. But the children of Israel 
said. Let us flee, and draw them from 
the city unto the highways. 
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JUDGES 20 

33 And all the men of Israel rose up 
out of their place, and put themselves in 
amy at Baal-tamar : and the liers in wait 
of Israel came forth out of their places. 
even out of the meadows of Gibeah. 

34 And there came against Gibeah ten 
thousand chosen men out of all Israel, 
and the battle was sore : but they knew 
not that evil was near them. 

35 And the Lord smote Benjamin 
before Israel : and the children of Israel 
destroyed of the Benjamites that day 
twenty and five thousand and an hun- 
dred men : all these drew the sword. 

3o So the children of Benjamin saw that 
they were smitten : for the men of Israel 
^ve place to the Benjamites, because 
they trusted unto the liers in wait which 
they had set beside Gibeah. 

37 the Hers in wait hasted, and 
rushed upon Gibeah ; and the liers in 
wait ^ drew themselves along, and smote 
all the city with the edge of the sword. 

38 Now there was an appointed ^sign 
between the men of Israel s and the lieis 
in wait, that they should make a great 
'Aflame with smoke rise up out of the city, 
,39 /And when the men of Israel retired 
mthe battle. Benjamin began ^ to smite 
and kill of the men of Israel about thirty 
persons : for they said, Surely they are 
smitten down before us, as in the first 
battle. 

40 But when the Aflame began to arise 
up out of the city with a pillar of smoke, 
the Benjamites ^looked behind them, 
and, behold, ^the flame of the city 
ascended up to heaven. 

41 And when the men of Israel turned 
again, the men of Benjamin were amazed; 
for they saw tliat evil come upon 
them. 

42 Therefore they turned their hacks 
before the men of Israel unto *the way 
of the wilderness; but the battle overtook 
them ; and them which came out of the 
cities they destroyed in the midst of them. 

43 Thus they inclosed the Benjamites 
round about, and chased them, and 
trode them down s-^ith ease ®over a- 
gainst Gibeah toward the sunrising. 

44 And there fell of Benjamin eighteen 
thousand men; all these were men of 
valour. 

45 And they turned and fled toward the 
wilderness unto the rock of ” Eimmon : 
and they ^gleaned of them in the high- 
ways five thousand men: and pursued 
hard after them unto Gidom, and slew 
two thousand men of them. 

46 So that aU which fell that day of 
Benjamin were ^twenty and five thou- 
sand men that drew the sword ; all these 
were men of valour. 

47 ®But six hundred men turned and 
fled to *the wilderness unto the rock 
Rimmon, and abode in the rock Bimmon. 
four months. 

48 And the men of Israel turned again 
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upon the children of Benjamin, and | 
smote them with the edge of the sword, 
as well the men of every city, as the 
beast, and all that 2 came to hand: also 
they set on fire all the cities that ■^they 
came to. 

CHAPTEE 21 

N OW the men of Israel had sworn 
in *Mizpeh, saying. There shall 
not any; of us give his daughter unto 
Benjamin to wife. 

2 And the people came ®to the house of 
God, and abode there till even before 
God, and lifted up their voices, and 
wept sore ; , , 

3 And said, 0 Lord God of Israel, why 
is this come to pass in Israel, that there 
should be to day one tribe lacking in 
Israel? 

4 And it came to pass on the morrow, 
that the people rose early, and ^ built 
there an altar, and offered burnt offerings 
and peace offerings. 

5 And the children of Israel said, Who 
is there among all the tribes of Israel 
that came not up with the congregation 
unto the Lord? For they had made a 
great oath concerning him ^ that came not 
up to the Lord toAIi^eh, saying, He 
shall surely be put to death, 

6 And the children of Israel repented 
them for Benjamin their brother, and 
said, There is one tribe cut off from 
Israel this day. , . „ , 

7 How shall we do for wives for them 
that remain, seeing we have sworn hy 
the Lord that we will not give them of 
our daughters to wives? 

8 Ti And they said, 'WTiat one is there of 
the tribes of Israel that came not up to 
Mizpeh to the Lord ? And, behold, there 
came none to the camp from ^Jahesh- 
gilead to the assembly. 

9 For the people were numbered, and, 
behold, there were none of the inhabit- 
ants of Jabesh-gilead there. 

10 And the congregation sent thither 
twelve thousand men of the valiantest, 
and commanded them, saying, ^Gk) and 
smite the inhabitants of Jabesh-mlead 
with the edge of the sword, with the 
women and the children. 

11 And this is the thing that ye shall 
do, ^Ye shall utterly destroy every male, 
and every woman that ®hath lain by man, 
12 And th^ found among the in- 
habitants of Jahesh-^ead four hundred 
10 young virgins, that had known no man 
by lying with any male: and they 
brought them unto the camp to ” Shiloh, 
which is in the land of Canaan. 
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The remnant of Benjamin provided with wives, 

13 And the whole congregation sent 
some ito speak to the children of Ben- 
jamin ®that were in the rockJRimmon, 
and to ®caU peaceably unto them, 

14 And Benjamin came ag£m at that 
time ; and they gave them wives which 
they had saved alive of the women of 
Jabesh-gilead: and yet so they sufficed 
them not. 

15 And the people repented them for 
Benjamin, because that the Lord had 
made a breach in the tribes of Israel 

16 H Then the elders of the congregation 
said, How shall we do for wives for them 
that remain, seeing the women are de- 
stroyed out of Benj^amin ? 

17 And they said, There must he an 
inheritance for them that he escaped of 
Benjamin, that a tribe be not destroyed 
out of Israel 

18 Howbeit we may not give them 
wives of our daughters: ®for the chil- 
dren of Israel have sworn, saying, Cursed 
he he that giveth a wife to Benjamin. 

19 Then th^ said, Behold, thefi^e is a 
feast of the Lord in Shiloh ^yearly in 
a 'place which is on the north side of 
/Beth-el, 6 on the east side 7 of the high- 
way that goeth up from Beth-el to 
Shechem, and on the south of Leho- 
nah. 

20 Therefore they commanded the chil- 
dren of Benjamin, saying. Go and lie in 
wait in the vineyards ; 

21 And see, and, behold, if the daughters 
of Shiloh come out to dance in ^dances, 
then come ye out of the vineyards, and 
catch you every man his wife of the 
daimhters of Shiloh, and go to the land 
of Benjamin. 

22 And it shall be, when their fathers or 
their brethren come unto us to complain, 
that we will say unto them, 8 Be favour- 
able unto them for our sakes : because 
we reserved not to each man his wife 
in the war : for ye did not give unto 
them at this time, that ye should be 
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guilty. 

23 And the children of Benjamin did 
so, and took them wives, according to 
their number, of them that danced, 
whom they caught : and they went and 
returned unto their inheritance, and *re- 
paired the cities, and dwelt in them, 

24 And the children of Israel departed 
thence at that time, every man to his 
tribe and to his family, and they went 
out from thence every man to nis in- 
heritance. 

25 ”*In those days there was no king in 
Israel: every man did that which was 
right in his own eyes. 
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THE BOOK OF RUTH 


CHAPTEE 1 

it came to pass in the days 
J-i when ^the judges ^ruled, that tliere 
was =a famine in the land. And a cer- 
tain man of ‘^Beth-lehem-judah went to 
sojourn in the country of Moab, he, and 
his wife, and his two sons. 

2 And the name of the man was Elime- 
lech, and the name of his wife Naomi, 
and the name of his two sons Mahlon 
and Chilion,^Ephrathites of Beth-lehem- 
judah. And they came into the country 
of Moah and ^ continued there. 

3 And Elimelech Naomi’s husband died ? 
and she was left, and her two sons. 

4 And they took them wives of the 
women of Moab ; the name of the one 
was Orpah, and the name of the other 
Euth ; and they dwelled there about ten 
years. 

6 And Mahlon and Chilion died also 
both of them ; and the woman was left 
of her two sons and her husband, 

6 Then she arose with her daughters 
in law, that she might return from the 
country of Moab : for she had heard in 
the country of Moab how that the Lokd 
had 2 visited his people in "^giving them 
bread. 

7 Wherefore she went forth out of the 
place where die was, and her two daugh- 
ters in law with her; and they went on 
the wav to return unto the land of Judah, j 

5 And Naomi said unto her two daugh - 1 
ters in law, Go, return each to her 
mothei^s house ; the Lokd ^deal Jdndly 
with you, as ye have dealt with ®the 
dead, and with me. 

9 The Lokd grant you that ye may find 
**rest, each of you in the house of her 
husband. Then she kissed them; and 
they lifted up their voice, and wept. 

10 And they said unto her. Surely we 
will return with thee unto thy people. 

11 And Naomi said, Turn again, my 
daughters ; why will ye go with me? are 
there yet any more sons in my womb, 
*that they may be your husbands? 

12 Turn ^io, my daughters, go your 
way: for lam too old to have an nus- , 
band. If I should say, I have hope, if 
X ® should have an husband also to night, 
and should also bear sons ; 

13 Would ye tarry for them till they 
were grown? would ye stay for them 
from having husbands? nay, my daugh- 
ters ; for ^it grieveth me much for your 
sakes that ’the hand of the Lord is 
gone out against me. 

14 And they lifted up their voice, and 
wept again : and Orpm kissed her mo- 
ther in law ; but Euth clave unto her. 

15 And she said, Behold, thy sister in 
, law is gone back unto her people, and 
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unto her gods; “return thou after thy 
sister in law. 

16 And Euth said, i Intreat me not to 
leave thee, or to return from following 
after thee : for whither thou goest, I will 
go ; and where thou lodgest, I will lodge ; 
‘'thy people shall be my people, and thy 
God my God : 

17 Where thou diest, will I die, and 
there will I be buried : /'the Lord do so 
to me, and more also, ‘if ought but death 
part thee and me. 

18* When she saw that she ^was sted- 
fastly minded to go with her, then she 
left speaking unto her. 

19 TSo they two went until they came 
to Beth-lehem. And it came to pass, 
when they were come to Beth-lehem, 
that ^all the city was moved about them, 
and they said, Is tliis Naomi ? 

20 And she said unto them. Call me 
not 5 Naomi, call me 6 Mara : for the Al* 
mighty hath dealt very bitterly with me. 

21 1 went out full, *and the Lord hath 
brought me home again empty: why 
then, call ye me Naomi, seeing the Lord 
hath testified against me, and the Al- 
mighty hath afflicted me ? , ^ , 

22 So Naomi returned, and Euth the 
Moabitess, her daughter in law, with her, 
which returned out of the country of 
Moab : and they came to Beth-lehem ”in 
the beginning of barley harvest. 


CHAPTER 2 

AND Naomi had a ’kinsman of her 
J\. husband’s, a mighty man of wealth, 
of the family of Elimelech; and his 
name was 7Boaz. 

2 And Euth the Moabitess said unto 
Naomi, Let me now go to the field, and 
'glean ears of com after him in whose 
s^ht I shall find grace. And she said 
imto her. Go, my daughter. 

3 And she went, and came, and gleaned 
in the field after the reapers : and hOT 
8 hap was to light on a part of the field 
belonging unto Boaz, who was of the 
Mndiid of Elimelech. 

4 1 And, behold, Boaz came from Beth^ 
lehem, and said unto the reapers, “The 
Lord be with you. And they answered 
him. The Lord bless thee. 

5 Then said Boaz unto his servant that 
was set over the reapers, Whose damsel 
wthis? 

6 And the servant that was set over the 
reapers answered and said, It is ffle 
Moabitish damsel “that came back .with 
Naomi out of the country of Moab : 

7 And she said. I pray you, let me glean 
and gather after the reapem among the 
sheaves : so she came,^ and hath contmued 
even from the morning imtil now, that 
she tarried a little in the house. 
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Ruth fndeth favour with her kinsman Boas. 


8 Then said Boaz unto Ruth, Hearest 
thou not, my daughter ? Go not to glean 
in another held, neither go from hence, 
but abide here fast by my maidens ; 

9 Let thine eyes be on the field that 
they do reap, and go thou after them: 
have I not charged the young men that 
they shall not touch thee? and when 
thou art athirst, go unto the vessels, 
and drink of that which the young men 
have drawn. 

10 Then she * fell on her face, and bowed 
herself to the ^ound, and said unto liim. 
Why have I found grace in thine eyes, 
that thou shouldest take knowledge of 
me, seeing I am a stranger? 

11 And Boaz answered and said unto 
her. It hath fully been shewed me, ‘^all 
that thou hast done unto thy mother in 
law since the death of thine husband : 
and how thou hast left thy father and 
thy mother, and the land of thy nativity, 
and art come unto a people which thou 
knewest not heretofore. 

12 *The Lord recompense thy work, 
and a full reward be given thee of the 
Lord God of Israel, %nder whose wings 
thou art come to trust. 

13 Then she said, ^ Let me find favour 
in tly sight, my lord ; for that thou hast 
somforted me, and for that thou hast 
spoken ‘^friendly unto thine handmaid, 
^though I be not like unto one of thine 
handmaidens. 

14 And Boaz said unto her, At meal- 
time come thou hither, and eat of the 
bread, and dip tliy morsel in ^the vine- 
gar. And she sat beside the reapers: 
and he reached her parched com. and 
she did eat, and ^was sufficed, and left. 

15 And when she was risen up to glean, 
Boaz commanded his young men, saying. 
Let her glean even among the sheaves, 
and ^reproach her not : 

16 And let fall also some of the handfuls 
of purpose for her, and leave ther/i, that 
she may glean tkern^ and rebuke her not. 

17 So she gleaned m the field until even, 
^nd beat out that she had gleaned ; and 
it was about an ®ephah of barley. 

18 H And she took it up, and went into 
the city: and her motlier in law saw 
what she had gleaned; and she brought 
forth, and gave to her ’’tliat she had re- 
served after she was sufficed. 

19 And her mother in law said imto her, 
Where hast thou gleaned to day? and 
where, wroughtest thou? blessed be he 
tto did * take knowledge of thee. And 
she shewed her mother in law with 
whom she had wrought, and said. The 
man’s name with whom I wrought to 
day is Boaz. 

,20 And Naomi said unto her daughter 
m law, ® Blessed he he of the Lord, who 
Imth not left off his kindness “to the 
living and to the dead. And Naomi 
said unto her. The man is near of kin 
unto us, ^one of our next kinsmen . 
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21 And Ruth the ISIoabitess said, He 
said unto me also, Thou shait keep fast 
by “my young men, imtil they have 
ended all harvest. 

22 And Naomi said unto Ruth her 
daughter in law. It is good, my daugt 
ter, that thou go out with his maidens, 
that they ^meet thee not in any other 
field. 

23 So she kept fast by the maidens of 
Boaz to glean unto the end of barley 
harvest and of wheat harvest ; and dwdt 
with her mother in law. 

CHAPTER 3 

rpHEN Naomi her mother in law said 
X unto her, My daughter, shall I not 
seek ‘^rest for thee, tliat it may be well 
with thee ? 

2 And now is not Boaz of our ® kindred, 
/with whose maidens tliou wast? Be- 
hold, he winnoweth barley to night in 
the threshingfioor. 

3 Wash thyself therefore, ^and anoint 
thee, and put thy raiment upon thee, 
and get thee down to the floor: but 
make not thyself known unto the man, 
until he shall have done eating and 
drinking. 

4 And it shall be, when he lieth down, 
that thou shait mark the place where 
he shall lie, and thou shait go in, and 
^uncover his feet, and lay thee down*, 
and he will tell thee what thou shait do. 

6 And she said unto her, All that thou 
sayest unto me I will do. 

6 U And she went down unto the floor, 
and did according to all that her mother 
in law bade her. 

7 And when Boaz had eaten and drunk, 
and his heart was merry, he went to lie 
down at the end of the heap of com: 
and “she came softly, and imcovered his 
feet and laid her down. 

8 t And it came to pass at midnight, 
that the man was afraid, and ® turned 
liimself: and, behold, a woman lay at 
his feet. 

9 And he said, Who art thou? And she 
answered, I am Ruth thine handmaid: 
^spread therefore thy skirt over thine 
handmaid: for thou art 7 a near kinsman. 

10 And he said, ^Bles^ be thou of 
the Lord, my daughter: for thou ha^ 
shewed more kindness in the latter end 
than at the beginning, inasmuch as thou 
foUowedst not young men, whether poor 
or rich. 

11 And now, mv daughter, fear not ; I 
will do to thee all that thou requirest; 
for all the 8 city of my people doth know 
that thou art 'a virtuous woman. 

12 And now it is tme tliat I am thy 
near kinsman : howbeit “there is a kins- 
man nearer than 1. 

13 Tarry this night, and it shall be in 
the morning, that if he will * perform 
mito^ thee the part of a kinRTnfln, well ; 
let him do the kinsman’s part : but if he 
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^ ^ kinsman to thee, 

then^^^ I do the part of a kinsman to 
thee, "f. . is the Lord liveth : lie down until 
theTO^oming. 

^4^4 U And she ®lay at his feet until the 
tnoming : and she rose up before one 
could know another. And he said, Let 
it not be known that a woman came into 
the floor. 

15 Also he said, Bring the ^vail that 
thou hast upon thee, and hold it. And 
when she held it, he measured six 7nea- 
mres of barley, and laid it on her : and 
she went into the city. 

16 And when she came to her mother 
in law, she said, Who a7't thou, my 
daughter ? And she told her all that the 
man liad done to her. 

17 And she said, These six measures of 
barley gave he me; for he said to me, 
Go not emp^ unto thy mother in law. 

18 Then said she, / Sit still, my daugh- 
ter, until thou know how the matter 
will fall: for the man will not be in 
rest, until he have finished the thing 
this day. 

CHAPTEE 4 


rpHEN went Boaz up to / the ^te, and 
JL sat him down there : anoT behold, 
*the kinsman of whom Boaz spake came 
by; rmto whom he said. Ho, such a one! 
turn aside, sit do-wn here. And he 
turned aside, and sat down. 

2 And he took ten men of ®the elders 
of the city, and said. Sit ye down here. 
And they sat down. 

3 And he said unto the kinsman, Haomi, 
that is come again out of the country of 
Moab, selleth a parcel of land, which was 
our brother Elimelech’s : 

4 Amd y thought to advertise thee, 
saying, ’‘Buy it * before the inhabitants, 
and before the elders of my people. If 
thou wilt redeem it, redeem it : but if 
thou wilt not redeem it, then tell me, 
that I may know : for there is none to 
redeem it oeside thee; and I am after 
thee. And he said, I will redeem it, 

6 Then said Boaz, vVhat day thou buy* 
est the field of the hand of fiaomi, thou 
must buy it also of Euth the Moabitess, 
the wife of the dead, “to raise up the 
name of the dead upon his inheritance. 

6 t *And the kinsman said, I cannot 
redeem it for myself, lest I mar mine 
own inheritance : redeem thou my right 
to thyself ; for I cannot redeem it. 

7 *''Kow this was the manner in former 
time in Israel concerning redeeming and 
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concerning "changing, for to confirm all 
things ; a man plucked off his shoe, and 
gave it to his neighbour: and this wa^ a 
testimony in Israel. 

8 Therefore the kinsman said unto Boaz, 
Buy it for thee. So he drew off his shoe. 

9 ^ And Boaz said unto the elders, and 
unto all the people. Ye are witnesses this 
day, that I have bought all that was 
Elimelech’s, and all that was ^Chilion’s 
and Ivlahlon’s, of the hand of Naomi 

10 Moreover Euth the Moabitess, the 
wife of Mahlon, have I purchased to be 
my wife, ^to raise up tlie name of the 
dead upon his inheritance, that the name 
of the dead be not cut ofl' from among 
his brethren, and from the gate of his 
place : ye are witnesses this day. 

11 And all the people that wei^e in the 
gate, and the elders, said, We are wit- 
nesses. The Lord make the woman that 
is come into thine house like Eachel and 
like Leah, which two did ^ build the 
house of Israel: and 2 do thou worthily 
in ’^Epliratah, and ^be famous in Beth- 
lehem : 

12 And let thy house be like the house 
of Pharez, %honi Tamar bare unto 
Judah, of *the seed which the Lord 
shall mve thee of this young woman. 

13 H So Boaz ’"took Euth, and she was 
his wife : and when he went in unto her, 
"the Lord gave her conception, and she 
bare a son. 

14 And ^ the women said unto Naomi, 
Blessed he the Lord, which hath not 
^ left thee tliis day without a ® kinsman, 
that liis name may be famous in Israel 

15 And he shall be unto thee a restorer 
of thy life, and ®a nourisher of 7 thine 
old age : for thy daughter in law, which 
loveth thee, which is ^better to thee than 
seven sons, hath born him, 

16 And Naomi took the child, and laid 
it in her bosom, and became nurse unto it, 

17 ^And the women her neighbours 
gave it a name, saying, There is a son 
“born to Naomi; and they called his 
name Obed : he is the father of Jesse, 
the father of David. 

18 H Now these are the generations of 
Pharez; "Pharez begat Hezron, 

19 And Hezron begat Earn, and Earn 
begat Amminadab, 

20 And Amminadab begat Nahshou, 
.and Nahshon begat ® Salmon, 

21 And Salmon begat Boaz, and Boaz 
begat Obed, 

22 And Obed begat Jesse, and Jesse 
begat David,

CHAPTER 1 

N OW there was a certain man of Rama- 
thaim-zophim, of Amount Ephraim, 
and his name was ^Elkanah, the son of 
J eroham, the son of Elihu, the son of 
Tohu, the son of Euph, an Ephrathite : 

2 And he had two wives : the name of 
the one was Hannah, and the name of 
the other Peninnah : and Peninnah had 
children, but /Hannah had no children. 

3 And this man went up out of his city 
2 yearly ^to worship and to sacrifice unto 
the Lord of hosts in »SMloh. And the 
two sons of Eli, Hophni and Phinehas, 
the priests of the Lord, were there. 

4 ^ And when the time was tliat El- 
kanah offered, /he gave to Peninnah 
his wife, and to all her sons and her 
dai^hters, portions: 

6 But unto Hannah he gave a ^worthy 
portion ; for he loved Hannah : Dut the 
Lord had shut up her womb.

6 And the Lord called yet again, Sa- 
muel And Samuel arose and went to 
Eli, and said, Here ami; for thou didst 
call me. And he answered, I called not, 
my son ; lie down again. 

7 ^^Now Samuel did not yet know the 
Lord, neither was the word of the Lord 
yet revealed unto him. 

8 And the Lord called Samuel again 
the third time. And he arose and went 
to Eli, and said. Here am I; for thou 
didst call me. And Eli perceived that 
the Lord had called the cloild. 

9 Therefore Eli said unto Samuel, Go, 
lie down : and it shall be, if he call thee, 
that thou shalt say, Speak, Lord; for 
thy servant heareth. So Samuel went 
and lay down in Ms place. 

10 And the Lord came, and stood, and 
called as at other times, Samuel, Samuel. 
Then Samuel answered, Speak; for thy 
servant heareth. 

11 IT And the Lord said' to Samuel, 
Behold, I will do a thing in Israel, *^at 
wMch both the ears of every one that 
heareth it shall tingle. 

12 In that day I will perform against 
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Eli ®all things wMch I have spoken con- 
cerning his house : ^ when I begin, I wRl 
also make an end. 

13 2por I have told him that I will 
^ judge his house for ever for the iniquity 
wMch he knoweth; because ‘^his sons 
made themselves ^vile, and he s re- 
strained them not. 

14 And therefore I have sworn unto the 
house of Eli, that i^the iniquity of Eli’s 
house shall not be purged with sacrifice 
nor offering for ever. 

15 IF And Samuel lay until the morning, 
and opened the doors of the house of the 
Lord. And Samuel feared to shew Eli 
the vision. 

16 Then Eli called Samuel, and said, 
Samuel, my son. And he answered, 
Here am L 

17 And he said. What is the thing that 
the Lord hath said unto theet i pray 
thee Mde it not from me : God do so to 
thee, and ^more also, if thou hide any 
® thing from me of all the things that he 
said unto thee. 

18 And Samuel told him every whit, 
and hid nothing from him. And he 
said, *It is the Lord ; let him do what 
seemeth him good. 

19 IF And Samuel ^ew, and Hhe Lord 
was with him. and ’"did let none of his 
words fall to the ground, 

20 And aU Israel ®from Dan even to 
Beer-sheba knew that Samuel was es- 
tablished to be a prophet of the Lord.

® SMloh : for the Lord revealed himself 
to Samuel in SMloh ’’by the word of the 
Lord. 


CHAPTER 4 

AND the word of Samuel 12 came to all 
-LA_ Israel Now Israel went out against 
the Philistines to battle, and pitched 
beside *Eben-ezer: and the Philistines 
pitched in ^Aphek. 

2 And the Philistines put themselves in 
army against Israel: and when i^they 
joined battle, Israel was smitten before 
the Philistines : and they slew of the 
15 army in the field about four thousand 
men, 

3 H And when the people were come 
into the camp, the elders of Israel said, 
Wherefore hatn the Lord smitten ns to 
day before the PMlistines? “Let us 
lefetch the ark of the covenant of the 
Lord out of ® SMloh unto us, that, when 
it cometh among us, it may save us out 
of the hand of our enemies. 

4 So the people sent to SMloh, that they 
might brmg from thence tlie ark of the 
covenant of the Lord of hosts, *'wMch 
dwelleth between the cherubims : and the 
two sons of Eli, Hophni and Phinehas, 
were there with the ark of the covenant 
of God. 

5 Ajid when the ark of the covenant of 
the XiORD came into the camp, all Israel 
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“shouted mth a great shout, so that the 
earth *rang again. 

6 And when the Philistines heard the 
noise of the shout, they said. What 
meaneth the noise of this great snout in 
the camp of the Hebrews? And they 
understood that the ark of the Lord was 
come into the camp.^ 

7 Amd the Philistines were afraid, for 
they said, God is come into the camp. 
And they said, "Woe unto us 1 for there 
hath not been such a thing ^heretofore. 

6 Woe unto us I who shall deliver us 
out of the hand of these mighty Gods? 
these are the Gods that smote the Eg}T>- 
tians with all the plagues in the wilder- 
ness. 

9 ^Be strong, and ^quit yourselves like 
men, 0 ye Philistines, that ye be not 
servants unto the Hebrews, *as they 
have been to you: ^quit yourselves like 
men, and fight. 

10 ^ And the Philistines fought, and 
^Israel was smitten, and ^they fled every 
man into his tent : and there was a very 
meat slaughter; for there fell of Israel 
Qilrty thousand footmen. 

11 And the ark of God was taken ; and 
the two sons of Eli, Hophni and Phine- 

has, 5 were slain. 

12 IT And there ran a man of Benjamin 
out of the army, and came to Shiloh the 
same day /’with his clothes rent, and 
Pmth earth upon his head. 

13 And when ne came, lo, Eli sat ^upon 
a seat by the wayside watching ; for his 
heart trembled for the ark of God. And 
when the man came into the city, and 
told itt all the city cried out. 

14 And when Eli heard the noise of the 
crying, he said, What meaneth the noise 
of this tumult? And the man came in 
hastily, and told Eli. 

15 Now Eli was ninety and eight years 
old: and “his eyes ’were dim, that he 
could not see. 

16 And the man said unto Eli. I am he 
that came out of the army, and I fled to 
day out of the army. And he said. 
What Sis there done, my son? 

17 And the messenger answered and 
said, Israel is fled before the Philistines, 
and there hath been also a great slaugh- 
ter among the people, and thy two sons 
also, Hophni and Pninehas, are dead, 
and the ark of God is taken. 

18 And it came to pa^ when he made 
mention of the ark of God, that he fell 
from off the seat backward by the side of 
the gate, and his neck brake, and he 
died : for he was an old man, and heavy. 
And he had Judged Israel forty years. 

19 H And his daughter in law, Phinehas’ 
wife, was with cmld, near to ®be de- 
livered : and when she heard the tidings 
that the ark of God was taken, and that 
her father in law and her husband were 
dead, she bowed herself and travailed; 
for her pains i^came upon her. 
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20 Amd about the time of her death the 
women that stood by her said unto her, 
®Eear not; for thou hast bom a son. 
But she answered not, ^neither did she 
regard it. 

21 And she named the child ^I-chabod, 
saying, The glory is departed from Is- 
rael : because the ark of God was taken, 
and because of her father in law and her 
husband. 

22 And she said. The glory is departed 
from Israel : for the ark of God is taken. 

CHAPTER 6 

A nd the Philistines took the ark of 
. God, and brought it from ®Eben- 
ezer unto /Ashdod. 

2 When the Philistines took the ark of 
God, they hrou^t it into the house of 
^Dagon, and set it by Dagon. 

3 IT And when they of Ashdod arose 
early on the morrow, behold, Dagon was 
/fallen upon his face to the earth before 
the ark of the Lord. And they took 
Dagon, and set him in his place again, 
4 And when they arose early on the 
morrow morning, behold, Dagon luas 
fallen upon his face to the ground before 
the ark of the Lord; and "the head of 
Dagon and both the palms of his hands 
we7'e cut off upon the threshold; only 
^the stump o/ Dagon was left to him, 

5 Therefore neither the priests of Dagon, 
nor any that come into Dagon’s house, 
tread on the threshold of Dagon in Ash- 
dod unto this day. 

6 But ’’the hand of the Lord was heavy 
upon them of Ashdod, and he ^destroyed 
them, and smote them with ^emerods, 
even Ashdod and tlie coasts thereof. 

7 Amd when the men of Ashdod saw 
that it was so, they said, Tlie ark of the 
God of Israel shall not abide with us: 
for his hand is sore upon us, and upon 
Dagon our god. 

8 They sent therefore and gathered all 
the *’lords of the Philistines unto them, 
and said, What shall we do with the ark 
of the God of Israel? And they answered, 
Let the ark of the God of Israel be carried 
about unto “'Gath. And they carried the 
ark of the God of Israel about thither. 

9 And it was so, that, after they had 
carried it about, ®the hand of the Lord 
was against the city with a very great 
destruction: and he smote the men of 
the city, both small and great, and they 
had emerods in their secret parts. 

10 H Therefore they sent the ark of God 
to ^'Ekron. And it came to pass, as the 
ark of God came to Ekron, that the 
Ekronites cried out, saying, They have 
brought about the ark of the God of 
Israel to ^^us, to slay us and our people. 
11 So they sent and gathered together 
all the lords of the Philistines, and said, 
Send away the ark of the God of Israel, 
and let it go again to his own place, that 
it slay ^ us no^ and our people : for there 

H2 
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was a deadly destruction throughout all 
the city; “the hand of Ood was very 
heavy there. 

12 And the men that died not were 
smitten with the emerods : and the cry 
of the city went up to heaven. 

CHAPTEE 6 

AITD the ark of the Loed was in the 
country of the Philistines seven 
months. 

2 And the Philistines called for the 
priests and the * diviners, saying, "WTiat 
sliall we do to the ark of the Loed? tell 
us wherewitli we shall send it to his 
place. 

3 And they said, If ye send away the 
ark of the God of Isi-ael, send it not 
** empty; but in any -wise return him 
*a trespass offering: then ye shall be 
healed, and it shall be known to you 
why his hand is not removed from 
you. 

4 Then said they, 'SYhat shall he the 
trespass offering which we shall return 
to him? They answered, Five golden 
emerods, and five golden ^mice, ^ ac- 
cording to the number of the lords of 
the Philistines : for one plague was on 
^ you all, and on your lords. 

6 Wherefore ye shall make images of 
your emerods, and images of your mice 
that ”mar the land; and 3 '^e shall “give 
glory unto the God of Israel; peradven- 
ture he will ^lighten his hana from off 
you, and from off ''your gods, and from 
off your land. 

6 Wherefore then do ye harden your 
hearts, ^as the Egyptians and Pharaoh 
haidened^ their hearts? when he had 
wrought ^wonderfully among them, did 
they not let ^the people go, and they 
departed? 

7^ow therefore make '‘a new cart, and 
take two milch kine, ®on which there 
hath come no yoke, and tie the kine 
to the cart, and bring their calves home 
from them : 

8 And take the ark of the Loed, and 
lay it upon^the cart ; and put the jewels 
of golm which ye return mm /or a tres- 
pass offering, in a coffer by the side there- 
of ; and send it away, that it may go. 

9 And see, if it goeth up by the way of 

own coast to ®Beth-shemesh, then 
fhe hath done us this great evil; but 
if not, then we shall know that it is 
not Ms hand that smote us; it was a 
chance that happened to ns. 

10 % And the men did so ; and took two 
milch kine, and tied them to the cart, 
and shut up their calves at home : 

11 And they laid the ark of the Loed 
upon the cart, and the coffer with the 
mice of gold and the images of their 
emerods. 

12 ^d the kine took the straight way 

1 ^3-7 of Beth-shemesh, and went 

along the “highway, lowing as they went, 
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and turned not aside to the right hand 
or to the left; and the lords of the Phi- 
listines went after them unto tlie border 
of Beth-shemesh. 

13 And they of Beth-shemesh ^ere 
reaping their wheat harvest in the valley : 
and they lifted up their eyes, and saw 
the ark, and rejoiced to see it, 

14 And the cart came into the field of 
J oshua, a Beth-shemite, and stood there, 
where there was a great stone : and they 
clave the wood of the cart, and offered the 
Mne a burnt offering unto the Loed. 

15 And the “Levites took down the ark 
of the Loed, and the coffer that was 
with it, wherein the jewels of gold were. 
and put them on the great stone: and 
the men of Beth-shemesh offered burnt 
offerings and sacrificed sacrifices the same 
day unto the Lord. 

16 And when /the five lords of the 
PMlistines had seen they returned 
to ^ Ekion the same day. 

17 And these are the golden emerods 
wMch the Phihstines returned for a 
trespass offering unto the Loep; for 
•^’Ashdod one, for *Gaza one, for ^As- 
kelon one, for ’"Gath one, for ^Ekron 
one; 

18 And the golden mice, according 
to the number of all the cities of the 
PMlistines belonging to the five lords, 
both of fenced cities, and of ^countty 
villages, even unto the 2 great stone of 
Abel, whereon they set down the aik 
of the Loed: which stone remaineth 
unto this day in the field of Joshua, 
the Beth-shemite. 

19 IT And *he smote the men of Beth- 
shemesh, because they had looked into 
the ark of the Lord, even he smote of 
the people fifty thousand and threescore 
and ten men : and the people lamented, 
because the Lord had smitten many 01 
the people with a great slaughter, 

20 And the men of Beth-shemesh said, 
“'Who is able to stand before this *holy 
Lord God? and to whom shall he go up 
from us? 

21 IT And they sent messengers to the 
inhabitants of ^'Kirjath-jearim, saying, 
The Philistines have brought again the 
ark of the Lord ; come ye down, and 
fetch it up to you. 

CHAPTEE 7 
AND the men of “ Kirjath-jearim came, 
xx and fetched up the ark of the Lord, 
and brought it into the house of *Abi- 
nadab in the hill, and sanctified Eleazar 
Ms son to keep the ark of the Lord. 

2 And it came to pass, wMle the ark 
abode in Eirjath-jearim, that the time 
was long ; for it was twenty years : and 
all the house of Israel lamented after 
the Lord. 

3 IF And Samuel spake unto all the 
house of Israel, saying, if ye do “return 
unto the Lord with all your hearts. 
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th&fb ®pufc away the strange gods and 
^Ashtaroth from among you, and pre- 
pare your hearts unto the LORD, and 
® serve him only: and he will deliver you 
out of the hand of the Philistines. 

4 Then the children of Israel did put 
away *Baalim and Ashtaroth, and served 
the Lord only. 

5 And Samuel said, Gather all Israel to 
/Mi^h, and ‘’'I will pray for you unto 
the Lord. 

6 And they gathered together to hliz- 
peh, -^'and drew water, and poured it out 
before the Lord, and *fasted on that day, 
and said there, "We have sinned against 
the Lord, And Samuel judged the chil- 
dren of Israel in Mizpeh. 

7 And when the Pmlistines heard that 
the children of Israel were gathered to- 
gether to Mizpeh, the lords of the Phi- 
listines went up against Israel, And 
when the children of Israel heard %U 
they were afraid of the Philistines. 

8 And the children of Israel said to 
Samuel, ^ Cease not to cry unto the 
lORD our God for us, that he will save 
us out of the hand of the Philistines. 

9 IT And Samuel took a sucking lamb, 
and offered it for a burnt offering wholly 
unto the Lord : and Samuel cned unto 
the Lord for Israel; and the Lord 
8 heard him. 

10 And as Samuel was offering up the 
burnt offering, the Philistines drew near 
to battle a^inst Israel: but the Lord 
* thundered with a great thunder on that 
day upon the Philistines, and ® discom- 
fited them; and they were smitten before 
Israel. 

11 And the men of Israel went out of 


car, 

12 Then Samuel took ®a stone, and set 
it between Mi^eh and Shen, and called 
the name of it ^Eben-ezer, saying, Hi- 
therto hath the Lord helped us. 

13 IF So the Philistines were subdued, 
and ®^they came no more into tlie coast of 
Israel: and *the hand of the Lord was 
against the Philistines aU the days of 
Bamueh 

14 And the cities which the Philistines 
Imd taken from Israel were restored to 
Israel, from *Ela:on even unto ®Gath; 
and the coasts thereof did Israel deliver 
out of the hands of the Philistines. And 
&ere was peace between Israel and the 
^Amorites. 

16 And Samuel judged Israel all the 
days of his hfc. 

16 And he went from year to year ^in 
circuit to ■/'Beth-el, and ^’'Gilgal, and 
* Mizpeh, and judged Israel in all those 
places, 

17 And his return was to *Eamah’: for 
there was his house; and there he judged 
I^el ; and there he ^ built an altar unto 
the Lord. 
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CHAPTEB 8 
,!ND it came to pass, when Samuel 
JL was old, that he ‘^made his sons 
judges over Israel. 

2 blow the name of his firstborn was 
Joel; and the name of his second, Abiah : 
they were judges in ®Beer-sheba. 

3 And his sons walked not in his ways, 
but turned aside ^ after lucre, and ^took 
bribes, and perverted judgment. 

4 Then all the elders of Israel gathered 
themselves together, and came to Samuel 
unto^Eamah, 

5 And said unto him, Behold, thou art 
old, and thy sons walk not in thy ways : 
now "make us a king to judge us like 
all the nations. 

6 H But the thing i displeased Samuel, 
when they said. Give us a king to judge 
us. And Samuel prayed unto the Lord. 

7 And the Lord said unto Samuel, 
Hearken imto the voice of the people 
in all that they say unto thee: for ®they 
liave not rejected thee, but ^they have 
rejected me, that I should not reign 
over them. 

8 According to all the works which they 
have done since the day that I brought 
them up out of Egjmt even unto this 
day, wherewith they have forsaken me, 
and served other gods, so do they alsa 
unto thee. 

9 Now therefore ^ hearken unto then 
voice : ^howbeit yet protest solemnly un- 
to them, and ^ shew them the manner of 
the king that shall reign over them. 

10 II And Samuel told all the words of 
the Lord unto the people that asked of 
him a king. 

11 And he said, ^This will be the man- 
ner of the king tliat shall reign over you : 
“ He will take your sons, and appoint 
them for himself, for his chariots, and 
to he his horsemen ; and some shall run 
before liis chariots. 

12 And he will appoint him captains 
over thousands, and captains over fifties ; 
and will set them to ear his ground, 
and to reap his harvest, and to make 
his instruments of war, and instruments 
of his chariots. 

13 And he will take your daughters to 
Se** confectionaries, ana to be cooks, and 
to he bakers. 

14 And '^he will take your fields, and 
your vineyards, and your oliveyards, 
oven the best of them, and give them 
to his servants. 

15 And he will take the tenth of your 
seed, and of your vineyards, and give to 
his Soflicers, and to his servants. 

16 And he will take your menservanfcs, 
and your maidservants, and your good- 
liest young men, and your asses, and 
put them to his work. 

17 He will take the tenth of your sheep : 
and ye shall be his servants. , 

18 And ye shall cry out in that day 
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because of your king -which ye shall 
have chosen you; and the Loed ®will 
not hear you in that day. 

19 ^ Nevertheless the people refused to 
obey the voice of Samuel: and they said, 
Nay : but we will have a king over us ; 

20 That we also may be “like all the 
nations; and that our king may judge 
us, and go out before us, and fight our 
battles, 

21 And Samuel heard all the words of 
the people, and he rehearsed them in the 
ears of the Loed. 

22 And the Lord said to Samuel, 
^Hearken unto their voice, and make 
them a king. And Samuel said unto 
the men of Israel, Go ye every man 
unto his city, 

CHAPTER 9 

"Vr CiW there was a man of Benjamin, 
AN whose name was /Nish, tlie son of 
Abiel, the son of Zeror, the son of Be- 
chorath, the son of Aphiah, Benjamite, 
a mighty man of ® power. 

2 And he had a son, whose name was 
Saul, a choice young man, and a goodly : 
and there was not among the children of 
Israel a goodlier person than he: ^from 
his shoulders and upward he was higher 
than any of the people. 

3 And the asses of Eish Saul’s father 
were lost. And Kish said to Saul his 
son. Take now one of the servants -with 
thee, and arise, go seek the asses. 

4 And he passed through Amount E- 
phraim, andTpassed through the land of 
^Rhalisha, hut they found them not: 
then they passed through the land of 
Shalim, and there they were not ; and 
he passed through the land of the Ben- 
jamites, but they found them not. 

6 Ana when they were come to the 
land of Zupk Sain said to his servant 
that was with Mm, Come, and let us 
return; lest my father leave caring for 
the asses, and *take thought for us, 

6 And he said unto him. Behold now, 
then'e is in tliis city a man of God, and 
he is en. honourable man; *aIL that he 
saith cometh surely to pass: now let 
us go thither; peradventure he can shew 
us our -way that we should go. 

7 Then said Saul to Ms servant. But, 
behold, if we go, ^what shah we bring 
the man? for the bread lois spent iu our 
vessels, and there is not a present to 
bring to the man, of God: what ^have 

^ \nd the servant answered Saul agaiiL 
and said, Behold, have here at hand 
the fourth part of a shekel of silver: 
that -will I give to the man of God, to 
teU us our -way. 

9 (Beforetime in Israel, when a man 
®went to inquire of God, thus he spake, 
Com^ and let us go to the seer: for he 
that is now ccdled a Prophet was hefore- 
ittme cahed * a Seer.) 
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10 Then said Saul to his servant, ^Web 
said ; come, let us go. So they went unto 
the city whsre the man of God was. 

11 1 And as they went up ^the MU to 
the city, they found ^young maidens 
going out to draw water, ana said unto 
them, Is the seer here ? 

12 And they answered them, and said, 
He is; behold, he is before you: make 
haste now, for he came to day to the 
city; for there is a ^sacrifice of the 
people to day in ^ the Mgh place : 

13 As soon as ye he come into the city, 
ye shall straightway find Mm, before he 
go up to the Mgh place to eat: for the 
people will not eat until he come, be- 
cause he doth bless the sacrifice; and 
af tenvards they eat that be bidden. Now 
therefore get you up; for about ^this 
time ye shall find him. 

14 And they went up into the city: 
asid when they were come into the city, 
behold, Samuel came out against them, 
for to go up to the Mgh place. 

15 IF ^^Now the Lord had told Samuel 
in his ear a day before Saul came, saying, 

16 To morrow about this time I wfll 
send thee a man out of the land of Ben- 
jamin, and ^thou shalt anoint him to be 
captain over my people Israel, that he 
may save my people out of the hand of 
the Philistines: fori have ^looked upon 
my people, because their cry is come 
unto me. 

17 And when Samuel saw Saul, the 
Lord said unto him, ^ Behold the man 
whom I spake to thee of I this same 
shall Sreign over my people. 

18 Then Saul drew near to Samuel in 
the gate, and said, TeU me, I pray thee, 
where the seer’s house is, 

19 And Samuel answered Saul, and 
said, I am the seer: go up before me 
unto the high place; for ye shaU eat 
with me to day, and to morrow I wiU 
let thee go, and wiU tell thee all that 
is in tMne heart. 

20 And as f or ® thine asses that were lost 
9 three days ago, set not thy mind on 
them ; for they are found. And on whom 
is aU the desire of Israel? Is it not on 
thee, and on aU thy father’s house? 

21 And Saul answered and said, Am 
not I a Benjamite, of the ''smallest of 
the tribes of Israel? and ®my family 
the least of aU the families of the tril^ 
of Benjamin? wherefore then speakest 
thou 12 so to me? 

22 And Samuel took Saul and Ms ser- 
vant, and brought them into the “par- 
lour, and made them sit in the cMefest 
place among them that were bidden, 
wMcA were about thirty persons. 

23 And Samuel said unto the cook. 
Bring the portion wMch I gave thee, of 
wMch I said unto thee, Set it by thee. 

24 And the cook took up “’the shoulder, 
and th^ wMch was upon it, and set it 
before Sauk And JSamwel said, Behold 
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that which is ^left! set it before thee 
and eat : for unto tliis time hath it been 
kept for thee since I said, I have invited 
the people. So Saul did eat with Samuel 
that day. 

25 H And when they were come down 
from the high place into the city, Samuel 
communed with Saul upon ®the top of 
the house. 

26 And they arose early : and it came 
to pass about the spring of the day, that 
Samuel called Saul to the top of the 
house, saying. Up, that I may send thee 
away. And Saul arose, and they went 
out both of them, he and Samuel, abroad. 

%7And as they were going down to the 
end of the city, Samuel said to Saul, Bid 
the servant pass, on before us, (and he 
passed on,) but stand thou still <ia while, 
that I may shew thee the word of (iod. 

CHAPTER 10 

rpHEK ^ Samuel took a vial of oil, and 
JL poured upon his head, and kissed 
him, and said. Is it not because the 
Lord hath anointed thee to he captain 
over * his inheritance? 

2 When thou i.art departed from me to 
day, then thou shalt find two men by 
^Eachers sepulchre in the border of 
Benjamin at Zelzah; and they will say 
unto thee. The asses which thou wentest 
to seek are found: and, io, thy father 
hath left the ^care of the asses, and 
*=sonoweth for you, saying, What shall 
Ido for my son? 

3 Then shalt thou go on forward fi’om 
thence, and thou shalt come to the "plain 
of Tabor, and there shall meet thee three 
men .going up to God to ®Beth-el, one 
carrying three kids, and another canying 
three loaves of bread, and another carry- 
ing a bottle of wine : 

4 And they will ‘‘salute thee, and give 
thee two loaves of bread; which thou 
shalt receive of their hands. 

6 After that thou shalt come to ®the 
hiU of God, where is the ^garrison of the 
Philistines; and it shall come to pass, 
when thou art come thidier to the city, 
that thou shalt meet a company of pro- 
phets coming down “from the high place 
with a psaltery, and a ®tabret, and a 
pipe^ and a harp, before them; and they 
shall prophesy ; 

6 And "the Spirit of the Lord will 
come upon thee, and^thou slialt prophesy 
with them, and shalt he turned into an- 
other man. 

7 ®And let it be, when these signs are 
come imto thee, '^Hhat thou do as occa- 
sion serve thee ; for God is with thee. 

8 And thou shalt go down before me 
*to Gilgal; and, behold, I will come 
down unto thee, to offer burnt ofiferings, 
and to sacrifice sacrifices of peace ofi'er- 
ings : & seven days shalt thou tarry, till I 
come to thee, and shew thee what thou 
shalt do. 
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9 And it was so, that when he had 
turned his ^back to go from Samuel, 
God 3 gave him another heart : and all 
those signs came to pass that day. 

10 And ® when they came thither to the 
hill, behold, company of prophets 
met him ; and the Spirit of God came 
upon him, and he prophesied among 
them. 

11 And it came to pass, when all that 
knew him beforetime saw that, behold, 
he prophesied among the prophets, then 
the people said “^one to another, What is 
this that is come unto the son of Kish? 

Saul also among the prophets? 

12 Amd one ®of the same place answered 
and said, But ®who is their father? 
Therefore it became a proverb, ^Is Saul 
also among the prophets? 

13 And when he had made an end of 
prophesying, he came to the high place. 

14 H And /Saul’s imcle said unto him 
and to his^ servant. Whither went ye? 
And he said. To seek the asses: and 
when we saw that they were no where, 
we came to Samuel. 

15 And Saul’s uncle said. Tell me, I 
pray thee, what Samuel said imto you. 

16 And Saul said unto his uncle. He 
told us plainly that ^the asses were 
found. But of the matter of the king- 
dom, whereof Samuel spake, he told 
him not. 

17 U And Samuel called the people 
together ^unto the Lord to ’"hlizpeh; 

18 And said imto the cliildren of Is- 
rael, Thus saith the Lord God of Israel. 
I brought up Israel out of Egypt, and 
delivered you out of the hand of the 
Egyptians, and out of the hand of all 
kingdoms, a7id of them that oppressed 


juu ; 

19 And ye have this day rejected your 
God, who himself saved you out of aU 
your adversities and your tribulations; 
and ye have said unto him, JN^ay, but set 
a king over us. How therefore ’“present 
yourselves before the Lord by your 
tribes, and by your thousands. 

20 And when Samuel had * caused all 
the tribes of Israel to come near, 
tribe of Benjamin was taken. 

21 When he had caused tlie tribe of 
Beniamin to come near by their families, 
the family of Matri was taken, and Saul 
the son of Kish was taken : and when 
they sought him, he could not be found. 

22 Therefore they inquired of the 
Lord further, if the man should yet 
come thither. And the Lord answered, 
Behold, he hath hid himself among the 
sti^ 


23 And they ran and fetched him 
thence : apd when he stood among the 
people, “he was higher than any or the 
people from his shoulders and upward, 

24 And Samuel said to all the people. 
See ye him ^whom the Lord hath cho- 
sen, that there is none like him among 
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all the people ? And all the people shout- ' 
ei and said, ^ God save the Idng. 

25 Then Samuel told the people ®the 
manner of the kingdom, and wrote it in 
a hook, and laid it up before the Lorb. 
And Samuel sent all the people away, 
every man to his house. 

26 ^ And Saul also went home to *^Gi- 
beah ; and there went with liim a band 
of men, whose hearts God had touched, 

27 ®But the /children of Belial said, 
How shall this man save us ? And they 
despised him, and brought him no *pre-. 
sents. But he 2 held his peace. 

CHAPTEE 11 

T hen Nahash the * Ammonite came 
up, and encamped against ^Jabesli- 
gilead: and all the men of Jabesh said 
Unto Nahash, Make a covenant ivith us, 
and we will serve thee. 

2 And Nahash the Ammonite answered 
them, On this condition will I make a 
covenant with you, that I may tl^st 
out all your right eyes, and lay it for a 
reproach upon all Israel. 

3 And the elders of Jabesh said unto 
him, 3 Give us seven days’ respite, that 
we may send messengers unto all the 
coasts of Israel : and then, if fhere he no 
man to save us, we will come out to thee. 
4 H Then came the messengers to^Gi- 
beah of Saul, and told the tidings in the 
ears of the people : and *all the people 
lifted up their voices, and wept. 

5 And, behold, Saul came after the herd 
out of the field; and Saul said, 'What 
aileth the people that they weep ? And 
they told him the tidings of the men of 
Jabesh. 

6 And *the Spirit of God came upon 
Saul when he heard those tidings, and 
his anger was kindled greatly. 

7 And he took a yoke of oxen, and 
^hewed them in pieces, and sent them 
throughout aU the coasts of Israel by the 
hands of messengers, saying, ‘*’Whos(> 
ever cometh not forth after Saul and 
after Samuel, so shall it be done unto 
his oxen. And the fear of the Lord fell 
on the people, and they came out ®with 
one consent. 

8 An d when he numbered them m 
^Bezek, ®the children of Israel were 
three hundred thousand, and the men of 
Judah thirty thousand. 

9 And they said unto the messengers 
that came, Thus shall 3 ^ say unto the 
men of Jabesh-gilead, To morrow, by 
that time the sun be hot, ye shall have 
lohelp. And the messengers came and 
shewed it to the men of Jabesh; and 
they were glad. ^ , 

10 Therefore the men of Jabesh said. 
To morrow we will come out unto you, 
and ye shall do with us all that seemeth 
good unto you. 

11 And it was so on the morrow, that 
Saul put the people ^ in three companies ; 
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and they came into the midst of the host 
in ‘^the morning watch, :and slew the 
Ammonites until the heat of the day : 
and it came to pass, that they which 
remained were scattered, so that two of 
them were not left together. 

12 II And the people said unto Samuel, 
<^^Vho is he that said. Shall Saul reign 
over us ? bring the men, that we may put 
them to death. 

13 And Saul said, ^ There shall not a 
man he put to death this day: for to day 
Hhe Lord hath ivrought salvation in 
Israel. 

14 Then said Samuel to the people, 
Come, and let us go to •^Gilgai, and 
renew the kingdom there. 

15 And all the people went to Gilgal; 
and there they made Saul king before 
the Lord in Gilgal; and ” there they 
sacrificed sacrifices of peace ofierings 
before the Lord ; and there Saul and all 
the men of Israel rejoiced greatly. 

CHAPTER 12 
AND Samuel said unto all Ismel, Be- 
j^L hold, I have hearkened unto -^your 
voice in all that ye said unto me, and 
2 have made a king over you. 

2 And now, behold, the king walketh 
before you: ^and I am old and gray- 
headed ; and, behold, my sons are with 
you : and I have walked before you from 
my childhood unto this day. 

3 Behold, here I am: ^witness against 
me before the Lord, and before ^liis 
anointed; ®*'whose ox have I taken? or 
whose ass have I taken ? or whom have I 
defrauded? whom have I oppressed? or 
of whose hand have I received any 
4 bribe ®to ^ blind mine eyes therewith? 
and I will restore it you. 

4 And they said, Thou hast not de- 
frauded us, nor oppressed us, neither 
hast thou taken ought of any man’s 
hand. 

6 And he said unto them, The Lord is 
witness against you, and his anointed is 
witness this day, that ye have not found 
ought in my hand. And they answered, 
He is witness. 

6 t And Samuel said unto the people, 
It is the Lord that ^ advanced Moses 
and Aaron, and that brought your fa- 
thers up out of the land of Egypt. 

7 Now therefore stand still, that I may 
reason with you before the Lord of all 
the ^righteous acts of the Lord, which, 
he did ^ to you and ^to your fathers. 

8 When Jacob was come into Egypt, 
and your fathers cried unto the Lord, 
then the Lord sent Moses and Aaron, 
which brought forth your fathers out of 
Egypt, and made them dwell in this 
place. 

9 And when they ®forgat the Lord 
their God, /he sold them into the hand 
of Sisera, captain of the host of Hazor, 
and into tiie hand of ^the Philistines, 
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and into the hand of the king “of Moab, 
and they fought gainst them. 

10 Aiid they “cried unto the Lokd, and 
said, We ^ve sinned, because we have 
forsaken the Lord, «and have served 
Baalim and Ashtaroth ; but now deliver 
us out of the hand of our enemies, and 
we will serve thee, 

11 And the Lord sent ® Jerubbaal, and 
Bedan, and /Jephtliah, and ^Samuel, 
and delivered you out of the hand of 
your enemies on every side, and ye 
dwelled safe, 

12 And when ye saw that «Nahash the 
king of the children of Ammon came 
agamst you, *ye said unto me. Nay; but 
a king shall reign over us: when Hhe 
Lord your God was your king. 

13 Now therefore behold 0be king 
"whom ye have chosen, and whom ye 
have desired I and, behold, the Lord 
hath set a king over you. 

14 If ye will to the Lord, and serve 
him, and obey his voice, and not rebel 
against the ^commandment of the Lord, 
then shall both ye and also the Idng that 
leigneth over you 6 continue following 
the Lord your God : 

15 But if ye will not obey the voice of 
the Lord, but rebel against the com- 
mandment of the Lord, then shall ^ the 
hand of the Lord be against you, ^as it 
was amnst your fathers. 

16 H Now therefore ^ stand and see this 
great thing, which the Lord will do 
before your eyes. 

17 Is it not "wheat harvest to day? 1 
wiU call unto the Lord, and he shall 
send thunder and rain; that ye may 
perceive and see that ^'your wickedness 
w great, which ye have done in the sight 
of the Lord, in asking you a king. 

18 So Samuel called unto the Lord; 
and the Lord sent thunder and rain 
tliat day; and ^aU the people greatly 
feared the Lord and Samuel. 

19 And aU the people said unto Samuel, 
*Pray for thy servants unto the Lord 
thy God, that we die not ; for we have 
added unto all our sins this evil, to ask 
us a king. 

20 ^ And Samuel said unto the people. 
Fear not : ye have done all this wicked- 
ness ; yet turn not aside from following 
the Lord, but serve the Lord with aU 
your heart ; 

21 And turn ye not aside: for then 
should ye go after vain thiugs* which 
cannot “profit nor deliver ; for they are 
vain. 

22 For <*the Lord will not forsake his 
people for ®his great name’s sake: be- 
cause/it hath pleased the Lord to make 
you his people. 

23 Moreover as for me, God forbid that 


^to pray for you : but will teach you 
file good and the right way: 

24 Only fear tlie Lord, and serve him in 
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truth with all your heart: for ^consider 
^how great things he hath done for you. 
25 But if ye snail still do wickedly, ye 
shall be consumed, both ye and your 
king. 


CHAPTER 13 

Q AI7L ^reigned one year ; and when 
kJ he had reigned two years over Israel, 

2 Saul chose him three thousand m&n 
of Israel; whereof two thousand were 
with Saul in ^-Michmash and in mount 
Beth-el, and a thousand were with Jona- 
than in ^ Gibeah of Benjamin : and the 
rest of the people he sent every man to 
his tent. 

3 And Jonathan smote the *"garrison of 
the Philistines that was in ^Geba, and 
the Philistines heard qf it. And Saul 
“blew the trumpet throughout all the 
land, saying. Let the Hebrews hear. 

4 And all Israel heard say that Saul 
had smitten a garrison of the Philistines, 
and that Israel also “^was had in abomi- 
nation with the Philistines. And the 
people were called together after Saul to 
Gilgal. 

5 If And the Philistines gathered them- 
selves together to fight with Israel, tliirty 
thousand chariots, and six thousand 
horsemen, and people '^as the sand which 
IS on the sea shore in multitude : and 
they came up, and pitcJied in Alichmash, 
eastward from Beth-aven. 

6 "When the men of Israel saw that they 
were in a strait, (for the people “were 
distressed,) then the people did hide 
themselves in “’caves, and in thickets, 
and in rocks, and in “high places, and in 
pits. 

7 And some of the Hebrews went over 
Jordan to the land of Gad and Gilead. 
As for Saul, he was yet in Gilgal, and all 
the people ^followed him trenibling, 

8 11 And “he tarried seven days, ac- 
cording to the set time that Samuel had 
avvointed: but Samuel came not to 
Gilgal; and the people were scattered 
from him. 

9 And Saul said. Bring hither a burnt 
offering to me, and peace offerings. And 
he offered the burnt offering. 

10 And it came to pass, th^t as soon as 
he had made an end of offering the 
burnt ofiering, behold, Samuel came; 
and Saul went out to meet him, that he 
might ^salute him. 

11 H And Samuel said, What hast thou 
done? And Saul said. Because I saw 
that the people were scattered from me, 
and that thou earnest not within the 
days appointed, and that the Philistines 
gathered themselves together at Mich- 
mash; 

12 Therefore said I, The Philistines wiU 
come down now upon me to Gilg^ and 
I have not i^made supplication unto the 
Lord: I forced myself therefore, and 
offered a burnt offering. 
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Por sparing the Amalehites Saul is rejected 


Israel, and fought against all his enemies 
on every side, against Moab, and against 
the children of “Ammon, and gainst 
Edom, and against the kings of '^ZobsJi, 
and against the Philistines : and whither- 
soever he turned himself, he vexed them, 

48 And he ^ gathered an host, and smote 
‘^the Amalekites, and delivered Israel 
out of the hands of them that spoiled 
them. 

49 Now ®the sons of Saul were Jona- 
than, and Ishui, and Melchi-shua: and 
the names of his two daughters were 
these; the name of the firstborn Merab, 
and the name of the younger *Michal : 

60 And the name of Saul’s wife was 
Ahinoam, the daughter of Ahimaaz : 
and the name of the captain of his host 
was 2 Abner, the son of Ner, ^Saul’s 
uncle. 

51 And ^Eish was the father of Saul; 
and Ner the father of Abner was the 
son of Abiel. 

52 And there was sore war against the 
Philistines all the days of Saul: and 
when Saul saw any strong man, or any 
valiant man, he took him unto hinn 

CHAPTER 15 

S AMUEL also said unto Saul, ®”The 
Loed sent me to anoint thee to he 
king over his people, over Israel : now 
therefore hearken thou unto the voice 
of the words of the Loed. 

2 Thus saith the Loed of hosts, I re- 
member that which Amalek did to Israel, 
®how he laid wait for him in the way, 
when he came up from Egypt. 

3 Now go and smite Amalek, and 
^utterly destroy all that they have, and 
spare them not ; but slay both man and 
woman, infant and suckling, ox and 
sheep, camel and ass. 

4 And Saul gathered the people to- 
gether, and numbered them in Telaim, 
two hundred thousand footmen, and ten 
thousand men of Judah. 

6 And Saul came to a city of Amalek, 
and ^laid wait in the valley. 

6 IT And Saul said unto ’’the Kenites, 
Go, depart, get you down from among 
the Amalekites, lest I destroy you with 
them:^ for *ye shewed kindness to all 
the children of Israel, when they came 
up out of Egypt. So the Kemtes de- 
parted from among the Amalekites. 

7 And Saul smote the Amalekites from 
“Bbivilah until thou comest to^Shur, 
that is over against Egypt. 

8 And he took Agag the king of the 
Amalekites alive, and utterly destroyed 
*all^e people with tlie edge of the sword. 
9 But Saul and the people spared 
Agag, and the best of the sheep, and of 
the oxen, and of the ^fatlings, and the 
iambs, and all that was good, and would 
not utterly destroy them: but every 
tiling that was vile and refuse, that they 
destroyed utterly. 
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10 IT Then came the word of the Loed 
unto Samuel, saying, 

11 *It repenteth me that I have set up 
Saul to he king: for he is turned back 
from following me, and hath not per- 
formed my commandments. And it 
meved Samuel ; and he cried unto the 
Loed all night. 

12 And when Samuel rose eaily to meet 
Saul in the morning, it was told SamueL 
saying, Saul came to /Carmel, and, be- 
hold, ne set him up a place, and is gone 
about, and passed on, and gone down to 
Gilgal. 

13 And Samuel came to Saul : and Saul 
said unto him, » Blessed be thou of the 
Loed : I have performed the command- 
ment of the Loed. 

14 And Samuel said. What mecmeth 
then this bleating of the sheep in mine 
ears, and the lowing of the oxen which I 
hear? 

15 And Saul said, They have brought 
them from the Amalekites: ^for the 
people spared the best of the sheep and 
of the oxen, to sacrifice unto the Loed 
thy God ; and the rest we have utterly 
destweo. 

16 Then Samuel said unto Saul, Stay, 
and I will tell thee what the Loed hath 
said to me this night. And he said unto 
him. Say on. 

17 And Samuel said, “When thou wast 
little in thine own sight, wast thou not 
made the head of the tribes of Israel, 
and the Lord anointed thee king over 
Israel? 

18 And the Lord sent thee on a journey, 
and said. Go and utterly destroy the 
sinners the Amalekites, and fight against 
them until ^they be consumed. 

19 Wherefore then didst thou not obey 
the voice of the LorDj but didst sfiy 
upon the spoil, and didst evil in the 
sight of the Loed? 

20 And Saul said unto Samuel, Tea, I 
have obeyed the voice of the Loed, and 
have gone the way which the Loed sent 
me, and have brought Agag the king of 
Amalek; and have utterly destroyed the 
Amalekites. 

21 But the people took of the spoil, 
sheep and oxen, the chief of the tlungs 
which should have been utterly destroyed 
to sacrifice unto the Lord thy God in 
Gilgak 

22 And Samuel said, ®Hath the Lord 
as great delight in burnt offerings and 
sacrifices, as in obeying the voice of the 
Lord? Behold, “’to obey is better than 
sacrifice, and to hearken than the fat of 
rams. 

23 For rebellion fs os the sin of ®witch- 
craft; and stubbornness is as iniquity 
and idolatry. Because thou hast rejected 
the word of the Lord, ’'he hath, fdso 
rejected thee from being king. 

24 t And Saul said unto Samuel, “I 
have sinned : for X have tran^;ressed the 
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coromandment of the Lord, and th; 
words: because I feared the people, and | “Jos. 3.5. 
obeyed their voice. 1 

25 Now therefore, I pray thee, pardon 
my sin, and turn again with me, that 1 1 
may worship the Lord. 

26 And Samuel said unto Saul, I will 
not return with thee: *for thou hast 
rejected the word of the Lord, and the 
ILord hath rejected thee from being king 
overlsi'ael. 

27 And as Samuel turned about to go 
away, ‘^he laid hold upon the skirt of ms 
mantle, and it rent. 

28 And Samuel said unto him, ®The 
Lord hath rent the kingdom of Israel 
from thee this day, and hath given it 
to a neighbour of mine, tlioA is better 
than thou. 

29 And also the s Strength of Israel 
^wlll not lie nor repent : for he is not a 
man, that he should repent. 


30 Then he sai^ I have sinned: yet 
honour me now, I pray thee, before the 
elders of my people, and before Israel, 
and ^tum again with me, that I may 
worship the Lord thy God. 

31 So Samuel turned again after Saul ; 
and Saul worshipped the Lord. 

32 H Then said Samuel, Bring ye hither 
to me Agag the king of the Amalekites. 
And Agag came unto him delicately. 
And Agag said. Surely the bitterness 
of death is past., 

^ And Samuel said, *As thy sword 
hath made women childless, so shall thy 
mother be childless among women. And 
**Samuel hewed Agag in pieces before 
the Lord in ® Gilgal. 

34 H Then Samuel went to ^ Hamah, 
and Saul went up to his house to ^ Gi- 
be^ of SauL 

25 And Samuel came no more to see 
&ul until the day of his death : never- 
tiieless Samuel ® mourned for Saul : and 
the Lord “repented that he had made 
Saul king over IsraeL 

CHAPTER 16 
AND the Lord said unto Samuel, 
J\. i'How long vrilt thou mourn for 
Saul, seeing nave rejected him from 
reigning over Israel? “fill thine horn 
wiwi on, and go, I wiU send thee to 
Jesse the Beth-lehemite : for have 

provided me a king among his sons. 

2 And Samuel said. How can I go? if 
Saul hear it he will kill me. And the 
Lord said. Take an heifer ® with thee, and 
say, am come to sacrifice to the Lord. 

3 And call Jesse to the sacrifice, and 

w^ shew &ee what thou shalt do ; and 
/thou shalt anoint unto me him whom I 
name unto thee. ^ 

4 And Samuel did that which the Lord 
sp^ke, and came to Beth-lehem. And 
the elders of the town trembled at his 
lOcoming, and said, ^ Comest thou peace- 
ably? 
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L SAMUEL 15, 16 

5 And he said, Peaceably : I am come 
to sacrifice unto tlie Lord: “sanctify 
yourselves, and come with me to the 
sacrifice. And he sanctified Jesse and 
his sons, and called them to the sacrifice. 

6 H And it came to pass, when they 
were come, that he looked on lEliab, 
and said, Surely the Lord’s anointed is 
before him. 

7 But the Lord said unto Samuel, Look 
not on his countenance, or on the height 
of his stature; because I have refused 
him: for the Lord seeth not as man 
seeth ; for man looketh on the 2 outward 
appearance, but the Lord looketh on.the 
/heart. 

8 Then Jesse called ^^Abinadab, and 
made him pass before Samuel. And he 
said. Neither hath the Lord chosen this. 

9 Then Jesse made ^Shammah to pass 
by. And he said, Neither hath the Lord 
chosen this. 

10 Again, Jesse made seven of bis sons 
to pass before Samuel And Samuel 
said unto Jesse, The Lord hath not 
chosen these. 

11 And Samuel said unto Jesse, Are 
here all thy children? And he said, 
There remaineth yet the youngest, and, 
behold, he keepeth the sheep. And 
Samuel said unto Jesse, i Send and fetch 
him : for we will not sit ^ down till he 
come hither. 

12 And he sent, and brought him in. 
Now he was ^ ruddy, and withal ®of a 
beautiful countenance, and foodly to 
look to. . And *"the Lord said, Arise, 
anoint him : for this is he. 

13 Then Samuel took ^the horn of oiX 
and anointed in the midst of his 
brethren : and ^the Spirit of the Lord 
came upon David from that day forward. 
So Samuel rose up, and went to ‘Eamah. 

14 H But “the Spirit of the Lord de- 
parted from Saul, and “'an evil spirit 
from the Lord troubled him. 

15 And Saul’s servants said unto him. 
Behold now, an evil spirit from God 
troubleth thee. 

16 Let om lord now command thy ser- 
vants, which are before thee, to seek out 
a man, who is a cunning player on an 
harp: and it gliall come to pass, when 
the evil spirit from God is upon thefe 
that he shall «play with his hand, and 
thou shalt be well. 

17 And Saul said unto his servants, 
Provide me now a man that can play 
well and bring him to me. 

18 Then answered one of the servants 
and said. Behold, I have seen a son of 
Jesse the Beth-lehemite, that is cunning 
in playing, and mighty valiant man, 
and a man of war, and prudent in ^mat- 
ters, and a comely person, and *the 
Lord is with him. 

I 19 II Wherefore Saul sent messengers 
I unto Jesse, and said, Send me David thy 
I son,^v^hichi3 with the jdxeep. 
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Goliath of Gath defieth Israel. 


20 And Jesse “took an ass laden with 
bread, and a bottle of wine, and a kid, and 
sent them by David liis son unto Saul. 

21 And David came to Saul, and “ stood 
before him : and he loved him greatiy ; 
and he became his armourbearer. 

^ And Saul sent to Jesse, saying, Let 
David, I pray thee, stand before me ; for 
he hath found favour in my sight. 

23 And it came to pass, when ®the evil 

B 'irit from God was upon Saul, that 
avid took an harp, and played with 
his hand : so Saul was re^shed, and 
was well, and the evil spirit departed 
from him. 


CHAPTER 17 

TVT OW the Philistines gatliered together 
-LX their armies to battle, and were 
^thered together at Shochoh, wliich 
oelongeth to Judah, and pitched between 
Shochoh and^Azekah, m ^Ephes-dam- 
mim. 

2 And Saul and the men of Israel were 
gathered together, and pitched by Hhe 
valley of Elah, and ^set the battle in 
array against me Philistines. 

3 And the Philistines stood on a moun- 
tain on the one side, and Israel stood on 
a mountain on the other side : and there 
was a valley between them. 

4 H And there went out a champion out 
of the camp of the Philistines, named 
Goliath, of ^ Gath, whose height was six 
cubits and a span. 

6 And he had an helmet of brass upon 
his head, and he was farmed with a coat 
of mail ; and the weight of the coat was 
five thousand shekels of brass. 

6 And he had greaves of brass upon his 
legs, and a target of brass between his 
shoulders. 

7 And the staff of his spear was like' a 
weaver’s beam; and his spear’s head 
weighed six hundred shekels of iron: 
and one bearing a shield went before him. 

8 And he stood and cried unto the 
armies of Israel, and said unto them. 
Why are ye come out to set your battle 
in array? am not I a Philistine, and ye 

servants to Saul? choose you a man for 
you, and let him come down to me. 

9 If he be able to fight with me, and to 
kill me, then will we be your servants : 
but if I prevail against him, and MU 
him, then shall ye oe our servants, and 
serve us. 

10 And the Philistine said, I ® defy the 
armies of Israel this day; give me a 
man^hat we may fight together. 

11 When Saul and aU Israel heard those 
words of the Philistine, they were dis- 
mayed, and g^tly afiraid. 

12 H Now David was Hhe son of that 
“Ephrathite of Beth-lehem-iudah, whose 
na m e was Jesse ; and he had * eight sons : 
and the man went among men.w an. oid 
man m the days of Sauk 

13 And the three eldest sons of Jesse 
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went and foUowed Saul to the battle: 
and the ^ names of his three sons lhat 
went to the battle were Eliab the first- 
born, and next imto him Abinadab, and 
the third Shammah. 

14 And David was the youngest : and 
the three eldest followed SauL 

15 But David went and returned from 
Saul Ho feed his father's sheep at !l^th- 
lehem. 

16 And the Philistine drew near morn- 
ing and evening, and presented himself 
forty days. 

17 And Jesse said unto David his son. 
Take now for thy brethren an ephah of 
this parched com, and these ten loaves, 
and run to the camp to thy brethren ; 

18 And/canw these ten ^cheeses unto 
the captain ^or their thousand, and look 
^how thy brethren fare, and take their 
pledge. 

19 Now Saul, and they, and all the men 
of Israel, were in the vaUey of Elah 
fighting with the Philistines. 

20 t And David rose up early in the 
morning, and left the sheep with a keeper, 
and took, and went, as Jesse had com- 
manded him ; and he came to the ^ trench, 
as the host was going forth to the ®fight, 
and shouted for the battle. 

21 For Israel and the Philistines had put 
the battle in array, army against army. 

22 And David Im 7 his carriage in the 
hand of the keeper of the carnage, and 
ran into the army, and came and ^sduted 
his brethren. 

23 And as he talked with them, bdiold, 
there came up *the champion, the P hilia - 
tine of Gath, Goliath by name, out of 
the armies of the Philistines, and spake 
^according to the same words : and David 
heard them. 

24 And all the men of Israel, when they 
saw the man, fled from him, and were 
sore afraid. 

25 And the men of Israel said. Have ye 
seen this man that is come up ? surely to 
defy Israel is he come up : and it snaU 
be, thcd the man who kiUeth him, the 
ku^ will enrich him with great riches. 
andT^will give him his daughter, and 
make his father’s house free m Israel. 

26 And David spake to the men that 
stood by him, saying. What shaU be 
done to the man that Mlleth this Philis- 
tine, and taketh away ® the reproach &om 
Isr^ ? for who is this ■^uncircumcised 
Philistine, that he should defy the armies 
of *‘theliving God? 

27 Ajid the people answered him after 
this manner, saymg, «So shaU it be done 
to the man that kilTeth him, 

^ TT And Eliab his eldest brother heard 
when he spake unto the men : and 
El^b’s anger was kindled against David, 
and he said, Why earnest thou down 
hither? and with whom hast thou left 
those few sheep in the wilderness? I 
know thy pride, and the of 
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thine heart; for thou art come down 
that thou mightest see the battle. 

29 And David said, What have I now- 
done? Is there not a cause? 

30 t And he turned from him toward 
another, and ® spake after the same 
2 manner : and the people answered him 
again after the former ^manner. 

31 And -when the words were heard 
which David spake, they rehearsed them 
before Saul ; and he ^sent for him. 

32 t And David said to Saul, Let no 
man’s heart fail because of him ; ®thy ser- 
vant -will go and fight -with this Philistine. 

33 And Saul said to David, Thou art 
not able to go against this Philistine to 
fight with him: for thou art ayouth, 
and he a man of war from his youth. 

34 And David said unto Saul, Thy 
servant kept his father’s sheep, and there 
came a Hon, and a bear, and took a 
41amb out of the flock : 

35 And I went out after him, and smote 
him, and delivered it out of his mouth : 
and when he arose against me, I caught 
him by his beard, and smote him, and 
slew lum. 

36 Thy servant slew both the lion and 
the bear : and this * uncircumcised Phi- 
listine shall be as one of them, seeing he 
hath defied the armies of the li-ving God, 

37 David said moreover, ^The Lokd 
that delivered me out of the paw of the 
lion, and out of the paw of the bear, he 
will deliver me out of the hand of this 
Philistine. And Saul said unto David, 
Go, and Hhe Lord be with thee. 

38 H And Saul farmed David with his 
armour, and he put an helmet of brass 
upon his head ; also he armed him -with 
a coat of maiL 

39 And David girded his sword upon 
his armour, and he assayed to go ; for he 
had not proved it. And Da-vid said unto 
Saul, I cannot go with these ; for I have 
not proved them. And David put them 
off him. 

40 And he took his staff in his hand, 
and chose him five smooth stones out of 
the 6brook, and put them in a shepherd’s 
^ bag which he had, even in a scrip ; and 
his sling was in liis hand ; and he drew 
near to the Philistine. 

41 And the Philistine came on and 
drew near unto David; and Hhe man 
that bare the shield went before him. 

42 And when the Philistine looked 
about, and saw David, he disdained 
him: for he was but a youtli, and 
‘'ruddy, and of a fair countenance. 

43 And the Philistine said unto David, 

I a dog, that thou comest to me 
with staves? And the Philistine cursed 
David by his gods. 

44 And the Philistine said to David, 
Come to me, and I will give thy flesh 
unto the fowls of the air, and to the 
beasts of the field. 

45 Then said David to the Philistine, 
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Thou comest to me with a sword, and 
with a spear, and with a shield : but I 
come to thee in the name of the Lord of 
hosts, the God of the armies of Israel, 
whom thou hast * defied, 

46 This day will the Lobd ^ deliver thee 
into mine hand : and I will smite thee, 
and take thine head from thee ; and I 
will give the carcases of the host of the 
Philistines this day unto the fowls of the 
air, and to the wild beasts of the earth; 
‘^that all the earth may know that there 
is a God in Israel. 

47 And all this assembly shall know 
that the Lord /saveth not with sword 
and spear: for ^ the battle is the Lord’s, 
and he ivill give you into our hands. 

48 And it came to pass, when the Phi- 
listine arose, and came and drew nigh to 
meet David, that David hasted, and ran 
toward the army to meet the Philistine. 

49 And Da-vid put his hand in his bag, 
and took thence a stone, and slang 
and smote the Philistine in his forehead, 
that the stone sunk into liis foreliead; 
and he fell upon his face to the earth. 

50 So David prevailed over the Philistine 
with a sling and with a stone, and smote 
the Philistme, and slew him ; but there 
was no sword in the hand of David. 

61 Therefore David ran, and stood upon 
the Philistine, and took his sword, and 
drew it out of the sheath thereof, and 
slew him, and *cut off his head there- 
witlu ibid when the PMlistines saw 
their champion was dead, they fled. 

62 And the men of Israel and of Judah 
arose, and shouted, and pursued the Phi- 
listines, until thou come to the valley, 
and to the gates of "‘Ekron. And the 
wounded of the Philistines fell down by 
the way to ‘^Shaaraim, even unto ® Gatn, 
and unto Ekron. 

53 And the children of Israel, returned 
from chasing after the Philistines, and 
they spoiled their tents. 

64 And David took the head of the Phi- 
listine, and brought it to ^Jerusalem; 
but he put his armour in his tent. 

65 % And when Saul saw David go 
forth against the Philistine, he said unto 

Abner, the captain of the host, Abner, 
** whose son is this youth? And Abner 
said, ^As thy soul liveth, 0 king, I 
cannot tell. , , . 

66 imd the king said, Inquire thou 
whose son the “stripling is. 

ST And as David returned from the 
slaughter of the Philistine, Abner took 
him and brought him before Saul -with 
the head of the Philistme in liis hand. 

58 And Saul said to him, Wliose son 
art thou, thou young man? And David 
answered, I am the son of thy servant 
Jesse the Beth-lehemite. 

CHAPTEE 18 

Ain> it came to pass, when he had 
made an end of speaking unto Saul, 
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that ® the soul of Jonathan was knit with 
the soul of David, *and Jonathan loved 
him as his own soul. 

2 And Saul took him that day, <*and 
would let him go no more home to his 
father’s house. 

3 Then Jonathan and David made a 
covenant, because he loved him as his 
own soul. 

4 And Jonathan strii>ped himself of the 
Jtobe that 'loas upon him, and gave it to 
David, and his garments, even to his 
sword, and to hisbow, and to his girdle. 

6 IF And David went out whithersoever 
Saul sent liim, and 2 behaved himself 
wisely : and Saul set him over the men 
of war, and he was accepted in the sight 
of all the people, and also in the sight of 
Saul’s servants. 

6 And it came to pass as they came, 
when David was returned from the 
slaughter of the ^ Philistine, that ^the 
women came out of all cities of Israel, 
Binging and dancing, to meet king Saul, 
with *tabrets, with joy, and with ^mstru- 
ments of musick. 

7 And the women ^answered one an- 
other as they played, and said, *Saul 
hath slain his thousands, and David his 
ten thousands. 

8 And Saul was ve^ wroth, and the 
saying ^displeased him; and he said, 
They nave ascribed imto David ten thou- 
sands, and to me they have ascribed hut 
thousands : and what can he have more 
but "‘the kingdom? 

9 And Saul eyed David from that day 
and forward. 

10 % And it came to pass on the morrow, 
that ° the evil spirit from God came upon 
Saul, and ^he pr^hesied in the midst of 
the house : and David ’’played with his 
hand, as at other times ; *and there was 
a javelin in Saul’s hand. 

11 And Saul ‘’cast the javelin; for he 
said, I will smite David even to the wall 
with it. And David avoided out of his 
presence twice. 

12 ^ And Saul was afraid of David, 
because *the Loed was with him, and 
was y departed from Saul. 

13 Therefore Saul removed him from 
him, and made him his captain over a 
thousand; and *he went out and came 
in before the people. 

14 And David s behaved himself wisely 
in all his ways ; and the Lobd was with 
him. 

15 Wherefore when Saul saw that he 
behaved himself very wisely, he was 
afraid of him. 

16 But ‘*all Israel and Judah loved 
David, because he went out and came in 
before theno. 

17 IF And Saul said to David, Behold 
my elder daughter ^ Merab, ®her will I 
give thee to wife : only be thou valiant 
mr me, and fight ®the Lord’s battles. 
For Saul said, /Let not mine hand be 
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upon him, but let the hand of the Philis- 
tines be upon him. 

18 And David said unto Saul, ® Who am 
I ? and what is my life, w my father’s 
family in Israel, that I should he son in 
law to the king? 

19 But it came to pass at the time when 
Merab Saul’s daughter should have been 
given to David, that she was given unto 
® Adriel the Meholathite to wue. 

20 And /Michal Saul’s daughter loved 
David: and they told Saul, and the thing 
1 pleased him. 

21 And Saul said, I will give him her, 
that she may be a snare to him, and that 
^the hand of the Philistines may be 
against him. Wherefore Saul said to 
David, Thou shalt tliis day be my son in 
law in the one of the twain. 

22 IT And Saul commanded his servants, 
saying. Commune ■with David secretly, 
and say. Behold, the king hath delight 
in thee, and all his servants love thee: 
now therefore be the king’s son in law. 

23 And Saul’s servants spake those 
words in the ears of David. And David 
said, -^Seemeth it to you a light thing to 
be a king’s son in law, seeing that I am 
a poor man, and lightly esteemed ? 

24 Amd the servants of Saul told hirrij 
sajdng, 5 On this manner spake David. 
^ And Saul said, Thus shall ye say to 
David, The king desireth not any ^ dowry, 
but an hundred foreskins of the Phin^ 
tines, to be avenged of the king’s enemies. 
But " Saul thou^t to make David M by 
the hand of theThilistines. 

26 And when his servants told David 
these words, it pleased David well to be 
the king’s son in law: and ^the days 
were not 7 expired. 

27 Wherefore David arose and went, he 
and ^liis men, and slew of the Phihstmes 
two hundred men ; and “David brought 
their foreskins, and they gave them in 
full tale to the king, that ne might be 
the king’s son in law. And Saiu gave 
him Michal his daughter to wife. 

28 IF And Saul saw and knew that “’the 
Lord was with David, and that Mifibal 
Saul’s daughter loved him. 

29 And Saul was yet the more afraid of 
Da'tid; and Saul became David’s enemy 
continually. 

30 Then the princes of the Philistines 
went forth : and it came to pass, after 
they went forth, that David behaved 
himself more -wisely than all the servants 
of Saul; so that his name was much ®set 
by. 

CHAPTEE 19 

A KD Saul spake to Jonathan his son, 
. and to ail his servants, that they 
should kill David. 

2 But Jonathan Saul’s son •^delighted 
much in Da'vid: and Jonathan told 
David, saying, Saul my father seeketh 
to kill thee : now thereiore, I pray thee. 
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take keed to thyself until the morning, 
and abide in a seci:et place^ and hide 
thyself : 

3 And I will go o^jt and stand beside 
my father in the field where thou arL 
and I will commune with my kther of 
tiiee ; and what I see, that I will tell thee. 

4 ^ And J onathan spake good of David 
unto Saul his father, and said unto hiTn, 
Let not the king sin against his ser- 
vant, against David; because he hath not 
sinned against thee, and because his 
works hive been to thee-ward very good : 

6 For he did ®nut his life in his hand, 
and ^slew the Philistine, and ^the Loed 
wrought a great salvation for all Israel : 
thou sawest it, and didst rejoice : where- 
fore then wilt thou sin against /innocent 
blood, to slay David without a cause ? 

6 And Saul hearkened unto the voice of 

Jonathan : and Saul sware, As ^ the Lord 
liveth, he shall not be slain. i 

7 And Jonathan called David, and 
Jonathan shewed him all those things. ! 
And Jonathan brought David to Saul, 
and he was in his presence, ^as lin times 
past. 

8 H. And there was war again : and 
David went out, and fought with the 
Philistines, and slew them with a great 
slaughter : and they fled from ^him. 

9 And the evil spirit from the Lord 
was upon Saul, as he sat in his house 
with his javelin in his hand : and David 
Splayed with his hand. 

10 And Saul sought to smite David 
even to the wall with the javelin; but 
he slipped away out of Sauls presence, 
and he smote me javelin into the wall : 
and David fled, and escaped tliat night. 

11 ^Saul also sent messengers unto 
David’s house, to watch him, and to slay 
him in the morning : and Michal David^s 
wife told him, saying, If thou save not 
thy life to night, to morrow thou shalt 
he slain, 

12 IF So Michal ^let David down through 
a window ; and he went, and fled, and 
escaped. 

13 And Michal took an ® image, and 
laid it in the bed, and put a pulow of 
goats’ hair for his bolster, and covered it 
with a cloth. 

14 And when Saul sent messengers to 
take David, she said. He is sick. 

15 And Saul sent the messengers again 
to see David, saying. Bring him up to 
me in the bed, that 1 may slay him. 

16 And when the messengers were come 

In, behold, there was an image in the 
beid, with a pillow of goats’ hair for his 
bolster. ^ 

17 And Saul said unto Michal, Why 
hast thou deceived me so, and sent away 
mine enemy, that he is escaped? And 
Michal answered Saul, He said unto me. 
Let me go : “ why should I kill tliee ? 

18 IF So JDavid fled, and escaped, and 
came to Samuel to "Bamah, and told 
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him all that Saul had done to him. And 
he and Samuel went and dwelt in Haioth. 

19 And it was told Saul, saying. Behold, 
David is at Naioth in Pimian. 

20 And Saul sent messengers to take 
David ; “and when they saw the company 
of the prophets prophesying, and Samuel 
g:aiiding as appointed over them, the 
Spirit of God was upon the messengers 
of Saul, and they also * prophesied. 

21 And when it was told Saul, he sent 
other messengers, and they prophesied 
likewise. And Saul sent messengers 
again the third time, and they prophesied 
-also- 

22 Then went he also to Hamah, and 
came to a great well that is in Sechu : 
and he asked and said, Where are Samuel 
and David ? And one said. Behold, they 
be at Naioth in Hamah. 

23 And he went thither to Haioth in 
Hamah : and the Spirit of God was upon 
him also, and he went on, and propheaed, 
until he came to Naioth iu Hamah. 

24 And he stripped off his clothes also, 
and ^prophesied before Samuel in like 
manner, and 2 lay down naked all that 
day and all that night. Wherefore they 
say,//s Saul also among the prophets? 

CHAPTEE 20 

AND David fled from Naioth in Hamah, 
and came and said before Jonathan, 
What have I done? what is mine ini- 
quity? and what is my sin before thy 
father, that he seeketh my life? 

2 And he said unto him, God forbid; 
thou shalt not die: behold, my father 
will do nothing either great or small, but 
that lie will '*shew it me : and why should 
my father hide this thing from me? it is 
not so, 

3 And David sware moreover, and said 
Thy father certainly knoweth that ”*1 
have found grace in thine eyes ; and he 
saith, Let not Jonathan know this, lest 
he be grieved: but truly as ®the Lord 
liveth, and as /’thy soul liveth, there is 
but a step between me and death. 

4 Then said Jonathan imto David. 
® Whatsoever thv soul ^desireth, I will 
even do it for thee. 

5 And David said unto Jonathan, Be- 
hold, to morrow is the ^ new moon, and 
I should not fail to sit with the king at 
meat: but let me go, that *’1 may hide 
myself in the field unto the third day 
at even. 

6 If thy father at all miss me, then say, 
David earnestly asked leave of me that 
he might run ^to Beth-lehem his city: 
for there is a * yearly ^ sacrifice there for 
all the family. 

7 If he say thus. It is well ; thy servant 
shall have peace : but if he be very wroth, 
then be sure that evil is determined by 
him. 

8 Therefore thou shalt deal kindly with 
thy servant; for "thou hast brought thy 
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servant into a covenant of the Lord with 
thee: notvdthstanding, ®iE there be in 
me iniquity, slay me thyself ; for why 
shouldest thou bring me to thy father? 

9 And Jonathan said, Far ne it from 
thee: for if I Imew certainly that evil 
were determined by my father to come 
upon thee, then would not I tell it thee? 

10 Then said David to Jonathan, Who 
shall tell me? or what if thy father 
answer thee roughly? 

11 IT And Jonathan said unto David, 
Come, and let us go out into the field. 
And they went out both of them into 
the field. 

12 And Jonathan said imto David, 
O Lord God of Israel, when I have 
^sounded my father about to morrow 
any time, or the third and, behold 
if there he good toward Dana, and I 
then send not imto thee, and ^shew it 
thee: 

13 “ The Lord do so and much more to 
Jonathan : but if it please my father to 
do thee evil, then I wiU ^shew it thee, 
and send thee away, that thou may^ 
go in peace: and ®the Lord be with 
thee, as he hath been with my father. 

14 And thou shalt not only while yet I 
live shew me the kindness of the Lord, 
that I die not : 

15 But also /thou shalt not cut off thy 
idndness from my house for ever: no, 
not when the Lord hath cut off the 
enemies of David every one from the 
face of the earth. 

16 So Jonathan made a covenant with 
the house of David, saying, ^Let tlie 
Lord even require it at the hand of 
David’s enemies. 

17 And Jonathan caused David to swrear 
again, ® because he loved him: *for he 
loved him as he loved his own souL 

18 Then Jonathan said to David, ^To 
morrow is the new moon: and thou 
shalt be missed, because thy seat will 
be ? empty. 

19 And when thou hast stayed three 
days, the>i thou shalt go down 8 quickly, 
and come to *”the place where thou didst 
hide thyself 9 when the business was in 
homd, and shalt remain by the stone 

20 And I will shoot three arrows on the 
side thereof, as though I shot at a mark. 

21 And, behold, I will send a lad, say- 
ing, Go, find out the arrows. If I ex- 
pressly say unto the lad. Behold, the 
arrows are on this side of thee, take 
them; then come thou: for there is 
peace to thee, and ^^no hurt; as the 
Lord liveth. 

22 But if I say thus imto the young 
man. Behold, the arrows are beyond 
thee ; go thy way : for the Lord hath 
sent thee away. 

23 And as touching ®the matter which 
thou and I have spoken of, behold, the 
Lord he between thee and me for ever. 
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24 H So David hid himself in the field: 
and when the new moon was come, the 
king sat him down to eat meat. 

25 And the king sat upon his seat, as 
at other times, even upon a seat by the 
wall : and Jonathan aros^ and Abner 
sat by Saul’s side, and David’s place 
was empty. 

26 Nevertheless Saul spake not any 
thing that day : for he thought. Some- 
thing hath befallen him, is not 
clean ; surely he is not clean. 

27 And it came to pass on the morrow, 
which was the second day of the month, 
that David’s place was empty : and Saiu 
said unto Jonathan his son, Wherefore 
cometh not the son of Jesse to meat, 
neither yesterday, nor to day? 

28 And Jonathan answered Saul, ® David 
earnestly asked leave of me to go .to 
Beth-lehem : 

29 And he said, Let me go, I pray thee ; 
for our family hath a sacrifice in the 
city; and my brother, he hath command- 
ed me to he there : and now, if I have 
foimd favour in thine eyes, let me get 
away, I pray thee, and see my brethren. 
Therefore he cometh not unto the king’s 
table. 

30 Then Saul’s anger was kindled a- 
gainst Jonathan, and he said imto him, 
^Thou son of the perverse rebellious 
woman, do not I know that thou hast 
chosen the son of Jesse to thine own 
confusion, and unto the confusion of 
thy mother’s nakedness? 

31 For as long as the son of Jesse liveth 
upon the ground, thou shalt not he es- 
tablished, nor thy kingdom. Wherefore 
now send and fetch him unto me, for he 
® shall surely die. 

32 And Jonathan answered Saul his 
father, and said unto him, ^Wherefore 
shall he be slain? what hath he done ? 

33 And Saul *cast a javelin at him 
to smite him : whereby Jonathan knew 
that ^it was determined of his father to 
slay David. 

34 So Jonathan arose from the table 
in fierce anger, and did eat no meat the 
second day of the month : for he was 
meved for David, because his father had 
done him shame. 

35 IT And it came to pass in the morn- 
ing, that Jonathan went out into the 
field at the time appointed with David, 
and a little lad ■vvitlihim. 

36 And he said unto his lad. Bun, find 
out now the arrows which I shoot. ATid 
as the lad ran, he shot an arrow beyond 
him. 

37 And when the lad was come to the 
place of the arrow_ which Jonathan had 
shot, Jonathan cried after the lad, and 
said. Is not tho arrow beyond thee ? 

38 And Jonathan cried ^ter the lad, 
Make speed, haste, stay not. And Jona- 
than’s lad ^thered up the arrows, and 
came to his master. 
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39 But the lad knew not any thing: 
only Jonathan and David knew the 
matter. 

40 And Jonathan gave his ^ artillery 
unto 2 his lad, and said unto him, Go, 
carry them to the city. 

41 IT And as soon as the lad was gone, 
David arose out of a place toward the 
south, and fell on his face to the ground, 
and bowed himself tlnee times : and they 
kissed one another, and wept one with 
another, until David exceeded. 

42 And Jonathan said to David, ^Go 
in peace, forasmuch as we have sworn 
both of us in the name of the Lord, 
saying. The Lord be between me and 
thee, and between my seed and thy seed 
for ever. And he arose and departed: 
and Jonathan went into the city. 

CHAPTEB 21 

rpHEK came David to ^Nob to ^Ahi- 
X melech the priest: and Aliimelech 
was ^afraid at the meeting of David, 
and said unto him. Why art thou alone, 
and no man )vith thee? 

2 And David said unto Ahimelech the 
priest. The king hath commanded me a 
business, and hath said unto me, Let 
no man know any thing of the business 
whereabout I send thee, and what I have 
commanded thee: and I have appointed 
my servants to such and such a place. 

3 Now therefore what is under tliine 
hand? give me five loaves of bread in 
mine hand, or what there is ^present. 

4 And the priest answered David, and 
said, Thei'e is no common bread under 
mine hand, but there is ^hallowed bread; 
”if the young men have kept themselves 
at least from women. 

6 And David answered the priest, and 
said unto him, Of a truth women have 

since I^ame out, and the vessels of tlS 
young men are holy, and the bread is^in 
a manner common, yea, thou^ it were 
sanctified this day m the vessel. 

6 So the priest gave liim hallowed bread : 
for there was no bread there but the 
shewbread, tliat was taken from before 
the Lord, to put hot bread in the day 
when it was taken away. 

7 Now a certain man of the servants of 
Saul was there that day, detained before 
^e Lord ; and his name was *Doeg, an 
Edomite, the chiefest of the herdmen 
that belonged to Saul. 

8 H And David said unto Ahimelech, 
And is there not here imder thine hand 
spear or sword ? for I have neither brought 
my sword nor my weapons with me, be- 
cause the king’s business rMuired haste. 

9 And the priest said, “The sword of 
Goliath the Pliilistine jvhom thou slow- 
est in "the valley of Elah, behold, it is 
here wrapped in a cloth behind the 
ephod: if thou wilt take that, take it: 
for th&re is no other save that here. And 
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David said, There is none like that; give 
it me. 

10 IT And David arose, and fled that day 
for fear of Saul, and went to Achish the 
king of “Gath. 

11 And the servants of Achish said 
unto liim, Is not tins David the king 
of the land? did they not ^sing one to 
another of him in ‘^dances, samg. Saul 
hath slain his thousands, and David his 
ten thousands? 

12 And David <*laid up these words in 
his heai-t, and was sore afraid of Achish 
the king of Gath. 

13 And /he changed his behaviour be- 
fore them, and feigned himself mad in 
tlieir bands, and scrabbled on the doors 
of the gate, and let his spittle fall down 
upon his beard. 

14 Then said Achish imto his servants, 
Lo, ye see the man ^is mad: wherefore 
then have ye brought him to me ? 

15 Have 1 need of mad men, that ve 
liave brought this fellow to play the 
mad man in my presence? shall this 
fellow come into my house? 

CHAPTER 22 

D avid therefore departed thence, and 
escaped to /the cave *Adullam: 
and when iiis brethren and all his father’s 
house heard they went down thither 
to liim. . 

2 And every one that was m distress 
and every one that in debt, and 
every one that was ^discontented, ^ 
thered themselves xmto him; and ne 
became a captaha over them: and there 
were with him about f our hundred men. 
3 IT And David went thence to hpzpeh 
of Moab : and he said unto ‘’the king of 
Moab, Let my father and my mother, I 
pray thee, come forth, and be with you, 
till I know what God will do for me. 

4 And he brought them before the king 
of Moab: and they dwelt with him all 
the while tliat David was in the hold. 

6 ^ And the prophet ^^Gad said unto 
David, Abide not in the hold: depa^ 
and get tliee into the land of Judah. 
Then David departed, and came into 
the forest of Hareth. , .r. . , 

6 ^ When Saul heard that David was 
discovered, and the men tha,t were with 
bim, (now Saul abode in *‘Gibeah under 
a ^Hree in ^Ramah, having his spear in 
his hand, and all his servants were 
standing about him ;) 

7 Then Saul said unto his servants 
that stood about him. Hear now, ye 
j^njamites; will the son of Jesse give 
every one of you fields and vineyardsf, 
and make you all captains of thousands, 
and captains of hundreds ; 

8 That all of you have conspired against 
me, and there is none that ^^sheweth me 
tliat “’my son hath made a league with 
the son of Jesse, and thei'e is none of 
you tot is sorry for me, or ^^sheweth 
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mito me that my son hath sti^d np 
my servant against me, to lie in wait, 
as at this day? , 

9 1 Then answered ®Doeg the Edomite, 
which was set over the servants of Saul, 
and said, I saw the son of Jesse coining 
to ‘"’Kob, to Ahimelech the son of Ahitub. 

10 ,Ajia he ‘^inquired of the Lord for 
him, and /gave him victuals, and gave 
hiTu the sword of Goliath the Philistine. 

11 Then the king sent to call Ahimelem 
the priest, the son of Ahitub, and all h^ 
father’s house, the priests that were in 
Nob: and they came all of them to 
the king. 

12 And Saul said. Hear now, thou son 

of Ahitub. And he answeied, iHerel 
€my my lord. , . ^ , 

13 And Saul said unto Inrn, Why have 
ye conspired against me, thou and the 
son of Jesse, in that thou hast given min , 
bread, and a sword, and hast inquired of | 
God for liim, that he should rise against 
me, to lie in wait, as at this day? 

14 Then Ahimelech answered the king, 
and said, And who is so faithful among 
all thy servants as David, wliich is the 
Jring’s son in law, and goeth at thy bid- 
ding, and is honourable m thine house ? 

15I)id I then begin to inquire of God 
for him? be it far from me: let not the 
Triri g impute any thing unto liis servant, 
nor to all the house of my father : for 
diy servant knew nothing of all this, 
siess or more. , , ^ , 

16 And the king said, Thou shalt surely 
die, Ahimelech, thou, and all thy father’s 
liouse. 

17 ^ And the king said unto the ^ foot- 
men that stood about him, Turn, and 
slay &e priests of the Lord; because 
their hand also is with David, and be- 
cause they Imew when he fled, and did 
not shew it to me. But the servants of 
the king would not put forth their hand 
to fall upon the priests of the Lord. 

18 Ana the kmg said to Doeg, Turn 
thou, and fall upon the priests. And 
Doeg the Edomite turned, and he fell 
upon the priests, and slew on that day 
fourscore and five persons that ^did wear 
alinenephod. 

19 And Noh, the city of the priests, 
smote he with the edge of the sword, 
both men and women, diildren and 
sucklings, and oxen, and asse& and 
sheep, with the ed^e of the sword. 

20 11 And one of the sons of Ahimelech 
the son of Ahitub, named "Abiathar, 
escaped, and fled after David. 

21 And Abiathar shewed David that 
8aul had slaiu the Lord’s priests. 

22 And David said unto Abiathar, I 
knew it that day, when Doeg the Edom- 
ite was there, that he would surely tell 
Saul : 1 have occasioned the death of all 

persons of thy father’s house, 

23 ^ Abide thou with me, fear not: for 
be that seeketh my life se^eth thy liSe : 


The priests slaiiu David at Keilah, 

but with me thou shalt he in safe** 
guard. 
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and they rob the threshin^oors. 

2 Therefore David ® inquired of the 
Loed, saying. Shall I go and smite 
these Philistmes? And the Lord said 
unto David, Go, and smite the Philis- 
tines, and save Keilah. 

3 And David’s men said unto him, 
Behold, we be afraid here in Judah : how 
much more then if we come to Keilah 
against the armies of the Pliihstines? 

4 Then David inquired of the Lord 
yet again. And the Lord answered hiryt 
and said, Arise, go down to Keilah: for 

will deliver the Philistines into thine 
hand. 

5 So David and his men went to Keilak 
and fought with the Philistines, ana 
brought away their cattle, and smote 
them with a ^at slaugliter. So David 
saved the inhabitants of Keilah. 

6 And it came to pass, when Abiathar 
the son of Ahimelech ^fled to David to 
Keilah, that he came down with an 
ephod in Ms hand. 

7 U And it was told Saul that David 
was come to Keilah. And Saul said, 
God hath delivered him into mine hand; 
for he is shut in, by entering into a town 
that hath gates and bars. 

8 And Saul called all the people to- 
gether to war, to go down to Keilah, 
to besiege David and his men. 

9 H And David knew that Saul secretly 
practised miscMef against him; and%e 
said to Abiathar the priest. Bring Mther 
the ephod. 

10 Then said David, 0 Lord God of 
Israel thy servant hath certainly heard 
that Saul seeketh to come to Keilah, 
/to destroy the city for my sake. 

11 'Will *the men of Keilah deliver me 
up into his hand ? will Saul come down, 
as thy servant hath heard? 0 Lord God 
of Israel, I beseech thee, tell thy servant. 
And the Lord said, He will come down. 

12 Then said David, Will the men of 
Keilah ^deliver me and my men into 
the hand of Saul? And the Lord said, 

13 \ Then David and ?ds men, which 
were about ’"six hundred, arose and de: 
parted out of Keilah, and went wMthei> 
soever they could go. And it was told 
Saul that David was escaped from Kei- 
lah; and he forbore to go forth. 

14 And David abode in the wildemesa 
in strong holds^ and remained in a moun- 
tain in the wilderness of ®Ziph- And 
Saul sought him, every day, out God 
delivered nim not into Ms hand. 

15 Amd David saw that Saul was come 
out to seek Ms life: and David was in 
the wildemesa of Ziph in a wood. 



Saulpurmeth him. Ee spareth SauVs life. 


16 IT Aiid “Jonathan Saul’s son arose, 
and went to David into the wood, and 
strengthened his hand in God. 

17 And he said unto him, Fear not ; 
for the hand of Saul my father shall 
not find thee; and thou shalt be tog 
over Israel, and I shall be next unto 
thee; and ®that also Saul my father 
knoweth. 

18 And they two ^made a covenant 
^before the Lord: and David abode 
in the wood, and Jonathan went to his 
house. 

19 U Then «came up the Ziphites to 
Saul to J^Gibeah, saidng, Doth not David 
hide liimself with us in strong holds in 
the wood, in Hhe lull of Hacliilah, which 
is 2on the south of ^Jeshimon? 

20 Now therefore, O king, come down 
according to all the desire of thy soul 
to come down^ and our part shall he 
to deliver him into the king’s hand. 

21 And Saul said, “Blessed oe ye of the 
Lord ; for ye have compassion on me. 

22 Go, I pray you, prepare yet, and 
know and see ms place where his ® haunt 
is, and who hath seen him there ; for 
it is told me that he dealeth very subtilly. 

23 See therefore, and take knowledge 
of all the lurking places where he hideth 
himself, and come ye again to me with i 
the certainty, and 1 wfil go with you : 
and it shall come to pass, if he be in 
the land, that I will search him out 
throughout all the thousands of Judah. 

24 And they arose, and went to Ziph 
before Saul: but David and his men 
^ere in the wilderness of “Maon, in 
the plain on •^’the south of Jeshimon, 

25 Saul also and his men went to seek 
him. Amd they told David: wherefore 
he came do^vn ®into a rock, and abode 
in the wilderness of Maon. And when 
Saul heard that, he pursued after David 
in the wilderness of Maon. 

26 And Saul went on this side of the 
mountain, and David and his men on 
that side of the mountain ; and David 
made ** haste to get away for fear of 
Saul : for Saul and his men compassed 
David and his men round about to take 

27 H But there came a messenger imto 
SauL saying, Haste thee, and come ; *for 
the Philistines have ^ invaded the land. 

28 ‘Wherefore Saul returned from pur- 
suing after David, and went against the 
Philistines ; therefore they called that 
place 8 Selarhammahlekoth. 

29 IT And David went up from thence, 
and dwelt in strong holds at “En-gedi, 

CHAPTER 24 

AND it came to pass, when Saul was 
oA. returned from lof ollowing the Philis- 
tines, that it was told him, saymg. Behold, 
David is in the wilderness of En-gedi. 

2 Then Saul took three thousand chosen 
men out of all Israel, and went to seek 
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David and his men upon the rocks of the 
wild goats. 

3 And he came to the ^sheepcotes by 
the way, where was a cave; and Saul 
went in to ® cover his feet: and David 
and his men remained in the sides of 
the cave. 

4 And the men of Da\dd said unto him 
/Behold the day of which the Ix)RD said 
unto thee. Behold, I will deliver thine 
enemy into thine hand, that thou mayest 
do to him as it shall seem good imto 
thee. Then David arose, and cut off the 
skirt of ^ Saul’s robe privily. 

5 And it came to pass afterward, that 
^David’s heart smote him^ because he 
had cut off Saul’s skirt. 

6 And he said unto his men, The Lord 
forbid that I should do tliis thing imto 
my master, ’“the Lord’s anointed, to 
stretch forth mine hand against him, 
seeing he is the anointed of the Lord. 

7 So Da\dd ^stayed his servants with 
these words, and suffered them not to 
rise against SauL But Saul rose up out 
of the cave, and went on his way. 

8 David also arose afterward, and went 
out of the cave, and cried after Saul, 
saying, My lord the king. And when 
Saul looked beliind him, David stooped 
with his face to the earth, and bowed 
himself. 

9 1 And David said to Saul^ Wherefore 
hearest thou men’s words, saymg, Behold, 
David seeketh thy hurt? 

10 Behold, this day thine eyes have seen 
how that the IjORD had delivered thee to 
day into mine hand tu the cave : and 
^some bade me kill thee : but mine eye 
spared thee ; and I said, I will not put 
forth mine hand ^inst my lord ; for he 
is the Lord’s anointed, 

11 Moreover, my father, see, yea, see the 
skirt of thy robe in my hand : for in that 
1 cut off the skirt of thy robe, and killed 
thee not, know thou and see that t?iere is 
neither evil nor transgression in mine 
hand, and 1 have not sinned against 
thee ; yet thou huntest my soul to take it. 

12 ®The Lord judge between me and 
thee, and the Lord avenge me of thee : 
but mine hand shall not he upon thee. 

13 As saith the proverb of the ancients, 
Wickedness proceedeth from the wicked : 
but mine hand shall not he upon thee. 

14 After whom is the king of Israel 
come out ? after whom dost thou pursue I 
after a dead dog, after a flea. 

15 The Lord therefore be judge, and 
judge between me and thee, and see, and 
plead my cause, and ® deliver me out of 
thine hand. 

16 ^ And it came to pass, when David 
had made an end of spetoig these words 
unto Saul, that Saul said,^i’3 this thy 
voice, my son David? And ^ul lifted 
up his voice, and wept. 

17 And he said to David, Thou art 
more righteous than I; for thou hast 
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■ewarded me good, "wliereas I have re- 
Sfarded thee evil. , . , , 

18 And thou hast shewed this day how 
that thou hast dealt well with me : foras- 
much as when the Loejd had 2 delivered 
me into thine hand, thou killedst me not. 

19 For if a man find his enemy, will he 
let him go well away? wherefore the 
XiOBD reward thee good for that thou 

done unto me tliis day. 

20 And now, behold, * I know well that 

thou shalt surely be King, and that the 
kingdom of Israel shall be established in 
thine hand. , ^ ^ , 

21 Swear now therefore unto by 

the Lord, /tlmt thou wilt not cut pflc my 
seed after me, and that thou wilt not 
destroy my name out of my fathers 
house. _ , * j I 

22 And David sware unto Saul. Ana 
Saul went home ; but David and his 
yrtfin gat them up unto *the hold. 1 

CHAPTEE 25 

A KD ^Samuel died ; and all the Israel- 
ites were gatliered^ together, and 
^lamented him, and buried nim in his 
house at ^Eanaah. And David arose, 
and went down to ’"the wilderness of 

2 And there was a.man in Maon, whose 
® possessions were in Carmel; and the 
man ^as Very great, and he had three 
thousand ^eep, and a thousand goats : 
and he was shearing his sheep in Carmel. 

8 Now the name of the man -lijas Nabal ; 
and the name of his wife Abigail: ^d 
she was a woman of good understandii^, 
and of a beautiful countenance: but the 
was churlish and evil in his doings ; 
and he was of the house of Caleb. 

4 t And David heard in the wilderness 
that Nabal did^shear his sheep. 

6 And David sent out ten young men, 
and David said unto the young men, Get 
you up to Carmel, and go to Nabal, and 
7greetliiminmyname: 

6 And thus shall ye say to him that 
liveth in prospeHtyt * Peace he both to 
thee, and peace be to thine house, and 
peace be unto all that thou hast. 

7 And now I have heard that thou hast 
shearers: now thy shepherds which were 
with us, we ^hurt them not, neither was 
there ought ’’missing unto them, ali the 
while they were in Carmel. 

8 ArIt thy ypimg men, and they will 
^ew thee, wherefore let the young 
men find favour in thine eyes : for we 
come in good day ; give, 1 pray thee, 
whatsoever cometh to thine hand^ unto 
thy servants, and to thy son David. 

9 And when David’s young men came, 
they spake to Nabal according to all 
those words in the name of David, and 


NoibctVs cJiurlishness. Ahigctil ^leadeth with 

acp. judg. [servants now a days "that break away 
^ ^ 1 every man from his master. 

11 Shall I then take my bre^, and my 
water, and my ^ flesh that I have killed 
for my shearers, and give unto men, 
whom I know not whence they he ? 

12 So David’s yoimg men turned their 
way, and went again, and came and told 
him all those saymgs. 

13 And David said unto his men. Gird 
6 ch. 28 .i 7 . I ye on every man his sword. And they 

girded on every man his sword; and 
‘rde(' 
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10 H And Kabal answer^ David’s ser- 
vants, and said, *Who is David? and 
whols the son of Jesse? there be many 
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Bavid also guded on his sword: and 
there went up after David about ®four 
hundred men; and two hundred® abode 
by the stufi^ 

14 H But one of the young men told 
Abigail, Nabal’s wife, saying. Behold, 
David sent messengers out of the wilder- 
ness to ^salute our master; and he 
3 railed on them. 

15 But the men were very good unto ua 
and we were not ^hurt, neither missed 
we any thing, as long as we were conver- 
sant with them, when we were in the 
fields : 

16 They were wall unto us both by 
night and day, all the while we were with 
them keeping tlie sheep. 

17 Now therefore know and consider 
what thou "i^t do ; for evil is determined 
against our master, and against all his 
household : for he is such “a son of Be l i a l, 
that a man cannot speak to him. 

18 li Then Abigail made haste, and 
® took two hundreu loaves, and two bottles 
of wine, and five sheep ready dresseL 
and five measures of parched com. and 
an hundred « clusters of raisins, and two 
hundred cakes of figs, and laid them on 


19 And she said unto her servants, Go 
on before me ; behold, I come after you. 
But she told not her husband NabaL 

20 And it was so, as she rode on the ass, 
that she came down by the covert of the 
hill, and, behold, David and his men 
came down against her; and she met 
them. 

21 Now David had said, Surely m vain 
have I kept all that this fellow hath 
in wilaemess, so that nothing^ was 
missed of aU. that pertained unto nim: 
and he hath requited me evil for good. 

22 ®So and more also do God unto the 

enemies of David, if I leave of all that 
pertain to him by the morning light any 
that pisseth against the wall. _ , 

23 And when Abigail saw David, she 
hasted, and “lighted off the ass, and fell 
before David on her face, and bowed 
herself to the ground, 

24 And fell at his feet, and said, upon 
me, my lord, ^upon me let this iniquity 
be : and let thine handmaid, I pray thee, 
speak in thine ® audience, and hear the 
words of thine handmaid. 

25 Let not my lord. 1 pray thee, i^regard 
thig ” Tnfl.n of Belial, even Nabal : for as 
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his name is, so is he; ^Nabal is his 
name, and folly is with liim : but I thine 
handmaid saw not the young men of my 
lord, whom thou didst send. 

26 Now therefore, my lord, “as the 
Lord liveth, and as thy soul liveth, 
seeing the Lord hath withholden thee 
from coming to shed blood, and from 
2 avenging thyself with thine o^vn hand, 
now let thine enemies, and they that 
seek evil to my lord, be as Nabal. 

27 And now this s blessing which thine 
handmaid hath brought unto my lord, 
let it even be given unto the young men 
that 4 follow my lord. 

28 I pray thee, forgive the trespass of 
thine handmaid : for the Lord -will cer- 
tainly make my lord ®a sure house; 
because my lord /fighteth the battles of 
the Lord, and evil hath not been found 
in thee all thy days. 

29 Yet a man is risen to pursue thee, 
and to seek thy soul ; but the soul of my 
lord shall be bound in the bundle of life 
with the Lord thy God ; and the souls 
of thin e enemies, them shall he * sling 
out, 6 as out of the middle of a sling. 

30 And it shall come to pass, when the 
Lord shall have done to my lord accord- 
ing to aU the good that he hath spoken 
concerning thee, and shall have appointed 
thee ruler over Israel ; 

31 That this shall be°no grief unto thee, 
nor offence of heart unto my lord, either 
that thou hast shed blood causeless, or 
that my lord hath avenged himself : but 
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my lord, then remember thine handmaid. 

AndDavid said to Ahi^,”* Blessed 
le the Lord God of Israel, which sent 
thee this day to meet me : 

33 And blessed he thy advice, and blessed 
be thou, which hast *^kept me this day 
from coming to shed blood, and from 
avenging myself with mine own hand. 
^ iFor in very deed, ^as the Lord God 
of Israel liveth^ which hath kept me back 
from hurting thee, except thou hadst 
hasted and come to meet me, surely there 
had not been left unto Nabal by the 
morning light any that pisseth against 
the wall. , „ , 

35 So David received of her hand that 
which she had brought him, and said 
unto her, ® Go up in peace to tliine house : 
see, I have hearkened to thy voice, and 
have "accepted thy person. 

36 IF And Abigail came to Nabal; and, 
behold, ®he held a feast in his house, like 
the feast of a king ; and Nabal’s heart was 
merry within Mm, for he was very drunk- 
en : wherefore she told him nothing, less 
or more, until the morning light. 

37 But it came to pass in the mommg, 
when the wine was gone out of Nabai, 
and Ms wife had told Mm these things, 
that Ms heart died within Mm, and he 
bec^e as a stone. 

38 And it came to pass about ten days 
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after, that the Lord smote Nabal, that 
he died. , .v,. , , 

39 IT And when David heard that Nabai 
was dead, he said, Blessed he the Lord, 
that hath * pleaded the cause of my re- 
proach from the hand of Kabal, and hath 
‘'kept Ms servant from evil; for the 
Lord hath returned the wickedness of 
Nabal upon his o^vn head. And David 
sent and commimed with Abigail, to 
take her to him to wife. 

40 And when the servants of David 
were come to Abigail to Carmel, they 
spake unto her, sajdng, David sent us 
unto thee, to take thee to him to wife. 

41 Ajid she arose, and bowed herself on 
hei' face to the earth, and said, Behold, 
let thine handmaid he a servant to wash 
the feet of the servants of my lord. 

42 And Abigail hasted, and arose, and 
rode upon an ass, with five damsels of 
hers that went ^ after her : and she went 
after the messengers of David, and be- 
came his wife. 

43 David also took Ahinoam ^of Jez- 
reel; and Hhey were also both of them 
Ms wives. 

44 IF But Saul had given ^!Michal his 
daughter, David’s wife, to ^Phalti the 
son of Laish, wMch was of *Gallim. 

CHAPTEE 26 

AND the ^Ziphites came unto Saul to 
xX Gibeah, saying, Doth not David 
liide Mmself in the MU of Hachilah, 
which is before Jeshimon? 

2 Then Saul arose, and went down to 
the wilderness of Ziph, having tliree 
thousand chosen men of Israel with him, 
to seek David in the wilderness of Zij^ 

3 And Saul pitched in the hiU of Ha- 
cMlah, which is before JesMmon, by the 
way. But David abode in the wilder- 
ness, and he saw that Saul came after 
him into the wilderness. 

4 David therefore sent out spies, and 
understood tliat Saul was come in very 
deed. 

5 IF And David arose, and came to the 
place where Saul had pitched : and David 
beheld the place where Saul lay, and 
^Abner the son of Ner, the captain of his 
host: and Saul lay in the ^ trench, and 
the people pitched round about Mnn 

6 Then answered David and said to 
AMmelech the Hittite, and to ’'Abishai 
^the son of Zeruiah, brother to Joab, 
saying, ’Who will “go down with me to 
Saul to the camp ? And Abishai said, I 
will go down with thee, 

7 So David and Abishai came to the 
people by night : and, behold, Saul lay 
sleeping within the trench, and Ms spear 
stucK in the ground “'at his bolster : but 
Abner and the people lay round about 

8 Then said Abishai to David, *God 
hath lodeUvered tMne enemy into thine 
hand this day: now therefore let me 
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smite him, I pray thee, with the spear 
even to the earth at once, and I will not 
smite him the second time. 

9 And David said to Abishai, Destroy 
him not : for who can stretch forth his 
hand against ® the Lord’s anointed, and 
he gT^tless ? 

10 David said furthermore. As the Lord 
hyeth, ®the Lord shall smite him ; or 
“his day shall come to die ; or he shall 
descend ®into battle, and perish. 

11 The /Lord forbid that I should 
stretch forth mine hand against the 
Lord’s anointed : but, I pray thee, take 
thou now the spear that is at his bolster, 
and the cruse of water, and let us go. 

12 So David took the spear and the cruse 
of water from Saul’s bolster ; and they 
^t them away, and no man saw it, nor 
knew it, neither awaked : for they were 
aU asleep; because ^a deep sleep from 
the Lord was fallen upon them. 

13 ^ Then David went over to the other 
®de, and stood on the top of an hill 
afar off; a great space beioig between 
them; 

14 And David cried to the people, and 
to Abner the son of Ner, saying, Answer- 
est thou not, Abner? Then Abner an- 
swered and said. Who art thou that 
criest to the king? 

15 And David said to Abner, Art not 
thou a valiant man? and who is like 
to thee in Israel? wherefore then hast 
thou not kept thy lord the king? for 
there came one of the people in to de- 
stroy the king thy lord, 

16 This thing is not good that thou hast 
done. As the Lord liveth, ye are 2 wor- 
thy to die, because ye have not kept your 
master, the Lord’s anointed. And now 
see where the king’s spear is, and the 
cruse of water that was at his bolster. 

17 And Saul knew David’s voice, and 
said, Ls this thy voice, my son David? 
And David said, It is my voice, my lord, 
O king. 

18 And he said, "Wherefore doth my 
lord thus pursue after his servant? for 
w^t have I done? or what evil is in 
mine hand? 

19 Now therefore, I pray thee, let my 
lord the king hear the words of his 
servant. If the Lord have ^stirred thee 
up against me, let him ^accept an offer- 
mg : but if they be the children of men, 
cursed he they before the Lord ; for® they 
have driven me out this day from ^ abid- 
ing in *the inheritance of the Lord, 
saying, Go, serve other gods. 

20 Now therefore, let not my blood fall 
to the earth before the face of the Lord : 
for the king of Israel is come out to seek 
‘’a flea, as when one doth hunt a partridge 
in the mountains. 

21 1i Then said Saul, "I have sinned ; 
return, -my son David: for I will no 
more do thee harm, because my soul was 
precious in thine eyes this day: behold, i 
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1 have played the fool, and have erred 
exceedingly. 

22 And David answered and said. Be- 
1 hold the king’s spear! and let one of the 

young men come over and fetch it. 

23 *The Lord render to every rnan his 
righteousness and his faithfulness : for 
the Lord delivered thee into my hand to 
day, but I would not stretch forth mine 
hand against the Lord’s anointed. 

24 And, behold, as thy life was much 
set by this day in mine eyes, so let my 
life be much set by in the eyes of the 
Lord, and let him deliver me out of all 
tribulation. 

25 Then Saul said to David, ® Blessed be 
thou, my son David ; thou shalt both do 
great things, and also shalt still prevail. 
So David went on his way, and Saul 
returned to his place. 

CHAPTER 27 

AND David said in his heart, I shall 
-lX now 1 perish one day by the hand of 
Saul: there is nothing better for me 
than that I should speedily escape into 
the land of the Philistines; and Saul 
^11 despair of me, to seek me any more 
in any coast of Israel : so sh^dl I escape 
out of his hand. 

2 And David arose, and he passed over 
with Hhe six hundred men that were 
with him unto Achish, the son of JVIaoch, 
king of /Gath. 

3 And David dwelt with Achish at 
Gath, he and his men, every man with 
his household, even David *with his 
two wives, Ahinoam the Jezreelitess, 
and Abigail the Carmelitess, Nabal’a 
wife. 

4 And it was told Saul that David was 
fled to Gath; and he sought no more 
again for him. 

5 IT And David said unto Achish, If 
have now found grace in thine eyes, let 
them give me a place in some town in 
the countiT, that I may dwell there : for 
why should thy servant dwell in the 
royal city with thee? 

6 Then Achish ^ve him °2iklag that 
day: wherefore Ziklag pertaineth unto 
the kings of Judah unto this day. 

7 And ®the time that David dwelt in 
the country of the Philistines was ^a fuU 
year and four months. 

8 IT And David and his men went up, 
and invaded *'the Geshurites, and the 
7 Gezrites, and the ® Amalekites : for those 
•nations were of old the inhabitants of 
the land, “as thou goest to Shur, even 
imto the land of Egypt. 

9 And David smote the land, and left 
neither man nor woman alive, and took 
away the sheep, and the oxen, and the 
asses, and the camels, and the apparel, 
and returnedj and came to Achish. 

10 And Achish said, ^Whither have ye 
made a road to day? And David said, 
Against the south of Judah, and against 
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the south of “the Jerahmeelites, and “ch.® 
a-gainst the south of ^ the Kenites. 

11 And David saved neither man nor i judg 

woman alive, to bring tidings to Gath, 
saying, Lest they should tell on us, say- 
ing, So did David, and so will be his 
manner all the while he dwelleth in the . 

country of the Philistines. 

12 And Achish believed David, saying, « ch- is. 27 . 
He hath made his people Israel 2 utterly meb. 

to abhor him; therefore he shall be my toatmk. 
servant for ever. 

CHAPTER 28 

AND it caine to pass in those days, that 
XA. the Philistines gathered their armies 
together for warfare, to fight with Israel. ^ ver. : 
And Achish said unto David, Know thou ch. it 
assuredly, that thou shalt go out with 
me to battle, thou and thy men. aneh. 

2 And David said to A chish, Surely hytiu 
thou slialt know what thy servant can 
do. And Achish said to David, There- vex.: 
fore win I make thee keeper of mine 
head for ever. 

3 H Now /Samuel was dead, and all /ch .21 
Israel had lamented him, and buried hini 
in^Eamah, even in his own city. And 
Saul had put away ^ those that had fa- hand 
miliar spirits, and the wizards, out of the f J 
land. 

4 And the Philistines gathered them- Cp.i 
selves together, and came and pitched in 
*=Shunem ; and Saul gathered aU Israel ^ 
together, and they pitched in ^Gilboa. 13 . < 

6 And when Saul saw the host of the 1 Ki 
Philistines, he was afraid, and his heart 
greatly trembled. iciS s 

6 And when Saul inquired of the Lord, ” ch. ; 

” the Lord answered him not, neither by 
® dreams, nor by -^Urim, nor by prophets, e 

7 H Then said Saul unto his servants, hasu 

Seek me a woman ^that hath a familiar 
spirit, that I may go to her, and inquire 
of her. And his servants said to him, atau 
Behold, there is a woman that hath a 
familiar spirit at *'En-dor. g Cp"] 

5 And Saul disguised himself, and put 10 . ii 
on other raiment, and he went, and two 
men with him, and they came to the 
woman by night: and he said, I pray 
thee, ^divine unto me by the fanuUar *Deu. 
spirit, and bring me him up, whom I 
shall name unto thee. 

9 And the woman said unto him. Be- 
hold, thou knowest what Saul hath done, 
how he hath “cut off those that have “vet. 
familiar spirits, and the wizards, out of 
the land : wherefore then layest thou a 
snare for my life, to cause me to die? 

10 And Saul sware to her by the Lord, » Esti 

saying. As the Lord liveth, there shall 
no punishment happen to thee for this 
thing. *^Ge. 

11 Then said the woman. Whom shall 
I bring up unto thee? And he said. 

Bring me up Samuel. 

12 And when the woman saw Samuel, 
she cried with a loud voice: and the 
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L SAMUEL 27, 28 

woman spake to Saul, saying. Why hast 
thou deceived me? for thou art SauL 

13 And the king said unto her, Be not 
afraid : for what sawest thou ? And the 
woman said unto Saul, I saw gods as- 
cending out of the earth. 

14 And he said onto her, ^What form 
is he of? And she said. An old man 
cometh up ; and he is covered with ® a 
mantle. And Saul perceived that it was 
Samuel, and he stooped with his face to 
the CTOund, and bowed himself. 

16^ And Samuel said to Saul, Why 
hast thou disquieted me, to bring me 
up ? And Saul answered, I am sore dis- 
tressed; for the Philistines make war 
against me, and ^God is departed from 
me, and ^answereth me no more, neither 
^ by prophets, nor by dreams : therefore I 
have called thee, that thou mayest make 
kno^vn unto me what I shall do, 

16 Then said Samuel, Wherefore then 
dost thou ask of me, seeing the Lord 
is departed from thee, and is become 
thine enemy? 

17 And the Lord hath done ^to him, as 
he spake by ^me: for ^^tbe Lord hath 
rent the kingdom out of thine hand, and 
given it to thy neighbour, even to David : 

18 ^Because thou obeyedst not the voice 
of the Lord, nor executedst his fierce 
wrath upon Amalek, therefore hath the 
Lord done this thing unto thee this day. 

19 Moreover the Lord will also deUver 
Israel with thee into the hand of the 
Philistines; and to morrow shalt thou 
and *”thy sons be with me: the Lord 
also shall deliver the host of Israel into 
the hand of the Philistines. 

20 Then Saul ®fell straightway all along 
on the earth, and was sore afraid, because 
of the words of Samuel : and there was 
no strength in him ; for he had eaten no 
bread all the day, nor all the night. 

21 ^ And the woman came unto Saul, 
and saw that he was sore troubled, and 
said unto him, Behold, thine handmaid 
hath obeyed thy voice, and have put 
my life in my hanck and have hearkened 
unto thy words wliich tliou spakest unto 
me. 

22 Now therefore, I pray thee, hearken 
thou also unto the voice of thine hand- 
maid, and let me set a morsel of bread be- 
fore thee ; and eat, that thou mayest have 
strength, when thou goest on thy way. 

23 But he refused, and said, I will not 
eat. But his servants, together with the 
woman, compelled him ; andhe hearkened 
imto their voice. So he arose from the 
earth, and sat upon ^'the bed. 

24 Ajid the woman had a fat calf in the 
house ; and she hasted, and killed it, and 
took “'flour, and kneaded it, and did 
bake unleavened bread thereof : 

25 And she brought it before SauL and 
before his servants; and they did eat. 
Then they rose up, and went away that 
night. 
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CHAITEB 29 

"VrOW ®the Philistines gatliered to- 
JlN gether all their armies to ® Aphek : 
and the Israelites pitched by fountam 
which is in ^3 ezreeh . 

2 And /the lords of the Philistmes 
passed on by hundreds, and by thou- 
sands : but David and nis men passed 
on in the rereward ^with AcMsh. 

3 Then said the princes of the Philis- 
tines, What do these Hebrews here ? ^d 
Achish said imto the princes of the Phi- 
listines, Is not this David, the servant of 
Saul the king of Israel, which hath been 
with me ^tliese days, or these years, and 
I have found no fault in him smce he 
/fell unto me unto this day? 

4 And the princes of the Ph^tmes 
were wroth with him ; and the princes of 
the Philistines said unto him, Make this 
fellow return, that he may go agam to 
his place which ’"thou hast appointed 
him, and let Mm not go down w^h US' 
to battle, lest in the cattle he be an 
adversary to us: for wherewith should 
he reconcile himself unto his master? 
should it not be with the heads of these 
men? 

6 Is not this David, of whom they sang 
one to another in dances, saying, f Saul 
slew his thousands, and David his ten 

6 H Then *Achish called David, and said 
unto him, Surely, us the Lord liveth, 
thou hast been upright, and ’’thy^gomg 
out and thy commg in with me m the 
host is good in my sight : for I have not 
found evil in thee since the day of thy 
coming ■unto me unto this day: never- 
theless 2 the lords favour thee not. 

7 Wherefore now return, and go m 
peace, that thou ® displease not the lords 
of the Philistines. 

8 t And Pavid said unto Achidi, But 

what have I done? and what hast thou 
found in thy servant so long as I have 
been "^with thee unto this day, that I 
may not go fight against the enemies of 
my lord the long? , . 

9 And Achish answered and said to 

David, I know that thou art good in my 
sight “as an angel of God: notwith- 
stanaing the princes of the Philistines 
have said, He shall not go up with us to 
the battle. . 

10 Wherefore now rise up early in the 
morning ® with thy master’s servants that 
are come with thee : and as soon as ye be 
up early in the morning, and have light, 
depart, 

11 So David and his men rose up early 
to depart in the morning, to return into 
the land of the Philistines. And the 
Philistines went up to Jezreel. 

CHAPTEE SO 
AND it came to pass, when David and 
J\. his men were come to ^Ziklag on 
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the third day, that the “.toalekites h^ 
invaded the south, and Ziklag, and smit> 
ten Ziklag, and burned it ivith fire ; 

2 And had taken the women captives, 
that were therein : they slew not any, 
either great or small, but earned them 
away, and went on their way, 

3 11 So David and his men came to the 
city, and, behold, it b'c'.rned with 
fire ; and their wives, and then sons, and 
their daughters, were taken captives. 

4 Then David and the people that were 
with him lifted up their voice and wept, 
until they had no more power to weep. 

5 And David’s *two wives were taken 
captives, Ahinoam tlie Jezreelitess, and 
Abigail the wife of Nabal the Carmelite. 

6 And David was greatly distressed; 
*for the people spake of stoning him, 
because the soul of all the people was 
1 grieved, every man for his sons and for 
Ms daughters: but * David encouraged 
himself in the Lord Ms God. 

7 And David said to “Abiathar the 
priest, Ahimelech’s son, I pray thee, 
bring me Mther the ephod. And Ahi^ 
thar brought tMther the ephod to David. 

8 And ® David inquired at the Lord, 
saying, Shall I pursue after tMs troop? 
shall I overtake them? And he answered 
him, Pursue : for thou shalt surely over- 
take them, and without fail recovOT all 

9 So David went, he and ^the six hun- 
dred men that wei'e with him, and came 
to the brook Besor, where those that 

were left behind stayed. 

10 But David pursued, he and foiuf 
hundred men : for two himdred abode 
behind, wMch were so faint that they 
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tne neia, ana orougnt luiu 

gave him bread, and he did eat ; and they 

made Mm drink water; . 

12 And they gave him a piece of *a 
cake of figs, and two clusters of raisins; 
and when he had eaten, *Ms spirit came 
pgn.in to biin : for he had eaten no bream 
nor drimk any water, three days and 

IS^AndlDa^d said unto him. To whom 
belongest thou? and whence art thou? 
And he said, I am a young man of 
Egypt, servant to an AmaleMte; and 
my master left me, because three days 
ngone I fell sick. . 

14 We made an mvasion upon the south 

of “’the CheretMtes, and upon the coc^t 
which belongeth to Judah, and upon the 
south of * Caleb ; and we burned Ziklag 
with fire. , , . ^ ^ 

15 And David said to him, Canst thou 
bring me down to this company ? And 
he said, Swear unto me by God, that 
thou wilt neither kill me, nor deliver mo 
into the hands of my master, and I will 
bring thee down to this company. , 

16 II And when he had brought hina 
down, behold, they were spread abroad 
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upon all the earth, eating and drinking, 
and dancing, because of all the great 
spoil that they had taken out of the land 
of the Philistines, and out of the land of 
Judah. 

17 And David smote them from the 
twilight even unto the evening of ^the 
next day : and there escaped not a man 
of them, save four hundred young men, 
which rode upon ^camels, and fled. 

18 And David ^recovered all that the 
Amalekites had carried away; and David 
rescued his two wives. 

19 And there was nothing lacking to 
them, neither small nor great, neither 
sons nor daughters, neither spoil, nor 
any thing that they had taken to them : 
David recovered all. 

20 And David took all the flocks and 
the herds, which they^ave before those 
other cattle,^d said. This is David’s spoil. 
21 H And David came to the ®'two hun- 
dred men, which were so faint that they 
could not follow David, whom they had 
made also to abide at the brook Besor : 
and they went forth to meet David, and 
to meet the people that icere with him : 
and when David came near to the people, 
he 6 saluted them. 

22 Then answered all the wicked men 
and ^men of Belial, of ^ those that went 
with David, and said, Because they went 
not with us, we will not give them ought 
of the spoil that we have recovered, save 
to every man liis wife and his children, 
that they may lead them away, and depart. 

23 Then said David. Ye shall not do so, 
my bretliren, with that which the Lord 
hath given us, who hath preserved us, 
and delivered the company that came 
against us into our hand. 

24 For who will hearken unto you in 
this matter? but ” as his part is that 
goeth down to the battlei. so shall his 
part he °that tarrieth by the stuff; they 
shall part alike. 

25 And it was so from that day s for- 
ward, that he made it a statute and an 
ordinance for Israel unto this day. 

26 H And when David came to Ziklag, 
he sent of the spoil unto the elders of 
Judah, even to his friends, saying. Behold 
a ® present for you of the spoil of the 
enemies of the Lord ; 

27 To them which were in “Beth-el, and 
to them which were in * south Eamoth, 
and to them which were in Jattir, 

28 And to them which were in Aroer, 
and to them which were in Siphmoth, 
and to them which were in 2'Eshtemoa, 

29 And to them which were in Eachm, 
and to them which were in the cities of 
^the Jerahmeelites, and to them which 
were in the cities of ^the Kenites, 
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30 And to them which were in ®Hor- 
mah, and to them which were in Chor- 
“^ashan, and to them which were in 
Athach, 

31 And to them which were in Hebron, 
and to all the places where David him- 
self and his men were wont to haunt. 


CHAPTER 31 



from before the Phihstines, and fell down 
2 slain in mount -^Gilboa. 

2 And the Philistines followed hard 
upon Saul and upon his sons ; and the 
Philistines slew Jonathan, and Abioa- 
dab, and Malclii-sliua, Saul’s sons. 

3 And the battle went sore against 
Saul, and the s archers ‘‘hit him ; and he 
was sore wounded of the archers. 

4 *Then said Saul unto liis armour- 
bearer, Draw thy sword, and thrust me 
through therewith: lest these uncir- 
cumcised come and thrust me through, 
and ® abuse me. But his armourbearer 
would not; for he was sore afraid. 
Therefore Saul took a sword, and *feU 
upon it. 

6 And when his armourbearer saw that 
Saul was dead, he fell likewise upon his 
sword, and died with him. 

6 So Saul died, and his three sons, and 
his armourbearer, and all ”*his men, that 
same day together. 

7 H And vmen the men of Israel that 
loere on the other side of the valley, and 
they that were on the other side Jordan, 
saw that the men of Israel fled, and that 
Saul and his sons were dead, they forsook 
the cities, and fled; and the Philistines 
came and dwelt in them. 

8 And it came to pass on the morrow, 
when the Philistines came to strip the 
slain, that they found Saul and his three 
sons fallen in mount Gilboa. 

9 And -^they cut off his head, and 
stripped off his armour, and sent into 
the land of the Philistines round about, 
to ^publish it in the house of their idols, 
and among the people. 

10 And they put his armour in the 
house of ^ Ashtaroth ; and ^they fastened 
his body to the wall of Beth-sh^. 

11 H And when the inhabitants of ^Ja- 
besh-gilead heard that which the 
Philistines had done to Saul ; 

12 * All the valiant men arose, and went 
all night, and took the body of Saul and 
the bodies of bis sons from the wall of 
Beth-shan, and came to Jabesh, and 
burnt them there. 

13 And they took their bones, and 
“buried them under ®a tree at Jabesh, 
and <*fasted ® seven days. 
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THE SECOND BOOK OP SAMUEL, 

OTHERWISE CALLED, 

THE SECOND BOOK OF THE KINGS. 


CHAPTER 1 

“Vr OW it came to pass after the death 
JlN of Saul, when David was returned 
from ®the slaughter of the Amalekites, 
and David had abode two days in Ziklag ; 

2 It came even to pass on the third day, 
that, behol(h a man came out of the 
camp from Saul ®with his clothes rent, 
and /earth upon his head : and so it was, 
when he came to David, that he fell to 
the earth, and did obeisance. 

3 And Da^dd said unto him,_ From 
whence comest thou ? And he said unto 
him, Out of the camp of Israel am I 
escaped. 

4 And David said unto him, ^How went 
the matter ? I pray thee, tell me. And 
he answered. That the people are fled 
from the battle, and many of the people 
also are fallen and dead : and Saul and 
Jonathan his son are dead also. 

5 And David said unto the young man 
that told him, How knowest thou that 
Saul and Jonathan his son be dead? 

6 And the young man that told him 
said, As I happened by chance upon 
mount Gilboa, behold, ’“Saul^ leaned 
upon his spear; and, lo, the chariots and 
horsemen followed hard after him. 

7 And when he looked behind him, he 
saw me, and called unto me. And I 
answered, ■^Heie am I. 

8 And he said unto me, Who art thou ? 
And I answered him, I am an Amalekite. 

9 He said unto me again, Stand, I pray 
thee, upon me, and slay me : for languish 
is come upon me, because my life yet 
whole in me. 

10 So I stood upon him, and slew him, 
because I was sure that he could not live 
after that he was fallen : and I took the 
cro^vn that was upon his head, and the 
bracelet that was on his arm, and have 
brought them hither unto my lord. 

11 Then David took hold on his clothes, 
and rent them ; and likewise all the men 
that were with him : 

12 And they mourned, and wept, and 
fasted until even, for Saul, and for Jona- 
than his son, and for the people of the 
Lord, and for tlie house of Israel ; be- 
cause they were fallen by the sword. 

13 IT And David said unto the young 
man that told him. Whence art thou? 
And he answered, I am the son of a 
stranger, an Amalekite. 

14 And David said unto him. How wast 
thou not *afraid to * stretch forth thine 
hand to destroy “the Lord’s anointed? 

15 And David called one of the young 
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men, and said. Go near, and fall upon 
him. And he smote him that he died. 

16 And David said unto him, “Thy 
blood he upon thy head ; for * thy mouth 
hath testified against thee, saying, I have 
slain the Lord s anointed. 

17 H And David ‘^lamented with this 
lamentation over Saul and over Jona- 
than his son : 

18 (Also he bade them teach the chil- 
dren of Judah the use o/the bow : behold, 
it is written in the book ^ of Jasher.) 

19 The beauty of Israel is slain upon 
thy high places: how are the mighty 
fallen 1 

20 ^Tell it not in Gath, publish it not 
in the streets of Askelon ; lest the daugh- 
ters of^the ^Philistines ^rejpic^j^lest the 

21 ^e /mountains of Gilboa, let there 
he no de\\^ neither let there he rain, upon 
you, nor fields of ofierings : for there the 
shield of the mighty is vilely cast away, 
the shield of Saul, as though he had not 
been * anointed with oil. 

22 From the blood of tlie slain, from 
the fat of the mighty, ^tlie bow of Jona- 
than turned not back, and the sword of 
Saul returned not empty. 

23 Saul and Jonathan were lovely and 
3 pleasant in their lives, and in their 
death they were not divided : they were 
“swifter than eagles, they were ® stronger 
than lions. 

24 Ye daughters of Israel, weep over 
Saul, who clothed you in scarlet, with 
other delights, who put on ornaments of 
gold upon your apparel. 

25 How are the mighty fallen in the 
midst of the battle I O Jonathan, thou 
wast slain in thine high places. 

26 I am distressed for thee, my brother 
Jonathan : very pleasant hast thou been 
unto me ; ^tliy love to me was wonder- 
ful, jessing the love of women. 

27 How are the mighty fallen, and the 
weapons of war perished I 

CHAPTER 2 

AND it came to pass after this, that 
J-X David ^inquired of the Lord, say- 
ing, Shall I go up into any of the cities 
of Judah? And the Lord said unto 
him, Go up. And David said. Whither 
shall I ^ up ? And he said, Unto Hebron. 

2 So David went up tliither, and his 
’'two wives also, Aliinoam the Jezreel- 
itess, and Abigail Nabal’s wife the Car-. 
melite. 

3 And ^’his men that were with him 
did David bring up, every man with his 
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household : and they dwelt in the cities 
of Hebron. 

4 *And the men of JudaJi came* and 
there they anointed David king over the 
house of Judah. And they told Da\dd, 
saying. That the men of * Jabesh-gilead 
were they that buried Saul. 

6 IF And David sent messengers unto 
the men of Jabesh-gilead, and said unto 
them, ‘’Blessed he ye of the Loud, that 
ye have shewed this kindness unto your 
lord, everb unto Saul, and have buried 
him. 

6 And now *^the Loud shew kindness 
and truth unto you : and I also will 
requite you tliis kindness, because ye 
have done this thing. 

7 Therefore now let your hands he 
strengthened, and ^be ye valiant: for 
your master Saul is dead, and also the 
house of Judah have anointed me king 
over them. 

8 IT But /Abner the son of Ner, captain 
of ^Saul’s host, took ^ish-bosheth the 
son of Saul, and brought him over to 
^Mahanaim ; 

9 And made him king over Gilead, and 
over the Ashurites, and over Jezreel, and 
over Ephraim, and over Benjamin, and 
over all Israel. 

10 Ish-bosheth Saul’s son wols forty years 
old when he began to reim over Israel, 
and reimed two years. But the house 
of Judm followed David. 

11 And the ®time that David was king 
in Hebron over the house of Judah was 
seven years and six months. 

12 % And Abner the son of Her, and 
the servants of Ish-bosheth the son of 
Saul, went out from Mahanatm to ^Gi- 
beon. 

13 And Joab the son of Zeruiah, and 
the servants of David, went out, and met 
^together by /the pool of Gibeon: and 
they sat down, the one on the one side of 
the pool, and the other on the otlier side 
of the pool. 

14 And Abner said to Joab, Let the 
young men now aris^ and play before 
us. And Joab said, Let them arise. 

15 Then there arose and went over by 
number twelve of Benjamin, which 
tained to Ish-bosheth the son of Saul, 
and twelve of the servants of David. 

16 And they caught every one his fellow 
by the head, and thrust his sword in his 
fellow’s side; so they fell down together : 
wherefore that place was called Helkath- 
hazzurim, which is in Gibeon. 

17 And there was a very sore battle that 
day; and Abner was beaten, and the 
men of laael, before the servants of 
David. 

18 IT And there were ^three sons of 
Zeruiah there, Joab, and Abi^ai, and 
Asahel: and Asahel was as hght ^^of 
foot 12 as a wild roe. 

19 And Asahel pursued after Abner; 
and in going he turned not to the right 
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hand nor to the left ^from following 
Abner. 

20 Then Abner looked behind him, and 
said, A rt thou Asahel ? And he answered, 
I am, 

21 And Abner said to him. Turn thee 
aside to thy right hand or to thy left, 
and lay thee hold on one of the young 
men, and take thee his ^ armour. But 
Asahel would not turn aside from fol- 
lowing of him. 

22 And Abner said again to Asahel, 
Turn thee aside from following me: 
wherefore should I smite thee to the 
ground ? hmv then should I hold up my 
face to Joab thy brother ? 

23 Howbeit he refused to turn aside : 
wherefore Abner with the hinder end of 
the spear smote him ‘’under the fifth W6, 
that the spear came out beliind him; 
and he fell down there, and died in the 
same place : and it came to pass, that as 
many as came to the place where Asahel 
fell down and died stood stilL 

24 Joab also and Abishai pursued after 
Abner : and the sun went down when 
they were come to the hill of Ammah, 
that lieth before Giah by the way of the 
wilderness of Gibeon. 

25 IT And tlie children of Benjamin 
gathered themselves together after Ab- 
ner, and became one troop, and stood on 
the top of an hiU. 

26 Then Abner called to Joab, and said, 
Shall the sword devour for ever % knowest 
thou not that it will be bitterness in the 
latter end ? how long shall it be then, ere 
thou bid the people return from follow- 
ing their brethren ? 

27 And Joab said, As God liveth, unless 
*'thou hadst spoken, surely then 7 in the 
morning the people had 8 gone up every 
one from following his brother. 

28 So Joab blew a trumpet, and all the 
people stood still, and pursued after 
Israel no more, neither fought they any 
more. 

29 And Abner and his men walked all 
that night through the plain, and passed 
over Jordan, and went through all Bith- 
ron, and they came to ^Malianaim. 

30 And Joab returned from following 
Abner : and when he had gathered all 
the people together, there lacked of 
David’s servants nineteen men and Asa- 
hel. 

31 But the servants of David had smitten 
of Benjamin, and of Abner’s men, so 
that three hundred and threescore men 
died. 

32 IT And they took up Asahel. and 
buried liim in the sepulchre of his fa- 
ther, wliich was in Betti-lehem. And 
Joab and his men went all night, and 
they came to Hebron at break of day, 

CHAPTER S 

1VT O W there was long war between the 
jLN house of Saul and the house of 
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David : but David waxed stronger and 
stronger, and the house of Saul waxed 
weaJier and weaker. 

2 H And *^unto David were sons bom in 
Hebron : and his firstborn was Amnon, 
*of Ahinoam the Jezreelitess ; 

3 And his second, ^Chileab, of Abigail 
the wife of Nabal the Carmelite ; and 
the third, Absalom the son of Maacah 
the daughter of Talmai king «*of Geshur ; 

4 And the fourth, ® Adonijah the son of 
Haggith ; and the fifth, Snephatiah the 
son of Abital; 

6 And the sixth, Ithream, by Eglah 
David’s wife. These were born to David 
in Hebron. 

6 If And it came to pass, wliile there 
was war between the house of Saul and 
the house of David, that Abner made 
himself strong for the house of Saul. 

7 And Saul had a concubine, whose 
name -loas^Rizpah, the daughter of Aiali : 
and Ish-bosheth said to Abner, Where- 
fore hast thou *gone in unto my father’s 
concubine? 

8 Then was Abner very wroth for the 
words of Ish-bosheth, and said, Am I »a 
dog’s head, wliich against Judah do shew 
kindness this day unto the house of Saul 
thy father, to his brethren, and to his 
friends, and have not delivered thee into 
the hand of David, that thou chargest 
me to day with a fault concerning this 
woman? 

9 / So do God to Abner, and more also, 
except, *as the Lord hath sworn to Da- 
vid, even so I do to him ; 

10 To translate the kingdom from the 
house of Saul, and to set up the tlirone 
of David over Israel and over Judali, 
*from Dan even to Beer-sheba. 

11 And he could not answer Abner a 
word again, because he feared him. 

12 IT And Abner sent messengers to 
David on his behalf, saying. Whose is 
the land? ssmng also, Make thy league 
with me, and. b^old, my hand shale be 
with thee» to bring about all Israel unto 
thee. 

13 IT And he said. Well ; I will make a 
league with thee : but one thing I require 
of thee, ^that is, Thou shalt not see my 
fac^ except thou first bring ®hlichal 
Saul’s daughter, when thou comest to 
see my face. 

14 And David sent messengers to Ish- 
bosheth Saul’s son, saying. Deliver me 
my wife MichaL which I espoused to me 
*for an hundred foreskins of the Philis- 
tines. 

16 And Ish-bo^eth sent, and took her 
from her husband, eoefn from ^Phaltiel 
the son of Laish. 

16 And her husband went with her 
^along weeping behind her to "Bahurim. 
Then said Abner unto him, Go, return. 
And he returned. 

17 II And Abner had communication 
With the elders of Israel, saying. Ye 
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sought for David ^in times past to be 
king over you : 

18 ITowthen do it: for the Lord hath 
spoken of David, saying, By the hand of 
my servant David I will save my people 
Israel out of the hand of the Philistines, 
and out of the hand of all their enemiea 

19 And .^bner also spake in the ears of 
® Benjamin : and Abner went also to 
speak in the ears of David in Hebron aU 
that seemed good to Israel, and ^at 
seemed good to the whole house of Ben- 
jamin. 

20 So Abner came to David to Hebron, 
and twenty men with him. And David 
made Abner and the men that were with 
him a feast. 

I 21 And Abner said unto David, I will 
arise and go, and will gather all Israel 
unto my lord the king, /that they may 
make a league with thee, and that thou 
mayest reim over all that thine heart 
desireth. And David sent Abner away ; 
and he went in peace. 

22 H And, behold, the servants of David 
and Joab came from pursuing a troop, 
and brought in a great ^oil with them : 
but Abner was not with David in He- 
bron ; for he had sent him away, and he 
was gone in peace. 

23 When Joab and all the host that was 
with him were come, they told Joab, 
saying, Abner the son of Her came to 
the kmg, and he hath sent him away, 
and he is gone in peace. 

24 Then Joab came to the king, and 
said, vVhat hast thou done? behoio, Ab- 
ner came unto thee ; why is it that thou 
hast sent him away, and he is quite 
gone? 

25 Thou knowest Abner the son of Ner, 
that he came to deceive thee, and to 
know ’"thy going out and thy coming in, 
and to know aU that thou doest. 

26 /^d when Joab was come out from 
David, he sent messengers after Abner, 
which brought him again from the well 
of Sirah : but David knew it not. 

27 And when Abner was returned to 
Hebron, J oab took him aside in the gate 
to speak with him ^quietly, and smote 
liim there "under the fifth that he 
died, for the blood of Asahel his brother, 

28 IT And afterward when David heeu^ 
it, he said, I and my kingdom are guilt- 
less before the Lord for ever from the 
®blood of Abner the son of Ner : 

29^ Let it rest on the head of Joab, and 
on all his father’s house ; and let there 
.not ®fail from the house of Joab one 
’’that hath an issue, or ^that is a leper, 
or that leaneth on “a staff, or that faJleth 
on the sword, or that lacketh bread. 

30 So J oab and Abishai his brother slew 
Abner, because he had slain their brother 
"Asahel at Gibeon in the battle. 

31 II And David said to Joab, an^ to all 
the people that wei^e with him, *Eend 
your clothes, and ^'gird you with sack- 
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cloth, and mourn before Abner. And 
king David followed the ^bier. 

32 And they buried Abner in Hebron : 
and the king lifted up his voice, and 
wept at the grave of Abner; and all the 
people wept. 

33 And the king ^lamented over Abner, 
and said. Died Abner as a ®fool dieth? 

34 Thy hands were not bound, nor thy 
feet put into fetters : as a man falleth 
before 2 wicked men, so fellest thou. 
And all the people wept again over him. 

35 And when all the people came ^’to 
cause David to eat meat while it was yet 
day, David sware, saying. So do God to 
me, and more also, if I taste bread, or 
ought else, ^till the sun be down. 

36 And all the people took notice of it, 
and it ^ pleased them: as whatsoever 
the king did ^ pleased all the people. 

37 For all the people and all Israel un- 
derstood that day that it was not of the 
king to slay Abner the son of Ner. 

38 And the king said unto his servants, 
Know ye not that there is a prince and a 
great man fallen this day in Israel? 

39 And I am tliis day ^weak, though 
anointed king; and these men Uhe sons 
of Zeruiah ^oe too hard for me : *the 
Lord shall reward the doer of evil ac- 
cording to his wickedness. 

CHAPTER 4 

AND when Saul’s son heard that Abner 
Xx. was dead in Hebron, *^his hands 
were feeble, and all the Israelites were 
troubled. 

2 And Saul’s son had two men that 
were captains of bands : the name of the 
one was Baanah, and the name of the 
Mother Rechab, the sons of Eimmon a 
Beerothite, of the children of Benjamin : 
(for **Beeroth also was reckoned to Ben- 
jamin : 

3 And the Beerothites fled to “Gittaim, 
and were sojourners there until this day.) 

4 And “'Jonathan, Saul’s son, had a sou 
that was lame of his feet. He was five 
years old when the tidings came of Saul 
and Jonathan out of Jezreel, and his 
nurse took him up, and fled: and it 
came to pass, as she made haste to flee, 
that he fell, and became lame. And his 
name was ®Mephibosheth. 

6 And the sons of Rimmon the Bee- 
rotliite, Rechab and Baanah, went, and 
came about the heat of the day to the 
house of Ish-bosheth, who lay on a bed 
at noon. 

6 And they came thither into the midst 
of the house, as though they would have 
fetched wheat; and they smote him 
® under the fifth rib: and Rechab and 
Baanah his brother escaped. 

7 For when they came into the house, 
he lay on his bed in his bedchamber, and 
tliey smote him, and slew him, and be- 
headed him, and took his head, and gat 
them away through %e plain all night. 
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8 And they brought the head of Ish- 
bosheth unto David to Hebron, and said 
to the king, Behold the head of Ish- 
bosheth the son of Saul thine enemy, 
“which sought thy life: and the Lord 
hath avenged my lord the king thi.-^ day 
of Saul, and of liis seed. 

9 H And David answered Rechab and 
Baanah his brother, the sons of Rimmon 
the Beerothite, and said imto them. As 
the Lord liveth, ‘^who hath redeemed 
my souhout of all adversity, 

lO/'VMien one told me, saying, Behold, 
Saul is dead, ^tliinking to nave brought 
good tidings, I took Hold of him, and 
slew him in Ziklag, ‘‘who thought mat I 
w'ould have given him a reward for his 
tidings : 

11 How much more, when wicked men 
have slain a righteous person in his own 
house upon his bed ? shall I not therefore 
now ^require his blood of your hand, 
and take you away from the earth? 

12 And David commanded his young 
men, and they slew them, and cut on 
their hands and their feet/ and hanged 
them up over the pool in Hebron. But 
they took the head of Ish-bosheth, and 
buried it in tlie ^sepulchre of Abner 
in Hebron. 

CHAPTER 5 

rpHEN '"came all the tribes of Israel 
X to David unto Hebron, and sp^a 
saying, Behold, ‘’we are thy bone and 
thy flesh. 

2 Also in time past, when Saul was 
king over us, -^thou wast he that leddest 
out and hroughtest in Israel: and the 
Lord said to thee, * Thou shalt feed my 
people Israel, and thou shalt be a captain 
over Israel 

3 So all the elders of Israel came to the 
king to ^Hebron ; ^ and king David made 
a league with them in Hebron ® before the 
Lord: and they anointed David king 
over Israel. 

4 H David was thirty years old when 
he began to reign, and he reigned forty 
years, 

5 In Hebron he reigned over Judah 
^ seven years and six months: and in 
Jerusalem he reigned thirty and three 
years over all Israel and Judah. 

6 IT And the king and his men went 
^to Jerusalem unto *the Jebusites, the 
inhabitants of the land : -which spake 
unto David, saying. Except thou take 
away the blind and the lame, thou shalt 
not come in hither: ^ thinking, David 
cannot come in hither. 

7 Nevertheless David took the strong 
hold of Zion : ^the same is the city of 
David. 

8 And David said on that day. Who- 
soever getteth up to the gutter, and 
smiteth the Jebusites and the lame 
and the blind* that are hated of David’s 
soul ^he shall he chief and captain.

17 According to all these words, and 
according to all this “vision, so did 
Nathan speak unto David. 

18 1 Then went king David in, and sat 
before the Lord, and he said, * Wlio am 
L 0 Lord God? and what is my house, 
that thou hast brought me hitherto ? 

19 And this was yet a small thing in 
thy sight. O Lord God ; but thou hast 
spoken also of thy servant’s house for 
a great while to come. *And is this 
the ^manner of man, O Lord God? 

20 And what can David say more unto 
thee? for thou, Lord God, ®knowest thy 
servant.

6 ® And when the Syrians of Damascus 
came to succour Haoadezer king of Zo- 
hah, David slew of the Syrians two and 
twenty thousand men. 

6 Then David put ^garrisons in Syria 
of Damascus: and the Syrians became 
servants to David, and brought gifts. 
And the Lord preserved David whither- 
soever he went. 

7 And David took the shields of gold 
that were on the servants of Hadadezer, 
and brought them to Jerusalem.

9 11 When Toi king ® of Hamath heard 
that David had smitten aU the host of 
Hadadezer, 

10 Then Toi sent ijoram his son 
unto king David, to ^salute him, and 
to bless nim, because he had fought 
against Hadadezer, and smitten him: 
for Hadadezer ^had wars with Toi 
And Joram ^ brought with him vessels 
of silver, and vessels of gold, and vessels 
of brass: 

11 Which also king David ‘^did dedicate 
unto the LorDj with the silver and gold 
that he had dedicated of all nations wni^ 
he subdued; 

12 Of Syria, and of Moab, and ®of the 
children of Ammon, and /of the Philis- 
tines, and ^ of Amalek, and of the ^oil of 
Hadadezer, son of Eehob, king of Zobah. 

13 And David gat him, a name when he 
returned from ^smiting of the Syrians 
in *the valley of salt, being eighteen 
thousand men, 

14 IT And he put garrisons in Edom; 
throughout all Edom put he garrisons, 
and /all they of Edom became David’s 
servants. And the Lord preserved Dar 
vid whithersoever he went. 

15 And David reigned over all Israel; 
and David executed judgment and justice 
unto all his people. 

16 ^And Joab the son of Zeruiah was 
over the host; and "Jehoshaphat the 
son of Ahilud was s recorder: 

17 And^Zadok the son of Anitub, and 
Ahimelech the son of Abiathar, were the 
priests; and Seraiah was the inscribe;

CHAPTEE 9

6 Now when ^^Mephibosheth, the son 
of Jonathan, the son of Saul, was come 
unto David, he fell on his face, and did

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reverence. And David said, Mephibo- 
sheth. And he answered. Behold thy 
ser\"ant I 

7 t And David said unto him, Fear 
not: for I will surely shew thee kindness 
for Jonathan thy father’s sake, and will 
restore thee all the land of Saul thy 
father ; and thou shalt eat bread at my 
table continually. 

8 And he bowed himself, and said, What 
is thy servant, that thou shouldest look 
upon such a dead dog as I am? 

9 1 Then the king called to Ziba, Saul’s 
servant, and said unto him, I have given 
unto thy master’s son all that pertained 
to Saul and to all his house. 

10 Thou therefore, and thy sons, and 
thy servants, shall till the land for him, 
and thou shalt bring in the f'i'uitSy that 
thy master’s son may have food to eat: 
but Mephibosheth thy master’s son ‘’shall 
eat bread alway at my table. Now Ziba 
had/ fifteen sons and twenty servants. 

11 Then said Ziba unto the king. Ac- 
cording to all that my lord the king hath 
commanded his servant, so shaU thy 
servant do. As for Mephibosheth, said 
the king^ he shall eat at my table, as one 
of the kmg’s sons. 

12 And Mephibosheth had a young son, 
*whose name was Micha. Aid aU that 
dwelt in the house of Ziba were servants 
unto M^hibosheth. 

13 So Mephibosheth dwelt in Jerusalem : 
for he did eat continually at the king’s 
table ; and was lame on both his feet. 


CHAPTEE 10

6 1 And when the children of Ammon 
saw that they stank before David, the 
children, of Ammon sent and hired the 
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Syrians of Beth-rehob, and "the Syrians 
of Zoba, twenty thousand footmen, and 
of king ^ Maacah a thousand men, and 
of ilsh-tob twelve thousand men. 

7 And when David heard of it, he sent 
Joab, and all the host of ‘'the mighty 
men. 

8 And the children of Ammon came 
out, and put the battle in array at the 
entering in of the gate : and the Syrians 
of Zoba, and of Eenob, and Ish-tob. and 
Maacah, were by themselves in the field. 

9 When Joab saw that the front of the 
battle was against him before and behind, 
he chose of all the choice men of Israel, 
and put them in array against the Syrians : 

10 And the rest of the people he de- 
livered into the hand or Aubishai his 
brother, that he might put the7n in array 
against the children of Ammon. 

11 And he said. If the Syrians be too 
strong for me, then thou shalt help me ; 
but if the children of Ammon be too 
strong for thee, then I will come and 
help thee. 

12 Be of good courage, and let us ^play 
the men for our people, and for the cities 
of our God: and ^ the Lord do that 


which seemeth him good. 

13 And Joab drew mgh, and the people 
that were with him, unto the battle a- 
gainst the Syrians ; and they fled before 
him. 


14 And when the children of Ammon 
saw that the Syrians were fled, then fled 
they also before /Abishai, and entered 
into the city. So Joab returned from 
the children of Ammon, and came to 
Jerusalem. 

15 ^ And when the Syrians saw that 
they were smitten before Israel, they 
gathered themselves together, 

16 And "Hadarezer sent, and brought 
out the Smans that were beyond 2 the 
river: and they came to Helam; and 
^ Shobach the captain of the host of Ha- 
darezer went before them. 

17 And when it was told David, he 
gathered all Israel together and passed 
over J ordan, and came to Helam. And 
the Syrians set themselves in array ar 
gainst David, and fought with him. 

18 And the Syrians fled before Israel : 
and David slew the men of seven hundred 
chariots of the Syrians, and forty thou- 
sand ® horsemen. and smote Shobach the 
captain of their host, who died there. 

19 And when all the kings that were 
servants to Hadarezer saw that they were 
smitten before Israel, they made peace 
with Israel, and ® served them. So the 
Syrians feared to help the children of 
Ammon any more. 


CHAPTEE 11 

AND it came to pass, ® after the year 
xX was expired, at the time when Hngs 
go forth to oattlet that David sent Joab, 
and his servants with him, and aU Israel;

. 7 And when Uriah was come unto him, 
David demanded of Aim 5 how Joab did, 
and how the people did, and how the war 
prospered. 

8 And David said to Uriah, Go down to 
thy house, and ®wash thy feet. And 
Uriah departed out of the king’s house, 
and there ^ followed him/a mess of meat 
from the king. 

9 But Uriah slept at the door of the 
tog’s house with all the servants of his 
lord, and went not down to his house. 

10 And when they had told David, 
saying, Uriah went not down unto his 
house, David said unto Uriah, Carnest 
thou not from thy journey? why then 
didst thou not go downimto thine house? 

11 And Uriah said unto David, ®'The 
ark, and Israel and Judah, abide in 
tents ; and my lord Joab, and ^the ser- 
vants of my lord, are encamped in the 
open fields; shall I then go into mine 
house, to eat and to drink, and to lie 
with my wife? <xs thou livest^ and ^as 
thy soul liveth, I will not do this thing. 

12 And David said to Uriah, Tarry here 
to day also, and to morrow I will let thee 
depart. So Uriah abode in Jerusalem 
that day, and the morrow. 

13 And when David had called him, he 
did eat and drink before him; and he 
made him drunk ; and at even he went 
out to Ue on his bed with the servants of 
his lord, but went not down to his house. 

14 IT And it came to pass in the morn- 

ing, that David wrote a letter to Joab, 
and sent it by the hand of Uriah. I 

16 And he wrote in the letter, saying, 
Set ye Uriah in the forefront of the 
hottest battle, and retire ye i^from him, 
that he may "‘be smitten, and die. 
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strong.

17 And the men of the city went out, 


and fought with Joab: and there fell 
some of the people of the servants of 
David ; and Uriah the Hittite died also.

20 And if so be that the king’s wrath 
arise, and he say unto thee, Wherefore 
approached ye so nigh unto the city when 
ye did fight? knew ye not that they would 
shoot from the wall ? 

21 Wlio smote 'Abimelech the son of 
sjerabbesheth? did nob a woman cast a 
piece of a millstone upon him from the 
wall that he died in Thebez? why went 
ye nigh the wall? then say thou. Thy 
servant Uriah the Hittite is dead also. 

22 1i So the messenger went, and came 
and shewed David all that Joab had sent 
him for. 

23 And the messenger said unto David, 
Surely the men prevailed against us, and 
came out unto us into the field, and we 
were upon them even unto the entering 
of the gate. 

24 And the shooters shot from off the 
wall upon thy servants : and some of the 
king’s servants be dead, and thy servant 
Uriah the Hittite is dead also. 

25 Then David said unto the messenger, 
Thus shalt thou say unto Joab, Let not 
this thing 7 displease thee, for the sword 
devouretn ^one as well as another ; make 
thy battle more strong against the city, 
and overthrow it: and encourage thou 
him. 

26 % And when the wife of Uriah heard 
that Uriah her husband was dead, she 
mourned for her husband. 

27 And when the mourning was past, 
David sent and fetched her to his house, 
and she ^became his wifa and bare him 
a son. But the thing tnat David had 
done ^displeased the Lokd, 

CHAPTEB 12 

AND the Lord sent ^Nathan unto 
David. And he came unto him, 
and said unto him, *Tliere were two men 
in one city ; the one rich, and tlie other 
poor. 

2 The rich man had exceeding many 
flocks and herds: 

3 But the poor man had nothing, save 
one little ewe lamb, which he had bought 
and nourished up : and it ^w up to- 
gether with him, and with his children; 
it did eat of his own lOmeat, and drank 
of his own cup, and lay in his bosom, 
and was unto mm as a daughter. 

4 And there came a traveller unto the 
rich man, and he spared to take of his 

. own flock and of his own herd, to dress 
for the wayfaring man that was come 
unto him; but took the poor man’s lamb, 
and dress^ it for the man that was come 
to him. 
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5 And David’s anger was greatly kindled 
against the ma^i ; and he said to Natlian, 
J.S the Lord liveth, the man that hath 
done tliis ^ shall surely die : 

6 ijid he shall restore tlie Isunb “four- 
fold, because he did this thing, and b^ 
cause he had no pity. 

7 ^ And Nathan said to David, Thou 
ari the man. Thus saith the Lord God 
of Israel, I “anointed thee king over 
Israel, and I delivered thee out of the 
hand of Saul; 

8 And I gave thee thy master’s house, 
and ^thy master’s wives into thy bosom, 
and gave thee the house of Israel and of 
Judali; and if that had been too little, I 
would moreover have given unto thee 
such and such things. 

9 Wherefore hast thou /despised the 
commandment of the Lord, to do evil 
in his sight? ^thou hast killed Uriah the 
Hittite ^vith the sword, and hast taken 
his wife to be thy wife, and hast slain 
him with the sword of the children of 
Ammon, 

10 Now therefore the sword shall never 
depart from thine house ; because thou 
hast despised ma and hast taken the 
wife of Uriah the fiittite to be tlry wife. 

11 Thus saith the Lord, Behold, I will 
raise up evil a^inst thee out of thine 
own hou^ and I will *take thy wives 
before thine eyes, and give them unto 
thy neighbour, and he shall lie with thy 
wives in the sight of this sun. 

12 For thou didst it secretly : but I will 
do this thing before all Israel, and before 
the sun. , ^ 

13 “imd David said unto Nathan, 
have sinned against the Lord, And 
Nathan said unto David, The Lord also 
hath ^put away thy sin; thou shalt not 
die. 

14 Howbeit, because by tliis deed thou ! 
hast given great occasion to the enemies 
of the Lord ^to blaspheme, the child 
also that is born unto thee shali surely 
die. 

15 ^ And Nathan departed unto his 
house. And the Lord struck the child 
that Uriah’s wife bare unto David, and 
it was very sick. 

16 David therefore besought God for 
the cMld; eind David ^ fasted, and went 
in, and ' lay all night upon the earth. 

17 And the elders of liis house arose, 
aind went to him, to raise liim up from 
tlie earth : but he would not, neither did 
he eat bread with them. 

IS And it came to p^ on the seventh 
day, diat the cliild died. And the ser- 
vants of David feared to tell him that 
tlie child was dead : for they said, Behold, 
while the child was yet alive, we spake 
unto him, and he would not hearken 
unto our voice : how will he then ®vex 
himself, if we tell him that the child 
is dead? 

19 But when David saw that his servants 
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whispered, David perceived that the child 
was de^ : therefore David said unto his 
servants. Is the child dead! And they 
said, He is dead. 

20 Then David arose from the earth- 
and washed, and anointed himsdf, and 
changed his awarel, and came into the 
house of the Lord, and * worshipped: 
then he came to his own house: and 
when he required, they set bread before 
him, and he did eat. 

21 Then said his servants unto him, 
What thing is this that thou hast done ? 
thou didst fast and weep for the child, 
while it was alive; but when the child 
was dead, thou didst rise and eat bread. 

22 And he said, While the cliild was yet 
alive, I fasted and wept: “for I said, 
Who can tell whether God will be gra- 
cious to me, that the child may live ? 

23 But now he is dead, wherefore should 

1 fast? can I bring him back again? I 
shall go to him, but ^ he shall not return 
to me. 

24 H And David comforted Bath-sheba 
his wife, and went in unto her, and lay 
with her : and ^she bare a son, and -^he 
called his name Solomon : and the Lord 
loved him- 

25 And he sent hy the hand of Nathan 
the prophet; and he called his name 

2 Jedidiah, because of the Lord. 

26 And ^ Joab fought against ’”Eab- 
bah of the children of Ammon, and took 
the royal city, 

27 And Joab sent messengers to David, 
and said, I have fought against Eabbah, 
and have taken the city or waters. 

28 Now therefore gather the rest of the 
people together, ana encamp against the 
city, and take it : lest I take the city, and 
Sit be called after my name. 

29 And David gathered all the people 
together, and went to Kabbah, and fought 
against it, and took it. 

30 '‘And he took their king’s crown 
from off his head, the weight whereof 
was a talent of gold with the precious 
stones : and it was set on David’s head. 
And he brought forth the spoil of the 
city ^in great abundance. 

31 And he brought forth the people that 
were therein, and put them under saws, 
and under harrows of iron, and under 
axes of iron, and made them bas^ through 
the brickkiln : and thus dia he unto all 
the cities of the children of Ammon. So 
David and all the people returned unto 
Jerusalem, 

CHAPTER 13 

AND it came to pass after this, *that 
xx Absalom the son of David had a 
fair sister, whose name was “Tamar; 
and Amnon the son of David loved her. 
2 And Anmon was so vesaed, that he 
fell sick for his sister Tamar; for she 
was a virgin; and ? Amnon thought it 
hard for mm to do any thing to her. 
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3 But Amnon had a friend, whose i 
lame was Jonadab, the son of ® bhimeah 
David’s brother; .and Jonadab was a 
irery subtil man. 

4 And he said unto him, Why art thou, 
being the king’s son, ^lean 2from day to 
lay ? wilt thou not tell me? And Amnon 
said unto him, I love Tamar, my brother 
Absalom’s sister. 

6 And Jonadab said unto him, Lay thee 
down on thy bed, and make thyself sick : 
and when thy father cometh to see thee, 
say unto him, I pray thee, let my sister 
Tamar come, and give me meat and 
dress the meat in my sight, that I may 
see it, and eat it at her hand. 

6 If So Amnon lay down, and made 
himself sick: and when the king was 
come to see him, Amnon said unto the 
king, I pray thee, let Tamar my sister 
come, and make me a couple of cakes in 
my sight, that I may eat at her hand. 

7 Then David sent home to Tamar, 
saying, Go now to thy brother Amnon’s 
house, and dress him meat 

8 So Tamar went to her brother Am- 
non’s house: and he was laid down. 
And ^e took ® flour, and kneaded it, 
and made cakes in his sight, and did 
bake the cakes. 

9 And she took a pan, and poured them 
out before him; but he refused to eat 
And Amnon said. Have out all men 
from me. And they went out every man 
from him. 

10 And Amnon said unto Tamar, Bring 
the meat into the chamber, that I may 
eat of thine hand. And Tamar took the 
cakes which she had made, and brought 
them into the chamber to Amnon her 
brother. 

11 And when she had brought them 
unto him to eat, he took hold of her, 
and said imto her. Come lie with me, 
my sister. 

12 And she answered him, Nay, mv 
brother, do not 7 force me : for ^no such 
thing ought to be done in Israel ; do not 
thou tliis folly. 

13 And I, whither shall I cause my 
shame to go? and as for tliee, thou shalt 
be as one of the fools in Israel. Now 
therefore, I pray thee, speak unto the 
king ; for he will not withhold me from 
thee. 

14 Howbeit he would not hearken unto 
her voice : but being stronger than she, 
forced her, and lay with her. 

15 t Then Amnon hated her ^exceed- 
ingly : so that the hatred wherewith he 
hated her was greater than the love where- 
with he had loved her. And Amnon 
said unto her. Arise, be gone. 

16 And die said unto him. There is no 
cause : this evil in sending me aw^ is 
greater than the other that thou <udst 
unto me. But he would not hearken 
unto her. 

17 Then he called his servant that mi-

nistered unto him, and said. Put now 
this woman out from me, and bolt the 
door after her. 

18 And she had *a garment of divers 
colours upon her: for with such rob^ 
were the kin^s daimhters that were 
virgins apparelled. Then his servant 
brought her out, and bolted the door 
after her. 

19 H And Tamar put ® ashes on her 
head, and rent her garment of divers 
colours that was on her, and <*laid her 
hand on her head, and went on crying. 

20 Amd Absalom her brother said unto 
her. Hath s Amnon thy brother been 
with thee? but hold now thy peace, my 
sister: he is thy brother; ^regard not 
this thing. So Tamar remained ® desolate 
in her brother Absalom’s house. 

21 IF But when king David heard of all 
these things, he was veiy wi*oth. 

22 And Absalom spake unto his brother 
Amnon ® neither good nor bad : for Ab- 
salom hated Amnon, because he IM 
forced his sister Tamar. 

23 IF And it came to pass after two full 
years, that Absalom nad/sheCTshearers 
in Baal-hazor, which is beside Ephraim ; 
and Absalom invited all the kin^s sons. 

24 And Absalom came to the mng. and 
said, Behold now, thy servant hath sneep- 
1 shearers; let the king^ I beseech thee^ 
and his servants go with thy servant. 

25 And the king said to Absalom, Nay, 
my son, let us not all now go, lest we be 
chargeable unto thee. And he pressed 
him; howbeit he would not go, but 
blessed him. 

26 Then said Absalom, If not, I pray 
thee, let my brother Amnon go with us. 
And the king said unto him, Why should 
he go with thee? 

27 But Absalom pressed him, that he 
let Amnon and all the king’s sons go 
with him. 

28 IF Now Absalom had commanded 
his servants, saying, Mark ye now when 
Amnon’s heart is merry with wine, and 
when I say unto you, Smite AmTi nn* 
then kill him, feax not: shave not I 
commanded you? be courageous, and be 
IS valiant. 

29 And the servants of Absalom did 
unto Amnon as Absalom had com- 
manded. Then all the king’s sons arose, 
and every man iigat him up upon his 
mule, and fled. 

30 t.And it came to pass, while they 
were m the way, that tidings came to 
Davi(^ saying, Absalom hath slain all 
the Idn^s sons, and there is not one of 
them l«t. 

31 Then the king arose, and ^tare his 
garments, and *lay on the earth ; and all 
his servants stood by with their clothes 
rent. 

^ ^d * Jonadab, the son of Shimeah 
David’s brother, answered and said, Let 
not my lord suppose that they have slain 
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all the young men the king's sons : for 
Amnon only is dead: for hy the ^ap- 
pointment of Absalom this hath been 
^determined from the day that he forced 
his sister Tamar. 

33 Now therefore ®let not my lord the 
king take the thing to his heart, to think 
that all the kings sons are dead: for 
Anonon only is dead. 

34 * But Absalom fled. And the young 
man that kept the watch lifted up his 
eyes, and looked, and, behold, there came 
much people by the way of the hill side 
beliind him. 

^ And Jonadab said unto the king, 
Behold, the king's sons come: -^as thy 
servant said, so it is. 

36 And it came to pass, as soon as he 
had made an end of speaking, that 
beholdj the king's sons came, and lifted 
up their voice and wept : and the king ! 
also and all his servants wept Syery sore. 

37 H But Absalom fled, and went to 
^Talmai, the son of ® Aminihud, king of 
Geshur. And David mourned for his 
son every day. 

38 So Absalom fled, and went to Geshur, 
and was there three years. 

39 And the soul of king David ’ longed 
to go forth unto Absalom: for he was 
^comforted concerning Amnon, seeing 
he was dead. 

CHAPTEK 14 

‘VrO'W' Joab the son of Zeruiah per- 
ceived that the king's heart was 
^toward Absalono. 

2 And Joab sent to ^Tekoah, and 
fetched thence a wise woman, and said 
unto her, I pray thee, feign thyself to be 
a mourner, and put on now mourning 
apparel, and-^^ anoint not thyself with oil, 
but be as a woman that had a long time 
mourned for the dead : 

3 And come to the king, and speak on 
this manner unto hun. Bo Joab put the 
words in her mouth. 

4 H And when the woman of Tekoah 
spake to the king, she "‘fell on her face 
to the groun^ and did obeisance, and 
said, Help, 0 king. 

6 And the king said unto her, What 
aileth thee? And she answered, I am 
indeed a widow woman, and mine hus- 
band is dead. 

6 And thy handmaid had two sons, and 
they two strove together in the field, and 
there was i^none to part them, but the 
one smote the other, and slew him. 

7 And, behold, the whole family is risen 
against thine handmaid, and they said, 
Deliver him that smote his brother, that 
we may kill him, for the life of his brother 
whom he slew ; and we will destroy the 
heir also ; and so they shall quench my 
coal which is le^ and shall not leave to 
my husband neither name nor remainder 
i^upon the earth. 

8 And the king said unto the woman. 
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®Yer,a

Go to thine house, and I will give charge 
concerning thee. 

9 And the woman of Tekoah said unto 
the king, My lord, 0 king, the iniquity 
be on me, and on my father’s house: 
and the king and his throne he guiltless. 

10 And the king said, "Whosoever saith 
ought unto thee, bring him to me, and 
he shall not touch thee any more. 

11 Then said she, I pray thee, let the 
king remember the Lord thy God, 3 that 
thou wouldest not sufier the revengers 
of blood to destroy any more, lest they 
destroy my son. And he said, As the 
LoRDhveth, ‘^there sliallnot one hair of 
thy son fall to the earth. 

12 Then the woman said, Let thine 
handmaid, I pray thee, speak one word 
unto my lord the king. And he said, 
Say on. 

13 And the woman said, "Wherefore 
then hast thou thoi^t such a thing 
against the people of God ? for the king 
doth speak this thing as one which is 
faulty, in that the king doth not fetch 
home again /his banished. 

14 For we must needs die, and are as 
water spilt on the ground, which cannot 
be gathered up again ; s neither doth God 
respect any person : yet doth he devise 
means, that his banished be not expelled 
1 from him. 

15 Now therefore that I am come to 
speak of this thing unto my lord the 
king, it is because the people have made 
me afraid: and thy handmaid said, I 
will now speak unto the king *, it may be 
tlrnt the king will perform the request of 
liis handmaid. 

16 For the king will hear, to deliver his 
handmaid out of the hand of the man 
that would destroy me and my son 
together out of *the inheritance of God. 

17 Then thine handmaid said. The word 
of my lord the king shall now he ^com- 
fortahle: for ^ as an angel of God, so is 
my lord the king ^^to discern good and 
bad : therefore the Lord thy God will be 
with thee. 

18 Then the king answered and said 
imto the woman, Hide not from me, I 
pray thee, the thing that I shall ask thee. 
And the woman said, Let my lord the 
king now speak. 

19 And the king said, Is not the hand 
of Joab with thee in all this? And the 
woman answered and said, “As thy soul 
liveth, my lord the king, none can turn 
to the right hand or to the left from 
ought that my lord the king hath spoken : 
for thy servant Joab, he bade me, and 
°he put all these words in the mouth of 
thine handmaid : 

20 To fetch about this form of speech 
hath thy servant Joab done this thing : 
and my lord is wise, according to the 
wisdom of an angel of Gkxi, to know all 
things that are in the earth. 

21 ? And the king said unto Joal^ 
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Behold now, I have done this thing : go 
therefore, bring the young man Absalom 
again. 

22 And Joab fell to the ground on his 
face, and bowed himself, and ^ thanked 
the king: and Joab said, To day thy 
servant knoweth that I have found grace 
in thy sight, my lord, 0 king, in that the 
king hath fulfilled the request of ^iiis 
servant. 

23 So Joab arose ® and went to Geshur, 
and brought Absalom to Jerusalem. 

24 And the king said, Let him turn to 
his cwn house, and let him not see my 
face. So Absalom returned to his own 
house, and saw not the king’s face. 

25 1! *But in all Israel there was none 
to be so much praised as Absalom for 
his beauty : from the sole of his foot 
even to the crown of his head there was 
no blemish in him. 

26 And when he * polled his head, (for 
it was at every year’s end that he polled 
it: because the hairy^B^ heavy on him, 
therefore he polled it :) he weighed the 
hair of his head at two hundred shekels 
after the king’s weight. 

27 And ®unto Absalom there were bom 
three sons, and one daughter, whose 
na.TTifi was Tamar ; she was a woman of 
a fair countenance. 

28 H So Absalom dwelt two full years in 
Jerusalem, and saw not the king’s face. 

29 Therefore Absalom sent for Joab, to 
have sent him to the king ; but he would 
not come to him : and when he sent 
again the second time, he would not come. 

30 Therefore he said unto his servants. 
See, Joab’s field is ®near mine, and he 
hath barlev there; go and set it on fire. 
And Absalom’s servants set the field on 


fire. 

31 Then Joab arose, and came to Ab- 
salom unto his house, and said unto 
him, Wherefore have thy servants set 
my field on fire? 

32 And Absalom answered J oab. Be- 
hold, I sent unto thee, saying, Come 
hither, that I may send thee to the king, 
to say, Wlierefore am I come from 
Geshur? it had been good for me to 
have been there still : now therefore let 
me see the king’s face ; and if there be 
any iniquity in me, let him kill me. 

33 So Joab came to the king, and told 
him : and when he had cidled for Ab- 
salom, he came to the king, and bowed 
hims elf on his face to the ground before 
the king : and the king ^kissed Absalom. 


CHAPTEB 15 


AND it came to pass after this, that 
Absalom ** prepared him chariots 


and horses, and fifty men to run before 
him. 

2 And Absalom rose up early, and stood 
beside the way of the gate: and it was 
so, that when any man that had a con- 
troversy » came to the king for judgment, 
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then Absalom called unto him, and said, 
Of what city art thou ? And he said, Thy 
servant is of one of the tribes of Israel. 

3 And Absalom said unto him, See, thy 
matters are good and right; but ‘^th&re 
is no man deputed of the long to hear thee. 

4 Absalom said moreover, Oh that I 
were made judge in the land, that every 
man which hath any suit or cause might 
come unto me, and I would do mirt 
justice I 

5 And it was so, that when any man 
came nigh to him to do him obeisance, 
he put forth his hand, and took him, and 
kissed him. 

6 And on this manner did Absalom to 
all Israel that came to the king for 
judgment : so Absalom stole the hearts 
of the men of Israel. 

7 11 And it came to pass after forty 
years, that Absalom said unto the king, 
I pray thee, let me go and pay my vow, 
which I have vowed unto the Lokd, in 
Hebron. 

8 For thy servant ® vowed a vow while 
I abode at Geshur in Syria, saying, If the 
Lord shall bring me again indeed to 
Jemsalem, then 1 will serve the Lord. 

9 Amd the king said unto hinu /Go in 
peace. So he arose, and went to Hebron. 

10 H But Absalom sent spies throughout 
all the tribes of Israel, saying, As soon 
as ye hear the sound of the trumpet, 
then ye shall say, Absalom reigneth in 
Hebron. 

11 And with Absalom went two hun- 
dred men out of Jerusalem, that were 
^called; and they went in their sim- 
plicity, and they knew not any thing. 

12 And Absalom sent for ^Aliithophel 
the Gilonite, ^David’s counseller, from 
his city, even from Giloh, while he 
offered sacrifices. And the conspiracy 
was strong; for the people increased 
continually with Absalom. 

13 H And there came a messenger to 
David, saying,-^ The hearts of the men of 
Israel are after Absalom. 

14 And David said unto all his servants 
that were with him at Jerusalem, Arise, 
and let us *flee ; for we shall not else 
escape from Absalom: make speed to 
depart, lest he overtake us suddenly, and 
‘’bring evil upon us, and smite the city 
with the edge of the sword. 

15 And the kin^s servants said unto 
the king. Behold, thy servants are ready 
to do li^tsoever my lord the king shall 

iS^d the king went forth, and all his 
household 8 after him. And the king 
left ’"ten women, which wei'e concubines, 
to keep the house. 

17 And the king went forth, and all the 
people after him, and tarried in a place 
that was far off. 

18 And all his servants passed on beside 
him; and all ®the Cherethites, and all 
^the Pelethites, and all the Gittites, six 



against David, David} s flight, 

hundred men which came after him ’ 
from Gath, passed on before the king. 

19 IT Then said the king to * Ittai the 
Gittite, Wherefore goest thou also with 
us ? return to thy place, and abide with 
the king: for thou art a stranger, and 
^so an exile. 

20 Wliereas thou earnest hut yesterday, 
should I this day make thee igo up and 
down with us? seeing I go ^whither I 
may, return thou, and take back thy 
brethren : mercy and truth he with thee. 

21 And Ittai answered the king, and 
said, f As the Lord liveth, and as my 
lord the king liveth, surely in what place 
my lord the king shall be, whether in 
death or life, even there also will tliy 
servant be. 

22 And David said to Ittai, Go and 
»pass over. And Ittai the Gittite passed 
over, and all his men, and all the little 
ones that were with him. 

23 And all the country wept with a loud 
voice, and all the people passed over: 
the king also himself passed over the 
* brook 2 Kidron, and all the people passed 
over, toward the way of the ^wilderness. 

24 H And lo °Zadok also, and all the 
Levites were with him, bearing the ark 
of the covenant of God : and they set 
down the ark of God; and ^Abiathar 
went up, until all the people had done 
passing out of the city. 

25 And the king said unto Zadok, 
Carry back the ark of God into the city : 
if I sliall find favour in the eyes of the 
Lord, he ^will bring me a^ain, and 
shew me both it, and ^his habitation : 

26 But if he thus say, I liave no * delight 
in thee ; behold, here am. L.let him do to 
me as seemeth good unto him. 

27 The king said also unto Zadok the 
priest, Art not thou a “'seer? return into 
the city in peace, and ®your two sons 
with you, Ahimaaz thy son, and Jona- 
than the son of Abiatnar. 

28 See, I will tarry ^in the plain of the 
wilderness, until there come word from 
you to certify me. 

29 Zadok therefore and Abiathar carried 
the ark of God again to Jerusalem : and 
they tarried there. 

30 H And David went up by the ascent 

of mmvib Olivet^ ^and wept as he went 
up, and ®had his head covered, and he 
went ^barefoot : and all the people that 
loas with him covered every man his 
head, and they went up, weeping as they 
went up. _ . , . 

31 t And one told David, saymg, 
Ahithophel is among the conspirators 
with Absalom. And David said, 0 
Lord, I pray thee, <^tum the counsel of 
Ahithophel into foolishness. 

32 IF And it came to pass, that when 
David was come to the top of the mounU 
where he worshipped God, behold, Hu- 
shai die ArcMte came to meet him with 
his coat rent, and dearth upon his head : 
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33 Unto whom David said, If thou 
passest on with me, then thou shalt be 

burden unto me :

And the king said, ® He is a good 
man, and cometh with good tidings. 

28 And Ahimaaz called, and said unto 
the king, 2 All is well. And he fell down 
to the earth upon his face before the 
king, and said, Blessed be the Lord thy 
God, which hath delivered up the men 
that lifted up their hand against my lord 
the king. 

29 And the king said, ^Is the young 
man Absalom safe ? And Ahimaaz an- 
swered, When Joab sent the king’s ser- 
vant, and Qiie thy servant, I saw a great 
tumult, but I knew not what it was. 

30 And the king said unto him. Turn 
aside, and stand nere. And he turned 
aside, and stood sthl. 

31 And, behold, Cushi came ; and Cushi 
said, 7 Tidings, my lord the king : for the 
Lord hath avenged thee this day of all 
them that rose up against thee. 

32 And the king said unto Cushi, Is the 
young man Absalom safe? And Cushi 
answered, <^The enemies of my lord the 
king, and all that rise against thee to do 
thee hurt, be as that young man is. 

33 H And the king was much moved, 
and went up to the chamber over the 
gate, and wept : and as he went, thus he 
said, *0 my son Absalom, my son, my 
son Absalom I would God 1 had died for 
thee, 0 Absalom, my son, my son 1 

CHAPTEE 19 
AKD it was told J oab. Behold, the king 
Jlx. weepeth and moumeth for Absalom. 

2 And the i^victory that day was turned 
into mourning unto all the people : for 
the people heard say that day how the 
king was grieved for his son. 

3 And the people gat them by stealth 
that day ^ into the city, as people being 
ashamed steal away when tiiey flee in 
battle. 

4 But the king *= covered his face, and 
the king cried with a loud voice, O my 
son Absalom, 0 Absalom, my son, my 
son I 

5 And Joab came into the house to the 
king, and said. Thou hast shamed this 
day the faces of all thy servants, which 
this day have saved thy life, and the 
lives of thy sons and of thy daughters, 
and the lives of thy wives, and the lives 
of thy concubines; 

6 ^^In tliat thou lovest thine enemies, 
and hatest thy friends. For thou hast 
declared this day, ^'*that thou regardest 
neither princes nor servants: for this 
day I perceive, that if Absalom had lived, 
and all we had died this day, then it had 
pleased thee well. 

7 Now therefore arise, go forth, and 
speak comfortably unto thy servants: 
for I swear by the Lord, if thou go not 
forth, there will not tarry one with thee 
this night : and that will be worse imto 
thee than all the evil that befell thee 
from thy youth until now. 
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David retumeth unto Jerusalem^ 


IL SAMUEL 19 


8 Then the king arose, and sat in the 
gate. And they told unto all the people, 
saying, Behold, the king doth sit in the 
gate. And all the people came before 
the king : for Israel ^nad fled every man 
to his tent. 

9 % And all the people were at strife 
thro^hout all the tribes of Israel, say- 
ing, The king saved ns out of the hand 
of our enemies, and he delivered us out 
of the hand of the Philistines : and now 
he is fled out of the land for Absalom. 

10 And Absalom, whom we anointed 
over us, is dead in battle. Now therefore 
why 1 speak ye not a word of bringing 
the king bach? 

11 t And king David sent to ®Zadok 
and to Abiathar the priests, saying, S^ak 
unto the elders of Judah, saying, miy 
are ye the last to bring the king back to 
his house ? seeing the speech of aU Israel 
as come to the king, even to his house. 

12 Ye are my brethren, ye are ^my 
bones and my flesh : wherefore then are 
ye the last to hring back the king? 

13 And say ye *to Amasa, Art thou not 
of my bone, and of my flesh? ^God do 
so to me, and more also, if thou be not 

in §ie room of Joab. ^ ^ 

14 And he bowed the heart of all the 
men of Judah, '^even as the heart o/one 
man ; so that they sent this ucyrd unto the 
king, Eetum thou, and all thy servants. 

15 So the king returned, and came to 
Jordan, And Judah came to ® Gilgal, to 
go to meet the king, to conduct the kmg 
over Jordan. 

16 IF And ^Shimei the son of Ger^ a 
Benjamite, which was of ®Bahurun, 
hasted and came down with the men of 
Jud^ to meet king David. 

17 And there were a thousand men of 
Benjamin with him, and *Ziba the ser- 
vant of the house of Saul, and his fifteen 
sons and his twenty seivanta with him ; 
and they went over Jordan before the 
king. 

18 And there went over a ferry boat to 
carry over the king’s household, and to 
do ®what he thought good. And Shimei 
the son of Gera fell down before the 
king, as he was come over Jordan ; 

19 And said unto the king, Let not my 
lord impute iniquity unto me, neither do 
thou remember that which thy servant 
**did perversely the day that my lord the 
king went out of JerusjQem, that the 
king should "take it to his heart. 

20 Por thy servant doth know that I 
have sinned: therefore, behold, I am 
come the first this day of all “'the house 
of Jo^ph to go down to meet my lord 
the king, 

21 But Abishai the son of Zeniiah an- 

swered and said. Shall not Shimei be put 
to death for thia because he ^cursed the 
Lobd’s anointed? , , . , 

22 And David sa id, What have I to do 
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with you, ye sons of Zeniiah, that ye 
should this day be adversaries unto me? 
“shall there any man be put to death this 
day in Israel? for do not I know that I 
am this day king over Israel? 

23 Therefore® the king said unto Shimei, 
Thou shalt not die. And the king sware 
unto him. 

24 H And <*Mephibosheth the son of 
Saul came down to meet the king, and 
had neither dressed his feet, nor trimmed 
his beard, nor washed Ms clothes, from 
the day the king departed until the day 
he came again in peace. 

25 And it came to pass, when he was 
come to Jerusalem to meet the king, 
that the king said unto him, /Where- • 
fore wentest not thou with me, Mephi- 
bosheth? 

26 And he answered. My lord, O king, 
my servant deceived me : for thy servant 
said, I will saddle me an ass, tnat I may 
ride thereon, and go to the king; because 
thy servant is lame. 

27 And ^he hath slandered thy servant 
unto my lord the king ; but my lord the 
king is* as an angel of God : do therefore 
what is good in thine eyes. 

28 For all of my father’s house were 
but 2 dead men before my lord the king; 
’"yet didst thou set thy servant among 
them that did eat at thine own table. 
What right therefore have I yet to cay 
any more unto the king? 

29 And the king said unto him, Why 
speakest thou any more of thy matters? 
I have said, Thou and Ziba divide the 
land. 

30 And Mephibosheth said unto the 
king, Yea, let him take all, forasmuch 
as my lord the king is come again in 
peace unto his own nouse. 

31 H And ’‘Barzillai the Gileadite came 
down from ^Eogelim, and went over 
Jordan with the king, to conduct him 
over Jordan. 

32 Now Barzillai was a very aged man 
even fourscore years old: and ^he 

E rovided the kmg of sustenance while 
e lay at Mahanami; for he was a very 
great man. 

33 And the king said unto Barzill^ 
Come thou over with me, and I will 
feed thee with me in Jerusalem. 

34 And Barzillai said unto the king, 
^How long have I to live, that I shoiald 
go up with the king unto Jerusalem? 

35 1 am this day fourscore years old : 
and can I discern between good and 
evil? can thy servant taste what I eat 
or what I drink? can I hear any more 
the voice of singing men and singing 
women? wherefore then should thy ser- 
vant be yet a burden unto my lord the 
king? 

36 Thy servant will go a little way over 
Jordan with the king: and why should 
the king recompense it me with snob 
a reward? 
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37 Let thy servant, I pray thee, turn 
back again, that I may die in mine own 
city, and he buried by the grave of my 
father and of my mother. But bdiold 
thy servant ® Chimham ; let him go over 
with my lord the king; and do to him 
what shall seem good unto thee. 

88 And the king answered, Chimham 
shall go over with me, and I will do to 
him that which shall seem good unto 
thee: and whatsoever thou shalt ^ re- 
quire of me, that win I do for thee. 

39 And all the i^ple went over Jordan. 
.And when the king was come over, the 
king ® kissed Barzillai, and blessed him; 
and he returned unto his own pbce. 

40 Then the king went on to Gilgal, 
and 3 Chimham went on with him : and 
all the people of Judah conducted the 
king, and also half the people of Israel. 

41 ii And, behold, aU the men of Israel 
came to the king, and said unto the 

®have 


king, Why have our brethren the_men 
of Judah s ‘ 


stolen thee away, and 

brought the king, and his household, and 
^ David’s men withhiim over Jordan? 

42 And aU the men of Judah answered 
the men of Israel, Because the king is 
^near of kin to us: wherefore then be 
ye angry for this matter? have we eaten 
at all of the king’s cost? or hath he 
given us any gift? 

43 And the men of Israel answered the 
men of Judah, and said. We have ten 
paits in king, and we have also more 
right in David than ye: why then did 
ye ® despise us, that our advice should 
not be first had in bringing hack our 
khig? And *the words of the men of 
Judah, were fiercer than the words of 
the men of Israel 

CHAPTEE 20 

AND there happened to he there 
J\. man of Belial, whose name was 
Sheba, the son of Bichri, a Benjamite: 
and he blew a trumpet, and said, ^We 
have no part in David, neither have we 
inheritance in the son of Jesse: ’"every 
man to his tents, 0 Israel 

2 So every man of Israel went up from 
after David, and followed Sheba the son 
of Bichri: hut the men of Judah clave 
unto their king, from Jordan even to 
Jerusalem. 

3 H And David came to his house at 
Jerusalem; and the king took the ten 
women his ® concubines, whom he had 
left to keep the house, and put them 
in ®ward, and fed them, but went not 
in unto them. So they were ^shut up 
unto the day of their death, lo living in 
widowhood. 

4 H Then said the king to ^Amasa, 
^Assemble me the men of Judah within 
three days, and be thou here present. 

6 So ATTiaRfl. went to i^assernble the men 
0 / Judah : but he tarried longer than the 
set time which he had appointed him. 


The rehellwn of JSkeha, Joah killeth Amasa, 

6 And David said to Abishai, Now shall 
Sheba the son of Bichri do us more harm 
than did Absalom: take thou thy lord’s 
servants, and pursue after him, lest he 
get him fenced cities, and i escape us. 

7 And there went out after him Joab’s 
men, and the * Cherethites, and the Pe- 
lethites, and all the mighty men : and 
they went out of Jerus^em, to pursue 
after Sheba the son of Bichn. 

8 When they were at the great stone 
which is in Gibeon, Amasa went before 
them. And Joab’s garment that he had 
put on was ghded unto him, and upon 
it a girdle with a sword fastened upon 
lus loins in the sheath thereof; and as 
he went forth it fell out. 

9 And Joab said to Amasa, Ari thor 
in health, my brother? And Joab took 
Amasa by the beard with the right hand 
to ^kiss liim. 

10 But Amasa took no heed to the 
sword that was in Joab’s hand: so he 
smole him therewith /in the fifth rib, 
and shed out his bowels to the ground, 
and ^ struck him not again ; and he died. 
So Joab and Abishai his brother pursued 
after Sheba the son of Bichri. 

11 And one of Joab’s men stood by 
him, and said, He that favoureth Joab, 
and he that is for David, let him go 
after Joab. 

12 And Amasa wallowed m blood in 
the midst of the highway. And when 
the man saw that ml the people stood 
still, he removed Amasa out of the high- 
way into the field, and cast a cloth upon 
him , when he saw that every one that 
came by him stood still 

13 When he was removed out of the 
highway, all the people went on after 
Joab, to pursue after Sheba the son of 
Bichn. 

14 IT And he went through all the tribes 
of Israel unto /Abel, and to Beth-*ma- 
achah, and all the Berites: and they 
were jgfithered together, and went also 
after nim^ 

15 And they came and besieged him 
in Abel of Beth-maachah, and they ” cast 
up a bank against the city, and it stood 
®m the trench: and all the people that 
were with Joab ^ battered the wall, to 
throw it down. 

16 H Then cried a wise woman out of 
the city, Hear, hear; say, I pray you, 
unto Joab, Come near luther, that I 
may speak with thee. 

17 And when he was come near nnto 
her, the woman said. Art thou Joab? 
And he answered, I am he. Then she 
said unto him, Hear the words of thine 
handmaid. Aiid he answered, I do hear. 

18 Then she spake, saying, “They were 
wont to speak m old time, saying, They 
shall surely ask counsel at Abel: and so 
they ended the matter, 

19 1 am one of them thod are peaceable 
and faithful in Israel; thou seekest to 
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Three year^ famine on account of ike Qibeonites, H. SAMUESL 20, 21 


destroy a city and a mother in Israel : j 
why Tmt thou “swallow up ^the inherit- 
ance of the Lobd ? 

20 And Joab answered and said, Far 
be it, far be it from me, that I should 
“ swallow up or destroy. 

21 The matter is not so: but a man 
of mount Ephraim, Sheba the son of 
Bichri ^by name, hath lifted up his 
h^d against the king, even against 
David: deliver him only, and I will 
depart from the city. And the woman 
said unto Joab, Behold, his head shall 
be thrown to thee over the wall 

22 Then the woman went unto aU the 
people ®in her wisdom. And they cut 
off the head of Sheba the son of Bichri, 
and cast it out to Joab. And he bleiv 
a trumpet, and they retired from the 
city, every man to his tent. And Joab 
returned to Jerusalem unto the king. i 

23 1 Now ^ Joab was over aU the host I 
of Israel: and ^Benaiah the son of Je- 
hoiada was over the Cherethites and 
over the Pelethites : 

And ^ Adoram was over the tribute : 
and * Jehoshaphat the son of Ahilud was 
6 recorder: 

25 And Sheva was scribe : and ^Zadok 
and Abiathar we/i'e the priests: 

26 And ^Ira also the Jairite was ®a 
chief ruler about David. 

CHAPTER 21 

fpHEN there was a famine in the days 
X of David three years, year after year; 
and David inquired of the Lord, And 
the Lord answered, It is for Saul, and 
for his bloody house, because ®he slew 
the Gibeonites. 

2 And the king called the Gibeonites, 
and said unto them ; (now the Gibeonites 
wa^e not of the children of Israel, but 
*of the remnant of the Amorites; and 
the children of Israel had sworn unto 
them; and Saul sou^t to slay them 
in his zeal to the children of Israel and 
Judah.) 

3 Wherefore David said unto the Gi- 
beonites, What sliall I do for you? and 
wherewith shall I make the atonement, 
that ye may bless “the inheritance of 
the Lord? 

4 And the Gibeonites said unto him, 

10 We will have no silver nor gold of 
Saul, nor of his house; neither for us 
shalt thou kill any man in Israel. And 
he said. What ye shall say, that wiU I do 
for you. , , ^ 

5 And they answered the kmg, The 
man that consumed us, and that n de- 
vised against us that we should be de- 
stroyed from remaining in any of the 
coasts of Israel, 

6 Let seven men of his sons be delivered 
unto us, and we will hang them up unto 
the Lord *in Gibeah of Saul, ^*whom 
the Lord did choose. And the king 
said, I will give them. 
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7 But the king spared Mephibosheth, 
the son of Jonathan the son of Saul, 
because of ® the Lord’s oath that was 
between .them, between David and Jo- 
nathan the son of Saul. 

8 But the king took the two sons of 
‘^Rizpah the daughter of AJah, whom 
she Dare unto Saul, Armoni and Me- 
phibosheth ; and the five sons of ^Iirlichal 
the daughter of Saul, whom she ^brought 
up for Adriel the son of Barzillai the 
Meholatliite : 

9 And he delivered them into the hands 

of the Gibeonites, and they hanged them 
in the hill before the Lord : and they 
fell all seven together, and were put 
to death in the days or hanrest, in the 
first days, in /the beginning of barley 
harvest. ^ ^ ♦ 

10 1 And Rizpah the daughter of A^ 
took sackclotn, and spread it for her 
upon the rock, ^from the beginning of 
harvest until water dropped upon them, 
out of heaven, and sufiered neither the 
birds of the air to rest on them by day, 
nor the beasts of the field by night ^ 

11 And 'it was told David what Rizpah 

the daughter of Aiah, the concubine of 
Saul, had done. , , , 

12 H And David went and took the 
bones of Saul and the bones of Jonathan 
his son from ”the men of Jabesh-gilead, 
®which had stolen them from the street 
of ^Beth-shan, -where the Philistines had 
hanged them, when the Philistines had 
slain Saul in Gilboa : 

13 And he brought up from thence the 
bones of Saul and the bones of Jonathan 
his son ; and they gathered the bones of 
them that were hanged. 

14 And the bones of Saul and Jonathan 
his son buried they in the country of 
Benjamin in ^Zelah, in the sepulchre 
of ICish his father: and they performed 
all that the king commanded. And after 
that ^ God was intreated for the land. 

15 IT Moreover the Philistines had yet 
war again with Israel; and David went 
down, and his servants with him, and 
fought against the Philistines : and Da- 
vid waxed faint. 

16 And Ishbi-benob, which was of the 
sons of 8 the giant, the weight of whose 
9 spear weight three hundred shekels of 
brass in weight, he being girded ^th a 
new sword, thought to have slam David. 

17 But ®Ahishai the son of Zeruiah 
succoured him, and smote the Ph^stine, 
and killed him. Then the men of David 
sware unto him, saying, “'Thou shalt go 
no more out •^vith us to battle, that thou 
quench not the ^^light of Israd. 

18 *And it came to pass after this, 
that there was again a battle with the 
Philistines at Gob : then ^ Sibbechai the 
Hushathite slew ^^Saph, which was of 
the sons of ^ the giant. 

19 And there was again a battle in Gob 
■with the Philistines, -where Elhanan the 
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Damdl?s psalm of thanksgiving. 


son of 1 Jaare-oregii^ a Beth-lehemitCj 
slew the brother q? Goliath the Gittite, 
®the staff of whose spear was like a 
weaver’s beam. 

20 And there was yet a battle in ^ Gath, 
where was a man of great stature, that 
had on every hand six fingers, and on 
every foot six toes, four and twenty in 
number; and he also was born to ^the 
giant, 

21 And when he ^defied Israel^ Jona- 
than the son of <Shimea the brother of 
David slew him. 

22 These four were born to the giant in 
Gath, and fell by the hand of David, and 
by the hand of his servants. 

CHAPTEE 22 

AlTD David spake ^unto the Loud the 
Jt\. words of tliis song in the day that 
the Lord had deliveied him out of tlie 
hand of all his enemies, and out of the 
hand of Saul: 

2 ’"And he said, The Lord is my rock, 
and my fortress, and my deliverer ; 

3 The God ’*of my rock; °iii liim will 
I trust ; he is my ^shield, and the *horn 
of my salvation, my Miigh tower, and 
my refuge, my saviour ; thou savest me 
from violence. 

4 1 will call on the Lord, ^who is wor- 
thy to be praised : so sliall I be saved 
from mine enemies. 

5 \Vhen the « waves of death compassed 
me, the floods of ^ ungodly men made 
me afraid; 

6 The sorrows of hell compassed me 
about ; the snares of death prevented me ; 

7 In my distress I called upon the 
Lord, and cried to my God: and he 
did hear my voice out of his temple, 
and my cry ^did enfei* into his ears. 

8 Then *the earth sliook and trembled . 
^'tlie foundations of heaven moved and 
shook, because he was wrotlu 

9 There went up a smoke ^‘^out of his 
nostrils, and fire out of his mouth de- 
voured: coals were kindled by it. 

10 He ® bowed the heavens also, and 
came down; and ‘^darkness was under 
his feet. 

11 And he rode upon a cherub, and did 
fly ; and he was seen ^ upon the wings of 
the wind. 

12 And he made darkness ^pavilions 
round about him, i^ijark waters, and 
thick clouds of the skies. 

13 Through the brightness before him 
were coals of fire kindled. 

14 The Lord ^ thundered from heaven, 
and the most BUgh uttered liis voice. 

15 And he sent out *arrowi and scat- 
tered Hiem; lightning, and* discomfited 
them. 

16 And the channels of the sea appeared, 
the foundations of the world were dis- 
covered, at the rebuking of the Lord, 
at the blast of the breath of his no3< 
Irils. 
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17 “He sent from above, he took me; 
®he drew me out of ^many waters; 

IS He delivered me from my strong 
enemy, and from them that hated me : 
for they were too strong for me. 

19 They ^prevented me in the day of my 
calamity : but the Lord was my stay. 

20 He brought me forth also /into a 
large place: lie delivered me, because 
he ^delighted in me. 

21 ^The Lord rewarded me according 
to my righteousness: according to the 
/cleanness of my hands hath he recom- 
pensed me. 

22 Fori have kept the ways of the 
Lord, and have not wickedly departed 
from my God. 

23 For all his ^judgments were before 
me : and as for his statutes, I did not 
depart from them. 

24 1 was also upright ^ before him, and 
have kept myself from mine iniquity. 

25 Therefore the Lord hath recom- 
pensed me according to my righteous- 
ness; according to my cleanness ® in his 
eye sight. 

26 Witli ^the merciful thou wilt shew 
thyself merciful, and with the upright 
man thou wilt shew thyself upright. 

27 With the pure thou wilt shew thyself 
pure; and with the froward thou wilt 
7 shew thyself unsavoury. 

28 And the “afflicted people thou wilt 
save : but thine eyes are upon the haugh- 
ty, that thou mayest biing them down. 

29 For thou art my i^lamp, 0 Lord: 
and the Lord will lighten my darkness. 

30 For by thee I have ^^run through a 
troop: by niy God have I leaped over 
a wall 

31 As for God, his way is perfect; the 
word of the Lord is tried: he Is “'a 
buckler to all them that trust m him. 

32 For *who is God, save the Lord? 
and who is a rock, save our God? 

33 God is my strength and power : and 
he i^maketh my way “perfect. 

34 He iSmaketh my feet *»like hinds’ 
feet: and setteth me ‘*upon my high 
places. 

35 /He teacheth my hands ^’<’to war ; so 
that a bow of steel is broken by mine 
arms. 

36 Thou hast also dven me the shield 
of thy salvation : anefthy gentleness liath 

made me great. 

37 Thou hast enlarged *my steps under 
me ; so that my ^Ofeet did not slip. 

38 I have pursued mine enemies, and 
destroyed them; and turned not again 
until I had consumed them. 

39 And I have consumed them, and 
wounded them, that they could not arise : 
yea, they are fallen imder my feet. 

40 For thou hast '"girded me with 
strength to battle: them that rose up 
against me hast thou subdued under 
me. 

41 Thou hast also given me the “necks 
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of mine enemies, that I might destroy 
them that hate me. 

42 ^They looked, but there was none 
to save; even unto the Lord, but he 
answered them not. 

43 Then did I beat them as small as 
the dust of the earth, I did stamp them 
^as the mire of the street, and did spread 
them abroad. 

44 Thou also hast delivered me <^from 
the strivings of my people, '^thou hast 
kept me/o head of the heatlien: a 
people which I knew not shall serve me. 

45 3 Strangers shall ^ submit themselves 
unto me *. as soon as they hear, they 
shall be obedient unto me. 

46 Strangers shall fade away, and they 
shall be afraid ^ out of their close places. 

47 The Lord liveth ; and blessed he my 
rock; and exalted be the God of the 
^rock of my salvation. 

48 It is God that ^avengeth me, and 
that ^bringeth down the people under me, 

49 And that bringeth me forth from 
mine enemies ; thou also hast lifted me 
up on high above them that rose up 
against me : thou hast delivered me from 
the * violent man. 

50 ^Tlierefore I will give thanks unto 
thee, 0 Lord, among the heathen, and I 
will sing praises unto thy name. 

51 Se IS the tower of ^salvation for 
his king: and sheweth mercy to his 
^anointed, unto David, and ^to his seed 
for evermore. 

CHAPTER 23 

TNT OW these he the last words of David. 
JlM * David the son of Jesse said, *and 
the man who was raised up on high, 
“the anointed of the God of Jacob, and 
the sweet psalmist of Israel, said, 

2 "The Spirit of the Lord spake by me, 
and his word was in my tongue, 

3 The God of Israel said, “'the Rock of 
Israel spake to me, ^He that ruleth over 
men must he just, ruling ^in the fear of 
God. 

4 And he shall be as the light of the 
morning, when ®the sun riseth, even a 
morning without clouds ; as the tender 
grass springing out of the earth by clear 
shining after rain. 

6 Although my house he not so with 
God; “yethe hath made with me an ever- 
lasting covenant, ordered in all things^ 
and sure : for this is all my salvation, 
and all my desire, although he make it 
not to grow. 

6 1 But the sons of Belial shall he all of 
them as thorns thrust away, because 
they cannot be taken with hands : 

7 But the man that shall touch them 
must be fenced with iron and the staff 
of a spear: and they shall be utterly 
bumedf with fire in the same place. 

8 1 ® These he the names of the mi^ty 
men whom David had : ^^The Tachmonite 
^hat sat in the seat, chief among the cap- 
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tains; the same was Adino the Eznite ; 
'^helift up his spear against eight hun- 
dred, 2 whom he slew at one time. 

9 And after him was ^Eleazar the son 
of Dodo tlie Ahohite, one of the tliree 
mighty men with Da\id, when they 
defied the Philistines that were there 
gathered together to battle, and the men 
of Israel were gone away : 

10 He arose, and smote the Philistines 
until his hand was ■weary, and his hand 
clave unto the sword : and the Lord 
wrought a great victory that day ; and the 
people returned after him only to spoil. 

11 And after him was /Shamman the 
son of Agee the Hararite. And the Phi- 
listines were gathered together ®into a 
troop, where w'as a piece of ground full 
of lentiles : and the people fled from the 
Philistines. 

12 But he stood in the midst of the 
CTOundj and defended it, and slew the 
Philistines: and the Lord -wrought a 
great victory. 

13 And 7 three of the thirty chief went 
down, and came to David in the harvest 
time unto -^the cave of Adullam : and 
the troop of the Philistines pitched in 
*“the vaW of Eephaim. 

14 And Da\fid was then in “an hold, 
and ®the garrison of the Philistines was 
then in Heth-lehem. 

15 And David longed, and said, Oh that 
one would give me drink of the water of 
the well of Beth-lehem, which is by the 
gate! 

16 And the three mighty men brake 
through the host of the Philistines, and 
drew water out of the well of Beth-lenem, 
that was by the gate, and took it, and 
brought it to David: nevertheless he 
would not drink thereof, but poured it 
out unto the Lord. 

17 And he said. Be it far from me, 0 
Lord, that I should do this : is not this 
^the blood of the men that went in jeo- 
pardy of their lives ? therefore he would 
not di’ink it. These tilings did these 
three mighty men. 

18 And Abishaij the brother of Joab, 
the son of Zeruiah, was chief among 
tliree. And he lifted up his spear against 
three hundred, ^and slew them, and had 
the name among three. 

19 W as he not most honourable of three ? 
therefore he was their captain : howbeit 
he attained not unto the three. 

20 And *Benaiah the son of Jehoiada, 
the son of a valiant man, of Kahzeel, 
®who had done many acts, he slew two 
10 lionlike men of Moab: he went do-wn 
also and slew a lion in the midst of a pit 
in time of snow: 

21 And he slew an Egyptian, goodly 
man : and the Egyptian had a spear in 
his hand : but he went down to him 
with a staff, and plucked the spear out of 
the Egyptian's hand, and slew him with 
his own i^ear.

CHAPTER 24 

* A ND ^a^in the anger of the Lord 
jCjl was Kindled against Israel, and 
®he moved David against them to say. 
Go, number Israel and Judah. 

2 For the king said to Joab the captain 
of the host, which was with hinu ^Go 
now through all the tribes of Israel,

God, to walk in his ways, to keep his 
statutes, and his commandments, and 
his judgments, and his testimonies, as it 
is written in the law of hloses, that &ou 
mayest 2 prosper in all that thou doest, 
and whithersoever thou tumest thy- 
self: 

4 That the Loed may J'continue his 
word which he spake concerning me, 
saying, ^If thy cnildren take heed to 
their way, to walk before me in truth 
with all their heart and with aU their 
soul, there shall not ^ fail thee (said he) 
a man on the throne of Israel. 

6 Moreover thou knowest also what 
Joab the son of Zeruiah^ did to me, avd 
what he did to the two captains of the 
hosts of Israel, unto * Abner the son of 
Ner, and unto «Ainasa the son of Jether. 
whom he slew, and ^shed the blood 01 
war in j>eace, and put the blood of war 
upon his girdle that was about his loins, 
and in his shoes that were on his feet. 

6 Do therefore according to thy wisdom, 
and let not his hoar head go down to the 
grave in peace. 

7 But shew kindness unto the sons of 
“Barzillai the Gileadite, and let them be 
of those that ^eat at thy table : for so 
'’they came to me when 1 fled because of 
Absalom thy brother. 

8 And, bmold, thou hast with thee 
*Shimei the son of Gera, a Benjamite 
of Bahurim, which cutsm me with a 
*>grievous curse in the day when I went 
to Mahanaim: but "he came down to 
meet me at Jord^ and I sware to him 
by the Lord, saying, I will not put thee 
to death with the sword. 

9 Now therefore *hold him not guilt- 
less: for thou art a wise man, and 
knowest what thou oughtest to do unto 
him ; but his hoar head bring thou down 
to the mve with blood. 

10 So ® David slept with his fathers, and 
was buried in ^the city of David. 

11 And the days that David <*rdgned 
over Israel were forty years ; seven years 
reigned he in Hebron, and thirty and 
three years reigned he in Jerusalem. 

12 T ^ Then sat Solomon upon the 
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throne of David his father; and his 
kingdom was established greatly 

13 H And Adonijah the son of Ha^th 
came to Bath-sheha the mother otSo- 
lomon. And she said, ^Comest thou 
peaceably? And he said. Peaceably. 

14 He said moreover, I nave somewhat 
to say unto thee. And she said. Say on. 

15 And he said. Thou knowest that the 
kingdom was mine, and that all Israel 
set their faces on me, that I should 
reign: howbeit the kingdom is turned 
about, and is become my brother’s : for 
® it was his from the Lord. 

16 And now I ask one petition of thee, 
^ deny me not. And she said unto him. 
Say on. 

17 And he said* Speak, I pray thee, unto 
Solomon the king, (for he will not say 
thee nay,) that he mve me ® Abishag the 
Shunammite to wue. 

18 And Bath-sheba said, Well ; I will 
speak for thee unto the king. 

19 % Bath-sheba therefore went unto 
king Solomon, to speak unto him for 
Adonijah. And the king rose up to 
meet her, and bowed himself unto her, 
and sat down on his throne, and caused 
a seat to be set for the king’s mother; 
*and she sat on his right hand. 

20 Then she ^id, I desire one small 
petition of thee ; I pray thee, say me not 
nay. Amd the king said unto her, Ask on, 
my mother : for 1 will not say thee nay. 

21 And she said, Let Abishag the 
Shunammite be given to Adonijah thy 
brother to wife.

23 Then king Solomon sware by the 
Lord, saying, -^God do so to me, and 
more also, if Adonijah have not spoken 
this word against his own life. 

f 24 Now therefore, *as the Lord liveth, 
which hath established me, and set me 
on the throne of David my father, and 
who hath made me an house, “as he 
promised, Adonijah shall be put to death 
this day. 

25 And king Solomon sent by the hand 
of “'Benaiah the son of Jehoiada; and 
he fell upon him that he died. 

26 If And unto Abiathar the priest said 
the king, Get thee to ^'Amathoth, unto 
thine own fields ; for thou art 6 worthy 
of death: but I -will not at this time put 
thee to death, because *thou barest the 
ark of the Lord God before David my 
father, and because ®thou hast been 
afflicted in all wherein my father was 
afflicted. 

27 So Solomon thrust out Abiathar from 
being priest unto the Lord: that he 
might /fulfil the word of the Lord, 
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Joah is slain, and Shimei^ Solomon^s dream, 


which he spake concerning the house of 
£11 in Shiloh. 

28 ^ Then tidings came to Joab : for 
Joab “had turned after Adonijah, though ' 
®he turned not after Absalom. And - 
Joab fled ^unto the tabernacle of the , 
Lokd, and <*caught hold on the horns of 
the altar. 

29 And it was told king Solomon that ‘ 
Joab was fled unto the tabernacle of the 
Loed ; and, behold, he is by the altar. 
Then Solomon sent Benaiah the son of 
Jehoiada. saying, Go, fall upon him. 

30 And Benaiah cjame to the tabernacle 

of the Lokd, and said unto him, Thus 
saith the king, Come forth And he 
said, Nay; but I will die here. And 
Benaiah brought the king word again, ' 
saying. Thus said Joab, and thus he 
answered me. , ^ 

31 And the king said unto him, Do as . 
he hath said, and fall upon him, and 
bury him ; ^that thou mayest take away i 
the innocent blood, which Joab shed, 
from me, and from the house of my 
father. 

32 And the Loed shall return his blood 
upon his own head, who fell upon two 
men more righteous and better than he, 
and slew them with the sword, my 
father David nob knowing thereof^ to 
wiU ^Abner the son of Ner, captam of 
the host of Israel, and ^ Amasa the son 
of J ether, captain of the host of Judah. 

33 Their blood shall therefore return 
upon the head of Joab, and *upon the 
head of his seed for ever; but upon 
David, and upon his seed, and upon his 
house, and upon his throne, shall there 
be peace for ever &om the Loed. 

34 So Benaiah the son of Jehoiada 
went un, and fell upon him, and slew 
him : and he was buried -^in his own 
house in the wildemess. 

36 And the king put Benaiah the son 
of Jehoiada in his room over the host : 
and ^2^ok the priest did the king put 
in the room of ’’ Abiathar, 

36 H And the king sent and called for 
**81110161, and said unto him, Build thee 
an house in Jerusalem, and dwell there, 
and go not forth thence any whither. 

37 Bor it shall be, that on the day thou 
goest out and passest over “the brook 
lOdron, thou shalt know for certain that 
thou shalt surely die: ^'thy blood shall 
be upon thine own head. 

38 And Shimei said unto the king, The 
saying is good: as my lord the king 
hath said, so will thy servant do. And 
Shimei dwelt in J erusalem many days. 

39 And it came to pass at the end of 
three years, that two of the servants of 
Shimei ran away unto *Achish son of 
Maach^ king of “Gath. And they told 
Shi^^saying. Behold, thy servants he 

40 And Shimei arose, and saddled his 
ass, and went to Gath to Acdiish to seek 
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his servants: and Shimei went, and 
brought his servants from Gath. 

41 And it was told Solomon that Shimei 
had gone from Jerusalem to Gath, and 
was come again. 

42 And the king sent and ^Ued for 
Shimei, and said unto him. Did I not 
make thee to swear by the Loed, and 
protested unto thee, saying, Know for a 
certain, on the day thou goest out, and 
walkest abroad any whither, that thou 
shalt surely die ? and thou saidst unto me, 
The word that I have heard is good. 

43 Why then hast thou not kept the 
oath of the Loed, and the command" 
ment that I have charged thee with? 

44 The king said moreover to Shimei, 
Thou knowest ®all the wickedness which 
thine heart is privy to, that thou didst to 
David my father: therefore the Loed 
shall /return thy wickedness upon thine 
own head ; 

45 And king Solomon shall be blessed, 
and the throne of David shall be estal> 
lished before the Loed for ever. 

46 So the king commanded Benaiah the 
son of Jehoiada : which went out, and 
fell upon him, that he died. And the 
kingdom was established in the hand of 
Solomon. 

CHAPTEE 3 

AND /Solomon made affinity with 
jHl Pharaoh king of EOTt, and took 
Pharaoh’s daughter, ana brought her 
into the ^city of David, until he had 
made an end of building his ”*own house, 
and ”the house of the Lord, and ®the 
wall of Jerusalem round about. 

2 Only the people sacrificed in high 
places^because there was no house built 
unto the name of the Loed, until those 
days. 

3 And Solomon loved the Loed, walk- 

n the statutes of David his father: 

S he sacrificed and burnt incense in 
places. 

4 And the king went to *Gibeon to 
sacrifice there; *ior that was the great 
‘’high place ; a thousand burnt offerings 
did Solomon offer upon that altar. 

6 IT “’Ll Gibeon the Lord appeared to 
Solomon m a dream by night : and God 
said. Ask what 1 shall give thee. 

6 And Solomon said, Thou hast shewed 
unto thy servant David my father great 
1 mercy, according as he walked before 
thee in truth, and in righloousness, and 
in uprightness of heart with thee ; and 
thou hast kept for him this great kind- 
ness, that thou hast given him a son to 
sit on his throne e/sitis this day. 

7 And now, 0 Loed my God, thou 
hast made thy servant king instead of 
David my father : and I am hut a little 
child: I know not how i>to go out or 
come in. 

8 And thy servant ts in the midst of thy 
people wmch thou hast chosen, a great 
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and choice of wisdorru HisjudgmenU 

people, “tliat cannot be numbered nor 
counted for multitude. 

9 Give therefore thy servant an i under- 
standing heart to judge thy people, that 
I may ^cem between good and bad : 
for who is able to judge this thy so great 
pie? 


10 And the speech pleased the Lord, 
that Solomon had asked this tiling. 

11 And God said unto him. Because 
thou hast asked this thing, and hast not 
asked for thyself ^long life^ neither hast 
asked riches for thyself, nor hast asked 
the life of thine enemies ; but hast asked 
for thyself imderstanding to discern 
judgment ; 

12 * Behold, I have done according to 
thy words : ®lo, I have given thee a wise 
arn an understanding heart; so that 
there was none like thee before thee, nei- 
ther after thee shall any arise like unto 
thee. 

13 And I have also ® given thee that 
which thou hast not asked, both riches, 
and honour : so that there ® shall not be 
any among the kings like unto thee all 
thy days. 

14 And if thou wilt walk in my ways, 
to keep my statutes and my command- 
ment^ as thy father David did walk, 
then I will lengthen thy days. 

15 And Solomon awoke ; and, behold, 
it was a dream. And he came to Jeru- 
salem, and stood before ^the ark of the 
covenant of the Lor^^ and offered up 
burnt offering, and offered peace offer- 
ings, and made a feast to all his servants. 

16 1 Then came there two women, that 
were harlots, unto the king, and stood 
before him. , ^ , 

17 And the one woman said, 0 my lord, 

I and this woman dwell in one house ; 
and I was delivered of a child with her 
in the house. 

18 And it came to pass the third day 
after that I was delivered, that this 
woman was delivered also : and we were 
together ; there was no stranger with us 
in the house, save we two in the house. 

19 And this woman’s child died in the 
night ; because she overlaid it. 

20 And she arose at midnight, and 

took my son from beside me, while 
tMne handmaid slept, and laid it in her 
bosom, and laid her dead child in my 
bosom. . , . ^ 

21 And when I rose m the mommg to 

give my child suck, behold, it was dead : 
but when I had considered it in the 
momiM, behold, it was not my son, 
which rdid bear. , „ 

22 And the other woman said, Isay , 
but the living is my sorij and the dead^ 
thy son. jdmd this sai<^ No^ but the 
dead is thy son, and the living is my son. 
iDius they spake before the king. . 

23 Then said the king. The one saith, 
This is my son that liveth, and thy son 
is the dead : and the other saith, Kay ;

24 And the king said, Brmg me a 

sword. And they Drought a sword be- 
fore the king. . , , ... 

25 And the king said. Divide the hvmg 
child in two, and give half to the one» 
and half to the other. 

26 Then spake the woman whose the 

living child was unto the king, for her 
bowds 2 yearned upon her son, and slie 
said, 0 my lord, give her the living child, 
and in no wise slay it. But the other 
said. Let it be neither mine nor thine^ 
but divide it, , . 

27 Then the king answered and said. 
Give her the living child, and in no wise 
slay it : she is the mother thereof. 

28 And all Israel heard of the judgment 
which the king had judged; and they 
feared the king : for they savv that the 
‘^wisdom of God was ®m him, to do 
judgment 

CHAPTER 4 

S O king Solomon was king over all 
Israel. , . , . , , 

2 And these loere the prmces which he 
had : Azai’iah the son of Zadok the priest, 

3 Elihoreph and Ahiah, the sons of 
Shisha, s scribes ; Jehoshaphat the son of 
Ahilud, the 9 recorder. .r , . , 

4 And ^Benaiah the son of Jehoiada 
was over the host : and Zadok and * Abi- 
atlw were the priests ; 

5 And Azarian the son of Nathan was 
over the officers : and Zabud the son of 
Natlian was principal officer, aind *tihe 
king’s friend : 

6 And Ahishar was over the household : 
and ^Adoniiam the son of Abda was 
over the tribute. , „ 

7 t And Solomon had twelve officers 
over all Israel, which provided victuals 
for the king and his household : each man 
his month m a year made provision. 

8 And these are their names : ^The son 
of Hut, in mount Ephraim : 

9 ^ Tne son of Dekar, in Makaz, and m 
Shaalbim, and Beth-shemesh, and Elon- 
beth-hanan : 

10 i^The son of Hesed, in Aruboth ; to 
hi-m 'pertained Sochoh, and all the land 
of Hepher : 

11 ^^The son of AbinadaK in all the 
region of Dor: which had Taphath the 
dau^ter of Solomon to wife : 

12 jBaana the son of Ahilud: to him 
pertained Taanach and Megiddo, and 
nil Beth-shean, which is by Zartanah be- 
neath Jezreel, from Beth-shean to Abel- 
meholah, even unto the plcwe that is 
beyond J okneam : ^ 

13 i®The son of Geber, in Eamoth- 

f llead ; to him pertained the towns of 
air the son of Manassehj which are^ in 
Gilead; to him also pertained the r^on 
of Argob, which is in Bashan, threescore 
great cities ”* with walls and biasen bars : 
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The glory of Solomon^ His league with Hirarru 


14 Ahinadab the son of Iddo had ^Ma- 
hanaim : 

16 Ahimaaz was in Naphtali ; he also 
took Basmath the daughter of Solomon 
to wife: 

16 Baanah the son of Hushai was in 
Asher and in Aloth ; 

17 Jehoshaphat the son of Paruah, in 
Issachar : 

18 Shimei the son of Elah, in Benja- 
min : 

19 Geher the son of Uri was in the 
country of Gilead, m ®the country of 
Silion kii^ of the Amorites, and of Og 
king of Bashan; and he was the only 
ofiScer wliich was in the land. 

20 TT Judah and Israel were many, ®as 
the sand which is by the sea in multitude, 
eating and drinking, and making merry. 

21 And ^ Solomon reigned over ml king- 
doms from ^the river unto the land of 
the P hilis tines, and unto the border of 
Egypt: ^''tbey brought presents, and 
served Solomon all the days of his life. 

22 H And Solomon’s 3 provision for one 
day was thirty ^ measures of fine flour, 
and threescore 5 measures of meal, 

23 Ten fat oxen, and twenty oxen out 
of the pastures, and an hundred sheep, 
beside harts, and roebucks, and fallow- 
deer, and fatted fowl. 

24 For he had dominion over all the 
region, on this side the river, from *Tiph- 
sah even to ^"A^zalr, over all the kings on 
this side the river : and ” he had peace on 
all sides round about hino. 

25 And Judah and Israel dwelt ® safely, 
® every man under his vine and under liis 
fig tim ^from Dan even to Beer-sheba, 
all the days of Solomon. 

26 ^ And Solomon had ® forty thou- 
sand stalls of horses for his chariots, 
and twelve thousand horsemen. 

27 And those * officers provided victual 
for king Solomon, and for all that came 
unto kmg Solomon’s table, every man in 
his month : they lacked nothing. 

28 Barley also and straw for the horses 
and ^dromedaries brought they unto the 
place where the officers were, every man 
according to his charge. 

29 V And “God gave Solomon wisdom 
and understanding exceeding much, and 
largeness of heart, even as the sand tliat 
is on the sea shore. 

30 And Solomon’s wisdom excelled the 
wisdom of all “'the children of the east 
country, and all *the wisdom of Egypt. 

31 For he was ^-wiser than all men; 
^than Ethan the Ezrahite, and Heman, 
and CJhalcol, and Darda, the sons or 
Hahol : and his fame was in all nations 
round about. 

32 And he ^ke three thousand pro- 
verbs: and his songs were a thousand 
and five. 

33 And he spake of trees, from the cedar 
tree that is m Lebanon even unto the 
hyssop that springeth out of the wall : he 
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spake also of beasts, and of fowl, and of 
creeping things, and of fishes. 

34 And there came of all people to hear 
the wisdom of Solomon, from “all kings 
of the earth, which had heard of his 
wisdom. 

CHAPTEB 5 

AND 2 Hiram king of Tyre sent his 
servants unto Solomon ; for he had 
heard that they had anointed him king 
in the room of his father : ^for Hiram 
was ever a lover of David. 

2 And Solomon sent to Hiram, saying, 

3 Thou knowest how that David my 
father could not build an house unto the 
name of the Lord his God /for the wars 
wliich were about him on every side, 
until the Lord put them imder the soles 
of his feet. 

4 But now the Lord my God hath 
given me ‘rest on every side, so that 
there is neither adversary nor evil oc- 
current. 

5 And, behold, I ^purpose to build an 
house unto the name of the Lord my 
God, as the Lord spake unto David my 
father, saying, Thy son, whom I will set 
upon tliy throne m thy room, *he shall 
build an house unto my name. 

6 Now therefore command thou that 
they hew me cedar trees out of Lebanon; 
and my servants shall be with thy ser- 
vants : and unto thee will I give hire for 
thy servants according to all ^at thou 
slialt ^^appoint: for thou knowest that 
there is not among us any that can skill 
to hew timber like unto the Sidonians. 

7 1 And it came to pass, when Hiram 
heard the words of Solomom that he 
rejoiced greatly, and said, ^Blessed be 
the Lord this day, which hath given 
unto David a wise son over this great 
people. 

8 And Hiram sent to Solomon, saying, 
I have 7 considered the things which thou 
sentest to me for : and I will do all thy 
desire concerning timber of cedar, and 
concerning timber of ^fir. 

9 IMy servants shall bring them down 
from Lebanon unto the sea : and I will 
convey them by sea in floats unto the 
place that thou shalt ^appoint me, and 
will cause them to be discharged there, 
and thou shalt receive them: and thou 
shalt accomplish my desire, “in giving 
food for my household. 

10 So Hiram gave Solomon cedar trees 
and fir trees according to all his desire. 

11 And Solomon gave Hiram twenty 
thousand ^measures of wheat /or food to 
his household, and “twenty ® measures of 
pure oil : thus gave Solomon to Hiram 
year by year. 

12 Ana the Lord gave Solomon wis- 
dom, *as he promised him: and there 
was peace between Hiram and Solomon; 
and they two made a league together, 

13 1i And king Solomon raised a ^^levy 
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out of all Israel ; and the levy was thirty 
^ousand men. 

14 And he sent them to Lebanon, ten 
thousand a month by courses : a month 
they were in Lebanon, and two months 
at home : and “ Adoniram was over the 

iS^ijid Solomon had ® threescore and 
ten thousand that bare burdens, and four- 
score thousand hewers in the mountains ; 

16 Beside the cliief of Solomon’s officers 
which wci'e over the work, three thousand 
and three hundred, /which ruled over 
the people that wrought in the work. 

17 And the king commanded, and they 
brought great stones, costly stones, and 
Shewed stones, to lay the foundation of 
the house. 

18 And Solomon’s builders and Hiram’s 
builders did hew thern, and the ^stone- 
squarers : so they prepared timber and 
stones to build the house. 

CHAPTEE 6 
A HD it came to pass in *the four hun- 
J\. dred and eightieth year after the 
children of Israel were come out of the 
land of Egypt, in the fourth year of Solo- 
mon’s reign over Israel, in the month , 
Zif* which is ”*the second month, that he 
8b^an to build the house of the Lord. 

2 And ^the house which king Solomon 
buUt for the Lord^ the length thereof 
was threescore cubits, and the breadth 
thereof twenty cMtSi and the height 
thereof thirty cubits. 

3 And the porch before the temple of 
the house, twenty cubits was the length 
thereof, according to the breadth of the 
house ; and ten cubits was the breadth 
thereof before the house, 

4 And for the house he made windows 
^ of narrow lights. 

6 ^ And i^against the wall of the house 
he built 9 chambers round about, against 
the walls of the house round about, both \ 
of the temple and of ®the oracle : and he 
made lOch^bers round about ; 

6 The nethermost chamber was five 
cubits broad, and the middle was six 
cubits broad, and the third was seven 
cubits broad: for without in the wall 
of the house he made ^2 narrowed rests 
round, about, that ^ the beams should not 
be fastened in the walls of the house. 

7 And the house, when it was in build- 
ing, * was built of stone made ready before 
it was brought thither : so that there was 
neither hammer nor axe oior any tool of 
iron heard in the house, while it was in 
building. 

8 The door for the middle chamber was 
in the right ^^side of the house; and they 
went up with winding stairs into the 
middle charter, and out of the middle 
into the third. 

9 So he built the house, and finished it; 
and covered the house i®with beams and 
boards of cedar. 
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10 And then he built cbambeis a^inst 
all the house, five cubits high : and they 
rested on the house with timber of cedar. 

11 ^ And the word of the Lord came 
to Solomon, saying, 

12 Concerning tms house which thou 
art in building, ^if thou wilt walk in my 
statutes, and execute my judgments, and 
keep all my commandments to walk in 
them ; then will I perform my word wim 
thee, ® which I spake unto David thy 
father : 

13 And will dwell among the children 
of Israel, and will not * forsake my people 
Israel. 

14 So Solomon built the house, and 

finished it. f , 

15 And he built the walls of the house 
within with boards of cedar, ^botb the 
floor of the house, and the walls of the 
cieling: and he covered them on ihe 
inside with wood, and covered the floor 
of the house with planks of ^'fir. 

16 And he built twenty cubits on the 
sides of the house, ^ both the floor and the 
walls with boards of cedar: he even built 
them for it within, even for the oracle, 
even for the ^rnost holy place. 

17 And the house, that is. the temple 
before it, was forty cubits long. , 

18 And the cedar of the house within wc^ 
carved with ^knops and ® open flowers : all 
was cedar : there was no stone s^n. 

19 And tne oracle he prepared m the 
house within, to set there the ark of the 
covenant of the Lord. 

20 And the oracle in the forepart was 
twenty cubits in length, and twenty 
cubits in breadth, and twenty cubite 
in the height thereof: and he overlmd 
it with ®pure gold : and so covered the 
altar which, was o/ cedax. 

21 So Solomon overlaid the house within 
with pure gold : and he made a partition 
by the chains of gold before the oracle; 
and he overlaid it with gold. 

^ And the whole house, he overlmd 
with gold, imtil he had finished all the 
house : alk> the whole ^ altar that was by 
the oracle he overlaid with gold. 

23 H And within the_ oracle he made 

* two cherubims of olive tree, each ten 
cubits high. ^ , 

24 And five cubits was the one wing of 
the cherub, and five cubits the other 
wing of the cherub : from the uttermost 
part of the one wing unto the uttermost 
part of the other were ten cubits. 

25 And the other cherub was ten cubits; 
both the cherubims were of one measure 
and one size. 

26 The height of the one cherub was 

ten cubits, and so was it of the other 
cherub. , , 

27 And he set the cherubims within the 
inner house; and ^^they stretched forth 
the wings of the cherubims, so that the 


wing of the one touched the one wall, and 
the wing of the other cherub touched the 
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other wall ; and their wings touched one 
another in the midst of the house. 

28 And he overlaid the cherubims with 
£old. 

29 And he carved all the walls of the 
house round about with carved figures 
of cherubims and palm trees and 2 open 
flowers, within and without. 

30 And the floor of the house he overlaid 
witl^old, within and without. 

31 lAnd for the entering of the oracle 
he made doors of olive tree : the lintel 
cmd side posts were fifth part of the 
waU. 

32 The ^two doors also were of olive 
tree ; and he carved upon them carvings 
of cherubims and palm trees and 2 open 
flowers, and overlaid them witli gold, and 
spread gold upon the cherubims, and 
upon the palm trees. 

33 So also made he for the door of the 
temple posts of olive tree, ® a fourth part 
of me wall, 

34 And the two doors were of ®fir tree : 
the two leaves of the one door wei*e 
**folding, and the two leaves of the other 
door were folding. 

35 And he carved thereon chembims 
and palm trees and open flowers : and 
covered them with gold fitted upon the 
carved work. 

36 And he built the inner court with 
* three rows of hewed stone, and a row of 
cedar beams. 

37 1 « In the fourth year was the foimda- 
tion of the house of the Lobd laid, in the 
month Zif : 

38 And in the eleventh year, in the 
month Bub which is the eighth month, 
was the house finished sthroughout all 
the parts thereof, and according to all 
the fashion of it. So was he seven years 
in building it. 

CHAPTER 7 

F JT Solomon was building his own 
house ^ thirteen years, and he finished 
all his house. 

2 H He built also ’”the house of the 
forest of Lebanon: the length thereof 
was an hundred cubits, and the breadth 
thereof fifty cubits, and the height thereof 
thirty cubits, upon four rows of cedar 
pillars, with cedar beams uwn the pillars. 
3 And U was covered with cedar above 
upon the ^obeams, that lay on forty five 
pulars, fifteen in a row. 

4 And there were windows in three 
rows, and flight was against light in 
three ranks. 

6 And all the ^doors and posts were 
square, with the windows : and light was 
a^inst li^t m three ranks. 

6 ^ And he made a porch of pillars ; 
the length thereof was fifty cubits, and 
the breadth thereof thirty cubits: and 
the porch was before them : and the 
othsr pillars and the thick beam were 
*^*befoie them. 
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7 T Then he made a porch for the throne 
where he might judge, even the porch of 
judgment : and it was covered with cedir 
1 from one side of the floor to the other. 

8 H And his house where he dwelt had 
another court within the porch, which 
was of the like work. Solomon m^e 
also an house for Pharaoh’s daughter, 
“whom he had taken to wife, like unto 
this porch. 

9 AJl these were of costly stones, ac- 
cording to the measures of hewed stones, 
sawed withsaws, withinand without, even 
from the foundation unto the coping, 
and so on the outside toward the great 
court. 

10 And the foundation was of costly 
stones, even great stones, stones of 
cubits, and stones of eight cubits. 

11 Aiid above were costly stones, after 
the measures of hewed stones, and cedars, 

12 And the great court round about was 
^ with three rows of hewed stones, and a 
row of cedar beams, both for the inner 
court of the house of the Lord, and for 
the porch of the house. 

13 1 And king Solomon sent and fetched 
® Hiram out of Tyre. 

14 He was 7 a widow’s son ® of the tribe 
of Haphtali, and /his father was a ma-n 
of Tyre, a worker in brass : and ^he was 
filled with wisdom, and imderstand^g, 
and cunning to work all works in brass. 
And he came to king Solomon, and 
WTO^ht all his work. 

15 For he 8 cast /two pillars of brass, of 
^eighteen cubits high apiece : and a fine 
of twelve cubits did compass either of 
them about. 

16 And he made two chapiters of molten 
brass, to set upon the tops of the pillars : 
the height of the one chapiter was five 
cubits, and the height of the other cha- 
piter was five cubits : 

17 And nets of checker work, and 
wreaths of chain work, for the chapiters 
which were upon the top of the pilte; 
seven for tlie one chapiter, and seven for 
the other chapiter, 

18 And he made the pillars, and two 
rows round about upon the one network, 
to cover the chapiters that wei'e upon the 
top, with pomegranates: and so did he 
for the other chapiter, 

19 And the chapiters that were upon 
the top of the pillars were of lily work 
in ’‘the porch, four cubits. 

20 .^d the chapiters upon the two pil- 

lars had mmegramates also above, over 
against the belly which was by the net- 
work: the pomegranates wei'e two 

hundred in rows nmnd about upon the 
other chapiter. 

21 ^d he set up the pillars in the porch 
of the temple : and he set up the right 
pillar, and called the name thereof Ja- 
clnn : and he set up the left pillar, and 

Cp. fin. I called the name thereof ^^Boaz. 

2 . 1 . I 22 And upon the top of the piUais was 
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EirarrCs worh for the house of the LoroL 

liljr work : so was the work of the pillars 
finished. 

23 *11 And he made ®a molten sea, ten 
cubits 1 from the one brim to the other: 
it was round all about, and his height 
was five cubits: and a line of thSty 
cubits did compass it round about. 

24 And under the brim of it round 
about there were ®knops compassing it. 
ten in a cubit, compassing the sea round 
about : the knops were cast in two rows, 
when it was cast. 

25 It stood upon ® twelve oxen, three 
looking toward the north, and three look- 
ing toward the west, and three looking 
toward the south, and three loo^ng 
toward the east: and the sea was set 
above upon them, and aU their hmder 
parts wei'e inward. 

26 And it was an hand breadth thick, 
and the brim thereof was wrought like 
the brim of a cup, with flowers of lilies : 
it contained^ two thousand baths. 

27 H And he made *ten bases of brass ; 
four cubits was the length of one base, 
and four cubits the breadth thereof, and 
three cubits the height of it. 

28 And the work of the bases was on 
this mannei*: they had borders, and the 
borders were between the ledges : 

29 And on the borders that were be- 
tween the ledges were lions, oxen, and 
chembims; and upon the ledges there 
was a base above : and beneath the lions 
and oxen were certain additions made of 
thin work. 

30 And every base had four brasen 
wheels, and plates of brass : and the four 
comers thereof had undersetters : under 
the laver undersetters molten, at 
the side of every addition. 

31 And the mouth of it within the 
chapiter and above was a cubit: but 
the mouth thereof was round after the 
work of the base, a cubit and an half : i 
and also upon the mouth of it wet'e] 
gravings with their borders, foursquare, 
not round. 

32 And under the borders were four 
wheels ; and the axletrees of the wheels 
were ^joined to the base : and the height 
of a wheel was a cubit and half a cubit. 

33 And the work of the wheels was like 
the work of a chariot wheel : their axle- 
trees, and their naves, and their felloes, 
and their spokes, were all molten. 

34 And there were four undersetters to 
the four comers of one base : and the 
undersetters were of the very base itself. 

35 And in the top of the base was there 
a round compass of half a cubit high : 
and on the top of the base the ledges 
thereof and the borders thereof were of 
the same. 

36 For on the plates of the ledges thereof, 
and on the borders thereof, he graved 
chembims, lions, and palm trees, accord- 
ing to the 12 proportion of every one, and 
adoitions round about. 
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37 After this manner he made the ten 
bases : dl of them had one casting, one 
measure, and one size. 

38 T1 Then * made he ten lavers of brass : 
one laver contained forty baths: and 
every laver was four cubits : and upon 
every one of the ten bases one laver. 

39 And he nut five bases on the right 
2 side of the house, and five on the left 
side of the house : and **he set the sea on 
the right side of the house eastward over 
a^inst the south. 

40 1 /And 3 Hiram made the lavers, 
and ^the shovels, and the basons. So 
Hiram made an end of doing all the 
work that he made king Solomon for 
the house of the Lord : 

41 The two pillars, and the two ^ bowls 
of the chapiters that were on the top of 
the two pillars ; and the two ‘networks, 
to cover the two bowls of the chapiters 
which were upon the top of the pillars ; 

42 And four himdred pomegranates for 
the two networks, eren two rows of pome- 
granates for one network, to cover the 
two bowls of the chapiters that were 

upon the pillars ; 

43 And the ten bases, and ten lavers on 
the bases ; 

44 And *one sea, and twelve oxen under 
the sea ; 

45 And the pots, and the shovels, and 
the basons : and all these vessels, which 
Hiram made to king Solomon for the 
house of the Lord, were of ^ bright brass. 

46 In the plain of Jordan did the king 
cast them, ®in the clay ground between 
"’^Succoth and “Zarthan. 

47 And Solomon left all the vessels un- 
lueighed, 7 because they were exceeding 
many: neither was the weight of the 
brass sfound out. 

48 And Solomon made all the vessels 
that 'pei'tained unto the house of the 
Lord : ®the altar of gold, and ^the table 
of gold, whereupon *the shewbread was, 

49 And the candlesticks of pure gold, 
five on the right side, and five on the 
left, before the oracle, with ’‘the flowers, 
and the * lamps, and ^the tongs of gold, 

60 And “the bowls, and the snuffers, 
and the basons, and the spoons, and the 
licensers cf pure gold; and the hinges 
of gold, both for the doors of the inner 
house, ®the most holy place, and for the 
doors of the house, to wit, of the temple. 

61 So was ended all the work that fing 
Solomon made for the house of the Lord. 
And Solomon brought in the ^things 
“'which David his father had dedicated; 
even the silver, and the gold, and the 
vessels, did he put among the treasures 
of the house of the Lord. 

CHAPTER 8 

fTTHEH * Solomon assembled the elders 
JL of Israel, and all the heads of the 
tribes, the chief of the fathers of the 
children of Israel, unto king Solomon in 
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Jerusalem, ^that they might brii^ up 
the ark of the covenant of the Loed 
*out of the city of David, which is Zion. 

2 And all the men of Israel assembled 
themselves unto king Solomon at the 
**feast in the month Ethanim, which is 
the seventh month. 

3 And all the elders of Israel came, and 
® the priests took up the ark. 

4 And they brought up the ark of the 
Lom, and the tabernacle of the congre- 
gation, and all the holy vessels that were 
m the tabernacle, even those did the 
priests and the Levites bring up. 

6 And king Solomon, and all the con- 
gregation oi Israel, tliat were assembled 
unto him, were with him before the ark, 
^sacrificing sheep and oxen, that could 
not be told nor numbered for multitude. 

6 And the priests brought in the ark of 
the covenant of the Lord unto *his 
place, into ^the oracle of the house, to 
the most holy place^ even ^under the 
wi]^ of tlie cherubims. 

7 For tlie cherubims spread forth their 
two wings over the place of the ark, and 
the cherubims covered the ark and the 
staves thereof above. 

8 And they °drew out the staves, that 
the lends of the staves were seen out in 
the 2 holy place before the oracle, and 
they were not seen without : and there 
they are unto this day. 

9 There was nothing in the ark save 
^’the two tables of stone, which Moses 
put there at Horeb, ^when ^the Lord 
made a covenant with the children of 
Israel, when they came out of the land 
of Egypt. 

10 And it came to pass, when the priests 
were come out of the holy place^ that 
the cloud ^ filled the house of the Lord, 

11 So that the priests could not stand to 
minister because of the cloud : for the 
glory of the Lord had filled the house of 
the Lord. 

12 H “Then spake Solomon, The Lord 
said that he would dwell "in the thick 
darkness. 

13 “I have surely built thee an house to 
dwell in, a*settledplacefor thee to abide 
in for ever. 

14 And the king turned his face about, 
and y blessed all the congregation of Is- 
rael ; (and aU the congregation of Israel 
stood-) 

15 And he said, ® Blessed le the Lord 
God of Israel, ^ which spake with his| 
mouth imto David my father, and hath 
with his hand fulfilled it, saying, 

16 Since the day that I brought forth 
my people Israel out of Egypt, I chose 
no city out of all the tribes of Israel to 
build an house, that name might be 
therein; but I chose David to be over 
my people Israel 

17 And /it was in the heart of David 
my father to build an house for the name 
of the Lord G<xi of Israel 
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18 And the Lord said unto David my 
father. Whereas it was in thine heart to 
build an house unto my name, thou 
didst well that it was in thine heart. 

19 Nevertheless ®thou shalt not build 
the house ; but thy son that shall come 
forth out of thy loins, he shall build the 
house unto my name. 

20 And the Lord hath performed his 
word that he spake, and I am risen up in 
the room of David my father, and sit on 
the throne of Israel, as the Lord pro- 
mised, and have built an house for the 
name of the Lord God of Israel. 

21 And I have set there a place for the 
ark, wherein is /the covenant of the 
Lord, which he made with our fathers, 
when he brought them out of the land 
of Egypt. 

22 if And Solomon ^ stood before the 
altar of the Lord in the presence of all 
the congregation of Israel, and * spread 
forth liis hands toward heaven : 

23 And he said, Lord God of Israel, 
there is no God like thee, in heaven 

above, or on earth beneath, "who keepest 
covenant and mercy with thy servants 
that walk before thee with all their heart; 

24 Who hast kept with thy servant 
David my father that thou promisedst 
Mm : thou spakest also with thy mouth, 
and hast fuMlled it with tliine hand, as 
it is tliis day, 

25 Therefore now. Lord (3k)d of Israel, 
keep with thy servant David my father 
that thou promisedst him, saying, There 
shall not ^lail thee a man in my sight to 
sit on the throne of Israel ; ^so that thy 
cMldren take heed to their way, that 
they walk before me as thou hast walk^ 
before me. 

26 ^d now, 0 God of Israel, let thy 
word, I pray thee, be verified, which thou 

27 But will (fod indeed dwell^on tS 
earth? behold, *the heaven and * heaven 
of heavens cannot contain thee; how 
much less this house that I have builded? 

28 Yet have thou respect unto the prayer 
of thy servant, and to his supplication, 0 
Lord my God, to hearken unto the ciy 
and to the prayer, which thy servant 
prayeth before thee to day: 

29 That thine eyes may be open toward 
this house night and day, even toward 
the place of which thou nast said, ^My 
name shall be there : that thou mayest 
hearken unto the prayer which thy ser- 
vant shall make ® toward this place. 

30 And hearken thou to the supplication 
of thy servant, and of thy people Israel 
wheri they shall pray ® toward this place : 
and hear thou m heaven thy dwelling 
place : and when thou hearest, forgive. 

31 tT If any man trespass against his 
neighbour, ’arid *an oath belaid upon 
him to cause him to swear, and the oath 
come before thine altar in this house ; 

32 Then hear thou in heaven, and do, 
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at the dedication of the temple. 

and judge thy servants, “condemning 
the wicked, to bring his way upon his 
head; and justifying the righteous, to 
give him according to his righteousness. 

33 ^ “When thy people Israel be smitten 
down before the enemy, because they 
have sinned against thee, and ‘^shall turn 
again to thee, and confess thy name, and 
pray, and make supplication unto thee 
8in this house ; 

34 Then hear thou in heaven, and for- 1 
jve the sin of thy people Israel, and 
jring them again unto the land which 
thou ^vest unto their fathers. 

25 ^*When heaven is shut up, and 
there is no rain, because they have 
sinned against thee ; if they pray toward 
this place, and confess thy name, and 
turn from their sin, when thou afflictest 
them: 

36 Then hear thou in heaven, and for- 
give the sin of thy servants, and of thy 
people Israel, that thou * teach them the 
good way wherein they should walk, and 
give rain upon thy land, which thou 
&t given to thy people for an inherit- 
ance. 

37 H ^If there be in the land famine, 
if there be pestilence, blasting, mildew, 
locust, or if there be caterpiller; if their 
enemy besiege them in tlie land of their 
^cities; whatsoever plague, whatsoever 
siclmess there be; 

38 What prayer and supplication soever 
be made by any man, or oy all thy people 
I^el, which shall know every man the 
plague of his own heart, and spread forth 
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39 Then hear thou in heaven thy dwell- 
ing place, and forgive, and do, and give 
to eveiy man according to his ways, 
whose heart thou knowest: (for thou, 
even thou only, ^ knowest the hearts of 
all the children of men 0 

40 That they may fear thee ^all the 
days riiat they live in the land which 
thou gavest unto our fathers. 

41 Moreover concerning a stranger, that 
is not of thy people Israel, but cometh 
out of a far county for thy name’s sake ; 

42 (For thev sh^ hear of thy great 
name, and of thy ^strong hand, and of 
thy stretched out arm ;) when he shall 
come and pray toward this house ; 

43 Hear tnou in heaven thy dwelling 

place, and do according to all that the 
stranger calleth to thee for; “’that all 
people of the earth may know thy name, 
to*fear thee, as do fihy people Israel; 
and that they may know that ® this house, 
which I have builded, is called by thy 
name. , , 

44 "IT If thy people go out to battle a- 

gainst their enemy, whithersoever thou 
shalt send them, and shall pray unto the 
Loed 7 toward the city which thou hast 
diosen, and toward the house that I 
have built for thy name : . 

45 Then hear thou in heaven their prayer 
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and their supplication, and maintain 
their i cause. 

46 If they sin gainst thee, (*for there is 
no man that sinneth not,) and thou bo 
angry with them, and deliver them to 
the enemy, so that they carry them away 
captives *'’unto the land of the enemy, 
far or near: 

47 ^Yet if they shall 2 bethink them- 
selves in the land whither thev were 
carried captives, and rej^nt, and make 
supplication unto thee in the land of 
them that carried them captives, saying, 

have sinned, and have done per- 
versely, we have committed wickedness : 

48 And so ^ return unto thee with all 
their heart, and with all their soul, in the 
land of their enemies, which led them 
away captive, and pray unto thee toward 
their land, which thou gavest unto their 
fathers, the city which thou hast chosen, 
and the house which I have built for thy 
name : 

49 Then hear thou their prayer and 
their supplication in heaven thy dwelling 
place, and maintain their ^ cause, 

50 And forgive thy people that have 
sinned against thee, and all their trans- 
gressions wherein they have transgressed 
against thee, and”* give them compassion 
before them who carried them captive, 
that they may have compassion on 
them: 

51 For "they be thy people, and thine 
inheritance, which thou broughtest forth 
out of E^^t, ®from the nndst of the 
furnace or iron: 

52 ^That thine eyes may be open unto 
the supplication of thy servanf,.a Dd u - nt e— 
the supplication of thy peeple Israel, to 
hearken unto them in all that they call 
for unto thee. 

53 For thou didst separate them from 
among all the people of the earth, to be 
tlrine inheritance, 'as thou spakest by 
the hand of Moses thy servant, when 
thou broughtest our fathers out of Egypt, 

0 Lord God. 

54 And it was so, that when Solomon 
had made an end of praying all this 

E rayer and supplication irnto the Loup, 
e arose from before the altar of the 
Lord, from “kneeling on his knees with 
his hands spread up to heaven. 

^ And he stood, and ‘'blessed all the 
congregation of Israel with a loud voice, 

66 sfessed he the Lord, that hath given 
rest unto his people Isi^l, according to 
all that he promised; there hath not 
® failed one word of all his good promise, 
which he promised by the hand of Moses 
his servant. 

67 The Lord our God be with us, as he 
was with our fathers : let him not leave 
us, nor forsake us : 

66 That he may ^incline our hearts unto 
him, to walk in all his ways, and to keep 
his commandments, and ms statutes, ana 
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his judgments, which he commanded our 1 
fathers. 

69 And let these my words, wherewith 
I have made supphcation before the 
Lord, be nigh imto the Lord our God 
day night, that he maintain the cause 

of his servant, and the cause of his people 
Israel ^ at all times, as the matter shall 
require : 

60 ® That all the people of the earth may 
know that «*the Lord is God, and that 
there is none else. 

61 Let your heart therefore be -^perfect 
with the Lord our God, to walk in his 
statutes, and to keep his commandments, 
as at this day. 

62 If ^ And the king, and all Israel with 
him, offered sacrifice before the Lord. 

63 And Solomon offered a sacrifice of I 
peace offerings, which he off’ered unto 
the Lord, two and twenty thousand! 
oxen, and an hundred and twenty thou- 
sand sheep. So the king and all the 
children of Israel dedicated the house of 
the Lord. 

64 The same day did the king hallow 
the middle of the court that was before 
the house of the Lord: for there he 
offered burnt offerings, and meat offer- 
ings, and the fat of the peace offerings : 
because ^the brasen altar that was before 
the Lord was too little to receive the 
burnt offerings, and meat offerings, and 
the fat of the peace offering. 

65 And at that time Solomon held ”a 
feast, and all Israel with him, a great 
congregation, from ^^the entering in of 
Hamath unto ^the river of Egypt, before 

— the-XiOBD our God, ^ seven days and seven 
days, even fourteen days. 

66 * On the eighth day he sent the people 

away: and they s blessed the king, and 
went unto their ** tents joyful and ^ad of 
heart for all the goodness that the Lord 
had done for David his servant, and for 
Israel his people. ^ 

CHAPTER 9 

AND <it came to pass, when Solomon 
had finished the building of the 
house of the Lord, “ and the king’s house, 
and all Solomon’s desire which he was 
pleased to da 

2 That the Lord appeared to Solomon 
the second tim^ ’^as he had appeared 
unto him at "Gibeon. 

3 And the Lord said unto him, I have 
heard thy prayer and thy supplication, 
that thou hast made before me : I have 
hallowed this house, which thou hast 
built, ^to put my name there for ever; 
/and mine eyes and mine heart shall be 

4 AiSSm^^t walk before me, *as 
David thy father walked, in int^ity of 
heart, and in uprightness, to do accord- 
ing to all that I have conomanded thee, 
and wilt keep my statutes and my judg- 
ments: 
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6 Then I will establish the throne of 
thy kingdom upon Israel for ever, ®as I 
promised to David thy father, saying. 
There shall not fail thee a man upon the 
throne of Israel. 

6 But if ye shall at all *tum from 
following me, ye or your children, and 
will not keep my commandments and 
my statutes which I have set before you, 
but go and serve other gods, and woi^p 
them: 

7 ®Then will I cut off Israel out of the 
land which I have given them ; and this 
house, which I have hallowed ^for my 
name, will I cast out of my sight ; *ana 
Israel shall be a proverb and a byword 
among all people : 

8 And at this house, which is high, 
every one that passeth by it shall be 
astonished, and shall hiss ; and they shall 
say, /Why hath the Lord done thus 
unto this land, and to this house ? 

9 And they shall answer, Because they 
forsook the Lord their God, who brought 
forth their fathers out of the land of 
Egypt, and have taken hold upon other 
gods, and have worshipped them, and 
served them : therefore hath the Lord 
broimht upon them all this evil, 

10 IT And *it came to pass at the end of 
’^twenty years, when Solomon had built 
the two houses, the house of the Lord, 
and the king’s house, 

11 {N‘ow Hiram the king of Tyre had 
furnished Solomon with cedar trees and 
fir tree^ and with gold, according to ah 

1 Ills desire,) that then king Solomon gave 
Hiram twenty cities in the land of Gaulee. 

12 Amd Hiram came out from Tyre to 
see the cities which Solomon had given 
liim : and they ^pleased him not. 

13 And he said. What cities are these 
which thou hast given me, my brother? 
Amd he called them the land of ^Cabul 
unto this day, 

14 And Hiram sent to the king sixscore 
talents of gold. , 

15 If And this is the reason of * the levy 
which king Solomon raised ; for to bifild 
the house of the Lord, and his own 
house, and ®Millo, and the wall of Jeru- 
salem, and “'Hazor, and ®Megiddo, and 
^'Gezer. 

16 For Pharaoh king of Egypt had 
gone up, and taken Gezer, anabumt it 
^vith fire, and slain the *Canaanites that 
dwelt in the city, and given it far a 
present unto his daughter, ® Solomon’s 
wifa 

17 And Solomon built Gezer, and ‘^Beth- 
horon the nether, 

IS And ^Baalath, and Tadmoi in the 
wilderness, in the land, 

19 And ah the cities of * store that Solo- 
mon had, and / cities for his *chariota 
and cities for his horsemen, and ®tbac 
which Solomon desired to build in Jeru- 
salena, and in Lebanon, and in all the 
land of his dominion.

The queen of Sheba, The glory of Solomon, 

20 And all the people that were left 
of the Amorites, Hittites, Perizzites, Hi- 
vites, and Jebusites, which were not of 
the children of Israel, 

21 Their children that were left after 
them in the land, ®whom the children of 
Israel also were not able utterly to de- 
stroy, ®upon those did Solomon levy a 
tribute of ® bondservice unto this day. 

22 But of the children of Israel did 
Solomon.^ make no bondmen; but they 
were men of war, and his servants, and 
his princes, and his captains, and rulers 
of his chariots, and his horsemen. 

23 These were the chief of the officers 
that were over Solomon’s work, five hun- 
dred and fifty, 'which bare rule over the 
people that wrought in the work. 

24 H But ^ Pharaoh’s daughter came up 
out of the city of David unto ’"her house 
whidi Solomon had built for her: then 
ffid he build ”MiIlo. 

25 ^ And ®three times in a year did 
Solomon offer burnt oflerings and peace 
offerings upon the altar wmch he built 
unto the Loed, and he burnt incense 
^upon the altar that was before the 
Lord. So he finished the house. 

26 1i And king Solomon made a navy 
of ships in-^Ezion-geber, which is beside 
sEloth, on the ^shore of the Bed sea, in 
the land of Edom. 

27 And Hiram sent in the navy his 
servants, shipmen that had knowledge 
of the sea, with the servants of Solomon. 

28 And they came to *Ophir, and 
fetched from thence gold, four hundred 
and “twenty talents, and brought it to 
king Solomon. 

CHAPTEB 10 

AND when the ’’queen of “ Sheba heard 
of the fame or Solomon concerning 
the name of the Lord, she came to prove 
him with *haid questions. 

2 And she came to Jerusalem with a 

very great train, with camels that bare 
spices, and veir much gold, and precious 
swmes: and when she was come to Solo- 
mon. ^e conomuned with him of all that 
was m her heart. 

3 And Solomon told her all her ques- 

tions ; there was not any thing hid from 
the king, which he told her not ^ . 

4 And when the queen of Sheba had 

seen all Solomon’s wisdom, and the 
house that he had built, , , , . 

6 And the meat of his table, and the 
sitting of his servants, and the i^attend- 
ance of his ministers, and their apparel, 
and 1^ cupbearers, and ^his ascent by 
which he went up unto the house of the 
IiOED ; there was no more ^irit in her. 

6 And she said to the king, It was a 
true ^®report that I heard in mine own 
land of thy i®acts and of thy wisdom. 

7 Howbeit I believed not the words, 
until I came, and mine eyes had ^n 
it: and, behold, the half was not told 
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me: ^thy wisdom and prosperity ex- 
ceedeth the fame which I heard. 

8 Happy are thy men, happy are these 
thy servants, which stand continually 
before thee, and that hear thy wisdom. 

9 ^ Blessed be the Lord thy God, which 
delighted in thee, to set thee on the 
throne of Israel: ** because the Lord 
loved Israel for ever, therefore made he 
thee king, /to do judgment and iustice, 

10 And she Agave the king an hmiched 
and twenty talents of ^Id, and of spices 
very great store, ana precious stones : 
there came no more such abundance of 
spices as these which the queen of Sheba 
gave to king Solomon. 

11 /And the navy also of Hiram, that 
brought gold from *Ophi^ brought in. 
from Ophir great plenty of ^almug trees, 
and precious stones. 

12 And the king made of the almug 
trees ^ pillars for the house of the LiOBD, 
and for the king’s house, harps also and 
psalteries for singers : there came no such 
almug trees, nor were seen unto this day. 

13 And king Solomon gave xmto the 
queen of Sheba all her desne, whatsoever 
she asked, beside that which Solomon 
gave her °of his royal bounty. So she 
turned and went to her own country, 
she and her servants. 

14 1 ’’Now the weight of gold that came 
to Solomon in one year was sis hundred 
threescore and six tments of gold, 

15 Beside that he had of the merchant- 
men, and of the traffick of the ^ spice 
merchants, and of all the kings of Arabia, 
and of the governors of the country. 

16 1 Aid kmg Solomon made two hun- 
dred targets o/n^eaten gold ; six hundred 
shekels of gold went to one target. 

17 And he made three hundred * diields 
o/beatenigold *, three pound of gold went 
to one shield ; and the king put them in 
“ the house of the forest of Lebanon. 

18 H Moreover the king made a great 
throne of ivory, and ovenaid it with the 
best gold. 

19 The throne had sis steps, and the 

top of the throne was round ^behind : 
and there were ® stays on eitlier side on 
the place of the seat, and two lions stood 
beside the stays. , 

20 And twelve lions stood there on the 

one side and on the other upon the six 
steps : there was not the like made in 
any kingdom. , , . , . 

21 H An d ah king Solomon’s drinking 
vess^ were of gold, and all the vessels 
of the house oi the forest of Lebanon 
were o/pure gold; ^^nGO&were'of silver: 
it was nothing accounted of in the days 
of Solomon. , , 

22 For the king had at sea a navy of 
®Tharshish with the navy of Hiram : 
once in three years came the nayy of 
Tharshish, bringing gold, and silver. 
17 ivory, and apes, and peacocks. 

23 So king Solomon exceeded all the 
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Iringa of the earth for riches and for 
'wlsaoiQe 

^ IT And all the earth i sought to Solo- 
mon, to hear his wisdom, which God 
had put in Ms heart. 

25 And they brought every man his 
® present, vessels of silver, and vessels of 
gold, and garments, and armoui*, and 
spices, horses, and mules, a rate year 
by year. 

26 IF <^And Solomon 'gathered together 
chariots and horsemen ; and he had a 
thousand and four himdred chariots, and 
twelve thousand horsemen, whom he 
bestowed in the cities for chariots, ana 
with the king at Jerusalem. 

27 ^And the king ^made silver to he 
in Jerusalem as stones, and cedars made 
he to he as the sycomore trees that are 
in the vale, for abundance. 

28 IT ^And Solomon had horses brought 
out of Egypt, and linen yam : the king’s 
merchants received the linen yarn at a 

^29^%id a chariot came up and went 
out of Egrot for six hundred shekels of 
sAver, and an horse for an hundred and 
ffty: and so for aU the kings of Hhe 
Hittites, and for the kings of Syria, did 
they bring tJwn out ^by their means. 

CHAPTER 11 

B ut ’"king Solomon loved fmany 
strange women, 6 together with the 
daughter of Pharaoh, women of the 
Moabites, Ammonites, Edomites, nido- 
nians, and ® Hittites ; . 

2 Of the nations concerning which the 
IjOBD said unto the children of Israel, 
i’Ye Rhfl,n not go in to them, neither 
shall they come in unto you: /or surely 
tliey will turn away your heart after their 
gods : Solomon clave unto these in love. 
3 And he had seven hundred wives, 
princesses, and thi-ee hundred concu- 
bines ; and Ms wives turned away Ms 
heart. 

4 For it came to pass, when Solomon 
was old, that ^Ms wives turned away Ms 
heart after other gods; and Ms heart 
was not perfect with the Lord Ms God, 
’*as was the heart of David Ms father. 

5 For Solomon went after ^Ashtoreth 
the goddess of the Zidonians, and after 
^Milcom the abomination of the Am- 
monites. 

6 And Solomon did evil m the sight 
of the Lord, and ®went not fully after 
the Lord, as did David Ms father. 

7 Then did Solomon < build an high 
place for ^Chemosh, the abomination 
of Moab, in ^ the MU that is before Jem- 
salem, and for "Molech, the abomination 
of the cMldren of Ammon. 

8 And likewise did he for all Ms strange 
wives, wMdi burnt incense and sacrificed 
nnto their gods. 

9 IF And the Lord was angry with 
Solomon, because Ms heart was turned 
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He tumeth to idolatry, Eis adversaries, 

from the Lord God of Israel, which 
had appeared unto him “twice, 

10 Ana *had commanded Mm concern- 
ing this thing, that he should not go 
after other gods : but he kept not that 
wMch the Lord commanded. 

11 ^Vherefore the Lord said unto Solo- 
mon, Forasmuch as tMs ^is done of thee, 
and thou hast not kept my covenant and 
my statutes, wMch 1 have commanded 
thee, will surely rend the kingdom 
from thee, and will give it to thy ser- 
vant. 

12 Notwithstanding in thy days I will 
not do it for David thy father’s sake: 
hut I will rend it out of the hand of 
thy son. 

13 ^Howbeit I will not rend away all 
the kingdom; hut wOi give ®one tribe 
to thy son for David my servant’s sake, 
and for Jerusalem’s sake ^'wMch I have 
chosen. 

14 IF And the Lord stirred up an adver- 
sary unto Solomon, Hadad the Edomite : 
he was of the king’s seed in Edom. 

15 *=For it came to pass, when David 
was in Edom, and Joab the captain of 
the host was gone up to bury the slain, 
after he had smitten every male in Edom ; 

16 (For six months did Joab remain 
there with all Israel, until he had cut 
off every male in Edom:) 

17 That Hadad fled, he and certain 
Edomites of Ms father’s servants with 
him, to go into Egypt: Hadad being 
yet a Uttfe cMld. 

18 And they arose out of Midian, and 
came to Paran : and they took men with 
them out of Paran, and they came to 
Egypt, unto Pharaoh king of Egypt; 
wmch gave Mm an house, and appointed 
him victuals, and gave him land. 

19 And Hadad found great favour in 
the sight of Pharaoh, so that he gave 
Mm to wife the sister of Ms own wife, 
the sister of Tahpenes the queen, 

20 And the sister of Tahpenes bare 
Mm Genuhath Ms son, whom Tahpenes 
weaned in Phaxaoh’s house : and Genu- 
bath was in Pharaoh’s household among 
the sons of Pharaoh. 

21 And when Hadad heard in Egjpt 
that David slept with Ms fathers, and 
that Joab the captain of the host was 
dead, Hadad said to Pharaoh, ^Let me 
depart, that I may go to mine own 
country. 

22 Then Pharaoh said unto Mm, But 
what hast thou lacked with me, that, 
behold, thou seekest to go to tMne own 
country? And he answered, Nothing : 
howbeit let me go in any wise. 

23 IF And God stirred him up another 
adversa^, Eezon the son of Eliadah, 
wMch ned from Ms lord “Hadadezer 
king of Zobah: 

24 And he gathered men unto him, 
and became captain over a hand, when 
David slew them qf Zobah: and they 
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went to Damascus, and dwelt therein, 
and reigned in Damascus. 

25 And he was an adversary to Israel 
all the days of Solomon, beside the mis- 
chief that H^ad did : and he abhorred 
Israel, and reigned over Syria. 

26 H Amd * Jeroboam the son of Nebat, 
an ®Ephrathite of Zereda, Solomon’s ser- 
vant, whose mother’s name ivas Zeruah, 
a widow woman, even he lifted up his 
hand against the king. 

27 And this was the cause that he lifted 
up h>i$ hand against the king: Solomon 
built /Millo, and 2 repaired the breaches 
of the city of David his father. 

28 And the man Jeroboam was a 
mighty man of valour: and Solomon 
seemg the young man that he ^was 
industrious, he made him ruler over 
all the ® charge of the house of Joseph. 

29 And it came to pass at that time 
when Jeroboam went out of Jerusalem, 
that the prophet ^Ahijah the Shilonite 
found liim in the way ; and he had clad 
himself with a new garment; and they 
two ^oei'e alone in the field : 

30 And Aliijah caught the new garment 
that was on liim, and rent it in twelve 
pieces : 

31 And he said to Jeroboam, Take thee 
ten pieces : for thus saith the Lokd, the 
God of Israel, ’"Behold, I will rend the 
kingdom out of the hand of Solomon, 
and will give ten tribes to thee : 

32 (But he shall have one tribe for my 
servant David’s sake, and for Jerusalem s 
sake, the city wliicn I have chosen out 
of all the tribes of Israel :) 

33 Because that they have forsaken me, 
and have worshipped "Ashtoreth the 
goddess of the Zidonians, ^Chemosh 
the god of the Moabites, and ®Milcom 
the god of the children of Ammon, and 
have not walked in my ways, to do tlmt 
which is right in mine eyes, and to keep 
my statutes and my judgments, as did 
David his father. 

34 Howbeit I will not take the whole 
Idn g dom out of his hand: but I will 
make him prince all the days of his 
life for David my servant’s sake, whom 
I chose, because he kept my command- 
ments and my statutes : 

35 But *'1 will take the kingdom out 
of his son’s hand, and will give it unto 
thee, even ten tribes. 

36 And unto his son will I give one 
tribe, that David my servant may have 
a flight alway before me in Jerusalem, 
the city ^ winch I have chosen me to 
put my name there. 

37 And I will take thee, and thou shalt 
reign according to all that thy soul de- 
sireth, and slialt be king over Israel 

38 And it shall be, if thou wilt hearken 
unto all that I command thee, and wilt 
walk in my ways, and do that is right 
in my sight, to keep rny statutes and my 
commandments, as David my servant 
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did ; that I will be with thee, and " build 
thee a sure house, as I built for David, 
and will give Israel unto thee. 

39 And I will for this afflict the seed 
of David, but not for ever. 

40 Solomon sought therefore to kill 
Jero^am. And Jeroboam arose, and 
fled into Egypt, unto *^Shishak king of 
Ep’pt, and was in Eg>'pt until the death 
of Solomon. 

41 % And ®the rest of the ^acts of 
Solomon, and all that he did, and his 
wisdom, are they not written in the 
book of the ^acts of Solomon? 

42 And the ^time that Solomon reigned 
in Jerusalem over all Israel was forty 
years. 

43 And Solomon slept with his fathers, 
and was buried in the city of David his 
father: and^Eehoboam his son reigned 
in his stead. 

CHAPTER 12 

AND ^Rehoboam went to ^‘Shechem: 

for all Israel were come to Shechem 
to make him king. 

2 And it came to pass, when ^ J eioboam 
the son of Nebat, who was yet in ^Egjnt, 
heard of it, (for he was fled from the 
presence of king Solomon, and Jeroboam 
dwelt in Egypt ;) 

3 That they sent and called him. And 
Jeroboam and all the congregation of 
Israel came, and spake unto Behoboam, 
saying, 

4 " Thy father made our yoke grievous: 
now therefore make thou the grievous 
service of thy father, and liis heavy yoke 
which he put upon us, lighter, and we 
will serve thee. 

5 And he said unto them. Depart yet 
for three days, then come again to me. 
And the people departed. 

6 % And King Rehoboam consulted 
with the old men* that stood before 
Solomon his father while he yet lived, 
and said. How do ye advise that I may 
answer this people ? 

7 And they spake unto him, saying, 
thou wilt be a servant unto tliis people 
this day, and wilt serve them, and answer 
them, and speak good words to them, 
then they will be thy servants for ever. 

8 But he forsook the counsel of the 
old men, which they bad given him, 
and consulted with the young men tha* 
were grown up with him, aTid which 
stood before him: 

9 And he said unto them. What counsel 
give ye that we may answer this people, 
who have spoken to me, saying, Make 
the yoke which thy father did put upon 
us lighter? 

10 And the young men that were grown 
up with him spake unto him, saying. 
Thus shalt thou speak unto this pkmle 
that spake unto thee, saying, Thy rather 
made our yoke heavy, but make thou 
it lighter unto us; thus shalt thou say 
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onto them, Hy little jinger shall be 
thicker than my father’s loins. 

11 And now whereas my father did 
lade you with a heavy yoke, I will add 
to your yoke; my father hath cliastised 
you with whips, hut I Avill chastise you 
with scorpions. 

12 % So Jeroboam and all the people 
came to Eehoboam the third day, as 
the king had appointed, saying, Gome 
to me again the tliird day. 

13 And the king answered the people 
1 roughly, and forsook the old men’s 
counsel that they gave him; 

14 And spake to them after the counsel 

of the yomig men, saving. My father 
made your yoke heavT, and I will add 
to your yoke: my father also chastised 
you with whips, hut I "will chastise 5 mu 
with scorpions. , , . , , 

15 Whei-efore the king hearkened not 

imto the people ; for the cause was /from 
the Lord, that he might perform his 
saying, which ^ the Lord spake by Ahi- 
jali the Shilonite unto Jeroboam the son 
of Nebat. , , , . 

16 H So when all Israel saw that the lang 
hearkened not unto them, the people 
answered the king, saying, / vVhat por- 
tion have we in David? neither have we 
inheritance in the son of Jesse : to your 
tents, 0 Israel: now see to thine own 
house, David, So Israel departed unto 
their tents. 

17 But as for ’’’■the cliildren of Israel 
which dwelt in the cities of Judah, Be- 
hoboam reigned over them. 

18 Then kmg Behoboam sent ® Adoram. 
who was over the tribute ; and all Israel 
stoned him with stones, that he died. 
Therefore king Behoboam ^made speed 
to get him up to his chariot, to flee to 

19 So -^Israel ^ rebelled against the 
house of David unto this day. 

20 And it came to pass, when all Israel 
heard that Jeroboam was come again, 
that they sent and called him unto the 
congregation, and made him king over 
all fcrael : there was none that followed 
the house of David, but the tribe of 
Judah ’’only. 

21 ^ And when Behoboam was come to 
Jerusalem, he assembled all the house of 
Judah, with the tribe of Benjamin, an 
hundred and fourscore thousand chosen 
men, which were warriors, to fight against 
the house of Israel, to bring the kingdom 
again to Behoboam the son of Solomon. 

22 But the word of God came unto 
^Shemaiah “the man of God, sa 3 dng, 

23 Speak unto Behoboam, the son of 
Solomon, king of Judah, and unto all 
tiie house of Judah and Benjamin, and 
to the remnant of the people, saying, 

24 Thus saith the Lord, Ye shall not 
go up, nor fight against your brethren 
the children of Israel; return every man 
to his house; “for this thing is from me. 
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They hearkened therefore to the word of 
the Lord, and returned to depart, ac- 
cording to the word of the Lord. 

25 TI Then Jeroboam “built Shechem 
in mount Ephraim, and dwelt therein ; 
and went out from thence, and built 
* Penuel. 

26 And Jeroboam said in his heart, 
Now shall the kingdom return to the 
house of David : 

27 If ®this people go up to do sacrifice 
in the house of the Lord at Jerusalem, 
then shall the heart of this people tmu 
again unto their lord, even unto Beho- 
boam king of Judali, and they shall kill 
me, and go again to Behoboam king of 
Judah. 

28 Whereupon the king took counsel, 
and made ^ two calves of gold, and said 
unto them, It is too much for you to go 
up to Jerusalem: ® behold thy gods, 0 
Israel, which brought thee up out of the 
land of Egypt 

29 And he set the one in ^Beth-el, and 
the other put he in *Dan. 

30 And this thing became a sin : for the 
people went to worship before the one, 
even imto Dan. 

31 And he made *an house of high 
places, and ^made priests of the lowest 
of the people, which were not of tlie sons 
of Levi. 

32 And Jeroboam ordained a feast in 
the eighth month, on the fifteenth day 
of the month, like unto ’^the feast tliat 
is in Judal^ and he 2 offered upon the 
altar. So did he in Beth-eL * sacrificing 
unto the calves that he had made : and 
he placed in Beth-el the priests of the 
high places which he had made. 

33 So he 2 offered upon the altar which 
he had made in Beth-el the fifteenth day 
of the eighth month, even in the month 
which he had devised of his own heart : 
and ordained a feast unto the children of 
Israel; and he ^ofiered upon the altar, 

and burnt incense. 


CHAPTEB 13 

AND, behold, there ® came a man of 
God out of Judah by the word of 
the Lord unto Beth-el : and Jeroboam 
stood by the altar to ^bum incense. 

2 And he cried against the altar in the 
word of the Lord, and said, 0 altar, 
altan thus saith the Lord; Behold, a 
child shall be bom unto the house of 
David, * Josiah by name ; and upon thee 
shall he ofi’er the priests of the high 
places that bum incense upon thee, and 
men’s hones sliall be burnt upon thee. 

3 And he gave ’'a sign the same day, 
saying, Tiiis is the sign which the Lord 
hath spoken; Behold, the altar shall be 
rent, and the ashes that are upon it shall 
be poured out 

4 And it came to pass, when king Je- 
roboam heard the saying of the man of 
God, which had cried against tbe altar in

Beth-el, that he put forth his hand from 
the altar, saying. Lay hold on him. 

^d his hand, which he put forth a - 1 
gainst him, dried up, so tliat he could ] 
not pull it in again to him. 

5 The altar also was rent, and the ashes 
poured out from the altar, according to 
the sign which the man of God had given 
by the word of the Lord. 

6 And the king answered and said unto 
the man of God, “Intreat now the ace 
of the Lord thy God, and *,pray for me, 
that my hand may be restored me again. 

And the man of God besought ^the 
Lord, and the king’s hand was restored 
him again, and became as it was before. 

7 And the king said unto the man of 
God, Come home with me, and refresh 
thyself, and ® I will give thee a reward. 

8 And the man of God said unto the 
king, ®If thou wilt give me half thine 
house, I will not go in with thee, neither 
will I eat bread nor drink water in this 
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9 For so was it charged me by the word 
of the Lord, saying, Eat no bread, nor 
drink water, nor turn again by the same 
way that thou earnest. 

10 So he went another way, and re- 
turned not by the way that he came to 
Beth-el. 

11 H Now there dwelt an old prophet in 
^Beth-el; and his sons came and told 
him all the works that the man of God 
had done that day in Beth-el : the words 
which he had spoken unto the king, 
them they told also to their father. 

12 And their father said unto them. 
What way went he? For his sons had 
seen what way the man of God went, 
which came from Judah. 

13 And he said unto liis sons. Saddle 
me the ass. So they saddled him the 
ass: and he rode thereon, 

14 And went after the man of God, and 
found Viim sitting under an oak : and he 
said unto him, Art thou the man of God 
that earnest from Judah? And he said, 
1 ciwi. 

15 Then he said unto him, Come home 
with me, and eat bread. 

16 And he said, may not return with 
thee, nor go in with thee : neither will, I 
eat bread nor drink water mth thee in 
this place: 

17 For 2 it was said to me by the word 
of the Lord, Thou shalt eat no bread 
nor drink water there, nor turn again to 
go by the way that thou earnest. 

18 He said unto him, I am a prophet 
also as thou art; and an angel spake 
unto me by the word of the Lord, say- 
ing, Bring him back with thee into thme 
house, that he may eat bread and drink 
water. But he lied imto him. 

19 So he went back with him, and did 
eat bread in his house, and drank water. 

20 1 And it came to pass, as they sat at 
the table, that the word of the Lord 
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came unto the prophet that brought him 
back: , « ^ 

21 And he cried unto the man of God 
that came from Judah, saying. Thus 
saith the Lord, Forasmuch as thou hast 
disobeyed the mouth of the Lord, and 
hast not kept the commandment which 
the Lord thy God commanded thee, 

^ But earnest back, and hast eaten 
bread and drunk water in the place, of 
the which the Lord did say to thee, Eat 
no bread, and drink no water ; thy car- 
case shall not come unto the sepulchre 
of thy fathers. 

23 11 And it came to pass, after he had 
eaten bread, and after he had drunk, that 
he saddled for him the ass, to wit, for the 
prophet whom he had brought back. 

24 And when he was gone, lion met 
him by the way, and slew him : and his 
carcase was cast in the way, and the ass 
stood by it, the lion also stood by the 

!iirc£iS0» 

25 And, behold, men passed by, and 
saw the carcase cast in the way, and the 
lion standing by the carcase : and they 
came and told %t in the city / where the 
old prophet dwelt. 

26 And when the prophet that brought 
him back from the way heard thereof, he 
said. It is the man of God, who was 
disobedient unto the w'ord of the Lord : 
therefore the Lord hath delivered him 
unto the lion, which hath ^torn him, 
and slain him, according to the word of 
the Lord, which he spake unto him. 

27 And he spake to his sons, saying. 
Saddle me the ass. And they saddled him,, 

^ And he went and found his carcase 
cast in the way, and the ass and the lion 
standing by the carcase : the lion had not 
eaten the carcase, nor 2 tom the ass. 

29 And the prophet took up the carcase 
of the man of God^ and laid it upon the 
ass, and brought it back: and the old 
prophet came to the city, to mourn and 
to bury him. 

30 And he laid his carcase in his own 
grave; and ^they mourned over himi 
saying, Alas, my brother I 

31 And it came to pass, after he had 

buried him, that he spake to his sons, 
saying. When I am dead, then bury me 
in the sepulchre wherein the man of 
God is buried; -^lay my bones beside his 
bones: , , , . , , 

32 *For the saying which he cned by 
the word of the Lord a^inst the altar 
in Beth-el, and against aU ^ the houses of 
the liigli places which are in the cities of 

Samaria, shall surely come to pass. 

3:1 II After this thing Jeroboam returned 
not from his evil way, but •^made again 
“of the lowest of the people priests of 
the high places: whosoever would, he 
5 consecrated him, and he became one 
of the priests of the high places. 

34 And this thing became sin unto the 
house of Jeroboam, even °to cut it oS, 

K2 
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and to destroy it from off the face of the 
eart^ 

CHAPTEE 14 

A t that time Abijah the son of Jero- 
. hoam fell sick. . 

2 And Jeroboam said to his mfe, Arise, 

I pray thee, and disguise thyself, that 
thou be not known to be the wife of 
Jeroboam; and get thee to Shiloh: b^ 
hold, there is Ahijali the prophet, which 
told me that I should be King over this 

^S^And^take ^with thee ten loaves, and 
Scrackneli and a ^cruse of honey, and 
go to him : he shall tell thee what shall 
Become of the cMd. 

4 And Jeroboam’s wife did so, and 
arose, and went to Shiloh, and came to 
the house of Ahijah. But Ahijah could 
not see ; for his eyes ^ were set by reason 
of his age. , ^ 

5 % And the Lobd said unto Ahijah, 
Behold, the wife of Jeroboam cometh 
to ask a thing of thee for her son; for 
he is sick : thus and thus shalt thou say 
unto her: for it shall be, when she 
cometh in, that she shall feign herself 
to he another woman. 

6 And it was so, when Ahijah heard the 
sound of her feet, as she came in at the 
door, that he said. Come in, thou wife of 
Jeroboam ; why feignest thou thyself to 
be another? for I am sent to thee with 
^heavy tidings. , ^ 

7 Go, tell Jeroboam, Thus saith the 
Lord God of Israel, ^ Forasmuch as I 
exited thee from among the people, and 
made thee prince over my people Israel, 

8 And ’^rent the kingdom away from 
the house of David, and gave it thee : 
and yet thou hast not been as my servant 
David, «who kept my commandinents, 
and who followea me with ^1 his he<iTt, 
to do that only which wobs right m nune 

9 But hast done evil above all that were i 
before thee : or thou hast gone and made | 
fiiee other gods, and “molten images, to 
provoke me to anger, and *hast cast me 
behind thy hack: 

10 Therefore, behold, will bring evil 
upon the house of Jeroboam, and will 
cut off from Jeroboam him that pisseth 
against the wall, and him that is shut 
up and left in Israel, and ^wdll take away 
the remnant of the house of Jeroboam, 
as a man taketh away dung, till it be all 

^11 that dieth of Jeroboam in the 
city shall the dogs eat; and him that 
^eth in the field shall the fowls of the 
air eat : for the Lord hath spoken it. 
12 Arise thou therefore, get thee to 
thine own house: and when thy feet 
enter into the city, the child shall die. 
13 And all Israel shall mourn for him, 
and bury him: for he only of Jeroboam 
shall come to the grave, because in him 
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Ahijah) 8 prophecy against Jeroboam, 

there is found some good thing toward 
the Lord God of Israel in the house of 
Jeroboam. 

14 ® Moreover the Lord shall raise him 
up a king over Israel, who shall cut off 
the house of Jeroboam that day: but 
wliat? even now. 

16 For the Lord shall smite Israel, as 
a reed is shaken in the water, and he 
shall *root up Israel out of tms ®good 
land, which he gave to their fathers, and 
shall scatter them ®heyond the river, 
/because they have made their groves, 
provoking the Lord to anger. 

16 And he shall give Israel up because 
of the sins of Jeroboam, who did sin, 
and ^who made Israel to sin. 

17 IT And Jeroboam’s wife arose, and 
departed, and came to ‘Tirzah; and 
when she came to the threshold of the 
door, the cliild died ; 

18 And they buried him; and all Israel 
mourned for him, according to the word 
of the Lord, wnich he spake by the 
hand of his servant Ahijah the prophet. 

19 And the rest of the acts of Jeroboam, 
how he /warred, and how he reigned, 
behold, they are written in the book of 
the chronicles of the kings of Israel 

20 And the days which J eroboam reigned 
w&'e two and twenty years : and he ^ slept 
with his fathers, and Nadab his son 
reigned in his stead. 

21 IT And Eehoboam the son of Solo- 
mon reigned in J udah. * Eehoboam was 
forty and one years old when he began 
to reign, and he reigned seventeen years 
in Jerusalem, the city ’’^which the Lord 
did choose out of all the tribes of Israel, 
to put bis name there. And his mother’s 
name was ®Naamah an Ammonitess. 

22 ^ And Judah did evil in the sight of 
the Lord, and they provoked him to 
jeMousy with their sins which they had 
committed, above all that their fathers 
had done. 

23 For they also built them ’"high 
places, and images, and * groves, on 
’’every high hill, and “’under every green 
tree. 

24 And there were also sodomites in 
the land : and they did according to all 
the abominations of the nations which 
the Lord cast out before the children of 
Israel. 

25 IT And it came to pass ®in the fifth 
year of king Eehoboam, that Shishak king 
of Egypt <*came up against Jerusalem : 

26 And he took away the treasures of 
the house of tlie Lord, and the treasures 
of the ling’s house ; he even took away 
all : and he took away all the shields of 
gold /which Solomon had made. 

27 And king Eehoboam made in their 
stead brasen ^elds, and committed them, 
unto the hands of the chief of the®guard, 
which kept the door of the king’s house. 

28 And it was so. when the king went 
into the house of the Lord, that the 
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guard bare them, and brought them 
Back into the guard chamber. 

29 IT "Now the rest of the acts of 
Kehoboam, and all that he did, are they 
not written in the book of the chronicles 
of the kings of Judah? 

30 And tliere was ®war between Keho- 
boaiii and Jeroboam all their days. 

31 And Rehoboam slept with his fathers, 
and was buried with his fathers in the 
city of David. ^ And his mother’s name 
was Naamah an Ammonitess. And 
1 Abijam his son reigned in his stead. 

CHAPTER 15 
Un the eighteenth year of king 
Jeroboam the son of Nebat reigned 
Abijam over Judah. 

2 Three years reigned he in Jerusalem. 
<^And his mother’s name loas Sj^laachah, 
the daughter of ^ Abishalom. 

3 And he walked in all the sins of his 
father, wliich he nad done before him : 
and his heart was not perfect with the 
Lord his God, as the heart of David his 
father. 

4 Nevertheless for David’s sake did the 
Lord his God give him a ^lamp in Jeru- 
salem, to set up his son after him, and 
to establish Jerusalem : 

6 Because David ^ did that wliich was 
right in che eyes of the Lord, and turned 
not aside from any thing that he com- 
manded liim all the days of his life, 
’’save only in the matter of Vvidh the 
Bittite. 

6 ^And there was war between Reho- 
boam and J eroboam all the days of his life. 

7 ®Now the rest of the acts of Abijam, 
and all that he did, are they not written 
in the book of the chronicles of the kings 
of Judah? *And there was war between 
Abijam and Jeroboam. 

8 ^'And Abijam slept with his fathers; 
and they buried him in the city of David ; 
and Asa his son reigned in his stead. 

9 ^ And in the twentieth year of Jero- 
boam king of Israel reigned Asa over 
Judah. 

10 And forty and one years reigned he in 
Jerusalem. And his ^mother’s name was 
Maachah, the daughter of Abishalom. 

11 ^ And Asa did that which was right 
in the eyes of the Lord, as did David 
his father. 

12 And he took away ®the sodomites 
out of the land, and removed all the 
^ idols that his fathers had noade. 

13 And also ^Maachah his mother, 
even her he removed from being queen, 
because she had made an idol in a^ove ; 
and Asa destroyed her idol, and ‘burnt 
it by the brook -^’Kidron. 

14 *But the hi^ places were not re- 
moved; neverthdess Asa’s heart was 
perfect with the Lord all his days. 

16 And he brought in the things which 
his father had dedicated, and the things 
which himself had dedicated, into the 
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house of the Lord, silver, and gold, and 
vessels. 

16 H And there was war between Asa 
and Baasha king.of Israel all their days. 

17 And ^Baasha king of Israel went up 
against Judah, and built ^Ramah, ‘^thafc 
he might not suffer any to go out or 
come in to Asa king of Judah. 

18 Then Asa took all the silver and the 
gold / that were left in the treasures of 
the house of the Lord, and the treasures 
of the king’s house, and delivered them 
into the hand of liis servants : and king 
Asa sent them to *Ben-liadad, the son 
of Tabrimon, the son of Hezion, king of 
Syria, tliat dwelt at Damascus, saying, 

19 There is a league between me and 
thee, and between my father and thy 
father: behold, I have sent unto thee a 
^'present of silver and ^Id ; come and 
break thy league with Baaslia king of 
Israel, that he may ^depart from me. 

20 So Ben-hadad nearkened unto king 
As^ and sent the captains of the hosts 
which he had against the cities of Israel, 
and smote ^ lion, and "‘Dan, and ” Abel- 
beth-maachan, and all ® Cinneroth, with 
all the land of Naphtali. 

21 And it came to pass, when Baasha 
heard thereof that he left off building of 
Ramah, and dwelt in ® Tirzah. 

22 Then king A^a made a proclamation 
throughout all Judah; none was ® ex- 
empted : and they took away the stones 
of Ramah, and the timber thereof, where- 
with Baasha had builded ; and king Asa 
built with them ^Geba of Benjamin, 
and^Mizpah. 

23 ^‘’The rest of all the acts of Asa, and 
all his might, and all that he did, and 
the cities which he built, are they not 
written in the book of the clironicles of 
the kings of Judah? Nevertheless in 
the time of his old age he was diseased 
in his feet. 

24 * And Asa slet)t with his fathers, and 
was buried with His fathers in the city of 
David his father : and ^Jehoshaphat his 
son reigned in his stead. 

25 ^ And "Nadab the son of Jeroboam 
^began to reign over Israel in the second 
year of Asa king of Judali, and reigned 
over Israel two years. 

26 And he did evil in the sight of the 
Lord, and walked in the way of his 
father, and in his sin ‘^wherewith he 
made Israel to sin. 

27 IT /And Baasha the son of Ahijah, of 
the house of Issachar, consphed a^inst 
him ; and Baasha smote him at ^Gibbe- 
thon, wliich belonged to the Philistines ; 
for Nadab and all Israel laid si^e to 
Gibbethon. 

28 Even in the third year of Asa king 
of Judah did Baasha slay him, and 
reigned in his stead. 

29 And it came to pas^ when he 
reigned, that he smote all the house of 
Jeroboam ; he left not to Jeroboam any 
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Fro^hecy against Baasha, Of Ziniri and Omri^ 


that breathed, xmtil he had destroyed 
him, according unto “the saymg of the 
Lord, which he s^ake by his servant 
**Ahijah the Shilonite: 

30 Because of ®the sins of Jeroboam 
which he sinned, and which he made 
Israel sin, by his Provocation wherewith 
he provoked the Lord God of Israel to 
anger. 

31 If Now the rest of the acts of Nadab, 1 
and all that he did, are they not written 
in the book of the chronicles of tlie kings 
of Israel ? 

32 ^And there was war between Asa 
and Baasha king of Israel all their days. 

33 In the third year of Asa king of 
Judah began Baasha the son of Alujah 
to reign over all Israel in Tirzali, twenty 
and four years. 

34 And he did evil in the sight of the 
Lord, and ^walked in the w;ay of Jero- 
boam, and in his sin wherewith he made 
Israel to sin. 

CHAPTER 16 

rpHEN the word of the Lord came to 
Jl. ^Jehu the son of Hanani against 
Baasha, saying, 

2 •^Forasmuch as I exalted thee out of 
the dust, and made thee prince over my 
people Israel ; and * thou hast walked in 
the way of J eroboam, and hast made my 
people Israel to sin, to provoke me to 
anger with their sins; 

3 Behold, I will Hake away the pos- 

terity of Baasha, and the posterity of his 
house; and will make thy house like 
^the house of Jeroboamj the son of 
Nebat. ^ 

4 ^‘Him that dieth of Baasha in the city 

shall the dogs eat ; and him that dieth of 
his in the Helds shall tlie fowls of the 
air eat. j 

5 Now the rest of the acts of Baasha, i 
and what he did, and his might, are they 
not written in tne book of the chronicles 
of the kings of Israel ? 

() So Baasha slept with his fathers, and 
was buried in ® Tirzah : and Elah his son 
reigned in his stead. 

7 And also by the hand of the prophet 
Jehu the son of Hanani came the word 

of the Lord against Baasha, and against 
his house, even for all the evil teat he 
did in the sight of the Lord, in pro- 
voking him to anger with the work of 
his hands, in being like tlie house of 
Jeroboam ; and because ®he killed him. 

8 If In the twenty and sixth year of Asa 
king of Judah began Elah the son of 
Baasha to reign over Israel in Tirzah, 
two years. 

9 Aiid his servant “Zimri, captain of 
half his chariots, conspired against him, 
as he was in Tirzah, drinking himself 
drunk in the house of Arza ^ steward of 
his house in Tirzah. 

10 And Zimri went in and smote him, 
and killed him, in the twenty and seventh 
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year of Asa king of J udali, and reigned 
in his stead. 

11 IT And it came to pass, when he 
began to reign, as soon as he sat on his 
throne, that he slew all the house of 
Baasha : he left him not one that pisseth 
against a wall, i neither of his kinsfolks, 
nor of his friends. 

12 Thus did Zimri destroy aU the house 
of Baasha, according to the word of the 

■r T, 1 


-- - and the 

sins of Elah his son, by which they 
sinned, and by which they made Israel 
to sin, in provoking the Lord God of 
Israel to anger with their /vanities. 

14 Now the rest of the acts of Elah, and 
all that he did, are they not written in 
the book of the chronicles ci the kings of 
Israel? 

15 If In the twenty and seventh year of 
Asa king of Judah did Zimri reign seven 
days in Tirzah. And the people were 
encamped * against Gibbethon, which 
belonged to the Philistines. 

16 And the people that were encamped 
heard say, Zimri hath conspired, and 
hath also slain the king : wherefore all 
Israel made Omri, the captain of the 
host, king over Israel that day in the 
camp. 

17 And Omri went up from Gibhethom 
and ail Israel with him, and they besieged 
Tirzak 

18 And it came to pass, when Zimri saw 
that the city was taken, that he went 
into the palace of the king’s house, and 
burnt the king’s house over him with 
fire, and died, 

19 For his sins which he sinned in 
doing evil in the sight of the Lord, in 
° walking in the way of Jeroboam, and in 
his sin which he did, to make Israel to 
sin. 

20 Now the rest of the acts of Zimri, 
and liis ^treason that he wrought, are 
they not written in the book of the 
chronicles of the kings of Israel? 

21 TI Then were the people of Israel 
divided into two parts : half of the people 
followed Tibni the son of Ginath, to 
make him king; and half followed Omri. 

22 But the people that followed Omri 

Tibni the son of Ginath^ so Tibni died, 
and Omri reigned. 

23 In the thirty and first year of Asa 
king of Judah began Omri to reign over 
Israel, Hwelve years: six years reigned 
he in Tirzah. 

24 And he bought the hill Samaria of 
Shemer for two talents of silver, and 
built on the hill, and called the name of 
the city which he built, after the name 
of Shemer, owner of the hill, ^Samaria. 

25 IT But "Omri wrought evil in the eyes 
of the Lord, and did worse than all that 

before him. 
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26 For he walked in all the way of 
Jeroboam the son of Nebat, and in his 
sin wherewith he made Israel to sin, to 
provoke the Lord God of Israel to anger 
with their vanities. 

27 Now the rest of the acts of Omri 
which he did, and his might that he 
shewed, are they not written in the book 
of the cnronicles of the kings of Israel ? 

28 So Omri slept with liis fathers, and 

was buried in Samaria: and Ahab Ms 
son reigned in Ms stead. 1 

29 ^ And in the thii-ty and eighth year ' 
of Asa king of Judah began Ahab the 
son of Omri to reign over Israel: and 
Aliab the son of Omri reigned over Israel 
in Samaria twenty and tw’o years. 

30 And Aliab the son of Omri did evil 
in the sight of the Lord above all that 
were before him. 

31 And it came to pass, ^ as if it had 
been a l^ht thing for him to walk in the 
sins of Jeroboam the son of Nebat, that 
*he took to wife Jezebel the daughter of 
Ethbaal king of the “Zidonians, and went 
and ^serveddBaal, and worsMpjped Mm, 

32 And he reared up an altar for Baal in 
«the house of Baal, wMch he had built 
in Samaria. 

33 And Ahab made /a grove; and Ahab 
did more to provoke the Lord God of 
Israel to anger ^than all the kings of 
Israel that were before Mm. 

34 ^ In Ms days did Hiel the Beth-elite 
build Jeiicho : he laid the foundation 
fiiereof in Abiram Ms firstborn, and set 
up the gates thereof in Ms youngest sow 
Segub, ‘according to the word of the 
Lord, wMch he spake by Joshua the 
son 01 Nun. 

CHAPTER 17 
AND ^Elijah the Tishbite, who was of 
J\. the inhabitants of Gilead, said unto 
Ahab, As the Lord God of Israel liveth, 
before whom I stand, ^ there shall not be 
dew nor rain "‘these years, but accordmg 
to my word. , , ^ 

2 And the word of the Lord came unto 
hiuL saying, 

3 Get thee hence, and turn thee east- 
ward, and Mde thyself by the brook 
Chenth, that is before Jordan, 

4 And it shall be, that thou shalt drink 
of the brook : and I have commanded 
the ravens to feed thee there. 

6 So he went and did according imto 
the word of the Lord : for he went and 
dwelt by the brook Cherith, that is before 
Jordan. 

6 And the ravens brought him bread 
and flesh in the morning, and bread and 
flesh in the evening; and he drank of 
the brook. 

7 And it came to pass ^ after a whue, 
fhg.t the brook dried up, because there 
had been no rain in the land. 

8 H And the word of the Lord came 
unto him, saying, 
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9 Arise, get thee to ^Zarephath, wMch 
helongeth to Zidon, and dwell there: 
behold, I have commanded a widow 
woman there to sustain thee. 

10 So he arose and w^ent to Zarephatn* 
Amd when he came to the gate of the 
city, behold, the widow woman was there 
gathering of sticks : and he called to her, 
and said, Fetch me, I pray thee, a little 
water in a vessel, that 1 may drink. 

11 And as she was going to fetch it, he 
called to her, and said, Bring me, I pray 
thee, a morsel of bread in thine hand. 

12 And she said, As the Lord thy God 

liveth, I have not a cake, but an handful 
of m^ in a barrel, and a little oil in a 
cruse : and, behold, I am gathering two 
sticks, that I may go in and dress it for 
me and my son, tliat we may eat it, and 
die. , 

13 And Elijah said unto her. Fear not; 
go an (Z do as thou hast said: but make 
me thereof a little cake first, and bring it 
unto me, and after make for thee and 
for to son. 

14 £or thus saith the Lord God of 
Israel, The barrel of meal shall not waste, 
neither shall the cruse of oil fail, until 
the day that the liORD ^sendeth rain 
upon the earth. 

15 And she went and did accordmg to 
the saymg of Elijah: and she, and he, 
and her house, did eat ‘^many days. 

16 And the barrel of meal wasted not, 
neither did the cruse of oil fail accordmg 
to the word of the Ldrd, wMch he spake 
®by Elijah. 

17 H And it came to pass after these 
things, that the son of the woman, the 
mistress of the house, fell sick ; and Ms 
sickness was so sore, that there was no 
breath left in him. 

18 And she said unto Elijah, ^What 
have I to do with thee, 0 thou man of 
God ? art thou come unto me to * call my 
sin to remembrance, and to slay my sou? 

19 And he said unto her, Give me thy 
son. And he took Mm out of her bosom, 
and carried him up into a loft, where he 
abode, and laid him upon liis own bed. 

20 And "he cried unto the Lord, and 
said, O Lord my God, hast thou also 
brought evil upon the widow with whom 
I soj oum, by slaying her son ? 

21 And he 7 stretched himself upon the 
child three times, and cried imto the 
Lord, and said, 0 Lord my God, I pray 
thee, let this child’s soul come ®into Mm 
again. 

22 And the Lord heard the voice of 
Elijah ; and the soul of the child came 
into him again, and he ® revived. 

23 And Elijah took the child, and 
brought Mm down out of the chamber 
into the house, and delivered him unto 
his mother: and Elijah said, See, thy 

t And the woman said to Elijah, Now 
by this know that thou art a man of 
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God, and that the word of the Lord in 
thy mouth is truth, 

CHAPTER 18 

AND it came to pass after ®many days, 
XX that the word of the Lord came to 
Elijah in tiie third year, saying, Go, shew 
thyself unto Ahab ; and will send rain 
upon the earth. 

2 And Elijah went to shew himself unto 
Ahab. ^ And there was a sore fa mi ne in 
Samaria, 

3 And Ahab called iQbadiah, which 
was 2 the governor of his house. (Now 
Obadiali feared the Lord meatlv ; 

4 Eor it was so, when ^ Jezebel cut off 

the prophets of the Lord, that Obadiah 
took an hundred prophets, and hid them 
by fifty in a cave, and fed them with 
bread and water.) ^ 

6 And Ahab said unto Obadiah, Go 
into the land, unto aU fountains of 
water, and unto all brooks: peradven- 
ture we may find grass to save the 
horses and mules ahve, 5 that we lose 
not aU the beasts. , , , , 

6 So they divided the land between 
them to pass tluoughout it : Ahab went 
one way by himselj and Obadiali went 
another way by himself. . 

7 H And as Obadiah was m the way, 
behold, Elijah met him: and he knew 
him, and fell on his face, and said, Art 
thou that my lord Elijah? 

8 And he answered him, I am: go, tell 
thy lord, Behol<L Elijah Aere, , 

9 And he saia, Wnat have I sinned, 
that thou wouldest deliver thy servant 
into the hand of Ahab, to slay me ? 

10 As the Lord thy God liveth, there is 

no nation or kingdom, wliither my lord 
hath not sent to seek thee; and when 
they said. Me is not there; he took an 
oatn of the kingdom and nation, tliat 
they found thee not. , „ 

11 And now thou sayest. Go, tell thy 
lord, Behold, Elijah is here, 

12 Ajid it shall come to pass, as soon as 

I am gone from thee, that ”tlie Spirit of 
the Lord shall cany thee whither I know 
not ; and so when I come and tell Ahab, 
and he cannot find thee, he shall slay 
me; but I thy servant fear the Lord 
from my youth. , , , , , , 

13 Was It not told my lord what I did 
^hen Jezebel slew the prophets of the 
Lord, how I hid an hundred men of the 
Lord’s prophets by fifty in a cave, and 
fed them with bread and water? 

14 And now thou sayest, Go, tell thy 
lord. Behold, Elijah w here : and he shall 
sW me. 

15 And Elijah said, ^As the Lord of 
hosts liveth, before whom I stand, I will 
surely shew myself unto him to day. 

16Bo Obadiah went to meet Ahab, and 
told him: and Ahab went to meet 
Elijah. 

17 H And it came to pass, when Ahab 
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saw Elijah, that Ahab said imto him, 
^Art thou he that *troubleth Israel? 

18 And he answered, I have not troubled 
Israel; but thou, and thy father’s house, 
in that ye have forsaken the command- 
ments of the Lord, and ‘^thou hast 
followed Baalim. 

19 Now therefore send, and gather to 
me all Israel unto mount Carmel, and 
the prophets of Baal four hundred and 
fifty, and the prophets of ^ the groves 
four hundred, which eat at * Jezebel’s 
table. 

20 So Ahab sent unto all the children 
of Israel, and ^gathered the prophets 
together imto mount Carmel. 

21 And Elijah came unto aU the people, 
and said, How long lialt ye between two 
^opinions? the Lord be God, follow 
him : but if Baal, then follow him. And 
the people answered him not a word. 

22 Then said Elijah unto the people, 
*1, even 1 only, remain a prophet of the 
Lord ; ^but Baal’s prophets a?*e four 
hundr^ and fifty men. 

23 Let them therefore give us two bul- 
locks ; and let tliem choose one bullock 
for themselves^ and cut it in pieces, and 
lay it on wood, and put no fire under: 
and I will dim the other bullock, and 
lay it on wood, and put no fire under: 

24 And call ye on the name of your 
gods, and I will call on the name of the 
Lord : and the God that ’"answereth by 
fire, let him be God. And all the people 
answered and said, ® It is well spoken. 

25 And Elijah said imto the prophets of 
Baal, Choose you one bullock for yom> 
selves, and dress it first; for ye a'l'e 
many: and call on the name of your 
gods, but put no fire under, 

26 And they took the bullock which 
was given them, and th^ dressed it, and 
called on the name of Baal from morn- 
ing even until noon, saying, O Baal, 
7 hear us. But thence was no voice, nor 
any tliat ^answered. And they ^leaped 
upon the altar which was made. 

27 And it came to pass at noon, that 
Elijah mocked them, and said. Ciy 
lOaloud: for he is a god; either “he is 
talking, or he pursumg, or he is in 
a journey, or peradventure he sleepeth, 
and must he awaked. 

28 And they cried aloud, and ® cut them- 
selves after their manner with knives 
and lancets, till ^^the blood gushed out 
upon them. 

29 And it came to pass, when midday 
was past, and they prophesied until the 
time of the ^^ofiering of ^the evening 
sacrifice, that thei^e was neither voice, 
nor any to answer, nor any is that re- 
garded. 

30 And Elijah said unto all tlie people, 
Come near unto me. And all the people 
came near unto him. And he repaired 
the altar of the Lord that was broken 
down. 
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31 And Elijah took twelve stones, ac- 
cording to the number of the tribes of 
the sons of Jacob, unto whom the word 
of the Lord came, saying, ^ Israel shall 
be thy name : 

32 And with the stones he built an altar 
in the name of the Lord : and he made 
a trench about the altar, as meat as 
would contain two measures of seed. 

33 And he ‘^^put the wood in order, and 
cut the bullock in pieces, and laid kirn 
on the wood, and said, Fill four barrels 
with water, and pour it on the burnt 
sacrifice, and on the wood. 

34 And he said, Do it the second time. 
And they did it the second time. And 
he said- Do it the third time. And they 
did it the tliird time. 

^ And the water 2 ran round about the 
altar ; and he filled the trench also with 
water. 

36 And it came to pass at the time of 
the ottering of the evening sacrifice, that 
Elijah the prophet came near, and said, 
Lord ^Ood of Abraiiam, Isaac, and of 
Israel, Met it be known this day that 
thou art God in Israel, and that I am 
thy servant, and that /I have done all 
these things at thy word. 

37 Hear me, O Lord, hear me, that this 
people may know that thou an the 
Lord God, and that thou hast turned 
their heart back again. 

^ Then *the fire of the Lord fell, and 
consumed the burnt sacrifice, and the 
wood, and the stones, and the dust, and 
licked up the water that voas in the trencL 

39 And when all the people saw it, they 
fell on their faces ; and th^ said, The 
Lord, he is the God; the Lord, he is 
the God. 

40 And Elijah said unto them, ®Take 
the prophets of Baal: let not one of 
them escape. And they ^took them; 
and Elijah brought them down to the 
® brook KishoUj and ^slew them there. 

41 If And Elijah said unto Ahab, Get 
thee up, eat and drink; for there w ®a 
sound of abundance of rain. 

42 So Ahab went up to eat and to 
drink. And Elijah went up to the top 
of Carmel ; and he ^ cast lumself down 
upon the earth, and put his face between 
his knees, 

43 And said to his servant, Go up now, 
look toward the sea. And he went up, 
and lookeL and sai(^ There is nothing. 
And he said. Go again seven times. 

44 And it came to pass at the seventh 
time, that he said. Behold, there ariseth 
*®a little cloud out of the sea, like a man’s 
hand. And he said. Go up, say unto 
Ahak 9 Prepare thy chariot, and get 
thee dowi^ tliat the rain stop tnee not, 

45 And it came to pass m the mean 
while, that the heaven was black with 
clouds and wind, and there was a great 
rain. And Ahab rode, and went to Jez- 
reeL 
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46 And ®the hand of the Lord was on 
Elijah ; and he girded up his loins, and 
ran before Ahab ^to the entrance of 
JezreeL 


CHAPTEE 19 

AND Ahab told Jezebel all that Elijah 
JLX. had done, and withal how he had 
‘’slain aU the prophets W'ith the sword. 

2 Then Jezebel sent a messenger unto 
Elijah, saying, ‘’So let the gods do to me, 
and more also, if I make not thy life 
as the life of one of them by to morrow 
about this time. 

3 And when he saw that, he arose, and 
went for his life, and came to ^Beer- 
sheba, wliich helongetk to Judah, and 
left his ser\^ant there. 

4 IF But he himself went a day’s journey 
into the wilderness, and came and sat 
down under a juniper tree : and he ^re- 
quested ^for himself that he might die; 
and said, It is enough; now, O Lord, 
take away my life ; for I am not better 
than my fathers. 

5 And as he lay and slept under a juni- 
per tree, behold, then an angel touched 
him, and said unto him. Arise and eat. 

6 And he looked, and, behold, there was 
a cake baken on the coals, and a cruse of 
water at his ^head. And he did eat and 
drink, and laid him down again. 

7 And the angel of the Lord came 
again the second time, and touched him, 
.and saidj Arise and eat; because the 
joumev is too great for thee. 

8 And he arose, and did eat and drink, 
and went in the strength of that meat 
Morty days and forty nights unto ”*Horeb 
the moimt of God. 

9 H And he came thither unto a cave, 
and lodged there ; and, behold, the word 
of the Lord came to him, and he aedd 
I unto him. What doest thou here, Elijah? 

' 10 And he said, I have been very ^‘jea- 
lous for the Lord God of hosts: for 
the children of Israel have forsaken thy 
covenant, ® thrown down thine altars, 
and ** slain thy prophets with the sword; 
and *1, even I only, am left ; and they 
seek my life, to take it away. 

11 And he said. Go fortlu and stand 
“ unon the mount before the Lord. And, 
behold, the Lord passed by, and " a great 
and strong wind rent the mountains, 
and brake m pieces the rocks before the 
I Lord ; hut the Lord was not in the 
wind : and after the wind an earthquake ; 
hut the Lord was not in the earth- 
, quake : 

I 12 And after the earthquake a fire ; hut 
the Lord was not in the fire : and after 
the fire a ® still small voice. 

13 And it was so, when Elijah heard 
that ^he wrapped his fece in his mantle, 
and went out, and stood in the ent^ng 
in of the cave. And, behold. came 
a voice unto him, and said. What doest 
thou here, Elijah?

14 And he said, I have been very jealous 
for the Lord God of hosts : because the 
diildren of Israel have forsaken thy co- 
venant, thrown down thine altars, and 
slain thy prophets with the sword ; and 
I, eveiv I only, am left; and they seek 
my life, to take it away. 

15 And the Lord said unto him, Go,

16 And® Jehu the son of Nimslii shalt 
thou anoint to he king over Israel : and 
s Elisha the son of Shaphat of /Abel- 
meholah shalt thou anoint to he prophet 
in thy room. 

17 And it shall come to pass, that him 
tliat escapeththe sword of ^Eazael shall 

Jehu slay : and him that escapeth from 
the sword of J ehu * shall Elisha slay. 

18 Yet ^I have left me seven thousand 
in Israel, all the knees wliich have not 
bowed unto Baal, and every mouth which 
hath not kissed him. 

19 If So he departed thence, and found 
Elisha the son of Shaphat, who was 
plowing with twelve yoke of oxen before 
him, and he with the twelfth : and Elijah 
passed by him, and cast ^his mantle 
upon him. 

20 And he left the oxen, and ran after 
Elijah, and said, "^Let me, I pray thee, 
kiss my father and my mother, and then 
I will follow thee. And he said imto 
him, 10 Go back again: for wloat have I 
done to thee? 

21 And he returned hack from him, and 
took a yoke of oxen, and slew them, and 
boiled their fle^ ®with the instruments 
of idle oxen, and gave unto the people, 
and they did eat. Then he arose, and 
^went after Elijah, and ^ministered unto 
him. 

CHAPTER 20 

Ain) *’Ben-hadad the king of Syria 
jci- gathered all his host together : and 
ihere were thirty and two kings with 
him, and horses, and chariots: and he 
went up and besieged ® Samaria, and 
warred against it. 

2 And he sent messengers to Ahab king 
of Israel into the city, and said unto him, 
Thus saith Ben-hadad, 

3 Thy silver and thy gold is mine; thy 
wives also and thy children, even tlie 
goodliest, are mine, 

4 And the king of Israel answered and 
sai(^ My lord, 0 king, according to thy 
saying, I am thine, and all that I have. 

6 And the messengers came again, and 
said, Thus speaketn Ben-hadad, saying, 
Although I nave sent unto thee, saying, 
Thou slialt deliver me thy silver, and thy 
gol(L and thy wives, and thy children : 

6 Yet I will send xny servants unto thee 
to morrow about this time, and they 
shall search thine house, and the houses 
of thy servants; and it shall be, that 
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whatsoever is i pleasant in tliine eyes, 
they shall put it in their hand, and take 
it away. 

7 Then “ the king of Israel called all the 
elders of the land, and said, ^Mark, I pray 
you, and see how this man seeketh mis- 
chief : for he sent unto me for my wives, 
and for my children, and for mjr silver, 
and for my gold ; and ^1 denied him not. 

8 And all the elders and all the people 
said unto him, Hearken not wiio him, 
nor consent. 

9 Wherefore he said unto the messengers 
of Ben-hadad, Tell my lord the king. All 
that thou didst send for to thy servant at 
the first I will do : but this thing I may 
not do. And the messengers departed, 
and brouglit him word again. 

10 And Ben-hadad sent unto him, and 
said, The gods ^‘do so unto me, and more 
also, if the dust of Samaria snail suffice 
for handfuls for all the people that ^fol- 
low me. 

11 And the king of Israel answered and 
said, Tell Mm, Let not lum that ^deth 
on his ^kaimess boast himself as he that 
putteth it off. 

12 And it came to pass, when Ben- 
hadad heard tliis 6 message, as he was 
drinking, he and the kings in the 7 pavi- 
lions, that he said unto his servants, 
®Set yourselves in array. And they 
set themselves in array against the city. 

13 H Amd, behold, there ® came a prophet 
unto Ahab king of Isi’ael, saying, Thus 
saith the Lord, Hast thou seen all tliis 
great multitude? behold, I will deliver 
it into thine hand this day: and "thou 
shalt know that I am the Lord. 

14 And Ahab said, whom ? And he 
said. Thus saith the Lord, Even by the 
iiyoimg men of the princes of the pro- 
vinces. Then he said, Who shall ^2 order 
the battle ? And he answered, Thou. 

15 Then he numbered the young men of 
the princes of the provinces, and they 
were two hundred and thirty two : and 
after them he numbered all the people, 
even aU the children of Israel, being seven 
thousand. 

16 And they went out at noon. But 
Ben-hadad was drinking himself drunk 
in the pavilions, he and the kings, Ihe 
thirty and two kings that helped Him. 

17 And the young men of the princes 
of the provinces went out first: and 
Ben-hadad sent out, and they told him, 
saying. There are men come out of Sa- 
maria. 

18 And he said. Whether they be come 
out for peace, take them alive ; or whether 
they be come out for war, take them alive. 

19 So these young men of the princes of 
the provinces came out of the city, and 
the army which followed thenu 

20 And they slew every one his man : 
and the Syrians fled ; and Israel pursued 
them : and Ben-hadad the king of Syria 
escaped on an horse with the horsemen. 
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21 And the king of Israel went out, and 
smote the horses and cliariots, and slew 
the S.\T:ians with a great slaughter. 

22 IT And “the prophet came to the 
king of Israel, and said unto him. Go, 
strengthen thyself, and mark, and see 
what thou doest: for at ®the return of 
the year the king of Syria will come up 
against thee. 

^ And the servants of the king of SjT^ia 
said unto liim. Their gods are gods of 
the hills; therefore they were stronger 
than we ; but let us fight against them 
in the plain, and surely we shall be 
stronger than they. 

24 And do this thing, Take the kings 
away, every man out of his place, and 
pun captains in their rooms : 

25 And number thee an army, like the 
army ^that thou hast lost, horse for 
horse, and chariot for chariot : and we 
will fight against them in the plain, and 
surely we shall he stronger than thev. 
And ne hearkened unto their voice, and 
did so. 

26 And it came to pass at the return of 

the year, that Ben-hadad numbered the 
Syrians, and went up to »Aphek, sto 
fight a^inst Israel. I 

27 And the cliildren of Israel were num- ' 
bered, and ^were all present, and went 
against them ; and the children of Israel 
pitched before them like two httle flocks 
of kids ; but the Syrians filled the country. 

28 IT And there came a man of God, and 
spake unto the king of Israel, and said, 
Thus saith the Lord, Because the Syrians 
have said,^’ The Lord w God of the hills, 
but he is not God of the valleys, therefore 
^^wiU I deliver ah this great multitude 
into thine hand, and ye shall know that 
I am the Lord. 

29 And they pitched one over against 
the other seven days. And so it was, 
that in the seventh day the battle was 
joined; and the children of Israel slew of 
the Syrians an hundred thousand foot- 
men m one day. 

30 But the rest fled to Aphek, into the 
city; and there a wall fell upon twenty 
and seven thousand of the men that were 
left. And Ben-hadad fled, and came into 
the city, ^ into an inner chamber. 

31 H And his servants said unto him, 
Behold now, we have heard that the 
kings of the house of Israel are merciful 
kings : let us, I pray thee, ^put sackcloth 
on our loins, and ropes upon our heads, 
and go out to the king of Israel ; perad- 
venture he will save thy life. 

32 So they girded sackcloth on their 
loins, and put ropes on their heads, and 
came to the king of Israel, and said. Thy 
servant Ben-hadad saith, I pray th^ let 
me live. And he said. Is he yet alive? 
he is my brother. 

33 Now the men did diligently observe 
whether any thvrM would come from 
him, and did hastily catch it : and they 
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said. Thy brother Ben-hadad. Then he 
said. Go ye, bring him. Then Ben-hadad 
came forth to liim ; and he caused him 
to come up into the chariot. 

34 And Ben-hadad said unto him, &The 
cities, which my father took from thy 
father, I wdll restore; and thou shaft 
make streets for thee in ‘^Damascus, as 
my father made in Samaria. Then said 
Anah, I will send thee away with this 
covenant. ® So he made a covenant with 
him, and sent him away. 

35 ^ And a certain man of /the sons of 
the prophets said unto his neighbour ^in 
the word of the Lord, Smite me, I pray 
thee. And the man refused to :jmite him. 

36 Then said he unto him, Because thou 
hast not obeyed the voice of the Lord, 
behold, as soon as thou art departed 
from me, a lion shall slay thee. And aa 
soon as he was departed from him, 
lion found him, and slew him. 

37 Then he found another man, and 
said, Smite me, I pray thee. And the 
man smote him, -so that in smiting he 
wounded him. 

38 So the prophet departed, and waited 
for the king by the way, and disguised 
himself 'with ashes upon his face. 

39 Amd as the king passed he cried 
unto the king : and he said, Thy servant 
went out into the midst of tlie battle; 
and, behold, a man turned aside, and 
brought a man unto me, and said. Keep 
this man ; if by any means he be missing, 
then shall thy life be for his life, or else 
thou shalt ®pay a talent of silver. 

40 And as thy servant was busy here 
and there, ^he was gone. And the king 
of Israel said unto him. So shall thy 
judgment be: thyself hast decided it, 

41 And he hasted, and took the ashes 
away from his face; and the king of 
Israel discerned him that he was of the 
prophets. 

42 And he said unto him. Thus saith the 
Lord, Because thou hast let go out of 
thy hand a man whom I apwinted to 
utter destruction, therefore thy Ufe shall go 
for his life, and thy people for his people. 

43 And the king of Israel went to his 
house heavy and displeased, and came to 
Samaria. 

CHAPTER 21 

AND it came to pass after these things, 
that Naboth the Jezreelite had a 
■vineyard, which was in Jezreel, hard by 
the palace of Ahab king of Samaria. 

2 And Ahab spake unto Naboth, sa™g, 
’^Give me thy vineyard, that I may have 
it for a garden of herbs, because it is near 
unto my house ; and I will give thee for 
it a better vineyard than it; or, if it 
8 seem good to thee, I will give thee the 
worth of it in money. 

3 And Naboth said to Ahab, The Lord 
forbid it Ine, ®that I should give the in- 
heritance of my fathers unto thee. 
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4 And Ahab came into bis house heavy 
and displeased because of the word whicn 
N aboth the J ezreelite had spoken to him : 
for he had said, I will not give thee the 
inheritance of my fathers. And he laid 
him down upon ins bed, and turned away 
his face, and would eat no bread. 

6 M But Jezebel his wife came to him, 
and said unto him. Why is thy spirit so 
sad, that thou eatest no bread? 

6 And he said unto her, Because I spake 
unto Naboth the Jezreelite, and said unto 
him. Give me thy vineyard for money ; 
or else, if it please thee, I will give thee 
another vineyard for it : and he answered, 
I will not give thee my vineyard. 

7 And Jezebel his wife said unto him. 
Dost thou now govern the kingdom of 
Israel? arise, awcTeat bread, and let thine 
heart be merry : I will give thee the vine- 
yard of Naboth the J ezreelite. 

8 So she wrote letters /in Ahab’s name, 
and sealed them with his seal, and sent 
the letters unto *the elders and to the 
nobles that were in his city, dwelling 
with Naboth. 

9 And she wrote in the letters, saying, 
Proclaim a fast, and set Naboth ^on 
high among the people : 

10 And set two men, *sons of Belial, 
before him, to bear witness against him, 
saying, *”Thou didst blaspheme God and 
the king. And then carry him out, and 
stone him, that he may die. 

11 And the men of his city, even the 
elders and the nobles who were the inha- 
bitants in his city, did as Jezebel had 
sent unto them, and as it was written in 
the letters which she had sent imto them. 

12 They proclaimed a fast, and set Na- 
both on nigh among the people. 

13 And there came in two men, children 
of Beliah and sat before him : and the 
men of Belial witnessed against him, 
evm against Naboth, in the presence of 
the people, saying, Naboth did blaspheme 
God and the king. Then they carried 
him forth out of the city, and stoned 
him with stones, that he died. 

14 Then they sent to Jezebel, saying, 
Naboth is stoned, and is dead. 

15 H And it came to pass, when J ezebel 
heard that Naboth was stoned, and was 
dead, that Jezebel said to Ahab, Arise, 
taJce possession of the vineyard of Naboth 
the Jezreelite, which he refused to give 
thee fop money: for Nabotli is not auve, 
but dead. 

16 And it came to pass, when Ahab 
beard that Naboth was dead, that Aliab 
rose up to go down to the vineyard of 
Naboth the Jezreelite, to take possession 
of it. 

17 IT And the word of the Lord came to 
Elijah "the Tishbite, saying. 

18 Aiisu go down to meet Ahab king of 
Israel, which is in s' Samaria: behold, he 
is in me vineyard of Naboth, whither he 
is gone down to possess it. 
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19 And thou shalt speak unto him, 
saying. Thus saith the Lord, Hast thou 
killed, and also taken possession? And 
thou shalt speak unto him, saying. Thus 
saith the Lord, “In the place where dogs 
licked the blood of Naboth shall dogs 
lick thy blood, even thine. 

20 And Ahab said to Elijah, Hast thou 
found me, O mine enemy? And he 
answered, I have found thee: because 
thou hast *sold thyself to work evil in 
the sight of the. Lord. 

21 Behold, I will bring evil upon thee, 
and will take away ®thy posterity, and 
will cut off from Ahab him that pisseth 
against the wall, and him that is shut 
up and left in Israel,, 

22 And will make thine house like •^the 
house of Jeroboam the son of Nebat, 
and like ®the house of Baasha the son 
of Ahijah, for the provocation whereivith 
thou hast provoked me to anger, and 
^made Israel to sin. 

23 And of Jezebel also spake the Lord, 
saying, ^The dogs shall eat Jezebel by 
the 1 wall of Jezreel. 

24 /Him that dieth of Ahah in the city 
the dogs shall eat ; and him that dieth 
in the field shall the fowls of the air 
eat. 

25 IT But Hhere was none like unto 
Ahab, which did sell himself to work 
wickedness in the sight of the Lord, 
whom Jezebel his wife ^stirred up. 

26 And he did very abominably m fol- 
lowing idols, according to aU things ”as 
did the Amorites, whom the Lord cast 
out before the children of Israel. 

27 And it came to pass, when Ahab 
heard those words, that “he rent his 
clothes, and ■^’put sackcloth upon his 
flesh, and * fasted, and lay in sackcloth, 
and went softly, 

28 And the word of the Lord came to 
Elijah the Tishbite, saying, 

29 Seest thou how Ahab numbleth him- 

self before me? because he humhleth 
himself before me, I will not bring the 
evil in his days : ’'in his son’s days 

will I bring the evil upon his house. 


CHAPTEE 22 

AND they continued tliree years with- 
out war between Syria and Israel. 

2 ^ And it came to pass in the third year, 
that ‘Jehoshaphat the king of Judah 
came down to “the king of Israel. 

3 And the king of Israel said unto 
his servants. Know ye that "Ramoth 
in Gilead is ours, and we be ^ still, and 
take it not out of the hand of the king 
of Syria? 

4 And he said unto Jehoshaphat, Wilt 
thou go with me to battle to Eamoth- 
^ead? And Jehoshaphat said to the 
king of Israel, *I am as thou art, my 
people as thy people, my horses as thy 

5 And Jehoshaphat said unto the king 
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of Israel, Inquire, I pray thee, at the 
word of the LORD to day. 

6 Then the king of Israel “gathered the 
prophets together, about four hundred 
men, and said unto them, Shall I go 
against Eamoth-gilead to battle, or shall 
I forbear? And they said, Go up; for 
the Lord shall deliver it into the hand of 

7^An(f ^ Jehoshapliat said, Is there not 
here a prophet of the Lord besides, that 
we might inquire of him? 

8 And the king of Israel said unto Je- 
hoshaphat, There is yet one man, IVIicaiah 
the son of Imlah, by whom we may 
inquire of the Lord : but I hate him ; 
for he doth not prophe^ good concerning 
me, but evil. And Jenoshaphat said, 

Let not the king say so. 

9 Then the king of Israel called an 
SofiBcer, and said, Hasten hither IVIicaiah 
the son of Lnlahl 

10 And the king of Israel and Jeho* 

8^phat the king of J udah sat each on 
his throne, having put on their robes, in 
a 3 void place in the entrance of the gate 
of * Samaria; and all the prophets pro- 
phesied before them. 

11 And Zedekiah the son of Chenaanah 
made hirn /horns of iron : and he said, 

Thus saith tiie Lord, With these ^shalt 
thou push the Syrians, until thou have 
consumed them. 

12 And all the prophets prophesied so, 
saying. Go up to namoth-giiead, and 
prosper: for the Lord shall deliver it 
mto the king’s hand. 

13 And the messenger that was gone 
to call Micaiah spake unto him, saying, 

Behold now, the words of the prophets 
declare good unto the king with one 
mouth ; let thy word, I pray thee, be 
like the word oi one of them, and speak 
that which is good. 

14 And Micaiah said, ^As the Lord 
liveth, ’“what the Lord saith unto me, 
that will I speak. 

16 H So he came to the king. And the 
king said unto him, Micaiah, shall we go 
against Eamoth-^ead to battle, or shall 
we forbear? And he answered him. Go, 
and prosper : for the Lord shall deliver 
it into the hand of the king. 

16 And the king said unto him, How 
many times shall I adjure thee that thou 
tell me nothing but that which is true in 
the name of the Lord ? 

17 And he said, I saw all Israel scattered 
tmon the lulls, as sheep that have not a 
Sepherd : and the Lord said. These have 
no master : let them return every man 
to his house in peace. 

18 And the king of Israel said unto 
Jehoshaphat, ®JDiQ I not tell thee tot 
he woulu prophesy no good concerning 
me, but evil? 

19 And he said, Hear thou therefore the 
word of the Lord; ’’I saw the Lord 
sitting on his throne, and *all the host 
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1 . KINGS 22 

of heaven standing by liim on his right 
hand and on his left. 

20 And the Lord said, "Who shall lpe^ 
suade Ahab, that he may go up and fall 
at JSamoth-gilead? And one said on 
this manner, and another said on that 
manner. 

21 And there came forth a spirit, and 
stood before the Lord, and said, 1 will 
persuade him. 

22 And the Lord said unto him, "Where- 
with? And he said, I will go forth, and 
I will be “a lying spirit in the mouth of 
all his prophets. And he said, Thou 
slialt persuade him, and prevail also : go 
forthj and do so. 

23 Now therefore, behold, the Lord 
hath put a lying spirit in the mouth of 
all these thy prophets, and the Lord 
hath spoken evil concerning thee. 

24 But Zedekiah the son 01 Chenaa n ah 
went near, and <*smote Micaiah on the 
cheek, ana said. Which way went the 
Spirit of the Lord from me to speak 
imto thee? 

25 And Micaiah said, Behold, thou shalt 
see in that day, when thou shalt go ^into 
an inner chamber to hide thyself. 

26 And the king of Israd said. Take 
Mcaiah, and carry him back unto Amon 
the governor of the city, and to Joash 
the king’s son ; 

27 Ana say, Thus saith the king, * Put 
this felloio in the prison, and feed him 
with bread of afifliction and with water of 
affliction, until ®I come in peace. 

28 And Mcaiah said, If thou return at 
all in peace, the Lord hath not spoken 
by me. And he said, Hearken, 0 people, 
eve^ one of you. 

29 So the kto of Israel and Jehoshaphat 
the king of Judah Avent up to Bamoth- 
gilead. 

30 And the king of Israel said unto 
Jtoshaphat, 5 1 will ^disguise myself, 
and enter into the battle; hut put thou 
on thy robes. And the king of Israel 
^disguised hhnself, and Avent into the 


31 But the king of Syria commanded 
his “thirty and two captains that had 
rule over his chariots, saying. Fight nei- 
ther with small nor great, save only Avith 
the Mng of Israel. 

32 And it came to pass, when the cap- 
tains of the chariots saw Jehoshaphat, 
that they said. Surely it is the king of 
Israel. And they ® turned aside to fight 
against hirn : and Jehoshaphat cried out. 

33 And it came to pass, when the cap- 
tains of the chariots perceived that it 
was not to king of Israel, that toy 
turned back from pursuing him. 

34 And a certain man drew a bow ®at 
a venture, and smote the king of Israel 
between the ^joints of the harness : where- 
fore he said unto the driver of his chariot. 
Turn thine hand, and carry me out of 
to host; for I am s wounded. 
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35 And the battle ^ increased that day: 
and the king was stayed up in his chariot 
against the Syrians, and died at even: 
and the blood ran out of the wound into 
the Smidst of the chariot. 

36 And there went a proclamation 
throughout the host about the going 
down of the sun, saying, Every man to 
his city, and every man to his o^vn coun- 
try. 

37 % So the kin" died, and ^was brought 
to Samaria ; and they burled the king in 
Samaria. 

38 And o?ie washed the chariot in the 
pool of Samaria ; and the do"s licked up 
his blood ; and they washed his armour ; 
* according unto the word of the Loud 
which he spake. 

39 Now the rest of the acts of Aliab, 
and all that he did, and the ivory house 
which he made, and all the cities that he 
built, are they not 'written in the book 
of the chronicles of the kings of Israel? 

40 So Ahab slept 'with lus fathers; 
and Ahaziah his son reigned in his 

41 ^ And Jehoshaphat the son of Asa 
began to reign over Judah in the fourth 
year of Ahab king of Israel. 

42 ^Jehoshaphat was thirty and five 
years old when he began to reign ; and 
he reigned twenty and five years in J eru- 
s^em. And his mother’s name was 
Azubah the daughter of Shilhi. 

43 And he walked in all the ways of 
Asa his father ; he turned not aside from 
it, doing that which was right in the 
eyes of the Lokd; nevertheless ®the 
iugh places were not taken away; for 
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the people offered and burnt incense yet 
in the high places. 

44 And ** Jehoshaphat made peace with 
the king of Israel. 

45 Now the rest of the acts of Jehosha- 
phat, and his might that he shewed, and 
how he warred, are they not written *in 
the book of the chronicles of the kings of 
Judah? 

46 And the remnant of ®the sodomites, 
which remained in the days of his father 
Asa, he took out of the land. 

47 ^Thei'e was then no king in Edom ; 
a deputy ioas king. 

48 ^Jehoshaphat ^made /ships of Thar- 
sliish to go to^Ophir for gold : but they 
went not : for the ships were broken at 
^Ezion-geber. 

49 Then said Ahaziah the son of Ahab 
unto Jehoshaphat. Let my servants go 
with thy servants m the ships. But Je- 
hoshaphat would not. 

50 U And * Jehoshaphat slept with his 
fathers, and was buried with nis fathers 
in the city of David his father : and Je- 
horam his son reigned in his stead. 

51 H Ahaziah the son of Ahab b^an to 
reign over Israel in Samaria the seven- 
teenth year of Jehoshaphat king of Jud^, 
and reigned two years over Israel 

52 And he did evil in the sight of the 
Lord, and "^walked in the way of his 
father, and in the way of his mother, 
and in the way of Jeroboam the son oi 
Nebat, ^ who made Israel to sin : 

53 Por he served Baal, and worsl^ped 
him, and provoked to anger the I2 )Rd 
G rod of Israel, according to all that his 
father had done. 
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CHAPTEE 1 

rnHEN Moab ® rebelled against Israel 
jL i after the death of Ahab. 

2 And Ahaziah fell down through a 
lattice in his upper chamber that was in 
Samaria, and was sick : and he sent 
messenger^ and said unto them. Go, 
inquire of Baal-zebub the god of ®Ekron 
whether I shall recover of this disease. 

3 But the angel of the Lord said to 
TOah <*the Tishbite, Arise, go up to meet 
the messengers of the king of Samaria, 
and say unto them, Is it not because 
there is not a God in Israel, thai ye go to 
inquire of Baal-zebub the god of Ekron? 

4 Now therefore thus saith the Lord, 
^Thou shalt not come down from Ithat 
bed on which thou art gone up, but shalt 
surely die. And Elijah departed. 
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5 IT And when the messengers turned 
back unto him, he said unto uiem, Why 
are ye now turned back ? 

6 And they said unto him, There came 
a man up to meet us, and said imto us, 
Go, turn again unto the king that sent 
you, and say unto him. Thus saith the 
Lord, Is it not because there is not a 
God m Israel, that thou sendest to in- 
quire of Baal-zebub the god of Ekron? 
therefore thou shalt not come down from 
that bed on which thou art gone up, but 
shalt surely die. 

7 And he said imto them, ^What man- 
ner of man was he which came up to 
meet you, and told you these words? 

8 And they answer^ him, He was *an 
hai^ man, and girt "with a girdle of 
leather about his loins. And be said, It 
is Elijah the Ti^bite. 
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9 Then the king sent unto him a captain 
)f fifty with his fifty. And he went up to 
lim : and, behold, he sat on the top of an 
aill. And he spake unto him. Thou *man 

God, the king hath said, Come down. 

10 And Elijah answered and said to the 
captain of fifty. If I 6e a man of God, 
then ®let fire come down from heaven, 
and consume thee and thy fifty. And 
there came down fire from heaven, and 
consumed him and his fifty. 

11 Again also he sent unto him another 
captain of fifty with his fifty. And he 
answered and said unto him, 0 man of 
God, thus hath the king said, Come down 
quickly. 

12 And Elijah answered and said unto 
them, If 1 6e a man of God, let fire come 
down from heaven, and consume thee 
and thy fifty. And ®the fire of God 
came down firom heaven, and consumed 
him and his fifty. 

13 H And he sent again a captain of the 
thhd fifty with his fifty. And the third 
captain of ^ty went up, and came and 
2fell on his knees before Elijah, and 
besought him, and said unto him, 0 
man of God, I pray thee, let my life, and 
the life of these fifty thy servants, ^^be 
precious in thy sight. 

14 Behold, there came fire down from 
heaven, and burnt up the two captains 
of the former fifties with their fifties : 
therefore let my life now be precious in 
thy sight. 

15 And the angel of the Loud said unto 
Elijah, Go down, witli liim : be not afraid 
of him. And he arose, and went down 
with him unto the king. 

16 And he said unto him, Thus saith 
the Loed, Forasmuch as thou hast sent 
messengers to inquire of Baal-zebub the 
god of Ekron, is it not because there is 
no God in Israel to inquire of his word? 
therefore thou shalt not come down off 
that bed on which thou art gone up, but 
shalt surely die. 

17 H So he died according to the word 
of the Lord which Elijah had spoken. 
And ^Jehoram reigned in his stead in 
the second year of Jehoram the son of 
Jehoshaphat king of Judah ; because he 
had no son. 

18 Now the rest of the acts of Ahaziah 
which he did, are they not written in the 
book of the chronicles of the kings of 
Israel? 

CHAPTER 2 

AND it came to pass, when the Lord 
would take up Elijah into heaven 
by a whirlwind, that Elijah went with 
"‘Elisha from »*Gilgal. 

2 And Elijah said unto Elisha, Tarry 
here, I pray thee; for the Lord hath 
sent me to ^Beth-el. And Elisha said 
utUo him. ^As the Lord liveth. and as 
Ihy soul liveth, I will not leave thee. So 
they went down to Beth^eL 
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3 And “the sons of the prophets that 
ivere at Beth-el came forth to Elisha, and 
said unto him, Knowest tliou that the 
Lord wdll take away thy master from 
thy head to day? And he said. Yea, I 
know it; hold ye your peace. 

4 And Elijah said unto him, Elisha, 
tarry here, I pray thee; for the Lord 
hath sent me to ‘^Jericho. And he said, 
Jls the Lord liveth, and as thy soul 
liveth, I will not leave thee. So they 
came to Jericho. 

5 And the sons of the prophets that 
were at Jericho came to Elisha, and said 
unto him, Knowest thou that the Lord 
will take away thy master from tlw head 
to day? And he answered. Yea, I know 
it ; hold ye your peace. 

6 And Elijah said imto him, Tarry, I 
pray thee, here ; for the Lord hath sent 
me to Jordan. And he said, As the 
Lord liveth, and 05 thy soul liveth, I will 
not leave thee. And they two went on. 

7 And fifty men of the sons of the pro- 
phets went, and stood ^to view afar ofi': 
and thev two stood by Jordan. 

8 And Elijah took /his mantle, and 
wrapped it together, and smote the waters, 
and * they were d ivided hi ther and thither, 
so that they two went over on dr\" ground. 

9 ^ And it came to pass, when they 
were gone over, that Elijah said unto 
Elisha, Ask what I shall do for thee, 
before I be taken away from thee. And 
Elisha said, I pray thee, let *a double 
portion of thy spirit be upon me. 

10 And he said, ^Thou hast asked a 
liard tiling : nevertheless, if thou see me 
ichen I am taken from thee, it shall be 
so unto thee ; but if not, it shall not be so. 

11 And it came to pass, as they still 
went on, and talked, that, behold, there 
ap'pearedj a chariot of fire, and horses of 
fire, and parted them both asunder ; and! 
Elijah went up by a whirlwind into hea- 
ven. 

12 ^ And Elisha saw it, and he criedl 
*My father, my father, the chariot ot 
Israel, and the horsemen thereof. Andi 
he saw him no more : and he took hold 
of his own clothes, and rent them, in two/ 
pieces. 

13 He took up also the mantle of Elijah 
that fell from him, and ivent back, and 
stood by the ^bank of Jordan ; 

14 And he took the mantle of Elijah 
that fell from him, and smote the waters, 
and said. Where is the Lord God of 
Elijah? and when he also had smitten 
the waters, they parted hither and thi- 
ther: and Elisha went over. 

15 And when the sons of the prophets 
which were ®to view at Jericho saw nim, 
they said. The spirit of Elijah doth rest 
on Elislia. And they came to meet him, 
and bowed themselves to the ground be- 
fore him. 

16 IT And they said unto him, Behold 
now, there be with thy servants fifty 
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1 strong men ; let them go, we pray thee, 
and seek tliy master : lest ^r^venture 
®the Spirit of the Lord hath taken him 
tip, and cast him upon ^some mountain, 
or into some valley. And he said, Ye 
shall not send. 

17 And when they urged him till he 
was ashamed, he said, Send. They sent 
therefore fifty men; and they sought 
three days, but found him not. 

18 And when they came again to him, 
(for he tarried at Jericho,) he said unto 
them, Did I not say unto you, Go not? 

19 IT And the men of the city said unto 
Uhsha, Behold, I pray thee, the situation 
of this city is pleasant, as my lord seeth : 
hut the water ^s naught, and the ground 
■^barren. 

20 And he said. Bring me a new cruse, 
and put salt therein. And they brought 
it to him. 

21 And he went forth unto the spring 
of the waters, and ^ cast the salt in there, 
and said. Thus saith the Lord, I have 
healed these waters ; there shall not be 
from thence any more death or barren 
lard. 

22 So the waters were healed unto this 
day, according to the saying of Elisha 
which he spake. 

23 Is And he went up from thence unto 
Beth-el : and as he was going up by the 
way, there came forth little children out 
of the city, and mocked him, and said 
unto him. Go up, thou bald head ; go 
up, thou bald h^. 

24 And he turned back, and looked on 
thenn and* cursed them in the name of 
the Lord. And there came forth two 
fihe bears out of the wood, and tare forty 
and two children of them. 

25 And he went from thence to moimt 
Carmel, and from thence he returned to 

Samaria. 

CHAPTER 3 

'Vr OW Jehoram the son of Ahab began 
X 1 to reign over Israel in Samaria the 
-eighteenth year of Jehoshaphat king of 
-Judah, and reigned twelve years. 

2 And he wrought evil in the sight of 
the Lord ; but not like his father, and 
like his mother: for he put away the 
®iniage of Baal^that his father had made. 

3 Nevertheless he cleaved unto the sins 
•of Jeroboam the son of Nebat, which 
made Israel to sin; he departed not 
therefrom. 

4 11 And Mesha king of Moab was a 
fsheepmaster, and rendered unto the 
king of Israel an hundred thousand 
lambs, and an hundred thousand rams, 
with the wool 

6 But it came to pass, when * Ahab was 
■dead, that <he king of Moab rebelled 
against the king of BraeL 
6 And king Jehoram went out of 
Samaria the same time, and numbered 
^ Israel 
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7 And he went and sent to Jehoshaphat 
the king of Judah, saying, The king of 
Moab hath rebelled against me: wilt 
thou go with me against Moab to 
battle ? And he said, I will go up : ^>1 
am as thou arU my people as thy people, 
and my horses as thy horses. 

8 And he said, Which way shall we go 
up ? And he answered, The way through 
the wilderness of Edom. 

9 So the king of Israel went, and the 
kum of Judah, and "^the king of Edom: 
and they fetched a compass of seven 
days’ journey: and there was no water 
for the host, and for the cattle ^that 
followed them. 

10 And the king of Israel said, Alas! 
that the IjORD hath called these tliree 
kings together, to deliver them into the 
hand of Moab! 

11 But Jehoshaphat said, Is there not 
here a prophet of the Lord, that we may 
inquire of the Lord by him ? Ajud /one 
of the king of Israel’s servants answered 
and said. Here is Elisha the son of Sha- 
phat, ^ which poured water on the hands 
ofEUjah. 

12 And Jehoshaphat said, The word of 
the Lord is with him. So the king of 
Israel and Jehoshaphat and the king of 
Edom went down to liim. 

13 And Elisha said unto the king of 
Israel, *What have I to do with thee? 
^get thee to the prophets of thy father, 
and to /the prophets of thy mother. 
And the king of Israel said unto hTm, 
Nay: for the Idrd hath called these 
three kings together, to deliver them 
into the hand of Moab. 

14 And Elisha said, ^As the Lord of 
hosts liveth, before whom I stand, surely, 
were it not that I regard the presence of 
Jehoshaphat the king of J ud^, I would 
not look toward thee, nor see thee. 

16 But now bring me ”a minstrel. 
And it came to pass, when the minstrel 
played, that ®the hand of the Lord came 
upon him. 

16 And he said, Thus saith the Lord, 
Make this valley full of ditches. 

17 Eor thus saith the Lord, Ye shall 
not see wind, neither shall ye see rain; 
yet that valley shall be filled with water, 
that ye may drink, both ye, and your 
cattle, and your be^ts. 

18 And tins is hut ’“a light thing in the 
si^t of the Lord ; he will dehver the 
Moabites also into your hand. 

19 And ye shall smite every fenced 
city, and every choice city, and shall 
fell every good tree, and stop all wells 
of water, and ®mar every good piece of 
land with stones. 

^ And it came to pass in the morning, 
when “the meat offering was oflfer^, 
that, behold, there came water by the 
way of Edom, and the country was filled 
with water. 

21 1 And when all the Moabites heard 
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that the kings were come up to fight 
against them, they ^ gathered all that 
were able to ®put on armour, and up- 
ward, and stood in the border. 

22 And they rose up early in the morn- 
ing, and the sun shone upon the water, 
and the Moabites saw the water on the 
other side as red as blood : 

23 And they said, This is blood : the 
kings are surely 6 slain, and they have 
smitten one another: now therefore, 
Moab, to the spoil 

24 And when they came to the camp of 
Israel, the Israelites rose up and smote 
the Moabites, so that they fled before 
them: but 7 they went forward smiting 
the Moabites, even in their country. 

25 And they beat down the cities, and 
’^on every good piece of land cast every 
man his stone, and filled it ; and they 
stopped all the wells of water, and felled 
all the good trees: Spnly in ^^Kir-hara- 
seth left they the stones thereof ; howbeit 
the slingers went about and smote it. 

26 H And when the king of Moab saw 
that the battle was too sore for him, he 
took with him seven hundred men that 
drew sword^to break through even unto 
the king of Edom : but they could not. 

27 Then he took his eldest son that 
should have reigned in his stead, and 
offered him for a burnt offering upon 
flie wall. And there was great indigna- 
tion a^inst Israel: and they departed 
from him, and returned to their own 
land. 

CHAPTEE 4 


there cried a certain woman 
of the wives of ^the sons of the 
prophets unto Elish^ saying, Thy ser- 
vant my husband is dead; and thou 
knowest that thy servant did fear the 
Lord : and *the creditor is come to take 
unto him my two sons to be bondmen. 

2 And Elisha said unto her. What shall 
I do for thee ? tell me, what hast thou in 
the house? And she said, Thine hand- 
maid hath not any thing in the house, 
save a pot of oil 

3 Then he said, Go, borrow thee vessels 
abroad of aU thy neighbours, even empty 
vessels; borrow not a few. 

4 And when thou art come in, thou 
shalt shut the door upon thee and upon 
thy sons, and shalt pour out into all 
those vessel^ and thou shalt set aside 
that which is full. 

5 So she went from him, and shut the 
door upon her and upon her sons, who 
brought the vessels to her ; and she poured 
out. 

6 And it came to pass^ when the vessels 
were full, that she said unto her son. 
Bring me yet a vessel And he said 
unto her. There is not a vessel more. 
And the oil stayed. 

7 Then came and told “the man 
of God. And he said, Go, sell the oil, 
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and pay thy ^deht, and live thou and 
thy cliildren of the rest. , , 

8 IT j^d “^it fell on a day, that Elisha 
passed to ®Shunem, where was *a great 
woman; and she ^ constrained him to 
eat bread. And so it was, that as oft 
as he passed by, he turned in thither 
to eat bread. 

9 And she said unto her husband, 
Behold now, I perceive that this is an 
holy man of God, which passeth by us 
continually. 

10 Let us make a little chamber, 1 
pray thee, on the wall; and let us set 
for him there a bed, and a table, and a 
stool, and a candlestick : and it snail be. 
when he cometh to us, that he shall 
turn in thither. 

11 And it feu on a day, that he came 
thither, and he turned into the chamber, 
and lay there. 

12 And he said to Gehazi his servant, 
Call this Shunanunite. And when he 


had called liePj she stood before him. 

13 And he said unto him. Say now unto 
her, Behold, thou hast been careful for 
us with all this care; what is to be done 
for tiiee? wouldest thou be spoken for to 
the king, or to ®the captain of the host! 
And she answered, I dwell among mine 
own people. 

14 And he said, What then is to be 
done for her? And Gehazi answered, 
Verily she hath no child, and her hus- 
band is old. 

15 And he said, Call her. And when he 
had called her, she stood in the door. 

I 16 And he said, /About this ® season, 
according to the time of life^ thou shalt 
embrace a son. And she said, Nay, my 
lord, thou man of God, ^ do not lie unto 
thine handmaid. 

17 And the woman conceived, and bare 
a son at that season that Elisha had 
said imto her, according to the time of 
life. 

18 H And when the child was grown, 
it fell on a day, that he went out to his 
father to the reapers. 

19 And he said unto his father, /Mv 
head, my head. And he said to a lad. 
Carry him to his mother. 

20 And when he had taken him, and 
brought him to his mother, he sat on 
her knees till noon, and then died 

21 And she went up, and laid him on 
*the bed of the man of God, and shut 
the door upon hinn and went out. 

22 And she called unto her husband, 

and said, Send me, I pray thee, one of 
the young men, and one of the asses, 
that I may run to the man of God, 
and come again. 

23 And he said, Wherefore wilt thou 

go to him to day? it is neither /new 
moon, nor sabbath. And she said, It 
shall he well , 

24 Then she saddled an ass, and said 
to her servant, Drive, and go forward; 
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1 slack not thy riding for me, except I 
bid thee. 

25 So she went and came nnto the 
man of God to “mount Carmel. .And 
it came to pass, when the man of God 
saw her afar off, that he said to Gehazi 
his servant, Behold, yo'nider is that Shu- 
nammite : 

26 Eun now, I pr^ thee, to meet her, 
and say unto her. Is it well with thee? 
is it well with thy husband? is it well 
with the child? And she answered. It 
is wcU. 

27 And when she came to the man 
of God to ®the hill, she ^caught ^him 
by the feet: but Gehazi came near to 
thrust her away. And the man of God 
said. Let her alone : for her soul is vexed 
within her : and the Lord hath hid it 
from me, and hath not told me. 

28 Then she said, Did I desire a son of 
my lord? ^did I not say. Do not deceive 

29 Then he said to Gehazi, *Gird up 
thy loins, and take my staff in tliine 
hand, and go thy ^way : if thou meet 
any man, ^salute him not; and if any 
salute thee, answer him not again : and 
^ lay my staff upon the face of the child. 

30 And the mother of the child said, 

the Lord liveth, and as thy soul 
liveth, I will not leave thee. And he 
arose, and followed h^. , ^ 

31 imd Gehazi passed on before them, 
and laid the staff upon the face of the 
child; but there was neither voice, nor 
Shearing. Wherefore he went again to 
meet hmi, and told him, saying, The 
child is not ® awaked. 

32 And when Elisha was come into 
the house, behold, the child was dead, 
and laid upon his bed. 

33 He went in therefore, and ^shut the 
door upon them twain, and ’'prayed unto 
the Lord. 

34 And he went up, and lay upon the 

child, and put his mouth upon his moutli, 
and his eyes upon his eyes, and his hands 
upon his hands : and ne * stretched him- 
self upon the child; and the flesh of the 
child waxed warm. . 

35 Then he returned, and walked m 
the house ^to and fro; and went up, 
and stretched himself upon him: and 
the child sneezed seven times, and the 
child opened his eyes. 

36 And he called Gehazi, and said. 
Call this Shunammite. So he called 
her. And when she was come in unto 
him, he said, Take up thy son. 

37 Then went m, and fell at his 
feet, and bowed herself to the ground, 
and "took up her son, and went out, 

38 ^ And Elisha came again to ^ Gilgal : 
and there was a “dearth in the land; 
and *the sons of the prophets were ‘'sit- 
ting before him : and he said imto his 
servant. Set on the great pot, and seethe 
pottage for the sons of the prophets. 


Elisha raiseth the dead, Faaman the Syrian 
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le to nSr gathered thereof wild gourds his lap full, 
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eating of the pottage, that they cried 
out, and said, O thou man of God, there 
is death in the pot. And they could not 
eat thereof. 

41 But he said, Then bring meal. And 
^he cast it into the pot; and he said, 
Pour out for the people, that they may 
eat. And there was no ®liarm in the pot. 

42 H And there came a man from Baal- 
®shalisha, and /brought the man of God 
bread of the firstfruits, twenty loaves of 
barley, and ^full ears of corn in ^the 
husk thereof. And he said, ^Give unto 
the people, that they may eat. 

43 And his-? servitor said, What, should 
I set tliis before an hundred men? He 
said again. Give the people, that they 
may eat : for thus saitn the Lord, They 
shall eat, and shall leave thei'eof, 

44 So he set it before them, and they 
did eat, and left thereof according to 
the word of the Lord. 

CHAPTEE 5 

"VrOW Naaman, captain of the host 
1\ of the king of Syria, was a great 
man 6 with his master, and ^ honourable, 
because by him the Lord had dven 
8 deliverance unto Syria: he was also a 
mighty man in valour, hut he was a 
leper. 

2 And the Syrians had gone out by 
^companies, and had brought away cap- 
tive out of the land of Israel a little maid ; 
and she lo waited on Naaman’s wife. 

3 And she said unto her mistress, 
Would God my lord were i^with the 
prophet that is in Samaria! for he 
would 12 recover him of his leprosy. 

4 And one went in, and told his lord, 
saying, Thus and thus said the maid 
tliat %s of the land of Israel 

6 And the king of Syria said, Go to, 

f o, and I will send a letter unto the 
ing of Israel And he departed, and 
*took i^with him ten talents of silver, 
and six thousand pieces of gold, and 
ten “changes of raiment. 

6 And he brought the letter to *the 
king of Israel, saying. Now when this 
letter is come unto thee, behold, I have 
therewith sent Naanian my servant to 
thea that thou mayest recover him of 
his leprosy. 

7 And it came to pass, when the king 
of Israel had read the letter, that “he 
rent his clothes, and said, ^Am I God, 
to kill and to make alive, that this man 
doth send unto me to recover a man of 
liis leprosy? wherefore consider, I pray 
yoUj and see how he seeketh a quarrd 
against me. 
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8 IT And it was so, when Elisha the man 
of God had heard that the king of Israel 
had rent his clothes, that he sent to the 
king, saving, Wherefore hast thou rent 
thy clothes ? let him come now to me» 
and he shall know that there is a prophet 
in Israel. 

9 So Naaman came with his horses and 
with his chariot, and stood at the door 
of the house of Elisha. 

10 And Elisha sent a messenger unto 
him, saying, Go and ‘^wash in Jordan 
seven times, and thy flesh shall come 
again to thee, and thou shalt be clean. 

11 But Naaman was wroth, and went 
away, and said, Behold, thought. He 
will surely come out to me, and stand, 
and call on the name of the Lord his 
God, and ^strike his hand over the place, 
and recover the leper. 

12 Are not ^ Abana and Pharnar, rivers 
of /Damascus, better tlian all the waters 
of Israel? may I not wash in them, and 
be clean? So he turned and went away 
in a rage. 

13 And his servants came near, and 
spake unto him, and said, father, 
^ the prophet had bid thee do so?ne 
great tmng, wouldest thou not have 
done itt how much rather then, when 
he saith to thee. Wash, and be clean? 

14 Then went he down, and dipped him- 
self seven times in Jordan, according to 
the saying of the man of God : and ^his 
flpjgh came again like unto the flesh of a 
little cMd, and * he was clean. 

15 % And he returned to the man of 
God, he and all his company, and came, 
and stood before him : and he said, Be- 
hold, now I know tlrat there is *=no God 
in all the earth, but in Israel : now there- 
fore, I pray thee, take blessing of thy 
servant. 

16 But he said, ^As the Lo^ liveth, 
before whom I stand, °I will receive 
none. And he urged him to take it; 
but he refused. 

17 And Naaman said. Shall there not 
then, I pray thee, be given to thy servant 
two mules^ burden of earth? for thy ser- 
vant will henceforth ofier neither burnt 
offering nor sacrifice unto other gods, 
but unto Idle Lord. 

IS In this thing the Lord pardon thy 
servant, that when my master goeth into 
the house of^Bimmon to worship there, 
and ®he leaneth on my hand, and I bow 
myself in the house of Eimmon: when 
I bow down myself in the house of Eim- 
mon, the Lord pardon thy servant in 
this thiug. 

19 And he said unto hinn « Go in pe^. 
So he departed from him httle 
way. 

20 ir But «Gehazi, the servant of Elisha 
the of God, said. Behold, my master 
hath spared Naaman this Syrian, in not 
receiving at his hands that wmch he 
brou^t; but, “cm the Lord liveth, I 
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will run after him, and take somewhat 
of him. 

21 So Gehazi followed after Naaman, 
And when Naaman saw him running 
after him, he “lighted down from the 
chariot to meet him, and said, i/s aU 
well? 

22 And he said. All is well. My master 
hath sent me, saying, Behold, even now 
there be come to me from ^ mount Ephra- 
im two young men of “the sons of the 
prophets : give them, I pray thee, a talent 
of silver, and two changes of garments. 

23 And Naaman said, “Be content, 
take two talents. And he urged him, 
and bound two talents of silver in two 
bags, -with two changes of garments, and 
laid them upon two of his servants; and 
they bare them before him. 

24 And when he came to the tower, 
he took them from their hand, and be- 
stowed them in the house : and he let 
the men go, and they departed. 

25 But he went in, and stood before 
his master. And Elisha said unto him, 
Whence comest thou, Gehazi? And he 
said. Thy servant went ^no whither. 

26 And he said untoLhim, Went not 
mine heart with thee, when the man 
turned again from his chariot to meet 
thee? Is it a time to receive money, 
and to receive garments, and oliveyards. 
and vineyards, and sheep, and oxen, and 
menseivants, and maidservants? 

27 The leprosy therefore of Naaman 
shall cleave unto thee, and unto thy 
seed for ever. And he went out from 
Ms presence leper as white as snow. 

CHAPTEE 6 

AND Hhe sons of the prophets said 
unto Elisha, Behold now, the place 
where we dwell with thee is too strait 
for us. 

2 Let us go, we pray thee, unto Jordan, 
and take thence every man a beam, and 
let us make us a place there, where we 
may dwell. And he answered. Go ye. 

3 And one said. Be content, I pray 
thee, and go with thy servants. Ana 
he answered, I will go. 

4 So he went with them. And when 
they came to Jordan, they cut down 
wood. 

5 But as one was felling a beam, the 
7 axe head fell into the water: and he 
cried, and said, Alas, master I for it was 
borrowed. 

6 And the man of God said, Where 
fell it? And he shewed him the place. 
And '’he cut down a stick, and cast it 
in tMther; and the iron did swim. 

7 Therefore said he, Take it up to thee. 
And h^ut out his hand, and took it. 

8 H Then the king of Syria waned 
against Israel, and took counsel with 
his servants, saying, In such and such 
a place shall be my ®camp. 

9 And the “man of God sent unto *the 
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king of Israel, saying, Beware that thou 
pass not such a place; for thither the 
Syrians are come down. 

10 And the king of Israel sent to the 
place which the man of God told him 
and warned him of, and saved himself 
ther^ not once nor twice. 

11 Therefore the heart of the king of 
Syria was sore troubled for this thmg: 
and he called his servants, and said 
unto them, WiU ye not shew me which 
of us is for the king of Israel? 

12 And one of his servants said, ^Hone, 
my lord, O king ; but Elisha, the prophet 
that is in Israel, telleth the king of Israel 
the words that thou speakest in thy bed- 
chamber. 

13 11 And he said, Go and spy where he 
iSy that I may send and fetch him. .^d 
it was told him, saying, Behold, Ae is in 
^Dothan. 

14 Ther^ore sent he thither horses, and 
chariots, and a ^ great host: and they 
came by night, and compassed the city 
about. 

15 And when the ^servant of the man 
of God was risen early, and gone forth, 
behold, an host compassed the city both 
with horses and chariots. And his ser- 
vant said unto him, Alas, my master 1 
how shall we do? 

16 And he answered. Fear not: for 
*they that he with us are more than 
they that he with them. 

17 And Elisha prayed, and said. Lord, 
I pray thee, open his eyes, that he may 
see. And the Lord opened the eyes 
of the young man ; and he saw : and, 
behold, the mountain was full of * horses 
and chariots of fire round about Elisha. I 

18 And when they came down to him, I 
Elisha prayed unto the Lord, and said. 
Smite this people, I pray thee, with! 
•^blindness. And he smote them with 
blindness according to the word of Elisha. 

19 11 And Elisha said unto them, This ] 
is not the way, neither is this the city : 
^follow me, and I will bring you to the 
man whom ye seek. But he led them to 
Samaria. 

20 And it came to pass, when they were 
come into Samaria, that Elisha said, 
Lord, open the eyes of these men, that 
they may see. And the Lord opened 
their eyes, and they saw: and, behold, 
they were in the midst of Samaria. 

21 And the king of Israel said unto 
Elish^ when he saw thenn ”^My father, 
shall I smite them ? shall I smite them ? 

22 And he answered, Thou shalt not 
smite them: wouldest thou smite those 
whom thou hast taken captive with thy 
sword and with thy bow? ®set bread and 
water before them, that they may eat 
and driific, and go to their master. 

23 And he prepared great provision for 
them: and when they had eaten and 
drunk, he sent them away, and they 
went to their master. So ^the bands of 
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Syria came no more into the land of 
Israel. 

24 IT And it came to pass after this, that 
“Ben-hadad king of Syria gathered all his 
host, and went up, and besieged Samaria. 

25 And there was a great famine in 
Samaria : and, behold, they besieged it, 
until an ass’s head was sold for fourscore 
pieces of silver, and the fourth part of a 
cab of dove’s dung for five pieces of silver. 

26 And as the king of Israel was pass- 
ing by upon the wall, there cried a 
’vvoman unto him, saying, Help, iry lord, 

O king. 

27 And he said, ^if the Lord do not 
help thee, whence shall I help thee ? out 
of the barnfloorj or out of the winepress ? 

28 And the king said unto her, what 
aileth thee? And she answered, This 
woman said unto me. Give thy son, that 
we may eat him to day, and we will eat 
my son to morrow. 

29 So ®we boiled my son, and did eat 
him : and I said unto her on the ^next 
day, Give thy son. that we may eat him : 
and she hath hid ner son. 

30 H And it came to pass, when the 
king heard the words of the woman, 
that he <*rent his clothes ; and he passed 
by upon the wall, and the people looked, 
and, behold, he had sackcloth within 
upon his flesh. 

31 Then he said, /God do so and more 
also to me, if the head of Elisha the son 
of Shaphat shall stand on him this day. 

32 But Elisha sat in his house, and ^ the 
elders sat with him; and the king sent 
a man from before him: but ere the 
messenger came to him, he said to the 
elders. See ye how this son of ^a mur- 
derer hath sent to take away mine head? 
look, when the messenger cometh, shut 
the door, and hold him fast at the door : 
^is not the sound of his master’s feet 
behind him? 

33 And while he yet talked with them, 
behold, tlie messenger came down unto 
him : and he said. Behold, this evil is of 
the Lord ; what should I wait for the 
Lord any longer? 

CHAPTEE 7 

rpHEN Elisha said. Hear ye the word 
X of the Lord; Thus saitn the Lord, 
^To morrow about this time shall a 
measure of fine flour he sold for a shekel, 
and two measures of barley for a shekel, 
in the gate of Samaria. 

2 Then a lord on whose hand the king 
leaned answered the man of God, and 
said. Behold, “^if the Lord would make 
windows in heaven, might this thing be? 
And he said. Behold, thou shalt see it 
with thine eyes, but shalt not eat thereof.*' 

3 IT And there were four leprous men 
^at the entering in of the gate : and they 
said one to another, Why sit we here 
until we die? 

4 If we say, We will enter into the city, 
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then the famine is in the city, and -vre 
shall die there : and if 'we sit still here, 
■we die also. Now therefore come, and 
let us fall unto the host of the S^iians : 
if they save us alive, we shall live ; and 
if they kill us, we shall but die. 

5 And they rose up in ‘^the twilight, to 
go unto the camp of the Syrians : and 
when they were come to the uttermost 
part of the camp of SjTia, behold, there 
was no man tliere. 

6 For the Lord had made the host of 
the Syrians ®to hear a noise of chariots, 
and a noise of horses, even the noise of a 
great host : and they said one to another, 
Lo, the king of Israel hath hired against 
us /the kin^ of the Hittites, and the 
kings of the Egyptians, to come upon us. 

7 vVlierefore they arose and fled in the 
twilight, and left their tents, and their 
horses, and their asses, even the camp as 
it waSi and fled for their life. 

8 Ajid when these lepers came to the 
uttermost part of the camp, they went 
into one tent, and did eat and drink, 
and carried thence silver, and gold, ana 
raiment, and went and hid it ; and came 
again, and entered into another tent, and 
uarried thence aZso, and went and hid it. 

9 Then they said one to another, We do 
not well : this day is a day of good tidings, 
and we hold our peace : if we tarry till 
the morning light, ^some miscliief will 
come upon us : now therefore come, that 
we may go and tell the king’s household. 

10 So they came and called unto the 
porter of the city : and they told them, 
saying. We came to the camp of the 
Syrians, and, behold, thei'e was no man 
there, neither voice of man, but horses 
tied, and asses tied, and the tents as 
they were. 

11 And he called the porters ; and they 
told it to the kin^s hoizse within. 

12 1! And the Eng arose in the night, 
and said unto his servants, I will now 
shew you what the Syrians have done to 
us. They know that we he hungry; 
therefore are they gone out of the camp 
to hide themselves in the field, saying, 
When they come out of the city, we 
shall catch them alive, and get into the 
city. 

13 And one of his servants answered 
and said, Let some take, I pray thee, five 
of the horses that remain, which are left 
2in the city, (behold, they are as all the 
multitude of Israel that are left in it : 
behold, I say^ they are even as all the 
multitude of the Israelites that are con- 
sumed :) and let us send and see. 

14 They took therefore two chariot 
horses : and the king sent after the host 
of the Syrians, saying, Go and see. 

16 And they went after them imto 
Jordan : and, lo, all the way was full of 
garments and vessels, which the Syrians 
had cast away in their haste. And the 
messengers returned, and told the king. 
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16 Amd the people went out, and spoiled 
the tents of the SjTians. So a measure 
of fine flour was sold for a shekel, and 
two measures of barley for a shekel, 
“according to the word of the Lord. 

17 t And the king appointed * the lord 
on whose hand he leaned to have the 
charge of the gate : and the people trode 
upon him in the gate, and he died, as 
the man of God had said, who spake 
‘^when the king came down to him. 

18 And it came to pass as the man of 
God had spoken to the king, saying. 
Two measures of barley for a shekel, and 
a measure of fine flour for a shekel, shall 
be to morrow about this time in the gate 
of Samaria : 

19 And that lord answered the man of 
God, and said. Now, behold, i/the Lord 
should make windows in heaven, might 
such a thing be? And he said, B^old, 
thou shalt see it with thine eyes, but 
shalt not eat thereof. 

20 And so it fell out unto him : for the 
people trode upon him in the gatOi and 
he died. 

CHAPTEE 8 

rilHEN spake Elisha unto the woman, 
JL ^ whose son he had restored to life, 
pying, Arise, and go thou and thine 
household, and sojourn wheresoever thou 
canst sojourn : for the Lord *hath called 
for a famine: and it shall also come 
upon the land seven years. 

2 And the woman arose, and did after 
the saying of the man of God : and she 
went with her householc^ and sojourned 
in the land of the Philistmes seven years. 

3 And it came to pass at the seven 
years’ end, that the woman returned out 
of the land of the Philistines ; and she 
went forth to cry unto the king for her 
house and for her land. 

4 And the king talked with ^Gehazi 
the servant of the man of God, saying. 
Tell me, I pray thee, all the great tnings 
that Elisha hath done. 

5 And it came to pass, as he was telling 
the king how he had restored a dead 
body to life, thafi behold, the woman, 
whose son he had restored to life, cri^ 
to the king for her house and for her 
land. And Gehazi said. My lord, 0 
king, this is the woman, and this is her 
son, wliom Elisha restored to life. 

6 And when the king asked the woman, 
she told him. So the king appointed 
unto her a certain ® officer, saying, Ee- 
store all that was hers, and all the fruits 
of the field since the day that she left the 
land, even until now. 

7 If And Elisha came to /Damascus ; 
and *Ben-hadad the king of Syria was 
sick; and it was told him, saying, The 
man of God is come hither. 

8 And the king said, unto ^Hazael, 
Take ’“a present m thine hand, and go, 
meet the man of God, and ’^inquire of 
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the Lobd by him, saying. Shall I recover 
of this disease ? 

9 So Hazael "v^ent to meet him, and 
took a present ^with him, even of every 
good thing of Damascus, forty camels’ 
burden, and came and stood before him, 
and said, ^Thy son Ben-hadad king of 
SjT-ia hatii sent me to thee, saying, Shall 
I recover of tliis disease ? 

10 And Elisha said unto him, Go, say 
xmto him, Thou mayest certainly re- 
cover: howbeit the Loed hath shewed 
me that he shall surely die. 

11 And he settled his countenance ^sted- 
fastly, ^until he weis ashamed: and the 
man of God wept. ^ 

12 And Hazael said. Why weepeth my 

lord? And he answered, Because I know 
/the evil that thou wilt do unto the 
children, of Israel : their strong holds 
wilt thou set on fire, and their young 
men wilt thou slay with the sword, and 
^'wilt dash their cliildren, and rip up 
their women with child. . 

13 And Hazael said, But what, thy 

servant a dog, that he should do tliis 
great thing? And Elisha answered, ^ The 
LiOED hath shewed me that thou skalt he 
king over Syria. , ^ , 

14 So he departed from laisha, ^d 
came to Ids master ; who said to him. 
What said Elisha to thee? And he an- 
swered, He told me tluxt ^ thou shouldest 
surely recover. 

15 And it came to pass on the morrow, 
that he took a thick clotli, and dipped it 
in water, and spread it on his face, so 
that he died : and Hazael reigned in his 

16 if And in the fifth year of ^ Joram 
the son of Ahab king of jEsrael, Jeho- 
shaplmt being then king of Judah, ^Je- 
horam the son of Jehoshaphat king of 
Judah s began to reign. 

17 "Thirty and two years old was he 
when he began to reim ; and he reigned 
eight years in J erusaiem. 

18 Aid he walked in the way of the 
Idngs of Israel, as did the house of 
Ahab : for “'the daughter of Ahab was 
his wife': and he did evil in the sight of 
the Lobd. 

19 Yet the Lord would not destroy 
Judah for David his servant’s sake, *as 
he promised him to give him alway a 
lOlight, and to his cmldren. 

20 H In his days Edom revolted from 
under the hand of Judah, and ^made a 
king over themselves. 

21 So Joram went over to Zair, and all 
the chariots with him : and he rose bv 
night, and smote the Edomites which 
compassed him about, and the captains 
of the chariots: and the people fled * into 
t hftir tents. 

22 ® Yet Edom revolted from under the 
hand of Judah unto this day. Then 
*Libnah revolted at the same time. 

23 And the rest of the acts of Joiam, 


Of Hazael^ Jehoram^ Ahaziahy Joram^ Jehu. 

and all that he did, are they not written 
in the hook of the chronicles of the kings 
of Judah?

24 And Joram slept with his fathers, 
and was buried with his fathers ® in the 
city of David: and ^ Ah az i a h his son 
reigned in his stead. 

25 H In the ** twelfth year of Joram the 
son of Ahab king of Israel did Ahaziah 
the son of J ehoram king of Judah begin 
to reign. 

26 <^Two and twenty years old was 
Ahaziah when he began to reign; and 
he reigned one year in Jerusalem. And 
Ids mother’s name was Athaliah, the 
4 daughter of Omri king of Israel 

27 And he walked in the way of the 
house of Ahab, and did evil in me sight 
of the Lord, as did the house of Ahab : 
for he was the son in law of the house of 
Allah. 

28 If And he went with Joram the sou 
of Allah to the war against ^Hazael king 
of SjTia in ^Eamotli-gilead; and the 
Syrians wounded Joram. 

29 And *king Joram went hack to he 
healed in Jezreel of the wounds s which 
the Syrians had given him at SRam^ 
when he fought against Hazael king of 
Syria. "^And Aliaziah the son of Je- 
horam king of Judah went down to see 
Joram the son of Ahab in Jezreel, 
because he was ^sick. 

CHAPTER 9 

AND Elisha the prophet called one of 
JiX. ®the children of the prophets, and 
said unto him. Gird up thy Joins, and 
take this box of oil in thine hand, and 
go to ** Ramoth-gilead : 

2 And when thou comest thither, look 
out there ^Jeliu the son of Jehoshaphat 
the son of Hinishi, and go in, and make 
him arise up from among “his brethren, 
and carry him to an Sinner chamber ; 

3 Then take the box of oil, and pour it 
on his head, and say. Thus saith the 
Lord, I have anointed thee king over 
Israel Then open the door, and flee, 
and tarry not. 

4 IT So the young man, even the young 
man the prophet, went to Kamoth-gflead. 

6 And when he came, behold, the 
captains of the host were sitting ; and he 
said, I have an errand to thee, O captain. 
And Jehu said, TJnto which of all us? 
And he said. To thee, 0 captain. 

6 And he arose, and went into the 
house; and he poured the oil on Ins 
nead, and said unto him, Thus saith the 
Lord God of Israel, I have anointed 
thee king over the pec^le of the Lord, 
even over Israel. 

7 And thou shalt smite the house of 
Ahab Ihy master, that I may avenge the 
blood of my servants the propheta and 
the blood of all the servants of the Lord, 
® at the hand of J ezebel. 

8 Eor the whole house of Ahab shall 
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perish: and “I will cut off from Ahab 
him that pisseth against the wall, and 
him that is shut up and left in Israel : 

9 And I ^vill make the house of Aliab 
like the house of * Jeroboam the son of j 
Nebat, and like the house of ®JBaasha 
the son of Ahijah : 

10 ‘'And the dogs shall eat Jezebel in 
the portion of Jezreel, and there shall he 
none to bury her. And he opened the 
door, and fled. 

11 1! Then Jehu came forth to the 
servants of his lord : and one said unto 
him, ^ Is all well? wherefore came this 

fellow to thee? And he said unto 
them, Ye know the man, and his com- 
munication. 

12 And they said. It is false ; tell us 
now. And he said. Thus and thus spake 
he to me, saying, Thus saith the Lord, I 
have anointed thee king over Israel. 

13 Then they hasted, and took every 
man his garment, and put it under him 
on the top of the stairs, and *blew mth 
trumpets, saying, Jehu ^ is king. 

14 So Jehu the son of Jehoshaphat the 
son of Nimshi conspired against Joram. 
i(Kow Joram had kept Ramoth-gilead, 
he and all Israel, because of ”^Hazael 
king of Syria. 

15 But "king ® Joram was returned to 
be healed in Jezreel of the wounds which 
the Syrians ’had given him, when he 
fought with Hazael king of S;^.) And 
Jehu said, If it be your minds, then ^let 
none go forth nor escape out of the city 
to go to tell it in Jezreel. 

16 So Jehu rode in a chariot, and went 
to Jezreel : for Joram lay there. And 
Ahaziah kihg of Judah was come do'wn 
to see Joram. 

17 And there stood a watchman on the 

tower in Jezreel, and he spied the com- 
pany of Jehu as he came, and said, I see 
a company. And Joram said, Take an 
horseman, and send to meet them, and 
let him say, peace? , , , 

18 So there went one on horseback to 

Its it TC^e?^ And Jehu said, What hast 
tiiouto do with peace? turn thee behind 
me. .^d the watchman told, saying, 
The messenger .came to them, but he 
cometh not again. 

19 Then he sent out a second on horse- 
back, whidi came to them, and said. 
Thus saith the king. Is it peace? And 
Jehu answered. What hast thou to do 
with peace? turn thee behind me. 

20 And the watchman told, saying. He 

even unto thern, and cometh not 
again: and the driving ts. *like the 
driving of Jehu the son of Nimsiu^ for 

^ 21 ^dJorm^<^Make ready. And 
his cliariot was made ready., * Jo- 

ram king of Israel and Ahaziah king of 
Judah, went out, each in liis chariot, and 
they went out against Jehu, and i®met 
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him^ in the portion of Naboth the Jez- 
reelite. 

22 And it came to pass, when Joram 
saw Jehu, that he said. Is it peace, 
Jehu? And he answered, What peace, so 
long as the ^ whoredoms of thy mother 
Jezebel and her witchcrafts are so many? 

23 And Joram turned his hands, and 
fled, and said to Ahaziah, Thet'C is 
treachenvO AJiaziah. 

24 And Jehu ^drew a bow with his full 
strength, and smote Jehoram between 
liis arms, and the arrow went out at his 
heart, and he ^sunk do^\Ti in his chariot. 

25 Then said Jehu to Bidkar his ^cnp- 
taim Take up, and cast him in the portion 
of me field of Naboth the Jezreelite : for 
remember how that, when I and thou 
rode together after Akab liis father, ^the 
Lord laid this » burden upon him ; 

26 Surely I have seen yesterday the 
3blood of Naboth, and the blood of his 
sons, saith the Lord ; and I will requite 
thee in this ^plat, saith the Lord. Now 
therefore take and cast him into the 
■*plat of ground t according to the word 
of the Lord.. 

27 H But when Ahaziali the king of 
Judah saw this^ he fled by the way of the 
garden house. And Jehu followed after 
him, and said, Smite him also in the 
chariot. ^And they did so at the going 
up to Gut. which is by Ibleam. And ho 
fled to Megiddo, and died there. 

^ And ms servants -^carried him in a 
chariot to Jerusalem, and buried him in 
his sepulchre 'with his fathers in the city 
of David. 

29 And in the eleventh year of Joram 
the son of Ahab began Ahaziah to reign 
over Judah. 

30 ^ And when Jehu -was come to Jez- 
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out at a window. 

31 And as Jehu entered m at the gate, 

she said, Had *^Zimri peace, who slew 
his master? , . ^ 

32 And he lifted up his face to the 
■window, and said. Who is on my side? 
who ? And there looked out to him two 
or three lOeunuchs. 

33 And he said. Throw her down. ^ 
they threw her down : and some of her 
blood was sprinkled on the walk and on 
the horses : and he trode her under foot 

34 And when he was come in, he md 

eat and drink, and said, Go, see now this 
cursed woman^ and bury her: for ’’she 
is a king’s daughter. . , . _ 

35 And they went to bury her : but they 
found no more of her than the skull, and 
the feet, and the palms of her hands. 

36 Wherefore they came again* and told 
him. And he said, This is the word of 
the IX)ED, which he spake I'^by his servant 
Elijah the Tishbite, saying, “In the por- 
tion of Jezreel shall dogs eat the flesh or 
Jezebel : 
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37 And the carcase of Jezebel shall be 
® as dung upon the face of the field in 
the portion of Jezreel ; so that they shall 
not say, This is Jezebel. 

CHAPTER 10 

AND Ahab had seventy sons in ®Sa- 
Jix. maria. And Jehu wrote letters, and 
sent to Samaria, unto the rulers of Jez- 
reel, to the elders, and to 2 them that 
brought up Ahab’s children, saying, 

2 Now as soon as this letter cometh to 
you, seeing your master’s sons are with 
you, and there are with you chariots and 
horses, a fenced city also, and armour ; 

3 Look even out the best and meetest 
of your master’s sons, and set kirn on his 
father’s throne, and fight for your master’s 
house. 

4 But they were exceedingly afraid, and 
said, Behold, two kings stood not before 
him: how then shall we stand? 

6 And he that was over the house, and 
he that was over the city, the elders also, 
and the bringers up ^ the children, sent 
to JehiL saying, ^ We are thy servants, 
and will do all that thou shalt bid us ; 
we will not make any king: do thou 
that which is good in thine eyes. 

6 Then he wrote a letter the second 
time to them, saying, If ye he ^mine, 
and if ye will hearken unto my voice, 
take ye the heads of the men your master’s 
sons, and come to me to Jezreel by to 
morrow this time. Now the ^g’s sons, 
being seventy persons, were with the 
meat men of the city, which brought 
them up, 

7 And it came to pass, when the letter 
came to them, that they took the king’s 
sons, and slew seventy persons, and put 
their heads in baskets, and sent mm 
them to Jezreel. 

8 If And there came a messenger, and 
told liim, saying. They have brought the 
heads of the king’s sons. And he said. 
Lay ye them in two heaps at the entering 
in of the gate until the morning. 

9 And it came to pass in the morning, 
that he went out, and stood, and said to 
all the people. Ye he righteous ; behold, 
2 1 conspired against my master, and 
dew him: but who slew all these? 

10 Know now that there shall *”fall unto 
the earth nothing of the word of the 
Lord, which the Lord spake concerning 
the house of Ahab : for the Lord hath 
done iAafr which he spake ^ by his servant 
Mjah. 

11 So Jehu slew all that remained of 
the house of Ahab in JezreeL and all his 
gr^t men,^ and his s kinsfolks, and his 
priests, until he left him none remaining. 

12 If And he arose and departed, and 
came to Samaria. And as he was at the 
iOshearing house in the way, 

13 Jehu met with the ^brethij^n of 
Ahaziah king of Judah, and said, Who 
are ye? And they answered. We are 
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the brethren of Ahaziah; and we go 
down ^to salute the children of the king 
and the children of the * queen. 

14 And he said. Take them alive. And 
they took them alive, and slew them at 
the pit of the shearing house, even two 
and forty men ; neither left he any of 
them. 

15 If, And when he was departed thence, 
he Slighted on Jehonadab the son ^ 
^Eechab coming to meet him : and he 
^saluted him, and said to him, Is thine 
heart right, as my heart is with thy heart* 
And Jehonadab answered. It is. If it 
be, give me thine hand. And he gave 
him his hand ; and he took him up to 
him into the cliariot. 

16 And he said, Come with me, and see 
my zeal for the Lord. So they made 
liim ride in his chariot. 

17 And when he came to Samaria, he 
slew /all that remained unto Ahab in 
Samaria, till he had destroyed him, ac- 
cording to the saying of theLORD/fech 
he sp^e to Elijah. 

18 ^ And Jehu gathered all the people 
together, and said unto them, ^Ahab 
served Baal a little ; hut Jehu shall serve 
liim much. 

19 Now therefore call unto me all the 
^prophets of Baal, all his servants, and 
all his priests ; let none be wanting: for 
I have a great sacrifice to do to Bad; 
whosoever shall be wanting, he ghgP not 
live. But Jehu did it in subtilty, to the 
intent that he might destroy the wor- 
sliippers of Baal 

20 And Jehu said, ^Proclaim a^solemn 
assembly for Baal. And l^ey proclaimed 
it, 

21 And Jehu sent through all Israel : 
and all the worshippers of Baal came, so 
that there was not a man left that p-arr.ft 
not. And they came into the *house of 
Baal ; and the house of Baal was ^fuU 
from one end to another, 

22 And he said unto him that was over 
the vestiT, Bring forth vestments for all 
the worshippers of BaaL And he brought 
them forth vestments. 

23 And Jehu went, and Jehonadab the 
son of Eechab, into the , house of Baal, 
and said unto the worsliippers of Bad, 
Search, and look that there be here with 
you none of the servants of the Lord, 
but the worshippers of Baal only. 

24 And when they went in to offer 
sacrifices and burnt offerings, Jehu ap- 
pointed fourscore men without, and sdd, 
Jf any of the men whom I have brought 
into your hands escape, he that letteth 
hvtfb go, "his life shall he for the life of 

nim. 

25 And it came to pas^ as soon as he 
had made an end of ofi'dring .the burnt 
offering, that Jehff‘ said to the "guard 
and to tBe captains, ^Go in, and slay 
them ; let none come forth. And they 
smote them with the edge of the sword; 
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and the guard and the captains cast them 
out, and went to the city of the house of 
Baal. 

26 And they brought forth the ^ images 
out of the house of Baal, and burned 
them. 

27 And they brake down the image of 
Baal, and brake down the house of Baal, 
and made it draught house imto this 
day. 

28 Thus Jehu destroyed Baal out of 
Israel 

29 11 Howbeit/rom the sins of Jeroboam 
the son of Nebat, ^who made Israel to 
sin, Jehu departed not from after them, 
to wit, *the golden calves that were in 
Beth-el, and that were in Dan. 

30 And the Lord said unto Jehu, Be- 
cause thou hast done well in executing 
that which is right in mine eyes, and 
hast done unto the house of Ahab ac- 
cording to all that was in mine heart, 
ft thy children of the fourth generation 
shall sit on the throne of Israel. 

31 But Jehu 4took no heed to walk in 
the law of the Lord God of Israel with 
all his heart : for he departed not from 
the sins of Jeroboam, which made Israel 
to sin. 

32 H In those days the Lord ^began 
5 to cut Israel short : and^^’Kazael smote 
them in all the coasts of Israel : 

33 From Jordan ® eastward, all the land 
of Gilead, the Gadites, and the Eeuben- 
ites, and the Manassites, ^from Aroer, 
which is by the river Arnon, 7 even 
Gilead and Bashan. 

34 Now the rest of the acts of Jehu, 
and all that he did, and all his might, 
are they not written in the book of the 
chronicles of the kings of Israel? 

35 And Jehu slept with his fathers: 
and they buried him in SamarK And 
Jehoahaz his son reigned in his stead. 

36 Amd the time that Jehu reigned 
over Israel in Samaria was twenty and 
eight years. 

CHAPTEB 11 

® AND when ^Athaliah the mother of 
xX Ahaziah saw that her son was 
dead, she arose and destroyed all the 
^seed royal 

2 But 12 Jehosheba, the daughter of kim 
Joram, sister of Ahaziah, took i^joasL 
the son of Ahaziah, and stole him from 
among the king's sons which w&t'e slain ; 
and they hid nim, even him and his 
nurse, in the bedchamber from Ath a liah, 
so that he was not slain. 

3 And he was with her hid in the house 
of the Lord six years. And Athaliah 
did reign over the land. 

4 H And the seventh year ^Jehoiada 
sent and fetched the rulers over hun- 
dreds, with the captains and the “'guard, 
and brought them to him into thehouse 
of the Lord, and made a covenant with 
them, and took an oath of them in the 
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house of the Lord, and shewed them 
the king's son. 

5 And he commanded them, saying, 
This is the thing that ye shall do; A 
thu-d part of you “that enter in on the 
sabbath shall even be keepers of the 
watch of the king’s house ; 

6 And a third part shall be at the gate 
of ‘^Sur: and a third part at the gate 
behind tne guard : so shall ye keep the 
watch of the house, ^that it be not 
broken down. 

7 And two 3 parts of all you that go 
forth on the sabbath, even they shall 
keep the watch of the house of the Lord 
about the king. 

8 And ye shall/compass the king round 

about, every man with liis weapons in 
his hand : and he that cometh within 
^the ranges, let him be slain : and be ye 
with the king as he goeth out and as he 
cometh in. , ^ , 

9 Ajid the captains over the hundreds 
did according to all things that Jehoiada 
the priest commanded: and they took 
every man his men that were to come in 
on the sabbath, with them that should 

:o out on the sahbatli, and came to Je- 
loiada the priest. 

10 Amd to the captams over hundreds 
did the priest give king David’s speara 
and ft shields, that were in the temple of 
the Lord. 

11 And the guard stood, every man 
with his weapons in his hand, round 
about the king, from the right s corner 
of the temple to the left comer of the 
temple, along by the altar and the temple. 

12 And he brought forth the king’s son, 
and put ”*the crown upon him, and gave 
him "the testimony; and they made 
him king, and anointed him ; and they 
clapped meir hands, and said, 9 God save 
the king. 

13 H And when Athaliah heard the 
noise of the guard and of the people, she 
came to the people into the temple of the 

14 Amd when she looked, behold, the 

king stood by ®'a pillar, as the manner 
waSi and the princes and the trumpeters 
by the king, and all the people of the 
land rejoiced, and ^blew with trumpets : 
and Athaliah rent her clothes, and cried, 
Treason, Treason. , , 

15 But Jehoiada the priest commanded 
the captains of the hundreds, *the officers 
of the host, and said unto them, Have 
her forth without the ranges : and him 
that followeth her kill with the sword. 
For the priest had said, Let her not be 
slain in the house of the Lord. 

16 And they laid hands on her ; and 
she went by the way by the which **the 
horses came into the king’s house : and 
there was she slain. 

17 If And * Jehoiada made a covenant 
between the Lord and the king and 
the people, that they should be the

jORD’s people; ® between the king also 
ind the people. 

18 And all the people of the land went 
nto the ® house of Baal, and brake it 
lown ; ^his altars and his images brake 
liey in pieces thoroughly, and slew 
RIattan the priest of Baal before the 
iltars. And the priest appointed ^offi- 
cers over the house of the Lord. 

19 And he took the rulers over hun- 
dreds, and the captains, and the guard, 
and all the people of the land ; and they 
brought down the king from the house 
of the Lord, and came by the way ®of 
the gate of the guard to the king’s house. 
Ana he sat on tlie throne of the kings. 

20 And all the people of the land re- 
joiced, and the city was in quiet : and 
they slew Athaliah with the sword heside 
the king’s house. 

21 Seven years old 'was Jehoash when 
he began to reign. 

CHAPTER 12 

I N the seventh jear of Jehu ^Jehoash 
began to reign; and forty years 
reigned he in Jerusalem. And his mo- 
ther’s name 'wcis Zibiah of ^Beer-sheba. 

2 And Jehoash did that which 'was 
right in the sight of the Lord all his 
days wherein Jehoiada the priest in- 
structed him. 

3 But ”the high places were not taken 
away: the people still sacrificed and 
burnt incense in the high places. 

4 ^ And Jehoash said to the priests, 
All the money of the ^ dedicated things 
^that is brought into the house of the 
XoRD, evm ®the money of every one 
that passeth the account, the money 
7 that every man is set at, and all the 
money that Scometh into any man’s 
heart to bring into the house of the Lord, 
6 Let the priests take it to them, every 
man of his acquaintance : and let them 
^’repair the breaches of the house, where- 
soever any breach shall he found. 

6 But it was so, that in the three and 
twentieth year of king Jehoash “the 
priests had not repaired the breaches of 
the house. 

7 Then king Jehoash called for Je- 
hoiada the pnest, and the other priests, 
and said unto them, "Why repair ye not 
the breaches of the house? now therefore 
receive no more money of your acquaint- 
ance, hut deliver it for the breaches of 
the house. 

8 And the priests consented to receive 
no more money of the people, neither to 
repair the breaches of the house. 

9 But J ehoiada the priest took chest, 
and bored a hole in the lid of it, and set 
it beside the altar, on the right side as 
one cometh into the house of the IjORD : 
and the priests that kept the indoor put 
therein all the money that was brought 
into the house of the Lord. 

10 And it was so, when they saw that 


Jehoash Hng of Judah, He repair eth the temple, 

there was much money in the chest* 
that the king’s i scribe and the *high 
priest came up, and they 2 put up in 
bags, and told the money that was found 
in the house of the Lord. 

11 And they gave the money, being 
told, into the hands of them that did 
the work, that had the oversight of the 
house of the Lord: and they ^laid it 
out to the carpenters and builders, that 
wrought upon the house of the Lord, 

12 And to masons, and hewers of stone, 
and to buy timber and hewed stone to 
repair the breaches of the house of the 
Lord, and for all that ^ was laid out for 
the house to repair it. 

13 Howheit /there were not made for 
the house of the Lord ^ howls of silver, 
snuffers, basons, trumpets, any vessels 01 
gold, or vessels of^ silver, of the money 
that was brought into the house of the 
Lord: 

14 But thev gave that to the workmen, 
and repaired therewith the house of the 
Lord. 

15 Moreover ^tliey reckoned not with 
the men, into whose hand they delivered 
the money to he bestowed on workmen ; 
for they dealt faitlifuUy. 

16 The * trespass money and *sin money 
was not brought into the house of the 
Lord : ’’Mt was the priests’. 

17 11 Then "Hazael king of Syria went 
up, and fought against-*' Gath, and took 
it : and Eazael set his face to go up to 
Jerusalem. 

18 And Jehoash king of Judah ®took 
all the hallowed things that Jehosha- 
phat, and Jehoram, and Aliaziah, his 
lathers, kings of Judah, had dedicated, 
and *liis own hallowed things, and all 
the gold that was found in the treasures 
of the house of the Lord, and in the 
king’s house, and sent it to Hazael king 
of Syria: and “he ®went away from 
Jerusalem. 

19 If And the rest of the acts of Joash, 
and all that he did, are they not written 
in the hook of the chronicles of the 
kings of Judah? 

20 And *lfis servants arose, and made a 
con^iracy, and slew Joash in the house 
of Millo, which goeth down to Silia. 

21 For J ozachar the son of Sliimeath, 
and J ehozabad the son of Shomer, his 
servants, smote him, and he died ; and 
they buried him with his fathers in the 
city of David: and Amaziah his son 
reigned in his stead. 
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CHAPTER 13 

r \ the 10 three and twentieth year of 
Joash the son of Ahaziah king of 
Judah Jehoahaz the son of Jehu began 
to reign over Israel in Samaria, and 
reigned seventeen years. 

2 And he did that which was evil in the 
sight of the Lord, and followed the 
sins of Jeroboam the son of Nebat, 
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which made Israel to sin ; he departed 
ot therefrom. 

3 IT And *the anger of the Lord was 
indiled against Israel, and he delivered 
hem into the hand of ^Hazael king of 
Jyria, and into the hand of ®Ben-hadad 
he son of Hazael, all their days. 

4 And Jehoahaz /besought the Lord, 
ind the Lord hearkened unto him : for 
'he saw the oppression of Israel, because 
he king of Syria oppressed them. 

5 (And the Lord gave Israel a saviour, 
30 that they went out from under the 
hand of the Syrians: and the children 
of Israel dwelt in Hheir tents, i as before- 


time. 

6 Nevertheless they departed not from 

the sins of the house of Jeroboam, who 
made Israel sin, hut ^ walked therein: 
and * there 3 remained the grove also in 
Samaria.) , , , 

7 Neither did he leave of the people 
to Jehoahaz but fifty horsemen, and ten 
chariots, and ten thousand footmen; for 
the king of Syria had destroyed them, 
and had made them like the dust ^by 
threshing. 

8 H Now the rest of the acts of Jeho- 
ahaz, and all that he did, and Ins might, 
are they not mitten in the book of the 
chronicles of the kings of Israel? 

9 And Jehoahaz slept with Ms fathers: 
and they buried him in Samaria: and 
6 Joash his son reigned in Ms stead. 

10 t In the thirty and seventh year 
of Joash king of Judah began ® Jehoash 
the son of Jehoahaz to mign over Israel 
in Samaria, and reigned sixteen years. 

11 And he did that which was evil in 
the sight of the Lord ; he departed not 
from all the sins of Jeroboam the son 
of Nebat, who made Israel sin: hut he 
walked therein. 

12 And the rest of the acts of Joash, 
and ®all that he did, and his might 
'"wherewith he fought against Amaziah 
king of Judah, are they not ■written in 
the book of the cluonicles of the kings 
of Israel? 

13 And Joash slept with his fathers* 
and Jeroboam sat upon his throne : and 
Joash was buried in Samaria ■with the 
kings of Israel. 

14 Now “Elisha was fallen sick of his 
sickness whereof he died. And Joash 
the king of Israel came down unto him. 
and wept over his face, and said, 0 ®my 
father, my father, the chariot of Israel, 
and the horsemen thereof. 

15 And Elisha said unto Mm, Take bow 
and arrows. And he took unto Mm bow 
and arrows. 

16 And he said to the king of Israel, 
8 Put thine hand upon the how. And 
he put his hand upon it: and Elisha 
put his hands upon the king’s hands. 

17 And he said. Open the window east- 
ward. And he opened it. Then Elisha 
said, Shoot. And he shot. And he said,

18 And he said, Take the arrows. And 
he took them. And he said imto the 
king of Israel, Smite upon the CTound. 
And he smote thrice, and stayed. 

19 And the man of G-od was -wroth 
with him, and said. Thou shouldest 
have smitten five or six times; then, 
hadst thou smitten Syria till thou hadst 
consumed it: whereas now thou shalt 
smite Syria hut ^thrice. 

20 H And Elisha died, and they buried 
liim. And the bands of the /Moabites 
invaded the land at the coming in of 
the year. 

21 And it came to pass, as they "were 
burying a man, that, behold, they spied 
a band of men: and they cast the man 
into the sepulchre of Elisha: and when 
the man ^was let down, and touched the 
bones of Elisha, he revived, and stood 
up on Ms feet. 

i 22 ^ But ’"Hazael king of Syria oppressed 
Israel all the days of Jehoahaz. 

23 And the Lord was gracious unto 
them, and had compassion on them, and 
had respect unto them, because of his 
covenant ivith "Abraham, Isaac, and 
Jacob, and would not destroy them, 
neither cast he them from Ms ^ presence 
as yet. 

^ So Hazael king of Syria died; and 
Ben-hadad his son reigned in his stead. 
25 And Jehoash the son of Jehoahaz 
“^took again out of the hand of Ben- 
hadad the son of Hazael the cities, which 
he had taken out of the hand of Jeho- 
ahaz his father by war. ^ Three times 
did Joash beat liim, and recovered the 
cities of Israel, 

CHAPTER 14 

I N ®the second year of Joash son of 
Jehoahaz king of Israel reigned *A- 
maziah the son ot Joash king of Judah, 
2 He was twenty and five years old 
when he began to reign, and reimed 
twenty and nine years in Jerusalem. 
And his mother’s name was Jelioaddan 
of Jerusalem. 

3 And he did that which was right in 
the sight of the Lord, yet not like David 
his father: he did according to all things 
as Joash his father did. 

4 ^ Howbeit the high places were not 
taken away : as yet the people did sacri- 
fice and burnt incense on the Mgh places. 
5 H And it came to pass, as soon as 
the kingdom was confirmed in his hand, 
that he slew his servants * which had 
slain the king his father, 

6 But the children of the murderers he 
slew not: according unto that which is 
■written in the book of the law of Moses, 
wherein the Lord commanded, saying, 
2' The fathers shall not be put to death 
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Avnxiziah overcome* Of Jeroboam and AzariaJi, 


for tlie children, nor the children he put 
to death for the fathers : but eveiy man 
shall he put to death for his own sin. 

7 *He slew of Edom in ®the valley of 
s^t ten thousand, and took ^Selah by 
war, and called the name of it Joktheel 
unto tills day. 

8 h <*Then Amaziah sent messengers 
to Jehoash, the son of Jehoahaz son of 
Jehu, long of Israel, saying, Come, let 
us look one another in the face. 

9 And Jehoash the king of Israel sent 
to Amaziah king of Judah, saying, ®The 
thistle that was m Lebanon sent to the 

cedar that was in Lebanon, saying, 
Give thy daughter to my son to wife: 
and there passed by a wild beast that was 
in Lebanon, and trode doivn the thistle. 
iD Thou hast indeed smitten Edom, 
and *thine heart hath lifted thee up: 
glory of thiSf and tarry ^at home : for 
why shouldest thou meddle to thy hurt, 
that thou sliouldest, fall, even thou, and 
Judah with thee? 

11 But Amaziah would not hear. There- 
fore Jehoash king of Israel went un; and 
he and Amaziah king of Judah looked 
one another in the face at ®Beth-she- 
mesh, which belong eth to Judah. 

12 And Judah was ^put to the worse 

before Israel; and they ^fled every man 
to their tents. ^ , , , 

13 And Jehoash king of Israel took 
Amn.7ia.h king of Judah, the son of 
Jehoash the son of Ahaziah, at Beth- 
shemesh, and came to Jerusalem, and 
brake down the wall of Jerusalem from 
*the gate of Ephraim unto ^the comer 
gate, four hundred cubits. 

14 And he took “all the gold and silver, 
and all the vessels that were found in the 
house of the Lord, and in the treasures 
of the king’s house, and hostages, and 
returned to Samaria. 

16 H "’Now the rest of the acts of 
Jehoash which he did, and his might, 
and how he fought with Amaziah king of 
Judah, are they not written in the book 
of the chronicles of the kin^ of Israel? 

16 And Jehoash slept with his fathers, 
and was buried in Samaria with the 
Idngs of Israel; and Jeroboam his son 
reigned in his stead. 

17 ^ ^And Amaziah the son of Joash 
king of Judah lived after the death of 
Jehoash son of Jehoahaz king of Israel 
fifteen years, 

18 And the rest of the acts of Amaziah, 
are they not written in the book of the 
chronicles of the kings of Judah? 

19 ®Now they made a conspiracy 
gmnst him in Jerusalem: and he fled 
to <*Lachish; but they sent after him 
to Lachish, and slew him there. 

20 And they brought him on horses: 
and he was ouried at Jerusalem with 
his fathers in the city of David. 

21 H And all the people of Judah took 
® Azariah, which was sixteen years old. 
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and made him king instead of his father 
Amaziali. , . . 

22 He built “Elath, and restored it to 

Judah, after that the king slept with 
his fathers. , ^ , . . 

23 t In the fifteenth year of Am^iah 
the son of Joash king of Judah Jero^ 
boam the son of Joasli king of Israel 
began to reign in Samaria, and reigned 
forty and one years. 

24 And he did that which ^oas evil m 
the sight of the Lord : he departed not 
from aU the sins of Jeroboam the son 
of Nebat, /who made Israel to sin. 

25 He restored the coast of Israel *from 

the entering of Hainath unto ^ the sea 
of the plain, according to the word of 
the Lord God of Israel, which he spake 
by the hand of his servant^ Jonah, the 
son of Amittai, the prophet, which was 
of ^ Gath-hepher. . 

26 For the Lord *“saw the affliction 
of Israel, that it was very bitter: for 
^Hhere was not any shut up, nor any 
left, nor any helper for Israel. 

27 And the Lord said not that he 
would blot out the name of Israel from 
under heaven : but he saved them by the 
hand of Jeroboam the son of J cash. 

28 II Now the rest of tlie acts of J^ 
roboam, and all that he did, and his 
mighOiow he warred, and how he re- 
covered ^ Damascus, and Hamath, wh ich 
belonged to Judah, for Israel, are they 
not written in the book of the chronicles 
of the kings of Israel? 

29 And Jeroboam slept with his fathers, 
even with the kings of Israel ; and Eacha- 
riah his son reigned in his stead. 

CHAPTER 15 

F the twenty and seventh year of 
Jeroboam king of Israel 
Azariah son of Amaziah king of Judah 
to reign. 

2 Sixteen years old was he when he 
began to reign, and he reigned two 
and fifty years in Jerusalem. And his 
mother’s name was Jecholiah of Jeru- 

SSflCIXl 

3 * And he did that which was right in 
the sight of the Lord, according to all 
that his father Amaziah had done ; 

4 ® Save that tlie high places were not 
removed : the people sacrificed and burnt 
incense still on the high places. 

5 H And. the Lord “smote the king, 
so that he was a leper unto the day of 
his death, and * dwelt in a several house. 
And Jotham the king’s son was over the 
house, judging the people of the land. 

6 And tlie rest of the acts of Azariah, 
and all that he did, are they not ivritten 
in the book of the chronicles of the kings 
of Judah? 

7 So Azariah slept with his fathers; 
and they buried him with his fathers 
in the city of David: and Jotham his 
son reigned in his stead.

8 IT In the thirty and eighth year of 

Azariah king of Judah did Zachariah 
the son of Jeroboam reign over Israel 
in Samaria six months, * 

9 And he did that which was evil in 1 
the sight of the Lord, as his fathers 
had done: he departed not from the 
sins of Jeroboam the sou of Nebat, 
“who made Israel to sin. 

10 And Shallum the son of Jabesh 
conspired against him, and “smote him 
before the people, and slew him, and 
reigned in his stead. 

11 And the rest of the acts of Zacha- 
riah, behold, they are written in the 
book of tlie chronicles of the kings of 

12 This was ®the word of the IiOrd 
which he spake unto Jehu, saying. Thy 
sons shall sit on the throne of Israel unto 
the fourth generation. And so it came 
to pass. 

13 H Shallum the son of Jabesh began 
to reign in the nine and thirtieth year 
of 1 U zziah king of J udali ; and he reigned 
2a full month m Samaria. 

14 For Menahem the son of Gadi went 
up from /Tirzah, and came to Samaria, 
and smote Shallum the son of Jabesh 
in Samaria, and slew him, and reigned 
in his stead. 

15 And the rest of the acts of Shallum, 
and his conspiracy which he made, be- 
hold, they are written in the book of 
the chronicles of the kings of Israel 

16 H Then Menahem smote Tiphsah, 
and all that were therein, and the coasts 
thereof from Tirzah : because they opened 
not to hirriy therefore he smote it; and 
all ^the women therein that were with 
cMld he ripped up. 

17 In the nine and tliirtieth year of 
A^ah king of Judah began Menahem 
the son of Gadi to reim over Israel, and 
reigned ten years in Samaria. 

18 And he did that which was evil in 
the sight of the Lord: he departed not 
all his days from the sins of Jeroboam 
the son of Nebat, who made Israel to 
sin. 

19 And Pul the king of Assj^ia came 
l^ainst the land : and Menahem gave 
Pul a thousand talents of silver, that 
his hand might be with him to confirm 
the kingdom in his hand. 

20 And Menahem ^exacted the money 
of Israel, even of all the mighty men 
of wealth, of each man fifty sliekels of 
silver, to give to the king of Assyria. 
So the king of Assyria turned back, 
and stayed not there in the land. 

21 ^ And the rest of the acts of Mena- 
hem, and all that he did, are they not 
written in the book of the chronicles 
of the kings of Israel? 

22 And Menahem slept with his fa- 
thers; and Pekahiah his son reigned in 
his stead. 

23 1 In the fiftieth yeax of Azariah king 
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of Judah Pekahiah the son of Menahem 
began to reign over Israel in Samaria, 
and reigned two years. 

24 And he did that which was evil in 
the sight of the Lord: he departed not 
from the sins of Jeroboam the son of 
Nebat, who made Israel to sin. 

25 But Pekah the son of Eemaliah, a 
^captain of his, conspired against him, 
and smote him in Samaria, in ®the 
palace of the king’s house, with Argob 
and Ariel^ and with him fifty men of 
the Gileadites: and he killed him, and 
reigned in his room. 

26 And the rest of the acts of Pekahiah, 
and all that he did, behold, they are 
written in the book of the chronicles 
of the kings of Israel. 

27 % In the two and fiftieth year of 
Azariali king of Judah Pekah the son 
of Eemaliah began to reign over Israel 
in Samaria, and reigned twenty years. 

28 And he did that which was evil in 
the sight of the Lord : he departed not 
from the sins of Jeroboam the son of 
Nebat, who made Israel to sin. 

29 In the days of Pekah king of Israel 
came ^Tiglath-pileser king of Assyria, 
and took ^Ijon, and «Abel-beth-maa- 
chah, and Janoah, and ^‘Kedesh, and 
*Hazor, and Gilead, and Galilee, all the 
land of Naphtali, and carried them cap- 
tive to Assyria. 

30 And Hoshea the son of Elah made 
a conspiracy against Pekah the son of 
Eemaliah, ana smote him, and slew 
him, and reigned in his stead, in the 
twentieth year of Jotham the son of 
XJzziah. 

31 And the rest of the acts of Pekah, 
and all that he did, behold, they are 
written in the book of tlie chronicles 
of the kings of Israel 

32 T1 In the second year of Pekah the 
son of Eemaliah king of Israel began 

Jotham the son of XJzziah king of 
Judah to reign. 

33 Five and twenty years old was he 
when he began to reign, and he reigned 
sixteen years in Jerusalem. And his 
mother’s name was Jerusha, the daugh- 
ter of Zadok. 

34 And he did that which was right in 
the sight of the Lord : he did according 
to all that his father XJzziah had done. 

35 H “Howbeit the high places were 
not removed : the people sacrificed and 
burned incense still in the high places. 
He built the ® higher gate of the house 
of the Lord. 

36 H 2»Now the rest of the acts of Jo- 
tham, and all that he did, are they not 
written in the book of the chronicles of 
the kings of J udah? 

37 In those days the Lord b^n to send 
against Judah ^^Eezin the king of Syria, 
and * Pekah the son of Kemali^ 

38 ^ And Jotham slept with his fathers, 
and was buri^ with Ms fathers in the 
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city of David his father: and Ahaz his 
son reigned in his stead. 

CHAPTER 16 

TK the seventeenth year of Pekah the 
X son of Remaliah Aliaz the son of 
Jotham king of Judah began to reign. 

2 ® Twenty years old wcls Ahaz when 
he began to reign, and reigned sixteen 
years in Jerusalem, and did not that 
which was right in the sight of the 
Lord his God, like David his father. 

3 But he walked in the way of the 
kings of Israel, yea, '^and made his son 
to pass through the fire, ® according to 
the abominations of the heathen, whom 
the Lord cast out from before the chil- 
dren of Israel. 

4 And ^ he sacrificed and burnt incense 
in the high places, and * on the hills, and 
under every green tree. 

6 % ^Then Bezin king of Syria and 
Pekah son of Eemaliah king of Israel 
came up to Jerusalem to war: and they 
besieged Ahaz, but * could not overcome 
him. 

6 At that time Bezin king of Syria 
recovered Elath to Syria, and drave the 
Jews from ^Elath : and the Syrians came 
to Elath, and dwelt there unto this day. 

7 "‘So Ahaz sent messengers to Tiglath- 
pileser king of Assyria, sa 3 dng, I am thy 
servant ana thy son: come up, and save 
me out of the hand of the king of Syria, 
and out of the hand of the king of Israel, 
which rise up against me. 

8 And Ahaz "took the silver and gold 
that was found in the house of the Lord, 
and in the treasures of the king’s house, 
and sent it for a ® present to the king of 
Assyria, 

9 And the king of Assyria hearkened 
unto him : for the king of Assyria went 
up against ^Damascus, and took it, and 
carried the peojale of it captive to “Kir, 
and slew Bezin. 

10 H And king Ahaz went to ^ Damascus 
to meet Tiglath-pileser king of Assyria, 
and saw an altar that was at Damascus : 
and king Ahaz sent to Urijah the priest 
the fashion of the altar, and the pattern 
of it, according to all the workmanship 
thereof. 

11 And Urijah the priest built an altar 
according to all that Aliaz had sent 
from Damascus: so Urijah the priest 
made it against king Aliaz came from 
Damascus. 

12 And when the king was come from 
Damascus, the king saw the altar: and 
“'the king approached to the altar, and 
offered thereon. 

13 And he burnt his burnt offering 
and his meat offering, and poured his 
drink offering, and sprinkled the blood 
of Shis peace offerings, upon the altar. 

14 And he brought also ^the brasen 
altar, which was before the Lord, from 
tthe forefront of the house, from between 
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“the altar and the house of the Lord, 
and put it on the north side of “the altar. 

15 And king Ahaz commanded Urijah 
the priest, saying, Upon “the great altar 
bum *the mommg ournt offering, and 
the evening meat offering, and the king’s 
burnt sacrifice, and his meat offering, 
with the burnt offering of all tlie people 
of the land, and their meat offering, and 
their drink offerings ; and sprinkle upon 
it all the blood of the burnt offering, and 
all the blood of the sacrifice: and the 
brasen altar shall be for me to inquire 
hy. 

16 Thus did Urijah the priest, according 
to all that king Aliaz commanded. 

17 H And king Ahaz cut off /the borders 
of the bases, and removed the laver from 
off them ; and took down ^the sea from 
off the brasen oxen that were under it, 
and put it upon a pavement of stones. 

18 And the covert for the sabbath that 
they had built in the house, and the 
king’s entry without, turned he from 
the house of the Lord for the king 
of Assyria. 

19 IT ^ Now the rest of the acts of Ahaz 
which he did, are they not written in the 
book of the chronicles of the kings of 
Judah? 

20 And Ahaz slept with his fathers, and 
was buried with his fathers in tlie city of 
David : and Hezekiali his son reigned in 
his stead. 


CHAPTEE 17 

I N the twelfth year of Ahaz king of 
Judah began Hoshea the son of Elah 
to reign in Samaria over Israel nine years. 
2 And he did that which ivas evil in the 
sight of the Lord, but not as the kings 
of Israel that were before him. 

3 1 Against him came up ^Shalmaneser 
king of Assyria ; and Hoshea became his 
servant, ana s gave him ^ presents. 

4 And the king of Assyria found con- 
spiracy in Hoshea : for he had sent mes- 
sengers to So king of Egypt, and brought 
no ^present to the king of Assyria, as he 
had done year by year: therefore the 
king of Assyria shut him up, and bound 
him in prison. 

6 H Then ’‘the king of Assyria came up 
tliroughout all the land, and went up to 
Samaria, and besieged it three years. 

6 IF ^ In the ninth year of Hoshea the 
king of Assyria took Samaria, and * car- 
ried Israel away into Assyria, and placed 
them “in Halah and in Habor oy the 
river of "Gozan, and in the cities of the 
®Medes. 

7 For so it was, that the children of 
Israel had sinned against the Lord their 
God, which had brought them up out of 
the land of Egypt, from under the hand 
of Pharaoh king of Egypt, and had feared 
other gods, 

8 And walked in the statutes of the 
heathen, * whom the Lord cast out from 
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before the children of Israel, and of the 
kings of Israel, wliich they had made. 

9 And the children of Israel did secretly 
those things that ^oe7'e not right against 
the Lord their God, and they huilt them 
high places in all tlieir cities, ‘^from the 
tower of the watchmen to the fenced city. 
10-^ And they set them up i images and 
ft groves in every high hill, and under 
every green tree: 

11 And there they burnt incense in all 
the high places, as did the heathen whom 
the Lord carried away before them ; and 
nought wicked things to provoke the 
Lord to anger: 

12 For they served idols, ^ whereof the 
Lord had said unto them, Ye sliall not 

13 Yet the £ord ^testified a^inst Israel, 
and against Judah, 2 by all the prophets, 
and by all Uhe seers, saying. Turn ye 
horn your evil ways, and keep my com- 
mandments and my statutes, according 
to all the law which I commanded your 
fathers, and wliich I sent to you 2 by my 
servants the prophets. 

14 Notwithstanding they would not 
hear, but hardened their necks, like to 
the neck of their fathera, that did not 
believe in the Lord their God. 

16 And they rejected his statutes, and 
Ms covenant that he made with their 
fathers, and his testimonies which he 
testified against them; and they followed 
” vanity, and ® became vain, and went 
after the heathen that were round about 
them, concerning whom the Lord had 
charged them, that they sliould not do 
like them, 

16 And they left all the commandments 
of the Lord their God, and made them 
molten images, even ^two calves, and 
made *a grove, and worsliipped *all tlie 
host of heaven, and served *^Baal, 

17 And *'they caused their sons smd 
their daughters to pass tlirough the fire, 
and ® used divination and ^'enchantments, 
and sold themselves to do evil in the sight 
of the Lord, to provoke him to anger. 

18 Therefore the Lord was very auOT 
with Israel, and removed them out of his 
sight: there was none left but tlie tribe 
of Judah *only. 

19 Also Judah kept not the command- 
ments of the IjORD their Gpd, but walked 
in die statutes of Israel wliicn. they made. 

20 And the Lord rejected all the seed 
of Israel, and afflicted them, and delivered 
them into the hand of spoilers, until he 
had cast them out of his sight. 

21 For ®he rent Israel from the house of 

David: and ‘^they made Jeroboam the 
son of Nebat king : and Jeroboam drave 
Israel from following the Lord, and 
^made them sin a great sin. 

22 For the children of Israel walked in 
all the sins of Jeroboam which he did ; 
tliey depart not from them • 

23 Until the Lord removed Israel out 
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of his sight, “as he had said by all his 
servants the prophets. *So was Israel 
carried away out of their own land to 
Assyria unto this day. 

24 H ® And the king of Assyria brought 
men from Babylon, and from Cuthalu 
and from Ava, and from ® Hamath, and 
from ^Sepharvaim, and placed them, in 
the cities of Samaria instead of the 
cliildren of Israel: and they possessed 
Samariaj and dwelt in the cities thereof. 

25 And so it was at the beginning of 
their dwelling there, that they feared not 
the Lord : therefore the Lord sent lions 
among them, which slew some of them. 

26 Wherefore they spake to the king of 
Assyria, saying, The nations which thou 
hast removed, and placed in the cities of 
Samaria, know not the manner of the 
God of the land : therefore he hath sent 
lions among them, and, behold, they 
slay them, because they know not the 
manner 01 the God of the land. 

27 Then the king of Assyria commanded, 
saying. Carry thither one of the priests 
whom ye brought from thence ; and let 
them go and dwell there, and let him 
teach them the manner of the God of 
the land. 

I 28 Then one of the priests whom they 
Iiad carried away from Samaria came 
I and dwelt in ’’*Beth-el, and taught them 
how they should fear the Lord. 

29 Howbeit every nation made gods of 
their own, and put them, in ^ the houses 
of the high places which the Samaritans 
had made, every nation in their cities 
wherein they dwelt. 

30 And the men of ^Babylon made 
Succoth-henoth, and the men of Cuth 
made Nergal, and the men of Hamath 
made Ashima, 

31 And the Avites made Nibhaz and 
Tartak, and the Sepharvites burnt their 
cliildren in fire to “’Adrammelech and 
Anammelech, the gods of Sepharvaim. 

32 So they feared the Lord, and ^made 
unto themselves of the lowest of them 
priests of the high places, which sacri- 
ficed for them in the houses of the high 
places. 

33 “They feared the Lord, and served 
their own gods, after the manner of the 
nations ®whom they carried away from 
thence. 

34 Unto ’ this day they do after the 
former manners : they fear not the 
Lord, neither do they after their sta- 
tutes, or after their ordinances, or after 
the law and commandment which the 
Lord commanded the cliildren of Jacob, 
“whom he named Israel; 

35 With whom the Lord had made a 
covenant, and charged them, saying, •''Ye 
shall not fear other gods, nor bow your- 
selves to them, nor serve them, nor 
sacrifice to them : 

36 But the LORJ^who brought you up 
out of the land of Egypt with great power 
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and a stretched out arm, him shall ye 
fear, and him slmU ve worship, and to 
him shaJl ye do sacrifice. 

ST^^d the statutes, and the ordmances, 
and the law, and the commandment, 
which he wrote for you, ye shall observe 
to do for evermore; and ye shall not 
fear other gods. 

38 And the covenant that I have made 
with you *ye shall not forget; neitlier 
shall ye fear other gods. 

39 But the Lord your God ye shall fear . 
and he shall deliver you out of the hand 
of all your enemies, 

40 Howbeit they did not hearken, but 
they did after their fonner manner. 

41 <^So these nations feared the Lord, 
and served their graven images, both their 
children, and their children’s cliildren: 
as did their fathers, so do they imto tliis 
day. 

CHAPTEB 18 


OW it came to pass in ^the third 
JL> year of Hoshea son of Elah king of 
Israel, that ^Hezekiah the son of Ahaz 
king of Judah began to reign. 

2 IVenty and five years old was he 
when he b^n to reign ; and he reined 
twenty ana nine year’s in Jerusalem, 
fiis mother’s name also vjas ^Abi, the 
daughter of Zacharxah. 

3 And he did tluxt which was right in 
the sight of the Lord, according to all 
that David his father did. 

4 H *He removed the high places, 
and brake the ^ images, and cut down 
®”tlie groves, and bmke in pieces the 
®’biasen serpent that Moses had made: 
for imto those days the children of 
Israel did bum incense to it; , and he 
called it ^Kehushtan. 

6 He trusted in the Lord God of Israel ; 
* so that after him was none like him 
among all the kings of Judah, nor any 
that were before him. 

6 For he ** clave to the Lord, and 
departed not 8 from follo^ving him, but 
kept his commandments, which the 
Lord commanded Moses. 

7 And the Lord was with him; and 
he prospered whithersoever he went 
forth: and he * rebelled against the king 
of ^yria, and served him not. 

8 He “smote the Philistines, even unto 
18 Gaza, and the borders thereof, "from 
the tower of the watchmen to tjie fenced 
city. 

9 % And “'it came to pass in the fourth 
year of king Hezekian, which was the 
seventh year of Hoshea son of Elah 
king of Israel, that Shahnan^er king 
of Assyria came up againsi^amaria, 
and besieged it. 

10 And at the end of three years they 
took it : even in the sixth year of Heze- 
kiah, that is the ninth year of Hoshea 
king of Israel, Samaria was taken. 

H And the king of Assyria did carry 
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away Israel unto Assyria, and put them 
in Halah and in Habor hy the river of 
Gozan, and in the cities of the Medes: 

12 Because they obeyed not the voice of 
the Lord their God, but transgressed his 
covenant, and all that Moses the servant 
of the Lord commanded, and would not 
hear themt nor do them, 

13 H Now ^in the fourteenth year of 
king Hezekiah did ^ Sennacherib king of 
Assyria come up against all the fenced 
cities of Judah, and took them. 

14 And Hezekiah king of Judah sent 
to the king of Assyria to "Lachi^, 
saying, I have oifended; return from 
me: that which thou iiuttest on me 
will I bear. And the king of Assyria 
appointed unto Hezekiah king of Judah 
"three hundred talents" of silver and 
thirty talents of, gold. 

15 And Hezekiah /gave him all the 
silver that was found in the house of 
the Lord, and in the treasures of the 
king’s house. 

16 At that time did Hezekiah cut off 
the gold from the doors of tlie temple 
of the Lord^ and from the pillars which 
Hezekiah king of Judali had overlaid, 
and gave ^it to the king of Assyria. 

.17 H ^And the king of Assyria sent 
Tartan and Rabsaris and Bah-shakeh 

from Lachish to king Hezekiah with a 
•‘^eat host against Jerusalem. And 
they went up and came to Jerusalem. 
And when they were come up, they 
came and stood by,Hhe conduit of the 
tSe^fulF^^s’fi^L^ w in the highway of 

18 And when they had called to the 
lang, there cjrae out to them "Eliakim 
the son of Hilkiah, which was over the 
household, and Shehna the 7 scribe, and 
J oah the son of Asaph ^ the recorder. 

19 And Eab-shakeh said unto them, 
Speak ye now to Hezekiah, Thus saith 
the great king, the king of Assyria, 
What confidence is tliis wherein thou 
trustest ? 

20 Thou®sayest, (but they are hut i^vain 
words,) 11 J have counsel and strength for 
the war. Now on whom dost thou trust^ 
that thou rebellest against me? 

21 No^ behold, thou 12 trustest upon 
^e staff of this bruised reed, even upon 
Egypt, on which if a man lean, it will 
go mto his hand, and pierce it: so ts 
Pharaoh king of Egypt unto all that 
trust on him. 

22 But if ye say unto me, We trust in 
the Lord our God: is not that he, 
^hose high places and whose altars 
Hezekiah hath taken away, and hath 
said to Judali and Jerusalem, Ye shall 
worship before this altar in Jerusalem ? 

^ Now therefore, I pray thee, give 
14 pieces, to my lord the king of Assyria, 
and I will deliver thee two thousand 
horses, if thou be able PU thy part to set 
riders upon them. 
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24 How then wilt thou turn away the 
face of one captain of the least of my 
master’s servants, and put thy trust on 
E^rpt for chariots and for horsemen ? 

^ Am I now come up without the 
Lobd against this place to destroy it? 
The Loed said to mcj Go up against 
this land, and destroy it. 

26 Then said Eliakim the son of Hilkiah, 
and Shebna, and Joah, unto Eab-shakeh, 
Speak, I pray thee, to thy servants ®in 
the Syi'ian language ; for we understand 
it : and talk not with us in the Jews’ 
language in the ears of the people that 
are on the wall. 

27 But Rab-sliakeh said unto them, 
Hath my master sent me to thy master, 
and to thee, to speak these words? hath 
he not sent me to the men which sit on 
the wall, that they may eat their own 
dung, and drink ^ fcheir own piss with 
you? 

28 Then Eab-shakeh stood and cried 
with a loud voice in the Jews’ language, 
and spake, saying, Hear the word of the 
great king, the king of As™a : 

29 Thus saith the king, Let not Heze- 
kiah deceive you : for he shall not be able 
to deliver you out of his hand; 

30 Neither let Hezekiali make you trust 
in the Loed, saying. The Loed will 
surely deliver us, andT this city shall not 
be delivered into the hand of the king of 
Assyria 

31 Hearken not to Hezeldah : for thus 
saith the king of Assyria, ^Make an 
agreement with me by a present, and 
come out to me, and then eat ye every 
man ^’of his own vine, and every one of 
his fig tree, and drink ye every one the 
waters of his ^ cistern : 

32 Until 1 come and take you away to 

a land like your own land, ^a land of 
com and wine, a land of bread and vine- 
yards, a land of oU olive and of honey, 
that ye may live, and not die: and 
hearken not unto Hezekiah, when he 
5persuadeth you, saying. The Loed will 
deliver us. ! 

33 "Hath any of the gods of the nations 
delivered at all his land out of the hand 
of the king of Assyria? 

b- Where are the gods of ^Hamath, 
and of **Arpad? where are the gods of 
Scpharvaim, Hena, and Ivah? have they 
delivPied Samaria out of mine hand? 

35 Who are they among all the gods of 
the countries, that have delivered their 
country out of mine hand, that the Loed 
should deliver Jerusalem out of mine 
hand? 

36 But the people held their peace, and 
answered him not a word : for the king’s 
commandment was, saying, Answer him 
not. 

37 Then came Eliakim the son of 
Hilkiah, which 'was over the household, 
and Shebna the scribe, and Joah the son 
of Asaph the recorder, to Hezekiah *with 
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their clothes rent, and told him the 
words of Eab-shakeh. 

CHAPTER 19 

AND it came to pass, when king He- 
XJL zekiah heard tt, mat he rent his 
clothes, and “ covered himself with sack- 
cloth, and ^went into the house of the 
Loed. 

2 And he sent Eliakim, which was over 
the household, and Shehna the scribe, 
and the elders of the priests, covered 
with sackcloth, to Isaiah the prophet the 
son of Amoz. 

3 And they said unto him, Thus saith 
Hezekiah, This day is a day of trouble, 
and of rebuke, and ^ blasphemy : for the 
children are come to the birth, and there 
is not strength to bring forth. 

4 ‘^It may be the Loed thy God will 
hear all the words of Eab-shakeh, whom 
the king of Assyria his master hath sent 
‘^to reproach tlie living God; and will 
reprove the words which the Loed thy 
God hath heard : wherefore lift up thj/ 
prayer for /the remnant that are ^left. 

6 So the servants of king Hezekiah came 
to Isaiah. 

6 IT And Isaiah said unto them, Thus 
shall ye say to your master, Thus saith 
the Loed, Be not afraid of the words 
which thou hast heard, with which ‘^the 
servants of the king of Assyria have 
blasphemed me. 

7 Behold, will send a blast upon 
him, and he ^ shall hear a rumour, and 
shall return to his own land ; and I will 
cause him to fall by the sword in his 
own land. 

8 IT So Eab-shakeh retted, and found 

nah: for he ^ad heard^tS he was 
departed from ’"Lachish. 

9 And when he heard say of Tirhakah 
kin^ of Ethiopia, Behold, he is come out 
to fight against thee : he sent messengers 
again unto Hezekiah, saying, 

10 Thus shall ye speak to Hezekiah 
king of Judah, saying. Let not thy God 
®in whom thou trustest ^deceive thee, 
saying, Jerusalem shall not be delivered 
into the hand of the king of Assyria. 

11 Behold, thou hastlieard what the 
kings of Assyria have done to all lands, 
by destroying them utterly : and shalt 
thou be delivered? 

12 ®Have the gods of the nations de- 
livered them which my fathers have 
destroyed; as *Gozan, and “Haran, and 
Eezeph, and the children of "Eden which 
were in Thelasar? 

13 Where is the king of Hamath, 
the king of Arpad, and the king of the 
city of S^epharvaim, of Hena, and Ivah? 

14 ^ And Hezekiah received the ^letter 
of the hand of the messengers, and read 
it : and Hezekiah went up into the house 
of the Lobd, and spread it before the 
Loed, 
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16 And “Hezekiah prayed before the 
Lord, and said, 0 Lord God of Israel, 
which dweUest ^between the cherubims, 
thou art the God, even thou alone, of all 
the kingdoms of the earth; thou hast 
made heaven and earth. 

16 Lord, <*bow down thine ear, and 
hear : open, Lord, thine eyes, and see : 
and hear the words of Sennacherib, which 
hath sent him ®to reproach the living 
God. 

17 Of a truth, Lord, the kings of As- 
syria have destroyed the nations and 
tneir lands, 

18 And have ^cast their gods into the 
fire: for they wei^e no gods, but ^the 
work of mens hands, wood and stone* 
therefore they have destroyed tliem. 

19 Now therefore, O Lord our God, I 
beseech thee, save thou us out of hfe 
hand, * that all the kingdoms of the earth 
may know that thou art the Lord God, 
even thou only, 

20 IT Then Isaiah the son of Amoz sent 
to Hezekiah, sayi^. Thus saith the Lord 
God of Israel, That wliich thou hast 
prayed to me against Sennacherib king 
of Assyria *1 have heard. 

21 This is the word that the Lord hath 
moken concerning him ; The ® virgin the 
daughter of Zion hath despised thee, and 
lau^ied thee to scorn ; the daughter of 
Jerusalem hath shaken her head at thee. 

22 'Whom hast thou reproached and 
blasphemed? and against whom hast 
thou exalted thy voice, and lifted up 
thine eyes on high? even against ®the 
Holy One of Israel 

23 By ^thy messengers thou hast re- 
proached the Lord, and hast said. With 
the multitude of my chariots l am come 
up to the height of the mountains, to the 
aides of Lebanon, and will cut down the 
®tall cedar trees thereof, and the choice 
fir trees thereof : and I. will enter into the 
lodgings of his borders, and into the 
forest 7 of his Carmel 

24 I have digged and drunk strange 
waters, and with the sole of my feet 
have I dried up all the rivers of ^ besieged 
places. 

26 Hast thou not heard oolong ago how 
I have done it, and of ancient tunes that 
I have formed it ? now have I brought it 
to pass, that thou shouldest be to lay 
waste fenced cities into ruinous heaps. 

26 Therefore their inhabitants were ^-^of 
small power, they were dismayed and 
confounded; they were as the grass of 
the field, and as the green herb, as "the 
grass on the house tops, and as coim 
blasted before it be grown up. 

27 But I know thy abode, and thy 
going out, and thy coming in, and thy 
rage against me. 

28 Because thy ra^ against me and thy 
tumult is come up into mine ears, there- 
fore I wiQ put *my hook in thy nose, 
and my bridle in thy Ups, and I will 
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turn thee back by the way by which 
thou earnest. 

29 And this shall he a sign unto thee, 
Ye shall eat this year ®such things as 
grow of themselves, and in tiie second 
year tliat which springeth of the same ; 
and in the third year sow ye, and reap, 
and plant vineyards, and eat the fruits 
thereof. 

30 Amd the ^ remnant that is escaped of 
the house of Judah shall yet again take 
root downward, and hear fruit upward. 

31 For out of Jerusalem shaU go forth a 
remnank and 2 they that escape out of 
mount Zion : /the zeal of the Lord of 
hosts shall do this. 

, 32 Therefore thus saith the Lord con- 
I ceming the king of Assyria, He shall not 
come into this city, nor shoot an arrow 
there, nor come before it with sliield, nor 
*cast a bank against it. 

33 By the way that he came, by the 
same shall he return, and shall not come 
into this city, saith the Lord. 
i 34 For /I will defend this city, to save 
I it, for mine own sake, and *for my sei> 
vant David’s sake. 

35 t And ”*it came to pass that night, 
tliat "the angel of the Lord went out, 
and smote ^in the camp of the Assyrians 
an hundred fourscore and fi/e thousand : 

I and when they arose early in the morn- 
ing, behold, they were aU dead corpses. 

I 36 So Sennacherib king of Assyria de- 
I parted, and went and returned, and dwelt 
atNineveL 

j 37 And it came to pass, as he was wor- 
I sliipping in the house of Nisroch his go(^ 
that ^Adi’ammelech and Sharezer his 
sons smote him with the sword : and 
they escaped into the land of ® Armenia. 
And Esarhaddon his son reigned in his 
stead. 

CHAPTEK 20 

I N ® those days was Hezekiah sick unto 
death. And the prophet Isaiah the 
son of Amoz came to nim, and said unto 
him, Thus saith the Lord, ‘^Set thine 
house in order ; for thou shalt die, and 
not live. 

2 Then he turned his face to the wall, 
and prayed unto the Lord, saying, 

3 I beseech thee, 0 Lord, ^remember 
now how I have walked before thee in 
truth and with a perfect heart, and “have 
done that which is good in thy sight. 
And Hezekiah wept ^sore. 

4 And it came to pass, afore Isaiah was 
gone out into tlie middle court, that 
the word of the Lord came to him, 
saying, 

6 Turn again, and tell Hezekiah “'the 
captain of ray people, Thus saith the 
Lord, the God of David thy father, *I 
have heard thy prayer, I have seen ^ thy 
tears : behold, 1 will heal thee : on the 
third day thou shalt go up unto the 
house of the Lord. 
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6 And I will add unto thy days fifteen 
years ; and I will deliver thee and this 
city out of the hand of the king of As- 
syria; and will defend this city for 
mine own sake, and for my servant 
David’s sake. 

7 And ^Isaiah said. Take a lump of figs. 
And they took and laid it on the boil, 
and he recovered. 

8 H And Hezeldah said unto Isaiah, 
/Wliat ^hall he the sign that the Lord 
will heal me, and that I shall go up into 
the house of the Lord the third day? 

9 And Isaiah said, This sign shalt thou 
have of the Lord, that the Lord will do 
the thing that he hath spoken : shall the 
shadow go forward ten degrees, or go 
back ten degrees? 

10 And Hezekiah answered, It is a light 
thing for the shadow to go down ten 
degrees : nay, but let the shadow return 
backward ten degrees. 

11 And Isaiah the prophet cried unto 
the Lord : and he brought the shadow 
ten degrees backward, by wliich it had 
gone down in the ^dial of Ahaz. 

12 H ^ At that time ^Berodach-baladan, 
the son of Baladan, king of Babylon, sent 
letters and a present unto Hezekiah : foi 
he had heard that Hezekiah had been 
sick. 

13 And Hezekiah hearkened unto them, 
and shewed them all the house of his 
Sprecious tilings, the silver, and the gold, 
and the spices, and the precious ointment, 
andaW the house of his ^armour, and all 
that was found in his treasures: there 
was nothing in his house, nor in all his 
dominion, that Hezekiah shewed them 
not. 

14 IT Then came Isaiah the prophet unto 
king Hezekiah, and said unto him, What 
said these men? and from whence came 
they unto thee? And Hezekiah said. 
They are come from a far country, even 
from Babylon. 

15 And he said. What have they seen in 
thine house? And Hezekiah answered, 
All the things that are in mine house 
have they seen : there is nothing among 
my treasui-es that I have not shewed 
them. 

16 And Isaiah said unto Hezekiah, Hear 
the word of the Lord. 

17 Behold, the days come, that all that 
w in thine house, and that which thy 
fathers have laid up in store unto this 
day, /shall be carried into Babylon: 
nothing shall be left, saith the Lord. 

18 And of thy sons that shall issue from 
thee, wliich thou shalt beget, “'shall they 
take away ; and they shall be eunuchs in 
the palace of the king of Babylon. 

Then said Hezekiah unto Isaiah, 
^ l^ood %s the word of the Lord which 
thou hast spoken. And he said, ^Is it not 
? peace and truth be in my days ? 

20 1 ®And the rest of the acts of Heze- 
kiah, and all his might, and how he

CHAPTER 21 

ly/TANASSEH ^was twelve years old 
he began to reign, and reigned 
mty and five years in Jerusalem, And 
nis mother’s name was Hephzi-bah. 

2 And he did that which was evil in the 
sight of the Lord, after the abominations 
of the heathen, whom the Lord cast out 
before the children of Israel. 

3 For h^uilt up again the high places 

which Hezekiah nis father had de- 
coyed; and he reared up altars for 
Baal, and made a grove, *as did Ahab 
long of Israel ; and worshipped ^all the 
host of heaven, and served them. 

4 And-i^he built altars in the house of 
the Lord, of which the Lord said, * Tn 
J erusalem will I put my name. 

5 Amd he built altars for all the host of 
heaven^ ”^the two courts of the house 
of the Lord. 

6 And ”he made his son pass through 
the fire, and ® observed times, and 
enchantmentSj and dealt with ® familiar 
spirits and wizards: he wrought much 
wickedness in the sight of the Lord, to 
provoke him to anger. 

7 And he set a graven image of the 
grove that he had made in the house, 
of which the Lord said to David, and to 
Solomon his son, ’’In tliis house, and in 
J erusalem, which I have chosen out of 
all tribes of Israel, will I put my nama 
for ever : 

8 ^Neither will I make the feet of Israel 
move any more out of the land which 
I gave their fathers : only if they will 
observe to do according to all that I 
have commanded them, and according 
to all the law that my servant Moses 
commanded them. 

9 But they hearkened not : and Manasseh 
seduced them to do more evil than did 
the nations whom the Lord destroyed 
before the children of Israel. 

10 IT And the Lord spake by his sei> 
vants the prophets, saymg, 

11 ''Because Manasseh king of Judah 
hath done these abominations, “ami 
hath done wickedly above all that the 
Amorites did, which were before him, 
and hath made Judah also to sin with 
his idols : 

12 Therefore thus saith the Lord God 
of Israel, Behold, I am bringing such 
evil upon Jerusalem and Judah, tliat 
whosoever heareth of it, ^^both his ears 
shall tingle. 

13 And I will stretch over Jerusalem 
®the line of Samaria, and the plummet 
of the house of Ahab : and I will wl; 

L2 
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Jerusalem as a man wipeth a dish, 

1 wiping it. and turning it upside down. 

14 And I will forsake the remnant of 
mine inheritance, and deliver them into 
the hand of their enemies; and thev 
shall become a prey and a spoil to all 
their enemies: 

16 Because they have done that which 
was evil in my sight, and have provoked 
me to anger, since the day their fathers 
came forth out of Egypt, even unto this 
day. 

16 ® Moreover Manasseh shed innocent 
hlood very much, till he had filled Jeru- 
salem ®froni one end to another ; beside 
his sin wherewith he made Judah to sin, 
in doiim that which was evil in the sight 
of the JjOBD. 

17 H Now *the rest of the acts of Ma- 
nasseh, and all that he did, and his sin 
that he sinned, are they not written in 
the book of the chronides of the kings 
of Judah? 

18 And Manasseh slept with his fathers, 
and was buried in the garden of his own 
house, in the g^den of /Uzza; and 
Amon his son reigned in his stead. 

19 ^ Amon was twenty and two years 
old when he began to reign, and he 
reigned two yeai-s in Jerusalem. And 
his mother’s name was MeshuUemeth, 
the daughter of Haruz of Jotbah. 

20 And he did that which was evil in 
the sight of the Lokd, as his father 
Manasseh did. 

21 And he walked in all the way that 
his father walked in, and served the idols 
that his father served, and worshipped 
them: 

22 And he forsook the Lord God of his 
fathers, and walked not in the way of 
the Lord. 

23 H And the servants of Amon con- 
spired a^inst him, and slew the king in 
his own nouse. 

24 And the people of the land slew all 
them that had conspired against king 
Amon : and the people of the land made 
J osiah his son king m his stead. 

25 Now the rest of the acts of Amon 
which he did, are they not written in 
the book of the chronicles of the kings I 
of Judah ? 

26 And he was buried in his sepulchre 
»in the garden of Uzza : and Josiah his 
son reigned in his stead. 

CHAPTEE 22 

T OSIAH ^'was eight years old when he 
V began to reign, and he reigned thirty 
and one years m Jerusalem. And his 
mother’s name was J edidah, the daughter 
cf Adaiah of Boscath. 

2 And he did that which was right in 
the sight of the Lord, and walked in 
sSX the way of David his father, and 
turned not aside to the right hand or to 
thel^ 

3 Y ^And it came to pass in the eigb- 
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teenth year of king Josiah, that the king 
sent Shaphan the son of Azaliah, the son 
of Meshullam^ the scribe, to the house of 
the Lord, saying, 

4 Go up to Hilkiah the high priest, that 
he may sum the silver which is “brought 
into the house of the Lord, which the 
keepers of the 2 door have gathered of the 
people : 

5 And let them deliver it into the hand 
of the doers of the work, that have the 
oversight of the house of the Lord : and 
let them give it to the doers of the work 
which is in the house of the Lord, to 
repair the breaches of the house, 

6 Dnto carpenters, and builders, and 
masons, and to buy timber and hewn 
stone to rep^ the house. 

7 Howheit «*there was no reckoning 
made with them of the money that was 
delivered into their hand, because they 
dealt faithfully. 

8 H And HiDdah the high priest said 
unto Shaphan the scribe, ®I have found 
the book of the law in the house of the 
Lord. And Hilkiah gave the book to 
Shapham and he read it. 

9 And Shaphan the scribe came to the 
king, and brought the king word again, 
and said. Thy servants have ^gathered 
the money that was found in the house, 
and have delivered it into the hand of 
them that do the work, that have the 
oversight of the house of the Lord. 

10 And Shaphan the scribe shewed the 
king, saying, HilMah the priest hath 
delivered me a book. And Shaphan read 
it before the king. 

11 And it came to pass, when the king 
had heard the words of the book of the 
law, that he rent his clothes. 

12 And the king commanded Hilkiah 
the priest and * Ahikam the son of Sha- 


servant of the king’s, saying, 

13 ye, inquire of the Lord for me, 
and for^ the people, and for all Judah, 
concerning the words of this hook that is 
found : for meat is the wrath of the Lord 
that is kindled against us, because our 
fathers have not hearkened unto the 
words of tins book, to do according unto 
all that which is written concerning us. 

14 So Hilkiah the priest, and Ahikam, 
and Achbor, and Shaphan, and Asahiah, 
went unto Huldah the prophetess, the 
wife of Shallum the son of Tikvah, the 
son of Harhas, keeper of the ® wardrobe; 
(now she dwelt in Jerusalem ®in the 
college ;) and they communed -with her. 

15 1 And she said unto them Thus 
saith the Lord God of Israel, Ofell the 
man that sent you to me, 

16 Thus saith the Lord, Behold, I will 
bring evil upon this place, and upon the 
inhabitants thereof, even all the words of 
the book which the king of Judjah hath 
read: 
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17 " Because they have forsaken me, and 
have burned incense unto other gods, 
fliat they might provoke me to anger 
with all the works of their hands ; there- 
fore my wrath shall be kindled against 
this place, and shall not be quenched. 

18 But to the king of Judah which sent 
you to inquire of the Lord, thus shall ye 
say to him. Thus saith the Lord God of 
Israel, As touching the words which thou 
hast heard ; 

19 Because thine heart was tender, and 
thou hast ^humbled thyself before the 
Lord, when thou heardest what I spake 
against this place, and against the inha- 
bitants thereof, that they should become 
/a desolation and a curse, and hast rent 
thy clothes, and wept before me ; I also 
have heard thee, saitli the Lord. 

20 Behold therefore, I will gather thee 
unto to fathers, and thou ^shalt be 
gathered into thy grave in peace; and 
mine eyes sliall not see all the evil which 
I will bring upon this place. And they 
brought the king word again, 

CHAPTEE 23 

AND Hhe king sent, and they gathered 
Jlx. unto him all the elders of Judah 
and of Jerusalem. 

2 And the king went up into the house 
of the Lord, and all tlie men of Judah 
and all the inhabitants of Jerusalem with 
him, and the priests, and the prophets, 
and all the people, ^both small and great : 
and "he read m their ears all the words 
of tlie book of the covenant ® which was 
found in the house of the Lord. 

3 H And the king stood by s' a pillar, 
and made a covenant before the Lord, 
^■to walk after the Lord, and to keep 
his commandments and his testimonies 
and his statutes with all their heart and 
aU their soul, to perform the words of 
this covenant tliat were written in this 
book. And all the people stood to the 
covenant. 

4 And the king commanded Hilkiahthe 
high priest, and the priests ‘^of the second 
order, and the keepers of the door, to 
bring forth out of the temple of the 
Lord all the vessels that were made for 
“Baal, and for the grove, and for all the 
host of heaven: and he burned them 
without Jerusalem in the fields of 
dron, and carried the ashes of them unto 
Beth-el. 

6 And he ^put down the 8 idolatrous 
priests, whom the kings of Judah liad 
ordained to bum incense in the liigh 
places in the cities of Judah, and in the 
p^es round about Jerusalem ; them also 
that burned incense unto Baal, to the 
sun, and to the moon, and to the 8pla- 
net^ and to ^all the host of heaven, 

6 And he brought out the grove from 
the house of the Lord, without Jerusa- 
lem, unto the brook Kidron, and burned 
It at the brook Kidron, and stamped it 
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snmll to powder, and cast the powder 
thereof &upon the graves of the children 
of the people. 

7 And he brake down the houses of 
®the sodomites, that were by the house 
of the Lord, where the women wove 
1 hangings for the grove. 

8 And he brought all the priests out o£ 
the cities of Judah, and denied the high 
places where the priests had burned 
incense, from Geba to Beer-sheba, and 
brake down the high places of the gates 
that were in the entering in of the gate 
of Joshua the governor oir the city, which 
were on a man’s left hand at the gate of 
the city, 

9 ^Nevertheless the priests of the high 

E laces came not up to the altar of the 
jORD in Jerusalem, but they did eat 
of the imleavened bread among their 
brethren. 

10 And he defiled ^Topheth which is 
in the valley of the children of Hinnom, 
that no man might make his son or his 
daughter to pass through the fire to 
*Molech. 

11 And he took away the horses that 
the kings of Judah had given to the sun, 
at the entering in of the house of the 
Lord, by the chamber of Nathan-melech 
the 2 chamberlain, which was in the 
suburbs, and burned the chariots of the 
sun with fire. 

12 And the altars that were "*on the top 
of the upper chamber of Aliaz, which the 
kings of Judah had made, and the altars 
which -^Manasseh had made in the two 
courts of the house of the Lord, did the 
king beat down, and ^ brake them down 
from thence, and cast the dust of them 
into *the brook Kidron. 

13 And the high places that were before 
Jerusalem, which were on the right 
hand of ^the mount of cormption, winch 
Solomon the king of Israel had builded 
for Ashtoreth the abomination of the 
Zidonians, and for Chemosh the abomi- 
nation of the Moabites, and for Milcom 
the abomination of the children of Am- 
mon, did the king defile. 

14 And he brake in pieces the ® images, 
and cut down the groves, and filled their 
places with the bones of men. 

15 H Moreover the altar that was at 
Beth-el, and the high place “’which 
Jeroboam the son of Nebat, *who made 
Israel to sin, liad made, both that altar 
and the high place he brake down, and 
burned the high place, and stamped it 
small to powder, and burned the grove. 
16 And as Josiah turned himself, he 
spied the sepulchres that were there in 
the mount, and sent, and took the bones 
out of the sepulchres, and burned them 
upon the altar, and polluted it, * accord- 
ing to the word of the Lord which the 
man of God proclaimed, who proclaimed 
these words. 

17 Then he said. What title is that that 
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I^see? And the men of the city told 
him. It is ®the sepulchre of the man of 
God, which came from Judah, and pro- 
claimed these things that thou hast done 
against the altar of Beth-el. 

18 And he said, Let him alone ; let no 
man move his bones. So they let his 
bones ^ alone, with the bones ®of the 
prophet that came out of Samaria. 

19 And all the houses also of the high 
places that were in the cities of Samaria, 
which the kings of Israel had made to 
provoke the Lord to anger, Josiah took 
away, and did to them according to all 
the acts that he had done in Beth-el. 

20 And he 3 slew all the priests of the 
high places that were there upon the 
altars, and /burned men’s bones upon 
theim and returned to Jerusalem. 

21 If And the king commanded all the 
people, saying, ^*Keep the passover unto 
the Lord your God, ^as it is written in 
^the book of this covenant. 

22 2 Surely there was not holden such a 
passover from the days of the iudges that 
judged Israel, nor in all the days of tlie 
kin^of Israel, nor of the kings of Judah *, 

23 But in ihe eighteenth year of king 
Josialu io/ierem this passover was holden 
to theliORD in Jerusalem. 

24 ^ Moreover the workers with fami- 
liar spirits, and the wizards, and the 
3 images, and the idols, ^ aiid all the 
aboimnations tliat were spied in the land 
of Jud^ and in Jerusalem, did Josiah 
put away, that he might perform "the 
words of the law wliich were written in 
the book that Hilkiah the priest found 
!n the house of the Lord. 

25 *And like unto him was there no 

king before him, tliat turned to the Lord 
with all his heart, and with all his soul, 
and ^with all his might, according to all 
the law of Moses; neither after him 
arose there any like him. i 

26 ^ Notwithstanding the Lord turned ' 
not from the fierceness of his great 
wrath, wherewith liis anger was kindled 
against Judah, "because of all the ^ pro- 
vocations that Manasseh had provoked 
him withal. 

27 And the Lord said, I will remove 
Judah also out of my sight, as *I have 
removed Israel, and will cast off this city 
Jerusalem which I have chosen, and the 
house of which I said, My name shall be 
there. 

28 Now the rest of the acts of Josiah, 
and all that he did, are they not written 
in the book of the chronicles of the kings 
of Judah? 

29 T *In his days "Pharaoh-nechoh 
king of Egypt went up gainst the king 
of Assyrk to the river Euphrates ; and 
king Josiah went against him ; and he 
slew him at <*Megiddo, when he had 
seen him. 

30 "And his servants carried him in a 
diariot/dead from Megiddo, and brought 
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him to Jerusalem, and buried him in his 
own sepidchre. And *the people of the 
land took Jehoahaz the son of Josiah, 
and anointed him, and made him king 
in his father’s stead. 

31 % 1 Jehoahaz was twenty and three 
years old when he began to reign ; and 
he reigned three months in Jerusalem. 
And his mother’s name was Hamutal, 
the daughter of Jeremiah of Libnal^ ^ 

32 And he did that which was evil in 
the sight of the Lord, according to all 
that ms fathers had done. 

33 And Pharaoh-nechoh put liim in 

bands at ‘^Eibl^ in the land of "Ha- 
math, 4 that he might not reign in Je- 
rusalem ; and ®put the land to a tribute 
of ‘^an hundred talents of silver, and a 
talent of gold. , , , . 

34 And Pharaoh-nechoh made Eliakim 
the son of Josiah king in the room of 
Josiah his father, and y turned his name 
to Jehoiakim, and took Jehoahaz away : 
and he came Egypt, and died there, 

35 And Jehoiakim gave the silver and 
the gold to Pharaoh ; but he taxed the 
land to give the money according to the 
commandment of Pharaoh : he exacted 
the silver and the gold of the people of 
the land, of eveiy one according to his 
taxation, to give it unto Pharaoh-nechoh. 

36 1i "Jehoiakim was twenty and five 
years old when he began to reign ; and 
he reigned eleven years in Jerusalem, 
And ms mother’s name was Zebudah, 
the daughter of Pedaiah of Rumah. 

37 ^ And he did that which was evil in 
the si^it of the Lord, according to all 
that his fathers had done. 


CHAPTER 24 

r r ^his days Nebuchadnezzar king of 
Babylon came up, and Jehoiakim 
became his servant * three years : then he 
turned and rebelled against him. 

2 “And the Lord sent against him 
bands of the Chaldees, and bands of the 
Syiians, and bands of tlie Moabites, and 
bands of the children of Ammon, and 
sent them against Judah to destroy it, 
according to the word of the Lord, wliich 
he spake ^hy his servants the prophets. 

3 Surely at the commandment of the 
Lord came this upon Judah, to remove 
them out of his sight, ^for the sins of 
Manasseh, according to all tliat he did ;

the son of Hasliabiali, of the sons of 
Merari; 

16 And Bakbakkar, Heresh, and Galal, 
and Mattaniah the son of Micali, the son 
of Zichri, the son of Asaph ; 

16 And Obadiah the son of Shemaiah, 
the son of Galal, the son of Jeduthun, 
and Berechiah the son of Asa, the son of 
l^kanah, that dwelt in the villages of 
the Netophatliites. 

17 And the porters were, Shallum, and 
Akkub, and Talmon, and Ahimanj and 
their bi*ethren : Shallum was the chief ; 

18 Who liitherto waited in ^ the king’s 
gate eastward : they were porters in the 
companies of the children of Levi. 

19 And Shallum the son of Kore, the 
son of Ebiasaph, the son of Korali, and 
his brethren, of the house of his father, 
the Korahites, were over the work of 
5ie service, keepers of the Agates of the 
tabernacle : and their fathers, being over 
the host of tlie Lord, were keepers of 
the entry. 

20 And Phinehas the son of Eleazax was 
the ruler over them in time past, a^nd 
the Lord %oas with him. 

21 And Zecliariah the son of Meshe- 
lemiah was porter of the door of the 
tabernacle of the congregation, 

22 AU these which were chosen to be 
porters in the gates were two hundred 
and twelve. These were reckoned by 
their genealogy in their villages, whom 
David and Samuel /the seer "^did ordain 
in their ®set office. 

23 So they and their childi*en had the 
oversight of the gates of the house of the 
Lord, namely, the house of the taber- 
nacle, by wards. 

24 In lour quarters were the porters, 
toward the east, west, north, and soutli, 

25 And their brethren, which were *in 
their villages, were to come ’^after seven 
days from time to time with them. 

26 For these Levites, the four cliief po^ 
ters, were in their ^set office, and were 
over the ^ chambers and treasuries of the 
house of God. 

27 ^ And they lodged round about the 
house of God, because the charge woji 
upon them, and the opening thereof 
every morning pertained to them. 

28 And certain of them had the chaige 
of the ministering vessels, that they 
should bring them in ^^and out by 
tale. 

29 Borne of them also were appomted 
to oversee the vessels, and all the in- 
struments of the sanctuary, and the fine 
flour, and the wine, and the oil, and the 
frankincense, and the spices. 

30 And some of the sons of the priests 
made the ointment of the spices. 

31 And Mattithiah, one of the Levites, 
who wets the firstborn of Shallum the 
Kordhite, had the ®set office over the i 
tilings that were made ^^in the pans. jiaipiatea, 

32 And other of their brethren, of the ( or, slices. 
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sons of the Kohathitee, were over the 
1 shewbread, to prepare it every sabbath. 

33 And these are “the singers, chief of 
the fathers of the Levites, who remain- 
ing in the chambers were free ; for ^they 
were employed in that work ®day and 
night. 

34 These chief fathers of the Levites 
were chief throughout their generations ; 
these dwelt at Jerusalem. 

35 IT ® And in Gibeon dwelt the father of 
Gibeon, Jehiel, whose wife’s name was 
Maachah : 

36 And his firstborn son Abdon, then 
Zur, and Kish, and Baal, and Ner, and 
Nadab, 

37 And Gedor, and Ahio, and Zecha- 
riah, and Mikloth. 

38 And Mikloth begat Shimeam. And 
they also dwelt with their brethren at 
Jerusalem, over against their brethren. 

39 ®And Ker begat Kish; and Kish 
begat Saul ; and Saul begat Jonathan, 
and Malchi-shua, and Abinadab, and 
Esh-baal. 

40 And the son of Jonathan was Merib- 
baal : and Merib-baal begat Micah.

CHAPTEE 10 

VTOW ^'the Philistines fought against 
X\ Israel ; and the men of Israd fled 
from before the Philistines, and fell 
down 6 slain in mount Gilboa. 

2 And the Philistines followed hard 
after Saul, and after his sons: and the 
Pliilistines slew Jonathan, and ® Ahina- 
dab, and Malchi-shua, the sons of Saul. 

3 And the battle went sore against Saul, 
and the ^archers i^hit him, and he was 
wounded of the archers. 

4 Then said Saul to his armourbearer. 
Draw thy sword, and thrust me tlirough 
therewith ; lest these uncircumcised come 
and 12 abuse me. But his armourbearer 
would not; for he was sore afraid. So 
Saul took a sword, and fell upon it. 

5 And when his armourbearer saw that 
Saul was detui, he fell likewise on the 
sword, and died. 

6 So Saul died, and his three sons, and 
all his house died together. 

7 And when all tlie men of Israel that 
were in the valley saw that they fled, and 
that Saul and his sons were dead, then 
they forsook their cities and fled : and 
the Philistines came and dwelt in them, 
8 % And it came to pass on the morrow, 
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when the Philistines came to strip the 
slain, that they found Saul and his sons 
fallen in mount Gilboa. 

9 And when they had stripped him, 
they took his head, and his armour, and 
sent into the land of the Philistines round 
about, to carry tidings unto their idols, 
and to the people. 

10 And they put his armour in the house 
of their gods, and fastened his head in 
the temple of Dagon. 

11 ^ And when all Jabesh-gilead heard 
all that the Philistines had done to Saul, 

12 They arose, all the valiant men, and 
took away the body of Saul, and the 
bodies of his sons, and brought them to 
Jabesh, and buried their bones under 
^the oak in Jabesh, and fasted seven days, 

13 IT So Saul died for his transgression 
which he ® committed against the Loed, 

against the word of the Loed, which 
he kept not, and also for asking counsel 
of one that had a familiar spirit, to in- 
quire of it} 

14 And mquired not of the Loed : 
therefore he slew him, and turned the 
kingdom unto David the son of 7 Jesse. 

CHAPTEE 11 

rpHEN ^all Israel ^thered themselves 
-L to David unto Hebron, saying, Be- 
hold, we are thy bone and thy flesh. 

2 And moreover time past, even 
when Saul was king, thou wast he that 
leddest out and broughtest in Israel : and 
the Loed thy God said unto thee. Thou 
shalt 9 feed my people Israel, and thou 
shalt be ruler over my people Israel. 

3 Therefore came all the elders of Israel 
to the king to Hebron ; and David made 
a covenant with them in Hebron before 
the Loed ; and they anointed David king 
over Israel, ® according to the word of 
the Loed i^by Samuel. 

4 H And David and all Israel went to 
Jerusalem, which is Jehus ; where the 
Jebusites were, the inhabitants of the 
land. 

5 And the inhabitants of Jebus said 
to David. Thou shalt not come hither. 
Nevertheless David took the castle of 
Zion, which is the city of David. 

6 And David said, T^osoever smiteth 
the Jebusit^ first “shall be ^ chief and 
captain. So Joab the son of Zeruiah 
went first up, and was chief. 

7 And David dwelt in the castle ; there- 
fore they called i^it the city of David. 

8 And he built the city round about, 
even from Millo round aoout : and Joab 
i®repaired the rest of the city. 

9 So David ^7 waxed greater and greater : 
for the Loed of hosts vjas with him. 

10 IT ** These also are the chief of the 
mighty men whom David had, who 
"strei^hened themselves with him in 
his kingdom, and with all Israel, to 
malm Mm kmg, accordii^ to the word 
of the Loed concerning IsiaeL 
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11 And this is the number of the mighty 
men whom David had ; Jashobeam, ^an 
Hachmonite, the cMef of the captains: 
he lifted up his spear agamst three hun- 
dred slain oy him at one time. 

12 And Mter him was Eleazar tlie son 
of Dodo, the Ahohite, who was one of 
the three mighties. 

13 He was with David at ^ Pas-damminL 
and there the Philistines were gathered 
together to battle, where was a parcel of 
ground full of barle:n .a^d the people 
fled from before the Philistines. 

14 And they ®set themselves in the 
midst of that parcel, and delivered it, and 
slew the Philistines : and the Loed saved 
them by a great ^ deliverance. 

15 IT Now s three of the thirty captains 

went down to the rock to David, into the 
cave of Adullam; and the host of the 
Philistines encamped in the vaUey of 
Rephaim. , , , , 

16 And David was then in the hold, 

and the PMlistines’ ganrison was then at 
Beth-lehem. , , 

17 And David longed, and said. Oh that 
one would give me drink of the water of 
the well 01 Beth-lehem, .that is at the 
gate! 

18 And the three brake through the 
host of the Philistines, and drew water 
out of the well of Beth-lehem. tliat was 
by the gate, and took it, and brought it 
to David : but David would not drink cf 
it, but poured it out to the Ided, 

19 And said. My God forbid it me, tlwt 
I should do this thing : shall I drink the 
blood of these men iothat have put their 
lives in jeope^y? for with the wopardy 
of their lives they brought it Therefore 
he would not drink it. These things did 
these three mightiest. 

20 TF And Abishai the brother of J oab, 
he was chief of the three : for lifting up 
his spear against three hundred, he slew 
them, and had a name among the three. 

21 Of the three, he was more honour- 
able than the two ; for he was their cap- 
tain: howbeit he attained not to the 


first three. 

22 Benaiah the son of Jehoiada, the son 
of a valiant man of Kabzeel, 12 who had 
done many acts: he slew two lionlike 
men of Moab : also he went down and 
slew a lion in a pit in a snowy day. 

23 And he slew an Egyptian, a man of 
great stature, five cubits Mgh; and in 

the Egyptian’s hand was a spear like a 
weavers beam; and he went down to 
him with a staff, and plucked the spear 
out of the Egyptian’s hand, and slew 
him with his own spear. 

24 These things did Benaiah the son of 
Jehoiada, and had the name among the 
three mighties. 

25 Behold, he was honourable among 
the thirty, but attained not to. the first 
three : and David set him over his guard. 

26 ? Also the valiant men of the armies 
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M?ere, Asahel the brotlier of Joab, El- 
hanan the son of Dodo of Beth-lehem, 

27 iShaimnoth the ^Harorite, Helez the 
sPelonite. 

28 Ira the son of Ikkesh the Tekoite, 
Abi-ezer the Antothite, 

29 ^Sibbecai the Hushathite, ^Uai the 
Ahohite, 

30 Maharai the Ketophathite, ^Heled 
the son of Baanali the Netophathite, 

31 Ithai the son of Ribai of Gibeah, mat 
pertained to tlie children of Benjamin, 
Benaiah the Pirathonite,

7 And Joelak and Zebadiah, the sons 
of Jeroham of Gedor. 

8 And of the Gadites there separated 
themselves unto David into the hold to 
the wilderness men of might, and men 

war jit for the battle, that could 
handle shield and buckler, whose faces 
were like the faces of lions, and were 8 as 
swift as the roes upon the mountains ; 

9 Ezer the first, Obadiah the second, 
Eliab the third, 

10 Mishmannah the fourth, Jeremiah 
the fifth, 

11 Attai the sixth, Eliel the seventh, 

12 Johanan the eighth, Elzabad the 
ninth, 

13 Jeremiah tlie tenth, Machbanai the 
eleventh. 

14 These were of the sons of Gad, 
captains of the host : one of the least 
was over an hundred, and the greatest 
over a thousand. 

15 These are they that went over Jordan 
in the first month, when it had over- 
flown all his banks; and they put to 
flight all them of the valleys, hath toward 
the east, and toward the west. 

16 And there came of the children of Ben- 
jamin and J udah to the hold unto David. 

17 And David went out 20 to meet them, 
and answered and said unto them, If ye 
be come peaceably unto me to help me, 
mine heart shall 21 be knit unto you : but 
if ye he come to beti*ay me to mine 
enemies, seeing there is no 22 wron 2 in 
mine hands, the God of our fathers look 
thereon, and rebuke it. 

18 Then the spirit ^ came ui)on “Amasai, 
who was chief of the captains, and he 
said. Thine are we, David, and on thy 
side, tliou son of Jesse : peace, peace he 
unto thee, and peace he to thine helpers : 
for thy God hdpeth thee. Then David 
received them, and made them captains 
of the band. 

19 And there fell some of Manassen to 
David, ® when he came with the Philis- 
tines against Saul to battle; but they 
helped them not: for the lords of the 
Plulistines upon advisement sent him 
away, saying. He will fall to his master 
Saul 26 to the jeopardy of our heads, 

20 As he went to Ziklag, there fell to 
him of Manasseli, Adnah, and Jozabad, 
and Jediael, and Michael, and Jozabad, 
and Elihu, and Zilthai, captains of the 
thousands that were of Manasseh. 

21 And they helped David ^Sagaiust “^the 
hand of the rovers: for they wei'e all 
mighty men of valour, and were captains 
in the host. 

22 For at that time day by day there 
came to David to help him, until it was 
a great host, like the host of God. 

23 H And these are the numbers of the 
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1 bands that were ready armed to the 
■war, aiid **came to David to Hebron, to 
turn the kingdom of Saul to him, accord- 
ing to the word of the Lord. 

24 The children of Judah that bare 
shield and spear were six thousand and 
eight hundred^ ready farmed to the war. 
^ Of the children of Simeon, mighty 
men of valour for the war, seven thou- 
sand and one hundred. 

26 Of the children of Levi four thousand 
and six hundred. 

27 And Jehoiada was the leader of the 
Aaronites, and with him were three thou- 
sand and seven hundred ; 

28 And Zadok, a young man miglity of 
valour, and of his father’s house twenty 
and two captains. 

29 And of the children of Benjamin, the 
kindred of Saul, three thousand: for 

hitherto 7 the greatest part of them had 
kept the ward of the house of Saul. 

30 And of the children of Ephraim 
twenty thousand and eight hundred, 
mighty men of valour, ^famous through- 
out the house of their fathers. 

31 And of the half tribe of Manasseh 
eighteen thousand, which were expressed 
by na m e, to come and make David king. 

S2 And of the children of Issachar, 
which were men that had understanding 
of the times, to know what Israel ought 
to do ; the heads of them ^oere two hun- 
dred; and all their brethren wei'e at their 
commandment. 

33 Of Zebulun, such as went forth to 
battle, Inexpert in war, with all instru- 
ments of war, fifty thousand, which could 
^keep rank ; they were ^^not of double 
heart. 

34 And of Naphtali a thousand captains, 
and with them with shield and spear 
thirty and seven thousand. 

35 And of the Danites expert in war 
twenty and eight thousand and six hun- 
dred. 

36 And of Asher, such as went forth to 
battle, Inexpert in war, forty thousand. 

37 And on the other side of Jordan, of 
the Eeubenites, and the Gadites, and of 
the half tribe of Manasseh, with all man- 
ner of instruments of war for the battle, 
an hundred and twenty thousand. 

38 All these men of war, that could 

rank, came with a peiiect heart to 
Hebron, to make David king over all 
Israel: and all the rest also of Israel 
were of one heart to make David king. 
^ And there they were with David 
tiiree days, eating and drinking : for their 
brethren had prepared for them. 

40. Moreover they that were nigh them, 
^en unto Issachar and Zebulun and 
Naphtali, brought bread on asses, and on 
camels, and on mules, and on oxen, and 
^meat^ meal, cakes of figs, and bunches 
of raisms, and winu and oil, and oxen, 
md ^eep abundantly : for there was joy

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CHAPTEE 13 

AND David consulted with the captains 
of thousands and hundreds, and 
with every leader. 

2 And David said unto all the con- 
gregation of Israel, If it seem good unto 
you, and that it he of the Lord out God, 
let us 3 send I abroad unto our brethren 
every where, that are left in all the land 
of Israel, and with them also to the 
priests and Levites which are ^in their 
cities and suburhs, that they may gather 
themselves unto us: 

3 And let us ^hring again the ark of our 
God to us : for * we inquired not at it in 
the days of Saul. 

4 And all the congregation said that 
they would do so: for the thing was 
right in the eyes of all the people. 

5 So David gathered all Israel together, 
from Shihor of Egypt even unto the 
entering of Hemath, to bring the ark of 
God from <*K!irjath-jeariin. 

6 ®And David went up, and all Isr^ 
to /Baalah, that is. to Kjrjath-jearim, 
which belonged to Judali, to bring up 
thence the ark of God the Lord, that 
dwelleth between the cherubims, whose 
name is called on it. 

7 And they 9 carried the ark of God in a 
new cart out of the house of Abinadab ; 
and Uzza and Ahio diave the cart. 

8 And David and all Israel played be- 
fore God with all their might, and with 
lOsinging, and with harps, and with psal- 
teries, and with timbrels, and with cym- 
bals, and with trumpets. 

9 IF And when they came unto the 
threshingfloor of i-^Chidon, Uzza put 
forth his hand to hold the ark; for the 
oxen stumbled. 

10 And the anger of the Lord was 
kindled against Uzza, and he smote him, 
because he put his hand to the ark : and 
there he died before God. 

11 And David was displeased, because 
the Lord had made a breach upon Uzza : 
wherefore that place is called ^'^Perez- 
uzza to tliis day. 

12 And David was afraid of God that 
day, saying. How shall I bring the ark of 
God home tome? 

13 So David isijrought not the ark 
home to himself to the city of David, but 
carried it aside into the house of Obed- 
edom the Gittite. 

14 And the ark of God remained with 
the family of Obed-edom in his house 
three months. And the Lord blessed 
the house of Obed-edom, and aU that he 
had. 


CHAPTEE 14 

^Vr 0 W ^ Hiram king of Tyre sent mes- 
sengers to David, and timber of 
cedars, with masons and carpenters, to 
build him an house. 

2 And David perceived that the Lobb 
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had confirmed him king over Israel, for 
his kingdom was lifted up on high, 
because of his people Israel 

3 ^ And David took ^more wives at 
Jerusalem : and David begat more sons 
and daughters. 

4 Now *these are the names of his 
children which he had in Jerusalem:

hand? And the Lord said unto him, Go 
up ; for I will deliver them into tliine 
hand. , ^ . 

11 So they came up to Baal-perazim ; 
and David smote them them. Then 
David said, God hath broken in upon 
mine enemies by mine hand like the 
breaking forth of waters : therefore they 
called the name of that place ^Daal- 
perazim. 

12 And when they had left their gods 
there, David gave a commandment, and 
they were ^burned with fire. 

13 And the Philistines yet again spread 
themselves abroad in the valley. 

14 Therefore David inquired again of 
God; and God said unto him. Go not up 
after them ; turn away from them, and 
come upon them over against the mul- 
berry trees. 

15 And it shall be, when thou shall 
hear a sound of going in the tops of the 
mulberry trees, that then thou shall go 
out to battle : for God is gone forth before 
thee to smite the host of the Philistines. 

16 David therefore did as God com- 
manded him : and they smote the host 
of the Philistines from ^Gibeon even to 
Gazer 

17 And the fame of David went out into 
all lands; and the Lord brought ®the 
fear of him upon all nations. 

CHAPTER 15 

AND David made him houses in the 
jCa. city of David, and prepared a place 
for the ark of God, and ^pitched for Jt a 
tent 

2 Then David said, ^None ought to 
cany the ®ark of God but the Levites; 
for them hath the Lord chosen to carry 
the ark of God, and to minister unto 
him for ever. 

3 And David 'gathered all Israel to- 
gether to Jerusal^ to bring up the ark

6 Of the sons of “Kohath; Uriel the 
chief, and his 2 brethren an hundred and 
twenty : 

6 Of the sons of Merari; Asaiah the 
chief, and his brethren two hundred and 
twenty : 

7 Of the sons of Gershom; Joel the 
cliief, and his brethren an hundred and 
thirty : 

8 Of the sons of ^Elizaphan ; Shemaiah 
the cliief, and his brethren two hundred : 

9 Of the sons of Hebron; EUel the 
chief, and his bretliren fourscore : 

10 Of the sons of Uzziel ; Aimninadab 
the chief, and his brethren an hundred 
and twelve. 

11 And David called for /Zadok and 
^ Abiathar the priests, and for the Levites, 
for Uriel, Asaiah, and Joel, Shemaiah, 
and Eliel, and Ainminadab, 

12 And said unto them, Te are the 
chief of the fathers of the Levites ; sanc- 
tify yourselves, both ye and your brethren, 
that ye may bring up the ark of the 
Lord God of Israel unto the place that 

have prepared for it. 

IS Eor because ye did it not at 'the 
first, the Lord out God made a breach 
upon us, for that we sought him not 
after the due order. 

14 So the priests and the Levites sancti- 
fied themselves to bring up the ark of the 
Lord God of Israel. 

15 And the cliildren of the Levites hare 
the ark of God upon their shoulders with 
the-? staves thereon, as* Moses command- 
ed according to the word of the Lord. 

16 And David spake to the chief of the 
Levites to appomt their brethren to be 
the singers with instruments of musick, 
psalteries and harps and cymbals, sound- 
ing, by lifting up the voice with joy. 

17 So the Levites appomted ^Heman 
the son of Joel; and of his brethren, 
’"Asaph the son of Berechiah; and of the 
sons of Merari their brethr^, "Ethan 
the son of Kushaiah : 

18 And with them their brethren of the 

second degree, Zechariah, Bern and Jaa- 
ziel, and Shemiramoth, and Jehiel, and 
Unni, Eliab, and Benaiah, and Maaseiah, 
and Mattithiah, and Elipheleh, and Mik- 
neiah, and Obed-edom, and Jeiel, the 
porters. ^ ^ 

19 So the singers, Heman, Asaph, and 
Ethan, were appointed to sound with 
cymbals of brass ; 

20 And Zechariah, and Aziel, and Sne- 
miramoth, and Jehiel, and Unni, and 
Eliab, and Maaseiah, and Benaiah, with 
psalteries on ** Alamoth ; 

21 And Mattithiah, and Elipheleh, and 
Mikneiah, and Obed-edom, and Jeiel 
and Azaziah, with harps 7 on the Shemi- 
nith to excel 
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22 And ChenaniaJi, chief of the Levites, 

for ^song : he instructed about the 
2song, because he was skilful 

23 And Berechiah and Elkanah were 
doorkeepers for the ark. 

24 And ShebanialL and Jehoshaphat, 
and Nethaneel, and Amasai, and Ze- 
chariah, and Benaiah, and Eliezer, the 
priests, did blow *with the trumpets 
before the ark of God : and Obed-eaom 
and J ehiab were doorkeepers for the ark. 

25 t So ‘'David, and the elders of Israel, 
and the captains over thousands, went to 
bring up the ark of the covenant of the 
Lokd out of the house of Obed-edom 
with joy. 

26 And it came to pass, when Gk)d 
helped the Levites that bare the ark of 
the covenant of the Lord, that they 
ofi'ered seven bullocks and seven rams. 

27 And David was clothed with a robe 
of /fine linen, and all the Levites that 
bare the ark, and the singers, and Che- 
naniah the master of the ^song with the 
singers : David also had upon him an 
ephod of linen. 

28 Thus all Israel brought up the ark of 
the covenant of the Lord with shouting, 
and with sound of the comet, and with 
trumpets, and with cymbals, making a 
noise with psalteries and harps. 

29 1 * And it came to pass, as the ark of 
the covenant of the Lord came to the 
city of David, that Michal the daughter 
of Saul looking out at a window saw 
king David dancing and playing: and 
she despised him in her heart. 

CBAPTER 16 

S O they brought the ark of God, and 
set it in the midst of the tent that 
David had pitched for it : and they of- 
fered burnt sacrifices and peace ofierings 
before God. 

2 And when David had made an end of | 
offering the burnt offerings and the peace 
offerings, he blessed the people in the 
name of the Lord. 

3 And he dealt to every one of Israel, 
both man and woman, to every one a 
loaf of bread, and a good piece of flesh, 
and a flagon 

4 ^ And he appointed certain of the 
Levites to minister before the ark of the 
Lord, and to ^record, and to thank and 
praise the Lord God of Israel : 

5 Asaph the chief, and next to him 
Zechariah, Jeiel, and Shemiramoth, and 
3'ehiel, and Mattithiah, and Ehab, and 
Benaiah, and Obed-edom : and:Jeiel ® with 
psalteries and with harps: but Asaph 
made a sound with cymbals; 

6 Benaiah also and Jahaziel the priests 
with trumpets continually before the ark 
of the covenant of God. 

7 H Then on that day David delivered 
® first this psalm, to thank the Lord into 
the hand of Asaph and Ms brethreiL 
8 ^Give thanks unto the Lord, call 
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upon his name, ®make known Ms deeds 
among the people. 

9 Sing unto him, sing psalms unto Mm, 
talk ye of all his wondrous works. 

10 Glory ye in his holy name : let the 
heart of them rejoice that seek the Lord. 

11 Seek the Lord and his strength, seek 
his face continually. 

12 Eemember inis marvellous works 
that he hath done, his wonders, and the 
judgments of his mouth ; 

13 O ye seed of Israel his servant, ye 
cliildren of Jacob, Ms chosen ones. 

14 He is the Lord our God ; Ms judg- 
ments are in all the earth. 

15 Be ye min dful always of Ms cove- 
nant ; the word which he commanded to 
a thousand generations ; 

16 Even of the covenant ®wMch he 
made with Abraham, and of his oath 
unto Isaac ; 

17 And hath confirmed the same to 
Jacob for a law, and to Israel for an 

covenant,

19 When ye were but ^few, even a few, 
and strangers in it. 

20 Amd when they went from nation to 
nation, and from one kingdom to another 
people ;

22 Saymg^ Touch not mine anointed, 
and do my prophets no harm. 

23 <Sing unto the Lord, all the eai-th ; 
shew forth from day to day Ms salvation. 

24 Declare Ms glory among the heathen ; 
Ms marvellous works among all nations. 

25 For great is the Lord, and greatly to 
be praised : he also is to be feared -^’above 
all gods. 

26 For all the gods of the people are 
idols : but the Lord made the heavens. 

27 Glory and honour cure in his presence ; 
strength and gladness are in his place. 

28 Give unto the Lord, ye kindreds of 
the people, give unto the Lord glory 
and strength. 

29 Give unto the Lord the glory due 
unto Ms name: bring an oflering, and 
come before him : worship the Lord in 
Hhe beauty of holiness. 

30 Fear before him, all the earth: the 
world also shall be stable, that it be not 
moved. 

31 Let the heavens be glad, and let the 
earth rejoice : and let men say among 
the nations, The Lord reigneth. 

32 "Let the sea roar, and the fulness 
thereof: let the fields rejoice, and all 
that is therein. 

33 Then shall the trees of the wood sing 
out at the presence of the Lord, because 
h<3 cometh to judge the earth. 

34 0 give thanks unto the Lord ; for he 
is good ; for Ms mercy mdureth for ever. 
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35 And say ye, "Save us, 0 God of our 
salvation, and gather us together, and 
deliver us from the heathen, that we may 
give than^ to thy holy name, and glory 
HI thy praise, 

36 & Blessed he the Lobd God of Israel 
for ever and ever. "And all the people 
said, Amen, and praised the Lord. 

37 t So he left there ^before the ark of 
the covenant of the Lord Asaph and his 
brethren, to minister before the ark con- 
tinually, as every day’s work required : 

is Ana Obed-edom with their bretliren, 
tlireescore and eight; Obed-edom also 
the sou of Jeduthun and Hosah to be 
porters : 

39 And Zadok the priest, and Ins bre- 
thren the priests, before the tabernacle 
of the Lord “in the high place that was 
at Gibeon, 

40 To offer burnt offerings imto the 
Lord upon /the altar of the burnt offer- 
ing ^continually ^ morning and evening, , 
and to do according to all that is written ! 
in the law of the Lord, which he com- 
nianded Israel ; 

41 And with them Heman and Jedu- 
thun, and the rest that were chosen, who 
were expressed by name, to give thanks 
to the Lord, « because his mercy en- 
dwreth for ever: 

42 And with them Heman and Jedu- 
thun with trumpets and cymbals for 
liose that should make a sound, and 
with musical instruments of God. And 
the sons of Jeduthun were ^porters. 

43 /And all the people departed every 
man to his house : and David returned 
to bless his house. 
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CH^PTEE 17 
VTOW *it came to pass, as David sat 
in his house, tliat David said to 
Nathan the prophet, Lo, I dwell in an 
house of cedars, but the ark of the co- 
venant of the Lord remaineth under 
curtains. 

2 Then Nathan said unto David. Do all 
that is in thine heart ; for God is with 
thee. 

3 ^ And it came to pass the same 

night, that the word of God came to 
Nath^ saying, ^ 

4 Go and tell David my servant. Thus 
saith the Lord, Thou shalt not build me 
an house to dwell in : 

5 For I have not dwelt in an house 
since the day tliat I brought up Israel 
unto this day ; but ^have gone from tent 
to tent, and from one tabernacle to anr 
other. 

6 Wheresoever I have walked with all 
Israel, spake I a word to any of the 
"judges of Israel, whom I commanded 
to feed my people, saying. Why have ye 
not built me an house of cedars ? 

7 Now therefore thi^ shalt thou say 
unto my servant David, Thus saith the 
Lord of hosts, I took thee from the 
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sheepcote, even ifrom following the 
sheep, that thou shouldest be ruler over 
my people Israel : 

8 .^d I have been with thee whitherso- 
ever thou hast walked, and have cut off 
all thine enemies from before thee, and 
have made thee a name like the name of 
the great men that are in the earth. 

9 Also I will ordain a place for my 
people Israel, and will plant them, and 
they shall dwell in their place, and shall 
be moved no more; neither shall the 
children of wickedness waste them any 
more, as at the beginning, 

10 And since the time that I com- 
manded judges to be over my people 
Israel. Moreover I will subdue all thine 
enemies. Furthermore I tell tliee that 
the Lord will build thee an house. 

11 If And it shall come to pass, when 
thy days be expired that thou must go to 
be with thy fathers, that I will raise up 
thy seed after thee, which shall be of thy 
sons : and I will establish his kingdom. 

12 He shall build me an house, and I 
will stabhsh his throne for ever. 

13 ^ I will be his father, and he shall be 
my son : and I will not take my mercy 
away from him, as I took it from him 
that was before thee : 

14 But I will settle him in mine house 
and in my kingdom for ever : and his 
throne shall be established for evermore. 

15 According to all these words, and 
according to all this vision, so did Na- 
than speak unto David. 

16 If And David the king came and sat 
before the Lord, and said. Who am I, O 
Lord God, and what is mine house, that 
thou hast brought me hitherto ? 

17 And yet this was a small thing in 
thine eyes, 0 God; for thou liast also 
spoken of thy servant’s house for a great 
while to come, and hast regarded me 
according to the estate of a man of high 
degree. 0 Lord God. 

18 What can David speak more to thee 
for the honour of thy servant? for thou 
knowest thy servant. 

19 0 Lord, for thy ^ servant’s sake, and 
according to thine own heart, hast thou 
done all this greatness, in making known 
all these ^great tilings. 

20 O Lord, there is none like thee, 
neither is there any God beside thee, 
according to aU that we have heard with 
our ears. 

21 And what one nation in the earth is 
like thy people Israel, whom God went 
to redeem to he his own people, to make 
thee a name of greatness and terrible- 
ness, by driving out nations from before 
tby people, whom thou hast redeemed 
out of Egypt? 

22 For thy people Israel didst thou 
make thine own people for ever; and 

\ thou, Lord, becamest their God. 

I 23 Therefore now. Lord, let the thing 
I that thou hast spoken concerning thy 
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servant and concerning his house be 
established for ever, and do as thou hast 
said. 

24 Let it even be established, that thy 
n^e may be magnilied for ever, saying. 
The Lord of hosts is the God of Israd, 
even a God to Israel : and let the house 
of David thy servant be established be- 
fore thee. 

25 Tor thou, O my God, ^hast told thy 
servant that thou wilt build him an 
house : therefore thy servant hath found 
in his heart to pray oefore thee. 

26 And now. Lord, thou art God, and 
hast promised this goodness unto thy 
servant ; 

^ Now therefore ^let it please thee to 
bless the house of thy servant, that it 
may be before thee for ever : for thou 
blessest, O Lord, and it shall be blessed 
for ever. 

CHAPTEE 18 

Oy ^ after this it came to pass, that 
-L* David smote the Philistmes, and 
subdued them, and took *Gath and her 
towns out of the hand of the Philistines. 

, 2 .^d he smote Moab ; and the Moab- 
ites became David’s servants, and brought 
gifts. 

3 IF And David smote ^Hadarezer king 
of 2pbah unto Hamatli, as he went to 
stablish his dominion by the river Eu- 
phrates. 

4 And David took from him a thousand 
ch^ots, and ® seven thousand horsemen, 
and twenty thousand footmen: David 
also houghed all the chariot ho?'ses, but 
reserved of them an hundred chariots. 

5 And when the Syrians of Damascus 
wtme to help Hadarezer king of Zobah, 
Da^dd slew of the Syrians two and 
twenty thousand men. 

6 Then David put ga^risoTis in Syria- 
damascus ; and the Syrians became Da- 
vid’s servants, aTid brought gifts. Thus 
the Lord preserved David whithersoever 
he went. 

7 And David took the shields of gold 
thaj were on the servants of Hadarezer, 
and brought them to Jerusalem. 

8 Likewise from ^Tibhath, and from 
Chun, cities of Hadarezer, brought David 
very much brass, wherewith “Solomon 
n^de the brasen sea, and the pillaik and 
the vessels of brass. 

9 ^ Now when is^ou king of Hamath 
heard how David had smitten all Ihe 
host of Hadarezer king of Zobah: 

IFl He sent ^Hadoram his son to king 
David, 18 to inquire of his welfare, and 
17 to congratulate him, because he had 
mught against Hadar^er, and smitten 
Hadarezer ^^had war with 
louy and with him all ma, Truer of ves- 
sels of gold and silver and brass. 

H- s-Fso .kmg David dedicated 

unto toe Lord, with toe silver and toe 
gold that he brought from all these na- 
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David} s victories. The affront of EanuTin 

tions ; from Edom, and from Moab, and 
from the children of Ammon, and from 
the Philistines, and from Amalek. 

12 Moreover ^Abishai the son of Ze- 
ruiah slew of the Edomites in the valley 
of salt eighteen thousand. 

13 U And he put garrisons in Edom : 
and aU the Edomites became David’s 
servants. Thus toe Lord preserved Da- 
vid wliithersoever he went. 

14 a So David reigned over all Is- 
rael, and executed judgment and justice 
among all his people. 

15 And Joab the son of Zeruiah was 
over the host ; and Jehosliaphat the son 
of Ahilud, ^recorder. 

16 And Zadok the son of Ahitub, and 
SAbimelech the son of Abiathar, were 
toe priests ; and ^Shavsha was scribe: 

17 And Benaiah the son of Jehoiada 
was over the Cherethites and toe Peleth- 
ites; and the sons of David were chief 
7 about the king. 

CHAPTEE 19 

XTOW ®it came to pass after this, that 
-Ll Nahasli toe king of the cliildren of 
Amm on died, and his son reigned in 
his stead. 

2 AM David said, I will shew kindness 
mto Hanun the son of Nahash, because 
his father shewed kindness to me. And 
David sent messengers to comfort bitu 
coiwerning his father. So the servants 
of David came into the land of the chil- 
dren of Ammon to Hanun, to comfort 
him. 

3 But toe princes of the children of 
Amn^n said to Hanun, ^^Thinkest thou 
toat David doth honour thy father, that 
he hath sent comforters unto thee ? are 
not his servants come unto thee for to 
search, and to overthrow, and to spy out 
the land? 

4 Wherefore Hanun took David’s ser- 
vants, and shaved them, and cut off their 

g arments in the midst hard by their 
uttocks, and sent them away, 

6 Then there went certain^ and told 
David how the men were served. And 
he sent to meet them : for the men were 
greatly ashamed. And the king said. 
Tarry at Jericho until your beards be 
grown, and then return. 

6 1 And when the children of Ammon 
that they had made themselves 
w odious to David, Hanun and the chil- 
dren of Anunon sent a thousand talents 
of silver to hire them chariots and horse- 
men out of / Mesopotamia, and out of 
Syna-^maachah, and out of Zobah. 

7 So they hired thirty and two thousand 
chariots, and the king of Maachah and 
ms people; who came and pitched before 
children of Ammon 
gathered themselves together from their 
cities, and came to battle. 

8 .^d when David heard of it, he sent 
J oab, and all toe host of the mighty 
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9 And the children of Ammon came 
out, and put the battle in array before 
the gate of the city : and the kings that 
vere come were by themselves m the 
field. 

10 Now when Joab saw that ^the battle 
was set against him before and behind, 
he chose out of all the 2 choice of Israel, 
and put them in array against the Syrians. 

11 And the rest of tlie people he de- 
livered unto the hand of ®Abishai his 
brother, and they set themselves in array 
against the cliildren of Ammon. 

12 And he said, If the Syrians be too 
strong for me, then thou shalt help me : 
but ii the children of Ammon be too 
strong for thee, then I will help thee. 

13 Be of good courage, and let us be- 
have ourselves valiantly for om* people, 
and for the cities of our God : and let 
the Lord do that which is good in his 

14 So Joab and the people that were 
with him drew nigh before the Syrians 
unto the battle ; and they fled before him. 

15 And when the children of Ammon 
saw that the Syrians were fled, they like- 
wise fled before Abishai his brother, and 
entered into the city. Then Joab came 
to Jerusalem. 

16 H And when the Syrians saw that 
they were put to the worse before Israel, 
they sent messengers, and drew forth the 
Syrians that were beyond the i^river: 
andi'^Shophach the captain of the host 
of Hadarezer went before them. 

17 And it was told David ; and he ga- 
thered all Israel, and passed over Jordan, 
and came upon them, and set the battle 
in array against them. So when David 
had put the battle in array against the 
Syrians, they fought with him, 

18 But the Syrians fled before Israel *, 
and David slew of the Syrians seven 
thousand men which fought in chariots, 
and forty thousand footmen, and kUled 
Shophach the captain of the host. 

19 .Ajid when the servants of Hadarezer 
saw that they were put to the worse 
before Israel, they made peace with 
David, and became his servants : neither 
would the Syrians help tire children of 
Ammon any more. 

CHAPTEB 20 
AND ®it came to pass, that is after the 
year was expired, at the time that 
kings go out to battle^ Joab led forth 
the power of the army, and wasted the 
country of the children of Ammon, and 
came and besieged Babbah. But David 
tarried at Jerusalem. And Joab smote 
Babbah, and destroyed it. 

2 And David *took the crown of their 
king from off his head, and found it to 
weigh a talent of gold, and there were 
precious stones in it; and it was set 
upon David’s head : and he brought also 
exceeding much spoil out of the city. 
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3 And he brought out the people that 
were in it, and “cut them with saws, and 
with harrows of iron, and with axes. 
Even so dealt David with all the cities 
of the children of Ammon. And David 
and all the people returned to Jerusalem. 

4 If ^ And it came to pass after this, that 
there ^ arose war at ^ Gezer with the Phi- 
listines: at which time Sibbechai the 
Hushathite slew s Sippai, that was of the 
children of the giant : and they were 
subdued. 

5 And there was war again with the 
Pliilistines ; and Elhanan the son of 
® Jair slew Lahmi the brother of Goliath 
the Gittite, whose spear staff was like a 
weaver’s beam. 

6 And yet again there was war at Gath, 
where was a man of ^ great stature, 
whose fingers and toes were four and 
twenty, sis on each hand, and six on 
each foot: and he also was^Hhe son of 
the giant. 

7 But when he defied Israel, Jonathan 
the son of i^shimea David’s brother slew 
him. 

8 These were born unto the giant in 
Gath: and they fell by the hand of 
David, and by the hand of his servants. 

CHAPTER 21 

AND ® Satan stood up against Israel, 
JLX and provoked David to number 
Israel. 

2 And David said to Joab and to the 
rulers of the people, Go, number Israel 
from Beer-sheba even to Dan ; and bring 
the number of them to me, that I may 
know it, 

3 And Joab answered, The Lord make 
his people an hundred times so many 
more as they he: but, my lord the king, 
are they not all my lord’s servants ? why 
then doth my lord require this thing? 
why will he De a cause of tiespass to 
Israel? 

4 Nevertheless the king’s word prevailed 
against Joab. Wherefore Joab departed, 
and went throughout all Israel, and 
came to Jerusaleno. 

5 H And Joab gave the sum of the 
number of the people unto David. And 
all they of Israd were thousand thou- 
sand and an hundred thousand men that 
drew sword: and Judah was four hun- 
dred threescore and ten thousand men 
that drew sword. 

6 /But Levi and Benjamin counted he 
not among them: for the king’s word 
was abominable to Joab. 

7 i®And God was displeased with this 
thing ; therefore he smote Israel 

8 And David said unto God. I have 
sinned greatly, because I have done this 
thing : but now, I beseech thee, do away 
the miquity of thy servant; for I have 
done very foolishly. 

9 If And the Lord spake unto Gad, 
David’s seer, saying. 
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10 GrO and tell David, saying, Thus 
saith the Lord, I ^ offer thee three things : 
choose thee one of them, that I may do 
it unto thee. 

11 So Gad came to David, and said unto 
niiTL Thus saith the Lord, 2 Choose thee 

12 Either * three years’ famine ; or three 
months to be destroyed before tliy foes, 
while that the sword of thine enemies 
overtaketh thee; or else three days the 
sword of the Lord, even the pestilence, 
in the land, and the angel of the Lord 
destroying throughout all the coasts of 
Israel, Now therefore advise thyself 
what word I shah, bring again to him 
that sent me. 

13 And David said imto Gad, I am in a 
great strait: let me fall now into the 
hand of the Lord; for very ^ great are 
his mercies : but let me not fall into the 
hand of man. 

14 ^ So the Lord sent pestilence upon 
Israel : and there fell of Israel seventy 
thousand men. 

15 And God sent an angel unto Je- 
rusalem to destroy it: and as he was 
destroying^ the Lord beheld, and he 
repented him of the evil, and said to the 
angel that destroyed. It is enough, stay 
now thine hand. And the angel of the 
Lord stood by the threshingfloor of 
^Ornan the Jebusite. 

16 And David lifted up his eyes, and 
saw the angel of the Lord stand be- 
tween the earth and the heaven, having 
a drawn sword in his hand stretched out 
over Jerusalem. Then David and the 
elders of Israd, 'voho 'w&re clothed in 
sackcloth, fell upon their faces. 

17 And David said unto God, Is it not 
I that commanded the people to be num- 
bered? even I it is that have sinned and 
done evil indeed ; but as for these sheep, 
what have they done? let thine hand, I 
pray thee, 0 Lord my God, be on me, 
and on my father’s house : but not on 
thy people, that they should be plagued. 

18 1 Then Hhe angel of the Lord com- 
manded Gad to say to David, that David 
should go up, and set up an altar unto 
the Lord in the threshingfloor of Oman 
the Jebusite. 

19 And David went up at the saying of 
Gkid, which he spake in the name of the 
Lord, 

20 ® And Oman turned back, and saw 
the angel ; and his four sons with him 
md themselves. Now Oman was thresh- 
mg wheat. 

21 And as David came to Oman, Oman 
Iwked and saw David, and went out of 
the threshingfloor, and bowed himself to 
David with his face to the ground. 

22 Then David said to Oman, ® Grant 
me the place of this threshingfloor, that 
I may build an altar therein unto the 
Lord : thou shalt grant it me for the 
M price : that the plague may be stayed 
from the people. 
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23 And Oman said unto David, Take it 
to thee^ and let my lord the king do thcU 
which IS good in his eyes : lo, I give thee 
the oxen also for burnt ofierings, and the 
thresliing instruments for wood, and the 
“wheat for the meat offering : I give it all, 

24 ind king David said to Oman, 
Nav; but I will verily buy it for the 
full price : for I wiQ not take that which 
is tliine for the Lord, nor offer burnt 
offering without cost. 

25 So David gave to Oman for the place 
®six hundred mekels of gold by weight. 

26 And David built there an altar unto 
the Lord, and offered burnt offerings 
and peace ofierings, and called upon 
the Lord ; and ^ he answered him from 
heaven by fire upon the altar of burnt 
offering. 

27 And the Lord commanded the angel ; 
and he put up his sw ord again into the 
sheath thereof. 

28 H At that time when David saw that 
the Lord had answered him in the 
threshingfloor of Oman the Jebusite, 
then he sacrificed there. 

29 ®For the tabernacle of the Lord, 
which Moses made in the wilderness, 
and the altar of the burnt offering, were 
at tliat season in the high place at 
Gibeon. 

30 But David could not go before it 
/to inquire of God : for he was afraid 
because of the sword of the angel of the 
Lord. 

CHAPTER 22 

rpHEN David said, ^ This is the house 
JL of the Lord God, and this is the 
altar of the burnt offering for Israel. 

2 And David commanded to gather 
together^ the strangers that we^'e in the 
land of Israel; and ne set masons to hew 
wrought stones to build the house of 
God. 

3 And David prepared iron in abundance 
for the nails for the doors of the gates, 
and for the joinings ; and brass in abun- 
dance ■without weight ; 

4 Also cedar trees in abundance ; for 
/the Zidonians and they of Tyre brought 
much cedar wood to David. 

6 And David said, Solomon my son is 
* young and tender, and the house that 
is to be builded for the Lord must be 
exceeding magnifical, of fame and of 
glory tluroughout all countries: I will 
ther^re now make preparation for it. 
So David prepared abundantly before 
his death. 

6 H Then he called for Solomon his son, 
and charged him to build an house for 
the Lord God of Israel. 

7 And David said to Solomon, My son, 
as for me, ^it was in my mind, to build 
an house unto the name of the Lord 
my God : 

8 But the word of the Lord came to 
me, saymg, Thou hast shed bloodabun- 



dantly, and “hast made great wars: thou 
shalt not build an house unto my name, 
l)ecause thou hast shed much blood upon 
the earth in my sight. 

9 Behold, a son shall be bom to thee, 
who shall be a man of rest ; and I will 
give him ^rest from all his enemies round 
about : for his name shall be 2 Solomon, 
and I will give peace and quietness unto 
la^iel in his days. 

10 He sliall build an house for my 
name ; and ^he shall be my son, and 1 
y}ill he his father; and I vHll establish 
the throne of his kingdom over Israel 
for ever. 

11 Now, my son, the Loud be with 
thee; and prosper thou, and build the 
house of the Loud thy God, as he hath 
said of thee. 

12 Only the Lord give thee wisdom 
and understanding, and give thee charge 
concerning Israel, that thou mayest keep 
the law of tlie Lord thi' God. 

13 *Tlien shalt thou prosper, if thou 
takest heed to fulfil the statutes and 
iudgments which the Lord charged Moses 
with concerning Israel : ^ be strong, and 
nf good courage ; dreadj not. nor he dis- 


'mayed. 

-trNSW, behold, in my trouble I have 
prepared for the house of the Lord an 
^hundred thousand talents of ^old, and a 
thousand thousand talents of silver; and ! 
of brass and iron without weight : for it 
is in abundance : timber also and stone 
have I prepared ; and thou mayest add 
thereto. 

15 Moreover there are workmen with 
thee in abundance, hewers and » workers 
of stone and timber, and all manner of 
cunning men for ever^ manner of work. 

16 Of the gold, the silver, and the brass, 

and the iron, there is no number. Arise 
ther^ore, and be doing, and the Lord 
be with thee. , , „ , 

17 f David also commanded all the 
princes of Israel to help Solomon his 
son, saying, 

18 Is not the Lord your God with you? 
and hath he not given you rest on every 
side? for he liath given the inhabitants 
of the land into mine hand ; and the land 
is subdued, before the Lord, and before 
Ms people. 

19 Now set your heart and your soul to 
seek the Lord your God ; arise therefore, 
and build ye the sanctuaiy of the Lord 
God, to bring “the ark of the covenant 
of the Lord, and the holy vessels of 
God, into the house that is to be built to 
tlie name of the Lord. 

CHAPTER 23 

S O when David was old and full of 
days, he made "Solomon his son 
king over Israel. 

2 And he gathered together all the 
princes of Israel, with the priests and the 
Levites. 
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3 Now the Levites were numbered from 
the age of ^ thirty years and upward : and 
their number “by their noils, man by 
man, was <*thirty and eight thousand. 

4 Of which, twenty and four thousand 
were to ^set forward the work of the 
house of the Lord ; and six thousand 
wei'e /officers and judges : 

5 Moreover four thousand were porters ; 
and four thousand praised the Lord 
with the instruments which I made* 
said David, to praise therewith. 

6 And ^David divided them into s courses 
among ^ the sons of Levi^ namdy, Ger- 
shonjKohatM and Meran. 

7 H / Of the Gershonites were, ^Laadan, 
and Shimei. 

8 The sons of Laadan : the chief woi 
JeMel, and Zetham, and Joel, three. 

9 The sons of SMmei; Shelomith, and 
Haziel, and Haran, three. These were 
the chief of the fathers of Laadan. 

10 And the sons of Sliimei were, Jahath, 
^Zina, and Jeush, and Beriah. These 
four were the sons of Shimei. 

11 And Jahath was the chief, and Zizah 
the second : but Jeush and Beriah *>had 
not many sons ; therefore they were in 
one reckoning, according to their father’s 
house. 

12 H The sons of Kohath; Amram, 
Izhar, Hebron, and Uzziel, four. 

13 The sons of “Amram; Aaron and 
doses: and “Aaron was separated, that 
he should sanctify the most holy things, 
he and his sons for ever^ to burn incense 
before the Lord, to mmister unto him, 
and to bless in his name for ever. 

14 Now concerning Moses the man of 
God, **1118 sons were named of the tribe 
of Levi. 

15 ^The sons of Moses were, Gershom, 
and Eliezer. 

16 Of the sons of Gershom, ®Shebuel 
was tlie cMef. 

17 And the sons of Eliezer weo^e, Reha- 
biah the chief. And Eliezer had none 
other sons; but the sons of Rehabiah 
were ^^very many. 

IS Of the sons of Izhar; ^Shelomith 
the chief. 

19 Of the sons of Hebron: Jeriah the 
first, Amariaii the second, Jahaziel the 
third, and Jekameam the fourth, 

20 Of the sons of Uzziel ; Michah the 
first, and Jesiah the second. 

21 T1 ‘The sons of Meran; Mahli, and 

Mushi. The sons of Mabli; Eleazar, 
and Kish. 

22 And Eleazar died, and had no sons, 
but daughters : and their brethren the 
sons of Hish took them. 

23 The sons of Muslii; Mahli, and 
Eder, and Jeremoth, three. 

24 1 These wei^e “the sons of Levi af^ 
the house of their fathers ; even the cWef 
of the fathers, as *they were counted by 
number of names by their polls, that did 
the work for the service of the house of 
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The divisions of the sotis of Levi, 


the Loed, from the age of " twenty years 
and upward. 

25 Por David said, The Lobd God of Is- 
1^1 hath given rest unto his people, ^that 
they may dwell in Jerusalem for ever : 

26 And also tmto the Levites ; they shall 
no more * carry the tahemacle, nor any 
vessels of it for the service thereof. 

27 Por by the last words of David the 
Levites were ^nunibeied from twenty 
years old and above : 

28 Because ^ their office was to wait on 
the sons of Aaron for the service of the 
house of the Lokd, in the court^ and in 
the chambers, and in the purifying of all 
holy things, and the work of the service 
of the house of God ; 

29 Both for the shewbread, and for the 
fine flour for meat ofiering, and for the 
unleavened cakes, and for that which is 
baked in the ^pan, and for that which is 
fried, and for all manner of measure and 
size; 

30 And to stand every morning to 
thank and praise the Lord, and like- 
wise at even: 

31 And to oner all burnt sacrifices unto 
the !LiOED in the sabbaths, in the new 
moons, and on the ^set feaste, by number, 
according to the order commanded unto 
them, continually before the Xk3RD : 

32 And that they should *keep the 
charge of the tabernacle of the congre- 
gation, and the charge of the holy vlace, 
and / the charge of the sons of Aaron 
their brethren, m the service of the house 
of the Lord. 

CHAPTER 24 
these are the divisions of the 
Xl sons of Aaron. * The sons of Aharon; 
Nadab, and Abihu, Eleazar, and Ithamar. 

2 But ^Nadab and Abiliu died before ! 

their father, and had no children : there- 
fore Eleazar and Ithamar executed the i 
priest’s office. 1 

3 And David distributed them, both 
^Eadok of the sons of Eleazar, and Ahi- 
melech of ^e sons of Ithamar, according 
to their offices in their service. 

4 And there were more chief men found 
of the sons of Eleazar than of the sons of 
Ithamar : and thus were they divided. 
Among the sons of Eleazar there wet'e 
sixteen chief men”of the house of their 
fathers, and eight among the sons of 
Ithamar according to the nouse of their 
fathers. 

6 Thus were they divided by ®lot, one 
sort with another; for the governors of 
the sanctuary, and governors of the house 
of God, were of the sons of Eleazar, and 
of the sons of Ithamar. 

6 And^ Shemaiah the son of Nethaneel 
the scribe, one of the Levites, wrote 
them before the king, and the princes, 
and Zadok the priest, and Ahimelech 
the son of Abiathar, and before the chief 
of the fathers of the priests and Levites : 
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one 1 principal household being taken for 
Eleazar, and one taken for Ithamar. 

7 Now the first lot came forth to Jehoi- 
arib, the second to Jedaiah, 

8 The third to Harim, the fourth to 
Seorim, 

9 The fifth to Malchijah, the sixth to 
Mijamiu, 

10 The seventh to Hakkoz, the eighth to 

Abij^ 

11 ^e ninth to Jeshua, the tenth to 
Shecaniah, 

12 The eleventh to Eliashib, the twelfth 
to Jakim. 

13 The thirteenth to Huppah, the four- 
teenth to Jeshebeab, 


14 The fifteenth to Bilgah, the sixteenth 
to Immer, 

15 The seventeenth to Hezir, the eigh- 
teenth to Aphses, 

16 The nineteenth to Pethahiah, the 
twentieth to Jehezekel, 

17 The one and twentieth to Jachin, the 
two and twentieth to Gamul, 

IS The three and twentieth to Delaiah, 
the four and twentieth to Maaziah. 

19 These were the orderings of them in 
their service ®to come into the house of 
the Lord, according to their manner, 
under Aaron their father, as the Lord 
God of Israel had commanded him. 

20 IT And the rest of the sons of Levi 
were these: Of the sons of Amram; 
^Shuhael: of the sons of Shubael; Jeh- 
deiah. 

21 Concerning Eehabidi : of the sons of 
Eehabiah, the first was Isshiah. 

22 Of the Izharites; ^Shelomoth: of 
the sons of Shelomoth;Jahath. 

23 And the sons ^of JSebron; Jeriuh 
the first, Amariah the second, Jaliazid 
the third, Jekameam the fourth. 

24 Of the sons of Uzziel ; ^ Michah : of 
the sons of Michah : Shamir. 

25 The brother of Michah was Isshiah : 
of the sons of Isshiah ; Zechariah, 

26 * The sons of Merari were Mahli and 
Mushi : the sons of Jaazisdi : Beno. 

27 H The sons of Merari by Jaaziah ; 
Beno, and Shoham, and Zaccur, and IbrL 

28 Of Mahli came Eleazar, ’"who had 


no sons. 

29 Concerning Eash: the son of Kish 
was JerahmeeL 

30 The sons also of Mushi ; Mahli, and 
Eder, and Jerimoth. These were the 
sons of the Levites after the house of 
their fathers. 

31 These likewise ^'cast lots over against 
their brethren the sons of Aaron m the 
presence of David the king, and Zadok, 
and Ahimelech, and the chief of the 
fathers of the priests and Levites, even 
the principal fathers over against their 
younger brethren. 


CHAPTER 25 

"l^OREOYER David and the captains 
-LtX of the host separated to the service 
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JHvidons of the singers and the fwters^ 

of the sons of "Asaph, and of Heman, 
and of Jeduthun, who should prophesy 
with harps, with psalteries, and with 
cymbals : and the number of the work- 
men according to their service was :

Bulddali, Mattaniah, ^Uzziel, ® Shebuel, 
and Jerimoth, Hananiah, Hanani, Elia- 
thedi, Giddalti, and Eomamti-ezer, Josh- 
bekashah, Mallothi, Hotliir, anH Maha- 
noth: 

5 All these were the sons of Heman the 
Mnifsseerin the ^ words of God^o lift 
up me horn. And God gave to Heman 
fourteen sons and three daughters. 

6 AJi these ^oere under the hands of 
their father for song in the house of 
the Lord, with cymbals, psalteries, and 
harps, for the service of the house of 
God, 2 according to the king’s order to 
Asfroh, Jeduthun, and Heman.

14 And the lot eastward fell to ^She- 
lemiah. Then for Zechariah his son, a 
wise counseUer, they cast lots; and his 
lot came out northward. 

16 To Obed-edom southward; and to 
Ms sons the house of ^Asuppim. 

16 To Shuppim and Hosah the lot came 
forth westward, with the gate Shallecheth, 
Dy the causeway *of the going up, ward 
against ward. 

17 Eastward were six Levites, northward 
four a day, southward four a day, and 
toward Asuppim two and two. 

18 At Parbar westward, four at the 
causeway, and two at Parbar. 

19 These are the divisions of the porters 
among the sons of Kore, and among the 
sons of IVIerari. 

20 % And of the Levites, Aliijah was 
over the treasures of the ho’ise of God.

26 ‘Which Shelomith and his brethren 
were over all the treasures of the dedi- 
cated tilings, which David the king, and 
the chief fathers, the captains over tliou- 
sands and hundreds, and the captains of 
the host, load * dedicated. 

27 Out of the ^ spoils won in battles did 
they ^dedicate to maintain the house of 
the Lord. 

28 And all that ^ Samuel the seer, and 
Saul tlie son of Kish, and ^ Abner the 
pn of Ner, and Joab the son of ZeruMi, 
had dedicated ; and whosoever had dedi- 
cated any thing, it was under the hand 
of Shelomitli, and of his bretliren, 

29 If Of the Izharites, Chenaniah and 
his sons were for ®the outward business 
over Israel, for officers and judges. 

30 of the Hebronites, <^Hashabiah 
and his brethren, men of valour, a thou- 
sand and seven hundred, were officers 
among them of Israel on this side Jordan 
westward in all the business of the Lord, 
and in the service of the king. 

31 Among the Hebronites was * Jerijah 
the chief, eren among the Hebronites, 
accordiM to the generations of his fa- 
thers. In the fortieth year of the reign 
of David they were sought for, and there 
were found among them mighty men of 
valour *'at Jazer of Gilead.

7 The fourth ca'ptain for the fourth 
month was-’Asahel tlie brother of Joab, 
and Zebadiah Ms son ^ after him : and in 
Ms course were twenty and four thou- 
sand. 

8 The fifth captain for the fifth month 
was ^Shamliuth tlie Izraliite : and in Ms 
course were twenty and four thousand. 

9 The sixth captain for the sixth month 
was^hdi the son of Ikkesh the Tekoite ; 
and in his course were twenty and four 
thousand. 

10 The seventh captain for the seventh 
month was "Helez the Pelonite, of ^e 
children of Ephraim : and in his course 
were twenty and four tliousand., 

11 The eighth captain for the eighth 
month ^Sibbeca,! the Husliathite, 
of the ZarMtes : and in Ms course were 
twenty and four thousand. 

12 The ninth captain for the ninth 
month wos/’Abiezer the Anetothite, of 
the Benjamites ; and in his course were 
twenty and four thousand. 

13 The tenth captain for the tenth 
month wos /Maharai the Hetophathite, 
of the ZarMtes : and in Ms course were 
twenty and four thousand. 

14 The eleventh captain for the eleventh 
month was “Benaiah the Piratlionite, of 
the children of Ephraim: and in Ms 
course were twenty and four thousand. 

16 The twelfth captain for the twelfth

16 If Furthermore over the tribes of 
Israel : the ruler of the Eeubenites wa^ 

Eliezer the son of Zicliri : of the Simeon- 
ites, Shephatiah the son of MaachaJi : 

17 Of the Levites, <*Hashabiah the son 
of Kemuel : of the Aaronites, ®Zadok : 

18 Of Judah, one of the bre- 

thren of David: of Issachar, Omri the 
son of Michael: 

19 Of Zebulun, Ishmaiah the son of 

Ohadiah : of Naphtali, Jerimoth the son 
of Azriel : ^ 

20 Of the children of Ephraim, Hoshea 
the son of Azaziah : of the half tribe of 
Manasseh, Joel the son of Pedaiah : 

21 Of the half tribe of Manasseh in 
Gile^ Iddo the son of Zechariah: of 
Benjamin, Jaasiel the son of Abner: 

22 Of Dan, Azareel the son of Jeroham. 

These were the princes of the tribes of 
Israel 

23 ^ But David took not the number of 
them from twenty years old and under : 
because the Lord had said he would 
increase Israel *like to the stars of the 
heavens. 

24 Joab the son of Zeruiali began to 
number, but he ^"finished not, because 
® there fell wrath for it against Israel; 
neither ^was the number put in the ac- 
count of the chronicles of king David. 

25 If And over the king's treasures was 
Azmaveth the son of Adiel: and over 
the storehouses in the fields, in the 
cities, and in the villages, and in the 
castles, was Jehonatlian the son of 
Uzziah: 

26 And over them that did the work of 
the field for tillage of the gi'ound was 
Ezri the son of Chelub : 

27 ^d over the vineyards was Shimei 
the Ramathite : ^over the increase of the 
vineyards for the wine cellars was Zabdi 
the bhiphmite : 

28 And over the olive trees and the 
’^sycomore trees that were in the low 
plains was Baal-hanan the Gederite : and 
over the cellars of oil was Joash : 

29 And over the herds that fed in Sharon 
was Shitrai the Sliaronite : and over the 
herds that were in the valleys was Sha- 
phat the son of Adlai ; 

30 Over the camels also was Obil the 
Ishmaelite: and over the asses 
Jehdeiah the Meronothite : 

31 And over the flocks was Jaziz the 
Eagerite, All these were the rulers of 
the substance which was king David’s. 

32 Also Jonathan David’s uncle was a 
counseller, a wise man, and a scribe : 
and Jehiel the i^son of Bachmoni was 
with the king’s sons : 

33 And “'Ahithophel ^pas the king’s 
counseller; and ^ushai the Archite 
was the king’s companion : 

34 And aft^ Ahithophel was Jehoiada

the son of Benaiah^ and Abiathar : and 
the genei^ of the king’s army was Joab. 

CHAPTER 28 
A ND David * assembled all the princes 
of Israel, *the princes of the tribes,

8 Now therefore in the sight of all Israel 
the congregation of the Lord, and in the 
audience of our God, keep and seek for 
all the commandments of the Lord 
your God: that ye may possess tliis 
good land, and leave it for an inherit- 
ance for your children after you for ever. 

9 H And thou, Solomon my son, 'know 
thou the God of thy father, and serve 
him with *a perfect heart and with a 
willing min d : for “ the Lord searcheth 
all hearts, and understandeth all the 
imaginations of the thoughts: if thou 
seek him, he will be found of thee; but 
"if thou forsake him, he wiU cast thee 
oft* for ever. 

10 Take heed now: for the Lord hath 
chosen thee to build an house for the 
sanctuary: be strong, and do it. 

11 H Then David gave to Solomon his 
son J'the pattern of^the porch, and of 
the houses thereof, and of the treasuries 
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thereof, and of the ® upper chambers 
thereof, and of the inner parlours there- 
of and of the place of *the mercy seat, 

12 And the pattern ^of all that he had 

by the spirit, of the courts of the house 
of the Lobd, and of all the ^chambers 
round about, ®of the treasuries of the 
house of God, and of the treasuries of 
the dedicated things : 

13 Also for the /courses of the priests /ch. 24 1 . 
and the ^Levites, and for all the Tvork of | ch. 23 . e. 
the service of the house of the Lord, 
and for all the vessels of service in the 
house of the Lord. 

14 jffe gave of gold by weight for things 
of gold, for all instruments of all manner 
of service ; silver also for all instruments 
of silver by weight, for all instruments of 
eveiy kind of service : 

15 Even the weight for the /candlesticks 1 
of gold, and for their ^lamns of gold, by 
weight for every candlestick, andT for the 
lamps thereof : and for the candlesticks 1 
of silver by weight, both for the candle- 
stick, and also for the lamps thereof, 
according to the use of every candlestick. 

16 And by weight he gave gold for the 
tables of shewbread, for every table; and 
likmise silver for the tables of silver : 

17 Also pure gold for the “fleshhooks, 
and the bowls, and the cups : and for the 
golden basons he gave gold by weight 
for every bason; and likewise silver by 
weight for every bason of silver : 

18 And for the altar of incense refined 
gold by weight ; and gold for the pattern 
of the *ch^iot of the ^cherubims, that 
spread out their winqs, and covered the 
ark of the covenant of the Lord. 

19 All tAis, said Davids the LoRD'made 
me understand in writing ^ by his liand up- 
on me, even all the works of this pattern. 

20 And David said to Solomon his son, 

Be strong and of good courage, and do 
it : fear not, nor be dismayed : for the 
Lord God, even my God, ^will be with 
thee ; he will not fail thee, nor forsake 
thee, until thou hast finished all the work 
for the service of the house of the Lord. 

21 And, behold, 2'the courses of the 
priests and the lievites, even they shall 
he with thee for all the service of the 
house of God : and there shall be with 
thee for all manner of workmanship 
every willing “skilful man, for any man- 
ner of service : also the princes and all 
the people will be wholly at thy com- 
mandment. 

CHAPTER 29

6 Moreover Hhe brasen altar, that/Be- 
zaleel son of Dri, the son of Hur, had 
made, ^he put before the taberi^le of 
the IjORd; and Solomon and the con- 
gregation sought unto it. 
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6 And Solomon went up thither to the 
brasen altar before the Lord, which was 
at the tabernacle of the congre^tion, 
and * offered a thousand burnt offerings 
upon it. 

7 H ® In that night did God appear unto 
Solomon, and said unto him, Ahk what I 
shall give thee. 

8 And Solomon said unto God, Thou 
hast ^ewed great mercy unto David my 
father, and hast made me to reign in his 

9 Now, 0 Lord God. let thy promire 
unto David my father be established: 
for thou hast made me king over a people 
ifike the dust of tlie earth in multi- 
tude. 

10 Give me now wisdom and knowledge, 
that I may go out and come in before 
tills people : for who can judge this thy 
people, that is so great? 

11 And God said to Solomon, Because 
this was in tliine heart, and thou hast not 
asked riches, wealth, or honour, nor the 
life of thine enemies, neither yet hast 
asked long life ; but hast asked wisdom 
and Imowledge for thyself, that thou 
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mayest judge my people, over whom I 
have made thee King : 

12 Wisdom and knowledge is granted 
imto thee ; and I will give thee riches, 
and wealth, and honour, such as *none 
of the kings have had that have been 
before thee, neither shall there any after 
thee have the like, 

13 IT Then Solomon came from Ms 
jommey to ®the high place that was at 
Giheon to Jerusalem, from before the ta- 
bernacle of the congregation, and reigned 
over Israel 

14 ^And Solomon gathered chariots 
and horsemen : and /he had a thousand 
and four hundred chariots, and twelve 
thousand horsemen, which he placed in 
*the chariot cities, and with the king at 
Jerusalem. 

15 And the king ^niade silver and gold 
at Jerusalem as 'plenteous as stones, and i 
cedar trees made he as the sycomore trees 
that are in the vale for abundance. I 

16 And 4 Solomon had horses brought out 
of Egypt, and linen yarn : the king^s mer- 
chants received the hnen yam at a price. 

17 And they fetched up, and brought 
forth out of Egypt a chariot for six 
hundred shekels of silver, and an horse 
for an himdred and fifty : and so brought 
they out horses for all the kings of the 
Hittites, and for the kings of Syria, by 
their® means. 

CBAPTER 2 

AND Solomon determined to build an 
Jt\. house for the name of the Loed, 
and an house for his kingdom. 

2 And * Solomon told out threescore 
and ten thousand men Ho bear burdens, 
and fourscore thousand to hew in the 
mountain, and three thousand and six 
hundred to oversee them. 

3 m "And Solomon sent to ^Huram the 
king of Tyre, saying, ® As thou didst deal 
with David my father, and didst send 
him cedars to buUd mm an house to 
dwell therein, even so deal with me, 

4 Behold, I build an house to the name 
of the Loed my God, to dedicate it to 
him, cmd to bum before him sweet in- 
cense, and for ^ the continual shewbread, 
and for the burnt offerings morning and 
evening, on the sabbaths, and on the 
new moons, and on the solemn feasts of 
the Loee our God. This is an ordinance 
for ever to Israel 

5 And the house which I build is great : 
for CTeat is our God above all gods. 

6 But who 12 is able to build him an 
house, seeing ^the heaven and heaven of 
heavens cannot contain him? who am I 
then, that I should build him an house, 
save only to bum sacrifice before him? 

7 Send me now therefore a man cunning 
to work in gold, and in silver, and in 
brass, and in iron, and in purple, and 
crimson, and blue, and that can skill i^to 
gjcave with the cunning men that are 
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with me in Judah and in Jerusalem, 
“whom David my father did provide. 

8 Send me also cedar trees, fir trees, and 
^algum trees, out of Lebanon: for I 
know that thy servants can skill to cut 
timber in Lebanon; and, behold, my 
servants shall he with thy servants, 

9 Even to prepare me timber in abun- 
dance : for the house which I am about 
to build shall be ^wonderful ^at. 

10 And, behold, I will give to thy 
servants, the hewers that cut timber, 
** twenty thousand measures of beaten 
wheat, and twenty thousand measures of 
barley, and twenty thousand baths of 
wine, and twenty thousand ^ baths of oil 

11 IT Then Huram the king of T 3 T:e 
answered in writing, which he sent to 
Solomon, ^Because the Lord hath loved 
his people, he hath made thee king over 
them. 

12 Huram said moreover, Blessed be the 
Lord God of Israel, tliat made heaven 
and earth, who hath given to David the 
king a wise son, ®end.ued with pradence 
ana understanding, that might Duild an 
house for the Lord, and an house for 
his kingdom. 

13 And now I have sent a cuimingman, 
endued with understanding, of Huram 
my father’s, 

14/ The son of a woman of the daugh- 
ters of Dan, and his father was a man of 
Tyre, skilful to. work iu gold, and in 
silver, in brass, in iron, in stone, and in 
timber, in purple, in blue, and in fine 
linen, and m crimson ; also to grave any 
manner of ^ving, and to find out every 
device which shall be put to him, with 
thy cunning men, and with the c unning 
men of my lord David thy father. 

15 Now therefore the wheat, and the 
barley, the oil, and the wine, which *”my 
lord hath spoken of, let him send unto 
his servants: 

16 And we will cut wood out of Le- 
banon, ®as much as thou shalt need: 
and we will bring it to thee in floats by 
sea to 9 Joppa; and thou shalt carry it 
up to Jerus^em. 

17 H And Solomon numbered all i^the 
strangers that were in the land of Israel 
after the numbering wherewith David 
his father had numbered them; and they 
were found an hundred and fifty thousand 
and three thousand and six hundred. 

18 And he set threescore and ten thou- 
sand of them to be hearers of burdens, and 
fourscore thousand to be hewers in the 
mountain, and three thousand and six hun- 
dred overseers to set the people a work. 

CHAPTER 3 

rpiraiN ^Solomon began to build the 
JL house of the Lord at Jerusalem in 
moimt * Moriah, where the Lord ap- 
peared unto David his father, in the place 
that David had prepared in the threshing- 
floor of 15 Oman the Jebusita 



The huilding of the house of the Lord, 

2 And he began to build in the second I 
day of the second month, in the fourth 
year of his reign. 

3 H Now these are the things wherein 

Solomon was i instructed for the building 
of the house of God. ^The length by 
cubits after the first measure was three- 
score cubits, and the breadth twenty 
cubits. , ^ , 

4 And the “porch that was in the front 
of the house, the length of it was accord- 
ing to the breadth of the house, twenty 
cubits, and the height was an hundred 
and twenty: and he overlaid it within 
with pure gold. 

5 And ^the greater house he cieled with 
fir tree, which he overlaid with fine 
gold, and set thereon palm trees and 
chdns. 

6 And he ^garnished the house with 
precious stones for beauty : and the gold 
was gold of Parvaim. 

7 He overlaid also the house, the beams, 
the posts, and the walls thereof, and the 
doors thereof, with gold; and giaved 
^erubims on the walls. 

8 And he made the /most holy house, 
the length whereof was according to the 
breadth of the house, twenty cubits, and 
the breadth thereof twenty cubits : and 
he overlaid it with fine gold, amounting 
to six hundred talents. 

9 And the weight of the nails %oas fifty 
shekels of gold. And he overlaid the 
^ upper chambers with gold. 

10 And in the most holy house he made 
/two cherubims <»of image work, and 
overlaid them with gold. 

11 t And the wmgs of the cherubims 
were twenty cubits long : one wing of 
the one cherub was five cubits, reaching 
to the wall of the house ; and the other 
wing was likewise five cubits, reaching 
to the wing of the other cherub. 

12 And one wing of the other cherub 
was five cubits, reaching to the wall of 
the house : and the other wing was five 
cubits also, joining to the wing of the 
other cherub. 

13 The wings of these cherubims spread 
themselves forth twenty cubits : and they 
stood on their feet, and their faces were 
®inward. 

14 If And he made the vail of blue, and 
purple, and crimson, and fine linen, and 
iOwTOUght cherubims thereon. 

15 "Also he made before the house two 
pillars of ®tliii*ty and five cubits ^Hiigh, 
and the chapiter that was on the top of 
each of them was live cubits. 

16 And he made cliains, in the oracle, 
and put them on the heads of the pillars ; 
and made an hundred pomegranates, and 
put them on the chains. 

17 And he reared up the pillars before 
the temple, one on the right hand, and the 
other on the left ; and called the name of 
that on the right hand Jachin, and the 
name of that on the left Boaz. 
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CHAPTER 4 

"IV/rOREOVER he made ‘*an altar of 
AYX brass, twenty cubits the length there- 
of, and twenty cubits the breadth thereof, 
and ten cubits the height thereof. 

2 If ® Also he made a molten sea of ten 
cubits 2from brim to brim, round in 
compass, and five cubits the height there- 
of ; and a line of thirty cubits diuL compass 
it round about. 

3 And under it was the similitude of 
oxen, which did compass it round about : 
ten in a cubit, compassing the sea round 
about. Two rows of oxen were cast, 
when it was cast. 

4 It stood upon twelve oxen, tliree look- 
ing toward the north, and three looking 
toward the west, and three looking toward 
the south, and three looking toward the 
east : and the sea was set above upon 
them, and all their hinder parts we7'e 
inward. 

5 And the thickness of it was an 
handbreadth, and the brim of it like the 
work of the brim of a cup, ^with flowers 
of lilies; and it received and held three 
thousand batlis. 

6 *£ He made also ^ten lavers, and put 
five on the right hand, and five on the 
left, to wash m them : ®such things as 
they offered for the burnt offering they 
washed in them ; but the sea was for the 
priests to wash in. 

7 And he made ^ten candlesticks of 
gold according to their form, and set 
them in the temple, five on the right 
hand, and five on the left. , 

8 He made also *ten tables, and placed 
them in the temple, five on the right side, 
and five on the left. And he made an 
hundred 7 basons of gold. 

9 ^ Furthermore he made the court of 
the priests, and the great court, and doors 
for the court, and overlaid the doors of 
them with brass. 

10 And he set the sea on the right side 
of tlie east end, over against the south. 

11 ^And Huram made the pots, and the 
shovels, and the 7 basons. And Huram 
8 finished the work that he was to make 
for king Solomon for the house of God ; 

12 To wit, the two pillars, and ”^the 
pommels, and the chapiters which were 
on the top of the two pillars, and the two 
wreaths to cover the two pommels of the 
chapiters which were on the top of the 
pillars ; 

13 And four hundred pomegranates on 
the two wreaths ; two rows of pome- 
granates on each wreath, to cover the 
two pommels of the chapiters which were 
12 upon the pillars. 

14 He made also bases, and « layers 
made he upon the bases ; 

15 One sea, and twelve oxen under it. 

16 The pots also, and the shovels, and 
the fleshhooks, and all their instruments, 
did Huram his father make to king 
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Solomon for the house of the Lord of 
^bright brass. 

17 In the E)lain of Jordan did the king 
cast them, in the ^ clay ground between 
Succoth and ^Zeredathah. 

18 Thus Solomon made aU these vessels 
in CTeat abundance; for ^'the weight of 
the Drass could not be found out 

19 1 And Solomon made all the vessels 
that were for the house of God, the 
golden altar also, and the tables whereon 
the shewbread was set : 

20 Moreover the candlesticks with their 
lamps, that they should bum after the 
manner before the oracle, of pure gold ; 

21 And the flowers, and the lamps, and 
the tongs, made he of gold, and that 
® perfect gold; 

22 And the snuffers, and the ^basons, 
and the spoons, and the censers, of pure 
gold ; and the entry of the house, the 
inner doors thereof for the most holy 
place, and the doors of the house of the 
temple, were of gold. 


CHAPTER 5 

rpHUS aU the work that Solomon made 

1 for the house of the Lord was 
finished: and Solomon brought in all 
the thin^ that David his father had 
dedicatea; and the silver, and the gold, 
and all the instruments, put he among 
the treasures of the house of God. 

2 t ^Then Solomon assembled the 
elders of Israel, and all the heads of the 
tribes, the chief of the fathers of the 
children of Israel, unto Jemsalem, to 
bring up the ark of the covenant of the 
Lord out of the city of David, which is 
Zion. 

3 Wherefore all the men of Israel as- 
sembled tliemselves unto the king in the 
feast which was in the seventh month, 

4 And all the elders of Israel came ; and 
>the Levites took up the ark. 

5 And they brought up the ark, and the 
tabernacle of the congregation, and all 
the holy vessels that were in the taber- 
nacle, these did the priests ^and tlie 
Levites bring up. 

6 Also king Solomon, and all the con- 
gregation of Israel that were assembled 
unto him before the ark, sacrificed sheep 
and oxem which could not be told nor 
numbered for multitude. 

7 And the priests brought in the ark of 
the covenant of the Lord unto his place, 
to the oracle of the house, into the most 
holy vlacey even under the wings of the 
cherubims : 

8 For the chembims spread forth their 
wings pver the place of the ark, and the 
chembims covered the ark and the staves 
thereof above. 

9 And they drew out the staves qf the 
arky that the ends of the staves were seen 
”from the ark before the oracle; but they 
were not seen without. And 7 there it is 
unto this day. 
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10 There was nothing in the ark save 
the two tables which Moses put therem 
at Horeb, ^when the Lord made a 
covenant with the children of Israel, 
when they came out of Egypt. 

11 IT And it came to pass, when the 
priests were come out of the holy place: 
(for all the priests that were ^present 
were sanctified, and did not then wait 
by ® course: 

12 Also the Levites which were the 
singers, aU of them ^of Asaph, of He- 
man, of Jeduthun, with their sons and 
their brethren, being arrayed in ® white 
linen, having cymbals and psalteries and 
hams, stoodat the east end of the altar, 
and with them an hundred and twenty 

^13 It came even to pass,^ tl^e trum- 
peters and singers were as one, to make 
one sound to be heard in praising and 
thanking the Lord : and when they lif ted 
up their voice with the trumpets and 
cynabals and instruments of musick, and 
praised the Lord, f saying. For he is 
good; for his mercy enaureth for ever: 
that then the house was filled with a 
cloud, even the house of the Lord ; 

14^ So that the priests could not stand 
to minister by reason of the cloud : for 
the glow of the Lord bad filled the 
house of God. 

CHAPTER 6 

^rpHEN said Solomon, The Lord hath 

4 -, said that he would dwell in the 
thick darkness. 

2 But I have hmlt an house of habi- 
tation for thee, and a place for thy 
dwelling for ever. 

3 And the king turned his face, and 
blessed the whole congregation of Israel : 
and all the congre^tion of Israel stood. 

4 And he said, Llessed be the Lord 
God of Israel, who hath with his hands 
fulfilled 1 that which he spake with his 
mouth to my father David, saying, 

5 Since the day that I brought forth my 
people out of the land of Egvpt I chose 
no city among all the tribes of Israel to 
build an house in, that my name might 
be there ; neither chose I any man to be 
a ruler over my people Israel : 

6 ^But I have chosen Jerusalem, that 
my name might be tliere; and have 
chosen David to be over my people Israel. 

7 Now it w^ in the heart of David my 
father to build an house for the name of 
the Lord God of Israel, 

8 But the Lord said to David my father. 
Forasmuch as it was in thine heart to 
build an house for my name, thou didst 
well m that it was in thine heart : 

9 Notwithstanding thou shalt not build 
me house ; but thy son which shall come 
forth out of thy loins, he shall build the 
house for my name. 

10 The Lord therefore hath performed 
his word that he hath spoken ; for I am 



at the consecration of ike temple. 

risen up in the room of David my father, 
and am set on the throne of Israel, as 
the Lord promised, and have built the 
house for the name of the Lord God of 
Israel. 

11 And in it have I put the ark, wherein 
is the covenant of the Lord, that he 
made Avith the children of Israel. 

12 And he stood before the altar of 
the Lord in the presence of all the con- 
gregation of Israel, and spread forth his 
h^ds: 

13 For Solomon had made **a brasen 
scaffold, of five cubits ^long, and five 
cubits broad, and three cubits high, and 
had set it in the midst of the court : and 
upon it he stood, and Imeeled down upon 
his knees before all the congregation of 
Israel, and spread forth his hands toward 
heaven, 

14 And said, 0 Lord God of Israel, 
^ere is no God like thee in the heaven, 
nor in the earth ; which keepest covenant, 
and shewest mercy unto thv servants, that 
walk before thee with all their hearts : 

15 Thou which hast kept with thv 
servant David my father that which 
thou hast promised him; and spakest 
with thy mouth, and hast fulfilled it 
with thine hand, ss it is this day. 

16 Now therefore, 0 Lord God of 
Israel, keep mth thy servant David my 
father that which thou hast promised 
him, saying, ^ There shall not fail thee a 
man in my sight to sit upon the throne 
of Israel ; yet so that thy children take 
heed to their way to walk in my law, as 
thou hast walked before me. 

17 Now then, 0 Lord God of Israel, let 
thy word be verified, winch thou hast 
spoken unto thy servant David. • 

18 But will God in very deed dwell with 
men on the earth? behold, heaven and 
the heaven of heavens cannot contain 
thee ; how much less this house which 
I have built I 

19 Have respect therefore to the prayer 
of thy servant, and to his supplication, 0 
Lord my God, to hearken unto the cry 
and the prayer which thy servant prayeth 
before thee : 

20 That tliine eyes may be open upon j 
this house day and night, upon the place 
whereof thou hast said that tliou womdest 
put thy name there; to hearken unto 
the prayer which tliy servant prayeth 
Steward this place. 

21 Hearken therefore unto the supplica- 
tions of thy servant, and of thy people 
Israel, which they ^all ®make toward 
this place : hear thou from thy dwelling 

g lace, even from heaven ; and when thou 
earest forgive. 

22 H If a man sin against his neighbour, 
and an oath be laid upon him to make 
him swear, and the oath come before 
thine altar in this house ; 

23 Then hear thou from heaven, and do, 
and judge thy servants, by requiting the 
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wicked, by recompensing his way upon 
his own head; and by justifying the 
ri^teous, by ^ving him according to 
his :^hteousness. , ^ 

24 IT And if thy people Israel Jbe put 
to the worse before the enemy, because 
they have sinned against thee ; and shall 
return and confess thy name, and pray 
and make supplication before thee ^in 
this house ; 

25 Then hear thou from the heavens, 
and forgive the sin of thy people Israel 
and bring them again unto the land 
wliich thou gavest to them and to their 
fathers. 

26 H ^When the heaven is shut up, and 
there is no rain, because they have sinned 
against thee; yet if they pray toward 
this place, and confess thy n^e, and 
turn from their sin, when thou dost 
afflict them ; 

27 Then hear thou from heaven, and 
forgive the sin of thy servants, and of 
thy people Israel, when thou hast taught 
them the good way, wherein they should 
walk ; and send ram upon thy land, which 
thou hast given unto thy people for an 
inheritance. 

28 IT If there be dearth in the land, if 
there be pestilence, if there be blasting, 
or mildew, locusts, or caterpillers ; if their 
enemies besiege them ^in the cities of 
their land : whatsoever sore or whatsoever 
sickness there he: 

29 Then what prayer or what supplica- 
tion soever sliall be made of any man, or 
of all thy people Israel, when every one 
shall know his own sore and his own 
grief, and ^all spread forth his hands 
2 in tliis house : 

30 Then hear thou from heaven thy 
dwelling place, and forgive, and render 
unto every man according unto all his 
ways, whose heart thou knowest ; (for 
thou only knowest the hearts of the 
children of men :) 

31 That they may fear thee, to walk in 
thy ways, ^so long as they live “^in the 
land which thou gavest unto our fathers. 

32 H Moreover concerning the stranger, 
which is not of thy people Israel, but is 

come from a far country for thy great 
name’s sake, and thy mighty hand, and 
thy stretched out arm ; if they come and 
pray in this house ; 

33 Then hear thou from the heavens, 
' even from thy dwelling place, and do 

according to all that the stranger calleth 
to thee for ; that all people of the earth 
may know thy name, and fear thee, as 
doth thy people Israel, and may know 
that ^othis house which I have built is 
called by thy name. 

34 If thy people go out to war agamst 
their enemies by the way that thou shalt 
send them, and they pray unto thee to- 
ward this city which thou hast chosen, 
and the house which I have built for thy

35 Then hear thou from the heavens 
their prayer and their supplication, and 
maintain their ^ cause. 

36 If they sin against thee, (for there is 
no man ■wriich sinneth not,) and thou be 
angry with them, and deliver them over 
before their enemies, and ^they carry 
them away captives unto a land far on 
or near; 

37 Yet if they ^bethink themselves in 
the land whither they are carried captive, 
and turn and pray unto thee in the 
land of their captivity, saying, We have 
sinned, we have done amiss, and have 
dealt wickedly ; 

38 If they return to thee with all their 
heart and with all their soul in the land 
of their captivity, whitlier they have 
carried them captives, and pray toward 
their land, which thou gavest unto their 
fathers, and toward the city which thou 
hast chosen, and toward the house which 
I have built for thy name : 

39 Then hear thou from the heavens, 
even from thy dwelUng place, their prayer 
and their supplications, and mamtain 
their ^ cause, and forgive thy people 1 
wliich have sinned against thee. 

40 Now, my God, let. I beseech thee, 
thine eyes be open, and let thine ears be 
attent ®unto the prayer that is made in 
this place. 

41 Now therefore «^arise, 0 Lord God, 
into thy ® resting place, thou, and the 
ark of thy strength : let thy priests, 0 
Lord God, be clothed with salvation, 
and let thy saints rejoice in goodness. 

42 0 Lord God, ^tum not away the 
face of thine anointed : ^remember the 
mercies of David thy servant. 


CHAPTEE 7 

K OW ^when Solomon had made an 
end of praying, the ^ fire came down 
from heaven, ana consumed the burnt 
offering and the sacrifices; and Hhe 
glory of the Lord filled the house. 

2 ^ And the priests could not enter into 
the house of the Lord, because the 
glory of the Lord had filled the Lord’s 
house. 

3 And when all the children of Israel 
saw how the fire came down, and the 
glory of the Lord upon the house, they 
bowed themselves with their faces to the 
ground upon the pavement, and wor- 
sJiipped, and praised the Lord, saying^ 
Eor he is good; for his jnsxcY cndureth 
for ever. 

4 t "Then the king and all the people 
offered sacrifices before the Lord. 

6 Amd king Solomon offered a sacrifice 
of twenty and two thousand oxem and 
an hundred and twenty thousand sheep : 
so the king and all the people dedicated 
the house of God. 

6 And the priests waited on their offices : 
the Levites also with instruments of mtu 
sick of the Lord, which David the king 
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had made to praise the Lord, because 
his mercy endureth for ever, when David 
praised spy their ministry ; and the priests 
sounded trumpets before them, and all 
Israel stood. 

7 Moreover Solomon hallowed the mid- 
dle of the court tliat was before the 
house of the Lord : for there he offer^ 
burnt offerings, and the fat of the peace 
offerings, because the brasen altar which 
Solomon had made was not able to re- 
ceive the burnt offerings, and the meat 
offerings, and the fat. 

8 H Also at the same time Solomon 
kept the feast seven days, and all Israel 
with him, a very great congregation, 
from the entering in of Hamath unto 
“the river of Egypt. 

9 And in the eighth day they made 
5 a solemn assembly : for ^ they kept the 
dedication of the altar seven days, and 
the feast seven days. 

10 And on the three and twentieth day 
of the seventh month he sent the people 
away into their tents, glad and merry in 
heart for the goodness that the Lord 
had shewed unto David, and to Solomon, 
and to Israel his people. 

11 Thus ® Solomon finished the house of 
the Lord, and the king’s house : and all 
that came into Solomon’s heart to make 
in the house of the Lord, and in his 
own house, he prosperously effected. 

12 H And the Lord appeared to Solo- 
mon by night, and said unto liim, I have 
heard thy prayer, and /have chosen this 
place to myself for an house of sacrifice. 

13 If I shut up heaven tliat there be 
no rain, or if I command the locusts to 
devour the land, or if I send pestilence 
among my people; 

14 If my peome, ^ which are called by 
my name, shall humble themselves, and 
pray, and seek my face, and turn from 
their wicked ways; *then -will I hear 
from heaven, and will forgive their sin, 
and will heal their land. 

15 Now mine eyes shall be open, and 
mine ears attent “unto the prayer that is 
made in this place. 

16 Eor now have I chosen and sancti- 
fied tills house, that my name may be 
there for ever : and mine eyes and mine 
heart shall he there perpetually. 

17 And as for thee, if thou wilt walk 
before me, as David thy father walked, 
and do according to aU that I have 
commanded thee, and shalt observe my 
statutes and my judgments ; 

18 Then will I stablish the tlirone of thy 
kingdom, according as I have covenanted 
with David thy father, saying, 9 There 
shall not fail thee a man to he ruler in 
Israel 

19 But if ye turn away, and forsake my 
statutes and my commandments, which 
I have set before you, and shall go and 
serve other gods, and worship them ; 

20 Then will I ‘’pluck them up by the 
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roots out of inj[ land which I have mven 
them ; and this house, which I have 
sanctified for my name, will I cast out 
of my sight, and will make it to be a 
proverb and a byword among all nations. 

21 And this house, wliich is high, shall 
he an astonishment to every one that 
passeth by it ; so that he shall say, Why 
hath the Lord done thus unto this land, 
Rnd unto this house? 

22 And it shall be answered. Because 
tliey forsook the Lord God of their 
fathers, which brought them forth out 
of the land of Egypt, and laid hold on 
other gods, and worshipped them, and 
served them : therefore hath he brought 
all this evil upon thena, 

CHAPTEB 8 

AND ^it came to pass at the end of 
A twenty years, wherein Solomon had 
built the house of the Lord, and his 
own house, 

2 That the cities which Huram had 
^restored to Solomon, Solomon built 
them, and caused the cliildren of Israel 
to dwell there. 

3 And Solomon went to Hamath-zobah, 
and prevailed gainst it. 

4 And he built Tadmor in the wilder- 
ness, and all the store cities, which he 
built in Hamath. 

6 .Also he built ^Beth-horon the upper, 
and '^Beth-horon the nether, fenced cities, 
with walls, gates, and bars ; 

6 And Baalath, and all the store cities 
that Solomon had, and all the chariot 
cities, and the cities of the horsemen, 
and ^all that Solomon desired to build in 
Jerusalem, and in Lebanon^ and tlirough- 
out all the land of his donunion. 

7 1< As /o?* all the people that icere left of 
the Hittites, and me Amorites, and the 
Perizzites, and the Hivites, and the Je- 
busites, which were not of Israel, 

8 But of their cliildren, who were left 
after them in the land, whom the chil- 
dren of Israel consumed not, them did 
Solomon make to pay tribute until this 
day. 

9 But of the children of Israel did So- 
lomon make no servants for his work; 
but they were men of war, and chief of 
his captains, and captains of his ciiariots 
and horsemen. 

10 And these were the chief of king 
Solomon’s officers, even Uwo hundred 
and fifty, that bare rule over the people. 

11 IT And Solomon brought up the 
daughter of Pharaoh out of the city of 
David unto the house that he had built 
for her : for he said, My wife shall not 
dwell in the house of David king of Is- 
rael, because the places are 7 holy, where- 
unto the ark of the Lord hath come. 

, 12 t Then Solomon offered burnt ofifer- 
ings unto the Lord on the altar of the 
Lord, which he had built before the 
porch, 
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13 Even after a certain rate ® ever 
oftering according to the commandment 
of Moses, * on the sahbaths, and on the 
new moons, and on the solemn feasts, 
® three times in the year, even in the 
feast of unleavened bread, and in the 
feast of weeks, and in the feast of ta- 
bernacles. 

14 H And he appointed, according to the 
order of David his father, <*the courses 
of the priests to their service, and ^the 
Levites to their charges, to praise and 
minister before the priests, as the duty 
of every day required : the ^porters also 
by their courses at every gate: for ^so 
had David the man of God commanded. 

15 And they departed not from the com- 
mandment of the king unto the priests 
and Levites concerning any matter, or 
concerning the treasures. 

16 Now all the work of Solomon was 

prepared unto the day of the foundation 
of the house of the Lord, and until it 
was finished. So the house of the Lord 
was perfected. i 

17 If Then went Solomon to Ezion-geber, 
and to ^Eloth, at the sea side in the land 
of Edom. 

18 .^d Huram sent him by the hands 
of his servants sliips, and servants that 
liM knowledge of the sea ; and they went 
with the servants of Solomon to Ophir, 
and took thence four hundred and fifty 
talents of gold, and brought them to 
king Solomon. 

CHAPTEE 9 

AND *when the queen of Sheba heard 
JLA. of the fame of Solomon, she came 
to prove Solomon with hard questions at 
Jerusalem, with a very great company, 
and camels that bare spices, and gold in 
abundance, and precious stones: and 
when she was come to Solomon, she 
communed with him of all tliat was in 
her heart. 

2 And Solomon told her all her ques- 
tions: and there was notliing hid from 
Solomon wliich he told her not. 

3 And when the queen of Sheba had 
seen the wisdom of Solomon, and the 
house that he had built, 

4 And the meat of his table, and the 
sitting of his servants, and the attendance 
of his ministers, and their apparel ; his 

cupbearers also, and their apparel ; and 
liis ascent by which he went up into the 
house of the Lord ; there was no more 
spirit in her. 

6 And she said to the king, It was a 
true ® report which I heard in mine own 
land of thine ® acts, and of thy wisdom : 

6 Howbeit I believed not their words, 
until I came, and mine eyes had seen 
it: and, behold, the one half of the 
greatness of thy wisdom was not told 
me: for thou exceedest the fame that 
I heard. 

7 Happy are thy men, and happy are 
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these thy servants, which stand continu- 
ally before thee, and hear thy wisdom. 

8 Blessed be the Loed thy God, which 
delighted in thee to set thee on his throne, 
to le king for the Lord thy God : because 
thy God loved Israel, to establish them 
for ever, therefore made he thee king 
over them, to do judgment and justice. 

9 And she gave the king an hundred 
and twenty talents of gold, and of spices 
great abundance, ana precious stones ; 
neither was there any such spice as the 
queen of Sheba gave king Solomon. 

10 And the servants also of Huram, and 
the servants of Solomon, which brought 
gold from Opliir, brought i algum ti-ees 
and precious stones. 

11 And the king made of the algum 
trees ^terraces to the house of the Lord, 
and to the king’s palace, and haips and 
psalteries for singers: and them were 
none such seen before in the land of 
Judah. 

12 And king Solomon gave to the queen 
of Sheba all her desire, whatsoever she 
asked, beside that which/she had brought 
unto the king. So she turned, and went 
away to her own land, she and her ser- 
vants. 

13 H *Kow the weight of gold that 
came to Solomon in one year was six 
hundred and thi-eescore and six talents 
of gold ; 

14 Beside that which chapmen and 
merchants brought. And all the kings 
of Arabia and ® governors of the country 
brought gold and silver to Solomon. 

16 And king Solomon made two 
hundred targets of beaten gold : six hun- 
dred shekels of beaten gold went to one 
ta^et. 

16 And "'three hundred shields 'made he 
of beaten gold : tliree hundred shekels of 
gold went to one shield. And the king 

? ut them in the house of the forest of 
jebanon. 

17 hloreover the king made a gimt 
throne of ivory, and overlaid it with 
^’pure gold. 

18 And there were, six steps to the 
throne, with a footstool of gold, which 
were fastened to the tluone, and stays 
on each side of the sitting place, and two 
lions standing by the stays : 

19 And twelve lions stood there on the 
one side and on the other upon the six 
steps. There was not the like made in 
any kingdom, 

20 H And all the drinking vessels of 
king Solomon were of gold, and all the 
vessels of the house of the forest of Le- 
banon were o/Spm© gold: ^none were of 
silver ; it was not any thing accounted of 
in the days of Solomon. 

21 For the king’s ships went to Tarshlsh 
with the servants of Huram : every three 
years once came the ships of Tarshish 
bringing gold, and silver, Wivory, and 
apes, and peacocks. 


SolomoT^s glory. Following evil counsel^ 

22 And king Solomon passed all the 
kings of the earth in riches and wisdom. 

23 t And all the kings of the earth 
sought the presence of Solomon, to hear 
his wisdom, that God had put in his 
heart. 

24 And they brought everv man his 
present, vessels of silver, and vessels of 
gold, and raiment, harness, and spices, 
horses, and mules, a rate year by year. 

25 H *And Solomon had *four thousand 
stalls for horses and chariots, and twelve 
thousand horsemen ; whom he bestowed 
in the chariot cities, and with tlie king 
at Jerusalem. 

26 ^ “And he reigned over all the kings 
from the driver even unto the land of the 
PhiUstines, and to the border of Egjmt. 

27 And the king ^made silver in Jeru- 
salem as stones, and cedar trees made he 
as tlie sycomore trees that are in ^the 
low plains in abundance. 

28 And they brought unto Solomon 
horses out of Egypt, and out of all lands. 

29 H “Now the rest of the acts of 
Solomon, first land last, are they not 
written in tlie ^book of ^Nathan the 
prophet, and in the prophecy of »Ahiiah 
the Dliilonite, and in the visions of-^'Iddo 
the ^seer against Jeroboam the son of 
Nebat? 

30 And Solomon reigned in Jerusalem 
over all Israel forty years. 

31 And Solomon slept with his fathers, 

and he was buried in the city of David 
his father : and Eehoboam his son reigned 
in his stead. ^ 

CHAPTEB 10 

AND Eehoboam went to Shechem: 
Ax for to Shechem were all Israel come 
to make liim king. 

2 And it came to pass, when Jeroboam 
the son of Nebat who was in Egypt, 
“whither he had fled from the presence 
of Solomon the king, heard it, that Jero- 
boam returned out of Egypt. 

3 And they sent and c^led liim. So 
Jeroboam and all Israel came and spake 
to Eehoboam, saying, 

4 Thy father made our yoke grievous : 
now therefore ease thou somewhat the 
grievous servitude of tliy father, and his 
heavy yoke that he put upon us, and we 
will serve thee. 

6 And he said unto them, Come again 
imto me after three days. And the 
people departed. 

6 1 And king Eehoboam took counsel 
with the old men that had stood before 
Solomon his father while he yet lived, 
saying, "What counsel give ye me to 
return answer to this people? 

7 And they spake unto him, saying. If 
thou be land to tliis people, and please 
them, and speak good words to them, 
they will be thy servants for ever. 

8 But he forsook the counsel which the 
old men gave him, and took counsel with 
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Rehohoam loseth the ten tribes, 

the young men that were brought up 
with him, that stood before him. 

9 And he said unto them, What advice 
give ye that we may return answer to 
this people, which have spoken to me, 
saying, somewhat the yoke that 
thy father did put upon us? 

10 And the young men that were brought 
up with him spake unto hiruj saying, 
O^ius shalt thou answer the people that 
spake unto thee, saying, Thy father made 
our yoke heavy, but make thou it some- 
what lighter for us ; thus shalt thou say 
unto them, My little finger shall be 
thicker than my father’s loins. 

11 For whereas my father iput a heavy 
yoke upon you, I will put more to your 
yoke: my father chastised you with 
whips, but I will chastise you with 
scomions. 

12 So Jeroboam and all the people came 
to Eehoboam on the third day, as the 
king bade, saying. Come again to me on 
the third day. 

13 And the king answered them rough- 
ly; and king Eehoboam forsook Sie 
counsel of the old men, 

14 And answered them after the advice 
of the young men, saying, My father 
made your yoke heavy, but I will add 
thereto : my father chastised you with 
whips, but I wiR chastise you with 
scomions. 

15 So the king hearkened not unto the 
people : for the cause was of God, that 
the LORD might perform his word, which 
he spake by the hand of ®Ahi/ah the 
Shilonite to Jeroboam the son of 'Nebat, 

16 H And when all Israel saw that the 
king would not hearken rmto them, the 
people answered the king, saying, ‘TOat 
portion have we in David? and we have 
none inheritance in the son of Jesse : 
every man to your tents, O Israel : and 
now, David, see to thine own house. So 
aU Israel went to their tents. 

17 But as for the children of Israel that 
dwelt in the cities of Judah, Eehoboam 
reigned over them. 

18 Then king Eehoboam sent ^'Hado- 
that was over the tribute ; and the 

children of Israel stoned him with stones, 
that he died. But king Eehoboam ^ made 
speed to get him up to his daariot, to flee 
to Jerusalem. 

19^d Israel rebelled against the house 
of David unto this day. 

CHAPTEE 11 

and when Eehoboam was come to 
Ax. Jerusalem, he gathered of the house 
of Judah and Benjamin an hundred and 
fourscore thousand chosen men^ which 
were warriors, to fight against Israel, 
th£^ he might bring the kingdom again 
to Eehoboam. 

2 But the word of the Lord to 
Shemaiah the man of God, saying, 

3 Speak unto Eehoboam the son of 
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Solomon, king of Judah, and to all “Is- 
rael in Judah and Benjamin, saying, 

4 Thus saith tlie Lord, Ye shall not go 
up, nor fight against your brethren ; re- 
tmn every man to his house: for thfa 
ti^g is (lone of me. And they obeyed 
the words of the Lord, and returned 
from going against Jeroboam. 

5 J And Eehoboam dwelt in Jerusalem, 
and built cities for defence in Judah. 

6 He built even Beth-lehem, and Etam, 
and Tekoa, 

7 And Beth-zur, and Shoco, and Adul- 
1am, 

§ And Gath, and Mareshah, and Eiph, 

9 And Adoraim, and Lachish, and 
Azekak 

10. And Zorah, and Aijalon, and Hebron, 
which are in Judah and in Benjamin 
fenced cities. 

11 And he fortified the strong holds, 
and put captains in them, and store of 
victual, and of oil anci wine. 

1? in eveiy several city he put 
snields and spears, and made them ex- 
9 eedmg strong, having Judah and Ben- 
jamm on his side. 

13 U And the priests and the Levites 
that we7*e in all Israel ^ resorted to hirn 
out of all their coasts. 

14 For the Levites left ^their suburbs 
and their possession, and came to Judah 
and Jerusalem: for Jeroboam and his 
sons “had cast them off from executing 
the priest’s ofl3ice,imto the Lord : 

15 And he ordained him priests for the 
lugh places, and for /the devils, and for 
^ the calves wliich he had made. 

16 ^ And after them out of all the tribes 
of I^el such as set their hearts to seek 
the Lord God of Israel came to Jeru- 
salem, to sacrifice unto the Lord God of 
their fathers. 

17 So they ^strengthened the kingdom 
of Judah, and made Eehoboam the son 
of Solomon strong, tliree years : for three 
years they walked in the way of David 
and Solomon. 

18 H And Eehoboam took him Mahalath 
the daughter of Jerimoth the son of 
David to wife, and Ahihail the daughter 
of ^^Eliab the son of Jesse ; 

19 Which bare him children; Jeush, 
and Shamariah, and Zaham. 

20 And after her he took *Maachah 
the daughter of Absalom; which h^ 
him Abijah, and Attai, and Ziza, and 
Shelomith. 

21 And Eehoboam loved Maachah the 
daughter of Absalom above all his wives 
and his concubines : (for he took eighteen 
wives, and threescore concubines; and 
begat twenty and eight sons, and three- 
score daughters.) 

22 And ’"Eehoboam made Abijah the 
son of Maachah the chief, to he ruler 
among his brethren : for Ae thought to 
make nim king. 

^ And he dealt wisely, and dispersed

of all his children throughout all the 
countries of Judah and Benjamin, unto 
every fenced city: and he gave them 
victual in abundance. And ne desired 
imany -wives, 

CHAPTEE 12 

AND it came to pass, when Behoboam 
had established the kingdom, and 
had strengthened himself, *he forsook 
the law of the Loed, and all Israel with 
him. 

2 And it came to pass, that ^ in the fifth 
year of king Behoboam Sliishak king of 
Eg 5 T)t came up against Jerusalem, oe- 
cause they had transgressed against the 
Loed, 

3 With twelve hundred chariots, and 
threescore thousand horsemen: and the 

pie 'were without number that came 
him out of Egypt ; the ^Lubims, 


the Sukkiims, and the Ethiopians. 

4 And he took »the fenced cities which 
pertained to Judah, and came to Jeru- 
salem. 

5 H Then came ^Shemaiah the pro- 

S het to Behoboam, and to the princes of 
udah, that were gathered together to 
Jerusalem because of Shishak, and said 
unto them, Thus saith the Loed, Ye 
have forsaken me, and therefore have I 
also left you in the hand of Sliishak. 

6 Whereupon the princes of Israel and 
the king humbled themselves ; and they 
said. The Loed is righteous. 

7 And when the Loed saw that they 
humbled themselves, the word of the 
Loed came to Shemaiali, saying, They 
have humbled themselves; therefore I 
will not destroy them, but I will grant 
them Ssome deliverance; and my -wrath 
shall not be poured out upon Jerusalem, 
by the hand of Shishak. 

6 Nevertheless they shall he his servants ; 
that they may know ^ my service, and the 
service of the kingdoms of the countries. 
9 *'So Shishak king of Egypt came up 
against Jerusalem, and took away the 
treasures of the house of the Lord, and 
the treasures of the king’s house ; he took 
all : he carried away also the shields of 
gold which Solomon had made. 

10 Instead of which king Behoboam 
made shields of brass, and committed 
them to the hands of the chief of the 
ffwd, that kept the entrance of the 
king’s house. 

11 And when the king entered into the 
house of the Lord, the guard came and 
fetched them, and brought them again 
into the guard chamber. 

12 And when he humbled himself, the 
wrath of the Lord turned from niTn, 
that he would not destroy him altogether : 
Sand also in Judah things went well, 

13 So king Behoboam strengthened 
himself in Jerusalem, and reigned : for 
Behoboam was one and forty years old 
when he began to reign, and he reigned 
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seventeen years in Jerusalem, * the city 
which the Lord had chosen out of all 
the tribes of Israel, to put his name 
there. And his mothers name was 
Naamah an Ammonitess. 

14 And he did evil, because he 2 prepared 
not his heart to seek the Lord. 

16 *Now the acts of Eehoboana, first 
and last, are tliey not written in the 
Shook of <*Shemaiah the prophet, and of 
®Iddo the seer concerning /genealogies? 
And there were wars between Behoboam 
and Jeroboam continually. 

16 And Behoboam slept with his fathers, 
and was buried in the citj of David : and 
^ Abijah his son reigned m his stead. 

CHAPTEB 13 

N OW in the eighteenth year of king 
Jeroboam began Abijah to reign 
over Judah. 

2 He reigned three years in Jerusalem. 
His mother’s name also was ^'Michaiah 
the daughter of Uriel of Gibeah. * And 
there -was war between Abijah and Jero- 
boam. 

3 And Abijah ^ set the battle in array 
with an army of valiant men of war, 
even four hundred thousand chosen men ; 
Jeroboam also set the battle in array 
against him -with eight hundred thousand 
j chosen men, being mighty men of valour. 

I 4 IT And Abijah stood im upon mount 
”*Zemaraun, which is in ’^mount Ephra- 
im, and said. Hear me, thou Jeroboam, 
and all Israel ; 

5 Ought ye not to know that the Lord 
God of Israel ®gave the kingdom over 
Israel to David for ever, even to birn and 
to his sons by ^a covenant of salt ? 

6 Yet Jeroboam the son of Nebatj the 
servant of Solomon the son of David, is 
risen up, and hath rebelledagainst his lord. 
7 And there are gathered unto him vain 
men, the cMldren of Belial, and have 
strengthened themselves against Beho- 
hoam the son of Solomon, when Beho- 
boam was * young and tenderheait^ 
and could not withstand them. 

8 And now ye think to withstand *the 
kingdom of the Lord m the hand of the 
sons of David; and ye be a great multi- 
tude, and there are with you " golden 
calves, which Jeroboam made you for 
gods. 

9” Have ye not cast out the priests of 
the Lord, the sons of Aaron^ and the 
Levites, and have made you priests after 
the manner of the nations of other lands? 
so that whosoever cometh "^to consecrate 
himself -with * a young bullock and seven 
rams, the same may be a priest of them 
that are no gods. 

10 But as for us, the Lord is our God, 
and we have not forsaken him : and the 
priests, which minister unto the Lord, 
are the sons of Aaron, and the Levites 
wait upon their business : 

11 And they bum mito the Lord every 
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Jeroboam overcome, Asa king of Judah,, 

morning and every evening “burnt sacri- 
fices and sweet incense : the shewbread 
also set they in order upon the pure 
table ; and the candlestick of gold with 
the lamps thereof, ®to burn every even- 
ing: for we <*keep the charge of the 
IX)RD our God ; but ye have forsaken him. 

12 And, behold, God himself is with us 
for our captain, and his priests ®with 
sounding trumpets to cry alarm against 
you. 0 cliildren of Israel, fight ye not 
against the Lord God of your fathers; 
for ye shall not prosper. 

13 iT But Jeroboam caused an ambush- 
ment to come about behind them : so 
they were before Judali, and the ambush- 
ment was beliind them. 

14 Amd when Judah looked back, be- 
hold, the battle was before and behind : 
and they cried unto the Lord, and the 
priests sounded with the trumpets. 

15 Then the men of Judali gave a shout : 
and as the men of Judah shouted, it 
came to pass, that God ^smote Jeroboam 
and all Israel before Abijah and Judah. 

16 And the children of Israel fled before 
Judah: and God delivered them into 
their hand. 

17 And Abijah and his people slew 
them with a great slaughter: so there 
fell down slain of Israel five hundred 
thousand chosen men. 

18 Thus the children of Israel were 
brought under at that time, and the 
children of Judah prevailed, because they 
’"relied upon the Lord God of their 
fathers. 

19 And Abijah pursued after Jeroboam, 
and took cities from him, ®Beth-el with 
the towns thereof, and Jeshanali with 
the towns thereof, and Ephrain with the 
towns thereof. 

20Neither did Jeroboam recover strength 
again in the days of Abijah: and the 
Lord ^struck him, and ®he died. 

21 IT But Abijah waxed mighty, and 
married fourteen wives, and begat twenty 
and two sons, and sixteen dau^iters. 

22 And the rest of the acts of Abijah, 
and his ways, and his sayings, are writ- 
ten in the story of the prophet ®Iddo. 

CHAPTER 14 

S O Abijah slept with his fathers, and 
they buried nim in the city of David : 
and “Asa his son reigned in his stead. 

In his days the land was quiet ten years. 

2 And Asa did that which was good 
and right in the eyes of the Lord his God : 

8 For he took away the altars of the 
strange gods, and “ the high places, and 
brake down the ^images, and ^'cut down 
the groves : y Deu. >. 5. 

4 And commanded Judah to seek the 
Lord God of their fathers, and to do the a 3J; J 9 

law and the commandment. & 35. 3’ 

6 Also he took away out of all the cities 
of J udali the high places and tlie s images : j neb ,u» 
and the kingdom was quiet before him. imagio. 
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6 IT And he built ^fenced cities in Ju- 
dah : for the land had rest, and he had 
no war in those years ; because the Lord 
had given him rest. 

7 Therefore he said unto Judah, Let us 
build these cities, and make about them 
walls, and towers, gates, and bars, while 
the land is yet before us; because we 
have sought the Lord out God, we have 
sought him, and he hath given us rest on 
every side. So they built and prospered. 

8 And Asa had an army of men that 
bare targets and spears, out of Judah 
/three hundred thousand: and out of 
Benjamin, that bare shields and drew 
bows, two hundred and fourscore thou- 
sand: all these were mighty men of 
valour. 

9 IT And there came out against them 
Zerah the Ethiopian with an host of a 
thousand thousand, and three hundred 
chariots; and came unto ^^Mareshah. 

10 Then Asa went out against him, and 
they set the battle in array in the valley 
of ^Zephathah at Mareshah. 

11 And Asa cried mito the Lord his 
God, and said, Lord, it is /nothing with 
thee to help, whether with many, or with 
them tliat have no power: help us, O 
Lord out God; for we *rest on thee, 
and ^in thy name we go against this 
multitude. 0 Lord, thou art our God ; 
let not iman prevail against thee. 

12 So the Lord smote the Ethiopians 
before Asa, and before Judah ; and the 
Ethiopians fled. 

13 And Asa and the people that were 
with him pursued them unto “Gerar: 
and the Etliiopians were overtlirown, 
that they could not recover themselves; 
for they were 2 destroyed before the Lord, 
and before his host; and they carried 
away very much spoil. 

14 And they smote all the cities round 
about Gerar; for *’the fear of the Lord 
came upon them: and they spoiled all 
the cities ; for there was exceedmg much 
spoil in them. 

15 They smote also the tents of cattle, 
and carried away sheep and camels in 
abundance, and returned to Jerusalem. 

CHAPTER 15 

AND *the Spirit of God came upon 
JLx. Azariah the son of Oded: 

2 And he went out ^to meet Asa, and 
said unto him. Hear ye Asa, and all 
Judah and Benjamin; The Lord is 
with you, while ye be with him ; and ®if 
ye seek him, he will be found of you; 
but *if ye forsake him, he will forsake you. 

3 Now ^for a long season Israel hath 
leen without the true God, and without 
“a teaching priest, and without law. 

4 But when they in their trouble did 
turn unto the Lord God of Israel, and 
sought him, he was found of them. 

5 And in those times lihere was no 
peace to him that went out, nor to him 
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that came in, but great vexations were 
upon all the inhabitants of the countries. 

6 And nation was ^destroyed of nation, 
and city of city : for God did vex them 
with all adversity. 

7 Be ye strong therefore, and let not 
your hands be weak; for your work shall 
be rewarded. 

8 And when Asa heard these words, 
and the prophecy of Oded the prophet, 
he took courage, and “put away the 

abominable idols out of all the land 
of Judah and Benjamin, and out of the 
cities ®w"hich he had taken from mount 
Ephraim, and renewed the altar of the 
Lord, that was ‘^before the porch of the 
Lord. 

9 And he gathered all Judah and Ben- 
jamin. and ^the strangers with them out 
of Ephraim and Manasseh, and out of 
8imeon : for they fell to lum out of Israel 
in abundance, when they saw that the 
Lord his God was with him. 

10 So they gathered themselves together 
at Jerusalem in the third month, in the 
fifteenth year of the reign of Asa. 

11 And they offered unto the Lord ^the 
same time, of *the spoil which they had 
brought, seven hundred oxen and seven 
thousand sheep. 

12 And they ^entered into a covenant to 
seek the Lord God of their fathers with 
all their heart and with all their soul ; 

13 That whosoever would not seek the 
Lord God of Israel "should be put to 
death, whether small or great, whether 
man or woman. 

, 14 And they sware unto the Lord with 
a loud voice, and with shouting, and with 
trumpets, and with-*' cornets. 

15 And all Judah rejoiced at the oath : 
for tliey had sworn with aU their heart, 
and sought him with their whole desire ; 
and he was found of them: and the 
Lord gave them rest round about. 

16 IT "And also concernma Maachah 
the ^mother of Asa the king, he removed 
her from being queen, because she had 
made an i^idol in a grove : and Asa cut 
down her idol, and * stamped and 
burnt it at the brook Eadron. 

17 But “the high places were not taken 
away out of Isr^ ; nevertheless the heart 
of Asa was perfect all his days. 

18 H And he brou^t into the house of 
God the things that his father had dedi- 
cated, and that he himself had dedicated, 
silver, and gold, and vessels. 

19 And there was no more war imto the 
hve and thirtieth year of the reign of Asa. 

CHAPTER 16 

P f the six and thirtieth year of the 
reign of Asa “Baasha king of Israel 
came up against Judah, and bunt Ramah, 
to the mtent that he might let none go 
out or come in to Asa king of Judah. 

2 Then Asa brought out silver and gold 
out of the treasures of the house of the 
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Asa^s reforms. Re is reproved. 

Lord and of the king’s house, and sent 
to Ben-hadad king of Syria, that dwelt at 
2 Damascus, saying, 

3 There is a league between me and 
thee, as there was between my father 
and thy father : behold, I have sent thee 
silver and gold; go, break thy league 
with Baasha king of Israel, that he may 
depart from me. 

4 And Ben-hadad hearkened unto kmg 
Asa, and sent the captains of ^his armies 
against the cities of Israel; and they 
smote lion, and Dan, and *Abel-maim, 
and all the store cities of Naphtali, 

6 And it came to pass, when Baasha 
heard iU that he left off building of 
Ramah, and let his work cease. 

6 Then Asa the king took all Judah: 
and they carried away the stones of 
j^mah, and the timber thereof, whem- 
with Baasha was building ; and he built 
therewth Geba and jMizpah. 

7 11 And at that time^Hanani the seer 
came to Asa king of Judali, and said 
unto him, ** Because thou hast *^relied on 
the king of Syria, and not relied on the 
Lord my God, therefore is the host of 
the king of Syria escaped out of tliine 
hand. 

8 Were not the Ethiopians and *the 
Lubims ^a huge host, with very many 
chariots and horsemen? yet, because thou 
didst rely on the Lord, ’"he delivered 
them into thine hand. 

9 Por “the eyes of the Lord run to and 
fro throughout the whole earth, 7 to 
shew himself strong in the behalf of 
them whose heart is perfect toward him. 
Herein thou hast done foolishly : there- 
fore from henceforth thou shalt have 
wars. 

10 Then Asa was wroth with the seer, 
and put him in a ® prison house ; for he 
was m a rage with him because of this 
thing. And Asa ^ oppressed sorne of the 
people the same time. 

11 H And, behold, *the acts of Asa, first 
and last, lo, they are written in the hook 
of the kings of J udah and Israel. 

12 And Asa in the thirty and ninth 
year of his reign was diseased in his feet, 
until his disease was exceeding great: 
yet in his disease he sought not to the 
Lord, but to the physicians. 

13 t And Asa slept with his fathers, 
and died in the one and fortieth year of 
his reign. 

14 And ’’they buried him in his own 
sepulchres, which he had made for liim- 
self in the city of David, and laid him in 
the bed which was filled “'with sweet 
odours and divers kinds of spices pre- 
pared by the apothecaries’ art : and they 
made very great burning for him. 

CHAPTER 17 

AND ®Jehoshaphat his son reigned in 
JTjl his stead, and strengthened himself 
against Israel. 
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2 .^d lie placed forces in all "the ^ 
fenced cities of Judah, and set sarrisons 
in the land of Judah, and in the cities 
of Ephraim, * which Asa his father had 

3 And the Lord was with Jehoshaphat, 
because he walked in the first ways ^of 
his father Lavid, and sought not unto 
‘Baalim; 

4 But sought to the Lqrh God of his 
father, and walked in his command- 
pients, and not after ^^the doings of 

6 Therefore the Lord stahlished the 
kingdom in his hand; and all Judah 
3 brought to Jehoshaphat * presents; and 
he had riches and honour in abundance, 

6 ind his heart -^was lifted up in the 
ways of the Lord : moreover ne took 
away ^the high places and ^groves out 
of J^udah. 

7 H Also in the third year of his reign 
he sent to liis princes, even to Ben-hail, 
and to Obadiah, and to Zechariah, and 
to Nethaneel, and to Midiaiah, *to teach 
in the cities of Judah. 

8 Aad with them he sent Levites, even 
Shemaiah, and Nethaniah, and Zebadiali, 
aud Asahel, and Shemiramoth, and Je- 
honathan, and Adonijah, and Tobijah, 
and Tob-adonijah, Levites; and with 
them Elishama and Jehoram, priests. 

9 And they taught in Judah, and had 
the book of the law of the Lord with 
them, and went about throughout all the 
cities of Judah, and taught the people. 

10 t And Hhe fear of tlie Lord ®fell 
upon all the kingdoms of the lands that 
were round about Judah, so that they 
made no war against Jehoshaphat. 

11 Alsc some of the”Thilistmes "brought 
Jehoshaphat presents, and tribute silver; 
and the "^Arabians brought him flocks, 
seven thousand and seven hundred ram& | 
and seven thousand and seven hundred 
he goats. 

12 t And Jehoshaphat waxed great 
exceedingly; and he built in Judah 
10 castles, and "cities of store. . 

13 And he had much business in the 
cities of Judah; and the men of war, 
mighty men of valour, were in Jerusalem. 

14 And these are the numbers of them 
according to the house of their fathers : 
Of Judah, the captains of thousands; 
Adnah the chief, and with him mightv 
men of valour three hundred thousand. 

15 And i^next to liim was Jehohanan 
the captain, and with him two hundred 
and fourscore thousand. ^ 

16 And next him was Amasiah the son 
of Zicliri, ^who willingly oflered himself 
unto the Lord ; and with him two hun- 
dred thousand mighty men of valour. 

17 And of Benjamin ; Eliada a mighty 

mnr^ of valouT, and with him armed 
men with bow and shield two hundred 
thousand. , , ^ , 

18 An d next him was Jehozabad, and 
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with hiTifi an hundred and fourscore 
thousand ready prepared for the war. 

19 These waited on the king, beside 
those whom "the king put in the fenced 
cities throughout all Judah. 

CHAPTER 18 
Jehoshaphat ‘^had riches and 
-LN honour in abundance, and "joined 
affinity with Ahab. 

2 And 2 after certain years /he went 
down to Ahab to Samaria. And Ahab 
killed sheep and oxen for him in abun- 
dance, and for the people that he had 
with him, and persuaded him to go up 
loith him to Eamoth-gilead, 

3 And Ahab king of Israel said iinto 
Jehosliaphat king of Judah, Wilt thou 
go with me to Ramoth-^ead? And he 
answered Mm, I am as thou art, and my 
people as thy people; and ^ve will be 
with thee in the war. 

4 IT And Jehosliapliat said unto the 
king of Israel, Inquire, I pray thee, at 
the word of the Lord to day. 

6 Therefore the king of Israel gathered 
together of prophets four himdred men, 
and said unto them. Shall we go to 
Eamoth-gilead to battl^ or shall I for- 
bear? And they said. Go up; for God 
will dehver it into the king’s hand. 

6 Bub Jehoshaphat said Is there not 
here a prophet of the Lord s besides, 
that we might inquire of him? 

7 And the king of Israel said rmto 
Jehoshaphat, There is yet one man, by 
whom we may inquire of the Lord: 
but I hate him; for he never prophesied 
good unto me, but always evil : the same 
Is Micaiah the son of Imla. And Je- 

. hoshaphat said, Let not the king say so. 

8 And the king of Israel caUed for one 
of Az’s'? officers, and said, ^ Fetch quickly 
Micaiah the son of Imla. 

9 And the king of Israel and Jehosha- 

{ )hat king of Judah sat either of them on 
lis throne, clothed in their robes, and 
they sat in a 9 void place at the entering 
in of the gate of Samaria ; and all the 
prophets prophesied before them. 

10 And Zedekiah the son of Chenaanah 
had made him horns of iron, and said. 
Thus saith the Lord, With these thou 
a shalt push Syria until ^they he con- 
sumed. , . . , 
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saying, Uo up to Jttamotii-giieaa, ana 
prosper; for the Lord shall deliver it 
mto the hand of the king. 

12 And the messenger that went to call 
Micaiah spake to him, saying, Behold, 
the words of the prophets declare good 
to the king i^with one assent ; let thy 
word therefore, I pray thee, be like one 
of theirs, and speak thou good. 

13 And Micaiah said, As the Lord 
liveth, even what my God saith, that 
will I speak. 

14 And when he was come to the kmg, 
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the king said unto him, Hicaiah, shall I 
ve go to Ramoth-gilead to battle, or 
ahalll forbear? And he said. Go ye up, 
prosper, and they shall be dehvered 
into your hand. 

15 And the king said to him. How- 
many times shall ladjure thee that thou 
say nothing but the truth to me in the 
name of the Lord? 

16 Then he said, I did see all Israel 
scattered upon the mountains, as sheep 
that have no shepherd: and the Lord 
said. These have no master; let them 
return therefore every man to his house 
in peace. 

17 And the kiim of Israel said to Je- 
hoshaphat, Did 1 not tell thee that he 
would not prophesy good unto me, ^but 
evil? 

18 Again he said, Therefore hear the 
word of the Lord; I saw the Lord 
sitting upon his tin-one, and all the host 
of heaven standing on his right hand 
and OKI his left. 

19 And the Lord said. Who shall entice 
Ahab king of Israel, that he may go up 
and fall at Eamotn-gilead? And one 
spake saying after this manner, and 
another saying after that manner. 

20 Then there came out a spirit, and 
stood before the Lord, and said, I will 
entice him. And the Lord said unto 
him, Wherewith? 

21 And he said, I will go out, and he a 
lying spirit in the mouth of all his pro- 
phets. And the Lord said, Thou shalt 
entice hiw^ and thou shalt also prevail : 
go out, and do even so. 

22 Now therefore, behold, the liORD 
hath put a lying spirit in the mouth of 
these thy prophets, and the Lord hath 
spoken evil against thee. 

23 Then 2edekiah the son of Chenaanah 
came near, and smote Micaiah upon the 
cheek, and said, Which way went the 
Spirit of the Lord from me to speak 
unto thee? 

24 And Micaiah said, Bdiold, thou shalt 
see on that day when thou shalt go ?into 
an inner chamber to hide thyself. 

25 Then the king of Israel said. Take ye 
Micaiah, and carry him back to Amon 
the governor of the city, and to Joash 
the king’s son; 

26 And say. Thus saith the king. Put 
this fellow m the prison, and feed him 
with bread of auction and -with water 
of afliiction, until I return in peace. 

27 And Micaiah said. If thou certainly 
return in peace, then hath not the Lord 
spoken by me. And he said, Hearken, 
all ye people. 

28 So the king of Israel and Jehosha- 
chat the king of Judah went up to 
Eamoth-gilead. 

J!9 Amd the kin^ of Israel said unto 


^ I will disuse myself, and 
wm go to the battle; out put thou on 
thy robes. So the king of Israel dis-

guised himself; and they went to the 
battle. 

30 Now the king of Syria had com- 
manded the captains of the chariots that 
were with liim, saying, Pight ye not -with 
small or great, save only with the king of 
Israel. 

31 And it came to pass, when the cap- 
tains of the chariots saw Jehoshapliat, 
that they said, It ts the king of Israel 
Therefore they ^compassed about him 
to fight: but Jehosnaphat cried out, 
and the Lord helped liim; and God 
moved them to depai't from him. 

32 For it came to pass, tliat, when the 
captains of the chariots perceived that it 
was not the king of Israel, they turned 
back again ^from pm-suing nim. 

33 And a certain man drew a bow at a 
venture, and smote the king of Israel 
4 between the joints of the harness: 
therefore he said to his chariot man, 
Turn thine hand, that thou mayest 
carry me out of the host; for I am 
® wounded. 

34 And the battle increased that day : 
howbeit the king of Israel stayed himself 
up in hw chariot against the Syrians 
until the even : and about the tune of 
the sun going down he died. 

CHAPTEE 19 

AND Jehoshaphat the king of Judah 
Jlx. returned to his house in peace to 
Jerusalem. 

2 And *Jehu the son of Hanani the 
seer went out to meet him, and said to 
king Jehoshaphat, Shouldest thou help 
the ungodly, and ®love them that hate 
the Lord? therefore is wrath upon thee 
from before the Lord. 

3 Nevertheless there are ‘^good things 
found in thee, in that thou hast ® taken 
away the groves out of the land, and hast 
prepared thine heart to seek God. 

4 And J ehoshaphat dwelt at Jerusalem ; 
and She went out again through the peo- 
ple from Beer-sheba to /mount Ephraim, 
and brought them back unto die Lord 
God of their fathers. 

5 IT And he set ^judges in the land 
throughout all *the fenced cities of 
Judah, city by city, 

6 And said to the judges. Take heed 
what ye do : for ^ye judge not for man, 
but for the Lord, who is with you sin 
the judgment. 

7 Wherefore now let the fear of the 
Lord be upon you; take heed and do 
it: for there is ^'no iniquity with the 
Lord our God, nor * respect of persons, 
nor taking of gifts. 

8 1 Moreover in Jerusalem did Jeho- 
shaphat set ^of the Levites, and cf the 
priests, and of the chief of the fathers of 
Israel, for the judgment of the Lord, and 
for controversies, when they returned to 
Jerusalem. 

9 And he charged them, sajdng. Thus 
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shall ye do ®in the fear of the Lobd, 
faithfully, and with a perfect heart. 

10 And what cause soever shall come 
to you of your brethren that dwell in 
their cities, between blood and blood, 
between law and commandment, sta- 
tutes and judgments, ye shall even warn 
them that they trespass not against the 
Loud, and so wrath come upon you, and 
upon your brethren: this do, and ye 
shall not trespass. 

11 And, behold, ®Amariah the chief 
priest is over you /in all matters of the 
Lord ; and Zebadiah the son of Ishmael, 
the niler of the house of Judah, /for 
aU the king’s matters: also the Levites 
shall be ofiicers before you. iDeal cou- 
rageously, and the Lord ^all be with 
the good. 

CHAPTER 20 

I T came to pass after tliis also, that the 
children of *Moab, and the children 
of Ammon, and with them other beside 
the Ammonites, came against Jehosha- 
phat to battle. 

2 Then there came some that told Je- 
hoshaphat, saying. There cometh a great 
multitude against thee from beyond the 
sea on this side Syria ; and, behold, they 
be in Hazazon-tamar, which is ^]^-ge«ii. 
3 And Jehoshaphat feared, and set 
4 himself to "seek the Lord, and ‘’pro- 
claimed a fast throughout all Judah. 

4 And Judah gathered themselves to- 
getlier, to ask help of the Lord: even 
out of all the cities of Judah they came 
to seek the Lord. 

5 If And Jehoshaphat stood in the con- 
gregation of Judah and Jerusalem, in 
the house of the Lord, before the new 
court, 

6 And said, 0 Lord God of our fathers, 
art not thou ^God in heaven? and 
“rulest not thou over all the kingdoms 
of the heathen? and in thine hand is 
there not power and might, so that none 
is able to withstand thee ? 

7 Ai't not thou "our God, ^who didst 
drive out the inliabitants of this land 
before thy people Israel, and gavest it 
to the seed of Abraham thy ^friend for 
ever? 

8 And they dwelt therein, and have 
built thee a sanctuary therein for thy 
name, saying, 

9 “If, when evil cometh upon us, as 
the sword, judgment, or pestilence, or 
famine, we stand ‘^before tliis house, and 
in thy presence, (for ® thy name is in this 
house,) and cry unto thee in our afflic- 
tion, then thou wilt hear and help. 

10 And now, behold, the diildren of 
/Ammon and Moab and mount Seir. 
whom thou ^wouldest not let Israel 
invade, when they came out of the^nd 
of E^t, but ’^they turned from them, 
and destroyed tliem not ; 

11 Behold, J say, how they reward us, 
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9 Heb. tliou. 
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Ueb. And 
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time that 
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to come * to cast us out of thy possession, 
which thou hast given us to inherit. 

12 O our God, wilt thou not judge 
them? for we have no might against 
this great company that cometh against 
us; neither know we what to do: but 
‘^our eyes are upon thee. 

13 And all Judah stood before the 
Lord, with their little ones, their wives, 
and their children. 

14 U Then upon Jahaziel the son of 
Zechariah, the son of Benaiah, the son 
of Jeiel, the son of Mattaniah, a Levite 
of the sons of Asaph,' ^ came the Spirit 
of the Lord in the midst of the congre- 
gation ; 

15 And he said, Hearken ye, all Judah, 
and ye inhabitants of Jerusalem, and 
thou long Jehoshaphat, Thus saith the 
Lord unto you, Be not afraid nor dis- 
maye<l by reason of this great multitude; 
for * the battle is not yours, but God’s, 

16 To morrow go ye down a^inst them : 
behold, they come up by the ^clili* of Ziz ; 
and ye shall find them at the end of the 
3 brook, before the wilderness of JenieL 

17 *ye shall not need to fight in this 
battle: set yourselves, stand ye still, and 
see the salvation of the Lord with you, 
0 Judah and Jerusalem: fear not, nor 
be dismayed ; to morrow go out against 
them : *"for the Lord wilt he with you. 

18 And Jehoshaphat ^bowed his head 
with his face to the ground: and all 
Judah and the inhabitants of Jerusalem 
fell before tbe Lord, worshipping the 
Lord. 

19 And the Levites, of the children of the 
^Kohathites, and of the children of the 
**Korhites, stood up to praise the Lord 
God of Israel with a louu voice on high. 

20 ^ And they rose early in the morn- 
ing,^d went forth into *the wilderness 
of Tekoa: and as they went forth, Je- 
hoshaphat stood and said, Hear me, O 
Judah, and ye inhabitants of Jerusalem: 
"Believe in the Lord your God, so shall 
ye be established; believe his prophets, 
so shall ye prosper. 

21 And when he had consulted "with the 
people, he appointed singers unto the 
Lord, and ^that should praise ^the 
beauty of holiness, as they went out 
before the army, and to say, * Praise the 
Lord ; for his mercy endureth for ever. 

22 H 7 And when they began ^to sing 
and to praise, the Lord set * ambush- 
ments against the children of ® Ammon, 
Moab, and mount Seir, which were come 
against Judah : and ®tney were smitten. 

^ For the children of Ammon and 
Moab stood up against the inhabitants of 
mount Seir, utterly to slay and destroy 
them: and when they had made an end of 
the inhabitants of Seir, every one helped 
10 to destroy another. 

24 And when Judah came toward the 
watch tower in the wilderness, they 
looked unto the multitude, and, behold. 
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they mere dead bodies fallen to the earth, 
and ^none escaped. 

25 And when Jehoshaphat and his 
people came to take away the spoil of 
them, they found among them in abun- 
dance both riches with the'dead bodies, 
and precious jewels, which they stripped 


. Jays m 

gatn^mg of the spoil, it was so much. 

26 ", ,And on the fourth day they 
assembled themselves in the valley of 
^Berachah; for there they blessed the 
JjOrd : therefore the name of the same 
place was called, The valley of Berachah, 
imto this day. 

27 Then they returned, every man of 
Judah and Jerusalem, and Jehosliaphat 
m the ^forefront of them, to go again to 
Jer^lemwith joy ; ‘^for the iiOED had 
made them to rejoice over their enemies. 

28 ^d they came to Jerusalem with 

psalteries and harps and trumpets unto 

the house of the Lobd. 

29 And /the fear of God was on all the 


the enemies of Israel. 

30 So the realm of Jehoshaphat was 
quiet : for his ^ God gave him rest round 
about. 

31 ^ *And Jehoshaphat reigned over 
Judah : he was thirty and five years old 
when he b^n to reign, and he reign^ 
twenty and five years in Jerusmem. 
And his mother’s name was Azubah 
the daughter of Shilhi. 

32 And he walked in the way of Asa his 
father, and departed not from it, doing 
that which was right in the sight of the 
Lorn 

33 Howbeit /the high places were not 
taken away : for as yet tlie people had 
not * prepared their hearts unto the God 
of their fathers. 

34 Now the rest of the acts of Jehosha- 
phat, first and last, behold, they are 
mitten in the ®book of Jehu the son 
of Hanani, ^who 7 is mentioned in the 
Iwok of the kings of Israel 

36 IT And after this '‘did Jehoshaphat 
king of Judah join himself with Aliaziah 
tog of Israel who did very wickedly : 

36 And he joined himself with him to 
make ships to go to Tarshish: and they 
made the ships m Ezion-geber. 

37 Then Eliezer the son of Dodavah of 
^Mareshah prophesied against Jehosha- 
phat, ^ying, ^Because thou hast joined 
thyplf with Ahariah, the Loud Imth 
broken thy works. And the ships were 
b^en^that they were not able to go to 

CHAPTER 21 

N OW Jehoshaphat slept with his fa- 
thers, and was buried with his 
athers m the city of David. And Je- 
noram his son reigned in his stead. 
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2 And he had brethren the sons of 
Jehoshaphat, Azariah, and Jehiel, and 
Eecharian, and Azariah, and Michael 
and Shephatiali : all these were the sons 
of Jeho^aphat^tog of Israel. 

of silver, and of gold, and”ofprec^^ 
things, with “fenced cities in Judah : but 
the kingdom gave he to Jehoram ; be- 
cause he was the firstborn. 

4 Now when Jehoram was risen up to 
the kingdom of his father, he strength- 
ened himself, and slew all his brethren 
with the sword, and divers also of the 
princes of Israel. 

5 H * Jehoram was thirty and two years 
old when he began to reign, and he 
reigned eight years in Jerusalem. 

6 .^d he walked in the way of the kings 
of Israel Hie as did the house of Ahab : 
for he had ‘*the daughter of Ahab to 
wife: and he wrought that which was 
evil in the eyes of tlie Lord. 

7 Howbeit the Lord would not destroy 
the house of David, because of the cove- 
nant that he had made with David, and 
as he promised to give a flight to hha 
and to his sons for ever. 

8 IT In Ms days the Edomites revolted 
from under the ^ dominion of Judah, 
and made themselves a king. 

9 Then Jehoram, went forSi «with his 
princes, and all his chariots with him: 
and he rose up by night, and smote the 
^domites which compassed him to and 
the captams of the chariots. 

10 So the Edomites revolted from under 
the hand of Judah unto this day. Tlie 
sanae tipae also did LibnMi revolt from 
und^lus hand; because he had forsaken 
the Lord God of liis fathers. 

11 Moreover he made high places in the 
mountams of Judali, and caused the 
inhabitants of Jerusalem to commit for- 
mation, compelled Judah thereto. 

12 Tl And there came a writing to him 

prophet, saying, Thus 
saith the Lord God of David thy father. 
Because thou hast not walked in ’"the 
ways of Jehoshaphat thy father, nor in 
Judaii, 

13 But hast walked in ^the way of the 
kmgs of.];^l, and hast made Judah 
and the inhabitants of Jerusalem to go 
a whormg, like to the ^whoredoms of 
the house of Ahab, and also hast ** glbi ti 
thy brethren of thy father’s house, which 
were better than thyseLf : 

14 Behold, with great plague will the 
lord smite thy people, and thy children, 
and thy wives, and all thy goods : 

15 And thou shglt have great sickness 
by disepe of thy bowels, until thy bowels 
nm out by reason of the sickness day by 

16. H Moreover the Lord stirred up 
gainst Jehoram the spirit of the “Phi- 
listing and of the Arabians, that were 
near the ‘'Ethiopiana: 
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17 And they came up into Judah, and 
inf.A it. anH learned away all the 


brake into it, and , , . , 

substance that was found m the king s 
house, and his sons also, and his wives ; 
so that there was never a son left him, 
save 2 Jehoahaz, the youngest of his sons. 

18 IT Ajid after all this the Lord smote 
him in his bowels with an incurable 


19 And it came to pass, that in process 
of time, after the end of two years, his 
bowels fell out by reason of his sickness : 
so he died of sore diseases. And his 
people made no burning for him, like 
®the burning of his fathers. 

20 Thirty and two years old was he 
when he began to reign, and he reigned 
in Jerusalem eight years, and departed 
4 without being desired. Howbeit they 
buried him in the city of David, ®but 
not in the sepulclires of the kings. 

CHAPTER 22 

AND the inhabitants of Jerusalem made 
Ahaziah his ^youngest son king in 
his stead : for the band of men that came 
with '^the Arabians to the camn had slain 
all the eldest. ^So Ahaziah the son of 
Jehoram king of J-udah reigned. 

2 ^ Forty and two years old was Ahaziah 
when he began to reign, and he reigned 
one year in Jerusalem. His mother’s 
name also was Athaliah *the daughter 
of Orari. 

3 He also walked in the ways of the 
house of Aliab : for his mother was his 
counseller to do wickedly. 

4 Wherefore he did evil in the sight of 
the Lord like the house of Ahab : for 
they were his counsellers after the death 
of his father to his destruction. 

5 1 He walked also after their counsel, 
and went with Jehoram the son of Ahab 
king of Israel to war against Hazael 
king of Syria at Ramoth-gilead : and the 
Syrians smote Joram. . 

6 And he returned to be healed in 
Jezreel because of the wounds 6 which 
were given him at Eama^ when he 
fought with Hazael king of Syria. And 
T Arnriah the SOU of Jehoram king of 
Judah went down to see Jehoram the 
spn of Ahab at Jezreel, because he was 

7 And the® destruction of Ahaziah was 

of God by coming to Joram : for when 
he was come, ‘’he went out with Jehoram 
against Jehu the son of Nimshi, ^whom 
the Lord had anointed to cut off the 
house of Ahab. , , ^ , 

8 And it came to pass, that, when ® J ehu 
was executing judgment upon the house 
of Ahab, and found the princes of J udah, 
and the sons of the brethren of Ahaziah, 
that ministered to Ahazial^ he slew them. 

9 ’’And he sought Ahaziah : and they 
caught him, (for he was hid in Samaria,) 
and brought him to Jehu: and when 
they had slain him, ^they buried him : 
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Because, said they, he is the son of Jeho- 
shaphat, who “sought the Lord with all 
his heart. So the house of Ahaziah had 
no power to keep still the kingdom 

10 H *But when Athaliah the mother of 
Ahaziah saw that her son was dead, she 
arose and destroyed all the seed royal of 
the house of J udah. 

11 But sjehoshabeath, the daughter of 
the king, took Joash the son of Ahaziah, 
and stole him from among the king’s 
sons that were slain, and put him and 
his nurse in a bedchamber. So J ehosha- 
beath, the daughter of king Jehoram, 
the ■ttofe of Jehoiada the priest, (for she 
was the sister of Ahaziah,) hid him from 
Athaliah, so that she slew him not. 

12 And he was with them hid in the 
house of God six years : and Athaliah 
reigned over the land. 

CHAPTER 23 

A nd in the seventh year /Jehoiada 
. strengthened himself, and took the 
captains of hundreds, Azariah the son of 
Jeroham, and Ishmael the son of Jeho- 
hanan, and Azariah the son of Obed, and 
Maaseiah the son of Adaiah, and Elisha- 
phat the son of Zicliri, into covenant 
with him. 

2 And they went about in J udah, and 
gathered the Levites out of all the cities 
of Judah, and the chief of the fathers of 
Israel, and they came to Jerusalem. 

3 And all the congregation made a 
covenant with the king in the house of 
God. And he said unto them. Behold, 
the king’s son shall reim, as *the Lord 
hath said of the sons of David. 

4 This is the thing that ye shall do ; A 
third part of you entering on the sabbatli, 
of the priests and of the Levites, shall be 
porters of the ^ doors : 

5 And a third part shall be at the king’s 
house; and a third part at the gate of 
"^the foundation: and all the people 
shall be in the courts of the house of 
the Lord. 

6 But let none come into the house of 
the Lord, save the priests, and "they 
that minister of the Levites; they shall 
go in, for they are holy: but all the 
people shall keep the watch of the Lord. 
7 And the Levites shall comp£«s the 
king round about, every man with his 
weapons in his hand; and whosoever 
else cometh into the house, he shall be 
put to death : but be ye with the king 
when he cometh in, and when he goetn 
out. 

8 So the Levites and aU Judah did 
according to all things that Jehoiada the 
priest commanded, and took every 
man his men that were to come in on 
the sabbath, with them that were to go 
out on the sabbath: for Jehoiada the 
priest dismissed not *the courses. 

9 Moreover J ehoiada the priest delivered 
I to the captains of hundreds spears, and 
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bucklers, and shields^ that had been king 
David’s, which were in the house of God. 

10 And he set all the people, every man 
having his weapon in his hand, from the 
right ^side of the 2 temple to the left side 
of the ^temple, along by the altar and 
the 2 temple, by the king round about. 

11 Then they brought out the king’s 
son, and put upon him the crown, and 
gave him the testimony, and^ made 
him king. And Jehoiada and his sons 
anointed him, and said, SQod save the 
king. 

12 IT H’ow when Athaliah heard the 
noise of the people running and praising 
the king, she came to the people mto the 
house <H the Lord : 

13 And she looked, and, behold, the 
king stood at his pillar at the entering 
in, and the princes and the trumpets by 
the king : and all the people of the land 
rejoiced, and sounded with trumpets, also 
the singers with instruments of musick, 
and '’such as taught to sing praise. Tlien 
Athaliah rent her clothes, and said. 

Treason, Treason. 

14 Then Jehoiada the priest brought 
out the captains of hundreds that were 
set over the host, and said unto them, 
Have her forth of the ranges: and whoso 
foUoweth her, let him be slain with the 
sword. JFor the priest said, Slay her not 
in the house of the Lord. 

15 So they laid hands on her ; and when 
she was come to the entering of the 
^horse gate by the king’s house, they 
slew her there. 

16 1 And Jehoiada made a covenant 
between him, and between all the people 
and between the king, that they shouk 
he the Lord’s people. 

17 Then all the people went to the house 
of Baal, and brake it down, and brake 
his altara and his images in pieces, and 
*slew Mattan the priest of Baal before 
the altars. 

18 Also Jehoiada appointed the offices 
of the house of the Lord by the hand of 
*the priests the Levites, whom ’"David 
had distributed in the house of the Lord, 
to offer the burnt offerings of the Lord, 
as it is written ”in the law of Moses, 
with rejoicing and with singing, ^ as it 
was omainea by David. 

19 And he set the "porters at the gates 
of the house of the Lord, that none 
which was unclean in any thing should 
enter in. 

20 And he took the captains of hun- 
dreds, and the nobles, and the governors 
of the people, and all the people of the 
land, and brought down the king from 
the house of the Lord : and they came 
through the high ^te into the king’s 
house, and set the king upon the throne 
of the kingdom. 

21 And all the people of the land re- 
joiced : and the city was quiet, after that 
they had slain Athaliah with the sword. 
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CHAPTEK 24 

TOASH was seven years old when he 
V be/^n to reign, and “he reigned forty 
years in Jerusalem. His mother’s name 
also was Zibiah of Beer-sheba. 

2 And Joash did that which was right 
in the sight of the Lord *aU the days of 
Jehoiada the priest. 

3 And Jehoiada took for him two wives; 
and he begat sons and daughters. 

4 *11 And it came to pass after this, that 
Joash was minded ^to repair the house 
of the Lord. 

5 And he gathered together the priests 
and the Levites, and said to them, Go 
out unto the cities of Judah, and ^ther 
of all "Israel money to repair the nouse 
of your God from year to year, and see 
that ye hasten the matter. ^Howbeit 
the Levites hastened it not. 

6 And the king called for Jehoiada the 
chief, and said unto him. Why hast thou 
not required of the Levites to bring in 
out of Judah and out of Jerusalem the 
collection, according to the command- 
ment of /Moses the servant of the Lord, 
and of the congregation of Israel, for the 
^tabernacle of witness? 

7 For the sons of Athaliah, that wicked 
woman, had broken up the house of God; 
and also all the dedicated things of the 
house of the Lord did they bestow upon 
Baalim. 

8 And at the king’s commandment 
they made a chest, and set it < without 
at the gate of the house of the Lord. 

9 And they made ®a proclamation 
through Judah and Jerusalem, to bring 
in to the Lord /the collection that 
Moses the seiwant of God laid upon 
Israel in the wilderness. 

10 And all the princes and all the people 
rejoiced, and brought in, and cast into 
the chest, until they had made an end. 

11 Now it came to pass, that at what 
time the chest was brought unto the 
king’s office by the hand of the Levites, 
and when thejr saw that there was much 
money, the king’s scribe and the high 
priest’^s officer came and emptied the 
chest, and took it, and carried it to his 
place a^u. Thus they did day by day, 
and gathered money in abundance. 

12 And the king and Jehoiada gave it 
to such as did the work of the service of 
the house of the Lord, and hired masons 
and carpenters to repair the house of the 
Lord, and also such as wrought iron and 
brass to mend the house of the Lord. 

13 So the workmen wrought, and ^the 
work was perfected by them, and they 
set the house of God in his stat^ and 
strengthened it. 

14 And when they had finished it, they 
brought the rest of the money before the 
king and Jehoiada, whereof were made 
vessels for the house of the Lord, even 
vessels to minister, and ^to offer withal. 
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and spoons, and vessels of gold and 
silver. And they offered burnt offerings 
m the house of the Lord continually 
'«all the days of Jehoiada. 

15 H But Jehoiada waxed old, and was 
full of days when he died ; an hundred 
and thirty years old was Ae when he died. 

16 And they buried him in the city of 
David among the kings, because he had 
done good in Israel, Doth toward God, 
and toward his house. 

17 Kow after the death of Jehoiada 
came the princes of Judah, and made 
obeisance to the king. Then the king 
hearkened unto them. 

18 And they left the house of the Lord 
G od of their fathers, and served ^ groves 
and idols : and ® wrath came upon Judah 
and Jerusalem for this their trespass. 

19 /Yet he sent prophets to them, to 
bring them again unto the Lord ; and 
£ey ^testified against them: but they 
would not give ear. 

20 And the Spirit of God 2 came upon 
Zechariah the son of Jehoiada the priest. 
wMch stood above the people, and said 
unto them, Thus saith God, "Why trans- 
gress ye the commandments of the 
Lord, that ye cannot prosper? because 
ye have forsaken the Lord, he liath also 
forsaken you. 

21 And they conspired against him, and 
/stoned him with stones at the com- 
mandment of tlie kingpin the court of 
the house of the Lord. 

22 Thus Joash the king remembered 
not the kindness which Jehoiada his 
f^er had done to him, but slew his son. 
.And when he died, he said. The Lord 
look upon iU and require it, 

23 H And it came to pass 3 at the end of 
the year, that ^the host of Syria came up 
against him: and they came to Judah 
and Jerusalem, and destroyed all *"the 
princes of the people from among tlie 
people, and sent all the spoil of them 
unto the king of ^Damascus. 

24 For the army of the Syrians ”came 
with a small company of men, and the 
Lord delivered a very great host into 
their hand, because they had forsaken 
the Lord God of their fathers. So they 
executed judgment against Joash. 

25 And when they were departed from 
him, (for they left him in great diseases,) 
^his own servants conspired against him 
for tlm blood of the “sons of Jehoiada 
the priest, and slew him on his bed, and 
he died : and they buried him in the city 
of David, ^but they buried him not in 
the sepulchres of the kings. 

26 And these are they that conspired 
against him; ^Zabad the son of Shi- 
meath an Ammon itess, and Jehozabad 
the son of ^Shimrith a Moabitess. 

27 H Now concerning his sons, and the 
greatness of the burdens laid upon him, 
and the repairing of the house of God, 
behold, they are written in the ^^story of 
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the book of the kings. And Amaziedl 
his son reigned in his stead. 

CHAPTER 25 

AMAZIAH ^was twenty and five years 
XX. old when he began to reign, and he 
reigned twenty and nine years in Jeru- 
salem. And his mother’s name was' 
Jehoaddan of Jerusalem. 

2 And he did that which was right in 
the sight of the Lord, but not ® with a 
perfect heart. 

3 *11 Now it came to pass, when the 
kingdom was i established to him, that 
he slew his servants that had killed the 
king his father. 

4 But he slew not their children, but 
did as it is written in the law in the 
book of Moses, where the Lord com- 
manded, saying. The fathem shall not 
die for the children, neither shall the 
children die for the fathers, but every 
man shall die for his own sin. 

5 H Moreover Amaziah gathered Judah 
together, and made them captains over 
thousands, and captains over hundreds, 
according to the houses of their fathers, 
throughout all Judah and Benjamin; 
and he, numbered them *from twenty 
years old and above, and found them 
Hhree hundred thousand choice mevb^ 
able to go forth to war, that could handle 
spear and sliield. 

6 He hired also an hundred thousand 
mighty men of valour out of Israel for 
an hundred talents of silver. 

7 But there came a man of God to him, 
saying, O king, let not the army of Israel 

f o with thee ; for the Lord is not with 
srael, to wit, with all the children of 
Ephraim. 

8 But if thou wilt go, do it, be strong 
for the battle : God shall make thee fail 
before the enemy : for God hath power 
to help, and to cast down. 

9 And Amaziah said to the man of 
God, But what shall we do for the 
hundred talents wliich I have given to 
the ^army of Israel? And the man of 
God answered. The Lord is able to give 
thee much more than this. 

10 Then Amaziah separated them, to 
witjjhQ army that was come to him out 
of Ephraim, to go ®home again : where- 
fore their anger was greatly kindled 
against Judah, and they returned home 
7 m great anger. 

11 1 And Amaziah strengthened him- 
self, and led forth his people, and ^went 
to the valley of salt, and smote of *the 
children of Seir ten thousand. 

12 And other ten thousand left alive did 
the children of Judah carry away captive, 
and brought them unto the top of “the 
rock, and cast them down from the top 
of the rock, that they all were broken in 
pieces. 

13 IT But lithe soldiers of the army 
^ which Amaziah sent back, that they 
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should not go with him to battle, fell 
upon the cities of Judah, from Samaria 
even unto ® Beth-horon, and smote three 
thousand of them, and took much spoil. 

14 IT Now it came to pass, after that 
Amaziah was come from the slaughter of 
the Edomites, that ^he brought the gods 
of the children of Seir, and set them up 
to le his gods, and bowed down himself 
before them, and burned incense unto 
them. 

15 Wherefore the anger of the Lord 
was kindled against Amaziah, and he 
sent unto him a prophet, which said 
unto him. Why hast thou sought after 
the gods of the people, ® which could not 
deliver their own people out of thine 
hand? 

16 And it came to pass, as he talked 
with him, that the king said unto him, 
Art thou made of the king’s counsel ? for- 
bear; why shouldest thou be smitten? 
Then the prophet forbare, and said, I 
know that <*God hath ^determined to 
destroy thee, because thou hast done this, 
and hast not hearkened unto my counsel. 

17 t Then /Amaziah king of Judah 
took advice, and sent to Joash, the son 
of Jehoah^ the son of Jehu, king of 
Israel, saying, Come, let us see one an- 
other in the face. 

18 And Joash kiM of Israel sent to 
Amaziah king of Judah, saying. The 
7 thistle that was in Lebanon sent to the 
cedar that was in Lebanon, saying. Give 
thy daughter to my son to wife; and 
there passed by Sa wild beast that was in 
Lebanon, and trode down the thistle. 

19 Thou sayest, Lo, thou hast smitten 
the Edomites; and thine heart lifteth 
thee up to boast : abide now at home ; 
why shouldest thou meddle to thine 
hurt, that thou shouldest fall, e'ven thou, 
and Judah with thee? 

20 But Amaziah. would not hear ; for it 
came of God, that he might deliver them 
into the hand of their enemies, because 
^they sought after the gods of Edom. 

21 So J cash the king of Israel went up ; 
and they saw one another in the face, 
both he and Amaziah king of Judah, at 
Beth-shemesh, which belongeth to Judah. 

22 And Judah was iiput to the worse 
before Israel, and they fled every man to 
his tent 

23 And Joash the king of Israel took 
Amaziah king of Judah, the son of 
Joash, the son of-sjehoaha^ at Beth- 
shemesh, and brought him to Jerusalem, 
and brake down the wall of Jerusalem 
from the ’’tote of Ephraim to the comer 
gate, four hundred cubits. 

24 And he took all the gold and the 
silver, and all the vessels that were found 
in the house of God with Obed-edom, and 
the treasures of the kin^s house, the 
hostages also, and returned to Samaria. 

25 H <And Amaziah the son of Joash 
king of Judah lived after the death of 
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Joash son of Jehoahaz king of Israel 
fifteen years. 

26 Now the rest of the acts of Amaziah, 
first and last, behold, are they not written 
in the book of the kings of Judah and 
Xsr&d ? 

27 ^ Now after the time that Amaziah 
did turn away ^from following the Lord 
they 2made a conspiracy a^inst him in 
Jerusalem ; and he fled to Lachish : but 
they sent to Lachish after him, and slew 
him there. 

28 And they brought him upon horses, 
and buried him with his fathers m the 
city of 3 Judah. 

CHAPTER 26 

rpHEN all the people of Judah took 
-L ^xjzziah^ who was sixteen years ol^ 
and made him king in the room of his 
father Amaziah. 

2 He built Eloth, and restored it to 
Judah, after that the king slept with his 
fathers. 

3 ® Sixteen years old was Uzziah when 
he began to rei^, and he reigned fifty 
and two years in Jerusalem. His mother’s 
name also was Jecoliah of Jerusalem. 

4 And he did that which was right in 
the sight of the Lord, according to all 
that his father Amaziah did. 

5 And ^he sought God in the days of 
Zechariah, who *had understanding ® in 
the visions of God: and as long as he 
sought the Lord, God made him to 
prosper. 

6 And he went forth and warred against 
the Philistines, and brake down the wall 
of ^Gath, and the wall of Jabneh, and 
the wall of ^Ashdod, and built cities 
^ about Ashdod, and among the Philis- 
tines. 

7 And God helped him against the 
Philistines, ,and against the ^Arabians 
that dwelt in Gur-baal, and the Me- 
hunims. 

8 And the Ammonites gave ^gifts to 
Uzziah : and his name nospread abroad 
even to the entering in of Egypt; for he 
strengthened himself exceemngly. 

9 Moreover Uzziah built towers m Jeru- 
salem at the comer gate, and at the 
"valley gate, and at ^the turning of the 
wall, and fortified them. 

10 Also he built towers in the desert, 
and digged many wells: for he had 
much cattle, both in the low country, 
and in the plains: husbandmen also. 
and vine dressers in the mountains, and 
in Carmel : for he loved husbandry. 

11 Moreover Uzziah had an host of 
fighting men, that went out to war by 
* bands, according to the number of their 
account by the hand of Jeiel the scribe 
and Maa^iah the ruler, under the han d 
of Hananiah, one of the king^s captains, 

12 The whole number of the chief of the 
fathers of the mighty men of valour were 
two thousand and six hundred. 
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13 And under their hand was lan 
army, ® three hundred thousand and seven 
thousand and five hundred, that made 
war with mighty power, to help the king 
against the enemy. 

14 And Uzziah prepared for them 
throughout all the host shields, and 
spears, and helmets, and ^habergeons, 
and bows, and ^slings to cast stones. 

15 And he made in Jerusalem engines, 
invented by cunning men, to be on the 
towers and upon the bulwarks, to shoot 
arrows and great stones withal. And 
his name ^ spread far abroad; for he 
was marvellously helped, till he was 

if But <*when he was strong, ‘^his 
heart was lifted up to his destruction : 
for he transgressed against the Lokd his 
God, and went into the temple of the 
LoED to burn incense upon the altar of 
incense. 

17 And /Azariah the priest went in 
after him, and with him fourscore priests 
of the Lord, that w&'c valiant men : 

18 And they withstood Uzziah the king, 
and said unto him, ^ It appe/i'iaineth not 
imto thee, Uzziah, to bum incense \mto 
the Lord, but to the ^ priests the sons of 
A^on, that are consecrated to bum 
incense: go out of the sanctuary; for 
thou hast trespassed ; neitlier shall it be 
for thine honour from the Lord God. 

19 Then Uzziah was wrotli, and had a 
censer in his hand to bum incense : and 
while he was wroth with the priests, the 
leprosy even rose up in his forehead 
b^ore the priests in the house of the 
Lord, from beside the incense altar. 

20 And Azariah the cliief priest, and all 

the priests, looked upon him, and, be- 
hold, he was leprous in liis forehead, and 
they tlnust him out from tlience ; yea, 
himself hasted also to go out, because 
®the Lord had smitten liim. 1 

21 And Uzziah the king was a leper 
unto the day of liis death, and dwelt in a 
8 several house, being a leper : for he was 
cut ofi* from tlie house of the Lord : and 
Jotham his son wa^ over the king’s 
house, judging the people of the land. 

22 H JNow the rest of the acts of Uzziah, 
first and last, did -^Isaiah the prophet, 
the son of Amoz, write. 

23 So Uzziah slept with his fathers, and 
they buried him with his fathers in the 
field of the burial wliich, belonged to the 
kings; for they said. He zs a leper; and 
Jotham his son reigned in his stead. 

CHAPTER 27 

TOTHAM ‘was twenty and five years 
w old when he beg^ to reign, and he 
reigned sixteen years in Jerusalem. BUs 
mother’s name also was Jerushah, the 
daughter of Zadok. 

2 And he did that which was right in 
the sight of the Lord, according to all 
that his father Uzziah did : howbeit *he 
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entered not into the temple of the Lord. 
And the people did yet corruptly. 

3 He built the *high gate of the house 
of the Lord, and on the wall of 2 Ophel 
he built much. 

4 Moreover he built cities in the moun- 
tains of Judali, and in the forests he built 
castles and towers. 

5 1 He fought also with the king of the 
Ammonites, and prevailed against them. 
And the children of Ammon gave him 
the same year an hundred talents of 
silver, and ten thousand measures of 
wheat, and ten thousand of barley, s So 
much did the children of Ammon pay 
unto him, both the second year, and the 
third. 

6 So Jotham became mighty, because 

M before the Lord 

7 IT Now the rest of the acts of Jotham, 
and all his wars, and his ways, lo, they 
are written in the book of the kings of 
Israel and Judah. 

8 He was five and twenty years old 
when he began to reign, and reigned 
sixteen years in Jerusalem. 

9 t *And Jotham slept with his fa- 
thers, and they buried him in the city of 
David : and Ahaz his son reigned in his 
stead. 

CHAPTER 28 

XBAZhoas twenty years old when he 
XjL began to reign, and he reigned 
sixteen years in Jerusalem : but he did 
not that which was right in the sight of 
the Lord, like David his father ; 

2 For he walked in the ways of the 
kings of Israel, and made also * molten 
images for ^Baalim. 

3 Moreover he '?bumt incense in *”the 
valley of the son of Hinnom, and burnt 
’*his children in the fire, after the abo- 
minations of the heathen whom the 
Lord had cast out before the children of 
Israel. 

4 He sacrificed also and burnt incense 
in the high places, and on the hills, and 
under every green tree. 

5 Wherefore the Lord his God delivered 
liim into the hand of the king of Syria ; 
and they * smote him, and earned away a 
great multitude of them captives, and 
brought them to ^Damascus. And he 
was also delivered into the hand of the 
king of Israel, who smote him with a 
great slaughter. 

6 H For *'Pekah the son of Remaliah 
slew in Judah an hundred and twenty 
thousand in one day, which were all 

valiant men ; because they had forsaken 
the Lord God. of their fathers. 

7 And Zichri, a mighty man of Ephra- 
im, slew Maaseiah the king’s son, and 
Azrikam the governor of the house, and 
Elkanah that was ^next to the king. 

8 And the children of Israel carried 
away captive of their “brethren two 
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tiundred thousand, -women, sons, and 
daughters, and took also away much 
spoil &om them, and brought the spoil 
to Samaria. 

9 But a prophet of the Lord was there, 
whose name was Oded : and he went out 
before the host that came to Samaria, 
and said unto them. Behold, * because 
the liORD God of your fathers was wroth 
with Judah, he hath delivered them into 
your hand, and ye have slain them in a 
rage that <*reacheth up unto heaven, 

10 And now ye purpose to keep under 
the children of Judah and Jerusalem 
for bondmen and bondwomen unto you ; 
hut are there not with you, even -with 
you, sins against the Lord your God ? 

11 Now hear me therefore, and deliver 
the captives again, which ye have taken 
captive of your brethren ; for the fierce 
wrath of the liOED is upon you. 

12 Then certain of the heads of the 
children of Ephraim, Azariah the son of 
Johanan, Berechiah the son of Meshille- 
moth,and Jehizkiah the son of Shallum, 
and Amasa the son of Hadlai, stood up 
against them that came from the war, 

13 And said unto them, Ye shall not 
bring in the captives hither : for whereas 
we have offended against the Lord al- 
ready^ ye intend to add Tnore to our sins 
and to our trespass : for our trespass is 
great, and there is fierce -wrath against 
Israel. 

14 So the armed men left the captives 
and the spoil before the princes and all 
the congregation. 

16 And the men ^ which were expressed 
by name rose up, and took the captives, 
and -with the spoil clothed all that were 
naked among them, and arrayed them, 
and shod them, and *gave them to eat 
and to drink, and anointed them, and 
carried all the feeble of them upon asses, 
and brought them to Jericho, "^the city 
of palm trees, to their brethren: then 
they returned to Samaria. 

16 t ” At that time did king Ahaz send 
unto the kings of As^ia to help him. 

17 For agam the Edomites had come 
and smitten Judah, and carried away 
2 captives. 

18 The ® Philistines also had ^invaded 
the cities of ^the low country, and of the 
south of Judah, and had taken £eth- 
shemesh, mid Ajalon, and Gederoth, and 
Shocho -with the "villages thereof, and 
Tinmah with the villages thereof, Gimzo 
also and the villages thereof: and they 
dwelt there. 

19 For the Lord brought Judah low 
because of Ahaz king of ^Israel; for he 
*made Judah naked, and transgressed 
sore against the Lord. 

20 And “Tilgath-pilneser king of As- 
syria came unto hii^ and distr^sed him, 
but strengthened him noL 

21 ” For Ahaz took away a portion <mt of 
the house of the Lord, and o-ut of the 
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house of the king, and of the princes, 
and gave it unto the king of Assyria : 
but he helped him not. 

22 H And in the time of his distress did 
he trespass yet more agai n st the Lord : 
this is that king Aliaz. 

23 For ‘^he sacrificed unto the gods of 
1 Damascus, which smote him: and he 
said, Because the gods of the kings of 
Syria help them, therefore will I sacrifice 
to them, ®that they may help me. But 
they were the ruin of him, and of all 
Israel. 

24 And 'Ahaz gathered together the 
vessels of the house of God, and ®cut in 
pieces the vessels of the house of God, 
and shut up the doors of the house of 
the Lord, and >'he made him altars in 
every comer of Jerusalem. 

25 And in every several city of Judah 
he made high places 2 to burn incense 
unto other gods, and provoked to anger 
the Lord God of his fathers. 

26 ^Now the rest of his acts and of all 
his ways, first and last, behold, they are 
written iii the book of the kings of J udah 
and Israel. 

27 And Ahaz slept with Ms fathers, and 
they buried him in the city, even in Jeru- 
salem: *hut they brought liim not into 
the sepulchres of the kings of Israel: and 
Hezekiah Ms son reigned in his stead. 

CBAPTEE 29 

TipEZEKIAH ^began to reign when he 
JJL was five and twenty years old, and 
he reimed nine and twenty years in 
J erusalem. And his mother’s name was 
Abiiah, the daughter of Zechariah. 

2 And he did that which was right in 
the sight of the Lord, according to all 
that David his father had done. 

3 H He in the first year of his reign, in 
the first month, ^opened the doors of the 
house of the Lord, and repaired them. 

4 And he brought in the priests and the 
Levites, and gathered them together into 
the east street, 

6 And said unto them, Hear me, ye 
Levites, sanctify now yourselves, and 
sanctify the house of the Lord God of 
your fathers, and carry forth the filtM- 
ness out of the holy 'place, 

6 For our fathers have trespassed, and 
done that whwh was evil in the eyes of 
the Lord our God, and have forsaken 
him, and have turned away their faces 
from the habitation of the Lord, and 

turned their backs. 

7 Also they have ’'shut up the doors of 
the porch, and put out the lamps, and 
have not burned incense nor offered 
burnt offerings in the holy place unto 
the God of Israel. 

8 Wherefore the wrath of the Lord was 
upon Judah and Jerusalem, and he hath 
delivered them to ^trouble, to astonish- 
ment, and to hissing, as ye see with your 
eyes. 
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9 For, lo, “ our fathers have fallen by 
the sword, and our sons and our daugh- 
ters and our wives a?*e in captivity for 
this. 

10 Now it is in mine heart to make ®a 
covenant with the Lord God of Israel, 
tliat his fierce wrath may turn away 
from us. 

11 My sons, ^be not now negligent : for 

the Lord Hath ‘^chosen you to stand 
before him, to serve him, and that ye 
should minister unto him, and sbum 
incense. , _ . , 

12 1! Then the Levites arose. Mahath 
the son of Amasai, and Joel the son of 
Azariah, of the sons of the Kohathites : 
and of the sons of Merari, Kish the son 
of Abdi, and Azariah the son of Jehalelel : 
and of the Gershonites ; Joah the son of 
y jmmah . and Eden the son of Joah : 

13 And of the sons of Elizaphan: 

Shimri, and Jeiel; and of the sons of 
Asaph ; Zechariali, and Mattaniah : 

14 And of the sons of Heman ; Jehiel, 
jtnd Shimei: and of the sons of Jedu- 
thun ; Shemaiah, and Uzziel. 

15 And they gathered tlieir brethren, 
and ^'sanctified themselves, and came, 
according to the commandment of tlie 
king, ^bv the words of the Lord, *to 
cleanse the house of the Lord. 

16 And the priests went into the inner 
part of the house of the Lord, to cleanse 
&, and brought out all the uncleanness 
that they found in the temple of the 
Lord into the court of the house of the 
Lord. Ajid the Levites took it, to carry 
it out abroad into the "‘brook Kidron. 

17 Now they began on the first day of 
the first month to sanctify, and on the 
eighth day of the month came they to 
&e porch of the Lord: so they sanc- 
tified the house of the Lord in eight 
days; and in the sixteenth day of the 
first month they made an end. 

18 Then they went in to Hezekiah the 

king, and said. We have cleansed aU 
the house of the Lord, and the altar 
of burnt oft'ering, with all the vessels 
hereof, and the shewbread table, with 
all the vessels thereof. , . , , . 

19 Moreover ° all the vessels, which king 
Ahfl.7. in his reign did cast away in his 
transgression, have we prepared and 
sanctified, and, behold, they are before 
the altar of the Lord. 

20 T1 Then Hezekiah the king rose early, 
and ga^ered the rulers of the city, and 
went up to the house of the Lord. 

21 And they brought ^ seven bullocks, 
and seven rams, and seven lambs, and 
seven he goats, for a ^sin offering for the 
kingdom, and for the sanctuary, and for 
Judah. And he commanded tlie priests 
the sons of Aaron to ofier them on the 
altar of the Lord. , „ , 

22 So they killed the bullocks, and the 


priests received the blood and ‘ sprinlded 
%t on the altar : likewise, when tl 


they had 
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killed the rams, they ^rinkled the blood 
upon the altar : they killed also the lambs, 
and they sprinkled the blood upon the 
altar, 

23 And they brought ^ forth the he goats 
for the sin offering before the king and 
the congregation; and they ®laid their 
hands upon them : 

24 And the priests killed them, and they 
made reconciliation with their blood upon 
the altar, ® to make an atonement for all 
Israel: for the king commanded that the 
burnt offering and the sin offering shoidd 
be made for all Israel. 

25 And /he set the Levites in the house 
of the Lord with cymbals, with psalteries, 
and with harpR ^ according to the com- 
mandment of David, and of ^Gad the 
king’s seer, and ^Nathan the prophet; 
for so was the commandment ^of the 
Lord ^by his prophets. 

26 And the Levites stood with the m- 
struments of David, and the priests with 
the trumpets. 

27 And Hezekiah commanded to offer 
the burnt offering upon the altar. And 
6 when the burnt offering began, the song 
of the Lord began also with the trum- 
pets, and with the instruments ordained 
by David king of Israel. 

^ And all the congregation worshipped, 
and the ^singers sang, and the frum- 
peters sounded : and all this continued 
until the burnt offering was finished. 

29 Ajid when they had made an end 
of ofiering, ^the king and all that were 

present with him bowed themselves, 
and worshipped. 

30 Moreover Hezekiah the king and the 
princes commanded the Levites to sing 
praise unto the Lord with the words of 
David, and of Asaph the seer. And they 
sang jpraises with gladness, and they 
bowedT their heads and worshipped. 

31 Then Hezekiah answered and said. 
Now ye have consecrated yourselves 
imto the Lord, come near and bring 
sacrifices and thank offerings into the 
house of the Lord. Aoid the congre- 
gation brought in sacrifices and ” thank 
offerings ; and as many as were of a free 
heart burnt offerings. 

32 And the number of the burnt oflfe- 

ings, which the congregation brought, 
was threescore and ten bullocks, an 
hundred rams, omd two hundred lambs : 
all these were for a burnt offering to the 
Lord. , , . 

33 And the consecrated things were six 
hundred oxen and tliree thousand sheep. 

34 But the priests were too few, so 
that they could not flay all the burnt of- 
ferings: wherefore ^ their brethren the 
Levites ^did help them, till the work 
was ended, and * until the other priests 
had sanctified themselves : for the Le- 
vites were more upright in heart to 
sanctify themselves than the priests, 

35 And also the burnt offerings were in 
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abundance, with ®the fat of the peace 
offerings, and *the drink offerings for 
every burnt offering. So the service of 
the house of the Lobd was set in 
order. 

36 And Hezekiah rejoiced, and all the 


ior the thing was done suddenly. 

CHAPTER SO 
Hezekiah sent to all Israel and 
Xjl Judah, and wrote letters also to 
Ephraim and Manasseh, that Ihey should 
come to the house of the Lord at JerU' 
Salem, to keep the passover unto the 
Lord God of Israel 

2 Eor the king had taken counsel, and 
his princes, and all the congregation in 
Jerusalem, to keep the passover in the 
^second month. 

3 For they could not keep it ^at that 
time, ’^because the priests had not sanc- 
tified themselves sufficiently, neither had 
the people gathered themselves together 
to Jerusalem. 

4 And the thin^ ^pleased the king and 
all the congregation. 

5 So they established a decree to make 
proclamation throu^out all Israel, *from 
]^er-sheba even to Han, that they should 
come to keep the passover unto the Lord 
God of Israel at Jerusalem : for they had 
not done it of a long time in suck sort as 
it was written. 

6 So "‘the posts went with the letters 
3 from the king and his princes through- 
out all &iel and Judah, and accordmg 
to the co mm andment of the king, saying. 
Ye children of Israel, ®tum ^ain unto 
the Lord God of Abraham, I^c, and 
Israel, and he will return to the remnant 
of you, that are escaped out of the hand 
of ^ the kings of Assyria. 

7 And be not ye like your fathers, and 
like your bretliren, which trespassed a- 
gainst the Lord God of their fathers, 
who therefore gave them up to desola- 
tion, as ye see, 

8 Jnow ®be ye not stiffnecked, as your 
fathers were, hwt yield yourselves unto 
the Lord, and enter into his sanctuary, 
which he hath sanctified for ever ; and 
serve the Lord your God, ^that the 
fierceness of his wrath may turn away 
from you. 

9 For if ye turn again unto the Lord, 
your brethren and your children shall 
find "compassion before them that lead 
them captive, so that they shall come 
again into this land : for the Lord your 
God is * gracious and merciful and will 
not turn away his face from you, if ye 
return unto him. 

10 So the posts passed from city to city 
through the country of ^Ephraim and 
Manasseh even unto Zebulun : but they 
laughed them to scorn, and mocked 
them. 

11 Nevertheless divers of “Asher and 
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The passover Tcept for fourteen days. 

Manasseh and of Zebulun humbled 
themselves, and came to Jerusalem. 

12 Also in Judah the hand of God was 
to, give them one heart to do the com- 
mandment of the king and of the princes, 
by the word of the Lord. 

13 II And there assembled at Jerusalem 
much people to keep the feast of un- 
leavened bread in the ^second month, a 
very great congregation. 

14 And they arose and took away the 
^altars that were in Jerusalem, and all 
the altars for incense took they away, 
and ^cast them, into the brook Eidron, 

15 Then they killed the passover on the 
fourteen^ day of the second month: 
and the priests and the Levites /were 
ashamed, and sanctified themselves, and 
brought in the burnt offerings into the 
house of the Lord. 

16 And they stood in i their place after 
their manner, according to the law of 
Moses ^the man of God : the priests 
sprinkled the blood, which they received 
of the hand of the Levites. 

17 For there were many in the congrega- 
tion that were not sanctified : therefore 
the Levites had the charge of the killing 
of the passovers for every one that was 
not clean, to sanctify theTii unto the 
Lord. 

18 For a multitude of the people, even 
^many of Epliraim, and Manasseh, Is- 
sachar, and Zebulun, had not cleansed 
themselves, yet did they eat the passover 
otherwise , than ”it was written. But 
Hezekiah pmyed for them, saying, The 
good Lord pardon every one 

19 That ^preparetli lus heart to seek 
God, the Lord God of his fathers, though 
he he not cleansed according to the puri- 
fication of the sanctuary. 

20 And the Lord hearkened to Heze- 
kiah, and healed the people. 

21 And the children of Israel that were 
4 present at Jerusalem kept the feast of 
unleavened bread ’’seven days with great 
gladness: and the Levites and the priests 
praised the Lord day by day, singing 
with “^loud instruments unto the Lord. 

22 And Hezekiah spake ^ comfortably 
unto all the Levites ^tliat taught the 
good knowledge of the Lord : and they 
aid eat throu^out the feast seven days, 
offering peace offerings, and “making 
confession to the Lord God of their 
fathers. 

23 And the whole assembly took counsel 
to keep “'other seven days : and they kept 
other seven days with gladness. 

24 For Hezekiah king of Judah 9 did 

E fco the congregation a thousand bul- 
and seven thousand sheep; and 
the princes 9 gave to the congregation a 
thousand bullocks and ten thousand 
sheep: and a great number of priests 
* sanctified themselves. 

25 And all the congregation of Judah, 
with the priests and the Levites, and all 
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house of Zadok answered him, and said. 


the congregation “that came out of Is- 
rael, and the strangers that came out of 
the land of Israel, and that dwelt in 
Judah, rejoiced, , . . ^ 

26 So there was great joy in Jerusalem : 
for ^ since the time of Solomon the son 
of David king of Israel there was not the 
like in Jerusalem. 

27 II Then ®the priests the Levites arose 
and ^blessed the people: and their voice 
was heard, and then prayer came up 
to ^his holy dwelling place, even unto 
heaven. 

CHAPTEE 31 

K OW when all this was finished, all 
Israel that were s present went out 
to the cities of Judah, and /brake the 
4 images in pieces, and cut down the 
groves, and tlircw down the high places 
and the altars out of aU Judah and 
Benjamin, in Ephraim also and Ma- 
nasseh, ^ until they had utterly destroyed 
3iem all. Then all the children of Israel 
returned, every man to his possession, 
into their own cities. 

2 H And Hezekiah appointed ^the 
courses of the priests and the Levites 
after their courses, every man according 
to his service, the priests and Levites 
ifor burnt offerings and for peace offer- 
ings, to minister, and to give thanks, and 
to praise in the gates of the tents of the 
Lord. 

3 He appointed also the king’s portion 
of liis substance for the burnt offermgs, 
to wit, for the / moniing and evening 
burnt offerings, and the burnt offerings 
for the * sabbaths, and for the ^new 
moons, and for the ’"set feasts, as it is 
written in the law of the Lord. 

4 Moreover he commanded the people 
that dwelt in Jerusalem to give the "por- 
tion of the priests and the Levites, that 
they might oe ^encouraged in “the law 
of the Lord. 

6 H And as soon as the commandment 
9 came abroad, the children of Israel 
brought in abundance the firstfruits of 
corn, wine, and oil, and honey, and of 
all the increase of the field ; and the 
tithe of all thinffs brought they in abun- 

6 And concerning the children of Israel 
and Judah, that dwelt in the cities of 
Judah, they also brought in the tithe of 
oxen and sheep, and the * tithe of holy 
things wliich were consecrated unto the 
Lord their God, and laid them ^-by 

ll0£lT3S 

7 In the third month they began to lay 
the foundation of the heaps, and finished 
them in the seventh month. 

8 And when Hezekiali and the prmoes 
came and saw the heaps, they blessed the 
Lord, and his people Israel. 

9 Then Hezeldah questioned with the 
priests and the Levites concerning the 

u63ipS 

10 Ajud Aimriah the chief priest of “'the 
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Since the people began to bring the offer- 
ings into the house of the Lori\ we have 
had enough to eat, and have left plenty : 
for the I^RD hath blessed his people; 
and that wliich is left is this great store. 

11 t Then Hezekiah commanded to 
prepare i chambers in the house of the 
Lord ; and they prepai-ed them, 

12 And brought in the offerings and the 

tithes and the dedicated faith- 

fully: ® over which Cononiah the Levite 
was ruler, and Shimei his brother was 
the next. 

13 Amd Jehiel, and Azaziah, and Ha- 
hath, and Asahel, and Jerimoth, and 
Jozabad, and Eliel, and Ismachiali, and 
Mahath, and Benaiah, were overseers 
® under the hand of Cononiah and Shi- 
mei his brother, at the commandment of 
Hezekiah the king, and Ajsariali the ruler 
of the house of God. 

14 And Kore the son of Imnah the 
Levite, the porter toward the east, was 
over the freewill offerings of God, to 
distribute the oblations of the Lord, 
and the most holy things. 

15 And "^next him w&^e Eden, and 
Miniamin, and Jeshua, and Shemaiah, 
Ama riah, and Shecaniah, in Hhe cities 
of the priests, in their ^set office, to mve 
to their brethren by courses, as well to 
the m:eat as to the small: 

16 Beside their genealogy of males, from 
three years old and upward, even rmto 
every one that entereth into the house of 
the Idrd, his daily portion for their 
service in their charges according to 
their courses; 

17 Both to the genealogy of the priests 
by the house of their fathers, and the Le- 
vites ®from twenty years old and upward, 
in their charges by their courses ; 

18 And to the genealogy of all their 
little ones, their wives, and their sons, 
and their daughters, through all tlie con- 
gregation : for in their set office they 
sanctified themselves in holiness : 

19 Also of the sons of Aaron the priests, 
which were in ’’the fields of the suburbs 
of their cities, in every several city, the 
men *that were expressed by name, to 
give portions to all the males among the 
priests, and to all that were reckoned by 
geneiogies among the Levites. 

20 H And thus did Hezekiah throughout 

all Judak and “-wrought that which was 
good and right and truth before the 
Lord his God. , , , , 

21 And in every work that he began m 
the service of the house of God, and m 
the law, and in the commandments, to 
seek his God, he did it with all his heart, 
and prospered. 

CHAPTER 32 

jAl ment thereof, Sennacherib king of 
Assyria came, and entered into Judah, 
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and encamped against the fenced cities, 
and thought ^to win them for himself. 

2 And when Hezekiah saw that Sen- 
nacherib was come, and that ^he was 
purposed to fight against Jerusalem, 

3 He took counsel with his princes and 
his mighty men to stop the waters of the 
fountains which were without the city : 
and they did help him. 

4 So there was gathered much people 
together, who stopped all the fountains, 
and the brook that ®ran through the 
midst of the land, saying, Why should 
the kings of Assyria come, and find 
much water? 

6 Also he strengthened himself, ^and 
built up all the wall that was broken, 
and raised it up to the towers, and an- 
other wall without, and repaired ‘•'Millo 
in the city of David, and made ^ darts 
and shields in abundance. 

6 And he set captains of war over the 
people, and gathered them together to 
him in the sti*eet of the gate of the 
city, and ® spake comfortably to them, 
saying, 

7 ^Be strong and courageous, be not 
afraid nor dismayed for the king of 
Assyria, nor for all the multitude that 
is with him: for Hhere he more with 
ns than with him: 

8 With him is an ^arm of flesh; but 
•"with us is the Lokd our God to help 
us, and to fight our battles. And the 
people 7 rested themselves upon the 
words of Hezekiah king of Juaali. 

9 IT After this did S^ennacherib king 
of Assyria send his servants to Jerusa- 
lem. (but he himself laid siege against 
Lachish, and all his s power with him,) 
unto Hezekiah king of Judah, and unto 
all Judah that were at J erusalem, saying, 

10 Thus saith Sennacherib king of As- 
syria, Whereon do ye trust, that ye abide 
in the lo siege in Jerusalem ? 

11 Doth not Hezekiah persuade you to 
give over yourselves to die by famine 
and by thirst, saying. The Lord our 
God shall deliver us out of the hand of 
the king of Assyria? 

12 ^ Hath not the same Hezekiah taken 
away his high places and his altars, and 
commanded Judah and Jerusaleno, say- 
ing, Ye shall worship before one altar, 
and bum incense upon it? 

13 Emow ye not what I and my fathers 
have done unto all the people of other 
lands? were the gods of the nations of 
those lands any ways able to deliver their 
lands out of mine hand ? 

14 “Who was there among all the gods 
of those nations that my fathers utterly 
destroyed, that could deliver his people 
out of mine hand, that your God should 
be able to deliver you out of mine hand? 

16 Now therefore let not Hezekiah 
deceive you, nor persuade you on this 
manner, neither yet believe him : for no 
god of any nation or kingdom was able 
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to deliver his people out of mine hand, 
and out of the hand of my fathers : how 
much less shall your God deliver you 
out of mine hand? 

16 And “his servants spake yet moi^e 
against the Lord God, and against his 
servant Hezekiali. 

17 He wrote also * letters to rail on 
the Lord God of Israel, and to speak 
against him, saying. As the gods of 
the nations of other lands have not de- 
livered their people out of mine hand, 
so shall not the God of Hezekiah deliver 
his people out of mine hand. 

18 Then they ® cried with a loud voice 
in the Jews’ speech unto the people of 
Jerusalem that were on the wall, to 
afiright them, and to trouble them; 
that they might take the city. 

19 And they spake against the God 
of Jerusalem, as against the gods of 
the people of the earth, which were the 
work of the hands of man. 

20 And for this cause /Hezekiah the 
king, and ^ the prophet Isaiah the son 
of Amoz, prayed and cried to heaven. 

21 H »And the Lord sent an angel, 
which cut off all the mighty men of 
valour, and the leaders and captains in 
the camp of the king of Assyria. So 
he returned with * shame of face to his 
own land. And when he was come into 
the house of his god, they that came 
forth of liis own bowels ®slew him there 
with the sword. 

22 Thus the Lord saved Hezekiah and 
the inhabitants of Jerusalem from the 
hand of Sennacherib the king of Assyria, 
and from the hand of all othet', and 
guided them on every side. 

23 And many brought gifts unto the 
Lord to Jerusalem, and ^ presents to 
Hezekiah king of Judah: so that he 
was magnified in the sight of all nations 
from thenceforth. 

24 t ®In those days Hezekiah was sick 
to the death, and prayed unto the Lord : 
and he spake unto him, and he ^^gave 
him si^ 

26 But Hezekiah ® rendered not again 
according to the benefit done unto him ; 
for ®ms lieart was lifted up : therefore 
there was wrath upon him, and, upon 
Judah and Jerusalem. 

^ Npt'^thstanding Hezekiah humbled 
himself for the i2pride of his heart, both 
he and the inhabitants of Jerusalem, so 
that the wrath of the Lord came not 
upon them Jin the days of Hezekiah. 

27 t 1 And Hezekiah had exceeding much 
nches and honour : and he made himself 
treasuries for silver, and for gold, and for 

stones, and for spices, and for 
shields, and for all manner of pleasant 
jewels ; 

28 Storehouses also for the increase oi 
com, and wine, and oil ; and stalls for all 
maimer of beasts, and cotes for flocks. 

29 Moreover he provided him cities, and 
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g ossessions of flocks and herds in abun- 1 
ance : for God had given him substance 
very much. 

30 “This same HezeMah also stopped 
the upper watercourse of *Gihon, and 
brought it straight down to the west 
side of the city of David. And Heze- 
kiah prospered in all his works. 

31 IT Howbeit in the hu&iness of the 
1 ambassadors of the princes of Baby- 
lon, who sent unto him to inquire of 
the ^wonder that was done in the land, 
God left him, ^to try him, that he might 
know all that was in his heart. 

32 H Now the rest of the acts of Heze- 
kiah, and his goodness, behold, they 
are written in / the vision of Isaiah the 
prophet, the son of Amoz, and in the 
^book of the kings of Judah and Israel. 
33 And Hezekiah slept with his fathers, 
and they buried him in the Scliiefest of 
the sepuiclu-cs of the sons of David : and 
all Judah and the inhabitants of Jerusa- 
lem did him honour at his death. And 
Manasseh his son reigned in his stead. 

CHAPTER S3 

TI/TANASSEH ^was twelve years old 
XtI- when he began to reign, and he 
reigned fifty and five years in Jerusalem: 

2 But did that which was evil in the 
sight of the Lord, like unto the abomi- 
nations of the heathen, whom the Lord 
had cast out before the cliildren of Israel 
3 II For 7 he built again the liigh places 
which Hczeldah his father had broken 
down, and he reared up altars for Baalim, 
and made groves, and worshipped all the 
host of heaven, and served them. 

4 Also he built altars in the house of 
the Lord, whereof the Lord had said, 
La Jerusalem shall my name be for 
ever. 

6 And he built altars for all the host of 
heaven in the two courts of the house of 
the Lord. 

6 And he caused his children to pass 
through the fire in "the valley of the 
son of Hinnom : also he observed times, 
and used enchantments, and^ used witch- 
craft, and dealt with a familiar spirit, 
and with wizards: he wrought much 
evil in the sight of the Lord, to provoke 
him to anger. 

7 And he set a carved image, the idol 
which he had made, in tlie house of God, 
of which God had said to David and to 
Solomon his son, In this house, and in 
Jerusalem, which I have chosen before 
all the tribes of Ismel, will I put my 
name for ever : 

8 Neither will I any more remove the 
foot of Israel from out of the land which 
I have appointed for your fathers; so 
that they will take heed to do all tliat 
I have commanded them, according to 
the whole law and the statutes and the 
ordinances by the hand of Moses. 

9 So Manasseh made Judah and the 
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inhabitants of Jerusalem to err, md to 
do worse than the heathen, whom the 
Lord had destroyed before the children 
of Israel. 

10 And the Lord spake to Manasseh, 
and to his people : hut they would not 
1il63tJ^0I1 

11 H Wherefore "the Lord brought 
upon them the captains of the host 
2 of the king of Assyria, which took 
Manasseh among the thorns, and bound 
him with 3 fetters, and carried liim to 
Babylon. 

12 And when he was in affliction, he 
besought the Lord liis God, and hum- 
bled himself greatly before the God of 
his fathers, 

13 And prayed unto him: and he was 
intreated of him, and heard his suppli- 
cation, and brought him again to Jerusa- 
lem into his kingdom. Then Manasseh 
knew that the Lord he was God. 

14 Now after this he built a wall with- 
out the city of David, on the west side 
of ^Gihon, in the valley, even to the 
entering in at the ^fish gate, and com- 
passed about QOphel, and raised it up 
a very gi‘eat height, and put captains of 
war in all the fenced cities of Judah. 

15 And he took away the * strange 
gods, and the ^idol out of the house of 
the Lord, and all the altars that he 
had built in the mount of the house 
of the Lord, and in Jerusalem, and 
cast them out of the city. 

16 And he repaired the altar of the 
Lord, and sacrificed thereon peace of- 
ferings and thank offerings, and com- 
manded Judali to serve the Lord God 

17 Nevertheless ’"the people did sacri- 
fice still in the liigh places, yet unto the 
Lord their God only. 

18 H Now the rest of the acts of Ma- 
nasseh, and his prayer unto his God, 
and the words of "the seers that spake 
to him in the name of the Lord God 
of Israel behold, tliey are written in 
the hook of the kings of Israel 

19 BLis prayer also, and how God was 
intreated of Iiim, and all his sin, and 
his trespass, and ®the places wherein 
he built high places, and set up groves 
and graven images, before he was hum- 
bled: behold, they are written among 
the sayings of s the seers. ^ 

20 If So Manasseh slept with his fathers, 
and they buried him ’’ in his own house: 
and Amon his son reigned in his stead. 

21 If * Amon was two and twenty years 

old when he began to reign, and reigned 
two years in Jerusalem. . 

22 But he did that which was evil m 
the sight of the Lord, as did Manasseh 
Ills father : for Amon sacrificed unto all 
^the carved images which Manasseh his 
father had made, and served them: 

23 And humbled not himself before 
the Lord, “as Manasseh his father had 
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humbled himself ; but Amon ^ trespassed 
more and more. 

^ And his servants conspired against 
him, and slew him in his own house. 

25 ^ But the people of the land slew 
all them that had conspired against king 
Amon ; and the jpeonle of the land made 
Josiah his son kmg m his stead. 

CHAPTEB 34 
TOSIAH ^wae eight years old when 
V he began to reign, and he reigned 
in Jerusalem one and thirty years. 

2 And he did that which wols right 
m the sight of the Lord, and walked 
in the ways of David his father, and 
declined neither to the right hand, nor 
to the left. 

3 IT For in the eighth year of his reign, 
while he was yet young, he began to 
seek after the God of David his father: 
and in the twelfth year he began to 
purge Judah and Jerusalem ®from the 
high places, and the groves, and the 
carvea images, and the molten images. 

4 /And they brake down the altars of 
Baalim in his presence ; and the 3 images, 
that were on nigh above them, he cut 
down; and the groves, and the carved 
images, and the molten images, he brake 
in pieces, and made dust o/ iAem, and 
strowed it ^unon the ^ graves of them 
that had sacrinced unto them. 

5 And he * burnt the bones of the priests 
upon their altars, and cleansed Judah 
and Jerusalem. 

6 And so did he in the cities of ^Ma- 
nasseh, and Ephraim, and Simeon, even 
imto Naphtali, with their s mattocks 
round about. 

7 And when he had broken' down the 
altars and the groves, and had /beaten 
the graven images ^into powder, and cut 
do^ all the idols throughout all the land 
of Israel, he returned to Jerusalem. 

8 H Now ^in the eighteenth year of his 
reign, when he had purged the land, and 
the house, he sent ’”Shaphan the son of 
ALzaliah, and "JMaaseiah the ^governor 
of the city, and Joah the son of Joabaz 
f^the recorder, to repair die house of the 
Lord his God. 

9 And when they came to ^Hilkiah the 
mgh priest, they delivered the money 
that was brought into the house of God!, 
wHch the Levites that kept the doors 
had ^the:^ of the hand of Manasseh 
md Ephrainu and of all the remnant of 
Israel, and of all Judah and Benjamin; 
and they returned to Jerusalem. 

10 And they put it in the hmd of the 
workmen that had the oversight of the 
house of the Lord, and they gave it to 
the workmen that wrought in the house 
of the Lord, to repair and amend the 
house: 

11 Even to the artificers and builders 
;ave they it^ to buy hewn stone, and 
imber for couplings, and floor the 
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houses which the kings of Judah had 
destroyed. 

12 And the men did the work faith- 
fully: and the overseers of them were 
Jahath and Obadiah, the Levites, of 
the sons of Merari ; and Zechariah and 
MeshuUam, of the sons of the Kohath- 
ites, to set forward; and other o/the 
Levites, aU that could skill of instru- 
ments of musick. 

13 Also they were over ^the bearers of 
burdens, and were overseers of all that 
wrought the work in any manner of 
service: and of the Levites tkei^e were 
® scribes, and officers, and porters. 

14 H And when they brought out the 
money that was brought into the house 
of the Lord, Hilkiah the priest found 
a book of the law of the Lord given 
2 by Moses. 

15 And Hilkiah answered and said to 
Shaphan the scribe, I have found the 
book of the law in the house of the 
Lord. And Hilkiah delivered the book 
to Shaphan. 

16 Amd Shaphan carried the hook to 
the king, and brought the king word 
back again, saying, All that was com- 
mitted ^to thy servants, they do it. 

17 And they have ^gathered together 
the money that was found in the nouse 
of the Lord, and have delivered it into 
the hand of the overseers, and to the 
hand of the workmen. 

18 Then Shaitan the scribe told the 
king, saying, Hilkiah the priest hath 
given me a book. And Shaphan read 
^ it before the king. 

19 And it came to pass, when the king 
had heard the words of the law, that he 
rent his clothes. 

20 And the king commanded Hilkiah. 
and Ahikam the son of Shaphan, and 
* Abdon the son of Micah, and Shaphan 
the scribe, and Asaiah a servant of the 
king’s, saying, 

21 Go, inquire of the Lord for me, and 
for them that are left in Israel and in 
Judah, concerning the words of the book 
that is found : for great is the wrath of 
the Lord that is poured out upon us, 
because our fathers have not kept the 
word of the Lord, to do after all that 
is written in this book. 

22 And Hilkiah, and they that the king 
had appointed, went to Huldah the 
prophetess, the wife of Shallum the son 
of Tikvath, the son of Hasrah, keeper 
of the wardrobe; (now she dwelt in 
Jerusalem i^in the college:) and they 
spake to her to that effect. 

23 IT And she answered them. Thus 
saith the Lord God of Israel, Tell ye 
the man that sent you to me, 

24 Thus saith the Lord, Behold, I will 
brmg evil upon this place, and upon the 
inhabitants thereof, even aU the 'curses 
that are written in the hook which they 
have read before the king of Judah: 



read to the people. The passover kept 

25 Because they have forsaken me, and 
have burned incense unto other gods, 
that tliey might provoke me to anger 
with all the works of their hands; there- 
fore my wrath shall be poured out upon 
this place, and shall not be quenched. 

26 And as for the king of Judah, who | «ich.9.9. 
sent you to inquire of the Lord, so 
shall ye say unto him. Thus saith the 
Lord God of Israel concei'ning the 
words which thou hast heard; 

27 Because thine heart was tender, and 
thou didst humble thyself before God, 
when thou heardest his words against 
this place, and against the inhabitants 
thereof, and humbledst thyself before 
me, and didst rend thy clothes, and 
weep before me; I have even heard 
thee also, saith the Lord. 

^ Behold, I will gather thee to thy 
fathers, and thou shalt be gathered to 
thy grave in peace, neither shall thine 
eyes see all the evil that I will bring 
upon this place, and upon the inhabit- 
ants of the same. So they brought the 
king word again. . , ^ 

29 11 ®Then the king sent and gathered 
together all the elders of Judah and 
Jerusalem. 

30 And the king went up mto the house 
of the Lord, and all the men of Judah, 
and the inhabitants of Jerusalem, and 
the priests, and the Levites, and all the 
people, ^ great and small: and he read 
m their ears all the words of the book 
of the covenant that was found in the 
house of the Lord. 

31 And the king ^ stood in his place, 
and made a covenant before the Lord, 
to walk after the Lord, and to keep his 
commandments, and nis testimonies, 
and his statutes, with all his heart, and 
with all his soul, to perform the words 
of the covenant which are written in 
tills book. 

32 And he caused all that were ^present 
in Jerusalem and Benjamin to stand 
%t. And the inhabitants of Jerusalem 
did according to the covenant of God, 
the God of their fathers. 

33 And Josiah took away all the abo- 
minations out of all the countries that 
pertained to the children of Israel, and 
made all that were ^present in Israel to 
serve, even to serve the Lord their God. 

And all his days they departed not 
Sfrom following the Lord, the God of 
their facers. 

CHAPTER 35 

1\/rOEEOVER Josiah kept a passover 
lYX. unto the Lord in Jerusalem: and 
they killed the passover on the ” four- 
teenth day of the first month. 

2 And he set the priests in their charges, 
and encouraged them to the service of 
the house of the Lord, 

3 Amd said unto the Levites ^that 
taught all Israel, wliich were holy unto 
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the Lord, Put the holy ark in the house 
which Solomon the son of David king 
of Israel did build: it shall not be a 
burden upon your shoulders : serve now 
the Lord your God, and his people 
Israel, 

4 And prepare yourselves "by the houses 
of your fathers, after your courses, ac- 
cording to the * wilting of David king 
of Israel, and according to the ® writing 
of Solomon his son. 

5 And stand in the holy place according 
to the divisions of ^ the families of the 
fathers of your brethren 2 the people, 
and c^ter the division of the families 
of the Levites. 

6 So kill the passover, and sanctify 
yourselves, and prepare your brethren, 
that they may do according to the word 
of the Lord by the hand ofMoses, 

7 And Josiah Sgave to the people, of the 
flock, lambs and kids, all for the passover 
ofierings, for all that were present, to the 
number of thirty thousand, and three 
thousand huUocks: these were of the 
king’s substance. 

8 And his princes 3 gave willingly unto 
the people, to the priest^ and to the 
Levites: /Hilkiah and ^Zechariah and 
Jehiel, rulers of the house of God, gave 
unto the priests for the passover ofifermgs 
two thousand and six hundred small 
cattle^ and three hundred oxen. 

9 ^Conaniah also, and Shemaiah and 
Nethaneel, his brethren, and Hashabiah 
and Jeiel and Jozabad, chief of the Le- 
vites, ®gave unto the Levites for passover 
offerings five thousand small cattle^ and 
fi.ve hundred oxen. 

10 So the service was prepared, and the 
priests stood in their place, and the 
Levites in their courses, according to the 
king’s commandment. 

11 And they killed the passover, and 
the priests sprinkled the blood from their 
hands, and the Levites flayed them, 

12 And they removed the burnt offer- 
ings, that they might give according to 
the divisions of thefanmies of the pepple, 
to offer unto the Lord, as it is written 
in the book of Moses. And so did they 
with ^e oxen. 

13 And they ^roasted the passover with 
fire according to the ordinance : but the 
other holy offerings sod they in pots, and 
in caldrons, and in pans, and ^ divided 
them speedily among all the people. 

14 And afterward they made ready for 
themselves, and for the priests : because 
the priests the sons of Aaron were busied 
in ofiering of burnt offerings and the fat 
until night ; therefore the Levites pre- 
pared for themselves, and for the priests 
the sons of Aaron. 

15 And the singers the sons of Asaph 
were in their Splac^ according to the 
commandment of "David, and Asaph, 
and Heman, and Jeduthun the kings 
seer; and porters waited at every 
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gate ; they might not depart from their 
service; for their brethren the Levites 
prepared for tliem. 

16 So all the service of the Loed was 
prepared the same day, to keep the pass- 
over, and to offer burnt offerings upon 
the altar of the Lord, according to the 
commandment of king Josiah. 

17 And the children of Israel that were 
^present kept the passover at that time, 
and the feast of “unleavened bread seven 
days. 

18 And ^ there was no passover like to 
that kept in Israel from the days of 
® Samuel the prophet; neither did all 
the kings of Israel keep such a passover 
as Josiah kept, and the priests, and the 
Levites, and all Judah and Israel that 
were ^present, and the inhabitants of 
Jerusalem. 

19 In the eighteenth year of the reign of 
Josiah was this passover kept. 

20 H ®After all this, when Josiah had 
prepared the ® temple, Necho king of 
Egypt came up to fight against ^^Car- 
chemish by Euphrates : and Josiah went 
out against him. 

21 But he sent ambassadors to him, 
saying. What have I to do with thee, 
thou king of J udah ? J come not against 
thee this day, but against ®the house 
wherewith I have war: for God com- 
manded me to make haste : forbear thee 
from meddling mih God, who is with 
me, that he destroy thee not. 

22 Nevertheless Josiah would not turn 
his face from him, but dis^ised him- 
self, that he might fight with him, and 
hearkened not unto the words of Necho 
from the mouth of God, and came to 
fight in the valley of Megiddo. 

^ And the archers shot at king Josiah ; 
and the king said to liis servants, .Have 
me away ; for I am sore wounded. 

24 His servants therefore took him out 

of that chariot, and put him in the 
second chariot that he had; and thev 
brought him to Jerusalem, and he died, 
and was buried one ^the sepulchres 

of his fathers. And all Judah and Jeru- 
salem ^ mourned for Josiah. 

25 H And Jeremiah ’"lamented for 
Josiah : and all ”the singing men and 
the singing women spake of Josiah in 
their lamentations to tliis day, and made 
them an ordinance in Israel: and, be- 
hold, they are written in the lamenta- 
tions. 

26 Now the rest of the acts of Josiah, 
and his ^^goodness, according to that 
which was written in the law of the 
Lord, 

27 And his deeds, first and lash behold, 
they are written in the book of the kings 
of Israel and Judali. 
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made him king in his father’s stead in 
Jerusalem. 

2 Jehoahaz was twenty and three years 
old when he began to reign, and he 
reigned three months in Jerusalem. 

3 And the king of Egypt ^ put him down 
at Jerusalem, and 2 condemned the land 
in an hundred talents of silver and a 
talent of gold. 

4 And the king of Egypt made Eliakim 
his brother king over Judah and Jeru- 
salem, and tm’ned iiis name to Jehoia- 
kim. And Necho took Jehoahaz his 
brother, and carried him to Egypt. 

6 H ‘^Jehoiakim was twenty and five 
years old when he he^n to reign, and he 
reigned eleven years in Jerusalem : and 
he did that which was evil in tlie sight 
of the Lord his God. 

6 Against him came up Nebuchadnezzar 
king of Babylon, and bound him in fet- 
ters, to carry him to Babylon. 

7 -^Nebuchadnezzar also carried of the 
vessels of the house of the Lord to 
Babylon, and put tliem in his temple at 
Babylon. 

8 Now the rest of the acts of Jehoiakim, 
and his abominations which he did, and 
that which was found in him, behold, 
they are written in the book of the kings 
of Israel and Judah: and ^Jehoiaclun 
his son reigned in his stead. 

9 ^ ^Jehoiachin was eight years old 
when he began to reign, and he reigned 
three months and ten days in Jerusalem : 
and he did that which was evil in the 
sight of the Lord. 

10 And Swhen the year was expired, 
^king Nebuchadnezzar sent, and brought 
him to Babylon, with the ^ goodly vessels 
of the house of the Lord, and made 
loZedekiali his biotlier king over Judah 
and Jerusalem. 

11 a ^’Zedekiah was one and twenty 
years old when he began to reign, and 
reigned eleven years in Jerusalem. 

12 And he did that which was evil in 
the sight of the Lord his God, and 
humbled not himself before * Jeremiah 
the prophet speaking from the mouth 
of the Lord. 

13 And he also rebelled against king 
Nebuchadnezzar, ^who had made him 
swear by God: but he stiffened liis 
neck, and hardened his heart from turn- 
ing unto the Lord God of Israel. 

14 H Moreover all the cliief of the 
priests, and the people, transgressed very 
much after all tlie abominations of the 
heathen ; and polluted the house of the 
Lord which he had hallowed in Jeru- 
salem. 

15 And the Lord God of their fathers 
sent to them by his messengers, rising 
up i®betimeSj and sending; because he 
had compassion on liis people, and on 
his dwelling place : 

16 But they mocked the messengers of 
God, and despised his words, and ^mis- 
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used his prophets, until the wrath of the 
Lord arose a^inst his people, till there 
was no 1 remedy. 

17 Therefore he brought upon them the 
king of the Chaldees, who *^slew their 
young men with the sword in the house 
of their sanctuary, and had no compas- 
sion upon young man or maiden, old 
man, or him that stooped for age; he 
gave them all into his hand. 

18 And / all the vessels of the house of 
God, great and small, and the treasures 
of the house of the Lord, and the 
treasures of the king, and of liis princes; 
all these he brought to Babylon. 

19 ^ And they burnt tlie house of God, 
and brake down the wall of Jerusalem, 
and burnt all the palaces thereof with 
fire, and destroyed aU the goodly vessels 
thereof. 

20 And 2 them that had escaped from 
the sword carried he away to Babylon ; 
where ^*they were servants to him and 
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his sons until the reign of the kingdom 
of Persia : 

21 To fulfil the word of the Lord by 
the mouth of ® Jeremiah, until *the land 
had enjoyed her sabbaths : for as long as 
she lay desolate ‘^she kept sabbath, to 
fulfil threescore and ten years. 

22 H ®Now in the first year of Cyrus 
king of Persia, that the word of the 
Lord spoken by the mouth of Jerenodah 
might be accomplished, the Lord stirred 
up the spirit of Cyrus king of Persia, 
that he made a proclamation throughout 
all his kingdom, and put it also in writ- 
ing, saying, 

23 Thus saith Cyrus king of Persia, All 
I the kingdoms of the earth hath the Lord 

God of heaven given me ; and he hath 
charged me to build him an house in 
Jerusalem, which is in Judah. Who is 
there among you of all his people ? The 
Lord his God be with him, and let him 
go up.

CHAPTEE 1 

* VrOW in the first year of Cyrus king 
LN of Persia, tliat the word of the 
Lord by the mouth of Jeremiah might 
be fulfilled, the Lord stirred up the spirit 
of Cyrus king of Persia, that he ^made a 
proclamation throughout all his kingdom, 
and put it also in writing, saying, 

2 Thus saith Cyrus king of Persia, The 
Lord God of heaven hath given me all 
the kingdoms of the earth ; and he hath 

charged me to build him an house at 
Jemsalem, wliich is in Judali. 

3 Who is there among you of all his 
people? his God be with him, and let 
him go up to Jerusalem, which is in 
Judah, and build the house of the Lord 
God 01 Israel, (-^he is the God,) which 'is 
in Jerusalem. 

4 And whosoever remaineth in any place 
where he sojourneth, let the men of his 
place ®help him with silver, and with 
gold, and with goods, and with beasts, 
beside the freewill ofibring for the house 
of God that is in Jerusalem. 

6 1 Then rose up the chief of the fathers 
of Judah and Benjamin, and the priests, 
and the Levites, with all them whose 
spirit God had raised, to go up to build 
the house of the Lord wmch 'is in Jeru- 
salem. 

6 And all they that wei'e about them 
8 strengthened their hands with vessels 
of silver, with gold, with goods, and with 
beasts, and with precious things, beside 
all that was willingly offered. 

7 U ^ Also CjTUS the king brought forth 
the vessels of the house of the Lord, 
^ which Nebuchadnezzar had brought 
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forth out of Jerusalem, and had put 
them in the house of his gods ; 

8 Even those did Cyrus king of Persia 
bring forth by the hand of Mithredath 
the ^treasurer, and numbered them unto 
^Sheshbazzar, the prince of Judah. 

9 And this is the number of them: 
thirty chargers of gold, a thousand char- 
gers of silver, nine and twenty knives, 

10 Thirty basons of gold, silver basons 
of a second sort four hundred and ten, 
and other vessels a thousand. 

11 All the vessels of gold and of silver 
were ® five thousand and four himdred. 
All these did Sheshbazzar bring up with 
them o/2the captivity that were brought 
up from Babylon unto Jerusalem. 

CHAPTEE 2 

N OW these are the children of the 
province that went up out of the 
captivity, of those which had been cai> 
ried away, *whom Nebuchadnezzar the 
king of Babylon had carried away unto 
Babylon, and came again unto J erusalem 
and Judah, every one unto his city ; 

2 Which came with Zerubbabel: Je- 
shua, Nehemiah, ‘‘Seraiah, ®Eeelaiah, 
Mordecai, Bilshan, ^Mispar, Bigvai, Re- 
hum, Baanah. The number of the men 
of the people of Israel : 

3 The children of Parosh, two thousand 
an hundred seventy and two. 

4 The children of Shephatiah, three 
himdred seventy and two. 

5 The children of Arab, seven himdred 
seventy and five. 

6 The children of Pahath-moab, of the 
children of Jeshua and Joab, two thou- 
sand eight hundred and twelve. 
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7 The children of Elam, a thousand two 
hundred fifty and four. 

8 The children of Zattu, nine hundred 
forty and five. 

9 The children of Zaccai, seven hundred 
and threescore. 

10 The children of ^Bani, six hundred 

forty and two. , , 

11 The children of Behai, six hundred 
twenty and three. 

12 The children of Az^ad, a thousand 
two hundred twenty ana two. 

13 The children of Adonikam, six hun- 
dred sixty and six. 

14 The children of Bigvai, two thousand 

fifty and six. , , 

15 The chfidren of Adin, four hundred 

fifty and four. ^ , 

16 The children of Ater of Hezekiah, 

ninety and eight. ^ , 

17 The children of Bezai, three hundred 
twenty and three. 

18 The children of ^ Jorah, an hundred 

and twelve. _ , 

19 The children of Hashum, two hun- 
dred twenty and three. 

20 The children of ® Gibhar, ninety and 
five. 

^ The chil dren of Beth-lehem, an hun- 
dred twenty and three., , 

22 The men of Netophah, fifty and six. 

23 The men of Anathoth, an hundred 
twenty and eight. 

24 The children of ’Azmaveth, forty 
and two. 

25 The children of Kirjath-arim, Che- 
phirah, and Beeroth, seven hundred and 
forty and three. 

26 The children of Eamah and Geba, 
six hundred twenty and one. 

27 The men of Imchmas, an hundred 
twenty and two. 

28 The men of Beth-el and Ai, two hun- 
dred twenty and three. 

29 The children of Nebo, fifty and two. 

30 The diildren of Magbish, an hundred 
fifty and six, 

31 The children of the other Elam, a 
thousand two hundred fifty and four, 

32 The children of Bhitim, three himdred 

and twenty. „ 

33 The children of Lod, ^Hadid, and 
Ono, seven hundred twenty and five. 

34 The children of Jericho, three hun- 
dred forty and five. 

35 The children of Senaah, three thou- 
sand and six hundred and thirty. 

36 IT The priests; the children of Je- 
daiah, of the house of Je^ua, nine hun- 
dred seventy and three. 

37 The children of Immer, a thousand 
fifty and two. 

38 The children of Pa^ur, a thousand 
two hundred forty and seven. 

39 The children of Harim, a thousand 
and seventeen. 

40 1 The Levites: the children of Je- 
shua and EAdmiel, of the children of 
^sHodavi^ seventy and four. 
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The number that returned, 

41 ^ The singers : the children of Asaph, 
an hundred twenty and eight. 

42 *11 The children of the porters : the 
children of Shallum, the children of Ater, 
the children of Talmon^he children of 
Akkub, the children of Hatita, the chil- 
di'en of Shobai, m all an hundred thirty 
and nine. 

43 IF The “Nethinims: the children of 
Ziha, the cMdren of Hasupha, tlie chil- 
dren of Tabbaoth, 

44 The children of Keros, the children 
of ^Siaha, the children of Padon, 

45 The diildren of Lebanah, the children 
of Hagabah, the children of Akkub, 

46 The children of Hagab, the children 
of ^Shalmai, the children of Hanan, 

47 The children of Giddel, the children 
of Gahar, the children of Eeaiah, 

48 The children of Eezin, the diildren 
of >iekoda. the children of Gazzam, 

49 The children of Uzza, the children of 
Paseah, the children of Besai, 

50 The children of Asnali, the children 
of Mehunim. the diildren of ^Nepliusim, 

51 The children of Bakbuk, the diildren 
of Hakuplia, the children of Harliur, 

62 The children of sBazluth, the children 
of Mehida, the children of Harsha, 

53 The children of Barkos, the children 
of Sisera, the children of Thamah, 

54 The children of Keziah, the children 
of Hatipha. 

65 t The children of Solomon’s ser- 
vants : the children of Sotai, the children 
of Sophereth, the children of speruda, 

66 Tlie children of Jaalatu the children 
of Darken, the children of Giddel, 

67 The children of Shephatiah, the chil- 
dren of Hattil, the children of Pochereth 
of Zebaim, the children of ^Ami. 

68 All the Nethinims, and the children 
of Solomon’s servants, were three hun- 
dred ninety and two. 

59 And these were they which went 
up from Tel-melah, Tel-harsa, Cherub, 
i<>Addan, and Immer: but they could 
not drew their father’s house, and their 
^seed, whether they were of Israel : 

60 The children of Delaiah, the children 
of Tobiah, the children of Kekoda, six 
hundred ®fifty and two. 

61 H And of the children of the priests : 
the children of Habaiah, the children of 
Koz, the children of BarziUai; which 
took a wife of the daughters of ‘^Bar- 
zillai the Gileadite, and was called after 
their name: 

62 These sought their register among 
those that were reckoned by genealogy, 
but they were not found : therefore were 
they, as polluted, put from the priesthood. 

63 And the Tirshatha said unto them, 
that they ^should not eat of the most 
holy things, till there stood up a priest 
with /ITnm and with Thummim. 

64 IT The whole congregation together 
was ^ forty and two thousand three hun- 
dred arnd threescore. 
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The foundation of the temple laid* 

65 Beside their servants and their maids, 
of whom there were seven thousand three 
hundred thirty and seven : and there were 
among them “two hundred singing men 
and singing women. 

66 Their liorses were seven hundred 
thirty and six ; their mules, two hundred 
forty and five; 

67 Their camels, four hundred tliirty 
and five ; their asses, six thousand seven 
hundred and twenty. 

68 IF And some of the chief of the 
fathers, when they came to the house of 
the Lord which is at Jerusalem, offered 
freely for the house of God to set it up in 
his place : 

69 They gave after their ability unto 
the treasure of the work ^threescore and 
one thousand ® drams of gold, and five 
thousand pound of silver, and one hun- 
dred priests’ garments. 

70 So the priests, and the Levites, and 
some of the people, and the singers, and 
the porters, and the Nethinims, dwelt 
in their cities, and all Israel in their 
cities. 

CHAPTER 3 

i AND when the seventh month was 
XA. come, and the cliildren of Israel 
were in the cities, the people gathered 
themselves together as one man to Jeru- 
salem. 

2 Then stood up sjeshua the son of 
Jozadak, and his brethren the priests, 
and ^Zerubbabel the son of sShealtiel, 
and his brethren, and builded the altar 
of the God of Israclj to offer burnt 
offerings thereon, as it is “written in the 
law of Moses “the man of God. 

3 And they set the altar upon liis bases ; 
for fear was upon them because of the 
people of those countries : and they of- 
fered burnt offerings thereon unto tlie 
LORD, even burnt offerings morning and 
evening. 

4 They kept also the ®’feast of taber- 
nacles, ^as it is written, and offered *tlie 
daOy burnt offerings by number, accord- 
ing to the custom, ? as the duty of every 
day rea uired ; 

5 And afterward offered the ^continual 
burnt offering, both “of the new moons, 
anti of all the “set feasts of the Lord 
that were consecrated, and of every one 
ffiat willingly offered a freewill offering 
unto the Lord. 

6 From the fiirst day of the seventh 
month began they to offer burnt offer- 
ings unto the Lord. But ^the foun- 
dation of the temple of the Lord was 
not yet laid. 

7 They gave money also unto the masons, 
and to tne ® carpenters; and ^'meat, and 
drink, and oih unto them of Zidon, and 
to them of Tyre, to bring cedar trees 
from Lebanon to the sea of * Joppa, 
“according to the grant that tliey had of 
Cyrus king of Persia. 
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8 IT Now in the second year of their 
coming unto the house of God at Je- 
rusalem, in the second month, began 
^Zerubbabel the son of Shealtiel, and 
Jeshua the son of Jozadak, and the 
remnant of their brethren the priests and 
the Levites, and all they that were come 
out of the captivity unto Jerusalem; and 
appointed the Levites, from “twenty 
years old and upward, to set forward the 
work of the house of the Lord, 

9 Then stood Jeshua with his sons and 
his brethren, Kadmiel and his sons, the 
sons of 1 Judah, 2 together, to set forward 
the workmen in the house of God : the 
sons of Henadad, with tlieir sons and 
their brethren the Levites. 

10 Amd when the builders laid the 
foundation of the temple of the Lord, 
they set the priests /in their apparel 
with ^trumpets, and the Levites the 
sons of Asaph with ^cymbals, to praise 
the Lord, %fter the ordinance of David 
king of Israel 

11 Amd they /sang together by course 
in praising and givmg thanks unto the 
Lord; * because he is good, for his 
mercy endureth for ever toward Israel. 
And all the people shouted witli a great 
shout, when they praised the Lord, 
because the foundation of the house of 
the Lord was laid. 

12 But many of the priests and Levites 
and chief of the fathers, who were an- 
cient men, ”*that had seen the first house, 
when the foundation of this house was 
laid before their eyes, wept with a loud 
voice ; and many shouted aloud for joy : 

13 So that the people could not disceru 
the noise of the shout of joy from the 
noise of the weeping of the people: for 
the people shouted with a loud shout, 
and the noise was heard afar off. 

CHAPTER 4 

'Vr OW when -^the adversaries of Judah 
-Li and Benjamin heard that ®the chil- 
dren of the captivity builded the temple 
unto the Lord God of Israel , 

2 Then they came to Zerubbahel, and to 
the chief of the fathers, and said unto 
them. Let us build witn you: for we 
seek your God, as ye do; and we do 
sacrifice unto him since the days of Esar- 
haddon king of Assur, which brought 
us up hither. 

3 But Zerubbahel. and Jeshua, and the 
rest of the chief of the fathers of Israel, 
said unto them, Ye have nothing to do 
with us to build an house unto our God ; 
but we ourselves together will build unto 
the Lord God of Israel, as* king Cyrus 
the king of Persia hath commanded 
us. 

4 Then the people of the land weakened 
the hands of the people of Judah, and 
troubled them in building, 

5 And hired counsellers a^inst them, 
to frustrate their pui^ose, all the days of 
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The adversaries hinder the huilding. 


Cyrus king of Persia, even until the ’ 
reign of Darius king of Persia. 

6 And in the reign of ^Ahasuerus, in 
the beginning of his reign, wrote they 
vnto him an accusation against the in- 
liabitants of Judah and Jerusalem. 

7 1 And in the days of Artaxerxes wrote 
^Bishlam, ^Mithredath, Tabeel, and tlie 
test of their ^ companions, unto Arta- 
xerxes king of Persia ; and the wilting 
of the letter was written '^in the Syrian 
tongue, and interpreted in tlie Syrian 
ton^e. 

8 Eehum the chancellor and Shimshai 
the ^scribe wrote a letter against Jeru- 
salem to Artaxerxes the king in this sort : 

9 Then wrote Eehum tlie chancellor, 
and Shimshai the scribe, and the rest of 
their s companions : the Dinaites, the A- 
pharsathchites, the Tarpehtes, the Aphar- 
sites, the Arclievites, the Babylonians, 
the Susanchites, the Dehavites, and the 
Elamites, 

10 And the rest of the nations whom 
the great and noble <*,Asnappar brought 
over, and set in the cities of Samaria, 
and the rest that are on this side the 
river, and ^®at such a time. 

11 ^ This is the copy of the letter that 
they sent unto him, even unto Arta- 
xerxes the king; Thy servants the men 
on this side the river, and at such a time. 

12 Bejt known unto the king, that the 
Jews which came up from thee to us 
are come unto Jerusalem, building the 
rebellious and the bad city, and have 
i^set up the walls thereof ^ and 12 joined 
the foundations. 

13 Be it known now unto the king, 
that, if this city be builded, and the 
walls set up again^ then will they not 
^pay ®'toll, tribute, and custom, and so 
thou shalt endamage the ^revenue of 
the kings. 

14 Now because we have maintenance 
from the king's palace, and it was not 
meet for us to see the king’s dishonour, 
therefore have we sent and certified the 
Idng: 

15 That search may be made in the 
book of the records of thy fathers ; so 
shalt thou find in the book of the records, 
and know that tliis city is a rebellious 
dty, and hurtful unto kings and pro- 
vinces, and tliat they have moved se- 
dition is^thin the same of old time: 
for which cause was this city destroyed. 

16 We certify the king that, if this city 
he builded again, and the walls thereof 
set up, by this means thou slialt have no 
portion on this side the river. 

17 11 Then sent the king an answer unto 
Eehum the chancellor, and to Shimshai 
the scribe, and to the rest of their ® com- 
panions that dwell in Samaria, and unto 
the rest beyond the river. Peace, and at 
such a time. 

18 The letter which ye sent unto us 
hath been plainly read before me. 
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19 And commanded, and search 
hath been made, and it is found that 
this city of old time hath ^made insur- 
rection against kings, and that rebellion 
and sedition have been made therein. 

20 There have been mighty kings also 
over Jerusalem, which have “ruled over 
all countries beyond the river: and 
toll, tribute, and custom, was paid unto 
them. 

21 ^Give ye now commandment to 
cause these men to cease, and that this 
city he not builded, until another com- 
mandment shall be given from me. 

22 Take heed now tliat ye fail not to do 
this: why should damage grow to the 
hurt of the kings? 

23 H Now when the copy of king Ar- 
taxerxes’ letter was read oef ore Eehum, 
and Sliimshai the scribe, and their com- 
panions, they went up in haste to Jeru- 
salem unto the Jews, and made them to 
cease ® by force and ]^wer. 

24 Then ceased the work of the house 
of God whidi is at Jerusalem. So it 
ceased unto the second year of the reign 
of Darius king of Persia. 


CHAPTEE 5 

rpHEN the prophets, ® Haggai the pro- 
JL phet, and /Zech^ali the son of 
Iddo, prophesied unto the Jews that were 
in Judah and Jerusalem in the name of 
the God of Israel, even unto them. 

^2 rose up ^erubbabel the son of 

and began to build the house of Go^ 
wliich IS at Jerusalem : and with them 
wei'c the prophets of God helping them. 

3 U At the same time came to them 
Tatnai, governor on tliis side the river, 
and Shethar-boznal, and tlieii* compa- 
nions, and said thus unto them, Who 
hath commanded you to build tliis house, 
and to make up this wall 1 

4 Then said we unto them after this 
manner. What are the names of the men 
that i^make this building ? 

6 But ^the eye of their God was upon 
tlie elders of the Jews, that they could 
not cause them to cease, till the matter 
came to Darius : and then they returned 
answer by letter concerning this matte?*. 

6 H The copy of the letter tliat Tatnai, 

, governor on this side the river, and 
Shetliar-boznai, and his companions the 
Apliarsacliites, wliich were on this side 
the river, sent unto Darius tlie king : 

7 They sent a letter unto hi^ wherein 
was written thus ; Unto Darius the king, 
all peace. 

8 Be it known unto the king, that we 
went into the province of Judea, to the 
house of the great God, which is builded 
witli 20 great stones, and timber is laid in 
the ivalls, and this work goetli fast on, 
and prospereth in their hands. 

9 Then asked we those ciders, and said 
unto them thus, Wlio commanded you 
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The Jefwi defence accepted hy Danus, 

to build this house, and to make up 
these walls? 

10 We asked their names also, to certify | ‘ Chaid. go. 
thee, that we might write the names of 
the men that were the chief of them. 

11 And thus they returned us answer, 
saying, We are the servants of the God 
of heaven and earth, and build the house 
that was builded these many years ago, 
wliich a great king of Israel builded 
®and set im. 

12 But “after that our fathers had 
provoked the God of heaven unto wrath, 
he gave them into the hand of ® Ne- 
buchadnezzar the king of Babylon, the 
Chaldean, who destroyed this house, and 
carried the people away into Babylon. 

13 But in tlie first year of /Cyrus the 
king of Babylon the same king Cyrus 
made a decree to build this house of God. 

14 And ^the vessels also of gold and 
silver of the house of God, which Ne- 
buchadnezzar took out of the temple that 
was in Jerusalem, and brought them 
into the temple or Babylon, those did 
Qtus the king take out of the temple of 
Babylon, and they were delivered unto 
one, whose name was ‘Sheshba 
<vhom he had made ^governor : 

15 And said unto him. Take these 
vessels, go, carry them into the temple 
that is m Jerusalem, and let the house 
of God be builded in his place. 

16 Then came the same Sheshbazzar, 

laid the foundation of the house of 
God wliich is in Jerusalem : and since 
that time even until now hath it been in 
building, and yet it is not finished. 

17 Now therefore, if it seem good to the 
king, let there be search made in the 
king s treasure house, which is there at 
Babylon, whether it be so. that a decree 
was made of Cyrus the king to build 
tliis house of God at Jerusalem, and let 
the king send his pleasure to us con 
ceming tliis matter. 

CHAPTER 6 

fpHEN Darius the king made a decree, 

X ^and search was made in the house 
of the ^idWs. where the treasures were 
^laid up in Babylon. 

2 And there was found at lo Achmetha, 
in the palace that is in the province of 
the Medes, a roll, and therein was a 
record thus written : 

3 In the first year of Cyrus the king the 
same Cyrus the king made a decree 
concerning the house of God at Jeru- 
salem, Let the house be builded, the 

f )lace where they ofiered sacrifices, and 
et the foundations thereof be strongly 
laid; the height thereof threescore cubits, 
and the breadth thereof threescore cubits : 

4 * With three rows of great stones, and 
a row of new timber : and let the expences 
be given out of the king’s house : 

5 And also let *the golden and silver 
vessels of the house of God, which Nebu- 
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chadnezzar took forth out of the temple 
which is at Jerusalem, and brought unto 
Babylon, be restored, and i brought again 
unto the temple which is at Jerusalem, 
every one to his place, and place them in 
the house of God. 

6 Now therefore^ “Tatnai, governor 
beyond the river, Shethar-boznai, and 
2 your companions the ^Apharsachites, 
which arcibeyond the river, be ye far 
from thence : 

7 Let the work of this house of God 
alone ; let the governor of the Jews and 
the elders of the Jews build this house 
of God in his place. 

8 Moreover ®I make a decree what ye 
shall do to the elders of these Jews for 
the building of this house of God : that 
of the king^s goods, even of the ^ tribute 
beyond the nver, forthwith expences be 
given imto these men, that they be not 

hindered. 

9 And that which they have need of, 
both young bullocks, and rams, and 
lambs, for the burnt ofierings of the God 
of heaven, wheat, salt, wine, and oil, 
according to the anointment of the 
priests which are at J erusalem, let it be 
given them day by day without fail : 

10 That they may offer sacrifices ®of 
sweet savours unto the God of heaven, 
and pray for the life of the long, and of 
his sons. 

11 Also I have made a decree, that 
whosoever shall alter this word, let tim- 
ber be pulled down from his house, and 
being set up, 7 let him be hanged thereon; 
and let his house be made a dunghill for 
this. 

12 And the God that *=hath caused his 
name to dwell there destroy all kings 
and people, that shall put to their hand 
to alter avd to destroy this house of 
God which is at Jerusalem. I Darius 
have made a decree ; let it be done with 


13 ^ Then Tatnai, n^emor on this 
side the river, Shethar-hoznai, and their 
companions, according to that which 
Danus the king had sent, so they did 
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_4 And the elders of the Jews builded, 
and they pre^ered through the pro- 
phesying of Haggai the prophet and 
Zechariah the son of Iddo. And they 
builded, and finished it^ according to the 
commandment of the God of Israel, 
and according to the ^i commandment of 
’"Cyrus, and "Darius, and ®Artaxerxes 
king of Persia. 

15 Ajid this house was finished on the 

third day of the month ^Adar, which 
was in the sixth year of the reign of 
Darius the king. , , , 

16 11 AAd the children of Israel, the 
priests, and the Levites, and the rest of 
l2the children of the captivity, kept/" the 
dedication of this house of God with joy, 

17 And offered at the dedication of thif 

N2 
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house of God an hundred bullocks, two | 
hundred rams, four hundred lambs ; and 
®for a sin offering for aU Israel, twelve 
he goats, according to the number of the 
tribes of laraeL 

18 And they set the priests in their * di- 
visions, and the Levites in their courses, 
for the service of God, wliich is at 
J erusalem ; ^ as it is ■written in the book 
of Moses. 

19 And the children of the captivity 
kept the passover ‘^upon the fourteenth 
day of the first month. 

20 For the priests and the Levites were 
•purified together, all of them were pure, 
and killed the passover for all the chil- 
dien of the captivity, and for their 
brethren the priests, and for themselves. 

21 And the children of Israel, wliich 
were come again out of captivity, and all 
such as had separated themselves unto 
them from the filthiness of the heathen 
of the land, to seek the Lord God of 
Israel, did eat, 

22 And kept the feast of unleavened 
bread ^seven days with joy : for the Lord 
had made them joyful, and turned the 
heart of the king of Assyria unto them, 
to strengthen their hands in the work of 
the house of God, the God of Israel. 

CHAPTEE 7 

VT OW after these things, in the reign 
of /Artaxerxes king of Persia, Ezra 
*the son of Seraiah, the son of Azariah, 
the son of BUlkiah, 

2 The son of Shallum, the son of Zadok, 
the son of Ahitub, 

3 The son of Amariah, the son of 
Azariah, tlie son of Meraioth, 

4 The son of Zerahiah, the son of Uzzi, 
the son of Bukki, 

6 The son of Abishua, the son of 
Phinehas, the son of Eleazar, the son of 
Aaron the chief priest : 

6 This Ezra went up from Babylon: 
and he was ^a ready scribe in the law of 
Moses, wliich tlie Lord God of Israel 
had given : and the king granted him all 
his request, according to the hand of 
the Lord his God upon him. 

7 And there went up some of the 
"children of Israel, and of the priests, 
and "the Levites, and the singers, and 
the porters, and ^the Nethiniras, unto 
Jerusalem, in the seventh year of Ar- 
taxerxes the king. 

8 And he came to Jerusalem in the 
fifth month- which was in the seventh 
year of the king. 

9 For upon the first day of the first 
month 8 began he to go upnxim Babylon, 
and on the first day of the fifth month 
came he to Jerusalem, according to the 
good hand of his God upon him. 

10 For Ezra had prepared his heart to 
seek the law of the Lord, and to do it. 
and to ^ teach in Israel statutes and 
judgments. 


The passover hepL Ezrds commissi, 07 i„ 

11 IT Now this is the copy of the letter 
that the king Artaxerxes gave unto Ezra 
the priest, the scribe, even a scribe of the 
words of the commandments of the 
Lord, and of his statutes to Israel. 

12 Artaxerxes, ®king of kings, ^unto 

Ezra the priest, a scribe of the law of the 
God of heaven, perfect peace, and at 
such a time. , „ , 

13 I make a decree, that all they of the 
— of Israel, and of his priests and 
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ivites, in my realm, which are minded 

of their own free-will to go up to Jeru- 
salem, go with thee. 

14 Forasmuch as thou art sent Sof the 
king,^ and of his /seven counsellers, to 
inquire concerning Judah and Jerusa- 
lem, according to the law of thy God 
wliich is in tmne hand; 

15 And to carry the silver and gold, 
which the king and his counsellers have 
freely offered unto the God of Israel, 
whose habitation is in Jerusalem, 

16 And all the silver and gold that thou 
canst find in all the province of Babylon, 
with ^e freewill offering of the people, 
and of the priests, otiermg -willingly for 
the house of their God which is in Je- 
rusalem . 

17 That thou mayest buy speedily with 
this money bullocks, rams, Iambs, with 
tlieir ^*meat otterings and their ‘drink 
offerings, and offer them upon the altar 
of the house of your God which is in 
Jerusalem. 

18 And whatsoever shall seem good to 
thee, and to thy brethren, to do with the 
rest of the silver and the gold, that do 
after the will of your God. 

19 The vei^els also that are given thee 
for the service of the house ot thy God, 
those deliver thou before the God of Je- 
rusalem. 

20 And whatsoever more shall be needful 
for the house of thy God, which thou 
shalt have occasion to bestow, bestow it 
out of the king’s treasure house. 

21 And I, even I Artaxerxes the king, 
do make a decree to all the treasurers 
which a/re beyond the river, that whatso- 
ever Ezra the priest, the scribe of the law 
of the God of heaven, shall require of 
you, it be done speedily, 

22 Unto an hundred talents of silver, 
and to an hundred ^ measures of wheat, 
and to an hundred baths of wine, and to 
an hundred baths of oil, and salt without 
prescribing how much. 

23 ® Whatsoever is commanded by the 
God of heaven, let it be diligently done 
for the house or the God of heaven : for 
why should there be wrath against the 
realm of the king and his sons ? 

24 Also we certify yom that touching 
any of the priests and Levites, singers, 
porters, Nethinims, or ministers of tliis 
house of God, it shall not be la-nrful to 
impose **toll, tribute, or custom, upon 
them. 
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The genealogy of those who went up, 

25 And thou, Ezra, after the wisdom ' 
of thy God, that is in thine hand, set 
magistrates and judges, which may judge 
all the people that are beyond the river, 
all such as know the laws of thy God ; ® 
and teach ye them that know them not. ' 
^ And whosoever will not do the law 
of thy God, and the law of the king, let 
judgment be executed speedily upon 
bdni, whether it be unto death, or ^to ® 
banishment, or to confiscation of goods, 
or to imprisonment. 

27 If iilessed he the Loed God of our 
fathers, which hath put such a thing as 
this in the king’s heart, to beautify the 
house of the Loed wliich is in Jerusalem : * 

28 And ^hath extended mercy unto me 
before the king, and his counsellers, and 
before all the king’s mighty princes. * 
And I was strengthened as the hand 

of the Loed my God was upon me, and * 
I gathered together out of Israel chief 
men to go up with me. 

CHAPTER 8 

T hese are now the chief of their 
fathers, and this is the genealogy 
of them that went up with me from 
Babylon, in the reign of Artaxerxes the 
king.

4 Of the sons of ’”Pahath-moab; Eli- " 
hoenai the son of Zerahiah, and with 
him two hundred males. 

5 Of the sons of Shechaniah ; the son of 
Jahaziel, and with him three hundred 
males. ” 

6 Of the sons also of Ad in; Ebed the " 
son of Jonathan, and with liim fifty 
males. ^ 

7 And of the sons of *Elam; Jeshaiah ® 
the son of Athaliah, and with him ' 
seventy males. 

8 And of the sons of *Shephatiah; * 
Zebadiah the son of Michael, and with 
him fourscore males. * 

9 Of the sons of ’'Joab; Obadiah the i 
son of Jehiel, and with hirn two hundred 
and eighteen males. 

10 And of the sons of Shelomith ; the « 
son of Josiphiah, and with him an 
hundred and threescore males. s 

11 And of the sons of Bebai * Zechariah « 
the son of Bebai, and with him twenty 
and eight males. ( 

12 And of the sons of Ajzgad ; Johanan 
®the son of Hakkatan, and with him an 
hundred and ten males. 

13 And of the last sons of Adonikam, 
whose names are these, Eliphelet, Jeicl, ; 
and Shemaiah, and witli them threescore 

14 Of the sons also of *Bigvai ; Uthai, 
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and iZabbud, and with them seventy 
males. 

15 H And I gathered them together to 
the river that runneth to Ahava; and 
there 2 abode we in tents three days : and 
I viewed the people, and the priests, and 
found there none of the “sons of Levi. 

16 Then sent I for Eliezer, for Ariel, for 
Shemaiah, and for Elnathan, and for 
Jarib. and for Elnathan, and for Nathan, 
and for Zechariah, and for Meshullam, 
chief men; also for Joiaribj and for 
Elnathan, men of understanding, 

17 And I sent them with command- 
ment unto Iddo the chief at the place 
Casiphia, and told them what they 
should say unto Iddo, and to his brethren 
the Nethinims, at the place Casiphia, 
that they should bring unto us ministers 
for the house of our God. 

18 Amd ®by the good hand of our God 
upon us they brought us a man of under- 
standing, of the sons of <*Mahli, the son 
of Levi, the son of Israel ; and Sherebiah, 
with his sons and his brethren, eighteen ; 

19 And Hashabiah, and with him 
Jeshaiah of the sons of Merari, his 
brethren and their sons, twenty; 

20 Also of the Nethinims, whom David 
and the princes had appointed for the 
service of the Levites, two hundred and 
twenty Nethinims: all of them ^were 
expressed by name. 

21 IT Then I -^proclaimed a fast there, at 
the river of Ahava, that we might * afflict 
ourselves before our God, to seek of him 
a right way for us, and for our little 
one^ and for all our substance. 

22 For I was ashamed to require of the 
king a band of soldiers and horsemen to 
help us against the enemy in the way : 
because we had spoken imto the king, 
saying, ” The hand of our God is upon all 
them ®for good that seek him ; but his 
power and his wrath is against all them 
that ^forsake him. 

23 So we fasted and besought our God 
for this : and he was ’’intreated of us. 

24 IT Tlien I separated twelve of the 
chief of the priests, ^Sherebiah, Hasha- 
biah, and ten of their brethren with them, 

25 And weighed unto them “the silver, 

and the gold, and the vessels, even the 
offering of the house of our God, which 
the king, and his counsellers, and his 
lords, and all Israel there present, had 
offered : . 

26 I even weighed unto their hand six 
hundred and fifty talents of silver, and 
silver vessels an hundred talents, and of 
gold an hundred talents ; 

27 Also twenty * basons of gold, of a 
thousand drams; and two vessels of 
6 fine copper, precious as gold. 

28 And 1 said unto them, Ye are ^'holy 
unto the Loed; the vessels are *holy 
also; and the silver and the gold are a 
freewill offering unto the Loed God of 
your fathers. 
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Ezra at Jerusalern, He mourneth and ^rayeth 


29 Watch ye, and keep them, until ye 
■weigh them before the chief of the priests 
and the Levites, and chief of the fathers 
of Israel, at Jerusalem, in ^the cliambers 
of the house of the Lord, 

30 So took the priests and the Levites 
the weight of the silver, and the gold, and 
the vessels, to bring them to Jerusalem 
unto the house of our God. 

31 H Then we departed from the river of 
® Ahava on /the twelfth day of the first 
month, to go unto Jerusalem; and ®'the 
hand of our God was upon us, and he 
delivered us from the hand of the enemy, 
and of such as lay in wait by the way. 

32 And *we came to Jerusalem, and 
abode there three days. 

33 H Now on the fourth day was the 
silver and the gold and the vessels 
^weighed in the house of our God by 
the hand of ^Mereinoth the son of Uriah 
the priest: and -with liim was Eleazar 
the sou of Phinehas* and with them was 

J ozabad the son of Jeshua, and Noadiali 
the son of Binnui, Levites ; 

34 By number and by! weight of every 
one ; and all tlie weight was written at 
that time. 

35 Also the children ° of those that had 
been caaried away, wliich were come out 
of the c^tivity, offered burnt offerings 
unto the God of Israel, ^twelve bullocks 
for all Israel, ninety and six rams, seventy 
and seven lambs, twelve he goats for a 
sin otfcriim : all this was a burnt offering 
unto the Lord. 

36 If And they delivered the king’s 

commissions unto the king’s ^lieute- 
nant^ and to the ^governors on this side 
the river : and they furthered the people, 
and the house of God. 

CHAPTEE 9 

'^OW when these things were done, 
the princes came to me, saying, 
The people of Israel, and the priests, 
and the Levites, have not "separated 
thcniselves from the people of the lands, 

doing according to their abominations, 
evoh 01 the Canaanites, the Hittites, the 
Penzzites, the Jebusites, the Ammonites, 
the Moabites, the Egyptians, and the 
Amorites. 

2 For ^ey have *taken of their daugh- 
ters for themselves, and for their sons : 
so that the ^holy seed have * mingled 
themselves with the people of those 
lands : yea, the hand of the princes and 
“rulers hath been chief in this treses. 

3 And when I heard this thing, * I rent 

garment and my mantle, and plucked 
off the hair of my head and of my beard, 
and sat down astonied. 

4 Then were assembled unto me every 
one that ‘^trembled at the words of the 
God of Israel, because of the transgression 
of those that had been carried away; 
and I sat astonied until the ® evening 
sacrifice. 
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5 If And at the evening sacrifice I arose 
up from my ^ heaviness; and having rent 
my garment and my mantle, I fell upon 
my knees, and & spread out my hands 
unto the Lord my God, 

6 And said, 0 my God, I am ashamed 
and blush to lift up my face to thee, my 
God; for ®our iniquities are increased 
over our head, and our 2 trespass <^is 
grown up unto the heavens. 

7 Since the days of our fathers have we 
been in a great trespass unto this day; 
and for our iniquities have we, our kings, 
and our priests, been delivered into the 
hand of the kings of the lands, to the 
sword, to captivity, and to a spoil, and to 
‘confusion of face, as it is this day. 

8 And now for a little ^ space grace hath 
been shewed from the Lord our God, to 
leave us a remnant to escape, and to give 
us 4 a nail in his holy place, that our God 
may Gighten our eyes, and give us a 
little reviving in our bondage. 

9 For we were bondmen ; yet our God 
liath not forsaken us in our bondage, 
but ”hath extended mercy unto us in 
the sight of the kings of Persia, to give 
us a reviving, to set up the house of our 
God, and ®to repair the desolations 
thereof, and to give us a wall in JudaJi 
and in Jerusalem. 

10 And now, 0 our God, what shall we 
say after this ? for we have forsaken thy 
commandments, 

11 Wliich thou hast commanded ®by 
thy servants the prophets, saying, The 
land, unto which ye go to possess it, is 
an unclean land with tlie filthiness of the 
people of tlie landi^ with their abomina- 
tions, wliich have filled it '^from one end 
to another with their uncleanness. 

12 Now therefore *give not your daugh- 
ters unto their sons, neither take their 
daughters unto your sons, nor “seek 
their peace or their wealth for ever : that 
ye may be strong, and eat the good of the 
land, and leave it for an inlieritance to 
your children for ever. 

13 And after all tliat is come upon us 
for our evil deeds, and for our great 
trespass, seeing that thou our God ^hast 
punished us less than our iniquities 
deserve^ and hast given us such deliver- 
ance as this ; 

14 Should we again break thy com- 
man^ents, and join in affinity with the 
people of these abominations? wouldcst 
not Uiou be angry with us till thou hadst 
consumed so that tlm'e should be no 
remnant nor escaping? 

15 O Lord God of Israel, ®thou art 
nghteous : for we remain yet escaped, as 
u is this day ; behold, we are before thee 
in our trespasses ; for we cannot stand 
before thee because of tliis. 
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■^OW /when Ezra had prayed, and 
-4^ when he had confessed, weeping and 
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casting liimself do^vn “before the house ' 
of God, there assembled unto him out of 
Israel a very great congregation of men 
and women and children : for the people 
iwept ve^ sore. 

2 And Sheclianiah the son of Jehiel, 
cne of the sons of Elam, answered ana 
said unto Ezra, We have trespassed 
against our God, and have taken strange 
wives of the people of the land : yet now 
there is hope in Israel concerning this 
tiling. 

3 JNow therefore let us make a covenant 
with our God ^to put away all the wives, 
and such as are born of them, according 
to the counsel of my lord, and of those 
that ® tremble at the commandment of 
our God ; and let it be done according 
to the law. 

4 Arise ; for this matter helongeth unto 
thee : we also loill he with thee : be of 
good courage, and do iL 

5 Then arose Ezi*a, and made the chief 
priests, the Levites, and all Israel, /to 
swear that they should do according to 
this word. And they sware. 

6 11 Then Ezra rose up ^*from before the 
house of God, and went into the chamber 
of ^ Jolianan the son of Eliashib : and 
when he came thither, he did eat no 
bread, nor drink water : for he mourned 
because of the transgression of them that 
had been carried away. 

7 And they made proclamation through- 
out Judah and Jerusalem unto aU the 
children of the captivity, that they should 
gather themselves together unto Jeru- 
salenGL * 

8 Ancl that whosoever would not come 
within three days, according to the coun- 
sel of the princes and the elders, all his 
substance ^ould be ® forfeited, and him- 
self separated from the congregation of 
those that had been carried away. 

9 H Then all the men of Judah and 
Benjamin gathered themselves together 
unto Jerusalem within three days. It 
%oas the ninth month, on the twentieth 
day of the month ; and all the people sat 
in the street of the house of God, trem- 
bling because of this matter, and for 
8 the great rain. 

10 And Ezra the priest stood up, and 
said unto them, Ye have tmnsgressed, 
and ^have taken strange wives, to in- 
crease the trespass of Israel. 

11 Now therefore *”make confession 
unto the Lord God of your fathers, and 
do liis pleasure : and separate yoiu*selves 
from the people of the land, and from 
the strange wives. 

12 Then all the congregation answered 
and said with a loud voice. As thou hast 
said, so must we do. 

13 But the people are many, and it is a 
time of much rain, and we are not able 
to stand without, neither is this a. work 
of one day or two: for ^we are many 
that have transgressed in this thing. 
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14 Let now our rulers of all the congre- 
gation stand, and let all them which have 
taken strange wives in our cities come at 
^appointed times, and with them the 
elders of every city, and the judges 
thereof, until the fierce wrath of our God 
2for this matter be turned from us. 

15 IT Only Jonathan the son of Asahel 
and Jahaziah the son of Tikvah ^were 
employed about this matter: and Meshul- 
1am and Shabbethai the Levite helped 
them. 

16 And the children of the captivity did 
so. And Ezra the priest, with certain 
chief of the fathers, after the house of 
their fathers, and all of them hy their 
names, were separated, and sat down 
in ®the first day of the tenth month to 
examine the matter, 

17 And they made an end with all the 
men that had taken strange wives by the 
first day of the first month. 

18 H And among the sons of the priests 
there were found that had taken strange 
wives : namely, of the sons of ^Jeshua 
the son of Jozadak, and his brethren: 
Maaseiah, and Eliezer, and Jarib, and 
Gedaliah. 

19 And they /gave their hands tliat 
they would put awr^ their wives; and 
being ^il^, they offered *a ram of the 
flock for their trespass. 

20 And of the sons of Immer ; Hanani, 
and Zebadiah. 

21 And of the sons of ^Harim : Maa- 
seiah, and Elijah, and Shemaian, and 
Jehiel, and XJzziali. 

22 And of the sons of Pashur; Elioenal, 
Maaseiah, Ishmael, Nethaneel, Jozabad, 
and Elasah, 

23 Also of the Levites ; Jozabad, and 
Shimei, and Kelaiah, (the same is Ke- 
lita,) Pethaliiah, Judah, and Eliezer. 

24 Of the sing^ers also ; Eliashib ; and 
of the porters; Shallum, and Telera, and 
Uri. 

25 Moreover of Israel : of the sons 
of Parosh; Eamiah, and Jeziah, and 
Malchiah, and Miamin, and Eleazar, 
and Malcnijah, and Benaiah. 

26 And of the sons of Elam : Mattaniah. 
Zechariah, and Jehiel, and Abdi, and 
Jeremoth, and Elialu 

27 And of the sons of Zattu ; Elioenai, 
Eliashib, Mattaniah, and Jeremoth, and 
Zabad. and Aziza. 

28 Or the sons also of Behai: Jehoha- 
nan, Hananiali, Zabbai, and Athlai. 

29 And of the sons of Bani ; Meshullam, 
Malluch, and Adaiah, Jashub, and Sheal, 
and Eamotlu 

30 And of the sons of Paliath-moab ; 
Adna, and Ohelal, Benaiah, Maaseiah, 
Mattaniah, Bezaleel, and Biimui, and 
Manasseh. 

31 And of the sons of Harim : Eliezer, 
Ishijah, Malchiah, Shemaiah, Shimeon, 

32 Benjamin, Malluch, and Shemariali. 

33 Of the sons of Hashum ; IVIattenai, 
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Mattathah, Zabad, Eliphelet, Jeremai, 
Manasseli, and Shimei. 

34 Of the sons of Bani ; Maadai, Amram, 
and XJel, 

35 Benaiah, Bedeiah, Chelluh, 

36 Vaniahj Meremom, Eliashib, 

37 Mattamab, Mattenai, and Jaasau, 

38 And Bani, and Binnui, Shimei, 

39 And Shelemiah, and Nathan, and 
Adaiah,

THE BOOK OF NEHEMIAH. 


CHAPTEE 1 

rpHE words of “Nehemiah the son of 
X Hachaliah. And it came to pass in 
the month Chisleu, in *the twentietli 
year, as I was in ^Shushan the palace, 

2 That ‘^Hanani, one of my bretliren, 
came, he and certain men of Judah; 
and 1 asked them concerning the Jews 
that had escaped, which weredeft of the 
captivity, and concerning Jerusalem. 

3 And they said unto me. The remnant 
that are left of the captivity there in the 
province are in great affliction and re- 
proach: the wall of Jerusalem also ^is 
broken down, and the gates thereof are 
burned with nre. 

4 1 And it came to pass, when I heard 
these words, that H sat down and wept, | 
and mourned certain days, and fasted, 
and prayed before the God of heaven, 

5 And said, I beseech thee, 0 Loed 
God of heaven, *the great and terrible 
God, ’"that keepeth covenant and mere/ 
for them that love him and observe his 
commandments : 

6 Let thine ear now be attentive, and 
thine eyes open, that thou mayest hear 
the prayer or thy servant, which I pray 
before thee now, day and night, for the 
children of Israel thy sen^'ants, and 
® confess the sins of the children of Is- 
rael, which we have sinned against thee : 
both I and my father’s house have sinned. 

7 We have dealt very corruptly against 
thee, and have not kept the command- 
ments, nor the statutes, nor the judg- 
ments, which thou commandedst thy 
servant Moses. 

8 Eemember, I beseech thee, the word 
that thou commandedst thy servant 
Moses, saying, If ye transgress, I will 
scatter you abroad among the nations ; 

9 ^But if ye turn unto me, and keep 
my commandments, and do them ; 
though there were of you cast out unto 
the uttermost part of the heaven, yet 
will I ^ther them from thence, and will 
bring them “unto the place that I have 
chosen to set my name there. 

10 Now these are thy servants and thy 
people, whom thou hast redeemed by 
thy meat power, and by thy strong hand. 

11 0 Loro, I beseech thee, let now thine 
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ear be attentive to the prayer of thy 
servant, and to the prayer of thy sep 
vants, who desire to fear thy name : and 
prosper, I pray thee, thy servant this 
day. and grant him mercy in the sight 
of this man. For I was the king’s cup- 


bearer. 


CHAPTEE 2 


AND it came to pass in the month 
®Nisan. in /the twentieth year of 
Artaxerxes the king, that wine was be- 
fore him : and took up the wine, and 
gave it unto the king. Now I had not 
been heforetime sad in his presence. 

2 Wherefore the king said unto me, 
Wliy is thy countenance sad, seeing 
thou art not sick? tliis is nothing else 
but sorrow of heart. Then I was very 
sore afraid, 

3 And said unto the king, /Let the 
king live for ever : why should not my 
countenance be sad, when Hhe city, the 
place of my fathers’ sepulchres, lieth 
waste, and the gates thereof are con- 
sumed with fire ? 

4 Then the king said unto me, For 
what dost thou make request? So I 
prayed to “the God of heaven. 

5 And I said unto the king, If it please 
the king, and if thy servant have found 



6 And the king said unto me, (the 
1 queen also sitting by him,) For how 
long shall thy journey be? and when 
wilt thou return ? So it pleased the king 
to send me ; and I set him a time. 

7 Moreover I said unto the king, If it 
please the king, let letters be given me 
to the ’‘governors beyond the river, that 
they may convey me over till I come 
into Judah; 

8 And a letter unto Asaph the keeper 
of the king’s forest, that he may give me 
timber to make beams for the gates of 
the ®palace which appertained to the 
house, and for the wall of the city, and 
for the house that I shall enter into. 
And the king granted me, "according to 
the good hand of my God upon me. 

9 H Then I came to the ’’governors 
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beyond the river, and gave them, the 
Tfing’s letters. Now the king had sent 
captains of the army and horsemen 
with me. 

10 When ^Sanhallat the ®Horonite, 
and <^Tobiah the servant, the Ammonite, 
heard of iU it grieved them exceedingly 
that there was come a man ®to seek flie 
welfare of the children of Israel. 

11 /So I came to Jerusalem, and was 
there three days. 

12 H And I arose in the night, I and 
some few men with me ; neither told I 
any man what my God had put in my 
hem to do at J erusalem : neither was 
there any beast with me, save the beast 
that I rode upon. 

13 And I went out by night by the 
igate of the valley, even before the dra- 
gon well, and to the /dung port, and 
viewed the walls of Jerusmem, which 
were broken down, and the gates thereof 
were consumed with fire. 

14 Then I went on to the *gate of the 
fountain, and to the ^king’s pool; but 
there was no place for the beast that 
was under me to pass. 

15 Then went I up in the night by the 
“biook, and viewed the wall, and turned 
back, and entered by the gate of the 
valley, and so returned. 

16 And the ^rulers knew not whitlier I 
went, or what I did ; neither had I as 
yet told it to the Jews, nor to the priests, 
nor to the nobles, nor to the rulers, nor 
to the rest that did the work. 

17 H Then said I unto them, Ye see the 
distress that we are in, how Jerusalem 
lieth waste, and the gates thereof are 
burned with fire : come, and let us build 
up the wall of Jerusalem, that we be no 
more reproach. 

18 Then I told them of *the hand of 
my God which was good upon me : as 
also the king’s words that he had spoken 
unto me. And they said. Let us rise up 
and build. So they “strengthened their 
hands for this good work, 

19 But when Sanballat the Horonite, 
and Tobiah the servant, tlie Ammonite, 
and “'Geshem the Arabian, heard it 
they laughed us to scorn, and despised 
us, and said, What is this thing that ye 
do? *will ye rebel against the Idngl 

20 Then answered I them, ana said 
unto them. The God of heaven, he will 
prosper us; therefore we his servants 
will arise and build : *but ye have no 
portion, nor right, nor memorial, in 
Jerusalem. 

CHAPTER 3 

T hen ^EUashib the high priest rose 
up with his brethren the priests, and 
they bunded the ® sheep gate; they 
sanctified it, and set up the doors of it ; 
even unto the tower of Meali they sancti- 
fied it, unto the tower of Hananeel. 

2 And ^^next unto him builded the men 
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of Jericho. And next to them builded 
Zaccur the son of Imri. 

3 But the “fish gate did the sons of 
Hassenaah build, who also laid the 
beams thereof, and set up the doors 
thereof, the locks thereof, and the bars 
thereof. 

4 And next unto them repaired Mere- 
moth the son of Urijah, the son of Koz. 
And next unto them repaired Meshul- 
1am the son of Berechiah, the son of 
Meshezabeel. And next unto them re- 
paired Zadok the son of Baana. 

6 And next unto them the Tekoites 
repaired ; but their nobles put not their 
necks to ^^the work of their Lord. 

6 Moreover the old gate .repaired Je- 
hoiada the son of Faseah, and Me- 
shullam the son of Besodeiali ; they laid 
the beams thereof, and set up the doors 
thereof, and the locks thereof, and the 
bars thereof. 

7 And next unto them repaired Me- 
latiah the Gibeonite, and Jadon the 
Meronothite, the men of Giheon, and of 
Mizpah, unto the throne of the gover- 
nor on this side the river. 

8 Next unto him repaired Uzziel the 
son of Harhaiah, of the goldsmiths. 
Next unto him also repaired Hananiah 
the son of one of the apothecaries, and 
they 1 fortified Jerusalem unto the Abroad 
wall. 

9 And next unto them repaired Re- 

g haiah the son of Hur, the ruler of ^the 
alf part of Jerusalem. 

10 And next unto them repaired Je- 
daiah the son of Haiaimaph, even over 
against his house. And next unto him 
repaired Hattush the son of Hashabniah. 
11 Malchijah the son of Harim, and 
Hashub the son of Pahath-moab, re- 
paii-ed the Mother piece, and the Hower 
of the furnaces. 

12 And next unto him repaired Shal- 
lum the son of Halohesh, the ruler of 
the half part of Jerusalem, he and his 
daughters. 

13 The ‘'valley gate repaired Hanun, 
and the inhabitants of Zanoah: they 
built it, and set up the doors tnereof, 
the locks thereof, and the bars thereof, 
and a thousand cubits on the wall unto 
^the dung gate. 

14 But the dung gate repaired Mal- 
chiah the son of Rechab, the ruler of 
part of Beth-haccerem ; he built it, and 
set up the doors thereof, the locks there- 
of, and the bars thereof. 

15 But “ the gate of the fountain repaired 
Shallun the son of Ool-hozeh, the ruler 
of part of Mizpali; he built it, and co- 
vei’ed it, and set up the doors thereof, 
the locks thereof, and the bars thereof, 
and the wall of the pool of ‘^Siloah by 
the ® king’s garden, and unto /the stairs 
that go down from the city of David. 

16 After him repaired Nehemiah the 
son of Azbuk, the ruler of the half part 
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of Beth-zur, unto the place over against 
“the sepulchres of David, and to the 
®pool that was made, and unto the 
house of the mighty. 

17 After him repaired the Levites, Ee- 
hum the son of Bani, Next unto liim 
repaired Hashabiahj the ruler of the half 
part ♦ ff Keilah, in his part. 

18 After him repaired their bretliren, 
Bavai the son of Henadad, the ruler of 
the half part of Keilah. 

19 Ana next to him repaired Ezer the 
son of Jeshua, the ruler of Mi^ah, an- 
other piece over against the going up to 

the armoury at the turning of the wall. 

20 After liim Baruch the son of ^Zab- 
bai earnestly repaired the other piece, 
from the turning cf the wall unto the 
door of the house of Eliashib the liigh 
priest. 

21 After him repaired Meremoth the 
son of Urijah the son of ICoz another 
piece, from the door of the house of 
Eliasiiib even to the end of the house 
of Eliashib. 

22 And after him repaired the priests, 
the men of Hhe plain. 

23 After liim repaired Benjamin and 
Hashub over against their house. After 
him repaired Azariah the son of Maa- 
seiah the son of Ananiah by his house. 

24 After him repaired Binnui the son of 
Henadad another piece, from the house 
of Azariah unto the turning of the walk 
even imto the comer. 

25 Palal the son of tJzai, over against 
the turning cf the walk and the tower 
which lieth out from the king’s high 
house, that was by the court of the 
prison. After him Pedaiali the son of 
Parosh. 

26 Moreover the Nethinims ^ dwelt in 
? Ophel, unto the place over against the 
water gate toward tlie east, and the 
tower that lieth out. 

27 After them the Tekoites repaired 
another piece, over against the great 
tower tliat lieth out, even unto the wall 
of Ophel. 

28 Prom above the *horse gate repaired 
the priests, every one over against his 
house. 

29 After them repaired Eadok the son 
of Imnier over against his house. After 
Mm repaired also Shemaiah the son of 
Shechaniali, the keeper of the”*east gate. 

30 After him repaired Hananiah the 
son of Shelemiah, and Hanun tlie sixth 
son of Zalaph, another piece. After him 
repaired J\Iesliullam the son of Berecliiah 
over agamst his chamber. 

31 After him repaired Malchiah the 

S oldsmith’s son unto the place of the 
fethinims, -and of the merchants, over 
a^nst the gate Miplikad, and to the 
i^^going up of tlie corner. 

32 And between the ingoing up of the 
comer unto the ’‘sheep gate repaired the 
goldsmiths and the merchants. 
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CHAPTEE 4 

B ut it came to pass, “that when San- 
ballat heard that we huilded the 
wall, he was wroth, and took great in- 
dignation, and mocked the Jews. 

2 And he spake before his bretliren and 
the army of Samaria, and said. What 
do these feeble Jews? will tliey^forti^ 
themselves ? will tliey sacrifice ? will they 
make an end in a day ? will they revive 
the stones out of the heaps of the rubbish 
wliich are burned? 

3 Now “Tobiah the Ammonite was by 
liim, and he said, Even that which they 
build, if “a fox go up, he shall even 
break down their stone wall. 

4 -^Hear, 0 our God; for we are 3 de- 
spised : and ^ turn their reproach upon 
their oivn head, and give them for a prey 
in the land of captivity : 

6 And cover not their iniquity, and 
let not their sin be blotted out from 
before thee : for they have provoked thee 
to angCT before tlie builders. 

6 So Duilt we the w^ ; and all the wall 
was joined together unto the half there- 
of : for the people had a mind to work. 

7 H But it came to pass, that when San- 
ballat, and Tobiali, and the ^ Arabians, 
and the Ammonites, and the Ashdodites, 
heard that the walls of Jerusalem ^ were 
made up, and that the breaches began 
to be stopped, then they were very 
wroth, 

8 And conspired all of them togetlier to 
come and to fight agamst Jerusalem, 
and ®to hinder it, 

9 Nevertheless we made oin prayer 
unto our God, and set a watch against 
them day and night, because of them. 
10 And Judah said, The strength of the 
bearers of burdens is decayed, and there 
is much rubbish; so that we are not 
able to build the wall. 

11 And our adversaries said, They shall 
not know, neither see, till we come in 
the midst among tliem, and slay them, 
and cause the work to cease. 

12 And it came to pass, that when the 
Jews which dwelt by them came, they 
said untb us Hen times, »From all 
places whence ye shall return unto us 
they will be upon you. 

13 IT Therefore set 1 ^in the lower places 
behind the wall, and on the higher 
places, I even set the people after flieir 
families with their swords, their spears, 
and their bows. 

14 And I looked, and rose up, and said 
unto the nobles, and to the rulers, and 
to the rest of the people. Be not ye afraid 
of them : remember the Lord, which is 
great and terrible, and fight for your 
bretmen, your sons, and your daughters, 
your wives, and your houses. 

15 And it came to pass, when our 
enemies heard that it was known unto 
us, and God had brought their counsel 
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to nought, tliat we returned all of us to 
the wall, every one unto his work. 

16 And it came to pass frona that time 
forth, that the half of my servants 
wrought in the work, and the other half 
of them held both the * spears, the 
shields, and the bows, and the haber- 
geons; and the rulers were behind all 
Sie house of Judah. 

17 They which builded on the wall, and 
they that bare burdens, with those that 
laded, every one with one of his hands 
wrought in the work, and with the other 

held a weapon. 

18 For the builders, every one had his 
sword girded ^by his side, and so builded. 

An d he that sounded the trumpet was 
by me. 

19 t And ®I said unto the nobles, and 
to the rulers, and to the rest of the 
people. The work is great and large, and 
we are separated upon the wall, one far 
from another. 

20 In what place therefore ye hear the 
sound of the trumpet, resort ye thither 
unto us : /our Goa sliall fight for us. 

21 So we laboured in the work; and 
half of them held the spears from the 
rising of the morning till the stars 
appeared. 

22 Likewise at the same time said I 
unto the people, Let every one with his 
servant lodge within Jerusalem, that in 
the rdght they may be a guard to us, and 
labour on the diw". 

23 So neither I, nor my brethren, nor 

my servants, nor the men of the guard 
which followed me, none of us put off 
our clothes, ^saving that every one put 
them off for washing. | 

CHAPTER 5 

AND there was a great cry of the people 
and of their wives against their 
♦“brethren the Jews. 

2 For there were that said, we, our 
sons, and our daughters, are many: 
therefore we take up com for them, that 
we may eat, and live. 

3 Some also there were that said. We 
have mortgaged our lands, vineyards, 
and houses, that we might buy corn, 
because of the dearth. 

4 There were also that said. We have 
borrowed money for the king s ” tribute, 
and that upon our lands and vineyards. 

6 Yet now our flesh is as the flesh of 
our brethren, our children as their chil- 
dren: and, lo, we brin^ into bondage 
our sons and our ^daughters to be ser- 
vants, and some of our daughters are 
brought unto bondage already : neither 
is in our power to redeem them; for 
other men have our lands and vineyards. 

6 IT And I was very an^ when I heard 
their cry and these words. 

7 Then consulted with myself, and 
I rebuked the nobles, and the ralers, and 
said unto them, ’’Ye exact usury, every 
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one of his brother. And I set a great 
assembly against them. 

8 And I said unto them. We after our 
ability have “redeemed our brethren the 
Jews, which were sold unto the heathen; 
and will ye even sell your brethren? or 
shall they be sold unto us? Then held 
they their peace, and found nothing to 
answer. 

9 Also I said, It is not good that ye do ; 
ought ye not to walk ®in the fear of our 
God “because of the reproach of the 
heathen our enemies? 

10 1 likewise, and my brethren, and my 
servants, might exact of them money 
and corn : i pray you, let us leave off 
this usury. 

11 Restore, I pray you, to them, evp 
tliis day, their lands, their vineyards, 
their oliveyards, and their houses, also 
the hundredth part of the money, and 
of the com, the wine, and the on, that 
ye exact of them. 

12 Then said they. We will restore 
them^ and will require nothing of them : 
so will we do as thou sayest. Then I 
called the priests, and ^took an oath of 
them, that they should do according to 
this promise. 

13 Also I shook my ^lap, and said, So 
God sliake out every man from his 
house, and from his labour, that per- 
formeth not this promise, even thus be 
he shaken out, and ^ emptied. And all 
the congregation said, ^Amen, and 
praised the Lord. And the people did 
according to this promise. 

14 H Moreover from the time that I 
was appointed to be their governor in 
the land of Judah, from the ^'twentieth 
year even unto the *two and thirtieth 
year of Artaxerxes the king; that is, 
twelve years, I and my brethren have 
not ^ eaten the bread of the governor. 

15 But the former governors that had 
been before me were chargeable unto the 
people, and had taken of them bread 
and wine, beside forty shekels of silver; 
yea, even their servants bare mle over 
the people: but so did not I, because 
of the fear of God. 

16 Yea, also I continued in the work 
of this wall, neither bought we any land : 
and all my servants wei'e gathered thither 
unto the work. 

17 Moreover thei'e we^'e at my table an 
hundred and fifty of the Jews and rulers, 
beside those that came unto us from 
among the heathen that are about us. 

18 Now that -^^wliich was prepared /or 
me daily was one ox and six choice 
sheep ; also fowls were prepared for me, 
and once in ten days store of all sorts 
of wine: yet for all this required not 
I the bread of the governor, because the 
bondage was heavy upon this people. 

, 19 * Think upon me, imr God, for good, 
according to all that I have done for 
1 this people. 
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CHAPTEE 6 

"^OW it came to pass, when ^SanLal- 
Xi lat, and Tobiah, and Geshem the 
Arabian, and the rest of our enemies, 
heard that I had builded the wall, and 
that there was no breach left therein; 
C'* though at that time I had not set up 
the doors upon the gates ;) 

2 That Sanballat and Geshem sent 
unto me, saying, Come, let us meet 
together in some one of the villages in 
the plain of /Ono. But they thought to 
do me mischief. 

3 And 1 sent messengers unto them, 
saying, I am doing a great work, so 
that I cannot come down : why should 
the work cease, whilst I leave it, and 
come down to you? 

4 Yet they sent unto me four times 
after this sort; and I answered them 
after the same manner. 

5 Then sent Sanballat his servant unto 
me in like manner the fifth time with an 
open letter in his hand ; 

6 Wherein was -written. It is reported 
among the heathen, and ^Gashmu saith 
iL that thou and the Jews think ^to 
rebel: for which cause thou buildest the 
wall, that thou mayest be their king, 
according to these words. 

7 And thou hast also ^pointed prophets 
to preach of thee at Jerusalem, saying. 
There is a king in Judah ; and now shall 
it be reported to the king according to 
these words. Come now therefore, and 
let us take counsel together. 

8 Then I sent unto him, saying, There are 
no such things done as thou sayest, but 
thou f eignest them out of thine own heart. 

9 For they all made us afraid, saying, 
Their hands shall be weakened from the 
work, that it be not done. Now there- 
fore, 0 God, strengthen my hands. 

10 Afterward I came unto the house of 
Shemaiah the son of Delaiah the son of 
Alehetabeel, who was *shut up; and he 
sai(L Let us meet together in the house 
of God, within the temple, and let us 
shut the doors of the temple : for they 
will come to slay thee ; yea, in the night 
will they come to slay thee. 

11 And 1 said. Should such a man as 
I flee? and who is there, that, being as 
I am, would go into the temple to save 
his life ? I will not go in. 

12 And, lo, 1 perceived that God had 
not sent him; but that he pronounced 
this prophecy against me: for Tobiah 
and Sanballat had hired him. 

13 Therefore was he hired, that I should 
be afraid, and do so, and sin, and that 
they might have matter for an evil report, 
that they might reproach me. 

14 ’^'My God, think thou upon Tobiah 
and Sanballat according to these their 
works, and on the prophetess Noadiah, 
and the rest of the prophets, that would 
have put me in fear. 


In spite of the enemies the wall is finished. 
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15 IT So the wall -was finished in the 
twenty and fifth dag of the month "Elul, 
in fifty and two days. 

16 And it came to pass, that when 
®all our enemies heard thereof, and all 
the heathen that wei'e about us saw these 
things, they were much cast down in 
their own eyes : for ®they perceived that 
this work was -wrought of our God. 

17 IT Moreover in those days the no- 
bles of Judah ^sent many letters unto 
Tobiah, and the letters of Tobiah, came 
unto them. 

18 For there were many in Judah 
sworn imto hiim because he was the 
son in law of Shechaniah the son of 
Arab ; and his son Johanan had taken 
the daughter of ^Meshullam the son 
of Berecniah. 

19 Also they reported his good deeds 
before me, and uttered my ^ words to 
him. And Tobiah sent letters to put 
me in fear. 


CHAPTEE 7 

K OW it came to pass, when the wall 
was built, and I had ^set up the 
doors, and the porters and the singers 
and the Levites were appointed, 

2 That I gave my brother ^^Hanani, 
and Hananiah the ruler of the palace, 
charge over Jerusalem: for he was a 
faithful man, and feared God above many. 
3 And I said unto them, Let not the 
gates of Jerusalem be opened until the 
sun be hot; and while they stand by, let 
them shut the doors, and bar them : and 
^point watches of the inhabitants of 
Jerusalem, every one in his watch, and 
every one to he over against his house. 

4 Now the city was large and great: 
but the people wei'e few therein, and 
the houses were not builded. 

5 H And my God put into mine heart 
to gather together the nobles, and ^e 
rulers, and the people, that they might 
be reckoned by genealogy. And I found 
a register of the genealogy of them which 
came up ^at the first, and found -written 
therein, 

6 ’"These are the children of the pro- 
-vince, that went up out of the captivity, 
of those that had been carried away, 
whom Nebuchadnezzar the king of Baby- 
lon had carried away, and came again to 
Jerusalem and to Judah, every one unto 
his city ; 

7 Who came -with Zerubbabel, Jeshua, 
Nehemiah, ® Azariah, BaamiaL Naha- 
mani, Mordecai, Bilshan, Mispere^ 
Bigvai, Nehum, Baanah. The mnnber, 
I say, of the men of the people of Israel 
was this; 

8 The children of Parosh, two thousand 
an hundred seventy and two. 

9 The children of Shephatiah, three 
hundred seventy and two. 

10 The children of Ajrah, ®six hundred 
fifty and two. 



A register of those who first came from Babylon, 


11 The children of Pahath-moab, of 
the children of Jeshua and Joab, two 
thousand and eight hundred awci® eigh- 
teen. 

12 The children of Elam, a thousand 
two hundred fifty and four. 

13 The children of Zattu, ® eight hun- 
dred forty and five. 

14 The children of Zaccai, seven hun- 
dred and tlireescore. 

15 The cliildren of ^Binnui, six hun- 
(hed forty and eight. 

16 The children of Behai, six hundred

sand three hundred twenty and two. 

18 The children of Adonikam, six hun- 
dred threescore and ^ seven.

29 The men of ^Kirjath-jearim, Che- 
phirah, and Beeroth, seven hundred 
forty and three. 

30 The men of Eamah and Geba, six 
hundred twenty and one.

33 The men of the other Nebo, fifty 
and two. 

34 The children of the other Elam, 
thousand two hundred fifty and four.

43 IF The Iievites: the children of Je- 
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shu^of Kadmiel, and of the children 
of iflodevah, seventy and four. 

44 U The singers : the children of Asaph, 
an hundred forty and eight 

45 T1 The porters : the children of Shal- 
luni, the children of Ater, the children 
of Talmon, the children of Akkub, the 
children of Hatitaj the children of Sho- 
bai, an hundred thirty and eight. 

46 H The NetHnims: the children of 
Ziha, the children of Hashupha, the 
children of Tabbaoth, 

47 The children of Keros, the children 
of Sia, the children of Padon, 

48 The children of Lebana the children 
of Hagaba, the children of Shalmai, 

49 The children of Hanan, the children 
of Giddel, the chUdien of Gahar, 

60 The children of Eeaiah, the children 
of Rezin, the children of Nekoda, 

61 The children of Gazzam, the children 
of Uzza, the children of Phaseahj 

62 The children of Besai, the children of 
Meunim, the children of Hephishesim, 

63 The children of Bakbuk. the children 
of Hakupha, the children of Harhur, 

64 The children of Bazlith^ the children 
of Mehida, the children of Harsha, 

65 The children of Barkos, the children 
of Sisera, the children of Tamah, 

66 The cliildren of Neziah, the children 
of Hatipha. 

67 IF The children of Solomon’s servants: 
the children of Sotai, the children of 
Sophereth, the children of Perida, 

68 The children of Jaala, the children 
of Darken, the children of Giddel* 

69 The children of Shephatialu the chil- 
dren of HattU, the children of Pochereth 
of Zebaim, the children of Amon. 

60 All the Nethinims, and the children 
of ; Solomon’s servants, were three hun- 
dred ninety and two. 

61 And these weft'e they which went 
up also from Tel-melah, Tel-haresha, 
Cherub, Addon, and Immer : but they 
cordd not shew their father’s house, nor 
their ^seed, whether they were of Israel. 

62 The children of Delaiah, the children 
of Tobiah, the children of Nekoda, six 
hundred ^ forty and two. 

63 H And of the priests: the children 
of Habaiah, the children of Koz, the 
childi’en of Barzillai, which took one oi 
the daughters of Barzillai the Gileadite 
to wife, and was called after their name. 

64 These sought their register ammg 
those that were reckoned by genealogy, 
but it was not found: therefore were 
they, as polluted, put from the priest- 
hood. 

65 And ®the Tirshatha said unto them, 
that they should not eat of the ruost hdv 
things, till there stood up a priest with 
TJrim and Thummino. 

66 t The whole congregation together 
was forty and two thousand three hun- 
dred and threescore, 

67 Beside th ei r manservants and thdi 
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maidservants, of whom there were seven 
thousand tliree hundred thirty and seven : 
and they liad ®two hundred forty and 
five sin^g men and singing women. 

68 Their horses, seven hundred thirty 
and six : their mules, two hundred forty 
and five 

69 Their camels, four hundred thirty 
and five; six thousand seven hundred 
and twenty asses. 

70 ^ And isome of the chief of the 
fathers gave unto the work. The Tir- 
^atha gave to the treasure a thousand 
drams of gold, fifty basons, five hundred 
and thirty priests* garments. 

71 And some of the chief of the fathers 
^ve to the treasure of the work twenty 
thousand drams of gold, and two thou- 
sand and two hundred pound of silver. 

72 And that which the rest of the people 
gave was twenty thousand drams of gold, 
and two thousand pound of silver, and 
threescore and seven priests’ garments. 

73 So the priests, and the Levites, and 
the porters, and the singers, and some of 
the people, and the Nethinims, and all 
Israel, dwelt in their cities ; <*and when 
the seventh month came, the children 
of Israel were in their cities. 


CHAPTEE 8 

AND all the people /gathered them- 
xX selves together as one man into 
the street that was before the ^ water 
gate: and they spake unto E 2 Ta the 
'scribe to bring the book of the law 
of Moses, which the Loed had com- 
manded to Israel 

2 And Ezra the priest brought the law 
before the congregation both of men 
and women, and all ^that could hear 
with understanding, upon the first day 
of the seventh montli. 

3 And he read therein before the street 
that was before the water gate ^ from the 
morning until midday, before the men 
and the ivomen. and those that could 
understand; and the ears of all the 
people were cLttentive imto the book 
of the law.

Mat^mah, and Shema, and 
and Urijah, and Hilkiah, and Maaseiah, 
on his nght hand; and on his left hand, 
Pedaiah, and Mishael, and Malchiah, and 
Hashum, and Hashbadana, Zechariah, 
and MeshuUam. 

6 And Ezra opened the book in the 
® sight of aU tlie people; (for he was 
above ^ the people;) and when he 
opened it, all the people stood up : 

6 .^d Ezra blessed the Lord, the great 
God. And all the people answered, ^ A- 
men. Amen, with lifting up their hands : 
and they bowed their heads, and wor- 
^pped the Lord with their faces to 
the ground. 
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7 Also Jeshua, and Bani, and Sherebiah, 
Jamin, Akkub, Shabbethai, Hodijah, 
Maaseiah, Kelita, Azariah, Jozabad, Ha- 
nan, Pelaiah, and the Levites, * caused 
the people to understand the law : and 
the people stood in their place. 

8 So they read in the book in the law of 
God distinctly, and gave the sense, and 
caused them to understand the read- 

9% And Nehemiah, which zs^the Tir- 
shatha, and Ezra the priest the scribe, 
and the Levites ® that taught the people, 
said unto all tlie peopl^ This day is holy 
unto the Lord yoim God: mourn not, 
nor weep. For au the people wept, when 
they heard the words or the law. 

10 Then he said unto them, Go your 
way, eat the fat, and drink the sweet, 
and send portions unto them for whom 
notliing is prepared : for this day is holy 
unto our LordT: neither be ye sorry ; for 
the ioy of the Lord is your strengtli. 

11 So the Levites stilled aU the people, 
saying. Hold your peace, for the day 
is holy: neither be ye grieved. 

12 And all the people went their way 
to eat, and to drink, and to send portions, 
and to make great mirth, because they 
had ® understood the words that were 
declared unto them. 

13 f And on the second day were ga- 
thered together the chief of the fathers 
of all the people, the priests, and the 
Levites, unto Eziu the scribe, even ^ to 
understand the words of the law. 

14 And they found written in the 
law which the Lord had commanded 
'^by Moses, that the cliildren of Israel 
should dwell in ^bootlis in the feast 
of the seventh month : 

15 Amd that they should ^publish and 
proclaim in all their cities, and *in 
Jerusalem, saying. Go forth unto the 
mount, and fetch olive branches, and 
pine branches, and mjTtle branches, and 
palm branches, and branches of thick 
trees, to make booths, as it is writ- 
ten. 

16 H So the people went forth, and 
brought ther/by and made themselves 
booths, every one upon Hhe roof of his 
house, and in their courts, and in the 
courts of the house of God, and in ”*tlie 
street of the water gate, and in the street 
of the "gate of Ephraim. 

17 And all the congregation of them 
that were come again out of the cap- 
tivity made bpoths, and sat under the 
booths: for since the days of Jeshua 
the son of Hun unto that day® had not 
the children of Israel done so. And 
there was very great gladness. 

18 Also day by day, from the first day 
unto the last day, ®ne read in the book 
of the law of God. And they kept the 
feast seven days ; and on the eightn day 
was ^a solemn assembly, accormng unto 
the manner. 
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CHAPTER 9 

r OW in the twenty and fourth day of 
__ I “tliis month the children of Israel 
were assembled with fasting, and with 
^sackclothes, and dearth upon them, 

2 And ‘’the seed of Israel separated 
themselves from all 2 strangers, and 
stood and confessed tlieir sins, and tiie 
iniquities of their fathers. 

3 And they * stood up in their place, 
and -^read in the book of the law of 
the Lord their God one fourth part of 
the day ; and another fourth part they 
confessed, and worshipped the Lord 
tlieir God. 

4 T Then stood up upon the ^ stairs, of 
the Levites, ^Jeshua, and Band, Kndmiel, 
Shebaniah, Bunni, Sherebiah, Bani, and 
Chenani, and cried with a loud voice 
unto the Lord their God. 

5 Then the Levites, Jeshua, and Kad- 
miel, Bani. Hasliabniah, Sherebiah, Ho- 
dijah, Shebaniah, and Pethahiali, said. 
Stand up and bless the Lord your God 
for ever and ever: and blessed be tliy 
glorious name, which is exalted above 
all blessing and praise. 

6 ^Thou, even thou, art Lord alone : 
tliou hast made heaven, 2 the heaven 01 
heavens, with all their host, the earth, 
and ix\l things that are therein, the 
seas, and all that is therein, and thou 

E reservest them all; and the host of 
eaven woishippeth thee. 

7 Thou art the Lord the God, who 
didst choose ^ Abram, and' broughtest 
him forth out of Ur of the Clialdees, and 
gavest liira the name of * Abi^am ; 

8 And foundest his heart "faithful be- 
fore thee, and madest a "covenant with 
him to give the land of ^tlie Canaanites, 
the Hittites, the Amorites, and the 
Perizzites, and the Jebusites, and the 
Gtoshites, to give I say, to liis seed, 
an(f“hast performed thy words ; for thou 
art righteous: 

9 And "didst see the affliction of our 
fathers in Egypt, and heardest their cry 
by the Bed sea; 

iO And shewedst signs and wonders 
upon Pharaoh, and on all his servants, 
and on all the people of his land : for 
thou Imewest that they dealt proudly 
against them. So didst thou ^get thee 
a name, as it is this day. 

11 And * tliou didst divide the sea be- 
fore them, so that they went through 
the midst of the sea on the dry land ; 
and their persecutors thou threwest into 
tlie deeps, as a stone into the mighty 1 
waters. 

12 Moreover thou *leddest them in the 
day by a cloudy pillar ; and in the night 
by a pillar of lire, to give them light in 
tlic way wherein they sliould go. 

13 ^Thou earnest down also upon 
mount Sinai, and spakest with tliem 
from heaven, and gavest them right 
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judgments, and ^tiue laws, good statutes 
and commandments : 

14 And madest known unto them thy 
^holy sabbath, and commandedst them 
precepts, statutes, and laws, by the hand 
of Moses thy servant : 

15 Ajid /gavest them bread from heaven 
for their hunger, and broughtest forth 
water for them out of the rock for their 

I tliirst, and promisedst them that they 
should ^go in to possess the land ^which 
thou hadst sworn to give them. 

16 But they and our fathers dealt 
proudly, and hardened their necks, and 
hearkened not to thy commandments, 

17 And refused to obey, neither *were 
mindful of tliy wonders that thou didst 
among them ; but hardened their necks, 
and in their rebellion appointed a cap- 
tain to return to their bondage; but 
thou art God ready to pardon, "gra- 
cious and merciful, slow to anger, and of 
great kindness, and forsookest them not, 

18 Yea, ® when they had made them a 
molten calf, and said, This is thy God 
that brought thee up out of Egypt, and 
had wrought gi^t provocations ; 

19 Yet thou in thy manifold mercies 
forsookest them not in the wilderness: 
the pillar of the cloud departed not from 
them by day, to lead them in the way ; 
neither the pillar of fire by night, to 
shew them light, and the way wherein 
they should go. 

20 Thou gavest also thy ’’good spirit to 
instruct them, and witliheldest not thy 
manna from their mouth, and gavest 
tliem water for their thirst. 

21 Yea, “forty years didst thou sustain 
them in the vmdemess, so that they 
lacked nothing ; ^ their clothes waxed not 
old, and their feet swelled not. 

22 Moreover tliou gavest them king- 
doms and nations, and didst divide them 
into ® corners: so they possessed the 
land of *Silion, and the land of the king 
of "Heshbon, and tlie land of ‘^Og king 
of Bashan. 

23 Their children also multipliedst thou 
as /the stars of heaven, and broughtest 
them into the land, concerning which 
thou hadst promised to their fathers, 
that they should go in to possess it, 

24 So the children went in and pos- 
sessed the land, and thou subduedst 
before them the inhabitants of the land, 
the Canaanites, and gavest them into 
their hands, with then kings, and the 
people of the land, that they might do 
with them ®as they would, 

25 And they took strong cities, and a 
<fat land, and possessed 4 houses full of 
all goods, dwells digged, vineyards, and 
oliveyards, and ® fruit trees in abi- 
dance : so they did eat, and were filled, 
and became fat, and delighted them- 
selves in thy great goodness. 

26 Nevertheless they were ’disobedient, 
and rebelled against thee, and *”cast thy 
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lav behind their backs, and “slev thy I 
prophets which testified against them to 1 
turn them to thee, and they wrought 
great provocations. 

^27 * Therefore thou deliveredst them 
into the hand of their enemies, who 
vexed them : and in the time of their 
trouble, when they cried unto thee, thou 
heardest them from heaven; and accord- 
ing to thy manifold mercies thou gavest 
them saviours, who saved them out of 
the hand of them enemies. 

28 But after they had rest, ^they did 
evn again before thee : therefore lef test 
thou them in the hand of their enemies, 
so that they had the dominion over 
them : yet when they returned, and cried 
unto thee, thou heardest them from 
heaven; and many times didst thou 
deliver them according to thy mercies ; 

29 And testifiedst against them, that 
thou mightest bring tliem again unto 
thy law: yet they dealt proudly, and 
hearkened not unto thy commandments, 
but sinned against thy judgments, 
Owhich if a man do, he shall live in 
them;) and ^Tvithdrew the shoulder, 
and mrdened their neck, and would not 
hear. 

30 Yet many years didst thou ® forbear 
them, and testifiedst against them by 
thy spirit 7 in thy prophets; yet would 
they not give ear: ^therefore gavest 
thou them into the hand of the people 
of the lands. 

31 Nevertheless for thy great mercies’ 
Bake ^thou didst not utterly consume 
them, nor forsake thenu for thou art a 
* gracious and merciful God. 

^ Now therefore, our God, the CTeat, 
the mighty, and the terrible God, ‘who 
keepest covenant and mercy, let not all 
the ® trouble seem little before thee, 
®that hath come upon us, on our kings, 
on our princes, and on our priests, and 
on our prophets, and on our fathers, and 
on all thy people, ^since the time of the 
kinra of Assyna unto this day. 
33Howbeit ^thou art just in all that is 
brought upon us; for thou hast done 
right, but we have done wickedly: 

34 Neither have our kings, our princes, 
our priests, nor our fathers, kept thy 
law, nor hearkened unto thy command- 
ments and thy testimonies, wherewith 
thou didst testify against them- 
36 Por they have not served thee in 
their kingdom, and in thy great good- 
ness that thou gavest them, and in the 
laKe and fat land which thou gavest 
before them, neither turned they from 
their wicked works. 

36 Behold, *we are servants this day, 
and for the land that thou gavest unto 
our fathers to eat the fruit thereof and 
the good thereof, behold, we are ser- 
vants in it ; 

37 And it yieldeth much increase unto 
the kings whom thou hast set over us 
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because of our sins: also they have 
dominion over our bodies, and over our 
cattle, at their pleasure, and we are in 
great distress. ^ ^ 

38 And because of all this/’ we make a 
sure covenant and write it; and our 
princes, Levites, and priests, ^seal 
unto it. 

CHAPTER 10

9 And the Levites: both Jeshua the 
son of Azaniah, Binnui of the sons of 
Henadad. Kadmiel; 

10 And their brethren, Shebaniah, 
Hodij^ Eelita, Pelaiah, Hanan, 

11 Micha, Rehob, Hashaoiah, 

12 Zaccur, Sherebiah, Shebaniah, 

13 Hodijabj Bani, Beninu. 

14 The chief of the people : Parosh, 
Pahath-moab, Elam, Zatthu, Bani, 

15 Bunni, A^d, Behai. 

16 Adony^ Bisvai, Adin, 

17 Ater^ Hizkijah, Azzur, 

18 Hodijah, Hashum, Be 2 ai, 

19 Hariph, Anathoth, Nebai, 

20 Magpiash, Meshullam, Hezir, 

21 Mesnezabeel, Zadok, Jaddua, 

22 Pelatiah, Hanan, Anaiah, 

23 Hoshea, Hanani^, Hashub, 

24 Hallohesh, Pileha, Shobek, 

25 Rehum, Hashabnali, ISIaaseiab, 

26 And Anijah, Hanan, Anan, 

27 Malluch, Harim, Baanah, 

28 H And the rest of ^e people, ’’‘the 
priests, the Levites, tne porters, the 
singers, the Nethinims, and "all they 
that had separated themselves from the 
people of the lands unto the law of God, 
their wives, their sons, and their daugh- 
ters, every one having knowledge, and 
havmg understanding ; 

29 They clave to their brethren, their 
nobles, and entered into ^a curse, and 
into an oath, to walk in God’s law, 
wliich was given i^by Moses ’’the servant 
of God, and to observe and do all the 
comm^dments of the Lord out Lord, 
and his judgments and his statutes ; 

30 And that we would not give ^our 
daughters unto the people of the land, 
nor take their daughters for our sons : 

31 “And if the people of the land bring 
ware or any victuals on the sabbath day 
to sell, that we would not buy it of them 
on the sabbath, or on the holy day ; and 
that we would leave the ® seventh year, 
and the “'exaction of every debt. 

32 Also we made ordinances for us, to 
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charge ourselves yearly with the third 
part of a shekel for the service of the 
house of our God ; 

33 For "the shewbread, and for the 
5 continual meat offering, and for the 
t continual burnt ofiering, of the sab- 
baths, of the new moons, for *^the set 
feasts, and for the holy things, and for 
the sin offering ^to make an atonement 
for Israel, and for all the work of the 
house of our God. 

34 And ‘^we cast the lots among the 
priests, the Levites, and the people, for 
/the wood offering, to bring %t into the 
house of our God, after the houses of 
our fathers, at ^ times appointed year by 
year, to bum upon the altar of the Lord 
our God, '^as it is written in the law : 

35 And to bring Hhe firstfruits of our 
ground, and the firstfruits of all fruit of 
all trees, year by year, unto the house of 
the Lord : 

36 Also the firstborn of our sons, and 
of our cattle, ^as it is written in the law, 
and the firstlings of our herds and of our 
flocks, to bring to the house of our God, 
unto the priests that minister in the 
house of our God : 

37 ’"And that we should bring the first- 
fruits of our dough, and our ofierings, 
and the fruit of ali manner of trees, of 
wine and of oil, unto the priests, to the 
"chambers of the house of our God ; and 
the ® tithes of our ground unto the 
Levites, that the same Levites might 
have the tithes in all the cities of our 
tillage. 

38 And the priest the son of Aaron 
shall be with the Levites, -^when the 
Levites take tithes: and the Levites 
shall bring up the tithe of the tithes 
unto the house of our God, to the diam- 
bers, into ^ the treasure house. 

39 For the children of Israel and the 
children of Levi shall bring the offering 
of the corn, of the new wine, and the 
oil, unto the chambers, where are the 
vessels of tlie sanctuary, and the priests 
that minister, and the porters, and the 
singers: and we will not forsake the 
house of our God. 

CHAPTER 11 

AND the rulers of the people dwelt at 
Jemsalem: the rest of the people 
also *cast lots, to bring one of ten to 
dwell in Jerusalem “the holy city, and 
nine parts to dwell in other cities. 

2 And the people blessed all the men, 
that willingly ofi'ered themselves to dwell 
at Jerusalem. 

3 IT Now these are the chief of the 
province that dwelt in Jerusalem : but 
m the cities of Judah dwelt every one in 
his possession in their cities, to wit, 
Israel, the priests, and the Levites, and 
the Netliinims, and "the children of 
Solomon’s servants. 

4 And at Jerusalem dwelt certain of 
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the children of Judah, and of the chil- 
dren of Benjamin. Of the children of 
Judah ; Athaiah the son of Uzziah, the 
son of Zechariah, the son of Amariah, 
the son of Shephatiah, the son of JJa- 
halaleel, of the children of iPerez; 

6 And Maaseiah the son of Bamcn, the 
son of Col-hozeh, the son of Hazaiah, 
the son of Adaiaii, the son of Joiarib, 
the son of Zechariah, the son of Shiloni. 

6 All the sons of Perez that dwelt at 
Jerusalem were four hundred threescore 
and eight valiant men. 

7 And these are the sons of Benjamin : 
Sallu the son of Meshullam, the son of 
Joed, the son of Pedaiah, the son of 
Kolaiah, the son of Maaseiah, the son of 
Ithiel, the son of Jesaiah. 

8 And after him Gabbai, Sallai, ^nine 
hundred twenty and eight. 

9 And Joel the son of Zichri was their 
overseer : and J udah the son of Senuah 
was second over the city. 

10 ^Of the priests: Jedaiah the son of 
Joiarib, Jachin. 

11 Seraiah the son of Hilkiah, the son 
of Meshullam, the son of Zadok, the son 
of Meraioth, the son of Aliitub, was the 
ruler of the house of God. 

12 And their hretliren that did the work 
of the house were eight hundred twenty 
and two: and Adaiah the son of Jero- 
ham, the son of Pelaliah, the son of 
Amzi, the son of Zechariah, the son of 
Pashur, the son of Malcliiah, 

13 And his brethren, chief of the fa- 
thers, two hundred forty and two : and 
Amashai the son of Azareel, the son of 
Ahasai, the son of Meshillemoth, tlie son 
of Immer, 

14 And their bretliren, mighty men of 
valour, an hundred twenty and eight: 
and their overseer was Zabdiel, ^the son 
of one o/tiie great men. 

15 ’‘Also of the Levites : Shemaiah the 
son of Hashub, the son of Azrikam, the 
son of HasliabiaJi, the son of Bunni : 

16 And Shabbethai and Jozabad, of the 
chief of the Levites, ^had the oversight 
of ^the outward business of the house 
of God. 

17 And Mattaniah the son of Miclia, 
the son of Zabdi, the son of Asaph, was 
the principal to begin the tlianksgiving 
in prayer: and Bakbukiah the second 
among liis brethren, and Ahda the son 
of Shammua, the son of Galal, the son 
of Jeduthun. 

18 All the Levites in the holy city were 
two hundred fourscore and four. 

19 Moreover the porters, Akkub, Tal- 
mon, and their brethren that kept ^the 
gates, were an hundred seventy and 
two. 

20 ^ And the residue of Israel, of the 
priests, and the Levites, were in aU the 
cities of Judali, “'every one in his in- 
llLCTit)dXlC0 

21 But the ^Nethinims dwelt in ® Ophel: 
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and Ziha and Gispa were over the Ne- 
thinims. 

22 The overseer also of the Levites at 
Jerusalem was Uzzi the son of Bani, the 
son of Hashabiah, the son of Mattaniah, 
the son of Micha^ Of the sons of Asaph, 
the singers were over the business of the 
house of God. 

23 For it was ®the king’s command- 
ment concerning them, that certain 
portion should be for the singers, due for 
every day, 

24 And Pethahiah the son of Meshe- 
zabeel, of the children of ^Zerah the son 
of Judah, was at the king’s hand in all 
matters concerning the people. 

25 And for the villages, with their 
fields, some of the children of Judah 
dwelt at ^ICirjath-arba, and in the vil- 
lages thereof, and at Dibon, and in the 
villages thereof, and at Jekabzeel, and 
in the villages thereof, 

26 And at Jeshua, and at Moladah, and 
at Beth-phelet, 

27 And at Hazar-shual, and at Beer- 
sheba, and in the villages thereof, 

28 And at Ziklag, and at Mekonah, and 
in the villages thereof, 

29 And at En-rimmon, and at Zareah, 
and at Jarmuth. 

30 Zanoah, Adullam, and in their vil- 
lages, at Lachish, and the fields thereof, 
at Azekah, and in the villages thereof. 
And they dwelt from Beer-sheba unto 
the valley of Hinnom. 

31 The children also of Benjamin 
Sfrom Geba dwelt ^at Michmash, and 
Aija, and Beth-el, and in their villages, 

32 And at Anathoth, Nob, Ananiah, 

33 Hazor, Eamah, Gittaira, 

34 Hadid, Zeboira, Neballat, 

35 Lod, and Ono, <^the valley of crafts- 
men. 

36 And of the Levites were divisions in 
Judah, and in Benjamin, 

CHAPTER 12 

T^O'VV’ these are the ^priests and the 
-L 1 Levites that went up with Zerub- 
babel the son of Shealtiel, and Jeshua : 
Seraiah, Jeremiah. Ezra, 

2 Amariah, ^Malluch, Hattush, 

3 ^ Shechaniali, SRehum, ®Meremoth, 
4Iddo, lOGinnetho, Abijah, 

5 iiMiamin, ^Maadiah, Bilgah, 

6 Shemaiah, and Joiarib, Jedaiah, 

7 ^^Sallu, Amok, Hilldah, Jedaiah. 
These^tdjere the chief of the priests and 
of their bretliren in the days of Jeshua. 

8 Moreover the Levites: Jeshua, 
Binnui, Kadmiel, Sherebiah, Judah, 
and Mattaniah, whick was -^over i^the 
thanksgiving, he and his brethren. 

9 Also Bakbukiah and TJnni, their 
brethren, were over against them in the 
watches. 

10 1i And Jeshua begat Joiakim, Joia- 
kim also begat Elia^ib, and Eliashib 
begat Joiada, 
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11 And Joiada begat Jonathan, and 
Jonathan begat Jaddua. 

12 And in the days of Joiakim were 
priests, the chief of the fathers: of 
Seraiah, Meraiali; of Jeremiah, Ha- 
naniah ; 

13 Of Ezra, Meshullam; of Amariah, 
Jehohanan ; 

14 Of Melicu, Jonathan; of Shebaniah, 
Joseph ; 

15 Of Harim, Aclna; of Meraioth, 
Helkai; 

16 Of Iddo, Zechariah; of Ginnethon, 
Meshullam: 

17 Of Abijah, Zichri ; of Miniamin, of 
Moadiah^ Piltai ; 

18 Of Bilgah, Shanimua ; of Shemaiah, 
Jehonathan ; 

19 And of Joiarib, Mattenai; of Je- 
daiah, Uzzi; 

20 Or Sallai, Kallai ; of Amok, Eber : 

21 Of Hilkim, Hashabiah ; of Jedaiah, 
Nethaneel. 

22 U The Levites in the days of Eli- 
ashib, Joiada, and Johanan, and Jad- 
dua, were recorded chief of the fathers : 
also the priests, to the reign of Darius 
the Persian. 

23 The sons of Levi, the chief of the 
fathers, were written in the book of tlie 
chronicles, even until the days of ®Jo- 
hanan the son of Eliashib. 

24 And the chief of the Levites : Ha- 
shabiali, Sherebiah, and Jeshua the son 
of Kadmiel, with their brethren <*ovcr 
against them, ®to praise and /to give 
thanks, ^according to the commandment 
of David ^the man of God, ^ward over 
against ward. 

^ Mattaniah, and Bakbukiah, Oba- 
diah, Mesliullam, Talmon, Akkub, were 
porters keeping the ward at the ® thresh- 
olds of the gates. 

26 These were in the days of Joiakim 
the son of Jeshua, the son of Jozadak, 
and in the days of Neliemiah the gover- 
nor, and of Ezra the priest, *the scribe. 

27 U And at the dedication of the wall 
of Jerusalem they sought the Levites 
^out of all their places, to bring them to 
Jerusalem, to keep the dedication with 
gladness, both with thanksgivings, and 
with singing, with ^cymbals, psalteries, 
and with harps. 

28 And the sons of the singers gathered 
tliemselves together, both out of ®the 
plain country round about Jerusalem, 
and from the villages of Netophatlii; 

29 Also from the house of Gilgal, and 
out of the fields of Geba and ALzmaveth: 
for the singers had builded them villages 
round about Jeru^lem. 

30 And the priests and the Lievites 
^purified themselves, and purified the 
people, and the gates, and the wall. 

31 Then I brought up the princes of 
Judah upon the wall, and appointed 
two meat companies of them that gave 
thanks, whereof one went on tlie right 
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band upon tlie wall “toward the dung 
gate: 

32 And after them went Hoshaiah, and 
half of the princes of Judah, 

33 And Azariah, Ezra, and Meshullam, 

34 Judah, and Benjamin, and She- 
malah, and Jeremiah, 

35 And certain of the priests’ sons ^ with 
trumpets ; namely^ Zechariah the son of 
Jonathan, the son of Shemaiah, the son 
of Mattaniah, the son of Michaiah, the 
son of Zaccur, the son of Asaph : 

36 And his bretliren, Shemaiah, and 
Amael, Milalai, Gilalai, IVIaai, Netha- 
neel, and Judah, Hanani, with /the 
musical instruments of David the man 
of God, and Ezra the scribe before them. 

37 And at the ^fountain gate, which 
was over against them^ they went up 
by ^^the staii-s of the city of David, at 
the going up of the wall, above the 
house of David, even unto the * water 
gate eastward. 

38 And *Hhe other company of them 
that gave thanks went over against 
thenii and I after them, and the Half of 
the people upon the wall, from beyond 
the “tower of the furnaces even unto 
the *'broad wall; 

^ And from above the *gate of E- 
^hraim, and above the “oldT gate, and 
ibove the "fish gate, and the “’tower 
of Hananeel, and “the tower of Meah, 
even unto the “sheep gate: and they 
stood still in the * prison gate. 

40 So stood the two companies of them 
thaJt gave tlianks in the house of God, 
and I, and the lialf of the rulers with me : 

41 And the priests; Eliakim, Maaseiah, 
Miniamin, iSiicliaiah, Elioenai, Zecha- 
riah, andi Hananiah, with trumpets; 

42 And Maaseiah, and Shemaiah, and 
Eleazar, and Uzzi, and Jeholianan, and 
VCalchijah, and Elam, and Ezer. And 
die singers ^sang loud, with Jezrahiah I 
thdr overseer. 

43 Also tliat day they ofiered great 
sacrifices, and rejoiced: “for God had 
made them rejoice with great joy: the 
wives also and the children rejoiced: 
so that the joy of Jerusalem was heard 
even afar on. 

44 IT «^And at that time were some 
appointed over the "cliambers for the 
treasures, for the offerings, for the first- 
fruits, and for the tithes, to gather into 
them out of the fields of the cities 
the portions ®of the law for the priests 
and Levites : ^ofor Judah rejoiced for the 
priests and for the Levites that waited. 

45 And both the singers and the portere 
kept the ward of their God, and the ward 
of the purification, ^according to the 
commandment of David, and of Solo- 
mon his son. 

46 For in the days of David and * Asaph 
of old there were cliief of the singers, 
and songs of praise and thanksgiving 
unto God. 
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47 And all Israel in the days of Zemb- 
babel, and in the days of Kehemiah, 
gave the portions of the singers and the 
porters, ° every day his portion: and 
*they ^sanctified holy things unto the 
Levites ; and the Levites sanctified them 
unto the children of Aaron. 

CHAPTER 13 

O N that day ^they read in the book 
of Moses in the s audience of the 
people; and therein was found written, 
"tliat the Ammonite and the Moabite 
should not come into the congregation 
of God for ever ; 

2 Because they met not the children 
of Israel with bread and with water, 
but * hired Balaam against them, that 
he should curse them: ^howbeit our 
God turned the curse into a blessing. 

3 Now it came to pass, when they had 
heard the law, Hliat they separated 
from Israel all ’"the mixed multitude. 

4 IT And befoi-e this, "Eliashib the 
priest. 4 having the oversight of the 
chamber of the house of our God, was 
^ed unto ^ Tobiah: 

5 And he had prepared for him a ^at 
chamber, “where aforetime they laid the 
meat offerings, the frankincense, and the 
vessels, and the tithes of the corn, the 
new wine, and the oil, ^wliich was 
commanded to be given to the Levites, 
and the singers, and the porters; and 
the offerings of the priests. 

6 But in all this time was not I at Je- 
rusalem: for in the ^two and thirtieth 
year of Aitaxerxes “king of Babylon 
came I unto the king, and® after certain 
days obtained I leave of the king : 

7 And I came to Jerusalem, and under- 
stood of the evil that Eliashib did for 
Tobiah, in preparing him a chamber in 
the courts of the house of God. 

8 And it grieved me sore: therefore 
I cast forth all the household stuff of 
Tobiah out of the cliamber. 

9 Then I commanded, and they * cleansed 
the chambers : and tliither brought I a- 
gain the vessels of the house of God, with 
the meat offering and the frankincense. 

10 H And I perceived that “the portions 
of the Levites had not been given them : 
for the Jjevites and the singers, that did 
the work, were fled every one to /his 
field. 

11 Then ^contended I with the rulers, 
and said, Why is the house of God for- 
saken? And I gathered them together, 
and set them in their i^piace. 

12 Then brought all Judah '‘the tithe 
of the corn and the new wine and the 
oil unto the treasuries. 

13 And /I made treasurers over the 
IS treasuries, Shelemiah the priest, and 
Zadok the scribe, and of the Levites, 
Pedaiah : and i‘*next to them was Hanan 
the son of Zaccur, the son of Mattaniah : 
for they were counted ^faitliful, and

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CHAPTEE 1 

*^OW it came to pass in the days of 
Ai Ahasuerua (this IS Ahasuenis which 
reigned, from ® India even unto ^Ethiopia, 
over ®an hundred and seven and twenty 
provinces:) 

2 Thai in those days, when the 'king 
Ahasuerus sat on the throne of his 
kingdom, which was in ® Shushan the 
palace, 

3 In the third year of his reign, he 
n^e a feast unto all his princes and 
^ servants; the power of Persia and 
Media, the nobles and princes of the 
provinces, heing before mm: 

4 WTien he shewed the riches of his 
glonous kingdom and the honour of 
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toice, according to the Estate of the 

8 Snd the drinking was according to 
the law; none did compel: for so the 
king had appointed to all the officers 
of His house, that they should do ac- 
cording to every man’s pleasure. 

9 Also Vashti the queen made a feast 
for the women in the royal house wliich 
belonged to king Ahasuerus. 

10 IT On the seventh day, when the heart 
of the king was merry with wine, he 
commanded Mehuman, JBiztha, Harbona, 
Bigtha, and Abagtha, Zethar, and Carcas, 
the seven ^chamberlains that served in 
the presence of Ahasuerus the king, 

U To bring Vashti the queen before 
the king with the ^ crown royal, to shew 
the people and the princes her beauty : 
for ^le was ^fair to look on. 

12 But the queen Vashti refused to 
come at the king’s commandment ^by 
his chamberlains : therefore was the king 
very wrotli, and his anger burned in him. 

13 U Then the king said to the ®wise 
men, <*whicli knew the times, (for so 
was the king’s manner toward all that 
knew law and judgment : 

14 And the next unto him was Car- 
shena, Shethar, Admatha, Tai-shish, Me- 
res, Marsena, and Memucan, the ** seven 
princes of Persia and Media, /which saw 
the king’s face, and which sat the first in 
the kingdom;) 

15 ^What shall we do unto the queen 
Vashti according to law, because she hath 
not performed the commandment of the 
king Ahasuerus by the cliambeiiains? 

16 And Memucan answered before the 
king and the princes, Vashti the queen 
hath not done wrong to the king only, 
but also to all the princes, and to all the 
people that a?*e in all the provinces of 
the king Ahasuerus. 

17 Por this deed of the queen shall 
come abroad imto all women, so that 
they shall despise their husbands in their 
eyes, when it shall be reported. The king 
Ahasuerus commanded Vashti the queen 
to be brought in before him, but she 
came not. 

18 Likewise shall the ladies of Persia 
and Media say this day unto all the 
king’s princes, which have heard of the 
deed of the queen. Thus shall there 
arise too much contempt and wrath. 

19 it please the kmg, let there go 
a royal commandment ^-^from him, and 
let it be written among the laws of the 
Persians and the ^Medes, that it 

not altered, That Vashti come no more 
before king Ahasuerus ; and let the king 
give her royal estate i^unto another that 
IS better than she. 

20 And when the king’s decree which 
he shall make shall be published through- 
out all his empire, (for it is ^at,) all 
the wives shall give to their husbands 
honour, both to great and small 
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ESTHER 1, 2 

21 And the saying 2 pleased the king 
and the princes; and the king did ac- 
cording to the word of Memucan : 

22 Por he sent letters into all the 
king’s provinces, into every province 
according to the writing thereof, and 
to every people after their language, 
that every man should bear rule in 
his own house, and ^*that it should be 
published according to the language of 
every people. 

CHAPTEE 2 

A ETEE these things, when the wrath 
-LA. of king Ahasuerus was appeased, he 
remembered Vashti, and what she Had 
done, and what was ** decreed against 
her. 

2 Then said the king’s servants that 
ministered unto him. Let there be fail 
young virgins sought for the king: 

3 And let the king appoint officers in 
all the provinces oi his kingdom, that 
they may gather together ml the fair 
young virgins unto Shushan the palace, 
to the house of the women, ^ imto the 
custody of SHege the king’s chamber- 
lain, keeper of the women 3 and let their 
things for purification be given them : 

4 And let the maiden which pleaseth 
the Jang be queen instead of VashtL 
And the thing pleased the king; and 
he did so. 

5 IT iVow in Shushan the palace there 
was a certain Jew, whose name was 
^Mordecai, the son of Jair, the son of 
Shimei, the son of IQshj a Benjamite; 

6 Who ^had been earned away from 
Jerusalem with the captivity which had 
been carried away with ^0 Jeconiah king 
of Judah, whom Itfebuchadnezzar the 
king of Babylon had carried away. 

7 And he ^brought up Hadassah, that 
iSt Esther, ^his uncle’s daughter: for she 
had neither father nor mother, and the 
maid was 12 fair and beautiful; whom 
Mordecai, when her father and mother 
were dead, took for his own daughter. 

8 H So it came to pass, when the king’s 
commandment andf his decree was heariL 
and when many maidens 3 were gathered 
together unto Shushan the palace, to the 
custody of Hegai, that Esther was brought 
also unto the king’s house, to the custody 
of Hegai, keeper of the women. 

9 And the maiden pleased him, and 
she obtained kindness of him; and he 
speedily gave her her * things for puri- 
fication, with i^such things as belonged 
to her, and seven maidens, which were 
meet to be mven her, out of the king’s 
house: and lie preferred her and her 
maids unto the best plows of the house 
of the women. 

10 *”Esther had not shewed her peo- 
ple nor her kindred: for Mordecai had 
charged her that she should not shew it. 

11 And Mordecai walked every day 
before the court of the women’s house, 
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^to know how Esther did, and what' 
should become of her. 

12 11 Now when every maid’s turn was 
come to in to king Ahasuerus, after 
that she had been twelve months, ac- 
cording to the manner of the women, 
(for so were the days of their purifica- 
tions accomplished, to mty six months 
with oil of myrrh, and six months with 
sweet odours, and with oth&i* things for 
the purifying of the women ;) 

13 Then thus came every maiden unto 
the king; whatsoever she desired was 
given her to go with her out of the 
house of the women unto the Idng’s 
house. 

14 In the evening she went, and on the 
morrow she returned into the second 
house of the women, to the custody 
of Shaashgaz, the kind’s chamberlain, 
which kept the concubines: she came 
in unto tne king no more, except the 
bang delighted in her, and that she were 
called by name. 

15 Tj Now when the turn of Esther, 
*the daughter of Abihail the uncle of 
Mordecai, who had taken her for his 
daughter, was come to go in unto the 
king, she required nothing but what He- 
gai the king’s chamberlain, the keeper 
of the women, appointed. And Esther 
obtained favour in the sight of all them 
that looked upon her. 

16 So Esther was taken unto king Aha- 
suerus into his house royal in the tenth 
month, which is the month Tebeth, in 
the seventh year of his reim. 

17 And the king loved Esther above all 

the women, and she obtained grace and 
2 favour his sight more than all the 

virgins ; so that he set the royal crown 
upon her head, and made her queen 
instead of Vashti. 

18 Then the king ^made a great feast 
unto all his princes and his servants, 
even Esther’s least; and he made a ^re- 
lease to the provinces, and gave gifts, 
*=according to the state of the king. 

19 And when the virgins were gathered 
together Hhe second time, then Mordecai 
sat ”‘in the king’s gate, 

20 “Esther had not yet shewed her 
kindred nor her people; as Mordecai 
had charged her: for Esther did the 
sommandnient of Mordecai, like as when 
she was ^brought up with him. 

21 1j In those days, while Mordecai 
sat in the king’s gate, two of the king’s 
chamberiain^ ^Bigthan and sTeresh, 
of those which kept the ^^door, were 
wroth, and sought to lay hand on the 
king Ahasuerus. 

22 And the thing was known to Mor- 
decai, *who told it unto Esther the 
queen: and Esther certified the king 
thereof in Mordecai’s name. 

23 And when inquisition was made of 
the matter, it was found out ; therefore 
they were both hanged on a tree ; and 
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it was written in “the book of the 
chronicles before the king. 

CHAPTER 3 

AFTER these things did king Aha- 
jt\. suerus promote Haman the son 
of Hammedatha the ^Agagite, and ad- 
vanced him, and set his seat above all 
the princes that were with him. 

2 And all the king’s servants, that were 
®in the king’s gate, bowed, and reverenced 
Haman : for the la^ had so commanded 
concerning liim. But Mordecai bowed 
not, nor did him reverence. 

3 Then the king’s servants, which 2oere 
in the king’s gate, said unto Mordecai, 
Why transgressest thou the ** king’s com- 
mandment? 

4 Now it came to pass, when they spake 
daily unto him, and he hearkened not 
unto theim that they told Hainan, to see 
whether Mordecai’s matters would stand : 
for he liad told them that he was a Jew. 

6 And when Haman saw tliat Mordecai 
bowed not, nor did him reverence, then 
was Haman full of wrath. 

6 And he thought scorn to lay hands on 
Mordecai alone; for they had shewed 
him the people of Mordecai : wherefore 
Haman sou^t to destroy all the Jews 
that were throughout the whole kingdom 
of Ahasuerus, even the people of Mor- 
decai. 

7 1i In the first month, that zs, the 
month /Nisan, in the twelfth year of 
king Ahasuerus, they cast ^Pur, that 
i$t the lot, before Hainan from day to 
day, and from month to monthu to the 
twelfth months that is, tlie inonW'*' Adar. 

8 H And Haman said unto king Ahasue- 
rus, There is a certain people scattered 
abroad and dispersed among the people 
in all the provinces of thy kingdom; and 
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fore it is not ^for the Eng’s profit to 
sufier them. 

9 If it please the king, let it be written 
6 that they may be destroyed : and I will 

pay ten thousand talents of silver to the 
hands of those that have the charge of 
the business, to bring it into the king’s 
treasuries. 

10 And the king "took his ring from 
his hand, and gave it mto Haman the 
son of Hammedatha the Agagite, the 
Jews’ 8enemy. 

11 And the king said unto Haman, The 
silver w mven to thee, the people also, to 
do with them as it seemeth good to thee. 

12 ’‘Then were the king’s inscribes called 
on the thirteenth day oi the ^first month, 
and there was written according to all 
that Haman had commanded unto the 
l^g s “lieutenants, and to the governors 
that were over every province, and to the 
rulers of every people of every province 
according to the writing thereof and to 
every people after their language ; " in the 
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name of king Ahasuerus was it written, 
and sealed with the king’s ring. 

13 And the letters were sent “by posts 
into all the king’s provinces, to destroy, 
to kill, and to cause to perish, all Jews, 
both young and old, little children and 
women, <*in one day, even upon the 
thirteenth day of the twelfth month, 
which is the month /Adar, and^io take 
the spoil of them for a prey. 

14 ^ The copy of the writing for a com- 
mandment to be given in every province 
was published imto all people, t\mt they 
should be ready against that day. 

16 The posts went out, being hastened 
by the king’s commandment, and the 
decree was given in Shushan the palace. 
And the king and Haman sat down to 
drink ; but ^the city Shushan was per- 
plexed. 

CHAPTER 4 

XlCTTaEN Mordecai perceived all that 
T T was done, Mordecai -^rent his 
clothes, and put on ^sackcloth with 
‘ashes, and went out into the midst of 
the city, and cried with a loud and a 
bitter cry; 

2 And carne even before the king’s gate : 
for none might enter into the king’s gate 
clothed with sackcloth. 

3 And in every province, whithersoever 
the king s commandment and his decree 
came, there was gr^t mourning among 
tlie Jews, and "fasting, and weeping, and 
wamng; and ^many lay in sackcloth 
jind ashes. 

4 IT So Esther’s maids and her ^ cham- 
berlains came and told it her. Then was 
the queen exceedingly grieved ; and she 
sent raiment to clothe Mordecai. and to 
take away his sackcloth from him ; but 
he received it not. 

6 Then called Esther for Hatach, one of 
the king’s chamberlains, whom he had 
® appointed to attend upon her, and gave 
him a commandment to Mordecai, to 
know what it was, and why it was. 

6 So Hatach went forth to Mordecai 
mito the street of the city, which was 
before the king’s gate. 

7 And Mordecai told him of aU that had 
happened unto liim, and of ^the sum of 
the money that Haman had promised to 
pay to the king’s treasuries for the Jews, 
to destroy them. 

8,j^o he gave liim "the copy of the 
TOting of the decree that was given at 
Shusmn to destroy them, to shew it 
unto Esther, and to declare it unto her, 
and to charge her that she should go in 
jmto the Mng, to make supplication unto 
huru and to make request before him 
for her people. 

9 And Hatach came and told Esther 
tlie words of Mordecai. 

10 If Again Esther spake unto Hatach, 
and gave him commandment unto Mor- 
dccai; 
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11 All the king’s servants, and the 
people of the king’s provinces, do know, 
that whosoever, -vmether man or woman, 
shall come unto the king into *the inne: 
court, who is not called, ^ there is one 
law of his to put him to death, except 
such to whom ®the king shall hold out 
the golden sceptre, that fie may live : but 
I have not been called to come in unto 
the king these thirty days. 

12 And they told to Mordecai Esther’s 
words. 

13 Then Mordecai commanded to answer 
Esther, Think not with thyself that thou 
shalt escape in the king’s house, more 
than all the Jews. 

14 For if thou altogether boldest thy 
peace at this time, then sliall there ^ en- 
largement and deliverance arise to the 
<tows from another place ; but thou and 
thy father’s house shall be destroyed; 
and who knoweth whether thou art come 
to the kingdom for such a time as this ? 

15 y Then Esther bade thefm return 
Mordecai this answer, 

16 Go, gather together all the Jews that 
are ^present in Shushan, and fast ye for 
me, and neither eat nor drink “tlnee 
days, night or day : I also and my maidens 
will fast likewise; and so will I go in 
unto the king, which is not according 
to the law; and if I perish, I perish. 

17 So, Mordecai ^went his way, and did 
according to all that Esther had com- 
manded him. 

CHAPTER 5 

"VT OW it came to pass ® on the third 
XA day, that Esther put on her royal 
avparel, and stood in -^the inner court 
of the king’s house, over against the 
kmg’s house; and the king sat upon 
Ins royal throne in the royal house, over 
against the gate of the house. 

2 ^d it was so, when the king saw 
Esther the queen standing in the court, 
that ®she obtained favour in-liis sight; 
and '’the king held out to Esther the 
golden sceptre that was in his hand. So 
Esther drew near, and touched the top 
of the sceptre. 

3 Then said the king unto her. What 
wilt thou, queen Esther? and what is thy 
request? it shall be even given thee Ho 
the lialf of the kingdom. 

4 And Esther answered. If it seem good 
unto the king, let the king and Haman 
come this day unto the banquet that I 
have prepared for him. 

5 Then the king said, Cause Haman to 
make haste, that he may do as Esther 
hath said. So the king and Haman 
came to the banquet tliat Esther had 
prepared. 

6 If *'And the king said unto Esther at 
the banquet of wine, "'Wliat is thy peti- 
tion ? and it shall be granted thee ; and 
what is thy request 1 even to the half of 
the kingdom it shall be performed.

7 Then answered Esther, and said, My 
petition and my request is; 

8 If I have found favour in the sight of 
the king, and if it please the king to 
grant my petition, and to ^perform my 
request, let the king and Haman come 
to the banquet that I shall prepare for 
them, and 1 will do to morrow as the 
king hath said. 

9 1 Then went Haman forth that day 
joyful and with a glad heart : hut when 
Haman saw Mordecai in the king’s gate, 
^that he stood not up, nor moved for | 
him, he was full of indignation against 
Momecai. 

10 Nevertheless Haman refrained him- 
self ; and when he came home, he sent 
and ^called for his friends, and ®Zeresh 
his wife. 

11 And Haman told them of the glory 
of his riches, and ^the multitude oi his 
children, and all the thirugs wherein the 
king had ^promoted him, and how he 
had advanced him above the princes and 
servants of the king. 

12 Hainan said moreover. Yea, Esther 
the queen did let no man come in with 
the king unto the banquet that she had 

f repared but myself ; and to morrow am 
invited unto her also with the king. 

13 Yet aU this availeth me nothing, so 
long as 1 see Mordecai the Jew sitting 
at the king’s gate. 

14 H Then said Zeresh his wife and all 
his friends unto him^ Let a Sgallows be 
made of fifty cubits high, and to morrow 
speak thou unto the king that Mordecai 
may be hanged thereon : then go thou in 
merrily with the king unto the banquet. 
And the thing pleased Haman; and he 
caused the gallows to be made. 

CHAPTER 6 

O N that night ®could not the king 
sleep, and he commanded to bring 
*the book of records of the chronicles; 
and they were read before the kii^. 

2 And it was found written, that Morde- 
cai had told of lORigthana and Teresh, 
two of the king’s chamberlains, the 
keepers of the indoor, who sought to lay 
hand on the king Ahasuerus. 

3 And the king said. What honour and 
dignity hath been done to Mordecai for 
this ? Then said the king’s servants that 
ministered unto him. There is nothing 
done for him. 

4 t And the king said, Who ts in the 
court? Now Bhunan was come into *the 
outward court of the king’s house, Ho 
speak unto the king to hang Mordecai 
on the gallows that he had prepared for 
him. 

6 And the king’s servants said unto 
him, Behold, Haman standeth in the 
court. And the king said, Let him 
come in. 

6 So Haman came in. And the king 
said unto him. What sh a l l be done unto 
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Sartiwi^B triumph and humiliation^, 

f the man ^whom the king delighteth to 
honour? Now Haman thought in his 
heart, To whom would the kmg delight 
to do honour more than to mys^ ? 

7 And Haman answered the king, For 
the Tnfl.n iwhom the king delighteth to 
honour, 

8 ®Let the royal apparel be brought 

which the king useth to wear, and “the 

horse that the king rideth upon, and the 
crown royal which is set upon his head : 

9 imd let this apparel and horse be 
delivered to the hand of one of the king’s 
most noble ^^ncM, tto ^ey m^ 

to honour, and ® bring him on horseback 
through the street of the city^ and pro- 
claim before him, Thus shall it be done 
to the man whom the king delighteth 
to honour. 

10 Then the king said to Haman, Make 
haste, and take the apparel and the horse, 
as thou hast said, and do even so to 
Mordecai the Jew, that sitteth at the 
king’s gate: ^let notliing fail of aU that 
thou hast spoken. 

11 Then took Haman the apparel and 
the horse, and arrayed Mordecai and 
brought him on horseback through the 
street of the city, and proclaimed before 
him, Thus sliall it be done unto the man 
whom the king delighteth to honour. 

12 IT And Mordecai came again to the 
king’s gate. But Haman hasted to his 
house mourning, and /having his head 
covered. 

13 And Haman told ^^Zeresh his wife 
and all his friends every thing that had 
befallen him. Then said his wise men 
and Zeresh his wife unto him. If Mor- 
decai he of the seed of the Jews, before 
whom thou hast begun to fall, thou shalt 
not prevail against liim, but shalt surely 
f^ before liim, 

14 And while they were yet talking with 
him, came the king’s chamberlains, and 
hasted to bring Haman unto ®the ban- 
quet that Esther had prepared. 

CHAPTER 7 

S O the kin^ and Haman came 
banquet with Esther the queen. 

2 And the king said again unto Esther 
on the second day at thebanquet of wine, 
•^What is thy petition, queen Esther? 
and it shall be granted thee : and what is 
thy request? and it shall be performed, 
even to the half of the kingdom. 

3 Then Esther the queen answered and 
said^ If I have found favour in thy sight, 
0 kmg, and if it please the king, let my 
life be given me at my petition, and my 
people at my request : 

4 For we are ’’^sold, I and my people, to 
be destroyed, to be slain, and to perish. 
But if we had been sold for bondmeu 
and bondwomen, I had held my tongue, 
although the enemy could not counter- 
vail the king’s damage. 



Maman is hanged and Mordecai advanced, 

6 1 Then the king Ahasuems answered 
and said unto Esther the q^ueen, "Who is 
he, and where is he, ^that durst presume 
in ms heart to do so? 

6 And Estlier said, 2 The adversary and 
enemy is this wicked Haman. Then 
Hainan was afraid ^before the king and 
the queen. 

7 1 And the king arising from the 
banquet of wine in iiis wrath went into 
‘^the palace garden : and Haman stood 
up to make request for his life to Esther 
the queen ; for he saw that there was evil 
determined against him by the king. 

8 Then the king returned out of the 
palace garden into the place of the ban- 
quet of wine; and Haman was fallen 
upon the bed whereon Esther was. Then 
said the king. Will he force the queen 
also ^before me in the house ? As the 
word went out of the king’s mouth, they 
covered Haman’s face. 

9 And ^Harbonah, one of the chamber- 
lains, said before the king. Behold also, 
the Sgallows fifty cubits high, which 
Haman had made for Mordecai, ^who 
had spoken good for the king, standeth 
in the house of Haman. Then the king 
said, Hang him thereon. 

10 So they hanged Hainan on the 
^ows that he had prepared for Morde- 
cal Then * was the Mn^s wrath pacified. 

CHAPTER 8 

O N that day did the king Ahasuerus 
give the house of Haman the Jews’ 
enemy unto Esther the queen. And 
Mordecai came before the king; for 
Esther had told ”what he was unto 
her. 

2 And the king took off ^his rin", which 
he had taken mom Haman, and gave it 
unto Mordecai. And Esther set Mordecai 
over the house of Haman. 

3 t And Esther spake yet agam before 
the kmg, and fell down at his feet, 7 and 
besought him with tears to put away the 
mischief of Haman the Agagite, and his 
device that he had devised against the 
Jews. 

4 Then <^the king held out the golden 
sceptre toward Esther. So Esther arose, 
and stood before the king, 

6 And said. If it please the king, and if 
I have found favour in his sight, and the 
thing seem right before the king, and I 
he pleasing in his eyes, let it be written 
to reverse the letters ® devised by Haman 
the son of Hammedatha the Agagite, 
lOwhich he wrote to destroy the Jews 
which are in all the king’s provinces : 

6 For how can 1 endure to see the evil 
that shall come imto my people? or how

my kindred? 

7 H Then the king Ahasuerus said imto 
Esther the queen and to Mordecai the 
Jew, Behold, ®I have given Esther the 
house of Faman , and him they have 
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, because he laid 


8 Write ye also for the Jews, as it liketh 
you, “in the king’s name, and seal it with 
the king’s ring : for the writing which is 
written in the king’s name, and sealed 
with the king’s rmg, *may no man re* 
verse. 

9 ^“Then were the king’s scribes called 
at that time in the tliird month, that 
iSy the month ®Sivan, on the three 
and twentieth day thereof ; and it was 
written according to all that Mordecai 
commanded unto the Jews, and to the 
/lieutenants, and the deputies and rulers 
of the provinces which are from ^ India 
unto Ethiopia, an hundred twenty and 
seven provinces, unto every province 
according to the writing thereof, and 
unto every people after meir language, 
and to the Jews according to their writ* 
ing, and according to their language. 

10 * And he wrote in the king Ahasue- 
rus’ name, and sealed it with the king’s 
ring, and sent lettei-s by posts on horse- 
back, and riders on mules, camels, and 
young dromedaries : 

11 Wherein the king granted the Jews 
which were in eveiy city to gather them- 
selves together, and to stand for their 
fife, to destroy, to slay, and to cause to 
pensli, all the power of the people and 
province that would assault them, both 
little ones and women, and Ho take the 
spoil of tliem for a prey, 

12 "^TJpon one day in all the provinces 
of king -^asuerus, namely^ upon the 
thirteenth day of the twelfth month, 
which is the month Adar. 

13 ®The copy of the writing for a com- 
mandment to be given in every province 
was published unto all people, and that 
the Jews should be ready against that 
day to avenge themselves on their ene- 
mies. 

14 So the posts that rode upon mules 
and camels went out, being hastened 
and pressed on by the king’s command- 
ment. And the decree was given at 
Shushan the palace. 

15 11 And Mordecai went out from the 
presence of the king ’*in royal apparel of 
8 blue and white, and with a great crown 
of gold, and with a garment of fine linen 
and purple: and ^tlie city of Shushan 
rejoiced and was glad. , , , 

16 The Jews had light, and gladness, 

and joy, and honour. . 

17 And in every province, and in evety 
city, whithersoever the king^’s command- 
ment and his decree came, the Jews had 
joy and gladness, a feast and ^a good 
day. And many of the people of the 
land became Jews ; for “the fear of the 
Jews fell upon them. 

CHAPTER 9 

N OW “'in the twelfth month,, that is, 
the month Adar, on the thirteenth 
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The JeioB elay their enemies. 


day of the same, when “the king’s com- 
mandment and his decree drew near to 
he put in execution, in the day that the 
enemies of the Jews hoped to have 
power over them, (though it was turned 
to the contrary, that the J ews had rule 
over them that hated them ;) 

2 The Jews * gathered themselves to- 
gether in their cities throughout all the 
provinces of the king Aliasuerus, to lay 
hand on such as sought their hurt ; and 
no man could withstand them ; for <*the 
fear of them fell upon all people. 

3 And all the rulers of the provinces, 
and the lieutenants, and the deputies, 
and 2oMcers of the king, helped the 
Jews ; because the fear of Mordecai fell 
upon them. 

4 For Mordecai 'ijoas great in the king’s 
house, and his fame went out tlnou^- 
out aU the provinces: for this man 
Mordecai waxed greater and greater. 

5 Thus the Jews smote all their ene- 
mies with the stroke of the sword, and 
slaughter, and destruction, and did 
%hat they would unto tliose tliat liated 
them. 

t) And in Shuslian the palace the Jews 
slew and destroyed five hundred men. 

7 And Parshandatha, and Dalphon, 
and Aspatha, 

8 And Poratha, and Adalia, and Ari- 
datha, 

9 ^ And ParmashtjL and Axisai, and 
Arldai. and Vaiezatha, 

10 ^Tie ten sons of Haman the sou of 
Haramedatha, the enemy of the Jews, 
slew they: but -^on the spoil laid they 
not their hand. 

11 On that day the number of those 
that were slain in Shushan the palace 
^was brought before the king. 

12 ^ And the king said unto Esther the 
queen, The Jews have slain and des- 
troyed five hundred men in Shushan the 
palace, and the ten sons of Haman; 
what have they done in the rest of the 
king’s provinces ? now what is thy peti- 
tion ? and it shall be granted thee : or 
'what is thy request further? and it 
shall be done. 

13 Then said Esther, If it please the 
king, let it be granted to the Jews wliich 
are in Shushan to do ’"to morrow also 
according unto tliis day’s decree, and siet 
Haman’s ten sons be hanged upon the 
gallows. 

14 And the king commanded it so to be 
done : and the decree was given at Shu- 
shau; and they hanged Haman’s ten 
sons. 

15 For the Jews that were in Shushan 
P gathered themselves together on the 
fourteenth day also of the month Adar, 
and slew three hundred men at Shu- 
shan; but ^on the prey they laid not 
tlieir hand. 

16 But the other Jews that were in the 
king’s provinces gathered themselves to- 
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gather, and stood for their lives, and had 
rest from their enemies, and slew of 
their foes seventy and five thousand, but 
they laid not their hands on the prey, 

17 On the thirteenth day of the month 
Adar; and on the fourteenth day ^of 
the same rested they, and made it a day 
of feasting and glanness. 

18 But the Jews that were at Shushan 
assembled togetlier “on the thirteenth 
day thereof, and on the fourteenth there- 
of ; and on the fifteenth day of the same 
they rested, and made it a day of feast- 
ing and gladness. 

19 Therefore the Jews of the villages, 
that dwelt in the unwalled towns, made 
the fourteenth day of the month Adar a 
day of gladness and feasting, and “a 
good day, and of /sending portions one 
to another. 

20 ^ And Mordecai wrote these things, 
and sent letters unto all the Jews that 
loere in all the provinces of the king 
Ahasuerus, both, nigh and far, 

21 To stablish tkts among them, that 
they should keep the ^fourteenth day of 
the. month Adar, and the fifteenth day 
of the same, yearly, 

22 As the days wherein the Jews rested 
from their enemies, and the month 
which was turned unto them from sor- 
row to joy, and from mourning into a 

g ood day : that they should make them 
ays of feasting and joy, and of sending 
portions one to another, and ^ gifts to 
the poor. 

23 And the Jews undertook to do as 
they had begun, and as Mordecai had 
written unto them; 

24 Because Haman the son of Hara- 
medatha, the A^ite, the enemy of all 
the Jews, *had devised against the Jews 
to destroy them, and had cast Pur, that 
is, the lot, to ^consume them, and to 
destroy them ; 

25 But ®when Esther came before the 
king, he commanded by letters that his 
wicked device, wliich he devised against 
the Jews, should return upon his own 
head, and that he and his sons should be 
hanged on the gallows. 

26 Wheicfore they called these days 
Purim after the name of 7 Pur. There- 
foi-e for all the words of "this letter, and 
of that which they had seen concerning 
this matter, and which had come unto 
them, 

27 The Jews ordained, and took upon 
them, and upon their seed, and upon all 
such as joined themselves unto them, so 
as it should not ^fail, that they would 
keep “these two days according to their 
writing, and according to Vmia'ppointed 
time every year ; 

28 And that these days should be re- 
membered and kept throughout every 
generation, every family, every province, 
and every city; and that these days of 
Punm should not ®fail from among the 
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Jews, nor the memorial of them ^perish 
from their seed. 

29 Then Esther the queen, **the daugh- 
ter of Abihail, and Mordecai the Jew, 
wrote with all ^authority, to confirm this 
^'second letter of Purim. 

30 And he sent the letters unto all the 
Jews, to <*the hundred twenty and seven 
provinces of the kingdom of Ahasuenis, 
with words of peace and truth, 

31 To confirm these days of Purim 
in their times ap^ointed^ according as 
Mordecai the Jew and Esther the queen 
had enjoined them, and as they had 
decreed for ^tliemselves and for their 
see^ the matters of ^the fastings and 
their cry. 

32 And the decree of Esther confirmed 
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{these matters of Purim; and it was 
I written in the book. 

CHAPTEE 10 

AND the king Ahasuerus laid a tribute 
Jl\, upon the land, and upon^i\iCi isles 
of the sea. 

2 And all the acts of his power and of 
liis might, and the declaration of the 
greatness of Mordecai, ®whereunto the 
king; ^ advanced him, are they not writ- 
ten m/the book of the chromcles of the 
kings of Media and Persia ? 

3 Eor Mordecai the Jew' was ^ncxt 
unto king Ahasuerus, and great among 
the Jews, and accepted of the multitude 
of his brethren, seeking the wealth of liis 
people, and speaking peace to all liis seed. 


THE BOOK OF JOB. 


CHAPTEE 1 

rpHEEE was a man in the land of ! 
JL ®Uz, whose name was *Job; and j 
that man was perfect and upright and ! 
one that feared God, and eschewed evil, j 

2 And there were born unto him seven 
sons and three daughters. 

3 His 4 substance also was seven thou- 
sand sheep, and three thousand camels, 
and five hundred yoke of oxen, and five 
hundred she asses, and a very great 
'’household ; so that this man was the 
greatest of all the ®men of the east. 

4 And his sons went and feasted in 
their houses, every one his day; and 
sent and called for their tluee sisters to 
eat and to drink with them. 

6 And it was so, when the days of their 
feasting were gone about, that Job sent ! 
and sanctified them, and rose up early 
in the morning, and/ofiered burnt offer- 
ings according to the number of them 
all: for Job said. It may be that my 
sons have sinned, and ^cursed God in 
their hearts. Thus did Job ^ continually. I 

6 IT How *there was a day when ^the 
sons of God came to present themselves 
before the Lord, and J* Satan came also 
lOamong them, 

7 And the Lord said unto Satan, 
Wlience comest thou? Then Satan an- 
swered the Lord, and said, ^Erom going 
to and fro in the earth, and from walk- 
ing up and doivn in it. 

8 And the Lord said unto Satan, 
Hast thou 12 considered my servant Job, 
that iket'e is none like him in tlie earth, 
”a perfect and an upright man. one that 
feareth God, and escheweth evil f 

9 Then Satan answered the Lord, and 
saidJDoth Job fear God for nought ? 

10 Hast not thou made an hedge about 
him, and about liis house, and about all 
that he hath on every side? thou hast 


I blessed the work of his^hands, and Ins 
1 substance is increased in the land. 

11 But put forth thine hand now, and 
touch all that he hatli, 2 and he ivill curse 
thee to thy face. 

! 12 And tlie Lord said unto Satan, 
f Behold, all that he hath is inthy^power; 

“ only upon himself put not forth i;hine 
hand. So Satan went forth from the 
presence of the Lord. , ^ . 

13 H And there was a day «when m| 
sons and his daughters were eating and 
drinking wine in their eldest brothers 
house : 

14 And there came a messenger unto 
Job, and said, The oxen were plowmg, 
and the asses feeding beside them : 

15 And ®the Saheans fell upon 

and took them away ; yea, they have 
siaiTi the servants with the edge of the 
sword; and I only am escaped alone to 
tell thee. , . 

16 Wliile he was yet speaking, there 
1 r*r 77 ; A t cajn® iJ'^so another, and said, The fire 01 

cRli'i -God is fallen from heaven, and hath 
& ^ 7 . « burned up the sheep, and the servants, 

; and consumed them; and 1 only am 
iieb. m J escaped alone to tell thee. . 

17 While he was yet spiking, there 
came also another, and said, ^ The yial- 
deans made out ^tliree bands, and **feli 
upon the camels, and have carried them 
away, yea, and slain the servants with 
the edge of the sword ; and I only am 
escaped alone to tell thee. . 

18 While he was yet speaking, there 
came also another, and said, ’"Thy sons 
and thy daughters were eating and drmk- 
ing wine in their eldest brother’s house : 

19 And, beliold, there came a gre«at 
wind ^2from the wilderness, and ^pte 
the four comers of the house, and it fell 
upon the young men, and they are dead; 
and I only am escaped alone to tell thee. 

^ Then amcr* ftnfl ® rpnt. hia 
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^mantle, and ^shaved his head, and fell ^ 
down upon the ground, and worshipped, 

21 said, *Kaked came I out of my 
mother’s womb, and naked shall I re- 
turn thither ; the Lokd ®gave, and the 
Loed hath taken away ; blessed be the 
name of the Loed. 

22 <*In all this Job sinned not, nor 
^charged God foolishly. 

CHAPTER 2 

A GAIK /there was a day when the 
JCl_ sons of God came to present them- 
selves before the Loed, and Satan came 
also among them to present himself 
before the Loed. 

2 *And the Loed said unto Satan, 
Prom whence comest thou ? And Satan 
answered the Lord, and said, From 
going to and fro in the earth, and from 
walkmg up and down in it. 

3 ^And the Loed said unto Satan, 
Hast thou considered my servant Job, 
that there is none like him in the earth, 
a perfect and an upright man, one tliat 
feareth God, and escheweth evil? and 
still he holdeth fast his integrity, _ al- 
though thou movedst me against him, 
®to destroy him without cause. 

4 And Satan answered the Lord, and 
said. Skin for skin, yea^ all that a man 
hath will he give for his life. 

5 *=But put forth thine hand now, and 
touch his bone and his flesh, and he will 
*” curse thee to thy face. 

6 And the Loed said unto Satan, Be- 
hold, he is in thine hand; i^tut save 
his life. 

7 IF So went Satan forth from the pre- 
sence of the Lord, and smote Job with 
sore ® boils from the sole of his foot unto 
his crown. 

8 And he took him a potsherd to scrape 
himself withal; ^and he sat down a- 
mong^the ashes. 

9 IF Then said his wife unto him, Dost 
thou stiU retain thine integrity? curse 
God, and die. 

10 But he said unto her. Thou speakest 
as one of the foolish women speaketh. 
What? **shall we receive good at the 
hand of God, and shall we not receive 
evil? aU this did not Job *sin with 
his lips. 

11 tT Kow when Job’s three friends 
heard of all this evil that was come upon 
him, they came every one from his own 
place; Eliphaz the "Temanite, and Bil- 
dad tne^’Shuhite, and Zopharthe Kaa- 
mathite : for they had made an appoint- 
ment together to come to mourn with 
him and to comfort hinn 

12 And when they lifted up their eyes 
afar off, and knew him not, they lifted 
up their voice, and wept ; and they rent 
every one his mantle, and sprinkled 
^'^dust upon their heads toward heaven. 

13 So tney sat down with him upon the 
ground ^ seven days and seven nights, and

9 Let the stars of the twilight thereof 
be dark ; let it look for light, but have 
none ; neither let it see ^the dawning of 
the day : 

10 Because it shut not up the doors of 
my mothers womb, nor hid sorrow from 
mme eyes. 

11 ^"Vyhy died I not from the womb? 
why did I not give up the ghost when I 
came out of the belly ? 

12 Why did '‘the Imees prevent me? or 
why the breasts that I sliould suck ? 

13 For now should I have lain still and 
been quiet, I should have slept: then 
had I been at rest, 

14 With kings and counsellers of the 
earth, which built desolate places for 
themselves ; 

15 Or with princes that had gold, who 
filled their houses with silver : 

16 Or as an liidden ® untimely bh*th I 
had not been; as infants which never 
saw light. 

17 There the wicked cease from trou- 
bling; and there the weary be at rest. 

18 There the prisoners rest together; 
they hear not the voice of the oppressor. 

19 The small and great are there ; and 
the servant is free from his master. 

20 Wherefore is light given to him that 
is in misery, and life unto the “bitter 
in soul; 

21 Which 12 long for death, but it cometh 
not; and dig for it more than for hid 
treasures ; 

22 Which rejoice exceedingly, and are 
glad, when they can find the grave? 

23 Why is light given to a man whose 
way is hid, and ®whom God hath 
hedged in? 

24 For my sighing cometh before i^I 
eat, and my roarings are poured out like 
the waters. 

25 For 1‘^the thing which I greatly feared 
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is come upon me, and that which I was 
afraid of is come unto me. 

26 I was not in safety, neither had I 
rest, neither was I quiet; yet trouble 
came. 

CHAPTER 4 

rriHEN ^Eliphaz the Temanite an- 
X swered and said, 

2 we assay ^to commune with thee, 
wilt thou be sieved? but who can 
4 withhold himswf from speaking? 

3 Behold, thou hast instructed many, 
and thou-^ast strengthened the weak 
hands. 

4 Thy words have upholden him that 
was falling, and thou liast strengthened 
the feeble knees.

9 By the blast of God they perish, and 
iiby the breath of his nostrils are they 
consumed. 

10 The roaring of the lion, and the 
voice of the fierce lion, and the teeth of 
the ‘’young lions, are broken. 

11 The old lion perisheth for lack of 
prey, and the stout lion’s whelps are 
scattered abroad. 

12 Now a thing was ^^secretly brought 
)o me, and mine ear received a little 


13 In thoughts from the visions of the 
night, when * deep sleep falletli on men, 

14 Fear i^came upon me, and trem- 
bling, which made ^^all my bones to 
sliake. 

15 Then a spirit passed before my face : 
the hair of my flesh stood up : 

16 It stood still, but I could not dis- 
cern the form thereof: an image was 
before mine eyes, there was silence, 
and I heard a voice, saying,

20 They are 21 destroyed from morning 
to evening: they perish for ever without 
any regaiding it, 

,21 ^Doth not their excellency which is 
ill them go away? they die, even without 
wisdom., 
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CHAPTER 5 
now. if there be any that will 
\J answer thee; and to which of the 
saints wilt thou iturn? 

2 For wrath killeth the foolish man, 
and 2 envy slayeth the silly one. 

3 have seen the foolish taking root: 
but suddenly I cursed his habitation. 

4 His children are far from safety, and 
they are crushed <*in the gate, ^neither

9 Which doeth great things and 8 un- 
searchable; marvellous things » without 
number : 

10 ^*Who giveth rain upon the earth, 
and sendeth waters upon the 10 fields: 

11 ^To set up on high those that be 
low; that those which mourn may be 
exalted to safety. 

12 He”*disappointeth the devices of the 
crafty, so that their hands cannot per- 
form ^Hheir enterorise. 

13 ”He taketh the wise in their own 
craftiness: and the counsel of the fro- 
ward is carried headlong. 

14 They ^^meet with darkness in the 
daytime, and -^grope in the noonday as 
in the night. 

15 But *he saveth the poor from the 
sword, from their mouth, and from the 
hand of the mighty. 

16 So the poor hath hope, and ’’iniquity 
stoppeth her moutli. 

17 Behold, 'happy is the man whom 
God correcteth: therefore “despise not 
thou the chastening of the Almighty : 

18 For he maketh sore, and bindeth 
up: *'he woundeth, and his hands make 
wnole. 

19 He shall deliver thee in six troubles : 
yea, in seven there shall no evil touch 

20 ^‘In famine he sliaU redeem thee 
from death : and in war from the is power 
of the sword. 

21 ®Thou shalt be liid i^from the scourge 
of the tongue : neither shalt thou be afraid 
of destruction when it cometh. 

22 At destruction and famine thou shalt 
laugh: neither shalt thou be afraid of 
the beasts of the earth. 

23 For thou shalt be ^in league with the 
stones of the field : and the beasts of the 
field shall be at peace with thee. 

24 And thou shalt know that 22 thy taber- 
nacle shall he in peace ; and thou sMt 
visit thy habitation, and shalt not sin. 

25 Thou shalt know also that /thy seed 
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shall he ^ great, and thine offspring as 
the grass of the earth. 

26 Thou shalt come to thy grave in “a 
full ag^ like as a shock of com ^cometh 
in in Ms season. 

27 Lo this, we have searched it, so it 
is; hear it, and know thou it ^for thy 
good. 

CHAPTER 6 

“OUT Job answered and said, 

JL> 2 Oh that my grief were tliroughly 
weighed, and my calamity ®laid in the 
balances together! 

3 Eor now it would be heavier than 
‘^the sand of the sea; tlierefore ^my 
w^ords are swallowed up. 

4 For ®the arrows of the Almighty arc 
within me, the poison whereof drinketh 
up my spirit : -^tlie terrors of God do set 
themselves in airay against me. 

6 Doth the wild ass bray i^when he 
hath grass? or loweth the ox over his 
fodder? 

6 Can tliat wliich is unsavoury be eaten 
ydthout salt? or is tliere any taste in the 
wMte of an egg? 

7 The things that my soul refused to 
touch are as my sorrowful meat. 

8 Oh that I might have *my request ; 
and that God would grant me i^the thing 
that I long for! 

9 Even that it would please God to 
destroy me; that he would let loose 
his hand, and cut me off! 

10 Then should I yet have comfort; 
yea, I would harden myself in sorrow : 
let him not spare ; for 1 have not con- 
cealed the words of "‘the Holy One. 

11 What is my strength, that I should 
hope? and what is mine end, that I 
should prolong my life?

23 One dieth inShis full strength, being 
wholly at ease and quiet. 

24 His 9 breasts are full of milk, and liis 
bones are moistened with marrow. 

25 And another dietb in the bitterness 
of liis soul, and never eateth with pleasure. 

26 They *”sliall lie doivn alike in the 
dust, and the wonns shall cover them. 

27 JBehold, I know your thoughts, and 
the devices which ye wrongfully imagine 
against me.

10 They cause him to go naked without 
clotliing, and they take away the sheaf 
from the hungry ; 

11 Which make oil within their walls, 
and tread their winepresses, and sufier 
thirst. 

12 Men groan from out of the city, and 
the soul of the wounded crieth out : yet 
God layeth not folly to them. 

13 They are of those ®that rebel against 
the light; they know not the ways there- 
of, nor abide m the patlis thereof. 

14 The murderer rising with the light 
killeth the poor and needy, and in the 
night is as a thief. 

15 The eye also of the adulterer waiteth 
for /the twilight, saying, No eye shall 
see me : and ^ disguiseth his face. 

16 In the dark they dig through houses, 
which they had markeaTfor themselves in 
the daytime : they know not the light. 

17 For Hhe morning is to them even as 
the shadow of death : if one know them, 
they are in the terrors of the shadow of 
death. 

18 *He is swift ^as the waters; their 
portion is cursed in the earth: he be- 
Iioldeth not the way of the vineyards. 

19 Drought and heat ^ consume the 
’^snow waters: so doth the grave those 
which have sinned. 

20 The womb shall forget him; the 
worm shall feed sweetly on him; he 
shall be no more remembered; and 
wickedness shall be broken as a tree. 

21 He evil entreateth the barren that 
beareth not : and doeth not good to the 
widow. 

22 He draweth also the mighty "with his 
power: he riseth up, and ? no man is 
sure of life.

o B Therefore take unto you now ^ seven 
bullocks and seven rams, and go to my 
servant Job, and offer up for yourselves 
a burnt offering; and my servant Job 
shall ‘’pi'ay for you: for ^him will I 
accept : lest I deal with you after yowr 
folly, in that ye have not spoken of me 
the thing which is right, like my servant 
Job. 

9 So Eliphaz the Temanite and Bildad 
the Shulute a/nd Zophar the Naamathite 
wen^ and did according as the Lobd 
commanded them: the Lord also ac- 
cepted ® Job.

9 0 fear the Lord, ye his saints : for 
there is no want to them that fear him. 

10 *!rh 0 young lions do lack, and suffer 
hunger : hut they that seek the Lord 
shall not want any good thing. 

11 Come, ye children, hearken unto me; 
I will teach you the fear of the Lord. 

12 What man is he that desireth life, 
and loveth Tiiany days, that he may see 
good? 

13 Keep thy tongue from evil, and thy 
lips from speaking guile. 

14 ® Depart from evil, and do good; seek 
peacerand ^pursue it. 

15 *The eyes of the Lord are upon the 
righteous, and his ears are op&n unto 
their cry. 

16 *’Tne face of the Lord is against 
them that do evil, ’^to cut off the remem- 
brance of them from the earth. 

17 The righteous cry, and the Lord 
heareth, and delivereth them out of all 
their troubles. 

18 The Lord is nigh ®unto them that 
are of a “broken heart ; and saveth such 
as be ® of a contrite spirit. 

19 *"Many are the afflictions of the 
righteous : but the Lord delivereth him 
out of them all. 

20 He keepeth all his bones : ^not one 
of them is broken. 

21 Evil shall slay the wicked ; and they 
that hate the righteous shall be ? desolate. 

^ The Lord “redeemeth the soul of 
ms servants: and none of them that 
trust in him shall be 7 desolate.

12 The wicked 4 plotteth against tlie just, 
and gnasheth upon him with his teeth. 

13 '^lie Lord shall laugh at him; for he 
seeth that ® his day is coming. 

14 The wicked have drawn out the 
sword, and have bent their bow, to cast 
down the poor and needy, and to slay 
®such as be of upright conversation. 

16 Their sword shall enter into their 
own heart, and ^ their bows shall be 
broken. 

16 ^ A little that a righteous man hath 
is better than the riches of many wicked. 

17 For “the arms of the wicked shall be 
broken: but the Lord upholdeth the 
righteous. 

18 The Lord “knoweth the days of the 
upright: and their inheritance shall be 
for ever.

38 But the transgressors shall he de- 
stroyed together : ® the end of the wicked 
shall be cut off. 

39 But the salvation of the righteous is 
of the Lord : he is their strength in the 
time of trouble. 

40 And the Lord shall help them, and 
^deliver them: he shall deliver them from 
the wicked, and save tliem, because they 
trust in him.

’’stand afar off. 

12 They also that seek after my life 
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“lay snares for me : and they that seek 
my hurt speak mischievous things, and 
imagine deceits all the day long. 

ISlBut I, as a deaf man, heard not; 
and I was ^as a dumb man that openeth 
not his mouth. 

14 Thus I was as a man that heareth 
not, and in whose mouth areuo reproofs. 

15 iFor lin thee, O Lord, do I hope: 
thou wilt ^hear, 0 Lord my God. 

16 For I said. Hear me, *lest otherwise 
they should rejoice over me ; when my 
foot slippeth, they magnify themselves 
against me.

10 I have not hid thy righteousness 
within my heart; I have declared thy 
faithfulness and thj; salvation; I have 
not concealed thy lovingkindness and thy 
truth from the ^at congregation. 

11 Withhold not thou tender mercies 
from me, O Lord : let “thy lovingldnd- 
ness and thy truth continually preserve 
me. 

12 For innumerable 'evils have *^cbm- 
passed me about : ®mine iniquities have 
taken hold upon me, so that I am not 
able to look up ; “they are more than the 
hairs of mine head : therefore my heart 
i^faileth me. 

13 Be pleased, O Lord, «*to deliver me :

^12 i^d as for me, ’“thou upholdest me 
in mine integrity, and settest me before 
thy face for ever. 

13 * Blessed he the Lord God of Israel 
from everlasting, and to everlasting. 
“Amen, and Amen.

AS the hart i®panteth after the water 
xjC^fooks ' so panteth my soul after 
thee, 0 God.

8 Bi God we boast all the day long, and 
praise thy name for ever. Selah. 

9 But tnou hast ®cast off, and put us 
to shame ; and goest not forth with our 
armies. 

10 Thou makest us to turn back from 
the enemy : and they which liate us.spoil 
for themselves. 

11 Thou hast given us ^like sheep ap- 
pointed for meat; and hast ^scattered 
us among the heathen. 

12 *Thou sellest thy people 3 for nought, 
and dost not increase thy wealth by their 

price. 

13 Thou makest us a reproach to our 
neighbours, ”a scorn and a derision to 
them that are round about us. 

14 Thou makest us ^a byword among 
the heathen, shaking of the head 
among the people. 

15 My confusion is continually before 
me, and the shame of my face hath 
covered me, 

16 For the voice of him that reproacheth 
and blasphemeth; by reason of “the 
enemy and avenger. 

17 All this is come upon us ; yet have 
we not forgotten thee, neither have we 
*dealt falsely in thy covenant. 

18 Our heart is not turned back, neither 
have our s steps ^declined from thy way ; 

19 Though thou hast sore broken us in 
the place of ^dragons, and covered us 
with ®the shadow of death. 

20 If we have forgotten the name of our 
God, or ^stretched out our hands to 
strange god ; 

21 Shall not /God search this out? for 
he knoweth the secrets of the heart.

20 Thou, which hast shewed me great 
and sore troubles^ shalt quicken me 
again, and slialt bring me up again from 
the depths of the earth. 

21 Thou shalt increase my greatness, 
and comfort me on every side.

13 He shall spare the poor and needy, 
and shall save the souls of the needy. 

14 He shall redeem their soul from 
deceit and violence : and “precious shall 
their blood be in his sight. 

15 And he shall live, and to him ^shall 
be given of the gold of Sheba : prayer 
also shall be made for him continually ; 
and daily shall he be praised. 

16 There shall be an handful of com in 
the earth upon the top of the mountains ; 
the fruit thereof shall shake like lebanon :

men; neither are they plagued Uike 
other men. 

6 Therefore pride compasseth them a- 
bout as a cham ; violence covereth them 
as a garment. 

7 Their eyes stand out with fatness: 
they 2have more than heart could wish. 

8 They are corrupt, and speak wicked- 
ly concerning oppression ; they speak 
loft%. 

9 They set their mouth against the hea- 
vens, and tlieir tongue walketh through 
the earth. 

10 Therefore his people return hither : 
and waters of a full cup are wrung out to 
them. 

11 And they say, * How doth God know? 
and is thereknowledgeinthe most High? 

12 Behold, these are the ungodly, * who 
prosper in the world ; they increase in 
riches. 

13 Verily I have cleansed my heart in 
vain, and ® washed my hands in inno- 
cency. 

14 For all the day long have I been 
plagued, and ^chastened every morning. 

15 If I say, I will speak thus ; behold, X 
should offend against the generation of 
thy children. 

16 When I thought to know this, it 
was ®too painful for me; 

17 Until I went into “ the sanctuary of 
God ; then understood I ‘'their end. 

18 Surely thou didst set them in "’slip- 
pery places: thou castedst them down 
mto destruction. 

19 How; are they hrought into desola- 
tion, as in a moment! they are utterly 
consumed with terrors. 

20 2^ As a dream when one awaketh ; so, 
O Lord, “when thou awakest, thou shalt 
despise their image. 

21 Thus my heart was grieved, and I 
was pricked in my reins. 

22 So foolish was I, and ^ignorant : I 
was as a beast ^before thee. 

23 Nevertheless I am continually with 
thee : thou hast holden me by my right 
hand. 

24 ®Thou shalt ^de me with thy coun- 
sel, and afterward /receive me to glory. 

25 Whom have I in heaven hut theet 
and there is none upon earth that I 
desire beside thee.

redeemed; this mount Zion, wherein 
thou hast dwelt. 

3 Lift up thy feet unto the perpetual 
® desolations even all that the enemy 
hath done wickedly in the sanctuary. 

4 Thine enemies roar in the midst of 
thy <*con^gations; ®they set up their 
ensims>^ signs. 

5 A man was famous according as he 
had lifted up axes upon the thick trees. 

6 But now they break do'WTa ^ the carved 
work thereof at once with axes and 
hammers. 

7 ^They have cast fire into thy sanc- 
tuary, they have defiled ly casting down 
the dwelling place of thy name to the 
ground. 

8 *They said in their hearts, Let us 
^ destroy them together : they have 
burned up aU the synagogues of God 
in the land. 

9 We see not our sigiis: ^ there is no 
more any prophet : neither is there a- 
mong us any that knoweth how long. 

10 O God, how long shall the adversary 
reproach? shall the enemy blaspheme thy 
name for ever? 

11 Why ®withdrawest thou thy hand, 
even thy right hand? pluck U out of thy 
bosom. 

12 Bor ^God is my King of old, working 
salvation in the midst of the earth. 

13 “Thou didst 8 divide the sea by thy 
strength : thou brakest the heads of the 

dragons in the waters. 

14 Thou brakest the heads of ^leviathan 
in pieces, and gavest him to ie meat to 
the people inhabiting the wilderness. 

15 ^Thou didst cleave the fountain and 
the flood: *thou driedst up mighty 
livers. 

16 The day is thine, the night also is 
thine : thou hast prepared the light and 
the sun. 

17 Thou hast <*set all the borders of the 
earth: thou hast made summer and 
winter. 

18 /Bemember this, that the enemy 
hath reproached, O Lord, and that the 
foolish people have blasphemed thy name. 

19 0 deliver not the soul of ^thy turtle- 
dove unto the multitude of the wicked: 
forget not the congregation of thy poor 
for ever. 

20 Have respect unto /the covenant : 
for the dark places of the earth are full 
of the habitations of cruelty. 

21 O let not ^the oppressed return 
ashamed : let the poor and needy praise 
thy name. 

22 Arise, O God, plead thine own cause: 
remember how the foolish man reproach- 
eth thee daily. 

23 Forget not the voice of thine enemies : 
the tumult of those that rise up against 
thee ^^increaseth continually.

6 I call to remembrance my song ^in 
the night : I commune with mine own 
heart : and my spirit made diligent search, 

7 Will the Lord cast off for ever? and 
he be favourable no more ? 

8 Is his mercy clean gone for ever? 
doth 2 Ais promise fail sfor evermore? 

9 ”*Hath God forgotten to be gracious? 
hath he in anger shut up his tender 
mercies? Selah. 

10 And I said, This is ^my infirmity : 
but I will remember the years of the 
right hand of the most High. 

11 I will remember the works of the 
Lokd: surely will remember thy 
wonders of old. 

12 I will meditate also of all thy work, 
and talk of thy doings. 

13 Thy way, 0 God, is in ’'the sanc- 
tuary : ''who is so great a God as our 
God? 

14 Thou art the God tliat doest won- 
ders: thou hast declared thy strength 
among the people. 

15 Thou hast with thine arm redeemed 
thy people, the sons of Jacob and ^'J oseph. 
Selah. 

16 *The waters saw thee, O G 9 d, the 
waters saw thee ; *they were afraid ; the 
depths also were troubled. 

17 The clouds ®poured out water : the 
skies <*sent out a sound : ®thine arrows 
also went abroad. , . , 

18 ^ The voice of thy thunder was in the 
heaven: ^the lightnings lightened the 
world: the earth trembled and shook. 
19 ^ Thy way is in the sea, and thy path 
in the ^at waters, and thy footsteps 
are not Known. , , 

20 *Thou leddest thy people ^hke a 
flock by the hand of Moses and Aaron,

^Maschil of Asaph. 

“^IVE ear, 0 my people, fo my law; 

V!T incline your ears to the words oi 
my mouth. . , , 

2 will open my mouth m a parable : 
I will utter « dark sayings of old : 

3 "V^ch we have heard and known, 
and *our fathers have told us. . 

4 “We will not hide them from their

children, “shewing to the generation to 
come the praises of the Loed, and hia 
streng^ and his wonderful works that 
he hath done. 

6 For he established testmaony m 
Jacob, and appointed a law in laaeL 
which he commanded our fathers, that 
they should make them known to their 
children : 

6 That /the generation to come might 
know the/n, even the children wh%ck, 
should be born ; who should arise and 
declare them to their children : 

7 That they might set their hope in 
God, and not forget the works of God, 
but keep his commandments : 

8 And might not he as their fathers, /a 
stubborn and rebellious generation; a 
generation ‘^that set not their heart a- 
right, and whose spirit was not stedfast 
with God. 

9 The children of Ephraim, beitw arm^ 
and ^carrying bows, turned back in the 
day of battle. 

10 They kept not the covenant of God, 
and refused to walk in his law : 

11 And forgat his works,: and his won- 
ders that he had shewed them. 

12 ® Marvellous things did he in the 

sight "of ' their ‘fathers, in the land' of 
Egypt, in^Vdh field of Zoan. ' ' ^ 

15 He ’’divided the sea,' and caused 
them to pass through; and he 'made 
the waters to stand as an heap. 

14 *In the daytime also he led them 
with a cloud, and all the night with a 
light of fire. 

15 "'He clave the rocks in the wilder- 
ness, and gave them drink as out qf the 
great depms. 

16 He brought streams also out of *the 

rock, and caused waters to run down 
like rivers. , . . 

17 And they: sinned xet more-aeaTOt 

_um'1^‘T)rovokihg.the most Hw hi the 
wfldern^..., . ^ ^ ^ . ..i. . 

18 And ®they tempted God in theii? 
heart by asking meat for their lust« 

19 "Yea, they spake against God^ they 

said, / Can God ^furnish a table m the 
wilderness? , , 

20 Behold, *he smote the rock, that 
the waters gushed out, and the streams 
overflowed ; can he give bread also ? can 
he provide flesh for Ms people ? 

21 Therefore the Lord heard tMs, and 

was wroth; so ”'a fire was kindled a- 
gaimt Jacob, and anger also came up 
against Israel: , ^ ^ j 

Because they believed not m GoOi 
and trusted not in his salvation : 

23 Though he had commanded the 
clouds from above, and opened the 
doors of heaven, 

24 And had ^rained down manna upon 

them to eat, and had given them of ’^the 
com of heaven. , 

25 ®Man did eat 'angels’ food : he sent 
them meat "to the full. 
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26 He caused an east wind ^to blow 
in the heaven: and by his power he 
brought in the south wind. 

27 He rained flesh also upon them as 
dush and s feathered fowls like as the 
sand of the sea : 

28 ® And he let it fall in the midst of their 
cam^ round about their habitations. 

29 So they did eat, and were weU 
filled : for he gave them their own ® desire ; 

30 They were not estranged from their 
•lust. But while their meat was yet in 
their mouths. 

31 The wrath of God came upon them, 
and slew the ^‘fattest of them, and ^smote 
down the ^ chosen vien of Israel 

32 For all this -i^they sinned still, and 
believed not for his wondrous works. 

33 Therefore ^ their days did he consume 
in •‘vanity, and their years in trouble. 

34 When he slew them, then they 
•‘sought him: and they returned and 
inqmred early after Goa. 

35 And they remembered that ®God 
was their rock, and the high God * their 
redeemer. 

36 Nevertheless they did flatter him 
with their mouth, and they lied unto 
him with their tongues. 

37 For their heart was not right with 
him, neither were they stedfast in his 
covenant. 

38 But he, being “full of compassion, 
“'forgave tJieir iniquity, and destroyed 
them not : yea, many a time turned he 
his anger away, and did not stir up all 
his wrath. 

39 For ^'he remembered that they were 
but * flesh; a wind that passeth away, 
and cometh not again. 

40 How oft did they 8 provoke him in the 
wilderness. aTid ^grieve him in the desert ! 

41 Yea, they turned back and tempted 
God, and limited the Holy One of Israel. 

42 They remembered not his hand, 
nor the day when he delivered them 
®from the enemy. 

43 /How he had inwrought his signs in 
Egypt, and his wonders m'^ the field of 
Eoan: 

44 And ^had turned their rivers into 
blood : and their floods, that they could 
notdnnk. 

45 He sent ^ divers sorts of flies among 
thenu which devoured them; and *frogs, 
which destroyed them. 

46 He gave also their increase unto the 
caterpiller, and their labour unto ”*the 
locust. 

47 ” He ^ destroyed their vines with hail, 
and their sycomore trees with ^^frost. 

48 He gave up their cattle also to the 
hail, and their flocks to ^^hot thunder- 
bolts. 

49 He cast upon them the fierceness of 
his angen wrath^ and indignation, and 
trouble, by sendmg evil angels among 
them. 

50 ^He made a way to his anger; he 
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spared not their soul from death, but 
gave their 2 life over to the pestilence ; 

61 And “smote all the firstborn in 
Egypt ; the chief of their strength in the 
tabernacles of *Ham : 

62 But made his own people to go forth 
**like sheep, and guided .them in the 
^Idemess like a flock. 

63 And he led them on safely, so that 
they feared not: but /the sea ^over- 
whelmed tlieir bnemies. 

64 And he brought them to the horucr 
of his ^sanctuary, even to this ^mountain, 
which his right hand had purchased. 

65 He cast out tlie heathen also before 
them^ and * divided them an inheritance 
by *hne, and made the tribes of Israel to 
dwell in their tents. 

56 Yet they tempted and provoked the 
most high God, and kept not his tes^ 
monies : 

57 But turned back, and dealt unfaith- 
fully like their fathers : they were tum^ 
aside^like a deceitful bow. 

^ For .thw provoked him to anger 
wim their •high places, and moved him 
to je^pusy with their graven images. 

59 When God heard t/iiSt he was wroth, 
and greatly abhorred Israel : 

60 f So that he forsook the tabernacle of

men; 

61 And delivered •his strength into cap- 
tivity, and liis glory into the enemy’s hand. 

62 He gave his people over also “unto 
the sword; and was wroth with his 
inheritance. 

63 The fire consumed their young men; 
and their maidens were not ^ given to 
marriage. 

^ ® Their priests fell by the sword ; ^ and 
their widows made no lamentation. 

65 Then the Lord awaked as one out 
of sleep, and «flike a miglity man that 
shouteth by reason of wine. 

66 And ®}ie smote his enemies in the 
hinder parts : he put them to a perpetual 
reproacL 

67 Moreover he refused the tabernacle 
of Joseph, and chose not the tribe of 
Ephraim: 

68 But chose the tribe of Judah, the 
mount Zion *which he loved. 

69 And he built his sanctuary liVft high 

S olaces, like tlie earth which he hath 
•established for ever. 

David also his servant, 
and took him from the sheepfolds : 

71 From 12 following the ewes great with 
ypung he brought him to ®feed Jacob 
his people, and Israel his inheritance. 

72 So he fed them according to the 
integrity of his heart; and guided them 
by the skilfulness of his hands.

H Let *'the sighing of the prisoner 
come before thee; according to the great- 
ness of ^thy power ® preserve thou those 
that are appointed to die ; 

12 And render unto our neighbours 
'sevenfold “into their bosom their re- 
proach, wherewith they have reproached 
thee, 0 Lord, 

13 So 'sve thy people and "sheep of thy 
pasture will give thee tlianks for ever : 
we will shew forth thy praise "s' to all 
generations.

^ So is this great and wide sea, wherem 
are*llung‘s creepiiig innumerable, both 
small and great beasts. 

26 There go the ships: there is that 
^leviathan, whom .thou hast ^^made to 
play therein. 

27 These wait all upon thee ; that thou 
niayest "*give them their meat in due 
season. 

28 That thou givest them they gather : 
thou openest tmne hand, they are filled 
with good.

29 “Thou hidest thy face, they are trou- 
bled: ‘'thou takest away their breath, 
they die, and ^return to their dust. 

30 Thou sendest forth thy spirit, they 
are created ; and thou renewest the face 
of the earth. 

31 The glory of the Lord shall 2 endure 
for ever ; Hue Lord shall rejoice in his 
works. 

32 He looketh on the earth, and it 
trembleth: he *toucheth the hills, and 
ttiey smoke. 

33 I will sing unto the Lord ”^as long 
as I live : I will sing praise to my God 
while I have my being. 

34 My meditation of him shall be sweet : 
I will oe glad in the Lord. 

35 Let ^ the sinners be consumed out of 
the earth, and let the wicked be no 
more. ^ Bless thou the Lord, 0 my 
souk * Praise ye tlie Lord. 

PSALM 106 

** GIVE thanks unto the Lord ; call 
upon his name : "make known his 
deeds among the people.

3 Glory ye in his holy name: let the 
heart of them rejoice that seek the Lord. 

4 Seek the Lord, and his strength: 
seek his face evermore. 

6 Eemember his marvellous works 
that he hath done ; his wonders, and the 
judgments of his mouth; 

6 0 ye seed of Abraham his servant, ye 
children of Jacob his chosen. 

7 He w tlie Lord our God : his judg- 
ments are in all the earth 

8 He hath remembered his covenant 
for ever, the word which he commanded 
to a thousand generations. 

9 /Which covenant he made with A- 
braham, and his oath unto Isaac ; 

10 And confirmed the same unto Jacob 
for a law, and to Israel /or an everlasting 
covenant: 

11 Saying, Unto thee will I give the land 
of Canaan, the ®lot of your inheritance : 

12 When they were out a few men in 
number ; yea, very few, and strangers in it. 

13 When they went from one nation to 
another, from one kingdom to another 
people ; 

^ 14 He suffered no man to do them yrapng ; 
yea, he reproved kings for their sakes ; 

15 Saying^ ^ Touch not mine anointed, 
and do my prophets no harm. 

16 Moreover ^he called for a famine 
upon the land : he ‘'brake the whole staff' 
of bread. 

17 * He sent a man before them, even 
Joseph *'was sold for a servant: 

18 'Whose feet they hurt with fetters; 
8he was laid in iron : 

19 Until the time that ^his word came : 
the word of the Lord tried him. 

20 " The king sent and loosed him ; &v&ii 
the ruler of the people, and let him go free. 
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21 *Ee made him lord of his house, 
and ruler of all his ^substance : 

22 ®To bind his princes at his pleasure; 
and teach his senators wisdom, 

23 /Israel also came into Egypt: and 
Jacob sojourned ^in the land or Ham. 

24 Amd *he increased his people great- 
ly ; and made them stronger than their 
enemies. 

25 ^‘He turned their heart to hate his 
people, to deal subtilly with liis servants. 

25 ^He sent Moses his servant; and 
Aaron whom he had chosen. 

27 “ They shewed liis signs among them, 
and wonders in the lanoTof Ham. 

28 He sent darkness, and made it dark; 
and they rebelled not against his word. 

29 ®He turned their waters into blood, 
and slew their fish. 

30 Their land brought forth frogs in a- 
bundance, in the chambers of their kings. 

31 He spake, and there came divers sorts 
of flies, and '^lice in all their coasts. 

32 He gave ^them hail for rain, and 
flaming ®fire in their land. 

33 He smote their vines also and their fig 
trees ; and brake the trees of their coasts. 

34 He spake, and the “locusts came, and 
caterpillers, and that without number, 

35 And did eat up all tlie herbs in 
their land, and devoured the fruit of 
their ground. 

36 ®He smote also all the firstborn in 
their land, the chief of all their strength. 

37 He brought them forth also ‘‘.with 
silver and gold .* and there was not one 
feebl^ersow among their tribes. 

38 * Egypt was glad when they departed : 
for ®the fear of them fell upon them. 

39 ‘^He spread a cloud for a covering; 
and fire to give light in the night. 

40 The people asked, and ®he brought 
quails, and satisfied them with ^’'the 
bread of heaven. 

41 '^He opened the rock, and the waters 
gushed out ; they ran in the dry places 
like a river. 

42 Eor ^he remembered his holy pro- 
mise, and Abraham his servant. 

43 And he brought forth his people with 
joy, and his chosen with ^gladness : 

44 And ^gave them the lands of the 
heathen : and they inherited the labour 
of the people; 

45 * That they might observe his statutes, 
and keep his laws. ^ Praise ye the Lord. 

PSALM 106 

■^TDEAISE ye the Lord. ”0 give 
Jl thanks unto the Lord ; for he is 
good : ^for liis mercy endureth for ever. 

2 Who can utter the mighty acts of the 
Lord ? who can shew forth all his praise? 

3 Blessed are they that keep judgment, 
and he that doetu righteousness at ali 
times. 

4 “Eemember me, 0 Lord, with the 
favour thai thou bearest thy people: 
0 visit me with thy salvation ; 
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IsraeVs rehellion and GocPs mercy » 


PSALMS 106, 107 


5 That I may see the good of “thy 
(iosen, that I may rejoice in the glad- 
ness of thy nation, that I may glory with 
thine inheritance. 

6 We have ^sinned ®with our fathers, 
we have committed iniquity, we have 
done wickedly. 

7 Our fathers understood not thy won- 
ders in Egypt : they remembered not the 
multitude of thy mercies ; but ‘provoked 
Aim at the sea, even at the Red sea. 

8 Nevertheless he saved them *for his 
name’s sake, that he "‘might make his 
mighty power to be known. 

9 ® He rebuked the Red sea also, and it 
was dried up : so -^he led them tluough 
the depths, as tlirough the wilderness. 

10 And '‘he saved them from the hand 
of him that hated them, and ‘'redeemed 
&em from the hand of the enemy. 

11 And ^the waters covered their ene- 
mies : there was not one of them left. 

12 Then believed they his words ; they 
sang his praise. 

13 1 They soon forgat his works; they 
waited not for his counsel : 

14 *But 2 lusted exceedingly in the wil- 
derness, and tempted God m the desert. 

15 And ^he gave them their request ; 
but sent leanness into their soul. 

16 *They envied Moses also in the 
camp, and Aaron the saint of the Lord. 

17 ®The earth opened and swallowed 
up Dathan, and covered the company of 
Abiram, 

18 And fire was kindled in their com- 

pany : the flame burned up the wicked, 

19 ®They made a calf fm Horeb, and 
worshipped the molten image. 

20 Thus they changed their glory into 
the similitude of an ox that eateth grass. 

21 They forgat God their saviour, which 
had done great things in Egypt : 

22 Wonmous works in the land ^of 
Ham, and terrible things by the Red sea. 

23 '“Therefore he said that he would 
destroy them, had not Moses his chosen 
stood before him in the breach, to turn 
away his wrath, lest he should destroy 
them. 

24 Yea, ^they despised ^the pleasant 
land, they believed not his word: 

25 But murmured in their tent^ and 
hearkened not unto the voice of the Lord. 

26 Therefore he lifted up his hand 
against them, ®to overthrow them in the 
wilderness: 

27 ®To overthrow their seed also among 
the nations, and to scatter them in the 
lands. 

28 They “joined themselves also unto 
“Baal-peor, and ®ate the sacrifices of 
J'the dead. 

29 Thus they provoked him to anger 
with ““ their inventions : and the plague 
brake in upon them. 

30 Then stood up Phinehas, and ex- 
ecuted judgment : and so the plague was 
stayed. 
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31 And ^that was counted unto him for 
righteousness unto all generations for 
evermore. 

32 "They angered him also at the waters 
of strife, /so tliat it went ill with Moses 
for tlieir sakes : 

33 Because they provoked his ^irit, ^so 
that he spake unadvisedly with his lips. 

34 ^They did not destroy the nations, 
concerning whom>^‘ the Lord commanded 
them : 

35 ^But were mingled among the hea- 
then, and learned their works. 

36 And “ they served their idols : which 
were a snare unto them. 

37 Yea, “they sacrificed their sons and 
their daughters unto devils, 

38 And shed innocent blood, even the 
blood of their sons and of their daughters, 
whom they sacrificed unto the idols of 
Canaan: and “the land was polluted 
with blood. 

39 Thus were they defiled with their 
own works, and went a whoring with 
"their own inventions. 

40 Therefore “'was the wrath of the Lord 
kindled against his people, insomuch 
that he abhorred his own inheritance. 

41 And he gave them into the hand of 
the heathen ; and they that hated then? 
ruled over them. 

42 Their enemies also “oppressed them, 
and they were brought into subjection 
under their hand. 

43 ® Many times did he deliver them ; 
but they provoked him with their counsel, 
and were ^brought low for their iniquity. 

44 Nevertheless he regarded their afflic- 
tion, when he heard their cry : 

45 And he ^ remembered for them his 
covenant, and repented ^according to 
the multitude of his mercies. 

46 ^He made them also / to be pitied of 
all those that carried them captives. 

47 ^Save us, 0 Lord our God, and 
“gather us from among the heathen, to 
give thanks unto thy holy name, and to 
triumph in thy praise. 

48 “Blessed be the Lord God of Israel 
from everlasting to everlasting and let 
all the people say. Amen. Praise ye 
the Lord. 

PSALM 107 


’’ GIVE thanks unto the Lord, for 

V./ he is good : for his mercy endureth 
for ever. 

2 Let "the redeemed of the Lord say 
so, ^whom he hath redeemed from the 
hand of the enemy ; 

3 And "gathered them out of the lands, 
from the east, and from the west, from 
the north, and from the ? south. 

4 They * wandered in the wildemeis in 
a solitary way; they found no city to 
dwell in. 

5 Hungry and thirsty, their soul fainted 
in them. 

6 Then "“they cried unto the Lord in

The manifold providence of the Lord, 


their trouble, and he delivered them out 
of Uieir distresses. 

7 And he led them forth by the right 
way, that they might go to a city of 
habitation. 

8 ®0h that men would praise the Lord 
/ or his goodness, and /o?’ his wonderful 
works to the children of men ! 

9 ^ For he satisfieth the longing soul, and 
filleth the hungry soul with goodness. 

10 Such as /sit in darkness and in the 
shadow of death, being bound in afdiction 
and iron ; 

11 Because they rebelled against the 
words of God, and contemned the ^coun- 
sel of the most High ; 

12 Therefore he brought down their 
heart with labour; they fell down, and 
there was none to help. 

13 *Then they cried unto the Lord in 
their trouble, and he saved them out of 
their distresses. 

14 ^He brought them out of darkness 
and the shadow of death, and /brake 
their bands in sunder. 

15 *Oh that would praise the Lord 

for his goodness, and /or* his wonderful 
works to the children of men ! 

16 For he hath "’broken the gates of 
brass, and cut the bars of iron in sunder. 

17 "Fools because of their transgres- 
sion, and because of their iniquities, are 
aMcted. 

18 Their soul abhorreth all manner of 
meat; and they draw near unto ’’the 
gates of death. 

19 'Then they cry unto the Lord in 
their trouble, and he saveth them out of 
their distresses. 

20 He sent “his word, and healed them, 
and delivered them from their destruc- 
tions. 

21 “Oh that men would praise the Lord 
for his goodness, and for his wonderful 
works to the children of men I 

22 And let them * sacrifice the sacrifices 
of thanksgiving, and declare his works 
with “^rejoicing. 

23 'They tliat go down to the sea in 
ships, that do business in “great waters ; 

24 These see the works of the Lord, 
and his wonders in the deep. 

25 For he commandeth, and ®raiseth 
the stormy wind, which lifteth up the 
waves thereof. 

26 They mount up to the heaven,- they 
go down again to the depths : their soul 
® is melted because of trouble. 

27 They reel to and fro, and stagger 
like a drunken man, and 7 are at their 
wits’ end. 

28 /'Then they cry unto the Lord in 
their trouble, and he bringeth them out 
of their distresses. 

29 He maketh the storm a cahn, so that 
the waves thereof are still. 

30 Then are they glad because they be 
quiet ; so he bringeth them unto their 
desiied haven. 
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31 “Oh that men would praise the Lord 
for his goodness, and for his wonderful 
works to the children of men ! 

32 Let them exalt him also *in the 
congregation of the people, and praise 
him in the assembly of the elders. 

33 He tumeth rivers into a wilderness, 
and the watersprings into dry ground ; 

.34 ® A fruitful land into ^barrenness, for 
the wickedness of them that dwell there- 
in. 

35 He tumeth tlie wilderness into a 
standing water, and dry ground into 
watersprings. 

36 And there he maketh the hungry to 
dwell, that they may prepare a city for 
habitation; 

37 And sow the fields, and plant vine- 
yards, which may yield fruits of increase, 

38 He blesseth them also, so that they 
are multiplied m*eatly; and sufiereth not 
their cattle to decrease. 

39 Again, they are minished and brought 
low through oppression, affliction, and 
sorrow. 

40 ^He poureth contempt upon princes, 
and causeth them to wander in the 
2 wilderness, where there is no way. 

^ 41 Yet “setteth he the poor on high 
^from affliction, and maketh him fami- 
lies like a flocE 

42 The righteous shall see and rejoice : 

and all ^iniquity shall stop her mouth. 

43 2 Whoso is wise, and will observe 
these things, even they shall understand 
the lovingkindness of the Lord. 

PSALM 108 

A Song or Psalm of ‘David. 

® O W heart is fixed ; I will sing 
and give praise, even with my glory. 
2 Awake, psaltery and harp: I myseif 
will awake early. 

3 1 will praise thee, 0 Lord, among the 
people : and I will sing praises unto thee 
among the nations. 

4 For thy mercy is great*' above the 
heavens; and thy truth reacheth unto 
the ® clouds. 

5 Be thou exalted, O God, above the hea- 
vens : and thy glory above all the earth ;

11 Wilt not thou, 0 God, who hast cast 
us off? /^and wilt not thou, 0 God, go 
forth with our hosts? 

12 Give us help from trouble ; for vain 
is the help of man.

13 Through God we shall do valiantly : 
for he it is that shall tread down our 
enemies.

8 Let his days be few ; and °let another , 
take his Soflace. 

9 Let ^his children be fatherless, and 
his wife a widow. 

10 Let his children *be continually va- 
gabonds, and beg: let them seek their 
oread also out of their desolate places. 

11 Let the extortioner catch all tliat he 
hath; and ®let the strangers spoil his 
labour. 

12 Let there be noi^ to extend mercy 
unto him; neither let there be any to 
favour Ills fatherless children. 

13 Let ^ his posterity be cut off; and in 
the generation following let their name 
be blotted out. 

14 Let ^the iniquity of his fathers be 
remembered with the Lord ; and let not 
the sin of his mother be blotted out. 

15 Let them be before the Lord continu- 
ally, *that he may cut off the memory of 
them from the earth. 

16 Because that he remembered not to 
shew mercy, but persecuted /the poor 
and needy man, that he might even slay 
the broken in heart. 

17 * As he loved cursing, so let it come 
unto him ; as he delighted not in bless- 
ing, so let it be fax from him. 

18 As he clothed himself with cursing 
like as with his garment, so let it come 
10 into his bowels like water, and like oil 
into liis bones. 

19 Let it be imto him as the garment 
which covereth him, and for a girdle 
wherewith he is girded continually. 

20 Let this be the reward of mine adver- 
saries from tlie Lord, and of them that 
speak evil against my soul. 

21 But do thou for me, O God the 
lord, -^for thy name’s sake: ^because 
thy mercy is good, deliver thou me. 

For I am poor and needy, and my 
heart is wounded within me. 

23 1 am gone ’’like the shadow when it 
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declineth : 1 am tossed up and down as 
the locust. 

24 My knees are weak through fasting; 
and my flesh faileth of fatness. 

25 1 became also ‘*a reproach unto them : 
when they looked upon me *they shaked 
their heads. 

26 ^Help me, 0 Lord my God : O save 
me according to thy mercy : 

27 That they may know that this is thy 
hand ; that thou. Lord, hast done it. 

28 Let them curse, but bless thou : when 
they arise, let them be ashamed ; but let 
®thy servant rejoice. 

29 Let mine adversaries be clothed with 
shame, and let them ^ cover themselves 
with their own confusion, as with a 
mantle. 

30 I will greatly praise the Lord with 
my mouth; ye^ /I will praise him 
among the multitude. 

31 For he shall stand at the right hand 
of the poor, to save him from ® those that 
condemn his soul. 


PSALM 110 

A Psalm of David. 

*rpHE Lord said unto my Lord, ^Sit

12 For whom the Lord loveth he cqr- 
recteth; even “as a father the son in 
whom ne delighteth. 

13 t Happy is the man that findeth 
wisdom, and the man ^that getteth un- 
derstanding. 

■ 14 For *the merchandise of it is better 

than the merchandise of silver, and the 
gain thereof than fine gold. 

15 She is more precious than rubies: 
and ^aU the things thou canst desire are 
not to be compared unto her. 

16 Len^h of days is in her right hand; 
and in her left hand /riches and honour. 

. 17 *Her ways are ways of pleasantness, 

^ and all her paths are peace. 
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PROVERBS 3-6 Vudom is to he gotten^ and evil to he avoided. 


18 She is^a. tree of life to them that lay 
hold upon her : and happy is every one 
that retainetli her. 

19 ‘^The Lord by wisdom hath founded 
the earth; ®by understanding hath he 
2 established the heavens. 

20 By his knowledge /the depths are 
broken up, and the clouds drop down 
^the dew. 

21 IT My son, let not them depart from 
tliine eyes: keep sound wisdom and 
discretion : 

22 So shall they be life unto thy soul, 
and grace to thy ^neck. 

23 *Then shalt thou walk in thy way 
safely, and thy foot shall not stumble. 

24 wlien thou liest down, thou shalt 
not be afraid : yea, thou shalt lie do'\m, 
and thy sleep shall be sweet. 

25 *"Be not afraid of sudden fear, neither 
of the desolation of the wicked, when it 
cometh. 

26 For the Lord shall be thy confidence, 
and shall keep thy foot from being taken. 

27 ‘il ® Withhold not good from ^them 
to whom it is due, when it is in the 
power of thine hand to do it. 

28 ®Say not unto thy neighbour. Go, 
and come again, and to morrow I will 
give : when thou hast it by thee. 

29 '‘Devise not evil against thy neigh- 
bour, seeing he dwelleth securely by thee. 

30 i * Strive not with a man without 
caus^ if he have done thee no harm. 

31 If **Envy thou not ^the oppressor, 
and choose none of his ways. 

32 For the froward is abomination to 
the Lord: but “'his secret is with the 
righteous. 

33 H ^^The curse of the Lord is in the 
house of the wicked ; but he blesseth the 
habitation of the just. 

34 Surely *he scorneth the scorners: 
but he giveth grace unto the lowly. 

35 The wise shall inherit glory: but 
sliame shall be the promotion of fools. 

CHAPTER 4 

“TTEAR, ye cliildren, the instruction 
JnL of a father, and attend to know 
understanding. 

2 For I give you good doctrine, forsake 
ye not nyr law. 

3 For 1 was my father’s son, * tender 
and only beloved in the sight of my 
mother. 

4 ®He taught me also, and said unto 
me, Let thine heart retain my w^ords: 
*ke^ my commandments, and live. 

6 *Get wisdom, get understanding : for- 
get it not; neither decline from the 
words of my moutli.

13 Take fast hold of instruction : let her 
not go : keep her ; for she is thy life. 

14 IT ^ Enter not into the path of the 
wicked, and go not in the way of evil men. 

15 Avoid it, pass not by it, turn from it, 
and pass away. 

16 "For they sleep not, except they have 
done mischief: and their sleep is taken 
away, unless they cause some to fall. 

17 For they eat the bread of wickedness, 
and drink the wine of violence. 

18 ^But the path of the just is as the 
shining light, that sliineth more and 
more unto the perfect day. 

19 *‘The way of the Avicked is as dark- 
ness : they know not at what they stumble. 

20 IT My son, attend to my words; 
incline tmne ear unto my sayings. 

21 ®Let them not depart from thine 
eyes ; keep them in the midst of thine 
heart. 

22 For they are ®life unto those that 
find them, and health to all their flesh. 

23 t Keep thy heart '^with all diligence; 
for out of it are ®the issues of life. 

24 Put away from thee froward 
mouth, and perverse lips put far from 
thee. 

25 Let tliine eyes look right on, and let 
thine eyelids look straight before thee. 

26 Ponder the path of thy feet, and ^let 
all thy ways be established. 

27 Turn not to the right hand nor to the 
left : remove thy foot from evil.

9 How long wilt thou sleep, 0 sluggard? 
when wilt thou arise out of thy sleep ? 

10 Yet a little sleep, a little slum! 
little folding of the hands to sleep : 

11 So shall *thy poverty come as one 
that travelleth, and thy want as an 
armed mam 
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12 IF A naughty person, a wicked man, 
walketh with a froward mouth. 

13 He “winkelh wth his eyes, he 

speaketh with his feet, he teacheth with 
his fingers ; , , j 

14 Frowardness is in his heart, he d^ 
viseth mischief continually; lie ^soweth 
discord. 

15 Therefore shall his calamity ccime 
suddenly ; ^suddenly shall he be broken 
without remedy. 

16 H These six things doth the Lord 

hate: yea, seven are an abo mina tion 
^unto him: -c 

17 ^ A proud look, ®a lying tongue, and 
/hands tliat shed innocent blood, 

18 ^An heart that deviseth wicked 

imaginations, feet that be swift in run- 
ning to mischief, , 

19 A false witness ^ that speaketh hes, 
and he that ^soweth discord among 
brethren. 

20 TI *.My son, keep thy father’s com- 
mandment, and forsake not the law of 
tliy mother: 

21 "‘Bind them continually upon thine 
heartanci tie them about thy ^neck. 

22 When thou goest, it shall lead thee ; 
when thou sleepest, it shall keep thee ; 
and when thou awakest, it shall talk 
with thee. 

23 For the commandment is a 7 lamp; 
and the law is light; and reproofs of 
instruction are the way of life : 

24 To keep thee from the evil woman, 
from the flattery s^of the tongue of a 
strange woman. 

25 ^Xust not after her beauty in thino 
heart ; neither let her take thee with her 
eyelids. 

26 For ^by means of a whorish woman 

a man is or ought to a piece of bread : 
and 10 the adulteress will hunt for the 
precious life. . . , 

27 Can a man take fire in his bosom, 
and his clothes not be burned? 

Can one go upon hot coals, and his 
feet not be burned? 

29 So he that goeth in to his neighbour’s 
wife ; whosoever toucheth her ^11 not 
be innocent. 

30 Men do not despise a thief, if he steal 
to satisfy Ids soul when he is hungry ; 

31 But if he ^be found, he sliall restore 
sevenfold; he shall give all the substance 
of his house. 

32 But whoso committeth adultenr 
with a woman “'lacketh understand- 
ing : he that doeth it destroyeth his own 
soul.

2 Keep my commandments, and live;

13 *The fear of tlie Lord is to hate evil : 
pride, and arrqgancy, and the evil way, 
and the frowarcfmoutli, do I hate. 

14 Counsel is mine, and sound wisdom : 
I am understanding; 1 have strength. 

15 "’Ey me kings reign, and princes 
decree justice. 

16 By me princes rule, and nobles, even 
all the judges of the eai’th. 

17 ”1 love them that love me: and 
"those that seek me early shall find me. 

18 Riches and honour are with me; 
yea, dui-able riches and righteousness. 

19 My fruit is better than gold, yea, 
than -^fine gold ; and my revenue than 
choice silver. 

20 I ®lead in the way of righteousness, 
in the midst of the paths of judgment : 

21 That I may cause those that love me 
to inherit substance ; and I will fill their 
treasures. 

22 ® The Lord possessed me in the begin- 
ning of his way, before his works of old. 

231 was ’’set up from everlasting, firom 
the berinning, or ever the earth was. 

24 when thei'e were no ^depths, I was 
brought forth ; when thei'C were no foun- 
tains abounding with water. 

25 Before the mountains were settled, 
** before the hills was I brought forth: 

26 While as yet he had not made the 
earth, nor the fields, nor ^^the highest 
part of the dust of the world. 

27 When he prepared the heavens, I 
was there: when he set I'^a compass upon 
the face of the depth : 

28 When he established the clouds 
above : when he strengthened ttie foun- 
tains of the deep :

8 ” Reprove not a scomer, lest he hate 
thee ; rebuke a wise man, and he whl 
love thee. 

9 Give instruction to a wise man^ and 
he will be yet wiser : teach a just man, 
and ^he will increase in learning. 

10 ®The fear of the Lord is the begin- 
ning of wisdom : and ‘*the knowledge of 
the holy is understanding. 

11 ‘’For by me thy days shall be multi- 
plied, and the years or thy life shall be 
mcreased. 

12 ®If thou be wise, thou shalt be wise 
/for thyself : but if thou scornest, ^thou 
alone snalt bear it. 

13 IT ^ A foolish woman is clamorous: 
she is simple, and knoweth nothing. 

14 For she sitteth at the door of her 
house, on a seat in the high places of 
the city, 

15 To call passengers w'ho go right on 
their ways : 

16 Whoso is simple, let him turn in 
hither: and as for Iiim that wanteth 
understanding, she saith to him, 

17 ” Stolen waters are sweet, and bread 
^ eaten in secret is pleasant. 
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18 But he knoweth not *that the dead 
are there ; and that her guests are in 
the depths of helL 

CHAPTER 10 
proverbs of Solomon. * A wise 
X son maketh a glad father : but a 
foolish son is the heaviness of his mother. 

Treasures of wickedness /profit no- 
thing : / but righteousness delivereth from 
death. 

3 ^ The Lord will not sufier the soul of 
the righteous to famish : but he casteth 
away ithe substance of the wicked. 

4 He becometh poor that dealeth with 
a slack hand: but /the hand of the 
diligent maketh rich. 

5 He that gathereth in s umm er is a 
wise son : hut he that sleepeth in harvest 
is a son that causeth shame. 

6 Blessings are upon the head of the 
just : but violence covereth the mouth of 
the wicked. 

7 ” The memory of the just is blessed : 
but ® the name of the wicked shall rot. 

8 The wise in heart will receive com- 
mandments: but ^a prating fool shall 
5 fall. 

9 He that walketh uprightly walketh 
surely : but he that perverteth his ways 
shall be known. 

10 He that winketh with the eye causeth 
sorrow : but a prating fool Rhn. 1i s fail, 

11 The mouth of a righteous man is 
' a well of life : but violence covereth the 
mouth of the wicked. 

12 Hatred stirreth up strifes : but “love 
covereth all sins. 

13 In the lips of him that hath under- 
standing wisdom is found : but a rod 
is for the back of him that is void of 
fiimderetanding. 

14 Wise men lay up knowledge : but the 
mouth of the foolish is near destmetion. 

15 *The rich man’s wealth is his strong 
city : the destruction of the poor is their 
poverty. 

16 The labour of the righteous tendeth 
to life : the fruit of the wicked to sin, 

^ 17 *He^ is in the way of life that keepeth 
instruction ; but he that refuseth reproof 
7erreth. 

18 He that hideth hatred with lying lips, 
and ‘^he that uttereth a slander, is a fooL 

19 In the multitude of words there 
wanteth not sin : but *he that rehaineth 
his lips is wise. 

20 The tongue of the just is as choice sil- 
ver : the heart of the wicked is little worth. 

21 The lips of the righteous feed many : 
but fools die for want ^of wisdom. 

^/The blessing of the Lord, it maketh 
rich, and he addeth no sorrow with it. 

23 ^It is as sport to a fool to do mischief : 
but a man of understanding hath wisdom. 

24 *The fear of wicked, it shall 
come upon him : but ’“the desire of the 
righteous shall be granted. 

25 As the whirlwind passeth, so is ®the 
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■wicked no mo7'e: but ^the righteous is 
an everlasting foundation. 

26 As vinegar to the teeth, and as smoke 
to the eyes, so is the sluggard to them 
that send him. 

27 ®The fear of the Loud ^prolongeth 
days ; but <*the years of the wicked shall 
be shortened. 

28 The hope of the righteous shall be 
gladness; but /the expectation of the 
wicked sliall perish. 

29 ^The way of the Lord is strength to 
the upright: but destruction shall he to 
the workers of iniquity. 

SO ^The righteous shall never be re- 
moved : but * the wicked shall not inhabit 
the earth. 

31 ^The mouth of the just bringeth 
forth wisdom: but the froward tongue 
shall be cut out. 

32 The lips of the righteous know what 
is acceptable: but the mouth of the 
wicked speaketh sfrowardness. 

CHAPTER 11 

* A FALSE balance is abomination to 
xX the Lord : but a s just weight is 
his delight. 

2 When pride cometh, then cometh 
shame : but witli the lowly is wisdom. 

3 The integrity of the upright shall 
guide them: bub the perverseness of 
transgressors shall destroy them. 

4 Riches profit not ^in the day of 
wrath: but righteousness delivereth from 
death. 

5 The righteousness of the perfect shall 
7 direct his way : but the wicked shall fall 
by his own wickedness. 

6 The righteousness of the upright shall 
deliver them: but transgi*essors shall be 
taken in their oxen naughtiness. 

7 When a wicked man dieth, his ex- 
pectation shall perish : and the hope of 
unjust men perisheth, 

8 “The righteous is delivered out of 
trouble, and the wicked cometh in his 
stead. 

9 An hypocrite with his mouth de- 
stroyeth his neighbour: “'but through 
knowledge shall the just be delivered. 

10 ®When it goeth well •with the right- 
eous, the city rejoiceth ; and when the 
wicked perish, there is shouting. 

11 ^'By the blessing of the upnght *the 
city is exalted ; but it is oveithrown by 
the mouth of the wicked. 

12 He that is ^void of wisdom despiseth 
his neighbour: but a man of under- 
standing holdeth Ills peace. 

13 lOA talebearer revealeth secrets : but 
he that is of a faithful spirit concealeth 
the matter. 

14 <*Where no counsel is, the people 
fall : but in the multitude of counsellers 
there is safety. 

16 /He that is surety for a stranger 
^all smart for it: and he that hateth 
i^suretiship is sure. 
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16 A gracious woman retaineth honour; 
and strong men retain riches. 

17 *The merciful man doeth good to hiK 
own soul : but he that is cruel troubleth 
his own flesln 

18 The wicked'worketh a deceitful work ; 
but to ®him that soweth righteousness 
shall he a sure reward. 

19 As righteousness tendeth to life : so 
^he that pursueth ewUpursueth it to his 
own deatn. 

20 They that are of a froward heart are 
abomination to the Lord : but such as 
are upright in their way are his delight. 

21 i Though hand join in hand, the 
wicked shall not be unpunished : but the 
seed of the righteous shall be delivered. 

22 As a jewel of gold in a s-wine’s snout, 
so is a fair woman which 2 is without 
discretion. 

23 The desire of the righteous is only 
good : but the expectation of the wicked 
IS wrath. 

24 There is that ’“scatteretl^ and yet 
increaseth; and thet*e is that withholdeth 
more than is meet, but it tendeth to 
poverty. 

25 The ® liberal soul riiall be made fat: 
and “he that watereth shall be watered 
also himself. 

26 He that withholdeth com, the people 
shall curse liim: but blessing shall be

a wise maw think to know it, yet 
be not be able to find it, 

CHAPTER 9 

"p^OE all thisioj considered in my heart 
A even to declare. aU this, rthat the 
righteous, and the wise, and their works, 
are in the hand of God : no man know^ 
either love or hatred by aU that is before 
them. 

.2 “All things come alike to all: there 
fk ®vrat to the righteous, and to 
the Wicked; to the good and to 
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clean, and to the unclean; to h\m that ! 
Bacrificeth, and to him that sacrificeth 
not: as is the good, so is the sinner; 
and he that sweareth, as he that feareth 
an oath. 

3 This is an evil among all things that 
are done under the sun, that thei'e is 
one event unto all : yea, also the heart 
of the sons of men is full of evil, and 
madness is in their heart while they live, 
and after that they go to the dead. 

4 H For to him that is joined to all the 
living there is hope : for a living dog is 
better than a dead lion. 

6 For the living know that they shall 
die : but ^the de^ know not any tiling, 
neither have they any more a reward ; 
for /the memory of them is forgotten. 

6 Also their love, and their hatred, and 
their envy, is now perished; neither 
have they any more a portion for ever in 
any t7iing that is done under the sun. i 

7 t Go thy way, *eat thy bread with 
joy, and drink thy wine with a merry i 
heart ; for God now accepteth thy works. 

8 Let thy garments be always white ; 
and let thy head lack no ointment, 

9 ^Live joyfully with the wife whom 
thou lovest all the days of the life of thy 
vanity, which he hath given thee under 
the sun, all the days of thy vanity: *for 
that is thy portion in this life, and in 
thy labour which thou takest under the 
sun. 

10 Whatsoever thy hand findeth to do, 
do it with thy might ; for there is no 
work, nor device, nor knowledge, nor 
wisdom, in the grave, whither thou goest. 

11 ^ I ’"returned, and saw under the 
sun, that ”the race is not to the swift, 
nor ^ the battle to the strong, neither yet 
bread to the wise, nor yet riches to men 
of understanding, nor yet favour to men 
of sldll ; but time and chance happeneth 
to them all. 

12 For *man also knoweth not his 
time : as the fishes that are taken in an 
evil net, and as the birds that are caught 
in the snare ; so are the sons of men 
^snared in an evil time, when it falleth 
suddenly upon them. 

13 H This wisdom have I seen also 
under the sun, and it seemed great unto 
me: 

14 There was a little city, and few men 
within it ; and there came a great king 
against it, and besieged it, and built great 
bulwarks against it : 

15 How there was found in it a poor 
wise man, and he by his wisdom de- 
livered the city ; yet no man remembered 
that same poor man. 

16 Then said I, “Wisdom is better than 
strength: nevertheless ^'the poor man’s 
wisdom is despised, and his words are 
not heard. 

17 The words of wise men a/re heard in 
quiet more than the cry of him that 
imeth among fools.

9 Whoso removeth stones shall he hurt 
therewith ; and he that ^cleaveth wood 
shall be endangered thereby. 

10 If the iron be blunt, and he do not 
whet the edge, then must he put to more 
strength: but wisdom is profitable to 
direct. 

11 Surely the serpent will bite with- 
out enchantment; and ®a babbler is no 
better. 

12 ®The words of a wise man’s mouth 
ore 7 gracious ; but the lips of a fool will 
swallow up liimself. 

13 The beginning of the words of his 
mouth is foolishness : and the end of 
®his talk is mischievous madness. 

14 ’’A fool also ®is full of words: *a 
man cannot tell what shall be ; and what 
shall be after him, who can tell him? 

15 The labour of the foolish wearieth 
every one of them, because he knoweth 
not how to go to the city. 

16 ^ Woe to thee, 0 land, when “thy 
king is a child, and thy princes ’’eat in 
the morning I 

17 Blessed art thou, 0 land, when thy 
king is the son of nobles, and thy princes 
“ eat in due season, for strength, and not 
for drunkenness I 

18 H By much slothfulness the building 
decayeth; and through idleness of the 
hands the house di‘oppeth through. 

19 H A feast is made for laughter, 
and wine lOmaketh merry : but money 
answereth all things. 

20 1 Curse not the king, no not in thy 
thought ; and curse not the rich in thy 
bedchamber : for a bird of the air shall 
ca^ the voice, and that which hath 
wings shall tell the matter.

3 ®Thy two breasts are like two young 
roes that are twins. 

4 *Thy neck is as a tower of ivory; 
thine eyes like the flshpools in s'Hesh- 
bon, by the gate of Bath-rabbim: thy 
nose is as the tower of Lebanon which 
looketh toward Damascus. 

6 Thine head upon tliee is like ^ Car- 
mel, and the hair of thine head like pur- 
ple ;®the kin^. is loheld in the galleries. 

6 How fair and how pleasant art thou, 
0 loY^ for delights 1 
7 This thy stature is like to a palm tree, 
and thy breasts to clusters of grapes. 

8 1 said, I will go up to tlie nahn tree, I 
will take hold of the boughs thereof: 
now also thy breasts shall be as clusters 
of the vine, and the smell of thy nose 
Mke apples; 

9 And the roof of thy mouth like the 
best wine for my beloved, that goeth 
down 12 sweetly, causing the lips i^of 
those that are asleep to speak. 

10 If ®I am my beloved’s, and his 
^desire is toward me. 
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11 Come, my beloved, let us go forth in* 
to the field ; let us lodge in the villages. 

12 Let us get up early to the vineyards ; 
let us ^see if the vine flourish, whether 
the ^tender grape ^ appear, and *the 
pomegranates bud forth: there will I 
give thee my loves. 

13 The ® mandrakes give a smell, and at 
our gates are all manner of pleasant 
fruits, new and old, which I have laid 
up for thee, 0 my beloved. 

CHAPTER 8 

O THAT thou wert as my brother, 
that sucked the breasts of my 
mother! when I should find thee with- 
out, I would kiss thee ; yea, 21 should 
not be despised. 

2 I would lead thee, and bring thee 
into my mother’s house, who would in- 
struct me : I would cause thee to drink 
of V spiced wine of the juice of my 
’pomegranate. 

3 ”^His left hand should he under my 
head, and his right hand should em- 
brace me. 

4 I charge you, daughters of Jeru- 
salem, 6 that ye stir not up, nor awake 
my love, until he please. 

5 ^Who is this that cometh up from 
the wilderness, leaning upon her be- 
loved ? I raised thee up under tlie apple 
tree: there thy mother brought thee 
forth : there she brought thee forth tkai 
hare thee. 

6 IT Set me as a seal upon thine heart, 
as ’’a seal upon thine arm ; for ''love is 
strong as death; * jealousy is ’cruel as 
the grave : the coals thereof are coals of 
fire^which hath a most vehement flame. 
7 Many waters cannot quench love, 
neither can the floods drown it: if a 
man would give all the substance of his 
house for love, it would utterly be con- 
temned. 

8 1i We have a little sister, and "she 
hath no breasts : what shall we do for 
our sister in the day when she sh^ he 
spoken for? 

9 If she be a wall, we will build upon her 
a palace of silver : and if she he a door, 
we will inclose her with boards of cedar. 
10 I am a wall, and my breasts like 
“towers: then was I in his eyes as one 
that found favour. 

11 Solomon a ^vineyard at Baal- 
hamon; ®he let out the vineyard unto 
keepers ; every one for the fruit thereof 
was to bring a thousand pieces of silver. 
12 My vineyard, which is mine, is be- 
fore me : thou, 0 Solomon, must have a 
thousand, and those that keep the flmit 
thereof two hundred. 

13 Thou that dwellest in the gardens, 
the companions hearken to ^y voice: 
** cause me to hear it. 

14 If i‘*Make haste, my beloved, and 
/be thou like to a roe or to a yoxmg hart 
I upon the mountains of spices. 



THE BOOK OP THE PEOPHET 

ISAIAH. 


CHAPTER 1 


fpHEf vision of Isaiah the son of Amoz, 
X which he saw concerning Judah and 
Jerusalem in the days of ^tJzziah, ^ Jo- 
Ahaz, and ^Hezekiah, kings of 


2 ^ Hear, 0 heavens, and dve ear, 0 
earth : for the Lord hath spoken, I nave 
iwurished and brought up children, and 
they have rebelled against me. 

3 ’"The ox knoweth his owner, and the 
ass his master’s crib : hut Israel "doth 
not know, my people ’^doth not consider. 

4 All sinful nation, a people ^ laden 
with iniquity, a seed of evildoers, chil- 
dren that are corrupters ; they have for- 
saken the liOEJD, they have provoked the 
Holy One of Israel unto anger, they are 
4 gone away backward. 

6 If ® Why should ye he stricken any 
more? ye will ® revolt more and more; 
the whole head is sick, and the whole 
heart faint. 

6 From the sole of the foot even unto 
the head there is no soundness in it : hut 
wounds, and bruises, and putraying 
sores ; they have not been closed, neither 
bound up, neither mollified with 6 oint- 
ment. 

7 “Your countiy is desolate, your cities 
are burned with fire : your land, stran- 

§ ers devour it in your presence, and it is 
esolate, as ? overthrown by strangers. 

8 And the daughter of Zion is left as a 
cottage in a vineyard, as a lodge in a 
garden of cucumbers, as a besieged city. 

9 "Except the Lord of hosts had left 
unto us very small remnant, we 
should have been as * Sodom, ana we 
should have been like unto “Gomorrah. 
10 If Hear the word of the Lord, ye 
rulers of ^ Sodom ; give ear unto the law 
of our God, ye people of Gomorrah. 

11 To what purpose is “the multitude 
of your sacrifices unto me? saith the 
Lord: I am full of the burnt offerings 
of rams, and the fat of fed beasts: and 
I delight not in the blood of bullocks, or 
of lambs, or of ^he goats. 

12 When ye come ^^to appear before me, 
who hath required this at your hand, to 
tread «*my courts? 

13 Bring no more vain oblations ; in- 
cense is an abomination unto me ; /the 
new moons and sabbaths, the calling of 
assemblies, ^I cannot away with; %t is 
i-^iniquity, even the solemn meetmg. 

14 Your new moons and your appointed 
feasts my soul hateth ; they are a trouble 
unto me ; I am weary to b^ tkeTi/i. 

15 And when ye spread forth your 
hands, <^1 will hide mine eyes from you : 
yea, when ye ismake many prayers, I 
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will not hear: ®your hands are full of 
ihlood. 

16 If “Wash you, make you clean : put 
away the evil of your doings from b^ore 
mine eyes *, cease to do evil ; 

17 Learn to do well; *seek judgment, 
^relieve the oppressed, judge the father- 
less, plead for the widow, 

18 CQ):ae.,nQWj and *let us reason to- 
gethCT, saith the 'L ord! though your 
gms'lbie asis^i^let, ^ they shall be as white 
as snow ; though they be red like crim- 
son, they shall be as wool. 

19 If ye be willing and obedient, ye 
shall eat the good of the land : 

20 But if ye refuse and rebel, ye sliall be 
devoured with the sword : “for the mouth 
of the Lord hath spoken it. 

21 If How is the faithful city ^become 
an harlot! it was full of judgment; 
righteousness lodged in it; but now 
murderers. 

22 Thy silver is become dross, thy wine 
mixed with water : 

23 '’Thy princes are rebellious, and 
companions of thieves : every one ^loveth 
gifts, and followeth after rewards : ^they 
judge not the fatherless, neither doth the 
cause of the widow come imto them. 

24 Therefore saith the Lord, the Lord 
of hosts, the mighty One of Israel, Ak 
I will ease me of mine adversaries, and 
avenge me of mine enemies ; 

25 if And I will turn my hand upon 
thee, and ^purely purge away thy dross, 
and take away all thy tin : 

26 And I will restore thy judges as at 
the first, and thy counsellers as at the 
beginning : afterward thou shaltbe called. 
The city of righteousness, *'the faithful 
city. 

27 Zion shall be redeemed with judg- 
ment, and 9her converts with righteous- 
ness. 

28 If And the destruction of the trans- 
gressors and of the sinners shall he 
together, and they that forsake the Lord 
shall be consumed. 

29 For they shall be ashamed of ®the 
oaks which ye have desired, and ye ahall 
be confounded for ®the gardens that 
ye have chosen. 

30 For ye shall be as' “an oak whose 
leaf fadeth, and as a garden tliat hath no 
water. 

31 And the strong shall be as tow, ^ and 
the maker of it as a spark, and *they 
shall both bum together, and none shall 
quench them, 

CHAPTER 2 

T he word that ^Isaiah the son of 
Amoz saw concerning Judah and 
Jerusalem. 



ISAIAH 2,8 

2 “And it shall come to pass *in the 
last days, that the mountain of the 
Loed’s house shall he i established in 
the top of the mountains, and shall be 
exalted above the hills ; and nations 
shall flow unto it. 

3 And many people shall go and say, 

^ Come ye, and let us go up to the moun- 
tain of the Lord, to the house of the 
God of Jacob; and he will teach us of 
his ways, and we will walk in his paths : 
for out of Zion shall go forth the law, 
and the word of the Lord from Jeru- 
salem. 

4 And he shall judge among the nations, 
and shall rebuke many people : and * they 
shall beat their swords into plowshares, 
and their spears into ^pruninghoqks: 
nation shall not lift up swoi'd against 
nation,-? neither shall they learn war any 
more. 

5 0 house of Jacob, come ye, and let us 
walk in the light of the Lord. 

6 H Therefore thou hast forsaken thy 
people the house of Jacob, because they 
be replenished ^ from the east, and are 
* soothsayers Gike the Pliilistines, and 
they ® please themselves in the children 
of strangers. 

7 Their land also is full of silver and 
gold, neither is there any end of their 
treasures; their land is also "full of 
horses, neither is there any end of their 
chariots : 

8 Their land also is “full of idols ; they 
worship the work of their o^vn hands, 
that wnich their own fingers have made : 

9 And ^the mean man boweth do^vn, 
and the gi'eat man humbleth himself: 
therefore forgive them not. 

10 *11 ^ Enter into the rock, and hide thee 
in the dust, ®for fear of the Lord, and 
for the glory of his majesty. 

11 < The lofty looks of man shall be 
humbled, and the haughtiness of men 
shall be bowed down, and “the Lord 
alone shall be exalted "in that day. 

12 For tlie day of the Lord of hosts 
shall he upon every one that is proud 
and lofty, and upon eveiw one that is 
lifted up ; and he shall be brouglit low ; 

13 And upon all the cedars of Lebanon, 
that are high and lifted up, and upon 
all the oaks of Baslian, 

14 And>trpon all the high mountains, 
and upon all the hills that are lifted up, 

15 And upon every high tower, and upon 
every fenced wall, 

16 And upon all^he ships of Tarshish, 
and upon all ^2 pleasant pictures. 

17 And the loftiness of man shall be 
bowed do\vn, and the haughtiness of 
men shall be made low: and the Lord 
alone shall be exalted in that day. 

18 And the idols ^^he shall utterly a- 
bolish. 

19 And ®they shall go’ into the holes of 
the rocks, and into the caves of the 
dearth, ®for fear of the Lord, and for 
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The last days. The min of Jerusalem, 

the glory of his majesty, when he ariseth 
to shake terribly the earth. 

20 In that day a man shall cast S hig 
idols of silver, and his idols of gold, 
wliich they made ^each one for himself 
to worship, to the moles and to the bats ; 

21 To go into the clefts of the rocks, 
and into the tops of the ragged rocks, 
®for fear of the Lord, and for the glory 
of his majesty, when he ariseth to shake 
terribly the earth. 

22 /Cease ye from man, ^ whose breath 
is in his nostrils : for wherein is he to be 
accounted of ? 

CHAPTEE S 

F >E, behold, the Lord, the Lord of 
hosts, doth take away from Jem- 
salem ana from Judah Hhe stay and the 
staff, the whole stay of bread, and the 
whole stay of water, 

2 The mighty man, and the man of war, 
the judge, and the prophet, and tiie 
prudent, and the ancient, 

3 The captain of fifty, and ®the honor- 
able man, and the coimseller, and the 
cunning artificer, and the "^eloquent orator. 
4 And "‘I will give children to he their 
princes, and babes shall rule over them. 

5 And the people shall be oppressed, 
every one by another, and every one by 
his neighbour: the cliild shall behave 
himself proudly against the ancient, and 
the base against the honourable. 

6 When ^ a man shall take hold of liis 
brother of the house of his father, say- 
ing. Thou hast clothing, be thou our 
ruler, and let this ruin he under thy hand : 
7 In that day shall he ^ swear, saying, 
I will not he an healer; for in my 
house is neither bread nor clothing; 
make me not a ruler of the people. 

8 For Jemsalem is mined, and Judah is 
fallen; because their tongue and thch 
doings are against the Lord, to provoke 
the eyes of his glory. 

9 1 The shew of their countenance doth 
witness against them ; and they declare 
their sin “'as Sodom, they hide it not. 
AVoe unto their soull for they have 
rewarded evil unto themselves. 

10 Say ye to the righteous, ^tliat it shall 
he well with him : for ^they shall eat the 
fruit of their doings. 

11 Woe unto the wicked! ^it shall he 
ill with him : for the reward of his hands 
shall be given him. 

12 H As for my people, children are their 
oppressors, and women rule over them. 
0 my people, they which i^lead thee 
cause thee to err, and destroy the way 
of thy paths. 

13 The Lord standeth up “to plead, and 
standeth to judge the people. 

14 The Lord ‘^will enter into judgment 
with the ancients of his people, and the 
princes thereof : for ye have eaten up 
the vineyard ; the spoil of the poor is in 
your houses. 
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The cleansing of Zion. The viTi^yard of the Lord* 


15 What mean ye that ye “beat my 
people to pieces, and grind the faces of 
the poor? saith the Lord God of hosts. 

16 1 Moreover the Lord saith, ® Be- 
cause the daughters of Zion are haughty, 
and walk with stretched forth necks and 
^wanton eyes, walldng and 2 mincing as 
they go, and making a tinkling -with 
their feet : 

17 Therefore the Lord will smite with a 
scab the crown of the head of the daugh- 
ters of Zion, and the Lord will ® discover 
tlieir secret parts. 

18 that day the Lord will take away 
the bravery of their tinkling ornaments 
about their feet^ and their 7 cauls, and 
their round tires hke the moon, 

19 The ^chains, and tiie bracelets, and 
the 2 mufflers, 

20 The bonnets, and the ornaments of 
the legs, and the headbands, and the 

tablets, and the earrings, 

21 The rings, and nose jewels, 

22 The changeable suits of apparel, and 
the mantles, and the wimples, and the 
crisping pins, 

23 The glasses, and the fine linen, and 
the hoods, and the vails. 

24 And it shall come to pass, that in- 
stead of sweet smell there shall be stink : 
and instead of a girdle a rent; and 
instead of well set hair baldness ; and 
instead of a stomacher^* a girding of sack- 
cloth : and burning instead of beauty. 

25 Thy men shall tall by the sword, and 
thy 12 mighty in the war. 

2o And ^her gates shall lament and 
mourn ; and she being i^desolate "‘shall 
sit upon the ground. 

CHABTEE 4 

AND ®in that day seven women sliall 
u\. take hold of one man, saying. We 
will eat our own bread, and wear our 
o^vn apparel : only i^let us be called by 
thy name, 20 to take away our reproach. 

2 In that day shall ^the branch of the

f 9 ^^Ih niine ears said the Lord of 
13 |ieb!fe« 1 hosts, a truth many houses shall be 
desolate, even great and fair, without 
inhabitant. 

10 Yea, ten acres of vineyard shall 
yield one ^bath, and the seed of an 
homer shall yield * an ephah. 

11 IT *■ Woe unto them that rise up early 
in the morning, that they may follow 
strong drink ; that continue until night,. 
till wme 23 inflame them! 

12 And the harp, and the viol the 
tablet, and pipe, and wine, are in their 
feasts: but ®they regard not the work 
of the Lord, neither consider " the ope- 
ration of his hands. 

13 11 Therefore my people are gone into 
captivity, because they have no know- 
ledge: and their 25 honourable men are 
famished, and their multitude dried up 
with thii-st. 

14 Therefore hell hath enlarged herself, 
and opened her mouth without measure; 
and their glory, and their multitude, and 
their pomp, and he that rejoiceth, shall 
descend into it.

23 ^ Which justify the wicked for ® re- 
ward, and take away the righteousness of 
the righteous from him ! 

24 Therefore as the iifii’e devoureth the 
stubble, and the flame consumeth the 
chaff, so their root shall be as rottenness, 
and their blossom sliall go up as dust: 
because they liave cast away the law of 
the Lobd of hosts, and ’“despised the 
word of ®the Holy One of Israel. 

25 ^Therefore is the anger of the Loed 
kindled against his people, and he hath 
stretched forth his hand against tliem, 
and hath smitten them: and the hills 
did tremble, and their carcases were 
i-^torn in the midst of the streets. For 
all this his anger is not turned away, but 
his hand is stretched out stiU.

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CHAPTER 6 

^TN the year that king ®XJzziah died 
X saw also the Lord sitting upon a 
tin-one, high and lifted up, and Miis train 
filled the temple. 

2 Above it stood the seraphims : each 
one had /six wings ^ ^^with twain he 
covered his face,'ana with twain he covered 
his feet, and with twain he did fly. 

3 And Sone cried unto another, and 
said, ^ Holy. holy, holy, js the L ord of 
hosts : ^Tievrimle earth ^ntillpf hisj^oiy. 
XAMthenosTs ot”flie‘®^d66r moved at 
thft voice of him that cried, and ^the 
house was filled with smoke. 

5 % ’“Then said I, Woe is me ! for I am 
7 undone -.because 1 am a man of unclean 
lips, and I dwell in the midst of a people 
of unclean lips : for mine eyes have seen 
the King, the Lord of hosts. 

6 Then flew one of the seraphims unto 
me^ ^having a live coal in his hand, 
which he had taken with the tongs from 
off the altar : 

7 And he ^^laid it upon my mouth, and 
said, Lo, this hath touched thy lips ; and 
thine iniquity is taken away, and thy sin 
purged. 

8 Also I heard the voice of the Lord, 

saying, Wliom shall I send, and who will 
go for us? Then said I, 12 Here am I; 
send me. , , 

9 H And he said, Go. and tell tins peo- 
ple, Hear ye 12 indeed, but understand 
not; and see ye indeed, but perceive not. 

10 Make the heart of this people fat. 
and make their ears heavy, and shut 
their eyes ; lest they see witli their eyes, 
and hear with their ears, and understand 
with their heart, and convert, and be 
healed. 

11 Then said I, Lord, how long? And 
he answered. Until tlie cities be wasted 
without inhabitant, and the houses with- 
out man, and the land be utterly desolate, 

12 Ana the Lord have removed men 
far away, and there be a great forsaking 
in the midst of the land. 

13 t But yet in it shall be tenth, 

16 and it shall return, and shall be eaten : 
as a teil tree, and as an oak, whose 

17 substance is in them, when they cast 
their leaves: so *the holy seed shall be 
the 17 substance thereof. 

CHAPTER 7 

AND it came to pass in the days of 
Ahaz the son of Jotham, the son of 
Uzziah, king of Judah, that “Rezin the 
Idng of Syria, and “Pekah the son of 
Remaliah, king of Israel, went up toward 
Jerusalem to war against it, but could 
not prevail against it.

10 For the stars of heaven and the 
constellations thereof shall not give their 
light: ®the sun shall be darkened in his 
going forth, and the moon shall not 
cause her light to shine. 

11 And I will /punish the world for 
their evil, and the wicked for their ini- 
quity ; and I will cause the arrogancy of 
tne proud to cease, and will *lay low the 
haughtiness of the terrible. 

12 »I wiU make a man more precious 
than fine gold; even a man than *the 
golden wedge of Ophir. 

13 Therefore^! will shake the heavens, 
and the earth shall remove out of her 
place, in the wrath of the Lord of hosts, 
and in the day of his fierce anger. 

14 And it shall be as the chased roe, and 
as a sheep that no man taketh up : "they 
shall every man turn to his own people, 
and flee every one into his own land. 

16 Every one chat is found shall be 
thrust thknigh: and every one that is 
joined unto them shall fall by the 
sword. 

16 ^Their children also shall be dashed 
to pieces before theh eyes ; ^ their houses 
shifll be spoiled, and their wives ravished. 

17 I will stir up ^the Medes 
a^unst th^ which shall not regard 
^yer; md as for gold, they shall not 

bows also shall dash the young 
men to pieces; and they shall haye no 
iiity on the fruit of the womb ; their eye 
shall not spare children. 

19 t And Babylon/ the gloiy of king- 
doms, the beauty of “the Chaldees’ excel- 
lency, ^lall be lias “'when God overthrew 
Sodom and Gomorrah., 

20 ^It shall never be inhabited, neither 

■sh^l it be dwelt in from generation, to 
generation; neither shall the Arabian 
pitch tent there; neither shall the shep- 
he^s make their fold there. „ 

21 ‘'But 12 wild beasts of the desert shall 
lie tliere; and their houses shall be full 
of i^dol^ul creatures; and i-^owls shall 
dwell there, and satyrs shall dance there. 

22 And the wild beasts of the islands 
shall cry in their i® desolate houses, and 
dragons in their pleasant palaces : and 
‘*her time is near to come, and her days 
shall not be prolonged. 

CHAPTEE 14

5 The Lord hath broken the staff of the 
wicked, and^ the sceptre of the rulers.

none hindereth. , . 

7 The whole earth is at rest, and is 
quiet ; ” they break forth into singing. 

8 Yea, the fir trees rejoice at thee, and 
the cedars of Lebanon, saying, Since 
thou art laid down, no feller is come up 
against us. 

9 SHell from beneath is moved for thee 
to meet thee at thy coming: it stirreth 
up the dead for thee, even all the ® chief 
ones of the earth; it hath raised up from 
their thrones all the kings of the nations.

13 For thou hast said m thine heart, 
will ascend into heaven, *I will exalt m^ 
tiirone above the stars of God : I will sit 
also upon ® the' mount of the congrega* 
tionrin "the sides of the north: 

14 1 will ascend above the heights of the 
clouds; I w^ belike the most jBlgh. 

15 Yet 5 thou slialt be brought down to 
hell, to the sides of the pit. 

16 They that see thee shall narrowly 
look upon thee, and consider thee, sav- 
ing, Is this the man that made the earth 
to tremble, that did shake kingdoms ; 

17 That made the world as a wilderness, 
and destroyed the cities thereof; th<U 
17 opened not the house of his prisoners? 

18 All the kings of the nations, even all 

of them, lie in glory, every one in his 
own house. ^ , 

19 But thou art cast out of thy grave 
like an abominable branch, attd .as the 
raiment of those that are slain, thrust 
through with a sword, that go down to

*for the iniquity of their fathers ; /that 
they do not rise, nor possess the land, nor 
fill the face of the world with cities. 

22 Pori will rise up against them, saith 
the Loed of hosts, and cut off from 
Babylon the name, and ^renmant, and 
son, and nephew, saith the Lord. 

23 I will also make it a possession for 
the bitteniy and pools of water: and 1 
will sweep it with the besom of destruc- 
tion, saith the Lord of hosts. 

24 If The Lord of hosts hath sworn, 
saying, Surely as I have thought, so shall 
it come to pass : and as 1 have purposed, 
so shall it stand :

5 And in mercy "shall the throne be 
15 established: and he shall sit upon it 
in truth in the tabernacle of David, 
“'judging, and seeking judgment, .ana 
hasting righteousness. 

6 t ^We have heard of the pride of 
Moab ; he is very proud : even of his 
haughtiness, and his pride, and his 
wrath : hut ®his Ues shall not he so. 

7 Therefore shaU Moab <*howl for Moab, 
every one shaU howl : for the foundations 
of ®Kar-hareseth shaU ye i^moum ; surely 
theuare stricken. 

8 For ^^the fields of Heshbon languish, 
and the vine of Sibmah : the lords of 
the heathen have broken down the prin- 
cipal plants thereof, they are come even 
unto Jazer, they wandered through the 
wilderness ; her branches are i^stretched 
out, they are gone over the sea.

9 *5r Therefore I will bewail with the 
weeping of Jazer the vine of Sibmah : I 
will water thee with my tears, O Hesh- 
bon, and Elealeh : for ^ the shouting for 
summer fruits and for thy harvest 
IS fallen. 

,10 *And gladness is taken away, and 
joy out of the plentiful field ; and in 
the vineyards there shall be no singing, 
neither shall there be shouting; the 
treaders shall tread out no 'wdne in their 
presses; I have made their 'vintage 
shouting to cease. 

11 Wlprefore ‘-’my bowels shall sound 
like an harp for Moab, and min e inward 
parts for Kir-haresh.

God of thy salvation, and hast not been 
mindful of “the rock of thy strength, 
therefore shalt thou plant pleasant plants, 
and shalt set it with strange slips ; 

11 In the day shalt thou make thy plant 
to grow, and in the morning shalt thou 
make thy seed to flourish : out the bar* 
vest shall be ^b. heap ia the day of grief 
and of desperate sorrow. 

12 TI Woe to the ^multitude of many 
people, 'Which make a noise like the 
noise of the seas ; and to the rushing of 
nations, that make a rushing like the 
rushing of mighty waters ! 

13 The nations shall rush hke the rush- 
in" of many waters : but God shall re- 
buke them, and they shall flee far off, 
and shall be cliased as the chaff of the 
mountains before the wind, and like 
rolling tMng before the whirlwind. 

14 And behold at eveningtide trouble ; 
and before the morning he is not. /This 
is the portion of them that spoil us, and 
the lot of them that rob us. 

CHAPTEE 18

2 And I will ^set the Egyptians against 
the Egyptians: and they shall fight every 
one against his brother, and every one

3 And the spirit of Egypt shall ^ fail in 
the midst thereof ; and 1 will ^ destroy the 
counsel thereof : and they shall seek to 
the idols, and to the charmers, and to 
®them that have familiar spirits, and to 
the wizards. 

4 And the Egyptians will I ^mve over 
into the hand of ^a cruel lord; and a 
fierce king^shall rule over them, saith the 
Lord, theXiOED of hosts. 

5 And the waters shall fail from the 
sea, and the river shall be wasted and 
dried up. 

6 And they shall turn the rivers far 
away; and the brooks of defence shall 
he emptied and diied up ; the reeds and 
flags shall wither. 

7 The paper reeds by the brooks, by the 
mouth of the brooks, and every thing 
sown by the brooks, shall wither, be 
driven away, and be no more, 

8 *The fishers also shall mourn, and all 
they that cast angle into the brooks shall 
lament, and they that spread nets upon 
the waters shall languisE 

9 Moreover they that work in ^fine flax, 
and they tliat weave ^networks, shall be 
confounded. 

10 And they shall be broken in the 
5 purposes thereof, all that make sluices 
a wd ponds ^ofor fish. 

11 1 Surely the princes of *^Zoan are 
fools, the counsel of the wise counsellers 
of Pharaoh is become brutish : how say 
ye unto Pharaoh, I am the son of the 
wise, the son of ancient kings? 

12 ^AYhere are they? where are thy 
wise men? and let them tell thee now, 
and let them know wliat the Loud of 
hosts hath purposed upon Egypt. 

13 The princes of Zoan are become 
fools, the princes of “Noph are de- 
ceived; they have also seduced Egypt, 
even '^Hhey that are the stay of the tribes 
thereof. 

14 The Loed hath mingled per- 
verse spirit in the midst thereof: and 
they have caused Egypt to eiT in every 
work thereof, as a drunken man stag- 
gereth in his vomit. 

15 Neither shall there be any work for 
Egypt, which * the head or tail, branch or 
rush, may do. 

16 ‘*In that day shall E^t ®be like 

unto women: and it shall be afraid and 
fear because of •''the shaking of the hand 
of the Loed of hosts, which he shaketh 
over it ^ 

17 And the land of Judah shall be a 
terror unto Egypt, every one that maketh 
mention thereof shall be afraid in him- 
self, because of the counsel of the Loed 
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of hosts, which he hath determined 
against it. 

18 II “^In that day shall five cities in 
the land of Egypt » speak 2 the language 
of Canaan, and swear to the Loed of 
hosts; one shall be called, The city 3 of 
destruction. 

19 “In that day shall there be ®an altar 
to the Loed ^in the midst of the land of 
Egypt, and a pillar at the border thereof 
to the Loed. 

20 And it shall be for a sign and /for a 
witness unto the Lord of hosts in the 
land of Eg 3 ^t : for they shall cry unto 
the Lord because of the oppressors, 
and he shall send them a saviour, and 
a gi*eat one, and he shall deUver them. 

21 And the Lord, shall be known to 
Egypt, and ^the Egyi)tians shall know the 
Lord “in that day, and shall do sacri- 
fice and ^oblation ; yea, they shall vow 
a vow unto the Lord, and perform it. 

22 And the Lord shall smite Egypt: 
he shall smite and heal it: and they 
shall retrnn even to the Lord, and he 
shall he intreated of them, and shall heal 
them. 

23 IT “In that day /shall there be a 
highway out of Egypt to Assyria, and 
the Assyrian shall come into Egypt, 
and the Egyptian into Assyria, and 
the Egyptians sliaU serve with the 
Ass 3 u*ians. 

24 “In that day shall Israel he the third 
with^ Egypt and with Assyria, even a 
blessing m the midst of tlie land : 

25 Whom the Lord of hosts shall bless, 
sajing, Blessed 6^ Egypt ’"my people, and 
Assyria ®the work of my hands, and 
Israel ■^’mine inheritance. 


CHAPTER 20 

r r the year that ® Tartan came unto 
*Ashdod, (when Sargon the king of 
Assyria sent him,) and fought against 
Ashdod, and took it ; 

2 At the same time spake the Lord i^by 
’^Isaiah the son of Amoz, saying, Go and 
loose ''the sackcloth from ofl* thy loins, 
and put off' thy shoe from thy foot. And 
he did so, walking “'naked and barefoot. 

3 And the Lord said, Like as my ser- 
vant Isaiah hath walked naked and 
barefoot three years for *a sign and 
wonder upon Egypt and upon ^ Ethiopia :

12 brought water to him that was tliirsty, 
they ‘prevented Avith their bread him 
that fled. 

15 For they fled i^from the swords, from 
the drawn sword, and from the bent bow, 
and from the grievousness of war. 

16 For thus hath the Lord said unto me. 
Within a year, * according to the years of 
an hireling, and all the glory of ^Kedar 
shall fail : 

17 And the residue of the number of 
1® archers, the mighty men of the children 
of Kedar, shall be diminished : for the 
Lord God of Israel hath spoken it. 
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CHAPTER 22 

T he ^burden of ^ the valley of vision. 

What aileth thee now, tliat thou art 
wholly gone up to the housetops ? 

2 Thou that art full of stirs, a tumul- 
tuous city, /a joyous city : thy slain men 
are not slain Avith the sword, nor dead in 
battle. 

3-^ All thy rulei-s are fled together, they 
are bound 2 by the archers : all that are 
found in thee are bound together, which 
have fled from far. 

4 Therefore said I, Look away from me; 
I will^AA^eep bitterly, labour not to com- 
fort me, because of the spoiling of the 
daughter of my people. 

5 I'or it is *a day of trouble, and of 
treading down, and of perplexity the 
Lord God of hosts in the valley of vision, 
breaking doAvn the walls, and of crying 
to the mountains. 

6 And "Elam bare the quiver with 
chariots of men and horsemen, and 
®Kir 6 uncovered the sliield. 

7 And it sliall come to pass, that ^thy 
choicest valleys shall be full of chariots, 
and the horsemen shall set themselves in 
array ‘^at the gate. 

8 11 And he discovered the covering of 
Judah, and thou didst look in that day 
to the armour of ^the house of the forest, 
9 ® Ye hav'e seen also the breaches of the 
city of David, that they are many : and 
^ye gathered together the waters of "the 
lower pool 

10 And ye have numbered the houses 
of Jerusalem, and the houses have ye 
broken doAvn to fortify the wall, 

11 * Ye made also a ditch between the 
two walls for the water of the old pool : 
but ye have not looked unto the maker 
thereof, neither had respect unto hiTm 
that fashioned it long ago. 

12 And in that day did tlie Lord God of 
hosts call ^ to weeping, and to mourning, 
and ®to baldness, and to girding Avim 
sackcloth: 

13 And behold joy and gladness, slaying 
oxen, and killing sheep, eating flesh, and 
druiking wine : /let us eat and drink ; for 
to morrow we shall die. 

14 And it was revealed in mine ears by 
the Lord of hosts. Surely this iniquity 
shall not be purged from you till ye 
die, saith the Lord God of hosts. 

15 If Thus saith the Lord God of hosts, 
Go, get thee unto this treasurer, even 
unto ^Shebna, which is over the house, 
and say, 

16 What hast thou here? and whom 
hast thou here, that thou hast hewed 
thee out a sepulclire here, he lhat 
heweth him out a sepulchre on hfeh* 
and that graveth an habitation for him- 
self in a rock? 

17 Behold, the Lord will carry thee 
EAvay Avith mighty captivity, and 
will surely cover thee. 
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18 He •will surely -violently turn and 
toss thee like a ball into a ^ large coun- 
try : there shalt thou die, and there the 
chariots of thy glory shaU he the shame 
of thy lord’s house* 

19 And I win drive thee from thy 
station, and from thy state shall he 
puU thee down. 

20 T1 And it shall come to pass in that 
day, that I wiU call my servant “Eliakim 
the son of Hilkiah ; 

21 And I will clothe him with thy robe, 
and strengthen him with thy girdle, and 
I will commit thy government into his 
hand: and he shall be a father to the 
inhabitants of Jerusalem, and to the 
house of Judah. 

22 And the key of the house of David 
will I lay ®upon his shoulder; so ‘^he 
shall open, and none shall shut; and 
he shall shut, and none shall open. 

23 And I will fasten him as ^a nail 
in a sure place; and he shall be ^for a 
glorious throne to his father’s house. 

24 And they shall hang upon him all 
the glory of his father’s house, the off- 
spring^ and the issue, all 7 vessels of small 
quantity, from the vessels of cups, even 
to all the vessels of flagons. 

25 In that day, saith tlie Lord of hosts, 
sliall *the nail that is fastened in the 
sure place be removed, and be cut dowm, 
and fall: and the ^ burden that was upon 
it shall be cut off; *for the Loed hath 
spoken 

CHAPTER 23 

rpHE ^burden of "Tyre. Howl, ye 
X ships of Tarshish; for it is laid 
waste, so that there is no house, no 
entering in ; from the land of ° Chittim 
it is revealed to them.

29 This also cometh forth from the Lord 
of hosts, ^ which is wonderful in counsel, 
and excellent in working.

11 I said, I shall not see the Lord, 
even the Lord, ®in the land of the 
living: I shall behold man no more 
with the inhabitants of the world. 

12 Mine age is departed, and is removed 
from me ^ as a shepherd’s tent : I have 
cut off *like a weaver my life: he will 
cut me off ^with pining sickness: from 
day even to night wilt thou make an 
end of me. 

13 I reckoned till morning, that^ as a 
lion, so win he break all my bones: 
from day even to night wilt thou make 
an end of me. 

14 like a crane or a swallow, so did 
I chatter: I did mourn as a dove: 
^mine eyes fail with looking upward: 

0 Lord, I am oppressed; ^undertake 
for me. 

15 What shall I say? he hath both 
spoken unto me, and himself hath done 
it : I shall "go softly all my years in the 
bitterness of my soul. 

16 O Lord, by these things men live, 
and in all these things is the life of 
my spirit: so wilt thou recover me, 
and inake me to live. 

17 Behold, 8for peace I had great 
bitterness.: but ^thou hast in love to 
my sold delivered it from the pit of 
corruption: for thou hast cast all my 
sins beliind thy back.

17 And the residue thereof he maketh a 

f od, even his graven image : he faileth 
own unto it, and worshippeth it^ and 
^prayeth unto it, and saith, Heliver me ; 
for thou art my god. 

18 They have not known nor under- 
stood: for he hath ®shut their eyes, that 
they cannot see: ar.d their hearts, that 
they cannot understand. 

19 And none ^ considereth in his heart, 
neither is there knowledge nor under- 
standing to say, I have bmned part of it 
in the fire ; yea, also I have baked bread 
upon the coals thereof ; I have roasted 
flesh, and eaten it: and shall I make the 
residue thereof an abomination? shall I 
fall down to ^the stock of a tree?

' 5 Sit thou silent, and get thee into 
darkness, 0 daughter of the Chaldeans : 
for thou shalt no more be called,^ The 
la^ of kingdoms. 

was wroth with my people, 
nave polluted mine inheritance, and given 
them into tliine hand: thou didst shew 
them no mercy ; ^«upon the ancient hast 
thou very heavily laid thy yoke. 

7 H And thou saidst, I shall be ^a lady 
for ever ; so tliat thou didst not lay these 
things to thy heart, neither didst remem- 
ber the latter end of it. 

8 Therefore hear now this, thou that 
art given to pleasures, tliat dwellest 
carelessly, that sayest in thine heart, ‘’I 
am, and none else beside me; shall 
not sit as a widow, neither shall I know 
the loss of children :

12 * Stand now with thine enchant- 
ments, and with the multitude of thy 
sorceries, wherein thou hast laboured 
from thy youth; if so be thou slialt be 
able to protit, if so be thou mayest prevail. 

13 *Thou ai’t wearied in tlie multitude 
of thy counsels. ‘*Let now the astrolo- 
gers, the stargazers, ^the monthly prog- 
nosticators, stand up, and save thee 
from these things -that shall come upon 
thee. 

14 Behold, they shall be /as stubble; 
the fh-e shall burn them ; they shall not 
deliver 9 themselves from the power of 
the flame : there shall not be a coal to 
warm at, nor fire to sit before it. 

15 Thus shall they be unto thee with 
whom thou hast laboui*ed, even *th: 
merchants, from thy youth : they shal 
wander every one to his quarter ; none 
shall save thee.

8 Yea, thou heardest not; yea, thou 
knewest not ; yea, from tliat time that 
tliine ear was not opened: for I knew 
that thou wouldest deal very treacherous- 
ly, and wast called a transgressor ^ from 
the womb.

13 °Mme hand also hath laid the foun- 
dation of the earth, and ^ray right hand 
hath spanned the heavens : when I call 
unto them, they stand up togetlier. 

14 All ye, assemble yourselves, and hear; 
®wluch among them hath declared these 
things? ^The Lord hath loved him: 
^he will do his pleasure on Babylon, and 
his arm shall he on Hhe Chaldeans. 

15 L even I, have spoken ; yea, /I have 
called him : I have brought h i m , and he 
shall make his way prosperous.

‘^neitliersliall ttie' Keat nor sun smite 
them : for he that hath mercy on them 
shairiead 'them, even by ‘''the springs of 
water shall he ^ide them. 

11 And ^I will make all my mountains 
a way, and my highways shall be exalted. 

12 Behold, 'Hbese shall come from far:

5 IT The Lord God hath opened mine 
ear, and *I was not rebellious, neither 
turned away back.

7 II For the Lord God will help me ,* 
therefore shall I not be confounded; 
therefore have ’’I set my face lilre a 
flint, and know that I shall not be 
asliamed. 

8 ^ He is near that justifieth me { “^who 
will contend with me? let us stand to- 
gether : who is ^mine adversary? let him 
come near to me. 

9 “Behold, the Ix)rd GtOD will help me ; 
who is he that shall condemn me? lo, 
““they all shall wax old as a garment; 
^^the moth shall eat them up. 

10 H Who is among you that feareth 
the Lord, tliat obeyeth the voice of his 
servant, walketh in darkness, and 
hath no light? let him trust in the name 
of the Lord, and^stay upon liis God. 

11 Behold, all ye that kindle a fire, that 
compass yourselves about with sparks: 
walk in the light of your fire, and in the 
sparks ye have kindled, ^^This shall 
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ye have of mine hand ; ye shall lie down, 
“in sorrow. 


CHAPTER 51 

^ TTEARKEN to me, ®ye that follow 
JJL after righteousness, ye that seek 
the Lord : look unto the rock whence ye 
are heivn, and to the hole of the pit 
whence ye are digged, 

2 Look unto ^ Abraham your father, and 
unto '‘Sarah that bare you : *for I called

5 *’My righteousness is near ; my salva- 
tion is gone forth, and ^mine arms shall 
judge the people; ®the isles shall wait 
upon me, and on mine arm sliall they 
trust. 

6 *Lift up your eyes to the heavens, and 
look upon the earth beneath: for ‘^the 
heavens shall vanish away like smoke, 
and /the earth shall wax old like a 
garment, and they that dwell therein 
shall die in like manner : but my salva- 
tion shall be for ever, and my righteous- 
ness shall not be abolished. 

7 H Hearken unto me, ye that know 
righteousness, the people in wdiose heart 
is my law; yfear ye not the reproach of 
men, neither be ye afraid of their revilings. 

8 For ^the moth shall eat them up like 
a garment, and the worm shall eat them 
like wool : bub my righteousness shall be 
for ever, and my salvation from genera- 
tion to generation. 

9 IT °.Awake, awake, put on strength, 
■^0 arm of the Lord ; awake, as ^ in the 
ancient days, in the generations of old. 
Art thou not it that liath cut ®Rahab, 
and wounded “the dragon? 

10 Art thou not it which hath " dried 
the sea, the waters of the great deep; 
that hath made the depths of the sea a 
way for ^the ransomed to pass over? 

11* Therefore the redeemed of the Lord 
sliall return, and come with singing unto 
Zion ; and everlasting loy shall he upon 
their head; they shall obtain gladness 
and joy ; and sorrow and moummg sliall 
flee away. 

12 I, even I, am ®“he that comforteth 
you : who art thou, that thou shouldest 
‘''‘‘be afraid of a man that shall die, and of 
the son of man which shall he made as 
grass; 

1.3 And forgettest the Lord thy maker, 
'‘'‘that hath stretched forth the heavens, 
1 and laid the foundations of the earth', 
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and hast feared continually every day 
because of the fui-y of the oppressor, as if 
he i-were ready to destroy? and where is 
tlie fury of the oppressor? 

14 The captive exile hasteneth that he 
may be loosed, and ^that he should not 
die m the pit,nor;thathisbreadshouldfail.

16 And /I have put my words in thy 
mouth, and I ^‘'have covered thee in the 
shadow of mine hand, that I may plant 
the heavens, and lay me foundations of 
the earth, and say unto Zion, *Thou art 
my people. 

17 TT ^ Awake, awake, stand up, 0 Jem- 
salem, which hast drunk at the hand of 
the Lord "the cup of his fury; ®thou 
hast drunken the dregs of the cup of 
trembling, and wrung them out. 

18 There is none to guide her among all | 
the sons whom she hath brought forth ; 
neither is there any that taketh her by 
the hand of all the sons that she hath 
brought up. 

19 These two things ^are come unto 

thee ; who shall be sorry for thee? deso- 
lation, and ^destruction, and the famine, 
and the sword ; “ by whom shall I comfort 
thee? i 

20 *'Thy sons have fainted, they lie at 
tlie head of all the streets, as a wild bull 
in a net : they are full of the fury of the 
Lor]X the rebuke of thy God. 

21 1i Therefore hear now this, thou 
afflicted, and ^drunken, but not with 
wine: 

22 Thus saith thy Lord the Lord, and 
thy God that ^pleadeth the cause of his 
people. Behold, i liave taken out of thine 
hand the cup of trembling, erenihQ dregs 
of the cup of my fury; thou slialt no 
more drinls it again : 

23 But /I will put it into the hand of 
them that afflict tliee; which have said 
to thy souk Bow down, that we may go 
over : and thou hast laid thy body as the 
ground, and as the street, to them that 
went over.

clean, ^ that bear the vessels of the Lord.

8 For I the Loed love judgment, 
hate robbery for burnt offering; and 
I will direct their work in truth, and 
I will make an everlasting covenant 
with them. 

9 And "their seed shall be known^ a- 
mong the Gentiles, and their oflspring 
among the people: all that see tliem 
shall acknowledge them, that they are 
the seed 'which the Lord hath blessed. 

10 I will OTeatly rejoice in the Lord, 

my soul shall be joyful in my God; 
for ^'he hath clothed me with the gar- 
ments of salvation, he hath covered me 
with the robe of righteousness, as a 
bridegroom ^ decketh himself with orna- 
ments, and ^ as a bride adorneth herself 
with her jewels. , , , 

11 For as the earth bringeth lorth her 
hud, and as the garden causeth the 
things that are sown in it to spring 
forth; so the Lord God will cause 
righteousness and praise to spring forth 
before all the nations. 

CHAPTER 62 

T?OR Zion’s sake ■will I not hold my 
1- peace, and for Jerusalem’s sake I 
■will not rest, until /the righteousness 
thereof go forth as brightness, and the 
salvation thereof as a lamp that bumeth. 

2 And *the Gentiles shall see thy right- 
eousness, and *all kings thy glory: and 
thou shalt be called by "a new name, 
which the mouth of the Lord shall name.

6 I have set ^watchmen upon thy 
walls, 0 Jerusalero, which shall never 
hold their peace day nor night: ye 
that ^make mention of the Lokd, keep 
not silence, 

7 And give him no ^rest, till he es- 
tablish, and till he make Jerusalem 

praise in the eai-th. 

8 The Lord hath sworn by his right 
hand, and by the arm of his strength, 
^Surely will no more give thy com 
to he meat for tliine enemies; and the 
sons of the stranger shall not di-ink thy 
wine, for the whidi thou hast laboured : 

9 But they that have gathered it shall 
eat it, and praise the Lord; and they 
that have brought it together shall drink 
it ’’^in the comts of my holiness. 

10 11 Go tlirough, go thi*ough the gates ; 
^prepare ye the way of the people; cast 
up, cast up the highway ; gather out the 
stones ; ^lift up a standard for the people. 

11 Behold, the Lord hath proclaimed 
unto the end of the world, ^'Say ye 
to the daughter of 2ion, Behold, ^thy 
salvation cometh; ^behold, his reward 
is with him, and his ^Avork before him.

CHAPTER 63

8 For he said, Surely they are mj 
people, children that will not lie: sc 
he was their Saviour. 

9 ®In aU their affliction he was afiflicted 
and ^the angel of his presence savec 
them: in his love and in liis pity ‘'he 
redeemed them ; and he bare them, anc 
/cai-ried them all the days of old. 

10 H But 'nhey labelled, and * vexed hij 
holy Spirit: therefore he was turned tc 
be their enemy, and he fought againsi 
them. 

11 Then *he remembered the days oj 
old, Moses, and his people, saying, 
Where is ^he that brought them uj 
out of the sea Avith the ® shepherd oj 
his flock? where is he that put hif 
holy Spiiit witliin him? 

12 Tliat led them by the right hand oi 
Moses Avith his glorious arm, "dividing 
the water before them, to make himseC 
an everlasting name ? 

13 Tliat led them through the deep, 
as an horse in the Avilderness, ihai 
they should not stumble ? 

14 As a beast goeth doAvn into the 
valley, tlie Spiiit of the Lord causec 
liim to rest: so didst thou lead thj 
people, to make thyself a glorious name 

15 H Look doAvn from heaven, anc 
behold “’from the habitation of thj 
holiness and of thy glory: Avhere ts 
thy zeal and thy strength, 7 the sound- 
ing of thy boAvels and of thy mercies 
towai’d me? are they restiained? 

16 ® Doubtless tliou art our father, 
though Abiuliam be ignorant of us, 
and Israel acknoAvledge us not: thou, 
O Lord, art our father, ^our redeemer; 
thy name is from everlasting. 

17 11 0 Lord, Avhy hast thou *made us 
to err from thy Ava 3 's, and ^hardened 
our heart from thy feai*? Return for 
thy servants’ sake, the tribes of tliine 
inheritance. 

18 /The people of thy holiness have 
possessed it but a Uttle wliile : our adver- 
saries have trodden doAvn thy sanctuary. 

19 We are thine; thou never barest 
rule over them; ^^they were not called 
by thy name, 

CHAPTER 64 

O H that thou A\^ouldest ^rend the 
heavens, that thou Avouldest come 
doAvn, that the mountains might flow 
down at thy presence, 

2 As when melting fire bumeth,

11 Our holy and our beautiful house, 
where our fathers praised thee, ® is burned 
up with fire : and all our pleasant things 
are laid waste. 

12 WUt thou “refrain thyself for these 
ihingsy 0 Lord? wilt thou hold thy 
peace, and afflict us very sore? 

CHAPTEE 65 

"T AM sought of them that asked not 
X for me; I am found of them that 
sought me not : I said, Behold me, behold 
me, unto a nation that ®was not called 
by my name. 

2 have spread out my hands all the 
day unto a reoellious people, wliich walk- 
etn in a way that was not good, after 
their own tlioughts; 

3 A people that provoketh me to anger 
continually “ to my face ; that sacrificeth 
*in gardens, and burneth incense s upon 
**altai-s of brick ; 

4 ® Which remain among the graves, 
and lodge in the monuments, -^wluch eat 
swine’s flesh, and 9 broth of abominable 
things is in their vessels; 

6 ^vVhich say. Stand by thyself, come 
not near to me ; for I am holier than 
thou. These are a smoke in my lOnose, a 
fire that burneth all the day. 

6 Behold, *^it is written before me : I will 
not keep silence, but ’"will recompense, 
even recompense "into their bosom, 

7 Your iniquities, and ‘’the iniquities of 
your fathers together, saith the Lord, 
p which have burned incense upon the 
mountains, ®and blasphemed me upon 
the hills : therefore will I measui'e their 
former work into their bosom. 
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8 11 Thus saith the Lord, As the new 
wine is found in the cluster, and one 
saith. Destroy it not ; for * a blessing is 
in it : so will! do for my servants’ sakes, 
that I may not destroy them alL 

9 -And I will bring forth a seed out of 
Jacob, and out of Judah an inheritor of 
my mountains: and mine ‘Select shall 
inherit it, and my servants shall dwell 

10 And /Sharon shall be a fold of flocks, 
and *the valley of Achor a place for the 
herds to lie down in, for my people that 
have sought me. 

11 H But ye are they that forsake the 
Lord, that forget ■<^my holy mountain, 
that prepare *a table for that ^ troop, and 
that furnish ’"the drink offering unto 
that 4 number.

^I8"But be ye glad and rejoice for ever 
in that which I create : for, behold, I 
create JeiTisalem a rejoicing, and her 
people a joy. 

19 -And ^1 will rejoice in Jerus^em, 
and joy in my people : and *the voice of 
weeping shall be no more heard in her, 
nor the voice of crying. 

20 There shall be no more thence an 
infant of days, nor an old man that hath 
not filled his days: for ^ the child shall 
die an hundred years old; but ^the 
sinner being an hundred years old shall 
be accursed. 

21 And they shall build houses, and 
inhabit them; and they shall plant vine- 
yards, and eat the fmit of them. 

22 They shall not build, and another 
inhabit ; they shall not plant, and another 
eat: for ’’as the days of a tree are the 
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days of my people, and mine elect ^sliall 
long enjoy tlie work of their hands.

CHAPTEE 66 

rpHTJS saith the Lord, ” The heaven is 
JL my tlnone, and the earth is my 
footstool: where is the house that ye 
build “unto me 2 and where is the place 
of my rest? 

2 Eor all tliose things hath mine hand 
made, and aU those things have been, 
saith the Lord: but ^to tliis man will 
I look, e'om to him that is poor and ^of 
a contrite spirit, and trembleth at my 
word. 

3 "He that killeth an ox is as if he slew 
a man ; he tliat sacrificeth a ^ lamb, as if 
he cut off a dog’s neck ; he that ofiereth 
an oblation, ^a$ if he offered swine’s 
blood; he that s burnetii incense, as ^he 
blessed an idol.

]oy, and toy shall be asliamed. 

6 A voice of noise from to city, a voice 
from the temple, a voice of the Lord 
that rendereth recompence to his enemies. 

7 Before she travailed, she brought 
forth; before her pain came, she was 
d^vered of a man child. 

8 "Vnio hath heard such a thing? who 

hath seen such things? Shall the eai-th 
be made to bring forth in one day? or 
shall a nation be bom at once? for as 
soon as Zion travailed, she brought forth 
her children. , 

9 Shall I bring to to birth, and not 
® cause to brhi^orth? saith the Lord: 
shall I cause to bring forth, and shut the 
womb? saith thy God. 

10 ^Eeioice ye with Jerusalem, and be 
glad with her, all ye that love her : rejoice 
for joy with her, all ye that mourn for 
her: 
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11 That “ye may suck, and be satisfied 
with the breasts of her consolations* 
that ye may milk out, and be delighted 
with the 2 abundance of her glory. 

12 Eor thus saith the Lord, Behold, I 
will extend ‘^neace to her like a river, and 
/the glory of the Gentiles like a flowing 
stream: then shall ye suck, ^ye shall be 
borne upon her sides, and be dandled 
upon her knees. 

13 As one whom his mother comforteth, 
so -will I comfort you ; and ye shall be 
comforted in Jerusalem. 

14 And when ye see this, your heart shall 
rejoice, and *“your bones shall flourish 
like an herb : and the hand of to Lord 
shall be known toward his servants, and 
7iis indignation towaid his enemies. 

15 Por, behold, ^the Lord -will come 
with fire, and with ^his chariots like a 
whirlwind, to render his anger witli fury, 
and his rebuke with flames of fire. 

16 Por by fire and ^by his sword will 
the Lord plead with all flesh: and ’’the 
slain of tlie Lord shall be many. 

17 They that sanctify themselves, and 
pmify themselves “in the gardens s be- 
hind one tree in the midst, " eating swine’s 
flesli, and the abomination, and ®the 
mouse, shall he consumed together, saith 
the Lord. 

18 Por I hnozif their works and their 
thoughts: it shall come, that I will 
gather all nations and tongues; and 
®they shall come, and see my glory. 

19 And I will set “a sign among them, 
and I will send those that escape of tom 
unto the nations, to Tarsliish, Pul, and 
Lud, that draw the bow, to Tubal, and 
Javan, to the isles afar on, that have not 
heard my fame, neither have seen my 
glory; and ®they shall declare my glory 
among the Gentiles.

CHAPTER 1 

words of Jeremiah the son of ! 
X Hilkiah, “of the priests that vicre in 
* Anathoth in the land of Benjamin ; 

2 To whom the word of the Lord came 
intlie days of Josiah the son of Amon 
king of Judah, ®in tlie tlhiteenth year of 
nis reign. 

3 It came also in the days of -^Jehoiakim 
the son of Josiah king of Judah, unto 
the end of the eleventh year of ^ Zeaekiah 
the son of Josiah king of Judah, ^unto 
the carrying away of Jerusalem captive 
in the fifth month. 

4 Then the word of the Lord came 
unto me, saying, 

6 Before I ^formed thee in the belly I 
knew thee i and-?' before thou earnest forth 
out of the womb I sanctified thee, and 
I ^ordained thee a prophet *unto the 
nations. 

6 Then said I, ^Ali, Lord God! behold, 

I cannot speak : for I am a child. 

7 H But the Lord said unto me, Say 
uot, I am a child : for thou shalt go to 
all that I shall send thee, and ^whatso- 
ever I command thee thou slialt speak. 

8 Be not afraid of their faces: for I am 
with thee to deliver thee, saith the Lord. 

9 Then Hhe Lord put forth his hand, 
and ^touched my mouth. And the 
Lord said onto me, Behold, I have put 
my words in thy mouth. 

10 See, I have this day set thee over the 
nations and over the kingdoms, to root 
out, and to pulldown, and to destroy, and 
to throw do^vn, to build, and to plant. 

HU Moreover the word of the Loro 
came unto me, saying, Jeremiah, what 
seest thou? And I said, I see a rod of 
an almond tree. 

12 Then said the Lord unto me. Thou 
hast wen seen: for I will hasten my 
word to perform it. 

13 And the word of the Lord came 
unto me the second time, saying, What 
seest thou? And I said, I see ® a seeth- 
ing pot ; and the face thereof is s toward 
the north. 

14 Then the Lord said unto me, ®'Out 
of the north an evil ® shall break forth 
upon all tlie inhabitants of the land. 

15 For, lo, I will call all the families of 
the kingdoms of the north, saith the 
Lord; and they shall come, and “they 
shall set every one his thmne at the 
entering of the gates of Jerusalem, and 
against all the walls thereof round about, 
and against all the cities of Judah, 

16 And will utter my judgments 
against them touching all their wicked- 
ness, who have forsaken me, and have 
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burned incense unto other gods, and 
worshipped the works of their own hands. 

17 H Thou therefore gird up thy loins, 
and arise, and speak unto them all that 
I command thee : ®be not disma 3 ^ed at 
their faces, lest I ^ confound thee before 
them. 

18 For, behold, I have made thee this 
day a defenced city, and an iron pillai*, 
and brasen walls against the whole land, 
against the kings of Judah, against the 
princes thereof, against the priests thereof, 
and against tlie people of the land., 

19 And they ^lall fight against thee; 
but they shall not prevail against thee; 
for I am with thee, saith the Lord, to 
deliver thee. 

CHAPTER 2 

ll/rOREOVER the word of the Lord 
jjX. came to me, saying, 

2 Go and cry in the ears of Jerusalem, 
saying, Thus saith the Lord; I remem- 
ber 3 thee, the kindness of ”Hhy youth, 
”the love of thine espousals, when thou 
wentest after me in the wilderness, ®ia a 
land that was not sown. 

3 ® Israel was holiness unto the Lord, 
and '‘the firstfruits of his increase: all 
that devour him shall offend ; evil shall 
come upon them, saith the Lord. 

4 Heal’ ye the word of the Lord, 0 
house of Jacob, and all the families of 
the house of Israel: 

5 U Thus saith the Lord, “'V^Tiat ini- 
quity have your fathers found in me, 
that thev are gone far from me, and 
have walked after vanity, and are become 
vain? 

6 Neither said they, Where is the 
Lord that brought us up out of the 
land of Egypt, that led us through the 
wilderness, through a land of deserts and 
of pits, tluough a land of drought, and 
of the shadow of death, through a land 
that no man passed through, and where 
no man dwelt? 

7 And I brought you into plentiful 
country, to eat the fruit thereof and the 
goodness thereof; but when ye entered, 
ye * defiled my land, and made mine 
heritage an abomination. 

8 The priests said not, Where is the 
Lord? and ^'they that handle the law 
knew me not: ®the pastors also trans- 
gressed against me, and *the prophets 
prophesied by Baal, and walked after 
thiiws that do not profit. 

9 Wherefore I ®\vill yet plead with 
you, saith the Lord, and with your 
children’s children will I plead. 

10 ''For pass 7 over the isles of /Ohittim, 
and see; and send unto ^Kedar, and 
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The ein^ of Israel and of Judahs 


consider diligently, and see if there be 
such a thing. 

11 “Hath a nation changed thdrgodi^ 
^whicli are yet no gods? but my people 
have changed their glory for that which 
doth not profit. 

12 Be astonished, 0 ye heavens, at this, 
and be horribly afraid, be ye very de- 
solate, saith the Lord. 

13 For my people have committed two 
evils; /they nave forsaken me the foun- 
tain of ^living waters, and hewed them 
but cisterns, broken cisterns, that can 
hold no water. 

14 1i Is Israel a servant? is he a home- 
bom slave? why is he ^spoiled? 

15 ^The young lions roared upon him, 
and ® yelled, mid they made his land 
waste: his cities are burned ivithout 
inhabitant, 

16 Also the children of Noph and 
Tahapanes ^have broken the crown of 
thy head. 

17 Hast thou not procured this unto 
thyself, in that thou liast forsaken the 
Loud tliy God, when he led thee by the 
way? 

18 And now %hat hast thou to do in 
the way of Egypt, to drink the waters of 
Sihor? or what hast thou to do in the 
way of Assyria, to drink the waters of 
*”tne river? 

19 Thine own wickedness shall correct 
thee, and thy backslidings sliall reprove 
thee : know therefore and see that it is 
an evil thing and bitter, that tliou hast 
forsaken the Lord tliy God, and that 
my fear is not in thee, saitli the Lord 
God of hosts. 

20 H For of old time I have broken thy 
yoke, and binst thy bands; and thou 
saidst, I will not ^transgi’ess; when 
^upon every high hill and under every 
green tree thou wandcrest, Splaying the 
harlot. 

21 Yet I had planted thee ^a noble vine, 
wholly a right seed: how then art thou 
turned into the degenerate plant of a 
strange vine imto me? 

22 For though thou wash thee with 
nitre, and take thee much soap, yet thine 
iniqui^ is marked before me, saith the 
Lord God. 

23 How canst thou say, I am not 

polluted, I have not gone after Baalim? 
see thy wav “in the valley, know what 
thou hast done: art a swift dro- 

medary traversing her ways; 

24 12 A wild ass iS^used to the wilderness, 
tAatsnufiethupthewindati^herpleasui'e; 
in her occasion who can i®tum her away? 
all they that seek her vrill not weary them- 
selves : in her month they shall find her. 

25 Witlihold thy foot from being un- 
^od, and thy tnroat from thirst; but 
thou saidst, There is no hope: no; for 
1 have loved strangers, and after tnem 
will I go. 

2fi As the thief is ashamed when he is 
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found, so is the house of Israel ashamed; 
they, their kings, their princes, and their 
priests, and their prophets, 

27 Saying to ‘'a stock, Thou art my 
father; and to a stone, Thou hast 
1 brought me forth: for they have turned 
Hheir back unto me, and not their face; 
but ^in the time of their trouble they 
will say, Ai'ise, and save us. 

28 But ‘’where are thy gods that thou 
hast made thee? leb them arise, if they 
can save thee in the time of tliy trouble: 
^ifor according to the number of thy 
cities are thy gods, 0 Judah. 

29 Wherefore will ye plead with me? ye 
all have transgressed against me, saith 
the Lord. 

30 In vain /have I smitten youi* cliil- 
di*en ; they mceived no correction: *your 
own sword hath devoured your prophets, 
like a destroying lion. 

31 t 0 generation, see ye the word of 
the Lord. Have I been a wilderness 
unto Israel? a land of darkness? where- 
fore say my people, ^We are lords; we 
will come no more unto thee? 

32 Can a maid forget her ornaments, or 
a bride her attire? yet my people have 
forgotten me days without number. 

33 Why trimmest thou thy way to seek 
love? therefore hast thou also taught the 
wicked ones' thy ways. 

34 Also in thy skirts is found *^the blood 
of the souls of _ the poor innocents : I 
have not found it by ^secret search, but 
upon all these. 

35 Yet thou sayest. Because I am inno- 
cent, surely his anger sliall turn from 
me. Behold, wiU plead with thee, 
because thou sayest. I have not simied. 

36 Why gaddest thou about so much 
to change thy way? thou also shalt 
be ashamed of Egypt, “as thou wast 
ashamed of Assyria. 

37 Yea, thou siialt go forth from him, 
and 'tlune hands upon tliine head: for 
the Lord hath rejected thy confidences, 
and thou shalt not prosper in them. 

CHAPTEB S 

lornELEY say, “If a man put away his 
JL wife, and she go from him^ and 
become another man s, shall he return 
unto her again? shall not tliat *'land be 
greatly polluted? but tliou hast "played 
the harlot with many lovers ; yet return 
again to me, saith the Lord. 

2 Lift up tliine eyes unto ^'the high 
places, and see where thou hast not been 
lien with. *In the ways hast thou sat 
for them, as the Airabian in the wilder- 
ness; and thou hast polluted the land 
with thy whoredoms and with thy ivick- 
edness.

withholden, and there hath been no 
®lat^ rain; and thou hadst a whore’s 
forehe^, thou refusedst to be ashamed 
4 Wilt thou not from this time ciy unto

6 ®Will he reserve his anger for ever? 
will he keep it to the end? JBehold, thou 
hast spoken and done evil things as thou 
couldest. 

6 U The Loed said also unto me in the 
days of Josiah the kin^ Hast thou seen 
that which backsUding JLsi*ael hath done? 
^she is gone up upon every liigh mountain 
and under eveiy green tree, and there 
hath played the harlot. 

7 And I said after she had done all 
these things. Turn thou unto me. But 
she returned not. And her ^treacherous 
* sister Judah saw it, 

8 And I saw, when for all the causes 
whereby backsliding Israel committed 
adultery I had put her away, and given 
her ^’a bill of divorce ; yet her treacherous 
sister Judah feared not, but went and 
played the harlot also. 

9 And it came to pass through the 
^lightness of her whoredom, that she 
denied the land, and committed adulteiy 
with ^stones and with stocks. 

10 And yet for all this her treacherous 
sister Judah hath not turned unto me 
with her whole heart, but ’feignedly, 
saith the Lord. 

11 And the Lord said unto me, Tlie 
backsliding Israel hath justified herself 
more than treacherous Judah. 

12 H Go and proclaim these words 
toward ”the north, and say, Eeturn, thou 
backsliding Israel, saith me Lord ; and 
1 will not cause mine anger to fall upon 
you: for I am merciful, saith the Lord, 
and I will not keep anger for ever. 

13 "Only acknowledge tliine iniquity, 
that thou hast transgressed against the 
Lord thy God, and hast scattered^ thy 
ways to the ** strangers ® under every green 
tree, and ye have not obeyed my voice, 
saith the Lord. 

14 Turn, 0 backsliding children, saith 
the Lord ; for “I am married unto you : 
and I will take you "one of a city, and two 
of a family, and I will bring you to Zion : 

15 And I will give you pastors according 
to mine heart, which shall feed you with 
Imowledge and understanding. 

16 And it shall come to pass, when ye 
be multiplied and increased in the land, 
in those days, saith the Lord, they shall 
say no more, The ark of the covenant of 
the Lord: neither shall it 8 come to 
mind: neither shall they remember it: 
neither sliall they visit it; neither shall 
Hhat be done any more. 

17 At that time they shall call Jeru- 
salem the throne of the Lord ; and *all 
the nations shall be gathered unto it, to 
the name of the Lord, to Jerusalem: 
neither shall they walk any more after 
the i^imagination of their evil heart. 

18 In those days ‘^the house of Judali 
shall walk i^with the house of Israel, and 
they shall come together out of the land 
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of “the north to ^the land that I have 
^ given for an inheritance unto your 
fathers. 

19 But I said, How shall I put thee 
among the children, and give thee a 
2 pleasant land, goodly heritage of the 
hosts of nations? and 1 said, ‘^Thou 
shalt call me, My father ; and shalt not 
turn away ^from me. 

20 H Surely as a wife treacherously 
departeth from her ^husband, so have ye 
dealt treacherously with me, 0 house of 
Israel, saith the Lord. 

21 A voice was heard upon /the high 
places, weeping and supplications of 
the children of Israel: for they have 
perverted their way, and they have 
forgotten the Lord their God. 

22 ^Eeturn, ye backsliding children, 
and I will heal your backslidings. Be- 
hold, we come unto thee ; for thou art 
the Lord our God. 

23 1'ruly in vain is salvation hoped for 
*from the hills, and from, the multitude 
of mountains: truly in the Lord out 
God is the salvation of Israel. 

24 For shame hath devoured the labour 
of our fathers from our youth; their 
flocks and their herds, their sons and 
their daughters. 

25 We lie down in our shame, and 
our confusion covereth us : for we have 
sinned against the Lord our God, we 
and our fathers, from our youth even 
unto this day, and have not obeyed the 
voice of the Lord out God. 

CHAPTEK 4 

I F thou wilt return, 0 Israel, saith the 
Lord, ^return unto me : and if thou 
wilt put away thine abominations out of 
my sight, then slialt thou not “ remove. 

2 And thou shalt swear. The Lord 
liveth, in truth, in judgment, and in 
righteousness; and "the nations shall 
bless themselves in him, and in him 
shall they glory. 

3 H For thus saith the Lord to the 
men of Judali and Jerusalem, “'Break 
up your fallow ground, and *sow not 
among thorns. ^ 

4 Circumcise yourselves to the Lord, 
and take away the foreskins of your 
heart, ye men of Judah and inhabitants 
of Jerusalem : lest my fury come forth 
like fire, and burn that none can quench 
it, because of the evil of your doings. 

5 Declare ye in Judah, and publish in 
Jerusalem ; and say. Blow ye tlie trumpet 
in the land: cry, gather together, and 
say, Assemble yourselves, and let us go 
into “the defenced cities. 

6 Set up the standard toward Zion: 
lOretire, stay not: for I will bring evil from 
^ the north, and a great destruction. 

7 "The lion is come up from his thicket, 
and the destroyer of the Gentiles is on 
his way ; he is gone forth from his place 
to make thy land desolate; and thy 
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cities shall be laid waste, “without an 
inhabitant. 

8 For this gird you with sackcloth, 
lament and howl : for the fierce anger oi 
the Lord is not turned back from us. 

it shall come to pass at that day, 
saith the Lord, that the heart of the 
king shall perish, and the heart of the 
princes: and the priests shall be as- 
tom^ied, and the prophets shsill wonder. 

10 Then said I, Ah, Lord (:k)D 1 “surely 
thou hast greatly deceived this people 
and Jerusalem, saying. Ye shall have 
peace ; whereas the sword reacheth imto 
the soul. 

11 At that time shall it be said to this 
people and to Jerusalem, ^ A dry wind of 
the liigh places in the wilderness toward 
the daughter of my people, not to fan, 
nor to cleanse, 

12 ^a full wind from those places 
shall come unto me: now also will I 
2 give sentence against them. 

13 Behold, he shall come up as clouds, 
and his chariots shall 6c as a wliirlwind: 
his horses are swifter than eagles. Woe 
unto us ! for we are spoiled. 

14 0 Jerusalem, wash tliine heart from 
wickedness, that thou mayest be saved. 
How long shall thy vain thoughts lodge 
within thee ? 

15 For * a voice declareth ^from Dan, 
and publisheth affliction from mount 
Fpliraim. 

16 Make ye mention to the nations; 
behold, publish against Jerusalem, that 
watchers come from a far countiy, and 

S ive out their voice against the cities of 
udah. 

17,”* As keepers of a field, are they 
against her round about ; because she 
hath been rebellious against me, saith 
the Lord. 

18 Thy way and thy doings ’’have 
procmed these things imto thee ; tliis is 
thy wickedness, because it is bitter, be- 
cause it reacheth unto thine heart 
19 IT “My bowels, my bowels I I am 
pained at ^my very heart; *'my heart 
maketh a noise in me; I cannot hold 
my peace, because thou hast heard, 0 
my soul, the soimd of the trumpet, the 
alarm of war. 

20 Destruction upon destruction is 
cried; for the whole land is spoiled: 
suddenly ai-e my tents spoiled, and *my 
curtains in a moment. 

21 How long shall I see the standard, 
and hear the sound of the trumpet? 

22 For my people is foolish, they have 
not known me; they are sottish chil- 
dren, and they have none understanding : 
* they are wise to do evil, but to do good 
they have no knowledge. 

23 I beheld the earth, and, lo, it was 
* without form, and void; and the hea- 
ven^ and /they had no light. 

24 I^held^ the mountains, and, lo, they 
trembled, and all the hills moved lightly. 
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25 I beheld, and, \o,^ there was no man, 
and all the birds of the heavens were fled. 

26 I beheld, and, lo, the fruitful place 
loas a wilderness, and ml the cities thereof 
were broken down at the presence of the 
Lord, and by liis fierce anger. 

27 For thus hath the Lord said, The 
whole land shall be desolate; yet “will I 
not make a full end. 

28 For this ^ shall the earth mourn, and 
the heavens above be black : because I 
have spoken I have pm-posed 2 ^, and 
/will not repent, neither will I tm-n back 
from it. 

29 The whole city shall flee for the noise 
of the horsemen and bowmen ; they shall 
go into thickets, and climb up upon the 
rocks : every city shall be forsaken, and 
not a man dwell therein. 

30 And ^ohen thou art spoiled, what 
wilt thou do? Though tliou clothest thy- 
self with crimson, though thou ^Meekest 
tliee with ornaments of gold, though 
thou rentest thy ^face with painting, in 
vain shalt thou make thyself fair ; thy 
* lovers will despise thee, they will seek 
thy life. 

31 For I have heard a voice as of /a 
woman in ti-avail, and the anguish as of 
her that hringeth forth her first child, the 
voice of the daughter of Zion, that 
hewaileth herself, that spreacleth her 
hands, saying. Woe is me now I for my 
soul is wearied because of murderers. 

CHAPTEE 5 

R XJIT ye to and fro tlnough the streets 
of Jerusalem, and see now, and 
know, and seek in the broad places 
thereof, '"if ye can find a man, “if there 
be any tliat executeth judgment, that 
seeketh the tmth ; and I will pardon it. 

2 And ^though they say, ^The Lord 
liveth; surely nhey swear falsely. 

3 O Lord, are not thine eyes upon the 
truth ? thou hast stricken them, but they 
have not grieved; thou hast consumed 
them, hut they have refused to receive 
correction : '“they have made their faces 
harder than a rock ; they have refused 
to return. 

4 Therefore I said, Surely these are 
poor: they me foolish: for ^they know 
not the way of the Lord, nor the judg- 
ment of their God. 

51 will get me unto the great men, and 
will speak unto them; for they have 
known the way of the Lord, and the 
judgment of their God: but these have 
altogether broken the yoke, and burst 
the bonds. 

6 Wherefore *a lion out of the forest 
shall slay them, and “a wolf of the 
6 evenings shall spoil them, leopard 
sliaU watch over their cities: every one 
that goeth out thence shall be torn 
in pieces: because their transgressions 
are many, and their backslidings <^are 
increased. 
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7 IT How shall I pardon thee for this? 
thy children have forsaken me, and sworn 

them that are no gods: ^ when I had 
fsd them to the full, they then committed 
adultery, and assembled themselves by 
troops m the harlots’ houses. ~ 

8 They were as fed horses in the 
mornmg : every one neighed after his 
neighbour s wife. 

9 J Shall I not visit for^these ihingsl 
saith the Lord: and shall not my soul 

1 iia-tion as this ? 

10 il 4 Go ye up upon her walls, and 
destroy ; but make not a full end : take 
away her battlements; for they are not 
the Lord s. 

For the house of Israel and the house 
of Judah "have dealt very treacherously 
agamst me, saith the Lord. 

12 They have belied the Lord, and said, 
It IS not he; neither shall evil come upon 

’"neither shall we see sword nor 
famine: 

13 And the prophets shall become wind, 
and the word is not in them: tlius shall 
it be done unto them. 

14 Wherefore thus saith the Lord God 
of hosts, Because ye speak this word, 
behold, will make my words in thy 
mouth fire, and this people wood, and it 
shall devour them. 

15 Lo, I will bring ’’a nation upon you 
from far, 0 house of Israel, saith the 
Loip: it is a Hiighty nation, it is an 
ancient nation, a nation whose language 
tliou knowest not, neither understmdest 
what they say. 

16 Their quiver is as an open sepulchre, 
they are ml mighty men. 

17 And they shall eat up thine harvest, 
and thy bread, which thy sons and thy 
daughters should eat : they shall eat up 
thy flocks and thine herds: they shall 
eat up thy vines and thy fig trees: 
they shall impoverish thy fenced cities, 
wherein thou trustedst, with the sword. 

18 Nevertheless in those day^ saith the 
Lord, I will not make a full end with you. 

19 H And it shall come to pass, when ye 
shall say, ^Wherefore doeth the Lord 
our God all these things unto us? then 
shalt thou answer them, Like as ^'ye have 
forsaken me, and served strange gods in 
your land, so * shall ye serve strangers in 
a land that is not yours. 

20 Declare this in the house of Jacob, 
and publish it in Judah, saying, 

21 Hear now this, 0 foolish people, and 
without understanding; * which have 
eyes, and see not ; which have ears, and 
hear not: 

22 Fear ye not me? saith the Lord: 
win ye not tremble at my presence, 
which have placed the sandib?* the bound 
ol the sea by a perpetual decree'Jfe.t it 
cannot pass it : and though the waves 
thereof toss themselves, yet can they not 
prevail; though they roar, yet can they 
not pass over it? 
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23 But this people hath a revolting and 
a rebellious heart ; they are revolted and 
gone. 

24 Neither say they in their heart. Let 
us now fear the Lord our God, ®that 
giveth rain, both ‘^the former and ®the 
latter, in his season : / he reserveth unto 
us the appointed weeks of the harvest. 

25 Your iniquities have turned away 
these things, and your sins have with- 
holden ^good things from you. 

26 For among my people are found 
wicked men: ^they lay wait, as he that 
setteth snares; they set a trap, they 
catch men. 

27 As a 2 cage is full of birds, so are 
their houses full of deceit: therefore they 
are become great, and waxen rich. 

28 They are waxen fat, they shine : yea, 
they overpass the deeds of the ivicked : 

^ they judge not the cause, the cause of 
the fatherless, "yet they prosper ; and the 
righkof the needy do they not judge. 

29 Shall I not visit for these tfimgst 
saith the Lord: shall not my soul be 
avenged on such a nation as this? 

,30 11 3 A wonderful and horrible thing 
is committed in the land ; 

31^ The prophets prophesy falsely, and 
the priests ^bear rule by their means: 
and “ my people love to have it so : and 
what will ye do in the end thereof? 

CHAPTEE 6 

O YE children of Benjamin, gather 
yourselves to flee out of the midst 
of Jerusalem, and ® blow the trumpet in 
Tekoa, and set up a sign of fii*e in ^Beth- 
haccerem : for evil appeareth “out of the 
north, and great destruction. 

2 1 have likened the daughter of Zion to 
a ® comely and delicate woman. 

\ 3 The shepherds with their flocks shall 
! come unto her; they shall pitch their 
tents against her round about; they shall 
feed every one in his place. 

4 Prepare ye war against her; arise, and 
let us go up “’at noon. Woe unto us I 
for the day goeth away, for the shadows 
of the evening are stretched out. 

5 Arise, and let us go by night, and let 
us destroy her palaces. 

6 t For thus hath the Lord of hosts 
said, Hew ye do^vn trees, and ®cast a 
mount agamst Jerusalem: tliis is the 
city to be visited ; she is wholly oppres- 
sion in the midst of her. 

7 ® As a fountain casteth out her waters, 
soshecasteth out her wickedness: ‘’vio- 
lence and spoil is heard in her; before 
me continually is grief and wounds. 

8 Be thou instructed, 0 Jerusalem, lest 
my soul 8 depart from thee ; lest I make 
thee desolate, a land not inhabited. 

9 H Thus saith the Lord of hosts, <*They 
shall throughly glean ‘’the remnant of 
Israel as a vine : turn hack thine hand as 
a grapegatherer into the baskets. 

10 To whom shall I speak, and give 
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w^ing, that they may hear? behold, ' 
“their ear is uncircumcised, and they 
cannot he^ken: behold, *the word of 
the Lord is unto them a reproach ; they 
have no delight in it. 

11 Therefore I am fuE of the fury of the 
Lord; I am weary with holding in : I 
wiU pour It out upon the children abroad, 
and upon the assembly of young men 
together : for even the husband with the 
wife shall be taken, the aged with him 
that is full of days. 

12 And their hou^s shall be turned 
xmto others, with thmv ® fields and wives 
together : for I will stretch out my hand 
upon the inhabitants of the land, saitli 
the Lord. 

13 For from the least of them even unto 
the greatest of them every one is given 
to covetousness ; and *from the prophet 
even unto the priest every one dealeth 
falsely. 

14 They have healed also the ^hurt 
of the daughter of my people slightly, 

saying, Peace, peace; when there is no 
peace. 

15 Were they ashamed when they had 
committed abomination ? nay, they were 
not at all ashamed, neither could they 
blush: therefore they shall fall among 
them that fall : at the time that I visit 
them tliey shah be cast do^vn, saith the 
Lord. 

16 Thus saith the Lord, Stand ye in the 
ways, and see, and ask for® the old paths, 
where is the good way, and walk therein, 
*and ye shall find rest for your souls. 
But they said. We will not walk thei'dn, 

17 Also I set ® watchmen over you, 
saying. Hearken to the sound of tlie 
trumpet. But they said, We will not 
hearken, 

18 % Therefore hear, ye nations, and 
know, 0 congregation, wlrat is among 
them. 

19 " Hear, 0 earth : behold, I will bring 
evil upon this people, even "the fruit of 
their thoughts, because they have not 
hearkened unto my words, nor to my 
law, but rejected it. 

20 *To what purpose cometh there to 
me* incense from Sheba, and the sweet 
cane from a far country? ®your bm*nt 
offerings are not acceptable, nor your 
sacrifices sweet unto me. 

21 Therefore thus saith the Lord, /Be- 
hold, I will lay stumblingblocks before 
this people, and the fathers and the sons 
together shall fall upon them; the neigh- 
bour and his friend shall perish. 

22 Thus saith the Lofuo, ^Behold, a 
people cometh from * the north country, 
ana a great nation ^ shall be raised from 
the sides of the earth. 

23 They shall lay hold on bow and spear ; 
they are cruel and have no mercy ; their 
voice roareth like the sea; and they ride 
upon horses, set in array as men for war 
against thee, 0 daughter of Zion. 
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24 We have heard the fame thereof : our 
hands wax feeble: anguish hath taken 
hold of us, and pain, as of a woman in 
travail 

25 Go not forth into the field, nor walk 
by the way; for the sword of the enemy 
and fear ^s on eveiy side. 

26 U 0 daughter of my people, gird 
thee with sackcloth, and ® wallow tnyself 
in ashes: make thee mourning, as for an 
only son, most bitter lamentation : for 
the spoiler shall suddenly come upon 
us. 

27 I have set thee for /a tower aTid a 
fortress among my people, that thou 
mayest know and "try theii* way. 

28 They ai'e all grievous revolters, * walk- 
ing with slanders : they are * brass and 
iron ; they are all corrupters. 

,29 The bellows are binned, Hhe lead 
IS consumed of the fire; the founder 
melteth in vain: for ^ the wicked are not 
plucked away. 

30 ^Eeprobate silver sliall men call tliem. 
because the Lord hath rejected them. 


CHAPTEB 7 

T he word that came to Jeremiah 
from the Lord, saying, 

2 “Stand in the gate of the Lord’s 
house, and proclaim there this word, and 
say. Hear the word of the Lord, all ye of 
Judah, that enter in at these gates to 
worship the Lord. 

3 Thus saith the Lord of hosts, the God 
of Isi*ael ^ Amend your ways and your 
doings, and **1 will cause you to dwell in 
this place. 

4 « Trust ye not in lying words, saying, 
The temple of the Lord, The temple of 
the Lord, The temple of the Lord, are 
these. 

5 For if ye throughly amend your ways 
and your doings; if yQ “ ilirouglily exe- 
cute iudgment between a man and his 
neiglibour; 

6 //^ ye oppress not the stmnger, the 
fatherless, and the widow, and “shed not 
innocent blood in tliis place, ^neither 
walk after other gods to your hm-t : 

7 “Then will I cause you to dwell in 
this place, in the land that I gave to your 
fathers, ‘^for ever and ever. 

8 H Behold, ye trust in ® lying words, 
that cannot profit. 

9 Will ye steal, murder, and commit 
adultery, and swear falsely, and burn 
incense unto Baal, and walk after other 
gods whom ye know not ; 

10 And come and stand before me in 
this house, ^ which is called by my name, 
and say, We are delivered to do all these 
abominations ?

which was in Shiloh, where I set my 
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name at the first, and see ® what I did 
to it for the wickedness of my people 
Israel 

13 And now, because ye have done all 
these workSj saith the Loed, and I spake 
unto you, rising up early and spealnng, 
but ye heard not ; and I called you, but 
ye answered not ; 

14 Therefore will I do unto this house, 
which is called by my name, wherein ye 
trust, and unto the place which I gave to 
you and to your fathers, as I have done 
to Shiloh. 

15 ^d I will cast you out of my sight, 
*as I have cast out all your bretlnen, 
even the whole seed of ^Epliraim. 

16 * Therefore ’"pray not thou for this 
people, neither lift up cry nor prayer for 
them, neither make intercession to me : 
for I will not hear thee. 

17 ^ Seest thou not wliat they do in the 
cities of Judah and in the streets of 
Jerusalem ? 

18 The children gather wood, and the 
fathers kindle the fire, and the women 
knead their dough, to make cakes to the 
® queen of heaven, and to pour out drink 
offerings unto other gods, that they may 
provoke me to anger. 

19 Do they provoke me to anger? saith 

the Lord : do they not provoke them- 
selves ^to the contusion of their ownj 
faces? I 

20 Therefore thus saith the Lord God ; 
Behold, mine anger and my f uiy shall be 
poured out upon this place, upon man, 

* and upon beast, and upon the trees of 
the field, and upon the fruit of the 
CTOund; and it shall bum, and shall not 
be quenched. 

21 1 Thus saith the Lord of hosts, the 
God of Israel ; *Put your burnt ofierings 
unto your sacrifices, and “eat flesh, 

22 ^'For I spake not unto your fathers, 
nor commanded them in the day that 1 
brought them out of the land of Egypt, 

concerning burnt ofierings or sacrifices: 

23 But tins thing commanded I them, 
saying, *Qbeymy_^ voice, and I will be 
your God, and ye shall be' hiy ^opTe : 
and walk yein all the 'ways that I have 
commanded you, that *it may be well 
unto you. 

24 But they hearkened not, nor inclined 
their ear, but walked in the counsels and 
in the ^ imagination of their evil heart, 
and 6 went backward, and not forward. 

25 Since the day that your fathers came 
forth out of the land of Egypt unto this 
day ^I have even sent unto you all my 
servants the prophets, daily rising up 
early and sending them: 

26 Yet they hearkened not unto me, nor 
inclined their ear, but hardened their 
neck : -^they did worse tlian their fathers. 

27 Therefore thou shalt sneak all these 
words unto them; but they will not 
hearken to thee ; thou shalt also call unto 
thkn; but they will not answer thee. 
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28 But thou shalt say unto them, This 
is a nation that obeyeth not the voice of 
the Lord their God, nor receiveth i cor- 
rection: ^ truth is perished, and is cut 
off from their mouth. 

29 H ®Cut off thine <^hair, 0 Jerusalem, 
and cast it away, and take up a lamenta- 
tion on * high places ; for the Lord hath 
rejected and forsaken the generation of 
his wrath. 

30 For the children of Judah have done 
evil in my sight, saith the Lord: /they 
have set their abominations in the house 

which is called by my name, to pollute it. 

31 And they have built the high places 
of •i'Tophet, which is in *the valley of the 
son of Hinnom, “to hum their sons and 
tlieir daughters in the fire; which I com- 
manded them not, neither 2 came it into 
my heart. 

32 t Therefore, behold, the days come, 
saith the Lord, that it shall no more be 
called Tophet, nor the valley of the son 
of Hinnom, but the valley of slaughter : 
®for they shall bmy in Tophet, till there 
be no place. 

33 And the carcases of this people shall 
be meat for the f oavIs of the heaven, and 
for the beasts of the earth; and none 
shall fiay them away. 

34 Then will I cause to ^ cease from the 
cities of JudEili, and from the streets of 
Jenisalem, the voice of mirth, and the 
voice of gladness, the voice of the bride- 
groom, and the voice of the bride ; for 
^the land shall he desolate. 

CHAPTEE 8 

AT that time, saith the Lord, they shall 
Jt\. bring out the bones of the kings of 
Judah, and the bones of his princes, and 
the bones of the priests, and the hones of 
the prophets, and the bones of the inha- 
bitants of Jerusalem, out of their graves: 

2 And they shall spread them before 
^the sun, and the moon, and all the host 
of heaven, whom they have loved, and 
whom they have served, and after whom 
they have walked, and whom they have 
sought, and ^whom they have worship- 
ped : * they shall not be gathered, “ nor 
be buried; they shall be for dung upon 
the face of the earth. 

3 And ® death shall be chosen rather than 
life by all the residue of them that remain 
of this evil family, which remain in aU 
the places whither I have driven them, 
saith the Lord of hosts. 

4 H Moreover thou shalt say unto them. 
Thus saith the Lord ; Shall they fall, 
and not arise? shall he turn away, and 
not return? 

5 Why then is this people of Jerusalem 
® slidden back by a peipetual backsliding? 
they hold fast deceit, they refuse to 
return. 

6 1 ^hearkened and heard, hut they 
spake not aright : no man rewnted him 
of his wickedness, saying, what have 1 
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done ? every one turned to his course, as 
the horse rusheth into the battle. 

7 Yea, ®the stork in the heaven knoweth 
her appointed times ; and the turtle and 
the crane and the swallow observe the 
time of their coming; but ® my people 
know not the judgment of the Xoed. 

8 How do ye say. We are wise, and 
/the law of the Lord is with us? Lo, 
certainly ^in vain made he it; the pen 
of the scribes is in vain. 

9 4 The wise men are asliamed, they are 
dismayed and taken : lo, they have re- 
jected the word of the Lord ; and ^what 
wisdom is in them? 

10 Therefore ^will I give their wives 
unto others, and -their fields to tliem 
that shall inherit them : for every one 
from the least even unto the greatest is 
given to covetousness, from the prophet 
even unto the priest every one dealeth 
falsely. 

11 Por they liave healed the hurt of the 
daughter of my people slightly, saying. 
Peace, peace ; when thei^e is no peace. 

12 Were they ashamed when they had 
committed abomination? nay, ”they were 
not at all ashamed, neither could they 
blush: therefore shall they fall among 
them that fall: in the time of their 
visitation they shall be cast down, saith 
the Lord. 

13 D will surely consume them, saith 
the Lord : ^ there shall be no grapes on 
the vine, nor figs on the fig tree, and the 
leaf shall fade; and the things that 
I have given them shall pass away from 
them. 

14 "V^y do we sit still? ’'assemble your- 
selves, and let us enter into tlie defenced 
cities, and let us be silent there : for the 
Lord out God hath put us to silence, 
and given us ^water of Sgall to drink, 
because we have sinned against the 
Lord. 

15 "We looked for peace, but no good 
came; and for a time of health, and 
behold trouble I 

16 The snorting of his horses was heard 
"from Dan : the whole land trembled at 
die sound of the neighing of his strong 
ones ; for they are come, and have de- 
voured the land, and I'^all that is in it ; 
the city, and those that dwell therein. 

17 For, behold, I will send serpents, 
cockatrices, among you, which will not 
be ^charmed, and they shall bite you,' saith 
theljORD. 

18 t Whm I would comfort myself 
against sorrow, my heart is faint in me. 

19 Behold the voice of the cry of the 
daughter of my people because of is them 
that dwell in far country : Is not the 
Lord in Zion? is not her Jdng in her? 
Why have they provoked me to anger 
with their gmven images, and with 
strange vanities? 

20 The harvest is past, the summer is 
ended, and we are not saved. 
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ashamed...

people am I hurt: am black; as- 

tonishment hath taken hold on me. 

22 Is there no ‘^balm in Gilead; is 
there no physician there? why then is 
not the health of the daughter of my 
people 1 recovered ? 

CHAPTER 9 

^that my head were waters, and 
w mine eyes a fountain of tears, that 
I might weep day and night for the slain 
of ^tne dau^ter of my people I 

2 Oh that I had in the wilderness a 
lodging place of wayfaring men ; that I 
might leave my people, and go from 
them! for ^they oe all adulterers, an 
assembly of treacherous men. 

3 And *they bend their tongues like 
their bow for lies : but ^they are not 
valiant for the truth upon the earth ; for 
I they proceed from evil to evil, and they 
know not me, saith the Lord. 

4 *^Take ye heed every one of his 
1 6 neighbour, and trust ye not in any 
brother : for every brother will utterly 
supplant, and every neighbour " will walk 
with slandei-s. 

6 And they will deceive every one his 
neighbour, and will not speak the truth : 
they have taught their tongue to speak 
lies, and weary themselves to commit 
iniquity. 

6 Thine habitation is in the midst of 
deceit; tlirough deceit they refuse to 
know me. saitli the Lord. 

7 Therefore thus saith the Lord of 
host^ Behold, I will *melt them, and 
try them; for how shall I do for the 
daughter of my people? 

8 Their tongue as an arrow shot out ; 
it speaketh deceit : one *speaketh peace- 
ably to his neighbour witli his mouth, 
but i®in heart he layeth ^^his wait. 

9 IT “Shall I not visit them for these 
things ? saith the Lord : shall not my 
soul De avenged on such a nation as this ? 

10 For the mountains will I take up a 
weeping and wailing, and for the inhabi- 
tations of the wilderness a lamentation, 
because they are burned up, so that 
none can pass through them; neither 
can men hear the voice of the cattle; 
15 both “the fowl of the heavens and the 
beast are fled : thev are gone. 

11 And I will make Jerusalem ^'hea^ 
and a den of dragons ; and I will maLe 
the cities of J udah i^ desolate, without an 
inhabitant. 

12 IT “Who is the wise man, that may 
understand this? and who is he to whom 
the mouth of the Lord hath spoken, 
that he may declare it, for what the land 
perisheth and is burned up like a wilder- 
ness, that none passedi through? 

13 And the Lord saith, Because they 
have forsaken my law which I set before 
them, and have not obeyed my voice, 
neither walked therein ; 
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Wailing in Zion, The vanity of idols. 


14 But have walked after the i imagina- 
tion of their ownlieai’t, and after Baalim, 

* which their fathers taught them : 

15 Therefore thus saith the Lord of 
hosts, the God of Israel ; Behold, will 
feed them, even this people, ^ with worm- 
wood, and ®give them, water of gall to 
drink. 

16 I /will scatter them also among the 
heathen, whom neither they nor then- 
fathei's have knowm : and I will send a 
sword after them, till I have consumed 
them. 

17 t Thus saith the Lord of hosts, 
Consider ye, and call for 3 the mourning 
women, that they may come ; and send 
for cunning womens that they may come : 

18 And let them make haste, and take 
up a wailing for us, that our eyes may 
run down with tears, and our eyelids 
gush out with waters. 

19 For a voice of wailing is heard out 
of 2ion, ®How are we spoiled! we are 
greatly confounded, because we have for- 
saken the land, because om* dwellings 
have cast us out. 

20 Yet hear the word of the Lord, 0 ye 
women, and let your ear receive the word 
of his mouth, and teach your daughters 
wailing, and every one her neighbour 
lamentation. 

21 For death is come up into our win- 
dows, and is entered into our palaces, to 
cut off*" the children ®from without, and 
the young men from the streets. 

22 Speak, Thus saith the Lord, Even 
the carcases'of men sliall fall “as dung 
upon the open field, and as “'the handful 
after the harvestman, and “none shall 
gather them. 

23 H Thus saith the Lord, ®Let not the 
wise man glory in his wisdom, neither 
let the mighty man glory in his might, 
let not the rich man ^ory in his nches; 

24 But let him that glorieth jgloiy in 
this, that he understandeth and knoweth 
me, that I am the Lord wliich exercise 


delight, saith the Lord. . 

25 1 Behold, the days come, saith the 
Lord, that I will punish all them which 
are circumcised with the uncircumcised; 

26 Egypt, and Judah, and Edom, and 
the clriloien of Ammon, and Moab, and 
all that are in the utmost comers, that 
dwell in the wilderness: for all these 
nations are uncircumcised, and all the 
house of Israel fare uncircumcised in 
the heart. 

CHAPTEE 10

speaketh unto you, 0 house of

JEREMIAH 9, 10 

3 For the 2 customs of the people are 
vain : for “owe cutteth a tree out of the 
forest, the work of the hands of the 
workman, with the axe. 

4 They deck it with silver and with 
gold ; they fasten it -with nails and with 
hammers, that it move not. 

5 They are upright as the palm tree, 
^^but speak not: *tliey must needs be 
borne, oecause they cannot go. Be not 
afraid of them ; for they cannot do evil, 
^neither also is it in them to do good. 

6 Forasmuch as there is none hive unto 
thee, 0 Lord; thou art great, and thy 
name is great in might, 

7 * Wlio would not fear thee, 0 King of 
nations? for ^to thee doth it appertain : 
forasmuch as among all the wise men of 
the nations, and Mn all their kingdoms, 
there is none like unto thee. 

8 But they are ^altogether brutish and 
^“foolish: "the stock is a doctrine of 
vanities. 

9 Silver spread into plates is brought 
from Tarshish, and gold from Uphaz, 
the work of the workman, and of the 
hands of the founder : blue and purple is 
their clothing : ^ they are all the work of 
cunning men, 

10 But the Lord is the ^tme God, he is 
*the living God, and an ® everlasting 
king : at his wi-ath the eaith shall tremble, 
and tlie nations shall not be able to 
abide his indignation. 

11 Thus shall ye say unto them, *The 
gods that have not made the heavens and 
the earth, even ®they shall perish from 
the earth, and from under these heavens. 

12 ^'He hath made the earth by his 
power; he hath established the wond by 
Iiis ■wisdom, and hath Stretched out the 
heavens by his discretion. 

13 When he uttereth his voice, thei'e is 
a ^multitude of waters in the heavens, 
and “he causeth the vapours to ascend 
from the ends of the earth ; he maketh 
lightnings S'with rain, and “bringetk 
forth the wind out of his treasures. 

14 Every man is » brutish in his know- 
ledge: every founder is confounded by 
the graven image : for his molten image 

falsehood, and ^ there is no breath 
in them. 

15 They are vanity, and the work of 
errors: m the time of their visitation 
they shall perish. 

16 ®The portion of Jacob is not like 
them : for he is the former of all things; 
and ^Israel is the rod of his inheritance ; 
^The Lord of hosts is his name. 

17 H ^Gather up thy wares out of the 
land, O i2inliabitant of the fortress. 

18 For thus saith the Lord, Behold, I 
will sling out the inhabitants of the land 
at this once, and will distress them, / that 
they may find it so. 

19 t ^Woe is me for my hurt! my 
wound is grievous : but I said, Truly this 
is a grief, and ”*I must bear it. 
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JElItEMIAH 10, 11 


The hrohm covemnt shall he avenged^ 


20 “My tabernacle is spoiled, and all 
my cords are broken : my children are 
gone forth of me, and they are not: 
thei*e is none to stretch forth my tent 
any more, and to set up my cm*tains. 

21 For the pastors are oecome brutish, 
and have not sought the Lord : therefore 
they shall not prosper*, and all their flocks 
shall be scattered. 

22 Behold, the noise of the ^ bruit is 
come, and a great commotion out of 
®the north country, to make the cities 
of J udah desolate, and a den of dragons. 

23 H O Lord, I know that <^tlie way of 
man is not in liimself : it is not in man 
that walketh to direct his steps. 

24 O Lord, ® correct me, but with judg- 
ment; not in thine anger, lest thou 
s bring me to notliing. 

25 ^ Four out thy fury upon the heathen 
that know thee not, and upon the 
families that call not on thy name : for 
they have ^ eaten up Jacob, and devoured 
him, and consumed him, and have made 
his habitation desolate. 

CHAPTER 11 

rp^HE word that came to Jeremiah from | 
-L the Lord, saying, 

2 Hear ye the words of tliis covenant, 
and speak unto the men of Judali, and to 
the iriliabitants of Jerusalem ; 

3 Amd say thou unto them, Thus saith 
the Lord God of Israel; ^ Cursed he the 
man that obeyeth not the words of this 
covenant, 

4 Wliich I commanded your fathers in 
the day that I brought them forth out of 
the land of Egypt, ”^from the iron fur- 
nace, saying, Obey my voice, and-do 
|hem, according 'to all which I command 
you : so shall ye be my people, and I wiU 
be your God: 

5 That I may perform -^the oath which 
I have sworn unto your fathers, to give 
them land flowing with milk and 
honey, as it is tliis day. Then answered 
I, and said, ^So be it, 0 Lord. 

6 Then the Lord said unto me. Pro- 
claim all these words in the cities of 
JudaJi, and in the sti*eets of Jerusalem, 
saying, Hear ye the words of this cove- 
nant, and ®do them. 

7 For I earnestly protested unto your 
fathers in the day that 1 brought them 
up out of the land of Egypt, even unto 
this day, ^ rising early and protesting, 
saying, Obey my voice. 

8 Yet they obeyed not, nor inclined 
their ear, but walked every one in the 
^ima^ation of their evil heart : there- 
fore I will bring upon them all the words 
of this covenant, which I commanded 
them to do ; but they did them not. 

9 And the Lord said unto me, 
conspiracy is found among the men of 
Judah, and among the inhabitants of 
Jerusalem. 

10 They are turned back to <*the iniqui-

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ties of their forefathers, which refused to 
hetrr my words; and they went after 
other gods to serve them : the house of 
Israel and ' the house of J udah have 
broken my covenant which I made with 
their fathers. 

11 t Therefore thus saith the Lord, 
Behold, I will bring evil upon them, 
wdiich they shall not be able ^to escape: 
and though they shall cry unto me, I will 
not heaiken unto them. 

12 Then shall the cities of Judah and 
inhabitants of Jerusalem go, and cry 
unto the gods unto whom they offer 
incense: but they shall not save them 
at all in the time of their 2 trouble, 

13 /For according to the number of thy 
cities were thy gods, 0 Judali; and 
according to the number of the streets 
of Jerusalem have ye set up altars to 
that '^shameful thing, altars to burn 
incense unto Baal. 

14 ^ Therefore pray not thou for tliis 
people, neither mt up a cry or prayer for 
them : for I will not hear them in the 
time that they cry unto me for their 
2 trouble. 

15 ®What hath my beloved to do in 
mine house, seeing she hath wrought 
lewdness with many, and /the holy flesh 
is passed fi‘om thee? ^when thou doest 
evil, then thou rejoicest. 

16 The Lord called thy name, ^ A green 
olive tree, fair, and of goodly fruit : with 
the noise of a great tumult he hath 
kindled fire upon it, and the branches of 
it are broken. 

17 For the Lord of hosts, that planted 
thee, hath pronounced evil against thee, 
for the evil of the house of Israel and or 
the house of Judali, which tliey have 
done against themselves ®to provoke me 
to anger in oflering incense unto BaaL 

18 % And the Lord hath given me 
knowledge of it, and I know it: then 
tliou shewedst me their doings. 

19 But I was **like a lamb or an ox thai 
is brought to the slaughter ; and I knew 
not that Hhey had devised devices against 
me, saying^ Let us destroy ^the tree 
with the fruit thereof, and let us cut liim 
off fromHhe land of the living, “that his 
name may be no more remembered. 

20 But, O Loud of hosts, that judgest 
righteously, “tliat triest the reins and 
*the heart, let me see thy vengeance on 
them : for unto thee have I revealed my 
cause. 

21 Therefore thus saith the Lord of the 
men of Anatlioth, "that seek thy life, 
saying, “Prophesy not in the name of 
the Lord, *that thou die not by our 
hanfl: 

22 Therefore thus saitli the Lord of 
hosts, Behold, I will punish them: the 
young men shall die by the sword; 
their sons and their daughters shall die 
by famine : 

23 And there shall be no remnant of 
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them : for " I -will bring evil upon the 
men of Anathoth, even <*the year of their 
visitation. 

CHAPTER 12 

®T>IGHTEOUS aH thou, 0 Lord, 
X V -when I plead with thee : yet let 
me ^talk with thee of thy judgments : 
^Wherefore doth the way of the wicked 
prosper? wherefore are all they happy 
that deal very treacherously? 

2 Thou hast planted them, yea, they 
have taken root : ^they grow, yea, they 
bring forth fmit : thou art near in their 
mouth, and far from their reins. 

3 But thou, 0 Lord, knowest me : thou 
hast seen me, and tried mine heart 
2 toward thee: pull them out like sheep 
for the slaughter, and prepare them for 
^the day of slaughter. 

4 How long shall the land mourn, and 
the herbs of every field wither, for the 
wickedness of them that dwell therein? 
the beasts are consumed, and the birds ; 
because they s&'d, He shall not see our 
last end. 

5 II If thou hast run with the footmen, 
and they have wearied thee, then how 
canst thou contend with horses? and if 
in the land of peace, whefrein thou trust- 
edst, they weaned thee^ then how wilt 
thou do in ®the swelling of Jordan ? 

6 For even thy brethren, and the house 
of thy father, even they have dealt 
treacherously with thee *, yea, ^they have 
called a multitude after thee; believe 
them not, though they speak sfair words 
unto thee. 

7^1 have forsaken mine house, I have 
left ^mine heritage; I have given ®the 
dearly beloved of my soul into the hand 
of her enemies. 

8 Mine heritage is unto me as a lion in 
the forest; it ^crieth out against me: 
therefore have I hated it. 

9 Mine heritage is unto me as a Sspeckled 
bird, the birds round about are against 
her ; come ye, assemble all the beasts of 
the field, s^come to devour. 

10 Many pastors have destroyed ^my 
vineyard, ^they have trodden my portion 
under foot, tliey have made my lopleasant 
portion a desolate wilderness. 

11 They have made it desolate, and 

being desolate it moumeth unto me ; the 
whole land is made desolate, because no 
man "laycth it to heart, „ , . , 

12 The spoilers are come upon all high 
places through the wilderness; for the 
sword of the Lord shall devour from 
the one end of the land even to the other 
end of the land: no flesh shall have 
peace. 

13 “'They have so'v\ti wheat, but shall 
reap thorns : they have put themselves 
to pain, hut shall not profit : and ^^they 
shall be ashamed of your revenues be- 
cause of the fierce anger of the Lord. 

14 t Thus saith the Lord against all

^mine evil neighbours, ®that touch the 
inheritance which I have caused my 
people Israel to inherit; Behold, I will 
pluck them out of their land, and pluck 
out the house of Judah from among 
them. , 

15 And it shall come to pass, after that 
1 have plucked them out^I will return, 
and have compassion on them, and 
bring them again, every man to his he- 
ritage, and every man to his land.^ 

If) And it shall come to pass, if they 
will diligently learn the ways of my 
people, Ho swear by my name, The 
Lord liveth ; as they taught my people 
to swear by Baal; then shall they be 
built in the midst of my people. 

17 But *if they will not obey, I will 
utterly pluck im and destroy that na- 
tion, saith the Lord. 

CHAPTER 13 
rpHUS saith the Lord unto me. Go 
X and get thee a linen "‘girdle, and put 
it upon tliy loins, and pub it not in. 
water. 

2 ^‘So I got a girdle according to the 
word of the Lord, and put it on my 
loins, 

3 And the word of the Lord came unto 
me the second time, saying, 

4 Take the girdle that thou hast got, 
which is upon thy loins, and arise, go to 
Euplirates, and hide it there in a hole of 

roc l^t 

6 So I went, and hid it by Euphrates, 
as the Lord commanded me. 

6 And it came to pass after many days, 
that the Lord said unto me, Arise, go to 
Euphrates, and take the girdle from 
thence, which I commanded thee to hide 
there. 

7 Then I went to Euphrates, and digged, 
and took the girdle from the place where 
I had hid it : and, behold, the girdle was 
marred, it was profitable for nothing. 

8 Then the word of the Lord came 
unto me, saying, 

9 Thus saith the Lord, After th^ 
manner will I mar ^ the pride of Judah, 
and the great pride of Jerusalem. 

10 This evil people, which refuse to 

hear my words, wmch walk in the ima- 
gination of Ikeir heart, and walk after 
other gods, to serve them, and to wor- 
ship them, shall even be as this girdle, 
which is good for nothing. , 

11 For as the girdle cleaveth to the loins 
of a man, so have I caused to cleave 
unto me the whole house of Israel and 
the whole house of Judah, saith the 
Lord ; ‘'that they might be unto me for 
a people, and for a name, and for a 
praise, and for a glory : but they -would 
not hear. 

12 H Therefore thou shalt speak unto 
them this word ; Thus saith the Lord 
God of Israel, *EveiT bottle shall be 
filled with wine ; and they shall say unto

thee, Do we not certainly know that 
every bottle shall be filled with wine ? 

13 Then shalfc thou say unto them, 
Thus saith the Lord, Behold, I will till 
all the inhabitants of this land, even® the 
Idngs that sit upon David’s throne, and 
the priests, and the prophets, and all the 
inhabitants of Jerusalem, ^ with drunken- 
ness. 

14 And I will dash them 2 one against 
another, even the fathers and the sons 
together, saith the Lord : I will not pity, 
nor spare, nor have mercy, 5* but destroy 
them. 

15 H Hear ye, and give ear; be not 
proud : for the Lord hath spoken. 

16 Give glory to the Lord your God, 
before ^he cause darkness, and before 
your feet stumble upon the dark moun- 
tains, and, while ye look for light, he 
turn it into ^Hhe shadow of death, and 
make it * gross darlmess. 

17 But if ye will not hear it, my soul 
shall weep in secret places for your 
pride ; and mine eye shall weep sore, and 
run down with tears, because the Lord’s 
flock is carried away captive. 

18 Say unto ^tlie king and to the queen, 
Humble yourselves, sit down : for your 
■^principalities shall come down, even tlie 
crown of your glory. 

19 The cities of the south shall be shut 
up, and none shall open them : Judah 
shall be carried away captive all of it, it 
shall be wholly carried away captive. 

s20 Lift up your eyes, and behold ’Hhem 
that come from the north : where is the 
flock that was given thee, tliy beautiful 
flock? , , „ 

21 What wilt thou say when he shall 
® punish thee ? for thou hast taught them 
to he captains, and as cliief over thee : 
^sliall not sorrows take thee, as a woman 
in travail ? 

22 IT And if thou say in thine heart, 
^WTierefore come these tlihigs upon me ? 
h’or the greatness of thine iniquity are 
“thy skirts discovered, and thy heels 
7 made bare. 

23 Can the Ethiopian change his skin, 
or the leopard his spots? ^tlien may ye 
also do good, that are s accustomed to 
do evil. 

24 Therefore will I scatter them ®as 
the stubble that passeth away by the 
wind of the wilderness. 

25 This is thy lot, the portion of thy 
measures from me, saith the Lord: 
because thou hast forgotten me, and 
trusted in falsehood. 

26 Therefore will I discover tliy skirts 
upon thy face, that ®thy shame may 
appear. 

27 1 have seen tliine adulteries, and thy 
*neighings, the lewdness of thy whore- 
dom, and thine abominations /on the 
hills in the fields. Woe unto thee, 0 
Jerusalem! ^wilt thou not be made 
dean! lOwhen shall it once be? 
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CHAPTER 14 

fTlHE word of the Lord that came to 
X Jeremiah concerning ^the dearth. 

2 Judah mourneth, and *the gates 
thereof languish; ®they are black unto 
the ground; and the cry of Jerusalem 
is gone up. 

3 And their nobles have sent their little 
ones to the waters: they came to the 
pits, and found no water ; they returned 
with their vessels empty ; they were a- 
sliamed and confounded, and ‘’covered 
their heads. 

4 Because the ground is chapt, for 
/there was no ram in the earth, the 
plowmen were ashamed, they covered 
their heads. 

6 Yea, the hind also calved in the field, 
and forsook it^ because tliere was no 
grass. 

6 And the wild asses did stand in the 
high places, they snuffed up the wind 
like dragons ; their eyes did fail, because 
there was no grass. 

7 IF O Lord, though our iniquities 
testify against us, do thou it Hot thy 
name’s sake: for our backslidings are 
many ; we have sinned against thee. 

8 '"O the hope of Israel, the saviour 
thereof in time of trouble, why shouldest 
thou be as a stranger in the land, and as 
a wayfaring man that tuineth aside to 
tarry'for a night? 

9 Why shouldest thou be as a man 
astonied, as a mighty man ^that cannot 
save? yet ^ thorn 0 Lord, art in the 
midst of us, and ®we are called by thy 
name ; ^leave us nob. 

10 IT Thus saith the Lord unto tliis 
people, Thus have they loved to wander, 
they have not refrained their feet, there- 
fore the Lord doth not accept them ; he 
will now remember their iniquity, and 
visit their sins. 

11 Then said the Lord unto me, ^Pray 
not for tliis people for their good. 

12 *'Wheu they fast, I will not hear 
their cry; and “when they offer burnt 
offering and an oblation, I will not ac- 
cept them ; but will consume them 
by the sword, and by the famine, and by 
the pestilence. 

13 IF “Then said I, All, Lord God! 
behold, the prophets say unto them. Ye 
shall not see the sword, neither shall ye 
have famine; but 1 will give you ^ as- 
sured peace in this place. 

14 Then the Lord said imto me, The 
prophets ^propliesy lies in my name : I 
sent them not, neither have I com- 
manded them, neither spake unto them : 
they prophesy unto you a false vision 
and divination, and a thing of nought, 
and the deceit 01 their heart. 

16 Therefore thus saith the Lord con- 
cerning the prophets that prophesy in 
my nam^ and I sent them not, "yet 
they say, Sword and famine shall not be 
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in this land; “By sword and famine 
shall those prophets be consumed. 

16 And the people to whom they pro- 

S hesy shall be cast out in the streets of 
erusalem because of the famine and 
the sword ; and “tney shall have none to 
buiy them, them, tneir wives, nor their 
sons, nor their daughters; tor I will 
pour their wickedness upon them. 

17 H Therefore thou shalt say this word 
unto them; Let mine eyes run do^^^l 
with tears night and day, and let them 
not cease for the virM ^daughter of 
my people is broken with a great breach, 
with a very grievous blow. ^ 

18 If I go forth into ®the field, then 
behold the slain with the sword! and 
if I enter ®into the city, then behold 
them that axe sick with famine! yea, 
/both the prophet and the priest ^go 
about into a land that they mow not. 

19 East thou utterly rejected Judah? i 
hath tlry soul iothed Zion? why hasti 
thou smitten us, and thei'e is no healing 
for us? we looked for peace, and there is 
no good; and for the time of healing, 
and nehold trouble ! 

20 We acknowledge, 0 Lord, our wick- 
edness, and the iniquity of our fathers : 
^for we have sinned against thee. 

21 Do not abhor ns, /for thy name’s 
sake, do not disgrace the throne of thy 
glory; ^remember, break not thy cove- 
nant with us. 

22 ”*Are there any among "the vamties 
of the Gentiles tliat can cause rain? or 
can the heavens give showers? “ari not 
tliou he, 0 Lord our God? therefore we 
will wait ui)on thee ; for thou hast made 
all these things, 

CHAPTEB 16 

rnHEN said the Lord unto 
X s Though *‘Moses and Samuel stood 
before me, yet my mind could not he 
toward this people ; cast them out of my 
sight, and let them go forth. 

2 And it shall come to pass, if they say 
unto thee, Whither shall we go forth? 
then thou shalt tell them, Thus saith the 
Lord ; "Such as are for deatli, to death ; 
and such as are for the sword, to the 
sivord ; and such as are for the famine, 
to the f amin e ; and such as are for the 
captivity, to the captivity. 

3 And I will appoint over them four 
« kinds, saith the Lord: the sword to 
slay, and the dogs to tear, and the fowls 
of the heaven, and the beasts of the 
earth, to devour and destroy. 

4 And I will 7 cause them to be re- 
moved into all kingdoms of the earth, 
because of ^Manasseh the son of Heze- 
jfiflh king of Judah, for that which he 
did in Jerusalem. 

5 Tor who shall have pity upon thee, 
0 Jerusalem? or who shall bemoan 
thee? or who ^all go aside to ask ^how 
Jhoudoest? 
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6 Thou hast forsaken me, saith the 

Lord, thou art gone backward; there- 
fore will I stretch out my hand against 
thee, and destroy thee; am weary 
with repenting. . _ 

7 And 1 will fan them with a fan m the 
gates of the land : I will bereave them 
of 1 children, I will destroy my people, 
since they return not from their ways. 

8 Their widows axe increased to me 
above the sand of the seas: I have 
brought upon them against 2 the mother 
of the young men a spoiler at noonday : 

I have caused him to fall upon it sud- 
denly, and terrors upon the city. 

9 She that hath home seven languish- 
eth: she hath given up the ghost; her 
sim is gone doim while it was yet day : 
she hatli been ashamed and confounded : 
and the residue of them will I deliver to 
the sword before tbeir enemies, saith the 
Lord. 

10 1 ^ Woe is me, my mother, that thou 
hast borne me a man of strife and a man 
of contention to the whole earth ! I have 
neither lent on usury, nor men have lent 
to me on usury ; yet every one of them 
doth curse me. 

11 The Lord said, Yerily ’^it shall he 
well with thy remnant; verily 1 will 
4 cause the enemy to entreat thee well in 
the time of evil and in the time of afflic- 
tion. 

12 Shall iron break Hhe northern iron 
and the steel? 

13 Thy substance and thy treasures will 
I give to the spoil without price, and 
that for all thy sins, even in all thy 
borders. 

14 And I will make thee to pass with 
thine enemies into -^a land which thou 
knowest not: for a fire is kindled in 
mine anger, which shall bum upon you. 

15 IT 0 Lord, thou knowest : remember 
me, and visit me, and revenge me of my 
persecutors; take me not away in thy 
longsuffeiing : know that "for tny sake I 
have sufiered rebuke. 

16 Thy words were found, and did 
eat them; and thy word was imto me 
the joy and rejoicing of mine heart : for 
51 am called by thy name, O Lord God 
of hosts. 

17 "I sat not in the assembly of the 
mockers, nor rejoiced; I sat alone be- 
cause of thy hand : for thou hast filled 
me with indignatioa 

18 Why is my pain perpetual, and my 
woimd mcurable, which refuseth to he 
healed? wilt thou he altogether untome 
as a liar, and as waters that 8|ail ? 

19 If Therefore thus saith the Lord, 
thou return, then will I bring thee again, 
and thou shalt stand before me : and if 
thou take forth the precious from me 
vile, thou shalt be as my mouth: let 
them return unto thee; but return not 
thou unto them. 

20 And I ^\vill make thee imto this 
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rale a fenced brasen wall : and they 
.11 fight against thee, but ®they shall 
not prevail against thee : for I am with 
thee to save thee and to deliver thee, 
saith the Lord. 

21 And I will deliver thee out of the 
hand of the wicked, and I will redeem 
thee out of the hand of the terrible. 

CHAPTER 16 

T ie word of the Lord came also unto 
me, saying, 

2 Thou shalt not take thee a wife, 
neither shalt thou have sons or daugh- 
ters in tliis place. 

3 Eor thus saith the Lord concerning 
the sons and concerning the daughters 
that are born in this place, and concern- 
ing their mothers that bare them, and 
concerning their fathers that begat them 
in this land ; 

4 They shall die of grievous deaths; 
<Hhey shall not be lamented; neither 
shall they be buried; fiwt^they shall be 
as dung upon the face of the earth : and 
^they shall be consumed by the sword, 
and by famine ; and their carcases shall 
be meat for the fowls of heaven, and for 
the beasts of the earth. 

5 For thus saith the Lord, ^Enter not 
into the house of ^mourning, neither go 
to lament nor bemoan them : for I have 
taken away my peace from this people, 
saith the Lord, even lo\ingkindness and 
mercies. 

6 Both the great and the small shall die 
in this land : ^Hhey shall not be buried, 
neither riiall men lament for them, nor 
^cut themselves, nor ^make tliemselves 
bald for them ; 

7 Neither shall men ^tear themselves for 
them in mourning, to comfort them for 
the dead : neither shall men mve them 
the cup of consolation to drink for their 
father or for their mother. 

8 Thou shalt not also go into the house 
of feasting, to sit with them to eat and 
to drink. 

9 For thus saith the Lord of hosts, the 
God of Israel; Behold, I will cause to 
cease out of this place in your eyes, and 
in your days, the voice of mirth, and the 
voice of gladness, the voice of the bride- 
groom, and the voice of the bride. I 
10 H And it shall come to pass, when 
thou shalt shew this people all these 
words, and they shall say unto thee, 
^Wlierefore hath the Lord pronounced 
all this great evil against us 1 or wliat is 
our iniquity? or what is our sin that we 
have committed against the Lord our 
God? 

11 Then shalt thou say unto them, Be- 
cause your fathers have forsaken me, 
saith the Lord, and have walked after 
other godi and have served them, and 
have worshipped them, and have for- 
saken me, and have not kept my law ; 

12 And ye have done ®worse than your 
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fathers ; for, hehold, ye walk every one 
after the i imagination of his evil heart, 
that they may not hearken unto me : 

13 * Therefore will I cast you out of this 
land °into a land that ye know not, 
neither ye nor your fathers; and there 
shall ye serve other gods day and night ; 
where I will not shew you favour. 

14 % Therefore, behold, the days come, 
saith the Lord, that it shall no more be 
said, ®The Lord liveth, that brought up 
the cliildren of Israel out of the land 
of Eg3T)t : 

15 But, The Lord liveth, that brou^t 
up the children of Israel /from the land 
or the north, and from all the lands 
whither he had driven them; and 
will bring them again into their land 
tliat I gave unto their fathers, 

16 t Behold, I will send for many 
^ fishers, saith the Lord, and they shall 
fish them; and after will I send for 
many hunters, and they shall hunt them 
from every mountain, and from every 
hill, and out of *the holes of the rocks. 

17 For mine eyes are upon all their 
ways : they are not hid from my face, 
neither is their iniquity hid from mine 
eyes. 

18 And first ®I will recompense their 
iniquity and their sin ^double: because 

they have defiled my land, they have 
filled mine inheritance with the carcases 
of theii* detestable and abominable tilings. 

19 0 Lord, my strength, and ’’my for- 
tress, and my refuge in the day of afflic- 
tion, the Gentiles shall come unto thee 
from the ends of the earth, and shall 
say, Surely our fathers have inherited 
lies, vanity, and things “wherein there is 
no profit. 

20 Shall a man make gods unto him- 
self, and ’'they are no gods? 

21 Therefore, behold, I will this once 
cause them to know, I will cause them 
to know mine hand and my might ; and 
they shall know that “'my name is ^The 
Lord. 


CHAPTER 17 

T he sin of Judah is written with *a 
pen of iron, and with the ^ point of 
a diamond : it is graven upon the table 
of their heart, and upon ^^tlie horns of 
your altars; 

2 Whilst their children remember their 
altars and ** their moves “by the green 
trees upon the hi^ hills. 

3 0 ®my mountain in the field, I will 
give thy substance and all thy treasures 
to the spoil, and thy high places for sin, 
throughout all thy borders. 

4 And thou, even ® thyself, shalt discon- 
tinue from tliine heritage that I gave 
thee; and will cause thee to serve 
thine enemies in the land which thou 
knowest not : for ye have kindled a fire 
in mine anger, which shall burn for ever. 
6 H Thus saim the Lord ; Cursed be the 
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man that tmsteth in man, and ®maketh 
flesh arm, and whose heart departeth 
from the Lord. 

6 For he shall ®be like the heath in the 
desert, and shall not see when good 
cometh ; but shall inhabit the parched 
places m the wilderness, m s^t land 
and not mhabited. 

7 ^Blessed is the man that trusteth in 
the Lord, and whose hope the Lord is. 

8 For /he shall be as a tree planted by 
the waters, and that spreadetn out her 
pots by the river, and shall not see when 
heat cometh, but ^her leaf shall be green ; 
and shall not be careful in the year of 
^ drought, neither shall cease from yield- 
ing fruit. 

9 *11 The heart is deceitful above all 
things^ and desperately wicked : who can 
know it? 

10 I the Lord /search the heart, I 
* try the reins, even give eveiyman 
according to ms ways, and according to 
the fruit of his doings. 

11 the partridge ^sitteth on eggs, 
and hatcheth them not : so he that getteth 
riches, and not by right, ^ shall leave 
them ®in the midst of his days, and at 
his end shall be *’a fool. 

12 IT A glorious high tlirone from the 
beginning is the place of our sanctuary. 

13 0 Lord, the hope of Israel, ^all that 
forsake thee shall be ashamed, and they 
that depart from me shall be “'written in 
tile earth, because they have forsaken the 
Lord, ‘'the fountain of living waters. 

14 Heal me, 0 Lord, and I shall be 
healed; save me, and 1 shall be saved: 
for thou aH my praise. 

15 H Behold, “'they say unto me, "Where 
is the word of the Lord? let it come now. 

16 As for me, have not hastened 
from deing a pastor ^to follow thee; 
neither have I desired the woeful day : 
thou knowest; that which came out oi 
my lips was right before thee. 

17 Be not a terror unto me ; thou art 
my hope in the day of evil. 

18 Let them be confounded tliat perse- 
cute me, but let not me be confounded ; 
let them be dismayed, but let not me be 
dismayed : bring upon them the day of 
evil, and ^ destroy them with ® double 
destruction, 

19 1i Thus said tlie Lord unto me ; Go 
and stand in the gate of the children of 
the people, whereby * the kings of Judah, 
come in, and by the which they go out, 
and in all the gates of Jerusalem ; 

20 And say unto therr^ Hear ye the 
word of the Lord, ye kings of Judah, 
and all Judah, and all the inhabitants of 
Jerusalem, that enter in by these gates : 

21 Thus saith the Lord; Take heed to 
yourselves, and ®bear no burden on the 
sabbath day, nor bring it in by the gates 
of Jerusalem ; 

22 Neither carry forth a burden out of 
your houses on the sabbath day, neither 
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do ye any work, but hallow ye the sabbath 
day,* as I commanded your fathers. 

23 But they obeyed no§ neither inclined 
their ear, but nme their neck stiff, that 
they might not hear, nor receive induc- 
tion. 

24 And it shall come to pass, if ye 
diligently hearken unto me, saith the 
Lord, to bring in no burden through the 
gates of this city on the sabbath day, but 
hallow the sabbath day, to do no work 
therein ; 

25^ Then shall there enter into the gates 
of this city kings and princes sitting 
upon the throne of David, riding in 
chariots and on horses, they, and their 
princes, the men of Judah, and the 
inhabitants of Jerusalem: and this city 
shall remain for ever. 

26 And they shall come from Hhe cities 
of Judah, and from *the places about 
Jerusalem, and from the land of Ben- 
jamin, and from ”the plain, and from 
the mountains, and from ®the south, 
bringing burnt offerings, and sacrifices, 
and meat offerings, and incense, and 
bringing sacrifices of praise, unto tiie 
house of the Lord. 

27 But if ye will not hearken unto me to 
hallow the sabbath day, and not to bear 
a bmden, even entering in at ^e gates 
of Jemsalem on the sabbath day ; tlien 
' will I kindle a fire in the gates thereof, 
and it shall devour the palaces of Jerusa- 
lem, and it shall not be quenched. 

CHAPTER 18 

T he word which came to Jeremiah 
from the Lord, saying, 

2 Arise, and go down to ®the potter’s 
house, and there I will cause thee to 
hear my words. 

3 Then I went down to the potter’s 
house, and, behold, he wrought a work 
on the ^wheels. 

4 And the vessel that he made * of clay 
was marred in the hand of the potter : 
so he 6 made it again another vessel, as 
seemed good to the potter to make it. 

5 Then the word of the Lord came to 
me, saying, 

6 0 house of Israel, * cannot I do with 
you as this potter? saith the Lord. 
Behold, as the clay is in the potter’s 
hand, so are ye in mine liand, 0 house 
of Israel. 

7 At what instant I shall speak ® con- 
cerning a nation, and concerning a king- 
dom, to pluck up, and to pull down, and 
to destroy it; 

8 If that nation, against whom I have 
pronounced, turn from their evil, I will 
repent of the evil that I thougnt to do 
unto them. 

9 And^ at what instant I shall speak 
concerning a nation, and concerning a 
kin^om, to build and to plant it; 

10 If it do evil in sight, that it obey 
not my voice, then I wiH repent of the 
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good, wherewith. I said I would benefit 
them. 

11 IT Kow therefore go to, speak to the 
men of Judah, and to the inhabitants of 
Jerusalem, saying, Thus saith the Lokd ; 
Behold, 1 frame evil against you, and 
devise a device against you : return ye 
now every one from his evil way, and 
make your ways and your doings good. 

12 And they said, ^Thei*e is no hope : 
but we will walk after our own devices, 
and we will every one do the imagination 
of his evil heart. 

13 Therefore thus saith the Lord ; /Ask 
ve now among the heathen, who hath 
heard such things : the virgin of Israel 
hath done a very horrible thing. 

14 ‘Win a man leave ^the snow of 
Lebanon which cometh from the rock 
of the field? or shall the cold flowing 
waters that come from another place be 
forsaken? 

16 Because ^ my people hath forgotten 
me, they have bm-ned incense to vanity, 
and they have caused them to stumble 
in their ways from the ^ancient paths, 
to walk in paths, in a way not cast 
up; 

16 To make their land " desolate, and a 
perpetual hissing; every one that passeth 
thereby shall be astonished, and wag his 
head. 

17 1 ^will scatter them as with an east 
wind before the enemy; I will shew them 
^the back, and not the face, in the day 
of their calamity. 

18 IT Then said they, Come, and ’“let us 
devise devices against Jeremiah; ^for 
the law shall not perish from the priest, 
nor counsel from the wise, nor the word 
from the prophet. Come, and let us 
smite him ^with the tongue, and let us 
not give heed to any of his words. 

19 Give heed to me, 0 Lord, and 
hearken to the voice of them that con- 
tend with me. 

20 Shall evil be recompensed for good? 
for they have digged ^ a pit for my soul. 
Eeniember that I stood before thee to 
speak good for them, and to turn away 
tny wrath from them. 

21 Therefore * deliver up their children 
to the famine, and ‘^pour out their blood 
by the force of the sword; and let their 
wives be bereaved of their children, and 
be widows ; and let their men be put to 
death; let their young men he slam by 
the sword in battle. 

22 Let a cry be heard from their houses, 
when thou shalt bring a troop suddenly 
upon them : for they nave digged a pit 
to take me, and bid snares for my 
feet. 

23 Yet, Lord, thou knowest all their 
counsel agaii^t me ® to slay me: “forgive 
i not their iniquity, neither blot out their 
sin from thy sight, but let them be over- 
thrown before thee ; deal thus with them 
ha the time of thine anger. 
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CHAPTER 19 

rpHXJS saith the Lord, Go and get ®a 
JL potter’s earthen bottle, and take of 
the ancients of the people, and of 2>the 
ancients of the priests; 

2 Anc^o forth unto ‘’the valley of the 
son of Pfinnom, wliich is by the entry of 
^the east gate, and proclaim there the 
words that I shall tell thee, 

3 Amd say. Hear ye the word of the 
Lord, ®0 kmgs of Judah, and inhabit- 
ants of Jerusalem ; Thus saith the Lord 
of hosts, tlie God of Israel ; Behold, 1 
win bring evil upon this place, the wliich 
whosoever heareth, ^his ears sliall tingle, 

4 Because *they have forsaken me, 
and have estranged this place, and have 
burned incense in it unto other gods, 
whom neither they nor their fathers nave 
known, nor the kings of Judah, and 
have filled this place with the blood of 
innocents: 

5 ‘'They have built also the high places 
of Baal, *to burn their sons with fire /or 
burnt offerings unto Baal, wliich I 
commanded not, nor spake ii, neithei 
came it into my mind : 

6 therefore, behold, the days come, 
saith the Lord, that this place shall 
no more be called ®Tophet, nor ‘’The 
valley of the son of Hinnom, but The 
valley of slaughter. 

7 And I will make void the coimsel of 
Judah and Jerusalem in this place ; and 
I will cause them to fall by the sword 
before their enemies, and by the hands of 
them that seek their lives: and * their 
carcases will I give to be meat for the 
fowls of the heaven, and for the beasts 
of the eartlL 

8 And “I will make this city desolate, 
and an hissing: every one that passeth 
thereby shall be astonished and hisa 
because of all the plagues thereof. 

9 And will cause them to eat the 
flesh of their sons and the flesh of their 
daughters, and they shall eat every one 
the flesh of his friend in the siege and 
straitness, wherewith their enemies, and 
they that seek their lives, shall straiten 
them. 

10 Then 2' shalt thou break the bottle 
in the sight of the men that go wi^ 
thee, 

11 And shalt say unto them, Tlius saith 
the Lord of hosts ; Even so will I break 
this people and this city, as one breaketh 
a potters vessel, that cannot ®be made 
whole again: and ®they sliall bury them 
in Tophet, till thei'e he no place to bury. 

12 Thus win I do unto this place, saith 
the Lord, and to the inhabitants thereof, 
and eoen make tills city "as Tophet : 

13 And the houses of Jerusalem, and 
the houses of the kings of Judah, sliali be 
defiled as the place of Tophet, because of 
all the houses "upon whose roofs they 

I have burned incense unto all the host of 
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heaven, and “have poured out drink *ch.7.i8. 
offerings unto other gods. 

14 Then came Jeremiah from Tophet, 
wliither the Lord had sent him to 
prophe^; and *he stood in the court 6 2Ch.2o. 5. 
of tlie Lord’s house; and said to all the 

people, ‘'ch.2a4a 

15 Thus saith the Lord of hosts, the 

God of Israel ; Behold, I will bring upon ^ ch. u. 20 . 
this city and upon all her towns all the 
evil that I have pronounced against it, 
because they have hardened their necks, 
that they might not hear my words. 


CHAPTEE 20 


N OW ^Pasliur the son of /Imnier the 
priest, who was also ^ chief governor 
in the house of the Lord, heard that ; 
Jeremiah mophesied these things. 

2 Then Pasliur smote Jeremiali the 
prophet, and put him in the stocks that 
were in the high ^gate of Bemamin, 
which was by the house of the Lord. 

3 And it came to pass on the morrow, 
that Pashur brought forth Jeremiah out 
of the stocks. Then said Jeremiah unto 
him, The Lord hath not called thy name 
Pashur, but iMagor-missabib. 

4 For thus saith the Lord, Behold, I 
will make thee a terror to thyself, and to 
all thy friends ; and they shall fall by the 
sword of their enemies, and thine eyes 
shall behold it : and I will give all Judah 
into the hand of the king of Babylon, 
and he shall carry them captive into 
Babylon, and shall slay them with the 
sword. 

6 Moreover I will deliver all the strength 
of tills city, and all the labours thereof, 
and all the precious things thereof, and 
all the treasures of the kings of Judah 
will I give into the hand of their enemies, 
which shall spoil them, and take them, 
and ^ carry them to Babylon. 

6 And thou, Pashur, and all that dwell 
in thine house shall go into captivity: 
and thou shalt come to Babylon, and 
there thou shalt die, and shalt be buried 
there, thou, and all thy friends, to whom 
thou hast prophesied hes. 

7 H 0 Lord, thou hast deceived me, and 
I was ^deceived : thou art stronger than 
I, and hast prevailed : I ^am in derision 
daily, every one mocketh me. 

8 For since I spake, I cried out, I cried 
“ violence and spoil ; because the word of 
the Lord was made a reproach unto me, 
and a derision, daily. 

9 Then I said, I will not make mention 
of him, nor speak any more in his name. 
But Ms word was in “’mine heart as a 
burning fire shut up in my bone^ and I 
was weary with forbearing, and I could 
not stay. 

10 IT ^For I heard the defaming of 
many, fear on every side. Report, say 
theyj and we will report it. my 
familiars watched for m 
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shall prevail against him, and we shall 
take our revenge on him. 

11 But the Lord is with me as a mighty 

terrible one: therefore my persecutors 
shall stumble, and they shall not prevail: 
they shall be greatly ashamed ; for they 
shall not prosper : ® everlasting con- 

fusion shall never be forgotten. 

12 But, O Lord of hosts, «*that triest 
the righteous, and seest the reins and the 
heart, let me see thy vengeance on them : 
for unto thee have 1 opened my cause. 

13 Sing unto the Lord, praise ye the 
Lord : for he hath delivered the soul of 
the poor from the hand of evildoers. 

14 IT ^ Cursed be the day wherein I was 
born : let not the day wherein my mother 
bare me be blessed. 

15 Cursed be the man who brought 
tidings to my father, saying. A man 
child is born unto thee; making him 
very glad. 

16 And let that man be as the cities 
wliich the Lord overthrew, and repented 
not: and *let him hear the cry in the 
morning, and the shouting at noontide; 

17 ‘Because he slew me not from the 
womb; or that my mother might have 
been my grave, and her womb to he 
always great with me. 

18 Wherefore came I forth out of the 
womb to see labour and sorrow, that my 
days should be consumed with shame? 

CHAPTER 21 

T he word which came unto Jeremiah 
from the Lord, when king 2ede- 
kiah sent unto him “Pashur the son of 
M elchiah ,__and.^, Eephn.ru al-i J-.hft son of 
MaaseiaOhe priest, saying, 

■2''*Tn^ire,'' i^ira^Thee, of the Lord 
for us; for * Nebuchadrezzar king of 
Babylon maketh war a^inst us ; if so be 
that the Lord will dearwith us according 
to all his wondrous works, that he may 
go ^ from us. 

3 % Then said Jeremiah unto them, 
Thus shall ye say to Zedekiah : 

4 Thus saith the Lord God of Israel : 
Behold, *I will turn back the weapons of 
war that are in your hands, wherewith 
ye fight against the king of Babylon, and 
against the Chaldeans, which besiege 
you without the walls, and I will as- 
semble them into the midst of this city. 

5 And I myself wiU fight against you 
*'with an outstretched hand and with a 
strong arm, even in anger, and in fury, 
and in great wrath. 

6 And I will smite the inhabitants of 
this city, both man and beast : they shadl 
die of a great pestilence. 

7 And afterwar(^ saith the Lord, 
will deliver Zedekiah king of Judah, and 
his servants, and the people, and such as 
are left in this city from the pestilence, 
from the sword, and from the famine, 
into the hand of Nebuchadrezzar king 
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enemies, and into the hand of those that 
seek their life : and he shall smite them 
with the edge of the sword; ®he sh&ll 
not spare them, neither have pity, nor 
have mercy. 

8 IT And unto this people thou shalt say, 
Thus saith the Lord: Behold, set 
before you the way of life, and the way 
of death. 

9-^ He that abideth in this city shall die 
by the sword, and by the famine, and by 
the pestilence: but he that goeth out, 
and falleth to the Chaldeans that besiege 
you, he shall live, and ^‘his life shall be 
unto him for a prey. 

10 For I have ^‘set my face against this 
city for evil, and not for good, saith the 
Lord: *it shall be given into the hand 
of the king of Babylon, and ’"he shall 
bum it with fire. 

11 H And touching the house of the 
king of Judah, say. Hear ye the word of 
the Lord ; 

12 0 house of David, thus saith the 
Lord ; ^ Execute judgment ® in the morn- 
ing, and deliver him, that is spoiled out 
of the hand of the oppressor, lest my 
fury go out like fire, and burn that none 
can quench it, because of the evil of your 
doings. 

13 Behold, am against thee, 0 2 inha- 
bitant of tlie valley, and rock of the 
plain, saith the Lord 5 wliich say, “VVho 
shall come down a^inst usi or who 
shall enter into ourTiabitations? 

14 But I will® punish you according to 
the fruit of your doings, saith the Lord : 
and I will kindle a fire in the forest 
thereof, and it shall devour all things 
round about it. 

CHAPTER 22 
nnHTJS saith the Lord; Go down to 
jL the house of the king of Judah, and 
speak there this word, 

2 Amd say, ’"Hear the word of the Lord, 
0 king of Judah, that sittest upon the 
throne of David, thou, and thy servants, 
and thy people that enter in by these gates : 

3 Thus saith the Lord; ® Execute ye 
judgment and righteousness, and deliver 
the spoiled out 01 the hand of the oppres- 
sor: and do no wrong, do no violence ** to 
the stranger, the fatherless, nor the 
widow, neither shed innocent blood in 
this place. 

4 For if ye do this thing indeed, "then 
shall there enter in by the ^tes of this 
house kings sitting upon the throne of 
David, riding in chariots and on horses, 
he, and his servants, and his people. 

6 But if ye will not hear these words, ... 
swear by myself, saith the IiORD, that 
this house shall become a desolation. 

6 For thus saith the Lord unto the 
king’s house of Judah: Thou art Gilead 
unto and the head of Lebanon: yet 
surely I will make thee a wilderness, 
wid dties which are not inhabited. 
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The way of life and the way of death, 

7 And I wni prepare destroyers against 
thee, every one with his weapons: and 
they shall cut dow *thy choice cedars, 
and cast them into the fue. 

8 And many nations shall pass by this 
city, and they shall say every man to his 
neighbour, AVherefore hath the Lord 
done thus unto this great city? 

9 "Then they shall answer, Because 
they have forsaken the covenant of the 
Lord their God, and worshipped other 
gods, and served them. 

10 11 Weep ye not for the dead, neither 
bemoan him: hut weep sore for *him 
that goetli away : for he shall return no 
mor^nor see his native country. 

11 For thus saith the Lord touching 
^Shallum the son of Josiah king of 
Judaii, which reigned instead of Josiah 
his father, wliich went forth out of tliis 
place ; He shall not retmm tliither any 
more: 

12 But he shall die “in the place whither 
they have led him captive, and shall see 
tliis land no more. 

13 H ^Woe unto him that buildeth 
liis house by unrighteousness, and bis 
chambers by wrong; ^that useth his 
neighbour’s service ’ without wages, and 
giveth him not for his work : 

14 That saith, I will build me a wide 
house and ^large chambers, and cutteth 
him out ^windows ; and it is cieled with 
cedar, and painted with vermilion. 

15 Shalt thou reign, because thou closest 
thyself in cedar? did not thy father eat 
and drink, and ^do judgment and justice, 
and then it was well with liim? 

16 He judged the cause of the poor and 
needy 5 then it was well with him: was 
not this “to know me? saith the Lord. 

17 ®But thine eyes and tliine heart are 
not but for thy covetousness, and for to 
shed innocent blood, and for oppression, 
and for ^ violence, to do it. 

18 Therefore thus saith the Lord con- 
cerning *Jehoiakim the son of Josiah 
Idng of Judah; ^Tliey shall not lament 
for him, saying. All my brother! or. Ah 
sister! they sliall not lament for nim, 
saying. Ah lord! or, Ah his glory! 

19 He shall be buried with the biuial of 
an ass, * drawn and cast forth beyond the 
gates of Jerusalem. 

20 IF Go up to Lebanon, and cry; and 
lift up thy voice in Bashan, and cry from 
‘^the passages; for all thy lovers are 
destroyed. 

21 1 spake unto thee in thy 8 prosperity ; 
hut thou saidst, I will not hear. Tliis 
hath been thy manner from thy youth, 
that thou obeyedst not my voice. 

22 The wind shall eat up all-^ thy pastors, 
and thy lovers shall go into captivity; 
surely then shalt thou be ashamed and 
confounded for all thy wickedness. 

23 O 2 inhabitant of Lebanon, that 
makest thy nest in the cedars, how 
gracious shalt thou be when pangs come 
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upon thee, the pain as of a 'woman in 
travail 1 

2A ^ As I live, saith the Loud, though 
* Coniah the son of Jehoiakim king of 
Jud^ 'were ^the signet upon my right 
hand, yet would I pluck thee thence: 

25 And ®I will give thee into the hand 
of them that seek thy life, and into the 
hand of them whose face thou fearest, 
e'yen into the hand of Nebuchadrezzar 
Idng of Babylon, and into the hand of 
the Chaldeans. 

26 And 1 will cast thee out, and thy 
mother that bare thee, into another 
country, where ye were not born; and 
there shall ye die. 

27 But to the land whereunto they ^ desire 
to return, thither shall they not return. 

^ 28 /s this man Coniah a despised broken 
idol? is he ^‘a vessel wherein is no plea- 
sme? wherefore are they cast out, he and 
his seed, and are cast into a land which 
they know not? 

29 ” 0 earth, earth, earth, hear the word 
of the Loud. 

30 Thus saith the Lord, "Write ye this 
man -^childless, a man that shall not 
prosper in his days : for no man of his 
seed shall prosper, ’"sitting upon the 
throne of Da'vid, and ruling any more 
in Judah. 

CHAPTER 23 

W OE be unto *the pastors that de- 
stroy and scatter the sheep of my 
pasture! saith the Lord, 

2 Therefore thus saith the Lord God 
of Israel against the pastors that feed 
my people ; Ye have scattered my flock, 
and driven them away, and have not vi- 
sited them ; behold, 1 will visit upon you 
the evil of your doings, saith tlie Lord. 

3 And ®1 will gatlier the renmant of my 
flock out of all countries whither I have 
driven them, and will bring them again 
to their folds; and they sh^ be frmtful 
and increase. 

4 And I will set up * shepherds over them 
which shall feed them : and they shall 
fear no more, nor be dismayed, neither 
shall they be lacking, saith the Lord. 

6 H l^d^l^the days come, saith the 
Lord, maxi raise unto David a 
righteous "Branch, and King shall 
reign and prosper, and shall execute 
®3udgment and justice in the earth, ' 

6 In liis days Judah shall be saved and 
®Israel shall dwell safely; and this is his 
name whereby he shall be called, ^THE 
LORD /OUR RIGHTEOUSNESS. 

7. ^Therefore, behold, the days come, 
saith the Lord, that they shall no more 
say, The Lord liveth, which brought up 
the children of Israel out of the land of 
Eg^t; 

Out, The Lord liveth, which brought 
up and which led the seed of the house 
of Israel out of the north country, and 
from all countries whither 1 had driven 
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them; and they shall dwell in their own 
land. 

9 H Mine heart 'within me is broken 
because of the prophets; ®all my bones 
shake ; I am like a drunken man, and 
like a man whom wine hath overcome, 
because of the Lord, and because of the 
words of his holiness. 

10 For /the land is full of adulterers ; for 
^because of i swearing the land moumeth ; 
the pleasant places of the wilderness are 
dried up, and their ^ course is evil, and 
their force is not right. 

11 1 For *hoth preset and priest are 
profane; yea, *in my house have I found 
their wickedness, saith the Lord. 

12 Wherefore their way shall he unto 
them as slippery ways in the darkness: 
they shall be driven on, and fall therein: 

* for I will bring evil upon them, even the 
year of their visitation, saith the Lord. 

13 And I have seen ^^folly in the pro- 
phets of 2 Samaria; ’^they prophesied in 
Baal, and caused my people Israel to err. 

14 I have seen also in the prophets of 
Jerusalem ®an horrible thing: ®they 
pmmit adultery, and walk in hes : they 
“strengthen also the hands of e-^doers, 
that none doth return from his wicked- 
ness ; they are all of them imto me ®as 
Sodom, and the inhabitants thereof as 
Gomorrah. 

15 Therefore thus saith the Lord of 
hosts concerning the prophets; Behold. 
I will feed them with wormwood, and 
make them drink the water of gall: 
for from the prophets of Jerusalem is 
° profaneness gone forth into all the land, 

16 Thus saith the Lord of hosts, Hearken 
not unto the words of the prophets that 
prophesy unto you : they make you vain : 
“they speak a vision of their o'wn heart, 
and not out of the mouth of the Lord. 

17 They say still unto them that despise 
me. The Lord hath said, Ye shall have 
peace; and they say unto every one that 
walketh after the ^ imagination of his own 
heart, ^No evil shall come upon you. 

18 For *who hath stood in the Scounsel 
of the Lord, and hath perceived and 
heard his word? who hath marked his 
word, and heard it? 

19 Behold, a whirlwind of the Lord 
is gone forth in fury, even a grievous 
whirlwind : it shall fall grievously upon 
the head of the wicked. 

20 <^The anger of the Lord shall not 
return, until he have executed, and till 
he have performed the thoughts of his 
heart: in the latter days ye shall con- 
sider it perfectly. 

21 * I have not sent these prophets, yet 
they ran: I have not spoken to them, 
yet they prophesied. 

22 But if they had stood in my counsel, 
and had caused my people to hear my 
words, then they should have ^ turned 
them from their evil way, and from the 
evU of their doings.

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23 Am 1 a God at hand, saith the 
Lord, and “not a God afar ofl’? 

24 *Can any hide himself in secret 

places that I shall not see him? saith the 
Lord. ®Do not I fill heaven and earth? 
saith the IiORD. | 

25 1 have heard what the prophets said, 
^that prophesy lies in my name, saying, 

I have dimmed, I have dreamed. 

20 How long shall this be in the heart 
of the prophets that prophesy lies? yea, 
they are prophets of the deceit of their 
own heart; 

27 AVliich think to cause my people, to 

forget my name by their dreams which 
they tell every man to his neighbour, *as 
their fathers have forgotten my name 
for Baal. , , ^ 

28 The prophet ^ that hath a dream, let 
him tell a (h-eam ; and he that hath my 
word, let him speak my word faithfully. 
AVliat is the chafi' to the wheat? saith 
the Lord, 

29 Is not my word like as a fire? saith 
the Loud; and like a hammer that 
breaketh the rock in pieces? 

30 Therefore, behold,-^! against the 
prophets, saith the Lord, that steal my 
words every one from his neiglibour. 

31 Behold, I am against the prophets, 
saith the Lord, ^that use their tongues, 
and say, He saith. 

32 Behold, I am against them that 
prophesy false dreams, saith tlie Lord, 
ana do tell them, and ^ cause my people 
to err by their hes, and by tlieir "light- 
ness ; yeti sent them not, nor commanded 
them : therefore they shall not profit this 
people at all, saith the Lord. 

33 U And when this ^ople, or the 
prophet, or a priest, shall ask thee, 
saying, AVliat is ®the burden of the 
Jx)UD? thou shalt then say unto them, 
What burden? I will even forsake you, 
saith the Loud. 

34 And as for the prophet, and the 
priest, and the people, tliat shall say, 
The burden of the Lord, I will even 
^punish that man and his house. 

35 Thus shall ye say every one to his 
neighbour, and every one to Iiis brother, 
What hath the Lord answered? and, 
Wliat hath the Lord spoken ? 

36 And the burden of the Lord shall 
ye mention no more: for every man’s 
word shall be his burden; for ye have 
perverted the words of "the living God, 
of the Lord of hosts our God. 

37 Thus shalt thou say to the prophet, 
What hath the Lord answered thee? 
and,^What hath the IjOrd spoken? 

38 But since ye say, The burden of the 
Lord; therefore thus saith the Lord; 
Because ye say this word. The burden 
of the Lord, and I have sent unto you, 
saying, Ye shall not say, The burden of 
the Lord; 

39 Therefore, behold, I, even L "’will 
utterly forget you, and I will forsake you. 
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and the city that I gave you and your 
fathers, and cast you out of my presence ; 

40 Amd 1 will bring an everlasting re- 
proach upon you, and a perpetual shame, 
which shall not be forgotten. 

CHAPTEE 24 

T he Lord shewed me, and, behold, 
two baskets of figs were set before 
the temple of the Lord, after that 
/Nebuchadrezzar king of Babylon had 
caiTied away captive ^ Jeconiah the sou 
of Jelioiakim king of Judah, and *the 
princes of Judah, with the carpenters 
and smitlis, from Jerusalem, and had 
brought them to Babylon. 

2 One basket had very good figs, even 
like the figs that are first ripe : and the 
other basket had very naughty figs, which 
could not be eaten, ^they were so bad. 

3 Then said the Lord unto me, What 
seest thou, Jeremiah ? And I said, Pigs ; 
the good figs, very good ; and the evil, 
very evil, that cannot be eaten, they are 
so evil. 

4 Again the word of the Lord came 
unto me, saying, 

6 Thus saith the Lord, the God of 
Israel; Like these good figs, so will I 
acknowledge ^ them that are carried away 
captive of J udah, whom I have sent out 
of this place into the land of the Clial- 
deans ^for their good. 

6 Por 1 will set mine eyes upon them 
for good, and ’“I will bring them again 
to this land : and 1 will build them, and 
not pull them doivn; and I mil plant 
them, and not pluck them up. 

7 And “I will give them an heart to 
know me, that I am the Lord: and 
^they shall be my people, and 1 willTie 
their God : for they shall return unto me 
with their whole heart. 

8 H And as the evil figs, which cannot 
be eaten, they are so evil j surely thus 
saith the Lord, So will I give ^Zede- 
kiah the king of J udah, and his princes, 
and the residue of Jerusalem, tliat re- 
main in this land, and ‘them that dwell 
in the land of Egi^t : 

9 And 1 will deliver them ®to be 
removed into all the kingdoms of the 
eai’th for their hurt, to he a reproach and 
proverb, a tamit and a curse, in all 
places whither I shall drive them. 

10 And I will send the sword, the 
famine, and the pestilence, among them, 
till they be consumed from ofi’ the land 
that I gave unto them and to their 
fathers. 

CHAPTER 25 

rPHE word that came to Jeremi^ 
-L concerning all the people of Judah 
*'in the fourth year of Jehoiakim the son 
of Josiah king of Judah, that was the 
first year of Nebuchadrezzar king of 
Babylon ; 

2 The which Jeremiah the prophet spake 
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imto all the people of Judah, and to all 
the inliabitants of Jerusalem, sayii^, 

3 “From the thirteenth year of Josiah I “ch.i. 2 . 
the 3on of Amon king of Judah, even | * isa. 6i. 23 . 
unto this day, that is the tlnree and 
iwentieth year, the word of the Lord 
hath come unto me, and I have spoken 
unto you, rising early and sneaking; but 
ye have not hearkened. 

4 And the Lord hath sent unto you all 
his servants the prophets, rising early 
and sending them; but ye liave not 
hearkened, nor inclined your ear to hear. 

5 They said, ‘^Tiirn ye again now every- 
one from his evil way, and from the evil 
of your doings, and ^ dwell in the land 
that the Lord hath given unto you and 
to your fatheis ^for ever and ever : 

6 And go not after other gods to serve 
them, and to worship them, and provoke 
me not to aimer with Hhe works of your 
hands; and iwill do you no hurt. 

7 Yet ye have not hearkened unto me, 
saith the Lord ; that ye might provoke 
me to anger with the works of your 
hands to your own hurt. 

8 IF Thei'efore thus saith the Lord of 
hosts; Because ye have not heard my 
words 

9 Beiiold, I will send and take all ®the 
families of the north, saith the Lord, 
and Nebuchadrezzar the king of Babylon, 

®my servant, and will bring them against 
this land, and against the inhabitants 
thereof, and against all these nations 
round about, and will utterly destroy 
them, and make them an astonishment, 
and an hissing, and perpetual desolations. 

10 Moreover will take from them the 
voice of mirth, and the voice of gladness, 
the voice of the bridegroom, and the 
voice of the bride, “the sound of the 
"miUstones, and *'the hght of the candle. 

11 And this whole land shall be a 
desolation, and an astonishment ; and 
^ these nations shall serve the king of 
Babylon ^seventy years. 

12 IF And it sliall come to pass, * when 
seventy years are accomplished, that 1 
will ® punish the king of Babylon, and 
that nation, saith the Lord, for their 
iniquity, ana the land of the Chaldeans, 
and will make it perpetual desolations. 

13 And I will bring upon that land all 
my words which 1 nave pronounced 
r^inst it, eveii all that is written *in 
this book, which Jeremiah hath pro- 
phesied against all the nations. 

14 For ‘*many nations and great kings 
shall serve themselves of them also ; and 
I will recompense them according to 
their deeds, and according to the works 
of their own hands. 

15 IF For thus saith the Lord God of 
Israel unto me; Take ^the wine cup of 
this fury at my hand, and cause all the 
nations, to whom I send thee, to drink 
it. 

16 And they shall drink, and be moved. 
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and be mad, because of the sword that I 
will send among them. 

17 Then took I the cup at the Lord’s 
hand, and *made all the nations to drink, 
unto whom the Lord had sent me : 

18 To wit. Jerusalem, and the cities of 
Judah, and the kings thereof, and the 
princes thereof, to make them a deso- 
lation, an astonishment, an hissing, and 
a curse: as it is this day : 

19 ® Pharaoh king of Egypt, and his 
servants, and his princes, and all his 
people; 

20 And all ®the mingled people, and 
all the kings of /the land of XJz, and all 
the kings of the land of *the Philistines, 
and Ashkelon, and Azzah, and Ekron, 
and the renmant of Ashdod, 

21 ®Edom, and/Moab, and the children 
of *Ammon, 

22 And all the kings of Tyros, and all 
the kings of ’^Zidon, and the kings of the 
^isles vdiich ai'e beyond °the sea, 

23 Dedan, and Tema, and Buz, and all 
H?iat are in the utmost comers, 

24 And all the kings of Arabia, and all 
the kings of ^the mingled people that 
dwell in the desert, 

25 And all the kings of Zimri. and all 
the kings of Elam, and all the kings of 
the ]\Iedes, 

26 And all the kings of ’'the north, far 
and near, one with another, and all the 
kingdoms of the world, which are upon 
the face of the earth ; and the king of 
^ Shes hach shall drink after them. 
’■'STTClierefore thou shalt say unto them. 
Thus saith the Lord of hosts, the God 
of Israel; Drink ye, and be drunken, 
and spue, and fall, and rise no more, 
because of the sword which I will send 
among you. 

28 And it sloall he, if they refuse to 
“'take the cup at thine hand to drink, 
then shalt thou say unto them. Thus 
saith the Lord of hosts ; Ye shall cer- 
tainly drink. 

29 For, lo, I begin to bring evil on the 
city ^ which is called by my name, and 
should ye be utterly unpunished? Ye 
shall not he unpunished: for I will call 
for a sword upon all the inhabitants of 
the earth, saith the Lord of hosts. 

30 Therefore prophesy thou against them 
all these words, and say unto them, “The 
Lord shall roar from on high^ and utter 
his voice from ®his holy habitation; he 
shall mightily roar upon his habitation: 
he shall give a shout, as they that tread 
the graves^ against all the umabitants of 

31 A noise shall come even to the ends 
of the earth ; for nhe Lord hath a wn- 
troversy -with the nations, /he will pl^d 
with ail flesh ; he will give thein that 
are wicked to the sword saith the Lord. 
32 Thus saith the LORD of hosts, 
Behold, evil shall go forth from nation 
to nation, and a great whirlwind shall 
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be raised up from the coasts of the 
earth. 

33 And the slain of the Lokd shall he 
at that day from one end of the earth 
even unto the other end of the earth : 
'‘they shall not be lamented, neither 
gathered, nor buried; they shall be dung 
upon the ground. 

34 H Howl, ®ye shepherds, and cry ; and 
wallow yourselves in the cishes, ye princi- 
pal of the flock : for ^the days oi your 
slaughter and of your dispersions are 
accomplished ; and ye shall fall like 
pleasant vessel. 

35 And ®the shepherds shall have no 
way to flee, nor the principal of the flock 
to escape. 

36 A voice of the cry of the shepherds, 
and an howling of the princmal of the 
flock, shall he heard : for the Loud hath 

^7 And /the peaceable habitations are 
cut doAvn because of the fierce anger of 
the Lord. 

38 He hath forsaken his covert, as the 
lion : for their land is desolate because 
of the fierceness of the oppressor, and 
because of his fierce anger. 

CHAPTEK 26 

the beginning of the reign of Je- 
X hoiakim the son of Josiah king of 
Judah came this word from the Lord, 
saying, 

2 Thus saith the Lord; ^ Stand in the 
court of the Lord’s house, and speak 
unto all the cities of Judah, which come 
to worship in the Lord’s house, all the 
words that I command thee to speak 
unto them; diminish not a word: 

3 If so be they will hearken, and turn 
every man from his evil way, that 
may repent me of the evil, which I 
purpose to do unto them because of the 
evil of their doings. 

4 And thou shalt say unto them, Thus 
saith the Lord^ ”If ye will not hearken 
to me, to walk m my law, which I have 
set before you, 

5 ®To hearken to the words of my ser- 
vants the prophets, whom I sent unto 
you, both rising up early, and sending 
thevfi, but ye have not hearkened ; 

6 Then will I make this house ®like 
Shiloh, andwfll make this city ’’a curse 
*to all the nations of the earth. 

7 So *the priests and the prophets and 
all the people heard Jeremiah speaking 
these words in the house of the Lord. 

8 IF Now it came to pass, when Jere- 
miah had made an end of speaking all 
that the Lord had commanded him to 

Sid the prophets smd^&the peopS took 
him, saymg. Thou shalt surely die. 

9 Why hast thou prophesied m the name 
of the Lord, saying. This house shall be 
Hke Shiloh, and this city shall be deso- 
late*' without an inhabitant 2 And all the 
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people were gathered against Jeremiah 
m the house of the Lord. 

10 H “^^en the princes of Judah heard 
these things, then they came up from the 
king’s house unto the house of the Lord, 
and sat down ^in the entry of *the new 
gate of the Lord’s ?iouse. 

11 Then spake the priests and the 
prophets unto the princes and to all the 

iople, saying, 2 This man is worthy to 
„ e ; ^for he hath prophesied against this 
city, as ye have heard with your ears. 

12 t Then spake Jeremiah imto all the 
princes and to all the people, saying. The 
Lord sent me to prophesy against this 
house and against this city all the words 
that ye have neard. 

13 Therefore now ® amend your ways 
and your doings, and obey the voice of 
the Lord your God ; and the Lord will 
repent liim of the evil that he hath 
pronounced against you. 

14 As for me, behold, I am in your 
hand : do with me ‘^as seemeth good and 
meet unto you. 

15 But know ye for certain, that if ye 
put me to deatli, ye shall surely bring 
mnocent blood upon yourselves, and 
upon this city, and upon the inhabitants 
thereof : for of a truth the Lord hath 
sent me unto you to speak aU these 
words in your ears. 

16 II Then said the princes and all the 
people unto the priests and to the pro- 
phets ; This man is not worthy to die ; 
for he hath spoken to us in the name of 
the Lord our God. 

17 Then rose up certain of *the elders 
of the land, and spake to all the assembly 
of the people, saying, 

18 *Micari the Morasthite pimhesied in 
the days of Hezekiah king of Judah, and 
^ake to all the people of Judali, saying, 
Thus saith the Lord of hosts; ’”Zion 
shall be plowed I ike a field, and Jerusalem 
shall become heaps, and the mountain 
of the house as the high places of a 
forest. 

19 Lid Hezekiah king of Judah and all 
Judah put liim at all to death? ^did he 
not fear the Lord, and besought ‘^the 
Lord, and the Lord repented him of the 
evil which he had pronounced against 
them? Thus might we procure great evil 
against our souls. 

20 And there was also a man that 
prophesied in the name of the Lord, 
Unjah the son of Shemaiali of Kirjath- 
jearim, who prophesied against this city 
and against this land according to all the 
words of Jeremiah : 

21 And “when Jehoiakim the king, 
with aU his mighty men, and all the 
princes, heard his words, the king sought 
to put him to death : but when XJrijah 
heaid it, he was afraid, and fled, and went 
into Egypt ; 

22 And Jehoiakim the king sent men 
into Egypt, namely t “’Elnathan the son 
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and cast nis dead body into the graves of 
the 1 common people. 

^ Kevertheless the hand of ‘^Ahikam 
the son of ®Shaphan was with Jeremiah, 
mat they should not give him into the 
hand of the people to put him to death. 

CHAPTEE 27 

/TIT the beginning of the reign of ^ Je- 
JL hoialdm the son of Josiah king of 
Judah came this word unto Jeremiah 
from the Lord, saying, 

2 Thus ^saith the Lord to me; Make 
thee bonds and ® yokes, and put them 
upon thy neck, 

3 And send them to the king of / Edom, 
and to the king of Moab, and to the king 
of the Ammonites, and to the king or 
Tyrus, and to the king of Zidon, by the 
hand of the messengers which come to 
J erusalem unto Zedekiah king of Judah ; 

4 And command them ^to say unto 
their masters, Thus saith the Lord of 
hosts, the God of Israel ; Thus shall ye 
say unto your masters ; 

6 have made the earth, the man and 
the beast that are upon the ground, by 
my great power and by my outstretched 
arm, and "‘have given it unto whom it 
seemed meet unto me. 

6 And now have I given all these lands 
into tlie hand of Nebuchadnezzar the 
king of Babylon, -Pmy servant; and the 
beasts of the field have I given him also 
to serve him. 

7 And aU nations shall serve him, and 
^his son, and ®his son’s son, * until the 
very time of his land come: and then 
many nations and great kings shall serve 
themselves of him. 

8 And it shall come to pass, that the 
nation and kingdom which will not serve 
the same Nebuchadnezzar the king of 
Babylon, and that will not put their neck 
under the yoke of the king of Babylon, 
that nation will I punish, saith the Lord, 
with the sword, and with the famine, and 
with the pestilence, until I have con- 
sumed them by his hand. 

9 Therefore hearken not ye to your 
prophets, nor to “’your diviners, nor to 
your ® dreamers, nor to your enchanters, 
nor to your sorcerers, which speak unto 
you, saying. Ye shall not serve the king 
of Ballon : 

10 *^Por they prophesy a lie unto you, 
to remove you far from your land; and 
that I should drive you out, and ye 
should perisli. 

11 But the nations that bring their neck 
under the yoke of the king of Babylon, 
and serve him, those will I let remain 
still in their own land, saith the Lord ; 
and they shall till it, and dwell therein. 
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12 If 1 spake also ‘^to Zedekiah king 
of Judah according to all these words, 
saying. Bring your necks under the yoke 
of the king of Babylon, and serve him 
and his people, and live. 

13 ®Why will ye die, thou and thy 
people, by the sword, by the famine, and 
by the pestilence, as the Lord hath 
spoken against the nation that will not 
serve the king of Babylon ? 

14 Therefore hearken not unto the 
words of the prophets that speak unto 
you, saying, Ye shall not serve the king 
of Babylon : for they prophesy a lie unto 
you. 

15 *For I have not sent them, saith the 
Lord, yet they prophesy 2 a lie in my 
name ; that I might drive you out, and 
that ye might perish, ye, and the prophets 
that prophesy unto you. 

16 Also I spake to the priests and to aU 
this people, saying, Thus saith the Lord 5 
Hearken not to the words of your pro- 
phets that prophesy unto you, saymg, 
Behold, *the vessels of the Lord’s house 
shall now shortly be brought again from 
Babylon: for they prophesy a lie unto 
you. 

17 Hearken not unto them; serve the 
king of Babylon, and live : wherefore 
should this city be laid waste? 

18 But if they prophets, and if the 
word of the Lord be with them, let them 
now "make intercession to the Lord of 
hosts, that ®the vessels which are left in 
the house of the Lord, and in the house 
of the king of Judah, and at Jerusalem, 
go not to Babylon. 

19 If For thus saith the Lord of hosts 
concerning ^the pillars, and concerning 
*the sea, and concerning ®the bases, 
and concerning the residue of the vessels 
that remain in this city, 

20 Which Nebuchadnezzar king of Ba- 
bylon took not “when he carried away 
captive Jeconiah the son of Jehoiakim 
king of Judah from Jerusalem to Baby- 
lon, and all the nobles of Judah and 
Jerusalem: 

21 Yea, thus saith the Lord of hosts, 
the God of Israel, concerning the vessels 
that remain in the house 01 the Lord, 
and in the house of the king of Judah 
and of Jerusalem; 

22 ‘’They shall be carried to Babylon, 
and there shall they be until the day that 
I visit them, saith the Lord ; then “will 
I bring them up, and restore them to 
this place. 

CHAPTER 28 

AND it came to pass the same year, in 
-LJL the beginning of the reign of Zede- 
Idah king of Judah, in the fourth year, 
and in the fifth month, chat Hananiah 
the son of Azur the prophet, which wa& 
of Gibeon, spake unto me in the house 
of the Lord, in the presence of the priests 
and of all the people, saying, 
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2 Thus speaketh the Lord of hosts, the 
God of Israel, saying, I have broken the 
yoke of the king of Babylon. 

3 'Witliin itwo full years will I bring 
again into this place all the vessels of the 
Lord’s house, that Nebuchadnezzar king 
of Babylon took away from this place, 
and carried them to Babylon ; 

4 And I will bring ^ain to this place 
Jeconiah the son of Jehoiakim king of 
Judah, with all the ^ captives of Judah, 
that went into Babylon, saith the Lord : 
for I will break the yoke of the king of 
Balwlon. 

5 1 Then the prophet Jeremiah said 
unto the prophet Hananiah in tlie pre- 
sence of the priests, and in the presence 
of all the people that stood in the house 
of the Lord, 

6 Even the prophet Jeremiah said, 
^Amen: the Lord do so: the Lord 
perform thy words which thou hast pro- 
phesied, to bring again the vessels of the 
Lord’s house^nd all that is can-ied away 
captive, from Babylon into this place. 

7 Nevertheless hear thou now this word 
that I speak in thine earn, and in the ears 
of all the people ; 

8 The prophets that have been before 
me and before thee of old prophesied 
both against many countries, and against 
great kingdoms, of war, and of evil, and 
of pestilence. 

9 ^The prophet which prophesieth ^of 
peace, when the word of the prophet 
shall come to pass, thm shall the prophet 
be known, that the Lord hath truly sent 
him. 

10 H Then Hananiah the prophet took 
the *yoke from olf the prophet Jere- 
miah’s neck, and brake it. 

11 And Hananiah spake in the presence 
of all the people, saying, Thus saith the 
Lord : Even so will I break the yoke of 
Nebuchadnezzar king of Babylon ”*from 
the neck of all nations within the space 
of two full years. And the prophet 
Jeremiah went his way. 

12 H Then the word of the Lord came 
unto Jeremiah the ^rovliet^ after that 
Hananiah the prophet had broken the 
yoke from off the neck of the prophet 
Jeremiah, saying, 

13 Go and tell Hananiah, saying. Thus 
saith the Lord : Thou hast broken the 
yokes of wood ; but thou shalt make for 
them yokes of iron. 

14 For thus saith the Lord of hosts, the 
God of Israel; have put a yoke of 
iron upon the neck of all these nations, 
''that th^ may serve Nebuchadnezzar 
king of Babylon; and they shall serve 
him; and “I have given him the beasts 
of the field also. 

15 H Then said the prophet Jeremiah 
unto Hananiah the prophet, Hear now, 
Hananiah; *The Lord hath not sent 
thee; but thou makest this people to 
trust ”'in a lie. 
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16 Therefore thus saith the Lord; 
Behold, I will cast thee from off the face 
of the earth: tliis year thou shalt die, 
because thou hast taught ^ rebellion a- 
gainst the Lord. 

17 So Hananiah the prophet died the 
same year in the seventh month. 

CHAPTEB 29 

OW these at'e the words of the letter 
JL> that Jeremiah the prophet sent from 
Jerusalem unto the residue of “the elders 
Avhich were carried away captives, and 
*to the priests, and to the prophets, and 
to all the people whom Nebuchadnezzar 
had carried away captive from Jerusalem 
to Babylon ; 

2 (After that ® Jeconiah the king, and 
the queen, and the ^ eunuchs, ^^the princes 
of Judah and Jerusalem, and the carpen- 
ters, and the smiths, were departed from 
Jerusalem ;) 

3 By the hand of Elasah the son of 
/Shaphan, and Gemariah the son of 
^Hilkiah, (whom Zedekiah king of Ju- 
dah sent unto Babylon to Nebuchad- 
nezzar king of Babylon) saying, 

4 Tims saith the Lord of hosts, the God 
of Israel, unto all that are carried away 
captives, whom I have caused to be 
carried away from Jerusalem unto Baby- 
lon; 

6 ^ Build ye houses, and dwell in them ; 
and plant gardens, and eat the fruit o! 
them ; 

6 Take ye wives, and beget sons and 
daughters ; and take wives for your sons, 
and give your daughters to nusbands, 
that they may bear sons and daughters ; 
that ye may be increased there, and not 
diminished. 

7 And seek the peace of the city whither 
I have caused you to be carried away cap- 
tives, and ^pray unto the Lord for it : for 
in the peace thereof shall ye have peace. 

8 t For thus saith the Lord of hosts, 
the God of Isiael ; Let not your prophets 
and "your diviners, that be in the midst 
of you, deceive you, neither hearken to 
your dreams which ye cause to be 
dreamed. 

^9 For they prophesy s falsely unto you 
in nay name : I nave not sent them, saith 
the Lord. 

10 1 For thus saith the Lord, That ^ after 
seventy years be accomplished at Babylon 
^I •will visit you, and ^perform my good 
word toward you, in causing you to return 
to this place, 

U For I know the thoughts that I think 
toward you, saith the Lord, thoughts of 
peace, and not of evil, *to give you an 
expected end. 

12 Then shall ye call upon me, and ye 
shall go and pray unto me, and I will 
hearken unto you. 

13 And ye shall seek me, and find me, 
when ye snail search for me with all your 
heart. 
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14 And will be found of you, saith. 
the Loed: and ®I will turn away your 
captivity, and will gather you from all 
the nations, and from all the places 
whither I nave driven you, saith the 
Loud : and I will bring you again into 
the place whence I caused you to be 
carried away captive. 

15 TT Because ye have said. The Loed 
hath raised us up prophets in Babylon ; 

16 Knoio that thus saith the Lord of 
the king ^that sitteth upon the tlirone of 
David, and of all the people that dwelleth 
in this city, and of your brethren that 
are not gone forth with you into cap- 
tivity; 

3 7 Thus saith the Lord of hosts ; Behold, 
will send upon them the sword, the 
famine, and the pestilence, and will 
make them ^ like vile figs, that cannot be 
eaten, they are so evil. 

18 And 1 will persecute them with the 
sword, with the famine^ and with the 
pestilence, and *will dehver them to be 
removed to all the kingdoms of the earth, 
^ to be a curse, and an astonisliment, and 
an hissing, and a reproach, ’"among all 
the nations whither I have driven them: 

19 Because they have not hearkened to 
my words, saith the Lord, which I sent 
unto tiiem by my servants the prophets, 
rising up early and sending them; but 
ye would not hear, saith the Lord. 

20 H Hear ye therefore the word of the 
Lord, all ye of the captivity, ®whom I 
have sent from Jerusalem to Babylon : 

21 Thus saith the Lord of hosts, the 
God of Israel, of Ahab the sou of Kolaiah, 
and of Zedekiah the son of IMaaseiali, 
^which prophesy a lie unto you in my 
name ; Behold, I will deliver them into 
the hand of Kebuchadrezzar king of 
Babylon ; and he shall slay them before 
your eyes ; 

22 And “of them shall be taken up ®a 
curse by aU the captivity of Judah which 
are in Babylon, saying, The Lord make 
thee like Zedekiah anollke Ahab, ’"whom 
the king of Babylon roasted in the fire ; 

23 Because they have committed villany 
in Israel, and have committed adultery 
with their neighbours’ wives, and have 
OToken lying words in my name, which 
I have not commanded them; even I 
know, and a witness, saith the 
Lord. 

24 t Thus shalt thou also speak to 
Shemaiah the ^Nehelamite, saying, 

25 Thus speaketh the Lord of hosts, 
the God of Israel, saying, Because thou 
hast sent letters in thy name unto all the 
people that are at Jerusalem, and to 
“Zephaniah the son of ®Maaseiah the 
priest, and to all the priests, saying, 

26 The Lord hath made thee priest in 
the stead of Jehoiada the priest, tliat ye 
should be * officers in the house of the 
Lord, for every man Hhat is mad, and 
^maketh himself a prophet, that thou 
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shouldest put him in prison, and in *the 
stocks 

27 Now therefore why hast thou not 
reproved "Jeremiah of Anathoth, which 
maketh himself a prophet to you ? 

28 For therefore he sent unto us in 
Babylon, saying, This captivity is long : 
/bund ye houses, and dwell in them; 
and plant gardens, and eat the fruit of 
them. 

29 And Zephaniah the priest read this 
letter in the ears of Jeremiah the prophek 

30 II Then came the word of the Lord 
unto Jeremiah, saying, 

31 Send to all them of the captivity, 
saying, Thus saith the Lord concerning 
Shemaiah the Nehelamite ; Because that 
Shemaiah hath prophesied unto you, 
and ^I sent liim not, and he caused you 
to trust in a lie : 

32 Therefore thus saith the Lord ; Be- 
hold, I will punish Shemaiah the Nehe- 
lamite, and his seed : he shall not have a 
man to dwell among this people: neither 
* shall he behold the good that I will do 
for my people, saith the Lord ; because 
he hath taught ‘^rebellion against the 
Lord. 

CHAPTEE SO 

T he word that came to Jeremiah 
from the Lord, saying, 

2 Thus speaketh the Lord God of Is- 
rael, saying, "Write thee all the words 
that I have spoken unto thee in a book. 

3 For, lo, ^the days come,^ saith the 
Lord, that ®I will bring again the cap- 
tivity of my people ’’Israel and Judah, 
saith tlie Lord : and "I will cause them 
to return to the land that I gave to theii 
fathers, and they shall possess it. 

4 IT And these are the words that the 
Lord spake concerning Israel and con- 
cerning Judah. 

5 For thus saith the Lord ; We have 
heard a voice of trembling, ^of fear, and 
not of peace. 

6 Ask ye now, and see whether man 
doth travail with child? wherefore do I 
see every man with his hands on his 
loins, as a woman in travail, and "^all 
faces are turned into paleness? 

7 Alasl for J'that day is great, so that 
none is like it : it w even the time of 
Jacob’s trouble; but he shall be saved 
out of it. 

8 For it shall come to pass “in that day. 
saith the Lord of hosts, thai ^1 wul 
break his yoke from off thy neck, and 
will burst thy bonds, and "strangers 
shall no more serve themselves of him ; 
9 But they shall serve the Lord their 
God, and - David their king, whom I 
will raise up unto them. 

10 IT Therefore fear thou not, 0 ^my 
servant Jacob, saith the Lord; neither 
be dismayed, 0 Israel: for, lo, I will 
save thee from afar, and thy seed from 
the land of their captivity; and Jacob 
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shall return, and shall be in rest, and 
be ^uiet, and none shall make him 
afraid. 

11 I’d I am with the^ saith the Lord, 
to save thee : * though I maks a full end 
of all nations whither I have scattered 
thee, <*yet will I not make a full end of 
thee : but I will correct thee /in measure, 
and will not leave thee altogether un- 
punished. 

12 For thus saith the Lord, Thy bruise 
is ^ incurable, and thy wound is griev- 
ous. 

13 There is none to plead thy cause, 
-that thou mayest be bound up: thou 
hast no healing medicines. 

14 * All thy lovers have forgotten thee; 
they seek thee not ; for I have wounded 
thee with the wound of ”an enemy, with 
the chastisement of a cruel one, for the 
multitude of thine iniquity ; because thy 
sins were increased. 

15 Why criest thou for tliine afiliction? 
thy soiTow is incurable for the multi- 
tude of thine iniquity : because thy sins 
were increased, I have done these things 
unto tliee. 

16 ^Therefore all they tliat devour thee 
® shall be devoured; and all thine ad- 
versaries, every one of them, shall go 
into captivity ; and ^they that spoil thee 
shall be a spoil, and all that prey upon 
thee will I give for a prey, 

17 For will restore health unto thee, 
and I will heal thee of thy wounds, saith 
the Lord; because they called thee **an 
Outcast, saying^ This is 2ion, whom no 
man seeketn after. 

18 H Thus saith the Lord; Behold, 
will brine again the captivity of Jacob’s 
tents, and ®^have mercy on his dwelling- 
places: and the city shall be builded 
upon her own ®heap, and the palace 
shall remain after the manner thereof. 

19 And out of them shall proceed 
thanksgiving and the voice of them 

that make merry : and will multiply 
them, and they shall not be few ; I wdll 
also glorify them, and they shall not be 
small. 

20 Their children also shall be ^as afore- 
time, and their congregation shall be 
established before me, and I will punish 
all that oppress them. 

21 And * their nobles shall be of them- 
selves, and their governor shall proceed 
from the midst of them; and I will 
cause him to draw near, and he shall 
approach unto me : for who is this that 
engaged his heart to approach unto me? 
saith the Lord. 

22 And "‘ye shall be my people, and I 
will be your God. 

23 Behold, the whirlwind of the Lord 
goeth forth with fury, a ** continuing 
whirlwind : it shall ^fail with pain upon 
the head of the wicked. 

24 ^The fierce anger of the Lord diall 
not letum, until he have done and 
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until he have performed the intents of 
his heart: “in the latter days ye shall 
consider it. 

CHAPTER 31 

at the same time, saith the Lordl 
“will I be the God of all the fami- 
lies of Israel, and they shall be my 
leople. 

2 Thus saith the Lord, The people 
which were left of the sword found grace 
in the wilderness; even Israel, ^when I 
went to cause him to mst. 

3 The Lord hath appeared ^of old unto 
me, saying^ Yea, * I have loved thee with 
/an everlasting love: thei-efore s-writh 
lovingkindness ^have I drawn thee. 

4 A^in "‘I will build thee, and thou 
shalt De built, 0 virgin of Israel: thou 
shalt again be adorned with thy ^tabrets, 
and shall go forth in the dances of them 
that make merry. 

5 “Thou slialt yet plant vines upon 
the mountains of Samaria : the planters 
shall plant, and shall ^eat them as com- 
mon things. 

6 For there shall be a day, that the 
watchmen upon the mount Ephraim 
shall cry, ** Arise ye, and let us go up to 
Zion unto the Lord our God. 

7 For thus saith the Lord ; Sing with 
gladness for Jacob, and shout among the 
cliief of tlie nations: publish ye, praise 
ye, and say, 0 Lord, save thy people, 
the remnant of Israel. 

8 Behold, I will bring them "from the 
north country, and gather them from 
the coasts of the earth, and with them 
“the blind and the lame, the woman 
with child and her that travaileth with 
child together: a great company sliall 
return thither. 

9 Tliey shall come ®with weeping, and 
with 7 supplications will I lead them : I 
will cause them to walk “by the rivers of 
waters in a straight way, wherein they 
shall not stumble : for *^1 am a father to 
Israel, and “Ephraim is /my firstborn. 

10 If Hear tlie word of the Lord, 0 ye 
nations, and declare it in the isles afar 
off, and say. He that scattered Israel 
will gather mm, and keep liim, ^as a 
shepherd doth his flock. 

11 For the Lord hath redeemed Jacob, 
and /ransomed him from the hand of 
him that was stronger than he. 

12 Therefore they Kll come and sing 
*m the height of Zion, and shall flow 
together *to the goodness of the Lord, 
for wheat, and for win^ and for oil, and 
for the young of the flock and of the 
herd: and their soul "^all be as a 
watered garden; and “they shall not 
sorrow any more at alL 

13 Then shall the virgin rejoice in the 
dance, both young men and old to- 
gether: for I will turn their mourning 
mto joy, and will comfort them, and 
make th^ rejoice from their sorrow. 
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14 And I will ® satiate the soul of the 
priests with fatness, and my people shall 
be satisfied with my goodness, saith the 
Lokd. 

15 H Thus saith the Lord; voice 
was heard in ‘^Eamah, lamentation, arid 
bitter weeping; Eahd weeping for her 
chudren refused to be comforted for her 
children, because they were not. 

16 Thus saith the Lokd^ Befrain thy 
voice from weeping, and thme eyes from 
te^s: for thy work shall be rewarded, 
saith the Lord; and /they shall come 
again from the land of the enemy. 

17 And there is hope in thine end, saith 
the Lord, that* thy children shall come 
again to their own border. 

18 H I have surely heard Epliraim be- 
moaning himself thus; Thou hast chas- 
tised me, and I was chastised, as a 
bullock unaccustomed to the yoke: 
Hum thou me, and I shall be turned; 
for thou art the Lord my God. 

19 Surely "after that I was turned, I re- 

r nted ; and after that I was instmcted, 
® smote upon my tliigh: I was a- 
shamed, yea, even confomided, because 
I did bear the reproach '"of my youth. 
20 Is Ephraim my dear son? is he s. 
pleasant child? for since I spake against 
nun, I do earnestly remember him still : 
therefore *my bowels troubled for 
him; I will surely have mercy upon 
him, saith the Lord. 

21 Set thee up “'waymarks, make thee 
high heaps; ^'set thine heart toward the 
highway, even the way wh ich thou went- 
est ; turn again, 0 virgin of Israel, turn 
again to these thy cities. 

22 IF How long wilt thou *go about, 0 
thou backsliding daughter? for the Lord 
liath created a new thing in the earth, A 
woman shall compass man. 

23 Thus saith the Lord of hosts, the 
God of Israel ; As yet they shall use this 
speech in the land of Judah and in the 
cities thereof, when I shall bring again 
their captivity j ®The Lord bless thee, 0 
habitation oi justice, awof /mountain of 
holiness. 

24 And there shall dwell in Judali 
itself, and ^in all the cities thereof to- 

e ir, husbandmen, and they that go 
with flocks. 

25 For I have satiated the weary soul, 
and I have replenished every sorrowful 
soul. 

26 Upon this I awaked, and beheld; 
and my sleep was sweet unto me. 

27 IF Behold, the days come, saith the 
Lord, that ®I will sow the house of 
Israel and the house of Judah with ^the 
seed of man, and with the seed of beast 
28 And it shall come to pass, that like 
as have watched over them, to pluck 
up, and to break down, and to throw 
dowm and to destroy, and to afflict ; so 
will I watch over them, to build, and to 
plant, sidth the Lom 
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29 *In those days they shall say no 
more. The fathers have eaten a sour 
grapa and the children’s teeth are set 
on edge. 

30 But every one shall die for his own 
iniquity : every man that eateth the sour 
grapa his teeth shall be set on edge. 

31 ir®Behold, the days come, saith the 
Lord, that I will make a new covep^t 
mth the house of Israel, and with the 
house of Judah; 

32 Not according to the covenant that I 
made with their fathers in the day that 

took them by the hand to bring them 
out of the land of Egypt; which my 
covenant they brake, i although was 
an husband unto them, saith the Lord ; 
33 /But this shall be the covenant that 
I will make with the house of Israel ; 
After those days, saith the Lord, *I wiU 
put my law in their inward parts, and 
write it in their hearts; and ’"will be 
their God, and they shall be my people. 
34 And they shall teach no more eyeiy 


of them unto the greatest of them, saith 
the Lord : for I ‘'•nill forgive their ini* 
quity, and I ^dll remember their sin no 
more. 

^ IT Thus saith the Lord, "which 
dveth the sun for a light by day, and 
"the ordinances of the moon and of the 
stars for a light by night, ® wliich dividetb 
the sea when the waves thereof roar; 
® The Lord of hosts is his name : 

36 ®If those ordinances depart from 
before me, saith the Lord, then the seed 
of Israel also shall cease from being a 
nation before me for ever. 

37 Thus saith the Lord; ®If heaven 
above can be measured, and the foun- 
dations of the earth searched out be- 
neath, I will also cast off all the seed of 
Israel for all that they have done, saith 
the Lord. 

38 H Behold, the days come, saith the 
Lord, that the city shall be built to the 
Lord from ^ the tower of Hananeel unto 
* the gate of the comer. 

39 And / the measuring line shall yet 

f o forth over against it upon the hill 
Gareb, and shall compass about to 
* Goath. 

40 And Hhe whole valley of the dead 
bodies, and of the ashes, all the 
fields unto the brook of Bidron, unto 
’"the corner of the horse gate toward the 
east, ^ shall be holy unto the Lord ; it 
sh^ not be plucked up, nor thrown 
down any more for ever, 

CHAPTEB 32 

rpHE word that came to Jeremiah 
Jl from the Lord ’’in the tenth year of 
Zedekiah king of Judah, *which was the 
eighteenth year of Nebuchadrezzar, 

2 For then the king of Babylon’s army 
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besieged Jerusalem: and Jeremiali the 
prophet was shut up ®in the court of the 
prison, which was in the king of Judah’s 
house. 

3 For Zedekiah king of Judah had shut 
him up, saying, Wherefore dost thou 
prophesy, and say, Thus saith the Lord, 
^Behold, I will give tliis city into the 
hand of the king of Babylon, and ®he 
shall take it ; 

4 /And Zedekiah king of tjudah^ shall 
not escape out of the hand of the Chal- 
deans, but shall surely be delivered into 
the hand of the king of Babylon, and 
shall speak with him mouth to mouth, 
and his eyes shall behold his eyes ; 

6 And he shall lead Zedekiah to Ba- 
bylon, and there shall he be until I visit 
him, saith the Lord: though ye fight 
with the Chaldeans, ye siiali not pros- 
per? 

6 if And Jeremiah said, The word of 
the Lord came unto me, saying, 

7 Behold, Kanameel the son of Shal- 
lum thine uncle shall come unto tliee, 
saying, Buy thee my field that is ^ in 
Anathoth: tor *the right of redemption 
is tliine to buy it. 

8 So Bhinameel mine uncle’s son came 
to me in the court of the prison accord- 
ing to the word of the Lord, and said 
unto me, Buy my field, I pray thee, that 
is in Anathoth, wliich is in the country 
of Benjamin : for the right of inheritance 
is thine, and the redemption is thine; 
buy it for thyself. Then I knew that 
this was the word of the Lord. 

9 And I bought the field of Hanameel 
my uncle’s son, that was in Anathoth, 
and ^weighed liim the money, even 
^seventeen shekels of silver, 

10 And 1 5 subscribed the evidence, and 
sealed it^ and took witnesses, and 

weighed him the money in the balances, 

11 So I took the evidence of the pur- 

chase, both that which was sealed ac- 
eording to the law and custom, and that 
which was open : i 

12 And I gave the evidence of the pur- 
chase unto * Baruch the son of Neriah, i 
the son of Maaseiah, in the sight of 
Hanameel mine uncle’s son, and in the 
presence of the witnesses that subscribed 
the book of the purchase, before all the 
Jews that sat in the court ot the prison. 

13 t And I charged Baruch before 
them, saying, 

14 Thus saith the Lord of hosts, the 
God of Israel ; Take these evidences, thm 
evidence of the pnrcliase, both which is 
sealed, and this evidence which is open ; 
and put them in an earthen vessel, that 
they may continue many days. 

15 For thus saith the Lord of hosts, 
the God of Israel; Houses and “fields 
and vineyards shall be possessed again 
in this l^d. 

16 t Now when I had delivered *the 
evidence of the purchase unto Baruch 
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The field of Sanameel, Jeremiah ^^ayetfu 

the son of Neriah, I prayed unto the 
Lord, saying, 

17 Ah Lord God! behold, thou hast 
made the heaven and the earth by thy 
great power and stretched out arm, cma 
^ there is nothing ^too liard for thee : 

18 “Thou shewest lovingkindness unto 
thousands, and recompensest the ini- 
quity of the fathers into the bosom of 
their children after them: the Great, 
^the Mighty God, Hhe Lord of hosts, is 
Ms name, 

19 / Great in counsel, and mighty in 
2 work : for tMne eyes are open upon all 
the ways of the sons of men: to give 
every one according to Ms ways, and 
according to the fruit of liis doings : 

20 Which hast set signs and wonders 
in the land of Egypt, even unto tMs day, 
and in Isi-ael. and among other men; 
and hast made thee a name, as at tliis 
day; 

21 And hast brought forth thy people 
Israel out of the land of Egypt with 
signs, and with wonders, ana ivith a 
strong hand, and with a stretched out 
arm, and ^with great terror ; 

22 And hast given them tliis land, 
"‘which thou didst swear to their fathers 
to give them, "a land floiving with milk 
and honey ; 

23 And they came in, and possessed it ; 
®but they obeyed not tliy voice, neither 
walked in thy law ; they have done no- 
thing of all that thou commandedst them 
to do; therefore thou hast caused all 
this evil to come upon them : 

24 Behold the ^mounts, they are come 
unto the city to take it ; and the city is 
given Mto the hand oi the Chaldeans, 
that fight against it, because of the 
sword, and of the famine, and of the 
pestilence: and what thou liast spoken 
is come to pass ; and, behold, thou seest 
it. 

^ And thou hast said unto me, 0 Lord 
God, *’Buy thee the field for money, and 
®tak<s witnesses; ^for the city is given 
into the hand of the Chaldeans. 

26 H Then came the word of the Lord 
unto Jeremiah, saying, 

27 Behold, 1 am the Lord, “the God of 

all fiesh; is there any tiling too hard 
for me? ^ 

28 Therefore thus saith the Lord : Be- 
hold, 1 will give this city into the hand 
of the Chaldeans, and into the hand of 
Nebuchadrezzar king of Babylon, and he 
shall take it : 

29 And the Chaldeans, that fight a- 
gainst this city, shall come and set fire 
on this city, and bum it with the houses, 
‘'upon whose roofs they have ofiered 
incense unto Baal, and poured out drink 
offerings unto other gods, to provoke me 
to a^er. 

30 For the cMldren of Israel and the 
children of Judah have only done evil 
before me ^'from their youth: for the 
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children of Israel have only provoked 
me to anger ^with the work of their 
hands, saith the Lord. 

31 For this city hath been to me as 
provocation of mine anger and of my 
fury from the day that they built it even 
unto this day ; that I should remove it 
from before my face, 

32 Because of all the evil of the children 
of Israel and of the children of Judah, 
which they have done to provoke me to 
anger, ®they, their kings, their princes, 
their priests, and their prophets, and the 
men of Judah, and the inhabitants of 
Jerusalem. 

33 And ^ they have turned unto me the 
8 back, and not the face : though I taught 
them, ‘’rising up early and teaching 
them, yet they have not hearkened to 
receive instruction. 

34 But/thev set their abominations in 
the house, wliich is called by my name, 
to defile it. 

35 ^And they built the high places of 
Baal, which are in the valley of the son 
of Hinnom, Ho cause their sons and 
their daughters to pass through the Jire 
unto Molech ; whicn I commanded tnem 
not, neither came it into my mind, tliat 
they should do this abomination, *to 
cause Judah to sin. 

36 If And now therefore thus saith the 
Lord, the God of Israel, concerning this 
city, whereof ye say, It shall be delivered 
into the hand of the king of Babylon by 
the sword, and by the famine, and by 
the pestilence; 

37 Behold, ^I will gather them out of 
all countries, wliither i have driven thena 
in mine anger, and in my fury, and in 
great wrath; and I will bring them 
again unto this place, and I will cause 
them to dwell saiely; 

38 And ’‘they shall be my people, and I 
will be their God ; 

39 And I ^will give them one heart, 

and one way, Hbit they may fear me 
8 for ever, for the good of them, and of 
their children after them: . 

40 And "I will make an everlastmg 
covenant with them, that I will not turn 
away ®from them, to do them good; but 
*I "vm put my fear in their hearts, that 
they sh^ not depart from me. 

41 Yea, I will rejoice over tliem to do 
them good, and ^I will plant them in 
this land ? assuredly with my whole heart 
and with my whole soul. 

42 For thus saith the Lord : Like as I 
have brought all this great evu upon this 
people, *so will I brmg upon them all 
the good that I have promised tliem. 

43 And ® fields sliall be bought in this 
land, ® whereof ye say, It is ^ desolate 
withoui man or beast; it is given into 
the hand of the Chaldeans, 

44 Men shall buy fields for money, and 
/subscribe evidences, and seal them, and 
take witnesses in ^ the land of Benjamin, 
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and in the places about J erusalem, and 
in the cities of Judah, and in cities 
of the mountains, and in the cities of the 
valley, and in the cities of the south ; for 
I will cause their captivity to return, 
saith the Lord. 

CHAPTER SS 

M oreover the word of the lord 

came unto Jeremiah the second 
time, while he was yet ^shut up in the 
court of the prison, saying, 

2 Thus saith the Lord the maker 
thereof, the Lord that formed it, to 
establish it; 2 the Lord is his name; 

3 Call unto me, and I will answer thee, 
and shew thee great and ^ mighty things, 
wMch thou knowest not. 

4 For thus saith the ,!^0RD, the God of 
Israel, conc'^ming the houses of tliis city, 
and concerning the houses of the kings 
of Judah, which are thrown down by 
^the mounts, and by the sword; 

5 They come to fight with the Chal- 
deans, but it ts to fill them with the 
dead bodies of men, whom I have slain 
in mine anger and in my fur}^ and for 
all whose wickedness^’! have hid my 
face from tliis city. 

6 Behold, ^I will bring it health and 
cure, and I will cure them, and will 
reveal unto them the abundance of peace 
and trutli. 

7 And I will cause the captivity of 
J udah and the captivity of Israel to return, 
and will build them, ” as at the first. 

8 And °I will cleanse them from aU 
their iniquity, whereby they have sinned 
against me; and I will pardon all their 
iniquities, whereby they have sinned, 
and whereoy they have transgressed a- 
;ainst me. 

9 H And *^it shall be to me a name of 
joy, a praise and an. honour before all 
the naUons of the earth, which shall 
hear all the good that I do unto them: 
and they shall “fear and tremble for all 
the goodness and for all the prosperity 
that I procure unto it. 

10 Thus saith the Lord; Again there 
p bal] be heard in this place, ^wliich ye 
say shall he desolate without man. am 
without beast, even in the cities of J udah, 
and in the streets of Jerusalem^ that 
are desolate, without man, and without 
inhabitant, and without beast, , 

11 ®The voice of joy. and the voice of 
gladness, the voice of the bridegroom, 
and the voice of the bride, the voice of 
them that shall say, ® Praise the Lord of 
hosts: for the Lord is good; for his 
mercy endureth for ever: and of them 
that sliall bring ‘^the sacrifice of praise 
into the house of the Lord. For I will 
cause to return the captivity of the land, 
as at the first, saith the Lord. 

12 Thus saith the Lord of hosts ; Again 
in this place, which is desolate without 
man ana without beast, and in aU the 
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cities thereof, shall be “an habitation of 
shepherds causing their flocks to lie down. 

13 In *the cities of the mountains, in 
the cities of the vale, and in the cities of 
the south, and in the land of Benjamin, 
and in the places about Jerusalem, and 
in the cities of Judah, ° shall the nocks 
pass again under the hands of him that 
telleth them, saith the Lorn 

14 ** Behold, the days come, saith the 
Lord, that I will perform that good 
thing wliich I have promised unto the 
house of Israel and to the house of Judali. 

15 H In those days, and at that time, 
will I cause the Branch of righteousness 
to grow up unto David ; and he shall 
execute judgment and righteousness in 
the land. 


this is the name wherewith she shall be 
called, 2The Lord our righteousness. 

17 IT Por thus saith the Lord; ^ David 
shall never want a man to sit upon the 
ttone of the house of Israel; 

(||)Neither shall *the priests the Levites 
want a man before me Ho ofier burnt 
offerings, and to kindle meat offerings, 
and to do sacrifice continually. 

19 1 And the word of the Lord came 
unto Jeremiah, saying, 

20 Thus saith the Lord; ^If ye can 
break my covenant of the day, and my 
covenant of the night, and that there 
should notbe day andnightin theirseason ; 

21 Then may also my covenant be 
broken with David my servant, that he 
should not have a son to reign upon his 
throne ; and with the Levites the priests, 
my ministers. 

^ As ”the host of heaven cannot be 
numbered, neither the sand of the sea 
measured : so will I multiply the seed of 
David my servant, and the Levites that 
minister unto me. 

^ Moreover the word of the Lord 
came to Jeremiah, saying, 

24 Considerest thou not what this people 
have spoken, saying, The two families 
which the Lord hath chosen, he hatli 
even ’^cast them off? thus they have 
despised my people, *that they should be 
no more a nation before them. 

25 Thus saith the Lord ; If my covenant 
he not with day and night, and if I have 
not appointed^ the ordinances of heaven 
and earth; 

26 Then will I cast away the seed of 
Jacob, and David my servant, so that I 
will not take any of his seed to be rulers 
over the seed of Abraham, Isaac, and 
Jacob: for I will cause their captivity to 
tetum, and have mercy on them. 

CHAPTER 34 

flTtUfi word which came unto Jeremiah 
Jl from the Lord, "when Nebuchad- 
joezzai king of Babylon, and aU his army, 
and *"011 the kingdoms of the earth ^oi 
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his dominion, and all the people, fought 
against Jerusalem, and against all the 
cities thereof, saying, 

2 Thus saith the Lord, the Gk)d of 
Israel : Go and speak to Zedekiah king 
of Judah, and tell liim. Thus saith the 
Lord; Behold, I will mve this city into 
the hand of the king of Babylon, and he 
shall burn it "with fire: 

3 And ®thou shalt not escape out of his 
hand, but shalt surely be taken, and 
delivered into his hand : and thine eyes 
shall behold the eyes of the king of Baby- 
lon, and ihe shall speak with thee mouth 
to mouth, and thou shalt go to Babylon. 

4 Yet hear the word of the Lord, 0 
Zedekiah king of Judah; Thus saith the 
Lord of thee. Thou shalt not die by the 
sword : 

6 Tut thou shalt die in peace : and with 
/the burnings of thy fathers, the former 
kings which were before thee, so shall 
they burn odours for thee; and ^they 
will lament thee, saying ^ Ah lord ! for J 
have pronounced the word, saith the 
Lord. 

1 6 Then Jeremiali the prophet spake all 
^ese words unto Zedekiah king of J udah 
in Jerusalem, 

7 When the king of Babylon’s army 
fought against Jerusalem, and against 
all the cities of Judah that were left, 
against Lachish, and against Azekah: 
for * these ^defenced cities remained of 
the cities of Judah. 

8 t This is the word that came unto 
Jeremiah from the Lord, after that the 
king Zedekiah had made a covenant with 
all the people which wei'e at Jerusalem, 
®*to proclaim liberty unto them ; 

9 °That every man should let his man- 
servant, and every man his noaidservant, 
being an Hebrew or an HebrewesR go 
free; ^that none should serve himself of 
them, i?o wit, of a Jew his brother. 

10 Now when all the princes, and all 
the people, which had entered into the 
covenant, heard that every one should 
let his manservant, and every one his 
maidservant, go free, that none should 
serve themselves of them any more, then 
they obeyed, and let them go. 

11 But afterward they turned, and 
caused the servants and the handmaids, 
whom they had let go free, to return, 
and brougnt them into subjection for 
servants and for handmaids. 

12 H Therefore the word of the Lord 
came to Jeremiah from the Lord, saying, 

13 Thus saith the Lord, the God of 
Israel; I made a covenant with your 
fathers in the day that *I brought them 
forth out of the land of Egypt, out of 
the house of bondmen, saying, 

14 At *the end of “seven years let ye go 
every man his brother an Hebrew, whic!i 
^hath been sold unto thee; and when he 
hath served thee six years, thou shalt let 
him go free from thee: but your fathers 
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hearkened not unto me, neither inclined 
their ear. 

15 And ye •were ^now turned, and had 
done right in my sight, in proclaiming 
liberty every man to his neighbour; ana 
®ye had made a covenant before me iu 
the house ^ which is called by my name : 

16 But ye turned and polluted my name, 
and caused every man his servant, and 
every man his handmaid, whom ye had 
set at liberty ® at their pleasure, to return, 
and brought them into subjection, to be 
unto you for servants and for handmaids. 

17 Therefore thus saith the Lord ; Ye 
have not hearkened unto me, in pro- 
claiming liberty, every one to his brother, 
and every man to Ms neighbour: behold, 

proclaim a liberty for you, saith the 
Lord, to the sword, to the pestilence, 
and to the famine; and I ■will make you 
4 to be removed into all the kingdoms of 
the earth. 

18 And I •will give the men that have 
ti’ansgressed my covenant, wMch have 
not performed the words of the covenant

20 1 will even give them into the hand 
of their enemies, and into the hand of 
them that seek their life: and their 
dead bodies shall be for meat unto the 
fowls of the heaven, and to the beasts of 

21 And Zedekiah king of Judah and his 

princes will I give into the hand of their 
enemies, and mto the hand of them that 
seek their life, and into the hand of the 
ting of Babylon’s army, **which are gone 
up from you. , , ^ 

22 Behold, I -will command, saith the 
Lord, and ® cause them to return to this 
city; and they shall fight against it and 
take it, and bum it with fire : and I -vdil 
make the cities of Judah a desolation 
without an inhabitant 

OHAPTEE 35 

T he word wMch came unto Jeremiah 
from the Lord ®in the days of 
Jehoialdm the son of Josiah king of 
Judah, saying, ^ . 

2 Go unto the house of *the Eechabites, 
and speak unto them, and bring them into 
the house of the Lord, into one of/ me 
chambers, and give them wine to drink. 

3 Then I took Jaazaniah the son of 
Jeremiah, the son of Habaziniah, and 
his brethren, and all his sons, and the 
whole house of the Eechabites: 

4 And I brought them into the house of 
the Lord, into the chamber of the sons 
of Hanan, the son of Igda l i ah , “a man 
of €k)d, which was by the . chamber of 
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the princes, which was above the cham ber 
of ®Maaseiah the son of S hallum , *the 
keeper of the ^door : , , 

5 And I set before the sons of the house 
of the Eechabites pots full of wine, and 
cups, and I said unto them. Drink ye wme* 

6 But they said. We will drink no ■wine : 
for ‘^Jonadab the son of ^ Eechab our 
father commanded us, saying, Ye shall 
drink no wine, neither ye, nor your sons 
for ever: 

7 Neither shall ye build house, nor 
sow seed, nor plant ■vineyard, nor mye 
any : but all your days ye shall dwell m 
tents; /that ye may live many days m 
the land where ye oe strangers. ^ 

8 Thus have we obeyed the voice of 
Jonadab the son of Eechab our father in 
all that he hath charged us, to drink no 
■wine all our days, we, our wives, our 
sons, nor our daughters ; 

9 Nor to build houses for us to dwell 
in : neither have we vineyard, nor field, 
nor seed : 

10 But we have dwelt in tents, and have 
obeyed, and done according to all that 
Jonadab our father commanded us. 

11 But it came to pass, ^when Nebu- 
chadrezzar Mng of Babylon came up 
into the land, that we said. Come, and 

f o to Jerusalem for fear of the 
*the Chaldeans, and for fear of 
the army of the Syrians : ^ so we dwefi at 
Jerusalem. 

12 IT Then came the word of the Lord 
unto Jeremiah, saying, 

13 Thus saith the Lord of hosts, the 
God of Israel; Go and tell the men of 
Judah and the inliabitants of Jerusalem, 
Win ye not receive instruction to hearken 
to my words ? saith the Lord. 

14 The words of Jonadab the son or 
Eechab, that he commanded his sons 
not to drink wine, are performed; for 
unto this day they drink none, but obey 
their fathers commandment: notwith- 
standing I have spoken unto you, rising 
early and speaking; but ye hearkened 
not unto me. 

15 I have sent also unto you all my 
servants the prophets, rising up early 
and sending them^ saying, -^Eetum ye 
now every man from his evil way, and 
amend your doings, and go not after 
other gods to serve them, and ye shall 
dwell m the land which I have given to 
you and to your fathers : but ®‘ye have 
not inclined your ear, nor hearkened 
unto me. 

16 Because the sons of Jonadab the 
son of Eechab have performed the com- 
mandment of their father, wMch he 
commanded them ; but this people hath 
not hearkened unto me : ^ , 

17 Therefore thus saith the Lord God 
of hosts, the God of Israel; Behold, I 
■will bring upon Judah and upon all the 
inhabitants of Jerusalem an the evil 
that 1 have pronounced against them:

because 1 ha ire spoken unto them, but 
they have not heard : and I have called 
unto them, but they have not answered. 
18 H And J eremiah said unto the house 
of the Kechabites, Thus saith the Lokd 
of hosts, the God of Israel; Because

onadab your father, and kept all his 
precepts, and done according unto all 
that he hath commanded you : 

19 Therefore thus saith the Lord of 
hosts, the God of Israel; ^Jonadab the 
son of Rechab shall not want a man 
<*to stand before me for ever. 

CHAPTER 36 

A 1TB it came to pass ®in the fourth 
year of Jehoiakim the son of Josiah 
king of Judah, that this word came imto 
Jeremiah from the Lord, saying, 

2 Take thee /a roll of a boob, and 
^ write therein all the words that I have 
spoken unto thee against Israel, and 
against Judah, and ^a^inst all the 
nations, ^from the day 1 spake unto 
thee, from the days of Josiali, even unto 
this day. 

3 It may be that the house of Judah 
win hear all the evil which I purpose to 
do unto them; that ^they may return 
every man from his evil way: *that I 
may forgive their iniquity and their sin. 

4 Tlien Jeremiah called Baruch the 
son of Neriali: and "Baruch ^vl’ote from 
the mouth of Jeremiah all the words of 
the Lord, which he had spoken unto 
him, upon a roll of a book. 

5 And Jeremiah commanded Baruch, 
saying, ®I am shut up ; I cannot go into 
the house of the Lord ; 

6 Therefore go thou, and read in the 
roll, which thou hast written from my 
moutli, the words of the Lord in the 
ears or the people in tire Lord’s house 
upon tlie fasting day; and also thou 
snalt read them in the ears of all Judah 
that come out of their cities. 

7 It may be ^they will present their 
supplication before the Lord, and will 
return every one from his evil way ; for 
great is the anger and the fury that the 
Lord bath pronounced against tliis peo- 
ple. 

8 And Baruch the son of Neriah did 
according to all that Jeremiah the pro- 
phet commanded him, reading in the 
book the words of the Lord in the 
IjOrd’s house. 

9 And it came to pass in the fifth year 
of Jehoiakim the son of Josiah king of 
Judahj in the ninth month, that ®tliey 
proclaimed a fast before the Lord to all 
the people in Jerusalem, and to all the 
people that came from the cities of Judah 
unto Jerusalem. 

10 Then read Baruch in the book the 
words of Jeremiah in the house of the 
Lord, in **the chamber of Gemariah the 
son of *’tShaphan the scribe, in the higher

court, ®at the Gentry of the new gate of 
the Lord’s house, in tlie ears of all the 
people. 

11 H When Michaiah the son of Gema- 
riah, the son of Shaphan, had heard out 
of the book all the words of the Lord, 

12 Then he went down into the king’s 
house, into the scribe’s chamber; and, 
lo, all the princes sat there, even ^Eli- 
shama the scribe, and Delaiah the son of 
Shemaiali, and ®Elnathan the son of 
Achbor, and Gemariah the son of Sha- 
phan, andZedeldahthesonof Hananiah, 
and all the princes. 

13 Then IVIichaiali declared unto them 
all the words that he had heard, when 
Baruch read the book in the ears of the 
people. 

14 Therefore all the princes sent Jehudi 
the son of Ncthaniah, the son of She- 
lemiah, the son of Cushi, unto Baruch, 
saying. Take in thine hand the roll 
wherein thou hast read in the ears of the 
people, and come. So Baruch the son of 
Neriah took the roll in liis hand, and 
came unto them. 

15 And they said unto him, Sit down 
now, and read it in our eai's. So Baruch 
read it in their ears. 

16 Now it came to pass, when they had 
heard all tlie words, Hhey were mraid 
both one and other, and said unto 
Baruch, We will surely tell the king of 
all these words. 

17 And they asked Bai*uch, saying, Tell 
us now, How didst thou write all these 
words at lus mouth? 

18 Then Baruch answered them, He 

E renounced all these words unto me with 
is mouth, and I wrote them with ink in 
the book. 

19 Then said the princes unto Bamch, 
Go, hide thee, thou and Jeremiah; and 
let no man know where ye be. 

20 H And they went in to the king into 
the courL but they laid up the roll ^in 
the chamber of Elishama the scribe, and 
told all the words in the ears of the king. 
21 So the king sent Jehudi to fetch the 
roll : and he took it out of Elishama the 
scribe’s chamber. And Jehudi read it in 
the ears of the king, and in the ears of 
all the princes ® which stood beside the 
king. 

22 Now the king sat in ’'the winter- 
house in the ninth month: and there 
was a fire on the hearth burning before 
him. 

23 And it came to pass, that when 
Jehudi had read three or four leaver he 
cut it with the penknife, and cast it mto 
the fire that was on the hearth, until all 
the roll was consumed in the fire that 
was on the hearth. 

24 Yet they were not afraid, ^nor rent 
their garments, neither the king, nor 
any of his servants that heard all these 
words. 

25 Nevertheless ”Elnathan and Delaiah 
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Baruch writeth another^ 

and Gemariah had made intercession to 
the king that he would not bum the roll : 
but he would not hear them. 

26 But the king commanded Jerahmeel 
the son ^of Hammslecli, and Seraiah the 
son of Azriel, and Shelemiah the son of 
Abdeel, *to take Baruch the scribe and 
Jeremiah the prophet : but the Lord hid 
them. 

27 ^ Then the word of the Lord came 
to Jeremiali, after that the king had 
burned the roll, and the words wluch 
Baruch wrote at the mouth of Jeremiali, 


sayw, 

28 T^e thee again another roll, and 
write in it aU the former words that were 
in the first roll, wliich Jehoiakim tlie 
king of Judah hath burned. 

29 And thou shalt say to Jehoiakim 
king of Judah, Thus saith the Lord; 

Thou hast burned this roll, saying, "Why 
hast thou written therein, saying, <^The 
king of Babylon shall certainly come and 
destroy this land, and shall cause to cease 
from tnence man and beast? 

30 Therefore thus saith the Lord of 
Jehoiakim king of Judah; ®He shall 
have none to sit upon the throne of 
David : and his dead body shall be ^ cast 
out in the day to the heat, and m the 
night to the frost. 

31 And I \^1 6 punish him and his seed 

and his servants for their iniquity ; and , , 

I will bring upon them, and upon the ! 
inhabitants of Jerusalem, ^and upon the a ch..3s. ?, 
men of Judah, all the evil that I have 
pronounced against them ; but they hear- 
toednot. , ^ , , . ,, 

32 t Then took Jeremiah another roll, 
and gave it to Baruch the scribe, the son 
of ISleriah: who wrote therein froni the 
mouth of Jeremiah all the words of the 
book which J ehoiakim king of J udali had 
burned in the &e : and there were added 
besides unto them many ^like words. 

CHAPTER 37 

AND *king Zedekiah the son of J osiah 
ZX reignea instead of ^Coniah the son 
of Jehmakim, ""whom Nebuchadrezzar 
king of Babylon made king in the land 
of Jud^. 

2® But neither he, nor servants, nor 
the people of the land, did hearken unto 
the words of the Lord, which he spake 
lOby the prophet Jeremiah. , ^ , 

3 And Zedemh the king sent^ Jehucal 
the son of Shelemiah and ®Zephani^ 
the son of Maaseiah^ the priest to the 
prophet Jeremiah, saying, Pray now unto 
the Lord our God for us. . 

4 Now Jeremiah ’’came in and went 
out among the people: ®for they had 
not put him into prison. 

6 Then ^Pliaraoli’s army was come 
forth out of Egypt : and when the Clial- 
deans that besieged Jerusalem heard 
tidings of them, **they departed from 
Jeru^em* 
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6 t Then came the word of the Lord 
unto the prophet Jeremiah, saying, 

7 Thus saith the Lord, the God of 
Israel ; Thus shall ye say to the long of 
Judah, '‘that sent you unto me to incmire 
of me; Behold, Pharaoh’s arw, which 
is come forth to help you, shaU return to 
Egypt into their own land. 

8 And ®the Chaldeans shall come again, 
and fight against this city, and take it, 
and bum it with fire. 

9 Thus saith the Lord ; Deceive not 

^yourselves, saying, The Chaldeans shall 
surely depart from us : for they shall not 
depart. , 

10 For though ye had smitten the 
whole army of the Chaldeans that fight 
against you, and there remained out 
^wounded men among them, yet should 
they rise up every man in his tent, ana 
burn this city with fire. 

11 1i And it came to pass, that when 
the army of the Chaldeans was “^broken 
up from Jerusalem for fear of Pharaoh’s 
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li^^hen Jeremiah went forth oi^ of 
Jerusalem to go /into the land of Ben- 
jamin, ®to separate himself thence in the 
midst of the people. , , , . 

13 And when ne was ^in the gate of 
Benjamin, a captain of the ward ^cas 
there, whose name was Irijah,^ the son 
of Shelemiah, the son of Hananiah ; ^d 
he took Jeremiah the prophet, saying, 

Thou faUest away to the Chaldeans. 

14 Then said Jeremiali, It is ”fa^e; 

I fall not away to the Chaldean. But 
he hearkened not to liim : so Irijah took 
Jeremiah, and brought him to /the 
princes. , . 

15 Wherefore the princes were ™th 

■wdth Jeremiah, and smote him, and put 
him in prison in the house of Jonathan 
the scribe : for they had made that the 
prison. . , . ... 

16 H When Jeremiah was entered mto 
the dungeon, and into the ^ cabins, and 
Jeremiah had remained tliere many 

^ipThen Zedekiah the king sent, and 
took liim out : and the king ask^ him 
"secretly in his house, and said. Is there 
any word from the Lord ? And J eremim 
said. There is : for, said he, thou shalt be 
delivered into the hand of the king of 

18 iloreover Jeremiah said unto tog 

Zedekiali, What have I offended agamst 
thee, or against thy servants, or against 
this people, that ye have put me m 
prison? , ^ ... 

19 Where are now your prophets wnicn 
prophesied unto you, saying, The king 
of Babylon shall not come agamst you, 
nor against this land? 

20 Therefore hear now, I pray tnee, 
O my lord the king: lUet my supph- 
cation, I pray thee, be accepted before 
thee ; ®that thou cause me not to return 
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to the house of Jonathan the scribe, lest 
I die there. 

21 Then Zedeldah the idng commanded 
that they should commit Jeremiah “into 
the court of the prison, and that they 
should give him daily a piece of bread 
out of the bakers’ street, * until all the 
bread in the city were spent. Thus 
Jeremiah remained in the court of the 
prison. 

CHAPTEE 38 

rpHEN Shephatiah the son of ]\Iattan, 
X and Gedaliah the son of Pashur, 
and ^Jucal the son of Shelemiah, and 
^Pashur the son of Malchiah, heard the 
words that Jeremiah had spoken unto 
all the people, saying, 

2 Thus saith the Lobd, /He that re- 
maineth in this city shall die by tlie 
sword, by the famine, and by the pesti- 
lence : but he that goeth forth to the 
Chaldeans shall live; for he shall have 
his life for a prey, and shall live. 

3 Thus saith the Lord, ^This city shall 
surely be given into the hand of the 
king of Babylon’s army, which shall take 
it. 

4 Therefore the princes said unto the 
king, We beseech' thee, -^'let this man be 
put to death : for thus he weakeneth the 
hands of the men of war that remain in 
this city, and the hands of all the people, 
in speaking such words unto them : for 
this man seeketh not the 2 welfare of this 
people, but the hui*t. 

5 Then Zedekiah the king said, Behold, 
he is in your hand : for -^tlie king is not 
he that can do any thing against you. 

6 Then took they Jeremiah, and cast 
him into the dungeon of Malchiah the 
son 3 of Hammelech, that ^uas in tlie 
court of the prison : and they let down 
Jeremiah with cords. And in the dun- 
geon there was no water, but mire : so 
Jeremiah sunk in the mire. 

7 H Now when ”‘Ebed-melech the Ethio- 
pian, one of ’Hhe eunuchs which was in 
the king’s house, heai'd that they had put 

in the dungeon ; the king then 
sitting ‘’in the gate of Benjamin ; 

8 Ebed-melecli W'ent forth out of the 
king’s house, and spake to the king, 
saying 

9 My lord the king, these men have 
done evil in all that they have done to 
Jeremiah the prophet, whom they have 
cast into the dungeon ; and 5 he is like to 
die for hunger in tlie place where he is : 
for ^ there is no more bread in the city. 

10 Then the king commanded Ebed- 
jnelechthe Ethiopian, saying, Take from 
hence thirty men 6 with thee, and take 
up Jeremiah the prophet out of the dun- 
geon, before be die. 

11 So Ebed-melech took the men with 
him, and went into the house of the Jong 
under the treasuiy, and took thence old 
cast clouts and old rotten rags, and let 
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them down by cords into the dungeon to 
Jeremiah. 

12 And Ebed-melech the Ethiopian said 

unto Jeremiah, Put now these old cast 
clouts and rotten rags under thine arm- 
holes under the cords. And Jeremiah 
did so. , T , 

13 So they drew up Jeremiah ®with 
cords, and took him up out of the 
dungeon: and Jeremiah remained in 
the court of the prison. 

14 H Then Zedekiah the king sent, and 
took Jeremiah the prophet unto Iiim into 
the ithii’d entry that is in the house of 
the Lord: and the king said unto 
Jeremiah, I will ask thee a tiling; hide 
nothing from me. 

15 Then Jeremiah said unto Zedeldah, 
If I declare it unto tliee, wilt thou not 
surely put me to death? and if I give thee 
counsel, wilt thou not hearken unto me? 

16 So Zedeldah the king sware ^secretly 
unto Jeremiah, saying. As the Lord 
liveth, ^that made us tins soul, I will not 
put thee to death, neither will I give thee 
into the hand of these men that seek thy 
life. 

17 Then said Jeremiah unto Zedeldah, 
Thus saith the Lord, the God of hosts, 
the God of Israel ; If thou wilt assuredly 
go forth unto the king of Babylon’s 
princes, then thy soul shall live, and tliis 
city shall not be burned with fire ; and 
thou shalt live, and thine house : 

18 But if thou wilt not go forth to the 
king of Babylon’s princes, then shall this 
city be given into the hand of the 
Chaldeans, and they shall bum it with 
fire, and ^thou shalt not escape out of 
their hand. 

19 And Zedekiah the king said unto 
Jeremiah, I am afraid of the Jews that 
are fallen to the Chaldeans, lest they 
deliver me into their hand, and they 
mock me. 

20 But Jeremiah said, They shall not 
deliver thee. Obey, I beseech thee, the 
voice of the Lord, which I speak unto 
thee : so it shall be well unto thee, and 
thy soul shall live. 

21 But if thou refuse to go forth, this is 
the word that the Lord hath shewed me : 

22 And, behold, all the women that are 
left in the king of Judah’s house shall he 
brought forth to the king of Babylon’s 
princes, and those women shall say, 
^Thy friends have set thee on, and have 
prevailed agahist thee : thy feet are sunk 
m the mire, and they are turned away 

i back 


23 So they shall bring out all thy wives 
and 2 thy children to the Chaldeans : and 
thou shalt not escape out of their hand, 
but shalt be taken by the hand of the 
king of Babylon : ana ^thou shalt cause 
this city to be burned with fire. 

24 IT Then said Zedekiah unto J eremiak 
Let no man know of these words, and 
thou shalt not die. 
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25 But ^ the princes hear that I have I 
talked with thee, and they come unto 
thee, and say unto thee. Declare unto us 
now what thou hast said unto the king, 
hide it not from us, and we will not put 
thee to death; also what the king said 
unto thee : 

26 Then thou shalt say unto them, “I 
presented my supplication before the 
king, that ^ne would not cause me to 
return to Jonathan’s house, to die there. 

27 Then came all the princes unto 
Jeremiah, and asked him : and he told 
them according to all these words that 
the king had commanded. So “^they left 
off spe^ng with him; for the matter 
was not perceived. 

28 ‘^So Jeremiah abode ‘^in the court of 
the prison until the day that Jemsalem 
was taken : and he was tliei'e "when Jeru- 
salem was taken. 


CHAPTEK 39 

the ninth year of .Zedekiali king of 
X Judah, in the tenth month, came 
Nebuchadrezzar Idng of Babylon and all 
his army against Jerusalem, and they 
besieged it. 

2 And in the eleventh year of Zedekiah, 
in the fourth month, the ninth day of 
the month, the city was broken up. 

3 And Jail the princes of the king of 
Babylon came in, and sat in the middle 

f ate, even Nergal-sharezer, Samgar-nebo, 
arsechim, *Bab-saris, Nergal-sharezer, 
Kab-mag, wdth all the residue of the 
princes of the king of Babylon. 

4 H And it came to pass, that "‘when 
Zedekiah the king of Judah saw them, 
and all the men of war, then they fled, 
and went forth out of the city by night, 
by the way of the king’s garden, by the 
gate betwixt the two walls: and he went 
out the way of the plain. 

5 But the Chaldeans’ army pursued after 
them, and overtook Zedekiah in the 
plains of Jericho: and when they had 
talcen him, they brought him up to 
Nebuchadnezzar king of Babylon to 
®Eiblah in the land of Hamath, where 
he 6^ve jud^ent upon him, 

6 Then the king of Babylon slew ®the 
sons of Zedekiah in Eibiah before his 
eyes : also the king of Babylon slew all 
the nobles of Judalx. 

7 Moreover he ’’put out Zedekiah’s eyes, 
and bound him 7 -with chains, to carry 
him to Babylon. 

8 IT And the Chaldeans burned the 
king’s house, and the houses of the 
people, with Are, and brake down the 
walls of Jerusalem. 

9 Then Nebuzar-adan the ®cajptain of 
the guard carried away captive into 
Babylon the renmant of the people that 
remained in the city, and those that fell 
away, that fell to mm, with the rest of 
the j^ple that remained. 

10 But Nebuzar-adan the captain of the 
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guard left of the poor of the people, which 
had notliing, in the land of Jud^ and 
gave them vineyards and fields ^at the 
same time. 

11 H Now Nebuchadrezzar king of Baby- 
lon gave charge concerning Jeremiah 2 to 
Nehuzar-adan the captain of the guard, 
saying. 

12 Take him, and ^look well to him, and 
do him no harm ; but do unto him even 
as he shall say unto thee. 

13 So Nebuzar-adan tlie captain of the 
guard sent, and Nebushasban, Eab-saris, 
and Nergal-sharezer, Kab-mag, and all 
the king of Babylon’s princes ; 

14 Even they sent, and ^took Jeremiah 
out of the court of the prison, and 
committed him unto /Gedaliah the son 
of Ahikam the son of Sliaphan, that he 
should carry him home: so he dwelt 
^ among the people. 

15 IT Now the word of the Lokd came 
unto Jeremiah, while he was shut up in 
the court of the prison, saying, 

16 Go and speak to »Ebed-melech the 
Ethiopian, saying. Thus saith the Lobd 
of hosts, the God of Israel ; Beliold, I 
will bring my words upon this city for 
evil, and not for good : and they shall be 
accomplished in that day before thee. 

17 But I will deliver thee in that day, 
saith the Lord : and thou slialt not be 
given into the hand of the men of whom 
thou art afraid. 

18 For I will surely deliver thee, and 
thou shalt not fall by the sword, but ^thy 
life shall be for a prey unto thee : because 
thou hast put thy trust in me, saith the 
Lord. 


CHAPTEE 40 

T he word that came to Jeremiah from 
the Lord, "after that Nebuzar-adan 
tl^e captain of the guard had let him j&o 
Tpom^amah,' "When he had taken hin^ 
being bound in ® chains among all that 
Ayere carried away captive of Jerusalem 
and Tudah, which were carried aw^ 
captive unto Babylon. 

2 And the captain of the guard took 
Jeremiah, and^said untoliim. The Lord 
thy God hath pronounced tliis evil upon 
this place. 

3 Now the Lord hath brought and 
done according as he hath said : because 
ye have sinned against the Lord, and 
have not obeyed ms voice, therefore this 
thing is come upon you. 

4 And now, behold, I loose thee this 
day from the chains which ^were upon 
thme hand. If it seem good unto thee 
to come with me into Babylon, come; 
and I will look well unto thee : but if it 
seem ill unto thee to come with me into 
Babylon, forbear : behold, all the land is 
before thee : whither it seemeth good and 
convenient for thee to go, thither go. 

5 Now while he was not yet gone back, 
he saidi Go back also to ^Gedaliah the

“whom the king of Babylon hath made ‘‘2Ki.26.22. perish?

4 So Johanan the son of Eareah, and 
/all the captains of the forces, and all 
the people, obeyed not the voice of the 
Lord, to dwell in the land of Judah. 

5 But Johanan the son of Eareah, and 
all the captains of the forces, took aU the 
remnant of Judah, that were returned 
from all nations, whither they had been 
driven, to dwell m the land of Judah; 

6 Even me:^ and women, and children, 
and *the king’s daughters, and every 
person that ^Hebuzar-adan the captain 
of the guard had left with Gedaliah the 
son of Ahikam the son of Shaphan, and 
Jeremiah the prophet, and Baruch the 
son of Neriah- 

7 So they came into the land of Egypt : 
for they obeyed not the voice of the Lord : 
thus came mey even to "Tahpanhes. 

8 ^ Then came the word of the Lord 
unto Jeremiah in Tahpanhes, saying, 

9 Take great stones in chine hand, and 
hide them in the clay in the brickkiln, 
which is at the entry of Pharaoh’s house 
in Tahpanhes, in the sight of the men of 
Judah; 

10 And say unto them, Thus saith the 
Lord of hosts, the God of Israel; Be- 
hold. I will send and take Nebuchadrezzar 
the king of Babylon, -^my servant, and 
will set his throne upon these stones 
that 1 have hid ; and he shall spread his 
royal pavilion over them 

11 And when he cometh, he shall smite 
the land of Egypt, and deliver such as 
are for death to death ; and such os are 
for captivity to captivity; and such as 
are for the sword lo the sword. 

12 And 1 will kindle a fire in the houses 
of ^the gods of Egypt; and he shall 
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bum them, and ® carry them away cap- 
tives: and he shall array himself with 
the land of Egypt, as a shepherd putteth 
on his garment ; and he mall go forth 
from thence in peace. 

13 He shall break also the ^ images of 
2Beth-shemesh, that is in the land of 
Egypt; and the houses of the gods of 
the Egyptians shall he burn with fire. 

CHAPTER 44 

T he word that came to Jeremiah 
concerning all the Jews which dwell 
in the land of Egypt, which dwell at 
^Migdol, and at ® Tahpanhes, and at 
^Npph, and in the country of Pathros, 

2^T£iis saith the Lord of hosts, the 
God of Israel: Ye have seen all the evil 
that I have brought upon Jerasalem, 
and upon all the cities of Judali: and, 
behold, tliis day they are a desolation, 
and no man dwelletn therein, 

3 Because of their wickedness which 
they have committed to provoke me to 
anger, in that they went to bum incense, 
and to serve other gods, whom they knew 
not, neither they, ye, nor your fathers. 

4 Howheit sent unto you all my 
servants the prophets, rising eaidy and 
sending them, saying, Oh, do not this 
abominable thing that I hate. 

5 But they hearkened not, nor inclined 
their ear to turn from their wickedness, 
to bum no incense unto other gods. 

6 Wherefore my fury and mine anger 
was poured forth, and was kindled in the 
cities of Judah and in the streets of 
Jemsalem; and they are wasted and 
desolate, as at this day, 

7 Therefore now thus saith the Lord, 
the God of hosts, the God of Israel: 
Wherefore commit ye this great evil 
against your souls, to cut ofl from you 
man and woman, child and suckling, ** out 
of J udah, to leave you none to remain ; 

8 In that ye provoke me imto wrath 
with the works of your hands, burning 
incense unto other gods in the land or 
Egypt, whither ye be gone to dwell, that 
ye might cut yourselves ofi', and that ye 
might De a curse and a reproach among 
all the nations of the earth? 

9 Have ye forgotten the ^ wickedness of 
your fathers, and the wickedness of the 
kings of Judah, and the wickedness of 
® their wives, and your own wickedness, 
and the wickedness of your wives, which 
they have committed in the Imd of 
Judah, and in the streets of Jerusalem? 
10 They are not ® humbled even unto 
this day, neither have they feared, nor 
walked in my law, nor in my statutes, that 
I set before you and before your fathers, 
11 1 Therefore thus saith the Lord of 
hosts, the God of Israel; B^old, I will 
set my face against you for evil, and to 
cut on all Judah, 

12 And 1 will take the remnant of

execration, and an astonishment, and a 
curse, and a reproacli. 

13 ®For I will punish them that dwell 
in the land of Egypt, as I have punished 
Jerusalem, by the sword, by the famine, 
and by the pestilence : 

14 So that none of the remnant of 
Judah, which are gone into the land of 
Egypt to sojourn there, shall escape or 
remain, that they should return into the 
land of Judali, to the which they ^ have 
a desire to return to dwell there : for none 
shall return but such as shall escape. 

15 IT Then all the men which knew that 
their wives had burned incense unto 
other gods, and all the women that stood 
by, a great multitude, even all the people 
that dwelt in the land of Egi’pt, in 
^-Pathros, answered Jeremiali, saymg, 

16 As for the word that thou hast 
spoken unto us in the name of the 
LOED, we win not hearken unto thee. 

17 But we will certainly do whatsoever 
thing goeth forth out of our own mouth, 
to burn incense unto the 2 queen 01 
heaven, and to pour out drink offerings 
unto her, as we nave done, we, and our 
fathers, our kings, and our piinces, in 
the cities of Judali, and in the streets of 
Jerusalem: for then had we plenty of 
^victuals, and were well, and saw no evil. 

18 But since we left off to burn incense 
to the queen of heaven, and to pour out 
drink offerings unto her, we have wanted 
all things, and have been consumed by 
the sword and by the famine. 

19 And when we burned incense to the 
queen of heaven, and poured out drink 
offerings unto her, did we make her 
cakes to worship her, and pour out drink 
offerings unto her, without our ^men? 

20 t Then Jeremiah said unto all the 
people, to the men, and to the women, 
and to all the people which had given 
him that answer, saying, 

21 The incense that ye burned in the 
cities of Judah, and in the streets of 
Jerusalem, ye, and your fathers, your 
kings, and your princes, and the people 
of tlie land, did not the Lord ^remem- 
ber them, and came it Twt into his mind? 

22 So that the Lord could no longer 
bear, because of the evil of your doinjgs, 
and because of the abominations which 
ye have committed; therefore is your 
land a desolation, and an astonishment, 
and a curse, without an inhabitant, as at 
this day. 

23 Because ye have burned incense, and 
because ye have sinned against the 
Lord, and have not obeyed me voice of 
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JERSMlAn44, 45 

the Lord, nor walked in his law, nor in 
his statutes, nor in his testimonies ; there- 
fore *this evil is happened unto you, as 
at this day. 

24 Moreover Jeremiah said unto all the 
people, and to all the women. Hear the 
word of the Lord, ‘’all Judah that are 
in the land of Egypt : 

25 Thus saith the Lord of hosts, the 
God of Israel, saying: Ye and your 
wives have both spoken with your 
mouths, and fulfilled with your hand, 
saying.

20 Egypt is like a very fair heifer, hut 
destruction cometh; it cometh "out of 
the north. 

21 Also ®her hired men are in the 
midst of her like ^fatted bullocks; for 
they also are turned back, and are fled 
away together : they did not stand, be- 
cause the day of their calamity was come 
upon them, and the time of their visi- 
tation. 

22 The voice thereof shall go like a 
serpent ; for they shall march with an 
army, and come against her with axes, 
as hewers of wood. 

23 They shall cut down her forest, saith 
the Lord, though it cannot be searched ; 
because they are more than the grass- 
hoppers, and are innumerable. 

24 The daughter of Egypt shall be con- 
founded ; she shall be delivered into the 
hand of the people of ”the nortli. 

25 The Lord of hosts, the God of Is- 
rael, saith; Behold, I will punish the 
® multitude of ^No, and Pharaoh, and 
Egypt, with their gods, and their kings ; 
even Pharaoh, and alt them that trust 
in him : 

26 And I will deliver them into the 
hand of those that seek their lives, and 
into the hand of Nebuchadrezzar king of 
Babylon, and into the hand of his ser- 
vants: and “afterward it shall be in- 
habited, as in the days of old, saith the 
Lord. 

27 t ®But fear not thou, 0 my servant 
Jacob, and be not dismayed, 0 Israel : 
for, behold, I will save thee from afar 
oflf, and thy seed from the land of their 
captivity; and Jacob shall return, and 
be in rest and at ease, and none shall 
make him afraid, 

28 Fear thou not, 0 Jacob my servant, 
saith the Lord : for I am with thee ; for 
1 will make a full end of all the nations 
whither I have driven thee : but I will 
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Against the Philistines and against Moah. JEREMIAH 46-48 


not make a full end of thee, but correct 
thee in measure; yet will I inot leave 
thee wholly unpunished. 

CHAPTER 47 

T he word of the Lord that came to 
Jeremiah the prophet “against the 
Pliilistines, * before that Pharaoh smote 
2 Gaza. 

2 Thus saith the Lord ; Behold, ^waters 
rise up ®out of the north, and shall be an 
oveihowing flood, and shall overflow the 
land, and 4 all that is therein; the city, 
and them that dwell therein : then the 
men shall cry, and all the inhabitants of 
the land shall howl. 

3 At the noise of the stamping of the 
hoofs of his strong hortses, at the rusliing 
of his chariots, and at the rumbling of 
his wheels, the fathers shall not look 
back to their cliildren for feebleness of 
hands ; 

4 Because of the day that cometh to 
spoil all the Philistines, and to cut off 
from Tyrus and Zidon every helper that 
remaineth ; for the Lord will spoil the 
Philistines, the renmant of ^ the country 
of * Caphtor. 

5 Baldness is come upon Gaza ; Ash- 
kelon is cut ofl' with the remnant of 
their valley: how long wilt thou cut 
thyself ? 

6 0 thou sword of the Lord, how long 
will it be ere thou be quiet? ^put up 
thyself into thy scabbard, rest, and be 
still. 

7 2 How can it be quiet, seeing *the 
Lord hath given it a charge against 
Ashkelon, and against the sea ^ore? 
there hath he appointed it. 

CHAPTER 48 

^ AGAINST Moab thus saith the Lord 
jlA of hosts, tlie God of Israel ; Woe 
unto Nebo I for it is spoiled: Kiriathaim 
is confounded and taken: ^^Misgab is 
confounded and dismayed. 

2 There shall be no more praise of 
Moab: in Heshbon they have devised 
evil against it; come, and let us cut it 
off from being a nation. Also thou shalt 
i2be cut down, O Madmen ; the sword 
shall 12 pursue thee. 

3 A voice of crying shall be from ®Ho- 
ronaim, spoiling and great destruction. 

4 Moab is destroyed; her little ones 
have caused a cry to be heard. 

6 For in the going up of Luhith con- 
tinual weeping shall go up ; for in the 
going down of Horonaiin the enemies 
have heard a cry of destruction. 

6 Flee, save your lives, and be like i^the 
heath in the wilderness. 

7 ^ For because thou hast trusted in 
thy works and in thy treasures, thou 
shalt also be taken : and ^'Chemosn shall 
go forth into captivity with ®his priests 
and his princes together. 

8 And the spoiler shall come upon 
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every city, and no city shall escape : the 
valley also shall perish, and the plain 
shall be destroyed, as the Lord hath 
spoken. 

9 Give wings unto Moab, that it may 
flee and get away : for the cities thereof 
shall be desolate, without any to dwell 
therein. 

10 “ Cursed he he that doeth the work of 
the Lord deceitfully, and cursed be he 
that keepeth back his sword from blood. 

11 H JNioab hath been at ease from his 
youth, and he hath settled /on his lees* 
and hath not been emptied from vessel 
to vessel, neither hath he gone into cap- 
tivity: therefore his taste ^ remained m 
liim, and his scent is not changed. 

12 Therefore, behold, the days come, 
saith the Lord, that I will send unto 
him wanderers, that shall cause liim to 
wander, and shall empty his vessels, and 
break their bottles. 

13 And ]\Ioab shall be ashamed of Ghe- 
mosh, as ^the house of Israel was a- 
shamed of * Beth-el their confidence. 

14 H How say ye. We are mighty and 
strong men for the war? 

15 Moab is spoiled, and gone up out of 
her cities, and 7 his chosen young men 
are gone doivn to the slaughter, saith the 
Xma whose name is the Lord of hosts. 

16 The calamity of Moab is near to 
come, and liis affliction hasteth fast. 

17 All ye that are about liim, bemoan 
him; and all ye that know his name, 
say. How is ■^’the strong staff broken, 
and the beautiful rod I 

18 Thou daughter that dost inhabit 
^Dibon, come down from thy glory, and 
sit in thirst; for the spoiler of Moab 
shall come upon thee, and he shall de- 
stroy thy strong holds. 

19 0 inhabitant of "Aroer, stand by 
the way, and espy ; ask him that fleeth, 
and her that escapeth, and say, What is 
done? 

20 Moab is confounded ; for it is broken 
down : howl and cry ; tell ye it in ° Ar- 
non, that J\Ioab is spoiled, 

21 And judgment is come upon ^ the 
plain country; upon Holon, and upon 
Jahazah, and upon Mephaath, 

22 And upon Dibon, and upon Nebo, 
and upon Beth-diblathaim, 

23 And upon Kiriathaim, and upon 
Beth-gamul, and upon Beth-meon, 

24 And upon ^Kenoth, and upon ^Boz- 
rali, and upon all the cities of the land of 
Moab, far or near. 

25 ^The horn of Moab is cut off, and 
his arm is broken, saith the Lord. 

26 H “Make ye liim drunken: for he 
magnified himself against the Lord: 
Moab also shall wallow in his vomit, 
and he also shall be in derision. 

27 For “'was not Israel a derision unto 
thee? ^was he found among thieves? for 
since thou spakest of him, thoui®skip- 
pedst for joy. 
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28 0 ye tliat dwell in Moab, leave the I 
cities, and “dwell in the rock, and be 
like the dove that maketli her nest in 
the sides of the hole’s mouth. 

29 ® We have heard the pride of Moah, 
(he is exceeding proud) his loftiness, and 
his arrogancy, and his pride, and the 
haughtiness of his heart. 

30 1 know his wrath, saith tlie Loed ; 
but it shall not he so ; ^his lies shall not 
so effect it. 

31 Therefore will I howl for hloab, and 
I will cry out for all Moab ; mine heart 
t shall mourn for the men of ^Kir-heres. 

32 O vine of Sibmah, I will weep for 
thee with the weeping of Jazer: thy 
plants are gone over the sea, they reach 
even to the sea of Jazer : the spoiler is 
fallen upon thy summer fruits and upon 
thy vintage. 

33 *Ana ^joy and gladness is taken 
from the plentiful field, and from the 
land of Moab ; and I have caused wine 
to fail from the w’inepresses : none shall 
tread with shouting; their shouting shall 
he no shouting. 

34 ’"Prom the cry of Heshbon et^munto 
Ellealeh, and even unto Jahaz, have they 
uttered their voice, from Zoar even unto 
Horonaim, as an heifer of three years 
old : for the waters also of Nimrim shall 
be ^desolate. 

^ Moreover I will cause to cease in 
Moab, saith the Lord, liim that ofiereth 
in ® the high places, and him that bum- 
eth incense to his gods. 

36 Therefore mine heart shall sound for 
Moab like pipes, and mine heart shall 
sound like pipes for the men of Kir- 
heres : because ^the riches that he hath 
gotten are perished. 

37 For ’’every head shall 5e®bald, and 
every beard ^clipped : upon all the hands 
shall be cuttings, and upon the loins 
sackcloth. 

38 There shall he lamentation generally 
upon all the housetops of Moab, and in 
the streets thereof: for I have broken 
Moab like “a vessel wherein is no plea- 
sure, saith the Lord. 

39 They shall howl, saying^ How is it 
broken down! how hath Moab turned 
the ^back with shame I so shall Moab be 
a derision and a dismaying to all them 
about him. 

40 Por thus saith the Lord; Behold, 
*^he ®shall fly as an eagle, and shall 
spread his wings over Moab. 

41 lOKerioth is taken, and the strong 
holds are surprised, and the mighty men’s 
hearts in Moab at that day shall be as 

S t heart of a woman in her pangs. 
j).Ajid Moab shall be destroyed from 
ng a people, because he hath mag- 
nifiw himself against the Lord. 

43 ®Pear, and “the piL and the snare, 
shall he upon thee, O inhabitant of 
Moah saith. the Lord. 

44 He that fleeth from the fear tflialL fall 
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into the pit ; and he that getteth up out 
of the pit shall be taken in the snare: 
for I will bring upon it, even upon 
Moab, ^the year of their visitation, saith 
the Lord. 

45 They that fled stood under the sha- 
dow of Heshbon because of the force: 
but “a fire shall come forth out of Eesh- 
bon, and a flame from the midst of Si- 
hon, and shall devour ‘’the corner of 
Moab, and the crown of the head of the 
2 tumultuous ones. 

46 Woe be unto thee, O Moab! the 
people of Chemosh perisheth: for thy 
sons are taken ^ captives, and thy daugh- 
ters captives. 

47 H "Yet ^-wfll I bring again the cap- 
tivity of Moab in the latter days, saifli 
the Lord. ^Thus far is the judgment 
of Moab. 


CHAPTEE 49 

^^ONCERNIHG the Ammonites, thus 
yj saith the Lord; Hath Israel no 
sons? hatli he no heir?' why then doth 
® their king inherit Gad, and his people 
dwell in his cities? 

2 Therefore, behold, the days come, 
saith the Lord, that I will cause an 
alann of war to be heard in "Rabbah of 
the Ammonites : and it shall be a deso- 
late heap, and her daughters shall be 
burned with fire: then shall Israel be 
heir unto them that were his heirs, saith 
the Lord. 

3 HowL 0 Heshbon, for Ai is spoiled ; 
cry, ye daughters of Rabbah, gird you 
with sackcloth ; lament, and run to and 
fro by the hedges; for ^ their king shall 
go into captivity, and ^liis priests and 
his princes together. 

4 Wherefore gloriest thou in the val- 
leys, sthy flowing valley, 0 backsliding 
daughter? that trusted in her treasures, 
saying^ * Who shall come unto me? 

5 Behold, I will bring a fear upon thee, 
saith the Lord God of hosts, from all 
those that be about thee ; and ye shall 
be driven out every man right forth; 
and none shall gather up him that wan- 
dereth. 

6 And "afterward I will bring again the 
captivity of the children of Anynee;' 
saith the Lord. 

7 H ^ Concerning Edom, thus saith the 
Lord of hosts ; wisdom no more in 
Teman? is counsel perished from the 
prudent? is their wisdom vanished? 

8 Flee ye, ^^turn back, dwell deep, 0 
inhabitants of “Dedan ; for I will bring 
the calamity of Esau upon him, the time 
that I will visit him. 

9 * If grapegatherers come to thee, would 
they not leave som-e gleaning grapes? ^if 
tliieves by night, they wiU destroy i^tfll 
they have enough. 

10 But ®I have made Esau bare, I have 
uncovered his secret places, and he shall 
not be able to hide bimaftlf ; his seed is 
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spoiled, and his brethren, and his neigh- 
bours, and he is not. 

11 Leave thy fatlicrless children, I will 
preserve them alive; and let thy widows 
trust in me. 

12 For thus saith the Lord; Behold, 
they whose judgment was ‘•’not to drink 
of the cup have assuredly drunken ; and 
art thou he that shall altogether go un- 
punished? thou shalt not go unpunished, 
but; thou shalt surely drink of 'it. 

13 For **1 have sworn by myself, saith 
the L-osd, that /Bozrah shall become a 
desolation, a reproach, a waste, and a 
curse ; and all the cities thereof shall be 
perpetual wastes. 

14 have heard a rumour from the 
Lord, and an ambassador is sent unto 
the heathen, saying^ Gather ye together, 
and come against her, and rise up to the 
battle. 

15 For, lo, I will make thee small 
among the healiien, and despised among 
men. 

16 Thy terribleness hath deceived thee, 
and the pride of thine heart, 0 thou 
that dwellest in the clefts of ”^the rock, 
tliat boldest the height of the hill: though 
” thou shouldest make thy nest as liigh as 
the eagle, will bring thee down from 
thence, saith the Lord. 

17 Also Edom shall be -^a desolation: 
every one that goeth by it shall be 
astonished, and shall hiss at all the 
plagues thereof. 

18 As in *‘the overtlirow of Sodom 
and Gomorrah and the neighbour cities 
thereof, saith the Lord, no man shall 
abide there, neither sliall a son of man 
dwell in it. 

19 Behold, he shall come up “like a 
lion from "the swelling of Jordan a- 
gainst the habitation of the strong : but 
I will suddenly make him run away 
from her: and who is a chosen man^ 
that I may appoint over her? for who 
is like me? and who will ^appoint me 
the time? and who is that shepherd 
that will stand before me? 

20 Therefore hear the counsel of the 
Lord, that he hath taken against Edom : 
and his puij)oses, that he hath purposed 
against the inhabitants of ^ Teman : Sure- 
ly the least of tlie flock shall draw them 
out : surely he shall make their habita- 
tions desolate with them. 

21 ^The earth is moved at the noise of 
their fall, at the cry the noise thereof 
was heard in the ®Eed sea. 

22 Behold, “he shall come up and fly 
as the eagle, and spread his wings over 
" Bozrah : and at that day shall the heart 
of the mighty men of Edom be as the 
heart of a woman in her pangs. 

23 1 ® Concerning Damascus. Hamath 
is confounded, and Arpad: for they 
have heard evil tidings : they are ® faint- 
hearted; there is sorrow "^on the sea; it 
cannot be quiet. 
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24 Damascus is waxed feeble, and turn- 
eth herself to flee, and fear hath seized 
on her: anguish and sorrows have taken 
her, as a woman in travail. 

25 How is “the city of * praise not left, 
the city of my ioy I 

26 Therefore her young men shall fall 
in her streets, and all tlie men of war 
shall be cut ofi’ in that day, saith the 
Lord of hosts. 

27 And I will kindle a fire in the wall 
of Damascus, "and it shall consume the 
palaces of ^Ben-hadad. 

28 H * Concerning Kedar, and concern- 
ing the kingdoms of Hazor, which Nebu- 
chadrezzar king of Babylon shall smite, 
thus saith the Lord ; Arise ye, go up to 
Eedar, and spoil the men of the east. 

29 Their tents and their flocks shall 
they take away: they shall take to them- 
selves their curtains, and all their vessels, 
and their camels ; and they shall cry unto 
them, *Fear is on every side. 

30 H Flee, ^get you far off, 2 dwell 
deep, 0 ye inhabitants of Hazor, saith 
the Lord; for Nebuchadrezzar king of 
Babylon hath taken counsel against you, 
and hath conceived a purpose against 
you. 

31 Arise, get you up unto the 2 wealthy 
nation, that dwelleth without care, saith 
the Lord, which have neither gates nor 
bars, ^which dwell alone. 

32 And their camels shall be a booty, 
and the multitude of their cattle a spoil : 
and will scatter into all winds theni 
that are ^in the utmost comers: and I 
will bring their calamity from all sides 
thereof, saith the Lord. 

33 And Hazor shall be dwelling 
for dragons, and a desolation for ever: 
there ^lali no man abide there, nor 
any son of man dwell in it. 

34 1 The word of the Lord that came 
to Jeremiah the prophet against “’Elam 
in the beginning of the reign of Zedekiah 
king of Judah, saying, 

35 Thus saith the Lord of host^ Be- 
hold, I will break “the bow of 

the chief of their might. 

36 And upon Elam will I bring the 
four winds from the four quai-ters of 
heaven, and will scatter them toward 
all those winds; and there shall be no 
nation whither the outcasts of Elam 
shall not come. 

37 For I will cause Elam to be dismayed 
before their enemies, and before them 
that seek their life: and I will bring 
evil upon them, even my fierce anger, 
saith the Lord; and mil send the 
sword after them, till I have consumed 
them: 

38 And <21 will set my throne in Elam, 
and will destroy from thence the king 
and the princes, saith the Lord. 

39 H But it shall come to pass /in the 
latter days, theU I will bring again the 

I captivity oi Elam, saith the Lord. 
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JEREMIAH 60 

CHAPTEB 60 | 

rpHE vord that the Lord spake " a- 
X gainst Babylon and against the 
land of the Cnaldeans ^by Jeremiali 
tlie prophet. 

2 Declare ye among the nations, and 
publish, and ^set up a standard; publish, 
tnd conceal not : sa5% Babylon is taken, 
f Bel is confounded, /Merodach is broken 
in pieces ; her idols are confounded, her 
images are broken in pieces. 

3 For ^o_ut of the north there cometh 
up a nation against her, which shall 
make her land desolate, and none shall 
dwell therein ; they shall remove, they 
shall depart, both man and beast. 

4 IT In those days, and in that time, 
saith the Lord, the cliildren of Israel 
shall come, ^ they and the children of 
Judah together, "going and weeping: 
they shall go, and ^ seek the Lord 
their God. 

5 They shall ask the way to Zion with 
their faces thithenvard, saying. Come, 
and let us join ourselves to the Lord 
in perpetual covenant that shall not 
be forgotten. 

6 My people hath been lost sheep: 
their shepherds have caused them to 
go astray, they have turned them away 
^on the mountains: they have gone 
from mountain to hill, they have for- 
gotten their ^restingplace. 

7 All that found them have devoured 
them : and their adversaries said, ®We 
ofiend not, because they have sinned 
against the Lord, "'the habitation of 
justice, even the Lord, tlie hope of 
their fathers. 

8 Eemove out of the midst of Babylon, 
and go forth out of the land of the Chal- 
deans, and be as the he goats before the 
flocks. 

9 T For, lo, I will raise and cause to 
come up against Babylon *an assembly 
of great nations from the north country : 
and they shall set themselves in array 
against her; from thence she shall be 
taken: their arrows shall he as of a 
mighty ^ expert man ; ^ none shall return 
in vain. 

10 And Chaldea shall be a spoil: all 
that spoil her shall be satisfied, saith 
the Lord. 

11 ® Because ye were glad, because ye 
rejoiced, 0 ye destroyers or mine heri- 
tage, because ye are grown Sfat as the 
heifer at grass, and lo oellow as bulls ; 

12 Your mother shall be sore con- 
founded; she that hare you shall be 
ashamed : behold, the hindermost of the 
nations shall he a wilderness, a dry land, 
and a desert. 

13 Because of the wrath of the Lord 
it shall not be inhabited, but it shall be 
wholly desolate: ^ every one that goeth 
by Babylon shall be astonidied, and 
mss at all her plagues. 
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14 But yourselves in array against Baby- 
lon round about: all ye that bend the 
bow, shoot at her, spare no arrows : for 
she nath sinned against the Lord. 

15 Shout against her round about; ^she 
hath given her hand: her foundations 
are fallen, her walls are throivn down: 
^’for it is the vengeance of the Lord: 
take vengeance upon her; ^as she hath 
done, do unto her. 

16 Cut off the sower from Babylon, 
and him that handleth the ^ sickle in 
the time of harvest: for fear of the 
oppressing sword ^they shall turn every 
one to his people, and they shall flee 
every one to his own land. 

17 H Israel is ^a scattered sheep; ^the 
lions have driven kirn, away ; * first the 
king of Assyria hath devoured him: and 
’"last this Nebuchadrezzar king of Baby- 
lon hath broken his bones. 

18 Therefore thus saith the Lord of 
hosts, the God of Israel ; Behold, I will 
punish the king of Babylon and his land, 

as I have punished the king of Assyria. 

19 And ^iwiU bring Israel again to his 
habitation, and he snaU feed on Carmel 
and Bashan, and his soul shall be satis- 
fied upon mount Ephraim and Gilead. 

20 In those days, and in that time, 
saith the Lord, *the iniquity of Israel 
sliall be sought for, and there shall he 
none; and the sins of Judah, and they 
shall not be foimd: for I pardon 
them “whom I reserve. 

21 t Go up against the land ^of Me- 
rathaim, even against it, and against 
the inhabitants of sPekod: waste and 
utterly destroy after them, saith the 
Lord, and do according to all that 1 
have commanded thee. 

22 ®A sound of battle is in the land, 

I and of great destruction. 

I 23 How is ^'the hammer of the whole 
earth cut asunder and broken I how is 
Babylon become a desolation among 
the nations! 

24 I have laid a snare for thee, and 
thou art also taken, O Babjdon, and 
thou wast not aware: thou art found, 
and also caught, because thou hast 
striven against the Lord. 

25 The Lord hath opened his armoury, 
and hath brought forth *the weapons of 
liis indignation : for this is the work of 
the Lord God of hosts in th<^ land of 
the Chaldeans, 

26 Come against her ®from the utmost 
border, open her storehouses: ^^cast her 
up as heaps, and destroy her utterly: 
let nothing of her be left. 

27 Slay all her bullocks ; ®let them go 
down to the slaughter : woe unto them I 
for their day is come, /the time of their 
visitation. 

28 The voice of them that flee and escape 
out of the land of Babylon, to * declare 
in Zion *the vengeance of the Lord our 
God, the vengeance of his temple. 
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29 Call together the archers against 
Babylon: all ye that bend the bow, 
camp against it round about ; let none 
thereof escape: * recompense her ac- 
cording to her work: according to all 
that she hath done, do unto her: ®for 
she hath been proud against the Lord, 
against the Holy One of Israel. 

30 Therefore shall her young men fall 
in the streets, and all her men of war shall 
be cut off in that day, saith the Lord. 

31 Behold, I am against thee, 0 thou 
2most proud, saith the Lord God of 
hosts: for thy day is come, the time 
that I will visit thee. 

32 And 2 the most proud shall stumble 
and fall, and none shall raise him up: 
/and I will kindle a fire in his cities, 
and it shall devour all round about him. 

33 *If Thus saith the Lord of hosts *, ^ The 
children of Israel and the children of 
Judah were oppressed together : and all 
that took them captives held them fast; 
they refused to let them go. 

34 ^ Their Redeemer is strong; /the 
Lord of hosts is his name: *he shall 
througlily plead their cause, that he 
may give rest to the land, and disquiet 
the inhabitants of Babylon. 

^ 11 A sword is upon the Chaldeans, 
saith the Lord, and upon the inhabi- 
tants of Babylon, and upon her princes, 
and upon her wise 

36 A sword is upon the ** liars ; and they 
3^11 "dote: a sword is upon her mighty 
men; and diey shall be dismayed. 

37 A sword is upon their horses, and 
upon their chariots, and upon all ^ the 
mingled people that are in the midst of 
her ; and ^ they shall become as women : 
a sword is upon her treasures; and they j 
shall be robbed. 

38 A ® drought is upon her waters; 
and they shall be dried up: for it is 
the land of ^graven images, and they 
are mad upon their idols. , , 

39 Therefore the wild beasts of the desert 
with the wild beasts of the islands sliall 
dwell theQ'e, and the owls shall dwell 
therein ; and it * shall beno more inha- 
bited for ever; neither shall it be dwelt 
in from generation to generation. 

40 ® As God overthrew Sodom and Go- 

morrah and the neighbour cities thereof, 
saith the Lord; so shall no man abide 
there, neither shall any son of man 
dwell therein. ^ , ,, 

41 ® Behold, a neople shall come /from 
the north, and ^a great nation, and 
many kings shall be raised up from 
the coasts of the earth. 

42 They shall hold the bow and the 
lance : they are cruel, and will not shew 
mercy : their voice shall roar like the sea, 
and they shall ride upon horses, evei'y 
one put m array, like a man to the battle, 
against thee, 0 daughter of Babylon. 

43 The king of Babylon hath heard the 
report of them, and his hands waxed 
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feeble: anguish took hold of him, and 
pangs as of a woman in travail. 

44 “Behold, he shall come up like a 
lion from the swelling of Jordan unto 
the habitation of the strong: but I will 
make them suddenly run away from 
her: and who is a chosen man, that 
I may appoint over her? for who is 
like me? and who will ^ appoint me 
the time? and who is <*that shepherd 
that will stand before me? 

45 Therefore hear ye ^the counsel of 
the Lord, that he hath taken against 
Babylon; and his purposes, that he 
hath purposed against the land of the 
Chaldeans : Surely the least of the flock 
shall draw them out: surely he shall 
make their habitation desolate with them. 

46 At the noise of the taking of Babylon 
^the earth is moved, and the cry is heard 
among the nations. 

CHAPTER 51 

a '^HUS saith the Lord ; Behold, I will 
. raise up against Babylon, and against 
them that dwell in the ^ midst of them 
that rise up against me, destroying 
wind ; 

2 And will send unto Babylon ^fanners, 
that .«jhall fan her, and shall empty her 
land : for in the day of trouble they shall 
be against her round about. 

3 Against him that bendeth let the 
archer bend his bow, and against him 
that lifteth himself up in his ** brigan- 
dine: and spare ye not her young men; 
destroy ye utterly all her host. 

4 Thus the slain shall fall in the land of 
the Chaldeans, and they that are tlirust 
through in her streets. 

6 Por ^Israel haih not been forsaken, 
nor Judah of his God, of the Lord of 
hosts ; though their land was filled with 
sin against the Holy One of Israel. 

6 ^‘I’lee out of the midst of Babylon, 
and deliver every man his soul : be not 
cut off’ in her iniquity; for ®this is the 
time of the Lord’s vengeance; “'he will 
render unto her a recompence. 

7 Babylon hath been golden cup in 
the Lord’s hand, that made all the earth 
drunken: *the nations have drunken of 
her wine; therefore the nations *are 
mad. 

8 Babylon is suddenly fallen and de- 
stroyed: ‘^howl for her; <^take balm for 
her 'pain, if so be she may be healed. 

9 We would have healed Babylon, but 
she is not healed ; forsake her, and let us 
go every one into nis own country : for 
her iudgment ^reacheth unto heaven, 
and IS luted up even to the skies. 

10 The Lord brought forth our 
ri^teousness: come, and -Get us declare 
in Zion the work of the Lord our God. 
11 Make ^ bright the arrows; gather the 
shields: * the Lord hath raised up the 
spirit of the kings of *the Medes: for 
ms device is against Babylon, to destroy 
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it; “because it is the vengeance of the 
Lord, the vengeance of his temple. 

12 Set up the standard upon the walls of 
Babylon, ^make the watch strong, set up 
the watchmen, prepare the 2 ambushes: 
for the Lord hath both devised and 
done that which he spake against the 
inhabitants of Babylon. 

13 0 thou that dwellest upon many 
waters, abundant in treasures, thine 
end is come, ajid the measure of thy 
covetousness. 

14 The Lord of hosts hath sworn 3 by 
himself, saying^ Surely I will fill thee 
with men, as with caterpillers ; and they 
shall lift up ^ a shout against thee. 

15 *He hath made the earth by his 
power, he hath established the world 
by his wisdom, and hath stretched out 
the heaven by his underetanding. 

16 When he uttereth Ms voice, there is 
a ® multitude of waters in the heavens: 
and he causeth the vapours to ascend 
from the ends of the earth: he maketh 
lightnings with rain, and bringeth forth 
the wind out of his treasui’es. 

17 Every man ® is brutish by his know- 

ledge ; evety founder is confounded by 
the graven unage: for his molten image 
is fSsehood, and there is no breath m 
them. , . 

18 They are vanity, the work of errors : 
in the time of their visitation they shall 
perish. 

19 The portion of Jacob is not hke 
them ; for he is the former of all things : 
and Israel is the rod of his inheritance : 
the Lord of hosts is his name. 

20 ® Thou art my battle axe and weapons 
of war: for Swith thee will I break in 

5 ieces the nations, and with thee will 
destroy kingdoms; . . 

21 And with thee will I break m pieces 
the horse and his rider; and with thee 
will I break in pieces the chariot and 
his rider; 

22 With thee also will I break in pieces 
man and woman; and with thee will I 
break in pieces old and young; and with 
thee will I break in pieces the young 
man and the maid ; 

23 1 will also break in pieces with thee 
the shepherd and his flock; and with 
thee will I break in pieces the husband- 
man and his yoke of oxen ; and with 
thee will I bre^ in pieces captains and 
rulers. 

24 "And I will render unto Babylon 
and to all the inhabitants of Chaldea 
all their evil that they have done in 
Eion in your sight, saith the Lord. 

25 Behold, I am against theu *0 
desiaroying mountain, saith the Lord, 
which destroyest all the earth; and 1 
will stretch out mine hand upon thee, 
and roll thee down from the rocks, and 
will make thee *a burnt mountain. 

26 And they shall not take of thee a 
stone for a comer, nor *a stone for foun-

dations ; hut thou shalt be ^desolate for 
ever, saith the Lord. 

27 Set ye up a standard in the land 
®blow the trumpet among the nations, 
prepare the nations agamst her, call 
together against her «*the kingdoms of 
Amrat, IVImnij and Ashchenaz * appoint 
a ® captain against her: cause the liorses 
to come up as the rough caterpillers. 

28 Prepare against her the nations with 
the kings of the Medes, the captains 
thereof, and all the rulers thereof, and 
all the land of his dominion. 

29 Amd the land shall tremble and 
sorrow : for /every purpose of the Lord 
shall be performed against Babylon, to 
make the land of Babylon ^ a desolation 
without an inhabitant. 

30 The mighty men of Babylon have 
forbom to hght, they have remained in 
their holds: their might hath failed: 
they became as women : they have burned 
her dwellingplaces ; /her bars are broken. 

31 One *post shall run to meet another, 
and one messenger to meet another, to 
shew the king of Babylon that his city is 
taken ^at one end, 

32 And that ’"the passages are stopped, 
and the reeds they have burned with 
fire, and the men of war are afirighted. 

33 For thus saith the Lord of hosts, tiie 
God of Israel; The daughter of Babylon 
is like a threshingfloor, '^it is time to 
thresh her; yet a little while, and "the 
time of her harvest shall come. 

34 Nebuchadrezzar the king of Babylon 
hath devoured me, he hath crushed me, 
he hath made me an empty vessel, he 
hath swallowed me up like ^ a dragon, he 
hath filled his belly with my delicates, 
“ he hath cast me out. 

35 9 The violence done to me and to 
mj^ 10 flesh he upon Babylon, shall the 
11 inhabitant of Zion say; and my blood 
won the inhabitants of Clialdea, shall 
Jerusalem say, 

36 Therefore thus saith the Lord; 
Behold, ’’I will plead thy cause, and take 
vengeance for thee; and I will dry up 
her sea, and make her springs dry. 

37 And Babylon shall become * heaps, a 
dwellingplace for dragons, <an astonish- 
ment, and an hissing, without an in- 
habitant. 

38 “They shall roar together like lions: 
they shall i^yell as ’'lions’ whelps. 

39 In their heat I will make their feasts, 
and I will make them drunken, that 
they may rejoice, and sleep a perpetual 
sleep, and not wake, saith the Lord. 

40 1 will bring them down like lambs to 
the slaughter, uke rams with ^he goats. 

41 How is ''Sheshach taken! and now is 
“the praise of the whole earth surprised! 
how is Babylou become an astonishment 
among the nations ! 

42 The sea is come up upon Babylon : 
she is covered with the multitude of the 
waves thereof. 
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Gocl^s judgment on her. The siege of Jerusalem, 

43 Her cities are a desolation, a dry 
land, and a -wilderness, a land wherein 
no man dwelletli, neither doth any son 
of man pass thereby. 

44 And I -will punish *Bel in Babylon, 
and I will bring forth out of his mouth 
®that which he hath swallowed up : and 
the nations sliaU not flow together any 
more unto him : yea, the wall of Babylon 
shall fall. 

45 My people, go ye out of the midst of 
her, and deliver ye every man his soul 
from the fierce anger of the Loud. 

46 And 4 lest your heart faint, and ye 
fear for the rumour that shall be heard 
in the land ; a rumour shall both come 
one year, and after that in another year 
shall come a rumour, and violence in the 
landjTuler against ruler. 

47 Therefore, behold, the days come, 
that will 5 do judgment upon the 
graven images of Babylon: and her 
whole land riiall be confounded, and all 
her slain sliall fall in the midst of her. 

48 Then /the heaven and the earth, and 
aU tliat is therein, shall sing for Babylon : 
for the spoilers ^ shall come unto her 
from the north, saith the Lord. 

49 7 As Balwlon hath caused the slain 
of Israel to so at Babylon sliaU fall 
^e slain of aU ^the earth. 

50 Ye that have escaped the sword, 
away, stand not still: remember the 
Lord afar off, and let Jerusalem come 
into your mind. 

51 AVe are confounded, because we 
have heard reproach : shame hath covered 
our faces: *=for strangers are come into 
the sanctuaries of the Lord’s house, 

52 Wherefore, behold, the days come, 
saith the Lord, that I -will do judgment 
upon her graven images : and through all 
her land the wounded shall groan. 

53 Though Babylon should Amount up 

to heaven, and though she should fortify 
the height of her strength, yet from me 
pbfl.11 spoilers come unto her, saith the 
Lord. , ^ 

54 ” A sound of a cry cometh from 
Babylon, and great destruction from the 
land of the Chaldeans : 

65 Because the Lord hath spoiled 
Babylon, and destroyed out of her the 
great voice; when her waves do roar like 
great waters, a noise of their voice is 
uttered: 

56 Because the spoiler is come upon 
her, even upon Babylon, and her mighty 
men are tahen, every one of their bows 
is broken : for ‘^the Lord God of recom- 
pences shall surely requite. 

67 And will make drunk her princes, 

and her wise men, her captains, and her 
rulers, and her mighty men : and they 
shall sleep a perpetual sleep, and not 
wake, saith the King, whose name is the 
Lord of hosts. , 

68 Thus saith the Lord of hosts ; i^The 
broad walls of Babylon shall be utterly

1 broken, and her high gates shall be 
burned with fire; and “the people shall 
labour in vain, and the folk in the fire, 
and they shall he weary. 

59 % Tlie word which Jeremiah the 
prophet commanded Seraiah the son of 
Neriah, the son of Maaseiah, when he 
went 2 with Zedekiah the king of Judah 
into Babylon in the fourth year of his 
reign. And this Seraiah was a ^ quiet 
prince. 

60 So Jeremiah wrote in a book all the 
evil that should come upon Babylon, 
even ^al\ these words that are -written 
against Babylon. 

61 And Jeremiah said to Seraiah, When 
thou comest to Babylon, and shalt see, 
and shalt read all these words ; 

62 Then shalt thou say, 0 Lord, thou 
hast spoken against this place, to cut it 
off, that none sliall remain in it, neither 
man nor beast, but tliat it shall be 
6 desolate for ever. 

63 And it shall be, when thou hast 
made an end of reading this book, that 
thou shalt bind a stone to it, and cast it 
into the midst of Euphrates : 

64 And thou shalt say, Thus shall 
Babylon sinl^ and shall not rise from 
the evil that I will bring upon her : and 
they shall be weary. ^^Thus far are the 
words of Jeremiah. 

CHAPTEE 52 
* ITEDEEXAH was one and twenty 
/J years old when he ^ began to reign, 
and he reigned eleven years in Jerusalem. 
And his mother’s name was Hamutal 
the daughter of Jeremiah of Libnah. 

2 And he did that which was evil in the 
wes of the Lord, according to all tliat 
Jehoiakim had done. 

3 For through the anger of the Lord it 
came to pass in Jerusalem and Judah, 
till he had cast them out from his 
presence, that Zedekiah rebelled against 
the king of Babylon. 

4 U And it came to pass ’"in the ninth 
year of his reim, in the tenth month, 
in the tenth aay^ of the month, that 
bTebuchadrezzar king of Babylon came, 
he and all his army, ^inst Jerusalem, 
and pitched against it, and built forts 
against it round about. 

6 So the city was besieged unto the 
eleventh year of king Zedekiah. 

6 And m the fourth month, in the 
ninth day of the month, the famine was 
sore in tne city, so that there was no 
bread for the people of the land. 

7 Then the city was broken up, ^and all 
the men of war fled, and went forth out 
of the city by night by the way of the 
gate between the two walls, which was by 
tlie king’s garden; (now the Chaldeans 
were by the city round about :) and they 
went by the way of the plain. 

8 H But the army of the Chaldeans 
pursued after the king, and overtook

Zedekiah in the plains of Jericho \ and 
all his army was scattered from him. 

9 Then they took the king, and carried 
him np^ unto the ki^ of Babylon to 
Riblah in the land of Hamath *, where he 
gave judgment upon him. 

10 And the king of Babylon slew the 
sons of Zedekiah before his eyes : he slew 
also all the princes of Judah in Biblah. 

11 Then he iput out tlie eyes of Zede- 
kiah; and the king of Babylon bound 
him in ^chains, and carried him to 
Babylon, and put him in ^ prison till the 
day of his death. 

12 IT Now in the fifth month, in the 
tenth day of the month, which was the 
nineteenth year of Nebuchadrezzar Idng 
of Babylon, came Nebuzar-adan, ^ captain 
of the guard, which 7 served the king of 
Babylon, into Jerusalem, 

13 And burned the house of the Lord, 
and the king’s house ; and all the houses 
of Jerusalem, and all the houses of the 
great men, burned he -with fire ; 

14 And all the army of the Chaldeans, 
that were with the captain of the guard, 
brake down aU the walls of Jerusalem 
round about. 

15 Then Nebuzar-adan the captain of 

the guard carried away captive certain of 
the poor of the people, and the residue 
of the people that remained in the city, 
and those /that fell away, that fell to the 
king of Babylon, and the rest of the 
multitude. , , 

16 But Nebuzar-adan the captain of the 
guard left certain of the poor of the land 
For vinedressers and for husbandmen. 

17 Also ^the pillars of brass that were 
in the house of the Lord, and the bases, | 
and the brasen sea that was in the house ' 
of the Lord, the Chaldeans brake, and 
carried all the brass of them to Babylon. 

18 The caldrons also, and the shovels, 
and the snufiers, and the bowls, and the 
spoons, and all the vessels of brass where- 
with tliey ministered, took they aw’ay, 

19 And the basons, and the 12 firepans, 
and the bowls, and the caldrons, and the 
candlesticks, and the spoons, and the 
cups ; that which was of gold in gold, 
ana that whicn was of silver in silver, 
took the captain of the guard away. 

20 The two pillars, one sea, and twelve 
brasen bulls that were under the bases, 
which king Solomon had made in the 
house of the Lord: ^^the brass of all 
these vessels was without weight. 

21 And concerning the pillars, the 
height of one pillar was eighteen cubits ; 
and fillet of twelve cubits did com- 
pass it; and the thickness thereof was 
four fiiigers; it was hollow.

22 And a chapiter of brass was upon it; 
and the height of one chapiter was five 
cubits, with network and pomegranates 
upon the chapiters round about, all of 
brass. The second pillar also and the 
pomegranates were like unto these. 

23 And there were ^“ninety and six 
pomegranates on a side; and all the 
pomegranates upon the network were an 
hundred round about. 

24 IT And the captain of the guard took 
Seraiah *the chief priest, and Zephaniah 
the second priest, and ®the three keepers 
of the 4 door; 

25 He took also out of the city an 
eunuch, wliich had the charge of the 
men of war; and seven men of them 
that 6 were near the king’s person, which 
were found in the city ; and the ® principal 
scribe of the host, who mustered the 
people of the land; and tlireescore men 
of the people of the land, that were 
found in the midst of the city. 

26 So Nebuzar-adan the captain of the 
^ard took them, and brought them to 
the king of Babylon to Riblah. 

27 And the king of Babylon smote 
them, and put them to death in Riblah 
in the land of Hamath. Thus J udah was 
carried away captive out of Ms own land. 

28 This is the people whom Nebuchad- 
rezzar carried away captive: ®in the 
seventh year three thousand Jews and 
tliree and twenty: 

29 ^In the eignteenth year of Nebu- 
chadrezzar he carried away captive from 
Jerusalem eight hundred thirty and two 
® persons: 

30 La the three and twentieth year of 
Nebuchadrezzar Nebuzar-adan the cap- 
tain of the guard carried away captive of 
the Jews seven bundled forty and five 
persons : all the persons were four thou- 
sand and six hundred. 

31 IT ^ And it came to pass in the seven 
and tMrtieth year of the captivity of 
Jehoiachin kin^ of Judali, in the twelfth 
month, in the live and twentieth day of 
the month, that Evil-merodach king of 
Babylon in the first year of Ms reign 
lifted up the head of /Jehoiachin king 
of Judali, and brought him forth out ot 
prison, 

32 And spake kindly unto him, and 
set his tMone above the throne of *the 
kings that were with Mm in Babylon, 

33 And changed his prison garments : 
and he did continually eat bread before 
him all the days of Ms life. 

34 And for his diet, there was a con- 
tinual diet given him of the king of 
Babylon, every day a portion until the 
day of his death, all the days of his life. 
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THE LAMENTATIONS 

OF JEEEMIAH. 


CHAPTER 1 

H OW doth the city sit solitary, that \ 
was full of people! °’how is she 
become as a "widow 1 she that was great * 
among the nations, awcf ® princess among | 
the provinces, how is she become tribu- ; 
tary 1 

2 She weepeth sore in the night, and 
her tears are on her cheeks : among all 
/her lovers she hath none to comfort her: 
all her friends have dealt treacherously 
with her, they are become her enemies. 

3^ Judah is gone into captivity because i 
of afidiction, and i because of -great sei-vi- 
tude : she dwelleth among the heathen, 
she findeth no rest : all her persecutors 
overtook her between the straits. 

4 The ways of 2ion do mourn, because 
none come to /the solemn feasts: all 
her gates are desolate ; her priests sigh, 
her "virgins are afflicted, and she is in 
bitterness. 

5 Her adversaries are ^the chief, her 
enemies prosper; for the Lord hath 
afflicted her *”for the multitude of her 
transgressions; her children are gone 
into captivity before the enemy. 

6 And from the daughter of Zion all 
her beauty is departed : her princes are 
become like harts that find no pasture, 
and they are gone "without strength 
before the pursuer. 

7 Jerusalem remembered in the days of 
her affliction and of her miseries all her 
® pleasant things that she had in the days 
of old, when her people fell into the 
hand of the enemy, and none did help 
her; the adversaries saw her, and did 
mock at her sabbatlis. 

8 Jerusalem hath grievously sinned; 
therefore she ®is removed: all that 
honoured her despise her, because ^they 
have seen her nakedness; yea, she sigh- 
etlnand tumeth backward. 

9 Her filthiness is in her skirts ,* she 
“ remembereth not her last end : therefore 
she came down wonderfully : she had no 
comforter. 0 Lord, behold my affliction ; 
for the enemy hath magnified himself. 

10 The adversary hath spread out his 
hand upon all her 8 pleasant things : lor 
she hath seen that *®the heathen entered 
into her sanctuary, whom thou didst 
command that “they should not enter 
into thy congregation. 

11 AH her people sigh, they seek bread ; 
they have given their pleasant thin^ for 
meat ®to relieve the soul: see, 0 Lord, 
and consider ; for I am become vile. 

12 1 Js it notliing to you, all ye that 
pass by? behold, and see if there be any 
sorrow like unto my sorrow, which is

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done nnto me, wherewith the Lord hath 
afflicted me in the day of his fierce anger, 

13 From above hath he sent fixe into 
my bones, and it prevaileth against them : 
*he hath spread a net for my feet, he 
hath turned me back ; he hath made me 
desolate and faint all the day. 

14 **The yoke of my transgressions is 
bound by his hand : they are ^ wreathed, 
and come up upon my neck: he hath 
made my strength to fall, the Lord hath 
delivered me into their hands, from 
whom I am not able to rise up. 

15 The Lord hath trodden under foot 
all ^ my mighty men in the midst of me : 
he hath called an assembly against me to 
crush my young men: the Lord ^hath 
trodden 2 the virgin, the daughter of 
Judah, as in a "winepress. 

16 For these things I weep ; mine eye, 
mine eye runneth do'wn with water, 
because the comforter that should 8 relieve 
my soul is far from me: my cliildren are 
desolate, because the enemy prevailed. 

17 Zion ^spreadeth forth her hands, 
and there is none to comfort her: the 
Lord hath commanded concerning Ja- 
cob, that his adversaries should be round 
about him: Jerusalem is as ” a men- 
struous woman among them.

CHAPTEE 1 

"VT OW it came to pass in the tliirtieth 
-Li year, in the fourth months in the 
fifth day of the month, as I was among 
the 1 captives by the river of Cheba^ that 
“the heavens were opened, and I saw 
“visions of God. 

2 In the fifth day of the month, which 
was the fifth year of /king Jehoiachin’s 
captivity, 

3 The word of the Lord came expressly 
unto 2 EzeldePHhe priest, the son of Buzi, 
in the land of the Chaldeans by the river 
Chebar ; and /the hand of the Lord was 
there upon him.

22 And the likeness of “the firma m ent 
upon the heads of the living creature 
ivas as the colour of the terrible * crystal, 
stretched forth over their heads above. ^ 

23 And under the firmament were their 
wings straight, the one toward the other: 
every one had two, which covered on 
this side, and eve^ one had two, which 
covered on that side, flieir bodies.

24 And when they went, ®I heard the 
noise of their wings, ®like the noise of 
great waters, as ^^the voice of *the Al- 
mighty, tlie voice of speech, as the noise 
of an host; when they stood, they let 
down their wings. 

25 And there was a voice from the 
firmament that was over their heads, 
when they stood, and had let down their 
wings. 

26 If And above the firmament that was 
over their heads was Hhe likeness of_ a 
throne, ^as the appearance of ^a sapphire 
stone: and upon the likeness of the 
throne was the likeness as the appearance 
of a man above upon it. 

27 And I saw as the colour of amber, as 

the appearance of fire round about within 
it, ^from the appearance of his loins even 
upward, and from the appearance of ms 
loins even do^vnward, I saw as it were the 
appearance of fire, and it had brightness 
roundabout. , , , .

12 Then *the spirit took me up, and 
1 1 heard behind me a voice of a great 
I rushing, saying ^ Blessed he the glory of 
the Lord from his place.

rpHOIJ also, son of man, take thee a 
X tile, and lay it before thee, and pour- 
tray upon it the city, even Jerusalem : 

2 And lay siege against it, and * build a * 2 Kt 25. 1. 
fort against it, and ^ cast a mount against ^ Jer. 6. 6. 
it; set the camp also against it, and set 70^ ^hief 
7 battering rams against it round about. leaders. 
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3 Moreover take thou unto thee ^ an iron 
pan, and set it for a wall of iron between 
thee and the city : and set thy face against 
it, and it shall be besiege^ and thou shalt 
lay siege against it. ^This shall he a 
sign to theliouse of Israel. 

4 Lie thou also upon thy left side, and 
lay the iniquity of the house of Israel 
upon it : accwaing to the number of the 
days that thou shalt lie upon it thou 
shalt ‘^bear their iniquity. 

5 For I have laid upon thee the years of 
their iniquity, according to the number 
of the days, three hunted and ninety 
days : ^ so shalt thou bear the iniquity of 
the house of Israel. 

6 And when thou hast accomplished 
them, lie again on thy right side, and 
thou shalt bear the iniquity of the house 
of Judah forty days : /I have appointed 
thee 2 each day for a year. 

7 Therefore thou shalt set thy face 
toward the siege of Jerusalem, and thine 
arm shall he uncovered, and thou shalt 
prophesy against it. 

S And, behold,*^' I will lay bands upon 
thee, and thou shalt not turn thee 4 from 
one side to another, till thou hast ended 
the days of thy siege. 

9 IT Take thou also unto thee wheat, 
and barley, and beans, and lentiles, and 
millet, and ® fitches, and put them iu one 
vessel, and make thee bread thereof, 
according to the number of the days 
that thou shalt lie upon thy side, three 
hundred and ninety days shalt thou eat 
thereof. 

10 And thy meat which thou shalt eat 
shall he by weight, twenty shekels a day : 
from time to time slialt thou eat it. 

11 Thou shalt drink also water by 
measure, the sixth part of ® an hin : from 
time to time shalt thou di’ink. 

12 And thou shalt eat it as barley cakes, 
and thou shalt bake it with dung that 
cometh out of man, in their sight. 

13 And the Lord said. Even thus ^ shall 
the children of Israel eat their defiled 
bread among the Gentiles, whither I will 
drive them. 

14 Then said I, Ah Lord God I behold, 
my soul hath not been polluted : **for 
from my youth up even till now have I 
not eaten of * that which dieth of itself, 
or "is torn in pieces; neither came there 
® abominable flesh into my mouth. 

15 Then he said unto me, Lo, I have 
given thee cow’s dung for man’s dung, 
and thou shalt prepare thy bread there- 
with. 

16 Moreover he said unto me, Son of 
man, behold, “'I will break the stafl* of 
bread in Jerusalem : and they shall eat 
bread by weight, and with care ; and they 
shall drink water by measure, and with 
astonishment : 

17 That they may want bread and water, 
and be astonied one with another, and 
consume away for their iniquity. 
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CHAPTER 5 

AND thou, son of man, take thee a 
sharp knife, take thee a barber’s 
lasor, and * cause it to pass upon thine 
head and upon thy beard : then take thee 
balances to weigh, and di\dde the hair. 

2 Thou shalt burn with fire a third part 
in the midst of the city, when ^the days 
of the siege are fulfilled : and thou shalt 
take a third part, and smite about it with 
a knife: and a third part -^thou shalt 
scatter m the "wind; and will draw 
out a sAvord after them. 

3 Thou shalt also take thereof a few in 
number, and bind them in thy ^ skirts. 

4 Then take of them again, and cast 
them into the midst of the fire, and burn 
them in the fire ; for thereof shall a fike 
come forth into all the house of IsraeL 

5 IT Thus saith the Lord God ; Tliis is 
Jerusalem : I have set it in the midst of 
the nations and countries that are round 
about her. 

6 And she hath changed my judgments 
into wickedness more than the nations, 
and my statutes more than the countries 
that are round about her : for they have 
refused my judgments and my statutes, 
they have not Avalked in them. 

7 Therefore thus saith the Lord God ; 
Because ye multiplied more than the 
nations tliat are round about you, and 
have not walked in my statutes, neither 
have kept my judgments, ^neither have 
done according to the judgments of the 
nations that are round about you ; 

8 Therefore thus saith the Lord God ; 
Behold, I, even I, am against thee, and 
will execute judgments in the midst of 
thee in the sight of the nations. 

9 And I will do in thee ^ that which I 
have not done, and Avhereunto I Avill not 
do any more the like, because of all thine 
abominations. 

10 Therefore *the fathers shall eat the 
sons in the midst of thee, and the sons 
shall eac their fathers; and I will execute 
judgments in thee, and the Avhole rem- 
nant of thee will I “scatter into all the 
winds. 

11 Wherefore, as I live, saith the Lord 
God; Surely, because ‘'thou hast defiled 
my sanctuaiy with all thy detestable 
things, and with all thine abomination^ 
therefore will I also diminish i/iee ; nei- 
ther shall mine eye spare, neither will I 
have any nity. 

12 t A ® third part of thee shall die with 
-“the pestilence, and with famine shall 
they be consumed in the midst of thee : 
and a third part shall fall by the sword 
round about thee ; and *I wrll scatter a 
third part into all the winds, and I will 
draw out a sword after them. 

13 Thus shall mine anger be accom- 
plished, and I will cause my fury to rest 
upon them, and will be comforted: 
and they shall know that I the Loed 
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have spoken it in my zeal, when I have 
accomplished my fury in them. 

14 MoreoA^erl Avill make thee waste, and 
& a reproach among the nations that are 
round about thee, ‘^in the sight of aU 
that pass by. 

15 So it shall be a reproach and a taunt, 
an instruction and an astonishment unto 
the nations that are round about thee, 
Avhen I shall execute judgments in thee 
in anger and in fury and in furious 
rebukes. I the Lord have spoken it. 

16 When I shall send upon them ^ the 
evil arrows of famine, which shall be for 
thdr destruction, and which I will send 
to destroy you: and I will increase the 
famine upon you, and *will break your 
staff of bread : 

17 So will I send upon you famine and 
■^evil beasts, and they shall bereave thee; 
and pestilence and blood shall pass 
tlirough thee; and I Avill bring the sword 
upon thee. I the Lord have spoken it. 

CHAPTER 6 

AND the word of the Lord came unto 
' me, saying, 

2 Son of man, "set thy face toward ^the 
mountains of Israel, and prophesy against 
them, 

3 And say, Ye mountains of Israel, hear 
the word of the Lord God; Thus saith 
the Lord God to the mountains, and ’“to 
the hills, to “the rivers, and ®to the 
valleys ; Behold, I, even I, will bring a 
sword upon you, and Avill destroy 
your high places. 

4 And your altars shall be desolate, and 
your ^images shall be broken : and ’*1 
will cast down your slain men before 
your idols. 

5 And I Avill ^lay the dead carcases of 
the children of Israel before their idols ; 
and I will scatter your bones round about 
your altars. 

6 In all your dAvellingplaces the cities 
shall be laid Avaste, and the high places 
shall be desolate; that your altais may 
be laid AAraste and made desolate, and 
j’'our idols may be broken and cease, and 
your images may be cut doAvn, and your 
Avorks may be abolished. 

7 And the slain shall fall in the midst 
of you, ‘‘'and ye shall knoAV that I am 
the Lord. 

8 H ‘‘'Yet will I leave a remnant, that ye 
may have ^ some that shall escape the 
sword among the nations, when ye shall 
be scattered through the countries. 

9 And they that escape of you shall 
remember me among the nations whither 
they shall be carried captives, because I 
am broken with their whorish heart, which 
hath departed from me, and ®with their 
eyes, which ^go a whoring after their 
idols : and they shall lothe themselves for 
the evils which they have committed in 
all their abominations. 

10 And they shall know that I am the 
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liOKR and, that I have not said in vain 
that I T7ould do this evil unto them. 

11 11 Thus saith the Lord God ; Smite 
^•with thine hand, and ‘■'stamp with th^ 
foot, and say, Alas for all the evil abomi- 
nations of the house of Israel! for they 
shall fall by the sword, by the famine, 
and by the pestilence. 

12 He tliat is far off shall die of the 
pestilence ; and he that is near shall fall 
by the sword ; and he that remaineth and 
is besieged shall die by the famine : thus 
will I accomplish my fury upon them. 

13 Then shall ye know that I am the 
Lord, ^when their slain men shall be 
among their idols round about their 
altars, /upon every high hill, ^ in all the 
tops of the mountains, and under every 
green tree, and under every thick ^oak, 
the place where they did offer sweet 
savour to all their idols. 

14 So vdll I stretch out my hand upon 
them, and make the land desolate, yea, 
5 more desolate than the wilderness to- 
ward * Diblath, in all their habitations : 
and they shall know tiiat I am the Lord. 

CHAPTEH 7 

M OEEOVER the word of the Lord 
came unto me, saying, 

2 Also, thou sou of man, thus saith 
the Lord God unto the land of ” Israel ; 
‘’An end, the end is come upon the four 
comers of the land. 

3 Now is the end come upon thee, 
and I will send mine anger upon thee, 
and will judge thee according to thy 
ways, and will s recompense upon tliee 
aU thine abominations. 

4 And ®mine eye shall not spare 
thee, neither will 1 have pity: but I 
will recompense thy ways upon thee, 
and tliine abominations shall be in the 
midst of thee: *and ye shall know that 
I am the Lord, 

5 Thus saith the Lord God; An evil, 
an only evil, behold, is come. 

C An end is come, the end is come : it 
watcheth for thee ; behold, it is come. 

7 “The morning is come unto thee, 
0 thou that dweDest in the land: the 
time is come, the day of trouble is 
near, and not the 12 sounding again of 
the mountains. 

8 Now will I shortly pour out my fury 
upon thee, and accomplish mine anger 
upon thee : and I -will judge thee accord- 
ing to thy ways, and will recompense 
thee for all thine abominations. 

9 And mine eye shall not spare, neither 
will I have pity : I will recompense i-^thee 
according to thy ways and thine abomi- 
nations that are in the midst of thee; 
and ye shall know that I am the Lord 
® that smiteth. 

10 Behold the day, behold, it is come : 
the morning is gone forth ; * the rod hath 
blossomed, pride hath budded. 

11 Violence is risen up into a rod of 
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wickedness : none of them shall remain, 
nor of their multitude, nor of any or 
1 theirs : “ neither shall there he wailing 
for them. 

12 The time is come, the day draweth 
near: let not the buyer rejoice, nor the 
seller mourn : for wrath is upon all the 
multitude thereof. 

13 For the seller shall not return to 
that which is sold, 2 although they were 
yet alive : for the vision is touching the 
whole multitude thereof, which shall not 
return ; neitlier shall any strengthen him- 
self 2 in 4 the iniq^uity of his life. 

14 They have blown the trumpet, even 
to make all ready; but none goeth to 
the battle: for my wrath is upon aU 
the multitude tliereof. 

15 *The sword is without, and the 
pestilence and the famine within: he 
that is in the field shall die with the 
sword ; and he that is in the city, famine 
and pestilence shall devour him. 

16 11 But they that escape of them shall 
escape, and shall be on the mountains 
like doves of the valleys, all of them 
mourning, every one for his iniquity. 

17 ^Allliands shall be feeble, and all 
knees shall ^be weak as water. 

18 They shall also gird themselves with 
sackcloth, and horror shall cover them: 
and shame shall he upon all faces, and 

baldness upon aU their heads. 

19 They shaU cast their silver in the 
streets, and their gold shall be ^removed: 
their silver and their gold shall not be 
able to deliver them in the day of the 
wrath of the Lord : they shall not satisfy 
their souls, neither fill their bowels : be- 
cause ®it is ^the stumblingblock of their 
iniquity. 

20 t As for the beauty of his ornament, 
he set it in majesty : but ‘they made the 
images of their abominations and of 
their detestable things therein ; therefore 
have 1 set it far from them. 

21 And I will give it into the hands 
of the strangers for a prey, and to the 
•wicked of the earth for a spoil; and 
‘'they shall pollute it. 

22 My face wiU I turn also from them, 
and they shall pollute my secret place : 
for the robbers shall enter into it, and 
defile it 

23 H Make a chain : for “ the land m 
fuU of bloody crimes, and the city is 
fuU of violence. 

24 Wherefore I will bring the worst 
of the heathen, and they shall possess 
their houses : I will also make the pomp 
of the strong to cease; and their holy 
places shall be defiled. 

25 1 ® Destruction cometh ; and they shall 
seek peace, and there shall he none. 

26 2^ Mischief shall come upon mischief, 
and rumour shall be upon rumour; then 
shall they seek a vision of the prophet ; 
but “ the law shall perish from the priest, 
and counsel from the ancients. 
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27 The king shall mourn, and the prince 
shall be clothed with desolation, and the 
hands of the people of the land shall be 
troubled : I will do unto them after their 
way, and i according to their deserts will 
I judge them ; ® and they shall know that 
I am the Lord. 

CHAPTEP. 8 

AND it came to pass in the sixth year, 
in the sixth month, in the fifth day 
of the month, as I sat in mine house, 
and ®the elders of Judah sat before me, 
that /the hand of the Lord God fell 
there upon me. 

2 Then I beheld, and lo ^a likeness 
as the appearance of fire; from the ap- 
pearance of his loins even downrvard, 
fire; and from his loins even upward, 
as the appearance of brightness, ”*as 
the colour of amber. 

3 And ®he put forth the form of an 
hand, and took me by a lock of mine 
head; and ^the spirit lifted me up ^be- 
tween the earth and the heaven, and 
brought me in the visions of God to 
Jerusalem, to the door of the inner gate 
that looketh toward the north; ^ -where 
was the seat of * the image of jealousy, 
“which provoketh to jealousy. 

4 And, behold, “ the glory of the God of 
Israel was there, according to the vision 
that I saw *in the plain. 

6 1! Then said he unto me, Son of man, 
lift up tlrine eyes now the way toward 
the north. So I lifted up mine eyes 
the way toward the north, and behold 
northward at the gate of the altar this 
^im^e of jealousy in the entry. 

6 He said furthermore unto me. Son 
of man, seest thou what they do? even 
the great abominations that the house 
of Israel committeth here, that I should 
go far off from my sanctuary? but turn 
Uiee yet again, and thou shalt see greater 
abominations. 

7 IT And he brought me to the door of 
the court; and when I looked, behold a 
hole in the wall. 

8 Then said he unto me, Son of man, 
dig now in the wall: and when I had 
digged in the wall, behold a door. 

9 And he said unto me, Go in, and 
behold the wicked abominations that 
they do here. 

10 So I went in and saw; and behold 
every form of creeping things, and a- 
bominable beasts, and all the idols of 
the house of Israel, pourtrayed upon 
the wall round about, 

11 And there stood before them seventy 
men of ‘’the ancients of the house of 
Israel, and in the midst of them stood 
Jaazaniah the son of /Shaphan, with 
every man his censer in his nand; and 
a thick cloud of incense went up. 

12 Then said he unto me, Son of man, 
ha&t thou seen what the ancients of the 
house of Israel do in the dark, every 
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man in the chambers of “his imagery? 
for they say. The Lord seeth us not; 
^the Lord hath forsaken the earth. 

13 H He said also unto me, Turn thee 
yet again, and thou shalt see greater 
abominations that they do. 

14 Then he brought me to the door of 

the gate of the Lord’s house which was 

toward the north; and, behold, there 
sat women weeping for Tammuz. 

15 H Then said he unto me, Hast thou 
seen this, 0 son of man? turn thee yet 
again, and thou shalt see greater abo- 
minations than these. 

16 And he brought me into ^the inner 
court of the Lord’s house, and, behold, 
at the door of the temple of the Lord, 
between Hhe porch and-? the altar, w&i'e 

about five and twenty men, ^with their 
backs toward the temple of the Lord, and 
their faces toward the east; and “they 
worsliipped ^the sun toward the east. 

17 t Tiien he said unto me, Hast thou 
seen this, 0 son of man? 2 is it a light 
thing to the house of Judah that they 
commit the abominations which they 
commit here? for they have filled the 
land with violence, and have returned 
to provoke me to anger: and, lo, they 
put "the branch to their nose. 

IS Therefore will I also deal in fury: 
mine eye shall not spare, neither will 
I have pity: ^ and ^though they cry in 
mine ears with a loud voice, yet will 
I not hear them. 

CHAPTEE 9 

H e cried also in mine ears with a 
loud voice, saying. Cause them 
* that have charge over tne city to draw 
near, even every man with his destroying 
weapon in his liand. 

2 And, behold, six men came from the 
way of “the higher gate, ^ which lieth 
toward the north, and every man ^a 
slaughter weapon in liis hand : and one 
man among them was clothed with 
linen, -with a -writer’s inkhorn ^by his 
side : and they went in, and stood beside 
®the brasen altar. 

3 And the glorv of the God of Israel was 
gone up from the cherub, whereupon he 
was, to “the threshold of the house. And 
he called to the man clothed with linen, 
which had the -writer’s inkhorn by his 
side; 

4 And the Lord said unto him, Go 
through the midst of the city, thinugh 
the nudst of Jerusalem, and 6 set a mark 
upon the foreheads of the men that sigh 
and that cry for all the abominations that 
be done in the midst thereof. 

6 H And to the others he said in "s’ mine 
hearing, Go ye after him through the 
city, and smite : let not your eye spare, 
neither have ye pity : 

6 Slay 8 utterly old and young, both 
maids, and little children, and women: 
but come not near any man upon whom 
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is the mark ; and “begin at my sanctuary. 
Then they began at *the ancient men 
which before the house. 

7 And he said unto them, ® Defile the 
house, and fill the courts with the slain : 
go ye forth. And tliey went forth, and 
slew in the city. 

8 IT And it came to pass, while they 
were slaying them, and I w^as left, that 
I fell upon my face, and cried, and said, 
Ah ^rd God 1 wilt thou destroy all the 
residue of Israel in thy pouring out of 
thy fury upon Jerusalem? 

9 Then said he unto The iniquity of 
the house of Israel and J udah is exceed- 
ing great, and the land is ‘-^full of blood, 
and the city full of ^ perverseness: for 
they say, The Lord hath forsaken the 
earth, and the Lord seeth not. 

10 And as for me also, mine eye shall 
not spare, neither will I have pity, but * I 
willrecompense their way upon their head. 

11 And, behold, the man clothed -with 
linen, which had the inkhorn by his 
side, 5 reported the matter, saying, I have 
done as thou hast commanded me. 

CBAPTEE 10 

T HEK I looked, and, behold, in *the 
firmament that was above the head 
of the Cherubinis there appeared over 
them ”‘as it were a sappliire stone, as the 
appearance of the likeness of a throne. 

2 And he spake unto “the man clothed 
with linen, and said. Go in between the 
wheels, even under the cherub, and M 
® thine hand with coals of fire from 
between the cherubims, and ^scatter 
them over the city. And he went in 
in my sight. 

3 Now the cherubims stood *ou the 
right side of the house, when the man 
went in ; and the cloud filled the inner 
court. 

4 Then ®the glory of the Lord s-went 
up from the cherub, and stood over the 
threshold of the house ; and " the house 
was filled with the cloud, and the court 
was full of the brightness of the Lord’s 
glory. 

6 And ^the sound of the chembims’ 
wings was heard even to the outer court, 
as the voice of the Almighty God when 
he speaketh. 

6 And it came to pass, that when he 
had commanded the man clothed with 
linen, saying, Take fire from between 
the wheels, from between the cherubims; 
tlien he went in, and stood beside the 
wheels. 

7 And one cherub ^ stretched forth his 
hand from between the chembims unto 
the fire that was between the cherubims, 
and took thereof, and put it into the 
hands of him that was clothed with 
linen; who took it, and went out. 

8 IF And there appeared in the cheru- 
bims “the form of a man’s hand under 
their wings. 
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9 And when I looked, behold the four 
wheels by the chembims, one wheel by 
one cherub, and another wheel by an- 
other cherub : and ‘^the appearance of 
the wheels was as the colour of a beryl 
stone. 

10 And as for their appearances, they 
four had one likeness, as if a wheel had 
been in the midst of a wheel. 

! 11 “When they went, they went /upon 
their four sides ; they turned not as they 
went, hut to the place wliither the head 
looked they followed it; they turned not 
as they went. 

12 And their whole ^body, and their 
backs, and their hands, and their wings, 
and the wheels, ivere^tuR of eyes round 

j about, even the wheels that they four 
had. 

13 As for the wheels, ^ it was cried unto 
them in my hearing, O wheel. 

14® And every one had four faces : the 
first face ivas the face of a cherub, and 
■^the second face was the face of a man, 
and the tliird the face of a lion, and the 
fourth the face of an eagle. 

15 And the cherubims were lifted up. 
This is the living creature that I saw 
^by the river of Chebar. 

16 And when the chembims went, the 
wheels went by them: and when the 
cherubims lifted up their wings to mounf 
up from the earth, the same wheels also 
turned not from beside them. 

17 ®When they stood, these stood; and 
when they were lifted up, these lifted 
up themselves also: for the spirit 7 of 
the living creature was in them. 

18 Then '’the ^lory of the Lord ^de- 

g arted from oft the threshold of the 
ouse, and stood over the chembims. 

19 “And the chembims lifted up their 
wings, and mounted up from the earth 
in my sight: when they went out, the 
wheels also were beside them, and every 
one stood at the door of the east gate of 
the Lord’s house; and the glory of the 
God of Israel 2 oas over them above. 

20 This is the living creature that I saw 
* under the God of Israel by the river of 
Chebar; and I knew that they were the 
chembims. 

21 * Every one had four faces apiece, 
and every one four wings; and the 
likeness of the hands of a man was 
under their wings. 

22 “And the likeness of their faces 
was the same faces which I saw by 
the river of Chebar, their appearances 
and themselves: *they went every one 
straight fonvard. 

CHAPTER 11 

liyr OEEOVER “the spirit lifted me up, 
LtJL and brought me unto <*the east gate 
of the Lord’s house, which looketh east- 
ward : and behold at the door of the gate 
/five and twenty men; among whom I 
saw Jaazaniah the son of Azur, and 
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Pelatiah the son of Benaiah, princes of 
the people. 

2 Then said he unto me, Son of man, 
these are the men that devise mischief, 
and dve wicked counsel in this city : 

3 which say, '^It is not near; let us 
build houses: °tlns citi/ is the caldron, 
and we be the flesh. 

4 H Therefore prophesy against them, 
prophesy, O son of man. 

5 And the Spirit of the Loed fell upon 
me, and said unto me. Speak ; Thus saith 
the Lord ; Thus have ye said, O house of 
Israel : for I know the things that come 
into your mind, evej^ one o/them. 

Q f Ye have multiplied your slain in 
this city, and ye have fllled the streets 
thereof with the slain. 

7 Therefore thus saith the Lord God ; 
^Your slain whom ye have laid in the 
midst of it, they are the flesh, and this 
city is the caldron : but I will bring you 
forth out of the midst of it. 

8 Ye have feared the sword; and I 
will bring a sword upon you, saith the 
Lord God. 

9 And I will bring you out of the midst 
tliereof, and deliver you into the hands 
of strangers, and will execute judgments 
among you. 

10 ”^ye shall fall by the sword ; I mil 
judge you ”in the border of Israel ; ®and 
ye snail know that I am the Lord. 

11 This city shall not be your caldron, 
neither shall ye be the flesh in the 
midst thereof; but I will judge you in 
the border of Israel: 

12 And ye shall know that I am the 
Lord : ^for ye have not walked in my 
statutes, neither executed my judgments, 
but * have done after the mannei-s of the 
heathen that are round about you. 

13 IT And it came to pass, when I 
prophesied, that Pelatiah the son of 
Benaiah died. Then ^fell I down upon 
my face, and cried "with a loud voice, and 
said. Ah Lord God ! wilt thou msike a 
full end of the remnant of Israel? 

14 Again the word of the Lord came 
unto me, saying, 

15 Son of man, thy brethren, even thy 
brethren, the men of thy kindred, and 
all the house of Israel wholly, a7*e they 
unto whom the inhabitants of J erusalem 
have said. Get you far from the Lord ; 
unto us is this land given in possession. 

16 Therefore say, Thus saith the Lord 
God; Altliough I have cast them far off 
among the heathen, and although I have 
scattered them among the countries, yet 
' will I be to them as a little sanctuary 
in the countries where they shall come. I 

17 Therefore say, Thus saith the Lord 
God; “I will even ^ther you from the 
people, and assemble you out of the 
countries where ye have been scattered, 
and I will mve you the land of Israel. 

18 And they shall come thither, and 
^they shall take away all the detestable 
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things thereof and all the abominations 
thereof from thence. 

19 And “I will give them one heart, 
and I will put *a new spirit witliin 
you; and I will take the stony heart 
out of their flesh, and will give them 
an heart of flesh : 

20 That they may walk in my statutes, 
and keep mine ordinances, and do them : 
and ‘^they shall be my people, and I ivill 
be their God. 

21 But as for fAeTn, whose heart walketh 
after the heart of their detestable things 
and their abominations. ‘*1 will recom- 
pense their way upon their own heads, 
saith the Lord God. 

22 % Then ^did the chembims lift up 
theii* wings, and the wheels beside them; 
and the glory of the God of Israel was 
over them above. 

23 And the glory of the Lord went up 
from the midst of the city, and stood 
upon *tlie mountain wliich is on the 
east side of the city. 

24 T1 Aftenvards the spirit took me 
up, and brought me in a vision by the 
Spirit of God Mnto Chaldea, to them 
of the captivity. So the vision that I 
had seen went up from me. 

25 Then I spake unto them of the 
captivity all the things that the Lord 
had shewed me. 

CHAPTER 12 

rpHE word of the Lord also came unto 
JL me, saying, 

2 Son of man, thou dwellest in. the 
midst of a rebellious house, ^ which have 
eyes to see, and see not; they have ears 
to hear, and hear not: for they a?’e a 
rebellious house. 

3 Therefore, thou son of man, prepare 
thee stuff for removing, and remove by 
day in their sight ; and thou shalt remove 
from thy place to another place in their 
sight: it may be they will consider, 
though they be a rebellious house. 

4 Then shalt thou bring forth thy stuff 
by day in their sight, as stufl' for re- 
moving : and thou ^alt go forth at eveu 
in their sight, '‘as they tliat go forth into 
captivit 3 '. 

6 ®Dig thou through the wall in their 
sight, and carry out thereby. 

6 In their sight shalt thou bear it upon 
thy shoulders, and cariy it forth in the 
twUight : thou shalt cover thy face, that 
thou see not the ground : for ®I have set 
thee /or a sign unto the house of Israel. 

7 And I did so as I was commanded : I 
brought forth my stuff by day, as stuff 
for captivity, and in the even 1 ® digged 
through the wall with mine hand; I 
brought it forth in the tivilight, ana I 
bare it upon my shoulder in their 
sight. 

8 U And in the morning came the word 
of the Lord unto me, saying, 

9 Son of man, hath not the house of 
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Israel, the rebellious house, said unto 
thee, ^What doest thou? 

10 thou unto them. Thus saith the 
Lord God; This * burden concerneth the 
prince in Jerusalem, and all the house of 
Israel that are among them. 

11 Say, I am your sign : “like as I have 
done, so shall it be done unto them: 
^ they shall remove and go into captivity. 

12 And the prince that is among them 
shall bear upon his shoulder in the 
twilight, and shall go forth: they shall 
dig through the wall to carry out thereby ; 
he shall cover his face, that he see not 
the ground with his eyes. 

13 ®My net also will I spread upon him, 
and he shall be taken in my snai-e : and 
I /will bring him to Eabylon to the land 
of the Chaldeans; ^yet shall he not see 
it, * though he shall die there. 

14 And ^I will scatter toward every 
wind all that are about him to help him, 
and all his bands ; ^ and I will dmw out 
the sword after them, 

15 * And they shall know that I am the 
Lobd, when I shall scatter them among 
the nations, and disperse them in the 
countries. 

16 2 But I will leave ®a few men of 
them from the sword, from the famine, 
and from the pestilence; that they may 
declare all their abominations among the 
heathen whither they come; and they 
shall know that I am the Lord. 

17 IT Moreover the word of the Lord 
came to me, saying, 

18 Son of man, eat thy bread with 
quaking, and drink thy water with trem- 
bling and with camfulness; 

19 And say unto the people of the land, 
Thus saith the Lord God of the inhabi- 
tants of Jerusalem, and of the land of 
Israel* They shall eat their bread with 
carefulness, and drink their water with 
astonisliment, that her land may be 
desolate from Sail that is therein, -^be- 
cause of the violence of all tliem that 
dwell therein. 

20 And the cities that are inhabited 
shall be laid waste, and the land shall be 
desolate ; and ye shall know that I am 
the Lord. 

21 IT And the word of the Lord came 
unto me, saying, 

22 Son of man, what is that proverb 
that ye have in the land of Israel, saying, 
*The days are prolonged, and every 
vision faueth? 

23 Tell them therefore. Thus saith the 
Lord God; I will make this proverb to 
cease, and they shall no more use it as a 
proverb in Israel; but say unto them, 
The days are at hand, and the efiect of 
every vision. 

24 For “there shall be no more any 
"vain vision nor flattering divination 
within the house of Israel. 

25 For I am the Lord: I will speak, 
and "'the word that I shall speak shall

come to pass; it shall be no more pro- 
longed: for in your days, O rebelhous 
house, will I say the word, and will 
perform it, saith the Lord (iOD. 

26 H Again the word of the Lord came 
to me, saying, 

27 Son of man, behold, they of the 
house of Israel say, ‘^The vi'jion that he 
seetli is for many days to comet and he 
prophesieth of the times that are far off. 

28 Therefore say unto them. Thus saith 
the Lord God ; There shall none of my 
words be prolonged any more, but the 
word wliicn I have spoken shall be done, 
saith the Lord God. 

CHAPTER 13 

AND the word of the Lord came unto 
AIl me, saying, 

2 Son of man, prophesy against the 
prophets of Israel that prophesy, and say 
thou unto them 2 that prophesy out of 
their own hearts, Hear ye the word of 
the Lord; 

3 Thus saith the Lord God ; Woe unto 
the foolish prophets, that ^follow their 
own spirit, ^and have seen nothing! 

4 0 Israel, thy prophets are like the 
foxes in the deserts. 

5 Ye have not gone up ”*into the ®gaps, 
neither 7 made up the hedge for the house 
of Israel to stand in the battle in the day 
of the Lord. 

6 "They have seen vanity and lying 
divination, saying, The Lord saith : and 
the Lord hath not sent them : and they 
have made ethers to hope that they 
would confirm the word. 

7 Have ye not seen a vain vision, and 
have ye not spoken a lying divination, 
‘'whereas ye say. The Lord saith it; 
albeit I have not spoken? 

8 Therefore thus saith the Lord God ; 
Because ye have spoken vanity, and seen 
lies, therefore, behold, I am against you, 
saith the Lord God. 

9 And mine hand shall be upon the 
prophets ihat see vanity, and that divine 
lies : they shall not be in the ^assembly 
of my people, neither ® shall they be 
written m the VTiiting of the house of 
Israel, neither shall the.y enter into the 
land of Israel ; and ye shall know that I 
am the Lord God. 

10 If Because, even because they have 
seduced my people, ** saying, Peace ; and 
there was no peace ; and one built up 

a wall, and, fo, others ^daubed it with 
untempered morter: 

11 Say unto them which daub it with 
untempered merger, that it shall fall; 
there shall be an overflowing shower; 
and ye, O great hailstones, shall fall; 
and a stormy wind shall rend it. 

12 Lo, when the wall is fallen, shall it 
not be said unto you, Where is the dauth 
ing wherewith ye have daubed it? 

13 Therefore thus saith the Lord God: 
I wiB even rend it with a stormy wind 
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in my fury ; and there shall be an over- 
flowing shower in mine anger, and great 
hailstones in my fury to consume it. 

14 So will I break down the wall that 
ye have daubed with untempered mcn'ter, 
and bring it down to the ground, so 
that the foundation thereof shah be 
discovered, and it shah f ah, and ye shall 
be consumed in the midst thereof : and 
ye shall know that I am the Lord. 

15 Thus will I accomplish my wrath 
upon the wall, and upon them that have 
daubed it with untempered morie7\ and 
will say unto you. The wall is no more, 
neither they that daubed it ; 

16 To wit, the prophets of Israel 
which prophesy concerning Jerusalem, 
and which see visions of peace for her, and 
there is no peace, saith the Lord God. 

17 H Likewise, thou son of man, set thy 

face against the daughters of thy people, 
which propliesy out of their o^vn heart ; 
and prophesy thou against them, : 

18 And say, Thus saith the Lord God ; 
Woe to the women that sew pillows to 
all 2armlioles, and make kerchiefs upon 

head of every stature to himt souls ! 
Will ye hunt the souls of my people, and 
will ye save the souls alive that come 
unto you? 

19 And will ye pollute me among my 
people for handfuls of barley and ®for 
pieces of bread, to slay the souls that 
should not die, and to save the souls 
alive that should not live, by your Ijing 
to my people that hear your lies ? 

20 Wherefore thus saith the Lord God ; 
Behold, I am against your pillows, where- 
with ye there hunt the souls ^to make 
them fly, and I will tear them from your 
arms, and will let the souls go, even the 
souls that ye hunt to make them fly. 

21 Your kerchiefs also will I tear, and 
deliver ray people out of your hand, and 
they shall be no more in your hand to be 
hunted; and ye shall Imow that I am 
the Lord. 

22 Because ^ with lies ye have made the 
heart of the righteous sad, whom I liave 
not made sad; and strengthened the 
hands of the wicked, that he should not 
return from his wicked W'ay, '^by promis- 
ing him life: 

23 Therefore *ye shall see no more 
vanity, nor divine divinations : for I will 
deliver my people out of your hand : and 
ye shall know that I am the Lord. 

CHAPTER 14 

rpHEN 2 came certain of the elders of 
JL Israel unto me, and sat before me. 

2 And the word of the Lord came unto 
me, saying, 

3 Son of man, these men have set up 
their idols in their hea^ and put “the 
stumblingblock of their iniqmty before 
their face: ® should I be inquired of at 
all by them? 

4 Therefore speak unto them, and say 
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unto them, Thus saith the Lord God; 
Every man of the house of Israel that 
setteth up liis idols in his heart, and 
putteth the stmnblingblock of his ini- 
quity before his face, and cometh to the 
prophet; I the Lord will answer him 
that cometh according to the multitude 
of his idols; 

6 “That I may take the house of Israel 
in their own heart, because they are all 
estranged from me through their idols. 

6 II Therefore say unto the house of 
Israel, Thus saith the Lord God ; Repent, 
and turn '^yourselves from your idols; 
and turn away your faces from all your 
abominations. 

7 For every one of the house of Israel, 
or of the stranger that sojoumeth in 
Israel, which separatetli himself from 
me, and setteth up his idols in his heart, 
and putteth the stumblingblock of his 
iniquity before his face, and cometh to a 
prophet to inquire of him concerning me; 
1 the Lord will answer him by myself : 

8 And *I will set my face against that 
man, and will make him a “si^ and a 
proverb, and I will cut him off from the 
midst of my people; and ye shall know 
that I am the Lord. 

9 And if the prophet be deceived when 
he hath spoken a thing, the Lord have 
deceived that prophet, and I will stretch 
out my hand upon him, and will destroy 
him from the midst of my people Israel. 

10 And they shall bear the punishment 
of their initj^uity : the pimishment of the 
prophet sliall be even as the punishment 
of him that seeketh unto him; 

11 That the house of Israel may go no 
more astray from me, neither he polluted 
any more with all their transgressions : 
but .^that they may be my people, aud I 
may be their God. saith the Lord God. 

12 The word or the Lord came again 
to me, saying, 

13 Son of man, when the land sinneth 
against me by trespassing mevously, 
then will I stretch out mine hand upon 
it, and *will break the stafi* of the bread 
thereof, and wiU send famine upon it, 
and will cut off man and beast from it : 

14 Though these tliree men, »Noah, 
Daniel, and Job, were in it, they should 

deliver hut their own souls by their 
righteousness, saith the liord God. 

15 H If I cause noisome beasts to pass 
through the land, and they ®spoii it, so 
that it be desolate, that no man may pass 
through because of the beasts : 

16 Though these three men were ®in it, 
as I live, saith the Lord God, they sh^ 
deliver neither sons nor daughters ; they 
only shall be delivered, but the land 
shall be desolate. 

17 H Or ^ ^I bring a sword upon that 
land, and say, Sword, go through the land ; 
so that I cut off man and beast from it : 

18 Though these three men were in it, 
as I live, saith the Lord God, they sh^ 
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deliver neither sons nor daughters, but 
they only shall be delivered themselves. 

19 IT Or ^ I send a pestilence into that 
land, and pour out my fury upon it in 
bloom to cut off from it man and beast ; 

20 Though Noah, Daniel, and Job, 
%oeTe in it, as I live, saith the Lord 
God, they shall deliver neither son nor 
daughter; they shall hut deliver their 
own souls by their righteousness. 

21 Dor thus saith the Lord God; ^How 
much more when I send my four sore 
jud^ents upon Jerusalem, “the sword, 
and the famine, and the noisome beast, 
and the pestilence, to cut off from it 
man and beast? 

^ Yet, behold, ® therein shall be left 
a remnant that sliall be brought forth, 
both sons and daughters: behold, they 
shall come forth unto you, and ye shall 
see their way and their doings: and ye 
shall be comforted concerning the evil 
that I have brought upon Jerusalem, 
even concerning all that I liave brought 
upon it. 

^ And they shall comfort you, when 
ye see their ways and their doings : and 
ye shall know that I have not done 
without cause all that I have done in it, 
saith the Lord God. 

CHAPTER 15 

AND the word of the Lord came unto 
jCIl me, saying, 

2 Son of man, What is the vine tree 
more than any tree, or than a branch 
which is among the trees of the forest? 

3 Shall wood be taken thereof to do any 
work? or will men take a pin of it to 
hang any vessel thereon? 

4 Behold, it is cast into the fire for fuel ; 
the fire devoureth both the ends of it, 
and the midst of it is burned. ^Is it 
meet for any work? 

6 Behold, when it was whole, it was 
®meet for no work : how much less shall 
it be meet yet for any work, when the 
fire hath devoured it, and it is burned? 

6 IT Therefore thus saith the Lord God ; 
” As the vine tree among the trees of the 
forest, wliich I have given to the fii'e for 
fuel, so will I give the inhabitants of 
Jerusalem. 

7 And ^ I will set my face against them : 
they shall go out from one fire, and 
another fire shall devour them ; ®and ye 
shall know that I am the Lord, when I 
set my face against them. 

8 And I will make the land desolate, 
because they have lo committed a trespass, 
saith the Lord God. 


CHAPTER 16 
AGAIN the word of the Lord came 
unto me, saying, 

2 Son of man, cause Jerusalem to know 
her abominations, 

3 And say, Thus saith the Lord God 

unto Jerusalem; Thy and thy 
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nativity is of the land of Canaan; thy 
father zoos “an Amorite, and thy mother 
^an Hittite. 

4 And as for thy nativity, ® in the day 
thou wast born thy navel was not cut, 
neither wast thou washed in water ^to 
supple thee ; thou wast not salted at all, 
nor swaddled at all. 

5 None eye pitied thee, to do any of 
these unto thee, to have compassion 
upon thee ; but thou wast cast out in the 
open field, to the lothing of thy person, 
in the day tliat thou wast born. 

6 H And when I passed by thee, and 
saw thee ^polluted m thine own blood, 
I said unto tbee when thou wast in thy 
blood. Live ; yea, I said unto thee when 
thou zoast in thy blood, Live. 

7 1 have ^ caused thee to multiply as the 
bud of the field, and thou hast increased 
and waxen great, and thou art come to 
® excellent ornaments: thy breasts are 
fashioned, and tliine hair is gro\m, where- 
as thou wast naked and bare. 

8 Now when I passed by thee, and 
looked upon thee, behold, th}’- time was 
the time of love ; and /I spread my skirt 
over thee, and covered thy nakedness: 
yea, I sware unto thee, and entered into 
a covenant with thee, saith the Lord 
God, and ^ thou becamest mine. 

9 Then washed I thee with water: yesu 
I throughly washed away thy 6 blood 
from thee, and anointed thee with oiL 

10 I clothed thee also with ^broidered 
work, and shod thee with badgers’ skin, 
and I girded thee about with fine linen, 
and I covered thee with silk. 

11 I decked thee also ■with ornaments, 
and I put bracelets upon thy hands, and 
* a chain on thy neck. 

12 Amd I put a jewel on thy forehead, 
and earrings in thine ears, and ^a beau- 
tiful crown upon thine head. 

13 Thus wast thou decked with gold 
and silver: and thy raiment was of fine 
linen, and silk, and broidered work; 
thou didst eat fine flour, and honey, and 
oil : and ”*thou wast exceeding beautiful, 
and thou didst prosper into a kingdom. 

14 And ®thy renown went forth among 
the heathen for thy beauty : for it was 
perfect through my comeliness, which I 
had put upon thee, saith the Lord God. 

15 tT But thou didst trust in thine own 
beauty, and ’’playedst the harlot because 
of thy renown, and pouredst out thy 
fornications on every one that passed 
by; his it was. 

16 And of thy garments thou didst 
take, and deckedst thy high places with 
divers colours, and piayedst the harlot 
thereupon: the like things shall not 
come, neither shall it be so. 

17 Thou hast also taken tby fair jewels 
of my gold and of my silver, which I 
had given thee, and madest to thi^lf 
images of men, and didst commit whore- 
dom -fflth them, 
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18 And tookest thy broidered garments, 
and coveredst them : and thou hast set 
mine oil and mine incense before them. 

19 ®My meat also which I gave thee, 
fine flour, and oil, and honey, wherewith 
I fed thee, thou hast even set it before 
them for sweet savour: and thiLS it 
was, saith the Lord God. 

20 Moreover thou hast taken thy sons 
and thy daughters, whom thou hast 
borne unto me, and ^ these hast thou 
sacrificed unto them 2 to be devoured. Js 
this of thy whoredoms a small matter, 

21 That thou hast slain my children, 
and delivered them to cause them to 
pass through the Jire for them ? 

22 And in all thine abominations and 
thy whoredoms thou hast not remem- 
bered the days of thy youth, when thou 
wast naked and bare, aw<iwast^ polluted 
in thy blood. 

23 And it came to pass after all thy 
wickedness, (woe, woe unto theel saith 
the Lord God ;) 

24 That thou liast also built unto thee 
an ^e min ent place, and /hast made thee 
an high place in every street. 

25 Thou hast built thy high place ^at 
every head of the way, and hast made 
thy beauty to be abhorred, and hast 
opened thy feet to every one that passed 
by, and multiplied thy whoredoms. 

26 Thou hast also committed fornication 
with /the Egyptians thy neighbours, 
great of flesh; and hast increased thy 
whoredoms, to provoke me to anger. 

27 Behold, therefore I have stretched 
out my hand over thee, and have dimi- 
nisb ed thine ordinary / oog^, and delivered 
thee unto the will of them that hate thee, 
the® daughters of the Philistines, which 
are ashamed of thy lewd way. 

28 Thou hast played the whore also 
"with the Assynans, because thou wast 
imsatiable; yea, thou hast played the 
harlot with them, and yet couldest not 
be satisfied. 

29 Thou hast moreover multiplied thy 
fornication in the land of Canaan unto 
‘'Chaldea; and yet thou wast not satisfied 
herewith. 

30 How weak is thine heart, saith the 
Lord God, seeing thou doest all these 
things^ the work of an imperious whorish 
woman; 

31 7 In that thou buildest thine eminent 

F lace in the head of every way, and 
makest thine high place in every street ; 
and hast not been as an harlot, in that 
thou scomest hire ; 

32 But as a wife that committeth adul- 
tery, which taketh strangers instead of 
her husband ! 

33 They give gifts to all whores : but 
Hhou givest thy gifts to all thy lovers, 
and shirest them, that they may come 
unto thee on every side for thy whore- 
dom. 

34 And the contrary is in thee from 
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other women in thy whoredoms^ whereas 
none follow'eth thee to commit whore- 
doms : and in that thou givest a reward, 
and no reward is given unto thee, there- 
ioie thou art contrary. 

35 IT Wherefore, 0 harlot, hear the word 
of the Lord : 

36 Thus saith the Lord God ; Because 
thy filtliiness was poured out, and thy 
nakedness discovered through thy whore- 
doms with thy lovers, and with all the 
idols of thy abominations, and by ®the 
blood of thy cliildren, which thou didst 
give unto them; 

37 Behold, therefore I will gather all 
thy lovers, with whom thou hast taken 
pleasure, and all tlieirb that thou hast 
loved, with all them that thou hast 
hated; I will even gather them round 
about against thee, and will discover thy 
nakedness unto them, that they may see 
all thy nakedness. 

38 And I will judge thee, Sas ® women 
that break wedlock and shed blood are 
judged; and I will give thee blood in 
fury and jealousy. 

39 And i will also give thee into their 
hand, and they shall throw down * thine 
eminent place, and shall break down thy 
high places: *tliey shall strip thee also 
of thy clothes, and shall take ®thy fair 
jewels, and leave thee naked and bare. 

40 They shall also bring up a company 
against thee, and *they shall stone thee 
with stones, and thi*ust thee through wi^ 
their swords. 

41 And Hhey shall bum thine houses 
with fire, ana execute judgments upon 
thee in the sight of many women : and I 
^vill cause thee to cease from playing the 
liarlot, and ’"thou also shalt give no hire 
any more. 

42 So will I make my fury toward thee 
to rest, and my jealousy shall depart 
from thee, and I will be quiet, and will 
be no more angry. 

43 Because thou hast not remembered 
the days of thy youtli, but hast fretted 
me in all these things; behold, therefore 

also will recompense thy way upon 
thine head, saith the Lora God: and 
thou shalt not commit this lewdness 
above all thine abominations. 

44 H Behold, every one that useth pro- 
verbs shall use this proverb against tnee, 
saying, As is the mother, so is her 
daughter. 

45 Thou art thy mother’s daughter, 
that lotheth her husband and her cliil- 
dren; and thou art the sister of tliy 
sisters, which lothed tlieir husbands and 
their children: ’’your mother was an 
Hittite, and your father an Amorite. 

46 And thine elder sister is ''Samaria, 
she and her daughters that dwell at thy 
left hand: and 9 thy younger sister, that 
dwelleth at thy right hand, is “Sodom 
and her daughters. 

47 Yet hast thou not walked after their 
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ways, nor done after their abominations : 
but, fas if that were a very little thing^ 
thou wast corrupted more than they in 
all thy ways. 

48 As I live, saith the Lord God, “So- 
dom thy sister hath not done, she nor 
her daughters, as thou hast done, thou 
and thy daughters. 

49 Behold, this was the iniquity of thy 
sister Sodom, pride, “fulness of bread, 
and abundance of idleness was in her ! 
and in her daughters, neither did she 
strengthen the hand of the poor and 
needy. 

50 And they were haughty, and ^com- 
mitted abomination before me : therefore 
fl took them away as I saw good. 

51 Neitlier hath Samaria committed 
half of tliy sins; but thou hast multi- 
plied thiue abominations more than they, 
and ^hast justified thy sisters in all thine 
abominations which thou hast done. 

52 ^‘Tliou also, which hast judged thy 
sisters, bear tliine own shame for thy 
sins that thou hast committed more 
abominable than they: they are more 
righteous than thou : yea, be thou con- 
founded also, and bear thy shame, in 
that thou hast justified thy sisters. 

53 When I shall bring again their cap- 
tivity, the captivity of Sodom and her 
daughters, and the captivity of Samaria 
and her daughters, then wi’ll I dfdng 
again the captivity of thy captives in the 
midst of them : 

64 That thou mayest bear thine own 
shame, and mayest be^ confounded in all 
tliat thou hast done, in that thou art a 
comfort unto them. 

55 WliGD. thy sisters, Sodom and her 
daughters, sliall return to tlieir former 
estate, and Samaria and her daughters 
shall return to their former estate, then 
thou and thy daughters shall return to 
yoiu* former estate. 

56 For thy sister Sodom was not -’men- 
tioned by thy mouth in the day of thy 
s pride, 

67 Before thy wickedness was discovered, 
as at the time of thy reproach of the 
daughters of '7S}Tia, and all that are 
round about her. the daughters of the 
Philistines, which ® despise thee round 
about. 

68 Thou hast 9 borne thy lewdness and 
thine abominations, saith the Lord. 

59 For thus saith the Lord God ; I will 
even deal with thee as thou hast done, 
which hast despised ® the oath in break- 
ing the covenant. 

60 % Nevertheless will remember my 
covenant with thee in the days of thy 
youth, and I will establish unto thee ^an 
everlasting covenant. 

61 Then thou shalt remember thy ways, 
and be ashamed, when thou shalt receive 
** ^y sisters, thine elder and thy younger ; 
and I will give them unto thee for daugh- 
ters, but not by thy covenant. 
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62 And I will establish my covenant 

with thee ; and thou shalt know that I 
am the Lord : , , , 

63 That thou mayest remember, and be 
confounded, and * never open thy mouth 
any more because of thy shame, when I 
am pacified toward thee for all that thou 
hast done, saith the Lord God. 

CHAPTER 17 

AND the word of the Lord came unto 
AjL me, saying, 

2 Son of man, put forth a riddle, :ind 
speak a parable unto the house of Israel ; 
' And say, Thus saith the Lord God ; 
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of feathers, winch had 

2 divers colours, came unto Lebanon, and 
took the highest bi-anch of the cedar : 

4 He cropped off the top of his young 
twigs, and earned it into a land of traf- 
fick ; he set it in a city of merchants. 

5 He took also of the seed of the land, 
and ^planted it *ia a fniitful field; he 
placed it by great waters, and set it as a 
willow tree. 

6 And it grew, and became a spreading 
vine «^of low stature, whose branches 
turned toward liim, and the roots thereof 
were under him : so it became a vine, 
and brought forth branches, and shot 
forth sprigs. 

7 There was also another great eagle 
with great wings and many feathers: 
and, behold, *this vine did bend her roots 
toward him, and shot forth her branches 
toward him, that he might water it by 
the furrows of her plantation. 

8 It was planted in a good ^soil by 

t reat waters, that it might bring forth 
randies, and that it might bear fruit, 
that it might be a goodly vine. 

9 Say thou. Thus saith the Lord God ; 
Shall it prosper? shall he not pull up the 
roots thereof, and cut off the fruit thereof, 
that it wither? it shall wither in all the 
leaves of her spring, even without great 
power or many people to pluck it up by 
the roots thereon , „ . 

10 Yea, behold, leing planted, shall it 
prosper? ^ shall it not utterly wither, 
when ”*the east wind toucheth it ? it shall 
wither in the furrows where it grew. 

11 H Moreover the word of the Lord 
came unto me, saying, 

12 Say now to the rebellious house, 
Know ye not what these things meant 
tell them. Behold, "the king of Babylon 
is come to Jerusalem, and hath taken 
the king thereof, and the princes thereof, 
and led them with him to Babylon ; 

13 And ^hath taken of the king’s seem 
and made a covenant with him, *and 
hath 10 taken an oath of him: he hath 
also taken Hhe mighty of the land: 

14 That the kingdom might be base, 
that it might not lift itself up, '^'^hut that 
by keeping of his covenant it might 
stand. 
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16 But ®he rebelled against him in 
sending his ambassadors ®into Egypt, 
that they might give him horses and 
much people. Shall he prosper? shall 
he escape that doeth such thing si or 
shall he break the covenant, and be 
delivered? 

16 As I live, saith the Lord God, surely 
in the place where the king dwelleth that 
made him king, whose oath he despised, 
and whose covenant he brake, even with 
him *in the midst of Babylon he shall 
die. 

17 ITeither shall -^Pharaoh with his 
mighty army and great company make 
for him in the war, by casting up 
mounts, and buUding forts, to cut on 
many persons : 

18 Seeing he despised the oath by break- 
ing the covenant, when, lo, he had ® given 
his hand, and hath done all these things^ 
he shall not escape. 

19 Therefore thus saith the Lord God ; 
-4 s I live, surely mine oath that he hath 
despised, and my covenant that he hath 
broken, even it will I recompense upon 
his own head. 

20 And ® I will spread my net upon him, 
and he shall be taken in my snare, and 1 
will bring him to Babylon, and ^'will 
plead with him there for ids trespass 
that he hath trespassed against me. 

21 Amd all his fugitives with all ^his 
hands shall fall by the sword, and they 
that remain shall be scattered toward all 
winds; and ye shall know that I the 
Lord have spoken it, 

22 t Thus saith the Lord God ; I will 
also “'take of the highest branch of the 
high cedar, and will set it; I will crop 
off from the top of liis young twigs *a 
tender one, and will plant it ^upon an 
high mountain and eminent : 

23 ®In the mountain of the height of 
Israel will I plant it : and it shall bring 
forth houglis, and bear fruit, and be a 
goodly cedar : and "under it shall dwell 
all fowl of every wing; in the shadow 
of the branches mereof shall they dwell. 

24 And all the trees of the field shall 
know that I the Lord have brought 
down the high tree, have exalted the low 
tree, have dried up the green tree, and 
have made the dry tree to flourish: ®I 
the Lord have spoken and have done it, 

CHAPTER 18 

rpHE word of the Lord came unto me 
X again, saying, 

2 What mean ye, that ‘*ye use this 
proverb concerning the land of Israel, 
saying, ®The fathers have eaten sour 
grapes, and the children’s teeth are set 
on edge? 

3 uds I live, saith the Lord God, ye shall 
not have occasion any more to use this 
proverb in Israel. 

4 Behold, all souls are mine; as the 
soul of the father, so also the soul of the 
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son is name: ^the soul that sinneth, it 
shall die. 

6 H But if a man be just, and do ^that 
which is lawful and right, 

6 And hath not eaten upon the moun- 
tains, neither ®liath lifted up his eyes to 
the idols of the house of Israel, neither 
hath defiled his neighbour’s wife, neither 
/hath come near to a menstruous woman, 

7 And hath not ^oppressed any, bvi 
^hath restored to the debtor his pledge, 
hath spoiled none by violence, hath 
given his bread to the hungiy, and hath 
covered the naked with a garment ; 

8 *He that hath not given forth upon 
^usury, neither hath taken any increase, 
that hath withdrawn his hand from ini- 
quity, '"hath executed true judgment 
between man and man, 

9 Hath walked in my statutes, and hath 
kept my jud^ents, to deal truly ; he is 
just, ^lie shall surely live, saith the Lord 
God. 

10 IT If he beget a son that is a 2 robber, 
a shedder of blood, and ^ikat doeth the 
like to any one of these things, 

11 And that doeth not any of those 
duties, but even hath eaten upon the 
mountains, and defiled his neighbour’s 
wife, 

12 ‘Hath oppressed the poor and needy, 
hath spoiled by violence, hath not restored 
the pledge, and hath lifted up his eyes to 
the idols, “hath committed abomination, 

13 Hath given forth upon usury, and 
hath taken increase : shall he then live ? 
he shall not live : he hath done all these 
abominations; he shall surely die; “his 
^hlood shall be upon him. 

14 IT Now, lo, if he beget a son, that 
seeth all his father’s sins which he hath 
done, and consideretli, and doeth not 
such like, 

15 That hath not eaten upon the moun- 
tains, neither hath lifted up his eyes to 
the idols of the house of Israel, hath not 
defiled his neighbour’s wife, 

16 Neither hath oppressed any, ^hath 
not withholden the pledge, neither hath 
spoiled by violence, but hath given his 
bread to the hungry, and hath covered 
the naked with a garment, 

17 That *hath taken ofi:‘ his hand from 
the poor, that hath not received usuiy 
nor increase, hath executed my judg- 
ments, hath walked in my statutes ; he 
shall not die for the iniquity of his 
father, he shall surely live. 

18 As for his father, because he cruelly 
oppressed, spoiled his brother by vio- 
lence, and cud that which is not good 
among his people, lo, even /he shall die 
in his miquity. 

19 t Yet say ye, Why? ^doth not the 
son bear the iniquity of the father? 
When the son hath done that which is 
lawful and tight, and hath kept all my 
statutes, and hath done them, he sbah 
surely live. 
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20 “The soul that siimeth, it shall die. 
*The son shall not bear the iniquity of 
the father, neither shall the father bear 
the iniquity of the son : ®the righteous- 
ness of the righteous shall be upon him, 
and the wickedness of the wicked shall 
be upon him. 

21 But ®if the wicked will turn from all 
his sins that he hath committed, and 
keep all my stamtes, and do that which 
is lawful and right, he shall surely live, 
he shall not die. 

22 '^All his tmnsCTessions that he hath 
committed, they shall not be mentioned 
unto him : in his righteousness that he 
hath done he shall live. 

23^ Have I any pleasure at all that the 
wicked should die? saith the Lord God : 
and not tliat he should return from his 
way^ and live? 

24 11 But *when the righteous tumeth 
away from his righteousness, and com- 
mitteth iniquity, and doeth according to 
all the abominations that the ^vicked man 
doeth, shall he live? ’"All his righteous- 
ness that he hath done shall not be 
mentioned : in liis trespass that he hath 
trespassed, and in his sin that he hath 
sinned, in them shall he die, 

25 H ® Yet ye say, The way of the Lord 
is not equal. Hear now, 0 house of 
Israel; Is not my way equal? are not 
your ways unequal? 

26 When a righteous man tumeth away 
from his righteousness, and committeth 
iniquity, and dieth in them: for his 
iniquity that he hath done shall he die. 

27 Again, when the wicked man tumeth 
away from his wickedness that he hath 
committed, and doeth that which is 
lawful and right, he shall save his soul 
alive. 

28 Because he considereth, and tumeth 
away from all his tians^essions that he 
hath committed, he sliall surely live, he 
shall not die. 

29 Yet saith the house of Israel, The 
way of the Lord is not equal. O house 
of Israel, are not my ways equal? are not 
your ways unequal? 

30 Therefore I “will judge you, O house 
of Israel, every one according to his 
ways, saith the Lord God. ^Eepent, 
and turn -^yourselves from all your teiis- 
gressions ; so iniquity shall not be your 
ruin. 

31 H Cast away from you all your trans- 
gressions, whereby ye have transgressed ; 
and make you *a new heart and a new 

f pirit: for why will ye die, 0 house of 
srael? 

32 For I have no pleasure in the death 
of him that dieth, saith the Lord God : 
wherefore turn ^yourselves, and live ye. 

CHAPTER 19 

M oreover *take thou up a lamen- 
tation for the princes of Israel, 

2 And say, What is thy mother? A 
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lioness ; she lay down among lions, she 
nourished her whelps among young lions. 

3 And she brought up one of her 
whelps: ‘^it became a young lion, and 
it learned to catch the prey ; it devoured 
men. 

4 The nations also heard of him; he 
was taken in their pit, and-^they brought 
him with chains unto the land of Egypt. 

5 Now when she saw that she had 
waited, and her hope w'as lost, then she 
took ^another of her whelps, and made 
him a young lion. 

6 And he Avent up and down among the 
lions, he * became a young lion, and 
learned to catch the prey, and devoured 
men. 

7 And he knew ^ their desolate palaces, 
and he laid waste their cities ; and the 
land was desolat^ and the fulness thereof, 
by the noise of his roaring. 

5 2Then the nations set against him 
on every side from the provinces, and 
spread their net over him : he was taken 
in their pit. 

9 And “they put him in ward 2 in 
drains, and brought him to the king 
of Babylon: they brought him into 
holds, that his voice should no more be 
heard upon the mountains of Israel. 

10 H Thy mother is ^like a vine ^in thy 
blood, planted by the waters : she was 
fruitful and full of branches by reason of 
many waters. 

11 And she had strong rods for the 
sceptres of them that bare rule, and her 
®statui‘e was exalted among the thick 
branches, and she appeared in her height 
with the multitude or her blanches. 

12 But she was plucked up in fury, she 
was cast down to the ground, and ^ the 
east wind dried up her fruit : her strong 
rods were broken and withered ; the fire 
consumed them. 

13 And now she is planted *in the 'wil- 
derness, in a dry and thirsty ground. 

14 And fire is gone out of a rod of her 
branches, which hath devouied her fruit, 
so tliat she hath no strong rod to he a 
sceptre to rule. ^This is alanaeatatzon, 
and shall be for a lamentation. 

CHAPTER 20 

AND it came to pass in the seventh 
year, in the fifth month, the tenth 
day of the month, that certain of " tlie 
elders of Israel came to inquire of the 
Lord, and sat before me. 

2 Then came the woi*d of the Lord unto 
me, saying, 

3 Son of man, speak unto the elders of 
Israel, and say unto them. Thus saith 
the Lord God ; Are ye come to inquire 
of me? As 1 live, saith the Lord God, 
will not be inquired of by you. 

4 Wilt thou judge them, son of man, 
wilt tliou judge them? “cause them to 
know the abominations of their fathers :

6 Sigh therefore, thou son of man, with 
tlie breaking of thy loins; and -with 
bitterness sigh before their eyes. 

7 And it shall be, when they say unto 
thee, Wherefore sighest thou? that thou 
shalt answer. For tlie tidings : because it 
cometh ; and every heart shall melt, and 
"all hands shall be feeble, and every 
spirit shall faint, and all knees shall be 
weak as water : behold, it cometli, and 
shall be brought to pass, saith the Lord 
God. 

8 TI Again the word of the Lord came 
unto me, saying, 

9 Son of man, prophesy, and say. Thus 
saith the Lord ; Say, “A sword, a sword 
is sharpened, and also furbished : 

10 It is sharpened to make a sore 
slaughter; it is furbished that it may 
glitter: should we then make mirth? ®it 
contemnetli the rod of my son, as every 
tree. 

11 And he hath given it to be furbished, 
that it may be handled: this sword is 
sliarpened, and it is furbished, to give it 
into the hand of the slayer. 

12 Cry and howl, son of man : for it 
shall be upon my people, it shall he upon 
ail the princes of Israel: ® terrors by 
reason of the sword shall be upon my 
people : * smite therefore upon thy thigh. 

13 7 Because it is Sk trial, and what if the 
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sword contemn even the rod ? it shall be 
no more, saith the Lord God. 

14 Thou therefore, son of man, prophesy, 
and smite thine ^ hands together, and let 
the s^7ord be doubled the third time, the 
sword of the slain : it is the sword of the 
great men that are slain, “which enteretli 
into their privy chambers. 

15 I have set the ^ point of the sword 
against all their gates, that their heart 
may faint, and their mins be multiplied : 
ah! it is made bright, it is •wrapped up 
for the slaughter. 

16 ® Go thee one way or other, either on 
the right hand, ^ or on the left, wliither- 
soever thy face ‘is set. 

17 1 ^vill also smite mine hands together, 
and will cause my fury to rest : I the 
Lord have said it. 

18 IF The word of the Lord came unto 
me again, saying, 

19 Also, thou son of man, appoint thee 
two ways, that the sword of the king of 
Babylon may come: both twain snail 
come forth out of one land: and choose 
thou a place, choose it at the head of the 
way to the city. 

20 Appoint a way, tliat the sword may 
come to '^Eabbatn of the Ammonites, 
and to Judah in Jerusalem the defenced. 

21 For the king of Babylon stood at the 
Imparting of the way, at the head of the 
two ways, to use divination: he made 
his arrows bright, he consulted •with 
i^hnageSj he looked in the liver. 

22 At his right hand was the divination 
for Jerusalem, to appoint i3 captains, to 
open the mouth in the slaughter, to lift 
up the voice with shouting, "to appoint 
haltering rams against the gates, to cast 
a mount, and to build a fort. 

23 And it shall be unto them as a false 
divination in their sight, i^to them that 
have sworn oatlis : but he •wUl call to 
remembrance the iniquity, ”^that they 
may be taken. 

24 Therefore thus saith the Lord God ; 
Because ye have made your iniquity to be 
remembered, in that your transgressions 
are discovered, so that in all your doings 
your sins do appear ; because, I say, that 
ye are come to remembrance, ye snail be 
taken -with the hand. 

25 ^ And thou, '‘profane ® wicked prince 
of Israel, whose day is come, when 
iniquity shall have an end, 

26 Thus saith the Lord God ; Bemove 
“the diadem, and take off the crown: 
this shall not he the same: ® exalt him 
that is low, and abase him that is high, 

27 1® I will overturn, overturn, overturn, 
it: and it shall be no more, ® until he 
come whose right it is ; and I will give 
it him, 

28 IF And thou, son of man, proph^y 
and say, Thus saith the Lnrd GOD ‘'con- 
cerning the Ammonites, and concerning 
their reproach : even say thou, The sword, 
the sword is drawn : for the slaughter it 
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is furbished, to consume because of the 
glittering : 

29 Whiles they see vanity unto thee, 
whiles they divine a lie unto thee, to 
bring thee upon the necks of them that 
are slain, of the wicked, whose day is 
come, when their iniquity shall have an 
end. 

30 ^ Shall I cause it to return into his 
sheath? will judge thee in the place 
where thou wast created, in the land of 
thy nativity, 

31 And I will pour out mine indignation 
upon thee, will blow against thee in 
the fire of my wrath, and deliver thee 
into the liand of ^ brutish men, and 
skilful to destroy. 

32 Thou shalt be for fuel to the fire; 
thy blood shall be in the midst of the 
land; /thou shalt be no more remem- 
bered : for I the Lord have spoken it, 

CHAPTER 22 

ll/TOREOVER tlie word of the Lord 
JLYjL came unto me, saying, 

2 Kow, thou son of man, ^wilt thou 
7 judge, wilt thou judge the bloody 
city? yea, thou shalt ^shew her all her 
abominations. 

3 Then say thou. Thus saith the Lord 
God, »The city slieddetli blood in the 
midst of it, that /her time may come, 
and maketh idols against herself to defile 
herself. 

4 Thou art become guilty in thy blood 
that thou hast shed; and hast defiled 
thyself in tliine idols which thou hast 
made ; and thou hast caused thy days to 
draw near, and art come even unto thy 
years: therefore have I made thee 
reproach unto the heathen, and a mock- 
ing to all countries. 

6 Those that be near, and those that he 
far from thee, shall mock tliee, which 
art infamous and much vexed. 

6 Behold, ”the princes of Isiael, every 
one were in thee to their power to shed 
blood. 

7 In thee ®have they set light by father 
and mother : in the midst of thee have 
they ^ dealt by ^7 oppression with the 
stranger: in thee ®have they vexed the 
fatherless and the widow. 

8 Thou hast despised mine holy things, 
and hast profaned my sabbaths. 

9 In thee are men that carry tales to 
shed blood: and in thee ^they eat upon 
the mountains: in the midst of thee 
they commit lewdness. 

10 In thee “'have they discovered their 
fathers’ nakedness: in thee have they 
humbled ^her that was set apart for pol- 
lution. 

11 And 20 one hath committed abomi- 
nation with his neighbour’s •wife; and 
20 another hath 21 lewdly defiled his daugh- 
ter in law; and 20 another in thee hath 
humbled his sister, his father’s daughter. 

12 In thee have they taken gifts to 
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shed blood; ®thou hast taken usury and 
increase, and thou hast greedily gained 
of thy neighbours by extortion, and hast 
forgotten me, saith the Lord God. 

13 H Behold, therefore *1 have smitten 
mine hand at thy dishonest gain which 
thou hast made, and at thy blood wliich 
hath been in the midst of tliee.

16 And thou ^ shalt take thine inherit- 
ance in thyself in the sight of the heathen, 
^and thou shalt know thatl the Lord. 

17 And the word of the Lord came 
unto me, saying, 

18 Son of man, the house of Israel is to 
me become * dross : all they are brass, 
and tin, and iron, and lead, in the midst 
of the furnace; they are even “the dross 
of silver. 

19 Therefore thus saith the Lord God ; 
Because ye ai*e all become dross, behold, 
therefore I will gather you into the midst 
of J emsalem. 

20 they gather silver^ and brass, 
and iron, and lead, and tm, into the 
midst of the furnace, to blow the fire 
upon it, to melt it; so will I gather you 
in mine anger and in my fury, and I 'vvill 
leave you there^ and melt you. 

21 Yea, I will gather you, and blow upon 
you in the fire of my wrath, and ye shall 
be melted in the midst thereof. 

22 As silver is melted in the midst of 
the furnace, so shall ye be melted in 
the midst thereof* and ye shall know 
that I the Lord nave poured out my 
fury upon you. 

23 H And the word of the Lord came 
unto me, saying, 

24 Son of man, say unto her. Thou art 
the land that is not cleansed, nor ^rained 
upon in the day of indignation. 

25 There is a conspiracy of her prophets 
in the midst thereof, like a roaring lion 
ravening the prey; they have devoured 
souls j they have taken the treasure and 
'■precious things ; they have made her 
many widows m the midst thereof. 

26 *Her priests have violated my law, 
and have profaned mine holy things: 
they have put no difference between 
the holy and profane, neither have they 
shewed difference between the unclean 
and the clean, and Grave hid their eyes 
from my sabbaths, and I am profaned 
among them. 

27 “Her princes in the midst thereof 
are like wolves ravening the prey, to 
died blood, and to destroy souls, to 
get dishonest gain. 

^ And ®her prophets have daubed 
them with imtempered morter^ “'seeing 
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vanity, and divining lies unto them, 
saying, Thus saith the Lord God, when 
the Lord hath not spoken. 

29 The people of the land have used 
1 oppression, and exercised robbery, and 
have vexed the poor and needy ; yea, they 
have oppressed the stranger ^wrongfully. 

30 And sought for a man among 
them, that should ®make up the hedge , 
and stand in the gap before me 'tor the 
land, that I should not destroy it: but 
I found none. 

31 Therefore have I poured out mine 
indignation upon them; I have con- 
sumed them with the fire of my wrath: 

* their own way have I recompensed 
upon their heads, saith the Lord God. 

CHAPTER 23 

T he word of the Lord came again 
unto me, saying, 

2 Son of man, there were two women, 
the daughters of one mother : 

3 And Hhey committed whoredoms ”*in 
Egypt; they committed whoredoms in 
their youth: there were their breasts 
pressed, and there they bruised the 
teats of their virginity. 

4 And the names of them wei'e Aholah 
the elder, and Aholibah her sister : and 
"they were mine, and they bare sons 
and daughters. Thus we?*e their names; 
Samaria is ^Aholali, and Jerusalem 
Aholibah. 

5 And Aholah played the harlot when 
she was mine; and she doted on her 
lovers, on the Assyrians her neighbours, 
6 Which were clothed with blue, cap- 
tains and rulers, all of them desirable 
young men, horsemen riding upon horses. 
7 Thus she » committed her whoredoms 
with them, with all them that were ®the 
chosen men of Assyria, and with all on 
whom she doted: ■with all their idols she 
defiled herself. 

8 Neither left she her whoredoms 
brought from Egypt: for in her youth 
they lay -with her, and they bruised 
the breasts of her virginity, and poured 
their whoredom upon her. 

9 Wherefore I have delivered her into 
the hand of her lovers, into the hand of 
the Assyrians, upon whom she doted. 

10 These discovered her nakedness: 
they took her sons and her daughters, 
and slew her with the sword: and she 
became infamous among women; for 
they had executed judgment upon her. 
11 And when her sister Aholibah saw 
this, 12 she was more corrupt in her 
inordinate love than she, and in her 
whoredoms i^more than her sister ia 
her whoredoms. 

12 She doted upon the Assyrians her 
neighbours, captains and rulers clothed 
most gorgeously, horsemen riding upon 
horses, all of them desirable young men. 
13 Then I saw that she was defiled, that 
they took both one way, 
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14 And that she increased her ’Prhore- 
doms ; for when she saw men pourtrayed 
upon the wall, the images of the Cli^- 
deans pourtrayed with vermilion, 

15 Girded with girdles upon their loins, 
exceeding in dyed attire upon their heads, 
all of them princes to look to, after the 
manner of the Babylonians of Chaldea, 
the land of their nativity : 

16 And ^as soon as she saw them witli 
her eyes, she doted upon them, and ^ sent 
messengers unto them into Chaldea. 

17 And the ^Babylonians came to her 
into the bed of love, and they defiled 
her with their whoredom, and she was 

? olluted with them, and her mind was 
alienated from them. 

18 So she discovered her whoredoms, 
and discovered her nakedness : then my 
mind was alienated from her, like as my 
mind was alienated from her sister. 

19 Yet /she multiplied her whoredoms, 
in calling to remembrance the days of 
her youth, wherein she had played the 
harlot in the land of Egypt. 

20 For she doted upon tneir pai-amoui’s, 
whose flesh is as the flesh of asses, and 
whose issue is like the issue of horses. 

21 Thus thou calledst to remembrance 
the lewdness of thy youth, in bruising 
thy teats by the Egyptians for the paps 
of thy youth. 

22 t Therefore, 0 Aholibah, thus saith 
the Lord God; Behold, I will raise up 
thy lovers against thee, from whom thy 
mind is alienated, and/ 1 will bring them 
against thee on every side : 

^ The Babylonians, and all the Chal- 
deans, ^Pekod, and Shoa, and Koa, and 
all the Assyrians with tliem : all of them 
desirable young men, captains and rulers, 
great lords and renowned, aU of them 
riding upon horses. 

24 And they shall come against thee 
with chariots, wagons, and wheels, and 
with an assembly of people, which shall 
set against thee buckler and sliield and 
helmet round about : and I will set judg- 
ment before them, and * they shall judge 
thee according to their judgments. 

25 And I will set my je^ousy against 
thee, and they shall deal furiously with 
thee ; they shall take away thy nose and 
thine ears ; and thy remnant shall fall by 
the sword : they shall take thy sons and 
thy daughters; and thy residue shall be 
devoured by the Are. 

26 They shall also strip thee out of thy 
clothes, and take away thy fair jewels, 

27 Thus will I make tliy lewdness to 
cease from thee, and thy whoredom 
brought from the land of Egypt: so 
that thou shalt not lift up thine eyes 
unto them, nor remember Egypt any 
more. 

28 For thus saith the Lord God : Behold, 
I "v^l deliver thee into the hand of them, 
*whom thou hatest, into the hand of 
them, from whom thy inind is fliien atr ed : 
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29 And they shall deal with thee hate- 
fully, and shall take away all thy labour, 
and shall leave thee naked and bare : and 
the nakedness of thy whoredoms shall 
be discovered, both thy lewdness and 
thy whoredoms. 

30 I will do these things unto thee, 
because ‘^tliou hast gone a whoring 
after the heathen, and because thou 
art polluted with their idols. 

31 Thou hast w'alked in the way of 
thy sister: therefore -will I give ®her 
cup into tliine hand, 

32 Thus saith the Lord God ; Thou shalt 
drink of thy sister’s cup deep and large : 
thou shalt be laughed to scorn and had 
in derision ; it containetli much. 

33 Thou shalt be filled ^with drunken- 
ness and sorrow, with the cup of astonish- 
ment and desolation, witli the cup of ® thy 
sister Samaria. 

34 Thou shalt even di-ink it and suck 
it out, and thou shalt break ^ the sherds 
thereof, and pluck off thine own breasts: 
for I have spoken it^ saith the Lord God. 

35 Therefore thus saith the Lord God ; 
Because thou hast forgotten me, and cast 
me behind tliy back, therefore bear thou 
also thy lewdness and thy whoredoms. 

36 H The Loud said moreover unto me; 
Son of man, ^wilt thou ^ judge Aliolah 
and Ahohbah? yea, declare imto them 
their abominations ; 

37 That they have committed adultery, 
and ‘blood is in their hands, and with 
their idols have they committed adulteiy, 
and have also caused their sons, whom 
they bare unto me, *to pass for thiem 
through the fire, to devour them. 

38 Moreover this they have done unto 
me : "‘they have defiled my sanctuary in 
the same day, and "have profaned my 
sabbaths. 

39 For when *they had slain their 
children to their idols, then they came 
the same day ®into my sanctuary to 
profane it; and, lo, -^thus have they 
done in the midst of mine house. 

40 And furthermore, that ye have sent 
for men ® to come from fai*, unto whom a 
messenger was sent; and, lo, tliey came: 
for whom thou didst wash thyself, paint- 
edst thy eyes, and deckedst thyself with 
ornaments, 

41 And safest upon a 6 stately bed, and a 
table prepared before it, whereupon '"thou 
hast set mine incense and mine oil 

42 And a voice of a multitude being at 
ease was with her : and with the men **of 
the common sort were brought ^ Saheans 
from the %vilderness, wlfich put bracelets 
upon their hands, and beautiful crowns 
upon their heads. 

43 Then said I unto her that was old 
in adulteries, Will they now commit 
lOwhoredoms with her, and she with 
them? 

44 Yet they went in unto her, as they 
go in unto a woman that playeth the 
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harlot: so went they in unto Aholah 
and unto Aliolibab, the lewd women. 

45 H And the righteous men, “thej’’ 
shall judge them after the manner of 
adulteresses, and after the manner of 
women that shed blood; because they 
are adulteresses, and blood is in their 
hands. 

46 For thus saith the Lord God; 
will bring up a company upon them, 
and will give them ^to be removed and 
spoiled. 

47 And the company shall stone them 
with stones, and 2 dispatch them with 
their swords ; they shall slay their sons 
and their daughters, and burn up their 
houses with fire. 

48 Thus will I cause lewdness to cease 
out of the land, that all women may be 
taught not to do after yom* lewdness. 

49 And the y shall recompense your 
lewdness upo n you, an d ‘'ye shall bear 
the sins of y 6ur idd ls: ^and ye shall 
know that I d m the~L ord God. 

CHAPTEB 24 

AGAIN *in the ninth year, in the 
XA- tenth montlr, in the tenth day of 
the month, the word of the Lord came 
unto me, saying, 

2 Son of man, write thee the name of 
the day, even of this same day; the 
king of Babylon set himself against 
Jerusalem tliis same day. 

3 And utter a parable irnto the rebel- 
lious house, and say unto them, Thus 
saith the Lord God ; ’^Set on a pot, set 
it on, and also pour water into it : 

4 Gather the pieces thereof into it, even 
every good piece, the thigh, and the 
shoulder ; fill it mth the clioice bones. 

5 Take the choice of the flock, and 
7 burn also the bones under it, and 
make it boil well, and let them seethe 
the bones of it therein. 

6 IT Wherefore thus saith the Lord God ; 
Woe to ’’ the bloody city, to the pot whose 
scum is therein, and whose scum is not 
gone out of it ! bring it out piece by piece ; 
® let no lot fall upon it, 

7 For her blood is in the midst of her; 
she set it upon the top of a rock ; she 
"poured it not upon the ground, to cover 
it with dust ; 

8 That it might cause fury to come 
up to take vengeance: I have set her 
blood upon the top of a rock, that it 
should not be covered. 

9 Therefore thus saith the Lord God; 
Woe to the bloody city I I will even 
make the pile for fire great. 

10 Heap on wood, kindle the fire, con- 
sume the flesh, and spice it well, and 
let the bones be burned, 

11 Then set it empty upon the coals 
thereof, that the brass of it may be hot, 
and may bum, and that ^the filthiness 
of it may be molten in it, that the scum 
of it may be consumed. 
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12 She hath wearied herself with lies, 
and her great scum went not forth out 
of her; her scum shall be iu the fire, 

13 In thy filtliiness is lewdness : because 
I have purged thee, and thou wast not 
purged, thou slialt not be purged from 
thy filthiness any more, till * I have 
caused my fury to rest upon thee. 

14 I the Lord have spoken it: it shall 
come to pass, and I will do it; I will not 
go back, neither will I spare, neither will 
I repent; according to thy ways, and 
according to thy doings, shall they judge 
thee, saitli the Lord God. 

15 ii Also the word of the Lord came 
unto me, saying, 

16 Son of man, behold, I take away 
from thee ^the desire of thine eyes with 
a stroke : yet neitlier slialt thou moui*n 
nor weep, neither sliall thy tears ^run 
down. 

17 ^Forbear to cry, /make no mourning 
for the dead, ^‘bind the tire of thine head 
upon thee, and *put on thy shoes upon 
thy feet, ^ and cover not thy ^lips, and 
eat not the bread of men. 

18 So I spake unto the people in the 
morning: and at even my wife died; 
and I did in the morning as I was 
commanded. 

19 H And the people said unto me, 

^ Wilt thou not tell us wliat these things 
are to us, that thou doest sol 

20 Then I answered them, The word of 
the Lord came unto me, saying, 

•21 Speak unto the house of Israel, Thus 
saith the Lord God; Behold, will 
profane my sanctuaiy, ^the excellency 
of your strength, the desire of your eyes, 
and t^that wliich your soul pitietli; and 
^ your sons and your daughters whom ye 
have left shall fall by the sword. 

22 And ye shall do as I have done; 
ye shall not cover your lips, nor eat 
tlie bread of men. 

23 And your tires shall be upon your 
heads, and your shoes upon your feet : 
ye sh^ not momn nor weep; but ‘ye 
shall pine away for your iniquities, and 
mourn one toward another. 

24 Thus Ezekiel is mito you “a sign: 
"according to all that he hath done shall 
ye do : and when this conieth, * ye shall 
know tliat I am the Lord God. 

25 Also, thou son of man, shall it not 
be in the day when I take from them 
their strength, the joy of their glory, 
the desire of their eyes, and ^that where- 
upon they set their minds, their sons and 
their daughters, 

26 That ^he that escapeth in that day 
shall come unto thee, to cause thee to 
hear it with thine eai^s? 

27 In that day ^ shall thy mouth be 
opened to Mm which is escaped, and 
thou shalt speak, and ‘'be no more 
dumb: and tnou shalt be a sign unto- 
them; and they shall know that I am 
the Loed. 
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CHAPTER 25 

rpHE "word of the Lord came again 
-L unto me, sa 3 dng, 

2 Son of man, set thy face * against the 
Ammonites, and prophesy against them; 

3 And say unto the Ammonites, Hear

10 Unto the men of the east l^with 
the Ammonites, and will give them in 
possession, that the Ammonites may not 
be remembered among the nations. 

11 And I will execute judgments upon 
Moab; and they shall know that I am 
the Lord. 

12 IT Thus saith the Lord God ; ® Because 
that Edom hath dealt against the house 
of Judah ^hy taking vengeance, and hath 
greatly offended, and revenged himself 
upon them; 

13 Therefore thus saith the Lord God ; 
I will also stretch out mine hand upon 
Edoni^ and will cut off man and beast 
from It • and I will make it desolate 
from *®Teman; and i^they of ^Dedan 
shall fall the sword.

8 He shall slay with the sword ®thy 
daughters in the field : and he shall make 
a fort against thee, and ^cast a mount 
against thee, and lift up the buckler 
against thee. 

9 And he shall set engines of war against 
thy walls, and with his axes he shall 
break down thy towers. 

10 By reason of the abundance of his 
horses their dust shall cover thee; thy 
walls shall shake at the noise of the 
horsemen, and of the wheels, and of the 
chariots, when he shall enter into thy 
gates, as men enter into a city wherein 
IS made a breach.

20 When °1 shall bring thee down with 
them that descend into the pit, with the 
people of old time, and shall set thee 
in tne low parts of the earth, in places 
desolate of old, with them that go down 
to the pit, that thou be not inhabited ; and 
I shall set glory in the land of the living ; 

21 ^ I will make thee i^a terror, and thou 
shalt be no more : though thou be sought 
for, yet slialt thou never be found again, 
saith the Lord God.

7 Pine linen with broidered work from 
Egypt was that which thou spreadest 
forth to be * thy sail ; ^blue ana purple 
from the isles of ®Elishah was that which 
covered thee. 

8 The inhabitants of Zidon and Arvad 
were thy mariners: thy wise men, O 
Tyrus, that were in thee, were thy pilots. 

9 The ancients of <*Gebal and the wdse 
men thereof were in thee thy ^calkers ; 
all tlie ships of the sea with their mariners 
were in thee to occupy thy merchandise. 

10 They of Persia and of /Lud and of 
Phut were in thine army, thy men of 
war : they hanged the sliield and helmet 
in thee ; they set forth thy comeliness. 

11 The men of Arvad with thine army 
wen'e upon thy walls round about, and 
the Gammadims were in thy to were: 
they hanged their shields upon thy walls 
round about; they have made thy beauty 
perfect. 

12 ^Tarsliish was thy merchant by 
reason of the multitude of all Hnd, of 
riches; with silver, iron, tin, and lead, 
they traded in thy fairs. 

13 * Javan, Tubal, and Mesbech, they 
wei'e thy merchants : they traded the 
persons of men and vessels of brass in 
thy ® market. 

14 They of the house of ^Togarmah 
traded in thy fairs with horses and 
horsemen and mules. 

15 The men of “Dedan we)'e thy mer- 
chants; many isles wfire the merchandise 
of ^ne hand ; they brought thee for a 
present horns of ivory and ebony. 

16 Syria was thy merchant by reason of 
the multitude of ^the wares of thy mak- 
ing: they occupied in thy fairs with 
emeralds, purple, and broidered work, 
and fine linen, and coral, and agate. 

17 Judah, and the land of Israel, they 
wei'e thy merchants : they traded in thy 
market wheat of f Minnith, and Pannag, 
and honey, and oil, and i^balm. 

18 Damascus was thy merchant m the 
multitude of the wares of thy making, 
for the multitude of all riches ; m the 
wine of Helbon, and white wool. 

19 Dan also and Javan ingoing to and 
fro occupied in thy fairs: bri^it iron, 
’'cassia, and calamus, were in thy market. 

20 Dedan was thy merchant in precious 

clothes for chariots. ^ , 

21 Arabia, and all the princes of Kedar. 
15 they occupied with thee in lambs, and 
rams^ and goats : in these were they thy 

22 The merchants of Sheba and B aam a h , 
they were thy merchants ; they occupied 
in thy fairs with cliief of all spices, and 
with all precious stones, and gold. 

23 Haran, and Canneh, and Eden, the 
merchants of Sheba, Asshur, and Chil* 
, mad, were thy merchants.

24 These were thy mercliants in lall 
sorts of things^ in blue 2 clothes, and 
broidered work, and in chests of rich 
apparel, bound with cords, and made of 
cedar, among thy merchandise. 

25 “The ships of Tarshish did sing 
of thee in thy market : and thou wast 
replenished, and made very glorious in 
the midst of the seas. 

26 Thy rowers ha^'e brought thee into 
meat waters : tlie east w'ind hath broken 
thee in the midst of the seas, 

27 Thy riches, and thy fairs, thy mer- 
chandise, thy mariners, and thy pilots, 
thy calkers, and the occupiers of thy 
merdiandise, and all thy men of war, 
that are in thee, ^and in all thy company 
which is in the midst of thee, shall fall 
into the ^ midst of the seas in the day of 
thy ruin. 

2o The ® suburbs shall shake at the 
sound of the cry of thy pilots. 

29 «^And all that handle the oar, the 
mariners, and all the pilots of tlie sea, 
shall come down from their ships, they 
shall stand upon the land; 

30 And shall cause their voice to De 
heard against thee, and shall cry bitterly, 
and shall cast up oust upon their headfe, 
they shall wallow themselves in the ashes : 

31 And they shall ^make themselves 
utterly bald for thee, and gird them with 
sackcloth, and they shall weep for thee 
with bitterness of heart and hitter wailing. 

32 And in their wailing they shall take 
up a lamentation for thee, and lament 
over thee, saying^ What city is like 
Tyrus, like the destroyed in tlie midst 
of the sea? 

33-?' When thy wares went forth out of 
the seas, thou filledst many people : thou 
didst enrich the kings of the eartli with 
the multitude of thy riches and of thy 
merchandise. 

34 In the time '^when thou shalt be 
broken by the seas in the depths of the 
waters thy merchandise and ail tliy com- 
pany in the midst of thee shall fall. 

35 ® All the inhabitants of the isles shall 
be astonished at thee, and their kings 
shall be sore afraid, they shall he troubled 
in their countenance. 

36 The merchants among the people 
shall hiss at thee ; thou shalt be ^^a terror, 
and ^^never sMt be any more. 

CHAPTEE 28

unto me, saying, 

2 Son of man, say unto the prince of 
Tyrus, Thus saith tlie Lord God ; Because 
thine heart is lifted up, and thou hast

Behold, I am. against thee, 0 Zidon ; and 
I will be glorified in the midst of thee : 
and th^ shall know that I am the Lord, 
whp I shall have executed judgments 
in her, <*and shall be sanctified in her. 

23 For I will send into her ^ pestilence, 
and blood into her streets; and the 
wounded shall be judged in the midst 
of her by the sword upon her on every 
side ; and they shall know that I am the 
Lord. 

24 H And ^ there shall be no more ^a 
pricking brier unto the house of Israel, 
nor any giieving thorn of all that are 
round about them, that despised them; 
and they shall know that I am the Lord 
God. 

25 Thus saith the Lord God ; Wlien I 
shall have gathered the house of Israel 
from the people among whom they are 
scattered, and shall be sanctified in them 
in the sight of the heathen, then ^ shall 
they dwell in their land that I have given 
to my servant Jacob. 

26 And ^ they shall dwell ^safely therein, 
and shall build houses, and plant vine- 
yards ; yea, they shall dwell with confi- 
dence, when I have executed judgments 
upon all those that 7 despise them round 
about them ; and they siiall know that I 
am the Lord their God. 

CHAPTEK 29 

I N the tenth year, in the tenth month, 
in the twelfth day of the month, the 
word of the Lord came unto me, sa:nng, 
2 Son of man, set thy face against Pha- 
raoh king of Egypt, and prophesy against 
hirm and ^ against all Egypt : 

3 Speak, and say, Thus saith the Lord 
God ; Behold, I am against thee, Pha- 
raoh king of Egj^t, the great ’'dragon 
that Beth in the midst of his rivers, which 
hath said. My river is mine own, and I 
have made it for myself. 

4 But “ I will put hooks in thy jaws, and 
I will cause the fish of thy rivers to stick 
imto thy scales, and I will bring thee up 
out of the midst of thy rivers, and all the 
fish of thy rivers shall stick unto thy 
scales. 

6 And I will leave thee thrown into the 
wilderness, thee and all the fish of thy 
rivers: thou shalt fall upon the ^open 
fields; “'thou shalt not be brought toge- 
ther, nor ^thered : I have given thee for 
meat to the beasts of the field and to the 
fowls of the heaven. 

6 And all the inhabitants of Egypt shall 
know that I am the Lord, because they

7 * When they took hold of thee by thy 
hand, thou didst break, and rend all their 
shoulder : and when they leaned upon 
thee, thou brakest, and madest aU their 
loins to be at a stand. 

8 1 Therefore thus saith the Lord God; 
Behold, I will bring a sword upon thee, 
and cut off man and beast out of thee. 

9 And the land of Egypt shall be desolate 
and waste ; and they shall know that I 
a7n the Lord : because he hath said. The 
river is mine, and I have made iL 

10 Behold, therefore I am against thee, 
and against thy rivers, and /I will make 
the land of Egypt ^ utterly waste and 
desolate, sfrom the tower of Syene 
even unto the border of Ethiopia. 

11 No foot of man shall pass through it, 
nor foot of beast shall pass throu^ it, 
neither shall it be inhabited forty years. 

12 And I will make the land of Eg3^t 
Mesoiate in the midst of the coimtries 
that ai'e desolate, and her cities among 
the cities that a^'e laid waste shall be 
desolate forty years : *and I will scatter 
the Egyptians among the nations, and 
■will disperse them tl'urough the countries. 

13 H Yet thus saith the Lord God ; At 
the end of forty years ”‘will I gather the 
Egyptians from the people whither they 
were scattered; 

14 iUid I will bring again the captivity 
of Egypt, and will cause them to return 
into the land of ® Pathros, into the land 
of their ® habitation ; and they shall be 
there a ^base kingdom. 

15 It shall be the basest of the kingdoms ; 
neither shall it exalt itself any more above 
the nations : for I ■will diminish them, 
that they shall no more rule over the 
nations. 

16 And it shall be no more ^the con- 
fidence of the house of Israel, which 
bringeth their iniquity to remembrance, 
when they shall look after them : but 
they shall know that I am the Lord God. 

17 11 And it came to pass in the seven 
and twentieth year, in the first month, in 
the first day of the month, the word of 
the Lord came unto me, saying, 

18 Son of man, * Nebuchadrezzar king 
of Babylon ^ caused his army to serve a 
great service against Tyrus : every head 
was made bald, and every shoulder was 
peeled: yet had he no wages, nor his 
army, for Tyrus, for the service that he 
had served against it : 

19 Therefore thus saith the Lord God ; 
Behold, I ’’will give the land of Egypt 
unto Nebuchadrezzar king of Babylon: 
and he shall take her multitude, and 

take her spoil, and take her prey ; and 
it shall be the wages for his army. 

20 I have given him the land of Egypt 
'^^for his labour wherewith he served 
against it, because they wrought for me, 
saith the Lord God. 
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EZEEIESIi 29-31 

21 IT In that day “will I cause the horn 
of the house of Israel to bud forth, and I 
mil give thee *the opening of the mouth 
in the midst of them; and they shall 
know that I am the Lord. 


CHAPTEK 30 

rpHE word of the Lord came again 
JL unto me, saying, 

2 Son of man, prophesy and say, Thus 
saith the Lord God; Howl ye, Woe 
worth the day! 

3 For ^the day is near, even the day of 
the Lord is near, a cloudy day ; it shall 
be the time of the heathen. 

4 And the sword shall come upon Egypt, 
and great ^pain shall be in Ethiopia, 
when the slain sliall fall in Egypfc> and 
®they shall take away her multitude, and 
her foundations shall be broken down. 

5 Ethiopia, and ^ Libya, and Lydia, and 
^all the mingled people, and Chub, and 
the 6 men of the land that is in league, 
sliall fall with them by the sword. 

6 Thus saith the Lord ; They also that 
uphold Egypt shall fall : and the pride of 
her power ^lall come down; ^from the 
tower of Syene shall they fall in it by the 
sword, saith the Lord God. 

7 And they shall be desolate in the 
midst of the countries that are desolate, 
^and her cities shall be in the midst of 
the cities that are wasted. 

8 And they shall know that I am the 
Lord, when I have set a fire in Egjmt, 
and %ohen aU her helpers shall be ^de- 
stroyed. 

9 In that day shall messengers go forth 

from me in ships to make the careless 
Ethiopians afraid, and great pain shall 
come upon them, as in the day of Egypt : 
for, lo, it cometh. ^ 

10 Thus saith the Lord God; *I will 
also make the multitude of Egypt to 
cease by the hand of Nebuchadrezzar 
king of Babylon. 

11 He and his people with him, ^the 
terrible of the nations, shall be brought 
to destroy the land : and they shall draw 
their swords against Egypt, and fill the 
land with the slain. 

12 And I will make the rivers ^diy, and 
sell the land into the hand of the wicked : 
and I will make the land waste, and lo all 
that is therein, by the hand of strangers : 
I the Lord liave spoken it. 

13 Thus saith the Lord God ; ™I will 
also destroy the idols, and I wiU cause 
their images to cease out of ” Noph : and 
there shall be no more a prince of the 
land of Egypt : and I will put a fe“ 
the land of Egypt. 

14 And I will make -PPathros desolate, 
and will set fire in ^^Zoan, and will 
execute judgments in ®No. 

15 And I Tfml pour my fury upon Sin, 
the strength of Egypt ; and I will cut off 
the multitude of fNo. 

16 And I will set fire in Egypt ; Sin shall

have great pain, and No shall be rent 
asunder, and Noph shall hare distresses 
daily. 

17 The young men of ^Aven and of 
Pi-beseth shall fall by the sword : and 

these cities shall go into captivity. 

18 At ®Tehaphndies also the day shall 
be s darkened, when I shall break there 
the yokes of Egypt: and the pomp of 
her strength shall cease in her : as for 
her, a cloud shall cover her, and her 
daughters shall go into captivity. 

19 Thus will I execute judgments in 
Egypt : and they shall know that I am 
the Lord. 

20 IT And it came to pass in the eleventh 
year, in the first month, in the seventh 
day of the month, that the word of the 
Lord came unto me, saying, 

21 Son of man, fl nave broken the arm 
of Pharaoh king of Egypt; and, lo, it 
shall not be bound up to be healed, to 
put a roller to bind it, to make it strong 
to hold the sword. 

22 Therefore thus saith the Lord God: 
Behold, I am against Pharaoh king of 
Egypt, and will break his arms, the 
strong, and that wliich was broken ; and 
I will cause the sword to fall out of his 
hand. 

23 '‘And I will scatter the EOTtians 
among the nations, and will disperse 
them through the countries. 

24 And-^'I will strengthen the arms of 
the king of Babylon, and put my sword 
in his hand : but I will break Pharaoh’s 
arms, and he shall groan before him 
with the groanings of a deadly wounded 
man. 

25 But I will strengthen the arms of 
the king of Babylon, and the arms of 
Pharaoh shall fall down ; and they shall 
know that I a7u. the Lord, when I shall 
put my sword into the hand of the king 
of Babylon, and he shall stretch it out 
upon the land of Egypt. 

26 And I will scatter the Egyptians 
among the nationSj and disperse them 
among the countries ; and they shall 
know that I am the Lord.

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CHAPTEE 31 

AND it came to pass in the eleventh 
^l3l year, in the third month, in the first 
day of the month, that the word of the 
Lord came unto me, saying, 

2 Son of man, speak unto Pharaoh 
king of Egypt, and to his multitude; 
Whom art thou like in thy greatness? 

3 IT Behold, the Assyrian was a cedar in 
Lebanon i^with fair branches, and with 
a shadowing ® shroud, and of an high 
stature; and his top was among the 
thick boughs. 

4 The waters ^made him great, the deep 
15 set him up on high with her rivers 
running round about his plants, and 
sent out her i®little rivers unto all the 
trees of the field. 
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5 Therefore ®his height was exalted 
above all the trees of the field, and his 
boughs were multiplied, and his branches 
became long because of the multitude of 
waters, i when he shot forth. 

6 ^ All the fowls of heaven made their 
nests in his boughs, and under his 
branches did all the beasts of the field 
briim forth their young, and under his 
shadow dwelt all great nations. 

7 Thus was he fair in his greatness, in 
the length of his branches : for his root 
was by great waters. 

8 The cedars in the garden of God could 
not hide him : the fir trees were not like 
his bought and the chesnut trees were 
not like his branches ; nor any tree ‘^in 
the garden of God was like unto him in 
his beauty. 

9 1 have made him fair by the multitude 
of his branches : so that all the trees of 
<*Eden, that were in the garden of God, 
envied him. 

10 II Therefore thus saith the Lord 
God Because thou hast lifted up thyself 
in height, and he hath shot up his top 
among the thick boughs, and /his heart 
is lifted up in his height ; 

11 1 have therefore delivered him into 
the hand of the mighty one of the 
heathen ; 3 he shall surely deal with him : 
I have driven him out for his wickedness. 

12 And strangers, ^the terrible of the 
nations, have cut him off, and have left 
him: upon the mountains and in all the 
valleys his branches are fallen, and his 
boughs are broken by all the rivers of 
the land ; and all the people of the earth 
are gone down from his shadow, and 
have left him. 

13 *Upon his ruin shall all the fowls of 
the heaven remain, and all the beasts of 
the field shall be upon his branches : 

14 To the end that none of all the trees 
by the waters exalt themselves for their 
height, neither shoot up their top among 
the thick boughs, neither ® their trees 
stand up in their height, all that drink 
water: for they are all delivered unto 
death, ’*to the nether parts of the earth, 
in the midst of the children of men, 
with them that go down to the pit. 

15 Thus saith the Lord God; In the 
day wnen he went down to the grave I 
caused a mourning : I covered the deep 
for him, and I restrained the floods 
thereof, and the great waters were stayed : 
and I caused Lebanon i^to mourn for 
him, and all the trees of the field fainted 
for him. 

16 * I made the nations to shake at the 
sound of his fedl, when I cast him down 
to hell with them that descend into the 
pit : and *all the trees of Eden, the choice 
and best of Lebanon, all that drink 
water, “shall be comforted in the nether 
parts of the earth. 

17 They also went down into hell with 
him unto them that he slain with the 
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sword ; and that were his arm, that 
dwelt under his shadow in the midst of 
the heathen. 

18 IT To whom art thou thus like in 
glory and in greatness among the trees 
of Eden ? yet^alt thou be brought down 
with the trees of Eden unto the nether 
parts of the earth : thou shalt lie in the 
midst of *^the uncircumcised with them 
that he slain by the sword. This is 
Pharaoh and all his multitude, saith the 
Lord God. 


CHAPTER 32 

AND it came to pass in the twelfth 
Ji\. year, in the twelfth month, in the 
first day of the month, that the word of 
the Lord came unto me, saying, 

2 Son of man, take up a lamentation 
for Pharaoh king of Egypt, and say unto 
him, Tliou art like ^a young lion of the 
nations, and thou art as a 2 whale in the 
seas: and thou earnest forth with thy 
rivers, and troubledst the waters with 
thy feet, and fouledst their rivers. 

3 Thus saith the Lord God; I will 
therefore ^spread out my net over thee 
with a compsiny of many people; and 
they sliall bring thee up in my net. 

4 Then will I leave thee upon the land, 
I will cast thee forth upon the open field, 
and ^ will cause all the fowls of the heaven 
to remain upon thee, and I will fill the 
beasts of the whole earth with thee. 

5 And I will lay thy flesh *upon the 
mountains, and fill the valleys with thy 
height. 

6 1 will also water with thy blood ^the 
land wherein thou swimmest, eren to the 
mountains ; and the rivers shall be full 
of thee. 

7 And when I shall ®put thee out, ”*I 
vdll cover the heaven, and make the 
stars thereof dark ; I will cover the sim 
with a cloud, and the moon shall not 
give her light. 

8 All the 7 bright lights of heaven will I 
make 8 dark over thee, and set darkness 
upon thy land, saith the Lord God. 

9 I will also ®vex the hearts of many 
people, when I shall bring thy destruction 
among the nations, into the countries 
which thou hast not known. 

10 Yea, I will ®make many people 
amazed at thee, and their kings shall 
be horribly afraid for thee, when I shall 
brandish my sword before them; and 
^they shall tremble at eoery moment, 
every man for his own life, in the day or 
thy fall. 

11 t For thus saith the Lord God: 
''The sword of the king of Babylon shall 
come upon thee. 

12 By the swords of the mighty will 
I cause thy multitude to fall ^the ter- 
rible of the nations, all of them: and 
they shall spoil the pomp of E^pt, and 
all the multitude thereof shall he de- 
stroyed. 
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13 I will destroy also all the beasts 
thereof from beside the great waters; 
neither shall the foot of man trouble 
them any more, nor the hoofs of beasts 
trouble them. 

14 Then will I make their waters deep, 
and cause their rivers to run like oil, 
saith the Lord God. 

15 When I shall make the land of Egypt 
desolate, and the countiy shall be ^ desti- 
tute of that whereof it was full, when I 
shall smite all them that dwell therein, 
then * shall they know that 1 am the 
Lord. 

16 This is the lamentation wherewith 
they shall lament her: ^the daughters 
of the nations shall lament her: they 
shall lament for her, even for Egjmt, 
and for all ®her multitude, saith the 
Lord God. 

17 IT It came to pass also in the twelfth 
year, in the fifteenth day of the month, 
that the word of the Lord came unto 
me, saying, 

18 Son of man, wail for the multitude 
of Egypt, and cast them do^vn, even her, 
and the daughters of the famous nations, 
•^unto the nether parts of the earth, with 
them that go down into the pit. 

19-^ Whom dost thou pass in beauty? 
go down, and be thou laid with *the 
uncircumcised. 

20 They shall fall in the midst of them 
that are slain by the sword: “^she is 
delivered to the sword : draw her and all 
her multitudes. 

21 The strong among the mighty ^ shall 
speak to him out of the midst of hell 
with them that help him : they are gone 
down, they lie uncircumcised, slain by 
the sword. 

22 Asshur is there and all her company : 
his graves are about him : all of them 
slain, fallen by the sword: 

23 Whose graves are set in ”the sides of 
the pit, and her company is round about 
her grave : all of them slain, fallen by 
the sword, which caused ® terror in the 
land of the living. 

24 There is ° Elam and all her multitude 
round about her grave, all of them slain, 
fallen by the sword, wtiich are gone down 
uncircumcised into the nether parts of 
the earth, which caused their terror in 
the land of the living; yet have they 
borne their sliame with them that go 
down to the pit. 

25 They have set her a bed in the midst 
of the slain with all her multitude : her 
^vea are round about liim: all of 
them uncircumcised, slain by the sword : 
though their terror was caused in the 
land of the living, yet have they home 
their shame with them that go down to 
rhe pit : he is put in the midst of them 
\hat he slain. 

26 There is *Meshech, Tubal, and all 
tier multitude: her graves are round 
about him : all of them uncircumcised, 
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slain by the sword, though they caused 
their terror in the land of the living. 

27 And “they shall not lie with the 
mighty that are fallen of the uncircum- 
cised, which are gone down to hell ^with 
their weapons of war : and they have laid 
their swords under their heads, but their 
iniquities shall be upon their bones, 
though they were the terror of the 
mighty in the land of the living. 

28 Yea, thou shalt be broken in the 
midst of the uncircumcised, and shalt lie 
with them that are slain with the sword. 

29 There is ^’Edom, her kings, and all 
her princes, wuich with their might are 
^.laid by them that %cere slain by the 
sword : they shall lie •with the uncircum- 
cised, and with them that go do^vn to 
the pit. 

30 There he the princes of /the north, 
all of them, and all ^the Zidoniansv 
which are gone do\vn with the slain: 
with their terror they are ashamed of 
their might ; and tliey lie uncircumcis^ 
with them that be slain by the sword, 
and bear their shame with them that go 
down to the pit. 

31 Pharaoh shall see them, and ^ shall 
be comforted over all his multitude, evm 
Pharaoh and all his army slain by the 
sword, saith the Lord God. 

32 For I have caused my terror in the 
land of the living : and he shall be laid 
in the midst of tlie uncircumcised with 
them that are slain with the sword, even 
Pharaoh and all his multitude, saith the 
Lord God. 


CHAPTEE 33 

AGAIN the word of the Lord came 
unto me, saying, 

2 Son of man, speak to ’"the children of 
thy people, and say unto them, s'VVhen I 
bring the sword upon a land, :f the people 
of the land take a man of their coasts, 
and set him for their watchman : 

3 If when he seeth the sword come 
upon the land, he blow the trumpet, and 
warn the people ; 

4 Then ^whosoever heareth ^ the sound 
of the trumpet, and taketh not warning; 
if the sword come, and take him away, 
®his blood shall be upon his own head. 

5 He heard the sound of the trumpet, 
and took not warning; his blood shall 
be upon him. But he that taketh warn- 
ing shall deliver his soul. 

6 But if the watchman see the sword 
come, and blow not the tnimpet, and 
the people be not warned ; if the sword 
come, and take any person from among 
them, he is taken away in his iniquity ; 
but ’’his blood will I require at tne 
watchman’s hand. 

7 IT So thou, O sou of man, I have ^set 
thee a watchman unto tne house of 
Israel; therefore thou shalt hear the 
word at my mouth, and warn them from 
me. 
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8 When I say unto the wicked, 0 wicked 
man, thou shalt surely die ; if thou dost 
not speak to warn the wicked from his 
way, that wicked man shall die in his 
iniquity ; but his blood mil I require at 
thine hand. 

9 * Nevertheless, if thou warn the ivicked 
of liis way to turn from it ; if he do not 
turn from his way, he shall die in his 
iniquity; but thou hast delivered thy 
soul. 

10 Therefore, 0 thou son of man, speak 
unto the house of Israel; Thus ye speak, 
saying, If our transgressions and our sins 
he upon us, and we pine away in them, 
how should we then live? 

11 Say unto them, JLs I live, saith the 
Lord God, ^I have no pleasiue in the 
death of the wicked ; but that the wicked 
turn from his way and live: turn m 
turn ye from your evil ways: fbrXwfiy 
will ye die, 0 house of Israel? 

12 Therefore, thou son of man, say unto 
the children of thy people, ^The right- 
eousness of the righteous shall not dehver 
him in the day of his transgi-ession : as 
for the wickedness of the wicked, he shall 
not fall thereby in the day that he tumeth 
from his wickedness; neither sliall the 
righteous be able to live for his right- 
eoiisness in the day that he sinneth. 

13 When I shall say to the righteous, 
that he shall surely live; if he trust to 
his own righteousness, and commit ini- 
quity, all his righteousnesses shall not 
he remembered ; but for his iniquity that 
he hath committed, he shall die for it. 

14 Again, *when I say unto the wicked, 

Thou shalt surely die ; rif he turn from 
his sin, and do ^that which is lawful and 
right; 

16 If the wicked ^restore the pledge, 

*rive again that he had robbed, walk in 
*tne statutes of life, without committing 
iniquity; he shall surely live, he shall 
not die. 

16 "‘None of his sins that he hath com- 
mitted shall be mentioned unto him : he 
hath done tliat which is lawful and right ; 
he shall surely live. 

17 H "Yet the children of thy people say. 

The way of the Lord is not equal : but as 
for them, their way is not equal 

18 ® When the righteous turneth from 
his righteousness, and committeth ini- 
quity, he shall even die thereby. 

19 -^But if the wicked tmn from his 
wickedness, and do that which is lawful 
and right, he shall live thereby. 

20 IF Yet ye say, The way of the Lord is 
not equal. 0 ye house of Israel, will 
jud^ you every one after his ways. 

21 1 And it came to pass in the twelfth 
year ^of our captivity, in the tenth 
months in the fifth day of the month, 
that one that had escaped out of Jeru- 
salem came unto me, saying, ^The city 
is smitten. 

22 Now Hhe hand of the Lobd was 
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upon me in the evening, afore he that 
was escaped came; and had opened my 
mouth, until he came to me in the 
morning ; and “my mouth was opened, 
and I was no more dumb. 

23 Then the word of the Lord came 
unto me, saying, 

24 Son of man, they that inhabit those 
® wastes of the land of Israel speak, 
saying, Abraham was one, and he in- 
herited the land : but we are many ; the 
land is given us for inheritance. 

25 Wherefore say unto them, Thus saith 
the Lord God; ‘^Ye eat with the blood, 
and lift up your eyes toward your idols, 
and shed blood: and shall ye possess 
the land ? 

26 Ye stand upon your sword, ye work 
abomination, and ye defile every one his 
neighbour’s wife: and shall ye possess 
the land? 

27 Say thou thus unto them, Thus saith 
the Lord God; As I live, surely they 
that are in the wastes shall fall by the 
sword, and him that is in the open field 
will I give to the beasts ^to be devoured, 
and they that be in the forts and in the 
caves shall die of the pestilence. 

28 For I will lay the land ^most deso- 
late, and the pomp of her strength shall 
cease ; and the mountains of Israel shall 
be desolate, that none shall pass through. 

29 Then sliall they know that I am the 
Lord, when I liave laid the land most 
desolate because of all their abominations 
which they have committed. 

30 IF Also, thou son of man, the children, 
of thy people still are talking ^against 
thee by the walls and in the dooi-s of the 
houses, and speak one to another, every 
one to his brother, saying. Come, I pray 
you, and hear what is the word that 
cometh forth from the Lord. 

31 And they come unto thee ®as the 
people cometh, and ®they sit before thee 
as my people, and they hear thy words, 
but they will not do them : for with their 
mouth 7 they shew much love, but their 
heait goeth after their covetousness. 

32 .^d, lo, thou art unto them as 
8 a very lovel^r song of one that hath 
a pleasant voice, and can play well on 
an instrument : for they hear thy words, 
but they do them not. 

33 And when this cometh to pass, (lo, 
it will come,) then shall they know that 
a prophet hath been among them. 

CHAPTEB 34 

AND the word of the Lord came unto 
me, saying, 

2 Son of man, prophesy against the 
shepherds of Israel, propnesj^ and say 
unto them. Thus saith the Lord God 
unto the shepherds: Woe he to the 
shepherds of Israel that do f^d them- 
selves! should not the shepherds feed 
the flocks? 

3 Ye eat the fat, and ye clothe you 
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■with the wool, ye kill them that are 
fed: lut ye feed not the flock. 

4 The diseased have ye not strength- 
ened, neither have ye healed that ■which 
■was sick, neither have ye bound up 
thai which was broken, neither have ye i 
brought again that wnich "was driven 
away, neither have ye sought that wliich 
■was lost; but with force and "with cruelty 
have ye ruled them. 

5 And they were scattered, s because 
there is no shepherd: and they became 
meat to all the oeasts of the field, when 
they were scattered. 

6 JMy sheep wandered through all the 
mountains, and upon every high liill : 
yea, my flock was scattered upon all 
the face of the earth, and none did 
search or seek after them. 

7 H Therefore, ye shepherds, hear the 

word of the Lord J ^ , 

8 As I live, saith the Lord God, surely 
because my flock became a prey, and 
my flock became meat to every beast 
of the field, because there was no shep- 
herd, neither did my shepherds search 
for my flock, but the ^epherds fed 
themselves, and fed not my flock; 

9 Therefore, 0 ye shepherds, hear the 

word of the Lord ; , _ ^ , 

10 Thus saith the Lord God; Behold, 

I am against the shepherds; and "I 
■will require my flock at their hand, 
and cause them to cease from feeding 
the flock; neither sliall the shepherds 
feed themselves any more; for i •^11 
deliver my flock from their mouth, that 
they na^ not be meat for them. 

11 If For thus saith the Lord God; 
Behold, I, even I, 'will both search my 
sheep, and seek them out. 

12 a shepherd seeketh out his flock 
in the day that he is among his sheep 
that are scattered ; so will I seek out my 
sheep, and will deliver them out of all 
places where they have been scattered 
in "‘the cloudy and " dark day. 

13 And I will bring them out from 
the people, and gather them from the 
countries, and -will bring them to their 
own land, and feed them upon the moun- 
tains of Israel by the rivers, and in all 
the inhabited places of the country. 

14 I will feedT them in a good pasture, 
and upon the high mountains of Israel 
shall their fold be: ® there shall they lie 
in a good fold, and in a fat pasture shall 
they feed upon the mountains of Israel. 

15 1 will feed my flock, and I will cause 
them to lie down, saith the Lord God. 

16 '"I ■will seek that which was lost, 
and bring again that which was driven 
away, and will bind up that which was 
broken, and will strengthen that which 
was sick: but I will destroy ^the fat 
and the strong; I ■will feed them ‘with 
judgment. 

17 And as for you, 0 my flock, thus 
saith the Lord God; Behold, I judge 
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between ^ cattle and cattle, between the 
rams and the ^he goats. 

18 Seemeth it a small thing unto you 
to have eaten up the good pasture, but 
ye must tread down with your feet the 
residue of your pastures? and to have 
drunk of the “ deep waters, but ye must 
*foul the residue -with your feet? 

19 And as for my flock, they eat that 
which ye have trodden ■with your feet; 
and they drink that which ye have 
fouled with your feet. 

20 1 Therefore thus saith the Lord God 
unto them ; Behold, I, even I, will judge 
between the fat cattle and between the 
lean cattle. 

21 Because ye have thrust with side 
and "with shoulder, and pushed all the 
diseased ■with your horns, till ye have 
scattered them abroad; 

22 Therefore will I save my flock, and 
they shall no more be a prey ; and 1 ^vil]. 
judge between cattle and cattle. 

23 And I will set up ®one shepherd over 
them, and he shall feed them, ‘^even my 
servant David; he shall feed them, and 
he shall be theu shepherd. 

24 And the Lord will be their God, 
and my servant David /a prince among 
them : I the Lord hare spoken it. 

25 And I will make "with them 
covenant of peace, and ^will cause the 
evil beasts to cease out of the land; 
and ^'tliey shall dwell safely in the 
wilderness, and sleep in the woods. 

26 And I ■will make them and the places 
round about my hill *a blessing; and 
I will cause the shower to come down 
in his season; there shall be ^ showers 
of blessing. 

27 And the tree of the field shall yield 
her fruit, and the earth shall yield her 
increase, and they shall be safe in their 
land, and shall know that I am the Lord, 
when I have broken the bands of their 
yoke, and delivered them out of the hand 
of those that served themselves of them. 

28 And they shall no more be a prey to 
the heathen, neither shall the beast of the 
land devour them ; but they shall dwell 
safely, and none shall make them afraid. 

29 And I will raise up for them 
plant ®of reno^vn, and they shall be 
no more 6 consumed ■with hunger in 
the land, neither bear -^the shame of 
the heathen any more. 

30 Thus shall they know that I the 
Lord their God am ■with them, and 
that they, even the house of Israel, are 
my people, saith the Lord God. 

31 And ye my flock, the flock of my 
pasture, are men, ana I am your God, 
saith tne Lord God. 

CHAPTEE 35 

1\yr OBEOYEE the word of the Lord 
-LYJL came unto me, sasdng, 

2 Son of man, “set thy face against 
"mount Seir, and “'prophesy against it, 
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3 And say unto it, Thus saith the 
Lord God ; Behold, 0 mount Seir, I 
am a^inst thee, and I will stretch out 
mine hand against thee, and I will make 
thee 2most desolate. 

4 I will lay thy cities waste, and thou 
shalt be desolate, and thou shalt know 
that I am the Lord. 

5 * Because thou hast had a ^ perpetual 
hatred, and hast ®shed the Uood of the 
children of Israel by the ^ force of the 
sword in the time of their calamity, in 
the time that their iniquity had an 
end: 

6 Therefore, as I live, saith the Lord 
God, I will prepare thee unto blood, 
and blood shall pursue thee : sith thou 
hast not hated blood, even blood shall 
pursue thee. 

7 Thus will I make mount Seir ^most 
desolate, and cut off from it him that 
passeth out and him that retumeth. 

8 And I will fill his mountains with 
his slain men : in thy hills, and in thy 
valleys, and in all thy rivers, shall they 
fall that are slain with the sword. 

9 1 will make thee perpetual desolations, 
and thy cities shall not return : and ye 
shall know that I am the Lord. 

10 Because thou hast said. These two 
nations and these two coimtries shall be 
mine, and we will possess it; ST^^bereas 
the Lord was there : 

11 Therefore, as 1 live, saith the Lord 
God, I ■will even do according to thine 
anger, and according to thine en-vy which 
thou hast used out of thy hatred against 
them; and I will make myself known 
among them, when I have judged thee. 

12 And thou shalt know that I am the 

Lord, and that I have heard all thy 
blasphemies which thou hast spoken 
gainst the mountains of Israel, saymg, 
Tliey are laid desolate, they are given 
us 9 to consume, , , 

13 Thus with your mouth ye have 

boasted against me, ^ and have mul- 
tiplied your words against me: 1 have 
heard them. ^ 

14 Thus saith the Lord God : When 

the whole earth rejoiceth, I ■will make 
thee desolate. , . , 

15 As thou didst rej'oice at the inherit- 
ance of the house of Israel, because it 
was desolate, so will I do unto thee: 
thou shalt be desolate, 0 mount Seir, 
and * all Idumea, evew. all of it : and they 
shall know that I am the Lord, 

CHAPTER S6 
ALSO, thou son of man, pronhesy imto 
”the mountains of Israel, and say. 
Ye mountains of Israel, hear the word 
of the Lord: ^ ^ ^ 

2 Thus saith the Lord God; Because 

®the enemy hath said against you, Aha, 
even-*' the ancient high places ^are ours 
hi possession : , , rm. 

3 Therefore prophesy and sayi Thus 
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saith the Lord God; 1 Because they 
have made you desolate, and swalloww 
you up on every side, that ye imgm 
be a possession unto the residue of 
heathen, “and ^ye are taken up in the 
lips of talkers, and are an infamy of 

4 therefore, ye mountains of Israel, 
hear the word of the Lord Gk)D; Thus 
saith the Lord God to the mountains, 
and to the hills, to the ? rivers, and to 
the valleys, to the desolate wastes, and 
to the cities that are for^en, whi^ 
became a prey and ®derision to the 
residue of the heathen that are round 
about ; 

5 Therefore thus saith the Lord God; 

Surely ®m ihe ni-e of my jealousy l^ve 
I spoken against the residue of the hea- 
then, and against all Idmne^ which have 
appointed my land into their possession 
with the joy of all their ^ heart, with 
despiteful mmds, to cast it out for a 
prey. . 

6 Prophesy therefore concemmg the 
land of Israel, and say unto the moun- 
tains, and to the Mils, to the rive^and 
to the valleys, Thus saith the Lord Gk>D; 
Behold, I have spoken in my jealousy 
and in my fuiw, because ®ye have home 
the shame of the heathen : 

7 Therefore thus saith the Lord God; 

I have lifted up mine hand, /Su^y 
the heathen that are about you, they 
shall bear their shame. 

8 1! But ye, 0 mountains of Israel, ye 
shall shoot forth your branches, and 
yield your fruit to my people of Israel; 
for ^tney are at hand to come. 

9 For, behold, I am for you, and I 
will turn unto you, and ye shall be 
tilled and sown: 

10 And I will multiply men upon you. 
all the house of Israel, even aU of it: 
and »the cities shall be, inhabited, and 
■^the wastes shall he builded: 

11 And I will multiply upon you man 
and beast; and they shall increase and 
bring fruit: and I will settle you after 
*your old estates, and will do better unto 
you than at your beginni^: and ye 
sh^ know that I am the Lord. 

12 Yea, I will cause men to walk upon 
you, even my people Israel; and they 
sh^ possess thee, and thou s^t be 
their inheritance, and thou simlt no 
more henceforth bereave them of mew. 

13 Thus saith the Lord God; Because 
they say "unto you. Thou land devourest 
up men, and hast bereaved thy nations ; 

14 Therefore thou shalt devour men no 
more, neither bereave thy nations any 
more, saith the Lord God. 

15 Neither will I cause men to hear in 
thee the shame of the heathen any more, 
neither shalt thou bear the reproach or 
the people any more, neither shalt thou 
cause riiy nations to fall any more, saith 
the Lord God. 
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16 f Moreover the word of the Lord 
came unto me, saying, 

17 Son of man, when the house of 
Israel dwelt in their own land, *they 
defiled it bjr tlieir own way and by their 
doings : their way was before me ^^as the 
uncleanness of a removed woman. 

18 Wherefore I poured my fury upon 
them for <*the blood that they had shed 
upon the land, and for their idols where- 
with they had polluted it ; 

19 And 1 scattered them among the 

heathen, and they were dispersed through 
the countries: according to their way 
and according to their doings I judged 
them. , 

20 And when they entered unto the 
heathen, whither they went, /they pro- 
faned my holy name, when they said to 
them. These are the people of the Lord, 
and are gone forth out of his land. 

21 But I had pity ^for mine holy 

name, which the house of Israel had 
profaned among the heathen, whither 
they went. , , 

22 Therefore say unto the house of 
Israel, Thus saith the Lord God ; /I do 
not this for your sakes, 0 house of Israel, 
but *for mme holy name’s sake, which 
ye have profaned among the heathen, 
whither ye went. 

23 And I will sanctify my great name, 


Israel shall be cleansed. The dry bones revived. 

in your own sight_ for your iniquities 
and for your abominations. 

32 ®Not for your sakes do I this^ saith 
the Lord God, be it known unto you; 
be ashamed and confounded for your 
own ways, O house of Israel. 

Hz Thus saith the Lord God ; In the day 
that I shall have cleansed you from all 
your iniquities I will also cause you to 
dwell in the cities, and the wastes sliall 
be builded. 

34 And the desolate land shall be tilled, 
whereas it lay desolate in the sight of all 
that passed by. 

35 And they shall say. This land that 
was desolate is become like ®the garden 
of Eden : and the waste and desolate and 
ruined cities are become fenced, and are 
inhabited. 

36 Then ^the heathen that are left 
round about you shall know that I the 
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them ; and the heathen sliall know that 
I am the Lord, saith the Lord God, 
^ when I shall be sanctified in you before 
® their eyes, 

24 For ®I will take you from among 
the heathen, and gather you out of all 
countries, and will bring you into your 
own land. 

25 U Then will I ^ sprinkle clean water 
upon you, and ye shall be clean : from 
all your filthiness, and from all your 
idols, will I cleanse you. 

26 *A new heart also will I give you, 
and a new spirit will I put within you ; 
*and I will take away the stony heart 
out of your flesh, and I will give you 
an heart of flesh. 

27 And " I will put my spirit within you, 
and cause you to walk in my statutes, 
and ye shsdl keep my judgments, and 
do them. 

28 And ye shah dwell in the land that 
I gave to your fathers ; and *ye shall be 
my Mople, and 1 will be your God. 

29 1 also save you from'all your 
uncleannesses: and I will call for the 
com, and will increase it, and lay no 
famine upon you. 

30 And I will multiply the fruit of 
the tree, and the increase of the field, 
that ye shall receive no more reproach 
of famine among the heathen. 

31 Then ^ shall ye remember your own 
evil ways, and your doings that were 
not good, and ^shall lothe yourselves 
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Lord build the ruined places^and plant 
that that was desolate : I the Lord nave 
spoken and I will do it. 

37 Thus saith the Lord God: ^1 will 
yet for this be inquired of by the house 
of Israel, to do it for them ; I will in- 
crease them with men like a flock. 

38 As the ^holy flock, as the flock of 
Jerusalem in her solemn feasts ; so shall 
the waste cities be filled with flocks of 
men : and they shall know that I am 
the Lord. 

CHAPTER 87 

^ rilHE hand of the Lord was upon me, 
JL and carried me out ” in the spirit of 
the Lord, and set me down in the midst 
of the valley which was full of bones, 

2 And caused me to pass by tliem 
round about: and, behold, there were 
very many in the open ® valley; and, 
lo, they were very dry. 

3 And he said unto me, Son of man, 
can these bones live? And I answered, 
0 Lord God, ^'thou knowest. 

4 Again he said unto me. Prophesy upon 
these bones, and say unto them, 0 ye dry 
hones, hear the word of the Lord. 

5 Thus saith the Lord God unto these 
bones; Behold, “I will cause ’'breath to 
enter into you, and ye shall live : 

6 And I will lay sinews upon you, and 
will bring uj) flesh upon you, and cover 
you with skin, and put breath in you, 
and ye shall live; and ye shall Imow 
that 1 am the Lord. 

7 So I prophesied as I was commanded: 
and as 1 prophesied, there was a noise, 
and behold a shaking, and the bones 
came together, bone to his hone. 

8 And when I beheld, lo, the sinews 
and the flesh came up upon them, and 
the skin covered them above: but there 
was no breath in them. 

9 Then said he unto me, Prophesy 
unto the ^wind, prophesy, son of man, 
and say to the wind, Thus saith the 
Lord God : Come &om ®the four winds. 
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O breath, and breathe upon these slain, 
that they may livC; 

10 So I prophesied as he commanded 
me, and the breath came into them, 
and they lived, and * stood up upon their 
feet, an exceeding great army. 

11 H Then he said unto me, Son of 
man, these bones are the whole house 
of Israel: behold, they say, ®Our bones 
are dried, and *our hope is lost : /we are 
cut off for our parts. 

12 Therefore prophesy and say unto 
them, Thus saith the Lord God; Be- 
hold, 0 my people, will open your 
gmves, and cause you to come up out 
of your graves, and /bring you into 
the land of Israel. 

13 And ye shall know that I am the 
Loed, when I have opened your graves, 
O my people, and brought you up out 
of your ^ves, 

14 And shall put my spirit in you, 
and ye shall live, and I shall place you 
in yom own land : then shall ye know 
that I the Lord have spoken it, and 
performed it, saith the Lord. 

16 H The word of the Lord came again 
anto me, saying, 

16 Moreover, thou son of man, /’take 
fciwe one stick, and write upon it. For 
* Judah, and for ’’the children of Israel 
his companions: then take another stick, 
and write upon it, For * Joseph, the stick 
of “ Ephraim, and for all the house of 
Israel his companions; 

17 And * join them one to another into 
one stick; and they shall become one in 
thine hand. 

18 t And when the children of thy 
people shall speak unto thee, saying. 
Wilt thou not shew us what thou mean- 
est by these? 

19 Say unto them, Thus saith the Lord 
God ; ^hold, I will take the stick of 
J oseph, which is in the hand of Ephraim, 
and the tribes of Israel his fello^vs, and 
will put them with him, even with the 
stick of Judah, and make them one stick, 
and they shall be one in mine hand. 

20 IT And the sticks whereon thou 
writest shall be in thine hand ® before 
their eyes. 

21 And say unto them. Thus saith the 
Lord God; Behold, ‘*1 will take the 
children of Israel from among the hea- 
then, whither they be gone, and will 
gather them on every side, and bring 
them into their own land : 

, 22 And fl will make them one nation 
in the land upon the mountains of Israel ; 
and ^ one king shall be king to them all : 
and they shall be no more two nations, 
neither shall they be divided into two 
kingdoms any more at all: 

23 / Neither shall they defile themselves 
any more with their idols, nor with their 
detestable things, nor with any of their 
transgressions; but I "‘will save them 
out of all their dwellingplaces, wherein 
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they have sinned, and will cleanse them: 
so shall they be my people, and I will be 
their God. 

24 And ® David my servant shall be 
king over them : and they aU shall have 
one shepherd ; they shall also walk in my 
judgments, and observe my statutes, and 
do them. 

25 And ‘^they shall dwell in the land 
that I have given unto Jacob my servant, 
wherein your fathers have dwelt; and 
they shall dwell therein, even they, and 
their children, and their children’s chil- 
dren ^for ever: and ray servant David 
shall be their prince ^for ever. 

26 Moreover I will make *a covenant of 
peace with them ; it shah be an everlast- 
ing covenant with them : and I i\dll place 
them, and multiply them, and^wifl set 
my sanctuary in the midst of them for 
evermore. 

27 My tabernacle also shall be with 

them : yea, I wjUbe their God, and they 
shall be peeler ' ' 

28 And ”the heathen shall know that 
®I the Lord do sanctify Israel, when my 
sanctuary shall be in the midst of them 
for evermore. 

CHAPTEE 38 

AND the word of the Lord came unto 
jCX me, saying, 

2 *Son of man, set thy face against 
’’Gog, the land of Magog, ^the chief 
prince of ‘"Meshech and Tubal, and 
prophesy against him, 

3 And say, Thus saith the Lord God ; 
Behold, I am against thee, 0 Gog, the 
chief prince of Meshech and Tubal ; 

4 And I will turn thee back, and ^put 
hooks into thy jaws, and I will brmg 
thee forth, and all thine army, horses 
and horsemen, aU of them clothed wdth 
all sorts of aomour, even a great com- 
pany with bucklers and shidds, all of 
them handling swords: 

5 * Persia, Ethiopia, and 2 Libya with 
them ; all of them with shield and helmet : 

6 ® Gomer, and all his bands; the housa 
of * Togarmah of the north quarters, and 
all his bands: and many people with 
thee. 

7 Be thou prepared, and prepare for 
thyself, thou, and all thy company that 
are assembled unto thee, and be thou a 
guard unto them. 

8 H ® After many days thou shalt he 
visited: in the latter years thou shalt 
come into the land that is brought back 
from the sword, and gathered out of 
many people, against the mountains of 
Israra, which have been always waste: 
but it is brought forth out of the nations, 
and they shall ^ dwell safely all of them. 

9 Thou shalt ascend and come *like a 
storm, thou shalt be *like a cloud to 
cover the land, thou, and all thy bands, 
and many people with thee. 

10 Thus saith the Lord God ; It shall 
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also come to pass, that at the same time 
shall things come into thy mind, and 
thou shalt 1 think an evil thought; 

11 And thou shalt say, I will go up to 
the land of unwalled villages ; I wiU go 
to them that are at rest, that dwell 
^safely, all of them dwelling without 
walls, and having neither bars nor gates, 

12 3 To take a spoil, and to take a prey ; 
to turn thine hand upon the desolate 
places that are now inhabited, and upon 
the people that are gathered out of the 
nations, which have gotten cattle and 
goods, that dwell in the midst of the 

13 Sheba, and ®I)edan, and /the mer- 
chants of Tarshish, ivith all '‘the young 
Hons thereof, shall say unto thee, Art 
thou come to take a spoil? hast thou 
gathered thy company to take a prey? 
to carry away silver and gold, to take 
away cattle and goods, to take a great 
^oil? 

14 H Therefore, son'iof Toan, prophesy 
and say unto Gog, Thus saith the Lord 
God: In that day when my people of 
Israel dweUeth s^ely, shalt thou not 
know iU 

15 And Hhou shalt come from thy place 
out of the north parts, thou, and many 
people with thee, all of them riding upon 
horses, a great company, and a mighty 
army: 

16 And thou shalt come up against my 

H ie of Israel, as a cloud to cover the 
; it shall be ^in the latter days, and 
I will bring thee a^inst my land, tliat 
the heathen may know me, ^ when I 
shall be sanctified in thee, 0 Gog, before 
their eyes. 

17 Thus saith the Lord God ; Art thou 
he of whom I have spoken in old time 
i^by my servants the prophets of Israel, 
which prophesied in those days many 
years that I would bring thee against 
them? 

18 And it shall come to pass at the same 
time when Gog shall come against tlie 
land of Israel, saith the Lord God, that 
*‘my fuiy shall come up in my face. 

19 For m my jealousy and in the fire of 
my wrath have I spoken. Surely in that 
day there shall be * a great shaking in the 
land of Israel ; 

20 So that the fishes of the sea, and the 
fowls of the heaven, and the beasts of the 
field, and all creepmg things that creep 
upon the earth, and ail the men that are 
upon the face of the earth, shall shake at 
my presence, and the mountains shall be 
thrown down, and the steep places shall 
fall, and every wall shall fall to the ground. 
21 And I will call for a sword against 
him throughout all my mountains saith 
the Lord God ; every man’s sword shall 
he against his brother. 

22 And “’I will plead against him with 
p^tilence and with blood; and I will 
Hain upon him, and upon his ^hands, 
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and upon the many people that are with 
him, an overflowing rain, and great hail- 
stones, fire, and brimstone. 

23 Thus will I magnify myself, and 
“ sanctify myself *, and ^ I will be known 
in the eyes of many nations, and they 
shall know that I am the Loed. 

CBAPTER 39 

T HEEEFOEE, ®thou son of man, 
prophesy against Gog, and say. Thus 
saith the Lord God; Behold, I am 
against thee, 0 Gog, the chief prince 
of Meshecli and Tubal : 

2 And I will turn thee back, and ^ leave 
but the sixth part of thee, and ^ will cause 
thee to come up from® the north parts, 
and Will bring thee upon the mountains 
of Israel : 

3 And I will smite thy how out of thy 
left hand, and will cause thine arrows to 
fall out of thy right hand. 

4 Thou shalt fall upon the mountains 
of Israel, thou, and all thy hands, and 
the people that is with thee : I will give 
thee unto the ravenous birds of every 
7 sort, and to the beasts of the field ^to 
be devoured. 

5 Thou shalt fall upon ^the open field: 
for I have spoken it, saith tlie Lord God. 
6 And I will send a fire on ^ Magog, and 
among them that dwell carelessly in 
* the isles : and they shall know that I 
am the Lord. 

7 So will I make my holy name known 
in the midst of my people Israel ; and I 
will not let them pollute my holy name 
any more : and *^the heathen shall know 
that I am the Lord, the Holy One in 
Israel. 

8 H ® Behold, it is come, and it is done, 
saith the Lord God; this is the day 
whereof I have spoken. 

9 And they that dwell in the cities of 
Israel shall go forth, and ^ shall set on 
fire and ^bum the weapons, both the 
shields and the bucklers, the bows and 
the a^^o^vs, and the i^handstaves, and the 
spears, and they shall ^^bum them with 
fire seven years : 

10 So that they shall take no wood out 
of the field, neither cut down any out of 
the forests ; for they shall bum the wea- 
pons with fire: and Hhey shall spoil 
those that spoiled them, and rob those 
that robbed them, saith the Lord God. 
11 H And it shall come to pass in “that 
day, that I will give unto Gog a place 
there of graves m Israel, the valley of 
the passengers on the east of the sea: 
and it shall stop the noses of the pas- 
sengers : and there shall they bury Gog 
and all his multitude : and they shall 
call it The valley of i®Hamon-gog. 

12 And seven months shall the house of 
Israel be burying of them, ®that they 
may cleanse the land. 

13 Yea, all the people of the land shall 
bury and it shall be to them a 
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renown the day that 1 shall be glorified, 
saith the Lord God. 

14 And they shall sever out ^men of 
continual employment, passing through 
the land to buiy ‘*with the passengers 
those that remain upon the face of the 
earth, to cleanse it: after the end of 
seven months shall they search. 

16 And the passenger's that pass through 
the land, when any seeth a man’s bone, 
then sliall he ^set up a sign by it, till the 
buriers have buried it in <*tne valley of 
Hamon-gog.

a great sacrifice upon the mountains of 
Israel, that ye may eat flesh, and drink 
blood. 


18 Ye shall eat the flesh of the mighty, 
and drink the blood of the princes of the 
earth, of rams, of lambs, and of 8 goats, 
of bullocks, all of them fatlings ”of 
Bashan. 

19 And ye shall eat fat ®till ye be full, 
and drink blood tiU ye be drunken, ^ of my 
sacrifice which I have sacrificed for you. 

20 Thus ye shall be filled at my table 
with horses and chariots, with mighty 
men, and with all men of war, saith the 
Lord God. 

21 And I wiU set my glory among the 
heathen, and all the heathen shall see 
my judgment that I have executed, and 
my hand that I have laid upon them. 

22 So the house of Israel shall know 
that I am the Lord their God from that 
day and forward. 

23 H And the heathen shall know that 
the house of Israel went into captiv 
for their iniquity : because they trespass 
against me, therefore *'hid I my face 
from them, and ®gave them into the 
hand of their enemies : so fell they all by 
the sword. 

24 “According to their uncleanness and 
according to their transgressions have I 
done unto them, and hid my face from 
them. 

25 Therefore thus saith the Lord God ; 
Kow will I ® bring again the captivity of 
Jacob, and have mercy upon “’the whole 
house of Israel, and “will be jealous for 
my holy name ; 

26 After tliat *'they have borne their 
shame, and all their trespasses whereby 
they have trespassed against me, when 
they dwelt safely in their land, and none 
made them afraid. 

27 When I have brought them again 
from the people, and gathered them out 
of their enemies^ land& and am sanctified 
in them in the sight of many nations ; 
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28 Then shall they know that I am the 
Lord their God, i which caused them to 
be led into captivity among the heathen: 
but I have gathered them unto their own 
land, and have left none of them any 
more there. 

29 * Neither will I hide my face any 
more from them : for I have ^ poured out 
my spirit upon the house of Israel, saith 
the Lord God. 

CHAPTER 40 

I N the five and twentieth year ®of our 
captivity, in the beginning of the year, 
in the tenth day of the month, /in the 
fourteenth year after that the city was 
smitten, in the selfsame day ^the hand 
of the Lord was upon me, and brought 
me thither. 

2 ^•In the visions of God brought he me 
into the land of Israel, and set me upon

47 So he measured the court, an hundred 
cubits long, and an hundred cubits broad, 
foursquare ; and the altar that was before 
the house. 

48 H And he brought me to the porch 
of the house, and measured each post 
of the porchj five cubits on this side, 
pd five cubits on that side : and the 
breadth of the gate was three cubits on 
this side, and tliree cubits on that side. 

49 ^The length of the porch was twenty 
cubits, and the breadtn eleven cubits; 
and he brought me by the steps whereby I 
they went up to it ; and there were 
/piUars by the posts, one on this side, 
and another on that side. 

CHAPTER 41 

AETERWARD he brought me to the 
temple, and measured the posts, 
six cubits broad on the one side, and 
six cubits broad on the other side, which 
was the breadth of the tabernacle. 

2 And the breadth of the ® door was ten 
cubits ; and the sides of the door were 
five cubits on the one side, and five cu- 
bits on the other side : and he measured 
Hhe length thereof, forty cubits; and 
*”the breadth, twenty cubits. 

3 Then went he inward, and measured 
the post of the door, two cubits; and the 
door, six cubits; and the breadth of the 
door, seven cubits. 

4 So he measured the length thereof, 
twenty cubits ; and the breadth, twenty 
cubits, before the temple: and he said 
unto me, Tliis is °the most holy place. 

6 After he measured the wall of the 
house, six cubits; and the breadth of 
every ^side chamber, four cubits, round 
about the house on every side. 

6 And the side chambers ^were three, 
® one over another, and thirty in order; 
and they entered into the wall which 
was of the house for the side^^’ -mbers 
round about, that they might e hold, 
but they had not hold in the w a of the 
house. 
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7 And there was an enlarging, and a 
winding about still upward to the side 
chambers : for the winding about of the 
house went still upward round about the 
house : therefore the breadth of the house 
was still upward, and so increased from 
the lowest chamber to the highest by the 
midst 

8 I saw also the height of the house 
round about: the foundations of the 
side chambers were *a full reed of six 
great cubits. 

9 The thickness of the wall, which was 
for the side chamber -without, was five 
cubits: and that which was left was 
the place of the side chambers that were 
within. 

10 And between the chambers was the 
wideness of ^ twenty; cubits round about 
the house on every side. 

11 And the doors of the side chambers 
were toward the place that was left, one 
door toward the north, and another door 
toward the south : and the breadth of 
the place that was left was five cubits 
round about. 

12 Now the building that was before 
the separate place at the end toward 
the west was seventy cubits broad ; and 
the wall of the building was five cubits 
thick round about, and the length there- 
of ninety cubits. 

13 So ne measured the house, an hun- 
dred cubits long ; and the separate place, 
and the building, with the walls thereof, 
*an hundred cubits long; 

14 Also the breadth of the face of the 
house, and of the separate place toward 
the east, an hundred cubits. 

15 And he measured the length of the 
building over against the separate place 
which was behmd it, and the ^galleries 
thereof on the one side and on the other 
side, an hundred cubits, with the inner 
temple, and the porches of the court ; 

16 The door posts, and the narrow 
windows, and the galleries round about 
on their three stories, over against the 
door, ^cieled with wood round about, 
■'and from the ground up to the win- 
dows, and the wmdows were covered; 

17 To tliat above the door, even unto 
the inner house, and without, and by 
all the wall round about witliin and 
without, by 8 measure. 

18 And it was made ’‘with cherabims 
and palm trees, so that a palm tree 
was between a cherub and a cherub; 
and every cherub had two faces; 

19 So that the face of a man was toward 
the palm tree on the one side, and the 
face of a young hon toward the palm 
tree on the other side: it was made 
through all the house round about. 

20 From the ground unto above the 
door were cherubims and palm trees 
made, and on the wall of the temple. 

21 The Imposts of the temple were 
squared, and the face of the sano- 
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tuary; the appearance of the one as 
the appearance of the other. 

22** The altar of wood was three cubits 
high, and the length thereof two cubits ; 
and the corners thereof, and the length 
thereof, and the walls thereof, were of 
wood: and he said unto This is 
*the table that is before the Lord. 

23 And the temple and the sanctuary 
‘^had two doors. 

24 And the doors had two leaves apiece^ 
two ® turning leaves; two leaves for the 
one door, and two leaves for the other 
door. 

25 And thei'e were made on them, on 
the doors of the temple, cherubims and 
palm trees, like as were made upon the 
walls ; and there were Hhick planks upon 
the face of the porch without. 

26 And there were narrow windows 
and palm trees on the one side and 
on the other side, on the sides of the 
porch, and v/pon the side chambers of 
the house, and thick planks. 

CHAPTER 42 

rpHEN he brought me forth into Hhe 
JL utter court, the way toward the 
north: and he brought me into the 
chamber that was over against the 
separate place, and which was before 
the building toward the north. 

2 Before the length of an hundred 
cubits was the north door, and the 
breadth was fifty cubits. 

3 Over against the twenty emits which 
were for the inner court, and over against 
the pavement which was for the utter 
court, was ® gallery against gallery in 

st07^%€S 

4 And before the chambers was a walk 
of ten cubits breadth inward, a way of 
one cubit; and their doors toward the 
north 

5 Now the upper chambers were shorter : 
for the galleries ^ were higher than these, 
®than the lower, and than the middle- 
most of the building. 

6 For they were in three stories^ but had 
not pillars as the pillars of the C 9 urts : 
therefore the building was straitened 
more than the lowest and the middle- 
most from the ground. 

7 And the wall that was without over 
against the chambers, toward the utter 
court on the forepart of the chambers, 
the length thereof was fifty cubits. 

8 For the length of the chambers that 
were in the utter court was fifty cubits : 
and, lo, before the temple were an hun- 
dred cubits. 

9 And 5 from under these chambers was 
® the entry on the east side, as one goeth 
into them from the utter court. 

10 The chambers were in the thickness 
of the wall of the court toward the east, 
over against the separate place, and over 
against the building. 

11 And the way before them was like 
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the appearance of the chambers wMch 
were toward the north, as long as they, 
and as broad as they : and all their goings 
out were both according to their fashions, 
and according to their doors. 

12 And according to the doors of the 
chambers that were toward the south 
was a door ®in the head of the way, 
even the way directly before the wall to- 
ward the east, as one entereth into them. 

13 H Then said he unto me. The north 
chambers and the south chambers, which 
are before the separate place, they he 
holy chambers, where /the priests that 
approach unto the Lord ^ shall eat the 
most holy things : there shall they lay 
the most holy things, and *the meat 
offering, and ^'the sin offering, and the 
trespass offering; for the place is holy, 

14 When the priests enter therein, 
then shall they not go out of the holy 
place into the utter court, but * there 
they shall lay their garments wherein 
they minister; for they are holy; and 
^11 put on other garments, and shall 
approach to those things which are for 

^15 Sfow when he had made an end of 
measuring the inner house, he brought 
me forth toward ”*the gate whose pros- 
pect is toward the east, and measured 
it round about. 

16 He measured the east ^side with 
"the measuring reed, five hundred reeds, 
with the measuring reed round about. 

17 He measured the north side, five 
hundred reeds, with the measuring reed 
round about. 

18 He measured the south side, five hun- 
dred reeds, with the measuring reed. 

19 t He turned about to the west side, 
and measured five hundred reeds with 
the measuring reed. 

20 He measured it by the four sides : it 
had a wall round about, five hundred 
reeds long, and five hundred broad, to 
make a separation between the sanctuary 
and the profane place. 

CHAPTER 43 
AFTERWARD he brought me to the 
^te, even -^the gate that looketh 
toward the east . 

2 And, behold, * the glory of the God 
of Israel came from the way of the east; 
and '‘his voice was like a noise of many 
waters : and ^the earth shined with his 
glory. 

3 Amd it was according to the appearance 
of the vision which I saw, even according 
to the vision that I saw when I came to 
destroy the city : and the visions were 
like the vision that I saw *by the river 
Chebar ; and I fell upon my face. 

4 And.<Cie glory of the Lord came into 
the hefor . ^ the way of the gate whose 
prospe ha'-^pTward the east. 

6 So "lui^^ATpirit took me up, and brought 
jme intG^he iimer court; and, behold. 
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®the glory of the Lord filled the 
house. 

6 And I heard him peaking unto me 
out of the house ; anci * the man stood 
by me. 

7 TI And he said unto me, Son of man, 
®the place of my throne, and ** the place 
of the soles of my feet, where I will 
dwell in the midst of the children of 
Israel for ever, and my holy name, shall 
the house of Israel no more defile, neither 
they, nor their kings, by their whoredom, 
nor by the carcases of their kings in their 
highilaces. 

8 In their setting of their threshold 
by my tlnesholds, and their post by 
my posts, land the wall between me 
and them, they have even defiled my 
holy name by their abominations that 
they have committed : wherefore I have 
consumed them m mine anger. 

9 Now let them put away their whore- 
dom. and the carcases of their kings, 
far from me, and I will dwell in tlie 
midst of them for ever. 

10 ^ Tliou son of man, ’"shew the 
house to the house of Israel, that they 
may be asliamed of their iniquities: 
and let them measure the ^ pattern. 

11 And if tliey be ashamed of all that 
tliey have done, shew them the form of 
the house, and the fashion ttiereof, and 
^e goings out thereof, and the comings 
in thereof, and all the forms thereof, 
and all the ordinances thereof, and all 
the forms thereof, and all the laws 
thereof: and write it in their sight, 
that they may keep the whole form 
thereof, and all the ordinances thereof, 
and do them. 

12 This is the law of the house : ^TJpon 
the top of the mountain the whole * limit 
thereof round about shall he most holy. 
Behold, this is the law of the house. 

13 V And these are the measures of 
*the altar after the cubits: The cubit 
is a cubit and an hand breadth; even 
the 5 bottom shall be a cubit, and the 
breadth a cubit, and the border thereof 
by the 6 edge thereof round about shall 
be a span : and this shall be the higher 
place of the altar. 

14 And from the bottom upon the 

g round even to the lower ® settle shall 
e two cubits, and the breadth one 
cubit; and from the lesser settle even 
to the greater settle shall be four cubits, 
and the breadth one cubit. 

15 So 7 the altar shall be four cubits; 
and from 8 the altar and upward shall 
be four horns. 

16 And the altar shall be twelve cubits 
long, twelve broad, square in the four 
squares thereof. 

17 And the settle shall he fourteen 
cubits long and fourteen broad in the 
four squares thereof; and the border 
about it shall be half a cubit; and the 
bottom thereof shall be a cubit about ; 
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and his stairs shall look toward the 
east. 

18 IT And he said unto me, Son of man, 
thus saith the Lord God ; These are the 
ordinances of the altar in the day when 
they shall make it, to offer burnt offerings 
thereon, and ®to sprinkle blood thereon. 

19 And thou shait give to •''the priests 
the Levites^ that be of the seed of Zadok, 
which approach unto me, to minister 
unto me, saith the Lord God, young 
bullock 4 for a sin offering. 

20 And thou shait take of the blood 
thereof, and put it on the four horns of 
it, and on the four comers of *the settle, 
and upon the border round about : thus 
shait thou cleanse and purge it. 

21 Thou shait take the bullock also 
of the sin offering;, and he shall bum 
it in the appointed place of the house, 
^witliout the sanctuary. 

22 And on the second day thou shait 
ofier a kid of the goats without blemish 
for a sin offering ; and they shall cleanse 
the altar, as they did cleanse it with the 
bullock. 

23 When thou hast made an end of 
cleansing ity thou shait offer a young 
bullock without blemish, and a ram out 
of the flock without blemislL 

24 And thou shait ofier them before 
the Lord, and the priests "shall cast salt 
upon them, and they shall ofier them up 
for a burnt oflering imto the Lord. 

25 Seven days shait thou prepare every 
day a goat for a sin ofiering : they shall 
also prepare a young bullock, and a ram 
out of the flock, without blemish. 

26 Seven days shall they purge the altar 
and purify it; and they ^all ^consecrate 
themselves. 

27 And when these days are expired, 
it shall be, that ** upon the eighth day, 
and so forward, the priests shall make 
your burnt ofierings upon the altar, 
and your peace ofierings; and I will 
accept you, saith the Lord God. 

CHAPTER 44 

T hen he brought me *back the way 
of ** the gate of the outward sanctuaiy 
which looketh toward the east; and it 
was shut. 

2 Then said the Lord unto me ; This 
gate shall be shut, it shall not be opened, 
and no man shall enter in by it; “’be- 
cause the Lord, the God of Israel, hath 
entered in by it, therefore it shall be shut. 
^ It is for the prince : the prince, he 
shall sit iu it to *eat bread before the 
Lord; he shall enter by the way of 
the porch of that gate, and shall go 
out by the way of the same. 

4 H Then brought he me the way of 
^'the north gate before the house : and I 
looked, and, behold, *the glory of the 
Lord filled the house of the Lord: 
and fell upon my face. 

5 And the Lord said unto me, Son 
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of mjin, ^mark well, and behold with 
thine eyes, and hear with thine ears all 
that I say unto thee concerning * all the 
ordinances of the house of the Lord, and 
all the laws thereof ; and ^ mark well the 
entering in of the house, with every going 
forth of the sanctuary. 

6 And thou shalt say to ®the rebellious, 
exevi to the house of Israel, Thus saith 
tte !]^rd God ; O ye house of Israel, let 
it suffice you of all your abominations, 

7 ^^In that ye have brought into my 
sa>nctuary ^ strangers, uncircumcised in 
heart, and uncircumcised in flesh, to be 
in my sanctuary, to pollute it, even my 
house, when ye ofler *my bread, -^the 
fat and the blood, and they have broken 
my covenant because of all your abomi- 
nations. 

8 And ye have not kept the charge 
of mine holy things ; but ye have ’"set 
keepers of my charge in my sanctuary 
for yourselves. 

9 Thus saith the Lord God; No 
stranger, uncircumcised in heart, nor 
uncircumcised in flesh, shall enter into 
my sanctuary, of any stranger that is 
among the children of Israel. 

10 And ^the Levites that are gone 
away far from me, when Israel went 
astray, which went astray away from 
me after their idols: they shall even 
bear their iniquity. 

11 Yet they shall be ministers in my 
sanctuary, having charge at the gates of 
the house, and “ ministering to the house : 
they shall slay the burnt oflering and the 
sacrifice for the people, and ’’they shall 
stand before them to minister unto 
them, 

12 Because they ministered unto them 
before their idols^ and 7 caused the house 
of Israel to fall into iniquity; therefore 
have I lifted up mine hand against them, 
saith the Lord God, and they shall bear 
their iniquity. 

13 And * they shall not come near unto 
me, to do the oflSce of a priest unto me, 
nor to come near to any of my holy 
things, in *the most holy •place: but 
they shall bear their shame, and their 
abominations which they nave com- 
mitted. 

14 But I will make them keepers of the 
charge of the house, for all the service 
thereof, and for all that shall be done 
therein. 

16 H But ®the priests the Levites, <*the 
sons of Zadok, tliat kept the charge 
of my sanctuary when the children of 
Israel went astray from me, they diall 
come near to me to minister unto me, 
and they shall stand before me to oflfer 
unto me the fat and the blood, saith 
the Lord Gk)D ; 

16 They shall enter into my sanctuary, 
and they shall come near to *my table, 
to minister unto me, and they sh^ keep 
my charge. 
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17 IF And it shall come to pass, that 
® when they enter in at the gates of the 
inner court, ®they shall be clothed with 
linen garments ; and no wool shall come 
upon them, whiles they minister in the 
gates of the inner court, and within. 

18 They shall have ^linen bonnets 
upon their heads, and shall have linen 
/breeches upon their loins; they sh^l 
not gird themselves 2 with any thing 
that causeth sweat. 

19 And when they go forth into the 
utter court, even into the utter court 
to the people, ’^they shall put oft’ their 
prments wherein they ministered, and 
lay them in the holy chambers, and they 
shall put on other garments; and they 
shall not ^sanctify the people with &eir 
garments. 

20 ^Neither shall they shave their heads, 
nor sufier their locks to grow long; they 
shall only poll their heads. 

21 ” Neither shall any priest drink wine, 
when they enter into the inner court. 

22 Neither shall they take for their wives 
a ° widow, nor her that is ®put away: 
but they shall take maidens of the seed 
of the house of Israel, or a widow ® that 
had a priest before. 

23 And ^they shall teach my people the 
difference ’"between the holy and profane, 
and cause them to discern * between the 
unclean and the clean. 

. 24 And ^in contaroversy they shall stand 
m judgment ; and they shall judge it 
accortog to my judgments : and they 
shall keep my laws and my statutes in 
all mine assemblies; and they ghall 
hallow my sabbatlis. 

25 And ^they ^all come at no dead 
person to defile themselves; but for 
father, or for mother, or for son, or for 
daughter, for brother, or for sister that 
hath had no husband, they may defile 
themselves. 

26 And after he is cleansed, they shq.l| 
reckon unto him *' seven days. 

27 And in the day that he goeth into 
the sanctuary, unto the inner court, to 
nnnister in the sanctuary, he shall offer 
liis sin offering, saith the Lord God. 
,28 .^d “it shall be unto them for an 
inheritance: I am their inheritance; 
and ye shall mve them no possession iu 
Israel : I am their possession. 

29 * They shall eat the meat offering, 
and the sin offering, and the trespass 
offermg; and * every ^dedicated thing in 
Israel shall be theirs, 

30 And /the ® first of all the firstfruits 
of all things, and eveir oblation of all, of 
QY^ sort of your oblations, shall he the 
pnest s : ye shall also give unto the priest 
^'tne first of your dough, that he may 
cause the blessing to rest in thine 
house. 

31 The priests diall not eat of * any thing 
uiat is dead of itseK, or tom, whether u 
be fowl or beast. 
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CHAPTER 45 

M oreover iwhen ye shall divide 
by lot the land for inheritance, ye 
shall offer an “oblation unto the Loed, 
2an holy portion of the land: the length 
Shall he the length of five and twenty 
thousand ^reeds^ and the breadth shall 
he ten thousand. This shall he holy in 
all the borders thereof round about. 

2 Of this there shall be for the sanctuary 
five hundred in length^ -with five hundred 
in hreadth, square round about; and 
fifty cubits round about for the ^suburbs 
thereof. 

3 And of this measure shalt thou mea- 
sure the length of five and twenty thou- 
sand, and the breadth of ten thousand : 
and ®in it shall be the sanctuary and 
^the most holy 'place. 

4 The holy portion of the land shall be 
^for the priests the ministers of the 
sanctuary, which shall come near to 
minister unto the Loed : and it shall be 
a place for their houses, and an holy 
place for the sanctuary. 

5 And the five and twenty thousand of 
len^h, and the ten thousand of breadth, 
shall also the Levites, the ministers of 
the house, have for themselves, for a 
possession for twenty chambers. 

6 IT And ye shall appoint the possession 
of the city five thousand broad, and five 
and twenty thousand long, over against 
the oblation of the holy portion: it shall 
be for the whole house of Israel. 

7 t And portion shall he for *”the 
prince on the one side and on the other 
side of the oblation of the holy portion, 
and of the possession of the city, before 
the oblation of the holy portion, and 
before the possession of the city, from 
the west side westward, and from the 
east side eastward : and the length shall 
he over a^inst one of the portions, from 
the west border unto the east border. | 
8 In the land shall be his possession in 
Israel: and ®my princes shall no more 
oppress my people; and the rest o/^the 
land shall they give to the house of Israel 
•■according to their tribes. 

9 IT Thus saith the Lord God; Let it 
suffice you, 0 princes of Israel , remove 
violence and spoil, and execute judgment 
and justice, take away your 9 exactions 
from my people, saith the Lord God. 

10 Ye “shall have just balances, and a 
•'just ephah, and a just bath. 

11 The ephah and the bath shall be of 
one measure, that the bath may contain 
the tenth part of "an homer, and the 
ephah the tenth part of an homer : the 
measure thereof snail be after the homer. 
12 And ^the shekel shall he twenty 
gerahs : twenty shekels, five and twenty 
shekels, fifteen shekels, shall be your 
*maneh. 

13 This is ^the oblation that ye shall 
offer; the sixth part of an ephm of an 
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homer of wheat, and ye shall give the 
sixth part of an ephah of an homer of 
barley : 

14 Concerning the ordinance of oil, the 
bath of oil, ye shall offer the tenth^ part 
of a bath out of the cor, which is an 
homer of ten baths ; for ten baths are 
an homer: 

15 And one ^lamb out of the flock, out 
of two hundred, ® out of the fat pastures 
of Israel for a meat offering, and for a 
burnt ofiering, and for '^peace offering 
to make reconciliation for them, saith 
the Lord God. 

16 All the people of the land ^shall give 
this oblation 7 for the prince in Israel. 

17 And ^it shall be tlie prince’s part to 
give burnt offerings, and meat ofterings, 
and /drink offerings, ^in the feasts, and 
in *the new moons, and in the sabbaths, 
in all solemnities of the house of Israel : 
he shall ^prepare the sin offering, and 
the meat offenng, and the burnt offering, 
and the Speace offerings, to make recon- 
ciliation for the house of Israel. 

18 Thus saith the Lord God; In the 
first month, Mn the first day of the 
month, thou shalt take a young bul- 
lock without blemish, and cleanse the 
sanctuary : 

19 And the priest shall take of the blood 
of the sin offering, and put it upon the 
posts of the house, and upon the four 
comers of the settle of the altar, and upon 
the posts of the gate of the inner court. 

20 And so thou shalt do the seventh day 
of the month for every one that erretfi, 
and for him that is simple : so shall ye 
reconcile the house. 

21 “In the first month, in the fourteenth 
day of the month, ye shall have the pass- 
over, a feast of seven days ; unleavened 
bread shall be eaten. 

22 And upon that day shall the prince 
prepare for nimself and for all the people 
of the land a bullock /or a sin ofi*ering. 

23 And seven days of the feast he snaU 
prepare a burnt offering to the Lord, 
seven bullocks and seven rams without 
blemish daily the seven days; and *a 
kid of the goats daily /or a sin offering. 

24 And he shall prepare a meat offering 
of an ephah for a biulock, and an ephah 
for a ram, and ^an liin of oil for an ephah. 

25 ^In the seventh in the fifteenth 
day of the month, shall he do the like in 
the feast of the seven days, according to 
the sin offering, according to the burnt 
offering, and according to the meat offer' 
ing, and according to the oiL 

CHAPTER 46 

rpHUS saith the Lord God: ®The gate 
X. of the inner court that looketh toward 
the east sliall he shut the six working 
days; but on the sabbath it shall be 
opened, and in “ the day of the new moon 
it shall be opened. 

2 And the prince shall enter by the way 
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of the porch of that gate without, and 
shall stand by ®the post of tlie gate, and 
^ the priests shall prepare his burnt offer- 
ing and his peace offerings, and he shall 
worsliip at the threshold of the gate: 
then he shall go forth ; but the gate shall 
not be shut until the evening. 

3 Likewise ‘’the people of the land shall 
worship at the door of this gate before 
the LoBn in the sabbaths and in the new 
moons. 

4 And the burnt offering that the prince 
shall offer unto the LoRD/in the saobath 
day shall he six lambs without blemish, 
and a ram without blemish. 

6 And ^the meat offering shall he an 
ephah for a ram, and the meat offering 
for the lambs ^as he shall be able to 
give, and an hin of oil to an ephaln 

6 And in the day of the new moon it 
shall he a young bullock without blemish, 
and six lambs, and a ram: they shall be 
without blemislu 

7 And he shall prepare a meat offering, 
an ephah for a bullock, and an ephah for 
a ram, and for the lambs according as Ms 
hand shall attain unto, and an hin of oil 
to an ephah. 

8 And when the prince shall enter, he 
shall go in by the way of the porch of 
that gate, and he shall go forth by the 
way tliereof. 

9 II But when the people of the land 
^ shall come before the Lord in the 
solemn feasts, he that entereth in by 
the way of the north gate to worship 
shall go out by the way of the south 
gate ; and he that entereth by the way of 
the south gate shall go forth by the way 
of the north gate : he shall not return by 
the way of the gate whereby he came in, 
but shall go forth over against it. 

10 And the prince in the midst of them, 
when they go in, shall go in ; and when 
they go forth, shall go forth. 

11 And in the feasts and in the solem- 
nities the meat offering shall be an ephah 
to a bullock, and an ephah to a ram, and 
to the lambs as he is aole to give, and an 
hin of oil to an ephah. 

12 Now when the prince shall prepare a 
voluntary burnt offering or peace offerings 
® voluntarily unto the Lord, one sliall 
then open him the gate that looketh 
toward the east, and he shall prepare Ms 
burnt offering and Ms peace offerings, 
®as he did on the sabbath day : then he 
s h all go forth ; and after his going forth 
one shall shut the ^te. 

13 ’‘Thou shalt daily prepare a burnt 
oft’ering unto the Lord of a lamb ^of the 
first year without blemish: thou shalt 
prepare it 6 every morning. 

^ 14 And thou shalt prepare a meat offer- 
ing for it every morning, the sixth part 
of an ephah, and the third part of an Mn 
of oil, to temper with the fine flour ; a 
meat offering continually by a perpetual 
ordinance unto the Lorn 
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15 Thus shall they prepare the lamb, 
and the meat offering, and the oil, every 
morning/or a continual burnt offering. 

16 *11 Thus saith the Lord God \ If flie 
prince give a gift unto any of his sons, 
the inheritance thereof shall be Ms sons’; 
it shall he their possession by inheritance, 

17 But if he give a gift ^of his inherit- 
ance to one of his servants, then it shall 
be his to ®the year of liberty: after it 
shall return to the prince : but his inhe- 
ritance shall be Ms sons’ for them. 

18 Moreover the prince shall not take of 
the people’s inheritance ^ by oppression, 
to tlirust them out of their possession ; 
hut he sliall give his sons inheritance out 
of his oivn possession : that my people 
he not scattered every man from Ms 
possession. 

19 IT Aiter he brought me through the 
entry, which was at tlie side of the gate, 
into the holy * chambers of the priests, 
which looked toward the north: and, 
behold, there was a place on the two 
sides westward. 

20 ITien said he unto me, This is the 
place where the priests shall boil ^the 
trespass offering and the sin off'ering, 
where they shall* bake the meat oflering; 
that they bear them not out into the utter 
court, ^to sanctify the people. 

21 Then he brought me forth into the 
utter court, and caused me to pass by the 
four corners of the court ; and, behold, 
2m every comer of the comt the 7 'e was a 
court. 

22 In the four comers of the court there 
'were courts s joined of forty cuhits long 
and thirty broad: these four '^corners 
were of one measure. 

23 Ajid there %oas a row of building 
round about in them, round about them 
four, and it was made with boding pla^ 
under the rows round about. 

24 Then said he unto me, These are 
the places of them that boil, where the 
ministers of the house shall boil tiie 
sacrifice of the people. 

CHAPTER 47 

AFTER'WARD he brought me again 
Jlx. unto ”the door of the house; and, 
behold, ^waters issued out from under 
the threshold of the house eastward : for 
the forefront of the house stood toward 
the east, and the waters came down from 
under from the right side of the house, 
at the south side of the altar. 

2 Then brought he me out of the way of 
®the gate northward, and led me about 
the way without unto ^the utter gate by 
the way that looketh eastward; ana, 
behold, there ran out waters on the right 
side. 

3 And when “the man that had the line 
in his hand went forth eastward, he 
measured a thousand cuhits, and he 
brought me through the waters; 7 the 
waters were to the ancles. 
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4 Again he measured a thousand, and 
brought me through the waters; the 
waters were to the knees. Again he 
measured a thousand, and brought me 
through ; the waters were to the loins. 

5 Afterward he measured a thousand ; 
and it was a river that I could not pass 
over : for the waters were risen, ^ waters 
to swim in, a river that could not be 
passed over. 

6 H And he said unto me, Son of man, 
hast thou seen this? Then he brought 
me, and caused me to return to the brink 
of the river. 

7 Now when I had returned, behold, at 
the Shank of the river loere very many 
trees on the one side and on the other. 

^ 8 Then said he imto me, These waters 
issue out toward the east country, and go 
down into the 7 desert, and go into ‘^the 
sea : which being brought forth into ^ the 
sea, the waters shall be healed. 

9 And it shall come to pass, that every 
thing that liveth, which moveth, wliither- 
soever the ^rivers shall come, shall live : 
and there shall be a very great multitude 
of fish, because these waters shall come 
thither: for they shall be healed; and 
every thing shall Hve whither the river 
cometlL 

10 And it shall come to pass, that the 
fishers shall stand upon it from /En-gedi 
even unto *En-eglaim; they shall be a 
place to spread forth nets ; their fish shall 
be according to their kinds, as the fish of 
the great sea, exceeding many. 

11 But the miry places thereof and ^the 
marishes thereof ^ shall not be healed; 
they shall be given to salt. 

12 And by the river upon the bank 
chereof, on this side and on that side, 
i^shall grow all trees for meat, *whose 
leaf shall not fade, neither shall the fruit 
thereof be consumed : it sliall bring forth 
i^new fruit according to his months, 
because their waters they issued out of 
the sanctuary: and the fruit thereof shall 
be for meat, and the leaf thereof i^for 
medicine. 

13 1 Thus saith the Lord God ; This shall 
he the border, whereby ye shall inherit 
the land according to the twelve tribes 
of Israel: Joseph shall ha^je two por- 
tions. 

14 And ye shall inherit it, one as well as 
another : concerning the wliich 1 lifted 
up mine hand to give it unto your fathers : 
and this land shall fall unto you for 
inheritance. 

15 And this shall he the border of the 
land toward the north side, from ® the 
great sea, the way of Hethlon, as men go 
to Zedad ; 

16 Hamath, Berothah, Sibraim, which 
is between the border of Damascus and 
the border of Hamath ; Hazar-hatticon, 
which is by the coast of Hauran. 

17 And the border from the sea shall be 
Eazar-enan, the border of Damascus, and 
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the north northward, and the border of 
Hamath. And this is the north side. 

18 And the east side ye shall measure 
ifrom Hauran, and ifiom Damascus 
and ifrom Gilead, and ^from the land of 
Israel by Jordan, from the border unto 
" the east sea. And this is the east side. 

19 And the south side southward, from 
Tamar even to *the waters of 3 strife in 
Kadesh, the driver to the great sea. And 
this is the south side s southward. 

20 The west side also shall be the great 
sea from the border, till a man come over 
against Hamath. This is the west side. 

21 So shall ye divide this land unto you 
according to the tribes of Israel. 

22 II And it shall come to pass, that ye 
shall ® divide it by lot for an inheritance 
unto you, and to the strangers that 
sojourn among you, which shall beget 
children among you : and they shall be 
unto you as ^born in the country among 
the children of Israel; they shall have 
inheritance with you among the tribes of 
Israel. 

23 And it shall come to pass, that in 
what tribe the stranger sojoumeth, there 
shall ye give him ms inheritance, saith 
the Lord God. 


CHAPTER 48 

N OW these ai^e the names of ^the 
tribes. From the north end to the 
coast of the way of Hethlon, as one goeth 
to Hamath, Hazar-enan, the border of 
Damascus northward, to the coast of 
Hamath; for these are his sides east and 
west; a. portion for ^DQ.n, 

2 And by the border of Dan, from the 
east side unto the west side, a portion 
for Asher. 

3 And by the border of Asher, from the 
east side even unto the west side, a por- 
tionfor Naphtali. 

4 And by the border of Naphtali, from, 
the east side unto the west side, 
portion for Manasseh. 

5 And by the border of Manasseh, from 
the east side unto the west side, a portion 
for Ephraim. 

6 And by the border of Ephraim, from 
the east side even unto the west side, a 
portion for Reuben. 

7 And oy the border of Reuben, from 
the east side unto the west side, a portion 
for Judah. 

8 a And by the border of Judah, from 
the east side unto the west side, shall be 
”the offering wliich ye shall offer of five 
and twenty thousand reeds in breadth, 
and in length as one of the other parts, 
from the east side unto the west side: 
and the sanctuary shall be in the midst 
of it. 

9 The oblation that ye shall offer unto 
the Lord shall he of five and twenty 
thousand in length, and of ten thousand 
in breadth. 

10 And for them, even for the priests, 
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shall be this holy oblation ; toward the 
north five and twenty thousand in lengthy 
and toward the west ten thousand in 
breadth, and toward the east ten thousand 
in breadth, and toward the south five 
and twenty thousand in len^h : and the 
sanctuary of the Lord shall be in the 
midst thereof. 

It shall he for the priests that are 
sanctified ®of the sons of Zadok; * which 
have kept my 2 charge, which went not 
astray when the children of Israel went 
astray, ^ as the Levites went astray. 

12 And this oblation of the land that is 
offered shall be unto them a thing most 
holy by the border of the Levites. 

13 And ‘^over gainst the border of the 
priests the Levites shall have five and 
twenty thousand in length, and ten thou- 
sand in breadth: all the length shall 
he five and twenty thousand, and the 
breadth ten thousand. 

14 And ®they shall not sell of it, neither 
exchange, nor alienate /the firstfruits of 
the land : for it is holy unto the Lord. 

15 t And ^the five thousand, that are 
left in the breadth over a^inst the five 
and twen^ thousand, shallbe^a profane 

? )lace for the city, for dwelling, and for 
suburbs : and the city shall be in the 
midst thereof. 

16 And these shall he the measures 
thereof ; ^the north side four thousand 
and five hundred, and the south side 
four thousand and five hundred, and on 
the east side four thousand and five hun- 
dred, and the west side four thousand 
Ind five hundred. 

17 And the suburbs of the city shall be 
toward the north two hundred and fifty, 
and toward the south two hundred and 
fifty, and toward the east two hundred 
and fifty, and toward the west two hun- 
dred and fifty. 

18 And the residue in length over 
against the oblation of the holy portion 
shall he ten thousand eastward, and ten 
thousand westward : and it shall be over 
against the oblation of the holy portion: 
and the increase thereof shall be for food 
unto them that serve the city. 

19 And they that serve the city shall 
serve it out of all the tribes of Israel 
20 All °the oblation shall he five and 
twenty thousand by five and twenty 
thousand : ye shall offer the holy obla- 
tion foursquare, with the possession of 
the city. 

21 H And ^ the residue shall he for the 
prince, on the one side and on the other 
of the ho^ oblation, and of the possession 
Df the dty, over against the five and 
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twenty thousand of the oblation toward 
the east border, and westward over a- 
gainst the five and twenty thousand 
toward the west border, over against 
the portions for the prince : and it shdl 
be the holy oblation ; and the sanctuary 
of the house shall be in the midst there- 
of. 

22 Moreover from the possession of ' the 
Levites, and from the possession of the 
city, being in the midst of that which is 
the prince’s, between the border of Judah 
and the border of Benjamin, shall be for 
the prince. 

23 As for the rest of the tribes, from the 
east side unto the west side, Benjamin 
shall have ^a portion. 

24 And by the border of Benjan^ 
from the east side unto the west side, 
Simeon shall have a poHion. 

25 And by the border of Simeon, from 
the east side unto the west side, Issachar 
a portion. 

26 And by the border of Issachar, from 
the east side unto the west side, Zebulun 
a portion. 

27 And by the border of Zebulun, from 
the east side unto the west side. Gad a 
portion. 

28 And by the border of Gad, at the 
south side southward, the border shall 
be even from Tamar unto the waters of 
4 strife in Kadesh, and to the river to- 
ward the great sea. 

29 This is the land which ye shall 
* divide by lot unto the tribes of Israd 
for inheritance, and these are their por- 
tions, saith the Lord God. 

30 H And these are Hhe goings out of 
the city on the north side, four thousand 
and five hundred measures. 

31 And ”*the gates of tlie city shall he 
after the naffiSs' of the tribes of Israel : 
three gates northward: "one gate~*^of 
Keuben, one gate of Judah, one gate 
of Levi. 

32 And at the east side four thousand 
and five hundred : and three gates ; and 
one gate of Joseph, one gate of Ben- 
jamin, one ^te of Ban. 

33 And at the south side four thousand 
and five hundred measures: and three 
^tes; one gate of Simeon, one gate of 
Issachar, one gate of Zebulun. 

34 At the west side four thousand and 
five hundred, with their tliree gates ; one 
gate of Gad, one gate of Asher, one gate 
of N^htalL . 

35 It was round about eighteen thou- 
sand measures: and the name of the 
city from that day shaU 5e, ®The Lord 
ia there. 
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THE BOOK OF 

DANIEL. 


CHAPTEE 1 

F the third year of the reim of 
Jehoiakim ]^g of Judah “came j 
Nebuchadnezzar king of Babylon unto ^ . 

Jerusalem, and besieged it. 

2 And the Lord gave J ehoiakim king of i . 

Judah into his hand, with Jpart of the \ 
vessels of the house of God ; which he | 
carried ®into the land of Shinar to the | * Zec^ 
house of his god ; ®and he brought the 1 
vessels into the treasure house of his god. ; « 2 bh.’38. 7 . 
3 And the king spake unto Ashpenaz Ezr. l 7. 
the master of his eunuchs, that he should j or, 
bring certain of the children of Israel, 
and of the king’s seed, and of the princes ; 

4 Children in whom wOjS no blemish, 
but well favoured, and skilful in all 
wisdom, and cunning in knowledge, and 
understanding science, and such as/ma 
ability in them to stand in the king’s 
palace, and whom they might teach the 
learning and the tongue of the Chaldeans. 

6 And the king appointed them ^ a daily 
provision of the king’s meat, and of ^the 
wine whidi he drank: so nourishing 
them three years, that at the end thereof 
they might^stand before the king. ^ 

6 Now among these were of the children 
of Judah, Daniel, *Hananiah, Mishael, 
and Azanah : 

7 Unto whom the prince of the eunuchs 
’"gave names : for he gave unto Daniel 
the name of "Mtesnazzar; ®and to 
RflUfl/ niflh, of Shadrach ; and to Misliael, 
of Meshach; and to Azariah, of Abed- 

8 ^ But Daniel purposed in his hewt 
that he would not. defile himself with - - 
the portion of the king’s ’‘meat, nor with 
the wine which he drank : therefore he 
requested of the prince of the eunuchs 
that he might not defile himself. . 

9 Now God had brought Daniel into 
favour and tender love with the prince 
of the eunuchs. 

10 And the prince of the eunuchs said 
unto Daniel, 1 fear my lord tlie king, 
who hath appointed your meat and your 
drink : for why should he see your faces 
Bworse liking than the children which 
a/re of your ®sort? then shall ye make 
me endanger iny head to the king. 

11 Then said Daniel to sjVEelzar, whom 
the prince of the eunuchs had set over 
Daniel, Hananiah, Mishael, and Azariah, 

12 Prove thy servants, I beseech thee, 
ten days; and let them give us 10 pulse 
11 to eat, and water to drink. 

13 Then let our countenances be looked 
upon before thee, and the countenance 
of the children that eat of the portion of 
the king’s meat : and as thou seest, deal 
witli thy servants. 
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14 So he consented to thein in this 
matter, and proved them ten days. . 

15 And at the end of ten days their 
countenances appeared fairer and fatter 
in flesh than all the children which did 
eat the portion of the king’s meat. 

16 Thus Melzar took away the porhon 
of their meat, and the wine that they 
should drink; and gave them pulse. 

17 t As for these four children. .**God 
gave them knowledge and skill in aU 
learning and wisdom : and ^Darnel /naa 
understanding in all visions and ^ dreams, 

18 Now at the end of the days that the 
king had said he should bring them m, 
then the prince of the eunuchs brought 
them in before Nebuchadnezzar. 

19 And the king communed with them ; 

and among them all was found none 
like Daniel, Hananiah, Mishael, and 
Azariah : therefore stood they before the 
king. ^ , - 

20 And in all matters of ^wisdorn and 
understandiug, that the king mquired of 
them, he found them ten times better 
than aU Hhe magicians and astrologers 
that were in all nis realm. 

21 And Daniel continued even unto the 
first year of king Cyrus. 

CHAPTEE 2 

AND ^in the second year of the reign 
xX of Nebuchadnezzar Nebuchadnez^ 
dreamed dreams, wherewith his ^Irit 
was troubled, and his sleep brake from 
him. 

2 ^Then the king commanded to call 
the magicians, and the astrologers, and 
the sorcerers, and “ the Chaldeans, for to 
shew the king his dreams. So they came 
and stood before the king. 

3 And the king said unto them, I have 
dreamed a dream, and my spirit was 
teoubled to know the dream. 

4 Then qpake the Chaldeans to the king 
in Syriack, king, live for ever: tell 
thy servants the dream, and we wiu shew 
the interpretation. 

5 The king answered^ and said to the 
Chaldeans, thing is gone from me : 
if ye will not make known unto me the 
dream, with the interpretation thereof, 
ye shall *be ^cut in pieces, and your 
houses shall be made a dunghill. 

6 But <if ye shew the dream, and the 

interpretation thereof, ye shall receive of 
me ^s and ® rewards and great honour ; 
therefore shew me the dream, and the 
interpretation thereof, . , t .j. 

7 They answered again and said. Let 
the king tell his servants the dream, and 
we will shew the interoretation of it. 

8 The king answered and said, I know 
of certainty that ye would gain the tune. 
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because ye see the thing is gone from 
me. 

9 But if ye ’will not make kno’wn unto 
me the dream, there is hut one decree 
for you : for ye have prepared lying and 
corrupt words to speak oefore me, till 
the tune be changed ; therefore tell me 
the dream, and I shall know that ye can 
shew me the interpretation thereof. 

10 The Chaldeans ans'wered before 
the king, and said, There is not a man 
upon the earth that can shew the king’s 
matter : therefore there is no king, lord, 
nor ruler, that asked such things at any 
magician, or astrologer, or Chaldean. 

11 And it is a rare thing that the king 
requireth, and there is none other that 
can shew it before the king, except *the 
gods, whose dwelling is not with flesh. 

12 For this cause the king was angry 
and very furious, and commanded to 
destroy all <^the wise men of Babylon. 

13 And the decree went forth that the 
wise men should be slain; and they 
sought Daniel and his fellows to be slain. 

14 ^ Then Daniel ^ answered with coun- 
sel and wisdom to Arioch the 6 captain 
of the king’s guard, wliich was gone forth 
to sl^ the wise men of Babylon : 

15 He answered and said to Arioch the 
king’s captain, "Wliy is the decree so 
hasty from the king ? Then Arioch made 
the thing kno’wn to Daniel. 

16 Then Daniel went in, and desired of 
the king that he would give him time, 
and that he would shew the king the 
inte^retatiou. 

17 Then Daniel went to his house, and 
made the thing known to /Hananiali, 
Mishael, and Azariah, his companions : 

18 That they would desire mercies ^of 
the God of heaven concerning this secret ; 
^that Daniel and his fellows should not 
perish with the rest of the wise men of 
Babylon. 

19 % Then was the secret revealed unto 
Daniel in a night "vdsion. Then Daniel 
blessed the God of heaven. 

20 Daniel answered and said, ^Blessed 
be the name of God for ever and ever : 
for -wisdom and might are his : 

21 And he changeth *the times and the 
seasons : he ^removeth kings, and setteth 
ap kings ; he giveth wisdom unto the 
wise, and *knowdedgeto them that know 
understanding: 

22 He reve^eth the deep and secret 
things : he knoweth what is in the dark- 
ness, and ^ the light dwelleth with him. 

23 1 thank thee, and praise thee, 0 thou 
"God of my fathers, who hast mven me 
wisdom and might, and hast made known 
unto me now what we de^d of thee : 
for thou hast now made known unto us 
the king^ matter. 

24 % ^erefore Daniel went in unto 
Arioch, whom the king had ordained to 
destroy the wise men of Babylon: he 
went and said thus unto him ; Destroy 
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not the wise men of Ballon : bring me 
in before the king, and I will shew unto 
the king the interpretation. 

25 Then Aiioch brought in Daniel 
before the king in haste, and said thus 
imto him, ^ 1 nave found a man of the 
2 captives of Judali, that will make 
known unto the king the interpretation. 

26 The king answered and said to 
Daniel, ® whose name was Beltesliazzar, 
Art thou able to make known unto me 
the dream which I have seen, and the 
interpretation thereof ? 

27 Daniel answered in the presence of 
the king, and said. The secret which the 
king hath demanded cannot the wise men, 
the astrologers, the magicians, the sooth- 
sayers, shew unto the king ; 

28 But there is ®a God in heaven that 
revealeth secrets, and ^maketh known to 
the king Nebuchadnezzar what shall be 
in the latter days. Thy dream, and the 
visions of thy head upon thy bed, are 
these ; 

29 As for thee, 0 king, thy thoughts 
®came into thy mind upon thy Bed, 
what should come to pass hereafter: 
and he that revealeth secrets maketh 
known to thee what shall come to pass. 

30 But ®as for me, this secret is not 
revealed to me for any wisdom that I 
have more than anv living, 7 but for 
their sakes that shall make known the 
interpretation to the king, and that thou 
mightest know the thou^its of thy heart. 

31 1 Thou, 0 king^ Sgawest, and behold 
a great image. THs great image, whose 
brightness was excellent, stood before 
thee ; and the form thereof was terrible. 

32 This image’s head wets of fine gold, 
his breast and his arms of silver, liis Belly 
and his thighs of biass, 

33 His legs of iron, his feet part of iron 
and part of clay. 

34 Thou sawest till that a stone was cut 
out 12 without hands, which smote the 
image upon his feet that were of iron 
and clay, and brake them to pieces. 

35 Then was the iron, the clay, the 
brass, the silver, and the gold, broken 
to pieces together, and became like the 
chaff of the summer thresliingfloors ; and 
the wind carried them away, that ^no 
place was found for them : and the stone 
that smote the image became a great 
mountainj and filled the whole eartm 

36 IT This is the dream j and we will 
tell the interpretation thereof before the 
king. 

37 Thou, 0 king, art king of kings : 
for the God of heaven hath given thee 
a kingdom, power, and strength, and 
glory. 

38 And wheresoever the children of 
men dwell, the beasts of the field and 
the fowls of the heaven hath he given 
into thine hand, and hath made thee 
ruler over them all ^Thou art this 
head of gold. 
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39 And after thee shall arise “another 
kingdom inferior to thee, and ^another 
third kingdom of brass, which shall bear 
rule over all the earth. 

40 And “the fourth kingdom shall be 
strong as iron : forasmuch as iron break- 
eth in pieces and subdueth all things: 
^d as hon that breaketh all these, shall 
it break in pieces and bruise. 

41 And whereas thou sawest the feet 
and toes, part of pottem’ clay, and part 
of iron, the kingdom shall be divided : 
but there shall be in it of the strength oi 
the iron, forasmuch as thou sawest the 
iron mixed with miry clay. 

42 And as the toes of the feet were part 
of iron, and part of clay, so the kingdom 
shall be partly strong, and partly 3 brolcen. 

43 Ana whereas thou sawest iron mixed 
with miry clay, they shall mingle them- 
selves with the seed of men : but they 
shall not cleave ^one to another, even 
as iron is not mixed with clay. 

44 And in ^the days of these kings shall 
the God of heaven set up “a kingdom, 
wliich shall never be destroyed : and the 

7 kingdom shall not be left to other 
people, hut it shall break in pieces and 
consume all these kingdoms, and it shall 
stand for ever, 

45 Forasmuch as thou sawest that ^ the 
stone was cut out of the mountain 

8 without hands, and that it brake in 
pieces the iron, the brass, the clay, the 
silver, and the gold : the great God hath 
made kno'wn to the king what shall 
come to pass ^ hereafter : and the dream 
is certain, and the interpretation thereof 
sure. 

46 H Then the king Nebuchadnezzar 
*fell upon his face, and worshipped 
Daniel, and ^commanded that they 
should offer an oblation and sweet 
odours unto him. 

47 The king answered unto Daniel, and 
said. Of a truth it is, that your ”*Goa is a 
God of gods, and a Lord of kings, and a 
revealer of secrets, seeing thou couldest 
reveal tliis secret. 

48 Then the king made Daniel a great 
man, and gave him many great gifts, 
and made him ruler over the whole “pro- 
vince of Babylon, and chief of the gover- 
nors over all ®the wise meii of Bab>don. 

49 Then Daniel requested of the king, 
and he ^set ^Shadrach, Meshach, and 
Abed-nego, over the affairs of the pro- 
vince of Babylon : but Daniel ^ sat in 
the gate of the king. 

CHAPTER 3 

N ebuchadnezzar the king made 

“an image of gold, whose neight 
was threescore cubits, and the breadth 
thereof six cubits: he set it up in *’the 
plain of Dura, in the province of Baby- 
lon. 

2 Then Nebuchadnezzar the king sent 
to gather together the princes, the gover- 
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nors, and the captains, the iudges, the 
treasurers, the counsellers, oie sheriffs, 
and all the rulers of the provinces, to 
come to the dedication of the image 
wliich Nebuchadnezzar the king had 
set up. 

3 Then the princes, the governors, and 
captains, the iudges, the treasurers, the 
counsellers, tne sheriffs, and all the 
rulers of the provinces, were gathered 
together unto the dedication of the image 
that Nebuchadnezzar the king had set 
up; and they stood before tne image 
that Nebuchadnezzar had set up. 

4 Then an herald cried ^ aloud. To you 
2it is commanded, ^0 people, nations, 
and languages, 

5 :r^^at_w^t Jime ye hear the sound 
of the cornet, flut;e,"liaru‘ sackbut, psal- 
tery. ^dulcimer, and all kinds of musick, 
ye fall dowm and worship the golden 
image that Nebuchadnezzar- the king 
hath set up : 

6 And wlioso falleth not down and 
worshippeth shall the same hour /be 
cast into the midst of a burning fiery 
furnace. 

7 Therefore at that time, when all the 
people heard the sound of the cornet, 
flute, harp, sackbut, psaltery, and all 
kinds of musick, all the people, the 
nations, and the languages, feu down 
and worshipped the golden image tliat 
Nebuchadnezzar the king had set up. 

8 H Wherefore at that time certain 
^Chaldeans came near, and » accused the 
Jews. 

9 They spake and said to the king Ne- 
buchadnezzar, /O king, live for ever. 

10 Thou, 0 king, hast made a decree, 
that every man that shall hear the sound 
of the cornet, flute, harp, sackbut, psal- 
tery, and dulcimer, and all kinds of 
musick, shall fall down and worship 
the golden image : 

11 And whoso falleth not down and 
worshippeth, that he should be cast into 
the midst of a burning fiery furnace. 

12 There are certain Jews whom "thou 
hast set over the affairs of the province 
of Babylon, Shadrach, Meshach, and 
Abed-nego; these men, 0 king, i^have 
not regarded thee : they serve not thy 
gods, nor worsliip the golden image 
which thou hast set up. 

13 IT Then Nebuchadnezzar in his rage 
and fury commanded to bring Shadrach, 
Meshach, and Abed-nego. Then they 
brought these men before the king. 

14 Nebuchadnezzar make and said unto 
them,/s it ^Hrue, 0 Shadrach, Meshach, 
and Abed-nego, do not ye serve my gods, 
nor worsliip the golden image which 1 
have set up ? 

15 Now if ye be ready that at what time 
ye hear the sound of the cornet, flute, 
harp, sackbut, psaltery, and dulcimer, 
and all kinds of musick, ye fall down 
and worship the image which X have 
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made; 'll) ell: but if ye worship not, ye 
shall be cast the same hour into the 
midst of a burning fiery furnace; and 
‘^who is that God that snail deliver you 
out of my hands? 

16 Shadi-ach, Meshach, and Abed-nego, 
answered and said to the king, 0 Nebu- 
chadnezzar, we are not careful to answer 
thee in this matter. 

17 If it be so, our God whom we serve 
is able to deliver us from the burning 
fiery furnace, and he will deliver us out 
of thine hand, 0 king. 

18 But if not, be it known unto thee, 
0 king, that we will not serve thy ^ds, 
nor worship the golden image ™ch 
thou hast set up. 

19 t Then was Nebuchadnezzar ^full 
of fury, and the form of his visage was 
changed against Shadrach, Meshach, and 


one seven times more than it was wont 
to be heated. 

20 And he commanded the ®most 

mighty men that were in his army to 
bind Shadrach, Meshach, and Abed- 
nego, and to cast them, into the burning 
fiery furnace. , , . . 

21 Then these men were bound in their 
^ coats, their hosen, and their ^hats, and 
their other garments, and were cast into 
the midst of the burning fiery furnace. 

^ Therefore because the king s com- 
mandment was urgent, and the furnace 
exceeding hot, the ^flaine of the fire slew 
those men that took up Shadrach, Me- 
shach, and Abed-nego. , 

23 And these tliree men, Shadrach, 

Meshach, and Abed-nego, fell down 
bound into the midst of the burning 
fiery furnace. , , . 

24 Then Nebuchadnezzar the king was 
astonied, and rose up "in haste, and 

S take, and said unto his ^ counsellers, 
id not we cast three men bound into 
the midst of the fire? They answered 
and said unto the king, True, 0 king. 
25 He answered and said, Lo, I ,see 
four men loose, walking in the midst 
of the fire, and they have no hurt; 
and the form of the fourth is like ®the 
Son of God. 

26 U Then Nebuchadnezzar came near to 
the mouth of the burning fiery furnace, 
and spake, and said, Shadrach, Meshach, 
and Abed-nego, ye servants of the most 
high God, come forth, and come hither. 
Then Shadrach, Meshach, and Abed- 
nego, came forth of the midst of the fire. 
27 And the princes, governors, and 
captains, and the king’s counsellers, 
being ^thered together, saw these men, 
upon imose bodies the fire had no ijower, 
nor was an hair of their head singed, 
neither were their coats changed, nor 
the smell of fire had passed on them. 
28 Thm Nebuchadnezzar spake, and 
said, Blessed he the God of Shadrach, 
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Meshach, and Abed-nego, “who hath 
sent *his angel, and delivered his ser- 
vants that trusted in him, and have 
changed the king’s wordj and yielded 
their bodies, that they might not serve 
nor worship any god, except their own 

29 Therefore make a decree, That 

every people, nation, and language, 
which speak 2 any thing amiss against 
the God of Shadrach, Meshach, and 
Abed-nego, shall be ^cut in pieces, 
and their houses shall be made a dung- 
hill: /because there is no other God that 
can deliver after this sort. , , , , 

30 Then the king promoted Sliadrach, 
Meshach, and Abed-nego, in the province 
of Babylon. 

CHAPTEE 4 

AT EBUCHADNEZZAE the king, ^^un-

thereof: but they could not ^ew the 
interpretation of the thing; 

16 And I have heard of thee, that thou 
canst 7 make interpretations, and dis- 
solve doubts: now if thou canst read 
the -writing, and make known to me 
the interpretation thereof, thou shalt be 
clothed -with scarlet, and have a chain 
of gold about thy neck, and slialt be 
the third ruler in the kingdom. 

17 IT Then Daniel answered and said 
before the king, *Let thy gifts be to 
thyself, and give thy rewards to an- 
other; yet I will read the -writing imto 
the king, and make kno-wn to him to 
interpretation. 

18 0 thou king, the most high God-^gave 
Nebuchadnezzar thy father a kingdom, 
and majesty, and glory, and honour : 

19 And for the majesty that he gave 
him, all people, nations, and languages, 
* trembled and feared before him : whom 
he would he slew ; and whom he would 
he kept alive ; and whom he would he set 
up ; and whom he would he put down. 

20 But “when his heart was lifted up, 
and his mind hardened i-^in pride, he 
was 15 deposed from his kingly throne, 
and they took his glory from him ; 

21 And he was "driven from the sons 
of men; and i^his heart was made like 
the beasts, and his dwelling was with 
the wild asses : they fed him with grass 
like oxen, and his body was wet with 
the dew of heaven; till he knew that 
the most high God ruled in the king- 
dom of men, and that he appointeth 
over it whomsoever he will. 

22 And thou his son, 0 Belshazzar, hast 
not humbled thine heart, though thou 
knewest all this; 

23 But hast lifted up thyself against 
^'the Lord of heaven: and *they have 
brought the vessels of his house before 
thee, and thou, and thy lords, thy wives, 
and thy concubines, have drunk wine in 
them; and ^thou hast praised the gods 
of silver, and gold, of brass, iron, wood. 
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and stone, which see not, nor hear, nor 
know : and the God in whose hand thy 
breath is, and whose are all thy ways, 
hast thou not glorified: 

24 Then was ® the part of the hand sent 
from h i m ; and this writing was written. 

25 IF And this is the writing that was 
written, MENE, MENE, TEKEL, U- 
PHAESIN. 


26 This is the interpretation of the 
thing: MENE; God hath numbered 
thy kingdom, and finished it. 

^7 TEKEL: <*Thou art weighed in the 
balance^ and art found wanting. 

SS PEKES ; Thy kingdom is divided, 
and given to ® the Medes,and/ Persians. 

29 Then commanded" Belshazzar, and 
^they clothed Daniel with scarlet, and 
put a chain of gold about his neck, and 
made a proclamation concerning him, 
that he should be the third ruler in 
the kingdom. 

30 H ^ In that night was Belshazzar the 
king of the Chaldeans slain. 

31 And ^Darius the Median took the 
kingdom, ^beinff 2 about tlireescore and 
two years old. 


CEAPTEE 6 


I T pleased Darius to set over the king- 
dom ^an hundi’ed and twenty princes, 
which should be over the whole kingdom ; 
2 And over these ’"tliree presidents; of 
whom Daniel was first : that the princes 
might give accounts unto them, and the 
king should have no damage. 

3 Then this Daniel was preferred above 
the presidente and prmces, ^‘because an 
excellent spirit was m him ; and the king 
thought ® to set him over the whole realm, 
4 11 Then the presidents and princes 
sought to find occasion against Daniel 
concerning the kingdom ; but they could 
find none occasion nor fault ; forasmuch 
as he was faitliful, neither was there any 
error or fault found in him. 

6 Then said these men. We shall not 
find any occasion s^ainst tliis Daniel, 
except we find it against him concerning 
the law of his God. 

6 Then these presidents and princes 
^assembled together to the king, and 
said thus unto him, ’’King Darius, live 
for ever, 

7 All the presidents of the kingdom, 
the governors, and the princes, the coun- 
sellers, and ®the captains, have consulted 
together to establish a royal statute, and 
to make a firm ^ decree, that whosoever 
shall ask a petition of any God or man 
for thirty days, save of tliee, O king, he 
shall be cast into the den of lions. 

8 Now, O king, establish the decree, and 
sign the writing, that it be not changed, 
according to-® me law of the Medes and 
Persians, wliich ®alteretli not. 

9 ® Wherefore king Darius signed the 
writing and the decree. 

10 IF Now when Daniel knew that the 
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writing was signed, he went into hia 
house; and his windows being open 
in his chamber ® toward Jerusalem, he 
* kneeled upon his knees three times a 
day, and prayed, and gave thanks before 
his God, as he did aforetime. 

11 Then these men assembled, and 
found Daniel praying and making suih 
plication before his God. 

12 Then they came near, and spake 
before the kin^ concerning the king’s 
decree ; Hast thou not signed a decree, 
that every man that shall ask a petition 
of any God or man within thirty days, 
save of thee, 0 kin& shall be cast into 
the den of lions? The king answered 
and said. The tiling is true, ^according 
to the law of the Medes and Persians, 
which altereth not. 

13 Then answered they and said before 
the king. That Daniel, * which is of the 
children of the captivity of Judah, re- 
gardeth not thee, 0 king, nor the decree 
that thou hast signed, out maketh his 
petition three times a day. 

14 Then the king, when he heard these 
words, was sore displeased \vith himself, 
and set his heart on Daniel to deliver 
him: and he laboured till the going 
down of the sun to deliver him. 

15 Then these men assembled unto the 
king, and said unto the king, Know, 0 
king, that the law of the Medes and 
Persians is, That no decree nor statute 
which the king establisheth may be 
changed. 

16 Then the king commanded, and they 
brought Daniel, and cast him into the 
den of lions. Now the king spake and 
said unto Daniel, Thy God whom thou 
servest continually, he "will deliver thee. 

17 And^a stone was brought, and laid 
upon the mouth of the den; and ®the 
king sealed it with his own signet, and 
with the signet of his lords; that the 
purpose might not be changed concerning 
Daniel. 

18 II Then the king went to his palace, 
and passed the night fasting: neither 
were ^ instruments of musick brought 
before him : and his sleep went from him. 

19 Then the king arose very early in the 
moi-ning, and went in haste unto the deu 
of lions. 

20 And when he came to the den, he 
cried with a lamentable voice unto Da- 
niel: and the king spake and said to 
Daniel, 0 Daniel, servant of Hhe living 
God, “is thy God, whom thou servest 
continually, able to deliver thee from 
the lions? 

21 Then said Daniel unto the king, "O 
king, live for ever. 

22 “’My God hath sent his angel, and 
^hath shut the lions’ mouths, that they 
have not hurt me : ^forasmuch as before 
him innocency was found in me; and 
also before thee, O king, have I done no 
hurt.

23 Then was the Mng exceeding glad for 
him, and commanded that they should 
take Daniel up out of the den. So Daniel 
was taken up out of the den, and no 
manner of hurt was found unon him, 
because he believed in his Goa. 

24 H And the king commanded, and 
they brought those men wliich had ac- 
cused Daniel, and they cast them into the I 
den of lions, them, /their cliildren, and 
their wives ; and the lions had the mastery 
of them, and brake all their hones in 
pieces or ever they came at the bottom 
of the den. 

25 H Then king Darius wrote ^unto all 
people, nations, and languages, that dwell 
m all the earth; Peace be multiphed 
unto you. 

26 I make a decree, That in every 
dominion of my kingdom men tremble 
and fear before the God of Daniel : for 
’"he is "the living God, and stedfast for 
ever, and liis kingdom that which shall 
not be destroyed, and his dominion shall 
be even unto the end. 

27 He flehyereth and rescueth, and he 
worketh sims and wonders in heaven 
and in earth, who hath delivered Daniel 
from the 2 power of the lions. 

28 So this Daniel prospered in the reign 
of Darius, and in the reign of ^ Cyrus the 
Persian. 


CHAPTER 7 

F r the first year of ^Belshazzar king of 
Babylon Daniel ^had a dream and 
visions of his head upon his bed : then 
he wrote the dream, and told the sum of 
the ^matters. 

2 Daniel spake and said, I saw in my vi- 
sion by night, and, behold, "’the four'winds 
of the heaven strove upon the great sea.

44 But tidings out of the east and out 
of the north shall trouble him: there- 
fore he shall go forth with great fury 
to destroy, and utterly to make away 
many. 

45 And he shall plant the tabernacles 
of his palace between ‘^the seas in the 
•^glorious /holy mountain; yet he shall 
come to his end, and none shall help 
him. 

CHAPTEE 12

7 As they were increased, so they 
sinned against me: ^therefore will 1 
change their glory into shame. 

8 They “eat up the sin of my people, 
and they "^set their heart on their imqmty. 
9 And there sliall be, like people, like 
priest : and I will s punish them for their 
ways, and ® reward them their doings. 

10 For *they shall eat, and not have 
enough : they shall commit whoredom, 
and shall not increase: because they 
have left off to take heed to the Lord, 
11 Whoredom and wine and new wine 
® take away the heart. . 

12 TT My people ask counsel at their 
® stocks, ana /their staff declareth unto 
them : for the spirit of whoredoms hath 
caused them to err, and they have gone a 
whoring from under tlieir God. 

13 *They sacrifice upon the tops of the 
mountains, and burn incense upon the 
hills, under ^ oaks and poplars and ehns, 
because the shadow thereof is good:

my net upon them : I will bring them 
down as the fowls of the heaven ; I will 
chastise them, ** as their congregation hath 
heard. , ^ , 

13 Woe unto them ! for they have fled 
from me; lo destruction unto them! be- 
cause they have transgressed against me : 
though *I have redeemed them, yet they 
^e spoken lies against me. 

AndJHhey have not cried unto me 
with their heart, when they howled upon 
their beds : they assemble themselves for 
com and wine, and they rebel against me. 
15 Though I i2have bound and strength- 
ened their arms, yet do they imagine 
mischief against me. 

“16 They return, hut not to ®the most 
High ; they are *like a deceitful bow ; 
their princes shall fall by the sword *for 
the rage of their tongue : this shall he 
their derision ‘^in the land of Egypt.

Eeproof of the corrupt and hachslidmg nation. 


8 “ The watchman of Ephraim was with 
my God : hvbt the prophet a snare of 
a fowler in all his ways, and hatred ^in 
the house of his God. 

9 They have deeply corrupted themselves^ 
as ^in the days of Gibeali ; therefore he 
will remember their iniquity, he visit 
their sins. 

10 I found Israel like grapes in the 
wilderness; I saw your fathers as ‘^the 
firstripe in the fig tree at her first time : 
hut they went to /Baal-peor, and sepa- 
rated themselves unto that shame ; and 
their abominations were according as 
they loved. 

11 As for Ephraim, ^ their glory shall 
fly away like a bird, from the birth, 
and from the womb, and from the con- 
ception. 

12 ^ Though they bring up their children, 
yet will I bereave them, that there shall 
not he a man left : yea, woe also to them 
when I depart from them 1 

13 Ephraim, as I saw * Tyms, is planted 
in a pleasant place ; but Ephraim shall 
ibring forth his children to the murderer. 

14 Give them, 0 Loed ; what wilt thou 
give? give them a ® miscarrying womb 
and diy breasts. 

15 All their wickedness is ®in Gilgal: 
for there I hated them : for the wicked- 
ness of their doings I will drive them 
out of mine house, I will love them no 
more : all their princes are revolters. 

16 Ephraim is smitten, their root is 
dried up, they shall bear no fruit : yea, 
though they bring forth, yet will I slay 
even ♦^the beloved of their womb. 

17 My God will cast them awa 3 % because 
they did not hearken unto him: and 
**they shall be wanderers among the 
nations. 


CHAPTEE 10 

I SRAEL is San empty vine, he bring- 
eth forth fruit *'unto liimself : accord- 
ing to the multitude of his fruit "he hath 
increased the altars; according to the 
goodness of his land ^they have made 
goodly 9 images. 

2 10 Their heart is divided: now shall 
they be found faulty: he shall n break 
down their altars, he shall spoil their 
0 images. 

3 For now they shall say. We have no 
king, because we feared not the Lord; 
what then should a king do to us? 

4 They have spoken words, swearing 
falsely in making a covenant: thus 
judgment springeth up as hemlock in 
the furrows of the field. 

5 The inhabitants of Samaria shall fear 
because of /the calves of //Beth-aven: 
for the people thereof shall mourn over 
it, and i-^the priests thereof that rejoiced 
on it, for the glory thereof, because it is 
departed from it. 

6 ^It shall be also carried unto Assyria 
for a present to »king Jareb; Ephraini 
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shall receive shame, and Israel shall he 
ashamed of liis own counsel. 

7 As for Samaria, her king is cut off as 
the foam upon ^the water. 

8 The high places also of /^Aven, the 
sin of Israel, shall be destroyed: the 
thorn and the thistle shall come up on 
their altars; and ®they shall say to the 
mountains, Cover us; and to the hills. 
Fall on us. 

9 0 Israel, thou hast sinned ®from the 
days of Gibeah: there they stood: ^the 
battle in Gibeah against the children of 
iniquity did not overtake them. 

10 It is in my desire that I should 
chastise them; and the people shall be 
gathered against them, ^when they shall 
bind themselves in their two furrows. 

11 And Ephraim is as ^an heifer that 
is taught, and loveth to tread out the 
com' ;loVii I passed over upon ^her fair 
neck: I will make Ephraim to ride; 
Judah shall plow, and Jacob shall break 
his clods. 

12 ^ Sow to yourselves in righteousness, 
reap in mercy; break up your fallow 
ground : for it is time to seek the Lord, 
till he come and "rain righteousness 
upon you. 

13 Ye have plowed wickedness, ye have 
reaped iniquity ; ye have eaten the fruit 
of lies : because thou didst trust in thy 
way, in the multitude of thy mighty men. 

14 Therefore shall a tumult arise among 
thy people, and all thy fortresses shall be 
spoiled, as Shalman spoiled Beth-arbel 
in the day of battle; ®the mother was 
dashed hi pieces upon her children. 

15 So shall Beth-el do unto you because 
of ’your great wickedness : in a morning 
shall the king of Israel utterly be cut ofl. 

CHAPTER 11

"2 As they called them, so they went

with bands of love : and I was to them 
as they that ^2 take off the yoke on their 
jaws, and I laid meat unto them.

U They shall tremble as a bird out of 
Egypt^ and as a dove out of the land of 
Assyria : and ■will place them in their 
houses, saith the Lord. 

12 Ephiaim compasseth me about "with 
lies, and the house of Israel with deceit : 
but Judah yet ruleth -with God, and is 
faithful -with the ® saints. 

CHAPTER 12 

TjiPHRAIM *feedeth on wind, and 
J-i foUoweth after the east wind: he 
daily increaseth lies and desolation;

8 ^d Ephraim said. Yet am become 
rich, I have foimd me out substance; 
*Hn all my labours they shall find none 
iniquity in me i^that were sin, 

9 And I tha;t am the Lord thy God 
from the land of ifeypt will yet make 
thee *to dwell in tabernacles, as in the 
days of the solemn feast. 

10 I have also spoken by the prophets, 
and I have multiplied visions, ana used 
similitudes, by the ministry of the 
prophets. 

11 is there iniquity in Gilead? surely 
they are vanity : they sacrifice buUod^ 
in Gilgal ; yea, their altars are as heaps 
m the furrows of the fields. 

12 And J acob fled into the country of 
Syria, and Israel ® served for a wife, and 
for a -wife he kept sheep. 

13 And /by a prophet ^the Lord 
brought Israel out of Egypt, and by 
a prophet was he preserved. 
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14 Ephraim provoked him to anger 
imost bitterly: therefore shall he leave 
his 2 blood upon him, and his reproach 
shall his Lord return unto him.

11 I gave thee a king in mine anger, 
and “'took hiin away m my wrath. 

12 The iniquity of Ephraim is bound 
up; his sin is Kid. 

13 The sorrows of a travailing woman 
shall come upon him: he is an unwise 
son; for he should not stay i®long in the 
place of 2^ the breaking forth of cmldren. 

will redeem them^ from 
d^th, I wfll be thy plaguesj 
O' grave, I will be thy destruction : *re- 
pentahce shall be hid from mine eyes. 

15 H Though he he fhiitful among his 
brethren, ®an east wind shall come, the 
■wind of the Lord shall come up from 
the wilderness, and his spring sl^ 
become dry, and his founts mall be 
dried up : he shall spoil the treasure of 
all 19 pleasant vessels. 

16 Samaria shall become desolate; for 
she hath rebelled against her God: they 
shall fall by the sword : ^their infants 
shall be d^hed in piec^ and their 
women with child shall be ripped up.

9 ®The meat offering and the drink 
offering is cut off from the house of the 
Lord; the priests, the Lord's minist^ 
mourn. 

10 The field is wasted, ’’the land moum- 
^ : f or the com is wasted : the new wine 
is '7 dried up, the oil languisheth. 

11 Be ye ashamed, O ye husbandmen: 
howL 0 ye vinedressers, for the wheat 
and for the barley; because the harvest 
of the field is perished. 

12 The vine is dried up, and the fig tree 
languisheth : the pomegranate tree, the 
palm tree also, and the apple tre& even 
aU the trees of the field, are withered:

} 14 t / Sanctify ye a fast, call a ^solemn 
I assembly, gather the elders and all the 
i inhabitants of the land into the house 
of the Lord your God, and cry unto 
the Lord, 

16 Alas for the day 1 ^for the day of the 
Lord is at hand, and as a destmction 
from the Almighty shall it come. 

16 Is not the meat cut off before our 
eyes, yea, / joy and gladness from the 
house of our God? 

17 The s seed is rotten under their clods, 
the gamers are laid desolate, the bams 
are broken down ; for the com is wither^ 

18 How do the beasts groan I the herds 
of cattle are perplexed, because they have 
no pasture ; yea, the nocks of sheep "are 
made desolate. 

19 0 Lord, to thee will I cry: for 
the fire hath devoured the ® pastures 
of the wilderness, and the flame hath 
43umed all the trees of the field. 

20 The beasts of the field ^ cry also unto 
thee : for the rivers of waters are dried 
up, and the fire hath devoured the pas- 
tures of the wilderness.

30 And /I will shew wonders in tfce 
heavens and in the earth, blood, and 
fire, and pillars of smoke. 

31 *The sun shall be turned into dark- 
ness, and ^the moon into blood, ^before 
the great and *the terrible day ol.^e 
Lord come. 

32 And it shall come to pass, that 
"‘whosoever shall call on the name of 
the Lord shall be delivered : for ’‘^in 
mount Zion and in Jerusal^ shitn be 
deliverance, as the Lord hath said, and 
in ^the remnant whom the Lord 
calL 
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CHAPTEB 3 

F )R, behold, ®in those day^ and in 
that time, when I shall bring again 
the captivity of Judah and Jerusalem,

rriHE words of Amos, *who was among 
X the.herdmen of "Tekoa, which he 
saw concerning Israel in the days of 
^T T/ziah king Judah, and in the davs 
of /Jeroboam the son of Joash king of 
Israel, two years before ^the earthquake. 

2 And he said. The Lord will roar 
from Zion, and utter his voice from 
J^salem; and the habitations of the 
shepherds shall mourn, and the top of 
Carmel shall wither. 

3 Thus saith the Lord; ^For three 
transgressions of ^Damascus, ^and for 
four, I will not ^tum away the ^wir 
ishTMfU thereof; “because they nave 
threshed “Gilead with threshing instru- 
ments of iron : 
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4 But I will send a fire into the house 
of “EfrzaeL which shall devour the 
palaces of ®Ben-hadad. 

5 1 will break also ^ the bar of Damascus, 
and cut off the inhabitant from ^the plain 
of Aven, and him that holdeth the sceptre 
from 2 the house of Eden : and the people 
of Syria shall go into captivity unto 
Kir, saith the Lord. 

6 It Thus saith the Lord; For three 
transgressions of ^Gaza, and for four, 
I will not turn away the punishment 
thereof; ^because they carried ^away 
captive the whole captivity* *to deliver 
tliem up to Edom :

^they that eat thy bread have laid a 
wound under thee : '^there is none un- 
derstanding ®in hiTHt 
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8 Shall I not ® in that day, saith the 
Lord, even destroy the -wise men out 
of Edom, and understanding out of the 
mount of Esau? 

9 And thy mighty merit O <*Teinan, 
shall be disrnayea, to the end that every 
one of the mount of Esau may be cut off 
by slaughter. 

10 If ®For thy violence against /thy 
brother Jacob shame shall cover thee, 
and thou shalt be cut off for ever. 

11 In the day that thou stoodest on the 
other side, in the day that the strangers 
carried away ^ captive his forces, and 
foreigners entered into his gates, and 
*cast lots upon Jerusalem, even thou 
wast as one of them. 

12 But 2 thou shouldest not have looked 
on *the day of thy brother in the day 
that he becaiae a stranger ; neither should- 
est thou have rejoiced over the children 
of Judah in the day of tlieir destruction ; 
neither shouldest thou have ^spoken 
proudly in the day of distress. 

13 Thou shouldest not have entered into 
the gate of my people in the day of their 
calamity ; yea, thou shouldest not have 
looked on their affliction In the day of 
their calamity, nor have laid hands on 
their ’substance in the day of their 
calamity; 
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Jacob shall he a fire and Esau for stubble. 


14 Neither shouldest thou have stood in 1 1 ^ 
the crossway, to cut off those of his that j shit up. 
did escape; neither shouldest thou have i “Eze.m3. 
i delivered up those of his that did remain 
in the day of distress. 

16 “For the day of the Loed is near 
upon all the heathen: ®as thou hast 
done, it shall be done unto thee : ®thy 
reward shall return upon thine own 
head. 

16 For /as ye have tank upon my holy 
mountain, so shall all the heathen drink > ^ i kjl 17. 9, 
continually, yea, they shall drink, and ’ 

they shall 2 swallow down, and they shall j 
be as though they had not been. ' " 

17 T But *upon mount Zion shall be 

^deliverance, and ^there shall be holiness ; 
and the house of Jacob shall possess their 
possessions. ^ , , , „ , 

18 And the house of Jacob * shall be a 
fire, and the house of Joseph a name. 
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h Am. 9. i± 
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Hab. a 8. 
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& 49. 12. 

Na-S n. 
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and the house of Esau for stubble, and 
they shall kindle in them, and devour 
them; and there shall not be any re- 
maining of the house of Esau ; for the 
; Lord hath spoken it. 

' 19 And they of the south * shall possess 
! the mount of Esau ; and Hhey of the 
, T-vo . 7 ! plain the Philistines : and they shall 
/j^.42kV. i possess the fields of Ephraim, and the 
■ — I nelds of Samaria : and Benjamin shall 
( possess Gilead. 

j 20 And the captivity of this host of the 
children of Israel shall possess that of 
I the Canaanites, even unto ^Zarephath; 
! and the captivity of Jerusalem, ^which 
I is in Sepharad, shall possess the cities of 
the south. 

21 And < saviours shall come up on 
•Amount Zion to judge the mount of 
Esau: and ^the mgdom shall be the 
Lord's.

CHAPTEE 1 

N OW the word of the Lord came 
unto 2 Jonah the son of Amittai, 
saying, 

2 Arise, go to ®Nmoveli, that great city, 
and cry against it ; for their wickedness 
is come up before me. 

3 But Jonah rose up to flee unto ^Tar- 
shish from the presence of the Lord, 
and went down to ® Joppa; and he found 
a ship going to Tarshim : so he paid the 
fare thereof, and went down into it, to go 
with them unto Tarshish <*from the pre- 
sence of the Lord. 

4 U But the Lord ®sent out a great 
wind into the sea, and there was a 
mighty tempest in the sea, so that the 
ship 7 was like to be broken, 

6 Then the mariners were afraid, and 
^cried every man unto his god, and /cast 
forth the wares that w€y*e in the ship into 
the sea, to lighten it of them. But Jonah 
was gone do’wn into the sides of the ship ; 
and he lay, and was fast asleep. 

6 So the shipmaster came to him, and 
said unto him, What meanest thou, 0 
sleeper? arise, call upon thy God, if so 
be that God will think upon us, that 
we perish noi 

7 And they said every one to his fellow, 
Come, and ^let us cast lots, that we may 
know for whose cause this evil is upon 
us. So they cast lots, and the lot fell 
upon Jonah. 

8 Then said they unto him, *Tell us. 
we pray thee, for whose cause this evil 
is upon us; What is thine occupation? 
and whence comest thou? what is thy 
coimtry? and of what people art thou? 
9 And he said unto them, I am an 
Hebrew; and I fear 12 the Lord, the 
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I God of heaven, which hath made the 
I sea and the dry land. 

I 10 Then were the men ^ exceedingly 
I afraid, and smd unto him, Why hast 
thou done this? For the men knew 
that he fled from the presence of tfiie 
Lord, because he had told them. 

11 IT Then said they unto him, What 
shall we do unto thee, that the sea ^may 
be calm unto us? for the sea ^wrought, 
and was tempestuous. 

12 And he said unto them. Take me up. 
and cast me forth into the sea ; so shall 
the sea be calm unto you : for I know 
that for my sake this great tempest is 
upon you. 

13 Nevertheless the men 6 rowed hard 
to bring it to the land; but they could 
not: for the sea ^wrought, and was 
tempestuous against them. 

14 Wherefore they cried unto ^the 
Ix>ED, and said, We beseech thee, 0 
Lord, we beseech thee, let us not perish 
for tms man’s life, and ^lay not upon us 
innocent blood : for thou, O Lord, hast 
done as it pleased thee. 

15 So they took up Jonah, and cast him 
forth into the sea : and the sea ® ceased 
from her raging. 

16 Then the men feared the Lord 
exceedingly, and 9 oflered a sacrifice 
unto the Lord, and made vows. 

17 H Now the Lord had prepared a 
great fish to swallow up Jonah. And 
/Jonah was in the ^9 belly of the fish 

three days and three nights. 

CHAPTEE 2 

rjlHEN Jonah prayed unto the Lord 
X his G 9 d out of the fish’s beUy, 

2 And said, I cried i^by reason of min e 
afifiiction tmto the Lord, and he heard 
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me: out of the belly of ^hell cried I, 
ana thou heardest my voice. 

3 For thou hadst cast me into the deep, 
in the 2 midst of the seas ; and the floods 
compassed me about: *all thy billows 
and thy waves passed over me. 

4 ®Then I said, 1 am cast out of thy 
sight; yet I will look again ** toward 
thy holy temple. 

5 The waters /compassed me about, 
^even to the soul: the depth closed me 
round about, the weeds were wrapped 
about my head. 

6 I went down to the 3 bottoms of the 
mountains; the earth with ^her bars 
was about me for ever: yet hast thou 
brought up my life from ^ corruption, 
0 Lord my God. 

7 When *my soul fainted within me I 
remembered the Lord : and *my prayer 
came in unto thee, into thine holy temple. 

8 They that observe lying vanities for- 
sake "Hheir own mercy. 

9 But "I will sacrifice unto thee with 
the voice of thanksgiving; I will pay 
t}iat that I have vowed. Salvation is 
of the Lord. 

10 H And the Lord spake unto the 
fish, and it vomited out Jonah upon 
the dry Iwnd, 

CHAPTER S 

AND the word of the Lord came unto 
XX Jonah the second time, saying, 

2 Arise, go unto ^Nineveh, that CTeat 
city, and preach unto it the preaching 
that I bid thee. 

3 So Jonah arose, and went unto Nine- 
veh, according to the word of the Lord. 
Now Nineveh was an s exceeding great 
city of tlnee days’ journey. 

4 And Jonah began to enter into the 
city a day’s journey, and he cried, and 
said, Yet forty days, and Nineveh shall 
be overthrown. 

6 IT So ^the people of Nineveh believed 
God, and proclaimed a fast, and put on 
sackcloth, from the greatest of them even 
to the least of them. 

6 For word came unto the king of 
Nineveh, and he arose from his throne, 
and he laid his robe from him, and 
’’covered him with sackcloth, and sat 
in ashes. 

7 And he caused it to be proclaimed 
and publislied through Nineveh by the 
decree of the king and his nobles, say- 
ing, Let neither man nor * beast, herd 
nor flock, taste any thing: let them not 
feed, nor drink water : 

8 But let man and beast be covered 
with sackcloth, and cry mightily unto 
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God : yea, let them turn every one from 
his evil way, and from the violence that 
is in their hands, 

9 ** Who can tell if God will turn and 
repent, and turn away from his fierce 
anger, that we perish not? 

10 IT And God saw their works, that 
®they turned from their evil way; and 
God repented of the e\il, that he had 
said that he would do unto them; and 
he did it not. 

CHAPTER 4 

B ut it displeased Jonah exceedingly, 
and he was very angry, 

2 And he prayed unto the Lord, and 
said, I pray thee, 0 Lord, was not 
this my saying, when I was yet in my 
country? Therefore^! fled before unto 
Tarshish: for I knew that thou art ^a 
gracious God, and merciful, slow to 
anger, and of great kindnes^ and le- 
pentest thee of the evil. 

3 Therefore now, °0 Lord, take, 1 
beseech thee, my life from me; for it 
is better for me to die than to live. 

4 H Then said the Lord, ^Loest thou 
well to be angrj’-? 

5 So Jonah went out of the city, and 
sat on the east side of the city, and 
there made him a booth, and sat under 
it in the shadow, till he might see what 
would become of the city. 

6 And the Lord God prepared a Sgourd, 
and made it to come up over Jonah, that 
it might he a shadow over his head, to 
deliver him from his m*ief So Jonah 
7 was exceeding glad of tlie gourd. 

7 But God prepared a worm when the 
morning rose the next day, and it smote 
the gourd that it withered. 

8 And it came to pass, when the sun did 
arise, that God prepared a vehement 
east wind; and me sun beat upon the 
head of Jonah, that he fainted, and 
wished in himself to die, and said. It is 
better for me to die than to live. 

9 And God said to Jonah, lODoest thou 
well to be angry for the gourd ? And he 
said, do well to be angry, even unto 
death. 

10 Then said the Lord, Thou hast 
12 had pity on the gourd, for the which 
thou liast not laboured, neither madest 
it mow ; which came up in a night, 
and perished in a night : 

11 And should not I spare Nineveh, 
that great city, wherein are more than 
sixscore thousand persons ^that can- 
not discern between their right hand 
and their left hand; **and also much 
cattle?

CHAPTEE 1 

T he \Pord of the Lotid that came to 
^jyiicah the Morasthite ®in the days 
of Jotham, Ahaz, andL Hezekiah, kings 
of Judah, which he saw concerning 
Samaria and Jerusalem. 

2 Hear, ^all ye people; hearken, 0 
earth, and “^all that therem is: and let 
the Lord God be witness against you, 
the Lord from his holy temple, 

3 For, behold, the Lord cometh forth 
out of his place, and will come do^vIl, 
and tread upon the high places of the 
earth. 

4 And the mountains shall be molten 
under him, and the valleys shall be cleft, 
*‘as wax before the fire, and as the waters 
that are poured do^vm steep place. 

6 For the transgression of Jacob is 
all this, and for the sins of the house 
of LraeL "What is the transgression of 
Jacob? is it not ** Samaria? and what 
are ^the high places of Judah? are 
theynot Jerusalem? 

6 ^erefore I will make Samaria as 
an heap of the field, and as plantings 
of a vineyard : and I will pour down the 
stones thereof into the valley, and wiU 
discover the foundations thereof. 

7 And all the graven images thereof 
shall be beaten to pieces, and all ®the 
hires thereof shall be burned with the 
fire, and all the idols thereof will I lay 
desolate : for she gathered it of the hire 
of an harlot, and they shall return to the 
hire of an harlot. 

8 Therefore I will wail and howl, I will 
go stripped and naked : I will make a 
wailing like the dragons, and mourning 
as the^ owls. 

9 For her wound is incurable ; for it is 
come unto Judah ; -^he is come unto the 
gate of my people, even to Jerusalem. 

10 IF Declare ye it not at ®Gath, weep 
ye not at all : in the house of i® Aphrah 
roll thyself in the dust. 

11 Pass ye away, is thou ^inhabitant 
of Saphir, having thy shame naked: 
the linhaDitant of i^Zaanan came not 
forth in the mourning of 20Beth-ezel; 
he shall receive of you his standing. 

12 For the i inhabitant of Mairoth 
22 waited carefully for good: but evil 
came down from the Lord unto the 
gate of Jerusalem. 

13 0 thou 1 inhabitant of Lachish, bind 
the chariot to the swift beast : she is the 
beginning of the sin to the daughter of 
Zion; for the transgressions oi Israel 
were found in thee. 

14 Therefore shalt thou give presents 23 to 
*Moresheth-gath; the houses of 2iAch- 
sib shall he a lie to the kings of Israel. 
15 Yet will I bring an heir unto thee, 
•J«t.6.SL *cL 4.6. “Jer.SLlO. •ch.4l 
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0 1 inhabitant of Mareshah: 2 he shall 
come unto Adullam the glory of Israel 
16 “Make thee bald, and poll thee for 
thy delicate children ; enlarge thy bald- 
ness as the eagle ; for they are gone into 
captivity from thee. 

CHAPTER 2 

W OE to them that devise iniquity, 
and work evil ®upon their bedst 
when the morning is light, they practise 
it, because it is in the power of their 
hand. 

2 And they covet /fields, and take them 
by violence ; and houses, and take them 
away: so they ® oppress a man and his 
house, even a man and his heritage. 

3 Therefore thus saith the LORD ; Behold^ 
against Hhis family do I devise an evil 
from which ye shall not remove your 
necks; neither shall ye go haughtily: 
for this time is evil. 

4 IF In that day shall one /take up *a 
parable against you, and lament with 
7 a doleful lamentation, and say, We be 
utterly spoiled: he hath changed the 
portion of my people: how hath he 
removed it from me I 8 turning away 
he hath divided our fields. 

5 Therefore thou shalt have none that 
shall ’^cast a cord by lot in the congre- 
gation of the Lord. 

6 Prophesy 2ye not, say they to them 
that prophesy: they shall not prophesy 
to them, that they shall not take 
shame. 

7 IF 0 thou that art named the house 
of Jacob, is the spirit of the Lord 
10 straitened? are these his doings? do 
not my words do good to him that 
walketh ^ 2 uprightly? 

8 Even of late my people is risen up as 
an enemy: ye pull off the robe ^^with 
the garment from them that pass by 
securely as men averse from war. 

9 The 17 women of my people have ye 
cast out from, their pleasant houses; 
from their children have ye taken away 
my glory for ever. 

10 Arise ye, and depart ; for this is not 
^ your rest : because it is polluted, it shall 
destroy even with a sore destruction. 
11 If a man ^ walking in the spirit and 
falsehood do lie, saying, I will prophesy 
unto thee of wine and of strong <frink; 
'he shall even be the prophet of this 
people. 

12 IF * I will surely assemble, O Jacob, 
all of thee; I will surely “gather ®th© 
remnant of Israel ; I will put them to- 
gether as the sheep of “'Bozrah, as the 
flock in the midst of their fold: they 
shall make great noise by reason of tlie 
multitude of men, 

13 The breaker is come up before them : 

144. ^Ox,/or. *ver.l. “ That is, .4 Zie. 
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they have broken up, and have passed 
through the gate, and are gone out by it : 
and ® their Mng shall pass before them, 
and *the Lord on the head of them. 

CHAPTEB 3 

A nd I said. Hear, I pray you, O 
. heads of Jacob, and ye princes of 
the house of Israel; ^Is it not for you 
to know judgment? 

2 Who hate the good, and love the evil ; 
®who pluck off their skin from off them, 
and their flesh from off their bones; 

3 Who also /eat the flesh of my people, 
and flay their skin from off them ; and 
they break their bones, and chop them 
in pieces, as for the pot, and *as flesh 
within the caldron. 

4 ^ Then shall they cry -unto the Lord, 
but he will not hear them : he will even 
hide his face from them at that time, as 
they have behaved themselves ill in their 
doings. 

6 1 Thus saith the Lord concerning 
*the prophets that make my people err, 
”that bite with their teeth, and cry, 
Peace; and he that putteth not into 
their mouths, they even "prepare war 
against him. 

6 Therefore ® night shall be unto you, 
2 that ye shall not have a vision; and 
it shall be dark unto you, ^that ye shall 
not divine; and ®the sun shall go down 
over the prophets, and the day shall be 
dark over them. 

7 Then shall the seers be ashamed, and 
the diviners confounded : yea, they shall 
all ® cover their ^lips; for there is no 
answer of God. 

8 H But truly I am full of power by the 
spirit of the Lord, and of judgment, and 
of might, to declare unto Jacob his trans- 
gression, and to Israel his sin. 

9 Hear this, I pray you, ye heads of 
the house of Jacob, and princes of the 
house of Israel, that abhor judgment, 
and pervert all equity. 

10 ^'They build up Zion ®with s blood, 
and Jerusalem with iniquity. 

11 ® The heads thereof judge for reward, 
and ®the priests thereof teach for hire, 
and the prophets thereof divine for 
money: yet will they "lean upon the 
Lord, ®and say, Is not the Lord a- 
mong us? none evil can come upon us. 
12 Therefore /shall Zion for your sake 
be plowed as a field, and Jerusalem 
shall become heaps, and the mountain 
of the house as the high places of the 
forest. 

CHAPTEB 4 

B ut ^in the last days it shall come 
to pass, that the mountain of the 
house of the Lord ^all be established 
in the top of the mountains, and it 
shall be exalted above the hills; and 
people shall flow unto it. 

2 AJid many nations shall come, and 
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say. Come, and let us go up to the moun- 
tain of the Lord, and to the house of 
the God of Jacob; and he wfllj:each 
us of his waya and we will 'wiflk in 
his paths; for the law shall go forth of 
Zion, and the word of the Lord from 
Jerusaleno- 

3 H And "he shall judge among many 
people, and rebuke strong nations afar 
off; and they shall beat their swords 
into plowshares, and their spears into 
ipruninghooks: nation shall not lift up 
a sword against nation, neither shall they 
learn war any more. 

4 ^But they shall sit eve^ man under

5 For all people will walk every one in 
the name of liis god, and *we will walk 
in the name of the Lord our God for 
ever and ever. 

6 In that day, saith the Lord, will 
I assemble ’"her that halteth, and I 
will gather her that is driven out, and 
her that I have afflicted ; 

7 And I will make her that halted 
remnant, and her that was cast far off 
a strong nation : and ** the Lord shall 
reign over them in mount Zion from 
henceforth, even for ever. 

8 t And thou, 0 tower of the flock, 
the strong hold of the daughter of Zion, 
unto thee shall it come, even the first 
dominion; the kingdom shall come to 
the daughter of Jerusalem. 

9 Now why dost thou cry out aloud? “is 
there no king in thee 1 is thy counseller 
perished? for "pangs have taken thee as 
a woman in travail 

10 Be in pain, and labour to bring forth, 
0 daughter of Zion, like a woman in 
travail : for now shalt thou go forth out 
of the city, and thou shalt dwell in the 
field, and "thou shalt go even to Baby- 
lon ; * there shalt thou he delivered ; there 
the Lord shall redeem thee from the 
hand of thine enemies. 

11 11 Now also *many nations are 

g athered against the& that say. Let 
er be denied, and <*Iet our eye look 
upon Zion. 

12 But they know not the thoughts 
of the Lord, neither understand they 
his counsel: for ^’'he shall gather them 
as the sheaves into the floor. 

13 Arise and thresh, 0 daughter of 
Zion : for I will make "thine horn iron, 
and I will make thy hoofs brass: and 
thou shalt beat in pieces many people: 
and I will * consecrate their gain unto 
the Lord, and their substance unto 
fcthe Lord of the whole earth. 


CHAPTEB 6 

“VrOW gather thyself in troops, O 
jLN daughter of troops; he hath laid 
siege against us: ^they shall smite the 
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judge of Israel with a rod upon the 

2 “JBut thou» ^Beth-lehem Ephratah, 
thouy^'^oyx. be little amone the thou- 
sands of Judah, yet out of thee shalllie 
come forth unto' me fliat is to be rubr 
in Israel ; whose ‘^goings forth ha/UQ hmi

8 *11 And the remnant of Jacob shall be 
among the Gentiles in the midst of many 
people as a lion among the beasts of the 
forest, as a young lion among the flocks 
of i^sheep : who, if he go tluough, both 
treadeth down, and teareth in pieces, 
and none can deliver. 

9 ^Thine hand shall be lifted up upon 
thine adversaries, and all thine enemies 
i^all be cut oft'. 

10 And it shall come to pass “in that 
day, saith the Loud, ®that I will cut off 
thy horses out of the midst of thee, and 
I will destroy thy chariots : 

11 And I wrill cut off the cities of thy 
land, and throw down all thy strong 
holds : 

12 And I will cut off “'witchcrafts out 

of thine hand; and thou shalt have no 
myte soothsayers : j 

13 Thy graven images also will I cut 
off, and thy i^standing inures out of the 
midst of thee ; and thou shalt no more 
worship the work of thine hands. 

14 And I will pluck up thy “groves out 
of the midst of thee : so will I destroy 
thy i^dties. 

15 And I win execute vengeance in 
anger and fury upon the heathen, such 
as they have not neard.

2 Hear ye, 0 mountams, “the

testify against me. . , , , 

4 Eor ^1 brought thee up out of the land 
of Egypt, and redeemed thee out of the 
house of servants; and I sent before 
thee Moses, Aaron, and Miriam. 

6 O my people, remember now *wliat 
Balak king of Moab consulted, and what 
Balaam the son of Beor answered him 
from *Shittim unto Gilgal; that ye 
may know the righteousness of the 
Lord.

God? shall I come before him with burnt 
offering, with calves ^of a year old ?

8 He hath shewed thee, 0 man, what is 
good ; and what doth the Lord require 

1 of thee, but to do justly, and to love 
! mercy, and to Swalk humbly with thy 
God? 

j 9 The Lord’s voice crieth unto the city, 

! and ^the man, wisdom shall see thy 
name : hear ye ^the rod, and who hath 
appointed it. 

10 t 10 Are there yet the treasures of 
wickedness in the house of the wicked, 
and the i^gcant measure that is abomi- 
nable ? 

11 Shall I 13 count them pure with the 
wicked ^balances, and witli the bag of 
deceitful weights? 

12 For the nch men thereof are full of 
violence, and the inhabitants thereof have 
spoken lies, and their tongue is deceitful 
in their mouth. 

13 Therefore also will I make thee sick 
in smiting thee, in making thee desolate 
because oi thy sins. 

14 *Thou shalt eat, but not be satisfied ; 
and thy casting down shall be in the 
midst of thee ; and thou shalt take hold, 
but shalt not deliver ; and that which 
thou deliverest will I give up to the 
sword.

2 II will utterly consume all things 
from off 2 the land, saith the Lord. 

3 I will consume ‘^man and beast; I 
will consume the fowls of the heaven, 
and the fishes of the sea, and ^^the ^stum- I 
blingblocks with the wicked ; and I will i 
cut off man from off* the land, saith the ' 
Lord. 

4 1 win also stretch out mine hand upon 
Judah, and upon all the inliabitants of 
Jerusalem; and will cut off* the rem- 
nant of Baal from this place, and the 
name of ^the Chemamns with the 
priests: 

6 And them that worship the host of 
heaven upon the housetops; and them 
that worship and *that swear “^by the 
Loed, and that swear by ’"Malcham ; 

6 And them that are turned back from 
the Lord ; and those that have not 
soimht the Lord, nor inquired for him. 

7 Hold thy peace at the presence of the 
Lord God : for ”the day of the Lord is 
at hand : for ®the Lord hath prepared a 
sacrifice, he hath ® bid his guests. 

8 And it shall come to pass in the 
day of the Lord’s sacrifice, that I will 
^punish the princes, and the king’s chil- 
dren, and au such as are clothed witli 
strange apparel. 

9 In the same day also wiU I punish all 
those ^that leap on the threshold, which 
fill their masters’ houses with violence 
and deceit. 

10 And it shall come to pass in that 
day, saith the Lord, that there shall be 
the noise of a cry from "the fish gate, 
and an howling from “the second, and 
a great crashing from the hills.

7 '^Should ye not hear the words which 
the Lord hath cried ®by the former 
prophets, when Jerusalem was inhabited 
ana in prosperity, and the cities thereof 
round about her, when men inhabited 
"the south and the plain? 

8 IT And the word of the Lord came 
unto Zechariah, saying, 

9 Thus meaketh the Lord of hosts, 
saying, Execute true judgment, and 
*"shew mercy and compassions every 
man to his brother: 

10 And oppress not ®the widow, nor the 
fatherless, the stranger, nor the poor; 
and let none of you imagine evil against 
his brother in your heart. 

11 But they refused to hearken, and 
12 pulled away the shoulder, and i® stopped 
their ears, that they should not hear, 

12 Yea, they made their hearts as an 
adamant stone, lest they should hear the 
law, and the words which the Lord of 
hosts hath sent in his spirit ®by the 
former prophets : therefore came a great 
wrath from the Lord of hosts. 

13 Therefore it is come to pass, that as 
he cried, and they would not hear ; so 
they cried, and I would not hear, saith 
the Lord of hosts : 

14 But I scattered them with a whirl- 
wind among all the nations ^whom they 
knew not.

CHAPTER 8 

AGAIN the word of the Lord of hosts 
jt\. came to me, saying,

7 Thus saith the Lord of hosts *, Behold, 
I will save my people ®from the east 
country, and from ^the west country; 

8 And I will bring theim and they shall 
dwell in the midst of Jerusalem: and 
’‘they shall be my people, and I will be 
their God, in truth and in righteous- 
ness. 

9 1 Thus saith the Lord of hosts ; *Let 
your hands be strong, ye that hear in 
these days these worote by the mouth of 
^the prophets, which were in “the day 
that the foundation of the house of the 
Lord of hosts was laid, that the temple 
might be built. 

10 For before these days ®there was no 
hire for man, nor any hire for beast; 
neither was there any peace to him that 
went out or came in because of the afflic- 
tion : for I set all men every one against 
his neighbour. 

11 But now I will not he unto the re- 
sidue of this people as in the former 
days, saith the Lord of hosts. 

12 For the seed shall he prosperous; 
the vine shall give her frmt, and the 
ground shall mve her increase, and the 
heavens shall give their dew; and I 
will cause the remnant of this people 
to possess all these things. 

13 And it shall come to pass, that as 
ye were ^a curse among the heathen, 
O house of Judah, and house of Israel; 
so will I save you, and *ye shall be a 
blessing : fear not, hut let your hands be 
stro^. 

14 For thus saith the Lord of hosts ; 
® As I thought to punish you, when your 
fathers provoked me to wrath, saith the 
Lord of hosts, and I repented not : 

15 So again have 1 thought in these 
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days to do well unto Jerusalem and to 
the house of Judali ; fear ye not, 

16 11 These are the things that ye shall 
do ; ® Speak ye every man the truth to 
his neighbour; i execute the judgment of 
truth and peace in your gates : 

17 And let none of you imamne evil in 
your hearts against nis neighbour : and 
love no false oath : for all these are things 
that I hate, saith the Lord. 

18 IT And the word of the Lord of 
hosts came unto me, saying, 

19 Thus saith the Lord of hosts ; The 
fast of the fourth months and the fast of 
^the fifth, and the fast of Hhe seventh, 
and the fast of the tenth, shall be to the 
house of Judah joy and gladness, and 
cheerful sfeasts ; therefore love the truth 
and p^ce. 

20 Thus saith the Lord of hosts: It 

shall yet come to pass^ that there shall 
come people, and the inhabitants of many 
cities: . , „ 

21 And the inhabitants of one city shall 
go to another, saying. Let us go Sspeedily 
^to pray before the Lord, and to seek 
the Lord of hosts : I will go also. 

22 Yea, ^many people and strong nations 
shall come to seek the Lord of hosts in 
Jerusalem, and ^ to pray before the Lord. 

23 Thus saith the Lord of hosts; In 
those days it shall come to pass, that 
“ten men ** shall take hold out “’of all 
languages of the nations, even shall take 
hold of the skirt of him that is a Jew, 
saying, We will go with you: for we 
have heard that God with you. 

CHAPTEE 9

12 And I will strengthen them in the 
Lord; and ^they snail walk up and 
down in his name, saith the Lord.

Yet ye have 
robbed me. But ye say, Wherem have 
we robbed thee ? In ^tithes and offerings. 

9 Ye are cursed with a curse : for ye 
have robbed me, even this whole nation. 

10 Bring ye all the tithes into the store- 
house, that there may be ‘’meat in mine 
house, and ^prove me now herewith, 
saith the Lord of hosts, if I will not 
open you the windows of heaven, and

CHAPTEB 5 
AND seeing the multitudes, he went 
xl. up into a * mountain : and when he 
was set, his disciples came unto him :

12 Kejoice, and be exceeding glad : for 
jreat is your reward in heaven : for *so 
persecuted they the prophets which were 
before you. 

13 T Ye are the salt of the earth : *'but if 
the salt have lost his savour, wherewith 
shall it be salted? it is thenceforth good 
for nothing, but to be cast out, and to 
be trodden under foot of men. 

14 *Ye are the light of the world. A 
city that is set on an hill cannot be hid. 

15 Neither do men light a candle, 
and put it under bushel, but on a 
candlestick : and it giveth light unto all 
tliat are in the house. 

16 Let your light so shine before men, 
®that they mav see your good works, and 
/glorify your Father which is in heaven. 

17 H ^ Think not that I am come to 
d^troy tlie law, or the prophets: I am 
not come to destroy, but to fulfil 

18 For verily I say unto you, ^‘Till 
heaven and earth pass, one jot or one 
tittle shall in no wise pass from the 
law, till all he fulfilled. 

19 ^'Whosoever therefore shall break 
one of these least commandments, and 
shall teach men so, he shall be called 
the least in the kingdom of heaven ; 
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but whosoever shall do and teach iAem, | 
the same shall be called great in the 
kin^om of heaven. * 

20 For I say unto you. That except your 
righteousness shall exceed the righteous- 
ness of the scribes and Pharisees, ye 
shall in no case enter into the kingdom 
of heaven. 

21 ^ Te have heard that it was said 
^by them of old time, *Thou shalt not 
kiU; and whosoever shall MU shaU he 
in danger of the judgment : 

22 But I say unto you, That ^whosoever 
is angry with his brother without a cause 
shall oe in danger of the judgment : and 
whosoever shaU say to his brother, ^Eaca, 
shall be in danger of / the council : but 
whosoever shnll say. Thou fool, shaU be 
in danger of hell fire. 

23 Therefore if thou bring ^ thy gift to 
the altar, and there rememberest that thy 
brother hath ought a^inst thee ; 

24 Leave there thy gift before the altar, 
and go thy way; first be reconciled to thy 
brother, and then come and offer thy gift. 

25 Agree -with thine adversary Quickly, 
whiles thou art in the way with him; 
lest at any time the adversary deliver 
thee to the judge, and the judge deliver 
thee to the officer, and thou be cast into 
prison. 

26 Verily I say unto thee, Thou shalt 
by no means come out thence, tUl thou 
h^t paid the uttermost farthing. 

27 Ye have heard that it was said 
’"by them of old time, "Thou shalt not 
commit adultery : 

28 But I say imto you, That whosoever 
looketh on a woman to lust after her liath 
committed adultery with her already in 
bis heart. 

29 ® And if thy right eye s offend thee, 
’'pluck it out, ana cast it from thee: 
for it is profitable for thee that one of 
thy memoers should perish, and not that 
thy whole body should be cast into heU. 

30 'And if thy right hand offend thee, 
cut it off, and cast it from thee : for it 
is profitable for thee that one of thy 
members should perish, and not that 
thy whole body should be cast into heU. 

31 It hath been said, 'Whosoever shall 
put away his wife, let him give her a 
writing of divorcement : 

32 But I say unto yoi^ That “whosoever 
shall put away his wife, saving for the 
cai^e ^f^fomicatmn,^causeth hereto com- 
ber that is divorced committeth adultery. 

33 ^ Again, ye have heard that it hath 
been said ’"by them of old time, ®Thou 
shalt not forswear thyself, but shalt 
perform unto the Lord thine oaths; 

34 But I sav unto you, “ Swear not at 
all; neither by heaven; for it is God’s 
throne: 

35 Nor by the earth; for it is * his 
footstool; neither by Jerusalem; for it 
is ^ the city of the ^eat King. 
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36 Neither shalt thou swear by thy 

head, because thou canst not make gne 
hair wliite or black. _ 

37 But let your communication be. Tea, 
yea ; Nay, nay : for whatsoever is more 
than these cometh of evil. 

^ H Ye have heard that it hath been 
said, “An eye for an eye, and a tooth for 
a tooth : 

39 "But I say unto you, ‘^That ye resist 
not evil : but whosoever shall smite thee 
on thy right cheek, turn to him the other 
also. 

40 And if any man will sue thee at the 
law, and take away thy coat, let him 
have thy cloke also. 

41 And whosoever shall compel thee to 
go a mile, go with him twain. 

42 Give to him that asketh thee, and 
from him that would borrow of thee turn 
not thou away. 

43 H Ye have heard that it hath been 
said, ^Thou shalt love thy neighbour, 
and ^hate thine enemy. 

44 But I say unto you, ^Love your 
^emies, bless them that cursg-you, do 
good to them that hate vou, and *pray 
for them which despitef ully use you, and 
persecute you ; 

45 That ye may be the children of your 
Father which is in heaven : for he maketh 
his sun to rise on the evil and on the 
good, and sendeth rain on the just and 
on the unjust. 

46 ^For if ye love them which love you, 
what reward have ye? do not even "the 
publicans the same ? 

47 And if ye salute your brethren only, 
what do ye more than others f do not 
even the publicans so? 

48-^ Be ye therefore perfect, even as your 
Father which is in heaven is perfect. 
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CHAPTER 6 

rpAKIE heed that ye do not your •‘aims 

1 before men, to be seen of them; 
otherwise ye have no reward ^*of your 
Father which is in heaven. 

2 Therefore when thou doest thine alms, 
6 do not sound a trumpet before thee, as 
the hypocrites do in the synagogues and 
in the streets, that they may nave glory 
of men. Verily I say unto you. They 
have their reward. 

3 But when thou doest alms, let not 
thy left hand know what thy right? 
hand doeth; 

4 That thine alms may be in secret : 
and thy Father which seeth in secret 
himself shall reward thee openly. 

5 IT And when thou prayest, thou shalt 
not be as the hypocntes are: for they 
love to pray standing in the synagogues 
and in the corners of the streets, that 
they may be seen of men. Verily I say 
unto yon. They have their reward. 

6 But thou, when thou prayest, enter 
into thy closet, and when thou hast shut 
thy door, pray to thy Father which is in 
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secret; and thy Father which seeth in 
secret ® shall reward thee openly. 

7 But when ye pray, use not vain re- 
petitions, as the heathen do: for they 
think that they shall be heard ®for their 
much speaking. 

8 Be not ye therefore like unto them : 
‘*for your Father knoweth what things 
ye have need of, before ye ask him. 

9 After this manner therefore pray 
ye; /Our Father which art in heaven, 
Hallowed be thy name. 

10^ Thy kingdom come. ^Thy wijl be 
done in earth, ^ as is in heaven. 

11 Give us this day our daily bread. 

12 And forgive us our * debts, as we 
forgive our debtors. 

13 2 And lead us not into temptation, 
but deliver us ’^from evil : "For thine is 
the kingdom, and the power, and the 
glory, for ever. Amen. 

14^ For if ye forgive men their tres- 
•''’""es, your heavenly Father will also 


forgive you : 

15 ®But if ye forgive not men their 
trespasses, neither will your Father for- 
give your trespasses. 

16 T Moreover *when ye fast, be not, as 
the hypocrites, of a sad countenance : for 
they disfigure their faces, that they may 
appear unto men to fast. Verily I say 
unto you. They have their reward. 

17 But thou, when thou fastest, * anoint 
thine head, and wash thy face ; 

18 That thou appear not unto men to 
fast, but unto thy Father which is in 
secret ; and thy Father, which seeth in 
secret,^shall reward thee openly. 

19 IT Lay not up for yourselves treasures 
upon earth, where moth and rust doth 
corrupt, and where thieves break through 
and steal : 

20 * But lay up for yourselves treasures 
in heaven, where neither moth nor rust 
doth corrupt, and where thieves do not 
break through nor steal : 

21 For where your treasure is, there will 
your heart be also. 

22 The light of the body is the eye ; if 
therefore thine eye single, thy whole 

23 ^ut if thine eye §6 “evil, thy whole 
body shall be full of darkness. If there- 
fore the light that is in thee be darkness, 
how CTeat is that darkness 1 

24 1 «*No man can serve two masters: 
for either he will hate the one, and love 
the other ; or else he will hold to the one, 
and despise the other. Ye cannot serve 
God and ‘'mammon. 

25 /Therefore I say unto you, ^Take no 
thought for your life, what ye shall eat, 
or what ye shall drink ; nor yet for your 
body, what ye shall put on. Is not the 
life more than meat, and the body than 
raiment? 

26 Behold the fowls of the air ; for they 
sow not, neither do they reap, nor ^ther 
into bams; yet your heavenly Father 
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feedeth them. Are ye not much better 
tlian they? 

27 Which of you by taking thought can 
add *one cubit unto his stature? 

28 And why take ye thought for raiment? 
Consider the lilies of the field, how they 
grow; they toil not, neither do they spin ; 

29 And yet I say unto you. That even 
® Solomon in all his glory was not arrayed 
like one of these. 

30 Wherefore, if God so clothe the grass 
of the field, which to day is, and to 
morrow is cast into tlie oven, shall he 
not much more clothe you, ■^0 ye of 
little faith? 

31 Therefore take no thought, saying, 
What shall we eat? or, What shall we 
drink? or. Wherewithal shall we be 
clothed? 

32 (For after all these things do the 
Gentiles seek .) ® for your heavenly Father 
knoweth that ye have need of all these 
thin^. 

33 But seek ye first the kingdom of 
God, and his righteousness; *'^and all 
these things shall be added unto you. 

34 Take therefore no thought for the 
morrow: for the morrow shall take 
thought for the things of itself. Suffi- 
cient unto the day is the evil thereof. 

CHAPTER 7 

“ rXJBGE not, "that ye be not judged. 
V 2 For with what judgment ye judge, 
ye shall be judged: and "with what 
measure ye mete, it shall be measured 
to you a^in. 

^ 3 And Tmy heholdest thou the mote that 
is in thy brother’s eye, but considerest 
not the beam that is m thine own eye ? 

4 Or how wilt thou say to thy brother, 
Let me null out the mote out of thine 
eye; and, behold, a beam is in thine 
own eye? 

5 Thou hypocrite, first cast out the beam 
out of thine own eye; and then shalt 
thou see clearly to cast out the mote out 
of thy brother s eye. 

6 1: *Give not that which is holy unto 
the dogs, neither cast ye your pearls 
before swine, lest they trample them 
under their feet, and turn again and 
rend you. 

7 H *Ask, ®and it shall be given you; 
seek and ye shall find; knock, and it 
shall be opened unto you : 

8 For every one that asketh receiveth ; 
and he that seeketh findeth ; and to him 
that knocketh it shall be opened. 

9 Or what man is there of you, whom if 
his son ask bread, will he give him a 
stone ? 

10 Or if he ask a fish, will he give him 
a serpent? 

11 If ye then, being evil, know how to 
give good gifts unto your children, how 
much more shall ^your Father which is 
in heaven give good things to them that 
ask him? 
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12 Therefore ail things “ whatsoever ye 
\70tild that men should do to you, do ye 
even so to them ; ^ for this is the law and 
the prophets. 

13 1 ^ Enter ye in at the strait gate : for 
wide is the gate, and broad is the way, 
that leadeth to destruction, and many 
there be which go in thereat : 

14 ^ Because strait is the gate, and narrow 
is the way. which leadeth unto life, and 
few there be that find it. 

15 T; ^Beware of false prophets, which 
come to you in sheep’s dotlnng, but 
inwardly they are ravening wolves. 

16 ^ Ye shall know them by their fruits. 
Do men gather grapes of thorns, or figs 
of thistles? 

17 Even so every good tree bringeth 
forth good fruit; but a corrupt tree 
bringeth forth e\Ti fruit. 

18 A good tree cannot bring forth evil 
fruit, neither can a corrupt tree bring 
forth good fruit. 

19 Every tree that briugeth not forth 
good fruit is hewn do^vn, and cast into 
the fire. 

20 Wherefore by their fruits ye shall 
know them, 

21 ^ *llot every one that saith unto me, 
Lord, Lord, shall enter into the kingdom 
of heaven ; but he that doeth the will of 
my Father which is in heaven. 

22 Many will say to me in that day. 
Lord, Lord, have we not prophesied in 
thy name? and in thy name ‘^have cast 
out devils? and in thy name done many 
wonderful works? 

23 And then will I profess unto them, I 
never knew you: depart from me, ye 
that work iniquity. 

24 ^ Therefore ^whosoever heareth these 
gayin^ of mine, and doeth them, I will 
liken him unto ^’a ■wise man, which built 
his house upon a rock : 

25 And the rain descended, and the 
floods came, and the winds blew, and 
beat upon that house ; and it fell not : 
for it was founded upon a rock. 

26 And every one that heareth these 
sayings of mine, and doeth them not, 
shall be likened unto a foolish man, 
which built his house upon the sand : 

27 And the rain descended, and the 
floods came, and the winds blew, and 
beat upon that house; and it fell; and 
great was the fall of it. 

28 And it came to pass, when Jesus had 
ended these sayings, ^the people were 
astonished at ms doctrine; 

29* For he taught them as one having 
authority, and not as the scribes. 

CHAPTEB 8 

TT7HE3N he was come down from the 
TT mountain, great multitudes fol- 
lowed him. 

2 * And, behold, there came a leper and

* touched him, sajfing, I will; be thou 
clean. And immediately his leprosy was 
cleansed. 

4 And Jesus saith unto him, ® See thou 
tell no man ; but go thy way, shew thy- 
self to the priest, and offer the gift that 
/]Moses commanded, for a testimony 
unto them. 

5 H ^ And when Jesus was entered into 
Capernaum, there came unto him a cen- 
turion, beseecliing liim, 

6 And saying, Lord, my servant lieth 
at home sick of the palsy, grievously 
tomiented. 

7 And Jesus saith unto him, I will 
come and heal him. 

8 The centurion answered and said, 
Lord, I am not worthy that thou should- 
est come under my roof : but speak the 
word only, and my servant shall be 
healed. 

9 For I am a man under authority, 
having soldiers under me: and I say 
to this muTU Go, and he goeth; and 
to another. Come, and he coniethj and 
to my servant, Do tliis, and he doeth it, 

10 \Yhen Jesus heard it, he marvelled, 
and said to them that followed. Verily 1 
say unto you, have not found so great 
faith, no, not in Israel. 

11 And I say unto you, That ’"many 
shall come from the kst md westTand 
“shall sit do-wn with Abraham, and Isaac, 
and J acob, in the kingdom of heaven. 

12 But ^the childi’en of the kingdom 
“shall be cast out into outer darkness : 
there shall be weeping and gnashing of 
teeth. 

13 .^d J esus said unto the centurion, 
Go thy way ; and as thou hast believed, 
so be it done unto thee. And his servant 
was healed in the selfsame hour. 

14 1 'And when Jesus was come into 
Peter’s house, he saw his wife’s mother 
laid, and sick of a fever. 

15 And he touched her hand, and the 
fever left her : and she arose, and mini- 
stered unto them. 

16 f When the even was come, they 
brought unto him manjj^ that were “pos- 
sessed with devils : ana he cast out the 
spirits vdth his word, and healed all that 
were sick • 

17 That it might be fulfilled which was 
s^ken by Esaias the prophet, saying. 

Hi m self took our infirinities, and bare 
our sicknesses. 

18 IT Now when Jesus saw great multi- 
tudes about him, he gave nn TnmanrlTnpn k 
to depart unto the other side. 

19 And certain scribe came, and said 
unto him, Master, I will follow thee 
whithersoever thou goest. 

20 And Jesus saith unto hina, The foxes 
have holes, and the birds of toe air have 
n^ts; but the Son of th^t i hath not 
where to lay his head. 

21 And another of his dig cipl^ said 
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unto him, Lord, sufi'er me first to go and 
bury my father. 

22 But Jesus said unto him, Follow 
me: and let the dead bury their dead. 

23 1 “And when he was entered into a 
ship, his disciples followed him. 

24 And, behold, there arose a great 
tempest in the sea, insomuch that the 
ship was covered with the waves ; but he 
was asleeo.^ 

25 And his disciples came to Aha, and 
awoke him, saying, Lord, save us: we 
perish. 

2i5 And he saith unto them, "Why are ye 
fearful, ye of little faith? Then he 
arose, and rebuked the winds and the 
sea ; and there was a great calm. 

27 But the men marv'eUed, saying, Wliat 
manner of man is this, that even the 
winds and the sea obey him I 

28 H And when he was come to the 
other side into the country of the Ger- 
gesenes, there met liira two possessed 
with devils, coming out of the tombs, 
exceeding fierce, so that no man might 
pass by that way. 

29 And, behold, they cried out, sa 3 ing, 
What have we to do with thee, Jesus, 
thou ^Son of God? art thou come hither 
to torment us before the time? 

30 And there was a good way off from 
them an herd of many swine feeding. 

31 So the devils besought him, saying, 
n thou cast us out, suffer us to go away 
into the herd of swine. 

32 And he said unto them. Go. And 
when they were come out, they went into 
the herd of swine: and, behold, the 
whole herd of swine ran violently down 
a steep place into the sea, and perished 
m the waters. 

33 And they that kept them fled, and 
went their ways into the city, and told 
every thing, and what was befallen to the 
possessed of the devils. 

34 And, behold, the whole city came 
out to meet Jesus : and when they saw 
him, *^they besought him that he would 
depart out of their coasts. 

CBAPTER 9 

® ^6 entered into a ship, and passed 

over, and came into ^his own city. 

2 ^ AncL behold, they brought to him a 
man sick of the palsy, lying on a bed : 
and Jesus ^seeing their faith said unto 
the sick of the palsy ; Son, be of good 
cheer ; thy sins oe forgiven thee. 

3^ And, behold, certain of the scribes 
said within themselves. This Qtian blas- 
phemeth. 

4 And Jesus “knowing their thoughts 
said. Wherefore tliink ye evil in your 
hearts? 

5 For whether is easier, to say. Tky sins 
be forgiven thee ; or to say. Arise, and 
walk? 

6 But that ye may know that the Son of 
man hath power on earth to forgive sins, | 
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(then saith he to the sick of the palsy,) 
Arise, take up thy bed, and go unto 
thine house. 

7 And he arose, and departed to his 
house. 

8 But when the multitudes saw if, they 
marvelled, and glorified God, which had 
given such power unto men. 

9 H *And as Jesus passed forth from 
thence, he saw a man, named Matthew, 
sitting at the receipt of custom : and he 
saith unto him, Follow me. And he 
arose, and followed him. 

10 H And it came to pass, as Jesus 
sat at meat in the house, behold, ^many 
publicans and sinners came and sat down 
with him and liis disciples. 

11 And when the Pharisees saw it, they 
said unto his disciples. Why eateth your 
Master ® with pubhcans and sinners ? 

12 But when Jesus heard that, he said 
unto them, They that be whole need not 
a physician, but they that are sick, 

13 But go ye and learn what that mean- 
eth, /I will have mercy, and not sacrifice : 
for I am not come to call the righteous, 
but sinnei-s to repentance. 

14 T ^Then came to him the disciples 
of John, saying, Why do we and 
Pharisees rfast oft, but thy disciples fast 
not? 

15 And Jesus said unto them, ^ Can the 
cliildren of the bridechaniber mourn, as 
long as the bridegroom is with them? 
but the days will come, when the bride- 
groom shall be taken from them, and 
then shall they fast. 

16 No man putteth a piece of i new cloth 
unto an old garment, for that which is 
put in to fill it up taketh from the gar- 
ment, and the rent is made worse. 

17 Neither do men put new wine into 
old bottles : else * the bottles break, and 
the wine runneth out, and the bottles 
perish : but they put new wine into new 
bottles, and both are preserved. 

IS U MlGiile he spake these things unto 
them, behold, there came a certain ruler, 
and "worshipped him, sajdng. My daugh- 
ter is even now dead: hut come and 
lay thy hand upon her, and she shall 
live. 

19 And Jesus arose, and followed him, 
and so did his disciples. 

20 U And, behold, a woman, wliich was 
diseased *with an issue of blood twelve 
years, came behind him, and touched 
Hhe hem of his garment: 

21 For she said within herself, If I may 
but touch liis garment, I sliall be whole. 

22 But Jesus turned him about^ and 
when he saw her, he said, Daughter, be 
of good comfort • ^ thy faith hath, made 
thee whole. And the woman was made 
whole from that hour. 

23 Amd when Jesus came into the ruler’s 
house, and saw the "minstrels and the 
people making a noise, 

24 He said unto them, Give place : for

the dead, cast out devils; freely ye have 
received, freely give. 

9 2 Provide neither gold, nor silver, noi* 
^ brass in your purses, 

10 Nor %crip for yomr journey, neither 
two coats, neither shoes, nor yet s staves : 
>for the workman is worthy of his meat, 

11 And into whatsoever city or town ye 
shall enter, inquire who in it is worthy ; 
and there abide till ye go thence. 

12 And when ye come into an house, 
salute it. 

13 And if the house be worthy^ let your 
peace come upon it: but if it be not 
worthy, let your peace return to you. 

14 And whosoever shall not receive you, 
nor hear your words, when ye depart out 
of that house or city, ^ shake oft* the dust 
ii^our feet. 

J.5/Verily I say unto you. It shall be 
ore 'tolerable for tlienand ul 


the maid is not dead, but *sleepeth.

25 But when the people were put forth, 
he went in, and took her by the hand, 
and the maid arose. 

26 And ithe fame hereof went abroad 
into all that land. 

27 ^ And when Jesus departed thence,

28 And when he was come into the 
house, the blind men came to him ; and 
Jesus saith unto them, Believe ye that I 
am able to do this?

IT ?As they went out, behold, they 
brought to him a dumb man ® possessed 
with a- devil. 

33 And when the de\dl was cast out, 
the dumb spake: and the multitudes 
marvelled, saying, It was never so seen 
in IsraeL 

34 But the Pharisees said, casteth 
out devils through the prince of the 
devils. 

35 And Jesus went about all the cities 
and villages, teaching in their syna- 


eveiy disease among the people. 

36 IT But “when he saw tlie multitudes, 
he was moved with compassion on them, 
because they ^fainted, and were scattered 
abroad, ‘^as sheep having no shepherd. 

37 Then saith he unto his disciples, 
/The harvest truly is plenteous, but the 
labourers are few; 

38 Pray ye therefore the Lord of the 
harvest, that he will send forth labourers 
into his harvest. 

CHAPTER lO 

AND / when he had called unto him his 
twelve disciples, he gave them power 
^against unclean spirits, to cast them 
out, and to heal aU manner of sickness 
and all manner of disease. 

2 *Now the names of the twelve apostles 
are these; The first, Simon, ^who is 
called Peter, and ” Andrew his brother; 
^ James the son of Zebedee, and John 
his brother;

6 These twelve Jesus sent forth, and 
commanded them, saying, Go not into 
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IK a^ofthat cl^ r 
*^16 H Behold,”! send you forth as sheep 
in the midst of wolves: be ye therefore 
"wise as serpents, and ^harmless as doves. 

17 But beware of men: for they will 
deliver you up to the ^councils, and “they 
will scourge you in their synagogues ; 

18 And ye shall be brought before 
^governors and kings for my sake, for a 
testimony against them and the Gentiles. 

19 *But when they deliver you up, take 
no thought how or what ye shall speak : 
®for it shall be given you in that same 
hour what ye shall speak. 

20 ^For it IS not ye that speak, but the 
Spirit of your Father which speaketh in 
you. 

21 And the brother shall deliver up the 


and the children sliall rise up agaiast 
their parents, and cause them to be put 
to death. 

22 * And ye shall be hated of all Tnen for 
my name’s sake : ^but he that endureth 
to the end shall be saved. 

23 But when they persecute you in this 
city,^ flee ye into another : for verily I say 
unto y;ou, Ye shall not ’have gone over 
the cities of Israel, ’^till the Son of man 
be come. 

24 ^ The disciple is not above his master, 
nor the servant above his lord. 

25 It is enough for the disciple that U 
be as his master, and the servant as his 
lord. ^If they have called the master of 
the house 8 Beelzebub, how much more 
shall they call them of his hojisehold? 

26 Fear them not therefore: “for there 
is nothing covered, that shall not be re- 
vealed ; and hid, that shall not be known.

27 What I tell you in darkness, that *isa, 6 i.i. 
speak ye in light : and what ye hear in the 

ear, that preach ye upon the housetops. 

28 ^d fear not them which kill the * isa.ai 4 , 

body, but are not able to kill the soul : 13 57 

but rather fear him which is able to & 2 e.

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CHAPTER 11 


AND it came to pass, when Jesus had 
made an end of commanding his 
twelve disciples, he departed thence to 
teach and to preach in their cities. 

2 *Now when John had heard ®m the 
prison the works of Christ, he sent two 
of his disciples, 

3 And said unto him, Ajrt thou ®he that 
should come, or do we look for another? 

4 Jesus answered and said unto them, 
Gk) and shew John again those things 
which ye do hear and see : 

6 ^ The blind jreceive their sight, and the 
lame walk, the lepers are cleansed, and 
the deaf hear, the dead are raised up, and 
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®the poor have the gospel preached to 
them. 

6 And blessed is he, whosoever shall not 
^ be ofiended in me, 

7 H And as they departed, Jesus began 
to say unto the multitudes concemmg 
John, What went ye out <*into the 
wilderness to see? ® A reed shaken with 
the -wind ? 

8 But wliat went ye out for to see? A 
man clothed in soft raiment? behold, 
they that wear soft clothing are in kings^ 
houses. 

9 But what went ye out for to see ? /A 
prophet? yea, I say unto you, and more 
than a prophet. 

lb For this is he, of whom it is written, 
^’Behold, I send my messenger before” 
thy face, which sh^ prepare thy way 
before thee. 

11 Verily I say unto you, Among them 
that are born of women there hath not 
risen a greater than John the Baptist: 
notwithstanding he that is least in the 
kingdom of heaven is greater than he. 

12 ^And from the days of John the 
Baptist until now the kingdom of heaven 
^suflereth violence, and the violent take 
it by force. 

13 For all the prophets and the law 
prophesied until Jolui. 

14 And if ye will receive it, this is 
® Elias, which was for to come. 

15 ® He that hath ears to hear, let him 
hear. 

16 t But whereunto shall I liken this 
generation? It is like unto children 
sitting in the markets, and calling unto 
their fellows, 

17 And saying. We have piped unto 
you, and ye have not danced; we have 
mourned unto you, and ye have not 
lamented. 

18 For John came neither * eating nor 
“drinking, and they say, He hath a devil. 

19 The Son of man came eating and 
drinking, and they say. Behold a man 
gluttonous, and a winebibber, "a friend 
of publicans and sinners. But wisdom 
*is justified of her children. 

20 H ^Then began he to upbraid the 
cities wherein most of his mighty works 
were done, because they repented not: 

21 Woe unto thee, Chorazin! woe unto 
thee, *Bethsaidal for if the mighty works, 
which were done in you, had been done 
in ® Tyre and Sidon, they would have 
repented long ago in sackcloth and 
ashes. 

22 <*But I say unto you. It shall be 
more tolerable for Tyre and Sidon at the 
day of judgment, than for you. 

23 And thou, Capernaum, /which art 
exalted unto heaven, shalt be brought 
down to hell : for if the mighty works, 
which have been done in thee, had been 
done in Sodom, it would have remained 
until this day. 

24 But I say unto you, That it shall be 
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more tolerable for the land of Sodom in 
the day of judgment; than for thee. 

25 ‘i; ‘^At that time Jesus answered and 
said, I thank thee, 0 Father, Lord of 
heaven and earth, because thou hast hid 
these tilings *from the wuse and prudent, 
and hast ^revealed them unto babes. 

26 Even so, Father : for so it seemed 
good in thy sight. 

27 / All things are delivered unto me of 
my Father: and no man knoweth the 
Son, but the Father ; neither knoweth any 
man the Father, ^'-save the Son, and he 
to whomsoever the Son will reveal him.

CHAPTER 12 

AT that time ^ Jesus went on the 
sabbath day through the corn ; and 
his disciples were an hungred, and ® be- 
gan to pluck the ears of corn, and to eat. 

2 But when the Pharisees saw it they 
said imto him. Behold, thy disciples do 
that ^ which is not lawful to do upon the 
sabbath day. 

3 But he said unto them, Have ye not 
read ^what David did, when he was an 
hun^d, and they that were with him ; 

4 How he entered into the house of 
God, and did eat “ the shewbread, which 
was not lawful for him to eat, neither 
for them which were ivith Mm, “'but 
only for the priests? 

5 Or have ye not read ® in the law, how 
that on the sabbath days the priests in 
the temple profane the sabbath, and are 
blameless? 

6 But I say unto you, That in tMs place 
is (me greater than the temple. 

7 But if ye had known ^'what this 
meaneth, ®I will have mercy, and not 
sacrifice, ye would not have condemned 
the guiltless. 

8 For the Son of man is Lord even of 
the sabbath day. 

9 And when he was departed thence, 

5 he went into their synagogue: 

10 t And, behold, there was a man 
which had his hand withered. And they 
asked him, saying, <*Is it lawful to heal 
on the sabbath days? that they might 
accuse him. 

11 And he said unto them. What man 
^all there be among you, that shall 
have one sheep, and if it fall into a pit 
on the sabbath day, will he not lay hold 
on it, and lift it out? 

12 How much then is a man better than 
a sheep? Wherefore it is lawful to do 
well on the sabbath days. 

IS Then salth he to the man, Stretch 
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Jesus disputeth with the Pharisees^ 

forth thine hand. And he stretched it 
forth; and it was restored whole, like as 
the other. , ^ -i 

14 1 Then the Phansees went out, and 
iheld a council against him, how they 
might destroy him. 

15 But when Jesus knew it, ®he with- 
drew himself from thence: ®and great 
multitudes followed him, and he healed 
them all ; 

16 And charged them that they should 
not make him known : 

17 That it might be fulfilled which was 
spoken by Esaias the prophet, saying, 

18 ® Behold my servant, whom I have 
chosen; my beloved,^' in whom my soul 
is well pleased : I will put my spirit upon 
him, and he shall shew judgment to the 
Gentiles. 

19 He shall not strive, nor cry ; neither 
shall any man hear his voice in the streets. 

20 A bruised reed shall he not break, 
and smoking flax shall he not quencM ’ 
till he send forth judgment unto victory. 

21 And in his name shall the Gentiles 
trust. 

22 ” Then was brought unto him one 
possessed with a devilj olind, and dumb: 
and he healed him, insomuch that the 
blind and dumb both spake and saw. 

23 And aU the people were amazed, and 
said. Is not this ^the son of David? 

24 But when the Pharisees heard it, 
they said, ^ This Mlow doth not cast out 
devils, but by ^Beelzebub the prince of 
the devils. 

25 And Jesus "^knew their thoughts, 
®and said unto them^ Every kingdom 
divided against itself is brought to de- 
solation; and every city or house divided 
against itself shall not stand : 

26 And if Satan cast out Satan, he is 
divided against himself ; how shall then 
his kingdom stand? 

27 And if I by Beelzebub cast out devils, 
by whom do your children cast them out? 
therefore they shall be your judges. 

28 But if I cast out devils by the Spirit 
of God, then the kingdom of God is 
come unto you. 

29 Or else how can one enter into a 
strong man’s house, and spoil his goods, 
except he first bind the strong man? and 
“then he will spoil his house. 

30 ®He that is not with me is against 
me ; and he that gathereth not with me 
seattereth abroad. 

31 % ® Wherefore I say imto you, AU 
manner of sin and blasphemy shall be 
forgiven unto men : but the blasphemy 
against the Holy Ghost shaU not be 
forgiven unto men. 

32 And whosoever speaketh a word 
^against the Son of man, it shaU be 
foi^ven him: but whosoever speaketh 
against the Holy Ghost, it shaU not be 
fo^ven him, neither in this world, 
neither in the world to come. 

33 ^ Either make the tree good, and his 
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fruit good ; or else make the tree corrupt, 
and his fruit corrupt; for the tree is 
known by Ms fruit. 

34 ® 0 generation of yipers, how can ye, 
being evil, speak good things? &for out 
of the abundance of the heart the mouth 
speaketh. 

35 A good man out of the good treasure 
of the heart bringeth forth good things : 
and an evil man out of the evil treasure 
bringeth forth evil tilings. 

36 But I say unto you, That every idle 
word that men shall speak, they shall give 
account thereof in the day of judgment. 

37 For *^by thy words thou shalt be 
justified and by thy words thou shalt be 
condemned. 

38 ^ Then certain of the scribes and of 
the Pharisees answered, saying, /Master, 
we would see a sign from thee. 

39 But he answered and said unto them, 

^ An evil and adulterous generation seek- 
eth after a sign ; and thei-e shall no sign 
be given to it, but the sign of the prophet 
Jonas : 

40 For ^as Jonas was three days and 
three nights in the whale’s belly; so 
shall the Son of man be three days and 
three nights in the heart of the earth. 

41 The men of Nineveh shall rise in 
judgment with this generation, and shall 
condemn it ; because * they repented at 
the preaching of Jonas ; and, behold, a 
greater than Jonas is here. , „ . 

42 The queen of the south shall nse up 
in the judfgment with this generation, 
and shall condemn it: for she came 
from the uttermost parts of the earth to 
hear the wisdom of Solomon ; and, be- 
hold, agreater than Solomon is here. 

43 When the unclean spirit is gone out 
'of a man, he watketh through dry places, 
seeking rest, and findeth none. 

44 Then he saith, I will return into my 
house from whence I came out; and 
when he is come, he findeth it empty, 
swept, and garnished. 

45 Then goeth he, and taketh with 
himself seven other spirits more ^wicked 
than himself, and they enter in and 
dwell there: and ^the last state of that 
man is worse than the first. Even so shall 
it be also unto this wicked generation. 

46 1 While he yet talked to thepeople, 

'‘behold, his mother and* his brethren 
stood without, desiring to speak with 
him. 

47 Then one said unto him, B^old, thy 
mother and tliy brethren stand without, 
desiring to speak with thee. 

48 But he answered and said unto him 
that told him. Who is my mother? and 
who are my brethren? 

49 And he stretched forth^ his hand 
toward his disciples, and said. Behold 
my mother and my brethren! 

60 Pop ® whosoever shall do the will of 
my Father which is in heaven, the same 
is my brother, and sister, and mother. 
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rpHE same day went Jesus out of the 
JL house, and ^ sat by the sea side. 

2 ** And great multitudes were gathered 
together unto him, so that he went into 
a snip, and sat; and the whole multitude 
stooa on the shore. 

3 And he spake many things imto them 
in parables, saving, Behold, a sower went 
forth to sow ; 

4 And when he sowed, some seeds fell 
by the way side; and the fowls came and 
devoured them up : 

5 Some fell upon stony places, where 
they had not much earth : and forthwith 
they sprung up, because they had no 
deepness of eartlf? 

6 And when the sun was up, they were 
scorched ; and because they had no root, 
they withered away. 

7 And some fell among thorns; and the 
thorns sprung up, and choked them: 

8 But other fell into good ground, and 
brought forth fruit, some *an hundred- 
fold, some sixtyfold, some thirtyfold. 

9*^ Who hath ears to hear, let him hear. 

10 And the disciples came, and said 
unto him, Why speakest thou unto them 
in parables ? 

11 He answered and said unto them. 
Because *it is given unto you to know 
the mysteries of the kingdom of heaven, 
but to them it is not mven. 

12 ”For whosoever liatli, to him shall 
be given, and he shall have more abun- 
dance : but whosoever hath not, from him 
shall be taken away even that he hath. 

13 Therefore speak I to them in para- 
bles : because they seeing see not ; and 
bearing they hear not, neither do they 
understand, 

14 And in them is fulfilled the prophecy 
of Esaias, which saith, -^By hearing ye 
shall hear, and shall not understand; 
and seeing ye shall see, and shall not 
perceive : 

15 For this people’s heart is waxed grosa 
and their ears are dull of hearing, and 
their eyes they have closed ; lest at any 
time they should see with their eyes, 
and hear with their ears, and should 
understand with their heart, and should 
be converted, and I should heal them. 

16 But blessed are your eyes, for they 
see : and your ears, for they hear. 

17 For verily I say unto you* *That 
many prophets and righteous have 
desired to see those things which ye see, 
and have not seen them; and to hear 
those things which ye hear, and have 
not heard them. 

18 t “Hear ye therefore the parable 
of the sower. 

19 When any one^heareth the word 
"of the kingdom, and understandeth it 
not, then cometh the wicked oiw, and 
catcheth away that which was sown in 
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c; heart. Tliis is he which received seed 
t’Dy the way side. 

20 But he that received the seed into 
stony places, the same is he that heareth 
the word, and ®anoa <*with joy receiveth 
it; 

21 Yet hath he not root in himself, but 
dureth for a while ; for when tribulation 
or persecution ariseth because of the 
word,/ by and bv ^he is offended. 

22 He also tliat received seed among 
the thorns is he that heareth the word; 
and ^the care of this world, and the 
deceitfulness of *riches, choke the word, 
and he becometh unfruitf uL 

23 But he that received seed into the 
good ground is he that heareth the word, 
and understandeth it; which also bear- 
cth fruit, and bringeth forth, some an 
hundredfold, some sLxty, some tlurty. 

24 II Another Sparable put he forth 
unto them, saying, The kingdoin of 
heaven is likened unto a man which 
sowed good seed in his field : 

25 But while men slept, his enemy came 
and sowed tares among the wheat, and 
went his way. 

26 But when the blade was sprung up. 
and brought forth fruit, then appeared 
dl6 ij3X6S £llsO« 

27 So the servants of the householder 
came and said unto him. Sir, didst not 
thou sow good seed in thy field? from 
whence then hath it tares? 

28 He said unto them. An enemy hath 
done this. The servants said unto him, 
Wilt thou then that we go and gather 
them up? 

29 But he said, Nay; lest while ye 
rather up the tares, ye root up also 
the wheat with them. 

30 Let both grow together until the 
harvest: and in the tune of harvest I 
will say to the reapers. Gather ye to- 
gether first the tares, and hind them 
in bundles to bum them: but gather 
the wheat into my bam. 

31 H Another parable put he forth unto 
them, sa^g, *"The kingdom of heaven 
is like to* a grain of mustard seed, which 
a man took, and sowed in his field : 

2Q Which indeed is the least of all 
seeds: but when it is grown, it is the 
greatest among herbs, and becometh a 
&ee, so that the birds of the air come 
and lodge in the branches thereof. 

33 If Another parable spake he unto 
them: *The kingdom of heaven is like 
unto leaven, which a woman took, and 
hid in three ^measures of meal, tul the 
whole was leavened. 

84 * Ail these things spake Jesus unto 
the multitude in parables; and without 
a^parahle spake he not unto them : 

^ That it might be fulfilled which was 
spoken by the prophet, saying, will 
open my mouth m parables ; I will utter 
things which have been kept secret from I 
the mundatlon of the world. 
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Parables and expositions thereof, 

36 Then Jesus sent the multitude 

away, and went into *the house: and 
his disciples came unto him, saying, 
Declare unto us * the parable of the 
tares of the field. , . , 

37 He answered and said unto them. 

He that soweth the good seed is the 
Son of man; , , , , 

38 The field is ®the world; the good 

seed are *the children of the kingdom; 
but the tares are *the children of the 
ivicked one; . 

39 The enemy that sowed them is the 
devil; *the harvest is ^Hhe end of the 
world; and the reapers are the angels. 

40 As therefore the tares are gathered 

and burned in the fire: so shall it be 
in the end of this world. , « , 

41 ” The Son of man shall send forth 
Ills angels, and they shall gather out of 
his kingdom all ^things that offend, and 
them which do iniquity ; 

42 And shall cast them into a furnace 
of fire: ® there shall be wailing and 
gnashing of teeth. 

43 Then shall the righteous shine forth 
as the sun in *’the kingdom of their 
Father. Who hath ears to hear, let 
lum hear, 

44 H Again, the kingdom of heaven 
is like unto treasure hid in a field; the 
which when a man hath found, he 
hidetL and for joy thereof goeth and 
^selleth aE that he hath, and ^buyeth 
that field. 

45 H Again, the kingdom of heaven 
is like unto a merchant man, seeking 
goo dly pearls: 

46 Who, when he had found one pearl 
of great price, went and sold all that he 
had, and bought it. 

47 H Again, the kingdom of heaven is 
“ like unto a net, that was cast into the 
sea, and gathered ’'of every kind : 

48 Whidi, when it was full, they drew 
to shorei. and sat down, and gathered 
the good into vessels, but cast the bad 
away. 

49 So shall it be at the end of the world : 
the angels shall come forth, and ^ sever 
the wicked from among the just, 

50 And shall cast them into the furnace 
of fire ; there shall be wailing and gnash- 
ing of teeth. 

51 Jesus saith unto them, Have ye 
understood all these things? They say 
unto him. Yea, Lord. 

62 Then said he unto them. Therefore 
every ® scribe which is instructed unto 
the kingdom of heaven, is like unto 
a man that is an householder, which 
bringeth forth out of his treasure things 
new and old. 

53 ^ And it came to pass, that when 
Jesus had finished these parables, he 
departed thence. 

54 <®Aj3d when he was come into *his 
own country, he taught them in their 
synagogue, insomuch that they /were 
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astonished, and said, Whence hath this 
man this 'wisdom, and these mighty 
works? 

65 “Is not this the * carpenter’s son? is 
not his mother called hlaiy? and ®his 
brethren, James, and Joses, and Simon, 
and Judas? 

66 And his sisters, are they not all with 
us? Whence then hath this man all 
these things? 

67 And they ^were offended in him. 
But Jesus said unto them, ^ A proph et 
is not without honour, save tETmTown 

“ country, and in his own house. 

68 And s' he did not many mighty works 
there * because of their unbelief. 

CHAPTEE 14 

AT that time Herod "the tetrarch 
heard of the fame of Jesus, 

2 And said unto his servants. This is 
John the Baptist; he is risen from the 
dead; and therefore mighty works ^do 
shew forth themselves in him. 

3 H For Herod had laid hold on John, 
and boimd him, and put Mm in prison for 
Herodias’ sake, ® his brother Philip’s wife. 

4 For John said unto him. It is not 
la'wful for thee to have her. 

5 And when he would have put him to 
death, ^he feared the multitude, because 
they counted him as *a prophet. 

6 But when Herod’s birthday -was kept, 
the daughter of Herodias danced ^ before 
them, and pleased Herod. 

7 Whereupon he promised with an oath 
to give her whatsoever she would ask. 

8 And she, being before instructed of 
her mother, said. Give me here John 
Baptist’s head in a charger. 

9 And the king was sorry: nevertheless 

for the oath’s sake, and them which sat 
with him at meat,, he commanded it to 
be given her, , , , , . , , . 

10 And he sent, and beheaded John m 
the prison. 

11 And his head was brought in a 
charger, and given to the damsel ; and 
she brought it to her mother. 

12 And his disciples came, and took 
up the body, and buried it, and went 
and told Jesus. 

13 H “When Jesus heard ik ^he 
departed thence by ship into a desert 

g lace apart: and when the people had 
eard thei^eoff they followed mm on foot 
out of the cities. 

14 And Jesus went forth, and saw a 
great multitude, and ^was moved ■with 
compassion toward them, and he healed 
their sick. 

15 IT And when it was evening, his 
disciples came to liim, saying, This is 
a desert place, and “the time is now 
past; send the multitude away, that 
they may go into the ■villages, and buy 
themselves victuals. 

16 But Jesus said unto them. They need 
not depart ; give ye them to eat. 
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17 And they say unto him. We have , 
here but five loavea and two fishes. 

18 He said. Bring them hither to 

19 And he commanded the multitude tO 
sit down on the grass, and took the five 
loaves, and the two fishes, and ^looking 
up to heaven, /he blessed, and brake, 
and gave the loaves to his disciples, 
and the disciples to the multitude. 

20 And they did all eat, and were filled : 
and they took up of the fragments that 
remained twelve ^baskets full. 

21 And they that had eaten were about 
five thousand men, beside women and 
children. 

22 H 2 And straightway Jesus con- 
strained his disciples to get into a shm, 
and to go before him unto the other side, 
while he sent the multitudes away. 

23 And when he had sent the multitudes 
away, he went up ® into a mountain apart 
to pray : and when the evening ■was come, 
he was there alone. 

24 But the ship was now in the midst 
of the sea, tossed vsith waves: for the 
wind was contrary. 

25 And in the fourth watch of the night 
Jesus went imto them, walking on the 
sea. 

26 And when the disciples saw him 
walking on the sea, they were troubled, 
saying, It is a spirit ; and they cried out 
for fear. 

27 But straightway Jesus spake unto 
them, saying. Be of good cheer; it is 
I ; ^he not mraid. 

28 And Peter answered him and said. 
Lord, if it be thou, bid me come unto 
thee on the water. 

29 And he said, Come. And when 
Peter was come do'wn out of the ship, 
he walked on the water, to go to Jesus. 

30 But when he saw the wind s bois- 
terous, he was afraid ; and beginning to 
sink, he cried, saying. Lord, save me. 

31 And immediately Jesus stretched 
forth his hand, and caught him, and 
said unto him, 0 thou of little faith, 
wherefore didst thou doubt? 

32 And when they were come into the 
ship, the ■wind ceased. 

33 Then they that were in the ship 
came and ■worshipped him, saying. Of 
a truth thou art ®the Son of GkxL 

34 H And when they were gone over, 
they came into the land of “Gennesaret. 

35 And when the men of that place had 
knowledge of him, they sent out into all 
that country round about, and brought 
unto him all that were diseased ; 

36 And besought him that they noight 
only touch *the hem of his gannent: 
and as many as touched were made 
perfectly whole. 

CHAPTEE 15 

rpHEN ^came to Jesus smbes and 
Jl Pharisees, ■which were of Jerusalem, 
saying.

2 Why do thy disciples transgress the 
tradition of the elders ? for they wash not 
their hands when they eat bread. 

3 But he answered and said unto them, 
Why do 5"e also transgress the command- 
ment of Gk>d by your tradition ? 

4 Por God commanded, saying, ® Honour 
thy father and mother: and, ‘^He that 
curseth father or mother, let him die 
the death. 

6 But ye say, Whosoever shall say to 
his father or his mother. It is ^t, by 
whatsoever thou mightest be prohted by 
me; 

6 And honour not his father or his 
mother, he shall be free. Thus have 
ye made the commandment of God of 
none effect by your tradition. 

7 Ye h3T)0crites. well did Esaias pro- 
phesy of you, saying, 

8 ’^Xhis people draweth nigh unto me 
with their mouth, and honoureth me 
with their lips; but their heart is far 
from me. 

9 But in vain they do worship me, 
teaching for ^ doctrines the command- 
ments of men, 

10 Ti And he called the multitude, and 
said unto them. Hear, and understand: 

11 *Not that which goeth into the 
mouth defileth a man ; hut that which 
cometh out of the mouth, this defileth 
a man. 

12 Then came his disciples, and said 
onto him, Blnowest thou that the Pha- 
risees were offended, after they heard 
this saying? 

13 But he answered and said, ” Every 
plant, which my heavenly Father hath 
not planted, shall be rooted up. 

14 Xet them alone: ®they oe bhnd 
leaders of the blind. And if the blind 
lead the blind, both shall fall into the 
ditch. 

15 Then answered ^Peter and said unto 
bim, Declare unto us this parable. 

16 And Jesus said, Are ye also yet 
without miderstanding? 

17 Do not ye yet understand, that 
whatsoever entereth in at the mouth 
goeth into the beUy, and is cast out 
into the draught? 

18 But ’’those things which proceed 
out of the mouth come forth from the 
heart ; and they defile the man. 

19 For out of the heart proceed evil 
thoughts, murders, adulteries, fornica- 
tions, thefts, false witness, blasphemies: 

20 These are the things which defile a 
man : but to eat ^ with unwashen hands 
defileth not a man. 

21 If Then Jesus went thence, and 
departed into the coasts of "Tyre and 
Biuou. 

22 And, behold, a woman of Canaan 
came out of the same coasts, and cried 
unto him, saying, Have mercy on me, 
O Lord, * thou Son of David ; my daugh- 
ter is grievously vexed with a devil. 
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23 But he answered her not a word. 

And his disciples came and besought 
him, saying, “Send her away; for she 
crieth after us. , . , . ^ 

24 But he answered and said, am 
not sent but unto the lost sheep of the 
house of Israel. 

25 Then came she ond ® worshipped 
him, saying. Lord, help me. 

26 But he answered and said, It is not 
meet to take the children’s bread, and to 
cast 2 i to /dogs. 

~2r“And slie said. Truth, Lord : yet the 
dogs eat of the crumbs which fall from 
their masters’ table. 

28 Then Jesus answered and said unto 
her, 0 woman, ^ great is thy faith ; be it 
unto thee even as thou wilt. And her 
daughter was made whole from that 
very hour. 

29 ^And Jesus departed from thence, 
and came nigh unto the sea of Galilee ; 
and went up into a mountain, and sat 
down there. 

30 And great multitudes came unto 
him, having with them those that were 
lame, blind, dumb, maimed, and many 
others, and cast them down at Jesus’ 
feet; and he healed them: 

31 Insomuch that the multitude won- 
dered, when they saw the dumb to speak, 
the m ai m ed to be whole, the lame to 
walk, and the blind to see : and they 
glorified the God of Israel. 

32 H ^Then Jesus called his disciples 
unto kimy and said, ”*I have compassion 
on the multitude, because they continue 
with me now three days, and have no- 
thing to eat : and I will not send them 
away fasting, lest they faint in the 
way. 

33 And his disciples say unto him. 
'WTience should we have so much bread 
in the wilderness, as to fill so great a 
multitude? 

34 And Jesus saith unfco them, How 
many loaves have ye? And they said, 
Seven, and a few little fishes. 

35 And he commanded the multitude 
to sit down on the ground. 

36 And he took the seven loaves and 
the fishes, and ^ gave thanks, and brake 
them^ and gave to his disciples, and the 
disciples to the multitude. 

37 And they did all eat, and were filled : 
and they took up of the broken meat 
that was left seven baskets full. 

38 And they that did eat were four thou- 
sand men, beside women and children. 

39 *And he sent away the multitude, 
and took ship, and came into the coasts 
of “Magdala. 

CHAPTER 16 

T he "Pharisees also with the Sad- 
ducees came, and tempting desired 
him that he would shew them a sign 
from heaven, 

2 He answered and .said unto them. 
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“When it is evening, ye say, It will he 
fair weather : for the sky is red. 

3 And in the morning. It will he foul 
weather to day ; for the sky is red and 
lo^vring. 0 ye hypocrites, ye can discern 
the face of the sky ; but can ye not | 
discern the signs of the times? 

4 ® A wicked and adulterous generation 
seeketh after a sign ; and there sliall no 
sign be given unto it, but the sign of the 
prophet Jonas. And he left them, and 
departed. 

6 And when his disciples were come to 
the other side, they had forgotten to take 
bread. 

6 H Then Jesus said unto them, Take 
heed and beware of the ^leaven of the 
Pharisees and of the Sadducees. 

7 And they reasoned among themselves, 
saying. It is because we have taken no 
bread. 

8 Which when Jesus perceived, he said 
unto them, 0 ye of little faith, why reason 
ye among yourselves, because ye have 
brought no bread? 

9 Do ye not yet understana, neither 
remember ^the five loaves of the five 
thousand, and how many * baskets ye 
took up? 

10 Neither **the seven loaves of the four 

thousand, and how many "baskets ye 
took up? , , , , 

11 How is it that ye do not understand 
that I spake it not to you concerning 
bread, that ye should beware of the 
leaven of the Pharisees and of the Sad- 

12 Then understood they how that he 
bade them not beware of the leaven 
of bread, but of the doctrine of the 
Pharisees and of the Sadducees. 

13 % 'When Jesus came into the coasts 
of Caesarea PMlippi, he asked his 
ciples, saying, Whom do men say that 
I the Son of man am ? 

14 And they said. Some say that thou 

art ^John the Baptist: some, "Elias; 
and others, Jeremias, or one of the 
prophets. , .r. , . 

15 He saith unto them. But whom say 

ye that lam? , , 

16 And Simon Peter answered and said, 
Thou art the Christ, "the Son of "the 
living God. 

17 And Jesus answered and said unto 

him. Blessed art thou, * Simon Bar-jona : 
for "flesh and blood hath not revealed it 
unto thee, but my Father which is in 
heaven. , 

IS And I say also unto thee, That thou 
art ^ Peter, and "upon this rock I will 
build my church; and "the gates of hell 
shall not prevail against it. 

19 And I will give unto thee /the keys 
of the kingdom of heaven : and ^ whatso- 
ever thou shalt bind on eai-th shall be 
bound in heaven : and whatsoever thou 
shalt loose on earth shall be loosed in 
heaven. 
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20 ^Then charged he his disciples that 

they should tell no man that he was 
Jesus the Christ. , , , ^ 

21 ^ From that time forth be^ Je^ 
"to shew unto his disciples, how that 
‘^he must go unto Jerusalem, and suffer 
many things of the elders ^d chief 
priests and scribes, and be killed, and 
' be raised again the third day. 

22 Then Peter took him, and began to 
rebuke him, saying, ^ Be it far from thee, 
Lord : this shall not be unto thee. 

23 But he turned, and said unto Peter, 

Get thee behind me, Satan : thou art an 
offence unto me : for thou savourest not 
the things that be of God, but those that 
be of men. . , ^ i 

24 H Then said Jesus unto his disciples, 
If any man will come after me, let nim 
deny himself, and ^take up his cross, 
and follow me. 

25 For ^whosoever will save his life 
shall lose it: and whosoever will lose 
his life for my sake shall find it 

26 For what is a man profited, if he 
shall gain the whole world, and lose his 
own soul? or what shall a man give in 
exchange for his soul? 

27 For Hhe Son of man shall come m 
the glory of his Father with his angels ; 
and then he shall reward every man 
according to his works. 

28 Verily I say unto you, There be some 
standing here, which shall not "taste of 
death, ^till they see the Son of man 
coining in his kin g dom. 

CHAPTER 17 

AND ® after six days Jesus taketh 
Peter, James, and John his bro- 
ther, and bringeth them up into an high 
mountain apart, 

2 And was ti'ansfigured before them: 
and his face did shine as the sun, and 
his raiment was white as the light. 

3 And, behold, there appeared imto 
them IMoses and Elias talking with him. 

4 Then answered Peter, and said unto 

Jesus, Lord, it is good for us to be here : 
if thou wilt, let us make here three 
tabernacles; one for thee, and one for 
Moses, and one for Elias. , . , , 

5 While he yet spake, behold, * a bright 
cloud overshadowed them ; and behold a 
voice out of the cloud, which said, ^This 
is my beloved Son, in whom I am well 
pleased; hear ye him, 

6 .^d when the disciples heard li, they 
fell on their face, and were sore afraid. 

7 And Jesus came and touched them, 
and said, Arise, and "^be not afraid. 

8 And when they hfid lifted up their 
eyes, they saw no man, save Jesus 

°9 ^And as they came down from the 
mountain, ^ Jesus charged them, saying, 
Tell the vision to no man, until the Son 
of man be risen again from the dead. 

10 And his disciples asked him, saying. 
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Why then say the scribes that ® Elias 
must first cornel 

11 And Jesus answered and said unto 
them, Elias truly shall first come, and 
® restore all things. 

12 But I say unto you. That ®Elias 
is come already, and they knew him not, 
but have done unto him whatsoever 
they listed. Like^vise shall also the Son 
of man suffer of them. 

13 Then the disciples understood that 
he spake unto them of John the Bap- 
tist, 

14 *ir ^And when they were come to 
the multitude, there came to him a 
certain man, kneeling do\VTi to him, and 
saying, 

15 Lord, have mercy on my son : for 
he is *lunatick, and sore vexed: for 
ofttimes he faUeth into the fire, and oft 
into the water. 

16 And I brought him to thy disciples, 
and they could not cure him. 

17 Then Jesus answered and said, 0 i 
faithless and ^perverse generation, how 
long shall I be with you? how long shall 
I suffer you 1 bring him hither to me. 

18 And Jesus r^uked the devil; and 
he departed out of him : and the child 
was cured from that very hour. 

19 Then came the disciples to Jesus 
^ apart, and said. Why could not we 
cast him out? 

20 And Jesus said unto them, Because 
of your unbelief: ^for verily I say unto 
you, If ye have faith as a ^ grain of 
mustard seed, ye shall say unto ®this 
moimtain, Eemove hence to yonder 
place : and it shall remove ; and nothing ! 
shall be impossible imto you. 

21 Howbeit this kind goeth not out but 
by grayer and “fasting. 

22 11^ And while they abode in Galilee, 
Jesus said unto them, * The Son of man 
shall be betrayed into the hands of 
men: 

23 And they shall kill him, and <*the 

third day he shafi he raised And 

they were exceeding sorry. 

24 ^ ®And when they were come to 
Capernaum, they that received i tribute 
money came to Peter, and said. Doth 
not your master /pay i tribute? 

25 He saith. Yes. And when he was 
come into the house, Jesus ^prevented 
him, saying. What thinkest thou, Si- 
mon? of whom do the kings of the earth 
t^e ^custom or •'tribute! of their own 
children, or of strangers ^ 

26 PetOT saith unto him. Of strangers. 
Jesus saith unto him. Then are the 
children free. 

27 Notwithstanding, lest we should 
offend them, go thou to the sea, and 
cast an hook, and take up the fen that 
first cometh up; and when thou hast 
opened his mouth, thou shidb fiud 
piece of money : that take, and ^ve unto 
them for me and thee. 
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CHAPTEB 18 

A T ^the same time came the disciples 
J\. unto Jesus, saying, Who is the 
greatest in the kingdom of heaven? 

2 And Jesus called a little child unto 
him, and set him in the midst of them, 

3 And said, Verily I say unto you. 
Except ye ®be converted, and /become 
as little children, ye shall not enter into 
the kingdom of heaven. 

4 Whosoever therefore shall humble 
himself as this little child, the same is 
greatest in the kingdom of heaven. 

5 And * whoso shall receive one such 
little child in my name receiveth me. 

6 ^But whoso shall ^offend one of 
these little ones which believe in me, 
it were better for him that a millstone 
were hanged about his neck, and that 
he were drowned in the depth of the sea. 

7 U Woe unto the world because of of- 
fences ! for it must needs be that offences 
come ; but woe to that man by whom 
the offence cometh! 

8 "‘Wherefore if “thy hand or thy foot 
/offend thee, cut them ofii and cast them 
from thee : it is better for thee to enter 
into life halt or maimed, rather than 
having two hands or two feet to be cast 
into everlasting fire. 

9 And if ^ thine eye offend thee, pluck it 
out, and cast it from thee : it is better 
for thee to enter into life with one eye, 
rather than having two eyes to be 
into hell fire. 

10 Take he^ that ye despise not one of 
^ these little ones; for I say imto you. 
That in heaven “their angels do always 
® behold the face of my Father which is 
in heaven. 

11 ^'For the Son of man is come to save 
® that which was lost. 

12 How think ye? ®if a man have an 
hundred sheep, and one of them be gone 
astray, doth he not leave the ninety and 
nine, and goeth into the mountains, and 
seeketh that which is gone astray ? 

13 And if so be that he find it verily I 
say unto you. he rejoiceth more of that 
sheep, than of the mnety and nine which 
went not astra,y. 

14 Even so it is not the will of your 
Father which is in heaven, that one of 
these little ones should perish. 

16 H Moreover *if thy brother shall 
trespass against thee, go and teU him 
his fault between thee and him alone : 
if he shall hear thee, thou hast ^gained 
thy brother. 

16 But if he will not hear thee, then 
take with thee one or two more, that ^in 
the mouth of two or three witnesses every 
word may be established. 

17 And if he shall n^lect to hear them, 
tell it unto "‘the church: but if he 
neglect to hear the church, “let him be 
unto thee as an heathen man and a 
“publican. 
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18 Yerily I say unto you, “Whatsoever 
ye shall bind on earth shall be bound in 
heaven; and whatsoever ye shall loose 
on earth shall be loosed in heaven. 

19 Again I say unto you, That if two of 
you shall agree on earth as touching any 
thing that they shall ask, ^it sh^l be 
done for them of my Father which is 
in heaven. 

20 For where two or three are gathered 
together in my name, there am I in the 
midst of them. 

21 H Then came Peter to him, and said, 
Lord, ^how oft shall my brother sin 
against me, and I forgive him? ^till 
seven times? 

22 Jesus saith unto liim, I say not unto 
thee, Until seven times; but, Until 
seven^ times seven, 

23 H Therefore is the kingdom of heaven 
likened unto a certain king, which would 
take account of his servants. 

24 And when he had begun to reckon, 
one was brought unto him, which owed 
him ten thousand i talents. 

25 But forasmuch as he had not to pay, 
his lord commanded him to be ^sold, 
and his wife, and "^children, and all that 
he had, and payment to be made, 

26 The servant therefore fell doum, and 
2 worshipped him, sarag. Lord, have 
patience with me, and 1 will pay thee all. 

27 Then the lord of that servant was 
moved mth compassion, and loosed him, 
and forgave him the debt. 

28 But the same servant went out, and 
foimd one of his fellow’servants, which 
owed him an hundred s pence : and he 
laid hands on him, andT took him by 
the throat, saying, Pay me that thou 
owest. 

29 And his fellowservant fell down at 
his feet, and besought him, saying, Have 
patience with me, and I will pay thee all. 

30 And he would not ; but went and 
cast him into prison, till he should pay 
the debt. 

31 So when his fellowservants saw what 
was done, they were very sorry, and 
came and told unto their lord all that 
was don& 

32 Then his lord, after that he had called 
him, said unto him, O thou wicked ser- 
vant, I forgave thee all that debt, because 
thou desiredst me ; 

33 Shouldest not thou also have had 
compassion on thy fellowservant, even 
as I had pity on thee? 

34 And nis lord was wroth, and de- 
livered him to the tormentors, till he 
iriiould pay all that was due unto him. 

35 “So likewise shall my heavenly 
Father do also unto you, if ye from 
your hearts forgive not every one Ms 
brother their trespasses. 


CHAPTER 19 

\ND it came to pass, Hhai when Jesui 
had finishe d these sayings, he de 
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parted from * Galilee, and came “into 
the coasts of Judaea beyond Jordan; 

2 And great multitudes followed him; 
and he healed them there. 

3 1 The Pharisees also came unto him, 
tempting him, and saying unto him, Is 
it lawful for a man “to put away his 
wife for every cause? 

4 And he answered and said unto them. 
Have ye not read, that he which made 
them at the beginning made them male 
and female, 

6 And said, /For this cause shall a man 
leave father and mother, and shall cleave 
to his wife ; and *they twain shall be one 
flesh? 

6 Wherefore they are no more twain, 
but one flesh. What therefore God hath 
joined together, let not man put asunder. 

7 They say unto him, *Why did l^Ioses 
then command to give a writing of 
divorcement, and to put her away? 

8 He saith unto them, Moses because of 
the hardness of your hearts suffered you 
to put away your ^\ives : but from the 
beginning it was not so. 

9 And I say unto you, Whosoever shall 
put away Ms wife, except it be for 
fornication, and shall marry another, 
committeth adultery : and whoso marri- 
eth her wMch is put away doth commit 
adultenr. 

10 'll His disciples say unto him. If the 
case of the man be so with his wife, it is 
not good to marry. 

11 But he said unto them, ’^All men 
cannot receive this saying, save they to 
whom “it is given. 

12 For there are some eunuchs, wMch 
were so bom from their mother’s womb ; 
and there are some eunuchs, wMch were 
made eunuchs of men: and ** there be 
eunuchs, wMch have made themselves 
eunuchs for the kingdom of heaven’s 
sake. He that is able to receive it, let 
him receive it, 

13 H ®Then were there brought unto 
him little cMldren, that he sliould put 
his hands on them, and pray : and the 
disciples rebuked them. 

14 But J esus said, Suffer little children, 
and forbid them not, to come unto me : 
for **of such is the kingdom of heaven. 

15 And he laid his hands on them, and 
departed thence. 

16 H And, behold, “one came and said 
unto him, Good ^Master, what good 
thing shall I do, that I may have eternal 
life? 

17 And he said unto him, Why callest 
thou me good? there is none good but 
one, that is, God; but “if thou wilt 
enter into life, keep the commandments. 

18 He saith unto him. Which? Jesus 
said, “'Thou shalt do no murder. Thou 
shalt not commit adultery, Thou shalt 
not steal, Thou shalt not bear false 
witness, 

19 Honour thy father and thy mother: 
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and, ^Thou shalt love thy neighbour as 
thyself. 

20 The young man saith unto him, All 
these things have I kept from my youth 
up : what lack I yet? 

^ Jesus said unto him, If thou wilt he 
-perfect, <*go and sell that thou hast, and 
^ve to the poor, and ^thou shalt have 
treasure in h^ven : and come and follow 
me. 

22 But when the young man heard that 
sajing, he went away sorrowful : for he 
had ^eat possessions. 

23 > Then said Jesus unto his disciples, 
Yerily I say unto you. That /a rich man 
shall hardly enter into the kingdom of 
heaven. 

24 And ^again I say unto you. It is 
easier for a camel to go tlirough the eye 
of a needle, than for a rich man to enter 
into the kingdom of God. 

25 When nis disciples heard they 
were exceedingly amazed, saying. Who 
then can be saved? 

26 But Jesus beheld them^ and said unto 
them, With men this is impossible ; but 
*with Gk)d all things are possible. 

27 H Then answered Peter and said 
unto him, Behold, we have *forsaken 
all, and followed thee; what shall we 
have therefore? 

28 And Jesus said unto them, Verily 
I say unto 3^ou, That ye which have 
followed me, in the ‘^regeneration when 
the Son of man shall sib in the throne 
of his glory, also shall sit upon 
twelve thrones, ® judging the twelve tnbes 
of Israel. 

29 And every one that hath forsaken 
houses, or brethren, or sisters, or father, 
or mother, or \vife, or children, or lands, 
for my name’s sake, shall receive an 
hundredfold, and shall inherit everlasting 
life. 

30 But many that are "first shall be 
last ; and the ®last shall he first. 

CHAPTER 20 : 

’'TpOR the kingdom o\ heaven is like 
JC unto a man that is an ho|peholder, ! 
which went out early in the morning to 
hire labourers into his vineyard." 

2 And when he had agreed with the 
labourers for a ^ penny a day, he sent 
them into his vineyard. ‘ 

3 And he went out about the third hour, 
and saw others standing idle in the mar- 
ketplace 

4 And kid unto them; Go ye also into 
the vineyard, and whatsoever is right I 
wiU give you. And they went their way. 

6 A^in he went out about the sixth 
and ninth hour, and did likewise. 

6 And about the eleventh hour he went 
out, and found others standing idle, and 
saim unto them. Why stand ye here all 
the day idle? 

7 The/ say unto him, Because no man 
hath hired us. He saith unto them. Go 
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ye also into the vineyard; and whatso- 
ever is right, that shall ye receive. 

8 So ^ when even was come, the lord of 
the vineyard saith unto his steward, Call 
the labourers, and give them their hire, 
beginning from the last unto the first. 

9 .^d when they came that 'icere hired 
about the eleventh hour, they received 
every man a penny. 

10 But when the first came, they sup- 
posed that they should have received 
more ; and they likewise received every 
man a penny. 

11 And when they had received it, they 
murmured against the goodman of the 
house, 

12 Saying, These last ^have wrought 
hut one hour, and thou hast made them 
equal unto us, ■which have borne the 
burden and heat of the day. 

13 But he answered one of them, and 
said, Friend, I do thee no -wrong : didst 
not thou agree with me for a penny ? 

14 Take that thine is. and go thy way : 
I will give unto this last, even as unto 
thee. 

15 ^Is it not lawful for me to do what I 
will with mine own? Is thine eye ^ evil, 
because I am good ? 

16 So ^the last shall he first, and the 
first last : ’"for many be called, but few 
chosen. 

17 ^ ’^And Jesus going up to Jerusalem 
took the tw^elve disciples apart in toe 
way, and said unto them, 

IS Behold, we go up to Jerusalem ; and 
the Son of man shall be betrayed xmto 
the chief priests and unto the scribes, 
and they shall condemn him to death, 

19 And shall deliver him ’’to the Gen- 
tiles to ^mock, and to scourge, and to 
crucify him; and *^the third day he shall 
rise ^in. 

20 IT “Then came to him the mother 
of "'Zebedee’s children with her sons, 
worshipping him, and desiring a certain 
thing of him. 

21 And he said unto her, "What ■wilt; 
thou? She saith unto him. Grant that 
these my two sons *may sit, the one ®on 
thy right hand, and the other on toe left, 
in thy kingdom. 

22 But Jesus answered and said. Ye 
know not what ye ask. Are ye able to 
drink of *the cup that I shall drink of, 
and to be baptized -with ®the baptism 
that I am baptized with? They say unto 
him, We are able. 

23 And he saith unto them, <*Te shall 
drink indeed of my cup, and be baptized 
with the baptism that I am baptized 
with : but to sit on my; right hand, and 
on my left, is not mine to mve, but 
it shall he givm to them for ■vmom it is 
prepared of my Father. 

24 And when the ten heard it, they were 
moved with indignation against toe two 
brethren. 

25 But Jesus called them unto him, and

said, *Ye kno\r that the princes of the : 

Gentiles exercise dominion over them, ' ^ 
and they that are great exercise authority 
upon them. 

26 But it sliall not be so among you : 
but ‘^whosoever iviil be great among you, 
let him be your minister * 

27 And whosoever will be chief among i 

you, let liim be your servant : ! 

28 ]E.v;en as the Son of man came not to i 
be ministered unto, ®but to minister, | 
and to give his life a ransom for many. , 

29 ^ And as they departed from Jericho, 
a great multitude followed him, 

30 \\ And, behold, ”Hwo blind men 
sitting by the vray side, when they heard 
that Jesus passed by, cried out, saying. 

Have mercy on us, 0 Lord, thou Son of 
David. 

31 And the multitude rebuked them, 
because they should hold their peace ; 
but they cried the more, saying, Ha,ve 
mercy on us, 0 Lord, thou Son of David. 

32 And Jesus stood still, and called 
them, and said, What will ye that I shall 

do unto you? t j xx. i. 

33 They say unto him. Lord, that our 
eyes may he opened. 

34 So Jesus had compassion on them, 
and touched their eyes: and inmaedi- 
ately their eyes received sight, and they 
followed hiim 

CHAPTER 21 

AND « when they drew nigh unto Jeru- 
j\. Salem, and were come to Bethphage, 
unto the mount of Olives, then sent 
Jesus two disciples, ^ 

2 Saying unto them, Go into the village 
over against you, and straightway ye 
shall find an ass tied, and a colt with her : 
loose them, and bring them imto me. 

3 And if any man say ought unto you, 
ye shall say, The Lord hath need of them; 
and straightway he will send them. 

4^'All this was done, that it might be 
fulfilled which was spoken by the prophet, 

^I^Teft ye the daughter of Sion, “Behold. 
thy"King cometh unto thee, meek, ma 
sitting upon an ass, and a colt the foal of 
an ass. . , j j.j 

6 And the disciples went, and did as 
Jesus commanded them, 

7 And brought the ass, and the colt, and 

put on them their clothes, and they set 
him thereon. , . , 

8 And a very great multitude spread 
their garments in the way; others cut 
down branches from the trees, and 
strawed them in the way. 

9 And the multitudes that went before, 

and that followed, cried, saying, Hosanna 
to the Son of David : ** Blessed is he tot 
cometh in the name of the Lord; Ho- 
sanna in the highest. . 

10 / And whenne was come into Jeru- 
salftTn, all the city was moved,- saying. 

Who is this? 
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ST. MATTHEW 20, 21 

11 And the multitude said, Ms is J esus 
6 the prophet of ®Nazareth of Galilee. 

12 T And Jesus went into the temple 
of God, and cast out all them that sold 
and bought in the temple, and overthrew 
the tables of the moneychangers, and 
the seats of them that sold / doveSj 

13 And said unto them. It is written, 
^My house shall be called the house of 
prayer; but ye have made it *a den of 

14 And the blind and the l^e ^me to 
him in the temple ; and he healed them. 

15 And when the chief priests and scrfi^ 
saw the wonderful things that he did, 
and the children crying in the temi)l^ 
and saying, Hosanna to the Son of David ; 
they were sore displeased, 

16 And said unto hmi, Hearest thou 
what these say? And Jesus saith unto 
them, Yea; have ye never read, “Out o| 
the mouth of ^ babes and sucklmgswiou 
hastperfected praise? 

17 If And he left them, and went out of 
the city into Bethany; and he lodged 

18 ^ Now in the morning as he returned 

into the city, he hungered. . 

19 And when he saw fig tree m the 

way, he came to it, and found nothing 
thereon, but leaves only, and said unto it 
Let no fruit grow on tnee henceforward 
for ever. And presently the fig tree 
withered away. , . , . 

20 ^ And when the disciples saw zt they 

marvelled, saying, How soon is the fig 
tree withered away ! , . , 

21 Jesus answered and said unto them, 

“Verily I say imto you. If ye have faith, 
and ‘'doubt not, X^all not only do this 
which is done toxfieVfe tree, but also if 
ye shall .say unto "ws mountam, Be 
thou removed, and be t^u cast into the 
sea ; it shall be done. ^ „ 

22 And ^all tilings^ whatsoever ye shall 
ask in prayer, believing, ye shall receive. 

2:3 H *Ana when he was come into the 
temple, the chief priests and the elders 
of the people caihe unto him as he was 
teaching, and said, *By what authonty 
doest thou these things? and who gave 
thee this authority? 

24: And Jesus answered and said imto 
them, I also will ask you one tl^g, 
which if ye tell me, I in like wise wm tell 
you. by what authority I do these things. , 

25 The baptism of John, whence was it I 
from heaven, or of men? And they rea- 
soned with themselves, saying, If we 
shall say, JB^m heaven ; he will say unto 
us, Why did ye not then believe him? 

26 But if we shall say. Of men ; ® we 
fear the people ; for all hold John as 

^^^And they answered Jesus, and said. 
We cannot telL And he said unto them. 
Neither tell I you by what authority I do 
these things. , , 

1 2S ? But what think ye? A certain 
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ST, MATTHEW 21, 22 The wicked hmhaTidmen. The marriage feasU 


man had two sons ; and he came to the 
first, and said. Son, go work to day in 
my vineyard. 

29 He answered and said, I will not; 
but afterward he repented, and went 

30 And he came to the second, and said 
likewise. And he answered and said, I 
firo, sir : and went not. 

31 Whether of them twain did the will 
of his father? They say unto him. The 
first Jesus saith unto them, Verily I 
say unto you. That the ® publicans and 
the /harlots go into the kingdom of God 
before you. 

32 For John came unto you ^ in the way 
of righteousness, and ye believed him 
not : out the publicans and the harlots 
believed him ; and ye, when ye had seen 
iU repented not afterward, that ye might 
believe iiim. 

33 TI Hear another parable : ^Tliere was 
a certain householder, which planted a 
vineyard, and hedged it round auout, and 
/digged a winepress in it, and built a 
tower, and let it out to husbandmen, and 
went into a far country : 

34 And when the time of the fruit drew 
near, he sent his servants to the husband- 
men, that they might receive the fruits 
of it. 

35 And the husbandmen took his ser- 
vants, and ^beat one, and killed another, 
and ’^stoned another. 

36 Again, he sent other servants more 
than tne first ; and they did xmto them 
likewise. 

37 But last of all he sent unto them his 
son, sa>ing, They will reverence my son. 

38 But wen the husbandmen saw the 
son, they said among themselves, This is 
^theheir; come, ^leFus kill him, and let 
us seize on his inheritance. 

39 ^ And they caught him. and cast him 
^out of the vineyard, and slew him, 

40 Wlien the lord therefore of the vine- 
yard cometh, what will he do unto those 
husbandmen ? 

41 They say unto him, He will miserably 
destroy those wicked men, ®and -^vill let 
out his vineyard imto other husbandmen, 
which shall render him the fruits in their 
seasons. 

42 Jesus saith unto them, Bid ye never 
read in the scriptures, ^ 'j?he stone whic h 
the builders rejected, thd*sSr5e I's becom e 
the die^of the comCT ; this is the Herd ’s 
Ig olhg, and it is m^ellous in om eyes ? 

3S’Therefdfe i. unto y6u,“Tne klng- 
dom of God shall be taken from you, 
and given to a nation bringing forth the 
fruits thereof. 

44 And whosoever ® shall fall on this 
stone shall be broken: but on whom- 
soever it shall fall, it will grind him to 
powder. 

45 And when the chief priests and 
Pharisees had heard his parables, they 
perceived that he spake of them. 

43 But ^when they -sought to lay hands 
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on him, “ they feared the multitude, be- 
cause they took him for *a prophet. 


CHAPTER 22 


ANB Jesus answered and spake unto 
-tA them again by parables, and said, 

2 ®The kingdom of heaven is like unto 
a certain king, which made a marriage 
for his son, 

3 And sent forth his servants to caU 
them that were bidden to the wedding : 
and they would not come. 

4 Again, he sent forth other servants, 
^yhig. Tell them which are bidden, 
Behold, I have prepared my dinner ; my 
oxen and my ratlings are killed, and 
all tilings are ready: come unto the 
marriage. 

5 But they made light of if, and went 
their ways, one to his faim, another to 
Ins merchandise : 

6 -Arid the remnant took his servants, 
and entreated them spitefully, and slew 
thefni, 

7 But when the king heard thereof, he 
was wroth: and he sent forth his ar- 
mies, and destroyed those murderers, and 
burned up their city. 

8 Then saith he to his servants, The 
wedding is ready, but they which were 
bidden were not "worthy. 

9 Go ye therefore into the highways, 
and as many as ye shall find, bid to the 
marriage. 

10 So those servants went out into the 
highways, and gathered together all as 
many as they found, ® both bad and good : 
and the wedding was furnished with 
guests. 

11 H And when the king came in to see 
the guests, he saw there a man ’"which 
had not on a wedding garment : 

12 And he saith unto mm. Friend, how 
earnest thou in hither not having a wed- 
ding garment ? And he was speechless. 

13 Then said the king to the servants. 
Bind him hand and foot, and take him 
away, and “cast him into outer darkness : 
there shall be weeping and gnashing of 
teeth. 

14 "For many are called, but few are 
chosen. 


15 H *Then went the Pharisees, and 
took counsel how they might entangle 
him in Ms talk. 

16 _And they sent out unto him their 
disciples with the ^Herodians, saying. 
Master, we know that thou art true, ana 
teachest the way of God in truth, neither 
carest thou for any man: for thou re- 
gardest not the person of men. 

17 Tell us therefore, What thinkest 
thou? Is it lawful to give tribute unto 
® Caesar, or not? 

18 But Jesus perceived their wickedness, 
and said. Why tempt ye me, ye hypo- 
crites? 

19 Shew me the tribute money. And 
they brought unto him a ^ penny. 
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Jems dlemeth the Jews, Woe unto the hypocrites, ST. MATTHEW 22, 23 


20 And he saith unto them, Whose in I 

this image and ^superscription? i 

21 They say unto him, Ocesar’s. Then 
saith he unto them, “Kender therefore ^ 
unto Caesar the things which are Caesar’s; 
and unto God the things that are God’s. 

22 When they had heard these words, 
thejr marvelled, and left him, and went 
their way. 

23 II The same day came to him the 
‘^Sadducees, ®wliich say that there is no 
resurrection, and asked him, 

24 Saying, Master, ]\ loses said, a 
man die, having no children, his brother 
shall marry his wife, and raise up seed 
unto his brother. 

25 Now there were with us seven bre- 
thi’en ; and the first, when he had married 
a wife, deceased, and, having no issue, 
left his wife unto liis brother ; 

26 Likewise the second also, and the 
third, unto the 2 seventh. 

27 And last of all the woman died also. 

28 Therefore in the resurrection whose 
wife shall she be of the seven? for they 
all had her. 

29 Jesus answered and said unto them. 
Ye do err, ^not knowing the scriptures, 
nor the power of God. 

30 For in the resurrection they neither 
marry, nor are given in marriage, but are 
’"as the angels of God in heaven. 

31 But as touching the resurrection of 
the dead, have ye not read tliat which 
was spoken unto you by God, saying, 

32 ^ I am the God of Abraham, and the 
God of Isaac, and the God of Jacob? 
God is not the God of the dead, but of 
the living. 

33 And when the multitude heard this, 
*they were astonished at his doctrine. 

34 % But when the Pliarisees had heard 
that he had put the Sadducees to silence, 
they were gathered together. 

35 Then one of them, which was “a 
lawyer, asked him a question, tempting 
him, and saying, 

36 Master, wliich is the great command- 
ment in the law? 

37 Jesus said unto him, "Thou shall 
love the Lord thy God with all thy heart, 
and with all thy soul, and with all thy 
mind. 

38 This is the first and great command- 
ment. 

39 And the second is like unto it, ^ Thou 
shall love thy neighbour as thyself. 

40 On these two commandments hang 
all the law and the prophets. 

41 1 While the Pharisees were gathered 
together, ^ Jesus asked them, 

42 Saying, What think ye of Christ? 
whose son is he? They say unto him, 
® The Son of David. 

43 He saith unto them. How then doth 
David in spirit call him Lord, saying, 

44 ®The Lord said unto my Lord, Sit 
tjjdou fnnny right hand, till I make thme 
enemies thy footstool? 
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45 If David then call him Lord, how is 
he his son? 

46 And no man was able to answer 
him a word, ^neither durst any man 
from that day forth ask him any more 
quest ioTis. 

CHAPTEE 23 

T hen ®spake Jesus to the multitude, 
and to nis disciples, 

2 Saying, /The scnbes and the Pharisees 
sit in Closes’ seat : 

3 All therefore whatsoever they bid you 
observe, that observe and do ; but do not 
ye after their works : for they say, and 
GO not. 

4 *For they bind heavy burdens and 
grievous to be borne, and lay them on 
men’s shoulders ; but they themselves 
will not move them with one of their 
fin*^ers. 

5 Sut all their works they do *for to he 
seen of men : they make broad ^their 
phylacteries, and enlarge *the borders of 
their garments, 

6 And love the uppermost rooms at 
feasts, and the cliief seats in the syna- 
gogues, 

7 And meetings in the markets, and to 
be called of men, Rabbi, Rabbi. 

8 But be not ye called Rabbi : for one is 
your "Master, even Christ; and all ye 
are bretliren. 

9 And call no man your father upon the 
earth: ®for one is your Father, wnich is 
in heaven. 

10 Neither be ye called masters : for one 
is your Master, erven Christ. 

11 But ^he that is greatest among you 
shall be your ’‘servant. 

12 And '^whosoever shall exalt himself 
shall he abased ; and he that shall humble 
himself shall be exalted. 

13 H But woe unto you, scribes and 
Pharisees, hypocrites ! for *'ye shut up 
the kingdom of heaven amnst men: 
for ye neither go in yourselves, neither 
sufler ye them that are entering to go in. 
14 ‘Vvoe unto you, scribes and Phari- 
sees, hypocrites 1 *for ye devour widows’ 
houses, and for a pretence make long 
prayer: therefore ye shall receive the 
greater damnation. 

-15 Woe unto you, scribes and Pharisees, 
h^rpocrites 1 for ye compass sea and land 
to make one * proselyte, and when he is 
made, ye make him twofold more the 
child of hell than yourselves. 

16 Woe unto you, ye blind guides, 
which say, “ Whosoever shall swear by 
the temple, it is nothing* but whosoever 
shall swear by the gold of the temple, he 
is a debtor I 

17 Ye fools and blind : for whether is 
greater^ the gold, or «*the temple that 
sanctineth the gold? 

18 And, Whosoever ^all swear by the 
altar, it is nothing \ but whosoever swear- 
eth by the gift that is upon it, he is ^ guilty. 



ST. MATTHiii W 23, 24 TFoe unto the hypocrites. Signs of Chris fs coming^ 


19 Ye fools and blind : for whether is 
greater, the gift, or " the altar that sancti- 
fieth the gift? 

20 Whoso therefore shall swear by the 
altar, sweareth by it, and by all things 
thereon. 

21 And whoso shall swear by the tem- 
ple, sweareth by it, and by ®him tliat 
Qwelleth therein. 

22 And he that shall swear by heaven, 
sweareth by the throne of Goa, and by 
him that sitteth thereon. 

23 Woe unto you, scribes and Pharisees, 
hypocrites ! for ye pay tithe of mint and 
1 anise and cummin, and /have omitted 
the weightier matters of the law, judg- 
ment, mercy, and faith : these ought ye 
to have done, and not to leave the other 
undone. 

24 Ye blind guides, which strain at a 
gnat, and swallow a camel. 

25 Woe unto you, scribes and Pharisees, 
hypocrites! *for ye make clean the out- 
side of the ^cup and of the platter, but 
within they are full of extortion and excess. 

26' Thou blind Pharisee, cleanse first 
tliat which is within the cup and platter, 
that the outside of them may be clean also. 
27 Woe unto you, scribes and Pharisees, 
hjTiocrites! for ye are like unto /whited 
sepulchres, which indeed appear beauti- 
ful outward, but are ivithin luU of dead 
men's bones, and of ^all uncleanness. 

^ Even so ye also outwardly appear 
righteous unto men, but within ye are 
full of hjT)ocrisy and iniquity. 

29 Woe unto you, scribes and Pharisees, 
h\T)ocrites! because ye build the tombs 
of the prophets, and ’^garnish the sepul- 
chres of the righteous, 

30 And say, If we had been in the days 
of our fathers, we would not have been 
partakers with them in the blood of the 
prophets. 

31 Wherefore ye be witnesses unto 
yourselves, that ^ye are the children of 
them which killea the prophets. 

32 Fill ye up then the measure of your 
fathers. 

33 Ye serpents, ye "generation of vipers, 
how can ye escape the damnation of hell? 

34 ^ “Wherefore, behold, I send untg 
you prophets, and wise men/and* scribes : 
and, ^ some of them ye shall kill and 
crucify; and ^some of them shall j^e 
scourge in your synagogues, and per- 
secute them from city to city: 

35 That *upon you may come all the 
righteous blood shed upon the earth., 
from the blood of righteous ®Abel unto 
the blood of Zacharias son of ^Baracliias, 
whom ye slew between the temple and 
the altar. 

36 V erily I say unto you. All these things 
shall come u^n this generation. 

37 0 ^ Jerusalem Jerusalem, "fAou that 
killest the proJSiet^ and stonest them 
which are sent unto thee, how often 
would I have gathered thy children to- 
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gether, even as a lien gatliereth her 
chickens under her wings, and ye would 
not! 

3S Behold, your house is left unto you 
desolate. 

39 For I say unto you. Ye shall not see 
me henceforth, till ye shall say, * Blessed 
is he that cometh in the name of the Lord, 

CHAPTER 24 

ART) Jesus went out, and ® departed 
from the temple : and his disciples 
came to him for to shew him the build- 
ings of the temple. 

2 And Jesus said unto them, See ye not 
all these things? verily I say unto j'ou, 
^ There shall not he left here one stone 
upon another that shall not be throivn 
doivn. 

3 1 And as he sat upon the mount of 
Olives, the disciples came unto him 
privately, saying, Tell us, when shall 
these things be? and what shall he the 
sign of thy coming, and of the endt)f 
the world? 

4 And Jesus answered and said unto 
them, Take heed that no man deceive you. 

5 For many shall come in my name, say- 
ing, I am Christ ; and shall deceive many. 

6 And ye shall near of wars and rumours 
of ware: see that *ye be not troubled: 
for all these thmgs must come to pass, 
but the end is not yet. 

7 For nation shall rise against nation, 
and kingdom against kingdom : and there 
shall be famines, and pestilences, and 
earthquakes, in divers places. 

8 All these are the beginning of sorrows. 

9 “Then shall they deliver you up to be 
afflicted, and shall kill you : and ye shall 
be hated of all nations for my name’s sake. 

16 And then shall many be oflended, 
and shall betray one another, and shall 
hate one another. 

11 And many ^ false prophets shall rise, 
and sliall deceive many. 

12 And because iniquity shall abound, 
the love of many shall wax cold. 

13 ’'But he that shall endure unto the 
end, the same shall be saved. 

14 And this ^gospel of the kingdom 
"shall be preached m all “the world for 
a witness unto all nations; and then 
shall the end come. 

15 When ye therefore shall see the 
abomination of desolation, spoken of by 
"Daniel the prophet, stand “in the holy 
place, (whoso readeth, let him xmder- 
stand:) 

16 Then let them which be m Judaea 
fiee into the mountains: 

17 /Let him which is on the ^housetop 
not come down to take any thing out of 
his house : 

18 Neither let him which is in the field 
return back to take his clothes. 

49 And woe unto them that are with 
child, and to them that give suck in 
those daysl 
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a/iid of the md of the worlds 
20 But pray ye that your flight be not in 

such as"was not since the beginning of the 
world to this time, no, nor ever sliall be. 

23 And' except those days should'-dje 
shortened, them should no flesh be saved-: 
but for ‘^the-elect’s sake those days shall 
be shortened'. 

23 Then ^if any man shall say unto 
you, Lo, here is Olirist, or there ; believe 
itJnot. 

24rFor there shall arise false Christs, - 
and ^ false prophets, and ^ shall shew 
great signs and wonders; insomuch that, 
if it were possible, they shall deceive the 
very elect. 

25 Behold, I have told you before. 

26 Wherefore if they shall say unto you, 
Behold, he is in the desert ; go not forth : 
behold, he is m the secret chambers; 
believe it not. 

27 *For as the lightning cometh out of 
the east, and sliineth even unto the west ; 
so shall also the coming of the Son of 
man be. 

28 ^For wheresoever the carcase is, there 
will the eagles b e gatheredTtogetner. 

29 % IininEdtrrtely after the tribulation 
of those days ”^shall the sun be darkened, 
and the moon shall not give her light, 
and ”the stars shall fall from heaven, 
and the powers of the heavens shall be 
shaken ; 

3fl‘And then ^ shall appear ^ the sign-of 
the-- Son of man in heaven: and then 
shall all the tribes-of the earth moum, 
and they shall see the Son of man 
coming in the clouds of heaven with 
po-wer and great glory. 

31 And ®he shall send his angels ^with 
a great sound of a trumpet, and they 
shall gather together his elect from the 
four “Winds, fi*om one end of heaven to 
the other. 

32 Now learn a parable of the fig tree: 
When liis branch is yet tender, and 
putteth forth leaves, ye know that sum- 
mer is nigh : 

33 So likewise ye, when ye shall see all 
these things, know that ^it is near, even 
at the doors. 

3t Verily I say unto tou, *®This genera- 
tion shall not pass, tm all these things* 
be fulfilled. 

35 * Heaven and earth shall pass away, 
but words shall not pass away. 

36 1 But of ^ that day and hour ®knoweth 
no man, no, not the angels of heaven, 
“but my Father only. 

37 But * as the days of Noe were, so shall 
also the coming of the Son of man be. 

38 For ®as in the days that were before 
the flood they were eating and drinking, 
marrying and giving in marriage, until 
the day that Noe entered into the ark, 

39 And knew not until the flood came, 
and took them all away ; so sliall also 
the coining of the Sou of man be. 
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ST. MATTHEW 24, 2S 

40 Then shall two be in the field: the 
one shall be taken, and the other left. 

41 Two women shall be grinding at the 
mill; the one shall be taken, and the 
other lefL 

42 IT “Watch therefore: ^for ye kno'W 
not what hour your Lord doth come. 

43 ^ But Imow this, that if the goodman 
of the house had known in wdiat watch 
/the thief would come, he would have 
■watched, and would not have suffered 
his house to be broken up. 

44 TJierefore be ye also ready: for in 
such an hour as ye think not the Son of 
man cometh. 

45 ^Who then is a faithful and wise 
servant, whom his lord hath made ruler 
over his household, to give them meat in 
due season? 

46 Blessed is that servant, whom his 
lord when he cometh shall find so doing. 

47 Verily I say unto you^ That /he shall 
make him ruler over all his goods. 

48 But and if that evil servant shall say 
in his heart, IMy lord delayeth his coining; 

49 And shall begin to smite his fellow- 
servants, and to eat and drink with the 
di'unken : 

50 The lord of that servant shall come 
in a^day when he looketh not for him, 
and in an hour that he is not aware of, 

61 And shall ^cut him asunder, and 
appoint him his portion “with the hy- 
pocrites: there snail be weeping and 
gnashing of teeth. 

CHAPTEE 25 

rTTHEN shall the kingdom of heaven be 
X likened unto ten virgins, which took 
their lamps, and went forth to meet ^the 
bridegroom, 

2 “And five of them were wise, and five 
were foolish. 

3 They that were foolish took their 
lamps, and took no oil with them : 

4 But the wise took oil in their vessels 
■with their lamps. 

6 While the bridegroom tarried, they 
all slumbered and ‘’slept. 

6 And at midnight there was a cry 
made, Behold, the bridegroom cometh; 
go ye out to meet him. 

7 Then aU those virgins arose, and. 
trimmed their lamps. 

8 And the foolish said unto the wise, 
Give us of your oil; for our lamps are 
^gone out. 

9 But the ■wise answered, saying, Not 
so; lest there be not enough for us and 
you : but go ye rather to them that sell, 
and buy for yourselves. 

10 And while they went to buy, the 
bridegroom came ; and they that were 
ready went in with him to the marriage : 
and “the door was rimt. 

11 Afterward came also the other virgins, 
saying, /Lord, Lord, open to us. 

12 But he answered and said, Verily I 
unto you, ^ I'khbw yoli not.

13 “Watch therefore, for ye knowneither 
the day nor the hour wherein the Son of 
man cometh. 

14 1 ®For the kingdor/i of heaven is as 
a man travelling into a far country, who 
called his own servants, and delivered 
unto them his goods. 

15 And unto one he gave five ^talents, 
to another two, and to another one ; ‘^to 
every man according to his several abi- 
lity; and straightway took his journey. 
16‘Then he that had received the five 
talents went and traded with the same, 
and made them other five talents.

His lord said unto him, Well done, 
3d and faitliful servant; thou hast 
_ en faithful over a few things, I will 
make thee ruler over many tilings : enter 
thou into the joy of thy lord. 

24 Then he which had received the one 
talent came and said, Lord, I knew thee 
that thou art an hard man, reaping where 
thou hast not sown, and ^thering where 
thou hast not strawed ; 

25 And I was afraid, and went and hid 
thy talent in the earth : lo, there thou 
hast that is thina 

^ His lord answered and said unto 
him, Thou wicked and slothful servant, 
thou knewest that I reap where I sowed 
not, and gather where I nave not strawed ; 

27 Thou oughtest therefore to have put 
my money to the exchangers, and then 
at my coming I should have received 
mine own with usury. 

28 Take therefore the talent from him, 
and give it unto him which hath ten 
talents. 

29 * For unto every one that hath shall 
be given, and he snail have abundance : 
but from him ibat hath not shall be 
taken away even that which he hath. 

30 And ^cast ye the “unprofitable ser- 
vant into outer darkness : there shaU be 
^^pm^^dgi^ting^f teeth. 
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Parable of the talerUs. The last judgments 

angels wit h him, 1 
HupneoTl^ . 

*32 AndT "before jum shall be gathered 
all nations : ^d he ^aLTs ebaia te thgm 
o^^bManiSi^as^ajhepbSjJividgh 
sheep fr om the„goajte :

* Judas Iscariot, went unto the chief

48 Now he that betrayed him gave them 
a sign, saying. Whomsoever I shall kiss, 
that same is he : hold hiin fast. 

49 And forthwith he came to Jesus, and 
said, Hail, master; and kissed him. 

60 And Jesus said unto him, Friend, 
wherefore art thou come? Then came 
they, and laid hands on Jesus, and 
took him. 

51 And, behold, *one of them which 
were with Jesus stretched out his hand, 
and drew ^his sword, and struck a ser- 
vant of the high priest’s, and smote 
off his ear. 

62 Then said Jesus unto him. Put up 
again thy sword into his place: for ^‘ail 
tnev that take the sword shah perish 
with the sword. 

53 Thinkest thou that I cannot now pray 
to my Father, and he shah presently give 
me more than twelve lemons of angels?

57 ^ 2_Ajid they that had laid hold on 
Jesus led him away to ^Caiaphas the 
high priest, where the scribes and the 
elders were assembled. 

68 But Peter followed him afar off unto 
the high priest’s palace, and went in, and 
sat with the servants, to see the end. 

69 Now the chief priests, and elders, 
and all the council, sought false witness 
against Jesus, to put him to death ; 

60 But found none ; yea, though many 
®false witnesses came, yet found they 
none. At the last came two false wit- 


61 And said. This felloio said, “I am 
able to destroy the temple of wd, and 
to build it in three days. 

62 And the high priest arose, and said 
xmto him, Answerest thou nothing? what 
^ it which these witness against thee? 

63 But ®Jesus held his peace. And the 
hkh priest answered and said unto him,

67 Then did they ‘^spit in his face, and 
bufieted liim; and others smote him

69 t ‘’Now Peter sat without in the 
/palace : and a damsel came unto him, 
saying, Thou also wast with Jesus of

70 But he denied before them all, saying, 
I know not what thou sayest, 

71 And when he was gone out into the 
porch, another maid saw him, and said 
unto them that were there, This fellow 
was also with Jesus of Nazaretli. 

72 And again he denied with an oath, 
I do not know the man. 

73 And after a while came unto him. 
they that stood by, and said to Peter, 

; Surely thou also art one of them; for 
*=thy speech bewray eth thee. 

74 Then began he to curse and to 
swear, saying, I know not the man. 
And immediately the cock crew. 

75 And Peter "^remembered the word of 
Jesus, which said unto him, "Before tlie 
cock crow, thou shalt deny me thrice,

CHAPTER 27

Jesus before Pilate, He is crucified. 
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10 And gave them for the potter's field, 
as the Lord appointed me. 

11 And Jesus stood before the governor ; 
®and the governor asked him, saying. Art 
thou the King of the Jews ? Amd Jesus 
said unto him, Thou sayest. 

12 And when he was accused of the 
chief priests and elders, ^he answered 
nothing. 

13 Then said Pilate unto him, Hearest 
thou not how many things they witness 
against thee I 

14 And he answered him to never 
a word; insomuch that the governor 
marvelled greatly. 

15 ®Now at that feast the governor 
was wont to release unto the people a 
prisoner, whom they would. 

16 And they had then a notable prisoner, 
called Baraohas. 

17 Therefore when they were gathered 
together, Pilate said unto them. Whom 
will ye that X release unto you ? Barabbas, 
or Jesus which is called Christ ? 

18 For he knew that for envy they had 
delivered liim. 

19 T When he was set down on "^the 
judgment seat, his wife sent unto him, 
saying, Have thou nothing to do v/ith 
that just man : for 1 have sufiered many 
tilings this day in a dream because of 
him. 

20 But the chief priests and elders per- 
suaded the multitude ^ that they should 
ask Barabbas, and destroy Jesus. 

21 The governor answered and said unto 
them, whether of the twain will ye that 
I release unto you? They said, Barabbas. 

22 Pilate saith unto themj What shall 
I do then with Jesus which is called 
Christ? T/fev aU say unto him. Let 
him he crucified. 

23 And the governor said, Why, what 
evil hath he done ? But they cried out 
the moi% saying, Let him, be crucified, 

24 % "When Puate saw that he could 
prevail nothing, but that rather a tumult 
was made, he “took water, and washed 
his hands before the multitude, saying, 
I am innocent of the blood of this just 
person : see ye to it. 

25 Then answered all the people, and 
said, ^ His blood be on us, and on our 
children. 

26 H Then released he Barabbas unto 
them : and when he had “scourged Jesus, 
he delivered h im to be crucified. 

27 Then ^ the soldiers of the governor 
took Jesus into the i common hall, and 
'gathered unto him the whole band of 
soldiers. 

28 And they stripped him, and put on 
him scarlet roba 

29 *if And when they had platted a 
crown of thorns, they put it upon his 
head, and a reed in his right hand : and 
they bowed the knee before him, and 
mocked him, saying, Hail, King of the 
Jews I 
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30 And they “spit upon him, and took 
the reed, and smote him on the head. 

31 Ana after that they had mocked 
him, they took the robe off from him, 
and put liis own raiment on him, and 
led mm away to crucify him. 

32 And as they came out, they found a 
man of Gyrene, “Simon by name; him 
they compelled to bear his cross. 

33 / And when they were come unto 
a place called Golgotha, ^that is to say, 
a place of a skull, 

M ^ They gave him ^vinegar to drink 
mingled with gall: and when he had 
tasted thereof he would not drink. 

35 And they crucified him, and-?' parted 
his garments, casting lots : tliat it might 
be fulfilled which was spoken by the 
prophet, *They parted my garments a- 
mong them, and upon my vesture did 
they cast lots. 

36 And sitting down they watched him 
there ; 

37 And set up over his head his accu- 
sation written, ^THIS IS JESUS THE 
KING OF THE JEWS. 

38 Then were there two thieves cru- 
cified with him, one on the right hand, 
and another on the left. 

39 II And “they that passed by reviled 
him, wagging tlieir heads, 

40 And saying, ^Thou that destroyest 
the temple, andbuildest it in three days, 
save thyself. ^If thou be the Son of 
Go(L come down from the cross. 

41 likewise also the chief priests mock- 
ing Aim, with the scribes and elders, said, 

42 He saved others; himself he cannot 
save. If he he the King of Israel, let 
him now come down from tlie cross, 
and we will believe him. 

43 “He trusted in God ; let him deliver 
him now, if he will have him: for he 
said, I am the Son of God, 

44 The thieves also, which were crucified 
with him, cast the same in his teeth. 

45 Now ^from the sixth hour there was 
darkness over all the land unto the ninth 
hour. 

46 And about the ninth hour Jesus 
cried with a loud voice, saying, Eli, Eli, 
lama sabachthani? that is to say, ®My 
God, my God, why hast thou forsaken 
me? 

47 Some of them that stood there, when 
they heard that^ said, This man calleth 
for Elias. 

48 And straightway one of them ran, 
and took a spunge, and filled it with 
vinegar, and put it on “ a reed, and gave 
him to drink. 

49 *The rest said. Let be, let us see 
whether Elias will come to save hino. 

50 t Jesus, when he had cried again 
with a loud voice, ^yielded up the ghost. 

51 And, behold, “the veil of the temple 
was rent in twain from the top to the 
bottom; and /the earth did 

I the rocks rent; 
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62 And the graves were opened ; and 
many bodies of the saints which slept 
arose, 

53 And came out of the graves after his 
resurrection, and went into the holy city, 
and appeared unto many, 

54 Now when the centurion, and they 
that were with him, watching Jesus, saw 
the earthquake, and those things that 
were done, they feared greatly, saying, 

Truly this was the Son of God. 

55 And ‘^many women were there be- 
holding afar off, ® which followed Jesus 
from Galilee, ministering unto him : 

66 Among which was Mary/]\Iagdalene, 
and ^Marv the mother of James and 
Joses, and Hhe mother of 2ebedee’s 
children.

1 — 

forty days, tempted of Sato: and wm ^ 

with the wild beasts; and the angels 
ministered unto him. . ^ 

14 "Now after that John was put m ’‘Mt.4.ia 
prison, Jesus came into Galilee, preach- 

mg ® the gospel of the kingdom of God, 1 J Mt. 4 . ^ 

15 And sa^, *The time is fulfilled, 

and '‘the kmgdom of God is at hand: Eph.Lio. 
repent ye, and believe tbe gospel. 

16 Now <as he walked ^ the sea of so^,toiky* 
Galilee, he saw Simon and Andrew ms that they 
brother casting a net into the sea: for 

they were fishers., , ^ 

17 And Jesus said unto them, Come ye 22 . 

after me. and I will make you to become Lk. s. 2 - 
fishers or men. , , ^ • jLi. 4 o- 

18 And straightway they forsook their 4 ^ ^ 

nets, and followed him. ^ « Tow. 89, 

19 And when he had gone a little fuiN 

ther thence, he saw James the sow of wMt. 14 . 23 . 
Zebedee, and John his brother, who also ^ jsa. 6 l l 
were in the ship mending their nets. * Mt. 4 . 28 . 

20 And stra^tway he called them: 


^ ter^ unto them. 

Lir 4 . 1 - 32 And at even, ’"when the sun did set, 

a’ they brought unto him-- all that were 
Lk. 4 . 40. diseased, and them that were possessed 
wi& devils. . , , 

Mt. 4 .ia 33 And all the city was gathered to- 
gether at the door. 

Mt. 4 . 2 a 34 .^d ^he he^ed many that were sick 
Mt4.23. of divers diseases, and cast out many 
ioh^^o devils; and ^suffered not the devils ^to 
MtTi speak, because they knew him. 

ch.aii,i 2 , §5 **And in the morning, rising up a 
uSittS while before day, he went out,^d 

& Wm. departed into a sohtary place, and there 
Tover. 20 , prayed. 

MU 4 . IS- *^30 jjid Simon and they that were vrith 
tic. 5 . 2 - him followed after ^ ^ 

11 . 37 And when they had found him, they 

^ ^ ^ said unto him, All men seek for thee, 
fover 89 38 And he said unto them, Let us go 

Lk. 4 . ik- into the next towns, that I may pre^ 
t^x , . there also : for ^ therefore came I forth. 

39 And he preached *in, their syna- 
Mt. 4 . 28 . gogues througnout all Galilee, and cast 
out devils. 
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ST?* MARK 1, 2 Leprosy and palsy healed. The Pharisees ariswered. 


40 "^And there came a leper to him, 
beseeching him, and kneeling doTvn to 
him, and saying unto him, If thou wilt, 
thou const make me clean. 

41 And Jesus, moved with compassion, 
put forth his hand, and touched him, 
and saith unto him, I will; be thou 
clean. 

,42 And as soon as he had spoken, 
immediately the leprosy departed from 
him, and he was cleansed. 

43 And he straitly charged him, and 
forthwith sent him away; 

44 And saith unto hhn, See thou say 
nothing to any man : but go thy way, 
shew thyself to the priest, and oifcr for 
thy cleansing those tilings which hloses 
commanded, for a testimony un.to them. 

45 ‘’But he went out, and began to 
publish it much, and to blaze abroad the 
matter, insomuch that Jesus /could no 
more openly enter into the city, but was 
without in deseii; places: ^and they 
came to him from eveiy quarter. 

CHAPTEE 2 

AND again he entered into ^Capernaum, 
Ajl after some days ; and it was noised 
that he was in the house. 

2 And straightway many were gathered 
together, insomuch that there was no 
room to receive them, no, not so much 
as about the door ; and he preached the 
word unto them. 

3 / And they come unto him, bringing 
one sick of the palsy, which was borne 
of four. 

4 And when they could not come nigh 
unto him for the press, *they uncovered 
the roof where he was : and when they 
had broken it up, they let down the bed 
wherein the sick of the pal^ 1^. 

6 "\Yhen Jesus saw their faith, he said 
unto the sick of the palsy. Son, thy sins 
*be forgiven thee. 

6 But there were certain of the scribes 
sitting there, and reasoning in their 
hearts, 

7 Why doth this man thus speak blas- 
phemies? who can forgive sins but God 
only? 

8 And immediately when Jesus per- 
ceived in Ills spirit that tliey so reasoned 
within themselves, he said unto them, 
Why reason ye these things in your 
hearts? 

9 Whether is it easier to say to the sick 
of the palsy, Thy sins he forgiven thee; 
or to say, Arise, and take up thy bed, 
and walk? 

10 But that ye noay know that the Son 
of man hath power on earth to formve 
sins, (he saith to the sick of the palsyj 

11 1 say unto thee. Arise, and take up 
ihy bed, and go thy way into thine 
house. 

12 And immediately he arose, took up 
the bed, and went forth before them all ; 
insomuch that they were all amazed, 
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and glorified God, saying, We never saw 
it on this fashion. 

13 And he went forth again by the sea 
side; and *all the multitude resorted 
unto him, and he taught them. 

14 ®And as he passed by, he saw <^Levi 
the son of Alpnseus sitting ^at the re- 
ceipt of custom, and said unto him. 
Follow me. And he arose and followed 
him. 

15 And it came to pass, that, as J esus 
sat at meat in his house, many publicans 
and sinners sat also together with Jesus 
and his disciples : for there were many, 
and they followed him. 

16 And when the scribes and Pharisees 
saw him eat with publicans and sinners, 
they said unto his disciples. How is it 
that he eateth and drinketh with pub- 
licans and sinners? 

17 When Jesus heard it, he saith unto 
them, They that are whole have no need 
of the physician, but they that are sick : 
I came not to call the righteous, but sin- 
ners to repentance. 

IS ^And the disciples of John and of 
the Pharisees used to fast; and they 
come and unto him, Why do the 
disciples of John and of the Pharisees 
fast, but thy disciples fast not? 

19 And Jesus said imto them, Can the 
children of the bridechamber fast, while 
the bridegroom is with them? as long as 
they have the bridegroom with them, 
they cannot fast. 

20 But the days will come, when the 
bridegroom ^all he taken away from 
them, and then shall they fast in those 
days. 

21 No man also seweth a piece of ^pew 
cloth on an old garment: else the new 
piece that filled it up taketh away from 
the old, and the rent is made worse. 

22 And no man putteth new wine into, 
old bottles : else the new winedoth burst 
the bottles, and the wine is spilled, and 
the bottles will be marred ; but new wine 
must be put into new bottles. 

23 And it came to pass, that he went 
through the com fields on the sabbath 
day; and his disciples began, as they 
went, to pluck the ears of com. 

24 And the Pharisees said unto him. 
Behold, why do they on the sabbath day 
that which is not lawful ? 

25 And he said unto them, Have ye 
never read what David did, when he h^ 
need, and was an hungred, he, and they 
that were with him? 

^ 26 How he went into the house of God 
in the days of “ Abiathar the high priest, 
and did eat the shewbread, which is not 
lawful to eat but for the priests, and 
gave also to them which were with nim? 

27 And he said unto them, ‘'The salih 
bath was made for ntari j and not tnaTi 
for the sahbalh : 

28 Therefore the Son of man is Lord 
also of the sabbath. 
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and ®he entered again into ‘*the syna- 
Jl\. some ; and there was a man there 
which had a withered hand. 

2 And they watched him, whether he 
would heal him on the sabbath day; 
that they might accuse him. 

3 And he saith unto the man which had 
the withered hand, - Stand forth. 

4 And he saith unto them. Is it lawful 
to do good on the sabbath days, or to do 
evil? to save life, or to kill? But they 
held their peace. 

6 And when he had looked round about 
on them with anger, being grieved for 
the 2 hardness of their hearts, he saith 
unto the man, Stretch forth thine hand. 
And he stretched it out : and his hand 
was restored whole as the other. 

6 And the Pharisees went forth, and 
straightway took counsel with ^the He- 
rodians against him, how they might 
destroy him. 

7 *But Jesus withdrew himself with his 
disciples to the sea : ^ and a great multi- 
tude from Galilee followed him, and 
from Judaea, 

8 And from Jerusalem, and from ^ Idu- 
mea, and from beyond Jordan; and 
they about "Tyre and Sidon, a great 
multitude, when they had heard what 
great things he did, came unto him. 

9 And he spake to his disciples that a 
small ship should wait on him because 
of the multitude, lest they should throng 
him. 

10 For he had healed many; insomuch 
that they ^pressed upon him for to touch 
him, as many as had plagues. 

11 And unclean spirits, when they saw 
him, fell down before him, and cried, 
saying, Th ou ar t the Son or God. 

12 And °li§*^!taitly charged them that 
they should not make him known. 

13 ^ And he goeth up into a mountain, 
and calleth unto him whom he would : 
and they came unto him. 

14 And he ordained twelve, that they 
should be with him, and that he might 
send them forth to preach, 

16 And to have power to heal sicknesses, 
and to cast out devils : 

16 * And Simon he sumamed Peter ; 

17 And James the son of Zebedee, and 
John the brother of James ; and he sur- 
named them ^Boanerges, which is. The 
sons of thunder : 

18 And Andrew, and Philip, and Bar- 
tholomew, and Matthew, and Thomas, 
and James the son of AlphaBus, and 
Thaddseus, and Simon the Canaanite, 

19 And Judas Iscariot, which also be- 
trayed him: and they went 5 into an 
house*. 

20 And the multitude oometh together 

again, “so that they could not so much 
as eat bread. I 
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21 And when his ^friends hea;^ of it, 
they went out to lay hold on him: “for 
they said, *He is beside himself. 

22 H And the scribes which came down 
from Jerus^em said, ®He hath Beelze- 
bub, and by the prince of the devils 
casteth he out devils. 

23 And he called them unto kirn, f and 
said unto them in parables. How can 
Satan cast out Satan? 

24 And if a king^in_b^ivided against 
itselCtnaf ’kingdom caimotjgtahd. 

•26 " And 'if IT lidus e be^divided-SSiinst 
itseiirt harhouso canspofand. 

' "2() AndifSatan rise up against himself, 
and be divided, he cannot stand, but 
hath an end. 

27 No man can enter into a strong 
man’s house, and spoil his goods, except 
he will first bind the strong man ; and 
then he will spoil his house. 

28 ^ Verily I say unto you, All sins shall 
be forgiven unto the sons of men, and 
blasphemies wherewith soever they shall 
blaspheme : 

29 But he that shall blaspheme against 
the Holy Ghost hath never forgiveness, 
but is in danger of eternal damnation : 

30 Because they said, He hath an un- 
clean spirit. 

31 IT « There came ’"then his brethren 
and his mother, and, standing without, 
sent unto him, calling him. 

32 And the multitude sat about him, 
and they said unto him, Behold, thy 
mother and thy bretliren without seek 
for thee. 

33 And he answered them, saying, "Who 
is my mother, or my brethren ? 

34 And he looked round about on them 
which sat about him, and said. Behold 
my mother and my brethren I 

35 For whosoever shall do the will of 
God, the same is my brother, and my 
sister, and mother. 

CHAPTER 4 

AND ®he began again to teach by the 
sea side: and there was gathered 
unto him a great multitude, so that he 
entered into ship, and sat in the sea ; 
and the whole multitude was by the sea 
on the land. 

2 And he taught them many things 
by parables, and said unto them in ms 
doctrine, 

3 Hearken; Behold, there went out a 
sower to sow : 

4 And it came to pass, as he sowed, 
some fell by the way side, and the fowls 
of the air came and devoured it up. 

5 And some fell on stony ^und, where 
it had not much earth ; and imm^ately 
it sprang up, because it had no depth of 
earth: 

6 But when the sun was up, it was 
scorched ; and because it had no root, it 
withered away. 

7 And some fell among thorns, and the 
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thorns grew up, and choked it, and it 
yielded no frmt. 

8 And other fell on good ground, and 
did 3 deld fruit that sprang up and in- 
creased ; and brought forth, some thirty, 
and some sixfy, and some an hundred. 

9 And he said unto them, He that hath 
ears to hear, let him hear. 

10 And 'when he was ^one, they that 
were about him with the twelve asked of 
him, the parable. 

11 And he said unto them, Unto you it 
is given to know the mysteiy of the 
kingdom of God ; but unto ®them that 
are without, all these things are done in 
parables : 

12 <*That seeing they may see, and not 
perceive; and nearing they may hear, 
and not understand; lest at any time 
they diould be converted, and their sins 
should be forgiven thenu 

13 / And he said unto them, Know ye 
not tills parable? and how then will ye 
know all parables? 

14 % The sower soweth the word. 

15 And these are they by the way side, 
where the word is sown ; but when they 
have heard, Satan cometh immediately, 
and takelh away the word that was sown 
in their hearts. 

16 And these are they likewise which 
are sown on stony ground; who, when 
they have heard the word, immediately 
receive it with gladness ; 

17 And have no root in themselves, and 
so endure but for a time; afterward, 
when affliction or persecution ariseth for 
the word’s sake, immediately they are 
offended. 

18 And these are they which are sown 
among thorns; such as hear the word, 

19 And the cares of this world, and the 
deceitfulness of riches, and the lusts of 
other things entering in, choke the word, 
and it becometh unfruitful. 

20 And these are they which are sown 
on good ground ; such as hear the word, 
and receive it, and bring forth fruit, ' 
some thirtyfolo, some sixty, and some' 
an hundred. 

21 H And he said unto thenn *Is a 
candle brought to be put under a ^bushel, 
or under a bed? and not to be set on a 
candlestick? 

22 ^For there is nothing hid, which 
shall not be manifested ; neither was any 
thing kept secret, but that it should 
come abroad. 

^ If any man have ears to hear, let 
bitn hear. 

24 And he said unto them, ®Take heed 
what ye hear : -^with what measure ye 
mete, it shall be measured to you : and 
unto you that hear shall more be given. 

25 ®For he that hath, to him shall be 
given : and he that hath not, from him 
snail be taken even that which he 
hath. 

26 ^ And he said, ^So is the kingdom 
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of God, as if a man should cast seed into 
the ground ; 

27 And should sleep, and nse night and 
day, and the seed should spring and grow 
up, he knoweth not how. 

28 For the earth bringeth forth fruit of 
herself ; first the blade, then the ear, after 
that the full com in the ear. 

29 But when the fruit is i brought forth, 
immediately he putteth in ® the sickle, 
because the harvest is come. 

30 H * And he said, Whereunto shall we 
liken the kingdom of God? or with what 
comparison shall we compare it? 

31 It is like a grain of mustard seed, 
which, when it is sown in the earth, is 
less than all the seeds that be in the earth : 

32 But when it is sown, it groweth up, 
and becometh ^greater than all herbs, 
and shooteth out great branches; so that 
the fowls of the air may lodge under the 
shadow of it. 

33 And with many such parables spake 
he the word unto them, ^as they were 
able to hear it, 

34 But without a parable spake he not 
unto them ; and '^when they were alone, 
he expounded all things to his disciples. 

35 ‘Amd the same day, when the even 
was come, he saith unto them. Let us 
pass over unto the other side. 

36 ^ And when they had sent away the 
multitude, they took him even as he was 
in the sliip. And there were also with 
him other little ships. 

37 And there arose a gi^t storm of 
wind, and the waves beat into the ship, 
so that it was now full 

38 And he was in the hinder part of the 
ship, asleep on a pillow : and they awake 
him, and say unto him, Master, carest 
thou not that we perish? 

39 And he arose, and rebuked the wind, 
and said unto the sea, Peace, be stilL 
And the wind ceased, affd there 
great 

40 And he said unto them. Why are ye 
so fearful ? how is it that ye have no faith? 

41 And they feared exceedingly, and 
said one to another. What manner of 
man is thi^ that even the wind and the 
sea obey him? 

CHAPTEE 5 

AKD they came over unto the other 
-OL side of the sea, into the country oi 
the Gadarenes. 

2 And when he was come out of the 
ship, immediately there met him out of 
the tombs ” a man with an unclean spirit, 

3 Who had his dwelling among the 
tombs ; and no man could bind him, no, 
not with chains : 

4 Because that he had been often bound 
with fetters and chains, and the chains 
had been plucked asunder by him,* and 
the fetters broken in pieces: neither 
could any man tame him. 

5 And always, night and day, he was in 
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the mountains, and in the tombs, crying, 
and cutting himself with stones, 

6 But when he saw Jesus afar off, he 
ran and worshipped him, 

7 And cried with a loud voice, and said, 
what have I to do with thee, Jesus, thou 
Son of the most high God? I adjure 
thee by God, that thou torment me not. 

8 For he said unto him, Come out of 
the man, thou unclean spirit. 

9 And he asked him, What is thy name 1 
And he answered, saying. My name is 
"Legion: for we are many. 

10 And he besought him much that he 
would not send them away out of the 
country. 

11 Kow there was there nigh unto the 
mountains a great herd of swine feeding. 

12 And all the devils besought him, 
saying. Send us into the swine, that we 
may enter into them. 

13 And forthwith Jesus gave them leave. 

And the unclean spirits went out, and 
entered into the swine : and the herd ran 
violently down a steep place into the sea, 

(they were about two thousand;) and 
were choked in the sea. 

14 And they that fed the swine fled, and 
told it in the city, and in the country. 

And *^they went out to see what it was 
that was done. 

15 And they come to Jesus, and see 
him that was possessed with the devil, 
and had the legion, sitting, and^^clothed, 
and in his ri^t mind: and they were 
afraid. 

16 And they that saw it told them how 
it befell to him that was possessed with 
the devil, and also concerning the swine. 

17 And they began to pray him to 
depart out of their coasts. 

18 And when he was come into the 
ship, J'he that had been possessed with 
the devil prayed him that he might be 
with him. 

19 Howbeit Jesus suffered him not, but 
saith unto him. Go home to thy friends, 
and tell them how great things the Lord 
hath done for thee, and hath had com- 
passion on thee, 

20 And he departed, and began to 

?ublish in ^Decapolis how great things 
esus had done for him: and aU men 
did marvel. 

21 <And when Jesus was passed over 
again by ship unto the other side, much 
p^ple gathered unto him ; and he was 
nign unto the sea. 

22 *And, behold, there cometh one of 
the rulers of the synagogue, Jairus by 
name ; and when he saw him, he fell at 
his feet,_ 


23 And besought him greatly, saying. 
My little daughter lieth at the point of 
death : I way thee, come and lay thy 
hands on her, that she may be healed ; 
and she shall live. 

24 And Jesus went with him ; and much 
people followed him, and thronged him. 
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25 And a certain woman, which had an 
issue of blood twelve years, 

26 And had suffered many thinM of 
many physicians, and had spent all that 
she had, and was nothing bettered, but 
rather grew worse, 

27 When she had heard of Jesus, came 
in the press behind, and touched his 
garment 

28 For she said, If I may touch but his 
clothes, I shall be whole. 

29 And straightway the fountain of her 
blood was dried up ; and she felt in her 
body that she was healed of that plague. 

30 And Jesus, immediately knowing in 
himself that * virtue had gone out of 
him, turned him about in the press, and 
said, Who touched my clothes? 

31 And his disciples said unto him. 
Thou seest the multitude thronging thee, 
and sayest thou, Who touched me? 

32 And he looked round about to see 
her that had done this thing. 

33 But the woman fearing and trembling, 
knowing what was done in her, came and 
fell do\vn before liim, and told him aU 
the truth. 

34 And he said unto her. Daughter, thy 
faith hath made thee whole; go in peace, 
and be whole of thy plague. 

35 While he yet spake, there came from 
the ruler of the synagogue’s house certain 
which said, Thy daughter is dead ; why 
troublest thou the Master any further? 

36 As soon as J esus heard the word that 
was spoken saith unto the rul er c ‘ ' 
synagogue„?Be not atraid, only beheve. J 

37 And he~^§Meied iib man to fultow 
him, save ® Peter, and James, and John 
the brother of James. 

38 And he cometh to the house of the 
ruler of the synagogue, and seeth the 
tumult, and them that wept and wailed 
greatly. 

39 And when he was come in, he saith 
unto them, Why make ye this ado, and 
weep ? the damsel is not dead, but sleepeth. 

40 And they laughed him to scorn. 
But when he had put them all out, he 
taketh the father and the mother of the 
damsel, and ^ them that were with him, 
and entereth in where the damsel was 

Snd he took the damsel by the hand, 
and said unto her, <^Talitha cumi ; whicn 
is, being interpreted, Damsel, I say unto 
thee, arise. 

42 And straightway the damsel arose, 
and walked; for she was of the age of 
twelve years. And they were astomshed 
with a great astonishment. 

^ And ^he charged them straitly that 
no man should know it ; and commanded 
tliat something should be given her to eat. 

CHAPTEE 6 

AND ’"he went out from thence, and 
J\. came into his own country ; and his 
disciples follow him. 
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2 And when the sabbath day was come, 
he began to teach in the synago^e: and 
many hearing him were astonished, say- 
ing, From whence hath this man these 
things? and what wisdom is this wliich 
is given unto him, that even such mighty 
works are wrought by his hands ? 

3 Is not this the carpenter, the son of 
Mary, the brother of James, and Joses, 
and of Juda, and Simon? and are not 
his sisters here with us ? And they were 
offended at liim. 

4 But Jesus said unto them, A prophet 
i s not witho ut hon our^ hut irriijs n.w D 
country, and among his o^vn kin, an djn 
Blspwnlio^el 

T And ^’he could there do no mighty 
work, save that he laid his hands upon a 
few sick folk, and healed them. 

6 And he marvelled because of their 
unbelief. And he went round about the 
villages, teacliing. 

7 1 ® And he called unto him, the twelve, 
and began to send them forth by two and 
two ; and gave them power over unclean 
hits; 

And commanded them that /they 
should take nothing for their journey, 
save a staff only ; no scrip, no bread, no 
2 money in their purse : 

9 But he shod with sandals; and not 
put on two coats. 

10 And he said unto them, In what 
place soever ye enter into an house, there 
abide till ye depart from that place. 

11 And whosoever shall not receive you, 
nor hear you, when ye depart thence, 
shake off the dust under your feet for a 
testimony against them. Verily I say 
unto you, It shall be more tolerable for 
Sodom “^and Gomorrha in the day of 
judgment, than for that city. 

12 And they went out, and ^preached 
that men should repent. 

13 And they cast out many devils, and 
^anointed withjOil many tl^t were sick, 
and healed them, 

14 *And king Herod heard of him ; (for 
his name was spread abroad:) and he 
said. That John the Baptist was risen 
from the dead, and therefore mighty 
works do shew forth themselves in hun. 

15 Others said. That it is Mias. And 
others said, That it is a prophet, or as 
one of the prophets. 

16 But when Herod heard thereof* he 
said. It is John, whom I beheaded: he 
is risen firom the dead. 

17 For Herod himself had sent forth 
and laid hold upon Johi^ and hound 
him in prison for Herodias" sake, his 
brother Phihp’s wife : for he had married 
her. 

18 For John had said unto Herod, It is 
not lawful for thee to have thy brother’s 
wife, 

19 Therefore Herodias had ®a quarrel 
against him, and would have killed him ; 
but she could not : 


20 For Herod feared John, knowing 
that he was a just man and an holy, 
and 1 observed him ; and when he heard 
him, he did many things, and heard birn 
“gladly. 

21 Ahd when a convenient day was 
come, that Herod on his birthday made 
a supper to liis lords, high captains, and 
chief estates of * Galilee ; 

22 And when the daughter of the said 
Herodias came in, and danced, and 
pleased Herod and them that sat with 
him, the king said imto the damsel, Ask 
of me whatsoever thou wilt, and 1 will 
give it thee. 

23 And he sware unto her. Whatsoever 
thou shalt ask of me^ I will give it thee, 
unto the half of my longdona, 

24 And she went fortlu and said unto 
her mother, What shall I ask ? And she 
said. The head of John the Baptist. 

25 And she came in straightway with 
haste imto the king, and asked, saying, 
I will that thou give me‘®by and by in a 
charger the headT^of John the Baptist. 

26 And the king was exceeding sorry;; 
yet for his oath’s sake, and for their 
sakes which sat with him, he would not 
reject her. 

27 And immediately the king sent San 
executioner, and commanded his head to 
be brought : and he went and beheaded 
him in the prison, 

28 And brought his head in a charger, 
and gave it to the damsel; and the 
damsel gave it to her mother. 

29 And when his disciples heard of iL 
they came and took up ids corpse, and 
laid it in a tomb. 

30 ^And the apostles gathered them- 
selves together unto Jesus, and told him 
all things, both what they had done, and 
what they had taught 

31 And he said unto them, Come ye 
yourselves apart into a desert place, and 
rest a while : for there were many coming 
and going, and ^ they had no leisure so 
much as to eat. 

32 ^And they departed into a desert 
place by ship privately. 

33 And the people saw them departing, 
and many knew him, and ran afoot 
thither out of all cities, and outwent 
them, and came together unto him. 

34 "And Jesus, when he came out, saw 
much people, and was moved with com- 
passion toward them, because they were 
as sheep not having a shepherd : and he 
began to teach them many things. 

35 And when the day was now far spent, 
his disciples came unto him, and said. 
This is a desert place, and now the time 
is fax passed : 

36 Send them away, that they may go 
into the country round about, and into 
the villages, and buy themselves bread ; 
for they have nothing to eat. 

37 He answered and said imto them* 
Give ye them to eat. And they say unto 
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Lk. 9. 10.

to eat? 

38 He saith unto them, How many 
loaves have ye ? go and see. And when 
they knew, they say, Five, and two fishes. 

39 And he commanded them to make 
all sit down by companies upon the green 
glass. 

40 And they sat down in ranks, by 
hundreds, and by fifties. 

41 And when he had taken the five 
loaves and the two fishes, he looked up 
to heaven, and blessed, and brake the 
loaves, and gave the7)i to his disciples 
to set before them; and the two fishes 
divided he among them all. 

42 And they did all eat, and were filled. 

43 And they took up twelve baskets full 
of the fragments, and of the fishes. 

44 And they that did eat of the loaves 
were about five thousand men. 

45 ® And straightway he constrained his 
disciples to get into “the ship, and to go 
to the other side before ^ unto ‘'Bethsaida, 
while he sent away the people. 

46 And when he had sent them away, 
lie departed into a mountain /to pray. 

47 And when even was come, the ship 
was in the midst of the sea, and he alone 
on the land. 

48 And he saw them toiling in rowing ; 
for the wind was contrary unto them: 
and about the fourth watch of the night 
he cometh unto them, walking upon the 
sea, and would liave passed by them. 

49 But when they saw him walking 
upon the sea, they supposed it had been 
a spirit, and cried out ; 

50 For they all saw him, and were 
troubled. And immediately he talked 
with them, and saith unto them, Be of 
good cheer : it is 1 ; be not afraid. 

61 And he went up unto them into the 
sliip; and the wind ceased; and they 
were sore amazed in themselves beyond 
measure, and wondered. 

52 For they ^considered not the miracle 
of the loaves: for theii* heart was hardened, 

63 And when they had passed over, they 
came into the land of Gennesaret, and 
drew to the shore. 

54 And when they were come out of the 
ship, straightway tliey knew him, 

65 And ran through that whole remon 
round about, and began to carry about 
in beds those that were sick, where they 
heard he was. 

56 And whithersoever he entered, into 
villages, or cities, or country, they laid 
the sick in the streets, and besought him 
that they might touch if it were but the 
border of his garment : and as many as 
touched Shim were made whole.

2 And when they saw some of his dis- 
ciples eat bread with ^defiled, that is to 
say, ^‘with unwaslien, hands, they found 
fault. 

3 For the Pharisees, and all the Jews, 
except they wash their hands ®*oft, eat 
not holding the tradition of the elders. 

4 And wheiii they come from the market, 
except they wash, they eat not. And 
many other things there be, wliich they 
have received to iiold, os the washing of 
cups, and -^pots, brasen vessels, and of 
Stables. 

5 Then the Pharisees and scribes asked 
him. Why walk not thy disciples accord- 
ing to the tradition of the elders, but eat 
bread with unwashen hands ? 

6 He answered and said unto them. 
Well hath Esaias prophesied of you hy- 
|)Ocrit es,^ as^t ^ written, ^ 

y^o wl::)dt in^^ii^ojhev worship me, 
teaching for doctrines ~tn'e~ccrm:mand- 
mehts^ofmen. ■ ’ 

•^ Por'Iaymg aside the commandment of 
God, ye hold the tradition of men, as the 
washing of pots and cups; and many 
other such like things ye do. 

9 And he said mito them, Full well ye 
■^reject the commandment of God, that 
ye may keep your owm tradition. 

10 For Moses said, ^Honour thy father 
and thy mother.; and, ^Wlioso curseth 
father or mother, let him die the death: 

11 But ye say, If a man shall say to his 
father or mother. It is ^ Corban, that is 
to say, a gift, by whatsoever thou might- 
est be profited by me ; he shall he free. 

12 And ye suner him no more to do 
ought for his father or his mother ; 

13 Making the word of God of none 
effect tlirough your tradition, which ye 
have delivered: and many such like 
tiling do ye. 

14 1i And when he had called all the 
people wito hinif he said unto them. 
Hearken unto me every one of you^ 
understand: 

15 There is nothing from without a 
man, that entering into him can defile 
him : but the things which come out of 
him, those are they that defile the man. 

16 If any man have ears to hear, let 
him hear. 

17 And when he was entered into the 
house from the people, *his disciples 
asked him concerning the parable. 

18 And he saitli unto them, Are ye so 
without understanding also ? Do ye not 
p^ceive, that whatsoever thing from 
without entereth into the man, it cannot 
defile liim; 

19 Because it entereth not into his heart, 
but into the belly, and goeth out into the 
draught, purging all meats? 

20 And he said. That which cometh out 
of the man, that defileth the man. 

21 For from within, out of the heart of 
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men, proceed evil thoughts, adulteries, 
fornications, murders, 

22 Thefts, ^ covetousness, wickedness, 
deceit, lasciviousness, an evil eye, blas- 
phemy, pride, foolishness: 

23 All these evil things come from ; 
within, and defile the man. 

24 And from thence he arose, and 
went into the borders of Tyre and Sidon. 
and entered into an house, and would 
have no man know it: but he could 
not be hid. 

25 For a certaifi woman, whose young 
daughter had an unclean spirit, heard of 
him, and came and fell at his feet : 

26 The woman was a ^ Greek, a ® Syro- 
phenician by nation; and she besought 
him that he would cast forth the de\^ 
out of her daughter. 

27 But Jesus said unto her. Let the 
children first be filled: for it is not 
meet to take the children’s bread, and 
to cast it unto the dog^s. 

28 And she answered and said imto 
him. Yes, Lord : yet the dogs under the 
table eat of the children’s crumbs. 

29 And he said unto her, For this saying 
go thy way ; the devil is gone out of thy 
daughter. 

30 And when she was come to her 
house, she found the devil gone out, 
and her daughter laid upon the bed. 

31 t ®And again, departing from the 
coasts of Tyre and Sidon, he came imto 
the sea of Galilee, throu^ the midst of 
the coasts of /Lecapolis. 

32 And they bring unto him one that 
was deaf, and had an impediment in 
his speech; and they beseech him to 
put his hand upon liim. 

33 And he *took him aside from the 
multitude, and put his fingers into his 
ears, and he »spit, and touched his 
tongue ; 

34 And -^looking up to heaven, *he 
sighed, and saith unto him, ^Epnpha- 
tha, that is. Be opened. 

35 And straightway^ his ears were opened, 
and the string of his tongue was loosed, 
and he spake plain. 

36 And he ^‘charged them that they 
should tell no man: ^but the more he 
charged them, so much the more a great 
deal they published it; 

37 And were ® beyond measure asto- 
nishecL saying. He hath done all things 
well : he maketh both the deaf to hear, 
and the dumb to speak. 

CHAPTEB 8 

'TH those days ^the multitude being 
i very great, and having nothing to 
eat, Jesus called his disciples imto Turn, 
and saith unto them, 

2 have compassion on the multitude, 
because they have now been with me 
three days, and have nothing to eat : 

3 And if I send them away fasting to

the way : for divers of them came from 
far. 

4 And his disciples answered him, From 
whence can a man satisfy these mein, with 
bread here in the wilderness ? 

5 And he asked them. How many loaves 
have ye ? And they said, Seven. 

6 And he commanded the people to 
sit down on the ground: and he took 
the seven loaves, and gave thanks, and 
brake, and gave to his disciples to set 
before them ; and they did set them 

I before the people. 

7 And they had a few small fishes : and 
he blessed, and commanded to set them 
also before them, 

8 So they did eat. and were filled : and 
they took up of the broken meat that 
was left seven baskets. 

9 And they that had eaten were about 
I four thousand : and he sent them away. 

10 IT ^ And straightway he entered into 
a ship with his disciples, and came into 
the parts of ®Dalmanutha. 

11 And the Pharisees came forth, and 
began to question with him, seeking of 
him a sign from heaven, tempting him. 

12 And he ^sighed deeply in his spirit, 
and saith, Why doth this generation 
seek after a sign? verily I say unto 
you, There shall no sign be given unto 
this generation. 

13 And he left them, and entering into 
the ship again departed to the other side. 

14 H Now the disd'ples had forgotten to 
take bread, neither had they in the ship 
with them more than one loaf. 

16 ^d he charged them, saying,^Take 
heed, beware of the leaven of the Pliari- 
sees, and of the leaven of ^ Herod. 

16 And they reasoned among them- 
selves, saying, It is because we have 
no bread. 

17 And when Jesus knew it, he saith 
unto them, "Why reason ye, because 
ye have no bread? perceive ye not yet, 
neither understand? have ye ’"your heart 
yet hardened ? 

18 Having eyes, see ye not? and having 
ears, hear ye not? and do ye not re- 
member? 

19 When I brake ^ the five loaves among 
five thousand, how many baskets full of 
fragments took ye up? They say unto 
him, Twelve. 

20 And when **the seven among four 
thousand, how many baskets rail of 
fragments took ye up? And they said, 
Seven. 

21 And he said unto them. How is it 
that ye do not understand? 

22 IT Aud he cometh to Bethsaida ; and 
they bring a blind man unto him, and 
besought him to touch him 

23 Aid he “took the blind man by the 
h^d, and led him out of the town : and 
wh^ he had "spit on his eyes, and put 
ms hands upon nim, he asked nfm jf fre 
saw ought. 
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24 And he looked up, and said, I see i 
men as trees, -walking. 

25 After that he put his hands again I 
upon his eyes, and made him look up : 
and he was restored, and saw every man 
clearly. 

25 And he sent him away to his house, 
sa^ng, Neither go into the town, nor 
tell it to any in the town. 

27 IT ‘^And Jesus went out, and his 
disciples, into the to-wns of C®sarea 
Phihppi : and by the way he asked his 
disciples, saying unto them, Whom do 
men say that I am? 

28 And they answered, John the Bap- 
tist: but some say, Elias; and others, 
One of the prophets. 

29 And he saith unto them. But whom 
say ye that I am? And Peter answer- 
eth and saith unto him. Thou art the 
Christ. 

30 ‘^And he chained them that they 
should tell no man of him. 

31 And ®he began to teach them, ttiat 
the Son of man must suffer many thin^, 
and be rejected of the elders, and of the 
chief priests, and scribes, and be killed, 
and after tliree days rise again. 

32 And he spake that saying openly. 
And Peter took him, and began to 
rebuke him. 

33 But when he had turned about and 
looked on his disciples, he rebuked Peter, 
saying, Get thee behind me, Satan : for 
thou savourest not the tilings that be of 
€k)d, but the things that be of men. 

34 IT And when he had called the people 
unto him with his disciples also, he said 
unto thein, WTinsnftA^er -will come after 
me. let him himselfrancL take u p 
his cross, and follbw m e.

37 Or wliatshall a man give in exchange 
for his soul? 

38 Whosoever therefore * shall be a- 
shamed of me and of my words in this 
adulterous and sinful generation ; of him 
also shall the Son of man be ashamed, 
when he cometh in the glory of his Father 
with *the holy angels. 

CHAPTER 9 
JND he said unto them. Verily I say 
Jl\. uftto you, That there be some of 
them that stand here, which shall not 
taste of death, till they have seen the 
Idngdom of God come -?'with power. 

2 1l ^And after six days Jesus taketh 
with him Peter, and James, and John, 
and leadeth them up into an high moun- 
tain apart by themselves: and he was 
transfigured before them. 

3 Ana his raiment became shining, ex-

Master, it is good for us to be here : and 
let us make three tabernacles ; one for 
thee, and one for Moses, and one for 
Elias. 

6 *For he wist not what to say; for 
they were sore afraid. 

7 And there was a cloud that over- 
shadowed them : and a voice ca m e out 
of the cloud, saying. This is my beloved 
Son : hear liun. 

"8 Andrsudclenly, when they had looked 
round about, they saw no man any more, 
save Jesus only with themselves. 

9 ®And as they came down from the 
mountain, he charged them that they 
should tell no man what things they 
had seen, till the Son of noian were risen 
from the dead. 

10 Ajid. they kept that saying with 
themselves, questioning one with an- 
other what the rising from the dead 
should mean. 

11 H And they asked him, saying, Whj’ 
say the scribes that Elias must first come? 

12 And he answered and told them, 
Elias verily cometh first, and restoretb 
all things ; and /how 

the Son of man that he must simet 
many tmi^sL- aniO^set atJmnght. 


ISnSurTTsay unto you. That Elias 
is indeed come, and they have done 
unto him whatsoever they listed, as it 
is written of him. 

14 D ^ And when he came to h is disciples, 
he saw a great multitude about them, and 
the scribes questioning with them. 

15 And straightway all the people, when 
they beheld him, were greatly amazed^ 
and running to him saluted him. 

16 And he asked the scribes. What 
question ye ^-with them? 

17 And one of the multitude answered 
and said. Master, I have brought unto 
thee my son, which hath a duinb spirit ; 

18 And wheresoever he taketh himu 

he ^teareth him : and he foameth,^ and 
gnasheth with his teeth, and pineth 
away: and I snake to thy disciples 
that they should cast him, out; and 
they could not, _ 

19 He answereth him, and saith, O 
faithless generation, how long shall 1 
be with you? how long shall I sunei 
you? bring him unto me. 

20 And they brought him unto him; 
and when he saw him, . straightway the 
spirit *tare him; and he fell on the 
ground, and wallowed foaming. 

21 And he asked his father, How long 
is it ago since this came unto him ? And 
he said, Of a child. 

22 And ofttimes it hath cast him into 
the fire, and into the waters, to destroy 
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him: but if thou canst do any thing, 
have compassion on us, and help us. 

23 Jesus said unto him. If thou canst 
beUeve, all things ar& possible to liim 
that believeth. 

24 And straightway the father of the 
child cried out, and said with tears. Lord, 

I believe; ®help thou mine unbelief. 

25 When Jesus saw that the people 
came running together, he rebuked the 
foul spirit, sa 3 ;ing unto lum. Thou dumb 
and deaf spirit, i charge thee, come out 
of him, and enter no more into him. 

26 And the spirit cried, and rent him 
sore, and came out of him : and he was 
as one dead ; insomuch that many said, 
He is dead. 

27 But Jesus took him by the hand, 
and lifted him up; and he arose. 

28 And when lie was come /into the 
house, his disciples asked him privately, 
WJy could not we cast him out ? 
(grJAndJheL sai d unto them. This kind

• prayer and tasting . 

-3(rT And They departed thence, ^and 
passed through Galilee; and he would 
not that any man should know it. 

31 Bor he taught his disciples, and said 
ante them, The Son of man is delivered 
into the hands of men, and they shall 
kill him ; and after that he is killed, he 
shall rise the third day. 

32 But they understood not tliat saying, 
and were afraid to ask him. 

33 IT ®And he came to Capernaum; 
and being in the house he asked them. 
What was it that ye disputed among 
yourselves by the way? 

34 But they held their peace : for by the 
way -^they had disputed among them- 
selves, who should oe the greatest. 

35 And he sat down, and called the 
twelve, and saith unto them, anv 
man desire to be first, the same shall 
be last of all, and servant of all 

36 And 'he took a child, and set him 
in the midst of them; and when he 
had taken bim in Ids arms, he said 
unto tliem, 

37 Whosoever shall receive one of such 
children in my name, receiveth me : and 
* whosoever shall receive me, receiveth 
not me, but him that sent me, 

38 IT ® And John answered him; sajdng, 
Master, we saw one casting out devus 
in thy name, and he followeth not us : 
and we forbad him, because he followeth 
not us. 

39 But Jesus said, Borbid him not: 
for there is no man which shall do 
a miracle in my. name, that can lightly 
speak evil of me. 

40 Bor "he that is not against us is 
on our part. 

41 Bor y whosoever shall give you a cup 
of water to drink in my name, because 
ye belong to Christ, verily I say unto 
you, he ahali not lose his reward. 
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42 And “whosoever shall offend one 
of these little ones that believe in me, it 
is better for him that a millstone were 
hanged about his neck, and he were cast 
into the sea. 

43 ^And if thy hand i offend thee, cut 
it off: it is better for thee to enter into 
life maimed, than having two hands to 
go into hell, into the fire that never shall 
Be quenched : 

44 Where their worm dieth not, and 
the fire is not quenched. 

45 And ®if thy foot loflend thee, cut it 
off: it is better for thee to enter halt 
into life, than having two feet to be 
cast into hell, into the fire that never 
shall be quenched: 

46 Wliere ** their worm dieth not, and 
the fire is not quenched. 

47 ^ And if thine eye ^ offend thee, pluck 
it out : it is better tor thee to enter into 
the kingdom of God with one eye, tlian 
having two eyes to be cast into hell fire : 

48 where “their worm dieth not, and 
the fire is not quenched. 

49 For every one shall be salted with 
^fire, and ^ every sacrifice shall be salted 
with salt. 

50 *Salt is good : ^but if the salt have 
lost Ms saltness, wherewith will ye season 
it? ’"Have salt in yourselves, and have 
peace one with another. 

CHAPTEB 10

12 And ® if a woman shall put away her 
husband, and be married to another, she 
committeth adultery. 

l6 11 'And they brought young children 
to him, that he should touch them : and 
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his disciples rebuked those that brought 
them. 

14 But when Jesus saw it^ he was much 
displeased, and said unto them, Suflfer 
the little children to cpme unt.Q.mCar3 
forlM”"fhem.“h6£ : for "of such is the »Mtiaa 
kingdom of God. ^Tover. 34, 

’IS' Terily I unto you. Whosoever 20- 17 
shall not receive the kingdom of God Lt.i&3i 
as a little child, he shall not enter ^-34. 
therein. ^'*50^ 

16 And he ‘^took them up in his arms, chTs?^ 
put his hands upon them, and blessed 
them. 

^17 ^ ®And when he was gone forth '^Tover. si, 
into the way, there came one running, 
and kneeled to him, and asked him, t^Wso, 
Good Master, wliat shall I do that I Lt lais 
may inherit eternal life? 

-18 And Jesus said unto him, Wliy 
callest thou me good? there is none 
good but one, that is, God. 

19 Thou knowest the commandments, /Tpver. 45 , 

yDo not commit adulterj% Do not kill, 20 

Do not steal, Do not bear false witness, a 20. 33 
Defraud not. Honour thy father and —10,12. 
mother. 

20 And he answered and said unto him, 

Master, all these have I observed from 
my wuth. 

21 Then Jesus beholding him loved 
him, and said imto h im , One thing 
thou lackest: go thy way, sell what- 
soever thou hast, and give to the poor, 
and thou shalt have treasure in heaven : 

and come, ^ take up the cross, and follow * cb. a 34. 
me. 

22 And he was sad at that saying, 
and went away grieved: for he had 
great possessions. 

23 H Amd Jesus looked round about, j 

and saith unto his disciples, How hardly 

shah, they that have riches enter into the I 

kingdom of God 1 ] 

24 And the disciples were astonished at ! 

his words. But Jesus answereth again, 

and saith unto them, Children, how hard 
is it for them that Hrust in riches to 
enter into the kingdom of God ! w ^ 

25 It is easier for a camel to go through / to ver. 45, 

the eye of a needle, than for a rich man i-*- 22. 25 
to enter into the kingdom of God. 1 

26 And they were * astonished out of viinkgood, 

measure, saying among themselves. Who * ch. e. 51 
then can be saved ? ® 

27 And Jesus looking upon them saith, 

With men it is impossible, but not with 
God : for with God all things are pos- 
sible. 

28 IT Then Peter began to say unto him, 

Lo, we have left all, and have followed 
thee. 

29 And J esus answered and said, Yerily * 

I say unto you. There is no man that ZiiC * 
hath left house, or brethren, or sisters, or jlJc. is. 35 
father, or mother, or wife, or children, or 
lands, for my sake, and the gospel’s, 

30 But he shall receive an hundredfold 

“‘now in this tune, houses, and brethren, •» Lis. is. so. 


and sisters, and mothers, and children, 
and lands, with persecutions ; and in the 
world to come eternal life. 

31 But many that are first shall be last 5 
and the last first. 

32 t *And they were in the way going 
up to J erusalem ; and ® J esus went before 
them: and they were amazed j and as 
they followed, they were afraid. And 
he took again the twelve, and began to 
tell them what things should Happen 
unto him, 

33 Saying. Behold, we go up to Jeru- 
salem; and the Son of man shall be 
delivered unto the chief priests, and 
unto the scribes ; andkhey shall condemn 
him to death, and shall dehver him to 
the Gentiles;

38 But Jesus said unto them, Ye know 
not what ye ask .* can ye di*ink of the cup 
that I drink of ? ana be baptized with 
the baptism that I am baptized with?

44 And whosoever of you will be the

45 For even the Son of man ca me~not- 
to be ministered untoj^IbiULto ih iniste ^r 
Snd.’Jo'give'IiisTifra ransbih i dr man y. 

46 'ir~2 Arid “they carae'Id'Jefichd: and 
as he went out of Jericho with his dis- 
ciples and a great number of people, blind 
Bartimaeus, the son of Timseus, sat by 
the highway side begging. 

47 And when he heard tliat it was Jesus 
of Nazareth, he began to cry out, and 
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say, Jesus, thow Son of David, have 
mercy on me. 

48 And many charged him that he 
should hold his ^ce : hut he cried the 
more a great deal, Thou Son of David, 
have mercy on me. 

49 And Jesus stood still, and com- 
manded him to be called. And they call 
the blind man. saying unto him, Be of 
good comfort, rise ; he calleth thee. 

60 And he, casting away his garment, 
rose, and came to Jesus. 

61 And Jesus answered and said unto 
him. What wilt thou that I should do 
unto thee? The blind man said unto 
him. Lord, that I might receive my sight. 

62 And Jesus said unto him, Go thy 
way ; ®thy faith hath ^made thee whole. 
And immediately he received liis sight, 
and followed Jesus in the way.

3 Have faith in God. 

23 For verily I say unto you, That 
whosoever shall say unto this mountain, 
Be thou removed, and be thou cast into 
the sea : and shall not doubt in his heart, 
but shall believe that those things which 
he saith shall come to pass ; he shall have 
whatsoever he saith. 

24 Therefore I say unto you, What 
things soever ye desire, when ye pray, 
believe that ye receive them, and ye shall 
have them. 

25 And when ye * stand praying, ^for- 
give, if ye have ought against any : that 
your Father also which is in heaven may 
forgive you your trespasses. 

26 ”*But if ye do not forgive, neither will 
your Father which is in heaven forgive 
your trespasses. 

27 t And they come again to Jerusa- 
lem: ®and as he was walking in the 
temple, there come to him the chief 
priests, and the scribes, and the elders, 

28 And say unto him, By what au- 
thority doest thou these things? and 
who gave thee this authority to do 
these thin^? 

29 And Jesus answered and said unto 
them, I will also ask of you one ques- 
tion, and answer me. and I will tell you 
by what authority I do these things. 

30 The baptism of John, was it from 
heaven, or of men? answer me. 

31 And they reasoned with themselves.

CHAPTER 12^ 

AND *he began to speak unto them by 
J-X parables. A certain man planted a 
vmeyard, and set an hedge about it, and 
digged a place for the winefat, and built 
a tower, and let it out to husbandmen, 
and went into a far country.

7 But those husbandmen said among 
themselves, This is the heir; come, let 
us kill him, and the inheritance shall 
be ours. 

8 And they took him, and killed him, 
and cast him out of the vineyard. 

9 WTiat shall therefore the lord of the 
vineyard do? he will come and destroy 
the husbandmen, and will give the vine- 
yard unto others. 

10 And have ye not read this scripture ; 
/ The ^tone which the builders reiectedi s 
be come tne he ag ot the„cbm£r^ 

"11‘This waS'thOiOrd’s doing, and it is 
marvellous in our eyes ? 

12 ^^And they sought to lay hold on 
him, but feared the people: for they 
knew tlmt he had spoken the parable 
against them: and they left him, and 
went their way, 

13 H ^ And they send unto him certain of 
the Pharisees and of the Herodians, to 
catch him in his words. 

14 And when they were come, they say 
unto him, Master, we know that thou 
art true, and carest for no man; for 
thou regardest not the person of men, 
but teachest the way of God in truth : 
Is it lawful to give tribute to Caesar, or 
not? 

16 Shall we give, or shall we not give? 
But he, knowing their hypocrisy, said 
unto them. Why Hempt ye me? bring 
me a ^penny, that 1 may see it. 
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16 And they brought it. And he saith 
unto them. Whose is this ^ image 
superscription ? And they said unto him, 
Caesar’s. 

17 And Jesus answering said imto them. 
Render to Caesar the things that are 
Caesar’s, and to God the things that axe 
God’s. And th^y marvelled at him. 

18 1 Then come imto him the Sadducees, 
which say there is no resurrection ; and 
they asked him, saying, 

19 Master, Moses wrote unto us, ® If a 
man’s brother die, and leave A w wife 
behind him, and leave no cluToren, that 
his brother should take his wife, and 
raise up seed unto his brother. 

20 Now there were seven brethren : and 
the first took a Avife, and dying left no 
seed. 

21 And the second took her, and died, 
neither left he any seed : and the third 
like'ftdse. 

22 And the seven had her, and left no 
seed : last of all the woman died also. 

23 In the resurrection therefore, when 
they shall rise, whose wife shall she be 
of them? for the seven had her to wife. 

24 And Jesus answering said unto them. 
Do ye not therefore err, because ye know 
not the scriptures, neither the power of 
God? 

25 For when they shall rise from the 
dead, they neither marry, nor are given 
in marriage ; but are as the angels which 
are in heaven. 

26 And as touching the dead, that they 
rise: have ye not read in the hook of 
Moses, how ‘^in the bush God spake unto 
him, saying, ^1 am the God of Abraham, 
and the God of Isaac, and the God oi 
Jacob? 

27 He is not the God of the dead, but 
the God of the living : ye therefore do 
greatly err. 

28 1 And one of the scribes came, and 
having heard them reasoning together, 
and perceiving that he had answered 
them well, asked him, Which is the first 
commandment of all ? 

29 And Jesus answered him, The first 
of all the commandments is, ^Hear. O 
Israel ; The Lord our God is one Lord : 

30 And thou shalt love the. Lord thy 
God with all thy heart, and with all thy 
soul, and with all thy mind, and with aU 
thy strength : this is the first command- 
ment. 

31 And the second is like, namely this, 
/Thou shalt love thy neighbour as thy- 
self. There is none other co m mandment 
greater than, these. 

32 Amd the scribe said unto him. Well, 

Master, thou hast said the truth: for 
there is one God; *and there is none 
other but he : , , , 

33 And to love him with all the heart 
and with all the understanding, and with 
all the soii and with all the strength, 
and to IpYO hi9 neighbopr as hiynsftlf , 
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*is more than all whole burnt offerings 
and sacrifices* 

34 And when Jesus saw that he an- 
swered discreetly, he said unto him, 
Ihou art not far from the kingdom of ^ 
God. * And no man after that durst ask 
him any question. 

35 ^ “Amd Jesus answered and said, 

while he taught in the temple, How say 
the sciibes that Chiist is the Son of 
David ? ' 

36 For David himself said by the Holy < 

Ghost, -^ ^le L ord said to my Lord, Sit 
thou on mSHilght hand, till I make thine 
enemies thy footstool. ^ ^ 

37 David therefore himself calleth him 
Lord; and whence is he then his son? 
And the common people heard him * 

^38 ^ And he said unto them in his 
doctrine, ^Beware of the scribes, wliich ^ 
love to go in long clothing, and love 
^salutations in the marketplaces, i 

39 And the chief seats m the syna- 
gogues, and the uppermost rooms at 
feasts : 

40 ■?' Which devour widows’ houses, and ■ 
for a pretence make long prayers : these 
shall receive greater damnation. 

41 T *And Jesus sat over against Hhe 
treasury, and beheld how the people cast 
3 money into the treasmy: and many 
5hat were rich cast in much. 

42 And there came a certain poor 
widow, and she tlirew in two ^ mites, 
which make a farthing. 

43 And he called unto him his disciples, 
and saith unto them, Verily I say unto 
you. That this poor widow hath cast 
more in, than all they which have cast 
into the treasury : 

44 For all they did cast in of their 
abundance • hut she of her want did cast 
in all that she had, even all her living. 

CHAPTER 13 

AND ’"as he went out of the temple, 
JA. one of his disciples saith unto lum, 
Master, see w’hat manner of stones and 
what buildings are here I 

2 And Jesus answering said unto Iiim, 
Seest tliou these great buildings? there 
diall not be left one stone upon another, 
that shall not be tlirown do^vn. 

3 And as he sat upon the mount of 
Olives over against the temple, "Peter 
and James and J ohn and Andrew asked 
him privately, 

4 Tell us, wmen shall these things be ? 
and what shall he the sign when all 
these things shall be fidfilled? 

6 And Jesus answering them began to 
say. Take heed lest any man deceive you : 

6 For many shall come in my name, say- 
ing, I am Christ ; and shall deceive many. 

7 And when ye shall hear of wars and 
tumours of wars, be ye not troubled : for 
mch things must needs be ; but the end 
ihdU, not be yet. 
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S For nation shall rise against nation, 
and kingdom against kingdom : and there 
sliall be earthquakes in divers places, and 
there shall be famines and troubles : these 
a?’e the beginnings of ^ sorrows. 

9 H But take heed to yourselves : ®for 
they shall deliver you up to councils; 
and in the synagogues ye shall be beaten : 
and ye shall be brought before rulers and 
kings for my sake, for a testimony a- 
gainst them. 

10 "'’And the gospel must first be pub- 
lished amdng all' tiirtiohs'. ' 

11 But when they shah lead you, and 
deliver you up, ^take no thought before- 
hand what ye shall speak, neither do ye 
premeditate: but whatsoever shall be 
given you in that hour, that speak ye:

for it is not ye that speak, but the Holy 
Ghost. 

12 Now the brother shall betray the 
brother to death, and the father the son ; 
and children shall rise up against their 
parents, and shall cause them to be put 
to death. 

13 And ye shall be hated of all men 

for my name’s sake : hu]^le that,fihall 
endure unto the end, ffiesame shaU be 
saved. . - - - 

14 11 But when ye shall see the abo- 
mination of desolation, spoken of by 
Daniel the prophet, standing where it 
ought not, (let him that readeth under- 
stand,) then let them that be in Judaea 
flee to the mountains : 

15 And let him that is on the housetop 
not go down into the house, neither enter 
ih&i'ein, to take any thing out of his 
house ; 

16 And let him that is in the field 
not turn back agam for to take up his 
garment. 

17 But woe to them that are with child, 
and to them that give suck in those days 1 

18 And pray ye that your flight be not 
in the winter. 

19 For in those days shall be afldiction, 
such as was not from the beginning of 
the creation which God created unto this 
time, neither shall be. 

20 And except that the Lord had short- 
ened those days, no flesh should be 
saved : but for the elect’s sake, whom he 
hath chosen, he hath shortened the days. 

21 And then if any man shall say to 
you, Lo, here is Christ; or, lo, he is 
there ; believe him not : 

22 For false Christs and false prophets 
shall rise, and shall shew signs and 
wonders, to seduce, if it were possible, 
even the elect. 

23 But take ye heed : behold, I have 
foretold you au. things. 

24 H But in those days, after that 
tribulation, the sun shall be darkened, 
and the moon shall not give her light, 

25 And the stars of heaven shall fall, 
and the powers that are in heaven shall 
be stifl-lrPiTt . 
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26 And then shall they see the Son of 
man coming in the clouds with great 
power and glory. 

27 And then shall he send his angels, 
and shall gather together his elect from 
the four winds, from the uttermost part 
of the earth to the uttermost part of 
heaven. 

28 Now learn a parable of the fig tree : 
When her branch is yet tender, and 
putteth forth leaves, ye know that sum- 
mer is near ; 

29 So ye in like manner, when ye shall 
see these tilings come to pass, know that 
it is nigh, even at the doors. 

30 Verily I say unto you, that this 
generation shall not pass, till all these 
tilings be done. 

31 Heaven and earth shall pass away : 
but my words shall not pass away. 

32 H But of that day and that hour 
knoweth ®no man, no, not the angels 
which are in heaven, neither the Son, 
but the Father. 

33 Take ye heed, /watch and pray : for 
ye know not when the time is. 

34 For the Son of man -is ^ as a man 
taking a fai- journey, who left his house, 
and gave authority to his servants, and 
to every man his work, and commanded 
the porter to watch. 

35 watch ye therefore : for ye know not 
when the master of the house cometh, at 
even, or at midnight, or at the cock- 
crowing, or in the morning : 

36 Lest coming suddenly he find you 


^7 inS what I say unto you I say unto 
all, Watch. 

CHAPTER 14 

AFTEE Hwo days was the feast of the 
passover, and of unleavened bread : 
and the chief priests and the scribes 
sought how they might take him by 
craft, and put him to death. 

2 But they said. Not on the feast day, 
lest there he an uproar of the people.' 

3 IF ^And being in Bethany in the 
house of Simon the leper, as he sat at 
meat, there came a woman having an 
alabaster box of ointment of 2 spikenard 
very precious; and she brake the box, 
and poured it on his head. 

4 And there were some that had in- 
dignation within themselves, and said. 
Why was this waste of the ointment 
made? 

6 For it might have been sold for more 
than three hundred Spence, and have 
been mven to the poor. And they mur- 
mured against her. 

6 And Jesus said, Let her alone; why 
trouble ye her? she hath wrought a good 
work on me. 

7 For ye have the poor with you always, 
and whensoever ye will ye may do them 
good: but me ye have not always. 

8 She hath done what she could: she is 
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come aforehand to anoint my body to 
the ** burying. 

9 Verily I say unto you, Wheresoevec 
^his gospel shall he preached throughout 
the whole world, this also that she hath 
done shall be spoken of for a memorial 
of her. 

10 If *And Judas Iscariot, one of the 
twelve, went unto the chief priests, to 
betray him unto them. 

11 And when they heard it, they were 
glad, and promised to give him money. 
And he sought how he might conve- 
niently betray him, 

12 IF ®And the first day of unleavened 
bread, when they ^ killed the passover, 
his disciples said unto him, Where wilt 
thou that we go and prepare that thou 
mayest eat the passover? 

13 And he sendeth forth <*two of his 
disciples, and saith unto them, Go ye 
into the city, and there shall meet you a 
man bearing a pitcher of water: follow 
him. 

14 And wheresoever he shall go in, say 
ye to the goodman of the house, The 
Master saith, Where is the guest chamber, 
where I shall eat the passover with my 
disciples? 

15 And he will shew you a large upper 
room furnished and prepared: there 
make ready^ for us. 

16 And his disciples went forth, and 
came into the city, and found as he had 
said unto them; and they made ready 
the passover. 

17 And ^in the evening he cometh witlr 
the twelve. 

18 And as they sat and did eat, Jesus 
said. Verily I say unto you. One of you 
which eateth with me shall betray me. 

19 And they began to be sorrowful, and 
to say unto him one by one. Is it 1? and 
another said, Js it I ? 

20 And he answered and said unto 
them, It is one of the twelve, that dippeth 
with me in the dish. 

21 The Son of man indeed goeth, as it 
is written of him: but woe to that man 
by whom the Son of man is betrayed ! 
good were it for that man if he had never 
been bom, 

22 t *And as they did eat, Jesus took 
bread, and blessed, and brake it, and 
gave to them, and said, Take, eat : this 

23 Xnd fc took the cup, and when he 
had mven thanks, he gave it to them: 
and they all drank of it. 

24 And he said unto them, This is wy 
blood of the new testament, which is 
shed for many. 

25 Verily I say unto you, I will drink 
no more of the fruit of the vine, until 
that day that I drink it new in the 
kingdom of God. 

26 1 ’"And when they had sung an 
®hymn, they went out into the mount 
of Olives. 
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ST, TVTA'R.Tr 14 The sorrow in Oethsemane^ Jesus coTidemTied and mocked, 

a sword, and smote a servant of the high 
priest, and cut off his ear. 

48 And Jesus answered and said unto 
them. Are ye come out, as against a thief, 
with swords and with staves to take 


27 And Jesus saith unto them, AH ye 
shall be offended because of me this 
night: for it is written, I will ® smite 
the shepherd, and the sheep shall be 

28 But after that I am risen, I wiH go 
before you into Galilee. 

29 But Peter said unto him. Although 
^all shall be offended, yet will not I. 

30 And Jesus saith unto him, Verily I 
say unto thee, That this day, even in this 
night, before the cock crow ® twice, thou 
shalt deny me thrice, 

31 But he s;pake the more vehemently. 
If I should die with thee, I will not deny 
thee in any wise. Likewise also said 
they all. 

32 ^ And they came to aplace which was 
named Gethsemane : and he saith to his 
disciple^ Sit ye here, while I shall pray. 

33 And he taketh with him Peter and 
James and John, and began to be sore 
amazed, and to be very heavy ; 

34 And saith unto them. My soul is 
exceeding sorrowful unto death : tarry ye 
here, and watch. 

35 And he went forward a little, and 
fell on the ground, and prayed that, if it 
were possible, ^ the hour might pass from 
him. 

36 And he said, ^Abba, Father, all 
things are possible unto thee ; take away 
this cup from me : nevertheless not what 
I will, but what thou wilt. 

37 .^d he cometh, and findeth them 
sleeping, and saith unto Peter, Simon, 
sleepest thou? couldest not thou watch 
one hour? 

38 Watch ye and pray, lest ye enter into 
temptation. The spirit trmy is ready, 
but the flesh is weak. 

39 And again he went away, and prayed, 
and spake* the same words. 

40 And when he returned, he found 
them asleep again, (for their eyes were 
heavy,) ^neither wist they what to answer 
him. 

41 And he cometh the third time, and 
saith unto them, Sleep on now, and take 
your rest: it is enough, ”the hour is 
come ; behold, the Son of man is betrayed 
into the hands of sinners. 

42 Bise up, let us go; lo, be that be- 
trayeth me is at hand, 

43 t ®And immediately, while he yet 
spake, cometh Judas, one of the twelve, 
and with him a great multitude with 
swords and staves, from the chief priests 
and the scribes and the elders. 

44 And he that betrayed him had given 
them a token, saying^ Whomsoever I 
shall kiss, that same is he; take him, 
and lead iivm, away safely. 

45 And as soon as he was come,, he 
goeth straightway to him, and saith, 
Master, master; and kissed him. 

46 1 And they laid their hands on him, 
and took him. 

47 And one of them that stood by drew

7 Then said he to the multitude that 
came forth to be baptized of him, O 
generation of vipers, who hath warned 
you to flee from the wrath to come? 

8 Bring forth therefore fruits worthy 
of repentance, and begin not to say 
within yourselves, We have Abraham 
to our father : for I say unto you^ Tliat 
Gk»d is able of these stones to raise up 
chUdren unto Abraham. 

9 And now also the axe is laid unto the 
root of the trees: every tree therefore 
which bringeth not forth good fruit is 
hewn down, and cast into the fire. 

10 And the people asked him, saying, 
^'What shall we do then? 

11 He answereth and saith unto them,

21 Now when all the people were bap- 
tized, ^'it came to pass, that Jesus also 
being baptized, and Spraying, the heaven 
was opened, 

22 And the Holy Ghost descended in 
a bodily shape like a dove upon him, 
and a voice came from heaven, which 
said, Thou art my beloved Son; in 
thee I am well pleased.

32 ^For if ye love them which love you, 
what thank have ye? for “sinners also 
love those that love them. 

33 And if ye do good to them which do 
good to you, what thank liave ye? for 
sinners also do even the same. 

34 "And if ye lend to them of whom ye 
hope to receive, what thank have 3 *e? for 
sinners also lend to sinners, to receive as 
much again. 

35 But love ye your enemies, and do 
good, and lend, hoping for notliing a^in ; 
and your reward shall be great, and ^ye 
shall he the children of ^the Highest : 
for he is kind unto the unthankful and 
to the eviL 

36 Be ye tlierefore merciful, as your 
Father also is merciful. 

37 “Judge not, and ye shall not be 
judged : condemn not, and ye shall not 
be condemned : forgive, and ye shall be 
forgiven : 

38 Give, and it diall be given unto you ; 
good measure, pressed down, and shaken 
xi^ether, and running over, shall men 
give into your * bosom. For with the 
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same measure that ye mete withal it 
shall be measured to you again. 

39 And he spake a parable unto them, 
*‘Can the blind lead the blind? shall they 
nptjjoth fall into the ditch? 

d isciple i^ not above his master : 

, Hs master..^ 

plirAnd why heholdest thou the mote 
that is in thy brother’s eye^ but perceivest 
not the beam that is in thine ewn eye? 

42 Either how canst thou say to thy 
brother. Brother, let me pull out the 
mote that is in thine eye, when thou 
thyself beholdest not the beam that is in 
thine own eye? Thou hypocrite, cast out 
first the beam out of thine own eye, and 
then Shalt thou see clearly to pull out the 
mote that is in thy brother’s eye. 

43 / For a good tree hringeth not forth 
corrupt fruit ; neither doth a corrupt tree 
bring forth good fruit. 

44 *For every tree is known by his own 
fruit. For of thorns men do not gather 
figs, nor of a bramble bush gather they 
"grapes. 

45 * A good man out of the good treasure 
of his heart bringeth forth that wliich is 
good ; and an evil man out of the evil 
treasure of his heart bringeth forth that 
wliich is evil: "for of the abundance of 
the heart his mouth speaketh. 

46 1 ° And why call ye me, Lord, Lord, 
and do not the things which I say? 

47 "Whosoever cometh to me. and ®hear- 
eth my sayings, and doeth them, I will 
shew you to whom he is like : 

48 He is lilce a man which built an 
house, and digged deep, and laid the 
foundation on a rock: and when the 
flood arose, the stream beat vehemently 
upon that house, and could not shake it : 
for it was founded upon a rock. 

49 But he that heareth, and doeth not, 
is like a man that ® without a foundation 
built an house upon the earth; against 
which the stream did beat vehemently, 
and immediately it fell ; and the ruin or 
that house was great. 

CHAPTER 7 

OW when he had ended aU his 
sayings in the audience of the 
people, “he entered into Capernaum. 

2 And a certain centui-ion’s servant, who 
was dear unto him, was sick, and ready 
to die. 

3 And when he heard of Jesus, he sent 
unto liim the elders of the Jews, beseech- 
ing him that he ivould come and heal 
his servant. 

4 And when they came to Jesus, they 
besought liim instantly, saying. That he 
was worthy for whom lie should do this : 

5 For he loveth our nation, and he hath 
built us a synagogue. 

6 Then J^us went with them. And 
when he was now not far from the house, 
the centurion sent friends to him, saving 
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unto him. Lord, trouble not thyself ; for 
I am not worthy that thou shouldest 
enter under my roof : 

7 "Wlierefore neither thought I myself 
worthy to come unto thee : but say in a 
word, and my servant shall be healed. 

8 For I also am a man set under autho- 
rity, having under me soldiers, and I say 
unto lone, Go, and he goeth; and to 
another, Come, and he cometh ; and to 
my servant. Do this, and he doeth it, 

9 When Jesus heard these things, he 
marvelled at him, and turned liim about, 
and said unto the perale that followed 
him, I say unto you, I have not found 
2*80 great faith, no, not in Israel. 

10 And they that were sent, returning 
to the house, found the servant whole 
that had been sick. 

11 H And it came to pass the day after, 
that he went into a city called Nain; 
and many of his disciples went with him, 
and much people. 

12 Now when he came nigh to the gate 

of the city, behold, there was a dead man 
carried out, the only son of his mother, 
and she was a widow : and much people 
of the city was with her. , , ^ 

13 And when the Lord saw her, he had 
compassion on her, and said unto her, 
Weep not. 

14 And he came and touched the ^bier ; 

and they that bare him stood still. And 
he said, Young man, I say unto thee, 
^Arise. , , . 

15 And he that was dead sat up, and 

be^n to speak. And he delivered him 
to liis mother. ^ , 

16 *And there came a fear on all : and 
they glorified God, saying, That a great 
/preset is risen up among us; and, 
J^That God hath visited his people. 

17 And this rumour of him went forth 
throughout all Jud»a, and throughout 
all the region round about. 

18 ’"And the disciples of John shewed 
him of all these thmgs. 

19 H And John calhng unto him two of 

his disciples sent them to Jesus, saying, 
Art thou he that should come? or look ! 
we for another? , . , 

20 When the men were come unto him, I 
they said, John Baptist hath sent us unto ; 
thee, saying. Art thou he that should 
come? or look we for another? 

21 And in that same hour he cured 
many of their infirmities and plagues, 
and of evfi spirits ; and unto many that 
were blind he gave sight. 

22 Then Jesus answering said unto 
them. Go your way, and ten John what 
things ye have seen and heard ; how that 
the blind see, the lame walk, the lepers 
are cleansed, the deaf hear, the dead are 
raised, to the poor the gospel is preached. 

23 And blessed is fie^ whosoever shall 
not be offended in me. 

24 H And when the messengers of J ohn 
were departed, he began to speak unto 
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the people concerning John, What went 
ye out into the wilderness for to see? A 
reed shaken with the wind ? 

25 But what went ye out for to see? A 
man clothed in soft raiment? Behold, 
they which are goi^eously^ apparelled, 
and live delicately, are in kings courts. 

26 But what went ye out for to see? A 

prophet ? Yea, I say unto you, and much 
more than a prophet. 

27 This is he, of whom it is written, 

® Behold, I send my messenger before 
thy face, which shall prepare thy way 
before thee. , 

28 For I say unto you, Among those 
that are bom of women there is not a 
greater prophet than John the Baptist: 
but he that is least in the kingdom of 
God is greater than he. 

29 And all the people that heard him^ 
and the publicans, ^justified God, «*being 
baptized with ®the baptism of John. 

30 But the Pharisees and /lawyers * re- 
jected ^the counsel of God ^against 
themselves, beings not baptized of nim. 

31 t And the Lord said, Whereunto 
then shall I liken the men of this genera- 
tion? and to what are they like ? 

32 They are like unto cliildren sitting 
in the marketplace, and calling one to 
another, and saying, We have piped unto 
you, and ye have not danced ; we have 
mourned to you, and ye have not wept, 

33 For Jomi the Baptist came neither 
eating bread nor drinking wine ; and ye 
say. He hath a devil. 

34 The Son of man is come eating and 
drinking; and ye say, Behold a glut- 
tonous man, and a winebibber, a friend 
of jpublicans and sinners ! 

35 But wisdom is justified of all her 

children. . , 

36 H * And one of the Pharisees desired 
him that he would eat with him. And 
he went into the Pharisee’s house, and 
sat down to meat. 

37 And, behold, a woman in the city, 
which was a sinner, when she knew that 
J ems sat at meat in the Pharisee’s house, 
brought "an alabaster box of ointment, 

38 And stood at his feet behind him 
weeping, and began to wash his feet with 
tears, and did wipe them with the hairs 
of her head, and kissed his feet, and 
anointed them with the ointment. 

39 Now when the Pharisee which^ hM 
bidden him saw it, he spake within 
himself, saying. This man, if he were 
®a prophet, would have known who and 
what manner of woman this is that 
toucheth him: for she is a sinner. 

40 And Jesus answering said unto him, 
Simon, I have somewhat to say unto 
thee. And he saith, Master, say on. 

41 There was a certain creditor which 
had two debtors: the one owed five 
hundred -Ppenc^ and the other fifty. 

42 And when they had nothing to pay, 
he frankly forgave them both. Tell me 
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therefore, which of them will love him 
most? 

43 Simon answered and said, I suppose 
that he, to whom he forgave most. And 
he said unto him. Thou hast rightly 
judged. 

44 And he turned to the woman, and 
said unto Simon, Seestthou this woman? 

I entered into thine house, *thou gavest 
me no water for my feet : but she hath 
washed my feet with tears, and wiped 
them with the hairs of her head. 

45 ®Thou gavest me no kiss; but this 
woman since the time I came in. hath 
not ceased to kiss my feet. 

46 <*My head with oil thou didst not 
anoint ; but this woman hath anointed 
my feet with ointment. 

47 Wherefore I say imto thee, Her sins, 
which are many, are forgiven ; for she 
loved much : but to whom little is for- 
given, the same loveth little. 

48 And he said unto her, ^ Thy sins are 
forgiven, 

49 And they that sat at meat with him 
began to say within themselves, ^ Who is 
this that f orgiveth sins also ? 

50 And he said to the woman, ^Thy 
faith hath saved thee; *go in peace. 

CHAPTEE 8 

AND it came to pass afterward, that 
-OL he went throu^out every city and 
village, preaching and shewing the glad 
tidings of the kingdom of God; and the 
twelve were with him, 

2 And ® certain women, which had been 
healed of evil spirits and infirmities, 
Mary called ^’Magdalene, out of whom 
went seven devil^ 

3 And ® Joanna the wife of Chuza ’’He- 
rod’s steward, and Susanna, and many 
others, which ministered unto him of 
their substance. 

4 H ^And when much people were 
gathered together, and were come to him 
out of every city, he spake by a para- 
ble: 

5 A sower went out to sow his seed; and 
as he sowed, some fell by the way side ; 
and it was trodden down, and the fowls 
of the air devoured it. 

6 And some fell upon a rock; and as 
soon as it was sprung up, it withered 
away, because it mcked moisture. 

7 And some fell among thorns; and the 
thorns sprang up with it, and choked it. 

8 And other fell on good ground, an 
rorang up, and hare fruit an hundredfold. 
And when he had said these things he 
cried, He that hath ears to hear, let 
hear. 

9 And his disciples asked him, saying, 
What might this parable be? 

10 And he said, unto you it is given to 
know the mysteries of the kingdom of 
God; but to others in parables; *that 
seeing they might not see^ and hearing 
they might not 
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11 ® Now the parable is this ; The seed is 
the word of God. 

12 Those by the way side are they that 
hear ; then cometh the devil, and taketh 
away ihe word out of their hearts, lest 
they should believe and be saved. 

13 They on the rock are they, which, 
when they hear, receive the word with 
joy; and these have no root, which for a 
while believe, and in time of temptation 
fall away. 

14 And that which fell among thorns 
are they, which, when tliey have heard, 
go forth, and are choked with cares and 
riches and pleasures of this life, and 
bring no fruit to perfection. 

15 But that on the good ground are 
they, which in an honest and good heart, 
having heard the word, keep it, and 
bring forth fruit ® with patience. 

16 1 /No man, when he hath lighted a 
candle, covereth it with a vessel, or 
putteth it under a bed ; but setteth it on 
a candlestick, that they which enter in 
may see the light. 

17 ^For nothing is secret, that shall not 
be made manifest; neither any thing 
hid, that shall not he known and come 
abroad. 

18 ^Take heed therefore how ye hear: 
”*for whosoever hath, to him shall be 
given: and whosoever hath not, from 
Him shall be taken even that which he 
iseemethto have. 

19 IT "Then came to him his mother 
and his brethren, and could not come at 
him for the press. 

20 And it was told him hy certain 
which said. Thy mother and thy brethren 
stand without, desiring to see thee. 

21 And he answered and said unto 
them. My mother and my brethren are 
these ^wnich hear the word of Gk)d, and 
doit. 

22 IT “Now it came to pass on a certain 
day, that he went into a ship with his 
disciples : and he said unto them. Let us 
go over unto the other side of ®the lake. 
And they launched forth. 

23 But as they sailed he fell asleep : and 
there came down a storm of wind on the 
lake; and they were filled with wateTt 
and were in jeopardy. 

24 And they came to him, and awoke 
him, saying, Master, master, we perish. 
Then he arose, and. rebuked the wind 
and the K^ng of the water: and they 
ceased, ana there was a calm. 

25 And he said imto them. Where is 
your faith? And they being afraid won- 
dered, saying one to another, What 
manner of man is this! for he command- 
eth even the winds and water, and they 
obey him. 

26 If And they arrived at the country of 
the “'Gadarenes, which is over against 
G^ee. 

27 And when he went forth to land, 
there met him out of the city certaiii 
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man, which had devils long time, and 
ware no clothes, neither abode in any 
hous^ but in the tombs. 

28 wTien he saw Jesus, he cried out, 
and fell dovvn before him, and with a 
loud voice said, What have I to do with 
thee, Jesus, thm Son of G-od most high? 

I beseech thee, torment me not. 

29 (For he had commanded the unclean 
spirit to come out of the man. For 
oftentimes it had caught him: and he 
was kept bound with chains and in fet- 
ters ; and he brake the bands, and was 
driven of the devil into the wilderness.) 

30 And Jesus asked him, s^ing. What 
is thy name? And he said, Legion: be- 
cause many de\*ils were entered into him. 

31 And they besought him that he 
would not command them to go out 
into ® the deep. 

32 And there was there an herd of 
many swine feeding on the mountain: 
and they besought him that he would 
suffer them to enter into them. And he 
suffered them. 

33 Then went the devils out of the man, 
and entered into the swine: and the 
herd ran violently down a steep place 
into the lake, and were choked. 

34 When they that fed them, saw what 
was done, they fled, and went and told 
it in the city and in the country. 

35 Then they went out to see what was 
done; and came to Jesus, and found the 
man, out of whom the devils were de- 
parted, <*sitting at the feet of Jesus, 

® clothed, and in his right mind; and 
they were afraid. 

36 They also which saw it told them by 
what means he that was possessed of the 
devils was healed. 

37 Then the whole multitude of the 
country of the Gadarenes round about 
besought him to depart from them; for 
they were taken with great fear; and he 
went up into the ship, and returned 
back again. 

38 Now ^the man out of whom the 
devils were departed besought him that 
he might be with him; but Jesus sent 
him away, saying, 

39 Eeturn to thine own house, and shew 
how great things God hath done unto 
thee. And he went his way, and pub- 
lished throughout the whole city now 
great things Jesus had done unto him. 

40 And it came to pass, that, *when 
Jesus was returned, the people gladly 
received him: for they were all waiting 
for him. 

41 H *"And, behold, there came a man 
named Jairus, and he was a ruler of the 
synagogue : and he fell down at J esus’ 
feet, and besought him that he would 
come into his house: 

42 For he had ” one only daughter, about 
twelve years of age, and she lay a dying. 
But as he went the people thronged him. 

43 H And a woman having an issue of 
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blood twelve years, which had spent all 
her living upon physicians, neither could 
be healed of ^y,^ , . , ^ i. . 

^ Came behmd him, and touched the 
border of his garment ; and immediately 
her issue of blood stanched. 

45 And Jesus said. Who touched me? 
When all denied, reter and they that 
were with him said, Master, the mul- 
titude throng thee and press thee, and 
sayest thou. Who touched me? 

46 And Jesus said. Somebody hath 
touched me: for I perceive that virtue 
is gone out of me. 

47 And when the woman saw that she 
was not hid, she came trembling, and 
fallin g down before him, she declared 
unto him before all the people for what 
cause she had touched him, and how she 
was healed immediately. 

48 And he said unto her. Daughter, be 
of good comfort: thy faith hath *made 
thee whole; ®go in peace. 

49 1i While He yet spake, there cometh 
one from the ruler of the synagogue’s 
house, saying to him, Thy daughter is 
dead; trouble not the Master. 

50 But when Jesus heard it, he answered 
him, saying, Fear not : believe only, and 
she shall be made whole. 

51 And when he came into the house, 
he suffered no man to go in, save Peter, 
and James, and John, and the father 
and the mother of the maiden. 

62 And all wept, and bewailed her: but 
he said, Weep not ; she is not dead, but 
sleepetl i. 

53 And they laughed him to scorn, 
knowing that she was dead. 

64 And he put them all out, and took 
her by the hand, and called, saying. 
Maid, arase. 

65 And her spirit came again, and she 
arose straightway; and he commanded 
to give her meat. 

66 And her parents were astonished: 
but •/'he charged them that they should 
tell no man what was done. 

CHAPTER 9 

T hen *he called his twelve disciples 
together, and gave them power and 
authority over all devUs, and to cure 


2 And ^he sent them to preach the 
kingdom of God, and to heal the sick. 

3 2 And he said unto them. Take nothing 
for youT journey, neither staves, nor 
scrip, neither bread, neither money; 
neither have two coats apiece. 

4 And whatsoever house ye enter into, 
there abide, and thence depart. 

5 And whosoever will not receive you, 
when ye go out of that city, shake off the 
very dust from your feet for a testimony 
against them. 

6 And they departed, and went through 
the towns, preaching the gospel, and 
healing every where. 
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7 IT “ Now ^ Herod the tetrarch heard of 
^ that was done by him: and he was 
perplexed, because that it was said of 
some, that Jolm was risen from the dead ; 

8 And of some, that Elias had appeared ; 
and of others, that one of the old prophets 
was risen again. 

9 And Herod said, John have I be- 
headed : but who is this, of whom I hear 
such things ? And he desired to see him. 

10 1 ® And the apostles, when they were 
returned, told him all that they had done. 
*And he took them, and went aside 
privately into a desert place belonging to 
the city called Bethsaida. 

11 And the people, when they knew iU 
followed him: and he received them, 
and spake unto them of the kingdom of 
God, and healed them that had need of 
heahng. 

12 And when the day began to wear 
away, then came the twelve, and said 
unto him. Send the multitude away, 
that they 'may go into the towns and 
country round about, and lodge, and get 
victuals : for we are here in a desert place. 

13 But he said unto them. Give ye them 
to eat. And they said. We have no more 
but five loaves and two fishes ; except we 
should go and buy meat for all this 
people. 

14 Eor they were about five thousand 
men. And he said to his disciples, Make 
them sit down by fifties in a company. 

15 And they did so, and made them all 
sit down- 

16 Then he took the five loaves and the 
two fishes, and looking up to heaven, he 
blessed them, and brake, and gave to the 
disciples to set before the multitude. 

17 And they did eat, and were all filled: 
and there was taken up of fragments 
that remained to them twelve baskets. 

18 T And it came to pass, as he was 
alone pra^g, his disciples were with 
him: and ^ he asked them, saying. Whom 
say the people that I am ? 

19 They answering said, John the Bap- 
tist; but some say^ Elias; and others 
say^ that one of the old prophets is risen 
agam. 

20 He said unto them, But whom say 
ye that I am ? Peter answering said, The 
C^ist of God. 

21 'And he straitly charged them, and 
commanded them to tell no man that 

^^^laying, "The Son of man must 
suffer many things, and be rejected of 
the elders and chief priests and scribes, 
and be slain, and be raised the third day. 

23 a And he said to them all. If any 
man will come after let him deny 
himself, and "take up his cross “'daily, 
and follow me. 

24 Por whosoever will save his life shall 
lose it ; but whosoever will lose his life 
for my sake, the same shall save it. 

25 Por what is a man advantaged, if he 
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gain the whole world, and lose himself, 
or ‘'be castaway? 

26** For whosoever shall be ashamed of 
me and of my words, of him shall the 
Son of man be ashamed, when he shall 
come in his own glory, and in his 
Father’s, and of the holy angels. 

27 But I tell you of a truth, there be 
some standing here, which shall not taste 
of death, till they see the kingdom of God. 

28 IF /And it came to pass about an 
eight days after tliese i saying^ he took 

Peter and John and James, and went up 
into a mountain ^to pray. 

29 And as he prayed, the fashion of his 
countenance was altered, and his raiment 
was wliite and glistering. 

30 And, behold, there talked with him 
two men, wliich were Moses and Elias : 

31 Who appeared in glory, and spake of 
his ^decease which he should accomplish 
at Jerusalem., 

32 But Peter and they that were with 
him were heavy with sleep : and when 
they were awake, they saw his glory, and 
the two men that stood with him. 

33 And it came to pass, as *they 
departed from him, Peter said unto 

: Jesus, Master, it is good for us to be 
here : and let us make three tabernacles; 
one for thee, and one for Moses, and one 
for Elias : ^not knowing what he said. 

84 While he thus spake, there came a 
cloud, and overshadowed them: and they 
feared as they entered into the cloud. 

35 And there came a voice out of the 
cloud, saying, This is my beloved Son : 
hear iihn. 

36 And when the voice was past, Jesus 
was found alone. '"And they kept it 
close, and told no man in those days any 
of those things which they had seen. 

37 11 And it came to pass, that on the 
next day, "when they were come down 
from ‘'the hill, much people met him. 

38 And, behold, a man of the company 
cried out, saying. Master, I beseech thee, 
look upon my son: for he is ®niine only 
child. 

39 And, lo, a spirit taketh him, and he 
suddenly crieth out ; and it ’"teareth him 
that he foameth again, and bruising him 
hardly departeth from him. 

40 And 1 besought thy disciples to cast 
him out ; and they could not. 

41 And Jesus answering said, 0 faith- 
less and perverse generation, how long 
shall I be with you, and sufier you? 
Bring thy son hither. 

42 And as he was yet a coming, the 
devil threw him down, and tare him. 
And Jesus rebuked the unclean spirit, 
and healed the child, and delivered him 
again to his father. 

43 IF And they were all amazed at the 
mighty power of God. * But while thev 
wondered every one at all things which 
Jesus did, he said unto his disciples, 

44 Let these sayings sink down into 
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S oiur ears : for the Son of man sliall be 
elivered into the hands of men. 

45 6But they understood not this saying, 
and it was hid from them, that they 
perceived it not : and they feared to ask 
him of that saying. 

46 ^ ^Then there arose areasoning among 
them, which of them should be greatest. 
47 And Jesus, percei^dng the thought of 
their heart, took a cliild, and set him by 
him, 

48 And said unto them, ^Whosoever 
shall receive this cliild in my name 
receiveth me : and whosoever shall receive 
me receiveth him that sent me : s for he 
that is least among you all, the same 
shall be great. 

49 U ^And John answered and said, 
blaster, we saw one casting out devils in 
thy name ; and we forbad him, because 
he foUoweth not with us. 

^ And Jesus said unto him, Forbid 
him not: for he tliat is not against us 
IS for us. 

51 H And it came to pass, when the 
time was come ^'Hliat he should be 
received up, he stedfastly set his face 
to go to Jerusalem, 

52 And sent messengers before his face: 
and they went, and ® entered into a village 
of the Samaritans, to make ready for him. 
63 And ^they did not receive him, 
because his face was as though he would 
goto Jerusalem. 

And when his disciples ^ James and 
John saw^T/iw, they said, kio"ra,"wilt tnou 
t liat wer^gamand fife~'to come” down 
from heaven, and consume them, ^even 

ammdidX " 

^Ibut'Ee turned, and rebuked them, 
and said, Ye know not what manner of 
spirit ye are of. 

66 *For the Son of man is not come to 
destroy men’s lives, but to save tlmn. 
And they went to another village. 

57 11 And it came to pass, that, as they 
went in the way, certain man said 
unto him. Lord, I will follow thee 
whithersoever thou goest. 

58 And Jesus said unto him. Foxes 
have holes, and birds of the air have 
nests; but the Son of man hath not 
where to lay his head. 

69 And he said unto another. Follow 
me. But he said. Lord, suffer me first to 
go and bury my father. 

60 Jesus said unto him. Let the dead 
bury their dead : hut go thou and preach 
the kingdom of God. 

61 And another also said, Lord, will 
follow thee ; but let me first go bid them 
farewell which are at home at my house, 
62 And Jesus said unto him, No man. 
having put his hand to the plough, and 
looking back, is fitfor the kingdom of God. 

CHAPTER 10 

AFTER these things the Lord ap- 
J3L pointed Mother ^seventy also, and 
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“sent them two and two before his face 
into every city and place, whither he 
himself would come, 

2 Therefore said he unto them, “The 
harvest truly is great, but the labourers 
are few : pray ye therefore the Lord of 
the harvest, that he would send forth 
labourers into his han^est. 

3 Go your ways: ® behold, I send you 
forth as lambs among wolves. 

4 / Carry neither purse, nor scrip, nor 
shoes: and * salute no man by the way. 

5 And into whatsoever house ye enter, 
first say, f Peace he to this house. 

6 And if *the son of peace be there, 
your peace shall rest upon it: if not, it 
shall tum^ to you again. 

7 , And in^ the same house remain. 
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8 And into whatsoever city ye enter, 
and they receive you, eat sucn things as 
are set before you : 

9 And heal the sick that are therein, 
and say unto them, »‘The kingdom of 
God IS come nigh unto you. 

10 But into whatsoever city ye enter, 
and they receive you not, go your ways 
out into the streets of the same, and say, 

11 Even the very dust of your city, 
which cleaveth on us, we do wipe off 
“against you : notwithstanding be ye 
sure of this, that the kingdom of God is 
come nigh unto you. 

12 But I say unto you, that it sliall be 
more tolerable ^in that day for Sodom, 
than for that city. 

13 “Woe unto tnee, Chorazin! woe unto 
thee, Bethsaida ! for if the mighty works 
had been done in Tyre and Sidon, which 
have been done in you, they had a great 
while ago repented, sitting in sackcloth 
and ashes. 

14 But it shall he more tolerable for Tyre 
and Sidon at the judgment, than for you. 

15 And thou, Capernaum, which art 
exalted to heaven, ^alt be thrust down 
to hell 

16 *He that heareth you heareth me; 
and he that despisetb you despiseth me ; 
^ and he that despiseth me despiseth him 
that sent me. 

17 H And *the seventy returned again 
with joy, saying, Lord, even the devils 
are subject unto us through thy name. 

18 And he said unto them, “I beheld 
Satan as lightning ^fall from heaven. 

19 Behold, I give unto you power “to 
tread on serpents and scorpions, and 
over all the power of the enemy: and 
nothing shall by any means hurt you. 

20 Notwithstending in this rejoice not, 
that the spirits are subject unto you; 
but rather rejoice, because “your ’nnmfsf 
are written in heaven. 

21 H /In that hour Jesus rejoiced in 
spirit, and said, I thank thee, O Father, 

1 Lord of heaven and earth, that thou 
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hid these things from the wise and | 
prudent, and hast revealed them unto 
Dabes: even so. Father; for so it seemed 
good in thy si^t. 

22 ^AU things are delivered to me of 
my Father : and no man knoweth who 
the Son is, but the Father: and who the 
Father is, but the Son, and he to whom 
the Son ■vml reveal him, 

23 ^ And he turned him unto hk disci- 
ples, and said privately, ® Blessed are the 
eyes which see the things that ye see : 

24 For I tell you, that many prophets 

and kings have desired to see those 
things which ye see, and have not seen 
them s and to near those things which ye 
hear, and have not heard them. U ch. e. 12 . 

25 H And, behold, a certain ® lawyer [ «Mt. 22 . 35 . 
stood up, and tempted him, saying, 

/Master, wliat shall I do to inherit 
eternal life? 

26 He said unto him. What is written 
in the law? how readest thou? 

27 And he answering said, ^Thou shalt 
love the Lord thy God with aU thy heart, 
and with all thy soul, and with all thy 
strength, and with all thy mind; and 
*thy neighbour as thyself. 

28 And he said unto him, Thou hast 
answered right : this do, and thou shalt 
live. 

29 But he, willing to ^justify himself, 

said unto Jesus, And who is my neigh- 
bour? , 

30 And Jesus answermg said, A certain 
man went down from Jerusalem to 
Jericho, and fell among thieves, which 
stripped him of his raiment, and wounded 
Mm, and departed, leaving him half dead. 

31 And by chance there came down a 
certain priest that way: and when he 
saw liim, he * passed by on the other side. 

32 And likewise a Levite, when he was 
at the place, came and looked <m him^ 
and passed by on the other side. 

33 But a certain Samaritan, as he 
journeyed, came where he was: and 
when he saw him, he had compassion 
m him, 

34 And went to him^ and boimd up his 1 
wounds, pouring in oil and wine, and set 
him on ins own beast, and brought him ' 
to an inn, and took care of him. 

35 And on the morrow when he de- 
parted, he took out two ®pence, and save 
them to the host, and said unto him. 

Take care of him ; and whatsoever thou 
spendest more, when I come again, I 
will r^ay thee. , , . 

36 Wmch now of these three, thinkest 
thou, was neighbour unto him that fell 
among the thieves? 

37 And he said. He that shewed mercy 
on him. Then said Jesus unto him. Go, 
and do thou likewise. 

38 H Now it came to pass, as they went, 

that he entered into a certain village : 
and a certain woman named * Martha 
received him into her house. I

39 And she had a sister called “Mary, 

which also *sat at Jesus’ feet, and heard 
hisword. j 

40 But Martha was cumbered about 

much serving, and came to him, and said. 
Lord, dost thou not care that my sister 
hath left me to serve alone ? bid her there- 
fore that she help me. , . ^ 

41 And Jesus answered and said unto 
her. Martha, Martha, thou art careful 
and troubled about many things : 

42 But one thing is needful : and Mary 
hath chosen that good part, which shall 
not he taken away from her. 

CHAPTER 11 
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him, Lord, teach us to pray, as John 
also taught his disciples. 

2 And he said unto them. When ye 
pray, say, ^Our Father which art m 
heaven, Hallowed be thy name. Thy 
kin g dom come. Thy will he done, as in 
heaven, so in earth. 

3 Give us 2 day by day our daily bread. 

4 And forgive us our sins : for we also 

forgive every one that is indebted to us. 
And lead us not into temptation; but 
deliver us from evil. ^ , 

6 And he said unto them, Which of 
you shall have a friend, and shall go 
unto liim at midnight, and say unto 
liim. Friend, lend me three loaves ; 

6 For a friend of mine ®in his journey 
is come to me, and I have nothing to 
set before him? 

7 And he from within shall answer and 
say. Trouble me not: the door is now 
shut, and my children are with me in 
bed; I cannot rise and give thee. 

8 I say unto you, ^Though he will not 
rise and give him, because he is his 
friend, yet because of his importunity 
he will rise and give him as many as he 

9 And I say unto you, ”Ask, and it 
shall be given you; seek, and ye shall 
find ; knock, and it shall be opened unto 
you. 

10 For every one that asketh receiveth; 
and he that seeketh findeth ; and to him 
that knocketh it shall be opened. 

11 If a son shall ask bread of any of 

you that is a father, will he give hm a 
stone? or if he ask a fish, will he for a 
fiish give him a serpent? , 

12 Or if he shall ask an egg, wiU he 
4 offer him a scorpion? 

13 If ye then, being evil, ^ow how to 
give good gifts unto your children ; ^how 
much more shall your heavenly Fath^ 
give ^the Holy Spirit to them that ask 
min? 

14 IT ’’And he was casting out a devil, 
and it was dumb. And it came to pass, 
when the devil was gone out, the dumb 
spake ; and the people wondered. 
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15 But some of them said, He casteth 
out devils through ^ Beelzebub the chief 
of the devils. 

16 .^d others, tempting Am, ® sought 
of him a sign from heaven. 

17 But he, knowing their thoughts, 
said unto them, Every kingdom divided 
against itself is brought to desolation: 
and a house divided against a house 
feUeth. 

18 If Satan also be divided against 
himself, how shall his kingdom stand? 
because ye say that I cast out devils 
through Beelzebub. 

19 And if I by Beelzebub cast out devils, 
whom do your / sons cast them, out ? 

therefore shall they be your judges. 

20 But if I with the finger of God cast 
out devils, no doubt the kingdom of God 
is come upon you. 

21 When a strong man armed keepeth 
his palace, his goods are in peace : 

22 But when a stronger than he shall 
come upon him, and pvercome him, he 
teketh from him^ all his armour wherein 
he tri^ted, and divideth his spoils. 

23 ^He that is not with me is against 
me : and he that gathereth not with me 
scatteretlu 

^iWhen the unclean spirit is gone out 
of a man, he walketh through dry places, 
seeing rest; and finding none, he saith, 
I will return unto my house whence I 
came out. 

,25 And when he cometh, he findeth 
it swept and garnished. 

26 Then goeth he, and taketh to him 
seven other spirits more wicked than 
himself; and they enter in, and dwell 
there ; and the last stede of that man is 
worse than the first. 

27 T And it came to pass, as he spake 
these thmgs, a certain woman of the 
company hfted up her voice, and said 
unto him, ^Blessed is the womb that 
bare thee, and the paps wiiich thou hast 
sucked. 

28 But he said, Yea rather, blessed are 
they ’’that hear the word of God, and 
keep it. 

29 1 And when the people were gathered 
thick together, he began to say, ^This is 
an evil generation: they seek a sign; 
and there shall no sign be mven it, but 
the sign of Jonas the prophet. 

30 For as Jonas was a sim unto the 
Ninevites, so shall also the oon of man 
be to this generation. 

31 ®The queen of the south shall rise up 
in the judgment with the men of this 
generation, and condemn them : for she 
came from the utmost parts of the earth 
to hear the wisdom of Solomon: and, 
behold, a greater than Solomon is here. 

32 *The men of Mneve shall rise up in 
the judgment with this generation, and 
shall condemn it : " for they repented at 
the preaching of Jonas; and, behold, a 
greater than Jonaa is here. 
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33 “No man, when he hath lighted 
a candle, putteth it in a secret place, 
neither under a * bushel, but on a candle- 
stick, that they which come in may see 
the light. 

34 ®The light of the body is the eye: 
therefore when thine eye is single, thy 
whole body also is full of light: but 
when thine eye is evil, thy body also is 
full of darkness. 

35 Take heed therefore that the light 
which is in thee be not darkness. 

36 If thy whole body therefore be full of 
light, having no part dark, the whole 
shall be full of light, as when ^the bright 
shining of a candle doth give thee light. 

37 IT And as he spake, a certain Pharisee 
besought him to dine with liim : and he 
went in, and sat do'vvn to meat. 

38 And wdien the Pharisee saw it, he 
marvelled that he had not firsts’ warned 
before dinner. 

39 * And the Lord said unto him, ITow 
do ye Pharisees make clean the outside 
pf the cup and the platter; but your 
inward part is full of ravening and 
wickedness. 

40^ Ye fools, did not he that made that 
which is without make that which is 
within also? 

41 But rather *give alms ^of such things 
as ye have; and, behold, ^all things are 
clean unto you. 

42 "^But woe unto you, Pharisees ! for 
ye "tithe mint and rue and all manner 
of herbs, and pass over judgment and 
the love of God : these ought ye to have 
done, and not to leave the other undone. 

43 woe unto you, Pharisees I for ye 
love ®the uppermost seats in the syna- 
gogues, and greetings in the markets. 

44 Woe unto you, scribes and Pharisees, 
hypocrites ! for ye are as graves which 
appear not, and the men that walk over 
them, are not aware of them. 

45 H Then answered one of the ® lawyers, 
and said unto him, Uaster, thus saying 
thou reproachest us also, 

46 And he said. Woe unto you also, ye 
la'^ers ! *for ye lade men with burdens 
grievous to be borne, and ye yourselves 
touch not the burdens with one of your 
fingers. 

47 “Woe unto you! for ye build the 
sepulchres of the prophets, and your 
fathers killed them, 

48 Truly ye bear witness that ye allow 
the deeds of your fathers : for they in- 
deed killed them, and ye hnild their 
sepulchres. 

49 Therefore also said “’the wisdom of 
God, will send them .propheta -and 
^apostles. and_5owe ^o£ t^m they_.^2all 
slay’' ana ^persecute ; 

■ ^0 TThat the blood of all the prophets, 
which was shed from, theTfoiindation 
df'^the world, may be required of this 
generation ; 

,51 From the blood of Abel unto the 



52 Woe unto you. lawyers ! ® for ye have 
taken away the key of knowledge: ye 
entered not in yourselves, and them that 
were entering in ye i hindered. 

53 And as he said these things unto 
them, the scribes and the Pharisees 
began to urge him vehemently, and to 
provoke him to speak of many things : 
64 La>dng wait for him, and ^seeking to 
catch sometliing out of his mouth, tot 
they might accuse him. 

CHAPTER 12 

F ’ the mean time, when there were 
gathered together an innumerable 
multitude of people, insomuch that they 
trode one upon another, he be^n to say 
imto his disciples first of all, Beware ye 
of the leaven of the Pharisees, which is 
^hy^crisy. 

2 ^Por there is nothing covered, that 
shall not be revealed; neither hid^ that 
shall not be known. 

3 Therefore whatsoever ye have spoken 
in darkness shall be heard in the light ; 
and that w’hich ye have spoken in the 
ear in closets sh^ be proclaimed upon 
the housetops. 

4 And I say unto you "my friends, Be 
not afraid of them that kill the body, 
and after that have no more that they 
can do. 

5 But I will forewarn you whom ye 
toll fear: Fear him, which after he 
hath killed hath power to cast into hell ; 
yea, I say unto you. Fear him. 

6 Are not "five sparrows sold for two 
^farthings, and not one of them is for- 
gotten before God? 

7 But even the very hairs of your head 
are all numbered. Fear not therefore: 
ye are of more value than many sparrows. 
8 Also I say unto you, Whosoever shall 
confess me before men, him shall the 
Son of man also confess before ®the' 
an^ls of God : 

9 but he that denieth me before men 
shall be denied before the angels of God. 
10 And ** whosoever shall speak a word 
against the Son of man, it shall be 
forgiven him : but unto mm that blas- 
phemeth against the Holy Ghost it shall 
not be forgiven. 

11 * And when they bring you unto the 
synagogues, and unto magistrates, and 
powers, take ye no thought how or what 
thing ye shau answer, or what ye shall 
say: 

12 For the Holy Ghost shall teach yon 
in the same hour what ye ought to say. ^ 
13 JT And one of the company said unto 
hiiTL Master, speak to my brother, that 
he-divide the inheritance with me. 

14 And he said unto him, Man, who 
made me a judge or a divider over you ? 
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35 Let your loins be girded about, and 
*yottr li^ts burning ; 

36 Ana ye youisdves like unto men 
that wait for their lord, when he will 
return from the wedding ; that when he 
cometh and knocketh, they may open 
unto him immediately. 

37 ® Blessed are those servants, whom 
the lord when he cometh shall find 
^watching: verily I say unto you, that 
he shall /gird himself, and ^make them 
to sit down to meat, and will come forth 
and serve them. 

38 And if he shall come in the * second 
watch, or come in the third watch, and 
find ik&m so, blessed are those servants, 

39 ^And this know, that if the good- 
man of the house had known what nour 
the thief would come, he would have 
watched, and not have suffered his house 
to be broken through. 

40 Be ye therefore ready also : *for the 
Son of man cometh at an hour when ye 
think not. 

41 H Then Peter said unto him, Lord, 
speakest thou this parable unto us, or 
even to all? 

42 And the Lord said, Who then is that 
faithful and -wise ^ steward, whom Ais 
lord shall make ruler over his household, 
to give them, their portion of meat in due 
season ? 

43 Blessed is that servant, whom his 
lord when he cometh shall find so doing. 

44 Of a truth I say unto you, that he 
will make him ruler over all that he hath. 

45 But and if that servant say in his 
heart. My lord delayeth his coming ; and 
shall begin to beat the menservants and 
maidens, and to eat and drink, and to be 
drunken ; 

46 The lord of that servant will come in 
a day when he looketh not for him, and 
at an hour when he is not aware, and will 
icut him in sunder, and will appoint 
him his ^portion with the unbelievers. 

47 And that servant, which knew his 
lord’s will, and prepared not himself, 
neither did according to his will, shall 
be beaten with many stripes. 

48 But he that knew not, and did 
commit things worthy of stripy shall 
be beaten with few stripes, ^Bor unto 
whomsoever much is given, of him shall 
be much required: and to whom men 
have committed much, of him they will 
ask the more, 

49 H I am come to send “fire on the 
earth ; and what will I, if it be already 
kindled? 

60 But I have ®a baptism to be baptized 
with ; and "how am I ^straitened till it 
be accomplished ! 

61 * Suppose ye that I am come to rive 
peace on eartn? I tell you. Nay; hut 
rather division : 

52 For from henceforth there shall be 
five in one house divided, three against 
two, and two against thr^. 
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53 The father shall be divided against 
the son, and * the son against the father; 
the mother against the daughter, and the 
daughter against the mother; .the mother 
in law against her daughter in law, and 
the dau^ter in law against her mother 
in law. 

54 H And he said also to the people, 
‘*'Wlien ye see a cloud rise out of the 
west, straightway ye say. There cometh a 
shower ; and so it is. 

55 And when ye see the south wind 
blow, ye say. There will he heat; and it 
cometh to pass, 

56 Ye hypocrites, ye can discern the 
face of the sky and of the earth; but 
how is it that ye do not discern this 
time? 

57 Yea, and why even of yourselves 
judge ye not what is right? 

58 t ^When thou goest with thine ad- 
versary to the magistrate* as thou art in 
the way, give diligence that thou mayest 
be delivered from him ; lest he hale thee 
to the judge, and the judge deliver thee 
to the ofi&cer, and the omcer cast thee 
into prison. 

69 I tell thee, thou sbalt not depart 
thence, till thou hast paid the very last 
”»mite. 

CHAPTER 13 

rpHERE were present at that season 
-L some that told him of the Galllseans, 
whose blood ” Pilate had mingled with 
their sacrifices. 

2 And J esus answering said imto them, 

® Suppose ye that these Gahlseans were 
sinners above all the Galilseans, because 
they suffered such things ? 

3 1 tell you, Nay : but, except ye repent, 
ye shall aU likewise perish. 

4 Or those eighteen, upon whom the 
tower in ^Siloam fell, and slew them, 
think ye that they were 2 sinners above 
all men that dwelt in Jerusalem? 

6 1 tell you, Nay : but,_ except ye repent, 
ye shall all likewise perish. 

6 IT He spake also this parable ; A cer- 
tain man had a fig tree planted in his 
vineyard; and *‘he came and sought 
fruit thereon, and found none. 

7 Then said he unto the dresser of his 
vineyard, j^hold, these three years I 
come seeking fruit on this fig tree, and 
find none; 'cut it down; why cum- 
bereth it the ground ? 

8 And he answering said unto hint 
Lord, let it alone this year also, till I 
sh^ dig about it and dung U: 

9 .^d if it bear niait, well * and if not, 
then after that thou shalt cut it down. 

10 And he was teaching in one of the 
synagogues on the sabbath. 

11 1 And, behold, there was a woman 
which had a *' spirit of infirmity eighteen 
yeara and was bowed together, and 
could in no wise lift up herself, 

I 12 And when Jesus saw her, he callea 
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her to kirrit and said unto her. Woman, 
tiiou art loosed from thine infirmity, 

13 And he laid his hands on her : and 
inunediately she was made straight, and 
glorified God. 

14 And *the ruler of the synagogue 
answered with indignation, ® because 
that Jesus had healed on the sabbath 
day, and said unto the people, There 
are six days in wliich men ought to 
work: in them therefore come and be 
healed, and not on the sabbath day. 

15 The Lord then answered him, and 

said, ITiou hypocrite, doth not each one 
of you on the sabbath loose ^his ox or 
his ass from tiie stall, and lead him 
away to watering? . 

16 And ought not this woman, »bemg 
a daughter of Abraham, whom Satan 
hath bound, lo, these eighteen years, be 
loosed from this bond on the sabbath day? 

17 And when he had said these things, 
all his adversaries were ashamed: and 
* all the people rejoiced for all the glori- 
ous things that were done by him. 

18 ^ “Then said he, Unto what is the 

kingdom of God like? and whereunto 
Bhafl I resemble it? ^ , , 

19 It is like a grain of mustard seed, 

which a man took, and cast into his 
garden ; and it grew, and waxed a great 
tree ; and the fowls of the air lodged in 
the branches of it. , ^ „ 

20 And again he said, Whereunto shall 
I liken the kingdom of God? 

21 It is hke leaven, which a woman 
took and hid in three ’^measures of meal, 

the whole was leavened- 

22 And he went through the cities and 
villages, teachhig, and journeying to- 
ward Jerusaleno. 

23 Then said one unto him. Lord, are 
there few ^that be saved ? And he said 
unto them, 

24 H “Strive to enter in at the strait 
gate: for many, I say unto you, will 
seek to enter in, and shall not be able. 

25 When once the master of the house 
is risen up, and '’hath shut to the door, 
and ye begin to stand without, and to 
knock at the door, saying. Lord, Lord, 
open unto us ; and he shall answer and 
say unto you, know you not whence 
ye are : 

26 Then shall ye begin to say, *'We 
have eaten and drunk in thy presence, 
and thou hast taught in our streets. 

27 But he shall say, I tell you, I know 
you not whence ye are ; depart from me, 
aU ye workers of iniquity. 

of teeth, when ye shall ^ee .^raham^ 
and Isaac, and Jacob, and all the pro- 
phets, in the kingdom of God, and you 
yourselves thrust out. 

29 ^ And they shall come from the east, 
and from the west, and from the north, 
and from the south, and shall sit down 
in the kusgdom of God. 
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30 And, behold, “there are last which 
slmll be first, and there are first which 
shall he last* 

31 ^ The same day there came certam 
of the Pharisees, saying unto him. Get 
thee out, and depart hence : for Herod 
will kill thee. 

32 And he said unto them, Go ye, and 
tell that fox, Behold, I cast out devils, 
and I do cures to day and to morrow, 
and the third day ®I shall be perfected. 

33 Nevertheless I must /walk to day, 
and to morrow, and the day following : 
for it cannot be that a prophet perish 
out of Jerusdem. 

,34 ^0 Jerusalem, Jerusalem, which 
killesrihe prophets, -and stonest them 
that are sent unto thee how often would 
I have gathered thy children together, as 
a hen doth gather her brood under her 
wings, and ye would not 1 
35 Behold, *your house is left unto you 
desolate : and. verily I say unto you, Ye 
shall not see me, until the time come 
when ye shall say, ’“Blessed is he that 
cometh in the name of the Lord. 

CHAPTER 14 

AND it came to pass, as he went into 
Jl\. the house of one of the chief Phari- 
sees ®to eat bread on the sabbath day, 
that they ^watched him. 

2 And, behold, there was a certam man 
before him which had the dropsy. 

3 And Jesus answering spake unto the 
lawyers and Pharisees, saying, ®Is it 
lawful to heal on the sabbath day? 

4 And they held their peace. And he 
took hi'/rit and healed him, and let him 
go; 

5 And answered them, saying, Which 
of you shall have ®an ass or an ox fallen 
into a pit, and will not straightway puli 
him out on the sabbath day? 

6 And they could not answer him again 
to these things. 

7 H And he put forth a parable to those 
which were oidden, when he marked 
how they chose out the “chief rooms; 
saying unto them, 

8 When thou art bidden of any man to 
a wedding, sit not down in the highest 
room ; lest a more honourable man than 
thou be bidden of him ; 

9 And he that bade thee and him come 
and say to thee, Give this man place; 
and thou begin with shame to take the 
lowest room. 

10 *But when thou art hidden, go and 
sit down in the lowest room ; that when 
he that bade thee cometh, he may say 
unto thee. Friend, go up higher: then 
shalt thou have worship m the presence 
of them that sit at meat with thee. 

11 *For whosoever exalteth himself 
shall be abased; and he that humbleth 
himself shall be exalted. 

12 H Then said he also to him that bade 
him, When thou makest a dinner or a

supper, call not thy friends, nor thy ' 
brethren neither thy kinsmen, nor thy 
rich neighbours ; lest they also bid thee 
again, and a recompence be made thee. 

13 But when thou makest a feast, call 
the noor, the maimed, the lame, the 
blind: 

14 And thou shalt be blessed ; for they 
cannot recompense thee : for “thou shalt 
be recompensed at the resurrection ^»of 
thrust. 

And when one of them that sat at 
meat with him heard these things, he 
said unto him, /Blessed is he that shall 
eat bread in the kingdom of God. 

16 Then said he unto him, ^A certain 
man made a great supper, and bade 
many: 

17 And sent his servant at supper time 
to say to them that were bidden, Come ; 
for all tilings are now ready. 

18 And they all with one consent began 
to make excuse. The first said unto 
him, I have bought a piece of ground, 
and I must needs go and see it : I pray 
thee have me excused. 

19 And another said, I have bought five 
yoke of oxen, and I go to prove mem : I 
pray thee have me excused. 

20 And another said, I have married a 
wife, and therefore I cannot come. 

21 So that servant came, and shewed 
his lord these things. Then the master 
of the house being angry said to his 
servant. Go out quickly into the streets 
and lanes of the city, and bring in hither 
the poor, and the maimed, ana the halt, 
and the blind. 

22 And the servant said. Lord, it is 
done as thou hast commanded, and yet 
there is room. 

23 And the lord said unto the servant. 

Go out into the highways and hedges, 
and compel them to come in, that my 
house m^ be tilled. 

24 For I say unto you. That none of 
those men which were bidden shall taste 
of my sup^r. 

25 1 And there went great multitudes 
with him : and he turned, and said unto 
them, 

26 ”If any man come to me, and hate 
not his father, and mother, and wife, 
and children, and brethren, and sisters, 
yea, and ^his own life also, he cannot be 
my disciple. 

27 ®And whosoever doth not bear his 
cross, and come after me, cannot be my 
disciple. 

28 For which of you, intending to build 
a tower, sitteth not down tirst, and count- 

' eth the cost, whether he have suffi>cient 
to finish 7 

29 Best haply, after he hath laid the 
foundation, and is not able to finish it, 
aU that behold it begin to mock him, 

30 Saying, This man began to build, 
and was not able to finish. 

^ Or what king, going to make war 
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against another king, sitteth not down 
first, and consulteth whether he be able 
with ten thousand to meet him that 
cometh against him with twenty thou- 
sand? . 

32 Or else, while the other is yet a great 
way ofi; he sendeth an ambassage, ana 
desireth conditions of peace. 

33 So likewise, whosoever he be of you 
that “forsaketh not aU that he hath, he 
cannot be my disciple. 

34 1 «^Salt is good : “but if the salt, have 
lost his savour, wherewith shall it be 
seasoned ? 

35 It is neither fit for the land, nor yet 
for the dunghill ; but men cast it out. 
He that hath ears to hear, let him hear. 

CHAPTER 15 

rpHEN drew near unto him all '‘the 
JL publicans and sinners for to hear 
him. 

2 And the Pharisees and scribes ^mur- 
mured, saying, This man receiveth sin- 
ners, and eateth with them. 

3 TI And he spake this parable unto 
them, saying, 

4 > wTiat man of you, having an hun- 
dred sheep, * if he lose one of them, doth 
not leave the ninety and nine in the 
wilderness, and ^go after that which is 
lost, until he find it ? 

5 And when he hath found it, "‘he 
layeth it on his shoulders, rejoicing. 

6 And when he cometh home, he c^eth 
together his friends and neighbours, say- 
ing unto them, Rejoice with me ; for I 
have found my sheep which was lost. 
( n say un to yo u, that l ikewise joy shall 
be in hea ven ovSr"'CllI 6 sinner that le- 
pen tethTm ore than ^ er ninety and nine 
just^rsons, wliiclfheed no repentance. 

8 1 Either what woman having ten 
^pieces of silver, if she lose one Apiece, 
doth not light a candle, and sweep the 
house, and seek diligently till she find itf 

9 And when she hath found it, she call- 
eth her friends and her neighbours to- 
gether, saying, Rejoice with me ; for I 
nave foimd the ^ piece which I had lost. 

10 Likewise, I say unto you, there is 
joy in the presence of “the angels of 
God over one sinner that repenteth. 

11 t And he said, A certain man had 

two sons : . , . 

12 And the younger of them said to his 
father, Father, give me ‘’the portion of 
goods that falleth to me. And he di- 
vided unto them his living. 

13 And not many days after the younger 
son gathered all together, and took his 
journey into a far country, and there 
wasted his substance with riotous living; 

14 And when he had spent all, there 
arose a mighty famine in that land ; and 
he began to be in want. 

15 And he went and joined himself to a 
citizen of that coimtry ; and he sent him 
into bis fields to feed swine. 
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16 And he would fain have filled his 
belly with the husks that the swine did 
eat : and no man gave unto him. 

17 And when he came to himself, he 
said. How many hired servants of my 
father’s have br^ enough and to spare, 
and I perish with hunger I 

18 1 "^l arise and go to my father, and 
will say unto him, Father, I have sinned 
against heaven, and before thee, 

19 And am no more worthy to be called 
thy son : make me as one of thy hired . 
servants. 

20 And he arose, and came to his father, the on- 
But w'hen he was yet a meat way off, liis mnai coa- 
father saw him, and had compassion, 

and ‘*ran, and fell on liis neck, and ions fee 
kissed him. quarts. 

21 And the son said unto him, Father, “feiori 

I have sinned against heaven, ^and in hereiater- 
thy sight, and am no more worthy to be preted a 
<^led thy son. ineasure^ 

22 But the father said to his servants, 

Bring forth * the best robe, and put it on taineth 
him ; and put a ring on his hand, and about 
shoes on his feet : 

23 And bring hither the fatted calf, and SSI a 
kill it: and let us eat, and be meny: .little. 

24 ^For this my son was dead, and is 

alive again; he was lost, and is found. <tck loTeT 
And they began to be merry. 'Jn. i2.‘36. 

25 Now his elder son was m the field ; f s. a 
and as he came and drew nigh to the 

house, he heard musick and dancing. ch. ii.‘n 

26 And he called one of the servants, 3 ^ 12 . 33 . 

and asked what these things meant. 0^24 

27 And he said unto him, Thy brother ^'Eph.* 2 .i ,5 

is come ; and thy father hath Killed the & s- w. 
fatted c^, because he hath received him | 
safe and sound, a ver.‘ 4 .' 

28 And he was angry, and would not go < Mt. 25 . 21 . 

in : therefore came lus father out, and . ^ 
intreated him. j iS. a * 

29 And he answering said to his father, 

Lo, these many years do I serve thee, 

neither transgressed I at any time tliy * . 

commandment; and yet thou never ^ n 41 
gavest me a kid, that I might make 
meny with my friends : 

30 But as soon as this thy son was 
come, which hath devoured thy living 
with harlots, thou hast killed for him * 
the fatted calf. 

31 And he said unto him. Son, "‘thou Jn- 8. ss. 

art ever with me, and all that I have ^ 2 . 

is thine. 

32 It was meet that we should make ® ch. 15 . 1 . 
merry, and be glad : for this thy brother 

was dead, and is alive again; and was ^Mt. 5 . 18 . 
lost, and is fomid. 

CHAPTER 16 ? Mt. 5. 32 . 

AND he said also unto his disdples. 

There was a certain rich man, which 
had '“a steward; and the same was ac- 
cused unto him that he had wasted his 
goods. 

2 And he called ham, and said unto 
him. How is it that I hear this of thee? 
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g *ve an account of thy stewardship ; for 
lou mayest be no longer steward. 

3 Then the steward said within himself, 
'What shall I do? for my lord taketh 
away from me the stewardship : I can- 
not dig ; to beg I am ashamed. 

4 I am resolv^ what to do, that, when 
I am put out of the stewardship, they 
may receive me into their houses. 

5 So he called every one of his lord’s 
debtors unto him, and said unto the first. 
How much owest thou unto my lord? 

6 Ajttd he said, An hundred ^^measures 
of oil. And he said unto him, Take thy 
bill, and sit down quickly, and write 
fifty. 

7 Then said he to another, And how 
much owest thou? And he said. An 
hundred ^ measures of wheat. And he 
said unto him, Take thy bill, and write 
fourscore. 

8 And the lord commended the unjust 
steward, because he had done wisely; 
for ‘*the children of this world are in 
their generation wiser than ®the children 
of light. 

9 And I say unto you, /Make to your- 
selves friends of the ^ mammon of un- 
righteousness ; that, when yc fail, '^they 
may receive you into everlasting habi- 
tations. 

10 ^He that is faithful in that which is 
least is faithful also in much; and he 
that is unjust in the least is unjust also 
in much. 

11 If therefore ye have not been faith- 
fid in the unrighteous ^ mammon, who 
will commit to your trust the true riches} 
12 And if ye have not been faithful in 
tlmt winch is another man’s, who shall 
give you that which is your own? 

13 T1 ^'No servant can serve two mas- 
ters ; for either he will hate the one, and 
love the other; or else he will hold to 
the one, and despise the other. Ye can- 
not serve God and mammon. 

14 And the Pharisees also, *=who were 
covetous, heard all these things; and 
they derided him. 

15 And he said unto them, Ye are they 
which ^ justify yourselves before men; 
hut God knoweth your hearts ; for that 
which is highly esteemed among men is 
abomination in the sight of God. 

16 "The law and the prophets were 
until J ohn : since that time the kingdom 
of God is preached, and ° every man 
presseth into it. 

17 ^And it is easier for heaven and 
earth to pass, than one tittle of the law 
to fail 

18 * Whosoever putteth away his wife, 
and marrieth another, committeth a- 
dultery; and whosoever marrieth her 
that is put away from her husband com- 

I mitteth adultery. 

19 H There was a certain rich man, 
which was clothed in purple and fine 
linen, and fared sumptuously every day: 
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20 And there was a certain beggar 
named Lazarus, which was laid at Ids 
gate, full of sores, 

21 And desiring to be fed with the 
crumbs which feU from the rich man’s 
table : moreover the dogs came and 
licked his sores. 

^ And it came to pass, that the beggar 
died, and was carried by *'the angels into 
Abraham’s ® bosom ; the rich man also 
died, and was buried ; 

23 And in hell he lift up his eyes, being 
in ‘^torments, and seeth Abraham afar 
off, and Lazarus in his bosom. 

24 And he cried and said, feather 
Abraham, have mercy on me, and send 
Lazarus, that he may dip the tip of his 
finger in water, and cool my tongue ; for 
I ^am tormented in this flame. 

25 But Abraliam said. Son, remember 
that thou in thy lifetime ^ receivedst thy 
^pd things, and likewise Lazarus evil 
things: but now he is comforted, and 
thou art tormented. 

26 And beside all this, between us and 
you there is a great gulf fixed: so that 
they which would pass from hence to 
you cannot ; neither can they pass to us, 
that would come from thence. 

27 Then he said, I pray thee therefore, 
father, that thou wouldest send liim to 
my father’s house : 

28 For I have five brethren; that he 
may ’"testify unto them, lest they also 
come into tliis place of torment. 

29 Abraham saith unto him, They have 
” Moses and the prophets; let them hear 
them. 

30 And he said, Kay, father Abraham ; 
but if one went unto them from the 
dead, they will repent. 

31 And he said unto him, ®If they hear 
not Moses and the prophets, ® neither 
will they be persuaded, though one rose 
from the dead. 

CHAPTER 17 

rpHEK said he unto the disciples, ®It 
Jl is impossible but that offences will 
come : but woe unto hiTUt through whom 
they come I 

2 It were better for him that a mill- 
stone were hanged about his neck, and 
he cast into the sea, than that he should 
ofiend one of these little ones. 

3 H Take heed to yourselves: ®If thy 
brother trespass against thee, rebuke 
him; and if he repent, forgive him. 

4 And if he trespass against thee “seven 
times in a day, and seven times in a day 
turn again to thee, saying, I repent ; thou 
shalt fomve him. 

6 And nhe apostles said unto the Lord, 
Increase our faith. 

6 And the Lord said, /If ye had faith as 
a grain of mustard seed, ye might say 
unto this sycamine tree, Be thou plucked 
up by the root, and be thou planted in 
the sea; and it should obey you. 
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7 But which of you, having a servant 
plowing or feeding cattle, wul say unto 
nim ‘*by and by, when he is come from 
the field* Go and sit down to meat? 

8 And will not rather say unto him- 
Make ready wherewith I may sup, and 
gird thysefi, and serve me, till I have 
eaten and drunken ; and afterward thou 
shalt eat and drink? 

9 Doth he thank that servant because 
he did the things that were commanded 
him? I trow not. 

10 So likewise ye^ when ye shall have 
done all those thmgs which are com- 
manded you, say. We are unprofitable 
servants : we have done that which was 
our duty to do. 

11 H And it came to pass, /as he went to 
Jemsalem, that he passed through the 
midst of ^Samaria and » Galilee. 

12 And as he entered into a certain 
village, there met liim ten men that were 
lepers, * which stood afar ofl': 

13 And they lifted up their voices, and 
said, Jesus, Master, have mercy on us. 

14 And when he saw ikeynt he said unto 
them, 2 Go shew yourselves unto the 
priests. And it came to pass, that, as 
they went, they were cleansed. 

15 And one of them, when he saw that 
he was healed, turned back, and with a 
loud voice glorified God, 

16 And fell down on his face at his 
feet, giving him thanks; and he was a 
Samaritan. 

17 And Jesus answering said, Were 
there not ten cleansed? but where are 
the nine? 

18 There are not found that returned to 
give glory to God, save this stranger. 

19 And he said unto him, Arise, go thy 
way : -^thy faith hath made thee whole. 

20 H And when he was demanded of the 
Pharisees, *'when the kingdom of God 
should come, he answered them and 
said. The kingdom of God cometh not 
^ with observation : 

21 Neither shall they say, Lo here! or, 
lo there I for^ behold, the kingdom of 
God is 2-withm you. 

22 And he said unto the disciples, * The 
days will come, when ye shall desire *to 
see one of the days of the Son of man, 
and ye shall not see it. 

23 “’And they shall say to you. See 
here; or, see there : go not after 

nor follow them. 

24 ®For as the lightning, that lighteneth 
out of the one part under heaven, shineth 
unto the other part under heaven: so 
shall also the Son of man be in * his day. 

25 But first “ must he suffer many things, 
and be rejected of this generation. 

26 And ®as it was in the days of Koe, 
so shall it he also in the days of the Son 
of man. 

27 They did eat, they drank, they 
married wives, they were given in mar- 
riage, until the day that Koe enteared 
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into the ark, and the flood came, and 
destroyed them all, 

28 Likewise also as it was m the days 

of Lot; they did eat, they drank, they 
bought, they sold, they planted, they 
buildea; , ^ . 

29 But ®the same day that Lpt went 
out of Sodom it rained fire and brimstone 
from heaven, and destroyed them all. 

30 Even thus shall it be in the day when 
the Son of man is revealed. 

31 In that day, ^he wliich shall be upon 
the housetop, and his stuff in the house, 
let him not come down to take it away : 
and he that is in the field, let him like- 
wise not return back. 

32 * Kemember Lot’s wife. 

33 J Whosoever shall seek to save ms 
life shall lose it; and whosoever shall 
lose his life shall preser\^e it. 

34 I tell you, in that mght there shall 
be two men in one bed ; the one shall be 
taken, and the other shall be left. 

35 ”*Two womei. shall be grindmg to- 
gether ; the one shall be taken, and the 
other left. 

36 ^ Two men shall be in the field ; the 
one shall be taken, and the other left. 

37 And they answered and said imto 
him, Where, Lord? And he said unto 
them. ® Wheresoever the body is, thither 
will the eagles be gathered together. 

CHAPTER 18 
AND he spake a parable unto them to 
this end, that men ought ^always 
to pray, and not *to faint; 

2 Baying, There was 2 in a city a j: 

which feared not God, neither regj 
man : ... 

3 And there was a widow m that city ; 
and she came unto liim, saying. Avenge 
me of mine adversary. 

4 And he would not for a while : but af- 
terward he said witliin himself, Though 
I fear not God, nor regard man ; 

5 ^Yet because tliis widow troubleth 
me, I will avenge her, lest by her con- 
tinual coming she weary me. 

6 And the Lord said. Hear what the 
unjust judge saith. 

7 And 'shall not God avenge his own 
Select, which cry day and night unto 
him, though “he bear long with them? 

8 I tell you that he will avenge them 
''speedily. Nevertheless when^ the Son 
of man cometh, shall he find faith on the 
earth? 

9 And he spake this parable unto certain 
“'which trusted® in themselves 3 that they 
were righteous, and despised others : 

10 Two men ^'went w into the temple 
to pray; the one a Pharisee, and the 
other a “publican. 

11 The Pharisee ® stood and prayed thus 
with himsfilf, God, I thank thee, that I 
am not as other men are, extortioners, 
unjust, adulterers, ox even as this pub- 
lican. 
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12 I “fast twice in the week, I ^give 
tithes of all that I possess. 

13 And the publican, standing afar off, 

® would not lift up so much as his eyes 
unto heaven, but ‘^smote upon his breast, 
saying, God be merciful to me a sinner. 

14 I tell you, this man went down to 

his house justified rather than the other: 
for /every one that exalteth himself shall 
be abased ; and he that humbleth himself 
shall be exalted. , , . , 

15 ^And they brought imto him also 
infants, that he would touch them: hut 
when his disciples saw iU they rebuked 
them. 

16 But Jesus called them unto him, 
and said, Sufler little children to come 
unto me, and forbid them not: for of 
such is the kingdom of God. 

17 Verily I say unto you. Whosoever 
shall not receive the kingdom of God as a 
little child shall in no wise enter therein. 

18 *And a certain ^ruler asked him, 
saying, Good Master, what shall I do to 
inherit eternal life? 

19 And Jesus said unto him, Wliy 
caUest thou me good? none is good, save 
one, that is, God. 

20 Thou knowest the commandments, 
“Do not commit adultery. Do not kill. 
Do not steal, Do not bear false witness. 
Honour thy father and thy mother. 

21 And he said, All these have I kept 
from my youth up. 

22 Now when Jesus heard these things, 
he said unto him, Yet lackest thou one 
thing: sell all that thou hast, and dis- 
tribute unto the poor, and thou shalt 
have treasure in heaven: and come, 
follow me. 

23 And when he heard this^ he was very 
sorrowful: for he was very rich. 

24 And when Jesus saw that he was 
very sorrowful, he said. How hardly shall 
they that have riches enter into the 
kingdom of God I 

25 Eor it is easier for a camel to go 
through a needle’s eye, than for a rich 
man to enter into the kingdom of God. 

26 And they that heard it said. Who 
then can be saved? 

27 And he said, The things which are 
impossible with men are possible with 
God. 

28 Then Peter said, Lo, we have left all, 
and followed thee. 

29 And he said unto them. Verily I say 
unto you. There is no man that hath left 
house, or parents, or brethren, or wife, or 
children, for the kingdom of God’s sake, 

30 Who shall not receive manifold more 
*in this present time, and in the world 
to come life everlasting. 

31 t ®Then he took unto him the 
twelve, and said unto them. Behold, we 
go up to Jerusalem, and all things that 
are written ^ by the prophets concerning 

I the Son of man shall be accomplished. 

I 32 For he shall be 'delivered unto the 
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Gentiles, and shall be mocked, and spite- 
fully entreated, and spitted on: 

33 And they shall scourge Am, and put 
him to death : and the third day he snail 
rise again. 

34 And they ® understood none of these 
things: and this saying was hid from 
them, neither knew they the things 
which were spoken. 

35 If And it came to pass, tliat ‘*as he 
w^ come nigh unto Jericho, a certain 
blind man sat by the way side begging : 

36 And hearing the multitude pass hy, 
he asked what it meant. 

37 And they told him, that Jesus of 
Nazareth passeth by. 

38 And he cried, saying, Jesus, thou Son 
of David, have mercy on me. 

39 And they which went before rebuked 
him, that he should hold his peace : but 
he cried so much the more, Thou Son of 
David, have mercy on me. 

40 And Jesus stood, and commanded 
him to be brought unto him : and when 
he was come near, he asked him, 

41 Saying, What wilt thou that I shall 
do unto thee? And he said, Lord, that I 
may receive my sight. 

42 And Jesus said unto him, Eeceive 
thy sight: thy faith hath saved thee. 

43 And immediately he received his 
sight, and followed him, glorifying God : 
and /all the people, when they saw 
gave praise unto God. 


CHAPTEE 19 

A ND«7esiw^ entered and passed through 
-cTl Jericho. 

2 And, behold, tli&re was a man named 
Zaccliaeus, which was the chief among 
the publicans, and he was ricli. 

3 And he sought to see Jesus who he 
was ; and could not for the press, because 
he was little of stature. 

4 And he ran before, and climbed up 
into a sycomore tree to see him : for he 
was to pass that way. 

6 And when Jesus came to the place, he 
looked up, and saw him, and said unto 
him, Zacchaeus, make haste, and come 
down ; forto dayl must abide at thy house. 

6 And he made haste, and came down, 
and received him joyfully. 

7 And when they saw it, they all 
* murmured, saying. That he was gone to 
be guest with a man that is a sinner. 

8 And Zacchaeus stood, and said unto 
the Lord ; Behold, Lord, the half of my 
goods I give to the poor; and if I have 
"taken any thing from any man bv false 
accusation, I restore him fourfold, 

9 And Jesus said unto him, This day is 
salvation come to this house, forsomuch 
as ” he also is ® a son of Abraham. 

10 ^For the Son of man is come to seek 
and to save that which was lost. 

11 And as they heard these things, he 
added and spake a parable, because he 
was nigh to Jerusalem, and because 
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“they thought that the kingdom of God 
should immediately appear. 

12 He said therefore, * A certain noble- 
man went into a far country to receive 
for himself a kingdom, and to return. 

13 And he called his ten servants, and 
delivered them ten i pounds, and said 
unto them. Occupy tiU I come. 

14 But his citizens hated him, and sent 
a message after hirr^ saying. We will not 
have this man to reign over us. 

15 And it came to pass, that when he 
was returned, having received the king- 
dom, then he commanded these ser- 
vants to be called unto him, to whom 
he had given the ^ money, that he might 
know how much every man had gained 
by trading. 

16 Then came the first, saying, Lord, 
thy pound hath gained ten pounds. 

17 And he said unto him, Well, thou 
good servant: because thou hast been 
‘'faithful in a very little, have thou 
authori^ over ten cities. 

18 And the second came, saying, Lord, 
thy pound hath gained five pounds. 

19 And he said likewise to him, Be thou 
also over five cities. 

20 And another came, saying, Lord, 
behold,^ hei'e is thy pound, which I have 
kept laid up in a napkin : 

21 For I feared thee, because thou art 
an austere man: thou takest up that 
thou layedst not down, and reapest that 
thou didst not sow. 

22 And he saith unto him, Out of thine 
own mouth will I judge thee, thou 
wicked servant. Thou knewest that I 
was an austere man, taking up that 1 
laid not down, and reaping that I did 
not sow : 

23 Wlierefore then gavest not thou my 
money into the bank, that at my coming 
I might have required mine own with 
usury? 

24 And he said unto them that stood 
by. Take from him the pound, and give 
it to him that hath ten pounds. 

25 (And they said unto him. Lord, he 
hath ten pounds.) 

26 For I say unto you, ^ That unto every 
one which hath shall be given ; and from 
him that hath not, even that he hath 
shall be taken away from him. 

27 But those mine enemies, which would 
not that I should reign over them, bring 
hither, and slay them before me. 

28 H And when he had thus spoken, -^he 
went before, ascending up to JerusalenL 

29 And it came to pass, ^when he was 
come nigh to Bethphage and Bethany, 
at the mount called the mount of OUves, 
he sent two of his disciples, 

30 Saying, Go ye into the village over 
against you; in the which at your enter- 
ing ye shall find a colt tied, whereon yet 
never man sat: loose him, and bring 
him hither. 

31 And if any man ask you. Why do ye 
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loose him? thus shall ye say unto him, 
Because the Lord hath need of him. 

32 And they that were sent went their 

way, and found even as he had said unto 
them- , , 

33 And as they were loosing the colt, 

the owners thereof said unto them, Why 
loose ye the colt? , , , 

34 And they said. The Lord hath need 

of him. , _ 

35 And they brought him to Jesus: 
^and they cast their garments upon the 
colt, and they set Jesus thereon. 

36 And as he went, they spread their 
clothes in the way. 

37 And when he was come nigh, even 
now at the descent of the mount of 
Olives, the whole multitude of the dis- 
ciples began to rejoice and praise God 
with a loud voice for all the mighty 
works that they had seen ; 

38 Saying, Blessed be the King that 
cometh in the name of the Lord; “peace 
in heaven, and gloiy in the highest. 

39 '’And some of the Pharisees from 
among the multitude said unto him. 
Master, rebuke thy disciples. 

40 And he answered and said unto 
them, I tell you that, if these should 
hold their peace, the stones would im- 
mediately cry out. 

41 t And when he was come near, he 
beheld the ci^, and wept over it, 

42 Saying, if thou hadst known, even 
thou, at least in this thy day, the things 
'which belong unto thy peace I but now 
they are hid from thine eyes. 

43 Por the days shall come upon the^ 
that thine enemies shall f cast a trench 
about thee^ and compass thee round, and 
keep thee in on every side, . 

44 And ^ shall lay thee even with the 
ground, and thy cliildren within thee; 
and ^tney shall not leave in thee one 
stone upon another : because thou knew- 
est not the time of thy ^visitation. 

45 And he went into the temple, and 

began to cast out them that sold therein, 
and them that bought ; . 

46 Saying unto them. It is^tten, *My 
house IS thelhouse of prayer fl but ye have 
made it a den of thieves. 

47 And he taught daily in the temple. 
But the chief pnests and the scribes and 
the (^ef of the people sought to destroy 
him, 

48 And could not find what they might 
do : for all the people i were very attentive 
tohearhhn. 

CHAPTEE 20 
JP AND it came to pass, thoA on one of 
those days, as he taught the people 
in the temple, and preached the gospel, 
the chief priests and the scribe came 
upon him with the elders, 

2 And spake unto him, saying, Ten us, 
by what authority doest thou ^ese thii^l 
or who is he that gave thee this authority? 
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3 And he answered and said unto them. 

1 will also ask you one thing; and 
answer me : . _ , . . 

4 The baptism of John, was it from 
heaven, or of men? 

5 And they reasoned with themselves, 
saying, If we shall say. From heaven ; he 
will say, Why then believed ye him not? 

6 But and if we say. Of men ; all the 
people will stone us: “for they be per- 
suaded that John was a prophet. 

7 And they answered, that they could 
not teU whence it wets. 

8 And Jesus said unto them. Neither 
tell I you by what authority I do these 

9 tSu began he to speak to the people 
this parable ; ® A certain man planted a 
vineyard, and let it forth to husbandmen, 
and went into a far country for a long 
time. 

10 And at the season he sent a servant 
to the husbandmen, that they should give 
him of the fruit of the vineyard : but the 
husbandmen heat hinij and sent Mm 
away empty. 

11 And again he sent another servant ; 
and they beat him also, and entreated him 
shamefully, and sent him away empty. 

12 And again he sent a third : and they 
wounded him also, and cast him out. 

13 Then said the lord of the vineyaxd. 
What shall I do ? I will send my beloved 
son : it may be they will reverence him 
when they see him. 

14 But when the husbandmen saw mm, 
they reasoned among theniselves,,saying. 
Tins is the heir : come, let us kill mm, 
that the inheritance may be ours. 

15 So they cast him out of the vineya^ 
and killed him. "What therefore shall the 
lord of the vineyard do unto them ? 

16 He shall come and destroy these hus- 

bandmen, and shall give the vineyard to 
others. And when they heard if, they 
said, God forbid. . , 

17 And he beheld them, and said, What 
is this then that is written, *The stone 
which the builders rejected, the same is 
become the head of the corner? 

18 Whosoever shall fall upon that stone 
shall be broken ; but on whomsoever it 
shall fall, it will grind him to powder. 

19 IF And the chief priests and the scribes 
the same hour "sought to lay hands on 
him; and they feared the people: for 
they perceived that he had spoken this 
parable a^nst them. 

20 ® Ancf they watched and sent 
forth spies, which should feign themselves 
just men, that they might take hold of 
his wor(fe that so they might deliver 
him unto the power and authority of 
®the governor. 

21 And they asked him, sa 3 ring. Master, 
we know that thou sayest and teachest 
rightly, neither acceptest thou the person 
of any, but teachest the way of God 
^truly : 
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22 Is it lawful for us to give tribute 
unto Caesar, or no? 

23 But he perceived their craftiness, and 
said unto them, Why tempt ye me? 

24 Shew me a “penny. Wliose image 
and superscrii)tion hath it? They an- 
swered and said, Caesar’s. 

25 And he said unto them, Bender 
therefore unto Caesar the things which 
be Caesar’s, and unto God the things 
which be God’s. 

26 And they could not take hold of 
his words before the people: and they 
marvelled at his answer, and held their 
peace. 

27 H Then came to him certain of the 
Sadducees, which deny that there is any 
resurrection ; and they asked him, 

28 Sa3nng, Master, Moses wrote unto us, 
<*If any man’s brother die, having a wife, 
and he die without cliildren, that his 
brother should take his wife, and raise 
up seed unto his brother. 

29 There were therefore seven brethren ; 

and the first took a wife, and died without 
children. | 

30 And the second took her to wife, and 
he died childless. 

31 And the third took her ; and in like 
manner the seven also : and they left no 
children, and died. 

32 Last of all the woman died also. 

33 Therefore in the resurrection whose 
wife of them is she? for seven had her to 
wife. 

34 And Jesus answering said unto them, 
The children of this world marry, and are 
given in marriage : 

35 But they which shall be ^ accounted 
worthy to obtain that worldj and the re- 
surrection from the dead, neither many, 
nor are given in marriage: 

36 Neither can they cue any more : for 
they are equal imto the angels ; and are 
the children of God, being the children 
of the resurrection. 

37 Now that the dead are raised, even 
Moses shewed at the busk when he 
calleth the Lord ^the God of Abraham, 
and the God of Isaac, and the God of 
Jacob. 

38 For he is not a God of the d^id, hut 
of the living : for "‘all live unto him. 

39 1 Then certain of the scribes answer- 
ing said. Master, thou hast well said. 

40 And after that ®they durst not ask 
him any question at all. 

41 *And he said imto them. How say 
they that Christ is David’s son? 

42 And David himself saith in the book 
of Psalms, 

liord. Sit thoiTonmy 

43 Till I make thine enemies thyfootc. 
stool. 

' 44 David therefore calleth him Lord, 
how is he then his son ? 

45 IT Then in the audience of all the 
t)eople‘he said unto his disciples, 

46 Beware of the scribes, which desire 
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to walk in long robes, and love greetings 
in the marked and the highest seats m 
the synagogue^ and the chief rooms at 

47 Which devour widows’ houses, and 
for a shew make long prayers : the same 
shall receive greater damnation. 

CHAPTEE 21 

AND he looked up, *and saw the rich 
jt\. men casting their gifts into the 
treasury. . 

2 And he saw also a certam poor widow 
casting in thither two “mites. 

3 And he said, Of a truth I say unto 
you, that this poor widow hath cast in 
more than they all: 

4 For all these have of their abundance 
cast in unto the offerings of God: but 
she of her penury hath cast in aU the 
living that sne had. 

5 “And as some spake of the temple, 
how it was adorned with goodly stones 
and gifts, he said, 

6 As for these things which ye behold, 
the days will come, m the which /there 
shall not be left one stone upon another, 
that shall not be tlirown down. 

7 And they asked him, saying, Master, 
but when shall these thmgsbe? and what 
sign will there he when these things shall 
come to pass ? 

8 And he said, Take heed that ye be not 
deceived: ^for many shall come in my 
name, saying, I am Christ; ^and the 
time drawetn near : go ye not therefore 
after them. 

9 But when ye shall hear of wars and 
commotions, be not terrified : for these 
things must first come to pass ; but the 
end is not ^by and by. 

10 Then said he unto thepi. Nation shall 
rise a^inst nation, and kingdom against 
kmgdom : 

^And great earthquakes shall he in di- 
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there be from heaven. 

12 But before all these, ^ th ey shall lav 
theif'^Eands on you, and persecute you.

' "I4“'SSfne it therefore in your hearts, 
not to “^meditate before what ye shall 
answer: 

15 For I will give you *'a mouth and 
wisdom, which all your adversaries shall 
not be able to gainsay nor resist. 

16 And ye shall be betrayed both by 
parents, and brethren, and kinsfolks, and 
friends ; and some of you shall they cause 
to be put to death. 

17 Aid ye shall be hated of all ram for 
my name’s sake, 

18 But “ there shall not an hair of your 
head perish. 
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19 la your “patience possess ye your 
souls. 

20 And when ye shall see Jerusalem 
“compassed with armies, then know that 
<^the desolation thereof is nigh. 

21 Then let them which are in Judaea 
flee to the mountains; and let them 
which are in the midst of it depart out ; 

® and let not them that aie in the countries 
enter thereinto. 

22 For these be the days of vengeance, 
that all things * which are written may 
be fulfilled 

23 But woe unto them that are with 
child, and to them that give suck, in 
those days! for there shall be great 
distress in the land, and wrath upon 
this people. 

24 And they shall fall hy the edge of the 
sword, and shall be led away captive 
into all nations : and Jerusalem shall be 
* trodden down of the Gentiles, « until 
the times of the Gentiles he fulfilled. 

25 1 And there shall he signs in the sun, 
and in the moon, and in the stars ; and 
upon the earth distress of nations, with 
perplexity; the sea and the waves roaring; 

26 Men s hearts failing them for fear, 
and for looking after those things which 
are coming on the earth : for the powers 
of heaven shall be shaken, 

27 And then shall they see the Sou of 
man coming in a cloud with power and 
great glorj'. 

28 And when these things begin to come 
to pass, then look up, and lift up your 
heads ; for your redemption drawethnigh. 

29 And he spake to them a paiable; 
Behold the fig tree, and all the trees ; 

30 When they now shoot forth, ye see 
and know of your own selves that sum- 
mer is now nigh at hand. 

31 So likewise ye, when ye see these 
things come to pass, know ye that the 
kingdom of God is nigh at hand. 

32 V erily I say unto you, This generation 
shall not pass away, till all be fulfilled. 

33 Heaven and earth shall pass away: 
but my words shall not pass away 

31 1i And take heed to yourselves, lest 
at any time your hearts be overcliarged 
with surfeiting, and drunkenness, and 
cares of the life, and so that day ^ come 
upon you unawares. 

For as a snare shall it come on all 
them that dwell on the face of the whole 
earth. 

36 ‘Watch ye therefore, and *pray 
always, that ye may be accounted worthy 
to escape all these things that shall come 
to pass, and ® to stand before the Son of 
man. 

37 And in the day time he was "teaching 
in the temple ; and at night he went out 
and ^abode in the mount that is called 
the mount of Olives. 

38 And all the people came early in the 
morning to him in the temple, for to 
hear him. 
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CHAPTER 22 

OW ^the feast of unleavened bread 
drew nigh, which is called the Pass- 
ive!. 

2 And the chief priests and scribes 
sought how they might kill him; for 
they feared the people. 

3 H /Then entered ^ Satan into Judas 
surnamed Iscariot, being of the number 
of the twelve. 

4 And he went his way, and commimed 
with the chief priests and » captains, how 
he might betray him unto them, 

5 And they were glad, and covenanted 
to give liim money. 

6 And he promised, and sought oppor- 
tunity to betray him unto them ^in the 
absence of the multitude. 

7 IF /Then came the day of unleavened 
bread, when the passover must be killed. 

8 And he sent Peter and John, saying, 
Go and prepare us the passover, that we 
may eat. 

9 And they said unto him, Where wilt 
thou that we prepare ? 

10 And he said unto them. Behold, 
when ye are entered into the city, there 
shall a man meet you, bearing a pitcher 
of water; follow him into the house 
where he entereth in. 

11 And ye shall say unto the goodman 
of the house, The Master saith unto thee, 
Where is the guestchamber, where I shall 
eat the passover with my disciples ? 

12 And he shall shew you a liirge upper 
room furnished : there make ready. 

13 And they went, and found as he had 
said unto them : and they made ready 
the passover. 

14 And when the hour was conie^ ”*he 
sat doivn, and the twelve apostles with 
him. 

15 And he said unto them, ® With desire 
I have desired to eat this passover with 
you before I sufier : 

16 For I say unto you, I will not any 
more eat thereof, “until it be fulfilled 
“in the kingdom of God. 

17 And he took the cup, and jgave 
thanks, and said. Take this, and divide 
it among youiselves: 

18 For ^ I s:w unto you, I will not drink 
of the fruit of the vine, until the kingdom 
of God shall come. 

19 II '"And he took bread, and gave 
thanks, and brake it, and gave unto 
them, saying, This is my body which is 
given for you : “this do m remembrance 
of me. 

"20 Likewise also the^^cup after supper, 
saying, This cup is the new testament in 
my blood, which is shed for you. 

21 1 But, behold, *tlie liana of him that 
betray eth me is with me on the table. 

22 And truly the Son of man goeth, as 
it was determined : but woe unto that 
man by whom he is betrayed 1 

23 And they began to inquire among 
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themselves, which of them, it was that 
should do this tiling. 

24 Ti * And tliere was also a strife among 
them, which of them should be accounted 
the greatest. ^ . i 

^ ^And he said unto them, The kings ] 
of the Gentiles exercise lordship oyer 
them ; and they that exercise authority 
upon them are called benefactors. 

26 But ye &ka\l not he so : <^but he that 
is greatest among you, let him be as the 
younger; and he that is chief, as /he 
that doth serve. 

27 For whether is greater, he that 
sitteth at meat, or he that serveth? is 
not he that sitteth at meat? but I am 
among you as he that serveth. 

28 Ye are they which have continued 
with me in ^ my temptations. 

29 And I appoint unto you * a kingdom, 
as my Father hath appointed ^to me ; 

30 That ^ye may eat and drink at my 
table in my kingdom, and ^ sit on thrones 
-"'^~ing the twelve tribes of Israel. 


31^ And the Lord said, Simon, Simon, 
behold, "'Satan hath desired to have you, 
tiiat he may sift you as wheat : 

32 But "I have prayed for thee, that 
ihy faith fail not ; and when thou art 

converted, * strengthen thy brethren. 1 

33 And he said unto him, ^ Lord, 1 am 
ready to go with thee, both mto prison, 
and ^ to death. 

34 « And he said, I tell thee, Peter, the 
cock shall not crow this day, before that 
thou shalt thrice deny that thou knowest 

^ And he said unto theim ^'Wlien I 
sent you without * purse, and scnp, and 
shoes, lacked ye any thing? And they 
saidjiTothing. 

36 Then said he unto them, But now, 
he that hath a purse, let him take 2 ?, and 
likewise his scrip : and he that hath no 
sword, let him sell his garment, and buy 

^37 For I say unto you, that this that is 
written must yet be accomplished in me, 

^ And he was reckoned among the trans- 

f ressors : for the tilings concerning me 
have an end, 

38 And they said, Lord, behold, here 
are two swords. And he said unto them. 
It is enough. 

39 *And he came out, and went, as 
he was wont, to the mount of Olives; 
and his disciples also followed him. 

40 And /when he was at the place, he 
said unto them. Pray that ye enter not 
into temptation. 

41 And he was withdrawn from them 
about a stone’s cast, and kneeled down, 

42 ^aymg,* Father, if thou be ^willing, 
remove this cup from me: nevertheless 
not my will, but thine, be done. 

43 And there appeared an angel unto 
him from heaven, strengthening liim. 

44 And being in an agony »he prayed 
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more earnestly: and Ws sweat was as it 
were great drops of blood f allin g down 
to the ground. 

45 And when he rose up from prayer 
and was come to his disciples, he found 
them sleeping for son-ow, 

46 And said unto them. Why sleep ye? 
rise and ®pray, lest ye enter into tempta- 

47 ® And while he yet spake, behold a 
multitude, and he that was called J udaa 
one of the twelve, went before them, and 
drew near unto Jesus to kiss him. 

48 But Jesus said unto him, Judas, 

betrayest thou the Son of man with a 
Idss? , , . V. 

49 When they which were about mm 
saw what would follow, they said unto 
birn, Lord, shall we smite ^with the 
sword? 

50 H And one of them smote the servant 
of the high priest, and cut off his right 
lar. 

51 And Jesus answered and said. Suffer 

ye thus far. And he ^touched his ear, 
and healed him. , ^ ^ 

52 Then Jesus said unto the chief 
priests, and ‘’captains of the temple, 
and the elders, which were come ^ to 
him, Be ye come out, as against a thief, 
with swords and staves ? 

53 Wlien I was daily with you m the 
temple, ye stretched forth no hands 

Lgainst me : but tliis is “ your hour, and 
'the power of darkness. 

54 1! “’Then took they him, and led him, 
and brought him into the high priest’s 
house. ^And Peter followed afar off. 

55 ‘^And when they had kindled a fire 
in the midst of the *hall, and were set 
down together, Peter sat down among 
them. 

56 But a certain maid beheld him as he 

sat by the tire, and earnestly looked upon 
him, and said, This man was also with 
liim. , . ^ 

57 And he denied him, saymg, w oman, 
I know him not. 

58 And after a little while another saw 
him, and said. Thou art also of them. 
And Peter said. Man, 1 am not. 

59 And about the soace of one hour after 

another confidently affirmed, sa,ying,. Of 
a truth this fellow also was with him : 
for he is a GalLlaean. , . 

60 And Peter said, Man, I know not 
what thou sayest. And immediately, 
while he yet spake, the cock crew. 

61 And the Lord turned, and looked 

upon Peter. And Peter remembered the 
word of the Lorct how he had said unto 
him, ^Before tl^'yilock crow, thou shalt 
deny me thrice. , ^ 

62 And Peter went out, and wept bit- 

’^And the men that held Jesus 
mocked him, and smote him. 

64 And when they had blindfolded hiim 
they struck him on the face, and asked 
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him, saying* Prophesy, who is it that 
smote thee? 

65 And many other things 'blasphe- 
mously spake they agai^t him. 

66 H And as soon as it was day, the 
elders of the people and the chief priests 
and the scribes came together, and led 
him into their council, saying, 

67 Art thou the Christ? tell us. And 
he said unto them. If I tell you, ye will 
not believe: 

68 And if I also ask y(m» ye wiU not e- 

answer me, nor let me go. 

69 Hereafter shall the Son of man ^sit 

on the right hand of the power of God. d He. i. s. 

70 Then said they all, Art thou then *ac. 3. w. 

**the Son of God? And he said unto ‘^Jn.i.49. 
them, ® Ye say that I am. '»Mt. 27 . 11 . 

71 And they said, "VVhat need we any 
further witness? for we ourselves have 
heard of his own mouth. 

/ver.4,14. 

CHAPTER 23 

AND ^the whole multitude of them 
arose, and led him unto Pilate. 

2 And they began to accuse him, saying, 

'W'e found this fellow perverting the 
nation, and ^forbidding to give tribute 

to Ca^r, saying ^that he himself is ch.m 2 o.’ 
Christ a h^g. * Jn. la 32 , 

3 And Pilate asked him, saying, Art 
thou the King of the Jews? And he lor, 
answered him and said. Thou sayest it. assented. 

4 Then said Pilate to the chief priests 
and to the people, find no fault in ^ 
this nian« 

5 And they were the more fierce, saying, * 

He stirreth up the people, teaching ja.iai 7 .’ 
throughout all Jewry, beginning from 
Galilee to this place. 

6 When Pilate heard of Galilee, he asked 
whether the man were a Galilaean. 

7 And as soon as he knew that he 
belonged unto ^Herod’s jurisdiction, he ^ch.ai. 
sent him to Herod, who himself also was 

at Jerusalem at that time. 

8 H And when Herod saw Jesus, he was 
exceeding glad : for he was desirous to 
see him of a long season, because he had 

heard many things of him ; and he hoped ^9- 

to have seen some miracle done hy him. 

9 Then he questioned with him in 

many words; but he answered him 
nothing. ” 

10 And the chief priests and scribes 
stood and vehemently accused him. 

11 And Herod with his men of war set * fs. 1 . s. 
him at nought, and mocked him, and 

* arrayed him in a gorgeous robe, and 4Mt.27.28.* 
sent him again to Pilate. ’’Me. sv.ss. 

12 IT And the same day Pilate and 

Herod were made friSia^ together : for 
before they were at enmiqr between _ 
themselves. ^ Or, The 

13 If And Pilate, when he had called 
together the chief priests and the rulers 

and the people, ! yer. ^ 

14 Said unto them. Ye have brou^t iS; 6 f 44 f‘ 
this man imto me, as one that perverteth » Ac. a 17. 


the people : and, behold, I, having exa- 
mined him before you, have found no 
fault in this man touching those things 
whereof ye accuse him : 

15 No, nor yet Herod : for I sent you to 
him ; and, lo, nothing worthy of death is 
done unto him. 

16 I will therefore chastise him, and 
release hitn. 

17 “(For of necessity he must release 
one unto them at the feast.) 

18 And they cried out ^ at once, 
saying. Away with this man, and release 
unto us Barabbas : 

19 (Who for a certain sedition made in 
the city, and for ® murder, was cast into 
prison.) 

20 Pilate therefore, willing to release 
Jesus, spake again to them. 

21 But they cried, saying. Crucify him, 
crucify him. 

22 And he said unto them /the third 
time, Why, what evil hath he done? I 
have found no cause of death in him : 
1 will therefore chastise hiiri, and let 
him go. 

23 And they were instant with loud 
voices, req^uiring that he might be cruci- 
fied. And the voices of them and of the 
chief priests prevailed. 

24 And Pilate igave sentence that it 
should be as they required. 

25 And he released unto them him that 
for sedition and murder was cast into 
prison, whom they had desired; but he 
delivered Jesus to their will. 

26 *And as they led him away, they 
laid hold upon one Simon, a Cyrenian, 
coming out of the country, and on him 
they laid the cross, that he might bear it 
after Jesus. 

27 If And there followed him a great 
company of people, and of women, which 
also bewailed and lamented him. 

^ But Jesus turning unto them said, 
Daughters of Jerusalem, weep not for 
me, but weep for yourselves, and for 
your children. 

29 For, behold, the days are coming, in 
the which they shall say, ^"Blessed are 
the barren, and the wombs that never 
bar& and the paps which never gave 
suck. 

30 "Then shall they begin to say to the 
mountains. Fall on us ; and to the hills, 
Cover us.^ 

31 For if they do these things in ®a 
geeu tree, -^what shall be done in the 

32 ’’And there were also two other, 
malefactors, led with him to be put to 
death. 

33 And when they were come to the 
place, which is called 2 Calvary, there 
they crucified him, and the malefactors, 
one on the right Hand, and the other on 
the left. 

34 If Then said Jesus, ‘Father. 
them ; for “they know not what they 
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And “they parted his raiment, and cast 
lots. , , , 

35 And *»the people stood beholding. 
And ® the rulers also with them derided 
Aim, saying. He saved others ; let him 
save hiraseif, if he be Christ, the chosen 
of God. 

36 And the soldiers also mocked him, 
coming to him, and ofiering him vinegar, 

37 And saying, If thou be the king of 
the Jews, save thyself. 

38 And a superscription also was written 
over him in letters of Greek, and Latin, 
and Hebrew, ’‘THIS IS l^HE KING 
OF THE JEWS. 

39 1 *And one of the malefactors which 
were hanged railed on him, saying. If 
thou be Christ, save thyself and us. 

40 But the other answering rebuked 
him, saying. Dost not thou fear God, 
seeing thou art in the same condem- 
nation? 

41 And we indeed justly : for we receive 
the due reward of our deeds: but this 
man hath done nothing amiss. 

42 And he said unto Jesus, Lord, re- 

member me when thou comest into thy 
kingdom. . _ 

43 And Jesus said unto him, ver^ 

I say imto thee, To day shalt thou be 
^th me in ”*paf£SRse. . , , ' 

44 And it was about the sixth hour, and 
there was a darkness over all the dearth 

the ninth hour. , , , 

45 And ®the sun was darkened, and 

^'the veil of the temple was rent in the 
midst. , . . , 

46 If And when Jesus had cried with 
a loud voice, he said, Father, ^into thy 
hands I commend my spirit : and having 
said thus, he gave up the ghost 

47 ‘Now when the centurion saw what 
was done, he glorified God, sa 3 dng. Cer- 
tainly this was a righteous man. 

48 And all the people that came together 

to that sight, benoldine the things which 
were done, “'smote their breasts, and 
returned. , , . . ^ 

49 And J'all his acquaintance, and 'the 
women that followed him from Galilee, 
stood afar off, beholding these things. 

60 t “And, behold, there was a man 
named Joseph, a counseller; and he 
was a good man, and a just : 

61 (The same had not consented to the 
counsel and deed of them;) he was of 
^imathsea, a city of the Jews: who 
also himself ^waited for the kingdom 
of God. 

62 This man went unto Pilate, and 
begged the body of Jesus. 

63 And he took it down, and wrapped 
it in linen, and laid it in a ^pulchre that 
was hewn in stone, ^wherein never man 
before was laid. 

64 And that day was ®the preparation, 
and the sabbath drew on, 

65 And /the women also, which came 
with him from Galilee, followed after, 
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and beheld the sepulchre, and how 
body was laid. 

56 And the 7 letumed, and pr^aim 
spices and omtments; and rested the 
sabbath day according to the command- 
ment. 

CHAPTEE 24 

XT OW ® upon the first day of the week, 
JL\ /very early in the morning, they 
came unto the sepulchre, bringing ^the 
spices which they had prepared, and 
certain others with them. 

2 Aid they found the stone rolled away 
from the sepulchre, 

3 And they entered im and found not 
the body of the Lord Jesus. 

4 And it came to pass, as they were 
much perplexed thereabout, behold, ^two 
*men stood by them in shining gar- 
ments: 

5 And as they were afraid, and bow^ 
down their faces to the earth, they smd 
unto them. Why seek ye ^the living 
among the dead? 

6 He is not here, but is risen : remember 
how he spake unto you ^when he was 
yet in Galilee, 

7 Saying, The Son of man must be 
delivered into the hands of sinful men, 
and be crucified, and the third day rise 


9 "And returned from the sepiSchre, 
and told all these things unto the eleven, 
and to all the rest. 

10 It was Mary * Magdalene, and ^Jo- 
anna, and Mary the mother of James, 
and other women that were with them, 
which told these things unto the apostles. 

11 And their words seemed to them as 
idle tales, and “they believed them not. 

12 “Then arose Peter, and ran unto the 
sepulchre ; and stooping down, he beheld 
the linen clothes laid by themselves, and 
departed, wondering in himself at that 
which was come to pass. 

13 IT And. heholdi ®two of them went 

that same day to a village called Enunaus, 
which was from Jerumem about three- 
score furlongs. , , , , 

14 And they talked together of all these 
things which had happened. 

15 And it came to pass, that, while 
they communed together' and reasoned, 
Jesus hims elf drew near, and went with 
them. 

16 But “their eyes were holden that they 
should not know him. 

17 And he said unto them, What 
manner of communications are these 
that ye have one to another, as ye walk, 
and are sad? 

18 And the one of them, whose name 
was Cleopas, answering said unto him. 
Art thou only a stranger in Jerusalem, 
and hast not known the things which 
are come to pass there in these d ays ? 

19 And he said unto them, What 
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things? And they said unto him. Con- 
cerning Jesus^of.^Maretiu which was 
a pro^eh in deed' and VotE 

before God ana aiT tlie people: ' ““ 

20 And how the chief priests and our 
rulers delivered him to be condemned 
to death, and have crucified him, 

21 But we trusted ®that it had been 
he which should have redeemed Israel : 
and beside all this, to day is the third 

since these things were done. 

^ Yea, and / certain women also of our 
company made us astonished, which 
were Nearly at the sepulchre; 

23 And when they found not his body, 
they camei, saying, that they had also 
seen vision of angels, which said that 
be was alive. 

24 And /certain of them which were 
with us went to the sepulchre, and found 
it even so as the women had said : but 
him they saw not. 

25 Then he said unto them, 0 fools, 
and slow of heart to believe all that the 
prophets have spoken : 

26 ” Ought not Christ to have suffered 
these things, and to enter into his glory? 

27 ^And beginning at ® Moses and ’‘all 
the prophets, he expounded unto them in 
all the scriptures the things concerning 
himself. 

28 And they drew nigh unto the village, 
whither they went: and he made as 
though he would have gone further. 

29 But they constrained him, saymg. 
Abide with us : for it is toward evening, 
and the day is far spent. And he went 
in to tarry with them, 

30 And it came to pass, as he sat at ; 
meat with them, *he took bread, and 
blessed it, and brake, and gave to them, j 

31 And ® their eyes were opened, and j 

they knew him; and he ^vanished out i 
of their sight. ; 

32 And they said one to another. Did i 
not our heart bum within us, while he i 
talked with us by the way, and while he 
opmed to us the scriptures ? 

33 And they rose up the same hour, I 
and returned to Jemsalem, ®and found ’ 
the eleven gathered together, and /them 
that were with them, 

34 Saying, The Lord is risen indeed, 
and /hath appeared to Simon. 

35 And they told what things were done 
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in the way, and how ^lie was known of 
them in breaking of bread. 

36 U ®And as they thus spake, Jesus 
himself stood in the midst of them, and 
saith unto them, Peace 6e unto you. 

37 But they were terrified and affrighted, 
and supposed that they had seen a spirit 

38 And he said unto them, Why are ye 
troubled? and why do thoughts arise m 
your hearts? 

39 Behold my hands and my feet, that 
it is I myself : ^handle me, and see ; for 
a spirit hath not flesh and bones, as ye 
see me have. 

40 And when he had thus spoken, he 
shewed them his hands and his feet. 

41 And wliile they yet believed not for 
jew, and wondered, ne said unto them, 
"Have ye here any meat? 

42 And they gave him a piece of a 
broiled fish, and of an honeycomb. 

43 And he took itf and ^did eat before 
them. 

44 And he said unto them, These are 
the words which I spake unto you, while 
1 was yet with you, that all things must 
be fulfilled, which were written m ®the 
law of Moses, and m ®the prophets, and 
■ “ *the psalms, concerning me. 

'“ 'hen op ened he their 


tures, ■ 

'■46~Ahd said unto them, Thus it is 
written, and thus Ut behoved Christ to 
suffer, and to rise from the dead the 
third day : 

47 And that repentance and “remission 
of sins should be preached in his name 
’'among all nations, “’beginning at Jeru- 
salem. 

48 And ^ye are witnesses of these things. 

49 H And, behold, I send “tlie promise 
of my Father upon you : but tarry ye in 
the city of J erusalem, * until ye be endued 
with ® power from on high. 

50 H And he led them out far as 
to Bethany, and he lifted up his hands, 
and blessed them. 

; 51 And it came to pass, while he blessed 
them, he was parted from them, and 
^ carried up into heaven. 

I 52 And they ^worshipped him, and re- 
turned to J erusalem * with great joy : 

I 53 And were continually *in the temple, 

' praising and blessing God. Amen.

CHAPTER 1 

the beginning was °the “Word, and

2 The same was in the beginning with 
God. 
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3 “All things were made hy him; and 
without him was not any thing made 
that was made. 

4 /In him was life; and ^the life was 
the light of men. 

6 Arid ^the light shineth in dark- 
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ness ; and the daikness comprehended it 
not. ^ , 

6 H There Tras a man “sent from God, 
whose name was * J ohn. 

7 The same came for a witness, to bear 
witness of the Light, that all wen through 
him might believe. 

8 He was not that Light, but was sent 
to bear witness of that Light. 

9 That was the true Ligh^ which light- 
eth every man that cometh into the world. 

10 He was in the world, and "the world 
wasinade by him, and the world knew 
him not. 

11 He came unto ^his own, and his own 
received him not. 

12 Hut as many as received him, to 
them gave he ^power Ho become the 
sons 01 God, even to them that believe 
on his name : 

13 Which were bom, -^'not of blood, nor 
of the will of the flesh, nor of the wm of 
man. but of God. 

14 And Hhe Word ”^was made flesh, and 
dweit among us, (and we beheld "his 


cried, saying. This was he of whom 1 
spake, ®He that cometh after me is pre- 
ferred before me ; ’'for he was "before me. 

16 And of his Hulness have all we 
received, and grace for grace. 

17 For the law was given tor Moses, out 
“^ce and ®truth came by Jesus Christ. 

18 No man hath seen God at any time i 
*the only begotten Son, which is in ^the 
bosom of the Father, he hath declared 
him. 

19 ^ And this is the record of John, 
when the Jews sent priests and Levites 
from Jeru^em to ask him, Who art 
thou? 

20 And he confessed, and denied not ; 
but confessed, I am not the Clirist. 

21 And they asked him. What then? 

Art thou * Elias? And he saith, I am 
not. Art thou ®that prophet? And he 
answered. No. , ^ 

22 Then said they unto him. Who art 
thou? that we may give an answer to 
them that sent us. What sayest thou 
of tlwself? 

23 He said, I am ®the voice of one 
crying in the wilderness, Make straight 
the way of the Lord, as said the prophet 
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24 And they which were sent were of 
the Pharisees. 

25 And they asked him, and said unto 
him, Wlw baptizest thou then, if thou 
be not that Christ, nor Elias, neither 
that prophet? 

26 Jolm answered them, saying, 
baptize with water : but there standeth 
one among you, whom ye know not ; ^ 

27 He it is, who coming after me is 
prderred before me, whose ^oe’s latchet 
I am not worthy to unloose. 
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ST. JOHN i 

28 These things were done in Bethabaia 
beyond Jordan, where John was bap- 
tizing. 

29 H The next day John ^th Jesua 
coming unto him, and saith. Behold 
"the 3^mb of God, which itaketh away 
the sin of the world. ^ 

30 ^ This is he of whom I said, After me 
cometh a man which is preferred before 
me : for he was before me. 

31 And I knew him not : but that ho 
should be made manifest to Israel,/ there* 
fore am I come baptizing with water. 

32 And John bare record, saying, 
saw the Spirit descending from heaven 
like a dove, and it abode upon him. 

33 And I knew him not : but he that 
sent me to baptize with water, the same 
said imto me. Upon whom thou shalt 
see the Spirit descending, and remaining 
on liim, the same is *he which baptizeth 
with the Holy Ghost. 

34 And I saw, and bare record that this 
is ” the Son of God. 

35 t Again the next day after John 
stood, and two of liis disciples; 

36 And looking upon Jesus as he walked, 
he saith, ^Behmd the Lmnb of God I 

37 And the two disciples heard h i m 
speak, and they followed Jesus. 

38 Then Jesus turned, and saw them 
following, and saith unto them, What 
seek ye? They said unto him, Eabbi* 
(which is to say, being interpreted. 
Master,) where ^dwellest thou? 

39 He saith unto them. Come and see. 

They came and saw where he dwelt, and 
abode with him that day: for it was 
4about the tenth hour. , ^ , 

40 *One of the two which heard John 
speak, and followed him, was Andrew, 
Simon Peter’s brother. 

41 He first findeth his own brother 

Simon, and saith unto him, We have 
found the “Messias, which is, being in- 
terpreted, 5 the Christ. , ^ 

42 And he brought him to J esus. And 
when Jesus beheld him, he said, Thou 
art "Simon the son of Jona: thou shalt 
be called (Cephas, which is by inter- 
pretation, 7 A stone. 

43 H The day following Jesus would go 
forth into (Galilee, and findeth Philip, 
and saith unto him, Follow me. 

44 Now /Philip was of Bethsaida, the 
city of Andrew and Peter. 

45 Philip findeth Nathanael, and s^th 

unto him, We have found him, of whom 
* Moses in the law, and ^the prophets, 
did write, Jesus *of Nazareth, /the son 
of Joseph. , . , 

46 And Nathanael said unto him, * gm 
there any good thing come out of Na- 
zareth? Philip saith unto him, Come 
and see. 

47 Jesus saw 1 

and saith of 1 — , 

indeed, in whom is no guile 1 

48 Nathanael saith unto him, Whence 
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knowest thou me? Jesus answered and 
said unto him, Before that Philip called 
thee, when thou wast under the fig tree, 
1 saw thea 

49 Nathanael answered and saith unto 
him, RabhL thou art ®the Son of God; 
thou art ** the King of Israel 

50 Jesus answered and said unto him, 
Because I said unto thee, I saw thee 
under the fig tree, believest thou? thou 
shalt see greater things than these. 

51 And he saith unto him, Verily, verily, 
I say unto you, Hereafter ye shall see 
heaven open, and *the angels of God 
ascending and descending upon Hhe 
Son of man. 


CHAPTEE 2 

AND ^the third day there was a mar- 
J\. riage in ^Cana of Galilee; and the 
mother of Jesus was there : 

2 And both Jesus was called, and ®his 
disciples, to the marriage. 

3 And when they wanted wine, the 
mother of Jesus saith unto him, They 
have no wine. 

4 Jesus saith unto her, ® ‘Woman, what 
have Lto do with thee? ’"mine hour is 
not yet come. 

6 His mother saith unto the servants. 
Whatsoever he saith unto you, do it. 

6 And there were set there six water- 
pots of stone, after the manner of ^the 
purifying of the Jews, containing two or 
three firBns apiece. 

7 Jesus saith unto them. Pill the water- 
pots with water. And they filled them 
up to the brim. 

5 And he saith unto them, Draw out 
now, and bear unto the governor of the 
feast. And they hare it. 

9 Whea the ruler of the feast had tasted 
the water that was made wine, and knew 
not whence it was : (but the servants 
which drew the water knew ;) the gover- 
nor of the feast called the bridegroom, 

10 And saith unto him^ Every man at 
the heginning doth set forth good wine; 
and when men have well drunk, then 
that which is worse: hut thou hast kept 
the good wine until now. 

11 This beginning of miracles did Jesus 
in Cana of Galilee, and manifested forth 
® his glory; and his disciples believed on 

Tiim , 

12 IT After this he went down to Ca- 
pernaum, he, and his mother, and ®his 
brethren, and his disciples: and they 
continued there not many days. 

13 H And the Jews’ ‘^passovar was at 
hand, and J esus ® went up to J erusalem, 

14 / And found in the temple those that 
sold oxen and sheep and doves, and the 
changers of money sitting; 

15 And when he had made a scourge of 
small cords, he drove them all out of the 
temple, and the sheep, and the oxen; 
and poured out the changers’ money, 
and overthrew the tables; 
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16 And said unto them that sold doves, 
Take these things hence; make not ®my 
Father’s house an house of merchandise. 

17 And his disciples remembered that it 
was written, ^The zeal of thine house 
hath eaten me up. 

18 1 Then answered the Jews and said 
unto him, ®What sign shewest thou unto 
us, seeing that thou doest these things? 

19 Jesus answered and said unto them, 
Destroy /this temple, and in three days 

will raise it up. 

20 Then said the Jew^ Forty and six 
years was this temple in building, and 
wilt thou rear it up in three days? 

21 But he spake of /the temple of his 
body. 

22 When therefore he was risen from 
the dead, ^his disciples remembered that 
he had said this unto them; and they 
believed "the scripture, and the word 
which Jesus had said. 

23 IT Now when he was in Jerusalem 
at the passover, in the feast day, many 
believed in his name, when they saw 
^the miracles which he did. 

24 But Jesus did not commit himself 
unto them, because he knew all men, 

25 And needed not that any should 
testify of man : for *he knew what was 
in man. 

CHAPTEE 3 

rpHERE was a man of the Pharisees, 
JL named *^Nicodemus, ®a ruler of the 
Jews: 

2 The same came to Jesus by night, 
and said unto him, Eabbi, we know that 
thou art a teacher come from God: for 
no man can do “'these miracles that thou 
doest, except God be with him. 

3 Jesus answered and said unto him. 
Verily, verily, I say unto thee. Except a 
man *be bom i again, he cannot see the 
kingdom of God. 

4 Nicodemus saith unto him, How can 
a man be bom when he is old? can he 
enter the second time into his mother’s 
womb, and be bom? 

6 Jesus answered, Verily, verily, I say 
unto thee, Except a man be bom of 
^ water and of *the Spirit, he cannot 
enter into the kingdom of God. 

6 ^That which is bom of the flesh is 
flesh; and that which is bom of the 
Spirit is spirit. 

7 Marvel not that I said unto thee. Ye 
must be bom ^ again. 

8 The wind bloweth where it listeth, 
and thou hearest the sound thereof, but 
canst not tell -whence it cometk and 
whither it goeth : so is every one that is 
bom of the Spirit. 

9 Nicodemus answered and said imto 
him, ^How can these things be? 

10 Jesus answered and said unto him. 
Art thou a master of Israel and knowest 
not these thin^? 

1 11 Verily, verily, I say unto thee, We 
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30 ^He must increase, but I mttst de-

€peal£ that we do know, and “ testify that 
we have seen; and ye receive not our 

12 If I have told you earthly things, 
and ye believe not, how shall ye believe, 
if I tell you o/ heavenly things? 

13 And /no man hath ascended up to 
heaven, but ^he that came down from 
heaven, even the Son of man which is in 
heaven. 

14 IF And /as Moses lifted up the ser- 
pent in the wilderness, even so must the 
Son of man « be lifted up : 

15 That "‘whosoever believeth in him 
should not perish, but °have eternal life. 

16 1 ^lor^God so, loved _the woxhi, that 
he ®jgave^his **oiily begotten Son, that 
\®soevCT believeth in nim should npt 
perish, but have everlasting life. 

17 For *God sent not his Son into the 
world to condemn the world; ^but tlmt 
the world through him might be sav^. 

IS TF "He that believeth on him is not 
condenmed : but he that believeth not is 
condemned already, because he hath not 
believed in the name of the only begotten 
Son of God. 

19 And this is the condemnation, that 
*'light is come into the world, and men 
loved ®darlmess rather than light, because 
their deeds were evil 

20 For ® every one that doeth evil hateth 
the light, neither cometh to the light, 
lest his deeds should be i reproved, 

21 But he that doeth truth cometh to 
the light, that his deeds may be made 
manifest, that they are wrought in God. 

22 IF After these things came Jesus and 
his disciples into the land of Jud«a; 
and there he tarried with them, and 

baptized. 

23 a And John also was baptizing m 
.^on near to Salim, because there was 
much water there: and they came, and 
were baptized. 

24 For ^ John was notyetcast into prison. 

25 t Then there arose a question be- 
tween some of John’s disciples and the 
J ews about ^ purifying. 

26 And they came unto John, and said 
unto him- Babbi, he that was with thee 
^beyond Jordan, Ho whom thou barest 
witness, behold, the same baptizeth, and 
all men come to him. 

27 John answered and said, A man can 
2 receive nothing, except it be given him 
from heaven. 

28 Ye yourselves bear me witness, that 
I said, *I am not the Christ, but Hbat I 
am sent before him. 

29 He that hath the bride is “the 
bridegroom : but ” the friend of the bride- 
groom, which standeth and heareth him, 
rejoiceth greatly because of the bride- 
errnnTn’e 'rninpi ? this my joy therefore is 
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all: ®he that is of the earth is earthly, 
and roeaketii of tlie earth: he that 
comeui from heaven is above alL 

32 And what he hath “seen and «^heard, 
that he testifieth; and "“no man receiveth 
his testimony. 

33 He that hath received his testimony 
^ hath set to his seal that *God is true. 

34 For he whom God hath sent speaketh 
the words of God: for God giveth not 
the Spirit by measure unto him. 

35 *The Father loveth the Son, and 
hath given all things into his hand. 

36 "He that believeth on the Son hath 
everlasting life : and he that believeth 
not the Son shall not see life; but the 
wrarii of God abidetb. on him. 

CHAPTER 4 

TXT'HEiiT therefore the Lord knew how 
Y Y the Pharisees had heard that Jesus 
made and “baptized more disciples than 
John, 

2 (Though Jesus himself baptized not, 
but his disciples.) 

3 He left Judsea, and departed® again 
into Galilee. 

4 And he must needs go throu^ Sa- 
maria. 

5 Then cometh he to a city of Samaria, 
which is called Sychar, near to the parcel 
of ground ^ that Jacob gave to his son 
Joseph. 

6 blow Jacob’s well was there. Jesus 
therefore, being wearied with his journey, 
sat thus on the well : and it was about 
®the sixth hour. 

7 There cometh a woman of Samaria to 
draw water: Jesus saith unto her, Give 
me to drink. 

8 (For his disciples were gone away 
unto the citg^ to buy meat.) 

9 Then saith the woman of Samaria 
unto him. How is it that thoi^ being a 
Jew, askest drink of me, which am a 
woman of Samaria? for /the Jews have 
no dealings with the Samaritans. 

10 Jesus answered and said unto her, If 
thou knewest the gift of God, and who it 
is that saith to thee. Give me to drink; 
thou wouldest have asked of him, and he 
would have given thee /living water. 

11 The woman saith unto him. Sir, 
thou hast nothing to draw with, and the 
well is deep: from whence then hast 
thou that living water? 

12 Art thou greater than our father 
Jacob, which gave us the well, and drank 
thereof hims^, and his children, and 
his cattle? 

13 Jesus answered and said unto her. 
Whosoever drinketh of this water shall 
thirst again : 

14 But ® whosoever drinketh of the water 
that I shall give him shall never thirst: 
but the water that I shall give him «ball 
be in him a well of water springing up 
into * everlasting life. 

15 The woman saith unto him, 'Sir, 
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give me this water* that I thirst not, 
neither come liither to draw. “ 

16 Jesus saith unto her, Go, call thy 

husband, and come hither. &ver. 5.a 

17 The woman answered and said, 1 
have no husband. Jesus said unto her, 

Thou hast well said, I have no husband : 

18 For thou hast had five husbands; 
and he whom thou now hast is not thy 
husband: in that saidst thou truly. 

19 The woman saith unto him, Sir, I 

perceive that thou art prophet. , «ch. 6 .i 4 

20 Our fathers worshipped in ^this 4 06 . 12 . 6,7 
mountain ; and ye say, that m ® J erusalem g t 

is the place where men ought to w’orship. dcu. ii. 29. 

21 Jesus saith unto her, Woman, believe Jos. 8 .^. 

me, the hour cometh, ^when ye shall jS* 414 
neither in this mountain, nor yet at ir^aLi. 11 . 
Jerusalem, worsliip the Father. 1 Tim. 2 . 8 . 

22 Ye worship ^ye know not what: we 

know what we worsliip : *for salvation is ' 

of the Jews. , , . {Mt.ia 67. 

23 But the hour cometh, and now is, 4 5 " 
when the true w'orshippers shall worship i 

the Father in “spirit and in ® truth: for »nch.2.23

25 The woman saith unto him,, I know ^ Or, 
that ^Messias cometh, wliich is cdled 

Christ : when he is come, '^he wrill tell us ? ch. 1 . 41 .

26 Jesus saith unto her, I that speak 
unto thee am he, 

27 If And upon this came his disciples, 

and marvelled that he talked with the 'Mt 12 . 3 a 
woman: yet no man said. What seekest 
thou? or, Why talkest thou with her? 

28 The woman then left her waterppt, 
and went her way into the city, and saith 

*29 C(^a*see a man, * which told me *ver. 17 , 3 a 
all things that ever I did: is not tliis the 
Clirist? 

30 Then they went out of the city, and 

came unto him. , , 

31 H In the mean while his disciples 

prayed him, saying. Master, “eat. ver.as. 

32 But he said unto them, I have meat 
to eat that ye know not of. 

33 Therefore said the disciples one to 
another, Hafii any man brought him 
ought to eat? 

34 Jesus saith unto them. My meat is 

®to do the will of him that sent me, and "ch. 6^ 
to finish his work. » cii. 5 . se 

35 Say not ye. There are yet four & 17 . 4 . 
months, and then cometh harvest? be- *ch. 2 . 11 . 
hold, I say unto you, Lift up your eyes,

36 And he that reapeth receiveth wages, 

and gathereth fmit unto life eternal: 
that both *he that soweth and “he that a 
reapeth may rejoice together.

bestowed no labour : other men laboured, 
and “ye are entered into their labours. 

39 t And many of the Samaritans of 
*that city believed on him for the saying 
of the woman, which testified. He told 
me all that ever I did. 

40 So when the Samaritans were come 
unto him, they besought him that he 
would tarry with them: and he abode 
there two days. , ,, 

41 And many more beheved because of 
his o^vn word ; 

42 And said unto the woman, Now we 

believe, not because of thy saying ; for 
we have heard him ourselves, and know 
that tMs is indeed the Christ, /the 
Saviour of the world. , , , 

43 If Now after *two days he departed 
thence, and went into Galilee. 

44 For Jesus himself testified, f that a 
prophet hath no honour in his own 
country. 

45 Then when he was come into Galilee, 

the Galilseans ^receivedhim, having seen 
all the things that he did at Jerusalem 
at the feast: for they also went unto the 
feast. . 

46 So Jesus came again mto ^Cana of 
Galilee, where he m^e the water wine. 
And there was a certain 1 nobleman, 
whose son was sick at Capernaum. 

47 When he heard that Jesus was come 

out of Judjea into Galilee, he went unto 
him, and besought him tliat he would 
come down, and heal his son : for he was 
at the point of death. ^ 

48 Then said Jesus unto him, * Except 
ye see signs and wonders, ye will not 
believe. 

49 The nobleman saith unto him, Sir, 
come down ere my child die. 

50 Jesus saith unto him, 60 thy way: 
thy son liveth. And the man believed 
the word that Jesus had spoken unto 
him, and he went his way. 

61 And as he was now goin§ down, his 
servants met him, and told him, saying, 
Thy son liveth. 

52 Then inquired he of them the hour 
when he began to amend. And they 
said unto him. Yesterday at the seventh 
hour the fever left him. 

53 So the father knew that it was at the 
same hour, in the which Jesus said unto 
him. Thy son liveth: and himself be- 
lieved, and his whole house. 

54 *This is again the second miracle 
that Jesus did, when he was come out of 
Judaea into Galilee. 

CHAPTER 5 

AFTER this there was a feast of the 
Jews; and Jesus went up to Jeru- 
salem.

CHAPTEB 6 

AFTER these things ® J esus went over 
the sea of Galilee, which is the sea 
of Tiberias. 

2 And a great multitude followed him, 
because they saw his miracles wliich he 
did on them that were diseased. 

3 And Jesus went up into /a mountain, 
and there he sat with his disciples. 

4 And ^the passover, a feast of the 
Jews, was nigh. 

5 H when Jesus then lifted up his eyes, 
and saw a great company come unto 
him, he saith unto * Philip, Whence shall 
we buy bread, that these may eat? 

6 And this he said to prove him: for he 
himself knew what he would do. 

7 Ptdlip answered him. Two hundred 

pennyworth of bread is not sufficient for 
them, that every one of them may take a 
little. , ^ 

8 One of his disciples, ^ Andrew, Simon 
Peter’s brother, saith unto him, 

9 There is a lad here, which hath five 
barley loaves, and two small fishes : but 
what are they among so many ? 

10 And Jesus said, Make the men sit 
down. Kow there was much grass m 
the place. So the men sat down, m 
number about five thousand. 

11 And Jesus took the loaves ; ^d when 
he had " given thanks, he ffistributed to 
the disciples, and the disciples to them 
that were set down ; and likewise of the 
fishes as much as they would. 

12 When they were filled, he said unto 
his disciples. Gather up the fragments 
that remain, that nothing be lost. 

13 Therefore they gathered them toge- 

ther, and filled twelve baskets with the 
fragments of the five barley loaves, which 
remained over and above unto them that 
Imd eaten. , _ 

14 Then those men, when they h^ seen 

the miracle that Jesus did, said, This is 
of a truth ’’that prophet that should 
come into the world. . 

15 H ‘When Jesus therefore perceived 
that they would come and take him by 
force, to make him a king, he departed 
again into a mountain hiinself alone. 

16 And when even was 7U>w come, his 
disciples went down unto the sea, 

17 And entered into a ship, and went 
over the sea to-ward Capernaum. And 
it was now darlc, and Jesus was not 
come to them. 

18 And the sea arose by reason of a 
great wind &at blew. 

19 So when they had rowed about “five 
and twenty or tnirty ^furlongs, they see 
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Jesus walking on the sea, and drawing 
nigh unto the ship : and they were afraid. 

20 But he saith unto them. It is I; be 

not afraid. . . 

21 Then they willingly received him mto 
the ship: and immediately the ship was 
at the land whither they went. 

22 H The day following, when the people 
which stood ^^on the other side of the sea 
saw that there was none other boat there, 
save that one whereinto his disciples were 
entered, and that Jesus went not with his 
disciples into the boat, but that his disci- 
ples were gone away alone : 

23 (Howbeit there came other boats from 
Tiberias ni^ unto the place where they 
did eat bread, after that the Lord had 
given t ha n ks :) 

24 When the people therefore saw, that 
Jesus was not tnere, neither his disciples, 
they also took shipping, and came to 
Capernaum, seeking for Jesus. 

25 And when they had found him on 
the other side of the sea, they said unto 

Eabbi, when earnest thou hither ? 
ao o esus answered them and said, V erily, 
verily, T say unto you. Ye seek me, not 
because ye saw the miracle^ but because 
ye did eat of the loaves, and were filled. 

27 1 Labour not for the meat which 
perisheth, but for that meat which 
endureth unto everlasting life, which the 
Son of man shall give unto you: *for 
him hath God the Father * sealed. 

28 Then said they unto him. What shall 
we do, that we might work the works of 
God? 

29 Jesus answered and said unto them. 
This is the work of God, that ye believe 
on him whom he hath sent. 

30 They said therefore linto him, ® What 
sign she west thou then, that we may see, 
and believe thee? what dost thou work ? 

31 ^Our fathers did eat manna in the 
desert; as it is -written, ®He gave them 
bread from heaven to eat. 

32 Then Jesus said unto them, Verily, 
verily, I say unto you, Moses gave you 
not that bread from heaven; but my 
Father giveth you the true bread fron 
heaven. 

33 For the bread of God is he which 
cometh down from heaven, and giveth 
life unto the world. 

34 Then said they, unto him, 'Lord, 
evermore mve us this bread. 

35 And Jesus said unto them, I am 
“the bread of life: he that cometh to 
me shall never hunger; and "he that 
believeth on me shall never thirst. 

36 But I said unto you. That ye also 
have seen me, and believe not. 

37 * All that the Father giveth me shall 
come to me ; and him that cometh to me 
I will in no wis^cast out. 

38 For came down from heaven, not 
to do 'mine own will, but the will of 
him that sent me. 

39 And this is the Father’s will -which 
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hath se'it me, that of all -which he hath 
given me should lose no th i n g, but 
should raise it up again at the last day. 

40 And thi s, is the will of -him that sent 
me, that ‘dv'eiy one -^ch seeth the Son, 
and believeth on him, may have ever- 
lasting life ; and I Avill raise him up at 
the last d^. 

41 J^The Jews then murmured at him, 
because he said, I am the bread which 
came do^vn from heaven. 

42 And they said. Is not this Jesus, ^ the 
son of Joseph, whose father and mother 
we know? how is it then that he saith, I 
came do-vm from heaven ? 

43 Jesus therefore answered and said 
unto them, Murmur not among your-

45 It is written in the prophets, *And 
they shall be all taught of God. Every 
man therefore that hath heard, and hath 
learned of the Father, cometh unto me. 

46 "Not that any man hath seen the 
Father, save he which is of God, he hath 
seen the Father. 

47 Verily, verily, I say unto you, ®He 
that believeth on me hath everlasting li " 

48 *■! am that bread of life. 

49 Your fathers did eat manna in the 
wilderness, and are dead. 

50 This is the bread which cometh down 
from heaven, that a man may eat thereof, 
and not die. 

51 I am the living bread * which came 
down from heaven ; if any man eat of 
this bread, he shall live for ever : and 
“’the bread that I will give is my flesh, 
which ^I will give for the life of the world. 

62 The Jews therefore strove among 
themselves, saying. How can this man 
give us his flesh to eat? 

63 Then Jesus said unto them. Verily, 
verily, I say unto you. Except "ye eat the 
flesh of the Son of man, and drink his 
blood, ye have no life in you. 

64 Whoso eateth my flesh, and drinketh 
my blood, hath eternal life ; and I will 
raise him up at the last day, 

65 For my flesh is meat indeed, and my 
blood is drink indeed. 

66 He that eateth my flesh, and drinketh 

blood, ®dwelleth in me, and I in 

him. 

67 As the living Father hath sent me, 
and I live by the Father; so he that 
eateth me, even he shall live by me. 

68 This is that bread which came down 
from heaven : ®not as your fathers did eat 
manna, and are dead : he that eateth of 
this bread shall live for ever. 

69 These things said he in the synagogue, 
as he taught in / Capernaum. 

60 IVIany therefore of his disciples, when 
they had heard this^ said. This is an hard 
saying; who can hear it? 

^ When Jesus ^ knew in himself that 
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his disciples murmured at it, he said 
unto them, *Doth this ofiend you? 

62 " What and if ye shall see the Son of 
man **ascend up ^ where he was before ? 

6:^ It is the spirit thatquickeneth; the 
flesh protiteth nothing : the words that I 
speak unto you, they are spirit, and they 
are life. 

64 But there are some of you that believe 
not. For Jesus knew from the beginning 
who they were that believed not, and 
’^who should betray him. 

65 And he said, Therefore said I imto 
you, »that no man can come unto me, 
except it were given unto him of my 
Father. 

66 ^ From that time many of his disci- 

g les went back, and walked no more -with 
im. 

67 Then said Jesus unto the twelve, 
Will ye also go away? 

68 Then ^ Simon Peter answered him, 
Lord, to whom shall we go? thou hast 
""'the words of eternal life. 

39 *And we believe and are sure that 
thou art that Christ, "the Son of the 
living God. 

70 Jesus answered them, Have not 
chosen you twelve, and one of you is a 
devil? 

71 He spake of Judas Iscariot *the son 
of Simon: for he it was that should 
betray him, being one of the twelve. 

CHAPTER 7 

AFTER these things Jesus walked in 
jCX Galilee : for “he would not walk in 
J e-wry, “because the Jews sought to kill 
him. 

2 Now the Jews’ * feast of tabernacles 
was at hand. 

3 *His bretliren therefore said unto him, 
Depart hence, and go into Judsea, that 
thy disciples also may see the works that 
thou doest. 

4 For thei^e is no man that doeth any 
thing in secret, and he himself seeketh 
to be known openly. If thou do these 
things, shew thyself to the world. 

5 For neither did his brethren believe 
in him. 

6 Then Jesus said unto them, *My 
time is not yet come : but your time is 
alw^ ready. 

7 ‘^The world cannot hate you; but me 
it hatetk, because I testify of it, that the 
works thereof are evil. 

8 Go ye up unto this feast : I go not up 
yet unto this feast ; for my time is not 
yet full come. 

9 When he had said these words unto 
them, he abode still in Galilee. 

10 IT But when his brethren were gone 
up, then went he also up unto the feast, 
not openly, but as it were in secret 
11 ^^Then the Jews sought him at the 
feast, and said. Where is he? 

, 12 And there was much murmuring 
I among the people concerning him : for 
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some said, “He is a g()od man: others 
said. Nay ; but he deceiveth the people. 

13 Howbeit no man spake openly of 
him *for fear of the Jews. 

14 T Now about the midst of the feast 
Jesus went up into the temple, and 
taught. 

15 And the Jews ‘^marvelled, saying, 
How knoweth this man ^ letters, having 
never learned? 

16 Jesus answered them, and said, ®My 
doctrine is not mine, but his that sent 
me. 

17 K any man will do his will, he shall 
know of the doctrine, whether it be of 
God, or whether I speak of myself. 

18 He that speaketh of himself ^seeketh 
his own glory : but he that seeketh his 
glory that sent him, the same is true, 
and no unrighteousness is in him. 

19 Did not JMoses give you the law, ffld 
yet ^none of you keepeinthelaw? Why 
go ye about to kill me? 

20 The people answered and said, ^Thou 
hast a devil : who goeth about to kill 
thee? 

21 Jesus answered and said unto them, 
I have done ®one work, and ye all marvel. 

22 “Moses therefore gave unto you cir- 
cumcision ; (not because it is of Moses, 
but "of the fathers;) and “ye on tlie 
sabbath day circumcise a man. 

23 If a man on the sabbath day receive 
circumcision, ^^that the law of Moses 
should not be broken ; are ye angry at 
me, because have made a man every 
whit whole on the sabbath day? 

24 Judge not according to the appear- 
ance but judge righteous judment 

25 Then said some of them of Jerusalem, 
Is not this he, whom they seek to kill ? 

26 But, lo, he speaketh boldly, and they 
say notliing unto him. Do ®the rulers 
know indeed that this is the very Clirist? 

27 Howbeit we know this man whence 
he is : but when Christ cometh, no man 
knoweth ® whence he is. 

28 Then cried Jesus in the temple as he 
taught, saying. Ye both know me, and ye 
know whence I am : and am not come 
of myself, but he that sent me is ^tme, 
* whom ye know not. 

29 But 1 know him : for I am from him, 
and he hath sent me. 

30 Then *they souglit to take him : but 
*”no man laid hands on him, because 
’*his hour was not yet come. 

31 And many of the people believed on 
hinL and said. When Christ cometh, will 
he do more miracles than these which 
this man hath done? 

32 ^ The Pharisees heard that the people 
murmured such things concerning him ; 
and the Pharisees and the chief priests 
sent ^officers to take him. 

3:1 Then said Jesus unto them, Yet a 
little while am 1 with you, and then I go 
unto him that sent me. 

34 *'I’e shall seek me, and shall not 
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find 7 ne: and where I am, thither ye 
cannot come. 

35 Then said the Jews among themselves, 
Whither will he go, that we shall not 
find him? will he go unto ® the" dispersed 
among the ^ Gentiles, and teach the 
1 Gentiles? 

36 What manner of saying is this that 
he said. Ye shall seek me, and shall not 
find me: and where I am, thither ye 
cannot come? 

37 In the last day, /that great day of 
the feast, Jesus stood and cried, saying, 
^ If any man thirst, let him come unto 
me, and drink. 

38 He that believeth on me, as the 
scripture hath said, out of his belly shall 
flow rivers of ^ living water. 

39 (But tliis spake he of ^the Spirit, 
wliich they that believe on him should 
receive: *for the Holy Ghost was not 
yet given; ® because that Jesus was 
not yet glorified.) 

40 1. Many of the people therefore, when 
they heard this saying, said. Of a truth 
this is ® the Prophet. 

41 Others said, ^This is the Christ. But 
some said, Shall Christ come ^out of 
Galilee ? 

42 Hath not the scripture said. That 
Christ cometh ®of the seed of David, 
and out of the town of ^Bethlehem, 
® where David was? 

43 So there was a division among the 
people because of him. 

44 And some of them would have taken 
him ; but no man laid hands on him. 

45 U Then came *the officers to the 
chief priests and Pliarisees ; and they said 
unto tliem. Why have ye not broughthim? 

46 The officers answered, Never man 
spake like this man. 

47 Then answered them the Pharisees, 
Are ye also deceived? 

48 Have any of the rulers or of the 
Pharisees believed on him ? 

49 But this people who knoweth not the 
law are cursed. 

60 /Nicodemus saith unto them, (^he 
that came ^to Jesus by night, being one 
of them,) 

61 Doth *= our law judge any man. before 
it hear him, and know what he doeth ? 

62 They answered and said unto him. 
Art thou also of Galilee? Search, and 
look : for out of Galilee ariseth no pro- 
phet. 

63 And every man went imto his own 
house. 


CHAPTER 8

5 Now ® Moses in the law commanded 
us, tliafc such should be stoned : but what 
sayest thou? 

6 This they said, tempting him, that 
they might have to accuse him. But 
Jesus stooped do\vn, and with his finger 
wrote on the ground, as though he heard 
them not, 

7 So when they continued asking him, 
he lifted up himself, and said unto them, 
®He that is without sin among you, /let 
him fii-st cast a stone at her. 

8 And again he stooped down, and wrote 
on the ground. 

9 And they which heard it, being con- 
victed *by their own conscience, went 
out one by one, beginning at the eldest, 
eren unto the last : and Jesus was left 
alone, and the woman standing in the 
midst. 

10 When Jesus had lifted up himself, 
and saw none but the woman, he said 
unto her. Woman, where are those thine 
accusers? hath no man condemned thee? 

11 She said, No man. Lord. And Jesus i 
said unto her. Neither do I condemn 
thee: go, and ”sin no more. 

12 U Then spake Jesus again unto them, 
saying, ® I am the light of the world : he 
that followeth me shall not walk in dark- 
ness, but shall have the light of life. 

13 The Pharisees therefore said unto 
him, Thou bearest record of thyself ; thy 
record is not true. 

14 Jesus answered and said unto them, 

* Though I bear record of myself, yet my 
record is true: for I know ’'whence 1 
came, and ^ whither I go ; but * ye cannot 
tell whence I come, and whither I go. 

15 Ye Judge after the flesh ; judge no 
ma n. 

16 And yet if I judge, my judgment is 
true : for am nob alone, but land the 
Father that sent me. 

17 It is also written ‘*in your law, that 
the testimony of two men is true. 

18 1 am one that bear witness of myself, 
and the Father that sent me beareth 
witness of me. 

19 Then said they unto him Jhere is 
thy Father ? J esus answered, ^ Ye neither 
know me, nor my Father: ^if ye had 
known me, ye should have known my 
Father also. 

20 These words spake Jesus in Hhe 
treasury, as he taught in the temple: 
and ^ no man laid hands on him ; for his 
hour was not yet come. 

21 Then said Jesus again unto them, I 
go my way, and “ye shall seek me, and 
shall die in your sms : whither I go, ye 
cannot come. 

22 Then said the Jews, "Will he kill 
himself? because he saith, Whither I go, 
ye cannot come. 

23 And he said unto them, ^ Ye are from 
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beneath; ®I am from above: ye are of 
this world; am not of this world. 

24 I said therefore unto you, that ye 
shall die in your sins : for if ye believe 
not that I am ye shall die in your 
sins. 

25 Then said they unto him, Who art 
thou? And Jesus saith unto them. Even 
the same that I said unto you from the 
beginning. 

26 I have many things to say and to* 
judge of you : but he that sent me is- 
‘^^true; and I speak to the world those: 
things which I have heard of him. 

27 They understood not that he spake- 
to them of the Father. 

28 Then said Jesus unto them, When- 
ye have ^ lifted up the Son of man, then. 
shall ye know that I am he, and that ^1 
do nothing of myself ; hut / as my Father 
hath taught me, I speak these things. 

29 And he that sent me is with mer 
*the Father hath not left me alone; ^for 
I do always those things that please him. 

30 As he spake these words, "’many 
believed on him. 

31 Then said Jesus to those Jews which 
believed on him. If ye continue in my 
word, then are ye my disciples indeed: 

32 And ye shall know "the truth, and 
the truth ^shall make you free. 

33 % They answered him, '"We be Abra- 
ham’s seed, and were never in bondage- 
to any man : how sayest thou. Ye shm 
be made free? 

34 Jesus answered them, Verily, verily, 
I say unto you, ^Whosoever committeth 
sin is the servant of sin. 

35 And “the servant abideth not in the 
house for ever: but the Son abideth ever. 

36 If 2' the Son therefore shall make you 
free, ye shall be free indeed. 

37 1 know that ye are Abraham’s ® seed ; 
but ye seek to kul me, because my word 
hath no place in you. 

38 1 speak that which I have "seen with 
my Father; and ye do that which ye 
have seen with " your father, 

39 They answered and said unto him, 
Abraham is our father. Jesus saith unto 
them, /If ye were Abraham’s children, ye 
would do the works of Abraham. 

40 But now ye seek to kill me, a man 
that hath told you the truth, which I 
have heard of God : this did not Abra- 
ham. 

41 Ye do the deeds ofyour father. Then 
said they to him, / We be not born of 
fornication: we have* one Father, evew 
God. 

42 Jesus said unto them, If God were 
your Father, ye would love me : for ”*I 
proceeded forth and came from God; 
neither came I of myself, but he sent me. 

43 Why do ye not understand my speech ?■ 
even because ye camaot hear my word. 

44 Ye are of your father the devil, and 
the lusts of your father ye will do. He- 
was ^ a murderer from the beginning, and) 
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abode not in the truth, because there is 
no truth in him. When ® he speaketh a 
lie, he speaketh of his o\m: for he is a 
liar, and the father of it. 

45 And because I tell you the truth, ye 
believe me not, 

46 ® Which of you convinceth me of sin? 
And if I say the truth, why do ye not 
believe me? 

47 He that is of God heareth God’s 
words : ye therefore hear them not, be- 
cause ye are not of God. 

48 Then answered the Jews, and said 
unto him. Say we not well that thou art 
a Samaritan, and <*hast a devil? 

49 Jesus answered, I have not a devil *, 
but I honour my Pather, and ye do 
dishonour me. 

60 And I seek not ^mine own glory: 
there is one that seeketh and judgeth, 

61 Yerily, verily, I say unto you, If a 
man /'keep my saying, he shall never see 
death. 

62 Then said the Jews unto him, Now 
we know that thou hast a deviL Abraham 
is dead, and the prophets *, and thou say- 
est, If a man keep my saying, he shall 
never taste of death. 

53 Art thou meater than our father 
Abr^m, which is dead? and the pro- 
phets are dead : whom makest thou thy- 
self? 

54 Jesus answered, If I honour myself, 
my honour is nothing : -/‘it is my Father 
that honoureth me; of whom ye say, 
that he is your God ; 

55 Yet ye have not known him: but I 
know him : and if I should say, I know 
him not, I shall be a liar like unto you : 
but I know him, and keep his saying. 

56 Your father Abraham rejoiced to 
see my day : and he saw it, and was glad. 

57 Then said the Jews unto him, Thou 
art not yet fifty years old, and hast thou 
seen Abraham ? 

58 Jesus said unto them. Verily, verily, 
I say imto you, Before Abraham was, ” I 
am. 

59 Then ®took they up stones to cast at 
him : but Jesus -Phid himself, and went 
out of the temple, going through the 
midst of them, and so passed by. 

CHAPTER 9 

AND as Jesus passed by, he saw a man 
jlX which was blind from his birth. 

2 And his disciples asked him, saying, 
Haster, who did sin, this man, or *hjs 
t)arents, that he was bom blind? 

3 Jesus answered. Neither hath this 
man sinned, nor his parents : but “that 
the works of God should be made mani- 
fest in him. 

4 I must work ®the works of him that 
sent me, "while R is day: the night 
cometh, when no^^g^an can work. 

5 As long as I am in the world, *I am 
the light the world. 

<0 When he had thus spoken, ^he spat 
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on the ground, and made clay of the 
spittle, and he i anointed the eyes of the 
blind man with the clay, . 

7 And said unto him. Go, wash m * the 
pool of Siloan^ (which is by interpreta- 
tion, Sent.) He went his way therefore, 
and washed, and came seeing. 

8 H The neighbours therefore, and they 
I which before had seen him that he was 
blind, said, Is not this he that sat and 
begged? 

9 Some saiA This is he : , others said. 
He is like him ; but he said, I am he. 

10 Therefore said they unto him, How 
were thine eyes opened? 

11 He answered and said, A man that 
is called Jesus made clay, and anointed 
mine eyes, and said unto me, Go to the 
pool of Siloam, and wash: and I went 
and washed, and I received si^t, 

12 Then said they unto him, Where is 
he? He said, I know not. 

13 H They brought to the Pharisees him 
that aforetime was blind. 

14 And ^it was the sabbath day when 

16 Then again the^tharisees also* as^ed 
him how he had received his sight. He 
said imto them. He put clay upon mine 
eyes, and I washed, and do see. 

16 Therefore said some of the Pharisees, 
This man is not of God, ^because he 
keepeth not the sabbath day. ^ Others 
said, How can a man that is a sinner do 
such miracles? And* there was a divi- 
sion among them. 

17 They say unto the blind man asain. 
What sayest thou of him, that he hath 
opened thine eyes? He said, He is ^ a 
prophet. 

18 But the Jews did not believe con- 
cerning him that he had been blind, 
and received his sight, until they called the 


and received his sight, until they called the 
parents of him that had received his sight. 

19 And they asked them, saying, Is this 
your son, who ye say was bom blind! 
how then doth he now see ? 

20 His parents answered them and said. 
We know that this is our son, and that 
he was bom blind: 

21 But hy what means he now seeth, we 
know not ; or who hath opened his eyes, 
we know not : he is of age ; ask him : he 
shall speak for himself. 

22 These words spake his parents, be- 
cause ®they feared the Jews: for ’’the 
Jews had agreed already, that if any 
man did confess that he was Christ, ^he 
should be put out of the synago^e. 

23 Therefore said his parents, He is of 
£^e; ask him. 

24 Then again called they the man that 
was blind, and said unto him, Give God 
the praise : we know that this man is a 
sinner. 

25 He answered and said. Whether he 
be a sinner or no, I know not : one thing 
I know, that, whereas I was blind, now I 
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26 Then said they to him again, What 
did he to thee? how opened he thine 
eyes? 

27 He answered them, I have told you 
already, and ye did not hear : wherefore 
would ye hear it again? vdll ye also be 
his disciples? 

^ Then they reviled him, and said, 
Thou art his disciple ; but we are Moses’ 
disciples. 

29 We know that God spake unto 
Moses: as for this fellow, *we know 
not from whence he is. 

30 The man answered and said unto 
them, Why herein is a marvellous thing, 
that ye know not from whence he is, and 
yet he hath onened mine eyes. 

31 Now we know that God heareth not 
sinners : but if any man be a worshipper 
of God, and doeth his wiU, / him , he 
heareth. 

32 Since the world began was it not 
heard that any man opened the eyes of 
one that was bom blind. 

33 this man were not of God, he 
could do nothing. 

34 They answered and said unto him. 
Thou wast altogether bom in sins, and 
dost thou teach us ? And they i cast him 
out. 

35 Jesus heard that they had cast him 
out; and when he had found hiim he 
said unto him. Dost thou believe on *”the 
Son of God? 

36 He answered and said, WTio is he, 
Lord, that I might believe on him? 

37 And Jesus said unto him. Thou hast 
both seen him, and *it is he that talketh 
with thee. 

38 And he said. Lord, I believe. And 
he worshipped him, 

39 H And Jesus said, *For judgment I 
am come into this world, that ®they 
which see not might see ; and that they 
which see might be made blind. 

40 And some of the Pharisees which 
were with him heard these words, and 
said unto him. Are we blind also? 

41 Jesus said unto them. If ye were 
blind, "ye should have no sin ; but now 
ye say, We see; therefore your sin re- 
maineth. 


CHAPTER lO 

'ITEEILY, verily, I say unto you. He 

T that entereth not by the door into 
the sheepfold, but climbetn up some other 
way, the same is a thief and a robber. 

2 But he that entereth in by the door is 
the shepherd of the sheep. 

3 To him the porter openeth; and the 
sheep hear his voice : and he calletfc his 
own sheep by name, and leadeth them 
out. 

4 And when he putteth forth Ms own 
sheep, he goeth before them, and the 
sheep follow him: for they know his 
voice. 

5 And a stranger will they not follow. 
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but will flee from him : for they know 
not the voice of strangers. 

6 This parable spake Jesus unto them: 
"but they understood not what things 
they were whidi he spake unto them, 

7 Then said Jesus unto them again. 
Verily, verily, I say unto you, I am the 
door of the sheep. 

8 All that ever came before me axe 
thieves and robbers : but the sheep did 
not hear them. 

9 I am °the door: by me if any man 
enter in, he shall be saved, and shall go 
in and out, and ‘^find pasture. 

10 The thief cometh not, but for to steal, 
and to kill, and to destroy : I am come 
that they might have life, and that they 
might have it more abundantly. 

11 I am ®the good shepherd : the good 
shepherd giveth his life for the sheep. 

12 But he that is an hireling, and not 
the shepherd, whose own the sheep are 
not, seeth the wolf coming, and^ leaveth 
the sheep, and fleeth : and the wolf catch- 
eth them, and scattereth the sheep, 

13 The hireling fleeth, because he is an 
hireling, and ^caieth not for the sheep. 

14 1 am the good shepherd, and ^ know 
my sheep, and am kno\vn of mine. 

15 * As the Father knoweth even so 
know I the Father : and H lay down my 
life for the sheep. 

16 And " other sheep I have, which are 
not of this fold : ° them also I must bring, 
and they shall hear my voice ; and there 
shall be one fold, and one shepherd. 

17 ^Therefore doth my Father love me, 
because I lay down my life, that I might 

take it again. 

18 No man taketh it from me, but *1 
lay it down of mvself . I have power to 
lay it down, and "I have power to take it 
again. This commandment have I re- 
ceived of my Father- 

19 IT There was *a division therefore 
^ain among the Jews for these say- 
ings. 

20 And many of them said, ^He hath a 
devil, and * is mad ; why hear ye him? 

21 Others said. These are not the words 
of him that hath a deviL Can a devil 
^'open the eyes of the blind? 

22 a And it was at Jerusalem the feast 
of the dedication, and it was winter. 

23 And Jesus walked in the temple 
Solomon’s porch. 

24 Then came the Jews round about 
him, and said unto him, How long dost 
thou 2 make us to doubt? If thou be the 
Christ, tell us plainly. 

25 Jesus answered them, I told you* 
and ye believed not : ‘^the works that I 
do in my Father’s name, they bear wit- 
ness of me. 

26 But ye believe not, because ye are 
not of my sheep, as I said unto you. 

27 ®My sheep hear my voice, and I 
know them, and they follow me : 

28 And 1 give unto them etemM life; 
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and they shall never perish, neither shall 
any mam pluck them out of my hand. 

29 IMy Father, “which gave them me, is 
greater than all; and no man is able to 
pluck them out of my Father’s hand. 

30 ® I and my Fatlier are one. 

31 Then the Jews ^ took up stones again 
to stone him. 

32 Jesus answered them. Many good 
works have I shewed you from my 
Father; for which of those works do ye 
stone me? 

33 The Je^vs answered him, saying, For 
a good work we stone thee not ; but for 
/blasphemy : and because that thou, being 
a man, ^ makest thyself God. 

34 Jesus answered them. Is it not writ- 
ten in ^your law, *I said. Ye are gods? 

35 If he called them gods, unto whom 
the word of God came, and the scripture 
cannot be broken ; 

36 Say ye of him, whom the Father 
*hath sanctified, and sent into the world. 
Thou blasphemest; "^because I said, 1 
am ”the Son of God ? 

37 If I do not the works of my Father, 
believe me not. 

38 But if I do, ^though ye believe not 
me, believe the works; that ye may 
know, and believe, that ^the Father is in 
me, and I in liim. 

39 Therefore they sought again to take 
him : but he escaped out of their hand, 

40 And went away again beyond Jordan 
into the place * where John at first bap- 
tized : and there he abode. 

41 And many resorted unto him, and 
said, John did no miracle: but ’‘all 
things that John spake of this man were 
true. 

42 And ^ many believed on him there, 

CHAPTER 11 

"VrOW a certain man was sick, named 
Lazarus, of ’'Bethany, the town of 
* Maiy and her sister Martha. 

2 (It ^ was that Mary which anointed the 
Lord with ointment, and wiped his feet 
with her hair, whose brother Iiazarus 
was sick.) 

3 Therefore his sisters sent unto him, 
saying, ^ Lord, behold, he whom thou 
lovest is sick. 

4 “Wlien Jesus heard that, he said, This 
sickness is not unto death, ^>but for the 
glory of Go(L that the Son of God might 
Be morified thereby. 

6 ITow Jesus loved Martha, and her 
sister, and Lazarus. 

6 When he had heard therefore that he 
was sick, he abode two days still ®in the 
same place where he was. 

7 Then after that saith he to his dis- 
ciples, Let us go into Judsea again. 

8 Sis disciples say unto him, Master, 
<*the Jews of late sought to stone thee ; 
and gpest thou thither again? 

9 Jesus answered. Are there not twelve 
boms in the day ? ’’If any man walk in 
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the day, he stumbleth not, because he 
seeth the light of this world. 

10 But *if a man walk in the night, he 
stumbleth, because there is no light in him. 

11 These tilings said he : and after that 
he saith unto them, Our friend Lazarus 
®sleepeth; but I go, that 1 may awake 
him out of sleep. 

12 Then said liis disciples, Lord, if he 
sleep, he shall do well 

13 JHowbeit Jesus spake of his death: 
but they thought that he had spoken of 
taking of rest in sleep. 

14 Then said Jesus unto them plainly, 
Lazarus is dead. 

15 And I am glad for your sakes that I 
was not there, to the intent ye may be- 
lieve ; nevertheless let us go unto him. 

16 Then said /Thomas, which is called 
Didymus, unto his fellowdisciples, Let 
us also go, that we may die with him. 

17 Then when Jesus came, he found 
that he had lain in the grave ^four days 
already. 

18 Now Bethany was nigh unto Jeru* 
Salem, i about fifteen furlongs off : 

19 And many of the Jews came to 
Martha and Mary, to comfort them 
concerning their brother. 

20 Then Martha, as soon as she heard 
that Jesus was coming, went and met 
him : but Mary sat still in the house. 

21 Then said Martha unto Jesus, Lord, 
if thou hadst been here, my brother had 
not died. 

22 But I know, that even now, whatso- 
ever thou wilt ask of God, God will give 
zi thee. 

23 Jesus saith unto her, Thy brother 
shall rise again. 

24 Martha saith unto him, I know that 
he shall rise again * in the resurrection 
at the last day. 

25 Jesus said unto her, I am “the 
resurrection, and the “life : he that be- 
lieveth in me, though he were deadk yet 
shall he live : 

26 And whosoever liveth and believeth 
in me ® shall never die. Believest thou 
this? 

27 She saith unto him, Yea, Lord: T 
believe that “thou art the Christ, the 
Son of God, which should come into the 
world. 

28 And when she had so said, she went 
her way, and called Mary her sister 
secretly, saying, The Master is come, and 
calleth for thee. 

29 As soon as she heard she arose 
quickly, and came unto him. 

30 Now Jesus was not yet come into 
the town, but was in that place where 
Martha met him. 

31 The Jews then which were with her 
in the house, and comforted her, when 
they saw Mary, that she rose up hastily 
and went out, followed her, saying, She 
goeth unto the grave to weep there. 

32 Then when Mary was come where 



Christ raiseth him. From Bethany to Jerusalem, 

Jesus was, and saw him, she fell down 
at his feet, saying unto him, Lord, if 
thou hadst been here, my brother had 
not died. 

33 "When Jesus therefore saw her weep- 
ing, and the Jews also weeping which 
came with her, he groaned in the spirit, 
and ^was troubled, 

34 And said, Wliere have ye laid him ? 

They said unto him. Lord, come and see. 

^ Jesus wept. | 

36 Then said the Jews, Behold how he ! 
loved him I 

37 And some of them said. Could not 
this man, ^ which opened the eyes of the 
blind, have caused that even this man 
should not have died? 

^ Jesus therefore again groaning in 
himself cometh to the grave. It was a 
cave, and ®a stone lay upon it. 

39 Jesus said, Take ye away the stone. 

Martha, the sister of him that was dead, 
saith unto him. Lord, by this time he 
stinketh : for he hath been dead four days. 

40 Jesus saith unto her, /Said I not 
unto thee, that, if thou wouldest believe, | 
thou shouldest see ^ the glory of God? 

41 Then they took away the stone from 
the place where the dead was laid. And 
Jesus lifted up his eyes, and said. Father, 

I thank thee that thou hast heard me. 

42 And I knew that thou hearest me 
always : but because of the people which 
stand by I said it, that they may believe 
that thou hast sent me. , , 

43 And when he thus had spoken, he 
cried •with a loud voice, Lazarus, come 
forth. 

44 And he that was dead came forth, 

^’bound hand and foot -with mveclothes : 
and his face was bound ^out with a 
napkin. Jesus saith unto them, Loose 
him, and let him go. , , 

45 Then many of the Jews which came 
to Mary, and ^had seen the things which 
Jesus aid, believed on him. 

46 But some of them went their ways 
to nhe Pharisees, and told tliem what 
things Jesus had done. 

47 IT Then “gathered the chief priests 
and the Pharisees a council, and said. 

What do we? for this man doeth many 
miracles. 

48 If we let him thus alone, all 

will believe on him: and the Romans 
shall come and take away both our place 
and nation. ^ , 

49 And one of them, named “ Caiaphas, 
being the high priest ^that same year, 
said unto them, Ye know nothing at all, 

50 Nor consider that it is expedient for 
us, that one man should die for the people, 
and that the whole nation perish not. 

61 And this spake he not of himself: 
but being high priest that year, he 
prophesied that Jesus should die for that 
nation; 

62 And *not for that nation only, *but 
that also he should gather together in 
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one the children of Gk>d that were scat- 
tered abroad. , , . , 

53 Then from that day forth they took 
counsel together for to put him to death. 
64 Jesus therefore “walked no more 
openly among the Jews ; but went thence 
unto a country near to the wilderness, 
into a city called Ephraim, and there 
continued with his disciples. 

55 15 And *the Jews’ passover -was 
nigh at hand : and many went out of 
the country up to Jerusalem before the 
passover, ®to purify themselves. 

56 Then sought they for Jesus, and 
spake among themselves, as they stood 
in the temple. What think ye, that he 
will not come to the feast? 

57 Now both the chief priests and the 
Pharisees had given a commandment, 
tliat, if any man knew where he were, he 
should shew it, that they might take 

him., 

CHAPTER 12 

rriHEN ^ Jesus six days before *the 
X passover came to Bethany, where 
/Lazarus was which had been dead, 
whom he raised from the dead. 

2 There * they made him a supper ; and 
Mai-tha served : but Lazarus was one of 
them that sat at the table -with him. 

3 Then took Mary ^ a pound of ointment 
of spikenard, very costly, and ” anointed 
the feet of Jesus, and wiped his feet with 
her hair: and the house was filled with 
the odour of the ointment. 

4 Then saith one of his disciples, Judas 
Iscariot, ® Simon’s soti, which should be- 
trayhim, 

5 Why -was not this ointment sold for 
three hundred pence, and given to the 
poor? 

6 This he said, not that he cared for the 
poor ; but because he was a thief, and ® had 
the bag, and bare what was put therein. 

7 Then said Jesus, Let her alone: 
against the day of my * burying hath slie 
kept this. 

8 For the poor always ye have -^rith you ; 
but me ye liave not always. 

9 Much people of the Jews therefore 
knew that he "was there: and they came 
not for Jesus' sake only, but that they 
might see Lazarus also, "whom he haa 
raised from the dead. 

10 H But the chief priests consulted that 
they might put Lazarus also to death; 

11 Because that by reason of him many 
of the Jews went away, and believed on 
Jesus. 

12 H On the next day much people that 
were come to the feast, when they heard 
that Jesus was coming to Jerusalem, 

13 Took branches of palm trees, and 
went forth to meet hin^ and cried. Ho- 
sanna : Blessed is the King of Israel that 
cometh in the name of the Lord. 

14 And Jesus, when he had found a 
young ass, sat thereon; as it is fmtten, 
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15 !Fear not, ® daughter of Sion : behold, 
thy King cometh, sitting on an ass’s colt. 

16 ‘’These things understood not his 
disciples at the first : but when Jesus 
was glorified, then remembered they that 
these things were written of him, and that 
they had done these things unto him. 

17 The people therefore that was with 
him when he called Lazarus out of his 
mve, and raised him from the dead, 
bare record. 

18 /For this cause the people also met 
him, for that they heard that he had 
done this miracle. 

19 The Pharisees therefore said among 
themselves, ^Perceive ye how ye prevail 
nothing? behold, the world is gone after 
him. 

20 IT And there were certain ^Greeks 
among them *tliat came up to worship 

* at the feast: 

21 The same came therefore to ’"Philip, 
which was of Eethsaida of Galilee, and 
desired him, saying, Sir, we would see 
Jesus. 

22 Philip cometh and telleth Andrew: 
and again Andrew and Philip tell Jesus. 

23 U And Jesus answered them, saying, 

* The hour is come, that the Son of man 
should be glorified. 
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a com of wheat fall into the ground and 
die, it abideth alone: but u it die, it 
bringeth forth much fruit 

25 'He that loveth his life shall lose it . 
and he that “hateth his life in this world 
shall keep it unto life eternal. 

26 If any man serve me, let him follow 
me; and where I am, there shall also 
n^ servant be: if any man serve me, 
him will my Father honour. 

27 *Now is nw soul troubled; and what 
shall I say ? Father, save me from this 
hour: but for this cause came I unto 
this hour. 

2£ Father, glorify thy name. ®Then 
came there a voice from heaven, sayiny^ 
I have both glorified ii, and will glorify 
it again. 

29 The people dierefore, that stood by, 
and heard said that it thundered: 
others said, An angel spake to him. 

30 Jesus answered and said, ®This voice 
came notbecauseof me, butforyour sakes, 

31 Now is /the judgment of this world : 
now shall ^tiie prince of this world be 
cast out. 

32 And L if I be ^lifted np from the 
earthy will draw all men unto me. 

33 ^This he said, signifying what death 
he should die. 

84 The people answered him, “We have 
heard out of *"tlie law "that Christ 
abideth for everi: and how sayest thou, 
The Son of manmust behfteaup? who 
is this Son of man? 

35 Then Jesus said unto them. Yet a 
little while is^the light with you. ®Walk 
while ye have the light, lest darkness 
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come upon you : for ®he that walketh in 
darkness Imoweth not whither he goeth, 

36 While ye have light, believe m the 
light, that ye may Be the children of 
light. These things spake Jesus, and de- 
parted, and ®did hide nimself from them. 

37 H But though he had done so many 
miracles before them, yet they believed 
not on him : 

38 That the saying of Esaias the pro- 
phet might be fulfilled, which he spake, 
Lord, ^who hath believed our report? 
and to whom hath the arm of the Lord 
been revealed? 

39 Therefore they could not believe, 
because that Esaias said again, 

40 ^He hath blinded their eyes, and 
hardened their heart ; that they should 
not see with (heir eyes, nor understand 
with their heart, and be converted, and 
I should heal them. 

41 These things said Esaias, "when he 
saw his glory, and spake of him. 

42 H Nevertheless among ‘’the chief 
rulers also many believed on him: but 
because of the Pharisees they did not 
confess him, lest ^they should be put out 
of the synagogue : 

43 For they loved the praise of men 
more than the praise of God. 

44 U Jesus cried and said, He that 
believeth on me, believeth not on me, 
but on him that sent me. 

45 Aind 'he that seeth me seeth him 
that sent me. 

46 " I am come a light into the world, 
that whosoever believeth on me should 
not abide in darkness. 

47 And if any man hear my words, and 
believe not, *1 judge him not: for 
came not to judge the world, but to save 
the world. 

48 He that rejecteth me, and receiveth 
not my words, hath one that judgeth 
him: ‘^the word that I have spoken, the 
same shall judge him ‘’in the last day. 

49 For I nave not spoken of myself ; 
but the Father wliich sent me, he gave 
me a commandment, what I should say, 
and what X should speak. 

50 And I know tliat his commandment 
is life everlasting: whatsoever I speak 
therefore, even as the Father said unto 
me, so 1 speak. 

CHAPTER IS 

N OW ^before the feast of thepassover, 
when Jesus knew that his hour was 
come tJiat he should depart out of this 
world unto the Father, having loved his 
own ^which were in the world, he loved 
them unto the end. 

2 And supper being ended, ‘’the devil 
having now put into the heart of Judas 
Is<ariot, Simon’s son, to betray him ; 

3 J^us knowing tnat the Father had 
given all things into Ms hands, and that 
he was come iiom God, and went to God ; 
4 He tiseth from supper, and laid aside 
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his garments; and took a towel, and 
girded himself. ^ » 

5 After that he poureth water into a 
bason, and beg^ to wash the disciples’ 
feet, and to wipe them with the towel 
wherewith he was girded. 

6 Then cometh he to Simon Peter: 
and, 2 Peter saith unto himj Lord, dost 
thou wash my feet? 

7 Jesus answered and said unto him, 
What I do thou knowest not now; but 
thou shalt know hereafter. 

8 Peter saith unto him, Thou shalt 
never wash my feet. Jesus answered 
him, ®If I wash thee not, thou hast no 
part with me. 

9 Simon Peter saith unto him, /Lord, 
not my feet only, but also my hands and 
my head. 

10 Jesus saith to him, He that is washed 
needeth not save to wash his feet, but is 
clean every whit; and ye are clean, but 
not all 

11 For ^he knew who should betray him ; 
therefore said he. Ye are not all clean. 

12 So after he had washed their feet, 
and had taken his garments, and was set 
down again, he said unto them. Know 
ye what I nave done to you? 

13 Ye call me blaster and Lord : and ye 
say wellj for so I am. 

14 If 1 then, your Lord and Master, 
have washed your feet; ®ye also ought 
to wash one another’s feet. 

15 For I have given you an example, 
^’that ye should do as I have done to 
you. 

16 Verily, verily, I say unto you, ’’The 
servant is not ^ater than his lord; 
neither he that is sent greater than he 
that sent him. 

17 If ye know these things, happy are 
ye if ye do them, 

18 H “I speak not of you all ; I know 
whom I have chosen : but that the scrip- 
ture may be fulfilled, “’He that eateth 
bread with me hath lifted up his heel 
against me.

7 If ye abide in me, and my words abide 
in you, ^ye shall ask what ye "will, and it 
shall be done unto you. 

8 Herein is my Father glorified, that 
ye bear much fruit ; so shall ye be my 
disciples. 

9 the Father hath loved me, so have 
I loved you : continue ye in my love. 

10 If ye keep my commanmnents, ye 
shall abide in my love ; even as I have 
kept my Father’s commandments, and 
abide in his love. 

11 These things have I spoken unto 
you, that “my joy might remain in you, 
and Hhat your joy might be full. 

12 This is my commandment, "That ye 
love one another, as I have loved you. 

13 ** Greater love hath no man than this, 
"that a man lay down his life for his 
friends. 

14 Ye are my friends, if ye do whatsoever 
I command you. 

15 Henceforth I call you not servants; 
for the servant knoweth not what his 
lord doeth : but I have c^ed you friends ; 
for all things that I have heard of my 
Father ^I have made known unto you. 
16 Ye have not chosen me, but/I have 
chosen you, and ordained you, that ye 
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should go and bring forth fruit, and that 
your fruit should remain ; that “whatso- 
ever ye shall ask of the Father in my 
name, he may give it you. 

17 These things I command you, that 
ye love one another. 

^ 18 If ^ the world hate you, ye know that 
It hated me before it hated j^ou. 

19 world, the world 
would love his own : but ^because ye are 
not of the world, but I have chosen you 
out of the world, therefore the world 
hateth you. 

20 Eemember the word that I said unto 
vou, *The ser^^ant is not greater than his 
lord. If they have persecuted me, they 
will alsp persecute you; if they have kept 
my saying, they will keep yours also. 

21 But all these things will they do 
unto you ”*for my name^s sake, ” because 
they know not liiin that sent me. 

22 If I had not come and spoken unto 
them, -^they had not had sin : but now 
they have no ^doke for their sin. 

23 He that hateth me hateth my Fathei 
also. 

24 If I had not done among them ’’the 
works which none other man did, they 
had not had sin : but now have they both 
seen and hated both me and my Father. 

25 But this cometh to ®ass, that the 
word might be fulfilled that is ■written 
in Hheir law, ^They hated me without 
a cause. 

20 But when “the Comforter is come,

testify of me;

Pilate 
saith unto them. Shall I crucify your 
King? The chief priests answered. We 
have no king but Caesar. 

16 Then delivered he him therefore 
unto them to be crucified. And “they 
took Jesus, and led him away 

17 And he * bearing his cross went forth 
into a place called th^lace of a skull, 
which is called in the Hebrew Golgotha : 

18 Where they crucified him, and two 
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Other with him, on either side one, and 
Jesus in the midst. 

19 H And Pilate wrote a title, and put 
it on the cross. And the writing was. 
“JESUS OF NAZAEETH THE KIN3 
OF THE JEWS. 

20 This title then read many of the 
Jews: for the place where Jesus was 
crucified was nigh to the city: and it 
was written in Hebrew, ana Greek, and 
Latin. 

21 Then said the chief priests of the 
Jews to Pilate, Write not. The King of 
the Jews ; but that he said. I am King 
of the Jews. 

22 Pilate answered, What I have written 
I have written. 

23 1 /Then the soldiers, when they had 
crucified Jesus, took his gannents, and 
made four parts, to every soldier a part ; 
and also his coat: now the coat was 
^without seam, ^ woven from the top 
tliro^hout. 

24 They said therefore among them- 
selves, Let us not rend it, but cast lots 
for it, whose it shall be : that the scrip- 
ture miglit be fulfilled, which saith, 
‘They parted my raiment among them, 
and for my vesture they did cast lots. 
These things therefore the soldiers did. 

25 H *Now there stood by the cross of 
J esus his mother, and his mother’s sister, 
Mary the wife of 2Cleophas, and Mary 
Magdalene. 

26 Wlien Jesus therefore saw his mo- 
ther, and the disciple standing by, "‘whom 
he loved, he saith imto nis mother, 
"Woman, behold thy son! 

27 Then saith he to the disciple. Behold 
tljy mother! And from that hour that 
discmle took her unto his own home, 

28 T After this, Jesus knowing that all 
things were now accomplished, that ® the 
scripture might be fulfilled, saith, 1 tliirst. 

29 Now there was set a vessel full of 
vinegar : and **they filled a spunge with 
vinegar, and put it upon hyssop, and put 
it to his mouth. 

30 When Jesus therefore had received 
the vinegar, he said, “It is finished : and 
he bowed his head, and gave up the 
ghost 

31 The Jews therefore, " because it was 
the preparation, ®that the bodies should 
not remain upon the cross on the sabbath 
day, (for that sabbath day was -an high 
day,) besought Pilate that their 1^ 
might be broken, and that they mi^l 
be taken away. 

32 Then came the soldiers, and brake 
the legs of the first, and of the othei 
which was crucified with him. 

33 But when they came to Jesus, anc 
saw that he was dead already, they braki 
not his legs : 

34 But one of the soldiers with a spea 
pierced his side, and forthwith came ther 
out “blood and water. 

35 And he that saw ii bare record, aiu 
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his record, is true : and “he knoweth that 
he saith true, that ye might believe. 

36 For these things were done, that the 
scripture should be fulfilled, * A bone of 
him shall not be broken, 

37 And again another scripture saith, 
*^They shall look on him whom they 
pierced, 

38 IT ‘^And after this Joseph of Ari- 
mathaea, being a disciple of Jesus, but 
^secretly for fear of the Jews, besought 
Pilate that he might take away the body 
of Jesus: and Pilate gave him leave. 
He came therefore, and took the body of 
Jesus. 

39 And there came also ^Nicodemus, 
which at the first came to Jesus by 
night, and brought a mixture of ^ myrrh 
and aloes, about an hundred ^ pound 
weight. 

40 Then took they the body of Jesus, 
and wound it in linen clothes with the 
spices, as the manner of the Jews is to 
bury. 

41 Now in the place where he was cru- 
cified there was a garden; and in the 
garden a new sepulchre, wherein was 
never man yet laid. 

42 There Imd they Jesus therefore be- 1 
cause of the Jews’ ’"preparation day ; 
for the sepulchre was nigh at hand. 

CHAPTER 20 

T he ®first day of the week cometh 
Mary Magdalene early, when it was 
yet dark, unto the sepulchre, and seeth 
5 the stone taken away from the sepulchre. 
2 Then she runneth, and cometh to 
Simon Peter, and to the other disciple, 
'whom Jesus loved, and saith unto them. 
They have taken away the Lord out of 
the sepulchre, and we know not where 
they have laid him, 

3 “Peter therefore went forth, and that 
other disciple, and came to the sepulchre. 
4 So they ran both together ; and the 
other disciple did outrun Peter, and 
came first to the sepulchre. 

5 And he stooping down, and looking 
m, saw *the linen clothes lying; yet 
went he not in. 

6 Then cometh Simon Peter following 
him, and went into the sepulchre, and 
seetn the linen clothes lie, 

7 And the napkin, that was about his 
head, not lying with the linen clothes, 
but wrapped together in a place by itself. 
8 Then went in also that other disciple, 
which came first to the sepulchre, aha he 
saw, and believed. 

9 For as yet they knew not the “scrip- 
ture, that he must rise again from the 
dead. 

10 Then the disciples went away again 
unto their own home. 

11 H But stood without at the 

sepulchre weeping : and as she wept, she 
stooped down, and looked into the sepifi- 
cine, 
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12 And seeth two angels in white sit^ 
ting, the one at the head- and the other 
at the feet, where the body of J esus had 
lain. 

13 And they say unto her^, Woman, 
why Iweepest thou ? She saith unto them, 
Because they have taken away my Lord, 
and I know not where they have laid 
him. 

14 And when she had thus said, she 
turned herself back, and saw Jesus stand* 
ing, and “knew not that it was J esus. 

15 J esus saith unto her. Woman, why 
weepest thou ? whom seekest thou % She, 
supposing him to be the gardener, saith 
unto him, Sir, if thou have borne him 

! hence, tell me where thou hast laid hun, 
and I will take him away. 

16 Jesus saith unto her, Mary. She 
turned herself, and saith unto him, 
Eabboni ; which is to say, Master. 

17 Jesus saith unto her, Touch me not ; 
for I am not yet ascended to my Father : 
but go to ^my brethren, and say unto 
them, I ascend^' unto my Father, and 
your Father; and to *my God, and your 
God. 

18 2 Mary Magdalene came and told the 
disciples that she had seen the Lord, and 
that he had spoken these things unto her. 

19 H "Then the same day at evening, 
being the first day of the week, when the 
doors were shut where the disciples were 
assembled for fear of the Jews, came 
Jesus and stood in the midst, and saith 
unto them, ^ Peace he unto you. 

20 And when he had so said, he shewed 
unto them his hands and his side. ’’Then 
were the disciples glad, when they saw 
the Lord. 

21 Then said Jesus to them again. 
Peace he unto you : ^ as my Father hath 
sent me, even so send I yoiu 

22 And when he had said this, ®he 
breathed on them^ and saith imto them, 
Receive ye the Holy Ghost ; 

23 "Whose soever sins ye remit, they 
are remitted unto them; and whose 
soever siTis retain, they are retained. 

24 IT But Thomas, one of the twelve, 
2' called Didymus, was not with them 
when Jesus came. 

25 The other disciples therefore said 
unto him, We have seen the Lord. But 
he said unto them. Except I shall see *in 
his hands the print of the nails, and put 
my finger into the print of the nails, and 
thrust my hand into his side, I will not 
believe. 

26 i And after eight days again his 
disciples were within, and Thomas with 
them : then came Jesus, *the doors being 
shut, and stood in the midst, and said. 
Peace he unto you, 

27 Then saith he to Thomas, Beach 
hither thy finger, and behold my hands ; 
and reach hither thy hand, and thrust it 
into my side : and be not fmthless, but 
believing. 
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28 And Thomas answered and said 
unto him. My Lord and my God. 

29 Jesus saith unto him, Thomas, be- 
cause thou hast seen me, thou hast be- 
lieved ; * blessed are they that have lipt 
seen, ana yet liave'believjd. 

'30 tT And many other signs tmly did 
Jesus in the presence of his disciples, 
which are not written in tnis book : 

31 *But these are written, that ye might 
believe that Jesus is the Christ, the Son 
of God ; and that believing ^ye might 
have life ^through his name. 

CHAPTEE 21 

A fter these Jesus shewed 

. himself again to the disciples at the 
sea of Tiberias ; and on this wise shewed 
he Kiimelf. 

2 There were together Simon Peter, and 
Thomas called Did^us, and-^'Nathanael 
of *Cana in Galilee, and *the sons of 
Zebedee, and two other of his disciples. 

3 Simon Peter saith unto them, I go a 
fishing. They say unto him, We also go 
with thee. They went forth, and entered 
into a ship immediately ; and that night 
they caught nothing. 

4 But when the morning was now 
come, Jesus stood on the shore : but the 
disciples "knew not that it was Jesus. 

5 Then Jesus saith imto them, i Chil- 
dren, have ye any meat? They answered 
him. No. 

6 And ^he said unto thern, Cast the net 
on the ri^t side of the ship, and ye shall 
find. They cast therefore, and now thej^ 
were not able to draw it for the multi- 
tude of fishes. 

7 Therefore that disciple *whom Jesus 
loved saith unto Peter, It is the Lord. 
Now when Simon Peter heard that it 
was the Lord, he girt his fisher’s coat 
unto hirriy (for he was naked,) and did 
cast himself into the sea. 

8 And the other disciples came in a 
little ship ; (for they were not far from 
land, but as it were two hundred cubits,) 
dragging the net with fishes. 

9 As soon then as they were come to 
land, they saw a fire of coals there, and 
fi^ laid mereon, and bread. 

10 Jesus saith unto them, Bring of the 
fish which ye have now caught. 

11 Simon Peter went up, and drew the 
net to land full of great fishes, an hundred 
and fifty and three: and for all there 
were so many, yet was not the net 
broken. 

12 Jesus saith unto them, Come and 
dine. And none of the dikiples durst 
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ask him. Who art thou ? knowing that it 
was the Lord. 

13 Jesus then cometh, and “taketh 
bread, and giveth them, and fish like- 
wise. 

14 This is now ‘^the third time that 
Jesus shewed himself to his disciples, 
after that he was risen from the dead. 

15 H So when they had dined, Jesus 
saith to Simon Peter, Simon, son of 
Jonas, lovest thou me /more than these? 
He saith unto him. Yea, Lord: thou 
knowest that I love thee. He saith unto 
him, Feed my lambs. 

16 He saith to him again the second 
time, Simon,^ son of Jonas, lovest thou 
me? He saith unto him, Ye^ Lord; 
thou knowest that I love thee. He saith 
unto him, * Feed my sheep. 

17 He saith unto him the third time, 
Simon, son of Jonas, lovest thou me? 
Peter was grieved because he said unto 
him "‘the Mrd time, Lovest thou me? 
And he said unto him. Lord, thou know- 
est aU things; thou knowest that I love 
thee. Jesus saith unto him, Feed my 

18 ‘^'erily, verily, I say imto thee. When 
thou wast young, thou girdedst thyself, 
and walkedst whither thou wouldest: 
but when thou shalt be old, thou shalt 
stretch forth thy hands, and another 
shall gird thee, and carry thee whither 
thou wouldest not. 

19 This spake he, signifying ®by what 
death he should glorify God. And when 
he had spoken this, he saith unto him, 
* Follow me. 

20 Then Peter, turning about, seeth the 
disciple "whom Jesus loved following; 
^which also leaned on his breast at 
supper, and said, Lord, which is he that 
betr^eth thee? 

21 Peter seeing him saith to Jesus, 
Lord, and what shall this man do? 

22 Jesus saith unto him. If I will that 
he “tanv ’’till I come, what is that to 
thee? follow thou me. 

23 Then went this sajdng abroad among 
"the brethren, that that disciple should 
not die : yet Jesus said not unto him. He 
shall not die; but, If I will that he tarry 
till I come, what is that to thee? 

24 This is the disciple which testifieth of 
these things, and wrote these things : and 
®we Imow that his testimony is true. 

25 S’ And there are also many other 
things which Jesus did, the which, if 
they should he written every one, I 
suppose that even the world itself could 
not contain the books that should be 
written. Amen. 
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THE ACTS 

OF THE APOSTLES. 


CHAPTER 1 

rpPtE former treatise have I made, 0 
X “Theophilus, of aU that Jesus began 
both to do and teach, 

2 Until the day in which ® he was taken 
up, after that he through the Holy Ghost 
*had given commandments unto the 
apostles whom he had chosen : 

3 ^To whom also he shewed himself 
alive after his passion by many infallible 
proofs, being seen of them forty days, 
and speaking of the things pertaining to 
the kingdom of God : 

4 And, 1 being assembled together with 
them, commanded them *that they 
should not depart from Jerusalem, but 
wait for “the promise of the Father, 
which, saith he, ye have heard of me. 

5 For ® John truly baptized with water ; 
but ye shall be s baptized with the Holy 
Ghost not many days hence. 

6 When they therefore were come toge- 
ther, they asked of him, saying. Lord, 
\^t thou at this time ** restore again the 
kingdom to Israel? 

7 And he said unto them, Ht is not for 
you to know the times or the seasons, 
which the Father hath put in his own 
power. 

8 But ye shall receive ® power, after that 
the Holy Ghost is come upon you : and 

e shall be “witnesses unto me both in 
Jerusalem, and in all Judasa, and in 
^Samaria, and unto the uttermost part 
of the earth. 

9 And when he had spoken these things, 
while they beheld, ^he was taken up : and 
a cloud received him out of their sight. 

10 And while they looked stedrastly 
toward heaven as he went up, behold, 
two ^men stood by them m ® white 

11 AYhlch also said, Ye men of Galilee, 
why stand ye gazing up into heaven? 
this same Jesus, which is taken up from 
you into heaven, /shall so come in like 
manner as ye have seen him go into 
heaven. 

12 Then ^ returned they unto Jerusalem 
from the mount called Ohvet, which is 
from Jerusalem * a sabbath day s journey. 

13 And when they were come in, they 
went up into *an imper room, where 
abode both ^Peter, ana James, and John, 
and Andrew7*Philip, and Thomas, Bar- 
tholomew, and Matthew, James the son 
of Alphseus, and Simon Zelotes, and 
Judas the brother of James. 

14 These all ® continued -^^with one ac- 
cord in prayer and supplication, with 
*the women, and Mary the mother of 
Jesus, and with *'his brethren. 

15 IT And in those days Peter stood up 
in the midst of the disciples, and said, 
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(the number of names together were 
about an hundred and twenty,) 

16 Men and brethren, this scripture 
must needs have been fulfilled, which 
the Holy Ghost *by the mouth of David 
spake before concerning Judas, ‘^which 
was guide to them that took Jesus. 

17 For /he was numbered with us, and 
had obtained part of ^this ministry. 

18 Now Hhis man purchased a field 
with the reward of iniquitj' ; and falling 
headlong, he burst asunder in the midst, 
and all fus bowels gushed out. 

19 And it was known unto all the dwell- 
ers at Jerusalem; insomuch as that field 
is called in their proper tongue, Acel- 
dama, that is to say, ^ The field of blood. 

20 For it is written in the book of 
Psalms, " Let his habitation be desolate, 
and let no man dwell therein : and -Phis 
2bislioprick let another take. 

21 Wherefore of these men which have 
companied with us all the time that the 
Lord Jesus went in and out among us, 

22 Bednning from the baptism oiJonn, 
unto that same day that he was * taken 
up from us, must one be ordained to be 
“a witness with us of his resurrection. 

.23 And they appointed two, Joseph 
called Barsaba^ who was sumamed Jus- 
tus, and Matthias. 

24 And they Sprayed, and said, Thou. 
Lord, which knowest the hearts of all 
men, shew whether of these two thou 
hast chosen, 

25 That he may take part of this minis- 
try and ^apostleship. from which Judas 
by transgression fell, that he might go 

to his own place. 

26 And they gave forth their lots ; and 
the. lot fell upon Matthias ; and he was 
numbered with the eleven apostles. 

CHAPTER 2 

A ND when ‘^the day of Pentecost was 
-Li. fully come, they were all ®with one 
accord in one place. 

2 And suddenly there came a sound 
from heaven ^as of a rushing mighty 
wind* and it filled all the house where 
they were sitting. 

3 And there appeared unto them cloven 
tongues like as of -^'fire, and it sat upon 
each of them. 

4 And “they were all filled with the 
Holy Ghost, and began ”to speak with 
other tongues, as the Spirit gave them 
utterance. 

5 And there were dwelling at Jerusalem 
Jews, devout men, out of eveiy nation 
under heaven. 

6 Now when this ^was noised abroad, 
the multitude came together, and were 
5 confounded, because that every man 
heard them speak in his own language.

7 And they were all amazed and mar- i 
veiled, saying one to another Behold, are i 
not all these which speak ^Galilseans? 

8 And how hear we every man in our 
own ton^e, wherein we were born? 

9 Parthians, and Medes, and Elamites, 
and the dwellers in Mesopotamia, and in 
Judsea, and Cappadocia, in Pontus, and 
Asia, 

10 Phrygia, and Pamphylia, in Egypt, 
and in the parts of Libya about Gyrene, 
and strangers of Borne, Jews and ^pro- 
selytes, 

11 Cretes and Arabians, we do hear 
them, speak in our tongues the wonderful 
works of God. 

12 And they were all amazed, and were 
in doubt, saying one to another, What 
meaneth this? 

13 Others mocking said, These men are 
full of new wine. 

14 H But Peter, standing up with the 
eleven, lifted up his voice, and said unto 
them, Ye men of Judaa, and all ye that 
dwell at Jerusalem, be this known unto 
you, and hearken to my words : 

15 Eor these are not drunken, as ye 
suppose, seeing it is hut the third hour 
of the day. 

16 But this is that which was spoken by 
the prophet Joel : 

17 ‘And it shall come to pass m the 
last^daysj^th G^^I will pour ou t of 

your young ' meh~slrairsee yis ltm' srghd 
y'511Fol?rffienr shall dream dr^ms : 
T8'~Ajid on my; serv an ts and "on my 
handmaidens I will pouY out in' those 
days of my Spirit s^and ^.they shall pro- 

^19 !lnd I will shew wonders in heaven 
above, and signs' in 'the earth~beheath ; 
bloodjand fire, and vapour of smoke' ; 

20 •'The sun shall be turned into^dark- 
ness, and the moon into blood, before.tlint 
great and notable day of the Lord come : 

21 And it shall come to pass, jf/iat ^who- 
soever shall call on the name of the Lord 
^air he saved. 

22 Ye men of Israel, hear these words; 
*Je3US of Nazaret^_a ° approved of 
GSTanib^ you^ miracles anolmh^rs 
amTsighs, wmch'Grod'did by him ihrthe 
midst oFyou, as ye yours^ves alsblmow : 

23-Hini.l3emr'deftvererByTBe ‘^daer- 
minate counsel and foreknowledge of 
God. ®ye have taken, and by wicked 
hands nave crucified and slain : 

24 * Whom God hath raised up, having 
loosed the pains of death : because it was 
not possible that he should beholden of it, 
^ For David speaketh concerning him, 
foresaw the Lord alway^S ' 
fac^dr*he1s on 
should not bd.mQ 3 £ea: 

‘2fiTlh^fore„did my„heari: reioice^and 
my tongue glad i morepyer -also my 
fte^YbM'rest m hope ; 
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27 “Because thou wilt not leave my soul 
in h^, neither wilt thou suffer thine 
Holy One to see corruption. 

28 Thou hast made known to me the 
ways of life ; thou shalt make me full of 
joy with thy countenance. 

29 Men and brethren, ^let me freely 
speak unto you of the patriarch David, 
tnat he is both dead and buried, and ^his 
sepulclire is with us unto this day. 

30 Therefore being a prophet, and know- 
ing that ®God had sworn with an oath to 
him, that of the fruit of his loins, /ac- 
cording to the flesh, he would raise up 

I Christ to sit on his throne ; 

31 He seeing this before spake of the 
resurrection of Christ, ^ that nis soul was 
not left in hell, neither his flesh did see 
corniption. 

32 This Jesus ^hath God raised up, 
whereof we all are ‘witnesses. 

33 Therefore being by the right hand of 
God exalted, and having received ^ of the 
Father the promise of the Holy Ghost, 
he hath shed forth this, which ye now 
see and hear. 

34 For David is not ascended into the 
heavens: but he saith himself, *The 
Lo^.^d_unto my Lord, Sit thou on 
Iny right hand, 

"35 Dntil I make thy foes ±hy footstooL 

36 Tlierefore let all the house of Israel 
know assuredly, that God hath made that 
same Jesus, whom ye have crucified, 
both ®Lord and Clirist. 

37 H Now when they heard this, they 
were pricked in tlieir heart, and said unto 
Peter and to the rest of the apostles. Men 
and brethren, ^ what shall we do ? 

38 Then Peter said unto them, *'Eepent, 
and *be baptized every one of you in the 
name of Jesus Christ ^for the remission 
of sins, and ye shall receive “the gift of 
the Holy Ghost. 

39 For the promise is unto you, and "’to 
your children, and to all that are *afar 
off, even as many as the Lord our God 
shall call 

40 And with many other words did he 
testify and exhort, saying, Save yourselves 
from this untoward generation. 

41 1 Then they^ that gladly received his 
word were baptized : and the same day 
there were added rnito them * about three 
thousand souls. 

42 And they <*continued stedfastly in 
the apostles’ doctrine and fellowship, and 
in /breaking of bread, and in prayers. 

43 And ^ fear came upon every soul: 
and many wonders and signs were done 
by the apostles. 

44 And all that believed were together, 
and ^liad all things common ; 

45 And ^sold their possessions and 
goods, and parted them to all meTi, as 
every man had need. 

46 And they, continuing daily with one 
accord ^in the temple, and ’"breaking 
bread ^from house to house, did eat their 
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meat with ® gladness and singleness of 
heart, 

47 “Praising God, and having favour 
with all the people. And the Lord 
® added to the church daily such as 
should be saved. 

CHAPTER 3 

■"^OW Peter and John went up toge- 
ther ^ into the temple at the hour of 
prayer, hcing ^the ninth hour, 

2 And a certain man lame from his 
mother’s womb was carried, whom they 
laid daily at the gate of the temple which 
is called Beautiful, * to ask alms of them 
that entered into the temple ; 

3 Who seeing Peter and John about to 
go into the temple asked an alms. 

4 And Peter, fastening his eyes upon 
him with John, said, Look on us. 

5 And he gave heed unto them, expect- 
ing to receive something of them. 

6 Then Peter said. Silver and gold have 
I none ; but such as I have give I thee : 
”*In the name of Jesus Christ of Nazareth 
rise up and walk. 

7 And he took him by the right hand, 
and lifted tiim up : and immediately his 
feet and ancle bones received strength. 

8 And he “leaping up stood, and walked, 
and entered with them into the temple, 
walking, and leaping, and praising God. 

9 And all the people saw him walking 
and praising God : 

10 And they knew that it was he which 
sat for alms at the Beautiful gate of the 
temple : and they were tilled with wonder 
and amazement at that wliich had hap- 
pened unto him. 

11 And as the lame man which was 
healed held Peter and John, all the 
people ran together unto them in *the 
porch that is called Solomon’s, greatly 
wondering. 

12 H And when Peter saw it, he an- 
swered unto the people, Ye men of Israel, 
why marvel ye at this? or why look ye so 
earnestly on us, as though by our own 
power or holiness we had made this man 
to walk? 

13 The God of Abraham, and of Isaac, 
and of Jacob, "the God of our fathers, 
hath “'glorified his Son Jesus ; whom ye 
delivered up, and denied Him in tlie 
presence of Pilate, when he was deter- 
mined to let him, go. 

14 But ye denied the Holy One and 
the Just, and * desired a murderer to be 
granted unto you ; 

15 And killed tlie ^Prince of life, whom 
“God hath raised fi:oni the dead; whereof 
we are witnesses. 

16 And “his name through faith in 
his name hath made this man strong, 
whom ye see and know; yea, ^the faitn 
which is by him hath given him this 
perfect soundness in the presence of you 
aU. 

17 And now, brethren, I wot that 
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* through ignorance ye did it, as did 
also your rulers. 

18 But those things, which God before 
had shewed <^by the mouth of all his 
prophets, that Christ should suffer, he 
Hath so fultilie(L 

19 t /Repent ye therefore, and be con- 
verted, that your sins may be blotted 
out, when the times of refreshing shall 
come from the presence of the Lord; 

20 And he shall send Jesus Christ, 
which * before was preached unto you: 

21 •^Whom the heaven must receive 
until the times of restitution of all things, 
which God hath spoken by the mouth 
of all his holy prophets since the world 
began. 

22 For Moses truly said unto the fathers, 
^A prophet shall the Lord your God 
raise up unto you of your brethren, like 
unto me ; him shall ye hear in all things 
whatsoever he sliall say unto you. 

23 And it s hall come to pass, that tj^ry 
soul.'^ilcli will not hear {Eat prophet, 
^■haTlbe destroyed from among the people. 

24 Yea, and all the prophets from ” Sa- 
muel and those that follow after, as 
many as have spoken, have likewise 
foretold of these days. 

25 Ye are the children of the prophets, 
and of the covenant which God made 
with our fathers, saying unto Abraham, 
^ And in thy seed shall all the kindreds 
of the earth be blessed. 

26 Unto you “ first God, having raised up 
his Son Jesus, sent him to bless you, in 
** turning away every one of you from his 
iniquities. 

CHAPTER 4 


A nd as they spake unto the people, 
- the priests, and the ^ captain of the 
temple, and tHe ‘Sadducees, came upon 
them, 

2 Being meved that they taught the 
people, ana preached through Jesus “the 
resiHTection from the dead. 

3 And they laid hands on them, and put 
them in hold unto the next day: for it 
was now eventide. 

4 Howbeit many of them which heard 
the word believed ; and the number of 
the men was * about five thousand. 

5 H And it came to pass on the morrow, 
that their rulers, and elders, and scribes, 
6 And ®Annas the high priest, and 
“Caiaphas, and John, and Alexander, 
and as many as were of the kindred of 
the high priest, were gathered together 
at Jerusalem. ,,,,,, , 

7. And wheiv jihey had set them m the 
midst, they a^ed. By what power, or by 
what name, have ye done this? , _ 

8 Then Peter, /filled with the Holy 
Ghost, said unto them. Ye rulers of the 
people, and elders of Israel, 

9 If we tliis day be examined of the 
good deed done to the impotent man, by 
what means he is made whole ; 
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10 Be it known unto you all, and to all 
the people of Israel, tnat ®by the name 
of Jesus Christ of Nazareth, whom ye 
crucified, whom ‘^God raised from the 
dead, eum by him doth this man stand 
here before you whole. 

11 This is /the stone which was at 
nor^BTbf you builders, which is become 
the head of the comer. 

12 Neither is there salvation in any 
other : for there is none other name under 
heaven given among men, whereby we 
must be saved. 

13 ^ Now when they saw the boldness 
of Peter and John, and ‘perceived that 
they were unlearned and * ignorant men, 
they marvelled ; and they took knowledge 
of them, that they had been with Jesus. 

14 And beholding the man which was 
healed * standing with them, they could 
say nothing agamst it. 

15 But when they had commanded 
them to go aside out of the council, they 
conferred among themselves, 

16 Saying, PWh.a.t shall we do to these 
men? for that indeed a notable miracle 
hath been done by them is ^manifest to 
all them that dwell in Jerusalem; and 
we cannot deny it 

17 But that it spread no further among 
the people, let us straitly threaten them, 
that they speak henceforth to no man in 
this name. 

18 And they * called them, and com- 
manded them not to speak at all nor 
teach in the name of Jesus. 

19 But Peter and John answered and 
said unto them, ® Whether it be right in 
the sight of God to hearken unto you 
more than unto God, judge ye. ^ 

20 Por we cannot hut speak the things 
which we have seen and heard. 

21 So when they had further threatened 
them, they let them go, finding nothing 
how they might punish them, “'because 
of the people: for all men glorified God 
for *that Tmch was done. 

22 Por the man was above forty years 
old, on whom this miracle of healing 
was shewed. 

23 ^ And being let go, they went to 
their own company, and reported all that 
the chief priests and elders nad said unto 
them. 

24 And when they heard that, they 
lifted up Iheir voice to God “with one 
accord, and said. Lord, thou art God, 
which bast made heaven, and earth, and 
the sea, and all that in them is : 

25 Who by the mouth of thy servant 
David hast said, ^yivjid the heathen 
rage, and the popleuha^e vsdn 
thin^? 

kings of the earth stood up, apid 
the rulers were gathered t(^ether against 
the Lord,,and against his Chrisb. 

SKT Por of a truth agsdnst *thy^holy 
chil d Jesus, /whom thou hast anointed, 
both ^Heroo, and '^Pontius Pilate, with 
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“the Gentiles, and ^the people of Israel, 
were gathered together, 

28 Por to do whatsoever thy hand and 
thy counsel ^determined before to be done. 

29 And now. Lord, behold their threat- 
enings: and grant unto thy servant^ 
that with all boldness they may speak 
thy word, 

30 By stretching forth thine hand to 
heal; and that signs and wonders may 
be done ^by the name of thy holy child 
Jesua 

31 IT And when they had prayed, the 
place ^was shaken where they were as- 
sembled together: and ^they were all 
filled with the Holy Ghost, and they 
spake the word* of God with boldness. 

32 And the multitude of them that 
believed were of one heart and of one 
soul : neither said any of them tliat ought 
of the things which he possessed was his 
own; hut ”*they bad all things common. 

33 And with great power gave the 
apostles "witness of “the resurrection of 
the Lord Jesus: and great grace was 
upon them all. 

34 Neither was there any among them 
that lacked : *‘for as many as were pos- 
sessors of lands or houses sold them, and 
brought the prices of the things that 
were sold, 

35 And laid them down at the aposile^ 
feet; and ^distribution was made unto 
every man according as he had need. 

36 And Joses, who by the apostles was 
sumamed “Barnabas, (which is, being 
interpreted. The son oi consolation,) a 
Levite, and of the country of Cyprus, 

37 Having land, sold it and brought the 
money, and laid it at the apostles’ feet. 

CHAPTER 5 

B ut a certain man named Ananias, 
with Sapphira his wife, sold a pos- 
session, 

2 And kept back part of the price, his 
wife also being privy to it and brought 
a certain part, and ^faid it at the apostles’ 
feet. 

3 But Peter said, Ananias, why hath 
* Satan filled thine heart ^to lie to the 
Holy Ghost, and to keep back part of 
thebrice of the land? 

4 Whiles it remained, was it not thine 
own? and after it was sold, was it not in 
thine own power? why hast thou con- 
ceived this thing in thine heart? thou 
hast not lied unto men, but unto God. 
5 And Ananias hearing these words fell 
down, and gave up the .'ghost: *and 
great fear came on all them that heard 
these things. 

6 And the young men arose, <^wound 
him up, and carried him out, and buried 
him, 

7 And it was about the space of three 
hours after, when his wife, not knowing 
what was done, came in. 

8 And Peter answered unto her. Tell 
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me whether ye sold the land for so much? 
And she said. Yea, for so luucK 

9 Then Peter said unto her. How is it 
that ye have agreed together to tempt 
the Spirit of the Lord? behold, the feet 
of them which have buried thy husband 
are at the door, and shall carry thee out. 

10 Then fell she down straightway at 
his feet, and yielded up the ghost: and 
the young men came in, and found her 
dead, and, carrying h&r forth, buried her 
by her husband. 

11 And great fear came upon all the 
church- and upon as many as heard 
these things. 

12 H And / by the hands of the apostles 
were many signs and wonders wTouglit 
among the people; (and they were all 
*with one accord in ^ Solomon’s porch. 

13 And of the rest durst no man join 
himself to them: but ’"the people mag- 
nified them. 

14 And believers were the more added 
to the Lord, multitudes both of men 
and women.) 

15 Insomuch that they brought forth 
the sick ^into the streets, and laid them 
on beds and couches, that at the least 
*'the shadow of Peter passing by might 
overshadow some of them. 

16 There came also a multitude mt of 
the cities round about unto Jerusalem, 
bringing sick folks, and them which 
were vexed with xmclean spirits: and 
they were healed every one. 

17 H Then “ the high priest rose up, and 
all they that were with him, (which is 
the sect of the Sadducees,) and were filled 
with 2 indignation, 

18 And laid their hands on the apostles, 
and put them in the common prison- 

19 But *’the angel of the Lord by night 
opened the prison doors, and brought 
them forth, and said, 

20 Go, stand and speak ®in the temple 
to the ^ople all ^the words of tliis life. 

21 And when they heard thaU they 
entered into the tenmle early in the 
morning, and taught. But the mgh priest 
came, and they that were with him, and 
called ®the council together, and all the 
senate of the children of Israel, and sent 
to the prison to have them brought. 

22 But when the officers came, and 
found them not in the prison, they re- 
turned, and told, 

23 Saying, The prison truly found we 
shut with all safety, and the keepers 
standing without before the doors : But 
when we had opened, we found no man 
within. 

24 Now when the hi^ priest and the 
/captain of the temple and the chief 
priests heard these things, they doubted 
of them whereunto this would ^w. 

25 Then came one and told them, say- 
ing, Behold, the men whom ye put in 
prison are standing in the temple, and 
teaching the people. 
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26 Then went the captain with the 
officers* and brought them without vio- 
lence: “for they reared the people, lest 
they should have been stoned. 

27 And when they had brought themu 
they set them before the council: and 
the high priest asked them, 

28 Saying, ^Did not we straitly com- 
mand you that ye should not teach in 
this name? and, behold, ye have filled 
Jerusalem with your doctrine, and ® in- 
tend to bring tliis man’s blood upon ua 

29 H Then Peter and the other apostles 
answered and said, ®We ought to obey 
God rather than men. 

30 The God of our fathers ^raised up Je- 
sus, whom ye slew and hanged on a tree. 

31 Him hath God exalted with his right 
hand to be 9 a. Prince and *a Saviour, 
for to give ^repentance to Israel, and 
"forgiveness of sins. 

32 And ‘’we are his witnesses of these 
things ; and so is also the Holy Ghost, 
®whom God hath given to them that 
obey him. 

33 H 'When they heard that, they were cut 
to the heart, and took counsel to slay them. 

34 Then stood there up one in the 
council, a Pharisee, named ^Gamaliel, 

doctor of the law, had in reputation 
among all the people, and commanded 
to put the apostles forth a little space; 

35 And said unto them, Ye men of 
Israel take heed to yourselves what ye 
intend to do as touching these men. 

36 For before these days rose up Theu- 
das, boasting himself to be somebody; 
to whom a number of men, about four 
hundred, joined themselves: who was 
slain; and all as many as ^ obeyed him, 
were scattered, and brought to nought 

37 After this man rose up Judas of 
Galilee in the days of “'the taxing, and 
drew away much people after him: he 
also perished; and all, even as many as 
3 obeyed him, were dispersed, 

38 And now I say unto you. Refrain 
from these men, and let them alone: for 
if this counsel or tliis work be of men, it 
will come to nought : 

39 But if it be of God, ye cannot over- 
throw it; lest haply ye be found even “ to 
fight against God. 

40 And to him they agreed ; and when 
they had * called the apostles, and ® beaten 
them, they ^commanded that they should 
not speak in the name of Jesus, and let 
them go. 

41 IF And they departed from the pre- 
sence of the council ^rejoicing that they 
were ® counted worthy to sufier ^ame 
for his name, 

42 And daily in the temple, and ^in 
every house, they ceased not to teach 
and preach Jesus Christ. 

CHAPTER 6 

AND in those da}^ *when the number 
of the disciples was multiplied, there 
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arose a murmuring of the ® Grecians 
against the Hebrews, because their wi- *ii* 2 o* 
dows were neglected ^in the daily mini- \ ch. 4 ss. 
stration. t.e. 1 ^ 4 , 5 . 

2 Then the twelve called the multitude 
of tlie disciples unto them, and said, It is 
not reason that we should leave the word ** 

of God, and serve tables. 4 15 ; 3, is 

3 Wherefore, brethren, ®look ye out &i 7 .a 
among you seven men ^ of honest report, . 

full of the Holy Ghost and wisdom, J cl S’. 13, 
whom we may appoint over this business.

4 But we will give ourselves continually 
to prayer, and to the ministiy of the word. 

6 ^ And the saying pleased the whole

13 And set up * false witnesses, which

CHAPTER 7 

rpHEN said the high priest. Are these ' Ex. 1. 22. 
JL things so? 

2 And he said, /Mem brethren, and 
fathers, hearken ; The God of glory ap- a or'^ir 

g eared unto our father Abraham, when to eod. 

^ e was in Mesopotamia, ^before he dwelt ^ Ge. 11 . sl 
in Charran, 

3 Aid said unto him, ^Get thee out of * Ge. la. 1. 
thy country, and from thy kindred, and 
come into tne land which I shall shew thee. 

4.Then came he out of the land of the 
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Chaldaeans, and dwelt in Charran : and 
from thence, when his father was dead, 
®he removed hun into this land, wherein 
ye now dwell 

5 And he gave him none inheritance in 
it, no, not so much as to set his foot on : 
yet he promised that «*he would give it 
to him for a possession, and to his seed 
after him, when as yet he had no child. 

6 And God spake on this wise, That 
^'his seed should sojourn in a strange 
land: and that they should bring them 
into bondage, and entreat them evil four 
hundred years. 

7 And the nation to whom they shall be 
in bondage will I judge, said God ; and 
after that shall they come forth, and 
3 serve me in this place. 

8 And *he gave him the covenant of 
circumcision: and so Abraham begat 
Isaac, and circumcised him the eighth 
day; and Isaac begat Jacob; and Jacob 
begat the twelve patriarchs. 

9 And the patriarchs, moved with envy, 
^sold Joseph into Egypt : but God was 
with him, 

10 And delivered him out of all his 
afflictions, and *‘gave him favour and 
wisdom in the sight of Pharaoh king of 
Egypt ; and he made him governor over 
Egypt and all his house. 

11 Now there came a dearth over all the 
land of Egypt and Chanaan, and great 
affliction: and our fathers found no 
sustenance. 

12 ^But when Jacob heard that there 
was com in Egypt, he sent out oui 
fathers first. 

13 And at the second time Josp)h was 
made known to his brethren; and Joseph’s 
Idndred was made Imown unto Pharaoh. 

14 ®Then sent Joseph, and called his 
father Jacob to him, and all his kindred, 

threescore and fifteen souls. 

15 So Jacob went down into Egypt, and 
^died, he, and our fathers, 

16 And * were carried over into Sychem, 
and laid in the sepulchre that “Abraham 
bo^ht for a sum of money of the sons 
of Emmor the father of Sychem. 

17 But •when ®the time of the promise 
drew nigh, which God had sworn to 
Abraham, «*the. people grew and mul* 
tiplied in Egypt, 

18 Till another king arose, which knew 
not Joseph. 

19 The same dealt subtilly with our 
kindred, and evil entreated our fathers, 
®so that they cast out their young chil- 
dren to the end they might not live. 

20 hi which time ^ Moses was bom, and 
was 2 exceeding fair, and nourished up in 
his father’s house three months : 

21 And when he was cast out. Pharaoh’s 
daughter took him up, and nourished 
him for her own son. 

22 And Moses was learned in all the 
•wisdom of the Egyptians, and was mighty 
1 in words and in deeds. 
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23 And when he -was full forty years 
old, it came into his heart ^to visit his 
brethren the children of Israel. 

24 And seeing^ one of them suffer wrong, 
he defended him, and avenged him that 
was oppressed, and smote the Egjiptian : 

25 1 For he supposed his brethren would 
have understood how that God by his 
hand would deliver them: but they un- 
derstood not. 

26 And the next day he shewed himself 
unto them as they strove, and would 
have set them at one again, saying, Sirs, 
ye are brethren; why do ye wrong one to 
another? 

27 But he that did his neighbour wrong 
thrust liim away, saying, Who made 
tliee a ruler and a judge over us? 

28 Wilt thou Mil me, as thou diddest 
the Egyptian yesterday? 

29 Then fled Moses at this saying, and 
was a stranger in the land of Madian, 

< where he begat two sons. 

30 And when forty years were expired, 
/there appe^ed to him in the wilderness 
of mount Sina an angel of the Lord in a 
flame of fire in a bush. 

31 When Moses saw it, he wondered at 
the sight: and as he drew near to behold 
it, the voice of the Lord came unto him, 

32 Saying, ” I am the God of thy fathers, 
the God of Abraham, and the God of 
Isaac, and the God of Jacob. Then 
Moses trembled, and durst not behold. 

33 Then said the Lord to hi^ Put off 
thy shoes from thy feet: for the place 
where thou standest is holy ground. 

34 1 have seen, I have seen the affliction 
of my people which is in Egypt, and I 
have heard their groaning, and am come 
down to deliver them. And now come, 
I will send thee into Egypt. 

35 This Moses whom they refused, say- 
ing, Who made thee a ruler and a judge ? 
the same did God send to be a ruler and 
a deliverer *by the hand of the angel 
which appearea to him in the bush. 

36 ^He Drought them out, after tliat he 
had shewed ®^wonders and signs in the 
land of Egypt, and in the Bed sea, and 
in the wilderness forty years. 

37 H This is that Moses, which said 
imto the children of Ismel, A prophet 
shall the Lord your Goa raise up_untb 
you of your brethren, ^like unto nae ; 
him shall ye hear. 

38 This is he, that was in the church in 
the wilderness with *the an^el which 
spake to him in the mount Sina, and 
with our fathers : who received the lively 
® oracles to give imto us : 

^ To whom our fathers would not 
obey, but thrust him from them, and 
in their hearts turned back again into 

^^aying unto Aaron, ®Make us gods 
to go before us : for os for this Moses, 
which brought us out of the land of 
■w’ot not what is become of h i m . 
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41 And “they made a calf in those days- 
and offered sacrifice unto the idol, and 
rejoiced in the works of their own hands. 

42 Then God turned, and ®gave them 
up to worship the host of heaven ; as it 
is written in the book of the prophets, 

ye house of Israel, have ye offered to 
me slain beasts and sacrifices by the space 
o/ forty years in the wilderness ? 

43 Yea, ye took up the tabernacle of 
Moloch, and the star of your god 

Remphan, figures which ye made to 
worship them: and I will carry you 
away beyond Babylon. 

44 Our fathers had /the tabernacle of 
witness in the wilderness, as he had 
appointed. 2 speaking unto Moses, ^that 
he should make it according to the 
fashion that he had seen. 

45 Which also our fathers ^that came 
after brought in wth ^ Jesus into the 
possession of the Gentiles, whom God 
drave out before the face of our fathers, 
unto the days of David ; 

46 Who found favour before God, and 
* desired to find a tabernacle for the God 
of Jacob. 

47 But Solomon built him an house. 

48 ^ Howbeit the most High dwelleth 
not in temples made with hands; as 
saith the prophet, 

49 ® Heaven is my tlirone, and earth is 
my footstool : what house will ye build 
me ? saith the Lord : or what is the place 
of my rest ? 

60 Hath not my hand made all these 
things? 

51 il Ye ^stiffnecked and uncircumcised 
in heart and ears, ye do always resist the 
Holy Ghost : as your fathers did, so do 
ye. 

52 ® Which of the prophets have not 
your fathers persecuted? and they have 
slain them which shewed before of the 
coming of ''the Just One; of whom ye 
have been now the betrayers and mur- 
derers : 

53 Who have received the law “by the 
disposition of angels, and have not kept it. 

54 U When they heard these things, 
they were cut to the heart, and they 
gnashed on him with their teeth. 

65 But he, * being full of the Holy 
Ghost, looked up stedfastly into heaven, 
and saw the glory of God, and Jesus 
standing ^'on the right hand of God, 

66 And said. Behold, I see the heavens 
opened, and the Son of man standing on 
the right hand of God, 

57 Then they cried out with a loud 
voice, and stopped their ears, and ran 
upon him with one accord, 

58 And cast *out of the city, and 
“stoned him: and ^^tlie witnesses laid 
down their clothes at a young man’s feet, 
whose name was Saul. 

59 And they stoned Stephen, calling 
upon God, and saying, Lord Jesus, 
/receive my Bpirit, 
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Said. Simon, the sorcerer. PkUip and the eunuch 


60 And he kneeled down, and cried 1 
with a loud voice, Lord, ** lay not this 
sin to their charge. And when he had 
said this, he fell asleep. 

CHAPTEB 8 

AKr> Saul was consenting unto his 
JX. death. And at that time there was 
a great persecution against the church 
which, was at Jerusalem j and ‘'they 
were all scattered abroad throughout 
the regions of Judaea and Samaria, 
except the apostles, 

2 And devout 'men carried Stephen to 
his burial^ and made great lamentation 
over him. 

3 As for Saul, *he made havock of 
the church, entering into every house, 
and haling men and women committed 
them to prison. 

4 Therefore ^they that were scattered 
abroad went every where preaching the 
word. 

6 Then ^Philip went down to the city 
of Samaria, and preached Christ unto 
them. 

6 And the people with one accord cave 
heed unto those things which Philip 
spake, hearing and seeing the miracles 
which he did. 

7 For 2 unclean spirits, crying with 
loud voice, came out of many that were 
possessed with them: and many taken 
with palsies, and that were lame, were 
healed. 

8 And there was great joy m that city. 

9 But there was a certain man, called 
Simon, which beforetime in the same 
city ®used sorcery, and bewitched the 
people of Samaria, giving out that him- 
self was some great one ; 

10 To whom they all gave heed, from 
the least to the greatest, s^ing, ^This 
man is the great power of God. 

11 And to him they had regard, because 

that of long time he had bewitched them 
with sorceries. 

12 But when they believed Phihp preach 
lng*the things concerning the kingdpm 
of God, and the name of Jesus Christ, 
they were baptized, both men and women. 

13 Then Simon himself believed also : 
and when he was baptized, he continued 
with Philip, and wondered, beholding 
the 1 miracles and signs which were done. 

14 Now when Hhe apostles which were 
at Jerusalem heard that Samaria had 
received the word of God, they sent unto 
them * Peter and J ohn : 

15 "Who, when they were come down, 
►rayed for them, “ that they might receive 
he Holy Ghost: 

16 (For ®as yet he was fallen upon none 
of them: only "'they were baptized in 
the name of the Lord Jesus.) 

17 Then *laid they their hands on them, 
and they receiv^ the Holy Ghost. 

18 And when Simon saw that through 
laying on. of the apostles' bands the

Holy Ghost was given, he offered them 
money, 

19 Saying, Give me also this power, 
that on whomsoever I lay hands, he 
may receive the Holy Ghost. 

20 But Peter said unto him, *Thy mo- 
ney perish with thee, because thou hast 
thought that the gift of God may he 
purchased with money. 

21 Thou hast neither part nor lot in this 
matter : for thy heart is not right in the 
sight of God. 

22 Eepent therefore of this thy wick- 
edness, and pray God, if perhaps the 
thought of thine heart may be forgiven 
thee. 

23 For I perceive that thou art in / the 
gall of bitterness, and in the bond of 
iniquity. 

24 Then answered Simon, and said, 
^Pray ye to the Lord for me, that none 
of these things which ye have spoken 
come upon me. 

25 And they, when they had testified 
and preached the word of the Lord, 
returned to Jerusalem, and preached 
the gospel in many villages of the Sa- 
maritans. 

26 And ^the angel of the Lord spake 
unto * Philip, saymg, Arise, and go to- 
ward the south unto the way that goeth 
down from Jerusalem unto Gaza, which 
is desert 

27 And he arose and went : and, behold, 
a man of Ethiopia, an eunuch of great 
authority under Candace queen of the 
Ethiopians, who had the cha^e of all 
her treasure, and "had come to Jerusalem 
for to worship, 

28 Was returning, and sitting in his 
chariot read Esaias the prophet. 

29 Then the Spirit said unto Philip, 
Go near, and join thyself to this chariot 

30 And Phihp ran thither to him, and 
heard him read the prophet Esaias, and 
said, XJnderstandest thou what thou 
readest? 

31 And he said, How can I, except some 
man should guide me? And he desired 
Philip that he would come up and sit 
with nim. 

32 The place of the scripture which he 
read was this, **He was led ss a she ep to 
the slaughter; Srd liFe a'^EBibrtttimb 
‘‘l^f6fe'®^'he^ffel*, so opened he not Ms 
mouth:' 

33 In his humiliation his judgment 
was taken away : and who shall declare 
his generation? for his life is taken from 
the earth. 

34 And the eunuch answered Philip, and 
said, I pray thee, of whom speaketh the 
prophet this ? of himself, or of some other 
man? 

35 Then Philip opened his mouth, and 
^began at the same scripture, and 
preached unto him Jesus. 

36 And as they went on their way, they 
Icame unto a certain water: and the 
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euimch said, See, here is water ; what 
doth hinder me to be baptized? I 

37 And Philip said, if thou believest 
with all thine heart, thou mayest. And 
he answered and said, I believe that 
Jesus Christ is “the Son of God. 

38 And he conomanded the chariot to 
stand ^tilL : and they went down both 
into the water, both Philip and the 
eunuch: and he baptized him. 

39 And when they were come up out of 
the water, the Spirit of the Lord caught 
away Philip, that the eunuch saw liim no 
more : and he went on his way rejoicing. 

40 But ^Philip was found at Azotus: 
and passing through he preached in all 
the cities, till he came to ® Caesarea. 

CHAPTER 9 

ANB ^Saul, yet breathing out threat- 
Ax enings and slaughter against the 
disciples of the Lord, went unto the 
high priest, 

2 And desired of him letters to Damas- 
cus to the synagogues, that if he found 
any ^of tliis way, whether they were 
men or women, he might bring them 
bound unto Jei-usalem. 

3 ^ And as he iomneyed, he came near 
Damascus: and suddenly there shined 
round about him a light from heaven ; 

4 And he fell to the earth, ^and heard a 
voice saying unto him, Saul, Saul, why 
persecutest thou me? 

5 And he said, Who art thou, Lord? 
And the Lord said, I am Jesus whom 
thou persecutest : it is hard for thee to 
kick against the pricks. 

6 And he trembling and astonished 
said. Lord, what wilt thou have me to 
do? And the Lord said unto liim, Arise, 
and go into the city, and it shall be told 
thee what thou must do. 

7 And the men which journeyed with 
him stood speechless, hearing a voice, 
but seeing no man. 

8 And Saul arose from the earth ; and 
when his eyes were opened, he saw no 
man: but they led hun by the hand, 
and brought him into Damascus. 

9 And he was three days without sight, 
and neither did eat nor drink. 

10 IT *And there was a certain disciple 
at Damascus, named Ananias; and to 
him said the Lord in a vision, Ananias. 
And he said. Behold, I am ker^ Lord. 

11 And the Lord said unto him, Arise, 
and go into the street which is called 
Straight, and inquire in the house of 
Judas for one called Saul, of ‘'Tarsus 
for, behold, he prayeth, 

12 And hath seen in a vision a man 
named Ananias coming in, and putting 
his hand on him, that he might receive 
his sight 

13 Then Ananias answered, Lord, I 
have heard by many of this man, “how 
much evil he hath done to thy ‘'saints at 
Jerusalem: 
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14 And here he hath authority from 
the chief priests to bind all that call on 
thy name. 

15 But the Lord said unto him, Go 
thy way : for he is a chosen vessel unto 
me, to my name before *the Gen- 
tiles,^ and “kings, and the children of 

16 For will shew him how great 
things he must sufler for my name’s sake. 

17 And Ananias went his way, and 
entered into the house ; and putting his 
hands on him said, Brother Saul, the 
Lord, even Jesus, that appeared unto 
thee in the way as thou earnest, hath 
sent me, that thou mi^htest receive thy 
sight, and /be filled with the Holy Ghost, 

18 And immediately there fell from 
his eyes as it had been scales : and he 
received sight forth^vith, and arose, and 
^was baptized. 

19 And when he had received meat, 
he was strengthened. *Then was Saul 
certain days with the disciple which 
were at Damascus. 

20 And straightway he preached Christ 
in the synagogues, that he is the Son of 
God. 

21 But all that heard him were amazed 
and said ; Is not this he that * destroy^ 
them wnich called on this name in 
Jerusalem, "‘and came hither for that 
intent, "that he inight bring them bound 
unto the chief priests? 

22 But Saul increased the more in 
strength, and confounded the J ews which 
dwelt at Damascus, proving that this is 
very Christ. 

23 H “And after that many days were 
f ulfill ed, the Jews took counsel to kill 
him: 

24 But their laying await was known of 
SauL ^ And they watched the gates day 
and night to kill him. 

25 Then the disciples took him by night, 
and ®let him down by the wall in a basket. 

26 And ’‘when Saul was come to Jeru- 
salem, he assayed to join himself to the 
disciples: but they were all afraid of 
him^ and believed not that he was a 
disc^le. 

27 But 'Barnabas took hinu and brought 
him “to the apostles, and deckired unto 
them how he had seen the Lord in the 
way, and that he had spoken to him, 
and how he had preached boldly at 
Damascus in the name of Jesus. 

28 And he was with them coming in 
and going out at Jerusalem. 

29 And he spake boldly in the name of 
the Lord Jesus, and disputed against the 
" Grecians : but * they went about to slay 

hlTU- 

30 Which when the brethren knew, 
they brought him down to ^'Ctesarea, 
and sent him forth to 'Tarsus. 

31 Then had *the churches rest through- 
out all Judeea and Galilee and Samaria, 
and were edified; and waLking la the 
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fear of the Lord, and in the “comfort 
of the Holy Ghost, were multiplied. 

32 ^ And it came to pass, as Peter 
passed throughout all quarters, he came 
down also to ®the saints which dwelt at 
Lydda. 

^ And there he found a certain man 
named iEneas, which had kept his bed 
eight years, and was sick of the palsy. 

34 And Peter said unto him, .^neas, 
Jesus Christ maketh thee whole : arise, 

and make thy bed. And he arose imme- 
diately. 

35 And all that dwelt at Lydda and 
Saron saw him, and turned to the Lord. 

36 IT Now there was at Joppa a certain 
disciple named Tabitha, whicn by inter- 
pretation is called ^ Dorcas : this woman 
was full of good works and almsdeeds 
which she did. 

37 And it came to pass in those days, 
that she was sick, and died: whom 
when they had washed, they laid her 
in an upper chamber. 

38 And forasmuch as Lydda was nigh 
to jOTpa, and the disciples had heard 
that Peter was therCj they sent unto him 
two men, desiring him that he would not 
^delay to come to them. 

39 Then Peter arose and went with them. 
When he was come, they brought him 
into the upper chamber: and all the 
widows stood by him weeping, and shew- 
ing the coats and garments wmch Dorcas 
made, while she was with them. 

40 But .Peter ^put them all forth, and 
/kneeled down, and prayed ; and turning 
Mm to the body *said, Tabitha, arise. 
And she opened her eyes : and when she 
saw Peter, she sat up. 

41 And He gave her his hand, and lifted 
her up, and when he had called ^the 
saints and widows, presented her alive. 

42 And it was known throughout all 
Joppa; and many believed in the Lord. 

43 And it came to pass, that he tarried 
many days in Joppa with one "Simon a 
tanner. 

CHAPTEE 10 


fpHEEE was a certain man in Caasarea 
jL called Cornelius, a centurion of the 
band called the Italian band, 

2 A ® devout man, and one that feared 
God with all his house, which gave much 
alms to the people, and prayed to God 
alway. 

. 3 He saw in a vision evidently about 
the ninth hour of the day -^an angel of 
God coming in to him, and sa 3 dng unto 
him, Cornelius. 

4 And when he looked on hin^ ®he 
was afraid^ and said, What is it. Lord? 
j^d he said unto him., Thy prayers and 
thine alms are come up ®for a memorial 
before God, 

5 And now send men to * Joppa, and 
1^11 for one Simon, whose surname is 
Peter: 
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6 He lodgeth with one * Simon a tanner, 
whose house is by the sea side : he shS 
tell thee what thou oughtest to do. 

7 And when the angel which spake unto 
Cornelius was departed, he called two 
of his household servants, and a devout 
soldier of them that waited on him 
continually ; 

8 Amd when he had declared all these 
thills unto them, he sent them to Joppa. 

9 IT On the morrow, as they went on 
their journey, and drew nigh unto the 
city, ®Peter went up upon tlie housetop 
to pray about the sixth hour : 

10 And he became very hungry, and 
would have eaten : but while they made 
ready, he fell into / a trance, 

11 And saw heaven opened, and a certain 
vessel descending unto him, as it had 
been a great sheet knit at the four cor- 
ners, and let down to the earth : 

12 wlierein were all manner of four- 
footed beasts of the earth, and wild 
beasts, and creeping things, and fowls 
of the air. 

13 And there came a voice to him, Else, 
Peter; kill, and eat. 

14 But Peter said, Not so. Lord; for 
I have never eaten any thing that is 
common or ^unclean. 

16 And the voice spake unto him agmn 
the second time, What God hath cleansed, 
that *call not thou common. 

16 This was done thrice : and the vessel 
was received up a^in into heaven. 

17 Eow while Peter doubted in him- 
self what this vision which he had seen 
should mean, behold, the men which 
were sent from Cornelius had made 
inquiry for Simon’s house, and stood 
beior<‘ the gate, 

18 And called, and asked whether Simon, 
which was surnamed Peter, were lodged 
there. 

19 IF While Peter thought on the vision, 
the Spirit said unto liim. Behold, "‘three 
men seek thee. 

20 Arise therefore, and get thee down, 
and go with them, doubting nothing; 
for I nave sent them. 

21 Then Peter went down to the men 
which were sent unto him from Cor- 
nelius ; and said, Behold, I am he whom 
ye seek : what is the cause wherefore ye 
are come? 

22 And they said, Cornelius the centu- 
rion, a just man, and one that feareth 
God, and of good report among all the 
nation of the Jews, was warned from 
God by an holy angel to send for thee 
into his house, and to hear words of thee. 

23 Then called he them in, and lodged 
them. And on the morrow Peter went 
away with them, and ** certain brethren 
from Joppa accompanied him. 

24 And the morrow after they entered 
into “Caesarea. Amd Cornelius waited 
for them, and had caUed together hi§ 
kinsmen and near friends. 



flSTic? his company taught. The Gentiles received. 

25 And as Peter was coming in, Cor- 
nelius met him, and "fell down at his 
feetj^and worshipped kim. 

26 But Peter tooK him up, saying, Stand 
up ; myself also am a man. 

^ 27 And as he talked with him, he went 
in, and found ®^many that were come 
together. 

28 And he said unto them, Ye know 
how tliat it is an unlawful thing for a 
man that is a Jew /to keep company, or 
come unto one of another nation ; but 
* God hath shewed me that I should not 
call any man common or unclean. 

29 Therefore came I unto you ^vithout 
gainsaying, as soon as 1 was sent for : I 
ask therefore for what intent ye have 
sent for me? 

30 And Cornelius said, /Pour days ago 
I was fasting until this hour; and at 
^the ninth hour I prayed in my house, 
and, beholdj ”*a man stood before me in 
bright clothing, 

31 And said, Cornelius, thy prayer is 
heard, and tmne alms are had in re- 
membrance in the sight of God. 

32 Send therefore to Joppa, and call 
hither Simon, whose surname is Peter; 
he is lodged in the house of one Simon a 
tanner by the sea side: who, when he 
coraeth, shall speak unto thee. 

33 Immediately therefore I sent to 
thee ; and thou hast well done that thou 
art come. Now therefore are we all here 
present before God, to hear all things 
that are commanded thee of God. 

34 Then Peter opened his mouth, and 
said, Of a truth I perceive that God is 
no respecter of persons : 

35 But ^in every nation he that feareth 
him, and worketh righteousness, is ac- 
cepted with him. 

36 The word which God sent imto the 
children of Israel, preaching ® peace by 
Jesus Christ: (he is ®Loid of all:) 

37 That word, I say, ye know, which 
was published throughout all Judaea, 
and *^began from Galilee, after the bap- 
tism which Jolin preached ; 

38 How God "anointed Jesus of Na - 
zareth witn tne /loiv unost and wit h 
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which he did both in the land of 
Jews, and in Jerusalem; whom they 
slew and hanged on a tree : 

40 Him ^Goa raised up the third day, 
and shewed him o 


41 'Not to all the peopl^ but imto 
* witnesses chosen before of God, even to 
us, ‘'who did eat and drink with him 
after he rose from the dead. 

42 And **he commanded us to preach 
unto the people, and to testify that ®it is 
he wliich was ordained of God to he the 
Judge of quick and dead. 

43 To him give ^all the prophets wit- 
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1 ness, that through his name whosoever 
! believeth in hini shall receive ^remission 
' of sins. , , 

44 11 While Peter yet spake these words, 
the Holy Ghost fell on all them which 
heard the word. 

45 And ®they of the circumcision which 
believed were astonished, as many as 
came with Peter, because that on the 
Gentiles also was poured out the gift of 
the Holy Ghost. 

46 Por they heard them ^ speak with 
tongues, and magnify God. Then an- 
sw’ered Peter, 

47 Can any man forbid water, that 
these should not be baptized, widen have 
received the Holy Ghost as well as we? 

48 And he ‘commanded them to be 
baptized *in the name of the Lord. 
Then prayed they him to tarry certain 
days. 

CHAPTEB 11 

AND the apostles and ” brethren that 
-4JL were in Judaea heard that the Gen- 
tiles had also received the word of God. 

2 And when Peter was come up to 
Jerusalem, "they that were of the cir- 
cumcision contended with him, 

3 Saying, -^Thou wentest in to men 
uncircumcised, and didst eat with them. 

4 But Peter rehearsed the Tnatter from 
the beginning, and expounded it by order 
unto them, saying, 

6 was in the city of Joppa praying : 
and in a trance I saw a vision, A certain 
vessel descend, as it had been a great 
sheet, let down from heaven by fom 
corners ; and it came even to me : 

6 Upon the which when 1 had fastened 
mine eyes, I considered, and saw four- 
footed beasts of the earth, and wild 
beasts, and creeping things, and fowls of 
the air. 

7 And I heard a voice saying unto me. 
Arise, Peter : slay and eat. 

8 But I said, Not so, Lord : for nothing 
common or unclean hath at any time 
entered into my mouth. 

9 But the voice answered me again 
from heaven, What God hath cleansed, 
that call not thou common. 

10 And this was done three times : and 
all were drawn up again into heaven. 

11 And, behold, immediately there were 
three men already come unto the house 
where I was, sent from Caesarea unto 
me. 

12 And the spirit bade me go with 
them, nothing doubting. Moreover 
“these six brethren accompanied me, 
and we entered into the man’s house : 

13 And he shewed us how he had seen 
an angel in his house, which stood and 
said unto him, Send men to J op^ and 
call for Simon, whose surname is Peter; 

14 Who shall tell thee words, whereby 
thou and /all thy house shall be saved. 

15 And as 1 began to speak, the Holy

Bamahas wnd SavL Peter released from, prison. 
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Ghost fell oa them, “as on as at the 
b^inning. 

16 Then * remembered I the word of 
the Lord, how that he said, John indeed 
baptized with water; but ye shall he 
baptized with the Holy Ghost. 

17 /Porasmuch then as God gave them 
the like gift as he did unto us, who 
believed on the Lord Jesus Christ ; what 
was L that I could withstand God ? 

18 When they heard these things, they 
held their peace, and glorified God, say- 
ing, * Then hath God also to the Gentiles 
granted -^repentance unto hfe, 

19 *11 How *they which were scattered 
abroad upon the persecution that arose 
about Stejphen travelled as far as ^Phe- 
nice, and "Cyprus, and "Antioch, preach- 
ing the word to none but unto the Jews 
only. 

20 And some of them were men of 
Cyprus and ^ Cyrene, wliich, when they 
were come to Antioch, ^ake unto the 
2 Grecians, preaching tlie Lord J esus. 

21 And the hand of the Lord was vrith 
them ; and a great number believed, and 
*■ turned unto the Lord. 

22 U Then tidings of these things came 
Tinto the ears of the church which was 
in Jerusalem : and they sent forth ^Bar- 
nabas, that he should go as far as Antioch. 

^ 'Vi^o, when he came, and had seen 
*the grace of God, was glad, and * ex- 
horted them all, that with purpose of 
heart they would cleave imto the Lord. 

24 Por he was a good man, and full of 

the Holy Ghost and of faith : and much 
people was added imto the Lord. ■ i ^ 

25 Then departed Barnabas to "Tarsus, | ^ 

for to seek Saul ; , , . i 

26 And when he had found him, he 
brought him unto “'Antioch. And it ' 
came to pass, that a whole year they 
assembled themselves 2 with the church, 
and taught much people. And the dis- 
ciples were called Christians first in 
imtioch. 

27 H And in these days came ^ prophets 
from Jerusalem unto Antioch. 

28 And there stood up one of them 
named <^Agabus, and signified by the 
spirit that there should be great deartli 
throughout all the world : which came to 
pass in the days of * Claudius Caesar. 

29 Then the disciples, every man ac- 
<»rding to his ability, determined to 
send relief tmto the /brethren which 
dwelt in Judaea: 

30 Which also they did, and sent it to 
fcthe elders by tiie hands of Barnabas 
and SauL 

CHAPTER 12 

^3.t time Herod the king 
JJN ^stretched forth his hands to vex 
of the chUTCh. 

2 And he l^ed ‘James the brother of 
John with the sword. 

3 And ^because he saw it pleased the 
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Jews, he proceeded further to take Peter 
also. (Then were *tlie days of un- 
leavened bread.) 

4 And when he had apprehended him, 
he put him in prison, and delivered him. 
to four ® quaternions of soldiers to keep 
him; intending after ^Easter to bring 
him forth to the people. 

6 Peter therefore was kept in prison: 
but sprayer was made without ceasing 
*of the church unto God for him. 

6 And when Herod would have brought 
him forth, the same night Peter was 
sleeping between two soldiers, bound 
with two chains : and the keepers before 
the door kept th^rison. 

7 And, behold, *"the angel of the Lord 
came upon him, and a light shined in 
the prison : and he smote Peter on the 
side, and raised him up, saying. Arise up 
quickly. And his chains feu oli* from 
iis hands. 

8 And the angel said unto him, Gird 
thyself, and bind on thy sandals. And 
so he did. And he saith unto him, Cast 
thy garment about thee, and follow me. 

9 And he went out, and followed him ; 

and wist not that it was true which was 
done by the angel ; but thought he saw 
a vision. , ^ 

10 When they were past the first and 
the second ward, they came unto the 
iron gate that leadeth unto, the city; 
“whiwi opened to them of his own ac- 
cord : and they went out, and passed on 
through one street; and forthwith the 
angel departed from him. 

11 And when Peter was come to him- 
self, he said, Now I know of a surety, 
that the Lord hath sent his angel, and 
hath delivered me out of the hand of 
Herod, and from all *the expectation of 
the people of the Jews. 

12 And when he had considered the 
thing, he came to the house of Mary the 
mother of *John, whose surname was 
“Mark ; where many were gathered to- 

«T1 


13 And as Peter knocked at the door of 
the gat& a damsel came 3|o hearken, 
named Rhoda. 

14 And when she knew Peter's voic& 
sfie opened not the gate for gladness, but 
ran in, and told how Peter stood before 
the gate. 

16 And they said unto her, Thou art 
mad. But she constantly affirmed that 
it was even so. Then said they, It is 
^his angeL 

16 But Peter continued knocking : and 
when they had opened the door, and saw 
himjihey were astonished. 

17 But he, beckoning unto them with 
the hand to hold their peace, dedaied 
unto them how the Lord had brought 
him out of the prison. And he said. Go 
shew these things unto /James, and to 
the brethren. And he departed, and 
went incu another place.

18 Now as soon as it was day, there was 
no small stir among the soloiers, what 
was become of Peter. 

19 And when Herod had sought for 
him, and foimd him not, he examined 
the Keepers, and commanded that they 
should be put to death. And he went 
down from Judaea to Caesarea, and tken'e 
abode. 

20 H And Herod ^was highly displeased 
with them of Tyre and Sidon : but they 
came ^nth one accord to him, and, hav- 
ing made Blastus ^the king’s chamber- 
lam their friend, desired peace ; because 
their country was nourished by the 
king’s country. 

21 And upon a set day Herod, arrayed 
in royal apparel, sat upon his ^throne, 
and made an oration unto them. 

22 And the people gave a shout, saying. 
It is the voice of a god, and not of a 
man. 

23 And immediately the angel of the 
Lord smote him, because he gave not 
God the glory: and he was eaten of 
worm^and ^ve up the ghost. 

24 IT But *”the word of God grew and 
multiplied. 

25 ®And Barnabas and Saul returned 
from Jerusalem, when they had fulfilled 
tkeir ^ministiy, and took with them 
« John, whose surname was Mark. 

CHAPTEE IS 

"VrOW there were in the church that 
AN was at ^Antioch certain “prophets 
and “’teachers ; as * Barnabas, and Simeon 
that was called Niger, and ^'Lucius of 
Qyrene, and Manaen, ^ which had been 
brought up with “Herod the tetrarch, 
and «SauL . 

2 As they ministered to the Lord, and 
“fasted, the Holy Ghost said. Separate 
me Barnabas and Saul for the work 
^'whereunto I have called them. 

3 And when they had fasted and 
Sprayed, and ^laid tlieir hands on them, 
they sent them away. 

4 N So they, being sent forth by the 
Holy Ghost, departed unto Seleucia; 
and from thence they sailed to ’“Cyprus. 

6 And when they were at Salamis, they 
preached the word of God “in the syna- 
gogues of the Jews : and they had also 
*John to their minister. 

6 And when they had gone through the 
isle unto Paphos, they found *a certain 
sorcerer, a false prophet, a Jew, whose 
name was Bar-jesus : 

7 Which was with the "deputy of 
the country, Sergius Paulus, a prudent 
man; who called for Barnabas and 
Saul, and desired to hear the word of 
God. 

8 But Elymas the sorcerer (for so is his 

name by mterpretation) withstood them, 
seddng to turn away the deputy from 
the faith. , ^ ^ 

9 Then Saul, (who also is caUed Paul,) 
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“fiUed with the Holy Ghost, set his eyes 
on him, 

10 And said, 0 full of all subtilty and 
all mis chief, ^thou cMd of the de'^ 
thou enemy of all righteousness, wilt 
thou not cease to perv'ert the right ways 
of the Lord? 

11 And now, behold, “the hand of the 
Lord is upon thee, and thou shalt be 
blind, not seeing the sun <^for a season. 
And immediately there fell on him a 
mist and a darkness ; and he went about 
seeking some to lead him by the hand. 

12 Then the deputy, when he saw what 
was done, believed, being astonished at 
the doctrine of the Lord. 

13 Now when Paul and his conmany 
loosed from /Paphos, they came to Perga 
in Pamphyha : and ^ J ohn departing from 
them returned ^to Jerusalem. 

14 H But when they departed from 
Perga, they came to Antioch in Pisidia, 
and^ went ^into the sraagogue on the 
sabbath day, and sat down. 

15 And after the reading of /the law 
and *the prophets ^the rulers of the 
synagogue sent unto them, saying, Ye 
men and brethren, if ye have any “word 
of exhortation for the people, say on. 

16 Then Paul stood up, and ^beckoning 
with his hand said, Men of Israel, and 
ye that fear God, mve audience. 

17 The God of this people of Israel 
’‘chose our fathers, and exalted the people 
*when they dwelt as strangers m the 
land of Egypt, and "with aa high arm 
brought he 'them out of it. 

18 And about the time of “forty years 
^suffered he their manners in the wilder- 
ness. 

19 And when ®he had destroyed seven 
nations in the land of Chanaan, <*he 
divided their land to them by lot. 

20 And after that /he gave unto them 
judges about the space of *four hundred 
and fifty years, until Samuel the prophet, 

21 And afterward/they desired a king ; 
and *God gave unto them Saul the son 
of Cis, ^a man of the tribe of Benjamin, 
by the space of forty years. 

22 And when he had removed him, ”he 
raised up unto them David to be their 
king ; to whom also he gave testimony, 
and said, ^I have found David the son 
of Jesse, ’'a man after mine own heart, 
which shall fulfil all my wilL 

23 *Of this man’s seed hath God ac- 
cording “to his promise raised unto 
Israel "a Saviour, Jesus : 

24 When “John had first preached be- 
fore his coming the baptism of repentance 
to all the people of Israel. 

25 And as John fulfilled his course, he 
said, ^ Whom think ye tliat I am f lam 
not he. But, behold, there cometh one 
after me, whose shoes of his feet I am 
not worthy to loose. 

26 Men and brethren, children of the 
• stock of Abraham, and whosoever among 
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S OU feareth God, ""to you is the word of 
tiis salvation sent. 

27 For they that dwell at Jerusalem, 
and their rulers, ‘^because they knew 
him not, nor yet the voices of the pro- 
phets ‘*which are read evep^ sabbath day, 
they have ® fulfilled them in condemning 
him, 

2S And ^though they found no cause of 
death in him, yet desired they Pilate 
that he should be slain. 

29 And when ^'they had fulfilled all 
that was written of him, *they took him 
down from the tree, and laid hhn in a 1 ” ch. l a 


PatU preacheth at Antioch, The journeys of 


sepulchre. 

30 But ’"God raised him from the dead : 

31 And "he was seen many days of 
them which came up with him from 
Galilee to Jerusalem, who are liis ^wit- 
nesses unto the people. 

32 And we declare unto you glad 
tidings, how that ®the promise which 
was made unto the fathers, 

33 God hath fulfilled the same unto us 
their children, in that he hath raised up 
Jesus again ; as it is also written in the 
second psalm, ^Thou art my Son, this 
day have I begotten thee. 

34 And as concerning that he raised 
him up from the dead, now no more to 
return to corruption, he said on this 
wise, I will give you ^the sure ^mercies 
of David. 

35 Wherefore he saith also in another 
malm, "Th ou shalt not sufibr tliin e 
Boly 0n O5L_see corruption. 
"3BlBWT3avia7®aItgrhTliaa served his 
own generation by the will of God, fell 
on sleep, and was laid unto liis fathers, 
and saw corruption : 

37 But hCj whom God raised again, saw 
no corruption. 

38 Tl Be it known unto you therefore, 
men and brethren, that ‘^through this 
m an is preached unto you the /forgive- 
ness of sms : 

39 And *^by him all that believe are 
^justified from all thin^, *from which 
“"e could not be justified by the law of 
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40 l^ware therefore, lest that come 
upon you, winch is spoken of in the 
p^hets; 

ml* Behold, ye despisers, and wonder, 
aad perish : for I work a work in your 
days , a work which ye shall in no wis5 
‘Delle ve, though a man declare it unto you. 

42 And when the Jews were gone out of 
the synagogue, ®the Gentiles besought 
that these words might be preached to 
them 2 the n&st sabbatln 

43 Now when the congregation was 
broken, up, many of the Jews and re- 
ligious proseljtes followed Paul and Bar- 
nabas: who, speaking to them, persuaded 
them to continue in^the grace of God. 

44 t And the next sabbath day came 
almost the whole city together to hear 
the word of God. 


45 But when the Jews saw the multi- 
tudes, *they were filled with envy, and 
spake against those things which were 
spoken by Paul, contradicting and hlas- 
pneming. 

46 Then Paul and Barnabas waxed bold, 
and said. It was necessary that the word 
of God should /first have been spoken to 
you : but ^ seeing ye put it from you, and 
judge yourselves unworthy of everlasting 
life, lo, ^we turn to the Gentiles. 

47 For so hath the Lord commanded us, 
saying, have set thee to be a light of 
the Gentiles, that thou shouldest he for 
salvation unto the ends of the earth. 

48 And when the Gentiles heard this, 
they were glad, and glorified the word of 
the Lord : and ®as many as were ordained 
to eternal life believed. 

49 And the word of the Lord was 
published throughout all the region. 

60 But ’’the Jews stirred up the devout 
and ^honourable women, and the cliief 
men of the city, and raised persecution 
against Paul ana Barnabas, and expelled 
them out of their coasts. 

61 But they “shook oft* the dust of 
their feet against them, and came unto 
’'Iconium. 

62 And the disciples were filled with 
“'joy, and with *the Holy Ghost. 

CHAPTER 14 

AND it came to pass in ®Iconium, that 
xx they went both together *into the 
synagogue of the Jews, and so sp^e, 
that a great multitude both of the Jews 
and also of the Greeks believed. 

2 But the unbelieving Jews "sthred up 
. the Gentiles, and made their minds evil 
' afiected against the brethren. 

- via. *o. "3 Long time therefore abode they speak- 

^Ov,a/terfie ] ing boldly in the Lord, which gave testi- 
had in hia j mony unto ®the word of his grace, and 
, granted si^ and wonders to be done by 
\ their hanos. 

i 4 But the multitude of the city was 
■ divided : and part held with the Jews, 
; and part with the ^’apostles. 

3 6 And when there was an assault made 
both of the Gentiles, and also of the 
' Jews with their rulers, to use them 
[ despitefully, and to stone them, 
f 6 They were ware of and ^fled unto 
Lystra and "Derbe, cities of lA'caonia 
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rf® 10 . ’ 2 a I and unto the region that lietfi romi3 
about : 

7 And there they preached the gospel. 

8 And there sat a certain man at 
Lystra, impotent in his feet, ^being a 
cripple from his mother’s womb, who 
never had walked : 

9 The same heard Paul ^eak: who 
stedfastly beholding him, and perceiving 
that he had faith ^ to be healed, 

10 Said with a loud voice. Stand upright 
on thy feet. And he * leaped and walked. 

11 And when the people saw what Paul 
, had done, they mted up their voices, 
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Favl and Barnabas, Question of ciraumcision. 

saying in the speech of Lycaonia, “ The 
gods are come down to us in the likeness 
of men. 

12 And they called Barnabas, Jupiter ; 
and Paul, ]\Iercurius, because ne was the 
chief speaker. 

13 Then the priest of Jupiter, which 
was before their city, brought oxen and 
garlands unto the gates, ana would have 
done sacrifice with the people. 

14 Which when /the apostles, Barnabas 
and Paul, heard,©/, ^^they rent their 
clothes, and ran in among the people, 
crying out, 

15 And saying. Sirs, / why do ye these 
things ? We also are men of like passions 
with you, and preach unto you that ye 
should turn from these ’"vanities unto 
"the living God, ®wluch made heaven, 
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and earth, and the sea, and all things 
that are therein : 

16 Who in times past ^suffered all 
nations to walk in their own ways. 

17 ^Kevertheless he left not himself 
without witness, in that he did good, 
and *^ve us rain from heaven, and 
fruitful seasons, filling our hearts with 
“food and "gladness. 

18^ And with these sayings scarce re- 
strained they the people, that they had 
not done sacrifice unto them. 

19 H And “'there came thither certain 
J ews from ® Antioch and ^ Iconium, who 
persuaded the people, and, * having stoned 
Paul, drew him out of the city, supposing 
he had been dead. 

20 Howbeit, as the disciples stood round 
about him, he rose up, and came into the 
city : and the next day he departed with 
Barnabas to ‘^Derbe. 

21 And when they had preached the 
gospel to that city, and 2 had taught many, 
they returned again to ^Lystra, and to 
*'Iconium, and “Antioch, 

22 ^Confirming the souls of the disciples, 
and exhorting them to continue in the 
faith, and that *we must through much 
tribulation enter into the kingdom of 
God- 

23 And when they had ordained them 
’"elders in every church, and had prayed 
with fasting, they commended them to 
the Lord, on whom they believed. 

24 And after they had passed throughout 
'’Pisidia, they came toTamphylia. 

25 Aud when they had preached the 
word in ^ Perga, they went down into 
Attalia: 

26 And thence sailed to "Antioch, from 
whence they had been recommended to 
“the grace of God for the work which 
they fulfilled. 

27 And when they were come, and had 
gathered the church together, they re- 
hearsed all that God had done with them, 
and how he had “'opened the door of 
faith unto the Gentiles. 

28 And there they abode long time with 
the disciples. 
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AM) ^certain men which came down 
from Judsea taught "the brethren. 
and saidy Except ye be circumcised 
® after the manner of Jiloses, ye cannot 
be saved. 

2 When therefore Paul and Barnabas 
had no small dissension and disputation 
with them, they determined that Paul 
and Barnabas, and certain other of them, 
should go up to Jerusalem unto the 
apostles and ^elders about this ^tuestion. 

3 And 'being brought on their way by 
the church, they passed through *Phenice 
and Samaria, ^declaring the conversion 
of the Gentiles : and they caused great 
joy unto all the brethren. 

4 And when they w’ere come to Jerusa- 
lem, they were ^received of the church, 
and of the apostles and elders, and they 
"declared all things that God had done 
with them. 

5 But there “^-rose up certain of the sect 
of the Pharisees which believed, saying, 
That it was needful to circumcise them, 
and to command them to keep the law 
of Moses. 

6 And the apostles and elders came 
together for to consider of tliis matter, 

7 And when there bad been much dis- 
puting, Peter rose up, and said unto 
thenL Men and brethren, ye know how 
that ® a good while ago God made choice 
among us, that the Gentiles by my mouth 
should hear the word of the gospel, and 
believe. 

8 And God, which knoweth the hearts, 
^bare them witness, ‘'giving them the 
Holy Ghost, even he did unto us ; 

9 And ®put no difference between us 
and them, /purifying their hearts ^’by 
faith. 

10 Kow therefore why tempt ye God, 
/to put a yoke upon the neck of the 
disciples, v^ch neither our fathers nor 
we were able to bear? 

11 But we believe that * through the 
grace of the Lord Jesus Christ we shall 
be saved, even as they. 

12 1 Then all the multitude kept silence* 
and gave audience to Barnabas and Paul, 
declaring what miracles and wonders 
”God had wrought among the Gentiles 
by them. 

13 IT And after they had held their 
peaces 2 James answered, saying, Men 
and brethren, hearken unto me : 

14 ® Simeon *hath declared how God at 
the first did visit the Gentiles, to take out 
of them a people for his name. 

15 And to this agree the words of the 
prophets; as it is written, 

16 After this I will return, and "will 
build again the tabernacle of David, 
which is fallen down: and I will build 
again the ruins thereoi, and I will set it 
up: 

17 That the residue of men might seek 
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after the Lord, and all the Gentiles, upon | 
whom my name is called, saith the Lord, 
who doeth all these things. 

18 Known unto God are all his works 
from the beginning of the world. 

19 Wherefore my sentence is, that we 
trouble not them, which from among the 
Gentiles ^ are turned to God : 

20 But that we write unto them, that 
they abstain from ‘^pollutions of idols, 
and /rom /fornication, and from ^things 
strangled, and blood. 

21 Kor Moses of old time hath in every 
city them that preach him, * being read 
in the synagogues every sabbath day. 

22 Then pleased it the apostles and 
^elders, with the whole church, to send 
chosen men of their own company to 
Antioch with Paul and Barnabas ; name- 
ly, Judas sumamed Barsabas, and Silas, 
cmef men among ® the brethren : 

23 And they -wrote letters by them after 
this manner; The apostles and ^elders 
and brethren send greeting unto the 
brethren which are of the Gentiles in 
Antioch and ** Syria and Cilicia: 

24 Forasmuch as we have heard, that 
''certain which went out from us have 
troubled you -with words, subverting your 
souls, saying. Ye must be circumcised, 
and keep the law; to whom we gave no 
such commandment : 

25 It seemed good unto us, being as- 
sembled with one accord, to send chosen 
men unto you with our beloved Barnabas 
and Paul, 

26 Men *that have hazarded their lives 
for the name of our Lord Jesus Christ 

27 We have sent therefore Judas and 
Silas, who shall also tell you the same 
tiling by ^ mouth, 

28 For it seemed good to the Holy 
Ghost, and to us, to lay upon you no 
OT^ter burden than these necessary 

29 That ye abstain from * meats offered 
to idols, and from ®blood, and from 
things strangled, and from fornication : 
from which if Ve keep yourselves, ye 
shall do weU. Fare ye well, 

30 So when they were dismissed, they 
came to® Antioch; and when they had 
gathered the multitude together, they 
aeliveied the epistle : 

31 Which when they had read, they re- 
joiced for the ^consolation. 

32 And Judas and Silas, being /pro- 
phets also themselves, exhorted the bre- 
thren with many words, and ^ confirmed 
them. 

33 And after they had tarried there a 
space, they were let go in peace from the 
brethren unto the apostles. 

34 Kot-withstanding it pleased * Silas to 
abide there stilL 

35 Paul also and Barnabas continued 
in Antioch, teaching and preaching the 
word of the Lord, with many others also, i 

36 H And some days afta Paul said I 
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imto Barnabas, Let us go again and visit 
our brethren “in every city where we 
have preached the word of the Lord, and 
see how they do. 

37 And Barnabas determined to take 
with them * John, whose surname was 
Mark. 

38 But Paul thought not good to take 
him with them, “who departed from 
them from Pamphylia, and went not 
with them to the work. 

39 And the contention was so sharp 
between them, that they departed asunder 
one from the other: and so * Barnabas 
took Mark, and sailed unto /Cyprus ; 

40 And Paul chose * Silas, and departed, 
being "'recommended by the brethren 
unto the grace of God. 

41 And he went through "Syria and 
Cilicia, -^confirming the churches. 

CHAPTER 10 

T hen came he to '’Derbe and Lystra: 

and, behold, a certain disciple was 
there, named ''Timotheus, Hhe son of a 
certain woman, wliich was a Jewess, and 
believed : but his father was a Greek? 

2 Which was well reported of by^the 
bretliren that were at Lystra and Iconimn. 

3 Him would Paul have to go forth 
with him; and “'took and circumcised 
him because of the Jews which were in 
those quarters : for they knew all that 
his father was a Greek. 

4 And as they went through the cities, 
they delivered them the decrees for to 
keep, ^'that were ordained of the apostles 
ana elders which were at J erusalem. 

6 And so were*the churches established 
in the faith, and increased in number 
daily. 

6 Now when they had gone throughout 
Phrygia and the region of “ Galatia, and 
were forbidden of the Holy Ghost to 
preach the word in Asia, 

7 After they were come to Mysia, they 
assayed to go into Bithynia: but the 
Spirit sufierid them not. 

8 And they passing by Mysia came 
down to ‘^Troas. 

9 And a vision appeared to Paul in the 
night ; There stood a man of Macedonia, 
and prayed him, saying. Come over into 
Macedonia, and help us. 

10 And after he had seen the vision, 
immediately we endeavoured to go into 
Macedonia, assuredly gathering that the 
Lord had called us for to preach the 
gospel unto them. 

11 Therefore loosing from Troas, we 
came with a straight course to Samo- 
thracia, and the next day to Neapolis ; 
12 And from thence to *PhilippL which 
is 3 the chief city of that part of Mace- 
donia, amd -^a colony: and we were in 
that city abiding certain days. 

13 And on the ^sabbath we went out of 
the city by a river side, where prayer was 
wont to be made ; and we sat down, and 
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in prison at Philippi^ Helease^ Thesscdonica* 
spake unto the women which resorted i 

14 IF And a certain woman named Lydia, ' 
a seller of purple, of the city of * Thyatira, 
which worshipped God, heard us : whose ! 
heart the Lord opened, that she attended 
unto the things which were spoken of 
Paul 

15 And when she was baptized, ®and 
her household, she besought ks, saying, 

If ye have judged me to be faithful to 
the Lord, come mto my house, and abide 
thei'e. And she constrained us. 

16 IF And it came to pass, as we went to 
prayer, a certain damsel possessed with 
a spirit ^of di\'ination met us, which 
brought her masters much gain by sooth- 
saying ; 

17 The same followed Paul and us, and 
cried, saying. These men are the sen-ants 
of the most high God, which shew imto 
us the way of salvation. 

18 And this did she many days. But 
Paul, being grieved, turned and. said to 
the spirit I command thee in the name 
of Jesus Christ to come out of her. And 
he came out the same hottr; 

19 IF And ®when her masters saw tliat 
thechoperof their ^ins“was“Sone,’-they 

ceaught Paul and Silas,' and drew -^Aem 
tiSnto the«J*marketplace”tdito the'-rulers, 

20 And brou^t them to the magis- 
trates, saying, These men, being Jews, 

*do exceedingly trouble our city, 

21 And teach customs, which are not 
lawful for us to receive, neither to observe, 

being Eomans. 

22 And the multitude rose up together 
against them; and the magistrates rent 
off their clothes, and commanded *to 
beat them. 

23 And when they hadlaid many ’"stripes 
upon them, they cast them into prison, 
charging the jailor to keep them safely : 

24 Who, having received such a charge, 
thrust them into the inner prison, and 
made their feet fast in the stocks. 

25 IF And at midnight .Paul and Silas 
prayed, and sang praises unto God : and 
the prisoners heard them. 

26 And suddenly ^ there was a great 
earthq^uake, so that the foundations of 
the prison were shaken: and immediately 
all *^the doors were opened, and every 
one’s bands were loosed. 

27 And the keeper of the prison awaking 
out of his sleep, and seemg the prison 
doors open, he drew out his sword, and 
would nave killed himself, supposing 
that the prisoners had been fled. 

28 But Paul cried with a loud voice, 
saying. Do thyself no harm : for we are 
all here. 

29 Then he called for a light, and sprang 
in, and came trembling, and fell down 
before Paul and Silas, 

^ And brought them out, and said. 

Sirs, what must I do to be saved? 

31 And they said, Believe on the Lord 
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Jesus Christ, and thou shalt be saved, 
and ®thy house. 

32 And they spake unto him the word 
of the Lord, and to all that were in his 
house. 

33 And he took them the same hour of 
the night, and washed their stripes ; and 
was baptized, he and all his, straight* 
w-ay. 

34 And when he had brought them into 
his house, he set meat before them, and 
rejoiced, believing in God with all his 
house. 

35 And when it ivas day, the magistrates 
sent the serjeants, saying, Let those men 
go. 

36 And the keeper of the prison told this 
saying to Paul, The magistrates have 
sent to let you go : now therefore depart, 
and go in peace. 

37 But Paul said unto them, They have 
beaten us openly ^ uncondemned, being 
Komans, and have cast us into prison; 
and now do they thrust us out privily? 
nay verily ; but let them come themselves 
and fetch us out. 

38 And the serjeants told these w'ords 
unto the magistrates : and /they feared, 
when they heard that they were Eomans. 

39 And they came and besought them, 
and brought them out, and desired them 
to depart out of the city. 

40 And they went out of the prison, and 
entered into ^the house of Lydia: and 
when they had seen the bretliren, they 
comforted them, and departed. 

CHAPTEE 17 

N OW when they had passed through 
Amphmolis and Apollonia, they 
came to ^Thessalonica, where was a 
synagogue of the Jews: 

2 Ana Paul, ” as his manner was, went 
in unto them, and three sabbath days 
reasoned with them ®out of the scrip- 
tures, 

3 ^Opening and alleging, that Christ 
must needs have suffered, and risen 
again from the dead ; and that this 
Jesus, 3 whom I preach unto you, is 
Christ. 

4 And some of them believed, and 
consorted with Paul and Silas; and of 
the devout « Greeks a great multitude, 
and of the chief women not a few. 

5 IF But the Jews which believed not, 
moved with envy, took unto them cer- 
tain lewd fellows of the baser sort, and 
gathered a company, and set all the city- 
on an uproar, and assaulted the house of 
Jason, and sought to bring them out to 
the people. 

6 And when they found them not, they 
drew Jason and certain « brethren unto 
the rulers of the city, crying, “These 
that have turned the world upside down 
are come hither also ; 

7 Whom Jason hath received: and 
these all do contrary to the decrees of 
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Caesar, saying that there is another king, 
me Jesus. 

8 And they troubled the people and the 
rulers of the city, when they heard these 
things. 

9 And when they had taken security of 
Jason, and of the other, they let them go. 

10 t And the brethren immediately 
^ sent away Paul and Silas by night unto 
Berea: who coining thither went into 
the synagogue of the Jews. 

11 These were more noble than those in 
Thessalonica, in that they received the 
word with all readiness of mind, and 
searched the scriptures daily, whether 
those things were so. 

12 Therefore many of them believed; 
also of ^honourable women which were 
Greeks, and of men, not a few. 

13 But when the Jew’s of Thessalonica 
had knowledge that the word of God was 
preached of Paul at Berea, they came 
thither also, and stirred up the people. 

14 And then immediately the brethren 
^sent away Paul to go as it were to the 
sea: but Silas and *Timotheus abode 
there stilL 

15 And they that ^conducted Paul 
brought him unto Athens ; and receiving 
a commandment unto Silas and Timo- 
theus for to come to him with all speed, 
they departed. 

16 IT Now while Paul waited for them 
at Athens, his spirit was stirred in him, 
when he saw the city ^wholly given to 
idolatry. 

17 Therefore ^disputed he *in the syna- 
gogue with the Jews, and with the * de- 
vout persons, and in the market daily 
with them that met with him. 

18 Then certain philosophers of the 
Epicureans, and of the Stoicks, encoun- 
tered him. And some said, What will 
this 3 babbler say? other some, He seem- 
eth to be a setter forth of strange cods : 
because he preached unto them Jesus, 
and *®the resurrection. 

19 And they took him, and brought 
him unto ^Areopagus, saying. May we 
know what this new doctrine, whereof 
thou speakest, is? 

20 Pop thou hringest certain strange 
things to our ears: we would know 
therefore what these things mean. 

21 (Por aU the Athenians and strangers 
which were there spent their time in 
nothing else, but either to tell, or to hear 
some new thing.) 

22 t Then Paul stood in the midst of 
® Mars’ hill, and said. Ye men of Athens, 
I perceive that in all things ye are too 
superstitious. 

23 Por as I passed by, and beheld your 
^ devotions, I found an altar with this in- 
scription, TO THE UNKNOWN GOD. 
Whom therefore ye ignorantly worship, 
him declare I unto you. 

24 ^God that made the world and all 
things therein, seeing that he is Lord 
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of heaven and earth, “dwelleth not in 
temp^les made with hands: 

25 ^Neither is worshipped witli men’s 
hands, ^as though he needed any thing, 
seeing he giveth to all ®life, and breath, 
and all things; 

26 And hath made of one blood all 
nations of men for to dwell on all the 
face of the earth, and hath determined 
the times before appointed, and ®the 
bounds of their habitation ; 

27 That they should seek the Lord, if 
haply they might feel after him, and find 
him, /though he be not far from every 
one of us: 

28 Fortin him we live, and move, and 
have our being; as certain also of ^your 
own poets have said. For we are also his 
ofispring. 

29 Forasmuch then as we are the off- 
spring of God, we ought not to think 
that the Godhead is like unto gold, or 
silver, or stone, graven by art and man’s 
device. 

30 And the times of this ignorance God 
* winked at; Mt”‘now c omm and^ aU 
men e^ry where tpr^entT^^ 

31 Because lie ham appointed a d^ Jn 
the ^ch^heJ^lljiM^ tEe^orlu^^ 
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hath^r^ine ^r^tfAereor^e "^ath giveS^ 
assurance unto all mew, in that ^he hath 
raised him from the dead. 

32 h And when they heard of the re- 
surrection of the dead, some mocked: 
and others said, * We will hear thee again 
of this matter. 

33 So Paul departed from among them. 

34 Howbeit certain men clave unto him, 
and believed; among the which was 
Dionysius the “ Areopagite, and a woman 
named Damaris, and others with them. 

CHAPTER 18 

AFTER these things Paul departed 
jl\. from Athens, and came to "Corinth ; 

2 And found a certain Jew named 
*Aquila, bom in Pontus, lately come 
from Italy, with his wife Priscilla ; (be- 
cause that ^Claudius had commanded 
all Jews to depart from Rome:) and 
came unto them. 

3 And because he was of the same craft, 
he abode with them, and * wrought : for 
by their occupation they were tentmakers. 

4 And he reasoned ®in the S 5 Tiagogue 
every sabbatln and persuaded the Jews 
and the Greeks. 

5 And ^ when Silas and Timotheus were 
come from ® Macedonia, Paul was pressed 
in the spirit, and testified to the Jews 

S t Jesus ^was Christ. 

And when they opposed themselves, 

[ blasphemed, ^,he snook his raiment, 
and said unto the^^Yom_Wood^^^upcn 

SehceS^ I willed unto the Gentiles. 

, 7 1 And he departed thence, and entered 
into a certain man's house, named 
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Justus, ^pne that worshipped God, whose 
house joined hard to the synagogue. 

8 And^Crispus, the chief ruler of the 
synagogue, believed on the Lord with all 
his house; and many of the Corinthians 
hearing believed, ana were baptized. 

9 Then ^ spake the Lord to Paul in the 
night by a vision, Be not afraid, but 
speak, and hold not thy peace: 

10 For am mth thee, and no man 
shall set on thee to hurt thee : for I have 
much people in tliis city. 

11 And he ^ continued there a year and 
six montlis, teaching the word of God 
among them. 

12 H And w'hen Gallio was the ” deputy 
of -^Achaia, the Jews made insurrec- 
tion with one accord against Paul, and 
’'brought liim to the judgment seat, 

13 Saying, This fellow persuadeth men 
to worship God contrary to *the law. 

14 And when Paul was now about to 
^en hU mouth, Gallio said unto the 
Jews, If It were, a matter of wi-ong or 
wicked lewdness, 0 ye Jews, reason 
would that I should bear with you: 

15 ®But if it be a question of words and 
names, and of your law, look ye to it; 
for I 'Will be no judge of such matters. 

16 And he drave them from the judg- 
ment seat. 

17 Then all the Greeks took ^^Sosthenes, 
the ® chief ruler of the synagogue, and 
beat him before the judgment seat. Amd 
Gallio cared for none of those things. 

18 H And Paul after this tarried there 
^et a good while, and then took his leave 
0 f the brethren, and sailed thence into 
* Syria, and with him /Priscilla and 
Aquila; having s' shorn his head in^Cen- 
chrea; for he had a vow. 

19 And he came to Ephesus, and left 
them there ; but he himself entered into 
the synagogue, and reasoned with the 
Jews. 

20 When they desired Mm to tarry 
longer time with them, he consented not : 

21 But bade them farewell, saying, *1 
must by all means keep this feast that 
cometh in Jerusalem : but I will return 
again unto you, if God will. And he 
sailed from Ephesus. 

22 And when he had landed at Cae- 
sarea, and gone up, and saluted the 
church, he went do^m to ® Antioch. 

23 And after he had spent some time 
there, he departed, and went over all 
the country of Galatia and Phiyda in 
orden ^strengthening all the disciples. 

24 % And a certain Jew named * Apol- 
los, bom at * Alexandria, an eloquent 
man, and mighty in the scriptures, came 
to Ephesus. 

25 This man was instmeted in the -way 
of the Lord: and bein" fervent in the 
spirit, he ©pake and tau^t diligently the 
things of the Lord, knowing only ®the 
baptism of John. 

26 Amd he began to speak boldly in the 
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synagogue: whom when *Aq^uila and 
ftrisciUa had heard, they took h^ 'unto 
them, and expounded unto him *the 
way of God more perfectly. 

27 And when he was disposed to pass 
into /Achaia, the brethren 'wrote, ex- 
horting the disciples to receive him : who, 
when he was come, ^helped them much 
which had believed through grace : 

28 For he mightily convinced the/ Jews, 
and that publickly, shewing by the 
* scriptures that * Jesus ^was Christ. 

CHAPTEB 19 

AND it came to pass, that, while Apol- 
Ax los was at ® Corinth, Paul having 
passed through the upper coasts came to 
“ Ephesus : and finding certain disciples, 

2 He said unto them. Have ye received 
the Holy Ghost since ye believed? And 
they said unto him, We have not so 
much as heard ^ whether there be any 
Holy Ghost. 

3 And he said unto them, Unto what 
then were ye baptized? And they said. 
Unto “John’s baptism. 

4 Then said Paul, “’John verily baptized 
with the baptism of repentance, saying 
unto the people, that * they should believe 
on him which should come after him, 
that is, on Christ Jesus. 

5 When they heard this, ®they were 
baptized in the name of the Lord Jesus. 

6 And when Paul had *laid his hands 
upon them, the Holy Ghost came on 
them: and they ® spake with tongues, 
and ® prophesied. 

7 And all the men were about twelve. 

8 And he went into the synagogue, and 
spake boldly for the space of three 
months, ^disputing and persuading the 
things concerning the kingdom of God. 

9 But when divers were hardened, and 
believed not, but spake e'vil of / that way 
before the multitude, he departed from 
them, and separated the disciples, disput- 
ing daily in the school of one Tyxannus. 

10 And this continued by the space of 
^ two years; so that all they which dwelt 
in Asia heard the word of the Lord 
Jesus, both Jews and Greeks. 

11 And God wrought special miracles 
by the liands of Paul: 

12 So that "from his body were brought 
unto the sick handkerchiefs or aprons, 
and the diseases departed from them, 
and the evil spirits went out of them. 

13 t Then certain of the vagabond 
Jews, ’'exorcists, took upon them to call 
over them which, had evil spirits the name 
of the Lord Jesus, saying. We adjure 
you by Jesus whom Paul preachetn. 

14 And there were seven sons of one 
Sceva, a Jew, and “chief of the priests, 
which did so. 

15 And the evil spirit answered and 
said, Jesus 1 know, and Paul I know; 
but who ai-e ye ? 

16 And the man in whom the evil spirit 
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was leaped on them, and overcame them, 
and prevailed against them, so that thev 
fled out of that house naked and wounded. 

17 And this was known to all the Jews 
and Greeks also dwelMng at Ephesus; 
and ®fear fell on them all, and the name 
of the Lord J esus was magnified. 

18 And many that believed came, and 
confessed, and shewed their deeds. 

19 Many of them also wliich used 
curious arts brought their books togetlier, 
and burned them before all men: and 
they counted the price of them, and 
found it fifty thousand pieces of silver. 

20 So mightily *grew the word of God 
and prevailed. 

21 1 After these things were ended, 
Paul purposed in the spirit, ® when he had 
passed through ^ Macedonia and ® Achaia, 
/to go to Jerusalem, saying. After I have 
been there, ^ I must also see Pome. 

22 So he sent into Macedonia two of 
them that ministered unto him, *Timo- 
theus and ^Erastus; but he himself 
stayed in Asia for a season. 

23 And the same time there arose no 
small stir about *that way. 

24 Eor a certain m/m named Demetrius, 
a silversmith, which made silver shrines 
for Diana, brought ^no small gain unto 
the craftsmen ; 

25 Whom he called together with the 
workmen of like occupation, and said, 
Sirs, ye know that by this craft we have 
our wealth. 

26 Moreover ye see and hear, that not 
alone at Ephesus, but almost throughout 
all Asia, this Paul hath persuaded and 
turned away much people, saying that 
® they be no gods, which are made with 
hands; 

27 So that not only this our craft is in 
danger to be set at nought; hut also that 
the temple of the great goddess Diana 
should be despised, and her magnificence 
should be destroyed, whom all Asia and 
the world worshippeth. 

28 And when they heard these sayings, 
they were full of wrath, and cried out, 
saymg, Great is Diana of the il^hesians. 

29 And the whole city was filled with 
confusion: and having caught *Gaius 
and * Aristarchus, men of Macedonia, 
Paul’s * companions in travel, they rushed 
with one accord into the theatre. 

30 And when Paul would have entered 
in unto the people, the disciples smSered 
him not. 

31 And certain of the chief of Asia, 
which were his friends, sent unto him, 
desiring him that he would not adventure 
himself into the theatre. 

32 Some therefore cried one thing, and 
some another: for the assembly was 
confused ; and the more part knew not 
wherefore they were come together. 

33 And they drew Alexander out of the 
multitude, the Jews putting him fo]> 
ward. And /Alexander beckoned with 
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the hand, and would have made his 
defence unto the people. 

34 But when they knew that he was a 
Jew, all with one voice about the space 
of two hours cried out. Great is Diana of 
the Ephesians. 

35 And when the townclerk had ap- 
peased the people, he said, Ye men of 
Ephesus, what man is there that knoweth 
not how that the city of the Ephesians 
is worshipper of the great goddess 
Diana, and of the image which fell down 
from Jupiter? 

36 Seeing then that these things cannot 
be spoken against, ye ought to be quiet, 
and to do nothing rashly. 

37 For ye have brought hither these men, 
which are neither robbers of churches, 
nor yet blasphemers of your goddess. 

38 Wherefore if Demetrius, and the 
craftsmen which are with liim, have a 
matter against any man, 2 the law is 
open, and there are < deputies : let them 
implead one another. 

39 But if ye inquire any thing concern- 
ing other matters, it shall be determined 
in a ^lawful assembly. 

40 For we are in danger to he called in 
question for this day’s uproar, there 
being no cause whereby we may give an 
account of tliis concourse. 

41 And when he had thus spoken, he 
dismissed the assembly. 

CHAPTEE 20 

AND after the uproar was ceased, Paul 
J:\. called unto Him the disciples, and 
embraced them, and "’^departed for to go 
into "Macedonia. 

2 And when he had gone over those 
parts, and had given them much ex- 
hortation, he came into Greece, 

3 And there abode three montlis. And 
when the Jews laid wait for him, as he 
was about to sail into ^ Syria, he purposed 
to return through Macedonia. 

4 And there accompanied him into Asia 
Soijater of * Berea; and of the **Thessa- 
lonians, * Aristarchus and Secundus ; and 
* Gaius of ^ Derbe, and “ Timotheus ; and 
of Asia, ^'Tychicus and “'Trophimus. 

5 These going before tarried for 2'us at 
«Troas. 

6 And we sailed away from Philippi 
after ®the days of unleavened bread, and 
came unto them to Troas in five days; 
where we abode seven days. 

7 And upon <*the first day of the week, 
when the disciples came together to 
® break bread, Paul preached unto them, 
ready to depart on the morrow; and 
continued his speech until midnight. 

8 And there were many lights m the 
upper chamber, where they were gathered 
together. 

9 And there sat in a window a certain 
I young man named Eutychus, being fallen 
I mto a deep sleep : and as Paul was long 
I preaching, he simk down with sleep, ana 
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fell down from the third loft, and was 
taken up dead. 

10 And Paul went do^ and ^fell on 
him, and embracing him said. Trouble 
not yourselves ; for nis life is in him. 

11 wTien he therefore was come up 
again, and had /broken bread, and eaten, 
and talked a long while, even till break 
of day, so he departed. 

12 And they brought the young man 
alive, and were not a little comforted. 

13 ^ And we went before to ship, and 
sailed unto Assos, there intending to 
take in Paul : for so had he appointed, 
minding himself to go afoot. 

14 And when he met with us at Assos, 
we took him in, and came to Mitylene. 

15 And we sailed thence, and came the 
next day over against Chios; and the 
next day we arrived at Samos, and 
tarried at Tro^llium ; and the next day 
we came to Jmletus. 

16 For Paul had determined to sail by 
Ephesus, because he would not spend the 
time in Asia: for he hasted, if it were 

S ossible for him, ®to be at Jerusalem the 
ay of Pentecost. 

17 IF And from Miletus he sent to 
Ephesus, and called *the elders of the 
church. 

18 And when they were come to him, 
he said unto them. Ye know, from the 
first day that I came into Asia, after 
what manner 1 have been with you at all 


19 Serving the Lord mm all numility 
of min^ and with many tears, and 
temptations, which befell me ^by the 
lying in wait of the Jews ; 

20 And how I kept back nothing that 
was profitable mUo you, but have shewed 
you, and have taught you puhlickly, and 
rrom house to house, 

21 Testifying both to the Jews, and also 
to the Greeks, repentance toward God, 
and faith toward our Lord Jesus Christ. 

22 And now, behold, I go bound in the 
spirit unto Jerusalem, not knowing the 
things that shall befall me there : 

^ Save that “ the Holy Ghost witnesseth 
in every city, “'saying that bonds and 
afflictions i abide me. 

24 Put ynnn p nf thinira move me , 
nftithBTr cmmt I LLiilU lliV- 


^"And now, behold, I know that^ 


^mrrse 
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;one preadiing 
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all, among whom I have 
the kingdom of God, si 
no more. 

26 Wherefore I take you to record this 
day, that ® I am pure nrom the blood of 
sXimen, 

27 For I have not shunned to declare 
unto you all the counsel of God. 

28 IF <*Take heed therefore unto your- 
sdves, and to ^ ^the fiock, over the 
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which the Holy Ghost hath made you 
“overseers, to feed the church of God, 
which he hath “purchased with his 
own blood. 

29 For I know this, that after my de- 
parting shall “grievous wolves enter in 
among you, not sparing the fiock. 

30 Ajso ^of your own selves shall men 
arise, speaking perverse things, to draw 
away disciples after them. 

31 Therefore watch, and remembe^ 
that by the space of * three years 1 
ceased not to warn every one night and 
day with tears. 

32 And now, brethren, I commend you 
to God, and to Hhe word of his grace, 
which is able to ^ build you up, and to 
give you *an inheritance among all 
them which are sanctified. 

33 have coveted no man’s silver, or 
gold, or apparel. 

34 Yea, ye yourselves know, that these 
hands have ministered unto my necessi- 
ties, and *^to them that were with me, 

35 I have shewed you all things, how 
that so labouring ye ought to ^support 
the weak, and to rememDer the words of 
the Lord Jesus, how he said. It is more 
blessed to give than to receive. 

36 IF And when he had thus spoken, he 
kneeled down, and prayed with them all 

37 And they all wept sore, and fell on 
Paul’s neck^ and kissed hinL 

38 Sorrowing most of all for the words 
’‘which he spake, that they should see 
his face no more. And they accompanied 
him unto the ship. 

CHAPTER 21 

AND it came to pass, that after we 
were gotten from then^ and had 
launched, we came with a straight course 
unto Coos, and the day following unto 
Rhodes, and from thence unto Patara : 

2 And finding a ship sailing over unto 
Phenicia, we went aboard, ana set forth. 

3 Now when we had discovered Cyprus, 
we left it on the left hand, and sailed 
into ^ Syria, and landed at Tyre: for 
"there the ship was to unlade her burden. 

4 And finding disciples, we tarried there 
seven days : who said to Paul * through 
the Spirit, that he should not go up to 
Jerusalem. 

6 And when we had accomplished those 
days, we departed and went our way; 
and they all * brought us on our way, 
with wives and chudien, till we were 
out of the city : and we kneeled down on 
the shore, and prayed. 

6 And when we had taken onr leave 
one of another, we took ship ; and they 
returned home again, 

7 And when we had finished our course 
from Tyre, we came to Ptolemais, and 
sduted the brethroa, and abode with 
them one day. 

8 And the next day we that were of 
I Paul’s company departed, and came 
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pito ® Caesarea : and we entered into the 
house of * Philip *the evangelist, which 
was one of the seven ; and abode with 
him. 

9 .And the same man had four daugh- 
ters, virgins, ^wliich did nrophesy. 

10 And as we tarried there many days, 
there came down from Judaea a certain 

prophet, named ^Agabus. 

11 And when he was come unto us, he 
took Paul’s ^'girdle, and bound his own 
hands and feet, and said, Thus saith 
the Holy Ghost, ”^So shall the Jews at 
Jerusalem bind the man that owneth 
this girdle, and shall deliver him into 
the hands of the Gentiles. 

12 And when we heard these thin^, 
both we, and they of that place, besou^t 
him not to go up to Jerusalem. 

13 Then Paul answered. What mean ye 
to weep and to break mine heart? for I 
am ready not to be bound only, -^but 
also to die at Jerusalem for the name of 
the Lord Jesus. 

14 And when he would not he per- 
suaded, we ceased, saying, The will of 
the Lord be done. 

15 And after those days we took up our 
carriages, and went up to Jerusalem. 

16 There went with us also certain of 
the disciples of Caesarea, and brought 
with them one Mnason of Cyprus, an 
old disciple, with whom we should lodge. 

17 And when we were come to Jeru- 
saleno, the brethren received us gladly. 

18 And the day following Paul went in 
with us unto * James ; and all “ the elders 
were present. 

19 And when he had saluted them, he 

* declared particularly what things God 
had wrought among the Gentiles by his 1 
ministry. I 

20 And when they heard it, they ^'glori- 
fied the Lord, and said unto him. Thou 
seest, brother, how many thousands of 
Jews there are which believe; and they 
are all ® zealous of the law ; 

21 And they are informed of thee, that 
thou teachest all the Jews which are 
among the Gentiles to forsake Moses, ! 
saying that they ought not to circumcise 
tUeur children, neither to walk after tie 
^customs. 

22 What is it therefore ? the multitude 
must needs come together : for they will 
hear that thou art come. 

23 Do therefore this that we say to 
thee ; We have four men which have a 
vow on them; 

24 Them take, and ^purify thyself with 
them, and be at charges with them, that 
they may s' shave their heads: and all 
may know that those things, whereof 
they were informed concerning thee, are 
nothing; but that thou thyself jto 
walkest orderly, and keepest the law. 

25 As touching the Gentiles which be- 
Iteve, *we have written aind concluded 
that they observe no such thing, save 
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only that they keep themselves from 
I things offered to idols, and from blood, 
i and from strangled, and from fornication. 

26 Then Paul took the men, and the 
next day purifying himself with them 
^entered into the temple, to signify the 
accomplishment of the days of purifica- 
tion, until that /an offering should be 
offered for every one of them. 

27 And when ^the seven days were 
almost ended, *the Jews which were of 
Asia, ^when they saw him in the temple, 
stirred up all the people, and laid hands 
on him, 

28 Crying out, Men of Israel, help: 
This is the man, that teacheth all men 
every where against the people, and 
law, and this place : and further brought 
Greeks also into the temple, and ®hath 
polluted this holy place. 

29 (Poi they had seen before with him 
in the city ^ Trophimus an Ephesian, 
whom they supposed that Paul had 
brought into the temple.) 

30 And all the city was moved, and the 
people ran together: and *‘they took 
Paul, and drew him out of the temple ; 
j and forthwith the doors were shut. 

L 31 And as they went about to kill him. 

; tidings came unto the chief captain of 
the band, that all Jerusalem was in an 
uproar. 

32 ^ Who immediately took soldiers and 
centurions, and ran down unto them: 
and when they saw the chief captain and 
the soldiers, they left beating of Paul. 

33 Then the chief captain came near, 
and took him, and commanded him "to 
be bound with “'two chains; and de- 
manded who he was, and what he had 
done. 

34 And some cried one thing, some 
another, among the multitude: and 
when he could not know the certainty 
for the tumult, he commanded him to 
be carried into *the castle. 

35 And when he came upon the stairs, 
so it was, that he was borne of the 
soldiers for the violence of the people. 

36 For the multitude of the people 
followed after, crying, ^ Away with him , 

37 And as Paul was to be led into the 
castle, he said unto the chief captain. 
May I speak unto thee? Who said, 
Canst thou speak Greek? 

38 Art not thou that Egyptian, which 
before these days madest an uproar, 
and leddest out into the wilderness four 
thousand men that were murderers? 

39 But Paul said, I am a man which 
am a Jew of /Tarsus, a city in Cilicia, a 
citizen of no mean city : and, I beseech 
thee, suffer me to speak unto the people. 

40 And when he had given him ncence, 
Paul stood on the stairs, and beckoned 
with the hand unto the people. And 
when there was made a great silence, he 
spake unto them in »the Hebrew tongue, 
saying, 



Efis defeme to the people, Paul “before the council, THE ACTS 22, 23 


CHAPTER 22 

"Tl/rEN, brethren, and fathers, hear ye 
i-Ti my defence which I make now 
unto you. I 

2 (And when they heard that he spake I 
in *the Hebrew tongue to them, they 
kept the more silence : and he saith,) , 
3 1 am verily a man which am Jew, 
bom in Tar^ a city in Cilicia, yeti 
brought up in this ci^ at the feet of 
/Gamaliel, and taught according to the 
perfect manner of the law of the fathers, 
and was zealous toward God, as ye all 
are this d^. 

4 And persecuted ^this way unto 
the death, binding and delivering into 
prisons both men and women. 

5 As also the high priest doth bear me 
witness, and all the estate of the elders : 
^from whom also I received letters imto 
the brethren, and went to Damascus, to 
bring them which were there bound 
unto Jerusalem, for to be punished. 

6 ” And it came to pass, that, as I made 
my journey, and was come nigh unto 
Damascus about noon, suddenly there 
shone from heaven a great light round 
about me. 

7 And I fed unto the ground, and 
heard a voice saying imto me, Saul, Saul, 
why persecutest thou me ^ 

8 And I answered, Who art thou, Lord ? 
And he said unto me, I am Jesus of 
Nazareth, whom thou persecutest. 

9 And they that were with me saw 
indeed the light, and were afraid; but 
they ■^'heard not the voice of him that 
spake to me. 

10 And I said. What sliall I do, Lord? 
And the Lord said unto me. Arise, and 
go into Damascus ; and there it shall be 
told thee of all tilings which are ap- 
pointed for thee to do. 

11 And when I could not see for the 
glory of that light, being led by the hand 
of them that were with me, I came into 
Damascus. 

12 And *‘one Ananias, a devout man 
according to the law, having a good 
report of all the Jews which dwelt there, 

13 * Came unto me, and stood, and said 
imto me. Brother Saul, receive thy sight. 
And the same hour 1 looked up upon 
him. 

14 And he said, “The God of our fathers 
hath chosen thee, that thou shouldest 
know his will, and see that “'Just One, 
and shouldest hear the voice of his 
mouth. 

15 For thou shalt be his ®witness unto 
all men of what thou hast seen and heard. 

16 And now why tarriest thou? arise, 
and “be baptized, and *wash aw^ thy 
sins, calling on the name of the Lord. 

17 And it came to pass, that, <*when I 
was come again to Jerusalem, even while 
I prayed in the temple, I was in /a 
tisince; 
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I 18 And saw him sayii^ unto me, ISIake 
I haste, and get thee quickly out or Jeru- 
' ch. 7. 2. i Salem : for they will not receive thy testi- 
mony concerning me. 

19 And I said, Lord, they know that I 
imprisoned and beat in every synagogue 
them that believed on thee : 

20 And when the blood of thy martyr 
Stephen was shed, I also was standing 
by, and ‘^consenting unto his death, and 

kept the raiment of them that slew him. 

21 And he said unto me. Depart : ^for 
I will send thee far hence unto the Gen- 
tiles. 

22 And they gave him audience unto 
this word, and then lifted up their voices, 
and said, /Away with such a feUow 
from the earth : for *it is not fit that he 
should live. 

23 And as they cried out, and cast off 
their clothe^ and threw dust into the air, 

24 The chief captain commanded him 
to he brought into "^the castle, and bade 
that he should be examined by scourg- 
ing ; that he might know wherefore they 
cried so against him. 

25 And as they bound him with thongs, 
Paul said unto the centurion that stood 
by, Is it lawful for you to scourge a man 
that is a “Roman, and uncondemned? 

26 When the centurion heard that^ he 
went and told the chief captain, saymg. 
Take heed what thou doest: for this 
man is a Roman. 

27 Then the chief captain came, and 
said unto him. Tell me, art thou a Ro- 
man? He said, Yea. 

28 And the chief captain answered. 
With a great sum obtained I this free- 
dom, And Paul said. But I was free 
bom. 

29 Then straightway they departed from 
him wliich should nave ^examined him : 
and the chief captain also ®was afraid, 
after he knew that he was a Roman, and 
because he had bound him. 

30 On the morrow, because he would 
have known the certainty wherefore he 
was accused of the Jews, he loosed him 
from his bands, and commanded the 
chief priests and all their ^council to 
appear, and brought Paul down, and set 
him before theoa. 

CHAPTER 23 

AND Paul, earnestly beholding "the 
council, said. Men and brethren, I 
have lived *m all good conscience before 
God until this day. 

2 And the high priest Ananias com- 
manded them that stood by him to 
smite him on the mouth. 

3 Then said Paul unto him, God shall 
smite thee, thou “whited wall : for sittest 
thou to judge me after the law, and 
commandest me to be smitten “contrary 
to the law? 

4 And ^ they^ that stood by said, Eevilest 
thou God’s Ifigh priest? 
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5 Then said Paul. I wist not, brethren, 
that he was the high priest : for it is 
written, *®Thou shalt not speali evil of 
the ruler of thy people. 

6 But when Paul perceived that the 
one part were ® Sadducees, and the other 
Pharisees, he cried out in the council. 
Men aThd brethren, ‘*1 am a Pharisee, 
the son of a Pharisee : ®of the hope and 
resurrection of the dead I am called in 
question. 

7 And when he had so said, there arose 
a dissension between the Pharisees and 
the Sadducees: and the multitude was 
divided. 

8 For the Sadducees ^ say that there is 
no resurrection, neither angel, nor spirit : 
but the Pharisees confess both. 

9 ^d there arose a CTeat cry : and the 
scribes tAat were of tlie Pharisees’ part 
arose^ and strove, saying, We find no 
evil m this man: but if a spirit or an 
angel hath spoken to him, ‘let us not 
fight against God. 

10 And when there arose a g^t dis- 
sension, the chief captain, fearing lest 
Paul should have been pulled in pieces 
of them, commanded the soldiers to go 
down, and to take him by force from 
among them, and to bring nim into the 
castle. 

11 And the night following the Lord 
stood bv him, and said, Be of good cheer, 
Paul : for as thou hast testified of me in 
Jerusalem, so must thou bear witness 
also "at Eome. 

12 And when it was day, certain of the 
Jews banded together, and bound them- 
selves 1 under a curse, saying that they 
would neither eat nor drink tiH they had 
killed Paul 

13 And they were more than forty 
which had made tliis conspiracy. 

14 And they came to the chief priests 
and elders, and said. We have bound 
ourselves under a great curse, that we 
will eat nothing until we have slain 
Paul 

15 Now therefore ye with the council 
signify to the chief captain that he 
brmg him down unto you to morrow, 
as though ye would inquire something 
more perfectly concerning him : and we, 
or ever he come near, are ready to kill 
him. 

16 And when Paul’s sister’s son heard 
of their lying in wait, he went and en- 
tered into the castle, and told Paul 

17 Then Paul called one of the cen- 
turions unto Mm, and said. Bring this 
young man unto the chief captain: for 
he hath a certain thing to tell him, 

18 So he took him, ana brought him to 
the chief captain, and said, Paul the 
prisoner cail^ me unto kwi, and prayed 
me to bring this young man unto thee, 
who hath something to say unto thee. 

19 Then the chief captain took him by 
the ban d , and went with him aside pn- 
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vately, and asked Mm, What is that 
thou nast to tell me? 

20 And he said. The Jews have agreed 
to desire thee that thou wouldest bring 
down Paul to morrow into ^the council 
as though they would inquire somewhat 
of him more perfectly. 

21 But do not thou, yield unto them: 
for there lie in wait for him of them 
more than forty men, which have bound 
themselves / with an oath, that they wiH 
neither eat nor drink till they have killed 
him: and now are they ready, looking 
for a promise from thee. 

22 So the chief captain then let the 
young man depart, and charged him. 
See thou tell no man that thou hast 
shewed these thin^ to me. 

23 And he called unto him two cen- 
turions, saying. Make ready two hun- 
dred soldiers to go to ^Caesarea, and 
horsemen threescore and ten, and spear- 
men two hundred, at the third hour of 
the night; 

24 And provide them beasts, that they 
may set Paul on, and bring him safe 
imto Felix ^ the governor. 

25 And he wrote a letter after this 
manner : 

26 Claudius Lysias unto the most ex- 
cellent governor Felix ^sendeth greeting. 

27 Tins man was taken of the Jews, 
and should have been killed of them: 
then came I with ^an army, and rescued 
Mm, having understood that he was a 
Eoman. 

28 And when I would have known the 
cause wherefore they accused him, I 
brought him forth into their council : 

29 Whom I perceived to be accused ®of 
questions of their law, but to have no- 
thing laid to Ms charge ^ worthy of death 
or of bonds. 

30 And ®when it was told me how that 
the Jews laid wait for the man, I sent 
straightway to thee, and gave command- 
ment to ms accusers also to s^ before 
thee what they had against him. Farewell 

31 Then the soldiers, as it was com- 
manded them, took Paul, and brought 
him by night to Antipatris. 

32 On the morrow they left the horse- 
men to go with him, and returned to the 
castle : 

33 Who, when they came to Caesarea, 
and delivered the epistle to the governor, 
presented Paul also before Mm, 

34 And when the governor had read the 
letter i he asked of what ’‘province he 
was. * And when he understood that he 
was of Cilicia; 

35 I will hear thee, said he, when tMne 
accusers are also come. And he com- 
manded him to be kept in Herod’s 
judgment hall 
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with 'Q, certain orator named Tertullus, 
who informed the governor against Paul. 

2 And when he was called forth, Tertul- 
his began to accuse Am, saying. Seeing 
that by thee we enjoy ^at quietness, 
and that very worthy deeds are done 
unto this nation by thy providence, 

3 We accept it always, and in all places, 
most noble FelbCy with all thankfulness. 

4 Notwithstanding, that I be not further 
tedious unto thee, I pray thee that thou 
wouldest hear us of thy clemency a few 
words. 

6 For we have found this man a pes- 
tilent and ®a mover of sedition 
among all the Jews throughout the 
world, and a ringleader of the sect of 
the Nazarenes: 

6 Who also hath gone about /to profane 
the temple : whom we took, and. would 
have ^judged according to our law. 

7 *But the chief captain Lysias came 

and with great violence took 
Jam away out of our hands, 

8 Commanding his accusers to come 
unto thee : by examining of whom thy- 
self mayest take knowledge of all these 
things, whereof we accuse him. 

9 And the Jews also assented, saying 
that these things were so." 

10 Then Paul, after that the governor 
had beckoned unto him to speak, an- 
swered, Forasmuch as I know that thou 
hast been of many years a judge unto 
this nation, I do the more cheerfully 
answer for myself : 

11 Because that thou mayest understand, 
that there are yet but twelve days since 
I went up to Jerusalem for to worship. 

12 ® And they neither found me in the 
temple disputing with any man, neither 
raismg up the people, neither in the 
synagogues, nor in the city : 

13 Neither can they prove the things 
whereof they now accuse me. 

14 But this I confess xmto thee, that 
after the w^ which they call heresy, 
so worship I the God or my fathers, 
believing all things which are written 
in the law and in the prophets : 

15 And have hope toward God, which 
they themselves also allow, that there 
shall be a ® resurrection of the dead, both 
of the just and unjust 

16 imd herein do I exercise ms^selL **to 
have always a conscience void of offence 
toward God, and toward men. 

17 Now after ^many years I came “to 
bri ng alms to my nation, and offerings. 

18 Whereupon "certain Jews from Asia 
found me purified in the temple, neither 
with multitude, nor with tumult 

19 Who ought to have been here before 
thee, and object, if they had ought against 
me. 

20 Or dse let these same Acre ^say, if 
they have found any evil doing in me, 
“while I stood before the council, 

21 Except it be for this one voice, that I 
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cried standing among them, “Touctog 
the resurrection of the dead I am callea 
in question by you this day. 

22 And when Felix heard these things, 
having more perfect knowledge of HAot 
way, he deferred them, and said, ®When 
Lysias the chief captain shall come 
down, I wiU know the uttermost or 
your matter. 

23 And he commanded a centurion to 
keep Paul, and <^to let him have liberty; 
and that he should forbid none of his 
acquaintance to minister or come unto 
him. 

24 And after certain days, when Felir 
came with his wife Drusilla, which was 
a Jewess, he sent for Paul, and heard 
him concerning the faith in Christ. 

25 And as he reasoned of righteousness, 
temperance, and judgment to come, 
Felix trembled, and answered. Go thy 
way for this time; *when I have a 
convenient season, I will call for thee, 

26 He hoped also that money shomd 
have been given him. of Paul, that he 
might loose him : wherefore he sent for 
him the oftener, and communed with 
him. 

27 But after two years Porcius Festua 
came into Felix’ room : and Felix, * will- 
ing to shew the Jews a pleasure, left 
Paul bound. 

CHAPTEB 25 


N' 


“OW when Festus was come into the 
^provinc^ after three days he as- 
cended from Caesarea to Jerusalem. 

2 GChen “the high priest and the chief of 
the Jews infonned him against Paul, 
and besought him, 

3 And desired favour against him, that 
he would send for him to Jerusalem, 
^laying wait in the way to kill him. 

4 ButTestus answered, that Paul i^oula 

be kept at Caesarea, and that he himself 
would depart shortly thither, , 

5 Let them therefore, said he,^ which 
among you are able, go down with 
and accuse this man, if there be any 
wickedness in him. , 

6 And when he had tamed among them 
imore than ten days, he went down unto 
Caesarea; and the next day sitting on 
the judgment seat commanded Paul to 
be brought. 

7 And when he was come, the Jews 

which ^came down from Jerusalem stood 
round about, and laid many and grievous 
complaints against Paul, *'which they 
could not prove, . 

8 While he answered for himself, *Nei* 
ther against the law of the Jews, neither 
against the temple, nor yet aga^t 
Caesar, have I offended any thing at all. 

9 But Festus, willing to do the Jews a 
pleasure, answered Paul, and said, *Wfit 
thou ^ up to Jerusalem, and there be 
judged of these things bwore me? 

lO^j^en said Paul, 1 stand at GsesaPs 



THE ACTS 25, 26 Festits sheweth Faults cause, Paul answeretk before 


iudgment seat, -where I ought to be 
3 udged: to the Jews have I done no 
wrong, as thou very -well knowest. 

11 For if 1 be an ofl'ender, or have 
committed any thing worthy of death, 
1 refuse not to die : but if there he none 
of these things -whereof these accuse 

no man may deliver me unto them, “I 
appeal unto Csesar. 

12 Then Festus. when he had conferred 
with the council, answered, Hast thou 
appealed imto Csesar? unto CaBsar shalt 
thou go. 

13 And after certain d^s king Agrippa 
and Bernice came unto Csesarea to salute 
Festus. 

14 And when they had been there many 
days, Festus declared Paul’s cause unto 
the Bng, saying, * There is a certain man 
left in bonds by Felix : 

15 ^ About whom, when I was at Jeru- 
salem, the chief priests and the elders of 
the Jews informed me, desiring to have 
judgment against him. 

16 To whom I answered. It is^ not the 
manner of the Homans to deliver any 
man to die, before that ®he which is 
accused have the accusers face to face, 
and have licence to answer for hin^elf 
concerning the crime laid against liim. 

17 Therefore, when they were come 
hither, without any delay on the morrow 
1 sat on the judgment seat, and com- 
manded the man to be brought forth. 

18 i^inst whom when the accu^rs 
stood up, they brought none accusation 
of such thinra as I supposed : 

19 JBut had certain questions against 

him of their own * superstition, and of 
one Jesus, which was dead, whom Paul 
a&med to be alive, , , « 

20 And because 2 1 doubted of such 
manner of questions, I asked him whe- 
ther he would go to Jerusalem, and there 
be judged of these matters. 

21 But when Paul had appealed to be 
reserved unto the hearing of Au^stus, 
1 commanded him to be kept till Imight 
send him to Csesar. 

22 Then Amppa said unto Festus, I 
would also near the man myself. To 
morrow, said he, thou shalt hear him, 

23 And on the morrow, when Agrippa 
-was come, and Bernice, with great pomp, 
and was entered into the place of hearing, 
with the chief captains, and principal 
men of the city, at Festus* command- 
ment Paul was brought forth. 

24 And Festus said, King Agrippa, and 
all men which are here present -with us, 
ye see this man, 'about whom all the 
multitude of the Jews have dealt with 
me. both at Jerusalem, and also here, 
crying that *he ought not to live any 
longer. 

25 But when I found that *he had 
committed nothing worthy of death, 
**and that he himself hath appealed to 
Augustus, 1 have detenninedto send him.

26 Of whom I have no certain thing to 
-write unto my lord. Wherefore I have 
brought him forth before yoUj and spe- 
cially before thee, 0 king Agrippa, that, 
after examination had, I might have 
somewhat to write. 

27 For it seemeth to me unreasonable 
to send a prisoner, and not withal to 
signify the crimes laid against him. 


CHAPTER 26 

T hen Agrippa said unto Paul, Thou 
art permitted to speak for thyself. 
Then Paul stretched forth the hand, and 
answered for himself : 

2 I think myself happy, king Amppa, 
because I shall answer for mysdf tliis 
day before thee touching all the things 
whereof I am accused of the Jews : 

3 Especially because I know thee tp be 
expert in all <2 customs and questions 
wliich are among the Jews: wherefore 
I beseech thee to hear me patiently. 

4 My manner of life from my youth, 
which was at the first among mine o-vvn 
nation at Jerusalem, know all the Jews; 

5 WTiich knew me from the beginning, 
if they would testify, that after/ the most 
straitest sect of our religion I lived 
Pharisee. 

6 And now I stand and am judged for 
^the hope of ^the promise made of God 
unto our fathers : 

7 Unto which promise our twelve tribes, 
instantly serving ^day and night, 
hope to come. For which hope’s sake, 
king Agrippa, I am accused of the J ews. 
8 Why should it be thought a thing 
incredible with you, that God should 
raise the dead? 

9 I verily thought with myself, Hhat 1 
ought to do many things contrary to the 
name of Jesus of Nazareth. 

10 ’"Which thing I also did in Jeru- 
salem: and many of the "saints did I 
shut up in prison, having ® received au- 
thority from the cluef priests ; and when 
they were put to death, I gave my voice 
against them, 

11 And I punished them oft in every 
synagogue, and compelled them to blas- 
pheme; and ®being exceedingly mad 
against them, I persecuted them even 
unto strange cities. 

12 Whereupon **as I went to Damascus 
with authority and commission from the 
chief priests, 

13 At midday, 0 king, I saw in the way 
a light from heaven, above the brightness 
of the sun, shining round about me and 
them which journeyed -with me. 

14 And when we were all fallen to the 
earth, I heard a voice speaking unto me, 
and saying in the Hebrew tongue, Saul, 
Saul, why persecutest thou me ? it is hard 
for thee to kick against the pricks. 

15 And I said, "Who art thou, Lord? 
And he said, 1 am Jesus whom thou 
persecutest. 
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Festus and Agrippa. The voyage to Rome. 

16 But rise, and stand upon thy feet: 
for I have appeared unto thee for this 
purpose, to make thee a minister and a 
witness both of these things wliich thou 
hast seen, and of those things in the 
which I will appear unto thee ; 

17 Delivering thee from the people, and 
from the Gentiles, *^unto whom now I 
send thee, 

18 ‘^To open their eyes, and to turn 
them ®from darkness to light, and/?*o»i 
the power of Satan unto God, that they 
may receive ^forgiveness of sins, and 
* inheritance among them which are 
sanctified by faith that is in me. 

19 Whereupon, 0 king Agrippa, I was 
not disobedient unto the heavenly vision : 

20 But shewed ^first unto them of Da- 
mascus, and^ at Jerusalem, and ^"through- 
out all the coasts of Judaea, and then ”^to 
the Gentiles, that they should repent and 
turn to God, and do works meet for 
repentance. 

21 For these causes the Jews caught me 
in the temple, and went about to loll me. 

22 Having therefore obtained help of 
God, I continue unto this day, witness- 
ing both to small and great, saymg 
none other things than those which 
**the prophets and Moses did say should 
come: 

23 That Christ ® should suffer, and that 
he should be •^’the first that should rise 
from the dead, and should shew flight 
unto the people, and to the Gentiles. 

24 And as he thus spake for himself, 

Festus said with a loud voice, Paul, 

•“thou art beside thyself ; much learning 
doth make thee mad. 

25 But he said, I am not noad, most 
noble Festus ; but speak forth the words 
of truth and soberness. 

26 For the king knoweth of these things, 
before whom also I speak freely : for I 
am persuaded that none of these things 
are hidden from him; for this thing was 
not done in a comer. 

27 King Agrippa, believest thou the 
prophets? I know that thou believest. 

28 Then Agrippa said unto Paul, Almost 
thou persuadest me to be a * Christian. 

29 And Paul said, I would to God, that 
not only thou, but also all that hear me 
this day,were both almost, and altogether 
such as I am, except Hhese bonds. 

30 And when he had thus spoken, the 
king rose up, and the governor, and 
“Bernice, and they that sat with them - 
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man doeth nothing worthy of death or of 
bonds. 

32 Then said Agrippa unto Festus, ^ This 
man might have been set at liberty, if he 
had not * appealed unto Csesar. 

CHAPTER 27 

AND when it was determined that we 
should sail into Italy, they delivered

Paul and certain other prisoners unto 
me named Julius, a centurion of Augus^ 
tus’ band. 

2 And entering into a ship of Adra« 
m 3 d;tium, we launched, meaning to sail 
by the coasts of Asia; one ® Aristarchus, 
a Macedonian of ^Thessalonica, being 
with us. 

3 And the next day we touched at Sidon. 
And Julius courteously entreated Paul, 
and /gave him liberty to go unto his 
friends to refresh liimself. 

4 And when we had launched from 
thence, we sailed under Cyprus, because 
the winds w'ere contrary. 

5 And when we had sailed over the sea 
of Cilicia and Pamphylia, we came to 
Myra, a city of Lycia, 

6 And there the centurion found ship 
of Alexandria sailing into Italy ; and he 
put us therein. 

7 And when we had sailed slowly many 
days, and scarce were come over against 
Cnidus, the wind not suffering us, we 
sailed under ^ Crete, over against Sal* 
mone ; 

8 And, hardly passing it, came unto a 
place which is called The fair havens ; 
nigh whereunto was the city of Lasea. 

9 Now when much time was spent, and 
when sailing was now dangerous, because 
2 the fast was now already past, Paul 
admonished tkem^ 

10 And said unto them, Sirs, I perceive 
that this voyage will be with ^hurt and 
much damage, not only of the lading 
and ship, but also of our lives. 

11 Nevertheless the centurion believed 
the master and the owner of the ship, 
more than those tilings which were 
spoken by Paul. 

12 And because the haven was not 
commodious to winter in, the more part 
advised to depart thence also, if by any 
means they might attain to Phenice, ana. 
there to winter; which is an haven of 
Crete, and lieth toward the south west 
and north west. 

13 And when the south wind blew softly, 
supposing that they had obtained their 
purpose, loosing thence, they sailed close 
by Crete. 

14 But not long after there * arose 
against it a tempestuous wind, called 
Euroclydon. 

15 And when the ship was caught, and 
could not bear up into the wind, we let 
her drive. 

16 And running under a certain island 
which is called Clauda, we had much 
work to come by the boat: 

17 Which when they had taken up, they 
used helps, undergirding the ship ; and, 
fearing lest they should fall into the 
Quick^ds, strake sail, and so were 
driven. 

18 And we being exceedingly tossed 
with a temi>est, the next day they ^light- 
ened the snip ; 
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19 And the third day we cast out with 
our own hands the tacMing of the ship. 

20 And when neither sun nor stars in 
many days appeared, and no small tem- 
pest lay on us, all hope that we ^ould 
be saved was then taken away. 

21 But after long abstinence raul stood 
forth in the midst of them, and said. 
Sirs, ye should have hearkened unto me, 
and not have loosed from Crete, and to 
have gained this harm and loss. 

22 And now I exhort you to be of good 
cheer: for there shall be no loss of any 
marCs life among you. but of the ship. 

23 For “there stood by me this night 
the angel of God, whose I am, and 
* whom I serve, 

24 Saying, Fear not, Paul ; thou must 
be brought before C^sar: and, lo, God 
hath given thee aU them that sail with 
thee. 

25 "Wherefore, sirs, be of good cheer: 
for I believe God, that it shall be even 
as it was told me. 

26 Howbeit ®we must be cast upon a 
certain island. 

27 But when the fourteenth night was 
come, as we were driven up and do^vn 
in Adria, about midnight the shipmen 
deemed that they drew near to some 
country; 

28 And sounded, and foimd it twenty 
fathoms; and when they had gone a 
little further, they sounded again, and 
found it fifteen fathoms, 

29 Then fearing lest we should have 
fallen upon rocks, they cast four anchors 
out of the stem, and wished for the 
day. 

30 And as the shipmen were about to 
flee out of the ship, when they had let 
down ^the boat into the sea, under 
colour as though they would have cast 
anchors out of the foreship, 

31 Paul said to the centurion and to the 
soldiers, Except these abide in the ship, 
ye cannot be saved. 

32 Then the soldiers cut off the ropes of 
the boat, and let her fall off. 

33 And while the day was coming on, 
Paul besought them all to take meat, 
saying. This day is the fourteenth day 
that ye have tarried and continued fast- 
ing, having taken nothing. 

34 "Wherefore I pray you to take some 
meat: for this is for your health: for 
there shall not an hair fall from the head 
of any of you. 

35 And when he had thus spoken, he 
took bread, and *gave thanks to God in 
presence of them all : and when he had 
broken it, he began to eat. 

36 Then were they all of good cheer, 
and they also took somje meat 

37 And we were in all in the ship two 
hundred threescore and sixteen souls. 

38 And when they had eaten enough, 
they lightened the ^p, and cast out toe 
wh^t mto the sea. 


' Or, cut fhe 
anchora, 
they left 
them m 
thes^dtc. 
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39 And when it was day, they knew not 
toe land: but they discovered a certain 
creek with a shore, into the which they 
were minded, if it were possible, to thrust 
in the ship. 

40 And when they had ^ taken up the 
anchors, they committed themselves unto 
the sea, and loosed the mdder bands, and 
hoised up the mainsail to the wind, and 
made toward shore. 

41 And falling into a place where two 
seas met, they ran the ship aground ; and 
the forepart stuck fasL and remained 
unmoveable, but the hinder part was 
broken with the violence of the waves. 

42 And the soldiers’ counsel was to kill 
the prisoners, lest any of them should 
swim out, and escape. 

43 But the centurion, willing to save 
Paul, kept them from purpose ; and 
commanded that they which could s'wim 
should cast themselves first into the sea,, 
and get to land ; 

44 And the rest, some on boards, and 
some on broken pieces of the ship. And 
so it came to pass, «^that they escaped all 
safe to land. 

CHAPTER 28 


A nd when they were escaped, ®then 
. they knew that the island was called 
Melita. 

2 Ajid/the barbarous people shewed us 
no little kindness: for they kindled a 
fire, and received us every one, because 
of the present rain, and because of toe 
cold. 

3 And when Paul had gathered a bundle 
of sticks, and laid them on the fire, there 
came a viper out of the heat, and fasten^ 
onhishand- 

4 And when the harharians saw the 
venomous beast hang on his hand, they 
said among themselves, ^ No doubt this 
man is a murderer, whom, though he 
hath escaped the sea, yet vengeance suf- 
f ereth not to live. 

5 And he shook off the beast into the 
fire, and ^felt no harm. 

6 Howbeit they looked when he should 
have swollen, or fallen down dead sud- 
denly : but after they had looked a great 
while, and saw no harm come to him, 
they changed their minds, and ^ said that 
he was a god. 

7 In the same quarters were possessions 
of the chief man of the island, whose 
name was Publius ; who received us, and 
lodged us three days courteously. 

8 And it came to pass, that the father 
of Publius lay sick of a fever and of a 
bloody flux; to whom Paul entered in, 
and Sprayed, and ’"laid his hands on 
him, and healed him. 

9 So when this was done^ others also, 
which had diseases in toe island, came, 
and were healed: 

10 Who also honoured us with many 
honours; and when we departed, they

4 And 2 declared to be <the Son of God 
with power, accor^g -^to the spirit of 
hn1infia.q, by the resurrection from the 
dead; 

5 By whom *we have received grace and

to the Jew first, and also to the GreeL 

17 For therein* is the righteousness of 

God revealed from faith to faith : as it is

y/l^For "‘the wrath of God is revealed 
^H<Jm heaven against all ungodliness and 

unrighteousness of men, who hold the 
truth in unrighteousness; 

19 "Because “^that which noaybe known 
of God is manifest ®in them; for God 
hath shewed it unto them. 

* 20 For ®the invisible things of him from 
the creation of the world are clearly seen, 
being understood by the things that are 
made, even his eternal power and God- 
head ; 6 so that they are “ without excuse : 

21 Because that, when they knew God, 
they glorified him not as God, neither 
were thankful ; but became “vain in their 
imaginations, and their foolish heart was 
darkened. 

22 Professing themselves to be wise, 
they became fools, 

23 And changed the glory of the uncor- 
ruptible God into 'an image made like 
to corruptible man, and to birds, and 
foorfooted beasts, and creeping things. 
TO^mheref ore ® God also gave them up 
to uncleanness through the lusts of their 
own hearts, <*to dishonour their own 
bodies between themselves: 

25 Who changed the truth of God into 
/a lie, and worshipped and served the 
creature.^ more than the Creator, who is 
blessed for ever. Amen. 

26 For this cause ®God gave them up 
unto vile affections : for even thdr women 
did change the natural use into that 
which is against nature : 

27 And likewise also the men, leavii^ 
the natural use of the woman, burned in 
their lust one toward another ; men with 
men working that which is unseemly, 
and receiving in themselves that recom- 
pence of their error which was meet.

10 But glory, honour, and peace, to 
every man that worketh good, to the Jew 
first, and also to the Gentile :

18 And®laiowest his will, and 2 appro- 
vest the things that are more excellent, 
being instructed out of the law; 

19 And art confident that thou thyself 
art a guide of the blind, a light of them 
wUch are in darkness, 

20 An instructor of the foolish, a teacher 
of babes, which hast ”‘the form of know- 
l^ge and of the truth in the law. 

21 ‘’Thou therefore which teachest an- 
other, teachest thou not thyself? thou 
that preachest a man should not steal, 
dost thou steal? 

22 Thou that sayest a man should not 
commit adultery, dost thou commit adul- 
tery? thou that abhorrest idols, ^dost 
thou commit sacrilege ? 

^ Thou that makest thy boast of the 
law, through breaking the law dishonour- 
est thou God? 

24 For *the name of God is blasphemed 

among the Gentiles through you, as it is

25 ® For circumcision verily profiteth, if 
thou keep the law : but if thou be a 
breaker of the law, thy circumcision is 
made uncircumcision.

For ‘’he is not a Jew, which is one 
outwardly ; neither is that circumcision, 
wliich is outward in the flesh : 

29 But he is a Jew, which is one in- 
wardly: and ^ circumcision is that of the 
heart, "in the spirit, and not in ®the 
letter ; whose praise is not of men, but 
of God. 

CHAPTER 3 

TXTHAT advantage then hath the Jew? 

YY or what profit is there of circum- 
cision? 

2 Much everyway: chiefly, because that 
"unto them were committed “the oracles 
of G^. 

3 For ®what if some did not beheve? 
shall their unbelief make *the faith of 
God without eflect? 

4 God forbid : yea, let ^ God be trueu but 
“every man a liar; as it is written, "That 
thou mightest be justified in thy sayings, 
and mightest overcome when thou art 


5 But if our unrighteousness * commend 
the righteousness of God, what shaU we 
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ROMANS 2, 3 

say? Is God unrighteous who taketh 
vengeance? (“I speak as a man) 

6 God forbid: for then how shall God 
judge the world ? 

7 For if “the truth of God hath more 
abounded through “ my lie unto his gloiy ; 
why yet am I also judged as a sinner? 

8 And not rather, (as we be slanderously 
rmorted, and as some affirm that we say,) 
■^‘Let us do e'vil, that good may come? 
whose damnation is just. 

9 What then? *are we better than theyt 
No, in no wise: for we have before 
y proved both Jews and Gtentiies, that 
^they are all under sin; 

10 As it is written, "There is none 
righteous, no, not one : 

11 There is none that understandeth, 
there is none that seeketh after God 
^ They are all gone out of the way, 
they are together become unprofitable; 
tliere is none that doeth good, no, not 
one. 

13 ® Their throat is an open sepulchre; 
with their tongues they have used deceit; 
^■the poison of asps is under their lips : 

14 “Whose mouth is full of cursing and 
bitterness : 

15 “ Their feet are swift to shed blood : 

16 Destruction and misery are in their 
ways: 

17 And the way of peace have they not 
known : 

18 "There is no fear of God before theip 
eyes. 

19 Now we know that what things 
soever the law saith, it saith to them 
who are under the law: that every 
mouth may be stopped, and *all the 
world may become •* guilty before God. 

20 Therefore *by the deeds of the law 

there shall no flesh be justified in his 
sight : for <*by the law is the knowledge 
of sin. ^ , 

21 But now /the righteousness of God 
without the law is manifested, being 
witnessed by the law and the prophets ; 

^ Even the ri^teousness of God whim 
is »by faith of Jesus Christ unto all and 
upon all them that believe: f or there is 
no difference : 

23 For all have sinned, and come short 
of the glory of God"; 

24 B«ng "justified freely *by gr^ 
Hhrough the redemption that is in Christ 

25 Whom God hath ® set forth ^to he s. 
propitiation through faith ^in his blood, 
to declare his righteousness for the ** re- 
mission of ''sins that are past, through 
the forbearance of God; 

26 To declare, I say, at this time, his 

righteousness : that lae might be^ just 
and the justifier of him which helieveth 
in Jesus. , . 

27 "Where is boasting then? It is 
excluded. By what law? of works? 
Nay : but by the law of faith. 

28 Therefore we conclude that a man is 
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ROMANS 3-5 Faith like to Abraham's is rectmed for righteovsnsss. 

16 Therefore it is of faith, that it might 
he *'by grace; to the end the promise 
might be sure to all the seed; not to 
that only wiiich is of the law, but to that 
also which is of the faith of Abraham ; 
‘^who is the father of us all, 

17 (As it is written, *I have made thee 
a father of many nations,) ^ before him 
whom he believed, even God, ^who 
quickeneth the dead, and calleth * those 
things which be not as though they were, 

18 Who against hope believed in hope, 
that he miglit become the father qf^ny 
nations; according to that which was 
spoken, *So shall thy seed be. 

19 And being not weak in faith, he 
considered not his own body now dead, 
"when he was about an hundred years 
old, neither yet the deadness of Sara’s 
womb: 

20 He staggered not at the promise of 
God throng unbelief : but was strong in 
faith, giving glory to God ; 

21 And being fully persuaded that, 

what he had promised, ^he was able 
also to perform. , , , . 

22 And therefore it was imputed to him 
for righteousness. 

23 Now ’'it was not written for his sake 
alone, that it was imputed to him ; 

24 But for us also, to whom it shall be 
imputed, if we believe *^on him that raised 
up Jesus our Lord from the dead ; 

& ’’Who was delivered for our offences, 
and was raised again for our “'justifica- 
tion. 


justified by faith “without the deeds of 
the law. 

29 Is he the God of the Jews only? is 
he not £dso of the Gentiles? Yes, of the 
Gentiles also : 

SO Seeing ^it is one God, which shall

2 For if Abraham were ^justified by 
works, he hath ^whereof glory; but 
not before God. 

3 For what saith the scripture? °Abra- 
ham believed God, and county 

iintb him for righteousness,. , 

4 Now to him that worketh is the reward 
not reckoned of grace, but of debt. 

5 But to him that worketh not, but 
believeth on him that justifieth the 
ungodly, ®his faith is counted for right- 
eousness. , , , 

6 Even as David also descnbeth the 
blessedness of the man, unto whom God 
imputeth righteousness ^without works, 

7 Saying i « Blessed are they whose 
iniquities are forgiven, and whose sins 
are covered. 

8 Blessed is the man to whom the Lord 
will not impute sin. 

9 Cometh this blessedness then upon 
the circumcision only^ or upon the uncir- 
cumcision also? for we say that faith 
was reckoned to Abraham for righteous- 


10 How was it then reckoned? when 
he was in circumcision, or in uncircum- 
cision? Not in circumcision, but in un- 
circumcision. 

11 And he received ®the sign of cir- 
cumcision^ seal of the righteousness 
of the faith wliich he haa yet being 
undicumcised : that ^he might be the 
father of all them that believe, though 
tliey be not circumcised; that right- 
eousness might be imputed unto them 
sdso; 

12 And the father of circumcision to 
them who are not of the circumcision 
only, but who also walk in the steps of 
that faith of our father Abraham, r^ch 
he had being yet uncircumcised. 

13 For the promise, that he should 
be the ^'heir of the world, was not to 
Abraham, or to his seed, through the 
law, but through the righteousness of 
faith. 

14 For they which are of the law he 
heirs, faith is made void, and the promise 
made of none effect : 

15 Because ^the law worketh wrath: 
for ^ where no law is, there is no trans* 
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CHAPTER 6 

rnHEEEEORE * being justified by faith, 
X we have ^ peace with God through 
our Lord Jesus Christ : 

2 By whom also 'we have access bv 
faith into this ^ce wherein we stand, 
and “rejoice in hope of the glory of God. 

3 And not only so, but *we glory in 
tribulations also : knowing that tribula- 
tion worketh patience ;

because the love of God is shed abroad 
in our hearts by the Holy Ghost which 
is given unto us.

7 For scarcely for a righteous man will 
one die: yet peradventure for a good 
man some would even dare to die. 

8B^t God commendeth his love toward 
us, in that, * while we were yet sinners, 
Christ died for us. 

9 Much more then, being now justified 
* by his blood, *”we shall he saved from 
wrath through him. 

10 For if, “when we were enemies, ®'we 
were reconciled to God bj the death of 
his Son, much more, being reconciled, 
we shall be saved by ’’his life. 
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11 And nob only so, but we also joy 
in God through our Lord Jesus Christ, 
by whom we have now received the 
2atonement. 

12 "VSiS^fore, as^y^ one man sin en- 
tered into the worlaT ahd^^ death l?y sin > 
and so death passed upon all men, Sfor 
that all have sThhed ; 

13 (For until the law sin was in the 
world: but ^sin is not imputed when 
there is no law. 

14 Nevertheless death reigned from 
Adam to Moses, even over th em that 
had not sinned afCSTTFie similitude, of 
Adam’s transgression, ^who is the figure 
of him that was to come. 

15 But not as the offence, so also is the 
free gift. For if through the offence of 
one many be dead, much more the grace 
of God, and the gift by grace, which is by 
one man, Jesus Christ, hath abounded 
unto many.

CHAPTER 8 

T 'EERE is there^re now no condem- 
nation to them which are in Christ

. Christ Jesus ’"hath made me free from 
“the law of sin and death. 

3 For ^ what the law could not do, in 
that it was weak through the flesh, ^ God 
sending his own Son m the likeness of 
sinful flesh, and ^for sin, condemned sin 
in the flesh : 

4 That *the righteousness of the law 
might be fulfilled in us, who walk not 
after the flesh, but after the Spirit. 

5 For they that are after the flesh do

that are after the Spirit “'the things of 
i, the Spirit. 

6 For 6 to he carnally minded is * death ; 
but ’to be spiritually minded is life and 
peace. 

^ 7 Because ®the carnal mind is ® enmity 

against God : for it is not subjecsb to the 
!. law of God, neither indeed can be. 

8 So then they that are in the flesh 
u cannot please God. 

9 But ye are not in the flesh, but in the ■ 
Sp)irit, if so^e that the Spirit of God 
dwell in you. Now if any man have not 
‘^the Spirit of Christ, he is none of his. 

Ip And if Christ be in you, the body is 
dead because of sin; but ®the Spirit is 
life because of righteousness. 

7. 11 But if the Spirit of ^him that raised 

up Jesus from the dead dwell in you. 

5 he that raised up Christ from the dead 
, ’ ^shall also quicken your mortal bodies 


2 by his Spirit that dwelleth in you. 

12 Therefore, brethren, we are debtors, 
not to the flesh, to live after the flesh. 

13 For if ye live after the flesh, ye shall 
die: but 2 ye through the Spirit do 
« mortify the deeds of the body, ye shall 
live. 

14 For as many as ’"are led by the Spirit 
of they are the sona of God.

18 For I recKon that *the sufferings of 
this present time are not worthy to be 
compared with <*the glory which shall 
be revealed in us. 

19 For the earnest expectation of the 
creature waiteth for ‘'the manifestation 
of the sons of God. 

20 For the creature was made subject to 
< vanity, ^t^willmgly, but ^ by reason of 

21 Because the creature itself also shall 
be delivered from 4he bondage of ^cor- 
ruption into the glorious lib®^ of the 
children of God. 

22 For we know that ^ the whole creation 

groaneth and travailetE"iu3ain together 
untffnoyr. ' ' 

And not only they, but ourselves 
also, wliich have "the tirstfruits of the 
Spirit, ^even we ourselves groan within 
ourselves, waiting for *‘the adoption, to 
wit, the ^redemption of our body. 

24 For we are saved by hope : but hope 
that is seen is not hope : for what a man 
seeth, why doth he yet hope for? 

25 But if we hope for that we see not, 
then do we with patience wait for it. 

26 Likewise the Spirit also helpeth our 
infirmities: for *we know not what we 
should pray for as we ought: but ®the 
Spirit itself maketh intercession for us 
with groanings which cannot be uttered. 

27 And he that searcheth the hearts 
knoweth what is the mind of the Spirit, 
^because *he maketh intercession for the 
saints ^according to the will o/God. 

28 And we know that all things work 
together for good to them that love God, 
to them *who are the called according to 
fets^^urpose. 

29 For whom he did "fordmow, he also 
did ^predestinate to he ® conformed to 
*'the image of his Son, that he might be 
*the firstborn among many brethren. 

30 Moreover whom he did predestinate, 
them he also ** called: and whom he 
called, them he also "justified : and whom 
he justified, them he also “’glorified. 

31 What shall we then say to these 
things I p^G£)jL.j>g- for us,. whojif^Liia 

«-’ffimat *^spared not his own Son, 
but delivered him up for us all, how shall 
he not with him also freely give us all 
tl^gs? 

33" who shall lay any thing to the 
chame of ** God’s elect ? is God that 

justineth. 

34 ®®Who is he that condemneth? It is 
Christ that di^ yea rather, that is risen 
again, ^who is even at the right hand 
of God, who also maketh intercession 
for us. 

35 Who shall separate us from the love 
of Christ? shall tribulation, or distress, 
or persecution, or famine, or nakedness, 
or peril, or sword? 
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36 As it is written, ® For thy sake we are 
killed all the day long ; we are accoimted 
as sheep for the slaughter. 

37 Nay, in ali these things® we are more 
than conquerors through aim that loved 
us. 

38 For I am persuaded, that neither 
death, nor life, nor angels, nor /princi- 
palities, nor ^powers, nor things ^present, 
nor thin^ to come, 

39 Nor height, nor depth, nor any other 
creature, shall be able to separate us from 
*the love of God, which is in Christ 
Jesus our Lord. 

CHAPTEB 9 

I SAY the truth in Christ, I lie not, 
’"my conscience also bearing me wit- 
ness in the Holy Ghost, 

2 "That I have great heaviness and 
continual sorrow in my heart. 

3 For “I could wish that myself were 
2 accursed from Christ for my brethren, 
my kinsmen ^ according to the flesh : 

4 Who are Israelites ; to whom pertairir 
eth “the adoption, and "the glory, and 
"’the » covenants, and the givmg of the 
law, and *the service of God, and ^the 
promises ; 

5 * Whose are the fathers, and ® of whom 
as concernii^ the flesh Christ came, who 
is over all, ^ God ^blessed for ever. Amen. 
6 Not as though the word of God hath 
taken none effect. For /they are not all 
IsraeL which are of Israel : 

7 ^ Neither, because they are the seed of 
Abraham, are they all children: but, 
/In Isaac shall thy seed be called. 

8 That is, They which are the children 
of the flesh, these are not the children of 
God : but Hhe children of the promise 
are counted for the seed. 

9 For this is the word of promise, "At 
this time will I come, and shall have 

a son. 

10 And not only this; but ^when Ee- 
becca also had conceived by one, even by 
our father Isaac ; 

11 (For the children being not yet born, 
neither having done any good or evil, 
that *the purpose of God according to 
election might stand, not of works, out 
of him that caUeth;) 

12 It was said unto her, ^The ® elder 
shall serve the 6 younger. 

13 As it is written, ““Jacob have I loved, 
but Esau have I hated. 

14 What shall we say then? Is there 
unrighteousness with God ? God forbid. 
16 For he saith to Moses, **I will have 
mercy on whom I will have mercy, and 
I will have compassion on whom I will 
have compassion. 

16 So then it is not of him that willeth, 
nor of him that runneth, but of God that 
sheweth mercy. 

17 For the scripture saith unto Pharaoh, 
^ Even for this same puipose have I raised 
thee up, that I might shew my pow^^ 
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thee, and that my name might be declared 
throughout all the earth. 

IS Therefore hath he mercy on whom 
he will have mercy ^ and whom he will he 
hardeneth. 

19 Thou wilt say then unto me. Why 
doth he 3 ^et find fault? For who hath 
resisted his will? 

20 Nay but, 0 man, who art thou that 
^repliest against God? Shall the thing 
formed say to him that formed it^ Why 
hast thou made me thus? 

21 / Hath not the potter power oyer the 
clay, of the same lump to make ^one 
vessel unto honour, and another unto 
dishonour? 

22 What if God, willing to shew his 
wrath, and to make his power known, 
endured with much ^longsufiering the 
vessels of wrath ^litted to destruction: 

23 And that he might make known 
Hhe riches of his glory on the vessels of 
mercy, which ”*he had afore prepared 
unto glory, 

24 Even us, whom ’^he hath called, ®not 
of the Jews only, but also of the Gentiles? 

25 As he saith also in Osee, will call 
them my people, which were not my 
people: and her beloved, which was not 
beloved. 

2b ''And it shall come to pass, that in 
the place where it was said unto them, 
Ye are not my people ; there shall they 
be called the children of the living God. 

27 Esaias also crieth concerning Israel, 
® Though the number of the children of 
Israel be as tlie sand of the sea, " a rem- 
nant shall be saved : 

28 For he will finish sthe work, and 
cut it short in righteousness : ^ because a 
short work will the Lord make upon the 
earth. 

29 And as Esaias said before, * Except 
the Lord of Sabaoth had left us a seed, 
^ we had been as Sodoma, and been made 
like unto Gomorrha. 

30 What shall we say then? That the 
Gentiles, which followed not after right- 
eousness, have attained to righteousness, 
**evenL the righteousness which is of 
faith. 


31 But Israel, /which followed after the 
law of righteousness, hath not attained 
to the law of righteousness. 

32 Wherefore? Because they sought it 
not by faith, but as it were by the works 
of the law. For *they stumbled at that 
stumblingstone ; 

33 As it is written, *Behold,L.X layjki 
Sion.ja stumblingstone 
fence;/ f whosdfever believeth on him 

[ not"be c^ashaihed, ' 


CHAPTEB 10 

"DRETHREN, ”my heart’s desire and 
J-> prayer to God for Israel is, that they 
tnight be saved. 

2 For I bear them record ^'that they 
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have a zeal of God, but not according to 
knowledge. 

3 For they being ignorant of ® God’s 
righteousness, and going about to esta- 
blish their own righteousness, have not 
submitted themselves unto the righteous- 
ness of God. 

4 For * Christ is the end of the law for 
righteousness to every one that believeth. 

5 For !Moses describeth the righteousness 
wliich is of the law, That ®the man which 
doeth those things shall live by them. 

b But the righteousness which is of faith 
speaketh on this wise, * Say not in thine 
heart, Who shall ascend into heaven? 
(that is, *to bring Christ down from 

^7 Or, ^Wo shalf descend into the deep? 
(that is, to bring up Christ again from 
the dead.) 

8 But what saith it ? * The word is nigh 
thee, even in thy mouth, and in thy 
heart : that is, the word of faith, whicm 
we preach ; 

9 That if thou shalt ^confess with thy 
mdufhtheXorll Jesus," aM Shalt belike 
in tliine heart that G6d hathlraised ffim 
from tlie dead, thou shalt be saved. 

10 For' with the heart man helieveth 
unto righteousness ; and with the mouth 
confession is made unto salvation. 

11 For the scripture saith, * Whosoever 
believeth on him shall not be ashamed 

12 For * there is no difference between 
the Jew and the Greek : for “the same 
Lord over all is rich unto all that call 
upon him. 

13 For * whosoever shall call upon the 
name' of the Lord shall be saved. 

14 How then shall they call on him in 
whom they have not believed? and how 
shall they believe in him of whom tlrey 
have notneard? and how shall they hear 
without a preacher? 

15 And how shall they preach, except 
*they be sent? as it is written, ®How 
beautiful are the feet of them that preach 
the go^el of peace, and bring glad tiding 
of good things I 

16 But they have not all obeyed the 
gospel. For Esaias saith. Lord, ®who 
hath believed '‘our 5 report? . 

17 So then faith comem by hearing, and 
hearing by the word of Gpd. ^ 

18 But 1 say, Have they hot heard? Yes 
verily, ^ their sound went into all the 
earth, attd'their words unto Ihe end^of 
the "world 

19 Biit'X say. Did not Israel know? 
First Moses saith, ^ I will provoke you to 
jealousy by them that are no people, cmd 
by a ‘foolish nation I will anger you. 

20 But Esaias is very bold, and saith, ”*I 
was found of them that sought me not ; 
I was made manifest unto them that 
asked not after me. 

21 But to Israel he saith, ® All day long 
I have stretched forth my hands unto a 
disobedient and gainsaying people.

CHAPTEB 11 

I SAY then. Hath cast away his 
people? God forbid. For also am 
an Israelite, of the seed of Ahrah^ of 
*the tribe of Benjamin. 

2 ‘^God hath not cast away his people 
® which he foreknew. Wot ye not what 
the scripture saith ^of Elias? how he 
niaketh mtercession to God against Israel, 
saying, 

3 Lord, -^they have killed thy prophets, 
and ihgged do^vn thine altars : and I am 
left alone, and they seek my life. 

4 But what saith the answer of God 
unto him? have reserved to myself 
seven thousand men, who have not bowed 
the knee to the image o/Baal. 

6 Even so then at this present timft also 
there is »a remnant according to tlie 
election of ^ce. 

6 And ^if by grace, then is it no more 
of works : otherwise grace is no more 
grace. But if it be of works, then is it 
no more grace: otherwise work is no 
more work. 

7 What then ? ^Israel hath not obtained 
that which he seeketh for; but the elec- 
tion hath obtained it, and the rest were 
^ blinded 

8 (According as it is written, ®God hath 
mven them the spirit of ^slumber, ^eyes 
that they should not see, and ears that 
they should not hear;) unto this day. 

9 And David saith, *‘Let their table be 
made a snare, and a trap, and a stum- 
blingblock, and a recompence unto them : 
10 Let their eyes be darkened, that they 
may not see, and bow down their back 
alw^. 

11 1 say them Eb.ve they stumbled that 
they should fm? God forbid: rather 

’'through their fall salvation is come unto 
the Gentiles, *for to provoke them to 
je^ousy. 

Now if the fall of them he the riches 
of the world, and the ®dimini^ng of 
them the riches of the Gentiles; how 
much more their fulness? 

13 For I speak to you Gentiles, inasmuch 
as am the apostle of the GentUes, I 
magnify mine office ; 

14 If by any means I may provoke to 
emulation them which are my flesh, and 
^midit save some of them. 

15 For if the casting away of them he 
the reconciling of the world, what shall 
the receiving of them he, but life from 
the dead? 

16 For if /the fiirstfruit he holy, ^the 
lump is also holy: and if the root he 
holy, so are the branches. 

17 And if *some of the branches be 
broken off, and thou, * being a wild olive 
tree, wert grafied in ^ among them, and 
with them partakest of the root and fat- 
ness of the olive tree ; 

18 Boast not against the branches. But 
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if thou boast, thou hearest not the root, 
but the root thee. 

19 Thou wilt say then, The branches 
were broken off, that I might be graffed 
in. 

20 Well ; because of unbelief they were 
broken off, and thou ®standest by faith. 
Be not highminded, but fear : 

21 For if God spared not the natural 
branches, take heed lest he also spare 
not thee. 

22 Behold therefore the goodness and 
severity of God: on them which fell, 
sperity ; but toward thee, goodness, ir 
thou continue in his goodness : otherwise 
^thou also shalt be cut off 

23 And they also, if they abide not still 
m unbelief, shall be graffed in ; for God 
is able to graft’ them in again. 

24 For if thou wert cut out of the olive 
tree which is wild by nature, and wert 
graffed contrary to nature into a good 
olive tree : how much more shall these, 
which be the natural branches, be graffed 
into their own olive tree ? 

^ For I would not, brethren, that ye 
should be ignorant of this mystery, *lest 
ye should be wise in your own conceits ; 

that 2 blindness in part is happened to 
Israel, ’’until the fulness of the Gentiles 
be come in. 

26 And so all Israel shall be saved : as 
it IS written, 2 There shall come out of 
Dion the Deliverer, and shall turn away 
ungodliness from Jacob : 

27 For this is my covenant unto them, 
*when I shall take away their sins. 

28 concerning the gospel, they are 
^emies for your sakes*. but as touching 
the election, they are * beloved for t£e 
fathers' sakes. 

29 For the gifts and calling of God are 
“without repentance. 

30 For as ye “’in times past have not 
^believed God, yet have now obtained 
mercy through their imbelief : 

31 Even so have these also now not 
® believed, that through your mercy they 
also may obtain mercy. 

32 For*' God hath concluded them all 
in unbelief, that he might have mercy 
upon all. 

^ 0 the dejpth of the riches both of the 
wisdom and knowledge of God 1 ®how 
unsearchable are his judgments, and 
®his ways past finding out I 

34 ‘*For vmo hath known the mind of 
the Lord? or who hath been his coun- 
seller? 

, 35 Or * who hath first given to him, and 
it shall he recompensed unto him again ? 

36 For * of him, and » through him, and 
to him, are all things: ^to ®whom he 
glory for ever. Amen. 

CHAPTEB 12 

I ’“BESEECH you therefore, brethren, 
by the mercies of God, that ye “pre- 
sent your bodies a living sacrifice, holy* 
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acceptable unto God, which is your! 
reasonable service. 

2 And ®be not conformed *to this 
world : but be ye transformed by ®the 
renewing of your mind, that ye may 
<^prove what is that good, and acceptable, 
and perfect, ®will of God. 

3 For I say, through the grace given 
unto me, to every man that is among 
you, /not to think of himself more highly 
th?^r^ he ought to think : but to think

to every man Hhe measure of faith. 

4 ^ For as we have many members in 

one bo^, and all members have not the 
same office: . 

5 So we, heing many, *are one body m 

Christ, and every one ^members one of 
another. _ , 

6*” Having then gifts differing according i 
to the grace that is given to us, whether | 
^prophecy, let us projoihesy according to 
the proportion of faith ; 

7 Or ministry, let us wait on our 
ministering: or he that teacheth, on 
teaching ; 

8 Or he tliat exhorteth, on exhortation ; 
he that Sgiveth, let him do it ^with sim- 
plicity ; he that ruleth, with diligence ; 
he that sheweth mercy, with cheerfulness. 

9 Let love be without dissimulation. 

Abhor that which is evil ; cleave to that 
which is good. _ . , , ,, 

10 Be kindly affectioned one to another 

8 with brotherly love; in honour prefer- 
ring one another; , . 

11 Not slothful in busmess ; fervent m 

spirit ; ser\'ing the Lord ; . , 

12 j^oicing in hope ; patient m tribula- 
tion ; ^continuing instant in prayer ; 

13 Distributing to the necessity of 
saints: given to hospitality. 

14 2' Bless them which persecute you : 
bless, and curse not. 

15 Kejoice with them that do rejoice, 
and weep with them that weep. 

16 Be *of the same mind one toward 
another. ‘^IVIind not high things, but 

6 condescend to men of low estate, ®Be 
not wise in your o\m conceits. 

17/Eecompense to no man evil for evil 
^il^vide thmgs honest in the sight of all 
men. , , . 

18 If it be possible, as much as lieth m 
you, -^live peaceably with all men. 

19 Dearly beloved, * avenge not your- 
selves, but rather mve place unto wrath : 
for it is written, ^ venge ance -is namei^T 
will repay, saith theX^d. ‘ 

Therefore' “i^"thm^ enemy hunger, 
fe^ him ; if he thirst, give him drink : 
for in so doing thou shilt heap coals of 
fire on his head. 

21 Be not overcome of evil, but overcome 
evil with good. 

CHAPTER 13 

iT every soul ^be subject unto the 
hi ghe r powers. For 2 there is no 
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power but of God : the powers that be 
are i ordained of God. ^ 

2 Whosoever therefore resisteth the 
power, resisteth the ordinance of God; 
and they that resist shall receive to 
themsdves damnation. 

3 For rulers are not a terror to good 
works, but to the evil Wilt thou then 
not be afraid of the power? do that which 
is good, and ^^thou shalt have praise of 
the same : 

4 For he is the minister of God to thee 

for good. But if thou do that which is 
evil, be afraid; for he beareth not the 
sword in vain : for he is the minister of 
God, a revenger to execute wrath upon 
him that doeth evil. , , , . , 

5 Wherefore ye must needs he subject, 

not only for wrath, but also for con- 
science sake. ^ 

6 For for this cause pay ye ^tribute also : 
for they are God’s ministers, attending 
continually upon this very thing. 

7 ^Render therefore to all their dues: 
tribute to whom tribute is due; custom 
to whom ® custom; fear to whom fear; 
honour to whom honour. 

8 Owe no man any thing, but to love 
one another : for ** he that loveth another 
hath fulfilled the law. 

9 For this, "'Thou shalt not commit 
adultery. Thou shalt not kill. Thou sh^t 
not steal, Thou shalt not bear false wit- 
ness, Thou shalt not covet ; and if there 
be any other commandment, it is briefly 
comprehended in this saying, namely, 
"Thou shalt love thy neighbour as thyself. 

10 Love worketh no ill to his neighbour : 
therefore “love is the fulfilling of the 
law. 

11 And that, knowing the time, that 
now it is high time ®to awake out of 
sleep: for now is our salvation nearer 
than when we believed. 

12 The night is fa r ^nt, *the.day;j|s^t 
band : let us'tliefelore cast off ® the woms

not in rioting and drunkenness, not in 
chambering and wantonness, not in 
strife and envying.

CHAPTER 14 

TTTM that is ’“weak in the faith receive 
Xl ye, Snotto doubtful disputations. 

2 For one believeth that he may eat all 

things: another, who is weak, eateth 
herbs. , 

3 Let not him that eateth despise him 
that eatetli not ; and ® let not him which 
eateth not judge him that eateth; for 
God hath received him. 

4 Who art thou that judgest another 
man’s servant? to his own master he 
standeth or falleth. Yea, he shall be 
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holden up : for God is able to make him 
stand. 

6 "One man esteemeth one day above 
another: another esteemeth every day 
alike. Let every man be ^ fully persuaded 
in his own mind. 

6 He that ^regardeth the day, regardeth 
it unto the Lord ; and he that regardeth 
not the day, to the Lord he doth not 
regard it. He that eateth, eateth to the 
Lord, for ^he giveth God thanks; and 
he that eateth not, to the Lord he eateth 
not and giveth God thanks. 

7 For* none of us liveth to himself, and 
no man dieth to himself. 

8 For whether we live, we live unto the 
Lord ; and whether we die, we die unto 
the Lord : whether we live therefore, or 
^e, we are the Lord’s. 

9 For to this end Clirist both ”*died, and 
rose, and revived, that he might be® Lord 
both ^of the dead and living. 

10 But why dost thou judge thy brother? 
or why dost thou set at nought thy 
brother? for ®we shall all stand before 
the judgment seat of Christ. 

11 For it is written, “ As I live, saith th e 
Lord, every^ee shall bow to'miOQd 
^e^liongu^ shall confesXtp GM. 


__ Sb tK§r® every one o'f us" shall give 
account of himself to God. 

13 Let us not therefore judge one 
another any more : but judge this rather, 
J'that no man put a stumblingblock or 
an occasion to fall in his brother’s way. 

14 I know, and am persuaded by the 
Lord Jesus, 2* that there is nothing ^un- 
clean of itself : but ® to him that esteemeth 
any tiling to be ^unclean, to him it is 
unclean. 

15 But if thy brother be grieved with 
thy meat, now walkest thou not ® cha- 
ritably. Destroy not him with thy 
meat, for whom Christ died. 

16 Let not then your good be evil 
spoken of : 

17 For /the kingdom of God is not 
meat and drink ; but righteousness, and 
peace, and joy in tlie Holy Ghost. 

18 For he that in these things serveth 
Christ is acceptable to God, and approved 
of men. 

19 Let us therefore < follow after the 
things which make for peace, and things 
wherewith^ one may edify another. 

20 For meat destroy not the work of God. 
^All things indeed are pure; ”^but it is 
dvil for that man who eateth with offence. 

21^ It is good neither to eat flesh, nor 
to drink wine, nor any thing whereby 
thy brother stumbleth, or is offended, or 
is made weak. 

22 Hast thou faith? have it to thyself 
before God. Happy is he that condemn- 
eth not himself in that thing which he 
aUoweth. 

23 And he that doubteth is damned if 
he eat, because he eateth not of faith: for 
whatsoever is not of faith is sin. 
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C3HAPTEE 15 

W E then ^that are strong ought to 
bear the ® infirmities of the weak, 
and not to please ourselves. 

2 ^ Let every one of us please his neigh- 
bour for his good ® to edification. 

3 / For even Christ pleased not himself; 
but, as it is written, ^ The reproaches of 
them that reproached thee fell on me. 

4 For ^whatsoever things were written 
aforetime were written for our learning, 
that we through patience and ^ comfort 
of the scriptures might have hope. 

5 How the God of patience and con- 
solation grant you Ho be likeminded 
one toward another ^ according to Christ 
Jesus : 

6 That ye may with one mind and one 
mouth glorify “Go(^ even the Father of 
our Lord Jesus Christ. 

7 Wherefore * receive ye one another, as 
Christ also received us to the gloiy of God. 
8 Now I say that Jesus Christ was a 
minister of the circumcision for the truth 
of God, to ^ confhm the promises made 
unto the fathers : 

9 And that the Gentiles might glorify 
God for his mercy ; as it is written, ’'For 
this cause I will confess to thee among 
the Gentiles, and sing unto tln^ name. 

10 And again he saith, ^Eejoice, ye 
Gentiles, with his people. 

11 And again, * Praise the Lord, all ye 
Gentiles ; and laud him, all yepeople. 

12 And again, Esadas saith, There shall 
be a root of Jesse, and he that shall rise 
to reign over the Gentiles ; in him. shall 
the Gentiles trust. 

13 Now the God of hope fill you with 
all joy and peace in believing* that ye 
may abound m hope, through the power 
of the Holy Ghost. 

14 And ® 1 myself also am persuaded of 
you, my brethren, that ye also are full of 
goodness, filled with all knowledge, able 
^so to admonish one another. 

15 Nevertheless, brethren, I have written 
the more boldly unto you in some sort, 
as putting you m mind, ^ because of the 
grace that is given to me of God, 

16 That should be the minister of 
Jesus Christ to the Gentiles, ministering 
the gospel of God, that the ® offering up 
of me Gentiles might be * acceptable, 
being sanctified by the Holy Ghost. 

17 1 have therefore whereof I may glory 
through Jesus Christ in those things 
which pertain to God. 

IS For I will not dare to speak of any 
of those things ® which Christ hath not 
wrought by me, ^ to make the Gentiles 
obedient, by word and deed, 

19 Through * mighty signs and wonders, 
by the power of the Spirit of God ; so 
that from Jerusalem, and round about 
unto lUyricum, I have fully preached the 
gospel of Christ. 

20 Yea, so have 1 strived to preach the 
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Paul mil visit Rome, Salutations, 


gospel, not where Christ was named, 

5 lest I should build upon another man’s 
foundation : 

21 But as it is written, <*To whom he 
was not spoken of, they shall see : and 
they that have not heard shall understand. 

22 For which cause also I have been 
imuch ® hindered from coming to you. 

23 But now having no more place in 
these /parts, and ^ having a great desire 
these many years to come unto you ; 

24 Wliensoever I take my journey into 
Spain, I will come to you : for 1 trust to 
see you in my journey, and * to be brought 
on my way tliitherward by you, if first I 
be somewhat tilled ^ with your company. 

25 But now I ^go unto Jerusalem to 
minister unto the saints. 

26 For it hath pleased them of * Ma- 
cedonia and Achaia ^ to make a certain 
contribution for the poor saints which 
are at Jerusalem. 

27 It hath pleased them verily; and 
their debtors they are. For “if the 
Gentiles have been made partakers of 
their spiritual things, ^ their duty is also 
to minister imto them in carnal tilings. 

28 When therefore I have performed 
this, and have ^sealed to them this^fruit, 

I will come by you into Spain. 

29 And I am sure that, "when I come 
unto you, I shall come in the fulness of 
the blessing of the gospel of Christ. 

30 Now I beseech you, brethren, for the 
Lord Jesus Christ’s sake, and for the love 
of the Spirit, that ye ^strive together 
with me in your prayers to God for me ; 

31 * That I may be delivered from them 
that '^do not believe in Judjea: and that 
my service which I have for Jerusalem 
may be ® accepted of the saints; 

32 That I may come unto you ivith joy 
*by the will of God, and may with you 
be refreshed. 

33 Now ^ the God of peace be with you 

^,11 r 

CHAPTEE 16 

I CO^IMEND unto you Phebe our 
sister, which is a servant of the 
church which is at ” Cenchrea : 

2 That ye ® receive her in the Lord, as 
becometh ^ saints, and that ye assist her 
in whatsoever business she hath need of 
you: for she hath been a succourer of 
many, and *of myself also. 

3 Greet “ Priscilla and Aquila my helpers 
in Christ Jesus : 

4 Who have for my life laid down their 
own necks ; unto whom not only I give 
thanks, but also all the churches of the 
Gentiles. 

5 Likewise greet ^'the church that is 
in their house. Salute my wellbeloved 
Epaenetus, who is 'the firstfruits of 
Achaia unto Christ. 

6 Greet Mary, who bestowed much 
labour on us. 
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7 Salute Andronicus and Junia, ®my 
kinsmen, and my fellowprisoners, who 
are of note among the apostles, ®who 
also were in Christ before me. 

8 Greet Amplias my beloved in the Lord, 

9 Salute Urbane, our helper in Christ, 
and Stachys my beloved. 

10 Salute Apelles approved in Christ. 
Salute them which are of Aristobulus’ 

2 household. 

11 Salute Herodion my kinsman. Greet 
them tliat be of the ‘^ household of Nar- 
cissus, which are in the Lord. 

12 S^ute Tryphena and Tryphosa, who 
labour in the Lord. Salute the beloved 
Persis, which laboured much in the Lord. 

13 Salute /Euf us chosen in the Lord, 
and his mother and mine. 

14 Salute Asyncritus, Phle^on, Hermas, 
Patrobas, Hermes, and the brethren 
which are with them. 

15 Salute Pliilologus, and Julia, Nereus, 
and his sister, and Olympas, and all the 
saints which are with them. 

16 "Salute one another with an holy 
kiss. The churches of Christ salute you. 

17 Now I beseech you, brethren, mark 
them wliich cause divisions and ** of- 
fences, conti-ary to the doctrine which ye 
have learned ; and “ avoid them. 

18 For they that are such serve not our 
Lord Jesus Clirist, but their own belly ; 
and by good words and fair speeches 
deceive the hearts of the simple. 

19 For ®your obedience is come abroad 
unto all men. I am glad therefore on 
your behalf : but yet I would have you 
“wise unto that which is good, and 
5 simple concerning evil. 

20 And * the God of peace shall ^ bruise 
Satan under your feet shortly. <*The 
grace of our Lord Jesus Christ be with 
you. Amen. 

21 /Timotheus my workfellow, and 
A Lucius, and * Jason, and /Sosipater, 
my kinsmen, salute you. 

22 I Tertius, *who wrote this epistle, 
salute you in the Lord. 

23 ^Gaius mine host, and of the 
whole church, saluteth you. ’"Erastus 
the chamberlain of the city saluteth you, 
and Quartus a brother. 

24 The grace of our Lord Jesus Christ 
be with you all. Amen. 

25 * Now to him that is of power ’’to 
stablish you * according to my gospel, and 
the preaching of Jesus Christ, Vcord^ 
tqthe revela tion of ^e jnysterrr*5bicS 
was kept secret’ .smce'the^’ortdDegaia, 

26 Bpt how *'^18 made manifest, and ^y 
thehcriptures^ df the prophets, accormhg 
to commandment of the everlasting 
God; made known to ail nations for the 
obedience of faith : 

27 To God only wise, be glory through 
Jesus Christ for ever. Amen.

CORINTHIANS. 


CHAPTEE 1 

P AUL, ® called to he an apostle of Jesus 
Christ ^through the will of God, and 
^ Sosthenes oar brother, 

2 Unto the church of God which is at 
/Corinth, to them that are sanctified in 
Clirist Jesus, called to be ^saints, with 
all that in every place call upon the 
name of Jesus Christ our Lord, both 
theirs and ours: 

3 /Grace be unto you, and peace, from 
God our Father, and from the Lord 
Jesus Clirist. 

4 thank my God always on your 
belialf, for the grace of God which is 
given you by Jesus Christ ; 

5 That in every thing ye are enriched 
by him, •*’in all utterance, and %n all ^ 
« knowledge; . „ ^ 

6 Even as '‘the testimony of Christ was 
confirmed m you : , , . , . . 

7 So that ye come behind m no ^t : 
“waiting for the ^coming of our Lord 
Jesus Christ: „ ^ 

8 “ Who shall also confirm you unto the 
end, that ye may he blameless *in the 
day of our Lord Jesus Christ. 

9 ^'God is faithful, by whom ye were 
c^led unto ®the fellowship of his Son 
Jesus Christ our Lord. 

10 Now I beseech you, brethren by the 
name of our Lord Jesus Christ, ° that ye 
all speak the same thing, and that mere 
be no 2 divisions among you \ but that ye 
be perfectly joined together in the same 
mind and in the same judgment 
11 For it hath been declared unto me of 
you, my brethren, by "•hem which are of 
the house of Chloe, that there are con- 
tentions among you. 

12 Now this I say, that /every one of 
you saith. I am of Paul; and I of* Apol- 
los ; and! of ^ Cephas ; and I of Christ.

17 For Christ sent me not to baptize, 

wisdom of words, fesl^the cr^ of 
Christ should be made of none eflect. 

18 For the preaching of the cross p to 
*them that perish foolishness ; but unto 
««which are saved itis&nhepower of God. 

19 For it is written, will destroy the 
wisdom of the wise, and will brmg to 
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nothing the understanding of the pru- 
dent. . , . 

20 WTiere is the wise? where is the 

scribe? where is the disputer of tli^ 
world? hath not God ®made foolish the 
wisdom of this world ? z n a 

21 For after that in the wisdom of God 
the world by wisdom knew not God, it 
pleased God by the foolishness of preach- 
ing to save them that believe. , 

22 For Hhe Jews require a sign, and 
the Greeks seek after wisdom : 

§3 But * we preach Clirist crucified, unto 
the Jews a ‘stumblingblock, and unto 
the Greeks foolishness; 

But unto them which are called, both 
Jews and Greeks. Clirist ” the power of 
God, and °the wisdom of God. , 

25 Because the foolishness of God is 
wiser than men; and the weakness of 
God is stronger than men. 

26 For ye see your® calling, brethren, how- 
that notmany wise men after the flesh, 'not 
many mighty, not many noble, are called: 

27 But "God hath chosen the foolish 
things of the world to confound the 
wise; and God hath chosen the we^ 
things of the world to confound the 
things which are^mightv; 

28 And base things of the world, and 
thhigs wliich are despised, ^ hath God 
chosen, yea, and ‘‘things which are not, 

" to bring to nought things that are/. , 

29 <*That no flesh should glory m hia 

presence. . ^ t 

30 But of him are ye in Chr^t J^us, 

who of God is made unto us * wisdom, 
and /righteousness, and ^sanctification, 
and* redemption; . 

31 That, according as it is wnttem » |Le 
that glorieth, let him glory m the Lord. 

CHAPTEE 2 

ANB I, brethren, when I came to yom 
J\. ”came not with excellency of speech 
or of wisdoim declaring imto you ^ the 
testimony of God. , , ^ , 

2 For I determmed not to know any 
fhinp among you, ^save Jesus Christ, 
and nim crucified. 

3 And I was with you “in wmkness, 
and in fear, and in much trembhng., 

4 And my speech and my preaching 
was not with a enticing woids of r^ns 
wisdom, but “'in demonstration of the 
Spirit and of power : 

5 That your faith should not ® stand in 

the wisdom of men, but J'in the power 
of God. , . - 

6 Howbeit we speak wisdom among 
them that are ""'perfect: yet not the 
wisdom ""of this world, nor of the prmces 
of this world, that come to nought ; 
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7 But we speak the wisdom of God “jn 
a mvstery, even the hidden wisdom. 
wETcn God ordained before the world 
unto our glory : 

8 * Which none of the princes of this 
world knew: for ®had they known iU 
they would not have crucified <*the Lord 
of mory. 

9 But as it is written, /Eve h ath no t 
seen, nor ear heard, neither nave entered 
Into the heart of man, the things which 
God hath ^prepared for them .that love 

10 But God hath revealed them unto us 
* by his Spirit : for the Spirit searcheth ail 
things, yea, the deep things of God. 

11 F or what man knoweth the things of 
a man, save the spirit of man which is in 
him ? even so the things of God knoweth 
no man, but Hhe Spirit of God. 

12 Now ”we have received^ not the 
spirit of the world, but the spirit wliich is 
of God; that we might know the things 
that are freeljr given to us of God. 

13 Which things also we speak, ^not in 
the words which man’s wisdom teacheth, 
but which the Holy Ghost teacheth; 
•comparing spiritual things with spiritual. 

14 But the "natural man receiveth not 
the things of the Spirit of God; “for 
they are foolishness unto him : ^neither 
can he know them^ because they are 
spiritually discerned. 

15 But he that is spiritual Sjudgeth all 
things, yet he hims^ is ^ judged of no 
man. 

16 ® For who hath known the mind of 
the Lord, that he ^may instruct him? 
But® we have the mind of Christ. 


CHAPTEE 8 

AND I, brethren, could not speak unto 
J\. you as unto ^spiritual, but as unto 
/carnal, even as unto * babes in Christ, 

2 I have fed you with *"milk, and not 
with meat : "for hitherto ye were not able 
to hear it, neither yet now are ye able, 

3 For ye are yet carnal: for whereas 
there is among you envying, and ^ strife, 
and 6 divisions, are ye not carnal, and 
walk ’ as men ? 

4 For® while one saith, I am of Paul; 
and another, I am of “Apollos ; are ye 
not carnal? 

6 Who then is Paul, and who is ApoUos, 
but ^ ministers by whom ye believed, * even 
as the Lord gave to every man? 

6^1 have planted, ApoUos watered; 
“but God gave the increase. 

7 So then neither is he that planteth 
any thing, neither he that watereth; but 
God that mveth the increase. 

8 Now he that planteth and he that 
watereth are one ; ®®and every man ^all 
receive his own reward according to his 
own labour. 

9 For Jywe are labourers together with 
6(»: ye are God’s ®husbanaiy, ^ are 
®^God s building. 
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10 According to the grace of God which 
is given unto me, as a wise masterbuilder, 
I Rave laid the foimdation, and another 
buildeth thereon. But let every man 
take heed how he buildeth thereupon. 

11 For other foundation can no man lay 
than that is laid, ** which is Jesus Christ. 

12 Now if any man build upon this 
foimdation gold, silver, precious stones, 
wood^^hay, stubble; 

13 ^Every man’s work shall be made 
manifest; for Hhe day shaU declare it, 
because it ^ shall be revealed /by fire; 
and the fire shaU try every man’s work 
of what sort it is. 

14 If any man’s work abide which he 
hath built thereupon, he shaU receive a 
reward. 

15 If any man’s work shall be burned. 

he shall suffer loss : but he himself shall 

be saved ; yet so as ® by fire. 

16 "Know ye not that ye are the temple 
of Gblir ^d_iAa?'“^the Spirit _6f~I^ 
d\ g^et h In you ? ' 

17If any manSdefile the temple of God. 
him shaU God destroy ; for the temple of 
God is holy, which temi^le ye are. 

18 ^Let no man deceive himself. “If 
any man among you seemeth to be wise 
in *this world, let him become a fool, 
that he may be wise. 

19 For ^the wisdom of this world is 
foolishness with God. For it is written, 
®He taketh the wise in their own cr^- 
ness. 

20 And again, * ^e Lord knoweth the 
thoughts or the wise, that they are vain. 

21 Therefore ‘^let no man glory in men. 
For /all things are yours ; 

22 'Whether Paul, or ApoUos, or / Ce* 
phas, or the world, or Ufe, or death, or 
^things present, or things to come; aU 
are yours; 

23 And 2ye are Christ’s; and Christ is 
God’s. 


CHAPTEE 4 

I ET a man so account of us, as of "the 
J ministers of Christ, and ® stewards of 
’■^e mysteries of God. 

2 Moreover it is required in stewards, 
that a man be found ® faithful. 

3 But with me it is a very smaU thing 
that I should be "judged of you, or of 
man’s 8 judgment : yea, I judge not mine 
own self. 

4 For know nothing by myself ; ®yet 
am I not hereby justihed : but he that 
judgeth me is the Lord. 

6 Therefore judge nothing before the 
time, untU the Lord come, who both 
wiU bring to light the hidden things 
of darkness, and will make manifest the 
counsels of the hearts : and then shaU 
every man have praise of God. 

6 And these things, brethren, I have in 
a fi^re transferred to myself and to 
ApoUqs for your sakes ; that ye might 
learn m us not to think of men al^ve 
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that which is written, ®fchat no one of 

^7 For who imaSeth thee^^difler /rom 
another J and ‘^what hast thou that thou 
didst not receive? now if thou didst re- 
ceive it, why dost thou glory, as if thou 
hadst not received it ? 

8 Now ye are full, now ye are rich, ye 
have reigned as kings without us : ana I 
would to God ye did reign, that we also 
might reign with you. 

9 For I think that God hath set forth 
2 us the apostles last, as it were appointed 
to death : for we are made a ^spectacle 
imto the world, and to angels, and to men. 

10 *^We are fools for Christ’s sake, but 
e are wise in Christ; *we are weak, 

jut ye are strong; ye are honourable, 
but we are despised. 

11 Even unto this present hour we both 
hunger, and thirst, and are naked, and 

are buffeted, and have no certain dwell- 

’"labour, working with our own 
hands; ® being reviled, we bless; being 
persecuted, we suffer it ; 

13 Being defamed, we intreat; we are 
made as the filth of the world, and are 
the oflscouring of all things unto this day. 
14 1 write not these thin^ to shame you, 
but *as my beloved sons I warn you, 

15 For mough ye have ten thousand 
instructors in Christ, yet have ye not 
many fathers; for “in Christ Jesus I 
have begotten you through the gospel. 

16 Wherefore I beseech you, ^be ye 
followers of me. 

17 For this cause have I sent unto you 
^Timotheus, ®who is my beloved son, 
and faithful in the Lord, who shall bring 
you into remembrance of my ^vays which 
be in Christ, “as I teach every where in 
eveiT church. 

18 Now some are puffed up, as though I 
would not come to you. 

19 ^But I will come to you shortly, if 
the Lord will, and will know, not the 
speech of them which are puffed up, but 
the wwer. 

20 For the kingdom of God is not in 
wordjbut in power. 

21 Wliat will ye? shall I come unto 
you with a rod, or in love, and m the 
spirit of meekness? 

CHAPTER 5 

I T is reported commonly that there is 
^fornication among you, and such 
fornication as is not so much as named 
among the Gentiles, -^that one should 
have his *fatlier’s wife. 

2 And ye are puffed up, and have not 
rather mourned, that he that hath done 
this deed might be taken away from 
among you. 

3 For 1 verily, as ’"absent in body, but 
present in spirit, have judged aJr^dy, 
as though I were present, concerning 
him that hath so done this deed. 
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4 In the name of our Lord Jesus Christ, 
when ye are gathered together, and my 
spirit, ® with the power of our Lord Jesus 
Christ, 

6 ® To deliver such an one unto Satan 
for the destruction of the flesh, that the 
spirit may be saved in -^the day of the 
Lord Jesus. 

6 Your glorying is not good, Emow 
ye not that *a little leaven Teaveneth the 
whole lump ? 

7 Purge out therefore the old leaven, 
that ye may be a new lump, as ye are 
unleavened. For even ‘Chnst our pass- 
over -^is sacrificed for us : 

8 Therefore ^"let us keep 5 the feast, not 
with old leaven, neither with the leaven 
of malice and wickedness ; but with the 
unleavened bread of sincerity and truth. 

9 1 wrote unto you in an epistle not to 
lompany with fornicators : 

10 Y et not altogether with the fornicators 
of this world, or with the covetous, or 
extortioners, or with idolaters ; for then 
must 2 ye needs go out of the world. 

11 But now I have written unto you 
not to keep company, ’“if any man that 
is called a brother be a fornicator, or 
covetous, or an idolater, or a railer, or a 
drunkard, or an extortioner ; with such 
an one no not to eat. 

12 For what have I to do to judge *them 
also tliat are without ? do not ye judge 
“them that are within? 

13 But them that are without God 
judgeth. Therefore -“put away from a- 
mong yourselves that wicked person. 

CHAPTER 6 

D are any of you, having a matter 
against another, go to law before the- 
unjj^t, and ^not before the saints? 

2 Do ye not know that ®the saints shall 

r ge the world ? and if the world shall 
judged by you, are ye unworthy to 
judge the smallest matters? 

3 Know ye not that we shall “judge 
angels? how much more things /that 
pertain to this life? 

4 If then ye have judgments of things 
pertaining to tliis life, set them to judge 
who are least esteemed in the churcL 
5 speak to your shame. Is it so, that 
there is not a wise man among you? no, 
not one that shall be able to judge be- 
tween his bretlrren? 

6 But brother goeth to lawwith brother, 
and that before the unbelievers. 

7 Now therefore there is utterly a fault 
among you, because ye go to law one 
vrith another. *Why do ye not rather 
take wrong ? why do ye not rather suffer 
yourselves to be defrauded ? 

8 Nay, ye do wrong, and defraud, and 
that your brethren. 

9 Know ye not that the* unrighteous 
"shall not inherit the kingdom of God? 
®Be not deceived; neither ^fornica- 
tors, nor idolaters, nor adulterers, nor 
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effeminate, nor “abusers of themselves | 
with mankind, 

10 Nor thieves, nor covetous, nor drunk- 
ards, nor revilers, nor extortioners, shall 
inherit the kingdom of God. 

11 And such were “some of you : hut 
/ye are washed^ but ^ ye are sanctified, 
but /ye are justified *in the name of tlie 
Lord J esus, and by the Spirit of our God. 

12 ^All things are lawful unto me, but 
all things are not i expedient : all things 
are lawful for me, but I will not be 
brought under the power of any. 

13 Meats for the belly, and the belly for 
meats: but God shall destroy both it and 
them. Now the body is not for fornica- 
tion, but "‘for the Lord ; and "the Lord 
lor the body. 

14 And “ God hath both raised up the 
Lord, and will also raise up us by his 
own power. 

15 Know ye not that ^your bodies are 
*the members of Christ? shall I then 
take the members of Christ, and make 
ikem the members of an harlot? God 
forbid. 

16 What? know ye not that he which 
is joined to an harlot is one body? for 
^two, saith he, shall be one flesh. 

17 But “he that is joined unto the Lord 
is one spirit. 

16 Plee "fornication. Every sin that a 
man doeth is without the body ; but he 
that committeth fornication sinneth *"a- 
gainst his own body. 

19 What? know ye not that your body 
is the temple of the Holy Ghost which ' 
in you, which ye have of God, and 
are not your own? 

20 E<)Liye„aKL.bought with a price : 
therefore^Iofiiy Goffin your body, and 
in your spirit, which are God’s. 

CHAPTEE 7 
T^OW concerning the things whereof 
XN ye wrote unto me : is good for a 

man not to touch a woman. 

2 Nevertheless, fo avoid /fornication, 
let every man have his own wife, and let 
evciy woman have her own husband. 

3 * jLet the husband render unto the wife 
due benevolence : and likewise also the 
wife unto the husband. 

4 The wife hath not power of her own 
body, but the husband: and likewise 
also the husband hath not power of his 
own body, but the wife. 

5 Defraud ye not one the other, except 
li be with consent for a time, that ye may 
give yourselves to fasting and prayer; and 
come together again, that Satan tempt 
you not for your incontinency. 

^6 speak t^ by permission, and 

7 For I would tliat all men were *even 
as 1 myself. But “every man hath his 
proper gift of God, "one after this man- 
ner, and another alter that. 

S 1 say thesj^^ore'^to the unmarried and 
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Of fleshly szns, of martiage.^ and 

widows, *It is good for them if they 
abide “even as L 

9 But ^ if they cannot contain, let them 
marry : for it is better to marry than to 
burn* 

10 And unto the married I command, 
yet ^not I, but the Lord, *Let not the 
wife depart from her husband : 

11 But and if she depart, let her remain 
unmarried, or be reconciled to her hus- 
band : and let not the husband put away 
Ais wifa 

12 But ^to the rest speak I, ^not the 
Lord : If any brother hath a wife that be- 
lieveth not, and she be pleased to dwell 
with him, let him not put her away. 

13 And the woman which hath an hus- 
band that believeth not, and if he be 
pleased to dwell with her, let her not 
leave him. 

14 Eor the imbelieving husband is sanc- 
tified by the wife, and the imbelieving 
wife is sanctified by the husband : else 
were your children unclean ; but now are 
they holy. 

15 But if the unbelieving depart, let 
him depart. A brotlier or a sister is not 
under bondage in such cases : but ® God 
hath called us ^to peace. 

16 For ^what knowest thou, O wife, 
whether thou shalt “save thy husband? 
or ®how knowest thou, 0 man, whether 
thou shalt save thy wife? 

17 But “as God hath distributed to eveiy 
man, as the Lord hath called every one, 
so let him walk. And so “ordain I “in 
all churches. 

18 Is any man called being circumcised? 
® let him not become uncircumcised. Is 
any called in uncircumcision? “let him 
not be circumcised. 

19 / Circumcision is nothing, and uncir- 
cumcision is nothing, but ^the keeping 
of the commandments of God. 

20 ’^Let every man abide in the same 
calling wherein he was called. 

21 Art thou called being a servant? care 
not for it : but if thou mayest be made 
free, use it rather. 

22 For he that is called in the Lord, 
being a servant, is ^the Lord’s freeman: 
likewise also he that is called, being free, 
is Christ’s servant. 

23 “ Ye are bought with a price ; be not 
ye the servants of men. 

24 Brethren, let every man, wherein he 
is called, therein abide with God. 

25 Now concerning virgins “I have no 
commandment of the Lord : yet I give 
my judgment, as^one that hath ohtamed 
merCT of the Lord to be ® faithful. 

26 I suppose therefore that this is good 
for the present ® distress, I say, ’'that it 
is good for a man so to be. 

27 Art thou bound unto a wife? seek 
not to be loosed. Art thou loosed from 
a wife ? seek not a wife. 

23 “'But and if thou many, thou hast 
not sinned; and if a virgin marry, she 
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hath not sinned. Nevertheless such shall 
have trouble in the flesh: but spare 
you. 

29 But this I say, brethren, ® the time is 
short : it remaineth, that both they that 
have wives be as though they had none ; 

30 And they that weep, as though thev 
wept not \ and they that rejoice, as though 
they rejoiced not ; and they that buy, as 
though they «possessed not; 

31 And they that use this world, as not 

abusing it: the fashion of this world 

passeth away. 

32 But would have you without care- 
fulness. "‘He that is unmarried careth 
for the things ^that belong to the Lord, 
how he may please the Lord : 

33 But he that is married careth for the 
things that are of the world, how he may 
please kis wife. 

M There is difference also between a 
wife and a virgin. The unmarried woman 
careth for the things of the Lord, that 
she may be holy both in body and in 
spirit : but she that is married careth for 
the things of the world, how she may 
please her husband. 

35 And this I speak for your own profit ; 
not that I may cast a snare upon you, 
but for that which is comely, and that 
ye may attend upon the Lord without 
distraction. 

36 But if any man think that he behaveth 
himself uncomely toward Ms vir^ if 
die pass the flower of her age, and need 
so require, let Mm do what he will, he 
sinneth not : let them marry. 

37 Nevertheless he that standeth^sted- 
fast in his heart, having no necessity, 
but hath power over his own will, and 
hath so decreed in Ms heart that he will 
keep Ms virgin, doeth weU. 

38 So then he that Mveth her in marriage 
doeth well ; but he that giveth her not in 
marriage doeth better. 

39 ^'The wife is bound by the law as 
long as her husband liveth: but if her 
husoand be dead, she is at liberty to be 
married to whom she will ; only “in the 
Lord. 

40 But she is happier if she so abide, 
after my judgment: and I think also 

that 1 have the Spirit of God. 

CHAPTER 8 

Vf OW as touching ^things offered unto 
idols, we know that we all have 
^knowledge. ^3^owledgepuffethup,but 
charity edmeth. 

2 And *if any man think that he know- 
eth any thing, he knoweth nothing yet as 
he ou^t to know. 

3 But if any man love God, "‘the same 
is known of him. 

4 As concerning therefore the eating of 
those things that are offered in sacnfice 
unto idols, we know that -^an idol is 
nothing: in the world, and that * tk&'e is 
none other God but one. 
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5 Fop “though there be that are called 
gods, whether in heaven or in earth, (as 
there be gods many, and lords many^) 

6 But to us there is but one God, “the 
Father, ®of whom are all things, and we 
^in Mm; and /one Lord Jesus Christ, 
^bywhom are all tMngs, and we by him. 

7 Howbeit there is not in every man that 
knowledge: for some ^ivith conscience 
of the idol unto this hour eat it as a 
thing ofiered unto an idol: and their 
conscience being w^eak *is defiled. 

8 But meat commendeth us not to 
God : for neither, if we eat, ^are -we the 
better ; neither, if we eat not, 3 are we the 
worse. 

9 But take heed lest by any means this 
3 liberty of yours become a "stumbling- 
block® to them tliat are weak. 

10 For if any man see thee which hast 
^knowledge sit at meat in the idol’s tem- 
ple, shall not the conscience of Mm which 
IS weak be s emboldened to eat those 
things which are offered to idols; 

11 And through thy knowledge shall the 
weak brother perish, for whom Christ 
Med? 

12 But when ye sin so against the bre- 
thren, and wound their weak conscience, 
ye sin against Christ. 

13 Wherefore, * if meat make my brother 
to ofiend, ’*! will eat no flesh while the 
world standeth, lest I make my brother 
to offend. 


CHAPTER 9 

* AM I not an apostle? am I not free? 

‘^havs I not seen Jesus Christ our 
Lord? *'are not ye my work in the Lordt 

2 If I he not an apostle unto others, yet 
doubtless I am to you: for “'the seal of 
mine apostleship are ye in the Lord. 

3 Mine answer to them that do examine 
me is this, 

4 Have we not power * to eat and to 
drink? 

5 Have we not power to lead about *a 
sister, a ^ wife, as well as other apostles, 
and cLs * the brethren of the Lord, and 
®Cwhas? 

6 Or I only and Barnabas, have not we 
power to forbear working? 

7 Who goeth ‘'a warfare any time at Ms 
own charges ? who /planteth a vineyard, 
and eatetS not of the fruit thereof? or 
who feedeth a flock, and eateth not of 
the milk of the flock? 

8 Say 1 these tMngs /as a man? or 
saith not the law the same also ? 

9 For it is written in the law of Moses, 
*Thou shalt not_ muzzle the mouth^pf 
tH^ox that treadeth out the corn . Dq^h 
God take care for oxen? 

1:6 Or ^th ■he''if altogether for our 
sakes ? " For our sakes, no doubt, this is 
written: that ®he that ploweth should 
plow in hope; and that he that thresheth 
in hope should be partaker of his hope. 
11 '‘If we have sown unto you spintual 
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things, isito. great thing if we shall reap 
your carnal things? , 

12 If others be partakers of this power 
over you, are not we rather? Never- 
theless *we have not used this power: 
hut suffer aU thinp, <*lest we should 
Mnder the gospel of Christ. 

13 Do ye not know that ®they which 
minister about holy things ^live of the 
things of the temple? and they which 
wait at the altar are partakers with the 
altar? 

14 Even so ^hath the Lord ordained 
that they which preach the gospel should 
live of the gospel. 

15 But I have used none of these things : 
neither have I written these things, that 
it should be so done unto me: for it 
were better for me to die, than that any 
man should make *my glorj’ing void. 

16 For though I preach the gospel, I 

have nothing to glory of : for necessity is 
laid upon me ; yea, woe is unto me, if I 
preach not the gospel ! , -r 

17 For if I do this thmg wiUmgly, I 
have ^ a reward : but if agamst my will, 
’’a dispensation of the gospel is committed 
unto me. 

18 What is my reward then? VeHly 
that, when I preach the gospel, may 
make the gospel of Christ without charge, 
that I abuse not my power m the gospel. 

19 For though I be ®free from all 

yet have “*1 made myself servant unto 
all, that I might gain the more. 

20 And *unto the Jews I became as a 
Jew, that I might gain the Jews: to 
them that are under the law, as under 
the law, that I might gain them that are 
under the law ; 

21 ‘*To them that are without law, as 
vrithout law, (being not without law to 
God, but ® under the law to Christ,) that 
I might gain them that are without law. 

22 "To the weak became I as weak, 
that I might gain the weak: I am made 
all things to all men, that I might by all 
means save some. 

23 * And this I do for the gospel’s sake, 
that I might be partaker thereof with you. 

24 Know ye not that they which run in 
a race run all, but one receiveth the 
prize? So -^run, that ye may * obtain. 

25 And every man that striveth for the 
mastery is temperate in all things. Now 
they do it to obtain a corruptible ” crown ; 
but we an ^incorruptible. 

^ I therefore so run, not as uncertainly ; 
80 fight I, not as one that ® beateth the air : 
27 But I keep under my body, and 
•bring it into subjection: lest that by 
any means, when I have preached to 
others, I myself should be 'a castaway. 

CHAPTEE 10 

TV/rOEEOYER, brethren, I would not 
AYJ. that ye should be ignorant, how 
that all our fathers were under "the 
dottd, and all passed through^ the sea; 
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2 And were all baptized unto Moses in 
the cloud and in the sea; 

3 And did all eat the same ^spiritual 
meat; 

4 And did all drink the same ® spiritual 
drink : for they drank of that spiritual 
Eock that i followed them: and that 
Eock was Christ. 

5 But with many of them God was not 
well pleased: for /they were overthrown 
in the wilderness. 

6 Now these things were ^our examples, 
to the intent we should not lust after evil 
things, as ^they also lusted. 

7 Neither be ye idolaters, as were some 
of them; as it is written, ^The people 
sat down to eat and drink, and rose up 
to play. 

8 Neither let us /commit fornication, as 
some of them committed, and fell in one 
day Hhree and twenty thousand. 

9 Neither let us tempt Christ, as *”some 
of them also tempted, and "were de- 
stroyed of serpents. 

10 Neither murmur ye, as ® some of 
them also murmured, and ^were de- 
stroyed of the destroyer. 

11 Now aU these things happened unte 
them for ^ensamples: and •they are 
written for our admonition, upon whom 
the ends of the world are come. 

12 Wherefore “let him that thmketh he 
standeth take heed lest he falL 

13 There hath no temptation taken you 
but such as is 5 common to man: but 
*'God is faithful, •who vrill not suffer 
you to be tempted , above that ye are 
able ; but will with the temptation also- 
make a way to escape, that ye may be 
able to bear it. 

14 Wherefore, my dearly beloved, ®flee 
from idolatry. 

15 I speak as to <*wise men; judge ye 
what I say. 

16 /The cup of blessing which we bless^ 
is it not the communion of the blood of 
Christ? / The bread which we break, is 
it not the communion of the body of 
(Christ? 

17 For we leing many are one bread, 
and ®one body : for we are all partakers 
of that one bread. 

18 Behold Israel ^ after the flesh: ”*are 
not they which eat of the sacrifices 
partakers of the altar? 

19 What say I then? ®tliat the idol is 
any thing, or that which is offered in 
sacrifice to idols is any thing? 

20 But I say, that the things which 
the Gentiles sacrifice, *'they sacrifice to 
devils, and not to God : and I would not 
that ye should have fellowship with devils. 

21 “Ye cannot drink the cup of the 

Lord, and the cup of devils: ye cannot 
be partakers of the Lord’s table, and* of 
the table of devils. - , . , 

22 Do we ® provoke the Lord to jealousy ? , 

are we stronger than he? , „ , 

23 All t.hing a are lawful for me, but all 
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things are not expedient : all things are 
lawful for me, but all things edify not. 
24 ‘‘Let no man seek his own, but every 
man another’s wealth. 

^ Whatsoever is sold in the shambles, 
that eat, asking no question for * con- 
science sake : 

26 For ‘^the earth is the Lord’s, and the 
fulnessthereof. ■ 

27 If any of them that believe not bid 
you to ajeasty and ye be disposed to go; 
whatsoever' is set before you, eat, asking 
no question for * conscience sake. 

But if any man say unto you. This 
is offered in sacrifice unto idols, eat not 
«for his sake that shewed it, and for 
J conscience sake: for ‘'the earth is the 
Lord’s, and the fulness thereof : 

29 Conscience, I say, not tliine own, but 
of the other: for why is ^my liberty 
judged of another man^s conscience? 

30 For if I by ^ grace be a partaker, why 
am I evil spoken of for tlwt *for which 
I give thanks? 

31 ^Whether therefore ye eat, or drink, 
or whatsoever ye do, do all to the glory 
of God. 

32 ^Give none offence, neither to the 
Jews, nor to the ® Gentiles, nor to "‘the 
church of God : 

33 Even as " I please all men in all things, 
not seeking mine own profit, but the 
pwfit of many, that they may be * saved. 


CHAPTER 11 

'■’DE ye followers of me, even as I also 
JD am of Christ. 

2 Now * I praise you, brethren, that ve 
remember me in all tilings, and "keep the 
^ordinances, as I delivered them to you. 

3 But I woiild have you know, that the 
head of every man is Christ; and “the 
head of the woman is the man; and 
<'the head of Christ is God, 

4 Every man praying or ® prophesying, 
having his head covered, dishonoureth 
his head. 

6 But every woman that prayeth or 
“prophesieth with her head uncovered 
^dishonoureth her head: for that is even 
all one as if she were shaven. 

6 For if the woman be not covered, let 
her also be shorn : but if it be a shame 
for a woman to be shorn or shaven, let 
her be covered. 

7 For a man indeed ought not to cover 
his head, forasmuch as he is the /image 
and glory of God : but the woman is the 
glory of the man. 

8 For the man is not of the woman ; 
hut ^the woman of the man. 

9 Neither was the man created for the 
woman; but ^the woman for the man, 

10 For this cause ought the woman to 
have 12 power on her head because of * the 
angels. 

11 Nevertheless * neither is the man 
without the woman, neither the woman 
without the man, "in the Lord. 
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12 For as the woman is of the man, 
even so is the man also by the woman ; 
but all things of God. 

13 J udge in yourselves : is it comely that 
a woman pray unto God uncovered? 

14 Both not even nature itself teach 
you, that, if a man have long hair, it is 
a shame unto him? 

15 But if a woman have long hair, it is 
a glory to her : for her hair is given her 
for a A covering. 

16 But if any man seem to he conten- 
tious, we have no such custom, neither 
‘^the churches of God. 

17 Now in this that I declare unto you 
I praise you not, that ye come togemer 
not for the better, but for the worse. 

18 For first of all, when ye come to- 
gether in the church, /I hear that there 
be 2 divisions among you; and 1 partly 
beUeve it. 

19 For ^ there must be also ^heresies 
among you, that they which are ^ap- 
proved may be made manifest among you. 
,20 Wlien ye come together therefore 
into one place, ^ihis is not to eat the 
Lord’s supper. 

21 For in eating every one taketh before 
other Ms own supper : and one is hungry, 
and ** another is drunken. 

22 What? have ye not houses to eat and 
to drink in ? or despise ye -^the church 
of God, and shame them that 7 have not? 
What shall I say to you? shall I praise 
you in this? I praise you not. 

23 For have received of the Lord 
that which also I delivered unto you, 
“That the Lord Jesus the same night in 
wMch he was betrayed took bread : 

24 And when he had given than^ he 
brake it, and said. Take, eat: this is my 
body, which is broken for you : this do 
9 in remembrance of me. 

25 After the same manner also he took 
the cup, when he had supped, saying, 
This cup is the new testament in my 
blood : this do ye, as oft as ye drink it, 
in remembrance of me. 

26 For as often as ye eat tMs bread, and 
drink this cup, lOye do shew the Lord’s 
death "till he -come. 

27 Wherefore whosoever shall eat this 
bread, and drink this cup of the Lord, 
unwortMly, shall be guilty of <^the body 
and blood of the Lord, 

28 But ®let a man examine himselL 
and so let him eat of that bread, and 
drink of that cup. 

29 For he that eateth and drinketh 
unworthily, eateth and drinketh ^^dam- 
nation to himself, not discerning the 
Lord’s body. 

30 For this cause many are weak and 
< sickly among you, and many /sleep. 

31 For if we would judge ourselves, we 
should not be judged. 

32 But when we are judged, "‘we are 
chastened of the Lord, that we should 
not be condemned with the world. 
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33 'Wherefore, my brethren, when ye 
come together to ea^ tarry one for another. 

34 And *if any man hunger, let him eat 
at home ; that ye come not toge^er unto 

I condemnation. And the rest *will I 
set in order *when I come. 

CHAPTEE 12 

OW concerning spiritual gifts, bre- 
thren, I would not liave you ignorant 

2 Ye know that ®ye were Gentiles, 
carried away unto these /dumb idols, 
even as ye were led. 

3 'VVlierefore I give you to understand, 
tMt ^no i^n speaking by the Spirit of 
God calleth Jesus ^accursed: and that 
Jno man can say that Jesus is the Lord, 
hut by the Holy Ghost. 

4 Kow ‘there are (hversities of gifts, 
but ^ the same Spirit. 

6^ .^d there are differences of ^ ad- 
ministrations, but the same Lord. 

6 And there are diversities of operations, 
but it is the same God which worketn 
”all in aU. 

,7 ®But the manifestation of the Spirit 
IS mven to every man to profit withal. 

8 Jb or to one is given by the Spirit the 
word of 'wisdom; to another the word 
of “knowledge by the same Spirit ; 

9 To another "faith by the same Spirit; 
to another "'the gifts of healing by the 
same Spirit ; 

10 To another the working of miracles ; 
to another prophecy; to another * dis- 
cerning of spirits; to another divers 
kinds of tongues; to another *the in- 
terpretation of tongues : 

II But all these ^worketh that one and 
the selfsame Spirit^ dividing to every 
man severally as he will 

12 For ®as the body is one, and hath 
many members, and all the members of 
that one body^ being naany, are one 
body ; so also is Cluist. 

, 13 For by one Spirit are we all baptized 
into one body, ^ whether we he Jews or 
® Gentiles, whether we he bond or free; 
and *-have been all made to drink into 
<one Spirit. 

14 For the body is not one member, but 
many. 

15 If the foot shall say. Because I am 
not the hand, I am not of the body ; is 
it therefore not of the body? 

16 And if the ear shall say. Because I 
am not the eye, I am not of the body; 
IS it therefore not of the body? 

17 If the whole body were an eye, where 
were the hearing? If the whole were 
hearing, where were the smelling? 

18 But now hath God set the members 
every one of them in the body, as it hath 
pleased hiim 

19 And if they were aU one member, 
where were the body? 

20 But now are they many members, 
yet but one body, 

21 And the eye cannot say unto the 
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need of thee: nor again 
the head to the feet, I have no need of you. 
p Hay, nauch more those members of 
the body, which seem to be more feeblL 
are necessary : 

^ And those members of the body 
which we think to be less honourable! 
upon these we 2 bestow more abundant 
honour; and our uncomely parts have 
more abundant comeliness. 

24 For our comely pai'is have no need ; 
but God hath tempered the body together,* 
having given more abundant honour to 
that pai't which lacked : 

^ That there should be no s schism in 
me body; but that the members should 
have the same care one for another. 

26 And whether one member suffer, all 
the members suffer with ic; or one 
member be honoured, all the members 
* rejoice with it. 

27 How ^ye are the body of Christ, and 
” members in particular. 

^ -AJid God hath set some in the 
church, ^t ® apostles, secondarily ^pro- 
phets, thirdly teachers, after that 
racles, then gifts of healings, helps, 
^governments, 6 diversities of tongues. 

29 Are all apostles? a7'e all prophets? 
are all teachers? are all 7 workers of 
miracles? 

30 Have all the gifts of healing? * do all 
speak with tongues? *do all interpret? 

31 But J'covet earnestly the b^t ^ts: 
and yet shew I unto you a more excellent 
way.

9 For *^we know in part, we 
prophesy in park 
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10 But when that which is perfect is 
come, then that which is in part ^all be 

done away. 

11 When I was a child, I ^ake as a

12 For /now we see through a glass, 
2 darkly; but then ^face to face: now I 
know in part : but then shall I know 
even as also I am known.

CHAPTEK 14 

E OLLOW" after charity, and ^desire 
spiritual- £r?[/){s, but rather that ye 
may prophesy. 

2 For he that speaketh in an unknown 
ton"ue speaketh not unto men, but unto 
God: for no man ^understandeth him; 
howbeit in the spirit he speaketh mysteries. 
3 But he that prophesieth speaketh imto 
men to ^ edification, and exhortation, and 
comfort. 

4 He that speaketh in an unknown 
tongue edifieth himself; but he that 
prophesieth ® edifieth the church. 

5 1 would that ye all spake with tongues, 
but rather that ye prophesied: for greater 
is he that prophesieth than he that 
speaketh with tongues, -p except he inter- 
pret, that the church m^ receive edifying. 
6 Now, brethren, if I come unto you 
speaking with tongues, what shall I 
profit you, except I shall speak to you 
either by * revelation, or by 'knowledge, 
or by prophesying, or by doctrine? 

7 And even things without life giving 
sound, whether pipe or harp, except they 

^ be known what is piped or Imrped ? 

8 For if the trumpet give an uncertain 
sound, who shall prepare himself to the 
battle? 

9 So likewise ye, except ye utter by the 
tongue words ^easy to be understood, 
how shall it be known what is spoken? 
for ye shall speak into the air. 

10 There are, it may be, so many kinds 
of voices in the world, and none of them 
is without signification. 

11 Therefore if I know not the meaning 
of the voice, I shall be unto him that 
speaketh a “ barbarian, and he that speak- 
eth shall be a barbarian unto me. 

12 Even so ye, forasmuch as ye are 
zealous 7 of spiritual gifts^ seek that ye 
may excel to the edifying of the church. 
13 Wherefore let him that speaketh in 
an unknown tongue pray that he may 
interoret. 

14 For if I pray in an unknown tongue, 
my spirit prayeth, but my understanding 
is unfruitful. 

15 What is it then? I will pray with 
the spirit, and I will pray with the 
understanding also : /I will sing with 
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the spirit, and I will sing ®with the 
understanding also. 

16 Else when thou shalt bless with the 
spirit, how shall he that occupieth the 
room of the ® unlearned say <*Amen at 
®thy giving of thanks, seeing he under- 
standeth not what thou sayest? 

17 For thou verily givest thanks well, 
but the other is not edified. 

18 1 thank my God, I speak with tongues 
more than ye all : 

19 Yet in the church I had rather speak 
five words with my understanding, that 
by my voice I might teach others also, 
than ten thousand words in an unknown 
tongue. 

20 Brethren, ^be not children in un- 
derstanding : howbeit in malice -^be yo 
children, but in understanding be ^men. 

21 *In the law it is written, 'With men 
of other tongues and other lips will T 
speak unto this people ; and yet for all 
that will they not near me, saitn the Lord. 

22 Wherefore tongues are for a sign, not 
to them that believe, but to them that 
believe not: but "prophesying serveth 
not for them that believe not, but for 
them which believe. 

23 If therefore the whole church be 
come together into one place, and all 
speak with tongues, and there come in 
those that are unlearned, or unbelievers, 
* will they not say that ye are mad? 

24 But if all prophesy, and there come 
in one that believeth not, or one un- 
learned. he is convinced of all, he is 
^judged of all : 

25 And thus are the secrets of his heart 
made manifest ; and so falling down on 
his face he will worship God, and “report 
that God is in you of a truth. 

26 How is it then, brethren? when ye 
come together, every one of you hath 
psalm, hat^ a “’doctrine, hath a *tonguei, 
hath a “’revelation, hath an * interpre- 
tation. ^'Let all things be done unto 
edifying. 

27 If any man speak in an unknown 
tongue, let it he by two, or at the most 
by three, and thai by course; and let 
one interpret. 

28 But if there be no interpreter, let 
him keep silence in the church ; and let 
him speak to hhnself, and to God. 

29 Let the ^prophets speak two or three, 
and let the other Mudge. 

30 If any thing be revealed to another 
that sitteth by, ®let the first hold his 
peace. 

31 For ye may all prophesy one by 
one, that all may learn, and all may be 
comforted. 

32 And the spirits of the prophets are 
subject to the prophets. 

33 For God is not the author of ® con- 
fusion, but of peace, as ‘^in all churches 
of the saints, 

34 •'Let your women keep silence in the 
churches: for it is not permitted unto 
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them to i^eak ; but they are commanded 
to be under obedience, as also saith *the 
laTv. 

35 And if they will learn any thing, let 
them ask their husbands at home : for 
it is a shame for women to speak in the 
church. 

36 What? came the word of God out 
from you? or came it unto you only? 

37 If any man think himself to be a 
prophet, or spiritual, <^let him acknow- 
ledge that the things that I write unto 
you are the commandments of the Lord. 

38 But if any man be ignorant, let him 
he ignorant. 

39 Wherefore, brethren, ^ covet to pro- 
phesy, and forbid not to speak with 
tongues. 

^40 Let all things be done decently and 
m order. 

CHAPTER 15 

TV/rOREOVEE, brethren, I declare unto 
-LTi you Uhe gospel "‘which I preached 
imto Vou, wliich also ye have received, 
and "wherein ye stand ; 

2 By which also ye are ® saved, if ye 
^keep in memory ^what I preached unto 
you, 2 unless ye have believed in vain. 

3 For delivered unto you first of all 
that which I also received, how that 
Christ died “for our sins ’ according to 
the scriptures; 

4 And that he was buried, and that he 
rose again the third day “’according to 
the scriptures: 

5 And that ^he was seen of * Cephas, 
then *of the twelve: 

6 After that, he was seen of above five 
hundred brethren at once ; of whom the 
greater part remain unto this present, 
but some are ‘^fallen asleep. 

7 After that, he was seen of James; 
then of ‘^all the apostles. 

8 And last of all ®he was seen of me 
also, as of ^one bom out of due time. 

9 For /I am the least of the apostles, 
that am not meet to be called an apostle, 
because^ I persecuted the church of God. 

10 But^l^ the grace of God I am what 
I am : and his grace which was bestowed 
upon me was not in vain ; but laboured 
more abundantly than they all: ”yet 
not I, but the grace of God which was 
with me. 

11 Therefore whether it were I or they, 
so we preach, and so ye believed. 

12 IfeJfjCJhiist.he preached, Jhat -he 
rose from the dead, ^how say some 
among you that there is no resurrection 
of the dead! 

13 But if there be no resu^ction of the 
dead, then is Christ not risen : 

14 And if Christ be not risen, then is 
our preaching vain, and your faith is 
also vain. 

15 Yea, and we are found false witnesses 
of God ; because we have testified of God 
*that he raised up Christ: whom he

12 As touching ‘’owr brother Apollos, I 
greatly desired him to come unto you 
with the brethren : but his will was not 
at all to come at this time ; but he will 
come when he shall have convenient time. 

13 * Watch ye, ‘stand fast in the faith, 
*quit you like men, ^be strong. 

14 ‘“Let all your things be done with 
charity, 

15 I beseech you. brethren, (ye know 
the house of *' Stephanas, that it is ^the 
firstfruits of ® Achaia, and thai they have 
addicted themselves to ’"the ministry of 
the saints,) 

16 'That ye submit yourselves unto 
such, and to every one that helpeth with 
us, and laboureth. 

17 1 am glad of the coming of Stephanas 
and Fortunatus and Achaicus : “for that 
which was lacking on your part they 
have supplied. 

18 For they have refreshed my spirit 
and yours: therefore acknowledge ye 
them that are such, 

19 The churches of Asia salute yoiL 
*Aqinla and Priscilla salute you much- 
in the Lord, ““ with the church that is in 
their house. 

20 AH the brethren greet you. Greet 
ye one another with an holy kiss.

THE SECOND EPISTLE 


or PAOT. THE APOSTLE TO THE 

COKINTHIANS. 


CHAPTER 1 

T>AXJL, “an apostle of Jesus Christ by 
JL the will of God, and ^ Timothy our 
brother, unto the church of God which is 
at ® Corinth, /with all the saints which 
are in all Achaia: 

2 ^ Grace be to you and peace from God 
our Father, and from the Lord Jesus 
Ghrist 

3 -^Blessed he Go^ even the Father of 
our Lord Jesus Christ, the Father of 
mercies, and the God of all comfort: 

4 Who comforteth us in all our tribu- 
lation, that we may be able to comfort 
them which are in any trouble, by the 
comfort wherewith we ourselves are com- 
forted of God. 

6 For as ’“the sufferings of Christ 
abound in tis, so our consolation also 
aboundeth by Christ. 

6 And whether we be afflicted, ^it is for 
your consolation and salvation, which 
^is effectual in the enduring of the same 
sufferings which we also sufier : or whe- 
ther we be comforted, it is for your 
consolation and salvation. 

7 And our hope of you is stedfast, 
knowing, that ’’as ye are partakers of 
the suflerings, so shall ye be also of the 
consolation. 

8 For we would not, brethren, have you 
ignorant of *’our trouble which came to 
us in Asia, that we were pressed out of 
measure, above strength, insomuch that 
we “despaired even of life: 

9 But we had the ^sentence of death in 
ourselves, that we should not trust in 
ourselves, but in God which raiseth the 
dead: 

10 Who delivered us from so great a 
death, and doth deliver: in whom we 
trust that he will yet deliver us; 

11 **Ye also helping together by prayer 
for us, that for the bestowed upon us 
<*by the means of many persons thanks 
may be given by many^ on our behalf. 

12 For our rejoicing is this, the testi- 
mony of our conscience, that in ®sim- 
pUciw and godly ^sincerity, ^not with 
fleshly wisdom, but by the gr^ of God, 
we have had our conversation in the 
world, and more abundantly to yon-w^d. 

13 For we write none other things unto 
you, than what ye read or acknowledge; 
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and I trust ye shall acknowledge even to 
the end ; 

14 As also ye have acknowledged us in 
part, that we are your “rejoicing, even as 
ye also are ours ‘^in the day of the Lord 
Jesus. 

15 And in this confidence ^ I was minded 
to come unto you before, that ye might 
have % second ^ benefit ; 

16 And to pass by you into Macedonia, 
and *to come again out of Macedonia 
unto you, and of you to be ^brought on 
my way toward Judaea. 

17 When I therefore was thus minded, 
did 1 use lightness ? or the things that 1 
puipose, do I purpose according to the 
flesh, that with me there should be yea 
yea, and nay nay? 

18 But as God is true, our 2 word toward 
you was not yea and nay. 

19 For the Son of God, Jesus Christ, 
who was preached among you by us, even 
by me and “Silvanus and ^Timotbeus, 
was not yea and nay, but in him was 
yea. 

20 For *all the promises of God in him 
are yea. and in him Amen, unto the 
glory of God by us. 

21 Now he which stablisheth us^th 
g)i^in Christ, and hath 'anointed ns.^'is^ 

^ "M^o hath also ^sealed us, and ** given 
the earnest of the Spirit in our hearts. 

23 Moreover I c^l God for a record 
upon my soul, that "to spare you 1 came 
not as yet unto Corinth. 

24 Not for that we have dominion -over 
your faith, but are helpers of your joy r 
for *by faith ye stand. 


CHAPTER 2 

B ut I determined this with myself, 
“that 1 would not come agam to 
you in heaviness. 

2 “For if I make you sorry, who is he 
then that maketh me glad, but the same 
which is made sorry by me ? 

3 And I wrote this same uiits you, 
/lest, when I came, I should have sorrow 
from them of whom I ought to rejoice ; 
having confidence in you all, that my 
joy is the joy of you all. 

4 For out of much affliction and an guish 
of heart wrote unto you with many 
rears; not that ye should be grieved, but 
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that ye might know the love which I 
have more abundantly unto you. 

5 But ®if any have caused grief, he hath 
not grieved me, but in part ; that I may 
not overcharge you alL 

6 SufiBcient to such a man is this ^ pun- 
ishment, which was inflicted ®of many. 

7 So that contrariwise /ye ought rather 
to forgive Am, and comfort Aim, lest 
perhaps such a one should be swallowed 
up with overmuch sorrow. 

8 Wherefore I beseech you that ye would 
confirm your love toward him. 

9 For to this end also did 1 write, that I 
might know the proof of you, whether 
<^ye be obedient in all things. 

10 To whom *ye forgive any thin^, I 
forgive also ; for if I forgave any thmg, 
to whom 1 forgave it, for your sakes 
forgave I it in the 3 person of Christ; 

11 Lest ^ Satan should get an advantage 
of us ; for ’“we are not ignorant of his 
devices. 

12 Furthermoi^ when I came to "Troas 
to preach Christ’s gospel, and ®a door 
was opened unto me of the Lord, 

13 I had no rest in my spirit, because I 
found not ^ Titus my brother ; but taking 
my leave of them, “I went from thence 
into Macedonia. 

14 Now than^ he unto God, which 
always ®causeth us to triumph in Chnst, 
and maketh manifest the savour of his 
knowledge by us in every place. 

15 For we are unto God a sweet savour 
of Christ, in ®them that are saved, and 
&in them that perish: 

16 ®To the one we are the savour of 
death unto death ; and to the other the 
savour of life unto life. And ®who is 
sufficient for these things? 

17 For we are not as many, which 
5 corrupt the word of God: but as of 

sincerity, but as of God, in the sight of 
God speak we ®in Christ. 


CHAPTEB S 

D O we begin again to * commend our- 
selves? or need we, as /some others, 
^epistles of commendation to you, or Zet- 
ters of commendation from you? 

2 ®Ye are our epistle written in our 
hearts, known and read of all men : 

3 Forasmuch as ye are manifestly de- 
clared to be the epistle of Christ mini- 
stered by us, written not with ink, but 
with the Spirit of the living God ; not in 
‘tables of stone, but *in fleshy tables of 
the heart. 

4 And such "trust have we through 
Christ to God-ward : 

5 * Not that we are sufficient of ourselves 
to think any thing as of ourselves ; but 
*our sufficiency is of God; , . 

6 Who also hath made us able ®®imm- 
sters of **the new testament; not of 
^the letter, but of the spirit:, for*® the 
letter kUleth, but the spirit ®giveth life. 
7 But if ®®the ministration of death, 
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* written and engraven in stones, *was 
glorious, so that the children of Israel 
could not ‘^stedfastly behold the face of 
Moses for the glory of his countenance; 
which glory was to be done away : 

8 How shall not the ministration of the 
spirit be rather glorious? 

9 For if ^the ministration of condem- 
nation he glory, much more doth *the 
ministration of righteousness exceed in 
glory. 

10 For even that which was made glo- 
rious ^had no glory in this respect, by 
reason of the glorj' that excelleth. 

H For if that which is done away was 
glorious, much more that which remain- 
eth is glorious. 

12 Seeing then that we have such hope, 
we use great 2 plainness of speech ; 

13 And not as Moses, ^ which put a vail 
over his face, that the children of Israel 
could not stedfastly look to “the end of 
that which is abolished : 

14 But ^ their minds were blinded : for 
until this day remaineth the same vail 
untaken away ’’in the reading of ‘the 
old testament ; which vail is done away 
in Christ. 

15 But even unto this day, when Moses 
is read, the vail is upon their heart. 

16 Nevertheless when it shall turn to the 
Lord, the vail shall be taken away. 

17 Now *the Lord is that Spirit: and 
where the Spirit of the Lord is, ^ there is 
liberty. 

18 But we all, with open face “behold- 
ing as in a glass the glory of the Lord, 
“are changed into the same image from 
glory to glory, even, as '^by the Spirit of 
the Lord. 


CHAPTEE 4 

rPHEEEFOEE seeing we have /this 
JL ministry, as we have received mercy, 
we faint not ; 

2 But have renounced the hidden things 
of dishonesty, not walking in craftiness, 
nor ‘handling the word of God deceit- 
fully ; but by manifestation of *the truth 

commending ourselves “ to every man’s 
conscience in the sight of God. 

3 But if our gospel be ^hid, it is hid to 
them that are lost : 

4 In whom ® the god of this world hath 
blinded the minds of them which believe 
not, lest the light of the glorious gospel 
of Christ, ’’who is the image of God, 
should shine unto them. 

5 For “we preach not ourselves, but 
Christ Jesus the Ixird ; and " ourselves 
your servants for Jesus’ sake, 

6 For God, ^'who commanded the light 
to shine out of darkness, ^hath shined in 
our hearts, to give the light of the know- 
ledge of the glory of 60 a in the of 
Jesus Christ, 

7 But we have this treasure in earthen 
vessels, that the excellency of the power 
may be of God, and not of us. 
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8 We are * troubled on every side, yet 
not distressed; we are perplexed, but 
not ^in despair; 

9 ® Persecuted, but not forsaken; cast 
down, but not destroyed ; 

10 * Always bearing about in the body 
the dying of the Lord Jesus, /that the 
life also of Jesus might be made manifest 
in our body. 

11 For we which live ^ are alway delivered 
Tin to death for Jesus’ sake, that the life 
also of Jesus might be made manifest in 
our mortal flesh. 

12 So then death worketh in ns, but 
life in you. 

13 We having the same spirit of faith, 
according as it is written, believed, 
and therefore have I spoken; we also 
believe, and therefore speak 

14 Knowing that he which raised up the 
Lord Jesus shall raise up us also by 
Jesus, and shall present us with you. 

15 For "all things are for your sakes, 
that the abundant grace might through 
the thanksgiving of many redound to 
tjm of God. 

AwFor which cause ^we faint not ; but 
though our outward man perish^ yet *the 
in ward man i s renewed day by day. 
"^^'or ®nur light affliction, which is but 
for a moment, worketh for us a far more 
excee din g atia eternal weight of glory ; 

18 ^ While we look not at the things

CHAJ‘TER 5 

F DR we know that if our earthly house 
of *^this tabernacle were dissolvecL we 
have a building of God, an house ®not 
made with hands, eternal in the heavens. 
2 For in this /we groan, earnestly desir- 
ing to be dothed upon with our house 
which is from heaven : 

3 If so be that ^ being dothed we shall 
not be found naked. 

4 For we that are in this tabernacle do 
groan, b^g burdened: not for that we 
would be unclothed, but * clothed upon, 
that mortality might be swallowed up of 
life. 

5 Now he that hath wrought ns for the 
selfsame thing is God, who also hath 
“given unto us the earnest of the Spirit. 

6 Therefore we are always confident, 
knowing that, whilst we are at home in 
the body, we are absent from the Lord : 

7 (For ^ we walk bv faith. ^ notJov sight :) 
8 We are connaent, and ^willing 
rather to be absent from the body, and to 
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be present with the Lord. 

9 wherefore we 7 labour, that, whether 
present or absent, we may be accepted of 

10 For we must all appear •'before the 
judgment seat of Christ ; that every one 
may receive the things done in his body. 
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according to that he hath done, whether 
it good or bad. 

11 Knowing therefore ^ the terror of the 
Lord, we persuade men* but ‘*we axe 
made manifest unto God; and I trust 
also are ‘^made manifest in your con- 
sciences. 

12 For we ^commend not ourselves 
again unto you. but give you occasion 
» to glory on our behalf, that ye may have 
somewhat to answer them which glory 
2 in appearance, and not in heart. 

13 For whether we be / beside ourselve^ 
it is to God : or whether we be sober, it 
is for your cause. 

14 For the love of Christ constraineth 
us; because we thus judge, that* if one 
died for all, then were aU dead ; 

15 And that he died for all, ’"that they 
which live should not henceforth live 
unto themselves, but unto him which 
died for them, and rose again. 

16 Wherefore henceforth^ know we no 
man ® after the flesh: yea. though we 
have known Christ after the fl.esh, yet 
now henceforth know we him no more. 

17 Therefore if any man be ^ m Christ, 
^he new creahue f^oIdjEhings' axe 
passed away; behold, ^ things axe be- 
come new. 

18 And all things are of God, *who 
hath reconciled us to himself by Jesus 
Christ, and hath given to us the ministry 
of ^reconciliation ; 

19 To wit, that ®God was in Christ, 
reconciling the world unto himself, not 
imputing their trespasses unto them: 
and hath ^committed unto us the word 
of reconciliation. 

20 Now then ^ we are ambassadors for 
Cairist, as <*though God did beseech you 
by us : we pray you in Christ’s stead, be 
ye reconciled to God. 

21 For ^he hath made him to be sin for 
us, who knew no sin ; that we might he 
made *the righteousness of God in him. 

CHAPTER 6 

W E then, as ^workers together with 
him, beseech you also *that ye 
receive not the _gras& of God in vain. 

2 (For he saithr"*Thave heard thee in a 
time accepted, and in the day of salvation 
have I succoured thee: behold, now is 
the® accepted time; behold, now is the 
day of salvation.) 

3 ^Giving no offence in any thing, that 
the ministry be not blamed : 

4 But in all thincfs ® approving ourselves 
as * the ministers of God, in much patience, 
in afflictions, in “necessities, in distresses, 
6 ^In stripes, in imprisonments, ^in 
tumults, in labours, m watching, in 


6 By puiene^ by knowledge, by long- 
suffering, by kindness, by the Holy Ghost, 
by love unfeigned, 

7 By *the word of truth, by the power 
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of God, by “the armour of righteousness 
«on the right hand and on the left, 

8 By honour and dishonour, by evil 
report and good report : as deceivers, and 
yet true ; 

9 As unknown, and yet well known; 
‘^as dying, and, behold, we live; as chas- 
tened, and not killed ; 

10 ® As sorrowful, yet alway rejoicing ; 
/as poor, yet making many rich ; as having 
nothing, and yet s' possessing all things. 

11 0 ye Corinthians, our mouth is open 
unto you, our heart is enlarged. 

12 Ye are not straitened m us, but ye 
are straitened in your own bowels. 

13 Now for a recompence in the same, 
(1 speak as unto childim,) be ye 
also enlarged. 

14 ”* Be ye not unequally yoked together 
with mibelieversr for “what fellowship 
hath righteousness with unrighteousness? 
and »what communion hath light with 
darkness? 

15 And what concord hath Christ with 
Belial ? or what part hath he that believ- 
eth with an infidel? 

16 And wliat agreement hath the temple 
of God with idols? for* ye are the temple 
of the living God ; as God hath said, “I 
will dwell in the^ and walk in therfirf 
and I win be their God. and they sh all 
be my peoplg 

17 Wherefore *come out from among 
them, and be ye separate, saith the Lord, 
and touch not the unclean thim; and I 
will receive you, 

18 ^ And will be a Father unto you, and 
ye shall be my sons and daughters, saith 
the Lord Almighty. 

CHAPTEB 7 

^TTAVJlNG therefore these promises, 
±-L dearly beloved, “let us cleanse our- 
selves from all filthiness of the flesh and 
spirit, perfecting holiness in fear of 
God. 

2 Receive us; ®we have wronged no 
man, we have corrupted no man, we 
have / defrauded no man. 

3 1 speak not this to condenm ycm: for 
have said befor^ that ye are in our 
hearts to die and live with you, ^ 

4 Great is my * boldness of speech toward 
you, gr^t is my glorying of you : am 
filled with comfort, am exceeding joy- 
ful in all our tribulation. 

5 For, ”*when we were come into Mace- 
donia. our flesh had no rest, but we were 
"troubled on every side; without weit'C 
fightings, within were fears. 

o Nevertheless God, that comforteth 
those that are cast down, comforted us 
^by the coming of ^ Titus; 

7 And not by his coming only, but 
by the consolation wherewith he was 
comforted in you, when he told us your 
earnest desire, your mourning, your fer- 
vent mind toward me ; so that i rejoiced 
the more. 
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8 For * though I made you sorry with 
a letter, I do not repent, though I did 
repent: for I perceive that the same 
epistle hath made you sorry, though it 
were but for a season. 

9 Now I rejoice, not that ye were made 
sorry, but that ye sorrowed to repentance ; 
for ye were made sorry ^ after a godly 
manner, that ye might receive damage 
by us in nothing. 

10 For ^ godly sorrow worketh * repent- 
ance to salvation ^ not to be repentea of ; 
but the sorrow of the world worketh death. 

11 For behold this selfsame thing, that 
ye sorrowed after a godly sort, what care- 
fulness it wrought in you, yea, what 
clearing of yourselves, yea, what indigna- 
tion, yea, what ^ fear, yea, what vehement 
desire, yea, what zeal, yea, what " revenge I 
In all things ye have approved yourselves 
to be clear ^in tliis matter. 

12 ^Vhe^efore, though I wrote unto you, 
I did it not for his cause that had done 
the wrong, nor *’for his cause that suffered 
wrong, *but that our care for you in the 
sight of God might appear unto you. 

13 Therefore we were comforted in your 
comfort : yea, and exceedingly the more 
joyed we for the joy of "Titus, because 
his spirit was refreshed hy you all. 

14 For "if I have boasted any thing to 
him of you, I am not ashamed; but as 
we spake all things to you in truth, even 
so our boasting, whicn I made before 
Titus, is found a truth. 

15 And his ^ inward affection is more 
abundant toward you, whilst he remem- 
bereth *the obedience of you all how 
with fear and trembling ye received him. 

16 I rejoice therefore that have con- 
fidence in you in all things. 

CHAPTER 8 

IV/rOBEOVER, brethren, we do you to 
-LVi wit of the grace of God bestowed on 
the churches of ** Macedonia ; 

2 How that in a great trial of affliction 
the abundance of their joy and their deep 
poverty abounded unto the riches of their 
3 liberality. 

3 For to their power, I bear record, yea, 
and beyond their power they were willing 
of themselves ; 

4 Praying us with much intreaty /that 
we would receive the gift, and take upon 
us the fellowship of Hhe ministering to 
the saints. 

5 And this they did^ not as we hoped, 
but first gave tneir own selves to the 
Lord, and unto us by the will of God, 

6 Insomuch that “we desired ^ Titus, 
that as he had begun, so he would also 
finish in you the same '‘grace also. 

7 Therefo^ as ’‘ye abound in every 
thing, in faith, and utterance, and know- 
ledge, and in all diligence, and in your 
love to us, see that ye abound in this 
grace also. 

8 ^1 speak not by commandment, but 
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by occasion of the fonvardness of others, 
and to prove the sincerity of your love. 

9 For ye know the grace of our liord 
Jesus Christ, that, & though he was rich, 
yet ®for your sakes he became poor, that 
ye tlirough his poverty might be rich. 

10 And herein ®I give my advice : for 
this is expedient for you, who have ^be- 
gun before, not only to do, but also to be 
* forward year ago. 

11 Now therefore perform the doing of 
it; that as theii'e was a readiness to will, 
BO there may he a performance also out 
of that which ye have. 

12 For ^'if there be first a willing mind, 
it is accepted according to that a man 
hath, and not according to that he hatli 
not. 

13 For I mean not that other men be 
eased, and ye burdened : 

14 But by an eq^uality, that now at this 
time your abundance may he a supply 
’”for their want, that their abundance 
also may be a supply for your want: 
that there may be equality: 

15 As it is written, ® He that had gafh&red 
much had nothing over; and he that had 
gathered little had no lack. 

16 But thanks he to God, which put the 
same earnest care into the heart of Titus 
for you. 

17 For indeed he accepted ’’the exhorta- 
tion ; but being more forward, of his own 
accord he went unto you. 

18 And we have sent with him ^the 
brother, whose praise is in the gospel 
throughout “all the churches; 

19 And not that only, but who was also 
"chosen of the churches to travel with us 
with this ® grace, which is administered 
by us ® to the glory of the same Lord, 
and declaration of your ready mind : 

20 Avoiding tliis, that no man should 
blame us in this abimdance which is 
administered by us : 

21 'Providing for honest things, not 
only in the sight of the Lord, but also 
in the sight of men. 

22 And we have sent with them our 
brother, whom we have oftentimes proved 
diligent in many things, but now much 
more diligent, * upon the great confidence 
which ^Ikave in you. 

23 Whether any do inquire of Titus, he 
is my partner and fellowhelper concern- 
ing you: or® our brethren he rruquired of 
they are the messengers of the churches, 
and the glory of Christ. 

24 Wherefore shew ye to them, and 
^before the churches, the proof of ^your 
love, and of t our boasting on your behalf, 

CHAPTEE 9 
T^OE as touching *the ministering to 
JL "the saints, it is superfluous for me 
‘io write to you : 

2 For I know ®the forwardness of your 
mind, ’‘for which I boast of you to them 
^ ^''“it'Achaia wasready ^a 
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Of the ministering unto the saints, 

year ago; and your zeal hath provoked 
very many. 

3 xet have I sent ®the brethren, lest 
our boasting of you should be in vain 
in this behalf ; that, as I said, ye may be 
ready; 

4 Lest haply-^if they of Macedonia come 
with me, and find you unprepared, we 
(that we say not, ye) should be ashamed 
in Hhis same confident boasting. 

5 Therefore I thought it necessary to 
exhort “ the brethren, that they would go 
before unto you, and make up beforehand 
your 2 bounty, ^ whereof ye had notice 
before, that the same might be ready, 
as a matter of ^bounty, and *not as or 
covetousness. 

6 But this 1 saVt ^He which soweth 
sparingly shall reap also sparingly ; and 
he which soweth bountifully shall reap 
also bountifully. 

7 Every man according as he purposeth 
in his heart, so let him give; not ” grudg- 
ingly, or of necessity: for God loveth a 
cheerful giver. 

8 And ^ God is able to make all grace 
abound toward you; that ye, always 
having all sufficiency in all things^ may 
abound to every good work : 

-9 (As it is written, ® He hath dispersed 
abroad ; he hath given to the poor : his 
righteousness remaineth for ever. 

10 Now he that 'ministereth seed to the 
sower both minister bread for your food, 
and multiply your seed so^vn, and increase 
the fruits or your righteousness ;) 

11 Being enriched in every thing to all 
bountifulness, which causeth ® through 

us thanksgiving to God. 

12 For the administration of this service 
not only supplieth ^the want of the 
saints, but is abimdant also by many 
thanksgivings unto God.; 

13 Whiles by the experiment of this 
ministration they glorify God for your 
professed subjection unto the gospel of 
Christ, and for your liberal distribution 
unto them, and unto all men; 

14 And by their prayer for you, which 
long after you for the exceeding “grace 
of God in you.

CHAPTEE 10 

"Vr OW I Paul myself beseech you by 
AN the “meekness and gentleness of 
Christ, / who 7 in presence am base among 

^2^ut I be^ech you, Uhat I may^ not 
be bold when I am present with that 
confidence, wherewith I 8 think to be 
bold against *some, which 8 think of us 
as if we walked ’"according to the flesh. 

3 For though we walk in the flesh, we 
do not war after the flesh : 

4(For^^' 
notcam-L . 
the pulling down < 
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6 Casting down ^ imaginations, and 
every high thing that exalteth itself 
against me knowledge of God, and 
bringing into captivity every thought 
to the obedience of Christ ; 

6 imd having in a readiness to revenge 
all disobedience, when your obedience is 
fulfilled. 

7 d Do ye look on things after the out- 
ward appearance? ^ If any man trust to 
himself that he is Christ s, let him of 
himself think this again, that, as he is 
CMst’s, even so are we Christ’s. 

8 For though I should ^ boast somewhat 
more of *our authority, which the Lord 
hath given us for edification, and not 
for your destruction, I should not be 
ashamed: 

9 That I may not seem as if I would 
terrigr you by letters. 

ID For his letters, Ssay they, are weighty 
and powerful • but ” his bodily presence 
is weak, and ^his speech contemptible. 

11 Let such an one think this, that, 
such as we are in word by letters when 
we are absent, such will we he also in 
deed when we are present. 

12 For we dare not make ourselves of 
the number, or compare ourselves with 
some that ^‘commend themselves: but 
'they measuring themselves by them- 
selves, and comparing themselves among 
themselves, ^are not wise. 

13 But we will not boast of things 
without our measure, but according to 
the measure of the ®rule which God hath 
distributed to us, a measure to reach 
even unto you. 

14 For we stretch not ourselves beyond 
our measure^ as though we reached not 
unto you : for ® we are come as far as to 
you also in yreaching the gospel of Christ : 

15 Not boasting of things without our 
measure, that is^ of other men’s labours ; 
but having hope, when your faith is 
increased, that we shall be ® enlarged by 
you according to our rule abundantly^ 

16 To preach the gospel in the regions 
beyond you, and not to boast in another 
man’s **Iine of things made ready to our 
hand. 

17 But <*he that glorieth, let him glory 
in the Lord. 

18 For not he that commendeth himself 
is approved, but ^ whom the Lord com- 
menaeth. 

CBAPTER 11 

X^rOXTLD to God ye could bear with 
VV me a little in ^ my folly: and 
indeed i^bear with me. 

2 For I am *' jealous over you with 
godly jealousy : for I have espoused you 
to one husband, that I may present you 
^as a chaste virgin to Christ. 

3 But I fear, lest by any means, as ” the 
serpent beguiled Eve through his subtilty, 
so your minds should be corrupted from 
the simplicity that is in Christ. 
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4 For if “he tliat cometh preacheth an- 
other J esus, whom we have not preached, 
or if ye receive another spirit, which ye 
have not received, or * another go^L 
which ye have not accepted, ye mi^t 
well bear 2 with him. 

6 For I suppose I was ®not a whit 
behind the very chiefest apostles. 

6 But ® though I be rude in speech, /yet 
not in knowledge; but. ^ we have been, 
throughly made manifest among you in 
all things. 

7 Have I committed an offence in 
abasing myself that ye might be ex- 
alted, because have preached to you 
the gospel of God freely? 

8 1 robbed other churches, taking wages 
of them, to do you service. 

9 And when I was present with you, 
and wanted, was chargeable to no 
man : for that which was lacking to me 
“the brethren which came from Ma- 
cedonia supplied: and in all things I 
have kept myself from being burdensome 
unto you, and so will I keep myself, 

10 AS the truth of Christ is in me, *no 
man shall stop me of this boasting in the 
regions of Achaia. 

11 Wherefore ? s because I love you not? 
God knowetlL 

12 But what I do, that I will do, 'that 
I may cut oft' occasion from them which 
desire occasion ; that wherein they glory, 
they may be found even as we. 

13 For such are “false apostles, "de- 
ceitful workers, transforming themselves 
into the apostles of Clirist. 

14 And no marvel; for “’Satan himself 
is transformed into an angel of light. 

15 Therefore it is no great thing if his 
m i nisters also be transformed as ^'the 
ministers of righteousness; * whose end 
shall be according to their works. 

16 1 say again, *Let no man tliink me a 
fool; if otherwise, yet as a fool ? receive 
me, that I may boast myself a little. 

17 That which I speak, ®1 speak it not 
after the Lord, but as it were foolishly, 
in this confidence of boasting. 

18 Seeing that many glory after the 
flesh, I will glory also. 

19 For "ye sufler fools gladly, seeing ye 
yourselves are wise. 

20 For ye suffer, if a man /bring you 
into bondage, if a man devour you, if a 
man take of you, if a man exalt himself, 
if a man smite you on the face. 

21 I speak as concerning reproach, as 
though we had been weak. Howbeit 
whereinsoever any is bold, (I speak 
foolishly,) I am bold also. 

22 Are they /Hebrews? so am I. Are 
they Israelites? so am 1. Are they the 
seed of Abraham? soamL 

23 Are they ministers of Christ? (I 
speak as a fool) I am more; “ in labours 
more abundant, ^in stripes above mea- 
sure, in prisons more frequent, in deaths 
oft 
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24 Of the Jews five times received I 
ioj^ystripes save one. 

25 Thrice was I beaten with rods, &once 
was I stoned, thrice I suffered shipwreck, 
a night and a day I have been in the deep : 

26 In joumeyings often, in perils of 
waters, in perils of robbers, in perils ®by 
mine own countrymen, %n perils /by 
the heathen, in perils *in the city, in 
perils in the wilderness, in perils in the 
sea, in perils among false brethren ; 

27 In weariness and painfulness, in 
watchings often, in hunger and thirst, in 
fastings often, in cold and nakedness. 

28 Beside those things that are without, 
that which cometh upon me daily, ” the 
care of all the churches. 

29 ® Who is weak, and I am not weak? 
who is offended, and I bum not ? 

30 If I must needs glory, ^I will glory of 
the things which concern mine infirmities. 

31 ’The God and Father of our Lord 
Jesus Christ, which is blessed for ever- 
more, knoweth that I lie not. 

32 “^In Damascus the governor under 
Aretas the king kept the city of the 
Damascenes with a garrison, desirous to 
apprehend me : 

33 And ^through a window in a basket 
was I let down hy the wall, and escaped 
his hands. 


CHAPTER 12 

r ? is not e^edient for me doubtless to 
glorj^. will come to visions and 
® revelations of the Lord, 

2 I knew a man /in Christ above 
fourteen years ago, (whether in the body, 
I cannot tell; or whether out of the 
body, I cannot tell : God knoweth;) such 
an one ^ caught up to Hhe third heaven. 

3 And I knew such a man, (whether in 
the body, or out of the body, I cannot 
tell : (jod knoweth ;) 

4 How that he was caught up into 
/paradise, and heard unspeakable words, 
which it is not ^lawful for a man to utter. 
5 ()f such an one will I glory : yet *of 
myself I will not glory, out in mine 
infirmities. 

6 For though I would desire to glory, 
“I shall not be a fool ; for I will say the 
tmth: but now I forbear, lest any man 
should think of me above that which he 
seeth me to he, or that he heareth of me. 

7 And lest I should be exalted above 
measure through the abundance of the 
® revelations, there was given to me ^ a 
thorn in the flesh, the messenger of 
Satan to buffet me, lest I should be 
exalted above measure. 

8 For this thing I besought the Lord 
thrice, that it nught depart from me. 

9 And he said unto me. My grace is 
sufficient for thee: for ^my strength is 
made perfect in weakness. Most gladly 
therefore will I rather glory in my 
infirmities, that the power of (3hrist may 
rest upon me. 
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10 Therefore I ®take pleasure in infir- 
mities, in reproaches, m necessities, in 
persecutions, in distresses for Christ’s 
sake : ®for when I am weak, then am 
I strong. 

11 ^1 am become a fool in glorying ; ye 
have compelled me ; for I ought to have 
been ^commended of you: for ^in no- 
thing am I behind the very chiefest 
apostles, though I be nothing. 

12 Tmly *the signs of ^an apostle were 
wrought among you in all patience, in 
signs, and wonders, and mighty deeds. 

13 For ’"what is it wherein ye were 
inferior to other churches, except it he 
that ®I myself was not burdensome to 
you? forgive me ^this wrong. 

14 Behold, '‘the third time 1 am ready 
to come to you; and I will not be 
burdensome to you: for ^I seek not 
yours, but you : for “the children ought 
not to lay up for the parents, but the 
parents for the children. 

15 And I will very gladly spend and be 
spent for ^you; though the more abun- 
dfantly I love you, the less I be loved. 

16 But be it so, I did not * burden you : 
nevertheless, being crafty, I caught you 
with guile. 

17 Did I ®make a gain of you ®by any 
of them whom I sent unto you? 

18 * I desired Titus, and with him I 
sent ®a brother. Did Titus make a gain 
of you ? walked we not in the same spirit? 
walked we not in the same steps? 

19 Again, think ye that we excuse 
ourselves unto you? we speak before 
God in Christ: but we do all things, 
dearly beloved, for your edifying. 

20 For I fear, lest, ^when I come, 1 
shall not find you such as I would, and 
that I sliall be found unto you such as 
ye would not: lest there he debates, 
enyyings, wraths, strifes, backbitings, 
whisperings, swellings, tumults : 

21 And Test, *when I come again, my 
God will humble me among you, ana 
that I shall bewail many which have 
sinned already, and have not repented of 
the uncleanness and ’“fornication and 
lasciviousness which they have committed. 

CHAPTER IS 

rpHlS is ®the third time I am coming 
-L to you. -^In the mouth of two or 
three witnesses shall every word be es- 
tablished. 

2 **1 told you before, and foretell you, 
as if I were present, the second time; 
and being absent now I write to them 
which heretofore have sinned, and to 
all other, that, if I come again, ^I will 
not spare : 

3 Since ye seek a proof of Christ 
speaking in me, “which to you-ward is 
not weak, but is mighty ®in you. 

4 For "though he was crucified through 
weakness, yet * he liveth by the power of 
God. For *'we also are weak him^ 
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but we shall live with him by the power 
of Gk)d toward you. 

6 Ex^uine yourselves, whether ye be in 
the faith; * prove your own selves. Know 
ye not jqur own selves, how that ® Jesus 
Christ IS in you, except ye be reprobates? 

6 But I trust that ye shall know that we 
are not reprobates. 

7 Now I pray to Gk)d that ye do no evil ; 
not that »we should appear approved* 
but that ye should do that which is 
honest, though we be as reprobates. 

8 For we can do nothing against the 
truth, but for the truth, 

9 For we are glad, when ^ we are weak, 
and ye are strong: and this also we 
wish, your "perfection. 

10 Therefore I write these things being 
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absent, “ lest being present I should use 
sharpness, according to the power whidi 
the Lord hath given me to edification, 
and not to destruction. 

11 Finally, brethren, farewell Be per- 
fect, be of good comfort, *be of one 
mind, /live m peace; and the God of 
love and ^ peace shall be with you. 

12 ^ Greet one another with an holy Idgg. 
13 All the saints salute you. 

14 * The grace of the Lord J esus Christ, 
and the love of God, and 4he com- 
munion of the Holy Ghost, he with you 
all. Amen.

THE EPISTLE OF PAUL THE APOSTLE TO THE 

GALATIANS. 


CHAPTER 1 

T)AirL, an apostle, (*not of men, neither 
JL by man, but ®by Jesus Christ, and 
God the Father, ^wno raised him from 
the dead ;) 

2 And all ^the brethren which are with 
me, j^to the churches of * Galatia : 

3*^ Grace he to you and peace from God 
the Father, and from otir Lord Jesus 
Christ, 

4 Who gave himself for our sins, that 
he might deliver us from this present 
"evil world, according to the will of God 
and our Father; 

6 To whom he glory for ever and ever. 
Amen. 

6 1 marvel that ye are so soon removed 
from 2 him that called you into the grace 
of Christ unto ’’another gospel : 

7 "Which is not another ; but there be 
some that ^trouble you, and would per- 
vert the gospel of Christ. 

8 But though we, or ®an angel from 
heaven, preach any other gospel unto 
you than that which we have preached 
unto you, let him be accursed. 

9 As we said before, so say I now again. 
If any r/ian preach any other gospel unto 
you than that ye have received, let him 
be ^accursed. 

10 For do I now persuade men, or God? 
or do I seek “to please men? for if I yet 
pleased men, I should not be the servant 
of Christ. 

11 But I certify you, brethren, that ®the 
gospel which was preached of me is not 
after man. 

12 For neither received it of man, 
neither was I taught it, but by /the 
revelation of Jesus Clirist. 

13 For ye have heard of my *=conver- 
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3 Or, 
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sation in time past in the Jews’ religion, 
how that “ beyond measure I persecuted 
the church of God, and wasted it : 

14 And profited in the Jews’ religion 
above many my ^ equals in mine own 
nation, ® being more exceedingly zealous 
of /the traditions of my fathers. 

15 But when it pleased God, ^who 
separated me from my mother’s womb, 
and * called me by his grace, 

16 To reveal his Son in me, ^that 1 
might preach him among the heathen ; 
immediately I conferred not with flesh 
and blood : 

17 Neither went I up to Jerusalem to 
them which were apostles before me: 
but I went into ® Arabia, and returned 
again unto Damascus. 

18 Then after three years I 2 went up 
to Jerusalem to see Peter, and abode 
with him ^ fifteen days. 

19 But other of the apostles saw I none, 
save “James the Lords brother. 

20 Now the things which I write unto 
you, behold, before God, 1 lie not. 

21 Afterwards I came into the regions 
of “'Syria and * Cilicia; 

22 And was unknown by face unto the 
churches of Judaea s' which were in Christ : 

23 But they had heard only. That he 
which persecuted us in times past now 
preacheth the faith which once he de- 
stroyed. 

24 And ^ they glorified God in me. 

CHAPTER 2 

T hen fourteen years after went up 

again to Jerusalem with * Barnabas, 
and took /Titus with me also, 

2 And I went up *by revelation, <and 
communicated unto them that gospel 
which I preach among the Gentiles, 
but 3 privately to them which were oi 
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reputation, lest by any means should 
run, or had run, in vain. 

3 But neither Titus, who was with me, 
being a Greek, ‘*was compelled to be 
circumcised : 

4 And that because of ^ false brethren 
unawares brought in, who *came in pri- 
vily to spy out *our liberty which we 
have in Christ Jesus, ^'that they might 
bring us into bondage : 

6 To whom we gave place by subjection, 
no, not for an hour ; that the truth or 
the gospel might continue with you. 

6 But of these who seemed to be 
somewhat, (whatsoever they were, it 
maketh no matter to me : God acceptetli 
no man’s person :) for they who seemed 
to be somewhat in conference added 
nothing to me: 

7 But contrariwise, when they saw that 
^the gospel of the uncircumcision ^was 
committed unto me, as the gospel of the 
circumcision was unto Peter : 

8 (For he that 'wrought effectually in 
Peter to the apostleship of the circumci- 
sion, the same “was mighty in me toward 
the Gentiles :) 

9 And when ^ James, * Cephas, and 
John, 2' who seemed to be * pillars, per- 
ceived the grace that was given unto me, 
they gave to me and * Barnabas the right 
hands of fellowship ; that we should go 
unto the heathen, and they unto the 
circumcision. 

10 Only they would <*that we should 
remember the poor; ®the same which I 
also was forward to do. 

11 But when Peter was come to ^Antioch, 
I withstood him to the face, because he 
was to be blamed. 

12 For before that certain came from 
“’James, -?he did eat with the Gentiles: 
but when they were come, he withdrew 
and separated himself, fearing ^them 
which were of the circumcision. 

13 And the other Jews dissembled like- 
wise wiUi him : insomuch that Barnabas 
also was carried away ■with their dissimu- 
lation. 

14 But when I saw that they walked 
not uprightly according to the truth of 
the gospel, I said unto Peter before them 
all. If thou, being a Jew, livest after the 
manner of Gentiles, and not as do the 
Jews, why compeUest thou the Gentiles 
to live as do the Jews? 

15 We who are Jews by nature, and 
not * sinners of the Gentiles, 

16 Knowing that “a man is not justified 
by the works of the law, but "by the faith 
Of Jesus Christ, even we have believed 
in Jesus Christ, that we might be justified 
by the faith of Christ, and not by the 
works of the law : for by the works of 
the law shall no flesh be justified. 

17 But if, while we seek to be justified 
by Christ, we ourselves also are found 

sinners, is therefore Christ the minister 
of sin! God forbid. 
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18 For if I build again the things which 
I destroyed, I make myself a trans^^sor, 

19 For I * through the law ®am dead to 
the Taw, tot ®I might live unto God. 

20 I aiq-^erucified with Christ : never- 
theless liive ; yet not I, but Christ live^ 
in me : and the life which I now live in 
the flesh I live by the faith of the Son of 
God, *who loved me, and ^gave himself 
for me. 

21 1 do not frustrate the grace of God: 
for ”*if righteousness come by the law, 
then “Chnst is dead in vain. 

CHAPTER S 

O FOOLISH Galatians, who hath 
bewitched you, "that ye should not 
obey the truth, before whose eyes Jesus 
Clirist hath been evidently set forth, 
crucified among you? 

2 This only would I learn oi you, ’‘Re- 
ceived ye the Sjpirit by the works of the 
law, or ®by the hearing of faith? 

3 Are ye so foolish? having ^ begun in 
the Spirit, are ye now made perfect by 
the flesh? 

4 ® Have ye suffered i so many things in 
vain? if it be yet in vain. 

6 He therefore that ministereth to you 
the Spirit, and “worketh miracles among 
you, aoeth he it by the works of the law, 
or ^ the hearing of faith? 

6 Even as "Abraham believed God. and 
it was 2 accounted to him for righteous- 
ness. 

7 Know ye therefore that /they which 
are of faith, the same are the children of 
Abraham. 

8 And '^the scripture, foreseeing that 
God * would justify the heathen through 
faith, preached before the gospel unto 
Abraham, saying^ *In thee shall ^ 
nations be blessed. 

^ So then /they^which be of faith are 
blessed ■with faithful Abraham. 

10 For as many as are of the works of 
the law ’"are under the curse : for it is 
■written, “Cursed is every one that con- 
tinueth not in all things which are ■written 
in the book of the law to do them. 

11 But "that no man is justified by the 
law in the sight of God, it is evident: 
for, ^The iust shall live by faitk 
12 And the law is not of faith : but, 
^The man that doeth them shall live in 
them. 

13 ’’Christ hath 'redeemed us from the 
curse ^of the kw^ being made a curse foy 
RS : for it is vmtten, ^Cursed is every 
one that *hangeth on a tree: 

14 That the bluing of Abraham might 
come on the Gentiles through Jesus 
Christ; that we might receive ^the pro- 
mise of the Spirit through faith. 

15 Brethren, 1 speak 'after the manner 
of men; Though it be but a man’s 
^covenant, yet if it he confirmed, no 
man disannulleth, or addeth thereto. 

16 How ^to Abxsdiam and bis seed were

20 Now ” a mediator is not a mediator 

of one, but God is one. 1 In, 

21 Is the law then against the promises ^ or, 1 
of God? God forbid: for if there had 

been a law given which could have given r gf*, 
bfe, verily righteousness should have &ii 
been by the law. 

^ But 5? the scripture hath ’’concluded 
all under sm, that the promise by faith “ ver.'

23 But before faith came, we were kept ch. 4 
under the law, shut up unto tlie faith

24 Wherefore *the law was our school- *iW] 
master to (yting us unto Christ, “tlmt we ® Or, j 
might be justified by faith. 

25'But after that faith is come, we are 
no longer under a schoolmaster. ch. 6 

26 For "ye are all the children of God • 

by f^th in Clirist Jesus. « 

27 For as many of you as have been iCo. 
baptized into Clirist ® have put on Christ. 

28 There is “neither Jew nor Greek, 
there is * neither bond nor free, there is «Ge.’] 
neither male nor female : for ^ ye are all /6^ « 
one in Christ Jesus. 

29 And if ye be Christ’s, <*then are ye ftRai 
Abraham’s seed, and ^ heirs according to * Oe- 3 
the promise.

6 And because ye are sons, God hath *isa.i 
sent forth the Spirit of his Son into 
your hearts, crying, Abba, Father. 

7 Wherefore thou art no more a servant, » ch. 5 
but a son ; and *if a son, then an heir of " 6e. 
God through Christ, 
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8 Howbeit theuj when ye knew not 
God, ye did service unto them which 
“by nature are no gods. 

9 But now, after that ye have known 
God, or rather are known of God, how 
turn ye 1 again to the weak and beggarly 
2 elements, whereunto ye desire again to 
be in bondage? 

10 Ye observe ^ days, and ^months, and 
times, and years. 

11 I am afraid of you, ^lest I have 
bestowed upon you labour in vain. 

12 Brethren, I beseech you, be as I am : 
for I am as ye are : ye have not injured 
me at all.. 

13 Ye know how ^through infirmity of 
the flesh I preached the gospel unto you 
“at the first. 

14 And my temptation which was in 
my flesh ye despised not, nor rejected; 
but received me as an angel of God, even 
^as Christ Jesus. 

15 3 Where is then the blessedness ye 
spake of? for I bear you record, that, 
if it had been possible, ye would have 
plucked out your own eyes, and have 
given them to me. 

16 Am I therefore become your enemy, 
because I tell you the truth ? 

17 They ^zealously affect you, hut not 
well; yea^ they would exclude ^you, 
that ye might affect them. 

18 But it is good to be zealously affected 
always in a good thing^ and not only 
when I am present 'with you. 

^ 19 “My little children, of whom I travail 
in birin again until “Christ be formed 
*in you, 

20 I desire to be present -with you now, 
and to change my voice ; fox ®I stand in 
doubt of you. 

21 Tell me, ye that desire to be under 
the law, do ye not hear tlie law? 

22 For it is 'written, that Abraham had 
two sons, “ the one by a bondmaii /the 
other by a freewoman. 

23 But *he who was of the bondwoman 
was born after the flesh ; *but he of the 
freewoman was by promise. 

24 Which things are an all^ory: for 
these are the two ® covenants; the one 
from the mount ? Sinai, which gendereth 
*to bondage which is Agar. 

25 For this Agar is mount Sinai in 
^Arabia, and Sanswereth to Jerusalem 
which now is, and *is in bondage 

her children. 

^ But -^Jerusalem which is above is 
free, which is the mother of us alL 

27 For it is -written, 'Reloice, thou 
barren that bearest not ; break forth and 
cry, thou that travailest not: for the 
desolate hath many more children than 
she which hath an husband. 

28 Now we, brethren, as Isaac -was, are 
“the children of promise. 

29 But as then that was bom after 
the flesh persecuted him that was bom 
after the Spirit, even so is now. 

Ee 
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30 Nevertheless what saith the scripture? 
®Cast out the bondwoman and her son : 
for the son of the bondwoman shall not 
be heir with the son of the freewoman. 

31 So then, brethren, we are not children 
of the bondwoman, but of the free. 

CHAPTEE 5 

S TAND fast therefore in ®the liberty 
wherewith Christ hath made us free, 
and be not entangled again with the 
yoke ^of bondage. 

2 Behold, I Paul say unto you, that ^ if 
ye be circumcised, Christ shall profit you 
notliing. 

3 For X testify a^n to every man that 
is circumcised, *that he is a debtor to do 
the whole law. 

4 Christ is become of no effect unto 
you, whosoever of you are justified by 
the law; ”ye are fallen from grace. 

5 For we through the Spirit "wait for 
the hope of righteousness by faith. 

6 ^For in Jesus Christ neither circum- 
cision availeth any thing, nor uncircum- 
cision; but *faith which worketh by! 
love. 

7 Ye did run well; who did ^hinder 
you “that ye should not obey the truth? 

8 This persuasion cometh not of *him 
that calleth you. 

9 ®A little leaven leaveneth the whole 
lump. 

10 1 have confidence in you through the 
Lord, that ye will be none otherwise 
minded : but *he that troublethyou shall 
bear his judgment, whosoever he be. 

11 And I, brethren, <^if I yet preach 
circumcision, "why do I yet suffer per- 
secution? then ^is the offence of the 
cross ceased. 

12 1 would they were even * cut off which 
trouble you. 

13 For, brethren, ye have been called 
funto liberty; only *i6se not liberty for 
an occasion to the flesh, but by love 
serve one another. 

14 For ^all the law is fulfilled in one 
word, even in this ; ” Thou shalt love thy 
nei^bour as thyself. 

15 But if ye bite and devour one another, 
take heed that ye be not consumed one 
of another. 

16 This I say then, ’“Walk in the Spirit, 
and 4ye shall not fulfil the lust of the 
flesh- 
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not fulfil the lust < 


17 For *the flesh lusteth against the 
Spirit, and the Spirit against the flesh : 
and these are contrary the one to the 
other: so that* ye cannot do the things 
that ye would. 

18 But if ye be ^'led of the Spirit, ye are 
not under the law. 

19 Now the works of the flesh are mani- 
fest, which are these ; Adultery, *fomi- 
cation, uncleanness, lasciviousness, 

20 Idolatry, witchcraft, hatred, ^vari- 
gmce, emulations, wrath, strife, seditions. 
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21 Envyings, murders, drunkenn^ 
revellings, and such Uke : of the which 
I tell you before, as I have also told you 
in time pas^ that * they which do such 
things shall not inherit the kingdom of 

22 But "the fruit of the Spirit is love, 

joy, 'peace, tongsuffering, ‘^gentleness, 
goodness, faith, ^ 

23 Meekness, temperance : /against such 
there is no law. 

24 And they that are Christ’s »have 
crucified the flesh with the ^ affections 
and lusts. 

25 /If we live in the Spmt, let us also 
walk in the Spirit.

takers of his promise in Cinist by the 
gospel : 

7 ‘^Whereof I was made a minister, 
according to the gift of the grace of Goa 
given unto me /by the effectual working 
of his power. 

8 Unto me, ^who am less than the least 
of all saints, is this grace given, that I 
should preach among the Gentiles the 
unsearchable ^riches of Christ: 

9 And *to make all men see what is the 
fellowship of the mystery, which from 
the beginning of the world hath been hid 
in God, ^who created all things by Jesus 
Christ: ^ 

10 To the intent that now unto “the 
principalities and powers ^in heavenly 
places might be known by the church 
the manifold wisdom of God, 

11 ’‘According to the eternal purpose 
which he purposed in Christ Jesus our 
Lord; 

12 In whom we have ^boldness and 
“’access with confidence by *the faith of 
hkn. 

13 Wherefore I desire that ye faint not 
at my tribulations for you, “which is 
your glory. 

14 ® For this cause bow my knees unto 

the Father of our Lord Jesus Christ, 

15 Of whom the whole family^ in heaven 
and earth is named, 

16 That he would ^nt you, according 
to ^the riches of his ^oryj-^to be strength- 
ened with might by his Spirit in flie 
inner maiu 

17 ® That Christ may dwell in your hearts 
by faith; that ye, * being rooted and 
grounded in love, 

18 May he able to comprehend with all 
saints what is the breadth, and length, 
and depth, and height; 

19 And to know the love of Christ, 
which passeth knowledge, that ye might 
he filled with all "the fulness of (^d. 

20 *Now unto him that is able to do 
exceeding abundantly above all that we 
ask or think, 'according to the power 
tliat worketh in us, 

21 Unto him be glory in the church by 
Christ Jesus throughout all ages, world 
without end. Amen. 

CHAPTER 4 

I THEREFORE, the prisoner s of the 
Lord, beseech you that ye ‘^walk 
worthy of the vocation wherewith ye are

8 Wherefore he saith, /When he as- 
cended up on liigh, he led ^captivi^ 
captive, and ^ve gifts unto men. 

9 (Now that Tie ascended, what is it but 
that he also descended first into -^tlie 
lower parts of the earth? 

10 He that descended is the same also 
that ^"ascended up “far above all heavens, 
that he might "^fill all things.) 

11 And he gave some, -^apostles; and 
some, prophets; and some, ^evangelists; 
and some, ‘pastors and ^ teachei-s ; 

12 For the perfecting of the saints, for 
the work of the ministry, for tlie edifying 
of ®the body of Christ : 

13 Till we all come ®in the unity of the 
faith, and of the knowledge of the Son 
of (jod, unto a perfect man, unto the 
measure of the ® stature of ^the fulness 
of Christ: 

14 That we henceforth be no more “chil- 
dren, tossed to and fro, and * carried 
about with every wind of doctrine, by the 
sleight of men, mid cunning craftiness, 
whereby they lie in wait to deceive ; ' 

15 But ^speaking the truth in love, may 
‘^grow up mto him in all things, ® which 
is the head, even Christ : 

^16 *From whom the whole body fitly 
joined together and compacted by that 
wliich every joint supplietn, according to 
the eflectual working in the measure of 
every part, maketh increase of the body 
imto the edifying of itself in love. 

17 This I say therefore, and testify in 
the Lord, that *ye henceforth walk not 
as other Gentiles walk, ^in the vanity of 
their mind, 

18 Hhving the understanding darkened, 
^ being alienated from the me of God 
through ^'the imorance that is in them, 
because of the ® blindness of their heart : 

19 Who ^being past feeling “have given 
themselves over unto lasciviousness, to 
work all uncleanness with greediness. 

20 But ye have not so learned Christ ; 

21 If so be that *ye have heard him, and 
have been taught by him, as the truth is 
in Jesus : 

22 That ye * put off ““ concerning the for- 
mer ** conversation the old man, which 
is corrupt according to the deceitful lusts ; 

23 And ^be renewed in the spirit of your 
mind; 

24 And that ye put on /^the new man, 
which after God is created in righteous- 
ness and i^true holiness. 

25 Wlieref ore putting away lying, ^^eak 
every man truth with his neighbour: for 
we are members one of another, 

26^’ Be ye angry, and sin not: let not 
the sun go down upon your wrath : 

27 Neither give place to the devil. 

28 Let him that stole steal no more :

10 *That ye may 6 approve things that 
7 are excellent: that ye may be sincere 
and without offence ® till the day of Clirist ;

30 Having the same conflict f which ye 
saw in me, and now hear to be in me. 

CHAPTER 2 

I F there he therefore any consolation in 
Christ, if any comfort of love, if / any 
fellowship of the Spirit, if any ^bowels 
and mercies, .

9 ® Wherefore ^God also hath highly 
exalted him, and given liim ‘^a name 
which is above every name : 

10 That at the name of Jesus ® every 
knee should bow, of f things in heaven, 
and things in earth, and things under 
the earth • 

11 And that every tongue should confess 
that Jesus Clirist is ^^Lord, to the glory 
of God the Father. 

12 "Wherefore, my beloved, as ye have 
always obeyed, not as in my presence 
only, but now much more in my absence, 
work out your own salvation with ’"fear 
and trembling. 

13 For ” it is God which worketh in you 
both to will and to do of his good pleasure. 

14 Do all things without murmurings 
and disputings: 

15 That ye may be blameless and 
1 harmless, ^the sons of God, 'without 
rebuke, ^in the midst of ^a crooked and 
perverse nation, among whom ^ye shine 

as lights in the world ; 

16 Holding forth 2 ' the word of life; that 
may rejoice in the day of Christ, that 

* I have not run in vain, neither * laboured 
in vain. 

17 Yea, and if I be ^ offered upon the 
sacrifice and ^service of your faith, 
joy, and rejoice with you all. 

18 For the same cause also do ye joy, 
and rejoice 'with me. 

19 ^But I trust in the Lord Jesus to 
send /Timotheus shortly unto you, that 
I also may be of good comfort, when I 
know your state. 

20 For I have no man ^likeniinded, who 
will naturally care for your state. 

21 For all *seek their own, not the 
things which are Jesus Christ’s. 

22 But ye know the proof of him, that, 
*“as a son •with the father, he hath served 
with me in the gospel. 

23 Him therefore I hope to send pre- 
sently, so soon as I shall see how it -will 
go •warn me. 

24 But trust in the Lord that I also 
myself shall come shortly. 

25 Yet I supposed it necessary to send 
to you -PEpaphroditus, my brother, and 
companion in labour, and fellowsoldier, 
but your messenger, and ’’he that minis- 
tered to my wants. 

26 For he longed after you all, and was 
full of heaviness, because that ye had 
heard that he had been sick. 

27 For indeed he "was sick nigh unto 
death: but God had mercy on him; and 
not on him only, but on me also, : 
should have sorrow upon sorrow. 

28 1 sent him theretore the more care- 
fully, that, when ye see him again, ye 
may rejoice, and that I may be the less 
sorrowful. 

Heceivehim therefore in the Lord with 
\clness; and^hold such in reputation; 
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30 Because for the work of Christ he 
was nigh unto death, not regarding his 
life, “to supply your lack of service 
toward me. 

CHAPTER 8 

E INALLY, my brethren, ^rejoice in 
the Lord. To write the same things 
to you, to me indeed is not grievous, but 
for you it is safe. 

2 Beware of ’dogs, beware of evil workers, 
beware of-? the concision. 

3 For *we are the circumcision, which 
worship God *in the spirit, and rejoice in 
Clirist Jesus, and have no confidence in 
the flesh. 

4 Though I might also have confidence 
in the flesh. If any other man thinketh 
that he hath whereof he might trust in 
the flesh, I more : 

5 Circumcised the eighth day, ®of the 
stock of Israel, ^ 0 / the tribe of Benjamin, 
an Hebrew of the Hebrews ; as touching 
the law, Pharisee :

7 But what things were gain to me, 
those I counted loss for Christ.

also careful, but *ye lacked opportunity. 

11 Not that I speak in respect of want ;

12 I know both how to be abased, and 
I know how to abound: every where 
and in all things 1 am instructed both to 
be full and to be hungry, both to abound 
and to suffer need.

*au odour of a sweet smell, ^a sacrifice 
acceptable, wellpleasmg to God. 

19 But my God ’"shall supply all your 
need "according to his riches in glory by 
Christ Jesus.

" whereof I Paul am made a minister ; 

24 ®Who now rejoice in my sufi’erings 
for you, and fill up ®that wliich is behind 
of the afflictions of Clirist in my flesh 
for ’’his body’s sake, which is the church : 

25 Whereof I am made a minister, 
according to “the dispensation of God 
which is given to me for you, ^to fulfil 
the word of God ; 

26 ®.the mystery whieh^hath b^g. 
hid irorii„ages , and.from ^he^tipiiSjJbifl 

is made manifest saints : - ^ 
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27 " To, whom God would make known 
what 'is *the nches of the glory of this 
mystery among the Gentiles; which is 
Christ ‘in you, ‘*the hope of glory: 

28 Whom we preach, wammg every 
man, and teaching every man in aJl 
^visdom; that we may present every 
man perfect in Christ Jesus: 

^ Whereunto I also lahour^ striving 
according to his working, which work- 
eth in me mightily. 

CHAPTER 2 

F or I would that ye knew what great 
2 conflict I have for you, and for 
them at ^Laodicea, and/or as many as 
have not seen my face in the flesh ; 

2 That their hearts might be com- 
forted, being knit together in love, and 
unto all riches of ^ the full assurance of 
understanding, to the acknowledgement 
of *the mystery of ^God, and of the 
Father, and of Clirist: 

3 In whom are hid all the treasures of 
® wisdom and knowledge. 

4 And this I say, lest any man should 
beguile you with enticing words. 

5 For though I be absent in the fie^ 
yet am I with you in the spirit, jojdng 
and beholding your order, and the ste(£ 
fastness of your faith in Clirist. 

6 As ye have therefore received Christ 
Jesus the Lord, so walk ye in him : 

7 “Rooted and built up in him, and 
stablished in the faith, as ye have been 
taught, abounding therein with thanks- 
giving. 

8 Beware lest any man spoil you through 
plulosophy and vain deceit, after ^'the 
tr^tion of men, after the ^ rudiments of 
th^ world, and not after Christ. 

9 For in him ^dwelleth all the “fulness 
of the Godhead bodily. 

10 And ‘^ye are complete in him, “which 
is the Jiead of all /principality and power: 
11 In whom also ye are circumcised with 
^the circumcision made without hands, 
^ in putting off the body of the sins of the 
flesh by the circumcision of Christ: 

12 / Buried with him in baptism, wherein 
also * ye are risen with him through the 
faith of the operation of God, who hath 
raised him from the dead.

16 Let no man therefore judge you i^in 
meat, or in drink, or in respect of “an 
holy day, or of *the new moon, or of the 
sabbatn days: 
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17 ‘Which are “a shadow of things to 
come; but ®the body is of Clirist. 

18 Let no man ^ beguile you of your 
reward ^in a voluntary humility and 
worshipping of angels, intruding into 
those things which he hath not seen, 
vainly pufied up by his fleshly mind, 

19 And not holding ^ the Head, from 
which all the body by joints and bands 
having nourishment ministered, and knit 
together, increaseth with the increase of 
God. 

20 Wherefore ^ if ye be dead with Christ 
from the ^ rudiments of the world, *why, 
as though living in the world, are ye 
subject to ordinances, 

21 Touch not ; taste not ; handle not; 

22 Which all are to perish with the 
•using;) after the commandments and 
doctrines of men? 

23 Which things have indeed a shew of 
wisdom in-*' will worship, and humility, 
and 4 neglecting of the body ; not in any 
honour to the satisfying of the flesh.

6^ For which things’ sake the wrath of 
God cometh on *the children of disobe- 
dience : 

7 In the which ye also walked some 
time, when ye lived in them. 

8 But now ye also *put off aU these; 
^ anger, wrat^ malice, blasphemy. ^ filthy 
communication out of your mouth. 

9 ^Lie not one to another, seeing that 
ye have put off ‘’the old man with his

®TpAUL, and ^Silvanus, and ®Timo-

he unto you, and peace, from God our 
Father, and the Lord Jesus Christ. 

2 give thanks to God always for 
you all, making ^mention of you in our 


j without ceasing your 

work of "faith, and labour of "love, and 
^ patience of hope incur Lord Jesus Cnrist, 
in the sight of <^God and our Father ; 

4 Knowing, brethren 1 beloved, ^your 
election of God, 

5 For our gospel came ‘'not unto you in 
word only, but also in power, and m the 
Holy Ghost, and in “’much assurance; as 
®ye know what manner of men we were 
among you for your sake. 

6 And ye became followers of us, and of 
the Lord, ^ha^nng received the word in 
much afiliction, “ with joy of the Holy 
Ghost: 

7 So that ye were ^ensamples to all that 
believe in “Macedonia and Achaia. 

8 For from you sounded out the word of 
the Lord not only in Macedonia and 
Achaia, but also ®in every place your 
faith to God-ward is spread abroad; so 
that we need not to speak any thing. 

9 For they themselves shew of us what 
manner of / entering in we had unto you, 
and how ^ye turned to God ^from idols 
to serve ^the living and true God; 

10 And ^to wait for his Son from heaven, 
whom he raised from the dead, even 
Jesus, "which delivered us from ‘’the 
wrath to come, 

CHAPTEE 2 

E OE yourselves, brethren, know our 
^entrance in unto you, that it was 
in v ain » 
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2 But even after that we had suffered 
before, and were shamefully entreated, 
as ye know, <^at Philippi, we were bold 
in our God /to speak unto you the gospel 
of God with much contention. 

3 For our exhortation was not of deceit, 
nor of ^ uncleanness, nor in guile : 

4 But as ^we were allowed of God / to 
be put in trust with the gospel, even so 
we speak; not as ’"pleasing men, but 
GoA which trieth our hearts, 

6 For neither at any time used we flat- 
tering words, as ye know, nor a cloke of 
■^covetousness ; God is witness : 

6 Nor of men sought we glory, neither 
of you, nor yet of others, when *we 
might nave ^been ^burdensome, as “the 
apostles of Christ. 

7 But we were gentle among you, even 
as a nurse cherisheth her children : 

8 So being affectionately desirous of you, 
we were willing to have imparted unto 
you, not the gospel of God only, ^'but 
also our own souls, because ye were dear 
unto us. 

9 For ye remember, brethren, our labour 
and travail: for ® labouring night and 
day, because we would not be chargeable 
unto any of you, we preached unto you 
the gospel of God. 

10 Ye are witnesses, and God alsOy 
how holily and justly and unblameably we 
behaved ourselves among you that beheve: 

11 As ye know how we exliorted and 
comforted and charged every one of you, 
*as a father doth his children, 

12 *That ye would walk worthy of God, 
”‘who hath called you unto "his kingdom 
and glory. 

13 For this cause also thank we God 
^without ceasing, because, when ye re- 
ceived the word of God which ye neard 
of us, ye received it ^^not as the word of 
men, but as it is in truth, the word of 
God, which effectually worketh also in 
you that believe. 
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14 For ye, brethren, became followers of 
«the churches of God which in Judiea 
are in Christ Jesus: for ^ye also have 
suffered like things of your own country- 
men, ^even as they have of the Jews : 

15 who both killed the Lord Jesus, and 

their own prophets, and have ^ perse- 
cuted us ; and they please not Go(t and 
are contrary to all men : 

16 ^ Forbidding us to speak to the Gen- 
tiles that they might be saved, Ho fill up 
their sins alway: for the wrath is come 
upon them to the uttermost. 

17 But we, brethren, being taken from 
you for a short time Hn presence, not in 
heart, endeavoured the more abundantly 
”*to see your face with great desire. 

18 Wherefore we would have come unto 
you, even I Paul, once and again; but 
Satan liindered us. 

19 For what is our hope, or ®joy, or 
crown of "^rejoicing? Are not even ye 
in the presence of our Lord Jesus Christ 
*at his coming? 

20 For ye are our glory and joy. 


CHAPTER 3 ! 

\y^ JlEEEFOEE when we could no 
Y Y longer forbear, ® we thought it good 
to be left at Athens alone ; 

2 And sent Timotheus, our brother, and 
minister of God, and our ®fellowlabourer 
in the gospel of Christ, ^'to establish you, 
andtoconifort you concerning your faith : 

3 That no man should be moved by 
these afflictions : for yourselves know that 
®we are apijointed thereunto. 

4 For verily, when we were with you, 
we told you before that we should suffer 
tribulation; even as /it came to pass, 
and ye know. 

6 For this cause, when I could no longer 
forbear, I sent to know your faith, lest 
by some means the tempter have tempted 
yom and /our labour be in vain. 

6 But now* when Timotheus came from 
you unto us, and brought us good tidings 
of ^your faith and charity, and that ye 
have good remembrance of us always, 
desiring greatly to see us, as we also to 


see you : 

7 Therefore, brethren, we were comforted 
over you in all our affliction and distress 
by your faith : 

8 For now we live, if ye ^ stand fast in 
the Lord. 

9 For ’’what thanks can we render to 
God again for you, for all the Joy where- 
with we joy for your sakes before our 
God; 

10 ^ Night and day pra 3 nng exceedingly 

*‘that we might see your face, and "might 
perfect that which is lacking in your 
faith? , ^ , 

11 Now God himself and our Father, 
and our Lord Jesus Clirist, ^direct our

12 And the Lord ®*make you to increase

13 To the end he noay Establish your 
hearts unblaraeable in holiness before 
God, even our Father, ®at the coming 
of our Lord Jesus Christ /with all his 
sainta 

CHAPTER 4 

L'' U KTHERMORE then we ^beseech 
JT? you. brethren, and ^exhort you by 
the Lora J esus, that / as ye have received 
of us how ye ought to walk and to 
please God, so ye would * abound more 
and more. 

2 For ye know what commandments we 
gave you by the Lord Jesus. 

3 For this is "the will of God, even j^our 
® sanctification, /'that ye should abstain 
from fornication : 

4 That every one of you should know- 
how to possess *‘his vessel in sanctifica- 
tion and honour; 

5 Not in ^ the lust of concupiscence, even 
“as the Gentiles which know not God : 

6 That no man go beyond and ^defraud 
his brother m^any matter: because that 
the Lord is the avenger of all such, as we 
also have forewarned you and testified. 

7 For God hath not called us imto “'un- 
cleanness, but unto holiness. 

8 He therefore tliat^despiseth, despiseth 
not man, but God, *who hath also given 
unto us his holy Spirit. 

9 But as touching “brotherly love *ye 
need not that I write unto you : for ye 
yourselves are taught of God® to love one 
another. 

10 And indeed ® ye do it toward all the 
brethren which are in all Macedonia : but 
we beseech you, bretliren, that ye in- 
crease more and more; 

11 And that ye study ^ to be quiet, and 
*to do your own business, and *to work 
with your own hands, as we commanded 
you; 

12 That ye may walk honestly toward 
^ them that are without, and that ye may 
have lack ^ of nothing. 

13 But I would not have you to be 
ignorant, brethren, concerning “tliem 
which are asleep, that ye sorrow not, 
even as others ® which have no hope. 

14 For if we believe that Jesus died and 
rose again, even so ^them also which 
sleep in Jesus will God bring with him. 

15 For this we say unto you by the 
word of the Lord, that ^we which are 
alive and remain unto the coming of 
the Lord shah, not prevent them which 
are asleep. 

16 For the Lord himself shall descend 
from heaven with a shout, with the voice 
of * the archangel, and with ^the trump 
of God : and *the dead in Christ shall 
rise first; 

17 Then we which are alive and remain 
shall be caught up together with them 
*•^^1 the clouds, to meet the Lord in the 
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The day of the Lord. Divers exhortatiom. 


air : and so ® shall we ever be with the 
Lord. 

18 Wherefore ^ comfort one another 
with these words. 

CHAPTEE 5 

B XJT of ^the times and the seasons, 
brethren, ®ye have no need that I 
write unto you. 

2 For yourselves know perfectly that 
*the day of the Lord so cometh ^as a 
thief in the night. 

3 For when they shall say, Peace and 
safety ; then * sudden destruction cometh 
upon them, as travail upon a woman 
with child ; and they shall not escape. 

4 But ye, brethren, “are not in darkness, 
that ^that day should overtake you as a 
thief. 

5 Ye are aU ®the children of light, and 
the children of the day : we are not of 
the night, nor of darkness. 

6 Therefore let us not “sleep, as do 
others ; but let us watch and "be sober. 

7 For they that sleep sleep in the night; 
and ^ they that be drunken are druriken 
in the mght. 

8 But let us, who are of the day, be 
sober, ^putting on the breastplate of faith 
and love ; and for an helmet, the hope of 
salvation. 

9 For God hath not appointed us ‘^to 
wrath, but to obtain salvation by our 
Lord Jesus Christ, 

10 ^Who died for us, that, whether we 
wake or sleep, we should live together 
with him. 

11 Wherefore ^comfort yourselves toge- 
ther, and edify one another, even as also 
ye do. 

12 And we beseech you, brethren, ^to 
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know them which labour among you, 
and ^are over you in the Lord, am 
admonish you ; 

13 And to esteem them very highly in 
love for their work’s sake. -dwoT^De at 
peace among yourselves. 

14 Now we 2 exhort you, brethren, warn 
them that are ^ unruly, comfort the feeble- 
minded, /support the weak, ^be patient 
toward all men. 

15 ^‘See that none render evil for evil 
unto any man: but ever follow that 
which is good, both among yourselves, 
and to all men. 

16 ^Eejoice evermore. 

17 ’“Pray without ceasing. 

18 "In every thing give thanks : for 
this is ^the will of God in Christ Jesus 
concerning you. 

19 Quench not the Spirit. 

20 Despise not ^prophesyings. 

21 ^ Prove all things; hold fast that 
which is good. 

22 “’Abstain from all appearance of eviL 

23 And the very God of peace ^sanctify 
you wholly ; and I pray God your whole 
^spirit ana soul and body be preserved 
blameless “imto the coming of our Lord 
Jesus Christ. 

24 ^ Faithful is he that calleth you, who 
also wiU do it. 

25 "Brethren, pray for us. 

26 /Greet all the brethren with an holy 
kiss. 

27 1 4 charge you by the Lord that ^this 
epistle be read unto all the holy brethren. 
28 The grace of our Lord Jesus Christ 
be with you. Amen.

OF PAUL THE APOSTLE TO THE 

THESSALONIANS. 


CHAPTEE 1 

® 'DAHL, and Silvanus, and Timotheus, 
X unto the church of the Thessalonians 
in God our Father and the Lord Jesus 
Christ: 

2 Grace unto you, and peace, from God 
our Father and the Lord Jesus Christ. 

3 We are boimd to /thank God always 
for you, brethren, as it is meet, because 
that your /faith groweth exceedingly, 
and the charity of every one of you all 
toward each other aboundeth; 

4 ^So that we ourselves glory in you in 
*the churches of God for your patience 
and faith ^ in all your persecutions and 
tribulations that ye endure: 

5 Which td ’“a manifest token of the 
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righteous judgment of God, that ye may 
be counted worthy of the kingdom of 
God, ^for which ye also sufier : 

6 "Seeing it is a righteous thing with 
God to recompense tribulation to them 
that trouble you; 

7 And to you who are troubled ‘^rest 
with us, when "the Lord Jesus shall be 
revealed from heaven with ^his mighty 
angels, 

8 ^'In flaming fire ^ taking vengeance 
on them that Know not God, ana that 
obey not the gospel of our Lord Jesus 
Christ: 

9 ^Who shall be punished with ever- 
lasting destruction *from the presence 
of the Lord, and ^from the glory of hia 
power;

10 When he shall come “to be glorified 
in his saints, and^to be admired 


in all 

Siem that believe (because our testimony ' 
among you was believed) “in that day. 

11 Wlierefore also we pray always for 
you, that our God would i count you 
worthy of this calling, and fulfil all the 
good pleasure of his goodness, and ^ the 
work of faith with powe^: - 

12 That the name of our Lord Jesus 
Christ *may be glorified in you, and ye 
in him, according to the mace of our 
God and the Lord Jesus Cnrist. 

CHAPTER 2 

"VTOW we beseech you, brethren, ^by 
X\ the coming of our Lord Jesus Christ, 
and hy our gathering together unto him, 

2 Tliat ye be not soon shaken in mind, 
or be troubled, neither “by spirit, nor 
^’by word, nor ^by letter as from us, as 
that ®the day of Christ is at hand. 

3 ^Let no man deceive you by any 
means: for that day shall not cor/Uy 
« except there come a falling away first, 
and “that man of sin be revealed, “the 
son of perdition : 

4 Who opposeth and exalteth himself 
above all “that is called God, or that is 
worshipped ; so that he as God sitteth in 
the temple of God, shewing himself that 
he is God. 

5 Remember ye not, that, when I was 
yet with you, 1 told you these tliin.^? 

6 And now ye know what ®witlAolQeth 
that he might be revealed in his time. 

I For ‘^the mystery of iniquity doth 
already work : only he who now lettetli 
vjUl let. until he be taken out of the way. 

8 And then shall that' Wicked be re-' 
vealed, /whom the Lord shall consume 
^with the spmt of his mouth, and shall 
destroy with ®the brightness of his com- 
ing : 

9 Even him, whose coming is /after the 
working of Satan with all power and 

* signs and lying wonders, 

10 And with all deceivableness^ of 
unrighteousness in Hhem that perish: 
because they received not the love of 
the truth, that they might be saved. 

II And for this cause “God shall send 

them strong delusion, that they should 
believe “a he: . , , , , . 

12 That they all might be damned who 

9 believed not the truth, but ^had pleasure 
in unrighteousness. . i 

13 But ^we are bound to give thanks 
alway to God for you, brethi*en beloved 
of the Lord, because God hath “'from 
file beginning chosen you to salvation 

* through sanctification of the Spirit and 
belief of the truth : 

14 Whereunto “he called you by our 

gospel, to the obtaining of the glory of 
our Lord Jesus Christ. , „ , 

15 Therefore, brethren, stand fast, and 
hold ^Hhe traditions wliich ye have b^n 
tauiht, whether ““by word, or our epistle. 
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16 Now our Lord Jesus Christ liimself, 

and God, even our Father, * which hath 
loved us, and hath given us everlasting 
consolation and <*good hope through 
grace, , , , 

17 “ Comfort your hearts, and / stablish 
you in every good word and work. 

CHAPTER 3 
“FINALLY, bretliren, ^pr^ for us, 

Jj that the word of tlie Lord may 
2have/ree course, and be glorified, even 
as it 1 $ with you : 

2, And that we may be delivered from 
3 unreasonable and wicked men : /for all 
men have not faith. 

3 But Hhe Lord is faithful, who shall 
stablish you, and “keep you from evil. 

4 And we have confidence in the Lord 
touching you, that ye both do and will 
do the thmgs which we command you. 

5 And the Lord ^ direct your hearts into 
the love of God, and into the '‘patient 
waiting for Christ. 

6 Now we command you, brethren, in 

the name of our Ltord Jesus Clirist, 
“'that ye withdraw yourselves from every 
* brother that ^walketh disorderly, and 
not after “ the tradition wliich he received 
of us, , - ^ ^ 

7 For yourselves know how ye ought to 

follow us : for * we behaved not ourselves 
disorderly among you ; , , j 

8 Neither did we eat any mm s bread 
for nought; but “wrought with laboim 
and travail night and day, that we might 
not be chargeable to any of you : 

9 “Not because we have not power, but 
to make ourselves an ensample unto 
you to follow us, 

10 For even when we were with you, 
tliis we commanded you, that *if any 
would not work, neither should he eat. 

11 For we hear that there are some which 
walk among you disorderly, working not 
at all, but are busybodies. 

12 Now them tliat are such we command 
and e^diort by our Lord Jesus Christ, 
that with ’"quietness they work, and eat 
their own bread. 

13 But ye, brethren, ^be not weary m 

well doing. , 

14 And if any man obey not our word 
"^by this epistle, note tnat man, and 
^have no company with him, that lie 
may be ashamed. 

15 *Yet count him not as an enemy, 
but “ admonish him as a brother. 

16 Now “the Lord of peace himself mve 

you peace always by all means. The 
Lord be with you all. _ ^ , 

17 ‘'The salutation of Paul with mine 

own hand, which is the token in every 
epistle : so I write, ^ * 

18 “‘*The grace of our Lord Jesus Christ 
be with you alL Amen. 

n The second epistle to the Thessalonians waa 
vmtt^ £rom Athens. 



THE FIRST EPISTLE 


OF PAUL THE APOSTLE TO 

TIMOTHY. 


CHAPTEE 1 

'OAtTL, an apostle of Jesus Christ *by 
X the commandment of ®God our 
Saviour, and Lord Jesus Clirist, ^ which 
is our hope ; 

2 Unto ^Timothy, ^7ny own son in the 
faith: Grace, mercy, and peace, from 
God our Father and Jesus Christ our Lord. 

3 As I besought thee to abide still at 
Ephesus, when I went into Macedonia, 
that thou mightest charge some that 
they ® teach no other doctrine, 

4 Neither give heed to ^fables and 
endless '’genealogies, which minister 
'questions, rather than godly edifying 
which is in faith : so do. 

5 Now Hhe end of the commandment 
is charity “out of a pure heart, and o/®a 
good conscience, and of faith unfeigned : 

6 From which some ^having swerved 
have turned aside unto vain jangling ; 

7 Desiring to be teachers of the law; 
understanding neither what they say, 
nor whereof they affirm. 

8 But we Icnow that ^'the law is good, if 
a man use it lawfully ; 

9 Knowing this, that the law is not 
noade for a righteous man, but for the 
lawless and disobedient, for the ungodly 
and for sinners, for unholy and ** profane, 
for murdei'ers of fathers and murderers 
of mothers, for manslayers, 

10 For ^ whoremongers, for them that 
defile themselves with mankind, for 
^menstealers, for liars, for * perjured per- 
sons, and if there be any other thing that 
is contrary to '"sound doctrine ; 

11 According to the glorious gospel of 
the blessed God, ® which was committed 
to my trust. 

12 And I thank Christ Jesus our Lord, 
^who hath enabled me, for that he 
iconsiited me faithful, putting me into 
ithe ministry ; 

13 Who was before a blasphemer, and 
“a 'persecutor, and injurious: but "I 
•obtained mercy, because “’I did it igno- 
.rantly m unbelief. 

14 ^And the ^ce of our Lord was 
•exceeding .abundant with faith and love 
\which is in Christ Jesus. 

J5 ““ This w a faithful saying, and worthy 
of all acceptation, that ** Christ Jesus 
came into the world to save sinners; 
‘^of whom I am cliief. 

16 Howbeit for ^this cause I obtained 
mercy, that in me first Jesus Christ 
might shew forth 4ill longsuffering, for 
a pattern to them which should heremter 
brieve on him to life everlasting. 

17 Now unto //the ITin g eternal, im- 
•**eb.ai. aTiixi. 2 . 11 . Tit. 8, 8. Ho. 5.8. 
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mortal, invisible, “the only wise God.

18“^is charge I commit unto thee, 
®son Timothy, according to the /pro- 
phecies which went before on thee, that 
thou by them mightest *war a good 
warfare; 

19 ^Holding faith, and good con- 
science; which some having put away 
concerning faith Grave made slupwreck : 

20 Of whom is ’"Hymenoaus and “Alex- 
ander; whom I have -^delivered unto 
Satan, that they may learn not to 
blaspheme. 

CHAPTER 2 

I I EXHORT therefore, that, first of all, 
"supplications, prayers, intercessions, 
and giving of thanks, be made for all 
men; 

2 For kings, and for *all that are in 
3 authority; that we may lead a quiet 
and peaceable life in all godliness and 
honest}'. 

3 ^For this is good and acceptable in 
the sight of “ God our Saviour ; 

4 Jwho will have all men to be saved, 
and °to come unto the knowledge of the 
truth. 

5 Foil ^Ihere God, nnd mrr 

/ mediator be tween Godand men, th e 
mah ti/lTrlsL Je; 



and ^an apostle, G speak the truth in 
Christ, and lie not;) a "teacher of the 
Gentiles in faith and verity. 

8 I will therefore that men pray ** every 
where, lifting up s' holy hands, without 
wrath and '’doubting. 

9 In like manner also, that * women 
adorn themselves in modest apparel, with 
shamefacedness and sobriety; not with 
®broided hair, or gold, or pearls, or costly 


10 *But Cvvhicli becometh women pro- 
fessing godliness) with good works. 

11 Let the woman learn in silence *witli 
all subjection. 

12 But I suffer not a woman to teach, 
nor to usurp authority over the man, but 
to be in silence. 

13 For ®®Adam was first formed, then 
Eve. 

14 And Adam was not deceived, but 
^®the woman being deceived was in the 
transgression. 

. Notwithstanding she shall be saved 
in childbearing, if they continue in faith 
_ and charity and holiness with sobriety. 
Ge.1.27. <WEp]ua8. «2Co.U.a //ch.d.ia. 



Of bishops and deacons. Charges to Timothy. L TIMOTHY* 8-5 


CHAPTEE 3 

«rPHIS is a true saying, If a man desire 
X the office of a bishop, he desireth a 
good work. 

2 & A ® bishop then must be blameless, 
the husband of one wife, vigilant, sober, 
lof good behaviour, <*given to hospitality, 
/apt to teach ; 

3 Not 2 given to wine, no striker, not 
greedy of filthy lucre; but patient, not 
a brawler, not covetous ; 

4^' One that ruleth well his own house, 
having his children in subjection with 
aU ^gravity ; 

5 (I'or if a man know not how to rule 
his own house, how shall he take care of 
"the church of God?) 

6 Not ^a novice, lest being lifted up 
with pride he fall into ® the condemnation 
of the devil. 

7 Moreover he must ^have a good report 
of ^them which are without; lest he fall 
mto reproach and *the snare of the devil. 

8 Likewise must "the deacons be “grave, 
not doubletongued, not given to much 
wine, not greedy of filthy lucre ; 

9 ^Holding the mystery of the faith in 
“a pure conscience. 

10 And ‘^let these also first be proved ; 
then let them use the office of a deacon, 
heins found blameless. 

11 Even so must their wives be grave, 
not ^slanderers, sober, faithful in all 
things. 

12 Let the deacons be the husbands of 
one wife, ruling their children and their 
own houses well. 

13 For they that have ®used the office 
of a deacon well purchase to themselves 
a good deOTee, and great boldness in the 
faith which is in Christ Jesus. 

jL4 These things write I imto thee, hopinj 
to come unto thee shortly : 

15 But if I tarry long, that thou mayest 
know how thou oughtest to behave thyself 
in the house of God, which is the church 
of the living God, the pillar and Aground 
of the truth. 

16 And without controversy great is 
*the mystery of godliness: God was 
manifest ’”in the flesh, "justified in the 
Spirit, ®seen of angels, preached unto 
the Gentiles, believed on in the world, 
^■received up into glory. 

CHAPTEE 4 

"VT OW the Spirit “speaketh expressly, 
XN that "in the latter times some shall 
depart from the faith, giving heed to 
•^seducing spirits, and doctrines of devils ; 

2 Speaking lies in hypocrisy; having 
their conscience seared with a Hot iron ; 

3 ® Forbidding to marry, and com- 
manding to abstain from meats, which 
God hath created to be received **with 
thanksgiving of them which believe and 
know the truth. 

4 For <*<*eYery creature of God is good, 
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and nothing to be refused, if it be received 
with thanksgiving : 

5 For it is sanctified by the word of 
God and prayer. 

6 If thou put the brethren in remem- 
brance of these tilings, thou shalt be a 
good minister of Jesus Christ, nourished 
up in the words of faith and of *good 
doctrine, whereunto thou hast ^attained. 

7 But ^refuse profane and old wives’ 
‘fables, and exercise thyself rather unto 
godliness. 

8 For bodily exercise profiteth 3 little: 
but godliness is profitable unto aU things, 
^having promise of the life that now is, 
and of that which is to come. 

9 ’"This is a faithful saying and worthy 
of all acceptation. 

10 For therefore we both labour and 
suffer reproach, because we ^ trust in the 
hving God, who is ^the Saviour of all 
men, specially of those that believe. 

11 These things command and teach. 

12 "Let no man despise thy youth; but 
be thou an example of the believers, in 
word, in ® conversation, in charity, in 
spirit, in faith, in purity. 

13 Till I come, give attendance to 
reading, to ^exhortation, to ® doctrine. 

14 ® Neglect not the gift that is in thee, 
which was given thee ^by prophecy, 
^with the laying on of the hands of 
^the presbytery. 

15 Meditate upon these things; give 
thyself -wholly to them ; that thy profiting 
may appear ®to all. 

16 Take heed unto thyself, and unto the 
® doctrine; continue in them: for in 
doing tliis thou shalt both save thyself, 
and them that hear thee. 

CHAPTEE 5 

"OEBUKE not an elder, but intreat 
Xv him as a father; and the younger 
men as brethren; 

2 The elder women as mothers; the 
younger as sisters, with all purity. 

3 Honour widows *that are -widows 
indeed. 

4 But if any -widow have children or 

nephews, let them learn first Ho shew 
3 piety at home, and to requite their 
parents: ^for that is good and accept- 
able before God. . . , , 

5 Now she that is a widow mdeed, and 
desolate, trusteth in God, and * continu- 
eth in supplications and prayers * night 
and day, 

6 But ^e that liveth ®in pleasure “is 
dead while she liveth. 

7 And these thin^ give in charge, that 
they may be blam^ess. 

8 But if any provide not for his o-wn, 
and specially for those of his own lohouse, 
he hath denied the faith, and is worse 
than an infidel. 

9 Let not a -widow he taken into 
the number under threescore years old, 
*®having been the -wife of one man. 
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10 * "Well reported of for good -works ; if 
she have brought up children, if she have 
® lodged strangers, if she have washed 
the saints’ feet, if she have relieved the 
afflicted, if she have diligently followed 
every good work. 

11 But the younger widows refuse : for 
when they have begun to wax wanton 
against Christ, they wiU marry; 

12 Having damnation, because they 
have cast oif their first faith. 

13 And withal they learn to le idle, 
wandering about from house to house ; 
and not only idle, but ^ tattlers also and 
’"busybodies, speaking things which they 
ought not. 

14 I will therefore that the younger 
women marry, bear children, ” guide the 
house, give none occasion to the ad- 
versary ^to speak reproachfully. 

15 Bor some are already turned aside 

after Satan. ^ -u 

16 If any man or woman that beheveth 
have widows, let them relieve them, and 
let not the church be charged ; that it may 
relieve ^ them that are widows indeed. 

17 Let nhe elders Hhat rule well “be 
counted worthy of double ^honour, espe- 
cially they who labour in the word and 
doctrine. 

18 Bor the scripture saith, *Thou shalt 
not muzzle the ox that treadeth out the 
com. And, “The labourer w worthy of 
Hs reward. 

19 Against^ an elder receive not an accu- 
sation, but ® before two or three witnesses. 

20 Them that sin rebuke before all, 
that others also may fear. 

21 I charge thee /before God, and the 
Lord Jesus Christ, and the elect angels, 
that thou observe these things without 
Spreferring one before another, doing 
nothing by partiahty. 

22 /Lay hands * suddenly on no man, 
neither ’"be partaker of other men’s sins : 
keep thyself puiu 

23 Drink no longer water, but use ® a 
little wine for thy stomach’s sake and 
thine often infirmities. 

24 Some men’s sins are open beforehand, 
Agoing before to judgment; and some 
>nim they follow mter. 

25 Likewise also the good works of sortie 
are manifest beforehand; and they that 
are otherwise cannot be hid. 


CHAPTEB 6 

I ET as many ‘servants as are under the 
i yoke count their own masters worthy 
of all honour, that ®the name of God 
and his doctrine be not * blasphemed. 

2 And they that have beheving masters, 
let them not despise tkem^ because they 
are brethren ; but rather do them service, 
because they are faithful and beloved, 
partakers of the benefit. These things 
teach and exhort. 

3 If any man teach otherwise, and 
consent not to ‘’‘'‘wholesome words, even 
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the words of our Lord Jesus Christ, and 
to the doctrine ^ which is according to 
godliness : 

4 He is 1 proud, kno-wing nothing, but 
2 doting about ® questions and /strifes 
of words, whereof cometh envy, strife, 
^railings, evil surmisings, 

5 3 Perverse disputing of ^men of 
corrupt minds, and destitute of the 
truth, supposing that gain is godliness: 
from such withdraw thyself. 

6 But ‘godliness /-with contentment is 
great gain. 

7 Bor ‘we brought nothing into this 
world, and it is certain we can carry 
nothing out. 

8 And ha-dng food and raiment let us 
be therewith content. 

9 But ‘’they that will be rich fall into 
temptation and a snare, and into many 
foolish and hurtful lusts, /’which drown 
men in destruction and perdition. 

10 For ^the love of money^is the root 

of all evH:' which while some covetefi 
‘alter, they'* have 5 erred from the faith, 
and pierced themselves through -with 
many sorrows. , ^ 

11 But thou, 0 man of God, flee these 
things; and follow after righteousness, 
godlmess, faith, love, patience, meekness. 

12 ‘'Bight the good fight of faith, ®lay 
hold on eternal life, whereunto thou art 
also called, and hast professed a good 
profession before many witnesses. 

13 ‘*1 give thee charge ®in the sight of 
God, ‘‘who quickeneth all things, and 
before Christ Jesus, ®who before Bontiua 
Pilate witnessed a good 7 confession ; 

14 That thou keep this commandment 
■without spot, unrebukeable, ‘’’until the 
appearing of our Lord Jesus Chiist: 

15 Which ‘‘in his times he shall shew, 
who is ‘ the blessed an d. onlwHotentate, 
‘the King ot Kings, aiid. Lordof lords ; 
T6r"Who onlyhath immortality, dwelling 
in the Hght which no man can approach 
unto ; /’whom no man hath seen, nor 
can see : to whom be honour and power 
everlasting.

Grace, merc^ awoJ peace, from God the 
Father and Christ Jesus our Lord. 

3 1 thank God, whom I serve /from my 
forefathers with ^pure conscience, that 
/without ceasing iJiave remembrance of 
thee in my prayers night and day ; 

4 ^Greatly desiring to see thee, being 
mindful of thy tears, that I may be filled 

I call to remembrance "the 
unfeigned faith that is in thee, which 
dwelt first in thy grandmother Lois, and 
sthy mother Eunice ; and I am persuaded 
that in thee also. 

6 Wherefore I put thee in remembrance 
that thou stir up '‘the gift of God, * which 
is in thee “ by the putting on of my hands. 
7 For God hath not given us the sphit 
of fear; but "of power, and of love, and 
« of a sound mind. 

8 *'Be not thou therefore ashamed of 
*the testimony of our Lord, nor of me 
his prisoner: out “be thou partaker of 
the afflictions of the gospel according to 
the power of God ; 

9 Who hath saved us, and ^called us 
with ®an holy calling, /not according to 
our works, but ^according to his own 
pj^ose and *TOce, which was given us in 
Chnst Jesus ^before the world began, 

10 But *"is now made manifest by the 
appearing of our Saviour Jesus Christ, 
"who hath abolished deatl^ and hath 
brought fife and immortality to light 
throu^ the gospel:

CHAPTER 2

9 ** Wherein I suffer trouble, as an evil 
doer, eveii unto bonds ; but ^ the word of 
God is not bound, 

10 Therefore I endure ah. things /for 
^the elect’s sakes, that they may also 
obtain the salvation which is in Christ 
Jesus with eternal glory. 

11 ^ It is Bi faithful saying : For if ^we 
be dead with we shall also live 
with him: 

12 ’’If we suffer, we shall also *reign 
with him: ^if we deny him, he also vdll 
deny us :

19 Nevertheless ® the foundation of God 
standeth ^sure, having this seal. The 
Lord knoweth them that are his.

CHAPTER 3 

T a^S know also, that® in the last days 
perilous times shall come. 

2 For men shall be lovers of their 
own selves, covetous, boasters, proud, 
blasphemers, disobedient to parents, un-

3 Without natural affection, truce- 
breakers, 7 false accusers, incontinent,

rpHEREFORB we ought to give the 
JL more earnest heed to the things which 
we have heard, lest at any time we should

2 For if the word * spoken by angels 
was stedfast, and every transgression 
and disobedience received a just recom- 
pence of rew'aid; 

3”* How simll w'e escape, if we neglect so 
great salvation ; which '*at the first began 
to be spoken by the Ix)rd, and was con- 
firmed unto us by them that heard him; 
4 God also bearmg them witness, both 
with ^ signs and wonders, and with divers 
•miracles, and 2gifts of the Holy Ghost, 
according to his own will ? 

_ 5 For “unto the angels hath he not put 
in subjection the world to come, whereof 
we speak. 

6 But one in a certain place testified, 
saying, ^ What is man, that, t hou art 
mmdf i^qfEim? or^e son of man, thgt 
mou y^testluni r* 

'T Thdu mad^Yhim a little lower than 
the angels ; tfiou crownedst him with 
glory and'honour, and didst set him over 
the works of thy hands : 

8 “Thou hast put all things in subjection 
under his feet. For in that he put all in 
subjection under him, he left nothing 
that is not put under him. But *now 
we see not yet all things put under him. 

9 But we see Jesus, was made a 
little lower than the angels ? for the suf- 
fering of death, ^ crowned with glory and 
honour; that he by the grace of God 
should / taste death ^ for every man. 

10 *For it became him, for whom are 
^1 things, and »by whom are all things, 
in bringing many sons unto glory, to 
make/ the captain of their salvation ^per- 
fect through sufierings. 

11 For both ^he that sanctlfieth and 
they ^yho are sanctified ” are all of one * 

for which cause he is not asha m e d to 
call them ^brethren, 

12 Saying, will declare thy ngirtfi

14 Forasmuch then as the children are 
najrt^ers of: teh and hlobd, /he 
himself likewise took part of the sanje ; 
that through death he might ^destroy I 
mm that hid the power of death, that is, 
the devil ; 

15 And deliver them who through *fear 
of d^th were all their lifetime subject to 
bondage. 

16 For verily he ^took not on him the 
nature of angels ; but he took on him 
the seed of Abraham.

^'But Christ as son over Ms own 
house ; "whose house are we, if we /hold 
fpt the confidence and the rejoicing^ of 
the hope firm unto the end. 

7 Wherefore (as ^the Holy Ghost saith, 
*Today if ye will hear his voieg, 

8 Harden riot your hearts, as in the 
provocation, in the day of temptation iri 
the wildemesa; 

9 When your fathers tempted me, proved, 
me, and saw my works forty yearsw 

10 Wherefore I was grieved with that 
generation, and said, They do alwayerr. 
in their heart and they have not known, 
my ways. 

11 Sol sware in my wrath, ^They shall 
not enter into my rest.) 

12 Take heed, brethren, lest there he in 
any of you an evil heart of unbelief, in 
departing from the living God. 

13 But “exhort one another daily, while 
it is called To day ; lest any of you be 
hardened *'tbrou^ the deceitfulness of 
sin.

14 For we are made partakers of Christ, 
if we “hold the beginning of our con& 
dence stedfast unto the end ; 

15 While it is said, ‘^To day if ve will 
hear his voice, harden' not your hearta 
as in the provocation. 

16 For ^ some, when they had heard, did 
provoke : howbeit not all that came out 
of Egypt by Mosea 

17 But with whom was he grieved forty 
years? was it not with them that 
sinned, /whose carcases fell in the ^nl- 
derness? 

18 And to whom sware he that they 
should not enter into his rest, but to 
them that believed not? 

19 So we see that * they could not enter 
in because of unbelief. 

CHAPTEE 4 

I ET us therefore fear, lest^ a promise 
i being left us of entering into his 
rest, any of you should seem ^to come 
short of it. 

2 For unto us was the gospel preached, 
^ well as “unto them: but the worn 
“preached did not profit them, ®not being 
mixed with faith in them that heard it. 
^3 For we wliich have believed do enter 
into rest, as he said, *As I have sworn 
m my wrath, if they shall enter into my 
rest: although the works were finished 
from the foundation of the world. 

4 For he spake in a certain place of the 
seventh day on this wise, And God did 
rest the seventh day from all Ms works. 

5 ^d in this place again, *If they 
shall enter into my rest. 

6 Seeing therefore it remaineth that 
some must enter therein, and “they to 
whom ®it was first preached ^enter^ 
not in because of unbelief: 

7 .^ain, he limiteth a certain day, saying 
hn David, "To day, after so long a time; 
as it is said. Today if ye will hear Ms 
voice, harden •SSrydWlieari;^ ' 

S^Tor Jestts-'hacTtiveirt^ rest, 
then would he not afterward have spoken 
of another day, 

9 There remaineth therefore a ^restjba 
the%6pie of God: 

"lO’Fot^e'ths^Is entered into Ms rest, 
he also hath ceased from Ms own works, 
as God did from Ms. 

11 Let os labour therefore to enter into 
that rest, lest any man fall * after the 
same example of 8 unbelief. 

12 For *tne word of God is quick, 
and powerful, and “sliarper than any 
twoedged sword, piercing even to the 
dividing asunder of "soul and spirit, 
and of the joints and marrow, and is 
discemer of the thoughts and intents of 
the heart. 

13 Neither is there any creature that is 
not manifest in his sight : but all things 
are naked and opened unto the eyes of 
him with whom we have to do. 

14 -^^eeing then that we have a gr^ 
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The pnest after Melchisedec, The danger of falling away. HEBREWS 4-7 


‘'high priest, *that is passed into the 
heavens, Jesus the Son of God, «*let us 
hold fast our ® profession. 

15 For ^we have not “an high priest 
* which cannot he touched with the feel- 
ing of our infirmities; but was in all 
points * tempted like' as we are^ yet 

without sin. 

16 ^Let^ustherefpre come boldly unta 
the tlirone oi grace, that we may obtain 
niercy, and find grace to help in time of 
nera. 

CHAPTEE 5 

“TpOE every high priest taken from 
X among men is ordained for men " in 
things pa^taining to God, that he may 
ofier both * gifts and sacrifices for sins : 

2 ^Who lean have compassion on the 
ignorant, and on them that are out of 
the way; for that he himself also is 
^compassed with infirmity. 

3 And by reason hereof he ought, * as 
for the people, so also for himself, to 
oner for sins. 

4 And. ® no man taketh this honour 
unto himself, but he that is called of 
God, ®as was Aaron. 

5 So also Christ /glorified not himself 
to_ be made an high priest ; but he that 
^id.unto Jiim, ^'JChou art my Son, to 
day have I begottM;tr@r‘ ' 

6 As he saith also in another place, 
•Thou art a priest for ever after ihe 
order of Melchisedec. 

r yiho in the days of his flesh, «when 
he had offered up prayers and supplica- 
hons ”with strong crying and tears unto 
him that was able ''to save him from 
de^h, and was heard ^in tliat he feared ; 
®3^hough he were Son, yet ^learned 
he obedience by the things which he 
suflferedT*^ 

9 And ^ being made perfect, he became 
“the author of eternal salvation unto all 
them that obey him : 

10 Called of God “an high priest after 
the order of Melchisedec. 

11 Of whom we have many things to 
say, and ^'hard to be uttered, seeing ye 
are dull of hearing. 

12 For when for the time ye ought to 
be teachers, ye have need that one teach 
you a^in which be ** the first principles 
of oracles of God ; and are become 
such as have need of ®®milk, and not of 
stroi^ meat. 

13^ For every one that useth milk ^is 
unskilful in the word of righteousness: 
for he is a babe. 

14' But strong meat belongeth to them 
that are ®of full age, ecen those who by 
reason of ^ use have their senses exercised 
to discern both good and evil. 

CHAPTER 6 

fPHEEEFORE leaving the s principles 
jL of the doctrine of Christ, let us. go 
on unto perfection; not laying again me

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foundation of repentance ®from dead 
works, and of faith toward God, 

2 /Of the doctrine of baptisms, and ^ of 
laying on of hands, and of resurrection 
of the dead, and /of eternal judgment. 

3 And this will we do, if God permit. 

4 For ^it is impossible for those who 
were once ” enlightened, and have tasted 
of -^the heavenly gift, and ®w*ere made 
partakers of the Holy Ghost, 

5 And have tasted tlie good word of God, 
and the powers of ''the -world to come, 

6 If they shall fall away, to renew them 
again ^unto repentance; ^seeing they 
crucify to themselves the Son of God 
afresh, and put him to an open shame, 

7 Fortheeaith “which drinketh in the 
rain that cometh oft upon it, and bringeth 
forth herbs meet for them *- by whom it is 
dressed, “receiveth blessing from God : 

8 But ®that which bearetn thorns and 
briers is rejected, and is nigh unto 
cursing : whose end is to be burned. 

9 But, beloved, we are persuaded better 
things of you, and things that accompany 
salvation, though we thus speak. 

10 <^For God is not unrighteous to 
forget your w'ork and labour of love, 
which ye have shewed toward his name, 
in that ^ye have ministered to the saints, 
and do minister. 

11 And we desire that every one of you 
do shew the same diligence to the full 
assurance of /'hope unto the end: 

12 That ye be not * slothful, but fol- 
lowers of them who through faith and 
patience inherit '“the promises. 

13 For when God made promise to 
Abraham, because he could swear by no 
greater, sware by himself, 

14 Saying, * Surely blessing I will bless 
thee, and multiplying Iwlir multiply thee. 

15 And so, after he had patiently en- 
dured, he obtained the promise. 

16 For men verily swear by the greater : 
and *’an oath for confirmation is to them 
an end of all strife. 

17 AVherein God, willing more abun- 
dantly to shew unto *the heirs of pro- 
mise ^the immutability of his counsel, 
''confirmed it by an oath: 

18 That by two immutable things, in 
which it loas impossible for God to lie, 
we might have a strong consolation, who 
have fled for refuge to lay hold upon the 
hope set before us ; 

19 Which/iope we have as an anchorof the 
soul, both sure and stedfast, and which 
entereth into that within ^^the veil: 

20 'Whither ^the forerunner is for us 
entered, even Jesus, made ^%n high priest 
//for ever after the order of Melchisedec, 


CHAPTER 7 

!F priest of the most higt Go§, who ' 
Abraham returning from the slaughter 
of the kings, and blessed him ; 

2 To whom also Abraham gave a tenth 
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of all ; first being by interpretation 
King of righteousness, and after that also 
King of Salem, which is, Bang of peace ; 

3 Without father,_ without mother, with- 
out 2 descent, having neither beginning 
of days, nor end of life ; but made like 
unto ®the Son of (^d; abideth a priest 

continually. 

4 Now consider how great this man was^ 
unto whom even the patriarch Abraham 
gave the tenth of the spoils. 

5 And verily ^ thej^ that are of the sons 
of Levi, who receive the office of the 
priesthood, have a commandment to 
take tithes of the people according to the 
law, that is, of their brethren, though 
they come out of the loins of Abraham : 

6 But he whose 4 descent is not counted 
from them received tithes of Abraham, 
and blessed ° him that had the promises. 

7 And without all contradiction the less 
is blessed of the better. 

8 And here men that die receive tithes ; 
but there he receiveth them, of whom ’’it 
is witnessed that he liveth. 

9 And as I may so say. Levi also, who 
receiveth tithes, payed tithes in Abraham. 

10 For he was yet in the loins of his 
fathen when Melchisedec met him. 

11 ^ If therefore perfection were by the 
Levitical priesthood, (for under it the 
people received the law,) what further 
need^^as there that another priest should 
rise ^after the order of Melchisedec, and 
not be called after the order of Aaron ? 

12 For the priesthood being changed, 
there is made of necessity a change also 
of the law. 

13 For he of whom these things are 
spoken pertaineth to another tribe, of 
which no man gave attendance at the 
altar. 

14 For it is evident that our Lord sprang 
out of ® Juda ; of which tribe Moses spake 
nothing concerning priesthood. 

15 And it is yet far more evident : for 
that after the similitude of Melchisedec 
there ariseth another priest, 

16 Who is made, not after the law of 
carnal commandment, but after the 

power of an endless life. 

17 For he testifieth, (tri a - 
for ever after the order of Melchisedec. 

18 For there is verily a disannulling of 
the commandment going before for^the 
weakness and unprofitableness thereof. 

19 For Hhe law made notliing perfect, 
but 2the bringing in of a better hope did ; 
by the which ”*we draw nigh unto God. 

20 And inasmuch as not without an 

oath he was made priest: . 

21 (For those priests were made with- 
out ^®an oath; but this with an oath by 
him that said unto him, * The Lord sware 
and will not repent. Thou art a priest for 
ever after the order of Melchisedec :) 

22 By so much was Jesus made a surety 
of ® setter testament. 

23 And they truly were many pnests. 
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because they were not suffered to continue 
by reason of death : 

24 But this man, because he continueth 
ever^ath ^ an unchangeable priesthood 

25 Wherefore he is able also to save 
them 3 to the uttermost “ that come unto 
God by him, seeing he ever liveth ®to 
make mtercession for them. 

26 For such * an high priest became us, 
who is /holy, harmless, undefiled, ^se- 
parate from sinners, and made ^higher 
than the heavens; 

27 Who needeth not /daily, as those 
high priests, to offer up sacrifice, * first 
for his own sins, and then for the people’s: 
for Hhis he did ™once, when he offered 
up himself. 

^ For the law maketh men high priests 
"which have infirmity; but the word 
of ^ the oath, which was since the law, 
maketh ®tlie Son, who is ^ consecrated 
for evermore. 

CHAPTER 8 
"^OW of the things which we have 
JlM spoken this is the sum: We^.havfe 
such *an Jiigh priest, * who is set on, the 
right hand of the throne of the Majesty 
in the heavens 

2 A minister ® of ® the sanctuary, and of 
“tEeTEfue labema’c^ which the Lord 
pitched, and not man. 

3 ®F6r every high priest is ordained to 
offer gifts and sacrifices : wherefore it is 
of necessity that this man have * some- 
what also to offer. 

4 For if he were on earth, he should not 
be a priest, seeing that ? there are priests 

hat offer gifts according to the law : 

5 ^ho_serve unto the example and 
' shaffow of heavenly things, as Moses 
was admonished of God when he was 
about to make the tabernacle : for, * 
saith he, that thou make all things 
according to the pattern shewed to thee 
in the mount. 

6 But now hath he obtained a **more 
excellent ministry, by how much also he 
is ® the mediator of a /better covenant^ 
which was established upon better pro- 
mises. 

7 For *if that first covenant had been 
faultless, then should no place have been 
sought for the second. 

8 For finding fault with them, he sdth, 

* Behold, the days come, saith the Lord, 
wKenT will make a new covenant with 
the house bf Israel and with the house of 
Jiidah : \ 

9 Not according to the covenant that I 
made with their fathers in the day vmen 
Hook them by the hand to lead them 
out of the land of Egypt; because they 
continued not in my covenant, and"! 
regarded them not, saith the Lord. 

is the covenant that.I 
make with the hcuse.of Israel after those 
saith the Lord.; I will ^^put my 
1 lava juia their- mind, and write them 
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their hearts ; and I will be to them a 
God, and they shall oelb me a peopia : 
%?^S^nEney'^'an' notleacF every man 
his neighbour, and every man his brother, 
saying, Know the Lord: for all shall 
hnow me, from the least to the greatest. 

12 For I will be merciful to their un- 
righteousness, and their sins and their 
iniquities will I remember no more. 

13 In that he saith, A new covenant, he 
hath made the first old. Now that which 
decayeth and waxeth old is /ready to 
vani^ away, 

CBAPTER 9 

T hen venly the first covenant had 
also 3 ordinances of divine service, 
and a worldly * sanctuary. 

2 For there was tabernacle made; 
the first, * wherein was ^the candlestick, 
and ^the table, and ^the shewbread; 
which is called ®the sanctuary. 

3 And ’’after the second veil, the taber- 
nacle which is called the Holiest of all ; 

4 Winch had the golden ^censer, and 
“the ark of the covenant overlaid round 
about with gold, wherein was "the golden 
pot that had manna, and ^Aaron’s rod 
that budded, and ^'the tables of the 
covenant ; 

6 And ®over it the. cherubims of glory 
shadowing * the mercyseat ; of which we 
cannot now speak particularly. 

6 Now when these things were thus 
ordained, the priests went always into 
the first tabernacle, accomplishing the 
service of Ood. 

7 But into ®the second %oent the high 
priest alone /once every year, not -without 
d1oo(L wliich he ottered for himself, 
and for the errors of the people : 

8 *The Holy Ghost this simifying, that 
* the way into the holiest of all was not 
yet made manifest, while as the first 
tabernacle was yet standing ; 

9 Which was ”^a figure for the time 
then present, in which were ottered both 
gifts and sacrifices, "that could not 
make him that did the service perfect, as 
pertaining to the conscience ; 

10 Which stood only in ’’meats and 
drinks, and divers wasliings, and ^carnal 
ordinances, imposed on them, until the 
time of reformation.

12 Neither by the blood, of ^ats and 
calves, but by **his own blood he entered 
in ^once into ^^‘^the holy place, hayipg 
obtained eternal redemption for us, 
13For if ^the blood of bulls and of goats, 
and the ashes of an heifer sprii^ling 
the unclean, sanctifieth to the purifying 
of the flesh ; - 

14 How much more ^ shall the blood of 
Christ, who through the eternal Spirit 
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ottered himself without ^spot to God, 
“purge your conscience * from dead works 
to serve the living God? 

15 And for this cause he is “the me- 
diator of the ‘=*new testament, that by 
means of death, for the redemption of 
the transgressions thaA were under the 
first testament, “they which are called 
might receive the promise of et^nal 
inheritance. 

16 For where a testament is, there must 
also of necessity 2 be the death of the 
testator. 

17 ^For a testament is of force after 
men are dead : otherwise it is of no 
strength at all while the testator liveth. 

18 Whereupon neither tlie tii-st iestameiii 
was ‘‘dedicated without blood. 

19 For i when Aloses had spoken every 
precept to all the people according to the 
law, “he took the blood of calves and 
of goats, with 2 water, and s scarlet wool, 
and hyssop, and sprinkled both the book, 
and aU the people, 

20 Saying, ® Tliis is the blood of the testa- 
ment which God hath enjoined unto you. 

21 hloreover "he sprinkled with blood 
both the tabernacle, and all the vessels 
of the lninistr}^ 

22 And almost all things are by the 
law purged with blood; and “-ffithout 
shedding of blood is no remission. 

23 It was therefore necessary that “the 
patterns of things in the heavens should 
be purified with these ; but the heavenly 
things themselves mth better sacrifices 
than these. 

24 For Christ is not entered into the 
holy places made with hands, which are 
the figures of ^ the true ; but ^ into heaven 
itself, now to appear in the presence of 
God y for us : 

25 Nor yet that he should otter, himself 
often, ^as the high priest entereth into 
the holy place every year with blood of 
others; 

26 For then must he often have sufiered 
since the foundation of the world: but 
now “once ■‘^iu the end of the world 
®liath he appeared to put away sin by 
the sacrifice of liimself. 

27 And as it is appointed unto men once 
to die, but after this the jud^ent : 

28 So ® Christ was once ott’ered to bear 
the sins of "many ; and unto them that 
^ look for him shall he appear the second 
time without sin unto salvation. 

CHAPTEB 10 

T HOB-ihe law h avinfr ®a shadow 
X goodTthih^ to come, and not tiie 
very image dr “the" things, "can^never 
““with these sacrifices \mich ’ of- 

fered year by year contihuatty make "the 
comers thereunto perfect.' ' 

2 For then s would they not have ceased 
to be offered? because that the worship- 
pers once purged should have had no 
more conscience of sins.

3 But “in those sacrifices there is a 
remembrance again Ttiaae of sins ® every 
year. 

4 For ® if is not possible that the blood 
of bulls and of goats should take away 
sms. 

5 "^erefore ^when he cometh into the 
world, he ^ith, ^Sacrifice and offering 
thou wouldest not, but *a body ^hast 
thou prepared me : 

6 III burnt offerings and sacrifices for 
sin thou hast had no pleasure. 

7 Then said I, Lo, I come (in the volume 
of the book it is written of me,) to do 
thy wUl, 0 God. 

8 Above when he said, Sacrifice and 
offering and burnt offerings and offering 
for sin thou wouldest not, neither hadst 
pleasure therein; which are offered by 
the law; 

9 Then said he, Lo. I come to do thy 
will, O God. He taheth away the firet, 
that he may establish the second. 

10 By the which will “we are sanctified 
through the offering of Hhe body of Jesus 
Christ " once /or all, 

11 And every priest standeth * daily 
ministering and offering oftentimes the 
same sacrifices, which can never take 
away sins : 

12 But this man, s' after he had offered 
one sacrifice for sins for ever, ®sat down 
on the right hand of God ; 

13 From henceforth expecting ®till his 
enemies be made lus footstool. 

14 For by one offering ®he hath perfected 
®for ever ® them that are sanctified. 

15 Whereof fi\\Q Holy Ghost also is a 
witness to us : for after that he had said 
before, 

16 is the covenant that I jyill 

make with thern after those days, s^th 
the Lord, I will put my laws into,..their 
^hearts, antThf^ehr I write, 

thern* 

17'^And their sins and iniquities will I 
remember no more. 

18 Now where remission of these is, 
there is no more ofiering for sin. 

19 "Having therefore, brethren, ^bold- 
ness to enter into "the holiest by the 
blood of Jesus, 

20 By a new and living way, which he 
hath ® consecrated for us, tlirough ^the 
veil, that is to say, his flesh ; 

21 And having high priest over 
*the house of God ; 

;22 Let us draw near with a true heart 
m “full assurance of faith, "having our 
hearts sprinkled horn an evil conscience, 
and our bodies * washed with pure water. 
23'“Let us hold fast the ^profession of 
our faith without wavering ; (for ““he is 
faithful that promised ;) 

24 And let us consider one another to 
provoke unto love and to good works : 

25 ““Not forsaking the assembling of 
ourselves together, the manner of 
Bome is; but exhorting oTie another: 
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aqd so much the more#, ns ye see &the 
day approaching. 

26 For «^if we sin wilfully after that we 
have received the knowledge of the truth, 
/there remaineth no more sacrifice for 
sins, 

27 But a certain fearful looking for of 
jud^ent and fiery indignation, which 
shall devour the adversaries. 

28 / He that despised Moses’ law *died 
without mercy under two or three wit- 
nesses : 

29 ^Of how much sorer punishment, 
suppose ye, shall he be thought worthy, 
’"who hath trodden under foot "the Son 
of God, and hath counted "the blood of 
the -P covenant, wherewith he was® sanc- 
tified, an unholy thing, ’’and hath done 
despite unto the Spirit of grace? 

30 For we know him that hath said 
‘Vengeance helongeth unto me, I will 
recompense, saith the Lord. And again, 
^The Lord shall judge hispeople. 

21 It is B. fearful thing to fall into the 
hands of the living God. 

32 But ^ call to remembrance the former 
days, in which, after ye were illuminated, 
ye endured a great fight of afflictions: 

3:^ Partly, whilst ye were made a gazmg- 
stock both by reproaches and afflictions; 
and partly, whilst ye4')ecame companions 
of them that were so used. 

34 For ye had compassion of me in my 
bonds, and *took joyfully the spoiling of 
your goods, knowing 2 in yourselves tn^ 
ye have ‘^in heaven a better and an en- 
during substance. 

35 Cast not away therefore your confi- 
dence, which hath great recompence of 
reward. 

36 For * ye have need of patience, that, 
after ye have done the will of God, ye 
might receive *the promise. 

37 For yet a little while, and ^'he that 
shall come will come, and will not tarry. 

38 Now Hhe just shall live by faitn: 
but if amj man draw back, my soul shall 
have no pleasure in him. 

39 But we are not of ’"them who draw 
back unto perdition ; but of them that 
believe to tne saving of the soul 

CHAPTER 11 

CW faith is the ® substance of things 
JL 3 hoped for, the evidence of ® tilings 
not seen. 

2 For by it the elders ^obtained a good 
report 

3 Through faith we understand that the 
worlds were framed by *"the word of 
God, so that things which are seen ^'were 
not made of things which do appear. 

4 By faith **Abel offered unto God a 
more excellent sk'cnfice than Cain,t^y 
whtclrlie obtained" witness that he'"Was 
ri'i^^us, God testifying of his ^ts: 
ancHiy it he being dead ? yet speaketh; 

,5 By faitli Enoch was translat^that 

1 he should not see death ; /''and was not 
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found, because God had translated him: 
for before his translation he had this 
testimony, that he pleased God. 

6 But without faith it is impossible to 
please him: for he that comefch to God 
must believe that he is, and that he is a 
rewarder of them that diligently seek 
him. 

7 By faith *Noah, being warned of God 
of things not seen as yet, Amoved with 
fear, prepared an ark ^to the saving of 
his house ; by the wliich ®he condemned 
the world, and became heir of /the 
righteousness which is by faith. 

8 By faith * Abraham, when he was 
called to go out into a place which he 
should after receive for an inheritance, 
obeyed; and he went out, not knowing 
whither he went. 

9 By faith he sojourned in the land of 
promise, as in a strange country, ^dweU- 
mg in taberaacles with Isaac and Jacob, 
the heirs with liim of the same promise : 

10 ,jFor he looked for ®a city ^ which 
hatlrtoundations, ^-whose bmlder and 
maker is God. 

11 Through faith also ^Sara herself 
received strength to conceive seed, and 
was delivered of a cliild when she was 


past age, “because she judged him faith- 
ful who had promised. 

12 Therefore sprang there even of ohe, 
and him “’as good as dead, so many ®jas 
the stars of the sky in multitude, and 
as the sand which is by the sea shore 
innumerable. 


13 These all died ^in faith, not having 
received the promises, but * having seen 
them afar otf, and were persuaded of 
them, and embraced them, and /confessed 
that they were strangers and pilgrims on 
the earth. 

14 For they that say such things declare 
plainly that they seek a country. 

15 And truly, if they had been mindful 
of that coutUry from whence they came 
out, they might have had opportunity to 
have returned, 

16 But now they desire a better country, 
that is, an heavenly : wherefore ^ God is 
not ashamed^ to be called their God ; for 
he hath prepared for them ® a city. 

17 By faith “'Abraham, when he was 
tried, offered up Isaac : and he that had 
received the promises offered up his only 
begotten son, 

18 5 Of whom it was said, ^That in Isaac 
phall tliv seed be called : 

19 Accounting that God '’was able to 
raise him up. even from the dead ; from 
whence also he received him in a *figure. 

20 By faith ^Isaac blessed Jacob and 
Esau concerning things to come. 


21 By faith * Jacob, when he was a 
dsdng, blessed both the sons of Joseph ; 
and worshipped, leaning upon the top of 
his staff. 

22 By faith Joseph, when he died, 
7made mention of the departing of the 
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children of Israel ; and gave command- 
ment concernii^ his bones. 

23 By faith “IVIoses, when he was bom, 
was hid three montlis of his parents, 
because they saw he was a proper child ; 
and they were not afraid of tlie king’s 
commandment. 

24 By faith Moses, when he was come 
to years, refused to be called ®the son of 
Pharaohs daughter ; 

25 Choosing rather to suffer affliction 
with the people of God, than to enjoy 
the pleasures of sin for a season ; 

26 Esteeming ^the reproach ^of Christ 
greater riches than the treasures in 
Egypt: for he had respect unto *the 
recompence of the reward. 

27 By faith /he forsook Egypt, not 
fearing the wrath of the king: for he 
endured, *as seeing him who is invisi- 
ble. 

28 Through faith ”*he kept the passover, 
and “the sprinkling of blood, lest he 
that destroyed tlie lirstbom should touch 
them. 

29 By faith “'they passed through the 
Pied sea as by dry land: which the 
Egj’ptians assaying to do were drowned. 

30 By faith *the W'alls of Jericho fell 
down, after they were compassed about 

ggy0jj J2,ys, 

31 By faith ®the harlot Rahab perished 
not with them ^that believed not, when 
she had received the spies with peace. 

32 And what shall I more say ? for the 
time would fail me to tell of ^Gedeon, 
and of * Barak, and of “ Samson, and of 
® Jephtliae ; of ^ David also, and ® Samuel, 
and o/the prophets : 

33 Wlio thi-ough faith ^subdued king- 
domSj wrought righteousness, ^obtained 
promises, » stopped the mouths of lions, 

34 /Quenched the violence of fire, *es- 
caped the edge of the sword, out of 
weakness were made strong, waxed va- 
liant in fight, Humed to flight the armies 
of the aliens. 

35 ’“'Women received their dead raised 
to life again : and others " w'ere tortiued, 
not accepting deliverance; that they 
might obtain a better resurrection : 

36 And others had trial of a^uel mock- 
ings and scourgings, yea, moreover of 
bonds and imprisonment : 

37 They were * stoned, they were sawn 
asunder, were tempted, were slain with, 
the sword: they wandered about “in 
sheepskins and goatskins; being desti- 
tute, afflicted, tormented; 

38 (“'Of whom the world was not wor- 
thy :) they wandered in deserts, and in 
mountains, and in dens and caves of the 
earth. 

39 And these all, ““having obtained a 
good report through faith, 6^ received not 
the promise : 

40 God having ® provided some better 
thing for us, tliat they without us should 
not be ‘Wixiade perfect. 
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The Father^ s chastening, Ood a consuming fire. 


CHAPTER 12 


TXT^DEEEFORE seeing we also are 
Y Y compassed about with so great a 
cloud of witnesses, let us lay aside every 
weight, and ®the sin which doth so easily 
beset us^ and let u s run with patience 
the race that is'seT^fofe us, ‘ 

■2 Looking unto Jesus the ^ author and 
/finisher oi our faith; ^who for the joy 
that was set before him endured the cross, 
despising the shame, and % set down at 
the right hand of the throne of God. 

3 For * consider him that endured such 
’"contradiction of sinners against himself, 
lest ye be wearied and faint in your minds. 

4 Ye have not yet resisted ®unto blood, 
striving against sin. 

5 And ye have forgotten the exhortation 
which speaketh unto you as unto children, 
*My son, despise not thou the chastening 
of the Lord, nor faint when thou art 
rebuked of him : 

6 For whom the Lord loveth he chas- 
teneth, and scourgeth every son whom 
he receivetli. 

7 If ye endure chastening, ®God dealeth 
with you as ivith sons; for what son is 
he whom the father chasteneth not? 

8 But if ye be without chastisement, 

° whereof ail are partakers, then are ye 
bastards, and not sons. 

9 Furthermore we have had fathers of 
our flesh which corrected us, and we gave 
them reverence : shall we not much rather 
be in subjection unto ®the Father of 
spirit^ ana live? 

10 For they verily for a few days 
chastened us ® after their own pleasure; 
but he for our profit, <*that we might be 
partakers of his noliness. 

11 Now no chastening for the present 
seemeth to be joyous, but mievous; 
nevertheless afterward it yieldeth ^the 
peaceable fruit of righteousness unto 
them which are exercised thereby. 

12 Wherefore ^lift up the hands which 
hang down, and the feeble knees ; 

13 And * make 7 straight paths for your 
feet, lest that which is lame be turned 
out of the way; but ’"let it rather be 
heEded. 

14 ® Follow peace with all men, and 
holiness, ® without which no man shall 

see the Lord ; 

15 Looking diligently ^lest any man 
sfail of the grace of God; lest any root 
of bitterness springing up trouble you, 
and thereby many be defiled ; 

16 Lest there be any ’’fornicator, or 
® profane person, as Esau, ^'who for one 
morsel of meat sold his birtluight. 

17 For ye know how that afterward, 
^when ne would have inherited the 
blessing, he was rejected : for he found 


it carefully with tears. 

18 For ye are not come unto ®®the mount 
that might be touched, and that burned 
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with fire, nor unto blackness, and dark- 
ness, and tempest, 

19 And “the sound of a trumpet, and 
the voice of words; which voice Hhey 
that heard intreated that the word should 
not be spoken to them any more : 

20 (For they could not endure that which 
was commanded, ^And if so much as a 
beast touch the mountain, it shall be 
stoned, or thrust through with a dart : 

21 And ^so terrible was the sight, that 
Rioses said, I exceedingly fear and quake :) 

22 But ye are come unto /mount Sion, 
and unto Hhe city of the living God, 
"the heavenly Jerusalem, and to an 
innumerable company of angels, 

23 To the general assembly and -^church 
of * the firstborn, ’’which are 2 written in 
heaven, and to God the Judge of all, and 
to the spirits of just men made perfect, 

24 And to Jesus ‘the mediator of the 
new 3 covenant, and to “the blood of 
sprinkling, that speaketh ’’better things 
than that o/AbeL 

25 See that ye refuse not him that 
jpeaketh. For^ if they escaped not who 
refused him that ^spake on earth, much 
more shall not we escape, if we turn away 
from him that speaketh from heaven : 

26 ‘Whose voice then shook the earth; 
hut now he hath promised, saying, * Yet 
once more I shake not the earth only, 
but also heaven. 

27 And this word, Yet once more, sim- 
fieth the removing of those things that 
"^are shaken, as of things that are made, 
that those things which cannot be sliaken 
may remain. 

28 Wherefore we receiving a kingdom 
which cannot be moved, let us ^have 
grace, whereby we may serve God ac- 
ceptably with reverence and godly fear; 

29 For our ®God is fa consuming fire. 

CHAPTER 13 
TET * brotherly love continue. 

JLi 2 Be not forgetful to entertain stran- 
gers ; for thereby/ some have entertained 
angels unawares. 

3 ‘Remember them that are in bonds, 
"as bound with them; and them which 
suffer adversity, as being yourselves also 
in the body. 

4 ’’Marriage is honourable in all, and 
the bed undefiled: but ‘whoremongers 
and adulterers God will judge. 

6 Let yowr conversation be without 
covetousness; and content with 
such things as ye have : for he hath said, 
"I will never leave thee, nor forsake thee. 

6 So that we may boldly say, ‘The Lord 
is my helper, and I will not fear what 
man shall do unto me. 

7 Remember them which ^have the rule 
over you, who have spoken unto you ^e 
word of God : whose faith follow, con- 
sidering the end of their ** conversation, 

® Jesus Christ the s ame <^yesterdai^ 
and toda^jmd for ever. 
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9 Be not “carried about with divers and 
strange doctrines. For it is b. good tMng 
that the heart be established with grace : 
<^not with meats, wliich have not profited 
them that have been occupied therein. 

10 We have an altar, whereof they have 
no right to eat which serve tlie taber- 
nacle. 

11 For ‘^the bodies of those beasts, 
whose blood is brought into the sanc- 
tuary by the high priest for sin, are 
burned without the camp. 

12 Wherefore Jesus also, that he might 
/sanctify the people with his own blood, 
2 suffered without the gate. 

1.3 Let us go forth therefore unto him 
without the camp, bearing “Ms reproach. 

14 For ^here.-haYe we no contini^g 
city, huFwes^k oneTo'^cbni'e."""' 

15 -^By him therefore let us~bfier ^the 
sacrifice of praise to God continually, 
that is, ^the fruit of our lips ^giving 
thanks to his name. 

16 But to do good and *to communicate 
forget not : for with *’such sacrifices God 
is well pleased. 

17 * Obey them that •^have the rule over 
you, and submit yourselves : for they 
watch for your souls, as they that must 
^'give account, *that they may do it •with 
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joy, and not with grief : for that is un- 
profitable for you. 

IS *Pray for us : for we trust we have a 

g ood conscience, in all things Tilling to 
ve honestly. 

19 But I beseech you the rather to do 
this, that I may be restored to you the 
sooner. 

20 FTow ® the God of peace, that /brought 
again from the dead our Lord Jesus, that 
great ^shepherd of the sheep, through 
^the blood of the everlasting ^ covenant, 
21 »Make you perfect in every good 
work ^to do Ms will, ^ working in you 
that which is wellpleasing in his sight, 
tluough Jesus Clirist ; to whom he glory 
for ever and ever. Amen. 

22 And I beseech you, brethren, suffer 
the word of exhortation: for I have 
■written a letter unto you in few words. 

23 3Inow ye that our brother Timothy 
is set at liberty ; with whom, if he come 
shortly, I -will see you. 

24 Salute all them that “have the rule 
over you, and “’all the saints. They of 
Italj" salute you. 

25 Grace be with you all Amen.

JAMES. 


CHAPTER 1 

5 T AMES, a servant of God and of the 
Lord Jesus Christ, to “the twelve 
tribes ‘^wMch are scattered abroad, greet- 
ing. 

2 My brethren, QQjuit; it„all joy when^ 
fall into divers temptations ; ~ 

% Xnowing this^ thar'^The trying of 
your faith ^worketh patience. 

4 But let patience have her perfect 
workj that ye may be /perfect and entire, 
wanting nothing. 

5 If any of yo.ii.IaQ]L,wisdQim.^detJiim 
ask bf God,. that giveth to all men 
liberally, and upbraideth not; and it 
shall he Mven hha, 

6 But ”let him ask in faith, ® nothing 
wavering, 'For he. that wavereth is like 
^a wave of the sea driven with the wind 
and tossed. 

'7 For let not that man think that he 
shall receive any thing of the Lord. 

8 “ A double minded man is unstable 

in all Ms ways. ' 

9 Let the brother of low degree 2 rejoice 
^ in that he is exalted : 

10 But the rich, ®m that he is made 
low : because “as the flower of the grass 
he shall pass away. 
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I 11 For the sun is no sooner risen with 
a burning heat, but “it witliereth the 
grass, and the flower thereof falleth, and 
the grace of the fasMon of it perisheth : 
so also shall the rich man fade away in 
Ms ways. 

12 ® Blessed is the man that endureth 
temptation : for when he is tried, he 
shall receive /the croivn of life, ^ which 
the Lord hath promised to them that 
love Mm. 

13 Let no man say when he is tempted, 
I am tempted of God; for God cannot 
be tempted; with ^ evil, neither tempteth 
he any man : 

14 But every man is tempted, when he is 
drawn away ^ of Ms own lust, and enticed. 

15 Then ”*when lust hath conceived, it 
bringeth forth sin : and sin, when it ifl 
finished, ^bringeth forth death. 

16 Do not err, my beloved brethren. 

17 Every good gift and every perfect 
gift is from above, and cometh down from 
* the Father of lights, ^ with whom is no 
variableness, neither shadow of turning. 

18 Of his own -will “ begat he us with 
the word of truth, “that we should he a 
kind of ^firstfruits of his creatures. 

19 "Wherefore, my beloved brethren, let 
every man be ^ swift to hear, “slow to 
speak, ‘^slow to wrath: 
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What are pure religion and true faith. 


20 For the wrath of man worketh not 
the righteousness of God- 

21 Wherefore *lay apart all filthiness 
and superfluity of naughtiness, and re- 
ceive with meekness the engrafted word, 

^ which is able to save your souls. 

22 But ** be ye doers of the word, and not 
heo^rs^only, dec eivin g your own '^ves.^ 

23 For /if any-be a nearer of the word, 
and not a doer, he is like unto a man 
beholding his natural face in a glass : 

24 For he beholdeth himself, and goeth 
his way, and straightway forgetteth what 
manner of man he was. 

25 But whoso looketh into the perfect 
/law of liberty, and continueth therein^ 
he being not a forgetful hearer, but a doer 
of the work, this man shall be blessed in 
his 3 deed. 

26 If any man among you seem to be 
religious, and ^bridleth not his tongue, 
but deceiveth his o'wn heart, this man’s 
religion is vain. 

27 Pure religion and undefiled before 
®God and the Father is tliis, To ^ visit 
the fatherless and widows in their afilic- 
tion, and ^to keep himself unspotted 
from the world. 

CHAPTEB 2 

M y brethren, have not the faith of 
our Lord Jesus Christ, ^the Lord 
of glory, “with respect of persons. 

2 For if there come unto your ® assem- 
bly a man with a gold ring, in goodly 
apparel, and there come in also a poor 
man in vile raiment; 

3 And ye have reject to him that 
weareth the gay clothmg, and say unto ' 
him. Sit thou here ^in a good place ; and 
say to the poor. Stand thou there, or sit 
here under my footstool : 

4 Are ye not then partial in yourselves, 
and are become judges of evil thoughts? 

6 Hearken, my beloved brethren. Hath 
not God ® chosen the poor of this world 
® rich in faith, and ‘^heirs of ^the kingdom 
® which he hath promised to them that 
love him? 

6 But ye have /despised the poor. Do 
not rich men oppress you, and draw you 
^ before the judgment seats ? 

7 Do not they * blaspheme that worthy 
name ^by the which ye are called? 

8 If ye fulfil ’"the royal law according 
to the scripture, "Thou shalt love thy 
neighbour as thyself, ye do well : 

9 But if ye have respect to persons, ye 
commit sin, and are convinced of the 
law as transgressors. 

10 For whosoever shall keep the whole 
law, and yet ofiend in one •point, ®he is 
guilty of alL 

11 For 12 he that said, ®Do not commit 
adultery, said also. Do not kilL Now if 
thou commit no adultery, yet if thou 
Ml, thou art become a transgressor of 
the law. 
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12 So speak ye, and so do, as they that 
shall be judged by “ the law of liberty. 

13 For ‘•'he shall have judgment without 
mercy, that hath shewed no mercy ; and 
mercy ^ rejoiceth against judgment. 

14 What doth it profit, my brethren, 
though a man say he hath faith, ana 
have not works? can faith save him? 

15 If a brother or sister be naked, and 
destitute ot daily food, 

16 And *one of you say unto them, 
Depart in peace, he ye warmed ana 
filled; ^notwithstanding ye give them 
not those things which are needful to 
the body; what doth it profit? 

17 Even so faith, if it hath not works, 
is dead, being 2 alone. 

18 >rea, a man may say. Thou hast 
faith, and I have works : shew me thy 
faith ^without thy works, and I will 
shew thee ^my faith by my works. 

19 ’"Thou behevest that there is one 
God; thou doest well: the devils also 
"believe, and tremble. 

20 But wilt thou know, 0 vain man, 
that faith ® without works is dead? 

21 Was not Abraham our father justified 
by works, ^when he had offered Isaac his 
son upon the altar? 

22 sSeest thou ^how faith wrought with 
his works, and by works was faith made 
perfect ? 

I 23 And ® the scripture was fulfilled which 
I saith, * Abraham believed God, and it 
was imputed unto him for righteousness; 
and he was called ^the Friend of God. 

24 Ye see then how that by works a 
man is justified, and not by faith only, 

25 Likemse also ®was not Eahab the 
harlot justified by works, when she had 
received the messengers, and had sent 
them out another way ? 

26 For as the body without the ^ spirit is 
dead, so faith without works is dead also. 

I ^ CHAPTER 3 

M y brethren, *be not many mastery 
knowing that we shall receive the 
greater condemnation. 

2 For in many tilings we offend alL 
^If any man offend not in word, the 
same is a * perfect man, and able also 
/cto bridle the whole body. 

3 Behold, we put bits in the horses’ 
mouths, that they may obey us ; and we 
turn about their whole body. 

A Behold also the ships, which thou^ 
they be so great, and are driven of fierce 
winds, yet are they turned about with 
a very small helm, whithersoever the 
governor listeth. 

6 Even so the tongue is a little member, 
and ^ boasteth great things. Behold, how 
■great a matter a little tire kindleth ! 

6 And ’‘the tongue is a fire, a world of 
iniquity: so is the tongue among our 
members, that *it defiieth the whole 
body, and setteth on fire the ^3 course of 
nature ; and it is set on fire of hell 
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7 For every ^kind of beasts, and of 
birds, and of seroents, and of things in 
the sea, is tamea, and hath been tamed 
of 2 mankind; 

8 But the tongue can no man tame ; it 
is an unruly em ®fuU of deadly poison. 

9 Therewith bless we God, even the 
Father; and therewith curse we men. 
/which are made after the similitude of 

10 but of the same mouth proceedeth 
blessing and cursing. My brethren, these 
things ought not so to be. 

11 Doth a fountain send forth at the 
same ® place sweet water and bitter? 

12 Can the % tr^, my brethren, bear 
olive Hmes ?'eitnef a -^e, ? so can no 
fountain both yield salt water and 

13 1^0 is a wise man and endued with 
Imowledge among you? let hiin ^shew 
out of a good * conversation his works 
with meelmess of wisdom. 

14 But if ye have bitter envying and 
strife in your hearts, glory not, and he 
not against the truth. 

15 Tnis wisdom descendeth not . from 
above, but is earthly, ®sensualj devili^ 

16 For where envymg and strife is, there 
is ® confusion and every evil work. 

17 But the wisdom Imt is "from above 
is first pure, then peaceable, ^ gentle, and 
easy to be intreated, ^fuH of mercy and 
good fruits, without ? partiality, and 
^wi&out hypocrisy, 

18 And ®the frmt of righteousness is 
sown in peace of them that make peace. 

CHAFTEB 4 

F EOM whence corns wars and ^ fight- 
ings among you? come they not 
hence, even of your ^lusts *that war in 
your members? 

2 Ye lust, and have not : ye ®ki^ and 
desire to have, and cannot obtain; ye 
fight and w^, yet ye have not, because 
ye ask not. '

7 Submit yourselves therefore to God. 
»’Eesisfthe devil, andhewillfieehromyou. 
8. Draw nigh to God, and he will draw 
nigh to you. Cleanse yowr hands, ye 
sinners; and ^purify yowr hearts, ye 
** double minded. 

9 Be afdicted, and mourn, and weep : 
let your laught^ be turned to mourning, 
and your joy to heaviness.. 
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10 ® Humble yomselves in the sight of 
the L5fd, and he shall Eft' you up. 

11 * Speak not evil one of pother, 
brethren. He that speaketh e\’il of /its 
brother, and judgeth ms brother, «*speak- 
eth evil of the law, and jud^th the law : 
but if thou judge the law, thou art not a 
doer of the law, but a judge. 

12 There is one lawgiver, who is able to 
save and ^to destroy; "who art thou 
that judgest another? 

13 ^Go to now, ye that say, /To day ov 
to morrow we will go into such a city- 
and continue there a year, and buy and 
sell, and get gain : 

14 Whereas ye know not what shall he 
on the morrow. For what is your life? 
•*It is even a vapour, that appeareth for 
a little time, and then vanisheth away. 

15 For that j^e ought to sav, If the Lord 
will, we shall live, and do this, or that. 

16 JBut now ye rejoice in your boastings ; 
■^all such rejoicing is evil. 

17 Therefore ” to him ^hatjmoweth to do 
good, and ^eth" it not; to him it is sin. 

CHAPTEE 6

Pwhereunto also they were appointed, 

9 But je are ""a chosen generation, 
royal priesthood, 'an holy nation, 
peculiar people; that ye should shew 
forth the ^ praises of him who hath called 
you out of darkness into his marvellous 
hght; 

10 “'Which m time past were t’ot a 
people, but are now the people of God ; 
which had not obtained mercy, but now 
have obtained mercy.

19 For this is ^thankworthy, *if a man 
”*for conscience toward God endure grief, 
suffering wrongfully. 

20 For what glory is if, when ye be 
buffeted for your faults, ye ^all take it 
patiently ? but if, * when ye do well, and 
suffer for iU ye take it patiently, this is 
•^acceptable with God. 

21 For even ^hereunto were ye called : 
because ^Christ also suffered ®for 
leaving us an example, that ye should 
follow his steps ; 

22 ^ Who did no sin, neither was guile 
found in his mouth : 

23 *Who, when he was reviled, reviled 
not again; when he suffered, he threat- 
ened not; but committed himself to 
him that judgeth righteously : 

24 'Who his own self bare our sins in 
his own body Son the tree, ^that we, 
being dead to sins, should live unto 
righteousness : *by whose stripes ye were 
h^ed, 

25 For ^ye were as sheep going astray ; 
but are now returned* unto the Shepheird 
and Bishop of your souls, 

CHAPTER S 

T IKE WISE, ”ye wives, be in subjection 
Xi to your own husbands ; that, if any 
obey not the word, ®they also may with- 
out the word be won by the * conversation 
of the wives ;

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Sufferers for well doing are^artahers with Christ 


8 Finally, ye “ all of one mind, having 
compassion one of another, ^love as 
brethren, be ^ pitiful, be courteous ; 

9 ^ Not rendering evil for evil, or ^railing 
for railing : but contrariwise /blessing ; 
kno'wing that ye are thereunto called, 
that ye should inherit a blessing. 

10 For '^he that will love life, and see 
good days, let him refrain his tongue 
&oni evil, and his lips that they speak no 
guile : 

11 Let him eschew evil, and do good ; 
let Hfm seek peace, and ensue it. 

12 For the eyes of the Lord are over the 
righteous, and his ears are open unto 
their prayers: but the face of the Lord is 
2 against them that do evil. 

13 And who is he that will harm you, if 
ye be followers of that wliich is good?

19 By which also he went and ^preached 
unto the spirits in prison ;

8 And above all things ’“have fervent 
charity among yourselves : “for cliarity 
s shall cover the multitude of sins. 

9 *Use hospitality one to another with- 
out grudging. 

10 “As every man hath received the 
gift, even, so minister the same one to 
another, as good * stewards of “the mani- 
fold grace of God. 

11 Ii any man speak, let Mm speaJc as 
®the oracles of God ; if any mm “minis- 
ter, let Mm do it as of the ability whidi 
God giveth : that God in all things may 
be glorified through Jesus Christ, “to 
whom he praise and dominion for ever 
and ever. Amen. 

12 Beloved, think it not strange con- 
cerning ^the fiery trial which is to try 
you, as though some strange thing hap- 
pened unto you :

2 ^ Grace and peace be multiplied unto 
you /through the knowledge of God, and 
of Jesus our Lord 

3 According as his divine power hath 
given unto us all things that pertain 
unto life and /godlinessL through the 
knowledge of *hun that hath called us 
3 to glory and virtue; 

4 whereby are given unto us exceeding 
^at and precious promises; that by 
these ye imght be ^partakers of the 
divine nature, having escaped the corrup- 
tion that is in the world through lust.

f lory, * This is my beloved Son, in whom 
am well pleased. 

18 Ana this voice which came from 
heaven we heard, when we were with 
him in the holy mount, 

19 We have also a more sure word of 
prophecy ; whereunto ye do well tot ye 
take heed, as unto ® a li^t that shineth 
in a dark place, until the day dawn, and 
^the day star arise in your hearts : 

20 Knowimg this fizst* tot <*no prophecy 
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JudgmenL of false teackars and their followers. 


of the scripture is of any private interpre- 
tation. 

21 For the ® prophecy came not ^ in old 
time by the will of man : but *holy men. 
of God spake as they were moved by the 
Holy Ghost. 

CHAPTER 2 

B ut ®there were false prophets also 
among the people, even as /there 
shall be false teachers among you, who 
privily shall bring in damnable * heresies, 
even denying /the Lord *that bought 
them, and bring upon themselves swt 
destruction. 

2 And many shall follow their 2 perni- 
cious ways ; by reason of whom the way 
of truth shall be evil spoken of. 

3 And ’^through covetousness shall they 
^with feigned words make merchandise 
of you : whose judgment now of a long 
time lingereth not, and their .damnation 
slumbereth not. 

4 For if God spared not ^’the angels that 
sinned, but *cast them down to hell, and 
dehvered them into chains of darlmess, 
to be reserved unto judgment ; 

5 And ^spared not the old world, but 
•"saved Noah the eighth person, a preacher 
of righteousness, bringing in the flood 
upon the world of the ungodly: 

6 And ® turning the cities of Sodom and 

Gomorrha into ashes condemned 
with an overthrow, making them an 
ensample unto those that alter should 
live ungodly; 

7 And *delivered just Lot, vexed with 
the filthy ® conversation of the wicked: 

8 (For that righteous man dweUing 
among then^ in seeing and hearing, 

6 vexed his righteous soul from day to 
day with their unlawful deeds ;) 

9® The Lord knoweth how to deliver the 
godly out of temptations, and to reserve 
the unjust unto the day of judgment; to 
be punished ; 

10 But chiefly them 'that walk after 
the flesh In the lust of uncleanness, and 
despise* government Presumptuous are 
they^ ^selfwiUed, they axe not afraid to 

*CTeak evil of dignitieSn 
11 Whereas * angels, which are grater 
in power and might, bring not railing 
accusation against ®them before the 
Lord. 

12 But these, “as natural brute beasts, 
made to be taken and destroyed, speak 
evil of the things that they understand 
not; and shall utterly perish in theix 
own corruption; 

13 And shall tecdve ®the reward of 
unrighteousness, 05 they that count it 
pleasure ^ to riot in the day time. Spots 
they are and blemishes, sporting them- 
selves with their own deceivings "while 
“they feast with you ; 

14 Having eyes full of adultery, and 
that cannot cease from sin; belling 
unstable souls : an heart they have ex- 
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ercised with covetous practices; cursed 
children : 

15 Which have forsaken the right way, 
and are gone astray, following the way 
of "Balaam the son of Bosor, who loved 
the wages of unrighteousness; 

16 But was rebuked for his iniquity; 
^the dumb ass speaking with man’s voice 
forbad the madness of the prophet. 

17 These are wells ^without water, 
clouds that are carried with a tempest ; 
Ho whom the mist of darkness is re- 
served for ever. 

18 For when ^they speak great swelling 
wei'ds of vanity, they allure through the 
lusts of the flesh, through much wanton- 
ness, those that were ^ clean escaped from 
them who live in error. 

19 While they promise them "liberty, 
they themselves are * the servants of. cor- 
ruption ; for of whom a man is overcome, 
of the same is he brought in bondage. 

20 For jf after they have escaped the 
poEutions of the world "through the 
knowledge of the Lord and Saviour 
Jesus Christ, they are again entangled 
therein, and overcome, ®Hhe latter end 
is worse with them than the beginning. 

21 For it had been better for them not 
to have known the way of righteousness, 
than, after they have Known iU to turn 
from the holy commandment delivered 
unto them. 

22 But it is happened unto them accord- 
ing to the true proverb, *'The dog is 
turned to Ms own vomit again : and^the 
sow that was wash^ to her wallowing in 
the mire. 


CHAPTER 8

6 Of the tribe of Aser were sealed twelve 
thousand. Of the tribe of Nepthalim 
were sealed twelve thousand. Of the 
tribe of Manasses were sealed twelve 
thousand. 

7 Of the tribe of Simeon were sealed 
twelve thousand. Of the tribe of Levi 
were se^ed twelve thousand. Of the 
tribe of Issachar were sealed twelve thou- 
sand. 

8 Of the tribe of Zabulon were sealed 
twelve thousand. Of the tribe of Joseph 
were sealed twelve thousand. Of the 
tribe of Benjamin were sealed twelve 
thousand. 

9 After this I beheld, and, lo, a great 
multitude, which no man could number, 

® of all nations, and kindreds, and people, 
and tongues, stood before the throne, 
and before the Lamb, clothed with ^ white 
robes, and * palms in their hands ; 

10 And cried with a loud voice, saying, 
“Salvation to our God which sittetii 
upoii''the throne, and unto the Lamb. 

' 11 And ah the angels stood round about 
the throne, and about the elders and the 
four beasts, and fell before the throne on 
their faces, and worstoped God, 

12 Saying, ^Amen : ^'Blessing, and glory, 
and wisdom, "ancT'thanksmvihg, and hor 
hbuT, and power, and mi^t, he unto opr 
God for ever and ev^. Amen. 

13 And one of the elders answered, 
saying unto me. What are these which 
are arrayed in white robes? and whence 
came they? 

14 Ahdl said unto him, Sir, thou know- 
est. And he said to me. These are they 
which came out of great tribulafion, and 
lTave'®wash^ their, robes, and made 
them white ^ in the blood of the Lamb. 
^15 Therefore are they; More the throne 
of GfScT,’ andTsefve him and riighf'in 
Idrtemple:' and he 'that sitteth on the 
throne /shaTT dwell among them. 

15 ^ Th§y shall hunger no.mpre, neither 
thirsrapy moiej neither shajl the sun 
jUghf bn them, nor apyJieat- 

irRbr the Lamib whidi is in the midst 
of the throne * shall feed them, and shall 
lead them unto living fountains of waters : 
and ^God shall wipe away all tears from 
their eyes.

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CHAPTER 8 

AND when he had opened * the seventh 
J\. seal, there was silence in heaven 
about the space of half an hour. 

2 And I saw the seven angels which 
stood before God; and to them were 
given seven trumpets. 

3 And another angel came and stood at 
the altar, having /a golden censer; and 
there was given unto Jfiim much incense, 
that he should ^ offer it with ^■the prayers 
of all saints upon *the golden altar which 
was before the throne. 

4 And the smoke of the incense, which 
came with the prayers of the saints, as- 
cended up before God out of the angel’s 
hand.

TT^e first angel sounded, and there 
followed %ail and fire mingled with 
blood, and they wefe cast ’"upon the 
earth: and the third part of ’"trees was 
burnt up, and all green grass was burnt 
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the second angel sounded, and as 

it were a great mountain burning with 
fire was cast ^into the sea : and the third 
part of the sea ^became blood ; 

9 And the third part of the creatures 
which were in the sea, and had life, died; 
and the third part oi the ships were de- 
stroyed. 

10 And the third angel sounded, and 
“’there fell a great star from heaven, burn- 
ing as it were a lampj and it fell upon the 
iJiird part of the * rivers, and upon the 
fountains of waters ; 

11 And the name of the star is called 
Wormwood : and the third part of the 

waters became wormwood; and many 
men died of the waters, because they 
were made bitter. 

12 And thq^ fourth angel sounded, and 
the third part of ^the sun was smitten, 
and the third part of the moon, and the 
third part of the stars; so as the third 
part of them was darkened, and the day 
shone not for a third part of it, and the 
night likewise. 

13 And I beheld, and heard an angel 
flying through the midst of heaven, say- 
ing with a loud voice, ®Woe, woe, woe, 
to the inhahiters of the earth by reason 
of the other voices of the trumpet of the 
three angels, which are yet to sound t 

CHAPTER 9 

AND tibe fifth. angel sounded, and I 
JiL saw star fall from heav^en unto 
the earth: and to him was given *th€) 
key of «the bottomless pit.

2 And he opened the bottomless pit ; 
and there arose a smoke out of the pit, 
as the smoke of a great furnace ; and the 
sun and the air -were darkened by reason 
of the smoke of the pit. 

3 And there came out of the smoke 
“locusts upon the earth : and unto them 
■was given power, as the scorpions of the 
earth have power, 

4 And it was commanded them ®that 
they should not hurt the grass of the 
earth, neither any green thing, neither 
any tree ; but only those men wBch have I 
not ^ the seal of Gk)d in their foreheads. I 

5 And to them it was given that thev 
should not kill them, but that thej' 
should be tormented five months : and 
their torment as the torment of a 
scorpion, when he striketh a man. 

6 And ,in those days /shall men seek 
death, and shall not find it : and shall 
desire to die, and death shall flee from 
them. 

7 And ^the shapes of the locusts 

like unto horses prepared unto battle; 
and on their heads were as it were crowns 
like gold, and their faces were as the 
faces of men. 

8 And they had hair as the hair of 
women, and * their teeth were as the 
teeth of lions. 

9 And they had breastplates, as it were 
breastplates of iron: and the sound of 
their -wings was ^as the sound of chariots 
of many horses running to battle. 

10 And they had tails like irnto scor- 
pions, and there were stings in their 
tails : and their power was to hurt men 
five months. 

11 And they had °a king over them, 
which is the angel of the bottomless pit, 
whose name in the Hebrew tongue is 
’‘Abaddon, but in the G-reek tongue hath 
his name ^ ApoUyon. 

12 ^One woe is past • and, behold, there 
come two woes more hereafter. 

13 And the sixth angel sounded, and 
I heard a voice from “the four horns of 
"the golden altar which is before God, 

14 Saying to the sixth angel which had 
the trumpet. Loose the four a^els which 
are bound in “’the great river Euphrates. 

15 And the four angels were loosed, 
which were prepared 2‘f or an hour, and a 
day, and a month, and a year, for to slay 
the third part of men. 

16 And the number of the army of the 
horsemen were *two hundred thousand 
thousand; and I heard the number of 
them. 

17 And thus I saw the horses in the 
vision, and them that sat on them, having 
breastplates of fire, and of jacinth, and 
brunstone: and the heads of the horses 
were as the heads of lions ; and out of 
their mouths issued “fire and smoke and 
brimstone." 

,18 By these three was the third part of 
rpen killed, by the fire, and by the smoke, 
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and by the brimstone, which issued out 
of their mouths. 

19 For their power is in their mouth, 
and in their tails: for their tails were 
like unto serpents, and had heads, and 
with them they do hurt. 

20 And the rest of the men which were 
not killed by these plagues yet repented 
not of *the works of their hands, that 
they should not worship devils, and idols 
of gold, and silver, and brass, and stone, 
and of wood: ^ which neither can see, 
nor hear, nor walk : 

21 Keither repented they of their mur- 
ders, nor of their sorceries, nor of their 
fornication, nor of their thefts. 

CHAPTER 10 

AND I saw another mighty angel come 
Aa. down from heaven, clothed with a 
cloud : and ^ a rainbow was upon his 
head, and ’^his face toas as it were the 
sun, and -^'his feet as pillars of fire; 

2 And he had in his hand a little book 
open : and he set his right foot upon the 
sea, and his left foot on the earth, 

3 And cried with a loud voice, as when 
a lion roareth : and when he had cried, 
seven thunders uttered their voices. 

4 And when the seven thunders had 
uttered their voices, I was about to write : 
and I heard a voice from heaven saying 
unto me, ”*Seal up those things which 
the seven thunders uttered, and -write 
them not. 

5 And the angel which I saw stand 
upon the sea and upon the earth "lifted 
up his hand to heaven, 

6 And sware by ^him that liveth for 
ever and ever, ® who created heaven, and 
the things that therein are, and the earth, 
and the things that therein are, and the 
sea, and the things which are therein, 
Hhat there should be time no longer; 

7 But in the days of the voice of the 
seventh angel, when he shall begin to 
sound, the mystery of God should be 
finished, as he hath declared to his ser- 
vants the prophets. 

8 And the voice which I heard from 
heaven spake unto me again, and said. 
Go and take the little book which is 
open in the hand of the angel which 
standeth upon the sea and upon the 
earth. 

9 And I went unto the angel, and said 
unto him, Give me the little book. And 
he said’,unto me, Take it, and *'eat it ui) ; 
and it shall make thy belly bitter, but it 
shall be in thy mouth sweet as honey. 

10 And I took the little book out of the 
angel’s hand, and ate it up ; and ®it was 
in my mouth sweet as honey ; and as 
soon as I had eaten it, my belly was 
bitter. 

i 11 And he said unto me, Thou must 
, prophesy again before many peoples, and 
I nations, and tongues, and kings.

CHAPTEE 11 

A KD there was given me ^ a reed like 
unto a rod: and the angel stood, 
saying, Eise, and measure the temple of 
God, and /the altar, and them that wor- 
ship therein. 

2 iBut^the court which is without the 
temple ^ leave out, and measure it not: 
for it is given unto *the Gentiles ; and 
the holy city shall they tread under foot 
/ forty and two months. 

3 And I will mve ^power unto my two 
* witnesses, and they shall prophesy > a 
thousand two hundred ana threescore 
day^ clothed in sackcloth. 

4 These are "the two olive trees, and 
®the two candlesticks standing ihefore 
the God of the earth. 

5 And if any man will hurt them, ^fiie 
proceedeth out of their mouth, and de- 
voureth their enemies : and if any man 
will hurt them, he must in this manner 
be killed. 

6 These have power *to shut heaven, 
that it rain not m the days of their pro- 
phecy: and have power over waters^ to 
turn them to blood, and ‘'to smite the 
earth with all plagues, as often as they 
wilL 

7 And when they shall have finished 
their * testimony, *'the beast that ascend- 
eth out of *tne bottomless pit “shall 
make war against them, and shall over- 
come therUj and kill &em. 

8 And their dead bodies shall lie in the 
street of “the great city, which spiritindly 
is called Sodom and Egypt, where also 
our Lord was crucified. 

9 And they of the people and kindreds 
and tonnes and nations shall see their 
dead bodies three days and an half, and 
shall not suffer their dead bodies to be 
put in ^ves. 

10 And they that dwell iroon the earth 
shall rejoice over them, ana make merry, 
and shall send gifts one to another ; be- 
cause ^ these two prophets /tormented 
them that dwelt on the earth. 

11 And after three days and an half 
Hhe Spirit of life from God entered into 
them, and they stood upon their feet; 
and great fear fell upon them which saw 
them. 

12 And they heard a great voice from 
h^ven saying unto them. Come up 
hither. And they ascended up to heaven 
®in a cloud; and their enemies beheld 
them. 

13 And the same hour was there a great 
e^thguake, and ® the tenth part of the 
city fell, and in the earthquake were 
slain ®of men seven thousand: and the 
remnant were affrighted* and* gave glory 
to " the Gk)d of heaven. 

14 * The second woe is past; a/nd, be- 
hold* the third woe cometh quickly. 

15 And ^the seventh angel sounded; 
and there were great voices in heaven.

become the kingdoms of our Lord, and 
of “his Christ; and ^he shall reign for 
ever and ever. 

16 And “the four and twenty elders, 
which sat before God on their seats, M

17 Saying, We give thee thanlrs, 0 Lord 
God Almighty, * which art, and wast, 
and art to come; because thou hast 
taken to thee thy great power, and hast 
reigned. 

18 And the nations were angry, and 
^thy wrath is come, and *"the time of the 
dead, that they should be judged, and 
that thou shouldest give reward unto thy 
servants the prophets, and to the saints, 
and them that fear thy name, sma ll aM 
great; and shouldest destroy them which 
^destroy the earth. 

19 And * the temple of God was opened 
in heaven, and tiiere was seen m his 
t^ple '’the ark of Ms testament s and 
there “were lightnings, and voices, and 
thunderings, and an earthquake, and 
great had. 

CHAPTEE 12 

AND there appeared a great ^wonder 
-lA. in heaven : a woman clothed with 
the sun, and "the moon under her feet, 
and upon her head a crown of twelve 
stars: 

2 And * she being with child cried, 
travailing in birth, and pained to be 
delivered.

12 Therefore rejoice, ye heavens, and ye 
that dwell in them, *Woe to the inha- 
biters of the earth and of the sea ! for the 
devil is come down unto you, having 

g reat wrath, because he knoweth that 
e hath but a short time. 

13 Ajid when the dragon saw that he 
was cast unto the earth, he persecuted 
the woman which brought forth the 
man child. 

14 And to the woman wfere given two 
wings of a'great eagle, that she might fly 
into the wilaemess, into her place, where 
she is nourished ^for a time, and times, 
and half a time, from the face of the 
se:ment. - 

lo And the serpent cast out of his mouth 
water as a flood after the woman, that he 
might cause her to be carried away of 
the flood. 

16 And the earth helped the woman, 
and the earth opened her mouth, and 
swallowed up the flood which the dragon 
cast out of ms mouth. 

17 And the dragon was wroth with the 
woman, and went *to make war with 
the renmant of her seed, which keep 
the commandments of God, and ‘*have 
the testimony of Jesus Chnst, 

CBAPTER IS 

AND I stood upon the sand of the sea, 
and saw ®a beast rise up out of the 
sea^ ** having seven heads and ten horns, 
and upon his horns ten crowns, and upon 
his heads the ^name of blasphemy.

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them 2 md power was given him over all 
kindreds, and tongues, and nations. 

8 And all that dwell upon the earth 
shall worship him, whose names are not 
written in ^ the book of life of ** the Lamb 
slain /from the foundation of the world. 

9 any man have an ear, let him hear. 

10 ‘He that leadeth into captivity shall 
go into captivity: >he that Mleth Avith 
the sword must be killed with the sword. 
^Here is the patience and the faith of the 
saints. 

11 And I beheld another beast coming 
up " out of the earth ; and he had two 
horns ®like a lamb, and he spake as a 
dragon. 

12 And he eserciseth * all the power of 
the first beast before him, and causeth 
the earth and them which dwell therein 
to worship the first beast, ’“whose deadly 
wound was healed. 

13 And ^he doeth great wonders, **so 
that he maketh fire come down from

17 And that no man might buy or sell, 
save he that had the mark, or Ihe name 
of the beast, or * the number of his name. 

16 Here is wisdomr^Let him that hath 
understanding count the number of the 
b^t: for ^it is the number- of a man; 
and his number is Six hundred threescore 
and sis.

10 And the fifth angel poured out his 
vial upon “'the seat of the beast; and 
®liis kingdom was full of darkness ; and

IS^nold, 1 come ’as" athiet^^lessed 
is he that watcheth, and keepeth his 
garments, lest he walk naked, and they 
see his shame. 



17^ And* th?’ seventh angel poured out 
his vial into the air ; and there came a 
great voice “'out of the temple of heaven, 
from the throne, saying, It is done. 

18 And there were voices, and thunders, 
and lightnings; and there was a great 
earriiquake, ^such as was not since men 
were upon the earth, so mighty an earth- 
quake, and so great 

19 And ®the great city was divided ““into 
three parts, and the cities of the nations 
fell ; and great Babylon came in remem- 
brance before God, “to give unto her the 
cup of the wine of the fierceness of his 
wrath. 

20 And t^t^every island fled away, and the 
mountains were not found. 

21 And there fell upon men a “great 
hail out of heaven, everi/ stone imout 
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REVELATION 16, 17 

the weight of a talent: and men ^ blas- 
phemed God because of the pla^e of the 
hail ; for the plague thereof was exceeding 
great. 

CHAPTEB 17 

AKD there came /one of ^the seven 
XX angels v/hich had the seven vials, 
and talked with me, saying unto me. 
Come hither ; I will shew unto thee the 
judgment of ^the great whore ”*that 
sitteth upon many waters : 

2 ''With whom the kings of the earth 
have committed fornication, and the 
inhabitants of the earth *nave been 
made drunk with the wine of her for- 
nication. 

3 So he carried me away •®in the spirit 
into the wilderness : and I saw a woman 
sit upon a scarlet coloured beast, full of 
* names of blasphemy, ®hamg seven 
heads and ten horns. 

4 And the woman was arrayed in purple 
and scarlet colour, and 2 decked ^with 
gold and precious stones and pearls, 
^having a golden cup in her hand full 
of abominations and filthiness of her 
fornication *. 

6 And upon her forehead was a name 
wrilten JMYSTEEYJBABYLON THE 
GHEAT, THE MOmEE OP SHAK- 
LOTS AND ABOlvnNATIOHS OF 
THE EABTH. 

6 And I saw /the woman drunken with 
the blood of the saints, and with the 
blood of /the martyrs of Jesus:: and 
when I saw her, I wondered with great 
admiration. 

7 And the angel said unto me, Where- 
fore didst thou marvel? I will tell thee 
®the mystery of the woman, and of the 
beast that carrieth her, which hath the 
seven heads and ten horns. 

8 The beast that thou sawest was, and 
is not; and ® shall ascend out of ’‘the 
bottomless pit, and go into perdition: 
and they that dwell on the earth shall 
wonder, whose names were not written 
in the book of life from the foundation 
of the world, when they behold the beast 
that was, and is not, and yet is. 

9 And *'here is the mind which hath 
wisdom. *The seven heads are seven 
mountains, on which the woman sitteth. 

10 And there are seven kings : five are 
fallen, and one is, and the other is not 
yet come ; and when he cometh, he must 
continue a short space. 

11 And the beast that was, and is not, 
even he is the eighth, and is of the seven, 
and goeth into perdition. 

12 And **the ten horns which thou 
sawest are ten kings, which have re- 
ceived no kingdom as yet; but receive 
power as kings one hour with the beast. 

13 These have one mind, and shall give 
their power and strength unto the beast. 

14 These //shall make war with the 
Lamb, and ^^^the Lamb shall overcome

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faithful- 


15 And he saith unto me, <*The ■waters 
which thou sawest, where the whore 
sitteth, are peoples, and multitudes, and 
nations, and tongues. 

16 And ®the ten horns which thou 
sawest upon the beast, these shall hate 
the whore, and shall make her desolate 
and /naked, and ^ shall eat her flesh, and 
* bum her with Are. 

17 For God hath put in their hearts 
to fulfil his will, and to agree, and give 
their kingdom unto the beast, * until the 
words of God shall be fulfilled. 

18 And the woman which thou sawest 
is ^that great city, which reigneth over 
the kings of the earth. 


CHAPTEE 18 

A nd after these things I saw ” another 
. angel come down from heaven, 
having great power; and ® the earth was 
lightened -with liis glory.

6 /Eeward her even as she re-warded 
you, and double unto her double accord- 
ing to her works ; * in the cup which she 
hath filled fill to her double. 

7 * How much she hath glorified herself, 
and lived deliciously, so much torment 
and sorrow give her ; for she saith in her 
heart, * I sit a queen, and am no -widow, 
and shall see no sorrow. 

8 Therefore shall her plagues come in 
one day, death, and mourning, and fa- 
mine ; and "she shall be utterly bm-ned 
with fire: for ^strong is the Lord God 
who judgeth her. 

9 And ^'the kings of the earth, who 
have committed fornication and lived 
deliciously -with her, * shall bewail her, 
and lament for her, “when they shall see 
the smoke of her burning, 

10 Standing afar off for the fear of her 
torment, saying, *Alas, alas, that great 
city Babylon, that mighty city I for in 
one hour is thy judgment come. 

11 And ^the mercoants of the earth 
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shall weep and mourn over her ; for no 
man buyeth their merchandise any more ; 

12 The merchandise of gold, and silver, 
and precious stones, qnd of pearls, and 
fine linen, and purple, and silk, and 
scarlet, and all ^thyine wood, and aU 
manner vessels of ivory, and all manner 
vessels of most precious wood, and of 
brass, and iron, and marble, 

13 And cinnamon, and odours, and 
ointments, and frankincense, and wine, 
and oil, and fine flour, and. wheat, and 
beasts, and sheep, and horses, and cha- 
riots, and 2 slaves, and ^ souls of men. 

14 And the fruits that thy soul lusted 
after are departed from thee, and all 
tilings which were dainty and goodly are 
departed from thee, and thou shalt find 
them no more at all. 

15 The merchants of these things,’" which 
were made rich by her, shall stand afar 
off for the fear of her torment, weeping 
and wailing, 

16 And saying, Alas, alas, that great 
city, that was clothed in fine linen, and 
puirole, and scarlet, and decked with gold, 
an(f precious stones, and pearls I 

17 For in one hour so great riches is 
come to nought. And every ’‘shipmaster, 
and all the company in ships, ana sailoi^ 
and as many as trade by sea, stood afar off, 

18 And cried when they saw the smoke 
of her burning, saying, “What city is 
like unto this great city I 

19 And “’they cast dust on their heads, 
and cried, weeping and wailing, saying, 
Alas, alas, tliat great city, wherein were 
made rich all that had ships in the sea 
by reason of her costliness 1 for in one 
hour is she made desolate. 

20 ‘*Eejoice over her, thou heaven, and 
ye bLoly ap qg tles and prophets for ®God 
hafnayenged you on Tier. 

21 And a mighty angel ® took up a stone 
like a great millstone, and cast it into 
the sea, saying, Thus with -violence shall 
that meat city Babylon be thro-wn down, 
and ^all be found no more.at4t==i 

22 And Hhe voice of h^ers, 
sicians, and of pipers, 'anA trumpeters, 
shall be heard no more at all in thee; 
and no craftsman, of whatsoever craft he 
be, shall be found any more in thee ; and 
’"the sound of a millstone shall be heard 
no more at all in thee ; 

23 And the li^ht of a candle shall shine 
no more at all in thee ; and ®the voice ol 
the bridegroom and of the bride shall be 
heard no more at all in thee ; for *thy 
merchants were the great men of the 
earth; for ®by thy sorceries were all 
nations deceived. 

24 And ®in her was found the blood oi 
prophets, and of saints, and of “’all that 
were slam upon the earth.

4 And Hhe four and twenty elders and

5 And a voice came out of the throne, 
saying, Praise our God, all ^ ye his ser- 
vants, and ye Hiat fear him, both small 
and great. 

6 And "I heard as it were ^the voice of 
a great multitude, and "as the voice of 
many waters, and as the voice of mi^ty 
thunderings, sajing, Alleluia: for the 
Lord God omnipotent reigneth. 

7 Let us be glad and rejoice, 'and give

16 And he hath on his vesture and on 
his ttd^ a name written, "“EJNG OF

17 And 1 saw an standing in the 
sun ; and he criSd with a loud voice, 
saying to ail the fowls that fly m the 
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midst of heaven, "Come and gather 
yourselves together ‘*unto the supper of 
the CTeat God ; 

18 /That ye may eat the flesh of kings, 
and the flesh of *captaina and the flesh 
of mighty men, and the flesh of horses, 
and of them that sit on them, and the 
flesh of all men, both free and bond, both 
small and great. 

19 And I saw *the beast, and the kings 
of the earth, and their armies, gathered 
together '"to make war against him that 
sat on the horse, and against his army. 

20 And the beast was taken, and with 
him "the false prophet that wrought 
miracles « before him, with which he 
’'deceived "them that had received the 
mark of the beast, and them that wor- 
shipped his image. These both “were 
cast ahve into a lake of fire burning with 
brimstone. 

21 And the remnant were slain with the 
sword of "him that sat upon the horse, 
which sword proceeded out of his mouth : 
and all the fowls were filled with their 
flesh. 


CHAPTEE 20 

AND I saw an angel come down from 
-CV heaven, "having the key of the 
bottomless pit and a great chain in his 
hand. 

2 And he laid hold on "the dragon, 
/that old serpent, which is the Devil, and 
Satan, and Abound him a thousand years, 

3 And cast him into the bottomless pit, 
and shut him up, and /set a seal upon 
him, that he should deceive the nations 
no more, till the thousand years should 
be fulfilled : and after that he must be 
loosed a little season. 

A And I saw " thrones, and they sat upon

6 Blessed and holy is he that hath part 
in fhe 'firsf resurrectioil : bn such *»'the 
second death hath no power, but th^ 
sh^. be *^riests of God^and of Cfhrisf,' 
and ""shall reign with him a thou^d 
years. 

"7 And when the thousand years are 
exiled, Satan shall be loosed ""out of 
his prison, 

8 And shall go out to deceive the nations 
which are in the four Quarters of the 
earth, ^ Gog andMagog, ^ to gather them 
together to battle : me number of whom 
is as the sand of the sea. 

9 And ’'’‘they went upon the breadth of 
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the earth, and compassed the camp of the 
saints about, and *the beloved city : and 
‘'fire came down from God out of heaven, 
and devoured them. 

10 And the devil that deceived them 
®was cast into the lake of fire and brim- 
stone, where the beast and the false 
prophet a?*c, and shall be tormented day 
and night for ever and ever. 

11 And I saw a great wliite throne, and 
him that sat on it, from whose face ^the 
earth and the heaven fled away; and 
^there was found no place for them. 

12 And I saw the dead, small and great, 

stand before God: and^nhe books were 
opened : and another book was opened, 
^%hich is the hook of life : and the dead 
were judged out of those tilings which 
were written in the books, "according to 
their works. , , , , , 

13 And the sea gave up the dead which 

were in it ; and ° death and ^ hell delivered 
up the dead which were in them ; and 
they were judged every man according 
to their works. ^ ^ 

14 And * death and hell were cast mto 
the 1 ake of fire. This is ^ the second death. 

15 And whosoever was not found written 
in the book of life was cast into the lake 
of 
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CHAPTER 21 

AND I saw *a new heaven and a new 
jlV” earth ; for “the fii’st heaven and the 
first earth were passed away ; and there 
was no more sea. , , , 

2 And I "John saw "the holy city, 
®new Jerusalem, ^coming down from 
God out of heaven, prepared ®as a hride 
"adorned for her husband. 

3 And I heard a great voice out of 
heaven saying. Behold. *^the tgd ifiinacle

6 And he said unto me, It is done, 
am Alpha and Omega, the beginnmg 
'and the end. ' will give unto him that 
is athhrst of theiountain of the water of 
life ®freeiy. , , 

=7 ’’He that overcometh shall inherit 
2 all thhigsT and ^ will be his God, and 
he-shall be my son. . ' 'I 

the fearful, and unbellevmg, and 
the abominable, and "murderers ^d 
whoremongers, and sorcerers, and ido- 
laters, and all li^, shall have tiieir part 
in *'the lake which bumeth with fire and 
brimstoive : which is ""the second death. 
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9 And there came unto me “one of the 
seven angels which had the ^ven vials 
full of the seven last plagues, and talked 
with me, saying. Come hither, I wiU 
shew thee ‘^the bride, the Lamb’s wife. 

10 ^nd /h e carried me away in the 
spiriOoa great and high mountain, 
and shewed me that great city, the holy 
Jerusalem, descending out of heaven 
from God, 

11 ^Having the glory of God: and her 
light was like unto a stone most precious, 
even like-^a jasper stone, clear as crystal: 

12 And had a wall ^eat and high, and 
*had twelve gates, and at the gatesi;welve 
angels, and names written thereon, which 
are the names of the twelve tribes of the 
children of Israel : 

13 On the east three gates; on the 
north three gates; on the south three 
gates; and on the west three gates. 

14 And the wall of the city had twelve 
foundations, and ^in them tne names of 
the twelve apostles of the Lamb. 

15 And he that talked with me had a 
golden '‘reed to measure the city, and 
the gates thereof, and the wall thereof. 

16 And the city lieth foursquare, and 
the length is as large as the breadth: 
and he measured the city with the reed, 
twelve thousand furlongs. The length 
and the breadth and the neight of it axe 
equal. 

17 And he measured the wall thereof, 
an hundred and forty and four cubits, 
according to the measure of a man, that 
is, of the angeL 

18 And the building of the wall of it 
was of^ jasper: and the city wots pure 
gold, like unto clear glass. 

19 And ^the foundations of the wall of 
the city were garnished with all manner 
of“precious stones. The first foundation 
was jasper: the second, sapphire; the 
third, a chalcedony ; the fourth, an eme- 
rald: 

20 The fifth, sardonyx: the sixth, sa^ 
dius : the seventh, chrysolite : the eighth, 
beryl; the ninth, a topaz: the tenth, a 
chrysoprasus; the eleventh, a jacinth; 
the twelfth, an amethyst. 

21 And the twelve gates were twelve 
pearls; eveiy several gate was of one 
pearl: and Hhe street of the city^as 
pure gold, as it were transparenfglass. 

22 And "I saw no temple therein : for 
the Lord God Almighty and the Lamb 
are the temple of it. 

23 And ^the city had no need of the 
sun, neither of the moom to shine in it : 
for the gloiy of God did lighten it, and 
the Lamb is the light thereot 

24 And Hhe nations of “them which 
are saved shall walk in the light of it : 
and "the togs of the earth do bring 
their glory “and honour into it. 

^ And ®the ^tes^of it shall not" be 
shut at all by day : for ^there shall be no 
night there.

26 And they shall bring the glory and | 
lonour of the nations into it. 

27 And * there shall in no wise enter 
Bto it any thing that defileth, neither 
ohatsoever worleth abomination,^ or 
naketh a lie : but they which are written 
n the Lamb’s ^book of life. 

CHAPTER 22 

and he shewed me /a pure river of 
water of life, clear as crystal, nro- 
ceeding out of the throne of God and of 
the Lamb. 

2 In the midst of ^ the street of it, and 
*=on either side of the river, was there 
'"the tree of Ufe, which bare twelve 
manner* of fruits, and yielded her fruit 
every month : and *the leaves of the tree 
were for the healing of the nations. 

3 And * there shall be no more curse : 
but ’’the throne of God and of the Lamb 
shall be in it; and his servants shall 
serve him:

8 And I ^ John saw these thin^, and 

heard them. And when I had heard

9 Then saith he unto me, See thou do 
it not: for I am thy fellowservant, and 
of thy brethren the prophets, and of 
them which keep the saymgs of this 
book: worship God.

10 And he saith nnto me, “ Seal not the 
ayings of the prophecy of this book: 
for me time is at hand.

12 And, behold, I come quickly; and

13 ^ I am Alpha and Omega,„the^ba“ 
ginning" and tlie end, the '"first and the 

“IJ ^Blessed are they that do his com- 
mandments, that they may have right 
to ^ the tree of life, and “ may enter in 
tlirough the gates into the city. 

15 For without are "dogs, and ^ sorcer- 
ers, and whoremongers, and murderers, 
ana idolaters, and A'^osoever loveth and 
maketh a lie. 

16 ^ I Jesus have sent mme angel to 

testify unto you these things in the 
churches. “I am the root and the ofl^ 
spring of David, and the bright and 
* morning star. , 

17 And the Spirit and 'the bride say. 
Come. Ajad let him that heareth say. 
Come. And “let him that is athiret 
come. And whosoever will, let him 
take the water of life freely. 

18 For I testify unto every man that 
heareth the words of the prophecy of 
this book, any man shall add unto 
these ttdngs, God shall add unto him the 
plagues that are written in this book : 

19 Amd if any man shall take away from 
the words of the book of this prophecy, 
^God shall take away his part Jout of 
•^the book of life, and out of *the holy 
city, and from the things which are 
written in this book. 

20 He which testifieth these things 

saith, ^ Surely I. come qui ckly. Am en. 
'"Even so, come, Lord Jesus. .

be with you all. Amen.
